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PREFACE. 


It  has  justly  been  observed,  that  Nations^  as  well 
as  particular  Persons,  have  their  Infancy,  in  which 
they  are  not  only  small  and  weak^  but  also  rude 
and  Ignorant.  Even  those  Nations  which  have 
arrived  at  the  highest  degree  of  power  and  great- 
ness, and  have  been  most  renowned  for  all  the  at- 
tributes of  Civilization,  when  traced  up  to  their 
infant  state,  are  found  to  have  been  equally  feeble 
and  illiterate.  We  need  not,  therefore,  be  sur- 
prised to  find,  nor  ashamed  to  own,  that  there 
was  a  time,  when  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Island 
were  divided  into  a  great  many  petty  States  or 
Tribes,  each  of  them  consisting  of  rude  unlettered 
Savages.* 

The  Historians  of  all  those  Empires  winch  have 
become  great  and  eminent,  have  taken  much 
pains  in  discovering  and  describing  the  progress 
of  their  arms,  the  enlargement  of  their  territories.

and  the  increase  of  their  power  and  grandeur;  but, 
unhappily^  they  have  not  taken  the  same  pains  in 
tracing  and  delineating  the  cultivation  of  their  in- 
tellectual feiculties^  and  their  gradual  improve- 
ments in  Learning  and  useful  Knowledge.  While 
the  exploits  of  every  victorious  Prince  and  General^ 
.  who  had  contributed  to  the  aggrandizement  of 
his  Country,  have  been  reporded  with  the  greatest 
care,  and  extolled  with  the  highest  praises ;  the 
very  names  of  those  peaceful  Sages,  who  had 
enlarged  the  empire  of  reason,  had  improved  the 
minds,  and  polished  the  manners  of  their  Fellow- 
Citizens,  have  hardly  found  a  place  in  the  Annals 
of  their  Country. 

It  is  impossible  that  Learning  can  flourish,  in 
any  degree,  in  any  Country,  without  Schools  for 
the  Education  of  Youth,  provided  with  proper 
Teachers,  and  under  proper  Regulations.  We  may 
therefore  conclude  in  general,  that  the  ancient 
Britons  had  such  Seminaries  of  Learning  among 
them,  before  they  were  conquered  by  the  Romans. 
Of  this  we  have  also  sufficient  positive  evidence  in 
the  Greek  and  Roman  Writers,  and  information 
of  several  particulars  relating  to  the  constitution 
and  circumstances  of  these  most  ancient  Estab- 
lishments, l)oth  in  Gaul  and  Britain.  It  appears 
from  these  Writers,  that  those  Schools  of  Learn- 
ing were  wholly  under  the  direction  of  the  Druids, 
who  were  the  only  governors  and  teachers  in 
them,  to  whose  care  the  education  of  youth  was 
entirely  committed.   These Druidical  Institutions, 
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particularly  those  of  Britain^  were  very  much 
crowded  with  Students ;  as  many  of  the  Youth 
of  Gaul  came  over  to  finish  their  Education  in 
this  Island.    And,  it  is  smd,  that  one  of  the  most 
celebrated  of  them  was  in  the  Isle  of  Anglesea. 
*   Julius  Aoricola,  who  was  advanced  to  the 
Government  of  Britain  in  the  year  78,  was,  how- 
ever, the  first  of  the  Roman  Governors,  who  gave 
^y  considerable  attention  to  the  concerns  of 
Learning.    This  illustrious  person  being  not  only 
one  of  the  greatest  Generals,  but  also  one  of  the 
best  and  most  learned  men  of  the  age  in  which  he 
lived,  took  great  pains  to  reconcile  the  Provincial 
Britons  to  the  Roman  Government,  by  intro- 
ducing   amongst    them    the    Roman   Arts  and 
Sciences.   With  this  view  he  persuaded  the  Noble 
Youth  of  Britain  to  learn  the  Latin  language,  and 
to  apply  to  the  study  of  the  Roman  eloquence. 
These  persuasions  were  successfiil,  because  they 
were  seasonable;   and  the  Britidi  youth  being 
deprived  of  their  former  Instructors,  by  the  de- 
struction and  expulsion  of  the  Druids,  which  hap- 
pened about  this  time,  willingly  put  themselves 
under  those  Teachers  who  were  provided  for  them 
by  the  Romans.    At  length  the  knowledge  of 
Latin  became  one  of  the  first  and  most  indispen- 
sible  branches  of  a  liberal  education ;  and  that 
language  was  so  generally  understood  and  spoken 
in  this  Island,  that,  according  to  Gildas,  "  Britain 
might  then  have  been  more  properly  called  a 
Roman  than  a  British  Island.'' 
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After  Leaniing  had  flourished  in  ProYincial 
Britain,  from  the  end  of  the  first  to  the  middle  of 
the  fourth  Century,  it  then  begun  to  decline,  and 
by  various  means  was  reduced  to  a  very  languish- 
ing state,  before  the  arrival  of  the  Saxons.** 

It  is  in  vain  to  seek  for  Learning,  or  learned 
Men,  among  the  Saxons,  at  that  period.  For, 
although  they  were  not  absolute  strangers  to  the 
use  of  letters,  yet,  Kke  all  the  other  Northern 
Nations,  they  were  so  much  addicted  to  plunder- 
ing and  piratical  expeditions,  that  they  despised 
the  peaceful  pursuits  of  Science.  Their  arrival, 
therefore,  in  this  Island  was  so  far  from  being  fa- 
vourable to  the  cause  of  Learning,  that  the  very 
last  sparks  of  it  were  almost  extinguished  in  all 
those  parts  where  their  arms  prevailed ;  in  which 
the  most  profound  darkness  reigned,  until  after 
the  introduction  of  Christianity. 

As  the  youth  in  those  parts  of  England  which 
had  embraced  the  Christian  Religion,  begun  to 
apply  to  Learning  with  some  eagerness  in  the 
Seventh  century,  several  Schools  were  then  estab^ 
lished  for  their  instruction  :  one  of  the  most  itlus- 
trywB  of  them  being  that  of  Canterbury^  which 
was  founded  by  Augustine,  the  Apostle  of  the 
£.ngUsh,and  hisCompan];ons,and  greatly  improved 
l^  Archbishop  Theodore. 

One  thing  that  retarded  the  progress  of  Learn- 
ing in  England,  and  made  the  acquisition  of  liter -

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ary  knowledge  extremely  diffieuk  in  thii  Centnry, 
was,  the  scarcity  of  Boohs ^  which  had  been  either 
carried  away  by  the  Romans^  or  so  entirely  de- 
stroyed by  the  ScotSy  Picts,  and  Saxons,  that  it 
may  be  doubted  whether  there  was  iso  much  as 
one  Book  l^ft  in  England  before  the  arrival  of 
Augustine.  Nor  was  this  deficiency  easily  sup- 
plied^ as  there  was  a  necessity  of  bringing  them  all 
from  foreign  countries^  and  chiefly  from  Rome^ 
where  they  could  not  he  procured  without  great 
difficulty,  and  a  most  incredible  expense.  At  this 
rate,  none  but  Kings,  Bishops,  and  Abbots,  could 
be  possessed  of  any  Books ;  which  is  the  reason, 
that  there  were  then  no  Schools  but  in  Kings* 
Palaces,  Bishops'  Seats,  or  Monasteries.  Alcui- 
Nifs,  who  was  the  Keeper  of  the  noble  Library 
which  was  founded  at  York  by  Archbishop  Egbert, 
speaks  of  it  in  several  of  his  Letters,  as  one  of  the 
most  choice  and  valuable  collections  of  Books 
then  in  the  world.  "  Oh !  that  I  had,"  says  he  in 
a  Letter  to  the  Emperor  CiiARiiRMAGNfi,  "  the  use 
of  those  admirable  Books  pn  all  parts  of  Learning, 
which  I  enjoyed  in  my  native  country,  collected 
by  the  industry  of  my  beloved  Master  Eqbebt. 
May  it  please  your  Imperial  Majesty,  in  your  great 
wisdom,  to  permit  me  to  send  some  of  our  Youth 
to  transcribe  the  most  valuable  Books  in  that 
Library,  and  thereby  transplant  the  flowers  of 
Britain  into  France  " 
The  reign  of  Alfred  The  Gbkat^  from  the  year 
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871  to  the  year  901,  is  a  most  memorable  period 
in  the  Annals  of  Learning,  and  affords  more 
materials  for  literary  history  than  two  or  three 
Centuries  either  before  or  after.  Prior  to  the 
accession  of  this  extraordinary  Monarch,  all  the 
Seminaries  of  Learning  in  England  were  laid  in 
ashes.  These  were  the  Monasteries  and  Bishops' 
Seats,  (where  Schools  had  been  kept  for  the  edu- 
cation of  Youth,  chiefly  for  the  Church,)  which 
were  so  universally  destroyed  by  the  Danes,  that 
hardly  one  of  them  was  left  standing.  This  great 
Prince,  sensible  how  impossible  it  was  to  revive 
Learning,  without  providing  Schools  for  the  edu- 
cation of  youth,  repaired  the  old  Monasteries,  and 
built  new  ones,  instituting  a  School  in  each  of 
them  for  that  purpose. 

But  in  these  Monastic  and  Episcopal  Schools, 
both  in  England  and4n  other  Countries  of  Europe, 
the  youth  were  only  taught  reading,  writing,  the 
Latin  language,  and  Church-Music,  to  fit  them  for 
performing  the  public  offices  of  the  Church ;  except 
in  a  very  few,  where  some  were  taught  Arithmetic, 
to  enable  them  to  manage  the  Secular  affairs  of 
their  Societies,  and  others  instructed  in  Rhetoric 
and  Theology,  to  assist  them  in  declaiming  to  the 
People. 

Although  these  Schools  prevented  the  total  ex- 
tinction of  literary  knowledge  among  the  Christian 
Clergy  in  those  dark  times,  they  contributed  very 
little  to  the  improvement  of  the  Sciences,  or  the 
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difiusion  of  Learning  among  the  Laity^  who  were 
left  ahnost  entirely  without  the  means  of  acquire 
ing  any  degree  of  Literature. 

When  Alfrbd,  therefore,  formed  the  noble  de- 
sign of  rendering  Learning  both  more  perfect  and 
more  general,  he  was  under  the  necessity  of  insti* 
tuting  Schools  on  a  different  and  more  extensive 
plan ;  in  which  all  the  Sciences  that  were  then 
known,  should  be  taught  by  the  best  Masters  that 
could  be  procured,  to  the  Laity  as  well  as  to  the 
Clergy.  Hence  the  Foundation  of  our  Two  Uni- 
8ITIES,  the  most  Illustrious  Seats  of  Learning  in 
the  World. 

Having  thus  founded  and  endowed  Schools, 
and  provided  them  with  proper  Masters,  he  next 
endeavoured  to  fill  them  with  suitable  Scholars ; 
which  was  not  the  easiest  part  of  his  work  in  that 
rude  age,  when  Learning  was  holden  in  such  con- 
tempt, especially  by  the  Nobility.    But  this  illi- 
beral and  barbarous  disdain  for  letters,  he  effec- 
tually overcame  in  a  little  time, — by  his  own 
Example, — by  speaking  on  all  occasions  in  praise 
of  Learning, — and  by  making  it  the  great  road  to 
preferment  both  in  Church  and  State.     And  still 
further  to  difiEuse  a  taste  for  knowledge,  and  to 
transmit  it  to  posterity,  he  made  a  Law,  obliging 
all  Freeholders  who  possessed,  two  Hides  of  land, 
or  upwards,  to  send  their  sons  to  School^  and  give 
them  a  liberal  education. 

By  these  wise  measures  this    most  excellent 
Prince  made  a  total  change  in  the  sentiments  of 
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his  subjects.  The  old  Nobilhy  bewailed  their  un- 
happiness  in  being  ignorant  of  letters^  and  some 
of  them  applied  to  study  in  a  very  advanced  age ; 
while  all  took  care  to  send  their  sons  and  young 
relations  to  those  Schools  provided  for  them  by 
the  wisdom  and  munificence  of  their  Sovereign. 

Hence  Learning  revived  and  flourished  to  such 
a  degree  in  the  course  of  this  glorious  reign^  that^ 
before  the  end  of  it^  Alfred  could  boast,  that  all 
his  Bishops'  Sees  were  filled  by  Prelates  of  great 
learning,  and  every  Pulpit  in  England  famvdhed 
with  a  good  Preacher.  So  astonishing  are  the 
effects  which  a  great  and  good  Prince,  animated 
with  an  ardent  zeal  for  the  happiness  of  his  Sub- 
jects, can  produce,  not  only  in  the  circumstances, 
but  In  the  very  spirit  and  character  of  a  Nation! 

But  that  gleam  of  Ught,  which  appeared  in 
England  towards  the  conclusion  of  the  Ninth 
Century,  was  not  of  long  continuance ;  for  as  this 
was  chiefly  owing  to  the  extraordinary  genius  and 
unwearied  efforts  of  Alfred,  as  soon  as  these 
were  removed  by  the  death  of  that  Prince,  in  the 
first  year  of  the  Tenth  Century,  learning  begun  to 
languish  and  decline. 

Edward,  his  eldest  son  and  successor,  had  been 
educated  with  great  care;  but  not  having  the 
same  genius  and  taste  for  study  as  his  Illustrious 
Father,  he  did  not  prove  so  great  a  Patron  of 
learning  and  of  learned  men. 

The  Danes,  too,  those  destructive  enemies  of 
Science  and  Civilization,  no  sooner  heard  of  the 
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^death  of  Alfred^  than  they  renewed  their  ravages ; 
which  they  continued^  with  little  interrnptioik^  for 
many  years. 

Besides  this,  the  learned  men  collected  by  Al- 
fred fr€>m  different  countries^  dying  soon  after 
their  Royal  Patron,  were  not  succeeded  by  men  of 
equal  knowledge.  And  these,  and  several  other 
unfavourable  circumstances,  gave  a  fatal  check 
%o  the  liberal  axid  studious  spirit  which  had  been 
excited  in  the  late  reign ;  and  the  Engfish  by  de- 
grees relapsed  into  their  f^mer  ignorance,  emd 
contempt  of  learnings 

The  restoration  of  the  ancient  line  of  the  Anou>- 
Saxon  Kings,  in  the  year  1041,  in  the  person  of 
Edward  The  Confessor,  was  an  event  favourable 
to  learning.  For  although  Edward  was  not  a 
great  Prince,  he  was  not  unleanied  for  the  age  in 
which  he  Uved,  nor  inattentive  to  the  interests  of 
learning.  He  repaired  the  injuries  done  to  Ox- 
ford by  his  predecessor  Harold,  which,  in  his 
Feign,  according  to  iNouLPirus,  seems  to  have 
l^een-  the  chief  Seminary  of  learning  in  England. 

^^  I  wafi  born,*'  says  Inoulphus,  "  in  England, 
^d  of  English  Parents,  in  the  beautiful  city  of 
London ;  educated  in  letters  in  my  tender  years 
at  Westminster ;  from  whence  I  was  afterwards 
sent  to  the  Study  of  Oxford ;  where  I  made  greater 
progress  in  the  Aristotelian  philosophy  than  many 
of  my  Contemporaries,  and  became  very  well  ao» 
quainted  with  the  Rhetoric  of  Cicero^  This  Author 
further  acquaints  us,  that  when  he  was  a  boy  at 
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Westminster  School,  and  used  to  visit  his  Father, 
vs^ho  lived  in  the  Court  of  Edward  The  Confessor, 
he  was  often  examined,  both  on  the  Latin  lan- 
guage and  on  Logic,  by  the  beautiful  and  virtu- 
ous Queen  Edgitua,  who  excelled  in  both  these 
branches  of  literature.  A  pleasing  instance,  that 
Learning  was  then  esteemed  a  desirable  accom- 
plishment even  in  Ladies  of  the  highest  Rank. 

One  cause  of  the  improvements  in  the  Sciences 
which  took  place  from  the  year  1166  to  1216,  was 
the  increase  of  the  Seminaries  of  Learning :  these 
consisting  of  General  Studies  or  Universities, — 
Episcopal  or  Cathedral  Schools, — Monastic  or 
Conventual  Schools, — ^The  Schools  of  Cities  and 
Towns,— and.  The  Schools  of  The  Jews, 

That  those  Seats  of  Learning  which  are  now 
called  Universities,  were  anciently  called  Studies, 
is  well  known.  But,  about  the  end  of  the  Twelfth 
or  beginning  of  the  Thirteenth  Century,  the 
modem  name  seems  generally  to  have  prevailed, 
either  because  all  kinds,  of  learning  were  taught  in 
them,  and  Students  of  all  Countries  were  welcome 
to  them,  or  because  they  were  formed  into  legal 
Communities,  which,  in  the  Latin  of  those  times, 
were  called  UniversitatesJ' 

In  the  darkest  of  the  middle  ages,  it  has  been 
observed,  the  families  of  Bishops  were  the  chief 
Seminaries  of  Learning,  in  which  young  persons 
were  educated  for  the  service  of  the  Church.

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These  Episcopal  or  Cathedral  Schools  still  conti- 
nued in  this  period.  They  were  also  better  regu- 
lated^ and  consequently  more  useful  and  more 
frequented.  In  the  most  ancient  times,  the  Bishop 
was  commonly  the  chief,  if  not  the  only  Teacher, 
of  his  Cathedral  School ;  the  faithful  discharge  of 
which  laborious  office  was  hardly  compatible  with 
the  other  duties  of  his  function.  But,  in  this 
period,  these  Schools  were  put  under  the  direction 
of  men  of  learning,  who  devoted  their  whole  time 
and  study  to  the  education  of  youth,  and  had  cer- 
tain Estates  or  Prebends  assigned  for  their  sup- 
port. These  Teachers  of  the  Cathedral  Schools 
were  called, "  The  Scholastics  of  the  Diocese  T  and 
all  the  youth  in  it,  who  were  designed  for  the 
Church,  were  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  their  in- 
structions. By  the  Eighteenth  Canon  of  the  third 
general  Council  of  Later  an,  in  the  year  1179,  it 
was  decreed.  That  such  Scholastics  should  be 
settled  in  all  Cathedrals,  with  sufficient  Revenues 
for  their  support ;  and  that  they  should  have  au- 
thority to  superintend  all  the  Schoolmasters  of  the 
Diocese,  and  grant  them  licenses,  without  which 
none  should  presume  to  teach.  The  Sciences, 
therefore,  that  were  taught  in  these  Cathedra- 
Schools,  were  such  as  were  most  necessary  to  qual 
lify  their  Pupils  for  performing  the  duties  of  the 
Sacerdotal  office,  as  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  Lo^c, 
Theology,  and  Church-Music.  In  the  year  1216, 
in  the  Fourth  general  Council  of  Lateran,  similar 
Ordinances  are  expressly  enjoined.

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The  great  increase  of  Religious  Houses  in  this 
period,  very  much  increased  the  number  of  Semi- 
naries of  learning,  as  there  was  a  School  more  or 
less  celebrated  in  almost  every  Convent.  And 
some  idea  may  be  formed  of  the  number  added  to 
the  Schools  by  this  means,  when  it  is  considered, 
that  there  were  no  fewer  than  657  Religious 
Houses  of  different  kinds,  according  to  Bishop 
Tanner,  founded  in  England  between  the  CkWa- 
quest  and  the  death  of  King  John.  One  design 
of  these  Monastic  Schools  was,  to  instruct  tbe 
younger  Monks  in  those  branches  of  learning  that 
were  necessary  to  their  decent  performance  of  the 
Service  of  the  Church,  particularly  in  the  Latin 
language  and  Church-Music.  Some  degree  of 
knowledge  of  these  parts  of  learning  was  so  neces- 
sary, that  without  it  none  could  be  admitted  into 
the  Monastic  Order  in  any  of  the  Chief  Abbeys ; 
and  the  famous  Nicholas  Breakspear,  after- 
wards Pope  Adrian  the  Fourth,  was  rejected  by 
Richard,  Abbot  of  St.  AlharCsy  for  want  of  a 
sufficient  share  of  learning.  In  these  Conventual 
Schools  the  young  Monks  were  carefully  instruct- 
ed in  the  art  of  fair  and  beautiful  Writing ;  and 
those  who  excelled  in  that  art,  were  for  some 
years  employed  in  the  Scriptorium^  or  Writing- 
Chamber,  in  transcribing  books  for  the  use  of  the 
Church  and  Library.  In  the  Schools  of  all  the 
larger  Monasteries,  besides  the  requisite  parts  of 
learning,  several  other  Sciences  were  taught,  lus 
Rhetoric,  Logic,  Theology,  Medicine,  with  the 
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Civil  and  Canon  ]Law.  These  two  last  branches 
of  learning,  I^w  and  JPhysic,  being  very  lucrative, 
were  so  dilig^^ntly  studied  and  practised  by  the 
Monks,  that  they  were  almost  the  only  Pleaders 
and  Physicians  of  t^iQise  times.  Many  persoas  of 
Rank  and  Fortune  were  also  educated  in  these 
Conventual  Schopls,  to  which  they  frequently  be- 
came Benefactors. 

Besides  all  these  Seminaries  of  learning,  there 
were  established  in  this  period,  in  all  the  chief 
Cities  and  Towns  of  England,  considerable  Schools, 
in  which  the  Youth  were  instructed  not  only  ih 
reading,  writing,  and  grammar^  but  also  in  several 
other  branches  of  literature,  as  Rhetoric,  Logic, 
and  Theology.  We  are  told  by  William  Fitz.- 
Stephens,  who  flourished  in  the  reign  of  Henry  * 
the  Second,  that  thece  were  three  of  these  emi- 
nent Schools  in  London  firmly  established :  be- 
sides several  others  that  were  occasionally  opened 
by  such  Masters,  as  had  obtained  a  high  reputa- 
4;ion  for  their  Learning. 

"  On  Holidays,"  he  observes,  ^^  it  is  usual  for 
these  Schogls  (o  hold  Public  Assembles  in  the 
Churches  in  wbich  the  SchoJ^irs  engage  in  demon- 
strative or  logiqsd  disputations,  some  using  enthy- 
mems,  and  others  perfect  syllogisms ;  some  aim- 
ing at  nothing  but  to  gain  the  victory,  and  make 
an  ostentatious  disjilay  of  their  acuteness,  while 
others  have  the  investigation  of  truth  in  view. 
Artful  Sophists,  pn  these  occasipns,  acquire  great 
applause ;  some  by  a  prodigious  inundation  and 
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flowof  words.  Others  by  their  specious  but  fiilla- 
cious  arguments.  After  the  disputatioDS,  other 
Scholars  deliver  rhetorical  declamations,  in  which 
they  observe  all  the  rules  of  art,  and  neglect 
no  topic  of  persuasion.  Even  the  younger  boys  in 
the  different  Schools  contend  against  each  other 
in  verse,  about  the  principles  of  Grammar,  and  the 
preterites  and  supines  of  verbs.*'^ 

That  prodigious  number  of  Jews  crowded  into 
England  soon  after  the  Conquest,  and  resided  in 
all  it*8  principal  towns  for  some  ages,  is  attested 
by  all  the  Historians  of  those  times.  Their  num- 
bers and  riches  were  indeed  so  great,  and  the 
revenues  derived  from  them  by  Government  so 
considerable,  that,  according  to  Madox,  a  parti- 
*  cular  Exchequer  was  appointed  for  their  recep- 
tion.' Among  these  Jews  there  were  many  Rab- 
bies,  aud  men  of  Learning,  who  officiated  as 
Priests  in  their  Synagogues,  and  Professors  in 
their  Schools,  which  they  had  in  London,  York, 
Lincoln,  Lynn,  Norwich,  Oxford,  Cambridge,  and 
every  other  town  where  any  considerable  number 
of  them  resided.  Nor  were  the  Academies  of  the 
Jewish  Rabbles  shut  against  the  Christian  Youth, 
but  open  to  all  who  chose  to  take  the  benefit  of 
their  instructions. 

Certainly,  says  Wasb,  we  all  bear  no  less  affec- 
tion to  the  common  Christianity,  than  the  Jews

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express  to  the  Law  of  Moses^  who  have  ordained^ 
'^  that  Schoohnasters  be  appointed  in  all  Cities, 
and  the  Inhabitants  of  that  City,  wherein  are  no 
Scholars,  be  excommunicated  'till  they  provide 
themselves  of  Schoolmasters.  Farther,  if  upoa 
this  they  take  no  care  to  get  them  any;  then, 
that  City  to  be  executed;  subjoining  this  reason, 
that  the  world  would  not  subsist,  if  it  were  not 
for  the  hahling  of  little  SchooUhoysr 

From  this  brief  description  of  the  Seminaries  of 
learning  then  established  in  England,  it  will  ap- 
.  pear,  that  the  general  Ignorance  of  the  Laity  was 
owing  rather  to  the  Taste  and  Manners  of  the 
times,  than  to  the  want  of  opportunities  of  acquir- 
ing at  least  a  moderate  degree  of  knowledge. 

All  these  different  kinds  of  Schools  continued 
to  flourish  in  the  Thirteenth  Century,  according 
to  Roger  Bacon,  who  informs  us,  that  there 
never  had  been  so  great  an  appearance  of  Learn- 
ing, and  so  general  an  application  to  study,  in  so 
many  different  Faculties,  as  in  his  time,  when 
Schools  were  erected  in  every  City,  Town,  Burgh, 
and  Castle.'  So  many  Schools  being  founded, 
and  so  many  Sciences  taught,  in  London,  and  it's 
environs,  that  it  was  not  very  improperly  called

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Learning,  hdwfet^er,  sensibly  declined  dtiring  the 
subsequent  pertod.  And,  about  the  year  1447, 
the  Public  Schools  for  the  education  of  youth 
in  London  had  so  far  gone  to  decay,  thatt  the 
grossest  ignorance  prevailed  among  the  people  in 
general. 

To  femedy  this  defect.  Four  Clergymen  peti- 
tioned Parliatnent  for  leave  to  set  up  Sdhools  in 
their  respective  Parishes,  viz.  Allhallotrs  the  More, 
St.  Andrew*8  Holbom,  St.  Peter  in  Cornhill,  and 
St.  Mary  Colechurch,  with  liberty  to  their  several 
Successors  to  continue  the  said  Schools.* 

This  Petition,  which,  it  may  be  supposed,  was 
drawn  by  men  of  zealous  principles  with  their 
greatest  care  and  the  utmost  eitertidn  of  their 
abilities,  is  still  preserved  among  the  Records  in 
the  Tower,''  and  is  a  lasting  Memorial  of  thdr 
Benevolence  atid  patriotic  Conduct.  This  Petition 
being  granted  by  King  Henhy  the  Siitth,  a  partial 
remedy  was  thus  applied  by  those  Well  disposed 
persons,  to  the  irregularity  of  behaviotir  and  rude- 
ness of  manners  which  characteri2sed  the  features 
of  that  period. 

A  few  great  men  who  succeeded  each  other, 
likewise  prevented  the  Lamp  of  Learning  from 
being  entirely  extinguished.  And  the  taking  of 
Constantinople  by  the  Turks,  in  the  beginning  of 
the  Fifteenth  Century,  was  an  event  which  con--

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tributed  to  the  general  restoratiou  of  literature* 
At  that  time  many  learned  Grbeks  fled  for  pro- 
tection into  Italy  and  Germany,  where  they  were 
kindly  received,  and  where  they  diffiised  Science 
with  great  success.^ 

In  a  short  time  after  this  event,  the  inhabitants 
of  the  Western  parts  of  Europe  made  great  pro- 
gress in  all  branches  of  Literature ;  and  the  in- 
vention of  Printing,  which  soon  followed,  com- 
pleted the  triumph  of  Lieaming,  over  Barbarism 
and  Ignorance. 

There  is  a  Solemnity  and  Importance  in  our 
desire  to  know  what  measures  were  devised^  what 
steps  pursued,  and  what  selected  instruments  in 
the  hands  of  Providence  ordained,  gradually  to 
diffuse  knowledge^  and  prepare  the  way  for  better 
Learning,  and  a  more  pure  form  of  Religion. 

It  is  generally  allowed,  that  the  noble  impulse 
of  Christian  Charity  in  the  founding  of  Grammar 
Schools,  was  one  of  the  Divine  means  for  bring- 
ing about  THB  BLBSSED  Rbformation.  And  it  is, 
therefore,  observable,  that  within  Thirty  years  be- 
fore it's  accomplishment,  there  were  more  Gram- 
mar Schools  erected  and  endowed  in  England^ 
than  had  been  established  in  Three  Hundred  years 
preceding." 

Before  the  Reformation,  it  has  been  remarked, 
that  Learning  was  much  confined  to  the  Monas-

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teries ;  but^  after  their  Dissolution,  it  came  forth 
from  thence,  and  begun  to  diffuse  itself  more 
widely  among  the  great  body  of  the  People ;  and 
the  important  object  of  Literature  soon  became  a 
measure  of  general  Policy. 

King  Edward  the  Sixth,  by  Letters  Patent^ 
bearing  date  the  20th  of  June,  in  the  second  year  * 
of  his  reign,  1549,  appointed  certain  Commis- 
sioners, ^^  to  take  diverse  orders  for  the  mainten- 
nance  and  continuance  of  ScoUers,  Priests,  and 
Curates,**  and  other  matters  relative  to  the  Poor ; 
and  under  the  authority  of  this  Commission,  the 
regulation  of  Schools  was  comprised. 

Our  gratitude,  therefore,  must  ever  be  due  to 
the  memory  of  Edward  the  Sixth,  under  whose 
splendid  reign  so  many  works  of  Munificence  and 
Piety  were  established.  Unlike  his  Royal  Father, 
his  attention  and  solicitude  were  extended  to  every 
class  of  his  Subjects,  who  felt  the  effects  of  his 
benign  disposition;  and  his  Princely  endowments 
constitute  at  this  day,  part  of  the  glory  of  the 
British  Empire. 

The  impulse  thus  given,  was  wisely  continued ; 
and  it  was  the  great  policy  of  succeeding  Princes 
to  encourage  Learning,  as  the  most  effectual 
means  to  expose  or  combat  the  errors  of  the 
Church  of  Rome ;  which  so  long  agitated  the 
minds  of  the  people,  that  the  Government  was 
exceedingly  disturbed  by  them,  until  the  Glorious 
Revolution,  in  1688,  when  Religion,  Law,  and 
Liberty,  were  fixed  on  that  solid  basis,  which  gives 
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this  happy  Country  a  Pre-eminence  over  every 
other  Nation  upon  the  face  of  the  Globe. 

^^  Engiiand^**  says  Erasmus  to  his  illustrious 
friend  Colet^  ^^  is  most  pleasant  to  me  for  many 
reasons,  but  especially  that  it  abounds  with  those 
Blessings,  without  which  nothing  would  relish 
with  me,  Men  of  admirable  Learning,  among 
the  chief  of  whom  I  do  not  hesitate  to  mention 

YOU." 

But  even  zeal  without  prudence  in  the  best  of 
causes  may  be  deserving  of  blame.  Who  does  not 
sigh  over  the  beautiful  remains  of  those  incompar- 
able buildings,  which  fell  a  sacrifice  to  infuriated 
frenzy  ?  And  who  is  not  indignant  at  the  scandal- 
ous rapacity  of  those,  who  made  Rieligion  the 
cloak  for  their  infamous  depredations  ? 

The  extreme  avidity  of  Edward's  ministers, 
which  tempted  them  to  impoverish  every  Eccle- 
siastical Foundation  for  their  own  benefit,  had  well 
nigh  destroyed  all  the  good  effects  which  might 
be  expected  to  accrue  to  the  Nation  both  as  to 
Literature  €tnd  Education.  Exhibitions  and  Pen- 
sions were  taken  firom  the  Students  of  the  Uni- 
versities ;  and,  at  Oxford,  the  Public  Schools  were 
neglected,  and  even  applied  to  the  lowest  pur- 
poses." 

"  I  tell  you.  Sirs,**  said  Henry  the  Eighth  to 
some  of  his  hungry  Courtiers,  fleshed  with  the

^^  I  tell  yoa^  Sirs,  that  I  judge  no  land  in  England 
better  bestowed  than  that  which  is  given  to  our 
Universities.**  Sensible  of  the  truth  of  this  Roy^l 
maxim^  many  opulent  Citizens  did  voluntarily 
what  the  wealthy  Clergy^  in  the  beginning  of  the 
Reformation,  were  by  Royal  Injuncticms  required 
to  do,  in  contributing  to  the  maintenance  of  Scho- 
lars in  either  University.** 

How  far  the  system  of  education  then  adopted 
in  the  noblest  and  most  accomplished  Houses 
might  be  expected  to  supply  the  place  of  public 
discipline,  we  may  be  enabled  to  judge  from 
Ascham's  ^^  Schoolmaster,""  which  affi>rds  a  re* 
markable  instance  of  parental  harshness  in  the 
case  of  the  amiable  and  unfortunate  Lady  Janb 
Gray  :  when  he  visited  her  at  her  fitther's  seat  in 
Leicestershire,  and  found  her  studying  the  Phaedon 
of  Plato.  And  it  is,  perhaps,  to  this  affecting 
scene  that  we  owe  the  great  attention  which 
AscHAM  shows,  in  his  treatise,  to  the  dictates  of  ^ 
humanity;  and  the  pains  which  he  takes  to  render 
his  plan  of  Education  desirable  to  the  Master,  and 
pleasant  to  the  Pupil.' 

The  English  language  was  much  neglected  in 

'  the  early  part  of  the  Sixteenth  Century,  but  a 

double  shai*e  of  attention  was  bestowed  upon  Clas-

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sieal  knowledge ;  nor  was  any  Rank  deemed  so 
exalted,  as  to  exclude  the  necessity  of  a  thorongh 
acquaintance  with  the  learned  tongnes. 

Even  in  the  veiy  centre  of  the  bad  deeds  of  the 
bigot  Mary,  and  at  a  period  when  the  elegant 
stndies  were  beginning  again  to  yieH  to  Pblemics, 
there  arose  a  College  (Trinity)  at  Oxford,  avow- 
edly destined  by  if  s  Founder,  Sir  Thomas  Pope, 
in  1554,  for  the  improvement  of  Classical  Know- 
ledge. In  the  Statutes  a  Lecturer  is  particularly 
appointed,  and  enjoined  to  ^  exert  his  utmost 
diligence  in  tincturing  his  auditors  with  a  just 
relish  for  the  graces  and  purity  ci  the  Latin 
tongue.'* 

Yet,  in  1563,  there  were  only  two  Divines  at 
Oxford,  who  were  capable  of  preaching  before 
The  University.*  And,  in  1570,  Horne,  Bishop 
of  Winton,  enjoined  to  his  Minor  Canons  tasks 
almost  beneath  the  abilities  of  an  ordinary  School- 
boy. 

The  very  low  state  of  Public  Education,  in  the 
middle  of  Elizabeth's  reign,  may  farther  be  col- 
lected from  a  provision  in  Archbishop  Parker's 
Foundation  of  Three  Scholarships  at  Cambridge, 
in  1567.  They  are  to  be  supplied  by  the  most 
considerable  Schools  in  Kent  and  Norfolk,  and 
are  to  be  '^  the  best  and  aptest  Schollers.*  well

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instructed  in  the  Grammar,  and  (if  it  may  he) 
such  as  can  make  a  verse  T' 

The  classical  erudition  of  Queen  Elizabeth  is, 
however,  beyond  a  doubt;  and  her  example  had  a 
great  effect.  The  advantages  of  Learning  gradu- 
ally became  as  much  the  property  of  the  Laity  as 
of  the  Clergy ;  and  very  soon  after  the  reign  of 
that  renowned  Princess,  men  attained  to  that  state 
of  general  improvement,  and  those  situations  with 
respect  to  Literature,  in  which  they  have  ever 
since  persevered  and  excelled. 

We  now  arrive  at  that  mild  period  of  the  Re- 
formation, when  the  Kety  and  Charity  of  Pro- 
testants in  the  Foundation  of  Grammar  Schools 
prevailed  so  much,  that,  in  the  succeeding  age, 
there  wanted  rather  a  regulation,  than  an  increase 
of  them. 

It  is,  however,  not  unworthy  of  remark,  that 
the  very  early  age  at  which  Students  were  enter- 
ed at  The  Universities,  before  the  commencement 
of  the  Seventeenth  Century,  and  during  most  part 
of  that  Century  also,  excluded  the  possibility  of 
the  Scholar  having  acquired  at  School  much  be- 
yond the  rudiments  of  the  learned  languages  ;  so 
that,  what  in  those  times  were  termed  Grammar 
Schools,  were,  in  fact,  very  aptly  designated  by 
such  an  appellation.  The  names  of  persons  of 
those  earlier  dates  may  be  ornamental  to  the  pages

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of  School  Annals ;  but  their  reputation^  as  fisu*  as 
it  may  have  arisen  from  Education^  is  more  justly 
to  be  attributed  to  The  University. 

Among  those  who  have  written  upon  Schools^ 
Roger  Ascham  may  not  improperly  be  enumer- 
ated here.  His  '^  Schoolmaster^  Dr.  Johnson 
observes^  ^^  though  begun  with  alacrity^  in  hopes 
of  a  considerable  reward,  was  interrupted  by  the 
death  of  his  Patron  Sir  Edward  Sackville,  and 
afterwards  sorrowfully  and  slowly  finished,  in  the 
gloom  of  disappointment,  under  the  pressure  of 
distress.  But  of  the  author's  disinclination  or 
dejection  there  can  be  found  no  tokens  in  the 
work,  which  is  conceived  with  great  vigour,  and 
finished  with  great  accuracy ;  and,  perhaps,  con- 
tains the  best  advice  that  was  ever  ^ven  for  the 
study  of  Languages."' 

In  1678,  Christopher  Wase,  a  man  of  consi- 
derable learning,  published  at  Oxford,  ^^  Consider- 
ations concerning  Free  Schools,  as  settled  in  Eng- 
land." From  these  ^^Considerations"  much  inform- 
ation has  been  derived  for  the  present  work,  and 
which  must  ever  be  esteemed  for  their  thorough 
display  of  the  origin  and  efiects  of  those  important 
Establishments. 

In  1807,  Mr.  Beckwith,  an  able  Barrister, 
directed  his  attention  to  the  various  Institutions 
for  the  relief  of  the  Poor  of  this  Countiy,  in  which

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considerable  regard  is  paid  to  the  management  of 
Schools. 

And^  in  1816,  a  History  of  the  Principal  Schools 
of  England  was  published  by  Mr.  Ackermann,  of 
The  Strand,  embellished  with  plates  ;  and  which 
has  also  been  consulted  with  advantage. 

In  the  same  year,  a  Select  Committee  of  The 
House  of  Commons  was  appointed  to  inquire  into 
the  Education  of  The  Lower  Orders  in  The  Me- 
tropolis: Who,  after  having  examined  a  great 
body  of  Evidence,  reported  to  The  House,  that 
they  found  reason  to  conclude,  ^^  that  a  very  large 
number  of  poor  Children  are  wholly  without  the 
means  of  Instruction,  although  their  Parents  ap- 
pear to  be  generally  very  desirous  of  obtaining 
that  advantage  for  them  f — 

That  they  observed  with  much  satisfaction, 
^^  the  highly  beneficial  effects  produced  upon  aU 
those  parts  of  the  Population,  which,  assisted  in 
whole  or  in  part  by  various  Charitable  Institutions, 
have  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  Education  C" — 

That  they  had  not  then  time  fully  to  report 
their  Opinion  upon  the  different  branches  of  their 
Inquiry,  "  but  they  feel  persuaded  that  the  great- 
est advantages  would  result  to  this  Country  from 
Parliament  taking  proper  measures,  in  concur- 
rence with  the  prevailing  disposition  in  the  Com- 
munity, for  supplying  the  deficiency  of  the  means 
of  Instruction  which  exists  at  present,  and  for  ex- 
tending this  Blessing  to  the  Poor  of  all  descrip- 
tions f — 
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That  although  The  Committee  were  not  in- 
strncted  to  examine  the  state  of  Education  be- 
yond the  Metropolis,  they  had,  *^  in  addition  to 
what  has  appeared  in  Evidence,  received  commu- 
nications, which  show  the  necessity  of  Parliament 
as  speedily  as  possible  instituting  an  Inquiry  into 
the  management  o£  Charitable  Donations  and 
other  Funds  for  the  Instruction  of  the  Poor  of  this 
Country,  and  into  tbe  state  of  thdr  Education 
generally,  especially  in  the  larger  Towns.**  And 
The  Committee  are  of  opinion,  ^^  that  the  most 
effectual,  as  well  as  least  expensive,  mode  of  con- 
ducting such  an  Inquiry,  would  be  by  means  of  a 
IWliamentary  Commission.'* 

In  a  Second  Report  from  The  Select  Committee, 
dated  the  7th  of  July,  1817,  they  state,  "  Your 
Committee  having  considered  the  information 
communicated  to  them  during  the  last  Session, 
from  various  parts  of  the  Country,  touching  the 
State  of  Education,  and  more  particularly  the 
misapplication  of  Funds  destined  by  gift,  bequest, 
tn*  devise  to  that  purpose,  are  of  opinion,  that  it 
would  be  expedient  to  extend  the  instructions 
under  which  they  act,  so  as  to  embrace  an  Inquiry 
into  the  Education  of  the  Lower  Orders  generally 
throughout  England  and  Wales.*" 

For  an  humble  Individual,  after  such  high 
Authority,  to  undertake  a  description  of  all  our 
Endowed  Grammar  Schools, — to  struggle  with 
difficulties, — ^the  objections  of  his  Friends, — and 
the  reluctance  of  some  of  the  parties  concerned  to 
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^ve  information^ — may  appear  inconsistent.  But 
his  experience  of  former  kindness  from  The  Public 
gave  energy  to  his  hopes,  and  silenced  all  the  ap- 
prehensions which  expense  and  fatigue  were  ready 
to  excite. 

Confiding,  therefore,  in  general  support,  he  re- 
spectfully ventured  to  insert  a  Letter  and  a  Series 
of  Questions  in  The  Gentleman's  Magazine,  and  to 
send  a  copy  of  the  same  to  The  Head  Masters  of 
every  known  Grammar  School  throughout  Eng- 
land and  Wales,  and  the  result  has  been  propor- 
tionate to  his  most  ardent  expectations.'

The  numerous  endowed  Grammar  Schools  in  this  Kingdom 
reflect  the  highest  honour  on  the  memory  of  their  charitable 
and  pious  Founders.  But,  as  we  have  little  intelligence  re- 
specting their  internal  establishment,  and  the  proper  mode  of

"  Wase's  Considerations^  pp.  34,  66. 
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beneficiai  consequences  have  ensued.  It  would 
be  presumptuaw  to  expatiate  on  the  merits  of  our 
great  Public  Seminaries  ;  for  where  is  the  Gentle- 
man, who  has  not  dther  profited  by  their  imme- 
diate Tuition,  or  by  the  hands  of  those  who  have 
bad  the  happiness  to  enjoy  such  a  Blessing  ? 

It  is  pjiinful,  however,  to  relate,  that  many  of 
our  numerous  and  ample  Endowments  have  fallen 
to  decay,  by  the  negligence  or  cupidity  of  ignorant 
or  unprincipled  Trustees;  who  have  silently,  or  by 
connivance,  suffered  the  furtive  alienation  of  the 
very  Lands  which  they  tvere  called  upon  so  so- 
lemnly to  defend,  and  which  were  in  a  great 
measure  ordained  for  the  Education  of  their  own 
Children. 

As  the  property  of  those  benevolent  Institutions 
is,  therefore,  in  several  cases  lost  or  sunk ;  or  em- 
bezzled, or  disgracefully  misapplied  ;  or  lessened 
or  impaired  by  gross  dereliction  of  duty,  and  very 
great  frauds  are  committed  in  letting  and  mar- 
naging  the  estates; — it  appears  absolutely  neces- 
sary, that  such  disorder  and  misapplication  should 
speedily  be  abolished,  by  a  Public  investigation 
and  REFORM  of  those  evils,  which  is  only  within 
the  power  of  Parliament. 

It  is  true,  that  many  of  the*  Nobility,  Gentry, 
or  neighbouring  Ministers,  are  often  the  Special 
Visitors y — andThe  Right  Reverend  their  Diocesan, 
and  Spiritual  Father,  is  always  their  General  Vi- 
sitor,— but  such  interference  i8„  probably,  seldom 
exercised,  unless  at  the  honest  indignation  of  some 
conscientious  Parishioner. 
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In  a  perusal  of  the  Statutes,  a  great  Similarity 
between  those  of  the  more  eminent  Schools  will 
be  obvious.  It  is  well  known  that  King  Henry 
the  Sixth  grounded  his  Statutes  for  Eton  upon 
those  of  Winchester  :  and  this  similarity  was 
further  increased  by  the  correction  of  Individuals; 
who  were  deemed  particularly  excellent  in  such 
compositions ;  especially  the  amiable  Dean  Now- 
ELL;  whose  general  character  not  only  as  a  man  of 
judgement  and  learning,  but  the  memory  of 
whose  &me,  as  Master  of  Westminster  School, 
made  his  revision  and  ap|)Pobation  of  several  of  the 
Seminaries,  established  in  his  time,  to  be  so  much 
desired/ 

That  frightful  disease,  the  Plague,  which  the 
Statutes  endeavour  so  humanely  to  guard  against, 
is  now  happily  unknown :  and  some  disordei*s 
which  were  then  thought  incurable,  are  by  a  better 
course  of  living  and  more  discreet  conduct  now 
also  never  seen,  or  have  abated  much  of  their  ma- 
lignity. There  is  a  pleasure  in  contemplating  the 
hardy  and  athletic  exercises,  which  are  prescribed 
for  the  Pupils,  to  invigorate  the  limbs  and  expand 
the  mind :  And,  however  it  may  have  been  asserted 
to  the  contrary,  the  religious  and  moral  prin- 
ciples which  are  every  where  most  strictly  enjoin- 
ed, completely  confute  the  groundless  calumnies^ 
which  have  been  disseminated  on  the  score  of 
neglect  of  piety. 


Churton's  life  of  Nowell,  p.  109. 
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Of  those  who  superintend  the  Education  of 
Youth,  Erasmus  is  ever  fond  of  expressing  his 
praise ;  and,  whenever  he  had  an  opportunity,  he 
encouraged  men  of  letters  to  undertake  the  labo- 
rious care  of  a  Grammar  School ;  which  he  always 
most  justly  commends,  as  what  exalts  the  Master 
to  the  highest  dignity  ;  whose  business  is  to  sea- 
son Youth  in  Learning  and  Religion,  and  raise  up 
men  for  the  service  of  their  country.  "  It  may  be," 
he  observes,  ^^  the  employment  is  accounted  vile 
and  mean  in  the  opinion  of  Fools;  but,  in  itself^  it 
is  really  great  and  honourable/'  And  he  fur- 
ther insists,  ^^  that  the  safety  of  States  depends 
upon  Three  things, — Upon  a  proper  or  improper 
Education  of  the  Prince,  upon  Public  Preachers, 
and  upon  School-masters."" 
^  C  Much  of  the  useful  Learning,  which  has  so 
remarkably  enlightened  the  middle  ranks  of  the 
English  nation,  and  rendered  us  a  moral  and  an 
understanding  people,  has  proceeded  from  our 
numerous  Public  Schools.  It  is  in  these  truly  re- 
spectable nui-series  of  Literature,  that  Education 
Ims  effected  it's  most  generous  and  valuable  pur- 
poses. The  mind,  which  might  otherwise  have 
been  confined  by  sordid  habits,  has  been  expand- 
ed :  Genius,  which  might  have  been  hidden  from 
the  World,  has  been  called  forth  to  the  honour  of 
human  nature:  And  the  general  manners,  from 
rudeness  and  vulgarity,  have  been  rendered  easy, 
courteous,  and  polite.'' 

'^  Wileon's  Hist,  of  Mcrch.  Taylors*  School,  Part  H.  p.  545, 
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"  I  sball  always,**  says  Gibbon,  "  be  ready  to 
join  in  the  common  (pinion,  that  onr  Public 
Schools,  which  have  produced  so  many  eminent 
characters,  are  the  best  adapted  to  the  genius 
and  constitution  of  the  English  people.  A  boy  of 
spirit  may  acquire  a  previous  and  practical  expe- 
rience of  the  wprld;  and  his  play-fellows  maybe 
the  future  fnends  of  his  heart  or  his  interest.  In 
a  free  intercourse  with  his  equals,  the  habits  of 
truth,  fortitude,  and  prudence  will  insensibly  be 
matured.  Biith  and  riches  are  measar^  by  the 
standard  of 'personal  merit ;  and  the  mimic  scene 
of  a  Rebellion  has  displayed,  in  their  true  colours, 
the  Ministers  and  Patriots  of  the  rising  genera- 
tion."«A 

The  Master's  Stipend  it  will  be  seen,  upon 
some  of  the  old  Foundations,  is  mnch  below  envy ; 
although  such  an  income  in  the  time  of  the  Donors 
might  have  been  amply  sufficient.  In  most  cases, 
however,  the  rise  in  the  value  of  the  Estates  is 
extraordinary,  and  where  the  receipts  are  faith- 
fully dispensed  by  the  Ti-ustees,  afford  a  plentiful 
revenue  for  the  support  of  the  Establishment. 
Wherever  Rent-charges  were  given,  they  must  of 
course  remain  stationary ;  and  even  several  dona- 
tions were  only  for  terms  of  years,  and  upon  cer- 
tain conditions,  which  have  long  since  escpired. 

In  order  that  poor  Scholars,  or  those  of  bright 
talents,  might  not  be  deprived  of  the  advantages 
of  a  College  education,  many  benevolent  persons

more  Students  at  The  Universities.  Some  of  these 
Exhibitions  are  appropriated  to  a  particular 
School,  County,  or  certain  Counties ;  others  are 
given  for  a  certain  term  of  yeai-s,  and  some  inde- 
finitely Avithout  limitation  of  place.  Local  bene- 
£Eu^ions  were  given  out  of  peculiar  respect  to  the 
Inhabitants  of  such  place,  with  which  the  Bene- 
iiEictor  himself  was  in  some  way  connected ;  while 
some  persons  of  more  ample  fortunes  and  enlarged 
views,  out  of  their  regard  to  the  whole  Kingdom, 
have  left  full  chcnce  of  their  Exhibitioners  to  the 
firee  discretion  of  Feoffees.  Whence  arises  a  lau- 
dable spirit  of  ambition ;  and  to  the  greater 
Schools  upon  which  any  Exhibitions  are  settled, 
the  very  expectation  of  the  reward  draws  resort, 
and  excites  an  emulation  in  learning  and  good 
deportment. 

But  there  is  an  ulterior  object  in  these  bene- 
factions which  is  often  overlooked,  as  it  has  an 
immediate  reference  to  the  Church.  The  Statutes 
of  the  several  Colleges  solemnly  enjoining  a  dili- 
gent and  decent  attendance  on  Public  Worship ; 
and  implying,  that  the  Salaries  to  Masters,  and 
Exhibitions  to  Scholars,  are  to  provide  in  a  great 
measure,  that  ^^  the  Church  be  not  burthened;' 
since,  upon  the  supposition  of  these  advantages 
being  withdrawn.  Ecclesiastical  Benefices  are 
taxable  to  the  education  of  Students  ;  and,  in  the 
beginning  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1559, 
they  were  actually  taxed  a  Thirtieth  part. 
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It  may  be  curious  to  trace  the  origin  of  the 
Latin  and  Greek  Grammars.  The  excellent 
author  of  *^  Reflexions  upon  Learning,"  observes, 
"  in  our  times  the  common  Grammar  that  goes 
under  the  name  of  Mr.  Lilys,  was  done  by  some 
of  the  most  considerable  men  of  the  age.  The 
English  Rudimentsi,  by  Dean  Colet  ;  with  a  pre- 
face to  the  first  edition,  directing  it's  use,  was  by 
no  less  a  man  than  Cardinal  Wolsey.  The  most 
rational  part.  The  Syntax,  was  written  or  corrected 
by  Erasmus  ;  and  the  other  parts,  by  other  emi- 
nent persons.  So  that  although  Mr.  Lilye  now 
bears  the  name,  which,  while  living,  he  always 
modestly  refused,  yet  it  was  carried  on  by  the 
joint  endeavours  of  several  learned  men,  and  he 
had,  perhaps,  not  the  largest  share  in  that  work."^ 

It  may  also  be  observed,  that  it  redounds  not  a 
little  to  the  honour  of  St.  Paul's  School,  that  not 
only  the  La^n  Grammar  is  owing  to  the  skill  and 
care  of  The  Founder,  and  the  first  Master  of  that 
School ;  but  also  the  common  Greek  Grammar, 
used  throughout  England,  by  the  same  authority 
as  the  Latin,  was  composed  by  Camden,  who  had 
been  a  Scholar  at  that  celebrated  Seminary. 

It  is  likewise  curious  to  remark,  that  many  of 
the  examples  in  the  Latin  Grammar  are  said  to 
have  pointed  at  the  then  juncture  of  Public  affairs; 
viz.y  The  Prosecution  of  Empson  and  Dudley,  in 
the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  King  Henry  the

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Eighth,  as^  ^^  Regum  est  iueri  leges ;  Refert  am-* 
nium  animadverti  in  malos.^  And  this  humour 
was  the  reason,  why,  in  the  following  editions  of 
the  Syntax^  there  were  examples  accommodated 
to  the  respective  years  of  the  impressions,  as,  in 
that  of  1613,  "  Imperator  meruit  sub  rege  in  Gal^ 
lia^  relating  to  Maximilian,  the  Emperor  of 
Germany,  who  then,  at  the  siege  of  Terouenne  in 
Flanders,  fought  under  the  Banner  of  Henry  the 
Eighth,  and  received  an  Hundi'ed  Crowns  a  day 
for  his  pay.  And,  in  the  edition  of  1520,  ^^  Audito 
regem  Dcrobemiam  proficisci^  referring  to  the 
King's  speedy  journey  to  Canterbury,  there  to  give 
entertainment  to  the  Emperor  Charles  the  Fifth, 
lately  landed  at  Dover.  There  were  likewise  in 
the  edition  of  Erasmus,  several  examples  relating 
to  Dean  Colst  :  as,  ^'  Fixit  Romas,  studiit  Oxanii, 
natus  est  Londini,  discessit  Londino.*** 

It  is  the  opinion  of  Anthony  k  Wood,  that  the 
^rst  printed  Grammar  in  England  was  that  by 
John  Holt,  of  Magdalen  College,  and  Usher  of 
Magdalen  School  in  Oxford,  intituled, "  Lac  Pu£r^ 
arum,''  which  was  printed  about  the  year  1497, 
and  dedicated  to  Morton,  Archbishop  of  Canter- 
bury. This  Grammar  was  then  in  much  repute. 
About  the  same  time  was  published  an  Accidence 
and  Grammar,  written  also  by  a  person  of  the 
name  of  Holt,  who  was  master  to  Sir  Thomas 
More.  After  these,  various  treatises  on  Grammar

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were  published  by  Linacre^  Stanbridge^  and 
Whittinoton. 

And  these  again  have  all  been  improved  by  the 
learning  and  humanity  of  more  eminent  Philo- 
logists. 

The  course  of  Education  which  is  pursued  in 
the  several  Schools,  has  been  attempted  to  be 
obtained,  that  a  just  comparison  may  be  formed 
of  the  most  approved  methods.  Even  the  com- 
prehensive mind  of  Johnson  has  not  disdained  to 
draw  up  a  ^^  Scheme  for  the  Classes  of  a  Gram- 
mar School.***  There  are  peculiar  regulations  in 
many  Schools,  which  require  particular  obser- 
vance ;  but,  in  general,  aflfection  or  respect  seem 
decidedly  to  preponderate  in  favour  of  the  Eton 

RULES. 

Many  Schools  are  under  the  immediate  Super- 
intendence and  Visitation  of  particular  Colleges : 
and,  it  is  a  remark  of  Mr.  Nelson,  that  the  con- 
necting of  a  School  with  a  College  is  a  wise  con- 
trivance to  preserve  it  in  honour  and  reputation.^ 
Wase  also  observes,  that  the  annexing  the  Patron- 
age of  Country  Free  Schools  to  some  House  in 
The  University  has  been  experienced  mutually 
beneficial.* 

In  an  age,  when  so  many  Tbeories  are  enter- 
tained with  riespect  to  the  universal  Necessity,  or 
the  expeditious  Acquirement,  of  Learning, — ^when

our  andent  Establishments  are  yielding  to  new- 
fanned  Systems^  and  even  Westminster  has 
been  strangely  classed  in  The  Report  on  the  Edu- 
cation of  "  The  Lower  Orders  in  the  Metropolis," 
— it  may  well  become  some  able  and  scientific  pen 
to  protect  and  exemplify  the  rights  and  import- 
ance of  our  Public  Grammar  Schools  ;  and  put 
a  bold  stop  to  the  havoc  of  ignorant  or  fanatic 
Trustees,  before  they  impair  those  Venerable  In- 
stitutions, where  the  true  sense  of  the  Learned 
languages  may  in  Youth  be  obtained,  and  the 
Spirit  and  the  Beauties  of  Classic  authors  well 
understood  and  duly  estimated; — ^And  thus  by 
acquiring  the  art  of  speaking  and  writing  with 
purity  and  elegance,  lay  the  best  Foundation  of 
Academical  Studies. 

Prom  a  perusal  of  the  record  of  eminent  cha- 
racters many  usefiil  lessons  may  be  drawn ;  and, 
in  conformity  with  that  pleasing  study,  all  the 
"  Worthies'*  that  diligence  could  collect,  have 
been  faithfully  arranged,*-4br  *^  not  to  name  the 
School  or  the  Masters  of  men  illustrious  for  Litera- 
ture, is  a  kind  of  historical  fraud,  by  which 
honest  fame  is  injuriously  diminished/''' 

In  the  prosecution  of  this  Inquiry,  reference  has 
been  made  to  every  printed  authority,  independ- 
ently of  the  multiplied  correspondence  occasioned 
by  the  circulation  of  the  Author's  printed  Letter 
and  Questions.  And  it  is  at  once  both  gratifying 
and  incumbent  upon  him  to  record,  that  flattering 
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communication  and  obliging  assistance  have  beed 
liberally  imparted  by  Individuals  distinguished 
by  Rank  and  eminent  in  Learning.  By  those

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I  HB  Frbb  Grammar  School  at  Bedford  was  founded, 
by  Letters  Patent  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  bearing  date 
the  15th  of  August,  in  the  Sixth  year  of  his  reign,  1552,  on 
the  Petition  of  The  Mayor,  Bailiffs,  Burgesses,  and  Com- 
monalty of  the  Town  of  Bedford,  for  the  education,  institu- 
tion, and  instruction  of  children  and  youth  in  grammar  and 
good  manners,  to  endure  for  ever.  The  same  School  to  be 
of  one  Master,  and  one  Usher.  And  Thx  Wardens  and 
PsLtows  of  New  Coixsoe,  in  *Oxford,  were  thereby  con- 
stituted Visitors  of  the  stud  Grammar  School,  and  Nomtno- 
iars  and  Atbmttors  of  if  s  Master  and  Usher,  with  power  to 
remove  them  for  just  causes,  and  to  appoint  others  to  act  in 
their  stations. 

And,  to  the  end  that  th^  intent  should  take  the  better 
effect.  His  Majesty  gave  licence  fo  the  Mayor  and  Com-

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monalty^  that  they^  or  their  suocessorSy  mig^t  have  and  en- 
joy any  possesidons  whatsoever,  to  the  yearly  value  of  jf  40., 
above  all  charges  and  reprises,  of  the  gift  or  assignment  of 
any  person  or  persons  whatsoever^  in  and  to  the  sustentatioii 
of  the  said  Master  and  Ushib,  and  for  the  oondnuanoe  of 
the  said  School  for  ever ;  (or  the  Masbiage  of  Pooa  Maibs 
of  the  said  town;  and  for  Pooe  CmLDBEKy  there  trf  be 
nourished  and  informed ;  and  rIao  of  the  surplusage  coming 
or  remaining  of  the  premises,  to  distribute  in  Alhs  to  the 
FooB  of  the  sidd  town  fcM:  the  time  being. 

By  Indenture  bearing  date  the  22d  day  of  April,  in  the 
Eighth  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1566,  and 
made  between  the  said  Mayor  and  Comnumalty  of  the  one 
part,  and  Sir  William  Habpub,  Knight,  and  Aldennan 
of  the  City  of  London,  and  Dame  Alice  his  wife,  of  the 
othar  part,  after  reciting  the  said  Letters  Patent,  it  is  wit- 
nessed. That  the  said  Mayor  and  Commonalty  did  thereby 
erect  and  establish  a  Free  and  Perpetual  School,  within  the 
Town  of  Bedford,  in  a  Messuage  there,  commonly  called 
<<The  Fbeb  School  Hocsb,^  which  the  said  Sir  Wil- 
liam Habpub  of  late  built;  and  elected  and  admitted  one 
Master,  and  one  Usher,  of  the  sud  SchodL 

That  the  said  Sir  William  Habpub  and  Dame  Alice,  . 
for  the  better  maintenance  of  the  said  School^  did  grant  unto 
the  said  Mayor  and  Commonalty  the  said  School-House, 
with  the  premises  adjoining;  and  also  MrUm  acres  and 
me  rood  of  meadow,  therein  particularly  described,  lying  in 
divers  parcels  in  or  near  the  Parish  of  Saint  Audbew, 
Holbobn,  in  the  County  of  Middlesex,  to  hold  the  same, 
acocNKling  to  the  form  of  the  sud  Letters  Patent. 

By  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  4^  Geo.  III., 
after  redtmg  as  before  is  stated,  and  that  after  granting  the 
said  thirteen  acres  one  roody  eome  part  ihereqf  was  hit  ty 
eneroachmetUs  fnade  Aerean^  and  that  other  part  tbcreoG 
was  grwted  to  Sir  Tmii4»  Ftssaub  Banmef^  under  tbe 
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ttotlioeritj  of  the  High  Court  of  Chancery,  fpr  other  hndB 
bdofiging  to  him,  bo  that  the  same  whm  redueed  to  about 
tofclpe  acresy  one  roodj  woA  thirteen  polea^  which  was  granted 
upon  lease  in  the  mamier  there  me&tioned ;  and  that,  in 
consequence  of  suoh  lease,  and  other  derivatiye  leases,  a 
great  number  of  houses  and  buildup  were  erected  on  the 
sttd  ground ;  and  that  several  new  streets  were  fonned, 
designed,  and  made,  out  of  part  of  the  said  prennses,  for 
the  use  of  the  Public,  mar.  Bsdvobb  Stbxst,  BsnFonn 
Kow,  BxDFOEn  Coimx,  Princes  Stbbkt,  TasoBALn^s 
Road,  Noeth  Street,  East  Street,  Lamb's  CoNDurr 
Street,  Qctbev  Street,  Eagle  Street,  Boswell  Court, 
and  other  streets  and  courtd  thereto  adjinning,  lying  and 
being  in  the  seyeral'parishes  of  St.  AMnRSw,  Holbom^  and 
9ff.  George,  Queen  Square;  and  that,  by  means  thereof,  the 
yearly  rents  of  the  Trust  Premises  were  then  increased  to  a 
considerable  amount^  and  that  great  improvements  were 
proposed  to  be  made  in  the  said  Charity  Estate^  by  letting 
part  of  the  houses,  upon  building  or  repairing  leases; 
wiiereby,. according  to  the  best  computations,  the  whole  of 
the  said  Charity  Estate  was  likely  to  produce,  from  the  year 
IfGS,  a  clear  yearly  income  ci  about  £3000. 

It  was  (amongst  other  things)  enacted,  That  the  Mayer, 
Becorder,  Aldermen,  and  other  persons  in  the  same  Act 
naaed^  should,  from  and  after  the  25th  of  Jtme,  1764,  be 
Trvstees,  for  the  setting  and  managing  the  said  Charity 
Estate  and  Charily,  and  for  carrying  into  execution  tl^ 
BiTLES  set  forth  in  the  Schedule  thereunto  annezeil. 

And,  That  the  Trustees  af^pomted  ss  afixresaid,  and  to 
be  elected  in  purauance  of  the  said  Ac^  should  be  styled 
^  The  Masters,  Goybrnors,  and  Trustees  of  The  Bsn- 
FORn  CttARiTY,^  and  should  use  a  Common  Seal,  yound 
which  should  be  inscribed  the  following  words,  ^'  Tse 
Seal  ov  the  Masters,  GrOTSR)iORs,and  Trustees  olr  the 
SsDvon  CfiARiTT;*'  And  that  the  Trustees  should  and 
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might  implead  and  be  impleaded,  and  should  be  enabled  to 
purchase  lands,  for  the  purposes  in  the  Schedule  mentioned, 
and  other  buildixigs  proper  and  necessary  for  the  use  of  the 
said  Charily,  not  exceeding  the  yearly  value  of  £  50. 

And  that  the  IVustees  should  be  empowered  to  erect,  in 
the  Chancel  of  St.  Paul's  Chu&ch,  in  the  Town  of  Bed- 
ford, where  the  said  Sir  William  Habvub,  and  Dame 
Alice,  his  wife,  lie  interred,  a  Mokumbvt  of  marble ; — 
likewise  a  Status  in  front  of  the  said  Grammar  School  ;^— 
with  proper  inscriptions  thereon,  in  testimony  of  that  Town's 
gratitude  and  reverence  to  the  memory  of  those  munificent 
Founders  of  that  great  Charity  ;^-which  Monument  and 
Statue  have  been  erected  accordingly. 

By  another  Act  passed  in  the  33^  Geo.  III.,  i7DS,  after 
rteiting  the  above  mentioaed  Act,  and  that  the  said  Estates 
having  been  let  upon  building  and  repairing  leases,  as  the 
former -leases  thereof  had  fallen  in,  the  yearly  rents  thereof 
had  been  greatly  increase^  since  the  passing  of  the  said 
Act ;  and  as  many  leases  of  other  parts  of  the  same  Estate 
woul4  expire  at  different  periods,  and  might  be  further  con- 
siderably increased ; — 

And  that  it  had  been  found,  that  the  directions  ^ven  by 
the  said  Act,  and  the  Schedule,  for  the  appUcation  of  the 
rents  of  the  said  Trust  Estates,  were  in  some  ii&tances  im- 
proper, and  occasioned  many  inconveniencies  to  the  inhaln* 
tants  of  the  Town ;  and  that  the  premises  might  be  managed, 
and  the  rents  applied  in  a  manner  much  more  advantageous 
fear  the  objects  of  the  said  Charity ; — 

It  was  «iacted,  That  the  Act  of  the  4®  Geo.  III.,  and 
the  Schedule  thereto  annexed,  and  all  the  Rules,  Orders,  and 
Directions  by  the  same  Act  and  Schedule  mentbned,  should 
be  repealed ; — 

And  by  this  Act  of  1793,  it  was  enacted.  That  the  Lord- 
Lieutenant,  and  Bepresentatives  in  ParUament  for  the  time 
being,  of  the  County  of  Bedford,  the  Mayor,  Recorder,, 
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Aldennen,  Cominon  Council,  Bailiffs,  Chamberlains,  and 
Representatives  in  Parliament  for  the  time  being  of  the  said 
Town  of  Bedford,  the  Master  and  Usher  of  the  Grammar 
School  for  the  time  being,  and  eighteen  Inhabitants  of  the 
said  Town,  who  should  be  chosen  in  the  manner  therein-^fter 
mentioned,  and  their  respective  successors,  to  be  chosen  in 
like  manner,  should  be  Tbustees  of  the  several  Estates 
belon^ng  to  the  said  Charity,  and  should  let  and  manage 
the  same,  and  apply  the  Rents,  Issues,  and  Profits  thereof 
in  such  maimer  aa  by  the  Rules,  Orders,  and  Directions  con- 
tained  in  the  Schedule  hereunto  annexed,  is  directed  and 
expressed. 

The  following  is  The  SCHEDULE^  to  which  the  foregoing 
Act  refers : 

Containing  RULES,  OBDERS,  and  DIRECTIONS,  for  the 
Government  and  Management  of  the  Charity,  founded  in  the 
Town  and  Borough  of  Bedford,  in  the  County  of  Bedford, 
pursuant  to  Letters  Patent  granted  by  His  late  Majesty 
King  Edward  the  Sixth,  and  the  Grant  of  Sir  mUiam 
Harpur,  and  Dame  AUcey  his  Wife,  and  of  the  Disposition 
and  Application  of  the  Fund,  given  and  provided  by  the 
same  Grant,  for  the  Charitable  Fuiposes  therein  and  here- 
in-after mentioned. 

I.  That  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity 
shall  be  held  on  the  second  day  next  after  the  election  of  the 
said  eighteen  Trustees,  as  in  Ihe  said  Act  mentioned,  and  a  like 
General  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  6[  the  said  Charity^  for  the 
time  being,  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  the  four 
several  months  of  July,  October,  January,  and  AprU,  in  every 
year  for  ever  thereafter  5  and^  that  like  General  Meetings  shall 
be  held  oftener,  if  occasion  shall  require,  upon  notice  thereof 
being  given,  b^  the  order  of  any  six  or  more  of  the  said  Trustees, 
by  causing  sudi  notice  to  be  published  on  a  Sunday,  immediately 
jifter  the  Morning  Service,  in  each  of  the  Parish  Churches  in 
the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  fourteen  days  at  the  least  before 
the  time  appointed  for  every  such  Meeting  j  ai^  that  any  thir- 
ieen  or  more  of  the  said  Trustees  for  tjhe  time  being,  assembled 
At  any  such  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  but  not  less,  shall  be  compe- 
tent to  proceed  to  any  business  relating  to  the  said  Charity;  and 
nt  the  first  Meeting  to  be  call^  as  aforesaid^  the  Trustees  then 
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present^  or  the  minority  of  ihem^  shall  choose  an  Honorary  Pre- 
sident^ who  shall  be  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  and 
shall  continue  in  that  office  during  his  life,  or  during  so  long 
time  thereof  as  he  shall  think  proper;  and  after  the  death  of 
such  President,  or  his  refusal  to  continue  in  that  office,  another 
President  shall  in  like  manner  be  chosen  in  his  place,  at  liie 
Meeting  of  the  said  Trustees  to  be  held  next  after  his  death,  or 
refusal  to  act  as  President  as  aforesaid ;  and  in  like  manner  a 
new  President  shall  be  chosen  on  every  similar  event  5  and  eadi 
such  President  shall  annually  appoint  a  Vice  President,  who 
shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  said  Town  of  Be^ord,  and  one  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity. 

II.  That  the  arrears  of  the  salaries,  and  other  reasonable  de- 
mands of  the  several  Masters  and  Ushers  of  the  said  Grammar 
School  and  Writing  School,  the  Receiver  of  the  rents  of  the  said 
trust  estate  and  premises,  and  all  other  persons,  who  have  been, 
or  shall  be  employed  in  and  about  the  said  Charity,  and  all 
other  debts  due  and  owing  from  or  on  account  of  the  said  Cha- 
rity, shall  be  paid  and  satisfied  out  of  the  money  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  said  Receiver,  or  any  other  person  belonging  to  the 
said  Charity,  or  out  of  the  future  rents  and  profits  of  Uie  said 
Charity  Estate  -,  and  the  Trustees  assembled  at  any  such  General 
Meeting  or  Meetings  as  aforesaid,  or  the  miyor  part  of  them  so 
assembled,  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  orders  for  the  pay- 
ment thereof,  as  they  shall  judge  proper. 

UI.  That  the  Messuage  or  Tenement,  built  by  the  said  Sir 
IfilUam  Harpur,  caUed  The  Schoolma8ter*s  House,  in  the  said 
Town  of  Bedford,  shall  be  the  place  of  residence  of  the  Master 
of  the  said  Grammar  School  for  the  time  being;  and  that  the 
said  School  shall  be  the  place  in  which  all  the  children  of  the 
said  Town  of  Bedford,  or  so  many  of  them  as  shall  resort  thereto 
for  their  education,  shall  from  time  to  time  be  educated  and 
instructed  in  grammar,  reading,  writing,  and  other  useful 
learning,  and  good  manners,  in  such  manner  as  the  Warden  and 
Fellows  of  ^eio  College  in  Oxford,  the  Visitors  of  the  said  Gram- 
mar School,  appointed  by  {he  aforesaid  Letters  Patent,  and  the 
Trustees  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  Charity,  assembled  at 
any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  rniyor  part  of 
them  so  assembled,  shall  order  and  direct. 

IV.  That  the  several  houses  and  buildings  which  have  been 
erected,  and  are  now  appropriated  for  the  habitation  of  the 
Master,  Usher,  and  Writing  Master  of  the  said  Free  School,  and 
iheir  respective  fieanilies,  shall,  firom  time  to  time,  for  ever  here« 
after,  be  supported,  upheld,  maintained,  rebuQt,  and  kept  in 
good  and'  sufficient  order  and  repair,  by  and  out  of  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  in  such  manner  as  to  th« 
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Tkurteai  of  ibe  said  ChaiUy,  assembled  at  any  such  General 
Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  ms^or  part  of  them,  shall  seem 
meet,  proper,  and  expedient,  and  as  they  shall  from  time  to 
time  order  and  direct;  and  that  the  said  Master,  Usher,  and 
Writing  Master,  be  respectively  provided,  out  of  the  said  rents 
and  profits,  with  coals  and  candles,  sufficient  for  the  use  of 
themselves  and  their  respective  families. 

V.  That  the  present  Master  and  Usher  of  tiie  said  Grammar 
School,  and  dso  the  present  Writing  Master  and  his  Assistant, 
ahall  be  continued  in  their  respective  offices  until  they  shall  re- 
spectively die,  or  resign,  or  be  removed ;  and  that  the  Master 
and  Usher  of  the  said  Grammar  Sdiool,  for  the  time  being, 
ahall  always  be  Fellows  of  New  College  aforesaid,  or  clergymen 
of  the  Church  of  England,  properly  qualified  to  teach  the  Latin 
and  Greek  languages,  and  shall  sevendly  be  enabled  to  hold  any 
ecclesiastical  ben^ce  or  benefices,  during  so  long  time  as  th^ 
respectively  shall  continue  Master  or  Usher  of  the  said  School, 
and  reside  at  the  houses  appointed  for  their  respective  residences 
as  aimesaid,  and  attend  the  said  School ;  and  that  they  shall  ba 
lespectively  nominated  and  appointed,  from  time  to  time,  upon 
eveiy  vacancy,  by  the  Warden  and  Fellows  of  New  College 
aforesaid,  wiUiin  the  space  of  three  calendar  months  next  after 
notice  in  writing  shall  have  been  given  to  them  of  such  vacancy 
by  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  or  their  Clerk  for  the  time 
being ;  and  in  case  the  Master  and  Usher  so  to  be  nominated^ 
or  either  of  them,  shall  n^lect  or  refuse  to  take  upbn  them  or 
him,  and  execute,  the  ofiSce  or  employment  to  whidi  they  or  he 
diall  be  so  appmnted  as  aforesaid,  within  the  space  of  three 
weeks  next  alter  such  appointment,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the 
party  so  nominated  and  appointed  shall  and  may  be  removed  by 
the  said  Trustees,  assembled  at  any  such  General  Meeting  as 
aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  them ;  and  the  Warden  and  Fel- 
lows of  New  College  aforesaid,  on  notice  being  given  to  them  aa 
aforesaid,  shall,  within  three  calendar  months  after  such  notice, 
ncmunate  some  other  person  or  persons,  qualified  as  aforesaid^ 
to  be  Master  or  Usher  of  the  said  School  -,  and  that  if  the  said 
Warden  and  Fellows  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  refuse  or  neg- 
lect to  nominate  and  appoint  a  Master  or  Usher  of  the  said 
School,  within  the  i^Nice  of  three  calendar  months  next  after 
sadi  notice  shall  have  been  given  to  them  of  any  such  vacancy 
or  removal  as  aforesaid,  then,  and  in  every  such  case,  the  said 
Trustees  assembled  at  any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid^ 
or  the  m%ior  port  of  them,  shall  and  may  nominate  and  appoint 
a  proper  Master  or  Usher,  in  such  and  the  same  manner  as  the 
said  Warden  and  Fellows  might  have  done,  and  ^ery  such 
nomination  and  appdntment  ahall  be  binding  and  conclusive  for 
each  such  time  and  torn  only  ^  and  that  the  said  Wardens  and 
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Fellows  of  New  College,  shaU  at  all  times  hereafter  have  tbe 
power  of  remoTing  the  pres^it  Master  and  Usher,  or  any  future 
Master  and  Usher  of  the  said  School,  or  either  of  them,  for  just 
and  reiusonable  causes,  and  of  appointing  another  or  others  in 
his  or  their  stead ;  and  that  a  Writing  Master,  prop^ly  qualified 
to  teach  reading,  writing,  and  ariti^etic^  as  well  as  one  or 
more  Assistant  or  Assistants  to  such  Writing  Master,  shall  from 
time  to  time,  as  often  as  occasion  shall  require,  be  appointed  by 
the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  assembled  at  any  such  Genend 
Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  miyor  part  of  them,  and  the 
Trustees  so  assembled,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  at  all 
times  be  at  liberty  to  dismiss  or  remove  any  such  Writing  Mas- 
ter or  Assistant  for  just  and  reasonable  causes. 

VI.  That  there  shall  be  allowed  and  paid^  out  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  estate,  unto  the  said  Master, 
Usher,  Writing  Master,  and  Assistants  for  the  time  being,  such 
yearly  salaries  as  herdn-after  are  mentioned :  (that  is  to  say). 
To  the  Master  of  the  said  Gnunmar  School  the  yearly  sum  of 
two  hundred  pounds,  and  as  many  additional  yearly  sums  of 
three  pounds  as  will  be  equal  to  the  number  of  boys  who  shall 
be  educated  at  the  said  school  in  each  year,  provided  such  addi* 
tional  sums  do  not  amount  to  mare  than  the  sum  of  sixty  pounds 
in  any  one  year :  to  the  Usher  for  the  time  being  oi  the  said 
school,  the  yearly  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds,  and  such  addi- 
tional yearly  sum  as  will  be  equal  to  the  additional  yearly  sum 
to  be  paid  to  the  Master  of  the  said  school,  as  aforesaid :  To  the 
Writing  Master  of  the  said  school,  the  yearly  sum  of  eighty 
pounds;  and  to  each  Assistant  to  be  employed  in  the  said  school, 
any  yearly  sum  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  forty  pounds :  Which 
said  several  yearly  sums  shall  be  paid  by  half-yearly  payments, 
on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  March  and  the  twenty-ninth  day  of 
September  in  every  year,  for  ever  hereafter,  clear  of  deductions ; 
and  a  proportionable  part  of  such  salaries  respectively  shall  be 
paid  to  the  executors,  administrators,  or  assigns  of  such  Masters, 
Usher,  and  Assistants  respectively,  up  to  the  days  of  their  re- 
spective deaths,  for  and  in  respect  of  the  incurring  half-year 
wherein  they  may  respectively  happen  to  die ;  but  their  present 
salaries  only  shall  be  payable  up  to  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  March 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-three,  from  which  time 
their  salaries  hereby  provided  shall  become  payable. 

VII.  That  all  the  children  of  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  of 
Bedford,  who  shall  have  been  bom  and  resident  in  the  said  town, 
or  tibe  precincts  thereof,  and  who  shall  come  to  the  said  school 
to  be  educated,  shall  be  taught  aifd  instructed  by  the  said  Master 
and  Usher«  Writing  Master,  and  Assistants,  for  the  time  being, 
in  such  manner  as  the  said  Master  and  Uidier,  Writing  Master, 
and  Assistants^  respectively,  with  the  approbatioa  of  the  Trus- 
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tees,  assembled  at  any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid^  or  the 
major  part  of  them  so  assembled,  shall  think  proper,  without 
any  fee,  reward,  or  gratuity  whatsoever ;  and  also  that  the  chil- 
dren of  all  persons  being  parishioners  of,  or  whose  place  of 
settlement  shall  be  in  either  of  the  parishes  in  the  said  town  of 
Bedford,  shall  in  like  manner  be  taught  and  instructed,  during 
the  time  that  such  persons  sliall  respectively  occupy  an  house  or 
houses  in  the  said  Town,  notwithstanding  their  children  were 
not  bom  in  the  said  town  ^  and  that  the  said  Master  and  Usher, 
Writing  Master,  and  Assistants,  shall  at  all  times  reside  and  live 
in  the  houses  provided  for  them  respectively  j  but  no  boy  shall 
be  admitted  into  the  said  School,  fDr  the  first  time^  who  shall 
have  attained  the  age  of  Fourteen  Years. 

Vni.  That  all  printed  and  other  Books,  Pens,  Papers,  Slates, 
Coals,  Candles,  and  other  Conveniences  proper  and  necessary  to 
be  provided  for  the  use  of  the  said  School  Rooms,  and  the  Boys 
to  be  tibierein  educated  and  instructed,  shall  from  time  to  time  be 
found  and  provided  by  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  and  the 
costs,  duu^nes,  and  expences  of  providing  the  same  shall  be 
yearly  or  oftener  paid  and  discharged  out  of  the  rents,  issues, 
and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  at  such  times  and  in  such 
manner  as  the  said  Trustees  assembled  at  any  such  General 
Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  order,  and 
direct :  And  the  room  to  be  appropriated  for  teaching  EngUsh, 
Writing,  and  Arithmetic,  shall  be  separate  and  apart  from  the 
other  room  or  rooms,  wberein  the  learned  Languages  shall  be 
taught. 

IX.  That  the  Warden  and  Fellows  of  New  College,  in  Oxford, 
who  are  i^^inted  Visitors  of  the  said  Free  Grammar  School  by 
the  aforesaid  Letters  Patent,  shall,  on  the  First  Thursday  in  the 
month  of  May,  which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  ninety-four,  and  on  the  First  Thursday 
in  the  month  of  May  in  every  succeeding  year,  for  ever,  depute 
and  send  Two  sufiident  Visitors  to  the  said  Grammar  School, 
who  shall  then  and  there,  in  a  publick  manner,  examine  the 
boys  in  their  learning,  and  who  shall  as  Visitors  examine  into 
the  conduct  of  the  IV^ster  and  Usher  of  the  said  School,  and  also 
into  all  &ults  and  neglects  respecting  the  same  School,  and 
make  a  report  thereof  to  the  said  Warden  and  Fellows ;  and 
that  each  such  Visitor  shall  be  paid,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits 
of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  the  expences  of  his  journey,  which 
shall  be  allowed  by  the  Trustees  for  the  tune  being  of  the  said 
Charity  who  shall  he  present  at  thetr  General  Meeting  next  after 
every  such  visitation,  or  by  a  majority  of  them. 

X.  That,  from  and  after  the  twenty-fifth' day  of  April  in  the 
said  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-four,  theTms- 
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tees  of  ihe  said  Charity  for  the  tune  bebg  dutU^  fmn  tune  to 
time^  for  erer,  grant  Exhibitions  of  forty  pounds  per  a$mum  to 
each  of  such  of  the  Scholars  going  from  the  said  Grammar 
School  to  either  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  as 
the  Visitors  to  be  sent  by  the  Warden  and  Fellows  ci  Nem 
College  aforesaid^  and  the  Head  Master  for  the  time  being  of  the 
aaid  School,  or  the  majority  of  them^  shall,  after  due  examina^ 
lion  by  such.  Visitors,  deem  most  wcnthy  of  preference,  bat  so 
aa  that  there  shall  not  be  more  than  three  Scholars  receiving 
exhibitions  at  any  one  time ;  and  that  no  Scholar  shall  hold  such 
exhibition  more  than  once,  or  for  a  longer  teim  than  six  yean ; 
and  only  such  Scholars  shall  hold  or  receive  such  exhibitions^ 
who  shall  have  been  at  the  said  School  during  four  years  in  the 
whole;  and  each  such  exhibitioner  shall  reside  in  the  University 
to  which  he  shall  belong  seven  months  in  every  year  during  the 
time  he  shall  hold  his  exhibition,  such  residence  being  to  cratH* 
mence  on  the  day  of  his  becoming  a  member  of  the  Univepnty 
to  which  he  shall  be  sent  5  and  shall  once  in  every  such  year 
procure  and  cause  to  be  shewn  to  the  said  Trustees  for  the  time 
being,  at  one  of  their  General  Meetings,  a  certificate  from  the 
Principal  and  one  of  the  Tutors  of  his  College,  that  he  has  so 
xeaided  as  aforesaid,  and  that  he  has  been  attentive  to  his  studies^ 
and  moral  and  exemplary  in  his  conduct;  and  if  any  such  Scholar 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  present,  or  shall  not  be  able,  from  his 
miBConduct,  to  procure  such  certificate  as  aforesaid,  his  exhibi- 
tion shall  cease  and  be  discontinued  from  the  time  of  the  last 
preceding  payment  thereof,  in  such  and  the  same  manner  as  if 
he  had  thien  held  or  received  it  for  the  term  of  six  years ;  but 
this  clause  shall  not,  before  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  Jpril,  which 
will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
ninety-six,  prevent  any  such  exhibition  or  exhibitions  being  given 
in  the  mean  time  to  any  boy  or  boys  who  may  have  been  ad- 
mitted into  the  said  School  before  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  and 
ance  removed  to  any  other  School  or  Schools,  if,  after  such  ex* 
amination  as  aforesaid,  he  or  they  shall  be  deemed  by  the  sM 
Visitors  and  Head  Master,  or  a  minority  of  them,  sufiidently 
qualified  to  be  sent  to  either  of  the  said  Universities,  although 
such  boy  or  boys  shall  not  have  been  four  years  at  the  sm 
School. 

XI.  That  there  shall  be  applied  and  distributed,  yearly  and 
every  year^  out  of  the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  of  the  said  Cha- 
rity Estate,  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  pounds  for  the  Marriage 
Portionsof  fortypoorMaidsof  thesaidTown  of  Bedford,  of  good 
ftme  and  reputation^  in  equal  shares,  at  the  times  and  in  the 
mannei^  herein-aflter  directed ;  and  for  that  purpose  the  Trustees 
of  the  said  €harity,for  the  time  being,  diall^fbur  times  in  every 
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year,  give  ^bxte  weeks  publicknotioe  in  the  faid  Town  ctBei* 
ford,  that  they  propose  and  intend  to  me^  in  the  Town  Hall 
aforesaid,  to  consider  of  poor  Maidens  to  whom  Portions  shall 
be  given  on  their  respective  marriages ;  and  all  poor  Maidens, 
resident  in  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  and  being  of  the  age  of 
obtteen  years,  or  upwards,  and  under  the  age  of  fifty  years,  and 
desirous  of  being  candidstes  for  such  portions,  (whose  fathers, 
wit  being  icertificated  persons  from  parishes  out  of  the  said  Town 
of  Bedford,  shall  either  have  been  occupiers  of  one  or  more 
iKMSe  or  houses  in  the  said  town,  for  the  space  of  ten  years  next 
preceding  tfaev  becoming  candidates  for  such  portions,  or  shaS 
have  been  bom  in  die  said  tcywn,  and  shall  have  been  occupiers 
of  one  or  more  house  or  houses  therein  for  the  space  of  three 
years  next  preceding  their  becoming  candidates)  shall  and  may 
be  at  liberty  to  send  to  the  Mayor  of  the  said  town,  or  to  the 
Cfaurchwardiens  of  the  Parish  wherein  they  shall  then  respec- 
tively reside,  an  account  in  writing  of  dieir  Christian  and  Smv 
naxnes^  their  ages,  the  places  of  their  births,  and  the  names  of 
their  parents ;  and  that  all  sudi  poor  Maidens,  not  being  of  bad 
foiae  and  reputation,  who  shall  have  given  in  such  account  aa 
sAivesaid,  one  week  at  the  least  before  the  several  times  after- 
mentioned,  shall  be  permitted  to  draw  lots,  on  the  Monday  next 
after  Eagter-Day,  on  the  Second  Monday  after  Mtdsummer-Daiy, 
on  the  Second  Monday  after  Michaelmas-Day,  and  on  the  Moi^ 
day  next  after  CkriHmaS'Day,  in  every  year,  for  ten  sums  of 
twenty  pounds  each,  on  every  of  the  same  days  3  the  first  drawing 
of  sadi  lots  to  be  on  the  Second  Monday  after  Michaelmas-Day, 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-three :  And  tiiat  each  of 
ibft  ten  poor  Maidens  so  qualified  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  draw 
ibft  ten  beneficial  lots,  on  c»ch  of  the  said  several  days,  shall  be 
eotatkd  to  receive,  upon  the  day  of  her  marriage,  the  sum  of 
twenty  pounds  for  her  portion,  provided  she  shall  marry  within 
liK  space  of  two  calendar  montiis  from  the  time  of  drawing  sudi 
beneficial  lot,  and  provided  she  shall  not  marry  a  vagrant^  or 
odier  person  of  bad  fame  or  reputation,  but  not  otherwise. 

XII.  That  poor  Maidens  of  the  age  mentioned  in  the  preced- 
ing order,  and  being  daughters  of  persons  of  the  description 
aaentioned  in  the  same  order,  who  shall  have  gone  apprentices 
or  to  service  out  of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  and  ther^  gained 
aettlemeiits  in  their  own  rights,  shall  be  at  liberty  and  have  a 
right  to  become  candidates  for  such  marriage  portions  as  afore- 
said, in  the  same  nuumer  as  if  they  had  been  resident  in  the 
said  Tofwn  $  and  that  all  such  poor  maidens  as  shall  not  draw 
beneftfial  lots  ai  one  time,  shall  (if  not  married  in  the  interim) 
be  admitted  to  draw  lots  again  at  any  future  time« 

Xm«  That  the  several  poor  Maidens  qualified  in  the  manner 
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mentioned  in  the  two  preceding  orders^  who  shall  have  been 
admitted  to  draw  lots  for  maniage  portions  as  aforesaid^  and 
shaH  not  have  drawn  beneficial  lots^  shall  at  the  next  Meeting 
of  the  Trustees,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  portions  to  poor 
Maidens,  be  entitled,  if  then  married,  to  the  like  sums  of  twenty 
pounds  each  for  thdr  respective  portions,  in  preference  to  any 
other  poor  Maidens  who  shall  then  be  candidi^  for  such  por^ 
tions,  provided  they  shall  not  have  married  vagrants,  or  otlier 
persons  of  bad  fieone  or  reputation. 

XIV.  That  if  any  part  of  the  said  yearly  sum  of  eight  hun- 
dred pounds,  for  the  marriage  of  poor  maidens  as  aforesaid, 
shall,  upon  the  second  Monday  after  Mkhadnuu  Day  one  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  ninety-Uu^ee,  or  on  the  second  Monday 
after  Michaelmas  Day,  which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety*fbur,  remain  unaj^lied 
for  that  purpose,  tlien  such  residue  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
the  month  of  December  in  the  same  years,  be  paid  and  distri- 
buted equally  imto  and  amongst  sudi  poor  maid  servants  (if 
any)  not  being  of  bad  fame  or  reputation,  then  resident  in  the 
said  Town  of  Bedford,  as  shall  have  been  in  service  in  the  said 
Town  for  the  space  of  five  successive  years,  and  shall  have  been 
married  within  one  year  before  such  distribution  shall  be  made, 
and  shall  produce  certificates  from  their  respective  Masters  or 
Mistresses  of  their  service  and  good  behaviour  $  so  as  the  sum 
to  be  paid  to  each  poor  maid  servant  do  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
twenty  pounds. 

XV.  That  the  House  or  Hospital  which  hath  been  already 
erected  and  built  for  the  habitation  of  poor  boys  and  girls,  bom 
and  resident  within  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  who  are  proper 
objects  of  charity,  together  vrith  the  ofiQces  and  outbufldings 
thereto  belonging,  shall  from  time  to  time,  for  ever  hereafter, 
be  upheld,  maintained,  supported,  and  kept  in  good  and  sufii- 
dent  order  and  repahr,  and  that  so  many  of  such  poor  boys  and 
girls  shall  be  taken  into  the  said  House,  monthly  or  oftener,  as 
the  said  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity  for  the  time  being,  assem- 
bled at  any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  mijor 
part  of  them  so  assembled,  shall  from,  time  to  time  think  pro- 
per j  which  said  boys  and  girls  shall  be  provided  with  such 
proper  and  suitable  nourishment,  bedding,  clothes,  linen,  and 
other  necessaries,  and  with  proper  Nurses  and  other  Assistants, 
to  take  care  of  them,  until  they  are  of  a  proper  age  to  be  placed 
or  put  out  to  trade,  agriculture,  or  other  business,  in  the  man* 
ner  herein-after  mentioned,  and  in  the  mean  time  shall  be  em* 
ployed  and  kept  to  work,  in  framing,  knitting,  and  spinning 
wool,  or  in  any  other  branch  of  nuuiufacture,  in  such  manner  as 
the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  assembled  at  any  such  General 
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Meeting  as  aforeaaid,  or  the  major  part  of  them^  shall  from 
time  to  time  order^  direct^  and  appoint ;  and  that  tiie  expenses 
of  keeping  the  said  House^  with  the  Offices  and  Outbuildings 
thereto  belonging,  in  repair^  and  the  wages  of  Nurses  and  other 
persons  necessary  and  proper  to  be  employed  for  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  this  order^  and  also  the  expenses  of  laying  in  pn>- 
Tisions^  furniture^  clothes^  linen^  and  other  necessaries^  and  of 
finding  and  providing  wool  and  other  commodities  for  keeping 
the  said  boys  and  girls  to  work  as  aforesaid^  shall  be  regulated 
and  paid,  and  satisfied  by  and  out  of  the  rents^  issues^  and  profits 
of  the  said  Charity  Estate^  in  such  manner  as  the  Tnistees 
assembled  at  any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid^  or  the 
major  part  of  them>  shall  from  time  to  time  order  and  direct^ 
so  as  the  same  do  not  exceed  the  yearly  sum  of  three  hundred 
pounds^  exclusive  of  taxes  and  expenses  of  repairs  ;  and  that 
there  shall  be  at  least  twenty-fflx  children  in  the  HospitaL 

XVI.  That  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  pounds^  further  part  of 
the  rents^  issues^  and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  shall 
yearly  and  every  year,  for  ever,  by  two  half-yearly  sums  of 
three  hundred  and  fifty  pounds,  be  f^iplied  and  disposed  of  in 
and  for  the  placing  out  twenty  poor  cUldren  apprentices  every 
half  year,  viz.  fifteen  boys,  not  being  under  the  age  of  thirteen, 
nor  above  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  and  five  girls,  not  being 
under  the  age  of  twelve,  nor  above  the  age  of  fifteen  years, 
whose  respective  fethers,  not  being  certificated  persons  from 
parishes  out  of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  shall  either  have 
actually  been  occupiers  of  one  or  more  house  or  houses  in  the 
said  Town  of  Bedford,  for  the  space  of  ten  years  next  preceding 
their  children  behig  so  apprenticed,  or  have  been  bom  in  the 
said  Town,  and  been  occupiers  of  one  or  more  house  or  houses 
therein,  for  the  space  of  three  years  then  next  preceding  ;  and 
that  all  such  poor  boys  and  girls,  respectively  qualified  as  albre- 
said,  whose  names  shall  have  been  given  in,  eitiier  to  the  Mayor 
of  tiie  said  Town  of  Bedford,  or  to  the  Churchwardens  for  the 
time  being  of  the  Parish  in  which  their  fathers  shall  respectively 
reside,  one  calendar  month  before  the  respective  times  of  draw- 
ing lots  after  mentioned,  shall  be  permitted  to  draw  lots  on  the 
second  Tuesday  after  Michaelmas  Day,  and  the  second  Tuesday 
after  Lady  Day,  in  every  year,  the  first  drawing  of  such  lots  to 
be  on  the  second  Tuesday  after  Michaelmas  Day  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  ninety-three  %  and  that  the  sum  of  twenty 
pounds  shall  be  paid  as  the  apprentice  fee  with  each  of  the 
fifteen  boys,  and  that  ten  pounds  shall  be  paid  as  the  apprentice 
fee  with  each  of  the  five  girls  who  shall,  on  the  several  days 
•foresaid,  draw  the  benefided  lots,  upon  their  being  respectively 
put  or  placed  out  apprentices,  within  the  space  of  two  calendar 
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moaths  after  they  shall  have  drawn  such  heoeficial  lots^  to 
Masters  and  Mistresses  of  good  character  and  lespoasibility^  to 
be  q;»pn>Ted  of  by  the  said  Trustees  Msembled  at  any  sudi  6e- 
aeral  Meeting  as  aforesaid^  or  the  major  port  of  them ;  and  that 
the  boys  shall  be  bound  for  the  space  of  seven  years,  and  the 
girls  for  the  space  of  five  years;  and  that  the  girls  diall  be  tsj^ 
prenticed  to  such  trades  or  occupations  only  as  women  usually 
follow,  (lacemaUng  excepted)  ;  and  if,  upon  any  of  the  afore* 
said  days  appointed  for  drawing  lots,  the  full  number  .of  fifteen 
boys  qualified  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  become  candidates,  then, 
and  so  often  as  the  same  shall  huppea,  an  additional  number  of 
benefijQil  lots  shall  be  drawn  for  by  the  girls  who  shall  offer 
themselves  as  candidates,  so  that  twenty  beneficial  lots  may  be 
drawn  for  every  half  year ;  and  that  the  several  indentures  by 
which  such  children  as  aforesaid  shall  be  bound  apprentices, 
shall  fa^  freed  from  the  stamp  duty,  in  the  same  manner  as  all 
Indentures  of  apprenticeship  now  are,  by  the  laws  already  in  ba- 
ipg,  where  apprentices  are  put  out  by  duuity. 

XVII.  That  in  case  any  of  the  poor  children  who  shall  draw 
such  beneficial  lots  as  aforesaid,  shall  die,  or  shall  be  otherwise 
dU^KJsed  of,  or  shall  not  be  put  out  apprentice  within  the  space 
of  six  calendar  months  f rcmi  the  time  c^  his,  her,  or  their  draw-* 
ing  such  beneficial  lots  respectively,  (unless  the  same  shall  hap- 
pen by  defoult  of  the  Trustees,  or  be  prevented  by  some  inevit* 
able  accident),  the  money  intended  for  such  child  or  children 
feq)ectively  shall  be  drawn  for  again,  at  some  one  or  other  ci 
the  subsequent  days  appmnted  for  drawing  lots,  and  be  applied 
for  the  benefit  of  such  child  or  children  as  shall  become  entitled 
thereto  by  drawing  a  beneficial  lot. 

XVin.  Thatsuchof  the  poor  boys  qualified  as  aforesaid,  who 
shall,  upon  any  of  the  said  days  mentioned  in  tlie  sixtooitli 
order,  have  drawn  tiie  unsuccessful  lots,  shall  lu»re  the  preiBsr* 
•nee  at  the  next  succeeding  day  or  days  appointed  for  drawing 
lots  for  the  apprenticing  money,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  ths 
Mm  of  twenty  pounds,  to  be  paid  upon  their  being  reqpectivelf 
put  out  apprentice,  in  {Nreforence  to  those  boys  who  shall  after* 
wards  ^»ply. 

XIX.  That  every  boy  and  girl  so  put  out  apprentice  as  afore* 
said,  who  shall  actually  serve  the  full  tenn  of  his  and  hear 
apiHrenticeship,  and  in  aU  respects  comply  with  the  tenor  of  his 
and  her  respective  indentures  of  apprenticeship,  shall,  on  pro* 
dudng  to  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  assembled  at  any  such 
General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  vnthin  three  calendar  montfaa 
after  the  e3q>iration  of  their  respective  apprentbeshipj  a  oertifi- 
cate>  signed  by  their  reipective  Masten  or  Mistresses^  and  by 
the  Minister  and  Cbufdiwaidens  of  iha  Fuuh  whei^  they  Shan

have  respectively  served  their  ^iprentioeriiip^  tetdfying  saeh 
actual  service  and  compliance  ivith  the  tenor  oi  their  indentures^ 
as  well  as  their  good  morals  and  behaviour  respectively,  or  en 
pcoducing  such  other  proof  thereof  as  the  said  Trustees  so 
assembled^  or  the  nuyor  part  of  them,  shall  require,  but  not 
oHimwise,  be  entitled  to  receive  snchsum  of  money,  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  pounds,  nor  less  than  ten  pounds,  each,  as  the  said 
TVustees  so  assembled,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  judge 
piqper  and  expedient,  and  toch  Trustees,  or  the  major  part  of 
Hiem,  shall  and  may  direct  the  payment  thereof  accordingly. 

XX.  That  no  contract  or  agreement  dwU  be  made  or  entered 
into  by  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  assemUed  at  a|y  Meet- 
lag  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  ^em,  witii  any  person  or 
persons  whomsoever,  for  the  erectii^^  making,  or  Tepairing  any 
buildings^  or  for  any  materials,  furniture,  or  other  things  neees- 
sary  for  completing  and  fnmi^iing  Ijie  same,  uniess  oi^  cakn* 
dar  month's  notice  shaU  have  been  previously  given,  in  ea<&  of 
the  P^urish  Churches  in  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  upon  a  Sun** 
da^,  immediately  after  Monung  Service,  of  the  inteatioii  of  the 
Trustees  to  eirter  into  such  ccmfcract  or  agreement  5  and  thai  no 
socb  contract  shall  be  entered  into  witii  any  person  being  a 
Trastee  of  the  said  Chanty  $  but  this  order  shall  not  extend  to 
snch  persons  as  shall  supply  or  have  supplied  ^e  said  Chaxity 
with  articles  of  food  or  raiment  in  the  usual  mnEmer,  nor  to 
cspenses  or  bills  for  ordinary  repaifs. 

XXI.  That  all  matrons,  servants,  and  other  officers,  persons, 
aad  attendants,  proper  and  necessary  to  be  employed  in  and 
about  the  said  House  or  Hospital  so  already  erected,  for  the  care 
and  aourishmentjof  poor  diildren  as  aforesaid,  shall  from  time  to 
time  be  nominated,  dected,  and  appointed,  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  said  Charity  assembled  at  any  sudi  General  Meeting  as 
aiofaHiid,  or  the  mij^  P^urt  of  them,  when  and  as  often,  and 
with  sadi  foes  yeaidy  or  odier  salaries  and  aUowaaees,  as  to 
them  the  said  Trustees,  or  the  m^jor  part  of  them,  shall  seem 
proper  and  expedient;  aad  such  person  or  perscms  so  to  be  no« 
mhiated  aad  appointed,  shall  be  liable  to  be  removed  and. dis- 
charged from  their  respective  offices  or  employments,  by  the 
l^ru^bees  so  assembled,  or  the  mqjor  part  of  them,  for  any  ill 
conduct  oruisbdmviour. 

XXn.  That  if  at  any  time  hereafter  it  ahall  appear,  on  die 
making  «q>  and  settling  the  annual  accounts  of  the  said  CSuuity 
Estate  and  Charity,  that  the  monies  issued  and  i^lied,  or  ^* 
veeted  to  be  issued  and  applied,  shall  in  any  one  year  have 
asMceded  die  dear  profits  and  produce  of  the  said  Charity 
Batete,  than>  and  so  often  as  4he  same  shall  happen,  such  excess 
ahsdl  be  ninibiBBsedt  paid^  aad  aattsfled  oat  <tf  Oe  first  monies 
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Vfhich  shall  be  received  firom  the  said  Charity  Estate  $  and  the 
said  Trustees  for  the  time  being  shall  lessen^  decrease^  vaiy^  and 
alter  the  next  succeeding  yearly  payments  and  expenditure^  so 
and  in  such  manner  as  that  the  same  shall  not  exceed  the  yearly 
income  and  produce  of  the  said  Charity  Estate. 

XXin.  Tliat  John  Heaven,  the  present  Receiver  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estate^  and  Edward  Chapman, 
the  present  Clerk  to  the  Trustees  of  the  siud  Charity^  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  such  receiver  and  clerk  respectively^  with  their 
respective  present  saleuries  or  allowances^  until  they  shall  respec- 
tively die  or  resign ;  and  that  they  or  either  of  them  shall  not 
be  removed  from  their  respective  offices,  but  for  ill  conduct  or 
misbehaviour ;  and  that  after  the  death  or  removal  of  such 
receiver  or  clerk  respectively,  or  of  any  future  receiver  or  clerk 
to  be  appointed  as  herein  after  is  mentioned,  the  said  Trustees 
assembled  at  any  such  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part 
of  then^shall  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  nominate  and  ap- 
point some  other  fit  and  proper  person  or  persons  to  be  receiver 
or  clerk,  with  the  like  saJary  or  salaries  j  and  that  every  future 
receiver  and  clerk  shall  be  appointed  for  life,  and  shall  not  be 
removed  but  for  ill  conduct  and  misbehaviour;  and  that  the 
Trustees  assembled  at  any  such  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the 
mijor  part  of  them,  shall  and  may,  at  any  time  or  limes  here- 
after^ nominate  and  appoint  any  fit  and  proper  person  and  per- 
sons to  be  surveyor  or  surveyors  of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  with 
such  salaiy  or  salaries  or  odier  allowance  for  his  or  their  trouble 
and  care  herein,  as  to  the  said  Trustees  so  assembled,  or  the 
miyor  part  of  them,  shall  seem  proper  and  necessary ;  and  shall 
and  may  remove  and  displace  the  person  or  persons  so  to  be  i^ 
pointed  surveyor  or  surveyors,  and  appoint  others  in  then*  re- 
spective places  and  stead,  fh>m  time  to  time,  as  often  as  occasion 
jhall  require ;  and  that  every  future  receiver  shall  give  security, 
by  recognizance  or  statute  staple,  with  two  sureties,  (by  which 
they  shall  be  respectively  bound  in  the  penalty  of  five  ^ousand 
pounds;  and  every  such  receiver  and  surety  shall  severally 
swear  themselves  to  be  worth  that  sum)^  for  his  and  their  due 
accounting  fbr  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estate. 

XXIV.  That,  in  order  that  the  said  John  Heaven,  and  aU 
future  Receivers  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Es- 
tate hereafter  to  be  nominated  and  appointed  as  aforesaid,  may 
the  better  attend  to  and  look  after  the  repairs  necessaiy  to  be 
done  to  the  said  Charity  Estate,  and  receive  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof,  he  the  said  John  Heaven^  and  such  future  Receivers  re- 
spectively^ shall  live  and  reside  on  some  part  of  the  said  Charity 
Estate,  or  within  the  distance  of  two  miles  from  the  samei  and 
the  present  and  future  Receivers  shall  attend  the  business  of  the 
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said  Charitf^  itt  the  TownoiBec^dt  iiom  tune  to  time,  and  at 
Bndk  times  as  the  Tnisteed  for  the  tuae  Imag,  assembled  at  any 
such  General  Meeting  as  aforaaaid,  or  the  rn^or  part  of  then, 
dudl  from  time  to  time  direet  or  i^ipoint;  and  shall,  <m  the  fijst 
day  of  November t  one  thouscsnd  seven  hundred  and  ninety-three, 
and  00  the  first  day  of  Nifvetnber  in  every  suoeeedimg  year,  for 
ever,  miless  the  sune  shall  hiqipen  on  a  Sundays  and  in  that 
case  on  the  Mlovdog  day,  make  up  and  deliver  in  aU  accounts 
of  receipts,  payments,  and  af^eations  of  the  rents  and  profits* 
of  tiie  said  Charity  Estate,  and  of  the  nature,  drcumstances, 
and  situation  thereof,  down  to  the  Midmmmer  Daif  then  next 
iHreeediag,  whidk  aecottots  shall  be  laid  brfore  the  Trustees  of 
the  ssad  Charity,  at  their  several  Meetings,  for  their  inspection  $ 
and  the  same  acconnts  shaU  oaee  in  every  year,  or  oftener,  if 
there  shall  be  oeeasion,  be  settled,  approved,  allowed  oi,  and 
signed  by  the  Trustees  assembled  at  some  such  General  Heeting 
as  aforesaid,  or  the  mejw  part  of  them,  in  such  manner  as  they 
shall  think  proper,  and  the  same,  when  so  aUowed  and  signed, 
siiall  be  binding  and  conclusive  to  all  Trustees  of  the  saidr 
Charity,  and  their  suceessors,  and  the  said  aecountant  or  reoaiver, 
and  aU  persons  whomsoever,  and  shall  be  a  sufficient  discharge 
to  the  persons  making  up  and  delivering  in  such  accounts  firom 
time  to  time  accordingly;  and  such  accounts  shall  not  be  liable 
to  be  opened,  or  afterwards  set  aside,  on  any  pretence  whatso- 
ever, ui^ess  it  can  plainly  be  made  af^pear,  tbot  there  is  an  error 
Jb  audi  accounts  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  pounds  or  up- 
wards. 

XXV.  That  all  accounts  of  the  receipts,  payments,  and  ap- 
plication of  the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  of  the  said  Chari^ 
Estate,  shall  once  in  every  year  be  printed  and  published,  at  the 
«]qpenee  of  the  said  Charity,  one  cidendar  month  at  least  before 
the  time  appointed  for  passing  the  receiver's  accounts,  and  be 
delivered  to  all  the  inhabitants  for  the  time  being  of  the  said 
Town  of  Bedford,  paying  scot  and  lot,  who  shall  i^ply  for  the 
same  to  the  Cleric  to  the  said  Trustees  for  the  time  being;  and 
that  one  calendar  month's  previous  notice  shall  be  given,  in  each 
of  the  Pariah  Churches  in  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  of  the  day 
on  which  the  receiver's  accounts  shall  be  intended  to  be  passed. 

XXVI.  That  all  public  Meetings  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said 
Charity  shall  be  held  in  one  of  the  rooms  to  be  appropriiited  and 
kept  for  that  purpose  in  one  of  the  buildings  belonging  to  the 
said  Charity,  where  proper  conveniences  shaU  be  made  for 
keepmg  and  d^msiting  Ihe  oonmK>n  seal  of  the  said  Trustees, 
Itod  all  books  of  accounts,  and  other  papers  of  or  in  anywise 
belongiag  to  the  ssid  Charity ;  and  the  same  shall  be  dqx)sited 
under  three  proper  locks  and  keys ;  one  key  whereof  shall  be

proper  person  to  be  nominated  and  iqppointed  by  the  Tmsteea 
aMembled  at  any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the 
m^jar  part  of  them,  or  by  the  Clerk  to  the  said  Trustees  for  the 
time  being  j  and  no  person  or  peraons  (except  the  Trastees  and 
their  Clerk)  shall  be  permitted  to  penise  and  inspect  the  same 
books,  accounts,  and  p^ien,  or  any  of  them,  without  an  order 
in  writing  under  the  hand  of  some  one  or  more  of  the  said 
Trustees  for  that  puipose  first  had  and  obtained. 

XXVII.  That  whencTcr  there  shall  be  occasion  to  let  any  of 
the  houses  and  lands  bdonging  to  the  said  Qiarity,  situate  in 
•  the  County  of  BUddUsex,  either  to  tenants  at  will,  or  upcm  any 
lease  or  leases,  a  skilful  surveyor,  to  be  nominated  by  the  said 
Trustees  for  the  time  being,  at  any  Meeting  to  be  held  as  afore-  . 
said,  or  a  mi|}ority  of  them,  shall  be  empk^^  atthe  expence  of 
the  said  Charity,  to  surrey  the  premises  so  to  be  held  as  afore- 
said, who  shall  make  a  proper  estimate  in  writing  of  the  value 
thereof,  and  every  audi  estimate  or  valuation  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  Trustees  at  their  General  Meeting  next  after  every  such 
estimate  or  valuation  shall  have  been  made ;  and  immediately 
afterwards  proper  advertisements  shall  be  published  in  five  daily 
and  five  evening  Ltmdon  newspapers,  once  in  four  successive 
weeks  at  least,  for  letting  such  premises  respectively^  by  which 
advertisements  respectively  it  shall  be  directed  or  made  known 
that  each  house  will  be  let  separately,  and  that  such  persons  as 
may  be  minded  to  become  tenants  dT  the  premises  so  to  be  let 
as  aforesaid,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall,  on  or  before  a  certain 
day  to  be  appointed  and  mentioned  in  such  advertisements  re- 
spectively for  that  purpose,  send  to  the  receiver  for  the  time 
being  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estates,  pro- 
posals in  writing  of  the  terms  on  which  they  are  mihded  to  take 
or  become  tenants  of  the  prenuses  so  to  be  let  as  aforesaid, 
which  proposals  so  to  be  sent  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Trustees 
for  tiie  time  being  of  the  said  Charity,  at  their  General  Meeting 
to  be  held  next  after  the  receipt  of  such  pn^posals;  and,  as  soon 
as  convenientiy  may  be  after  the  day  to  be  appointed  or  men- 
tioned in  such  advertisements  respectively,  a  Meeting  of  the  said 
Trustees  shall  be  called,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  into  con- 
sideration tiie  proposals  to  be  sent  in  as  aforesaid,  of  which 
Meeting,  and  die  purport  thereof,  proper  notice  shall  be  given 
in  all  the  said  Parish  Churdies,  and  in  one  of  the  London  news- 
paperB,  at  least  ten  days  before  every  such  Meeting  shall  be 
held ;  and  at  all  such  Meetings  the  proposals  to  be  then  taken 
into  consideration,  and  proper  abstracts  of  them,  shall  be  laid 
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before  the  Trustees  then  present;  and  such  Trustees,  or  the 
m^jor  pert  of  them,  shall  agree  to  the  highest,  or  sudi  of  the 
said  proposals  as  they  or  such  miy  or  part  shall  approve  of ;  and 
if  the  h^est  proposal  shall  not  be  accepted,  then  the  Trustees 
shall  enter  a  minute  of  the  reason  thereof,  and  sign  it;  and 
such  Trustees,  or  the  miyority  of  them,  shall  then  nominate  a 
Committee,  not  exceeding  seven,  nor  less  than  five  of  the 
Trustees  of  ^e  sttd  Charity,  for  the  time  being,  of  vrbom  there 
.  shall  be  three  of  rate  elected  Trustees  for  the  time  being ;  and 
every  such  Committee  shall  meet  in  IionJoii,  vrithin  sixteen  days 
after  it  shall  have  been  nominated  as  aforesaid,  in  order  to  carry 
into  effect  tiie  proposals  to  be  approved  of  as  aforesaid ;  and  of 
every  such  Meeting,  and  the  purport  thereof  ,  proper  notice  shall  be 
given  in  all  the  said  Parish  Churches,  and  by  advertisements  in  , 
one  or  more  of  the  London  newspapers,  at  least  ten  days  before 
every  such  Meeting  shall  be  held;  and  that  all  contracts  and 
agreements  to  be  signed  by  the  said  Trustees  so  to  be  nominated 
and  appointed  fmr  Uie  purposes  aforesaid,  shall  be  binding  and 
conclusive  to  all  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  and  such 
leases  as  shall  be  agreed  to  be  made  of  the  said  Charity  Estate 
shall,  (so  soon  as  the  same  can  conveniently  be  done),  vrith  the 
approbation  and  consent  of  the  said  Trustees,  or  the  mioor  part 
of  them,  be  sealed  with  the  said  common  seal  of  the  said 
Trustees,  which  leases,  being  sealed  at  a  public  Meeting  of  the 
said  Trustees  at  Bedford,  and  signed  by  the  Clerk,  by  the  order 
of  the  Trustees  then  present,  sIjaU  be  bindiDg  and  conclusive  to 
the  said  Trustees  and  their  successors,  as  ^ectually  as  if  the 
same  leases  were  duly  executed  under  thdr  own  hands  and  seals ; 
provided  that  a  counterpart  of  the  same  lease  is  executed  by  the 
lessee  or  lessees  of  such  lease  or  leases,  and  delivered  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  said  Trustees,  to  be  kept  for  their  use. 

XXVni.  That  the  expences  of  the  Trustees  attending  in 
London,  for  tfie  purposes  mentioned  in  the  preceding  order,  or 
to  do  any  other  necessary  business  concerning  or  in  anywise 
relating  to  the  said  Charity  Estate,  shall  be  allowed  and  paid 
out  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  so  as  such  expences,  for 
each  person's  coach  hire  to  and  from  London,  do  not  exceed  one 
guinea  per  day,  and  that  his  expences  there  do  not  exceed  ten 
shillings  and  sixpence  per  day,  for  so  many  days  as  the  Trustees , 
assembled  at  any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  shall  think  proper  and  requisite  in  that 
behalf. 

XXIX.  That  the  expences  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Trustees,  by  each  lessee,  for  a  pair  of  leases,  shall  not  exceed 
five  gumeas,  and  if  any  dispute  shaU  arise  oonoeming  the  same, 
it  shall  be  referred  to  and  settled  by  the  Trustees  of  the  said 
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Charity^  assembled  at  a  General  Meeting  aa  aforesaid,  or  the 
xmjor  part  of  them ;  and  that  no  other  fee,  reward,  or  gratuity 
whatsoever  shall  be  paid  to,  or  received  by,  the  Clerk  to  the 
said  Trustees  for  the  time  being,  for  any  business  done  by  him 
in  relation  to  the  said  Charity  Estate,  upon  any  pretence  what- 
soever, other  than  and  except  the  yearly  salary  or  other  allowance 
which  shall  be  ordered  and  allowed  him  by  the  Trustees  of  tiie 
said  Charity,  assembled  at  a  General  Meeting,  or  the  miyor 
part  of  them  as  aforesaid,  on  pain  of  forfeiting  his  office^  and 
that  they,  or  such  major  part,  shall  have  power  to  encrease  such 
salary  to  any  sum  not  exceeding  sucty-five  pounds  per  a$uwm; 
and  that  every  future  Clerk  shall  give  security  by  a  bond  with 
two  sureties,  by  which  they  shall  be  respectively  bound  in  the 
penal  sum  of  five  hundred  pounds,  for  his  and  their  honestly 
and  faithfully  accounting  for  all  monies  received,  and  executing 
the  said  office  of  Clerk. 

XXX.  That  in  the  mean  time,  and  until  all  the  debts  now 
due  and  owing  from  the  said  Charity  Estate,  and  the  espenees 
of  erecting  and  building  the  several  Alms  Houses,  directed  to  be 
built  by  the  following  order,  shall  have  been  fully  paid  and  dia- 
charged,  there  shall  be  distributed  yearly,  out  of  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estate^  for  the  relief  and  support  of 
poor  decayed  housekeepers,  and  other  proper  objects,  who  shall 
have  lived  and  resided  within  the  said  Town  of  Bedford  ten 
years  at  least  preceding  the  time  of  such  distribution,  any  sum 
or  sums  of  money,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  pounds  in  the 
whole,  at  such  parts  of  the  winter  season,  in  sach  proportions, 
and  in  such  manner,  as  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  as- 
sembled at  any  such  Creneral  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  maior 
part  of  them,  shall  think  proper. 

XXXI.  That,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  ex- 
piration of  such  of  the  present  leases  of  the  said  Charity  Estate 
as  will  expire  at  Midmmmer  Day  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  ninety-Uiree,  and  after  the  payment  and  dischaige  of  all 
debts  then  due  and  owing  from  the  said  Charity  Estate, 
there  shall  be  erected  and  built,  and  kept  in  repair  for  ever,  in 
some  pSeurt  of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  proper  and  suitable 
Alms  Houses,  for  the  reception, and  habitation  of  tra  poor  €M 
men,  and  ten  poor  old  women,  being  poor  and  deserving  house- 
keepers of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford;  and  that  the  expences  of 
erecting  and  building  the  same,  and  of  keeping  the  same  in 
rqiair  for  ever,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
said  Charity  Estate,  in  such  manner  as  the  Trustees  of  the  said 
Charity,  for  the  time  being,  assembled  at  any  such  G^ieral 
Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  from  time 
to  time  order  and  direct^  and  dilit  immediate^  afte»  the  said 
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Alms  HouMS  shall  be  erected  and  built,  audi  tea  poor  old  men, 
and  ten  poor  old  women,  being  decayed  bousekeepera  of  the 
^aaid  Town  of  Bedford,  as  the  "nustees  of  the  said  Charity,  as- 
wmbled  at  any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  migor 
part  of  them,  shall  think  proper  objects  of  charity,  shall  be 
aocordingly  placed  therein,  and  that  to  each  of  such  poor  old 
men  and  women  shall  be  allowed  and  paid,  out  of  the  said  rents 
and  profits,  weekly,  fbr  and  towards  their  respective  subsistence, 
a  sum  not  exceeding  three  shillings,  and  yearly,  for  and  towards 
their  respectiye  cloathing,  a  sum  not  exceeding  farty  shillings ; 
but  if  a  poor  man  and  his  wife  shall  be  placed  together  in  any  of 
the  said  Alms  Houses,  they  shall  be  allowed  and  paid,  out  of 
the  said  rents  and  profits,  weekly,  for  and  towards  their  subsist- 
«ice,  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  shillings  for  both ;  and  that  all 
the  said  poor  old  men  and  women,  inhabiting  the  said  Alms 
Houses,  shall,  if  able,  go  every  Sundtuf  to  some  place  of  public 
worship  in  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  and  shall  be  liable  to  be 
removed,  by  the  order  of  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  as- 
sembled at  any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  migor 
part  of  them,  for  neglecting  so  to  do,  or  for  other  misbehaviour; 
and  all  vacancies  in  the  said  Alms  Houses  which  may  hi^ipen 
by  means  of  any  such  removals  as  aforesaid,  or  by  death,  shall 
fit>m  time  to  time  be  filled  with  proper  objects  of  the  description 
aforesaid,  by  the  said  Trustees  assembled  as  aforesaid,  or  the 
nugor  part  of  them. 

XXXII.  That,  after  all  the  debts  due  and  owing  from  the  said 
Charity  Estate,  and  the  expences  of  erecting  and  building  the 
afbreaaid  Alms  Houses,  shall  have  been  paid  and  discharged,  there 
shall  be  distributed  annually,  for  ever,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits 
of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  to  twenty  poor  girls,  who  shall  have 
been  candidates  for  the  apprenticing  money  provided  by  the 
Sixteenth  Order,  and  shall  not  have  drawn  the  beneficial  lots, 
the  sum  of  three  pounds  each,  for  cloathing  them,  upon  their 
respectively  going  out  to  service ;  and  if  more  than  twenty  such 
giilB  shall  I4>ply  for  this  donation,  they  shall  draw  lots  for  the 
same  $  and  that  the  further  sum  of  two  pounds  shall  be  given 
to  the  several  girls  who  shall  have  received  the  donation  of 
three  pounds,  upon  their  having  respectively  been  at  service  for 
the  space  of  one  year,  if  such  service  shall  have  been  with  one 
master  or  mistress,  provided  they  shall  respectively  produce  a 
certificate  of  such  service,  signed  by  their  respective  masters  or 
mistresses,  and  by  the  Minister  and  Churchwardens  for  the  time 
being  of  the  parish  where  they  shall  respectively  have  lived  5 
and  that  none  of  such  poor  girb  shall,  by  going  out  to  service 
as  afbresaidj  and  receiving  the  said  donations  df  three  pounds 
and  two  pounds^  be  prevented  from  becoming  candidates  for 
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the  noarriage  portions  provided  for  poor  Maidens  by  the  Eleventh 
Order. 

XXXIII.  That,  after  the  debts  due  and  owing  fronai  the  said 
Charity  Estate,  and  the  expences  of  erecting  and  building  the 
aforesaid  Alms  Houses,  shall  have  been  paid  and  dischai^ged, 
the  yearly  sum  of  five  hundred  pounds,  if  the  residue  and  sur- 
plus of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  Charity  Estate,  which 
shall  remain  after  paying,  distributing,  or  providing  for  the  se- 
veral salaries,  expences,  and  donations,  by  the  preceding  orders 
directed  to  be  paid  or  distributed,  shall  amount  to  so  much,  and 
if  not,  then  the  whole  of  such  residue  and  surplus,  whatever  it 
may  be,  shall  be  applied  and  distributed  for  the  rehef  and  sup- 
port of  poor  decayed  housekeepers,  and  other  proper  objects, 
who  shall  have  lived  and  resided  within  the  said  Town  of  Bed- 
ford ten  years  at  least  preceding  such  distribution,  at  such  parts 
of  the  winter  season,  in  every  year,  in  such  proportions,  and  in 
such  manner,  as  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Charity,  assembled  at 
any  such  General  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  shall  from  time  to  time  judge  proper  and  expedient. 

XXXIV.  That  if,  after  the  payment  and  distribution  of  th% 
several  salaries,  expences,  and  donations  which  are  directed  to 
be  paid  and  distributed  by  the  several  preceding  orders,  there 
shall  in  any  year  still  remain  any  part  of  the  rents  and  profits  of 
the  said  Charity  Estate  unapplied,  then  all  such  residue  and 
surplus  shall  from  time  to  time  be  applied  and  disposed  of  in 
and  for  the  erecting  and  building,  and  keeping  in  repair,  for 
ever,  any  other  Alms  House  or  Alms  Houses,  for  the  reception 
and  habitation  of  more  poor  old  men  and  women,  being*  de- 
cayed housekeepers  of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford,  and  for  en* 
dowing  the  same,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Thirty*first 
Order,  with  respect  to  the  Alms  Houses  thereby  ordered  to  be 
erected  and  buUt,  or  in  building  or  purchasing  and  keeping  in 
repair,  cottages  or  other  buildings,  to  be  let  at  low  rents  to  the 
indigent  a^d  industrious  poor  of  the  said  Town  of  Bedford. 

XXXV.  That  all  questions  upon  the  proceedings  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  said  Charity,  at  any  such  Meeting  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  decided  by  vote,  and  in  case  of  any  eqwdity  of  voices,  the 
President  or  Chairman  shall  have  the  casting  vote. 

The  present  income  of  this  noble  Charily  is  more  than 
£  6000.  per  annum* 

The  School  is  limited  to  children  bom  in  the  Town,  and 
those  who  are  Inhabitants;  but  Strangers  are  taken  as 
boarders.  There  is  no  limitation  as  to  the  privileged  num-> 
ber  of  day  scholars ;  they  are  usually  about  twenty.     They 
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Mre  admitted  at  the  age  of  eighty  and  are  tuperannuated  nt 
eighteen.  The  farm  ciadmsaoa  is,  hy  a  certificate  of  hap- 
U8ID9  without  nondnatioii. 

On  the  25th  of  February,  1811,  the  following  Regula. 
Tiovs,  for  the  management  of  BsnFO&n  School,  were  tub- 
mitted  to  and  approved  of  by  The  Wardxi^  and  Fxuows 
of  New  College,  and  by  Ths  Mastebs,  Goveeno&s,  and 
TBUSTXB3  of  The  BsBFOBn  CHABirr  :^> 

I.  The  system  of  education,  as  in  other  Classical  Schools,  to 
be  regulated  by  theMaster. 

II.  Either  the  Master,  or  the  Usher,  or  both,  will  be  always 
present  during  school  hours. 

III.  The  school  hours  will  be  as  follows  :

Prayers  will  be  read  every  morning  befbre  breakfiist  at 
the  commencement  of  the  sdiool  time,  uid  at  the  end  of  it 
every  eyening. 

V.  Every  boy  wiU  be  expected  to  attend  most  punetuaUy  at 
the  above  stated  hours,  with  his  lesson  and  exercises  prepared. 
Names  will  be  called  over  at  the  commencement  and  the  dose 
of  every  school  time,  and  boys  absenting  themselves  from  morn- 
ing prayers  without  a  sufficient  reason  sent  to  theMaster  in 
writing  by  their  parents  or  guardians,  will,  after  duvadmoni- 
tion  and  correction,  be  liable  to  be  expelled  by  the  Mfster  5  as 
will  all  boys  repeatedly  offending  against  any  other  re|;ulations 
of  the  School,  or  against  good  manners. 

VI.  It  need  scarcely  be  suggested,  that  the  strictest  attention 
to  cleanliness  in  every  particidar,  will  be  expected  and  duly  en- 
forced by  the  Master. 

Saints  Days,  and  every  Saturday  afternoon,  will  be  fixed 
holidays,  and  the  School  will  not  be  attended  on  State  fasts  or 
festivaJs.

IX.  The  boys  wiU  be  divided  into  cksses,  and  severaUy  be 
removed  from  a  lower  to  a  higher  daw,  when  considered  com- 
petent by  the  Master.  But  the  general  remove  will  take  place 
after  the  examinations  in  May,

The  Frs£  School,  and  ALif»-HousE,  at  Houghton- 
CoNQaEST,  were  founded  by  Sir  Fbancis  Clebke,  ilie 
great  benefactor  to  Sidney  Sussex  College,  in  Cambridge, 
who  had  a  Seat  in  this  Parish,  and  who  died  here  in  1632. 

The  greatest  number  of  Scholars  does  not  exceed  Ten ;  ^ 
and  they  are  only  instructed  in  reading  English  and  spellmg  y 
and  in  the  Church  Catechism,  by  the  particular  desire  of  the 
Founder.  The  Master  is  appointed  by  The  Master  and 
Fellows  of  Sidney  Sussex  College.  His  Salary  is  JClB, 
per  annum ;  and  the  Poor  people,  who  are  Six  in  number, 
have  £^.  divided  among  them,  by  the  Founder^s  Will. 

In  1691,  Edmund  Wylde,  Esq.,  left  the  $um  of  £140. 
for  the  purchase  of  lands ;  the  profits  of  which  are  to  be 
appropriated  to  the  repairs  of  the  School  and  Aims-House, 
and  the  overplus  to  be  divided  among  the  Six  Poor  people. 
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ABINGDON. 

The  F&be  Gbamm ab  School  in  the  Pariah  of  St  Nidiolas 
in  the  Boroi^  of  Abingdon  was  founded  in  the  year  1 563^ 
by  John  Royse,  Citizen  and  Mercer  of  London,  for  the 
education  of  Sixty-thbee  poor  boys ;  and  endowed  with 
Two  houses  in  Birchin  Lane,  which  were  burnt  down  about 
the  year  1753.  Upon  the  site  of  these  Houses  The  London 
AsscBANCE  Company  erected  their  Office,  and  now  pay  an 
annual  rent  of  £100.  for  the  same. 

Thomas  Tesbale,  Esq.,  the  first  Scholar  on  Royse^s 
Foundation,  having  bequeathed  £5000.  to  purchase  estates 
for  the  maintenance  of  Seven  Fellows  and  Six  Scholars  bom 
The  Free  School  of  Abingdon  in  any  of  the  Colleges  of 
Oxford,  Dr.  Abbot,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and  the 
other  Trustees,  intended  at  first  to  place  this  Foundation  in 
Balliol  Coll^.  That  design,  however,  not  having  been 
completed,  they  determined  to  found  a  New  Coll^  on  the 
site  of  BroadgaU^  HaU,  and  in  the  mean  time  Estates  were 
purchased  for  the  Endowment  in  Berkshire  and  Wiltshire. 

The  plan  was  likewise  assisted  by  a  second  Benefactor^ 
BiCHABD  Wightwick,  B.  D.,  somc  time  of  Balliol  College, 
and  afterwards  Rector  of  East  Ildey  and  Hampstead  Noiris 
in  Berkshire,  who  engaged  to  make  over  some  Estates  in  aid. 
of  the  Endowment 

The  Corporation  of  Abingdon  next  petitioned  King 
James,  that  he  would  constitute  a  College  within  Broad- 
gates  HaU;  Whereupon  His  Majesty,  by  Letters  Patent, 
dated  the  22d  of  June,  1624,  granted,  that  within  the  said 
Hall  of  Broadgates  there  should  be  a  Perpetual  College, 
to  be  known  by  the  name  of  "  The  Master,  Fellows,  and 
Scholars  of  The  College  of  PembIioke,  in  the  Univcraty 
of  Oxford,  of  the  Foundation  of  King  James,  at  the  cost  and 
charges  of  Thomas  Tesdale  and  Richabd  Wightwicx."' 

An  Ushership  was  also  founded  by  Mr.  Tesbals,  who,  for 
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that  purpose,  gave  hisTythes  of  the  Hamlet  of  Upton,  part  of 
the  Impropriate  Rectoryof  Ratlej,in  theCountyof  Warwick, 
now  producing  a  dear  rent  of  £07, .ll8..BcL per  annum. 

A  sabsequent  Endowment  was  made  by  William  Bkn- 
VET,  Esq.,  for  Six  boys  of  tUs  Town,  to  be  dectad  by  the 
Master  and  Goremors  of  Christ^s  Ho^tal  in  Abingdon;  fiir 
whose  support  he  gave  an  Estate  in  land  at  Broad  BlunsdoiH 
Wilts.  During  the  time  they  aiV  «t  Sdiool,they  have  an 
allowance  for  books  and  appard ;  and,  at  the  end  of  six 
years,  they  have  each  £50.  for  an  Apprentioe  Fee. 

According  to  the  Statutes  of  Pembroke  College,  of  Tes- 
DALB^s  Sevm  FeDows,  who  were  all  to  study  Divinity,  Four 
were  to  be  of  his  kindred ;  and  his  Srx  Scholaes  were  to 
be  thus  dected: — From  the  Free  Schod  of  Abingdon,  7)mo 
of  his  poorer  kindred,  if  any  such  could  be  found  there,  or, 
if  not,  from  his  poorer  kindred  of  any  other  Sdiool,  and  the 
other  Four  from  the  poorer  natives  of  AUngdon,  and  the 
Scholars  of  William  Bsknet,  Esq.,  educated  in  the  same 
Schod.  WioHTWicK^s  Foundation,  upon  an  Estate  of  £100. 
per  annum^  was  for  the  maintenance  of  These  Fellows 
and  FouE  Scholaes,  two  of  each  to  be  of  his  kindred,  wher- 
ever bom,  and  the  rest  of  Alnngdon  School.  The  Election 
of  both  Foundations  was  fixed  for  the  Monday  after  the  first 
Sunday  in  August,  and  the  right  <^  Election  vested  in  The 
Master  of  the  College,  Two  of  Tssbals^s  Senior  Fdlows, 
The  Master  of  Christ*s  Hoeptd  9t  Abbgdon,  Two  of  the 
Senior  Governors,  and  the  Master  of  the  School 

The  GrovsENOEs,  who  are  Twelve  in  number,  are  The 
Mayor  and  Principd  Burgesses  of  The  Corporation  of 
Abingdon. 

The  Schod  is  open  to  the  natives  of  Abingdon,  and  the 
a^acent  Villages,  to  the  number  of  Sixty-Thtee.  A  Foun- 
dation  boy  must  be  recommended  by  Fonr  of  The  6over« 
nors,  agreeably  to  a  regulation  made  in  1810.  They  may 
be  admitted  at  any  age.  The  number  actually  in  the  School 
at  present  is  only  TTiree.    There  are  d3o  Six  Boarders. 
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There  18  no  panicular  system  of  Educatioopreicribed.  The 
present  Master  prefers  the  Etok  Latin  Grammar,  or  V axpy^s 
Elements,  and  the  Westmixstbe  Greek  Grammar.  But 
he  does  not,  in  general,  oblige  his  Pupils  to  abandon  those 
Grammars  to  which  they  have  been  accustomed 

The  present  Head  Maste  is.  The  Rev.  EnwAan  Ni- 
CROLSOK,  M.  A.,  of  QuecnTs  Cdlege,  Oxford*  whose  Salary 
is  £iOO.  per  ammtmy  but  he  receives  ody  £80.,  as  the  re- 
miunder  is  reserved  by  the  Governors  to  pay  the  expense  of 
re-building  a  C(»isid«rable portion  of  the  house:  He  also 
recaves  £5.  annually  fiom  The  Master  and  Governors  of 
Chrisf  8  Hospital  in  Abmgdon :  But,  by  various  deductions, 
his  total  receipts  are  reduced  to  something  less  than  £80.  a 
year.  This  Gentleman's  annual  Terms,  for  the  board  and 
education  of  Pupils,  are  Sixty  guineas  each,  and  Four  gui- 
neas Entrance.

The  F&u  School  at  Childbst  was  founded  in  the  year 
1526,  accordbg  to  the  foDowing  deed : — 

''  WuxuM  Fbttplagx>  of  Chfldrey,  in  the  County  of  Berka^ 
Esq.,  by  Indenture  tripaityte^  bearing  date  the  last  day  of  July, 
in  the  Eighteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  Hskbt  the  E^hth,  and 
nsade  between  John  Cottssfobd,  Rector  of  Linoohi  College, 
in  The  Univeraity  of  Oxford,  and  the  Scholars  of  the  said  College 
on  the  one  part,— -die  said  William  Fbttplaoi  of  the  second 
part,^and  John  Pantbb,  Provost,  and  the  Scholars  of  The 
Queen's  Hall,  in  the  same  University,  of  the  third  part,— re- 
citing, that,  by  a  Deed  of  Feo£Einent,  bearing  date  the  seventh  of  ' 
July  preceding,  he  had  enfeoffed  John  Lotsrb,  William  Baty- 
SON,  Anthony  Bikkbskb,  (three  of  the  Fellows  of  Queen's  at 
that  time),  and  others  to  the  number  of  Twelve,  in  the  moiety  of 
the  Manor  of  Letoomb  Basset,  and  in  certain  Lands  and  Tene- 
ments in  Letcomb  Basset,  Hendley,  West  Shiffi>rd,  Bokehamp- 
ton,  Chepyng  Lambome,  Hurste,  Fynkysly,  Bedon,  Stawmere, 
Wdneston,  Erley,  Westcote,  SpanSbolt,  Childrey  Grove,  and 
Uffington,  in  the  said  County  of  Berks,  and  in  one  mese  and  a 
toft  cum  per^nentibui  lying  in  Kelmescote,  in  the  County  of 
Oxford,  in  the  whole  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  jf25..9..8, 
covenants  with  the  said  Rector,  Provost,  and  Scholars,  that  the 
Feoffiees  shall  stand  seised  of  the  premises  to  the  uses  compriaed 
in  a  certain  ordinance  thereafter  written,  and  dated  the  80th  of 
the  same  month.** 

By  this  Indenture,  the  Provost  and  Scholars  of  Queen's  ' 
Co11^;e,  Oxford,  were  to  keep  in  repair  Saikt  Cathabine'^s 
AisLX  at  Childrey,  in  which  he  had  founded  a  Cb  amtby  ; — 
and  an  Alms-house,  whidi  he  had  built  there,  for  the 
habitation  of  These  Poob  Men  of  the  Parishes  of  Childrey 
and  Letcombe  Basset. 

They  were  also  to  pay  to  the  Chantry  Priest,  who  was 
to  keep  a  Fbee  School  for  all  the  poor  children  of 
Childrey,  Eight  pounds  per  annum;  and  to  aUow  9(2.  a 
week  each  to  the  poor  men,  together  with  ^s.Ad.  yearly  for 
a  Gown,  and  2«..Sd.  for  Fuel. 

The  residue  of  the  rents,  after  fulfilling  these  specific 
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bequests,  was  to  be  expended  by  the  Provost  and  Scholars, 
in  ExHiBinoKs,  or  otherwise,  at  their  discretion. 
With  respect  to  the  School,  it  was  ordained,—* 

''  That  every  one  who  shall  themUfcer  be  elected  Chaplain  o 
the  said  Chantry,  shall  be  an  abk  man^  and  well  skilled  in 
Grammar,  and  shall  keep  a  Free  School  in  the  House  ordained 
by  the  founder  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  teach  such  children 
and  persons  as  shall  come  thereto  for  the  sake  of  instruction^ 
after  the  following,  or  some  better  manner  :•—• 

*'  He  shall  teach  the  children  the  Alphabet,  the  Lord's  Prayer, 
the  Salutation  of  the.  Blessed  Vii^,  the  Apostles*  Greedy  and 
an  other  things  which  are  necessary  to  enable  them  to  assist  the 
Priest  in  the  celebration  of  the  Mass,  together  with  the  Psalm 
De  FrofuruUs,  and  the  usual  Prayers  for  the  dead : — 

''  Also,  he  shall  teach  them  to  say  Grace,  as  well  at  dinner 
as  at  supper  :-«> 

*^  Likewise,  he  shall  teach  fhem  in  English  the  Fourteen 
Articles  of  Fcuth,  the  Ten  Commandments,  the  Seven  Deadly 
Sins,  the  Seven  Sacraments  of  the  Church,  the  Seven  Gifts  olP 
the  Holy  Ghost,  the  Seven  Works  of  Mercy,  as  well  corporal  as 
spiritual,  the  Five  Bodily  Senses,  and  the  manner  of  Confession : 
all  which  things  are  judged  necessary  by  the  fotmders,  not  only 
for  the  children,  but  for  all  families  where  they  may  dwell, 
that  they  may  instruct  those  who  are  ignorant  therein  :<— 

''  Also,  he  shall  teach  them  good  manners ;  but,  above  all 
things,  tou£^  God  and  keep  his  Commandments,  and  especially 
to  rrfrain  fronT^iig,  to  honour  their  Fluents,  and  to  serve  God 
devoutly  in  his  church  :-— 

'^  And,  if  any  shall  be  apt  and  disposed  to  learn  Grammar,  he 
shall  instruct  them  therein  after  the  best  and  most  diligent  man- 
ner that  he  can,  and  shall  teach  them  what  is  most  useful  and 
expedient,  either  according  to  his  own  judgment,  or  the  sage 
counsel  of  learned  men :«» 

'^  And,  for  such  instruction,  shall  require  nothing  from  tl^e 
poor,  or  of  such  as  live  toUhin  the  Parish  of  Childrey.-^ 

^  And  the  said  Chaplain  for  the  time  being,  well  and  &lth- 
fiilly  dischargmg  the  duty  of  the  said  Chantry  and  School,  and 
all  other  matters  aforesaid,  according  to  the  true  intention  of  the 
founder,  shall  receive  yearly  for  his  salary  the  sum  of  eight 
pounds,  by  even  portions,  at  the  festivals  of  Easter  and  Michael- 


*'  That  so  often  as  the  said  Chantiy  shall  become  vacant  by 
a  death  or  amotion  of  the  Chaplain  for  the  time  being,  the  Pro- 
vost and  Fellows  of  the  Queen*s  College,  and  their  successors. 
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tihall,  within  one  montli  next  following^  elect  and  admit  another 
lit  and  able  Chaplain,  so  qualified  as  is  aforesaid,  to  the  said 
Chantay,  in  his  room  :  — 

"  And,  if  the  said  Provost  and  Fellows,  or  their  successors, 
shall  not,  within  one  month  after  such  vacancy  and  knowledge  to 
them  thereof  given,  elect  a  Chaplain  to  the  said  Chantry,  then  the 
Rector  of  Childrey  for  the  time  being,  shall  elect  a  Chaplain 
thereto,  so  qualified,  and  in  manner  and  form  as  is  aforesaid : — 
So  also  in  caae  of  vacancies  amongst  the  poor  men  :— 

*'  That,  if  any  Chaplain  of  the  said  Chantr)'  ihaU  become  other- 
wise  beneficed,  or  shall  not  observe  the  will  of  the  said  Founder, 
or  shall  be  a  fornicator,  or  shall  keep  hounds,  or  be  a  common 
hunter,  or  a  stirrer-up  of  contention  in  the  Town  of  Childrey  or 
the  parts  adjacent,  or  noted  for  any  grievous  crime,  and  shall 
not  be  able  to  clear  himself  of  the  imputation  5  such  Chaplain 
shall,  by  the  said  Provost  and  Fellows,  and  their  successors,  be 
forthwith  amoved  from  the  said  Chantiy  ;  and  another  fit  and 
able  Chaplain,  so  qualified  as  is  aforesaid,  and  in  manner  and 
form  aforesaid,  shall  be  elected  in  his  room  :«- 

"  Provided  nevertheless,  that  transgression  of  the  Ordinances 
of  the  Founder  may  be  punished  by  the  said  Provost  and  Fel- 
lows, and  their  successors,  as  well  by  subtraction  of  the  salary 
of  the  said  Chaplain,  as  by  privation  or  amotion." 

The  Rector  and  Scholars  of  Lincoln  College  were  made 
VisUars. 

The  present  rental  of  the  Estate  is  upwards  of  £  1 000.  per 
annum. 

This  School  had  formerly  some  reputation  in  this  imme- 
diate  neighbourhood,  as  a  place  of  education;  and  Mr. 
Jennings,  a  gentleman  of  very  superior  attainments,  who 
now  presides  over  a  very  respectable  school  at  Wantage, 
received  his  education  here,  under  the  last  Schoolmaster  of 
any  eminence,  who  is  thus  designated  in  the  Parish  Regis- 
ter : — "  1769.  John  Lockey,  the  worthy  Schoolmaster  of 
this  Parish  for  Thiety-eight  years,  was  buried,  October 

It  is  at  present  *^  a  mere  Day^cli^^  in  which  the  chil- 
dren of  the  Parish  are  taught  to  write  and  read,  by  a  Mas- 
ter who  barely  possesses  these  attainments  himself.  The 
salary  of  £8.  per  annum  cnhf  is  continued  to  the  Master,

The  Alms-men  receive  nearly  JC3.^«.  per  ofimum  aach, 
being  e&mewhat  mare  than  the  provirion  alhwed  hy  Hie 
Fou/nder; — which,  it  is  unnecessary  to  say,  was  at  that 
time  of  a  very  different  value  from  what  it  is  at  present ; — 
though  it  has  not  been  thought  necessary  by  the  dispensers 
of  the  Founder's  benevolence,  to  make  an  augmentation  in 
proportion  as  the  rents  have  increased.

The  late  Maater  died  on  the  Sd  of  November,  1814, 
*^  mme$  mhkA  Hms  no  new  Ma$Ur  has  iem  appoiniedj  and 
no  Putiei  perfifrmed  under  tMa  EskMishmmt,^ 
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READING. 

In  the  year  14^5,  according  to  Leland,  John  Thoens^ 
Abbot  of  the  Monastery  of  Reading,  having  suppressed  an 
old  Alms-house  for  poor  Sisters,  near  St.  I^aweence^s 
Church,  which  had,  probably,  been  founded  by  one  of  his 
predecessors,  employed  the  reyenues  of  it  to  the  use  of  the 
Almoner.  But  Henby  the  Seventh,  being  here  soon  after, 
wasofiended  with  the  Abbot,  for  converting  the  funds  of  a 
Religious  House,  to  purposes  so  foreign  to  the  intentions  of 
the  donor,  and  ordered  him  to  settle  tlie  house  and  lands  on 
some  Charitable  Establishment. 

Jn  consequence  of  this  intimation  fiom  His  Majes^,  the 
Abbot  made  it  a  Gbahmab  School  ;  in  which  benevolent 
design  he  was  seconded  by  one  William  Deke,  an  officer 
in  the  Abbey,  who  gave  two  hundred  marks  towards  the 
advancement  of  die  Foundation,  as  Lelavd  collected  from 
his  Tomb  in  the  Abbey  Church.  But  the  Abbot  dying 
soon  afterwards,  in  1486,  the  settlement  was  not  completed; 
though  it  appears  to  have  been  b^run,  as,  after  the  Diasdu- 
tion,  the  sum  of  £lO«  per  annum  was  paid  to  the  Master  by 
The  Crown. 

But,  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  the  Corporation 
undertook  to  pay  the  Master^s  salary,  in  return  for  certain 
lands  bestowed  upon  them  by  Her  Miyesty,  and  then 
amounting  to  about  £Al.Si8.,Td.per  annum. 

By  this  Charter,  which  bears  date  the  2Sd  of  September, 
1560,  they  were  authorized  to  nominate  and  appoint  the 
Master. 

In  the  subsequent  rdgn  of  Chables  the  First,  Arch- 
bishop Laud,  by  his  will,  gave  lands  at  Bray,  then  of  the 
annual  value  of  £20.,  as  an  addition  to  the  Master^s  salary; 
which  sum,  by  the  increase  of  rent,  has  been  augmented  to 
£50.  a  year. 
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It  is  ranarkaUe,  ihat  there  are  no  Statutes  belon^ng 
to  this  School,  to  regulate  the  oonduct  of  the  Masters  and 
Scholars ;  such  as  are  usually  annexed  to  the  Foundation 
of  all  other  Schools.  The  Charter  of  Queen  Elizabeth 
only  reciting,  that  **  a  School,  or  Granunar  School,  founded 
'^  and  built  by  Our  Predecessors,  is  in  the  Borough,  Jbr 
^<  educating  the  Bcya  qfihe  Inhabitants  qfihe  said  Borough^ 
^^  and  others,  in  LUeratureJ" 

The  want  of  a  systematic  foundation  is  probably  the 
cause  of  this  omission :  as  Henet  the  Seventh  merely  left 
general  directions  for  the  establishment  a£  the  School,  with* 
out  contributing  any  thing  to  the  Master^s  stipend :  which 
was  paid  by  the  Abbot  of  Reading,  until  the  Dissolution,  as 
may  be  inferred  from  Cox^s  dedication  of  his  ^^  Art  or 
Crafte  of  Rhetoryke  ;"*  and,  afterwards,  it  was  charged  upon 
the  Manor  of  Cholsey  by  Henby  the  Eighth. 

Archbishop  Laud  was  the  most  liberal  Benefactor  to  the 
School ;  but,  not.  considering  himself  as  it's  Founder,  he  did 
not  draw  up  any  Statutes  for  it's  government  This  worthy 
Prelate,  however,  appointed  Three  Visitoes  ;  viz. — The 
Vioe-Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Oxford,  The  President 
of  St  John's,  and  The  Warden  of  All  Souls  College ;  and 
left  the  interest  of  a  sum  of  £24.,  for  the  expenses  of  their 
receptioi^  and  entertaipment.  They  viat  the  School  every 
third  year. 

It  has  been  customary,  be»des  occasional  examinations  in 
Clasocal  learning,  for  the  Scholars  to  recite  Speeches,  or  to 
perform  Plays,  at  the  time  of  this  Triennial  Visitation.  The 
first  Play  on  record  is  that  of  Caio,  in  1731.  The  present 
Master,  The  Rev.  Dr.  Valpy,  has  paid  great  attention  to 
the  Theatrical  Representations,  and  has  purified  and  altered 
some  Plays  of  Plautus  and  of  Shakespeaee,  for  the  use 
of  his  Scholars.  Of  these  Plays,  four  of  Shakespeare 
have  been  published,  viz.,  King  John,  the  Second  Part  of 
Henry  the  Fourth,  The  Roses,  from  the  ThM  Part  of 
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Heofy  the  Sxih,  and  Tlie  Merchnt  «f  Vnm^  Four 
Fk^  of  Plautub,  Tbe  Amphitim,  The  Aukdaria,  The 
Caplaves,  and  The  RuddM,  h«f€  likemse  been  printed  fiar 
the  use  of  Scho(]l&  Some  Fbys  of  SdPBocLES  and  Born". 
nmsB  hare  also  been  perfomied  by  die  Sdbolan,  with  tka 
strict  ooBtume  of  ancient  Greece.  'jRie  amount  «f  money 
reoeived  at  theae  Repreaentatioiis  is  Tery  hHidid)}^  boatowed 
upon  some  deserving  object  of  Public  Charily. 

There  are  two  Sdiotarridps  in  St.  J^hk  the  Biflisf a 
College,  Oxford,  b^longn^  to  this  Sdiool,  which  weK 
founded  by  Sir  Troxa«  WttitB,  in  1557.  In  tbe  Statutea 
of  the  CoUege,  as  drawn  up  by  himadf,  SKr  TH^Mat  ob- 
serves;— 

"  Seeing  that  there  is  notlhiiig  in  the  "whole  sodety  of  man 
more  divine  $  nothiiig  more  analogous  to  o«r  nature^  than  to 
be  liberal  and  botmt^Pul  towards  tbo^,  to  whom  we  conceive 
ourselves  most  beholden  :  Neither  aie  we  tied  by  stricter  bonds 
of  friendship  to  any,  more  than  to  the  citizens  of  London ; 
among  whom  we  have  been^  not  only  long  conversant,  and 
tnonght  up  ahnost  from  our  infancy,  but  also  have  attained 
and  gotten  the  greatest  part  of  such  goods  and  commodities,  as 
now,  by  Divine  permission,  we  enjoy  j  Wherefore,  being  moved 
with  that  love  and  piety,  which  we  bear  towards  our  Fellow 
€itizens>  we  do  appoint,  ordain,  and  will,  that  FoBry-TBaaa  of 
•the  poorer  Schohurs,  ^ho,  either  within  London,  or  the  suburbs 
thereof,  shall  bestow  their  time  diligently  in  Grammar,  may  be 
admitted  into  this  our  College,  founded  and  endowed  at  om* 
costs  and  charges,  and  they  shall  eojoy  all  such  advaotages  as 
the  present  scholars  possess : — 

''  Also,  each  of  the  foUowing  Schools,  oiz.,  CovENTav,  Bris- 
tol, and  Reading,  shall  send  Two  Sdiolars,  who  ^hall  per« 
take  of  the  same  advantages  sad  privOcges,  as  the  othen  e^joy. 
One,  also,  shall  be  chosen  out  of  TuNaRinos  School,  in  the 
County  of  Kent: — 

'^  And  now,  to  the  end  that  there  may  be  some  certainty  ap- 
pointed, concerning  the  nominating  and  eiectibg  of 'these  Sem^ 
Scholars,  whom  we  will  have  equal  to  the  others,  in  aUthe  ad- 
vantages and  privileges  of  the  College  j->- 

'*  As  often  as  any  place  of  these  Seven  shall  become  void,  we 
will,  that  within  for^  days  after  such  vacancy.  The  President 
and  Fellows  shall  c^tif^  and  advise,  by  Ijetters*  signed  with 
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their  own  haniis,  the  Mayors  and  Aldermen  of  those  places^  out 
of  which  such  Scholars  aie  to  be  named  and  chosen>  that  is  to 
say,  CoYENTBY>  Bbi8Tdl>  Reading,  and  Tunbridgb,  out  of 
which  Two  Scholars  each  are  to  be  elected,  except  out  of  Tun- 
BBiDOB,  from  which,  out  of  respect  to  the  great  love  we  bore  to 
Sir  Andbbw  Judd,  Knight,  Founder  of  Sxe  Grammar  School 
there,  we  do  ordain  and  will,  that  One  Scholar  shall  be  nomi- 
nated and  elected,  as  often  as  the  place  assigned  for  this  School 
shall  be  void.  And  they  shall  take  care  to  send  such  out  of 
their  Schools,  to  The  College,  as  either  they  themselves  shall 
know,  or  in  the  judgment  of  others,  shall  believe  to  be  fit  to 
learn  Logic.  And  we  do  decree,  ordain,  and  will,  that  this  no- 
mination, assignation,  evocation,  and  election,  of  Forty-three 
Scholars,and  Sbt  Choristan,  by  the  Worshipful  Men,  The  Mas- 
ter, Wardens,  and  Assistants,  and  The  President,  and  Vice-Pre- 
sident, and  Two  of  the  Chief  Senior  Fellows ;  And  also,  the 
nomination,  evocation,  and  election,  of  those  Seven  Scholars,  by 
The  Mayors  and  Aldermen  of  those  places,  of  which  we  made 
mention  before,  be  made  and  kqpt  for  ever  :  neither  shall  it  be 
lawful  at  any  time,  for  The  ilk^sident  and  Fellows,  which  now 
are,  or  for  their  successoq^  to  invert,  change,  break,  or  weaken 
the  form  of  electing  Scholars,  which  we  have  prescribed,  nor  to 
expound,  or  interpret  otherwise  than  the  true,  natural,  and 
grammatical  sense  of  the  words  do  bear,  under  pain  of  expulsion 
out  of  The  College :  Neither  shall  they  at  any  time  consent^ 
dther  in  word  or  deed,  to  them  that  do  otherwise." 

These  Scholarships,  at  the  end  of  two  years,  regularly  lead 
to  Fdlowships. 

Tlie  Sdiool-room  for  many  years  occupied  the  lower  part 
of  the  Great  Hall  of  The  Hospital  of  St.  John  ;  the  upper 
part  being  used  as  a  Town^haQ.  When  the  Town-hall  was 
re-built,  the  School  continued  for  some  time  in  it^s  old  situa- 
tion. But,  as  it  had  been  found  subject  to  many  inconve- 
luenoes,  the  present  Master,  in  the  year  1790^  built  a  new 
School-room,  fifty-two  feet  in  length,  at  his  own  expense. 

The  Master^s  House,  remarkable  for  the  oonyenience  and 
salubrity  of  the  situation,  was  built  by  Mr*  Hilet,  a  former 
Master,  for  the  reception  of  his  Boarders,  and  rented  by  his 
suooesscnr,  Mr.  Sficeb;  who,  in  177I9  set  on  foot  a  suk 
flcription  for  purchasing  and  annexmg  it  to  the  School^  for 
the  residence  of  the  Master :— liberal  contributions  were 
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made  by  The  Corporation,  by  St  John'^s  College,  and  by 
the  neighbouring  Gentry,  particularly  such  as  had  been 
educated  in  the  School; — but,  it  was  not  until  the  year 
1784,  that  the  intuition  was  carried  into  effect,  and  the 
Hous^  purchased  of  Dr.  Addington,  the  Son-in-Law  of 
Mr.  HiLEY,  and  vested  in  The  Corporation,  as  Trustees. 
Here  again  we  experience  the.  liberality  of  Dr.  Valpy,  who 
has  considerably  enlarged  and  improved  the  House,  particu- 
larly by  the  addition  of  a  spacious  Hall  and  Library. 

As  the  School  was  founded  Jbr  the  Sons  of  the  Inhabit^ 
ants  and  oiherSj  it  is  open  to  all  who  conform  to  the  Regu- 
lations of  the  Establishment 

At  Nineteen^  boys  are  superannuated  for  the  Foundation 
at  St.  John^s  College. 

The  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  in  use,  are  those  written 
by  the  present  Master.  The  systan  of  Education,  with 
such  alterations  as  expedience  and  locality  render  necessary, 
is  formed  upon  those  of  Westminster,  Eton,  and  Win- 
chester Colleges. 

This  School  is  deservedly  in  great  repute,  under  the  ex- 
cellent management  of  the  present  learned  Master,  Richard 
Valpy,  D.D. 

Besides  the  Head  Master,  some  of  the  Assistants  re- 
ceive Boarders,  on  different  terms,  according  to  the  niun- 
bers  which  they  accommodate. 

Cardinal  Wolsey  is  said,  on  the  authority  of  Archbishop 
Parkes,  to  have  been  a  short  time  Master  of  this  School. 

Among  the  eminent  Persons,  who  have  received  their 
Education  in  this  Seminary  of  Learning,  besides  many  dis- 
tinguished living  Characters,  may  be  enumerated,— 
Archbishop  Laud.

The  Feke  Gramkaji  School  at  Wallikofoed  was 
founded  in  the  year  1G59,  by  Waltse  Biqg,  Aldemian  of 
London,  and  endowed  by  him  with  £10.  per  annum. 

The  Charity,  called  Sir  Thomas  Bsnnett^s  Charity, 
consists  of  £20.  per  annumj  paid  to  the  Mayor  of  this 
Borough,  by  The  Worshipful  Company  of  Merchant  Tay- 
lors within  the  City  of  London  (but  whether  it  arises  out  of 
real  or  personal  Estate,  is  not  known), — £10.  per  anmumy 
part  thereof,  are  for  the  use  of  the  Master  of  this  School, 
and  the  remaining  £10.  to  be  paid  to  Ten  poor  persons  of 
the  Borough,  elected  by  the  Aldermen  of  the  Corporation 
for  the  time  being. 

This  School  is  now  '^  in  a  very  low  etatej  having  very  few 
bojrs  educated  in  it""   The  present  Master  is  a  <<  Dissenter  !** 
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l}i  the  year  1598,  an  Act  of  Parlimiieiit  was  obtaiaed,  for 
vesting  the  Town  lands  of  Wantage,  which  were  given  in  the 
reigns  of  Henkt  the  Sixth  and  Hbmby  die  Sevaith  for 
Charitd>Ie  uses,  in  Twelve  of  <<  the  better  sort  of  Inhalut- 
ants,^  to  be  deemed  a  Body  Ccnrporate,  and  to  use  a  Com- 
mon Seal. 

By  this  Act,  the  Bevennes  of  those  lands  are  appropriated 
to  Ae  refief  of  the  PooE, — ^the  repair  of  Highways, — and 
the  support  of  a  Oeammar  School. 

Tht  Governors  allow  £30.  per  anmum  to  the  Master^ 
who  must  be  a  Graduate  in  ooe  of  the  Umvermties. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  the  sons  of  Parishioners  inde- 
finitely, free  of  expense.    They  are  admitted  as  soon  as  they  ; 
are  able  to  learn  Laiiny  and  may  remidn  as  long  as  their 
Parents  please. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  in  use. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Rev.  Daniel  Robins.  He 
does  not  take  Pupils. 

It  is  gratifying  to  add,  <<  that  no  Charity  can  be  better 
managed,  or  the  profits  disposed  more  to  the  Donor's  inten- 
tions, than  the  present.^ 

The  learned  Joseph  Bvtlee,  Bishop  of  Durham,  was 
bom  in  this  Town. 
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AMERSHAM. 

The  Fbee  Geaumar  Schoot.  at  Amersham  was  founded 
by  Robert  Chaloner,  D.  D.,  who  was  Canon  of  Windsor 
and  Rector  of  this  Parish,  and  who  died  in  1621 ;  having 
endowed  it  with  a  portion  of  Land  at  Waddesdon,  in  the 
County  of  Bedford,  which  is  now  of  the  annual  value  of  £90. 

There  is  only  one  Master,  who  is  the  present  Curate,  and 
the  House  in  which  he  lives  belonging  to  the  School,  raises 
the  value  of  the  Stipend  to  upwards  of  £  1 00.  per  annum, 
*    Any  ParishioneTS  have  a  right  to  send  their  Cl^ldren  to 
this  School ;  which  is  sdUhfJbr  Greek  and  Latin, 

The  Owner  of  Shardeloes^  and  the  Rector  for  the  time 
being,  are  perpetual  Trustees,  and  appoint  the  Master.  There 
should  be  Twelve  Trustees.  "  There  are  now  no  Scholaretr 

Dr.  Chaloner  also  by  his  Will,  dated  the  20th  of  June 
1620,  bequeathed  £20.  per  annum,  for  the  maintenance  of 
a  DiviNiTir  Lecture  at  Christ  Church  College,  Oxford, — 
or  to  form  Exhibitions  for  Three  poor  Sdbolars,  to  be 
diosen  from  Amersham,  or  from*  GolcUborough,  or  Eoares^ 
borough,  in  Yorkshire. 
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AYLESBURY. 

The  Frxe  School  at  Atlesbuby  was  originally  founded 
by  Sir  Heney  Lee,  of  IXtchley,  in  the  County  of  Oxford, 
llie  date  of  ifs  origin  is  not  known ;  but  there  is,  in  the 
Church  of  Aylesbury,  an  old  monument  of  part  of  the  family 
of  a  Sir  Hekey  Lee,  dated  1584.  It  is  probable  that  he 
was  the  Founder. 

The  Writings  of  the  original  Endowment  are  supposed  to 
have  been  lost  in  the  Civil  Wars :  But  the  value  of  the 
Premises,  bequeathed  for  that  purpose,  amounted  in  the  be- 
ginning of  the  Eighteenth  Century  to  about  £8.  per  annum. 

On  the  29th  of  September,  1714,  Henhy  Phillips,  (Jen- 
tleman,  who  was  bom  in  the  Parish  of  Aylesbury,  bequeathed 
£5000.  for  the  purchase  of  Estates  for  the  benefit  of  tliat 
parish ;  to  be  added  to  the  Free  School,  founded  by  Sir 
Heney  Lee.  In  consequence  of  this  bequest,  the  present 
Free  School  and  Houses  for  the  Head  Master,  and  the 
Writing  Master,  were  erected  in  the  year  1718.  The  Estates 
(being  the  Manor  of  Broughton  Abbof  s,  in  the  neighbouring 
Parish  of  Bierton)  now  net  upwards  of  £400.  per  annum. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  Boys  of  Aylesbuqr  and  Walton, 
free  of  expense.  And,  if  Aylesbury  and  Walton  cannot 
supply  a  suffident  number,  the  nearest  adjoining  Perishes 
are  entitled  to  the  same  privilege. 

One  Hundred  and  Thirty*five  Boys  are  admitted  upon  the 
Foundation;  vk..  One  Hundred  and  Twenty  into  the  Eng- 
lish and  Writing  School ;  and  Fiile^  into  the  Latip.  The 
number  of  Boys,  not  upon  the  Foundation,  is  inconsiderable. 

Boys  are  admitted  at  Six  years  of  age.    There  is  no  spe-v 
dfic  time  for  their  quitting  the  School 

As  Vacancies  occur  other  Boys  areadmitted,  whose  names 
stand  first  on  a  list  which  is  kept  by  the  Head  Master.  The 
.application  of  every  one  in  behalf  of  any  boy  is  re^tered; 
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The  list  is  afterwards  submitted  to  the  Trustees  for  their 
approbation^  and  the  Boys  are  admitted  in  their  turns. 

OwEtCs  Latin  Grammar,  and  the  Eton  Greek  Grammar, 
are  those  in  general  use.  With  respect  to  the  system  of 
Education,  the  Classical  Books  which  are  used  in  die  great 
Public  Schools,  are  adopted,  as  far  as  the  age  and  continuance 
.of  the  SdhcJars  will  admit  Dr.  Bell  s  system  is  followed 
in  the  EiigUsh  and  Writing  SdiooL 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  Scholarships,  ncH'  Church  Pre- 
ferments,  belonging  to  this  School 

The  present  Head  Master  isyCaxaLBs  Robert  Ashfield, 
Clerk,  whose  Salaiy  is  £l70.  per  annvm^  and  a  House. 

Both  the  Head  Master,  and  the  Writing  Master,  are  al- 
lowed  to  take  Pupils :  but  thdr  terms  depend,*in  some  mea- 
sure,  upon  the  circumstances  of  the  times. 

As  this  School  is  more  of  aCommerdal  than  Clasacal  de- 
scriptioQ,  it^s  very  nature  has  precluded  it  from  producing 
many  men  of  great  literary  attainments.^  But  the  celebrated 
JoHK  Wilkes,  and  John  Bonvycastle,  the  eminent  Ma» 
thematician,  may  be  mentioned  as  two  distinguished  charae- 
ters,  whose  aUlities  first  begun  to  expand  in  the  Grammar 
School  at  Aylesbuiy.

The  Fbee  School  at  Buckingham  was  founded  by  King 
Edwaed  the  Sixth,  and  endowed  with  £10«.8^0|.  f€T  am^ 
num,  now  payable  out  of  the  Land  Revenue  of  the  Crown, 
for  the  instruction  of  youth  in  the  Latin  language. 

It  is  of  little  note  in  any  respect, — ^none  but  die  children 
of  the  Lower  classes  having  been  educated  here,  for  time 
inunemorial.  There  are  six  hoys  only  in  the  School,  as 
settled  by  The  Trustees,  who  are  the  Bailiff  and  Burgesses, 
and  who  nominate  the  Scholars.  They  are  admitted  at  eigfU 
yean  of  age,  and  are  taught  Eng^sh,  writing,  and  arith- 
metic. 

There  is  apretty  good  House  for  the  Master,  which  was 
re-buih  aftar  a  fire  in  1696,  at  the  expense  of  AisxAimBE 
Dxarrox,  Esq.,— togedier  with  a  garden.  The  SchooUoom 
was  formerly  a  Chapel,  dedicated  to  St.  John  the  Battibt 
and  Thoicas  k  Bsckkt  ;  the  Door  is  of  Saxon  Architecture. 

Hie  present  Master  is.  The  Rev.  William  Eteb,  M.  A., 
Vioar  <^  PAdbuiy  and  Hillesdon,  in  the  County  of  Bucking- 
ham. 
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ETON  COLLEGE. 


Thk  splendid  EstablishmcDt  for  the  Instruction  of  Youth 
in  The  College  at  Eton,  was  founded  by  King  Henev 
the  Sixth,  in  the  year  1440,  by  the  name  of  *^  The  Blessed 
Maeie  of  Etone  beside  Wyndesorey 

One  of  the  Charters  of  Foundation  is  dated  at  Wynde- 
sore,  on  the  1 2th  of  September,  1441 ; — ^A  second,  at  Shene, 
on  the  21st  of  Octob^,  in  the  same  year ; — And  a  third, 
de  DonaHonef  on  the  25th  of  March  1442,  by  which  The 
Royal  Foundeb,  for  the  suffident  maintenance  of  his  Col- 
lege, and  for  the  perpetual  Endowment  of  the  same,  granted 
to  The  Provost  and  College  various  Benefactions,  as  there 
particularly  stated. 

By  the  Second  Charts,  one  Provost,  Ten  Priests  or  Fel- 
lows,  four  Clerks,  rix  Choristers,  one  Master,  Twenty-five 
Scholars,  and  Twenty-five  Alms  or  Beadsmen,  are  appcnnted. 
But  this  Establishment  afterwards  underwent  certain  altera^ 
tions. 
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It  must,  however,  be  observed,  that  the  first  fermal  act  of 
The  King  respecting  his  projected  Foundation,  was  his  **  Pro- 
c^tratorwm^^  bearing  date  the  12th  of  September,  1440.  By 
this  public  instrameot  he  dd^ates  his  Proctors  to  treat  -with 
^e  Bishop  and  Chapter  of  Lincohi,  f<Hr  the  appropriation  of 
the  then  Parish  Church  of  Etonto  his  intended  College,  so  as 
to  make,  the  Chapel  of  die  said  College,  which  he  should 
erect  on  the  demolition  cf  the  old  Church,  to  be  as  well 
Parochial  as  Collegiate.  Indeed,  from  the  words  of  the 
Instrument,  it  appears  that  His  Majesty  had  already  pmv 
diased  the  Advowson  of  the  said  Parish  Churdi,  in  cnrder 
to  effect  the  proposed  Appropriation*  And  on  the  29th  of 
September,  in  the  same  year,  The  Bishop  of  Lincoln  notified 
his  consent,  in  att  due  form,  fiir  making  the  Parish  Church 
of  Eton  Cdttegiate. 

Some  delay  was,  however,  caused  in  this  purchase,  as  there 
were  three  joit^  Owners  of  the  Perpetual  Advowson,  and 
of  the  Tenements  ooolfcigiious,  which  were  conveyed  with 
it; — ^WixLiAH  Whaplads,  Nicholas  CLOFroK, bxA  Jojsm 
PABrKDov,  Eqoires. 

There  used  to  prevail  a  local  tradition,  that  the  ambient 
Parish  Churdi  stood  somewhere  at  The  fFtdt,  about  a  mfle 
from  Eton ;  but  in  what  particular  spot  is  not  said,  nor  is 
it  at  this  day  pretended  that  there  ate,  or  have  been  any 
viable  remains  of  the  same. 

That  it  stood  in  the  Chmrch-yard,  and  near  adjoining  to 
the  jxesent  Church,  is  evident  ham  two  Charters:  Carta 
Begis  Hen.  VL  de  Fundatione  EocL  Colleg.  de  £ton« 
Pat.  11^  Hen.  VLpan  1.  vl  40.  Pat  Id^"  Hen.  VI.  pars  2. 
m.  20. 

The  CoU^  being  thus  iqipoinled  and  endowed,  Write 
vrare  issued  for  cnBecting  Worknen  fiom  <fivas  parte  to 
Eton : --And  The  Founder  gave  his  ordns  for  erecting  Ths 
CouBos,  the  first  stone  whereof  was  laid  in  the  foundation 
of  the  Chapel  on  or  about  the  Sd  of  July,  1441. 
Vol,.  I.  E 
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With  what  care  the  benevolent  Monarch  pnmded  for  the 
due  and  effectual  construction  of  the  Buildings,  will  iqvpear 
from  the  language  of  the  Letters  Patent,  respecting  the. 
materials  to  be  used  in  them. — **  Laying  aparte  superfluity 
of  too  curious  works  of  entayle  and  busie  mouldings,  I  will 
that  both  mi  sayde  Colleges  be  edified  of  the  most  substan- 
tial and  best  abyding  stuffe,  of  stone,  ledd,  glass,  and  izon,^ 
that  may  goodlie  be  had  and  provided  thereto ;  and  that, 
the  walls  of  the  sayde  CoU^e  (^  Eton,  of  the  outer  Courte, 
and  of  the  walls  of  the  Gardens  about  the  Predncte,  be 
made  of  hard  stone  of  KentT* 

As  the  pious  Sovereign  intended  his  College  for  the  per* 
petual  increase  of  Virtue  and  Learning,  he  accordingly  de- 
clares ; — ^^  Fundamutj  erigimus  ac  etiam  Habttmut  (dictum 
Collegium),   febfstuis  futuris    tsmporibus  bubatu- 

BVM.^ 

As  he  omitted  nothing  that  might  add  to  the  Stateliness 
and  Figure,  as  well  as  the  more  essential  views  of  his  Foun- 
dations, The  King  granted  the  fdlowing  Charter  for  asrign- 
ing  Arms  to  Eton  College,  which  has  since  formed  if  s  un- 
altered Handdic  distinction ;  and  the  Field  of  these  Arms 
being  Sahle^  is  conadered  as  an  additional  mark  i£  Perpetuity 
to  bis  important  Establishment

The  Royal  Founder  having  caused  certain  Statutes  tp 
be  composed,  which  were  called  **  SUOuia  PrmUivay''  with 
a  view  to  their  bSng  enlarged  into  a  complete  Body,  as 
future  drcumstances  and  experience  might  d^nand,  was 
pleased,  on  the  Feast  of  St.  TTnomaSj  in  1443,  to  send  down 
his  Commissioiiers,  Thomas  Bscktnton,  then  Bishop  of 
Bath  and  Wells,  with  William,  Earl,  and  afterwards 
Marquis  and  Duke,  of  Suffolk,  to  give  personal  admisaon 
to  The  Provost,  Fellows,  Clerks,  SchcJars,  and  Officers,  into 
The  College.  Which  Ceremony  was  aooompanied  with  all 
.the  most  solemn  Ceremonials  of  the  Altar. 

About  this  time,  it  appears  that  the  King  extended  his 
€<dlq;iate  arrangements  from  Twenty-five  to  Seventy  Scho*- 
lars,  an  Usher  for  the  School,  a  Clerk  for  the  Parish,  and 
two  additional  Choristers,  with  a  reduction  of  the  Twenty- 
five  Alms  or  Beadsmen  to  Thirteen. 

The  several  Grants,  made  at  sundry  limes,  were,  for  their 
better  confirmation,  passed  into  an  Act  of  Parliament  at 
Westminster,  on  the  4th  of  May,  1444,  being  the  Twentyi- 
.seoond  year  d£  his  reign.  The  Letters  Patent  subsequent 
to  this  period,  granting  further  endowmenis  to  The  College, 
with  the  g^  of  certain  Benefiictors,  were  afterwards  con- 
densed into  another  and  similar  Act  of  Parliament,  in  the 
Thirty-dghth  year  of  his  reign. 

The  Statutes  bdng  completed,  the  Archbiahop  of  Canter- 
bury, on  the  20th  of  July,  1446,  acknowledged  his  accept- 
mice  of  them,  as  well  for  himself  as  his  successors.    At  the 
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6ame  time,  The  Bishop  of  Linoohi  declared  siimlar  iccepta^ 
tion.  This  formality  arose  from  the  Spiritual  power  of  these 
high  Ecclesiastical  characters :  The  dAega  being  subject  to 
them  in  their  Metropolitan  and  Triemiial  Visitations,  as 
well  as  in  the  necessary  and  local  exercise  of  their  functioDB, 
whenever  they  might  be  called  to  employ  them  wUhin  ihe 
waUs  of  the  Foundation. 

These  Statutes,  the  work  of  several  years,  were  a  refine- 
ment as  well  as  enlargement  of  the  temporary  Code,  or 
'<  SUxhda  Primitvoa^  and  the  consequent  result  of  much 
deliberate  consideration. 

In  compiling  them.  The  Royal  Founder  is  said  to  have 
been  assisted  by  the  ablest  Civilian  of  those  times,  and 
whqse  knowledge  would  have  conferred  honour  on  any  man 
in  any  age.  This  distinguished  penon  was  William 
Lyvdewoobe,  LL.  D..,  Lord  Privy  Seal,  and  Bishop  of 
St.  David's.  It  appears,  however,  to  be  the  more  probaUe 
opinion,  that  Waynflete  drew  up  the  present  body  of 
Statutes,  which  Bishop  Lowth  mentions,  (though,  as  it 
should  seem,  without  actual  collation)  as  being  originally 
t»pied  from  those  of  Winchester,  without  any  material 
alteration.  The  frequency  of  Hbkky^s  visits  to  Winchester, 
and  the  apparent  objects  of  them,  together  with  Watk- 
FLSTB^s  continual  attendance  upon  him,  with  the  general 
i^iproximation  of  the  Eton  Statutes  to  the  Winchester 
Code,  appear  to  justify  the  general  idea;  and  the  tradition 
of  William  of  Wykeham*s  CoUege  is  ready  to  confirm  it. 
Lyndewoobb  was  certainly  appcnnted,  with  others,  to  form 
the  Statutes  of  Kinoes  College,  Cambridge,  as  is  evident 
from  it's  Charter;  and,  it  is  probable  that,  from  this  cir- 
cumstance, he  has  been  named  as  having  performed  the 
same  Office  for  the  Sister  Foundation. 

William  Waynflete  was  Schoolmaster  of  Winchester 
Coll^,  when  the  Kng  made  his  first  viat.  He  had  been 
in  that  capacity  about  eleven  years,  and  had  executed  the 
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important  trust  with  such  diligence^  ability^  judgment,  apd 
success,  that  Henby,  to  give  his  new  Institution  die  greatest 
possible  advantage,  by  obtaining  such  an  excellent  and  im- 
proved Instructor,  removed  him,  in  1440,  with  a  Colony  of 
five  of  the  Fellows  and  thirty-five  of  the  Scholars,  to  the 
same  honourable  charge  at  Eton.  His  Majesty  afterwards 
made  him  Provost;  and,  by  his  Royal  recommendation  and 
Patronage,  he  was  subsequoitly  elevated  to  the  See  of  Win^ 
Chester,  in  which  high  situation  he  was  enabled  to  become  a 
beneficent  Imitator  of  his  predecessor  William  of  Wyks- 
HAM,  as  well  as  of  his  Patron  Sovereign,  in  his  Noble 
Foundation  of  Magdale]17  College,  in  Oxford. 

King  Henry  having  made  a  final  Settlement  of  his  CoU 
I^e  at  Eton,  and  that  upon  a  more  enlarged  scale  than  he 
appears  at  first  to  have  contemplated,  was  now  pleased  to 
add  ten  Chaplains,  five  Clerks,  and  dght  Choristers,  form- 
ing a  Constituent  Body,- consisting  of  a  Provost,  ten  Felbws,* 
a  Master  of  the  School,  ten  Chaplains,t  an  Usher  of  the 


*  In  147t  ^bere  appear  to  have  been  but  Fowr  Fellows. 
In  1474  there  were  Five  Fellows,  including  Henry  Bost> 
who  seems  to  have  been  elected  Fellow  merely  to 
pave  his  way  for  his  election  to  the  Provostship. 
In  1482  the  number  of  Fellows  was  increased  to  Six^  pro* 
baUy  by  the  good  management  and  savings  of  good 
Provost  Wbstbury.

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School,  ten  Claks,  Seventy  Scholars,  Sixteen  Choristers,  and 
thirteen  Alms  or  Beadsmen,  whose  particular  duty  it  was  to 
pray  for  the  Health  and  Prosperity  of  The  Founder, — in 
the  whole,  One  Hitnohed  and  TuiaTV-Two  persons. 

When  the  King  looked  upon  his  Foundation^  so  formed, 
constituted,  and  endowed;-^when  he  took  a  prospective  view 
of  if  8  final  completion,  and  reflected  upon  the  benefits  which 
promised  to  result  from  it  to  his  Kingdom,  not  only  in  his 
own  time,  but  in  many  successive  ages, — well  might  He, 
with  the  Piety  of  a  Holy  man,  and  the  feelings  of  a  tender 
Parent,  address  Heaven  with  frequent  Prayers  for  i€s  pre- 
servation and  endurance  in  if  s  then  existing  state ; — ^And, 
as  the  Nation  should  increase  in  Knowledge,  Virtue,  and  the 
higher  branches  of  Civilization,  that  his  Foundation  might 
proceed  in  a  proportionably  advanced  and  advandng  state 
of  Improvement,  Usefulness,  and  Renown,  until  the  end  of 
time. 

Certiun  changes  have,  however,  since  taken  place  in  the 
order  of  The  College,  which  now  conasts  of  a  Provost, 
Seven  FeDows,  Two  Priests  or  Chaplams  (locally  called 
C(mdticti)f  Ten  Lay  Clerks,  Ten  Choristers,  Two  Masters, 
and  Seventy  Scholars,  with  inferior  Officers  and  Servants. 

The  Assistants,  at  present  Eight  in  number,  are  merely 
attached  to  the  School  discipHne  and  instruction,  and  have

which  last  mentioned  number  has  continued  to  this  day. 
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been  for  many  years  selected,  thoagh  not  neoesaarQy,  from 
the  Fellows  of  Eing^s  College,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Two  Masters,  subject  to  the  approbation  of  the  Provost 
For,  Henry  having  designed  his  School  to  be  a  Seminary 
far  a  College  in  one  of  The  Universities,  acocnrdingly,  in 
14^11,  founded  King^s  College,  Cambridge,  whither, 
Xambakds  observes,  ^^  Eton  annually  sendeth  forth  her 
ripe,  fruit;^'  That  Princely  Institution  consisting  of  a  Pro* 
vost,  and  Seventy  Fellows  or  Scholars,  who  are  to  be  elected 
frcnn  Eton  CoUege. 

As  HsNBY  approached  his  demise,  he  seems  to  have  had 
a  foreboding  of  the  troubles  which  then  threatened  to  disturb 
the  Nation,*  aiiid  showed  a  warm  solicitude  to  insure,  at  all 
events,  the  completion  of  his  Two  Colleges,  He  accord- 
ingly made  a  Testamentary  provision  for  that  purpose,  and 
appointed  Bishop  Watnflete  to  discharge  the  honourable 
duties  which  it  directed. 

Eton  College,  however,  found  an  Oppressor  in  Edwaed 
the  Fourth',  who,  for  some  time,  appeared  to  threaten  it  with 
-annihilation.  That*  Monarch  is  related  to  have  been  un- 
kindly disposed,  not  only  to  Waynflete  and  other  attached 
friends  of  Henry  the  Sixth,  but  is  said  to  have  looked  with 
an  evil  and  a  jealous  eye  upon  the  Establishments  formed 
by  the  pious  Munificence  of  his  Royal  Predecessor,  and  in 
the  prosperity  of  which  Waynfljete  had  manifested  and 
expressed  such  a  fond  and  zealous  interest 

At  no  distant  period  after  Eing  Edwabd  the  Fourth  had 
got  possesion  of  the  Throne,  he  represented  to  Pope  Pius 
the  Second,  that  Eton  College  was  in  an  unfinished  state, 
and  especially  that  the  building  of  the  Chapel  w&s  but  just  be- 
gun,  so  that  it  could  be  of  little  or  no  use  as  to  the  purposes 
originally  intended  by  it's  Foundation;  He,  therefore,  urged 
it  as  a  suitable  act  to  unite  it  to  The  College  of  Windsor, 
which  he  favoured  with  a  most  partial  and  protecting  regard. 
^     In  eonsequenoe  of  this  refuresentation,  in  November,  1468» 
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a  Bull  was  obtained  from  Pope  Pius  the  Second,  for  dU'- 
sahing  Eton  College,  and  uniHng  it,  according  to  the 
Boyal  request,  to  The  College  of  St.  George  at  Wikd- 
toE.  The  Copy  of  the  Bull  of  Union  and  Annexation  is 
among  the  Harleian  Manuscripts  in  The  British  Museum, 
N».  564. 

Habbington,  in  his  life  of  Edwaed  the  Fourth,  states^ 
that  the  King  took  £lOOO.  per  annum  from  IIenet^s  £s» 
tabUshments,  to  enrich  Windsor.  Tanner,  iki  his  Notitia 
Monastica,  specifies  also  the  Priories  which  were  smed  from 
this  Foundation,  to  be  lavishly  given  to  other  places  and  avari^ 
cious  persons.  And,  in  the  Archives  of  Eton  College,  is  an 
account  of  the  Estates  of  which  U  has  been  tmfueify  deprived. 
However,  in  this  opprobrious  appropriation  of  The  College 
property,  some  glimpse  of  shame  and  justice  was  shown  for 
the  Members  of  it, — a  few  trifling  Pensions  being  assigned 
to  the  Provost,  Fellows,  and  other  OfHcers. 

Thus  it  appears,  that  Edward,  counselled  as  he  might 
originally  have  been  by  The  Earl  of  Warwick,  not  only, 
in  the  first  instance,  curtailed  the  estates  of  Hexrt''s  Foud* 
dations  of  King^s  College,  and  Eton,  but  plundered  them 
also  of  moveables  of  great  value. 

The  injured  Foundation,  however,  found  an  aUe,  ardent, 
and,  in  the  end,  an  effectual  fnend  in  William  West- 
BURr,  who  had  succeeded  John  Clerc,  as  Provost,  in  the 
year  1447.  He  possessed  consummate  prudence  and  cou* 
rage ;  nor  did  he  hesitate  most  strenuously  to  oppose  The 
Union  of  Eton  CoU^e  with  that  of  Windsor;  but  boldly 
asserted  the  ri^ts  and  privileges  of  the  Body  over  which  he 
had  presided  so  many  years ;  and,  by  refuong  to  acquiesce 
while  Henry  was  a  fugitive,  and  Waitnvlete  in  disgrace, 
as  well  as  by  his  noble  protest  and  appeal,  he  protected  the 
Munificence  and  upheld  the  Institution  of  his  Founder. 

The  opposition  which  was  made  by  Wsstbury,  was  in 
the  most  open,  regular,  and  courageous  manner,  by  a  public 
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instrument  in  the  Chapel  of  St.  MarHn  le  Grand,  London, 
before  a  Public  Notary  and  the  tnost  respectable  witnesses, 
men  graduated  and  learned  in  the  laws.  He  there  in  per- 
son entered  his  Protest  against  all  such  Union  and  Incorpo- 
ration, mth  uncommon  intrepidity  and  spirit,  and  in  words 
warm  with  zeal  and  the  vehicle  of  irresistible  argument. 

In  consequmce  of  this  proceeding,  the  King  applied  to 
Pope  Paitl  the  Second,  the  Successor  of  Pivs  the  Second, 
acknowledging  that  he  had  been  mi«nformed  in  the  pre- 
mises, and  praying  for  a  Dissolution  qf'the  Union^ 

The  Pope  accordingly  issued  his  Commission,  dated  the 
fflxth  year  of  his  Pontificate,  to  Boubchisb  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury,  to  act  in  the  bunness  as  the  case  might  appear 
to  require. 

In  obedience  to  the  Papal  command,  the  Archbishop 
summoned  the  two  Ccdleges  before  him :  When  the  Provost, 
who  relaxed  not  for  a  moment  in  his  magnanimous  zeal  for 
the  Foundations  of  Henry  the  Sixth,  harangued  with  un- 
daunted firmness,  and,  as  he  is  described,  ^^  se  totis  tfiribus 
opposuit^  for  the  rights  of  his  imprisoned  Founder. 

The  merit  of  his  conduct  was  acknowledged  by  his  oppo- 
nents, and  it  is  recorded  in  the  Register  of  Windsor  College. 
The  Dissoiution  of  The  *^  BuOa  Unicnis^  was  accordingly 
sent  &om  Borne  to  the  Archbishop.  And  King  Edwabp, 
by  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  17th  of  July,  in  die  Seventh 
year  of  his  rdgn,  1468,  made  certain  remunerations,  if  they 
were  not  altogether  restorations,  for  the  violent  injury  which 
he  had  done  to  Eton  College  ;  employing,  at  the  same 
time,  conciliatory  expressions  of  regard,  and  declaring  his 
Vishes  for  it's  future  welfare  and  prosperity,*

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.  Such  was  the  effect  of  the  noble  and  resolute  stand  made 
by  Westbury,  in  the  support  of  his  college ! — an  example 
ever  to  be  holden  in  view  by  his  Successors,  should  they  be 
called  upon  to  defend  or  maintain  the  rights  which  have, 
been  handed  down  to  them  unimpaired. 

After  all  the  Depredations  which  Eton  College  had 
suffered,  a  return  of  it^s  Spirituals  and  Temporals,  aoeording 
to  the  Survey  in  the  Thirty-seventh  year  of  the  reign  rf 
King  Henbi  the  Eighth,  1 546,  was  made  of  £  \066..l6s..9di. 
per  WMvum. 

The  Manor  of  Eton  was  acquired  by  The  College,  in  the 
reign  of  Ebward  the  Fourth,  from  the  Lovel  £unily,  wha 
inherited,  through  Female  bars,  from  the  families  of  Fitz«

As  a  matter  of  curiosity  it  may  be  mentioned,  that  it  appears 
by  the  same  Catalogue,  that  "  from  the  year  1470  to  1484  in- 
clusive, there  were  Eight  Deans  of  Windsor  j  whereas  from  the 
first  Foundation  of  Windsor  (1348)  to  H70  a  space  of  X%% 
years,  there  were  only  Seoen  who  bore  the  oflfice  of  Custos  or 
Dean."  Two  at  least  (Danett  and  Beauchamp)  died  Deans 
out  of  the  eight,— a  thind  (Dudley)  died  Bishop  of  Durham  in 
1483, — and  two  others  (Mobland  and  Benley)  do  not  appear 
to  have  had  higher  preferment,  and  therefore  may  be  presumed 
to  have  died  Deans. 
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Othee,  Hobenge,  HimTiscoHBE,  and  Scudahork.  It 
now  belongs  to  John  Penn,  Esq.,  of  Stoke  Poges. 
'  The  Bridge  which  separates  The  College  from  the  Town 
(locally  so  called),  known  by  the  name  of  Bams-Pook,  ap- 
pears to  have  been  originally  called  BawUefCs  or  BaiiwyrCa 
Bridge.  This  was  ^*  plucked  up  and  new  built,  an.  1658.^

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The  Collegiate  Edifice  of  £ton  consists  of  two  Quad- 
rangles. The  first  occupies  a  considerable  space,  and 
presents  a  venerable  appearance,  with  a  central  Statue  of  the 
Founder  in  bronze,  the  grateful  gift  (among  others)  of  Dr. 
GronoLPHiN,  who  was  elected  Fellow  in  1674,  Vice-Provost 
in  1684,  and  elevated  to  the  dignity  of  Provost  in  October 
1695.      . 

This  Square,  or  the  School-yard,  as  it  is  more  generaOy 
denominated,  is  inclosed  by  the  Chapel,  Schools,  Dormito- 
ries, Master^s  Chambers,  and  the  Eastern  line  of  Buildings, 
which,  with  the  exception  of  the  Porter's  apartments,  the 
Be^strar's  Office,  &c.,  belongs  entirely  to  the  Provost's 
Lodge ;  appertaining  to  which  is  a  Tower  in  the  centre,  the 
Gfiteway  whereof  forms  the  principal  entrance  to  the 
Cloisters. 

The  Lesser  Quadrangle  consists  of  the  Cloisters,  contmn- 
ing  the  Residences  of  the  Fellows,  part  of  the  Provost's 
Lodge,  and  the  Library,  beneath  part  of  which  is  a  flight 
of  steps,  forming  the  ascent  to  the  Hall ;  another  flight  of 
steps  to  the  South  leads  to  the  Kitchens,  Brew-house,  Bake- 
house, &c. 

The  Upper  Story  on  the  East  and  Northern  sides  of  this 
Quadrangle,  was  added  in  the  years  1/59  and  1760.  The 
estimate  of  this  addition  was  £  1940. 

A  new  Clock  was  placed  in  the  centre  Tower  of  the  first 
Quadrangle,  called  Lupxon's  Tower,  in  the  year  1765. 

The  old  Clock  was  fixed  against  the  Church  under  the 
most  Easterly  window  of  the  North  side.  A  position  cer* 
tainly  most  inconvenient  and  unseemly ;  but  the  improve- 
ment is  often  lamented  by  those  who  sleep  in  tlie  Southern 
Apartments  of  the  Provost's  Lodge. 

The  Ante-chapel  was  repaired  and  beautified  with  Stucco 
work  in  1769. 

The  present  Uffee  School  was  erected  at  the  expense 
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of  £2286..9«.»1|.  in   the  Provostship  of  Dr.  Craboqk.* 
It  forms  the  Western  face  of  the  larger  Qnadnn^e,  and  ia

The  Sum  of  the  whole  charge  in  taking  downe  and  re- 
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supported  on  that  side  by  an  Arcade  with  double  columns 
of  the  Doric  order,  the  whole  structure  presenting  an  elevar- 
tion  worthy  of  Sir  Christopher  Wren,  who  designed  it 
The  School<J!ooin  is  spacious,  and  of  fine  proportions,  but 
fitted  up  in  a  plain  manner  with  wainscot,  having  a  hand- 
some elevated  Seat  for  the  Head  Master  at  the  North  q;id, 
and  four  others  for  the  Assistants,  with  Forms  for  the  Scho- 
lars, in  uniform  arrangement.  At  the  South  end  is  a  large 
Staircase,  which  ascends  both  to  the  Chapel  and  the  School.

It  does  not  appear,  why  it  was  necessary  to  take  down  the 
School  which  had  lately  been  erected  by  Provost  Allestbee, 
and  which  occupied  the  whole  South- West  side  of  the  Quad- 
rangle 3  but  it  may  be  collected  finom  an  extract  of  the  Will  of 
Mr.  RosEWELL,  that  it  was  thought  proper  to  lay  out  a  huge  sum 
in  reparations,  or  to  rebuild  it,  which  was  accordingly  done. 
See,  a  Print  by  Hollae  in  DucnALE,  at  p.  195.  of  the  Addit.  to 
the  3d  vol. 
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The  Upper  Master,  for  whose  attendants  there  are  adjoin- 
ing Rooms  below,  with  a  School  for  Writing,  Arithmetic, 
and  Algebra. 

The  Library  and  Lobby  are  both  used  as  School-rooms ; 
the  latter  is  particularly  appropriated  to  the  Class  whidi  id 
called  <<  Hie  Remaoe^  through  which  the  Boys  pass  from 
the  Fourth  to  the  Fifth  Form. 

Ths  Lowka  School  is  in  the  building  on  the  North  side 
of  this  Quadrangle,  and  beneath  a  part  of  the  principal 
Dormitory,  or  Long  Chamber^  as  it  is  generally  denomin- 
ated. It  is  a  Room  of  considerable  length,  but  not  of  a 
proportionate  height,  with  a  range  of  ancient  oak  arches  on 
either  side,  and  the  Seats  of  the  Scholars  behind  them. 
There  is  a  tradition,  that  it  has  been  the  splendid  College 
Stable  of  former  times :  but  the  better  account  is,  that  Sir 
Henry  Wotton  fitted  it  up  with  pUlars,  on  which  might 
be  painted  Pictures  of  Greek  and  Roman  authors,  for  the 
instruction  of  the  Boys.  A  lower  Dormitory,  with  the 
chambers  of  the  Under-Master,  complete  this  part  of  The 
Cdlege.  There  is  also  a  third  Dormitory  at  t^e  End  of 
Long  Chamber^  called  ^*  Cabter^s  Chamber^  from  the 
Name  of  a  former  Usher  or  Under-Master. 

The  Library  is  an  apartment  of  large  dimensions,  fitted 
up  in  a  superior  style  of  elegance,  and  furnished  with  a  very 
extemive  and  valuable  Collection  of  Books.  Among  it> 
Benefactors  may  be  named  the  bounteous  Provost  Godol- 
PHiN, — Dr.  Waddington,  Bishop  of  Chichester,  who  died 
Fellow  of  The  College,— Mr.  Mann,  Master  of  the  Charter- 
House,— and  of  Q'iCHARp  Topham,  Esq.,  formerly  Eeq)er 
of  the  Rec(»xls  in  the  Tower,  whose  invaluable  Collection  of 
Drawings  after  the  Antique,  which  he  had  formed  with 
great  taste  and  judgement  in  Italy,  was  presented  to  The 
College  by  his  Executors,  Sir  Thomas  Reeve,  Chief 
Justice  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  and  Dr.  Msab^ 

The  Revd.  Mr.  Hetherington  also  gave  several  valua* 
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ble  Booki  on  quitting  hb  FellowBhip,  and  left  Five  Hundred 
Pounds  at  his  death  to  add  to  the  lettered  stores  of  The 
Collie. 

The  Befrd.  Mr.  Retkolbs  (Unde  of  the  celebrated 
Painter,  Sir  Joshita  Retkolds),  Fellow,  and  Canon  Resi- 
dentiary of  Exeter,  was  a  considerable  Contributor. 

And  the  late  Anthony  Sto&EE,  Esq.,  bequeathed  hi» 
ridi,  curious,  and  elegant  Library  to  the  same  Repository 
of  tieaming. 

The  Reyd.  Mr.  Betram,  who  died  Fdlow  of  the  College 
in  Deonnber  17B3,  had  given  in  his  life  time  an  elegant 
Bust  of  The  Founder,  Hsnbt  the  SiKth,  which  is  placed 
over  the  Door  at  the  Western  end  .of  the  Library,  and 
bequeathed  the  sum  of  £500.  for  a  Statue  of  the  same 
Monarch,  whidi  was  beautifully  executed  by  Bacon,  and 
now  adorns  the  centre  of  the  West  Wall  of  tbe  interior  of 
the  Ante^apel. 

From  an  authentic  Memorandum  it  appears,  that  the 
Contributions  of  did  Etoi^iaks  assisted  to  defray  the  ex* 
pense  of  the  buildb^  of  this  el^ant  Library,**^  which,  in  the 
year  1810,  was  greatly  improved  by  taking  down  the  iAd 
Windows,  and  substituting  copper  Frames,  by  ridi  Carpets, 
and  by  bong  furnished  with  mahogany  Chairs  with  red 
morocco  Covers.  Dr.  Davixs,  the  late  Provost,  having 
bequeathed  £1000.  3  per  Cent,  Stock  for  the  improvement

For  these  liberal  Benefactions  Thk  Collegb  have  pub- 
licly recorded  their  grateful  ranembranoe.  In  the  centre 
CcHnpartment  of  the  Library  (over  a  Stove,  built  from  a 
Design  of  Wtatt),  in  which  the  Books  of  Mr.  Topiiau 
are  arranged,  is  the  following  Inscription, —

Between  the  upper  and  lower  Division  of  the  Compart- 
ment, an  original  Portrait  of  the  Testator  is  suspended 
against  the  iron  railing,  whidi  was  presented  to  Trb  Col- 
LBGB  by  the  liberality  of  The  Rev.  Edwabd  Babnard,  of 
Vale  Mcucal^  in  Kent,  the  son  of  the  late  Provost ;  to  whom, 
being  then  Master,  the  Picture  was  originally  presented  by 
Mr.  Storer  on  his  leaving  School. 

A  considerable  number  of  very  valuable  Oriental  Manu-

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icripCs,  collected  by  himielfy  was  proented  aone  yean  since 
to  Thb  Collxob  by  Edwabd  EramAXic  Potx^  Eaq.,  Ten- 
dent  m  India,  and  at  that  time  Fdlovr  of  Kng^s,  to  which 
College  also  he  made  a  similar  munificent  DoM&m. 

The  Hall,  where  the  Schqlabs  iiqion  the  Foimdation 
take  their  meals,  is  on  the  south  nde  of  the  Cloistera.  This 
Refectory  is  of  lai^  Amennons,  but  without  liioae  oina« 
ments  which  have  sometimes  been  lavished  on  rooms  of  this 
deeciiptioD.  Two  laorge  ancient  pieces  of  Tapedrtfy  given 
by  Adah  Robtvs,  Fellow,  axe  indeed  hung  at  die  upper 
end  of  it,  just  before  and  at  the  time  of  the  anmud  Election: 
These  represent  Our  Saviour  diqiuting  with  the  Doctara  in 
the  Temple,  and  the  Offering  of  the  Wise  Men. 

Beyond  thd  C  lobters  are  the  Collq;e  Gardens  to  the  East, 
and  the  Playing-fields  to  the  North  (anciently  called  *'P&iy- 
ing  Lae$e^)y  containing  a  large  open  ^paoe  for  active  mcrea- 
tion,  with  diady  walks,  whose  Academic  scenery  is  hdghten- 
ed  by  the  Thames^  which  flows  bedde  them,  and  the  brow 
of  Winiiory  with  it^s  splendid  Castle,  rising  in  the  more 
distant  prospect. 

The  Fidd  situate  to  the  East  of  the  Playing-fields,  and 
divided  from  them  by  a  stream  of  water  over  which  there 
is  a  Bridge,  is  separated  by  rows  of  HorsciCbesnut 
trees,  and  distinguished  by  the  name  of  <<  The  Upper  and 
Lower  ShooHng  FieUa;^  the  former  of  which  is  appro- 
priated to  the  Cridcet  Matches  of  the  best  playens,  or  as  it 
is  locaUy  phrased  of  ««  The  Upper  Oub.''  The  Shooting 
Fields^  formerly  called  ''  7^  Wor^''  ware  probably  so 
named  fixm  the  obsolete  exeicise  of  Arrow  Shootmg. 

The  long  Briclgo  over  the  stream  which  separates  die 
Playing  from  the  Shooting.  Fields,  was  built  in  the  year 
I57I;  and  cost  jeSL.IfiA.ld  The  reparation  of  this 
Bridge,  when  the  middle  anbes  were  blown  up  by  a  flood 
in  1809,  cost  above  £900. 

In  1715,  the  Piers  of  this  Bridge  were  repaired,  and, 
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initBad  of  the  old  timber  vork,  aidies  turned  ovtr  them  and 
Parapet  walls  coped  with  atone,  biolt  at  the  expense  of

vcmer  of  our  Person  and  Protector  of  all  our  Realmes>  Domyn- 
yons,  and  Subjects  to  commend  to  yowe  by  these  Letters  our 
trusty  belovyd  Thomas  Smythe,  Doctor  of  Civill  Lawe,  whom 
we  know  to  be  a  man  most  mete  to  the  government  of  such  a 
CoUedge  for  the  furtherance  of  Vertue  and  Lemynge^  willynge 
and  requirynge  yowe  therefore  to  elect  and  chose  the  same  to 
the  sayd  government  and  ofiyse.

Election  of  this  Provost,  which  being  originally  not  in  y^  King, 
but  in  y^  Fellows,  and  now  by  neglect  devolved  luito  me,  shall 
be  ftilly  and  absolutely  at  his  Majesties  Conunand)  The  Place 
is  a  Living  with  dure  of  Souls  and  I  am  to  institute  and  admitt 
him  to  y^  Cure  of  Souls  of  y^  Parish  of  Eaton  by  y^  express 
Letter  of  y*  Statute :  Without  Admission,  it  is  impossible  he 
should  receive  any  real  or  rightfiill  Possession  of  y^  same.  Now 
that  his  Majesty  or  any  of  his  Predecessors  did  ever  dispence 
w^  a  Layman  to  hold  Cure  of  Souls  I  think  will  be  hand  for

This  is  altogether  differing  fiiom  a  Deanery  or  an 
Hospital ;  which  being  Liivings  without  Cure  have  been  and  may 
be^  justly  confer' d  by  his  Majesty  on  Laymen  with  dispensations 
de  non  promovendo.  If  Sir  Henry  Savil's  example  be  objected, 
I  answer  (besides  that  y^  Queen  made  claim  to  y^  gift  of  y^ 
place  by  lapse,  occasioned  through  y*  Promotion  of  y^  Pkt>vost 
to  y^  Bishopric  of  Chidiester,  whereas  his  Majesty  had  no  such 
Claim  thereunto  at  this  time)  That  Savil  never  durst  take  true 
Pbssession  of  y^  place,  but  was  only  slipt  in  by  y*  Bishop  (who 
for  fear  of  y*  Earl  of  Essex  made  bold  with  y^  Conscience)  M 
Curam  et  Regimen  CoUegU,  that  is,  to  y«  Care  and  Government 
of  y^  College :  Whereas  by  .y^  express  words  of  y*  Foandtttion  ' 
he  is  to  be  admitted  Ad  Curam  anmarum  Parochiarum  Ecdetia 
Mtoniana,  to  y«  Cure  of  Souls  of  y«  Parish  of  Eaton.  Secondly, 
I  hold  it  no  Disparagement  to  Mr.  Murray  (nor  do  I  find  him 
altogether  averse  from  y*  same)  to  enter  into  Orders  in  y^  Reign 
of  a  King  so  fevourable  to  our  Coat,  as  (6od*s  name  be  praised 
for  it)  Reigns  now  over  us.  This  will  give  Satisfaction  to  all

""  On  the  death  of  Provost  Monck,  the  King  Jirst,  on  the  19th 
of  Dec.,  recommended  Dr.  Thouas  Brownb  ;  in  a  second  Let- 
ter, dated  the  26th  of  Feb.  166|,  he  revoked  this  recommenda^ 
tion  and  signified  his  Royal  pleasure  that  Dr.  Mbredith  should 
be  elected  5 — from  the  interval  it  appears  probable,  that  some 
representation  had  been  made  to  the  King, — some  reference  to 
the  qualifications  required  by  the  Statutes, — and  this  inference  is 
drawn  more  particularly  from  the  expression  in  the  Royal  Let- 
ter, "  We  having  since  received  further  information  on  that  par- 
ticular." 

°  Provost  Sleech's  instrument  of  Election  is  in  EngUsh,  as 
is  also  his  instrument  of  Institution.  From  which  time  the 
Latin  forms  have  been  laid  aside.

The  Dignity  of  the  Office  of  Peovost  <^  Eton  has  been 
an  object  of  great  sohcitude. 

Sir  Thomas  Wtat  wittily  prayed  Hehey  the  Eighth  to 
bestow  the  Provostship  upon  him,  as  a  Living  of  £]0().  a 
year  mqre  than  enough,^**  where  a  man  hath  his  diet,  his 
lodging,  his  horse-meat,  his  servants  wages,  his  riding 
charge,  and  a  Hundred  pounds  per  aamum  berides.'^ 

Lord  Bacon  petitioned  James  the  First  for  the  Pixyvost* 
diip,  after  his  disgrace. 

In  the  month  of  August,  1665,  Chaeles  the  Second, 
unsolicited,  nominated  Bx)beet  BoYts,  to  the  Provostship; 
which,  after  mature  deliberatioD,  though  contraiy  to  the 
advice  of  all  his  friends,  he  abscdutdy  declined. 

In  the  same  year,  Edmund  Wallee,  the  Poet,  adced 
from  the  King  the  Provostship,  and  obtained  it;  but  Lord 
Claeendon  refused  to  put  the  seal  to  the  grant,  all^png ' 
that  it  could  be  holden  only  by  a  Clergyman.  It  is  known 
that  Sir  Hekey  Wotton  qualified  himself  for  it  by  Dea- 
con'*8  Orders.  To  this  opposition,  the  ^*  BicgraphieT  inv 
putes  the  violence  and  acrimony  with  which  Wallbe  joined 
Buckingham's  faction  in  the  prosecution  of  Claeendcw* 
A  year  after  the  Chancellor's  benidbment,  another  vacancy 
gave  him  encouragement  for  another  Petiticm,  which  tfeie 
Sjng  referred  to  the  Council  who,  after  hearing  the  ques- 
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tion  argued  by  Lawyers  for  tliree  days,  determined  that  the 
office  oould  be  holden  only  by  a  Clergyman,  according  to 
the  Act  of  Uniformity,  since  the  Provosts  had  always  re- 
ceived Institution,  as  for  a  Parsonage,  from  the  Bishops  of 
Lincoln.  The  King  then  sud,  he  could  not  break  the  Jaw 
which  he  had  made:  and  Dr.  ZxcHi^aY  Cradoce,  famous 
fcnr  a  single  Sermon,  at  most  for  two  Sermons,  was  chosen 
by  the  Fellows. 

The  Master,  and  Lower  Master,  of  the  School  are 
elected  by  llie  Provost  and  Fellows. 

The  qualifications  chiefly  required  for  Master  are,  that 
he  have  sufficient  skill  in  teaclung  Grammar;  that  he 
be  a  Master  of  Arts ;  not  married,  nor  preferred  in  any 
College,  or  Chapel  or  Church  with  Cure  of  Souls,  within  a 
mile  of  Eton :  of  honest  report ;  who  shall  constantly  and 
diligently  attend  on  teaching  the  Collegers,  Choristers,  and 
all  others,  who,  for  the  sake  of  Learning,  shall  come  from 
any  part  of  England ;-  to  have  also  regard  to  their  fives  and 
manners ;  and  especially  to  the  good  behaviour  of  the  Col- 
legers, and  those  Choristers,  who  shall  be  of  the  School. 

The  person  to  be  elected  to  tlie  Office  of  Lower  Master, 
is  to  be  sufiiciently  well  versed  in  Grammar  Learning ;  not 
married ;  nor  in  Holy  Orders ;  a  Bachelor  of  Arts ;  of 
good  character ;  and  who  shaD  diligently  assist  the  Master, 
when  present,  and,  in  his  absence,  shall  supjjy  his  place  ac- 
cording to  the  utmost  of  his  power. 

The  principal  design  of  l^hc  Founder,  in  the  estabfish- 
ment  of  his  Foundations  at  Eton  and  Cambridge,  appears  to 
have  been,  for  the  educati<Hi  of  Scholars  in  Grammar 
Learning;  who  being  aflerwards  properly  graduated  in 
Academical  Degrees,  might  be  qualified  for  Holy  Orders, 
and  make  an  increase  of  Clergy.  Accordingly,  the  Royal 
Founder  making  known  his  intention  of  a  College  at  Eton, 
mentions  the  Sdiolars  firsts  and  they  are  the  only  persons 
who  are  designated  with  a  name  of  distinction.    They  are 
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also  particularized  by  the  name  of  *^  Scholares  Clerid^ 
hereby  intimatiiig  their  designatioD  cJ>  origine  for  Orders  in 
the  Church. 

Thb  Scholars  are  named  in  the  Statutes  next  after  the 
Provost;  and  they  are  to  be  Sevsnty  in  number.'' 

The  Statutable  qualifications  of  these  Scholars  are,  that 
they  be  **  Pauperes  et  Indigenie^^;  of  good  Morals,  docible, 
competently  skilled  in  Reading,  Chanting,  and  Grammar; 
not  under  Eighi  years  of  age ;  they  are  eligible  ^till  Fi/ieen; 
two  years%iust  intervene  before  their  names  can  appear  on 
the  Indentures  for  Eing^s  College.  Preference  is  to  be 
given  to  Boys  bom  in  those  Parishes  where  Eton  or  King^s 
Collie  have  Estates,  provided  they  are  bom  in  England  or 
Wales;  next,  to  those  bora  in  the  Counties  of  Buckingham 
or  Cambridge,  if  the  Electors  judge  them  competent;  and 
due  respect  is  ordered  to  be  had  to  the  Choristers  of  Eton 
and  King^s  College. 

No  iU^itimate  person,  or  who  has  any  incur^le  Disease^ 
or  is  so  maimed  in  his  limbs  as  to  be  iuci^ble  of  entering 
into  Holy  Orders,  is  on  any  account  to  be  admitted. 

Any  possession  of  an  Estate  exceeding  5  marks  (or* 
£3..6..8)  per  anrnanj  is  a  disqualification.  But  the  compa- 
radve  value  of  money  is,  of  course,  now  considered. 

None  are  to  continue  in  Cdlege  beyond  their  Eighteenth 
year,  unless  they  are  nominated  in  the  Indenture  of  the 
preceding  election  to  Eing*s  College,  in  which  case  they  may 
oondnue  at  Eton  until  they  are  Nvneieen  years  old  complete, 
and  this  is  locally  called  ^<  The  year  qf  GraceT*  But  be. 
yond  that  period,  they  are  not  to  continue  upon  the  Foun> 
datioQ  on  any  account  whatever. 

The  time  of  Election  of  Scholars  for  ETON,.and  Kiw^\ 
u  on  that  Monday  which  the  Provost  and  Master  of  Eton 


o  By  the  express  desire  or  rather  Command  of  die  present 
King,  George  the  Third,  Collegers  have  been  for  Thirty  years 
past,  called  '^  Kiag*s  Scholars,'* 
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shall  nsme,  out  of  two  oontiiiuoag  MoiukyB  (sueh  ct  least 
has  been  the  umfiirm  praetke  .fliiice  the  Bestomtkni)  pro- 
posed to  them  by  the  Pioyost  of  Eiiig's  CoU^e,  between  the 
I^aat  of  St.  Thomas  It  Beeket  (the  7th  of  July)  and  of  The 
Assumption  of  The  Blessed  Mary  (the  15th  of  August). 
But,  far  above  Sixty  yem  with  veiy  few  exceptions,  it  has 
been  on  the  last  Monday  in  July.  When  all  persons,  as 
above  qualified,  may  <^r  themselves  for  Exanunation* 
The  Provost  of  Kii^'*s  is  to  send  sud)  notice,  so  that,  Seven 
wedcs  befisrehand.  Schedules  of  the  day  appomted  for  ex* 
amination  may  be  fixed  up  at  the  Western  Door  of  the 
Chapel,  and  at  the  great  Gate  of  the  CoU^e.  This  notice 
has,  from  time  immemorial,  been  sent  on  the  WlnuTuesday 
of  eadi  year. 

Thk  Exakinsxs  or  Electors  are,  The  Plrovost  of 
Eton,  The  Provost  or  in  his  absence  The  Vice-Provost  of 
King's,  The  Vice-Provost  of  Eton,  The  Senior  Poser  (a 
Fdlow  of  King's,  of  the  D^;ree  of  Master  of  Arts),  The 
M^kster  of  Eton  School,  and  The  Junior  Poser  (a  Fellow  of 
King's,  of  the  like  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts). 

The  said  Electors  being  met  in  the  great  Parlour  of  the 
Piovost,  generally  called  <<  The  Election  Chambery^  and 
having  seen  that  the  Indentures  of  the  last  Election  have 
been  fully  executed  by  the  Admission  of  the  Scholars,  tfaerdn 
nominated,  into  Eton  CoU^e,  and  the  IKsmismon  of  tlie 
Sdiolars  theran  nominated  for  King^  according  to  the 
Vacancies  that  have  happened  in  the  said  Cdlege,  and  in 
the  proper  order;  and  having  cancelled  the  said  Indentutes, 
and  having  heard  read  to  them  the  third  and  fourth  of  the 
Eton  Statutes,  and  the  Act  of  Queen  Eluabbth  agnnst 
Simony,  Sec,  proceed  to  the  Examinadon.of  Schdars  as 
wdl  for  Eton  as  for  Kino's  ;  having  first  taken  their  cor- 
poral Oath  on  The  Holy  Evangelists,  that  they  will  faith- 
fiiUy  observe,  and  diligently  put  in  execution,  the  Statutes 
vrlnch  they  have  heard  read. 
The  usual  Biethod  for  electing  Scholars  on  the  Eton 
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Fmindation  ia,  The  Provost  of  Eton  electa  the  first,  thud, 
fifth,  seventh,  thirteenth,  and  xuneteenth; — The  Provost  df 
King^s  elects  the  second,  finirth,  mth,  eighth,  foiirtsenth, 
and  twentieth ; — The  Vice-ProvosI  elects  the  ninth,  fifteenth, 
and  twenty-first : — ^The  Semor  Poser  elects  the  tenth,  ox* 
teenth,  and  twenty-second ; — ^The  Master  elects  the  eleventh, 
seventeenth,  and  tw^ity-third ;— and  The   Junior  Poser 
elects  the  twelfth,  eighteenth,  and  twenty*fourth.     Should 
the  number  exceed  Twenty-four,  the. Provost  cf  Eton  would 
nonunate  the  twenty-fiflh,  and  the  Provost  of  King^s  the 
twenty-stxth ;  beyond  thb  number  no  Ixidenture  has  ever 
extended. 

When  any  vacancy  happens  at  King'*s,  the  Provost  or 
Vice-Provost  is  to  nodfy  the  same  to  the  Pnrrost  (or  Viee- 
Provost)  and  Master  at  Eton,  within  ten  days  after  their 
receiving  notice  of  such  vacancy ;  and  the  Provost  (or  Vice- 
Provost)  and  Master  are  to  declare  the  vacancy  within  three 
days  from  the  recapt  of  the  Letter,  when  the  next  ^upon 
J  the  Ron  ia  to  be  sent  off,  who  must  be  at  King^s  within 
Twenty  days  from  the  time  of  the  Declaration  of  the  vaeaaey 
being  notified  at  Eton ;  and  be  admitted  at  .King\  as  a 
Probationary*  Schekr,  within  three  days  firom  the  time  of 
his  appearance* 

The  Statute  mentions  no  particular  numba:  to  be  nomi- 
nated at  such  Election,  either  for  Etoh  or  King's  ;  But  it 
is  certain,  that  no  proof  can  be  adduced  of  mi»re  than.  Jieehe 
names  having  been  ever  entered  on  the  IndfflitAUres  £br 
.Xjng*s  Cottege ;  and  the  number  of  Twenty*-foiir  has  been 
very  rardy  ^iceeded  on  the  Indenture  for  .Eton :  That, 
from  1660  to  tht>  present  day,  such  has  been  the- practice  is 
certain  from/  the.  R^st^  at  Eton.  The  Statulie  provides 
only,  that,  if  before  the  first  of  May  there  diall  be  ^top  or 
more  vaoaadea  in  King's  wluch  eannot  be  filled  up  by  those 
nommated  in  the  Ind(6ntu9e,  then  there  shall  be  another 
Election  in  like  form.  The  Provost  of  King's  giving  Fifteen 
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days  nodoe  of  tbe  same ;    that  so  the  business  may  be 
finished,  and  the  yacandes  filled  up  before  the  end  of  May. 

But  to  prevent  the  trouble  and  expense  in  a  second  Elec- 
tion, the  usual  way  is  now  to  elect  Twenty-four  Scholars  (if 
so  many  offer  themselves)  upon  the  Foundation  of  Eton, 
and  to  nominate  Twelve  of  the  Senior  Scholars  for  King^s 
College ;  the  said  Scholars  to  succeed  regularly,  as  vacan- 
cies shall  happen  in  both  Foundations. 

The  Scholars  who  are  elected  upon  the  Foundation  at 
Eton  are  to  be  admitted  into  College  within  eight  days, 
after  a  vacancy  in  the  same  ;  or,  if  absent,  they  are  to  be 
cited  by  Schedules  to  appear  at  Eton  within  Twenty  days 
from  the  time  that  such  monition  thereof  is  fixed  up  against 
the  Folding-docHrs  at  the  West  end  of  the  Church. 

Their  failure  herem,  is  the  forfeiture  of  their  Election; 
as  it  is  also  at  King^  if  they  are  not  present  within  the  like 
Ume  appointed  for  them. 

The  Election  is  to  be  at  no  other  place  than  Eton. 

If  disputes  arise  in  the  course  of  the  Examhiation,  tbe 
deriaon  is  to  be  made  by  the  majority  of  the  Electors.  Nor 
is  any  accident  of  death  or  unavoidable  absence  of  any  of 
the  Electors  to  frustrate,  or  abn^te  the  Election.  There 
is  no  recorded  instance  of  any  Election  at  which  Three 
Electors  from  King's  College  were  not  present  In  case  of 
the  Provost's  illness,  the  Vice  Provost,  or  some  Senior 
FeUow,  appears  for  him.  If  any  of  the  Eton  Electors  be  ill, 
no  Substitute  is  appointed. 

It  is  ordered  by  The  Statutes,  that  all  the  Scholars  upon 
the  Foundation  should  be  taught  graHs^  (and  so  are  some 
to  this  day),  and  the  Masters  on  their  Admission  swear  not 
to  exact  any  payment.  But  it  should  seem,  that  an  unwil- 
lingness on  the  part  c^  Parents  to  have  a  reproachful  dis- 
tinction made  between  their  sons  upon  The  Foundation,  and 
the  Oppidans,  has  gradually  led  to  an  innovation  on  this 
bead. 
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The  King^s  Scholars  are  lodged,  have  Commons, 
and  a  Gown.  The  Statutes  restrict  the  whole  expense  of 
them  to  a  definite  sum,  which,  it  is  believed,  they  now 
actually  cost  The  College. 

Commons  were  formerly  allowed  to  ack  boys ;  but  so  wide 
a  door  was  opened  to  abuse  and  irr^ularity,  that,  by  order 
of  the  Master,  the  practice  was  discontinued.  The  evil  was 
found  to  be  very  great,  and  due  care  could  not  be  taken  of 
those  who  were  really  ill. 

The  Vacandes  which  occur  at  King'^s,  arise  from  Ecde- 
^astical  Preferment,  Marriage,  voluntary  Resignation,  or 
Death  of  it's  Fellows ;  and  tfiese  have  been  usually  about 
Nine  in  T}wo  years. 

After  the  expiration  of  Three  years  from  the  day  of  their 
Admission  atKiNc'^s,  they  are  received  as  Fellows  upon  that 
Foundation.  But  the  Statutes  suppose  at  least  regular 
behaviour,  general  industry,  &c.  Their  Admission  into 
thdr  Fellowships  is  any  thing  but  compulsory. 

The  Independent  Scholaes,  or  "  Oppidans,''  as  they 
are  universally  denominated,  are  very  numerous.  Some, 
mostly  of  high  Birth  or  the  Children  of  opulent  Parents,  are 
boarded  in  the  Houses  of  the  Lower  Master  and  the 
Assistants ; — some  few  in  private  Houses  under  the  care  of 
Individuals,  who  are  locally  stiled  ^^  Private  Tutors  ;^'^'^ 
and  the  rest  in  the  respective  Boarding-Houses,  the  presiding 
Masters  and  Mistresses  of  which  enjoy  the  prescriptive  Title 
of  «  DomiTie  "  and  «  Darned  ^ 

The  present  Terms,  for  the  Education  and  Board  of 
Oppidans,  are  onlt,—

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That  is  to  say,  if  the  ParefU  is  {nrudent,  and  the  expenses 
of  the  boy  are  properly  restricted,  the  annual  Charge  ought 
not  to  exceed  One  Hundred  Pounds  per  annum  A  sum 
Jbr  Use  than  the  Public  in  general  imagine,  and  deserving 
the  highest  commendations  of  every  friend  to  Learning. 
But,  in  many  instances,  the  improper  concessions  of  Parents 
and  the  consequent  extravagance  of  the  boys  themselves, 
more  than  double  this  sum. 

The  expenses  of  the  Oppidans  who  reside  in  the  Houses 
of  their  Tutors,  or  of  those  who  have  Private  Tutors,  amount 
to  a  very  large  sum ;  but  of  this  description  the  number 
hardly  ever  exceeds  Twenty  ^  and  they  are  the  sons  of 
Noblemen,  or  Gentlemen  of  very  large  fortunes. 

On  the  Monday  in  the  Week  of  the  Public  Examination, 
Ths  Election  Holidays,  as  they  are  called,  take  place 
for  the  Boys  n(d  upon  The  Foundation,  which  for  them  last 
Five  weeks;  hut  the  Vacaticm  of  The  Kinoes  Scholars 
does  not  commence,  until  the  following  Wednesday.  There 
is  also  rather  more  than  a  Month  of  Recess  at  Christmas, 
and  rather  more  than  a  Fortnight  at  Easter. 

The  presoit  niunber  of  Boys  is  Foub  Hund&ed  and 
Seventy  one.  A  drcumstance,  which,  as  it  far  exceeds 
any  former  period,  is  peculiarly  honourable  to  the  Talents 
and  Care  of  it^s  able  Masters;  imd  amply  ccmfirms  the 
renowned  Character  and  Prosperity  of  the  School.  Stet 
Fortuna  Domus ! 

By  a  Patent  of  Edwaed  the  Fourth,  in  the  Eighteenth 
year  of  his  reign,  1479,  a  Licence  is  granted  to  The 
Peovost  and  College  of  Eton,  to  purchase  lands  in  per- 
petuity to  the  yearly  value  of  Twenty  Pounds,  being  an 
exemption  to  that  amount  from  the  opeAtion  of  the  Statute 
of  Mortmain. 

On  the  Union  of  the  Houses  of  York  and  Lancaster  under 
Henby  the  Seventh,  (who  was  educated  at  Eton),  the  Sove- 
reign  power  appeared  to  regard  this  Coll^  with  a  more 
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iayouiable  aspect:  as,  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  in  the  Fourth 
yeav^of  that  Monarch'^s  reign,  1489,  the  King  confinned  this 
Foundation  in  if  s  Charters  and  Privileges.  He  dso  re- 
stored some  of  the  Estates  of  which  it  had  been  wantonly 
despoiled,  and  granted  Licences  to  divers  persons,  to  enable 
them  to  give  or  to  bequeath  their  lands  to  The  College, 
notwithstanding  the  act  of  Mortmain. 

By  the  Patent,  to  which  reference  has  just  been  made,  it 
ajqpears,  that  Edwabd  the  Fourth  gave,  among  other  re- 
compensing acts,  in  free,  pure,  and  perpetual  alms,  the 
Priory  of  Ponnington,  in  the  County  of  Dorset,  with  the 
lands,  tenements,  and  appurtenances,  thereunto  belonging  in 
Melbourne,  Cheke,  and  Charleton,  in  the  same  County: 
With  this  Proviso,  that,  from  the  revenues  c^  the  same, 
FIVE  Students  should  be  maintained  at  Oxford,  who  had 
recaved  their  education  at  the  School  of  Eton.  This 
Priory  was  afterwards  exchanged  by  The  CoU^  with 
Henry  the  Eighth,  in  the  Thirty-aghth  year  of  his  r&ga : 
but,  what  reserve  was  made  for  the  fulfilment  of  the  forego- 
ing proviso,  when  the  Exchange  was  confirmed  in  the  first 
year  of  Edward  the  Sixth,  does  not  appear. 

Eton  also  sends  Two  Scholars  to  Merton  College, 
Oxford,  called  ^*  Portioniata^  or,  by  a  singular  corruption 
of  the  term,  ^^  PogUMckStersy  They  were  established  by 
The  Revd  John  Chamber,  Fellow  of  Eton  in  1582^  and 
Canon  of  Windsor ;  and  are  of  the  annual  value  of  from 
£40.  to  £50.  each.  One  of  these  is  in  the  gift  of  The 
Provost  of  Eton ;  the  other,  in  the  gift  of  The  Provost  of 
Xing'^s. 

There  are  Three  Exhibitions  or  Scholarships  o£ 
£20.  each,  for  seven  years,  founded  by  Provost  Rous  at 
Pembroke  College,  Oxford,  in  1657.  In  the  first  instance, 
Relatives  of  the  Testator  are  to  be  preferred ;  but  if  no 
Relative  is  appointed,  the  Master  of  Pembroke  is  to  give 
notice  within  Fifty  days  of  a  vacancy  to  the  Provost,  Vice- 
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Provost  or  Senior  Fellow  of  Eton  College,  and  within  Fifty 
days  after  such  notificatifHi  a  Scholar  of  the  Foundation  of 
Eton  College  is  to  be  sent  to  Pembroke  Coll^e>  who^  in 
that  case,  is  entitled  to  such  Exhibition ;  if  no  such  Scholar 
is  sent,  the  nomination  lapses  to  Pembroke  College. 

There  are  also  some  Exhibitions  for  Surf&ANNiiATSD 
Scholars.  To  this  laudable  purpose,  The  Bevd.  John 
Rbynolds,  FeQow,  was  a  Contributor.  His  Exhibitioners, 
THREE  in  number,  must  be  entered  at  Exeter  College, 
Oxford  About  twenty  years  since,  these  Exhibitions  were 
of  the  annual  value  of  £20.  Since  that  time,  the  produce 
of  the  Exhibitions,  when  vacant,  has  been  r^ularly  laid  out 
by  The  College,  and  they  are  now  of  the  yearly  value  of 
£34.  They  are  holden  until  the  Exhibitibners  have  com- 
pleted thdr  Twenty-fourth  year,  provided  they  continue  to 
reside  at  the  Univeraty.  * 

The  late  Revd.  Mr.  Chamberlayke,  FeUow,  bequeathed 
an  Estate  at-  Hingham,  in  the  County  of  Norfolk,  of  the 
supposed  vSlue  of  JC87.  per  cmnurn^  a&er  the  death  of  his 
Widow,  and  Sisters,  one  of  whom  Mrs.  Kennicott  is  still 
alive. 

Dr.  Berriman,  Fellow  of  Eton,  bequeathed  £10.  per 
annum  to  a  Superannuated  Colleger,  to  be  admitted  in 
any  College  or  Hall  of  either  University,  to  be  holden  for 
Five  years  if  he  reside  at  College  so  long :  To  this  Mr. 
Hethbrington,  also  Fellow  of  Eton,  added  £5.  per  annum; 
and  the  late  Provost,  Dr.  Da  vies,  further  added  £\5.  per 
annum.    This  is  in  the  gift  of  The  Provost  of  Eton. 

Mr.  Bryant  bequeathed  £30.  per  anmim^  to  be  distri*- 
i)uted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Provost  of  Eton,  in  one  or 
more  Scholarships,  for  no  definite  period. 

Provost  Davies  bequeathed ; — 1st.,  a  Scholarship  of  £48. 
per  annumy  after  the  demise  of  his  Niece,  for  a  Sufbran^ 
NUATED  CoLLVGBR,  to  be  holden  until  he  has  comjdeted  his 
Twenty- fourth  year ;  in  the  gift  of  The  Provost  of  Eton  :— 
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2dlj,  Anotho-  of  £42.  per  annuniy  for  un  actual  Scholar  of 
King^  College,  to  be  holden  fer  the  term  of  Four  years ;  in 
the  fpfi  of  the  Master  of  Eton : — Srdly,  a  Scholarship  of 
£42.  per  annum,  for  a  Sitpbeannitated  Collkohb,  on  the 
same  conditions  as  the  former ;  in  the  ffh  of  the  Master  of 
Eton :— 4thly,  £10.  hi  Books  to  be  given  to  a  Boy  among 
the  Ten  first  upon  the  Foundation,  who  shall  write  the  best 
copy  of  verses  for  the  Christmas  task ; — £10.  to  the  same, 
for  the  best  copy  of  Verses  for  the  Easter  task;— and  two 
Prizes  of  £5.  in  Books,  for  the  two  best  Declamations. 

Mr.  HoLWBT  founded  Two  Scholarships  of  £G.  per 
annum  each,  at  Catharine  Hall,  Cambridge,  for  persons 
educated  at  Eton  or  Merchant  Taylors^  School.

The  Provost  and  Fellows  in  like  manner  present  to  the 
Vicarage  of  Docking  in  Norfolk,  but  the  Bishop  of  Norwich 
nominates. 

The  Montem  is  a  TVienmo/  Ceremony  peculiar  to  Eton. 

In  ]  759,  the  day  was  changed,  on  the  suggestion  of  Dr. 
Babnard,  from  the  first  *  uesday  in  Hilary  Term,  which 
commences  on  the  23d  of  January,  to  the  Tuesday  in  Whit- 
sun  Week,  a  much  more  favourable  season  of  the^year  for 
such  a  Show ;  besides,  the  Whitsuntide  Hohdays  had,  a  few 
years  before,  been  transferred  for  Five  weeks  at  the  period  of 
the  Election ;  and  the  Ceremonial  was  ext^ded  from  every 
second  to  every  third  year. 

The  first  Triennial  Montem  was  in  177^9  ui  the  Master- 
ship of  Dr.  Da  VIES. 

It  consists  of  a  Procession  of  the  boys  in  |i  kind  of  Mili- 
tary order,  to  a  small  Tvmtbhia  on  the  Southern  side  of  the 
Bath  road,  which  gives  the  name  of  ^^  Salt  Hill  ^  to  a  place 
so  well  known  for  the  spacious  Inns  that  distinguish  it. 
Here  the  CoQegiate  Regiment  dines;  and,  after  a  Latin 
Prayer  has  been  read  upon  7%e  Mounts  returns  in  the  same 
order  in  which  it  issued  forth. 

The  Head  boy  of  The  King's  Scholars,  called  "  The 
Marshaly'^  takes  the  lead,  as  the  Captain  of  the  Cohort, 
bearing  a  truncheon  with  the  same  inscription  which  is 
ttdopted  as  the  Motto  on  the  Col&iirs.  The  Colours,  deco- 
rated with  the  Arms  of  the  College,  and  the  Motto  (which 
is  not  always,  though  it  is  generally),  "  Pro  More  et 
MoNTB,^  are  borne  by  another :  And  the  difierent  Banks, 
in  as  regular  subordination  as  can  be  expected,  are  filled 
by  the  respective  Classes  according  to  the  order  of  the 
School. 

Until  the  good  sense  of  Dr.  Babkabb  interposed  to  cor- 
rect the  customary  absurdities  of  this  ceremony,  the  Theatres 
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anAMonmctUh  Str^t,  contributed  to  dothe,  in  every  variety 
of  tawdry  dresses,  this  youthful  Corps.  Mr.  Bsitant  occa- 
sionally mentioned,  that  one  of  the  dresses  usually  hired  for 
the  purpose,  was  that  of  Roderigo^  and  that  the  unfortunate 
Wearer  for  the  time  being,  obtained  the  appellation  of 
"  TTu  siUy  Gentleman,'"  But  the  judicious  interference  of 
Dr.  Babnard  in  the  first  instance,  followed  up  by  a  better 
taste  in  approaching  more  nearly  to  a  regular  Military  dress, 
has  considerably  improved  the  app^rance  of  thq  Procession. 

Whatever  might  have  been  the  original  motive  to  this 
Festival,  the  present  object  is  principally  to  collect  money 
fiom  all  the  spectators  of  the  Show,  as  it  is  called,  for  Salt, 

The  two  chief  Collectors  or  Salt-Bearers  are,  a  Kikg^s 
Scholar  and  an  Oppidan,  whose  activity  will  enable  them 
to  go  through  the  fatigues  of  the  day.  The  former  is  gener*. 
ally  the  Second  boy  in  the  School,  and  the  latter  the  Cap- 
tain of  the  Oppidans,  unless  they  choose  to  wave  their 
privilege  respectively  to  the  next  in  succession.  They  are 
arrayed  in  light  and  elegant  dresses,  each  bearing  a  silk 
bag,  with,  as  is  said,  a  small  quantity  of  Salt  in  it,  to  receive 
the  Contributions:  They  are  followed  each  by  an  active 
man,  dressed  in  a  plain  white  dress  adorned  with  the  same 
colours,  who  gives  Tickets  to  those  who  have  paid  their 
Salt.  They  are  assisted  by  Twelve  other  boys,  all  Kikg^b 
Scholars,  and  generally  the  first  Twelve  of  the  Fifth 
Form,  in  somewhat  similar,  though  less  expensive  dresses, 
who  range  the  country  as  far  as  Maidenhead  Bridge  and 
Coln^mxlke^ — custom  forbidding  the  deqiand  of  Contribu- 
butions  cut  of  the  County  of  Buckingham. 

This  Ceremony  is  always  very  numerously  attended  by 
Etonians  ;  the  neighbouring  Gentry  come  from  a  distance 
to  witness  it,  and  the  Relations  of  the  Scholars  may  be 
supposed  to  feel  an  interest  in  such  a  Spectacle.  It  has,  for 
above  Forty  years,  been  regularly  honoured  by  the  Presence 
of  their  Majesties,  or  the  Frincb  Regent,  accompanied 
by  the  different  branches  of  The  Royal  Family. 
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The  sum  collected  upon  the  occasion,  has  been  known  to 
exceed  £  1 000. ;  but  the  expenses  of  a  magnificent  Breakfast, 
the  Dinner  to  half  the  School,  Music,  Fees,  &c.,  amount  to 
nearly  half  the  CoUecUon,  the  remainder  'of  which  becomes 
the  property  of  The  King's  Scholar,  who  is  Captain  of 
THE  School. 

The  Hunting  of  the  Ram  was  also  a  very  ancient 
Custom,  which  has  very  properly  been  abolished.  The 
College  had  an  andent  daim  upon  i^s  Butcher,  to  provide  a 
Ram  on  the  Election  Saturday,  to  be  hunted  by  the 
Scholars;  but  the  animal  having,  upon  one  occasion,  been 
so  pressed  as  to  swim  across  the  Thames^  it  ran  into  Windsor 
Market  J  with  the  boys  after  it,  and  much  miscluef  was 
caused  by  this  unexpected  accident.  The  health  of  the 
Scholars  had  also  suffered  at  times  from  the  length  of  the 
chase,  and  the  heat  of  the  season.  The  character  of  the 
sport  was,  therefore,  changed  about  the  year  1740,  when 
the  Ram  was  hamstrung,  and,  after  the  speech,  was  knocked 
on  ihe  hsad  with  large  twisted  Clubs,  which  are  reported  to 
have  been  considered  as  Etonian  Curiodties.  But  the' 
barbariti/  of  the  amusement  caused  it  to  be  altogether  laid 
aside  at  the  Election  in  17^79  and  the  flesh  of  the  Ram  given 
to  be  prepared  in  Pasties.  The  Dish  still  continues  nomi- 
nally to  grace  the  Election  Monday  Dinner,  though  the 
Meat  no  longer  boasts  if  s  original  Toughness,  being  in  Fact 
the  Flesh  of  excellent  Weihers. 

Among  those  who  have  so  numerously  adeemed  the  higher 
Ranks  of  Life, — w}io  have  attained  Eminence  for  superior 
Learning,  or  have  distinguished  themselves  as  Divines,  as 
Statesmen,  and  Benefactors  of  Mankind,  and  the  Founda- 
tion of  whose  Celebrity  and  Morals  were  laid  in  this  renowned 
School,— how  shall  the  Selectisn  be  made  P— 'And  what 
number  of  volumes  would  contain  them  ! ! ! 
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TJIE  CHURCH,  COLLEGE,  and  PARISH  of  ETON. 


The  Chuech,  College,  and  Paeish  of  Eton  are  exempt 
from  all  Visitation  of  the  Archdeacon  of  Buckingham!  The 
Archidiaoonal  power  being  vested  solely  in  The  Peovost^ 
who  is  also  Perpetual  Rector;  but  derives  no  advantage 
from  the  Rectory,  which  is  not  also  common  to  the  Fellows* 

This  exemption  was  made  by  William  Axnwick,  Bi- 
shop of  Lincoln,  on  the  7  th  of  September,  1443,  on  consi- 
deration that  The  College  should  pay  annually  £L.2..1I. 
to  the  Archdeacon  of  Buckingham. 

And  by  Indenture,  dated  the  10th  of  September,  in  the 
same  year,  between  Provost  Waynflete,  and  Dr.  Bektn- 
TON  (the  then  Archdeacon),  it  was  agreed  to  stand  to  the 
Bishop's  award  of  the  said  £l..2..11. :  and  that  this  sum 
should  be  paid  out  of  the  Manor  of  Bledlow. 

Although  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  hath  the  right 
of  Visitation  of  The  College,  so  often  as  he  shall  visit  his 
Diocese  of  Lincoln  ^^  Jure  Metropclitico;'^  and  The  Bishop  of 
Lincoln  also  in  his  Triennial  Visitation  of  his  own  Diocese^

even  though  he  be  not  called  in  by  The  CoU^^e,  or  any 
proper  part  thereof;  yet  neither  of  them  has  the  power  to 
dte  any  Member  before  them  aui  of  the  College. 

The  Parish  of  Eton  is  exempt  from  the  Visitation  of 
The  Archdeacon  of  Buckingham,  on  the  payment  of  5s.  per 
anmim. 

The  Parish  Church  of  Eton,  which  is  called  in  andent 
records  Eton  Gildablee  fha,vmgheen  suflPered  to  fall  into  decay, 
the  Inhabitants  were  permitted  to  attend  Divine  Service 
in  The  College  Chapel.  But,  to  remedy  the  inconvenience 
which  they  experienced,  a  Chapel  of  Ease  was  erected  for 
them  in  the  Town,  but  not  endowed,  at  the  sole  expense  of 
The  Revd.  Mr.  Hsthebikgtom,  so  eminent  for  his  public 
and  private  benevolence,  then  a  Fellow  of  The  College. 
At  this  Chapel  one  of  the  Two  Conducts  of  the  Collie  offi- 
ciates. 

Tlie  Chapel  was  consecrated  in  1769  or  1770 :  the  Petition 
to  the  Visitor  to  consecrate  it,  was  presented  in  September, 

1769. 

This  Chapel  was  enlarged  at  the  expense  of  the  Col- 
lege, in  August  1813,  for  the  accommodation  of  Porney'^s* 
Charity  Sdiool,  oonasting  of  60  Boys  and  30  Girls,  and  the 
Childien  of  both  Sexes  attending  the  Sunday  School.

An  absurd  idea  has  prevailed,  relative  to  the  distribution 
of  Threepence  annually  to  each  Boy  upon  the  Foundation, 


*  Mr.  PoRNEY  was  a  Frenchman  by  birth^  and  had  been 
French  Master  at  Eton.  He  was  afterwards  a  Poor  Knight  at 
Windsor^  in  the  possession  of  which  situation  he  died. 
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and  to  the  Choristers,  on  the  27th  day  of  February,  well 
known  by  the  name  of  ^<  Three  peniiy  icy  ;^  which  is  al* 
ways  an  Half-Holiday,  and  brings  with  it  a  Remission  of  one 
of  the  weekly  Exercises. 

The  College  is  said  to  d^aud  the  Boys,  and  to  pay 
them  Three  pence  in  lieu  of  the  price  of  half  a  Sheep,  It 
is  in  fiict  partly  a  bequest  of  Provost  Lupton  who  left  to 
the  Seventy  Scholars  and  Ten  Choristers  the  sum  of  One 
penmfy — and  partly  from  a  bequest  of  Tw>  pence  by  Mr. 
Reads,  Fellow,  who  died  in  1597.

Upon  the  Cover  of  one  of  the  College  Registers  a  Memo- 
randum was  written  that  on  March  the  4th,  in  the  Thir*. 
teenth  of  King  Edwaed  the  Fourth,  1474,  the  College  Seal 
was  broken,  and  a  new  one  accepted  in  the  presence  of  The 
Provost  and  all  the  Fellows. 

Tbe  Hospital  of  St.  Jahes,  in  Westminster,  now  The 
Royal  Palace,  formerly  belonged  to  The  College  of 
Eton.    It  was  taken  from  them  by  King    Heket  the 
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Eighth,  in  15^2,  who,  in  exchange  gave  them  Baldwin^M 
Manor,  and  the  Rectoxy  of  Newington,  in  the  County  of 
Kent ;  Chattiaham,  in  the  County  of  Suffolk ;  The  Flache 
Marsh,  &c.

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HIGH  WYCOMBE. 

The  Rotal  Gbammah  School  at  High  Wtcombe  is  of 
abcient  origin. 

By  a  Memorandum  made  in  The  Corporation  Raster 
(JUiio  21)9  it  appears,  that  an  Order  was  made  on  the  25th 
•of  March,  in  the  5th  year  of  the  ragn  of  King  En  ward 
the  Sixth,  1552,  "  To  keep  th»  Hospital  of  St.  John  in 
the  hands  of  the  Town,  Mr.  Richard  Cart  being  then 
Mayor ;  to  let  and  set  the  same  as  they  should  see  cause, 
and  to  pay  the  Stipend  of  Eight  Pounds  to  the  Schoohnas- 
ter,  also  five  loads  of  Wood  yearly,  and  leave  to  send  a 
Cow  or  two  into  The  Rye^ 

By  a  Charter,  bearing  date  at  Westminster  the  2]8t  of, 
July,  in  the  Fourth  year  of«the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth 
Her  Majesty  granted  the  scite  and  buildings  of  The  Hos- 
pital of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  and  Lands  situate  in  Wy- 
combe, Penn,  Hugendon,  and  Great  Marloy,  all  in  the 
County  of  Buckingham,  for  the  support  of  Four  Yooit  Per- 
sons, and  the  reminder  for  the  maintenance  of  one  Peda- 
gogue or  Master,  for  the  good  Instruction  of  Children  and 
Youth. 

The  Master  now  enjoys  under  the  original  Endowment 
jCSO.  Tper  annum,  widi  a  House,  Garden,  and  an  Orchard  of 
two  acres.  The  School-room,  which  is  large  and  of  ancient  ar- 
chitecture, formed  part  of  the  old  Hospital  of  St.  John^ 

In  the  year  1704,  Elizabeth  Lovejoit,  late  of  the  City 
of  Canterbury,  bequeathed  £  100.  to  this  School. 

Mart  Bowden,  the  last  Survivor  of  an  andent  and  re- 
spectably Family  long  readent  at  High  Wycombe,  who 
died  on  the  27th  of  September,  1790,  bequeathed  £1000. 
Sterling,  in  Trust,  to  be  invested  in  the  Public  Funds,  or 
laid  out  in  land,  and  out  of  the  annual  produce  thereof,  she 
directed  the  Trustees  named  in  her  Will,  to  pay  £30.  per* 
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Ofnmm  to  the  Master  of  The  lU^  Gnonmar  School  for 
the  time  bdog,  in  addition  to  his  Salary.

The  School  is  open  for  instruction  in  Za^n,  free  of  ex-  , 
pense,  for  boys  of  the  Town  only.    Before  admission,  they 
must  be  capable  of  reading  the  New  Testament,  and  are 
{generally  continued  in  the  School  three  or  foiu:  years. 

The  Aldermen  and  Bailiffs  have  each  a  nomination  of 
Two  boys,  for  instruction  in  reading,  writing,  and  arith- 
metic ;  who  send  a  written  order  to  the  Master,  expressing 
the  boy^s  name  and  age,  and  the  names  of  his  Parents. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used ;  unle8$ 
a  boy  is  intended  for  Westminster,  or  any  other  Public 
School,  where  other  Grammars  are  preferred. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  William  Spboston,  who 
>ec^yes  Boirders,  at  Forty  guineas  j^er  a/nnum  each.

Thb  Fesk  School  in  Maelow  was  founded  in  the  year 
162^,  by  Sir  Williah  Boelase,  Enigfat,  who  at  the  same 
time  built  the  Sehool-house :  And,  by  his  Will,  dated  in 
October  1628,  endowed  [it  with  Land  and  a  variety  of  Te- 
nements in  the  Parishes  of  Great  Marlow,  in  the  County  of 
Buckingham,  and  of  Bix  and  Bix  Gibwin,  in  the  County  of 
Oxford,  then  of  the  annual  value  of  Twelve  Pounds.  But 
at  Easter,  in  1815,  from  the  improved  rent  of  the  premises, 
the  Feoffees  were  enabled  to  increase  the  Master^s  Stipend  to 
JC50.  per  annum. 

Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  number  of  Feoffees, 
or  for  a  Master,  or  Scholars,  by  death  or  otherwise,  the  Ma- 
jority of  the  Feoffees  nominate  double  the  number  required, 
out  of  which  nomination  The  Governor  (who  is  always  Lord 
of  the  Manor  of  Davers^  in  the  Parish  of  Little  Marlow) 
appoints  the  number  required. 

The  Inhalntants  of  Gi^t  Marlow  send  Sixteen  boys, — 
those  of  Little  Marlow,  Six, — and  those  of  Medmetiham, 
J'wo*  The  Master  has  had  above  One  Hundred  other 
boys ;  but,  for  some  years  past,  their  number  has  not  ex- 
ceeded Thirty.  They  are  adnutted  at  the  age  of  Ten  years^ 
and  continue  until  about  f^ourteen.  Candidates  apply  to 
the  Treasurer  for  a  Ticket,  which  they  get  signed  by  him 
and  a  majority  of  the  other  Feoffees,  jHrevious  to  their  an- 
nual Meedng,  which  is  always  the  Saturday  in  Easter  week : 
Those,  who  are  there  nominated,  are  taken  by  the  Master  to 
the  Grovemor,  for  his  appointment  of  half  their  number,  as 
before  stated*  The  foundation  bojrs  have  a  blue  Grown  and 
Cap  when  first  appointed,  but  only  these. 

As  the  Pupils  are  only  directed  to  be  taught  to  read, 
write,  and  cast  accompts.  Primers,  Psalters,  and  New  Tes- 
taments, with  two  Reams  of  Paper  annually,  only  are 
allowed. 
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The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  William  Feancis,  whose 
Salary  is  £50.  per  annvmy  together  with  the  School-house, 
garden,  yard,  &c.,  and  the  privilege  of  taking  an  unlimited 
number  of  Pupils,  provided  he  does  not  neglect  those  upcm 
the  Foundation.  His  terms  are  Twenty-five  Gumeas  per 
annum^  and  one  Guinea  entrance. 

An  apprentice  fee  of  AOs.  is  ^ven  to  each  boy,  when  he 
leaves  the  School. 

The  present  Grovemor  is.  Sir  George  Nugent,  Bart. 
And  the  present  Treasurer  is,  Thomas  Wethseed,  Eikj.

Thx  Free  Grammar  School  in  Cambridge  was  founded 
by  Stephen  Perse,  M.  D.,  Senior  Fellow  of  Gonville  and 
Caius  College ;  who,  by  a  clause  in  his  WOl,  dated  the  27tfa 
of  September,  ]6l5,  bequeathed  the  sum  of  £5(K)0.,for  the 
purchase  of  an  Estate  of  the  annual  value  of  £250., — to  be 
applied,  amongst  other  purposes,  to  that  of  erecting  and 
establishing  within  three  years  (if  possible)  after  his  decease, 
a  convenient  House  in  Cambridge,  capable  of  containing 
One  Hundred  Scholars,  to  be  used  for  a  Free  Grammar 
School,  with  apartments  for  a  Master  and  Usher. 

Soon  afterwards  his  Executors  purchased  of  Sir  Thomas 
Bendish  the  Manor  of  Frating^all,  in  the  Parish  of  Bas- 
singbouro,  in  the  County  of  Cambridge,  with  the  lands  and 
woods  belon^ng  to  the  same. 

The  Master  is  required  to  be  a  Master  of  Arts,  with  a 
Salary  of  £40.  per  annum. 

The  Usher  is  to  be  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  at  the  least,  and 
to  have  a  Salary  of  £20.  per  annum. 

The  Salary  of  the  Master  has  been  augmented  by  a  Be- 
nefaction of  £3.  per  annum^  and  that  of  the  Usher  by 
£  1..10..0,  by  the  benevolence  of  Mr.  Griffith. 

On  a  vacancy  of  the  place  of  Master,  or  Usher,  such  Can- 
didates, as  have  themselves  received  their  education  at  this 
School,  to  be  preferred,  if  properly  qualified. 

The  Scholars  are  to  be  natives  of  Cambridge,  Barnwell, 
Chesterton,  or  Trumpington,  and  educated  gratis ;  and  no 
more  than  the  number  of  One  Hundred  are  to  be  there 
instructed. 

Scholars  who  have  been  educated  Three  years,  at  least, 
at  this  School,  are  to  be  admitted  (casteria  paribus)  before 
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all  others,  to  the  Six  Fellowships  of  the  annual  value 
of  £10.  each,  and  the  Six  Scholarships  of  the  annual 
value  of  £4.  each,  foimded  by  Dr.  Pesse,  and  now  dis- 
tinguiahed  by  his  name  at  Gmiville  and  Caius  College. 
No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author^s  Letter. 
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ELY. 

The  Free  School  at  Ely  was  founded  by  dug  Hekbt 
the  Eighth,  in  1541. 

The  Master  is  appointed  by  The  Dean  and  Chapter.  His 
Salary  is  only  £  18.  per  cmnam ;  but  there  is  a  good  'House 
belonging  to  the  School,  besides  other  advantages. 

Among  the  eminent  Men  who  have  been  educated  at  this 
School,  may  be  mentioned, — 
John  Burton,  D.  D. 
Jambs  Bentham,  M.  A.,  Author  of  the  celebrated 

History  of  the  Cathedral  Chuich  of  Ely. 
Thomas  Enowles,  M.  A. 
No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author^s  Letter. 
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WISBECH. 

Thb  Gbammab  School  at  Wisbech  vtms  original^  sup- 
ported, and  probaUy  established  by  the  Fraternity  or  Guild 
of  Th£  Holy  Tbivxty,  which  was  instituted  here  in  the 
second  year  of  the  reign  of  King  Richaed  the  Second, 
1379. 

In  the  first  year  of  the  rdign  of  Edwaed  the  Sixth,  1547, 
the  Estates  of  the  said  Guild  were  vested  by  Act  of  Parliar  ^ 
ment  in  the  Crown,  and  granted  again  to  Uie  Capital  Bur- 
gesses of  Wisbech  in  the  following  year,  it  being  provided 
by  the  Charter  conveying  such  Grant,  that  the  School 
should  continue  to  be  supported  by  the  Capital  Burgesses, 
by  the  payment  on  their  part  of!  the  original  stipend  of  £  1 2. 
to  the  Master. 

Mr.  John  C&Ains  left  by  his  Will,  half  the  rent  of  cer- 
tain  premises  in  Wisbech,  vested  for  that  puipose  in  the 
Capital  Burgesses ;  which  moiety  produced  at  the  time  £20* 
per  annum,  and  is  still  paid  by  them,  although  the  premises 
were  sold  under  the  Act  for  the  Redemption  of  the  Land 
Tax. 

Thomas  Paeke,  Esq.,  of  Wisbech,  High  Sheriff,  in  1$28, 
left  by  his  Will,  dated  the  28th  of  January  in  that  year,  28 
9cres  of  land  in  Elme,  in  the  County  of  Cambridge,  and  4 
acres  in  Wisbech,  now  worth  together  about  £60.  per  an- 
nunif  for  the  use  of  the  Master  only. 

The  Master  is  chosen  by  the  Capital  Burgesses,— vis.,  by 
The  Ten  Men  who  are  annually  elected  under  the  provi- 
aons  of  the  Charter  by  the  Inhabitants,  being  Freeholders 
to  the  amount  of  40^., — subject  to  the  approval  of  Ten  of 
the  Burgesses. 

.  The  Bishop  of  Ely  is  Visitor  of  the  School.  And  when 
His  Lordship  visits  this  part  of  his  Diocese,  the  Senior  boy 
of  the  School  delivers  a  Latin  Oration  in  his  presence. 
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The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  resident  in  the  Town  in- 
definitely, firee  of  es^ienae,  far  Clasrical  instruction.  The 
number  varies  from  Ten  to  Twenty.  There  is  no  restriction 
aa  to  the  age  of  admiSKJon,  or  the  time  of  supenmnuation. 
If  the  Free  boy$  learn  writing,  ahthmetic,  and  English 
Gcanunar,  which  is  generally  the  case,  they  pay  £l..U-(kL 
p^r  Quarter  each. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  in  use ;  and  the  Eton  mode 
of  Instruction  is  generally  pursued. 

In  1628,  Mr.  Pakxb  also  founded  Foub  Btb-Fbllow- 
SHIPS,  of  £  1 6.  per  cmmm  each,  at  Pbtbr  House,  Cam- 
hndge,— and  Four  Sgbqlabships,  cf  £  I  O.  per  afmum  each. 
For  this  purpose  lands  and  tenements  in  Wisbech,  Leve- 
ringtOD,  Guyherae,  and  Efane,  were  conveyed  to  The 
College.  The  Heirs  of  Mr.  Pabkb  were  to  nominate  the 
Fellows  alternately  with  The  Coll^.  But  it  does  not 
appear,  that  there  is  any  preference  to  Inhabitants  of  Wis- 
bech reserved,  as  to  the  appcnntments  to  either  of  those 
Foundations. 

In  1638,  Mr.  William  Holmbs,  of  the  CSty  of  Exeter, 
gave  £400.  to  be  hud  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  partly 
for  the  Poor  J  and  partly  for  Txoo  Scholars  at  St  Maij 
Magdalen  College,  in  Cambridge.  Afterwards  by  his  Will, 
dated  the  2d  of  April  1656,  he  directed  that  the  land  pur- 
chased with  this  money,  should  be  appropriated  to  the 
Scholars  only : — ^Lands  in  Holbeach  were  bought,  which  are 
now  let  for  £60.  per  anmtm.  In  addition  to  this  real  pro- 
perty. The  Scholarship  Fund  in  the  3  per  cent*  Consols 
amounts  to  £lS8]..7^..0d,  which  is  pkced  to  the  account 
of  The  Accountant  General  of  The  Court  of  Chancery,— 
besides  about  £350.  (part  of  which  is  in  the  hands  of  The 
Accountant  Greneral,  and  part  in  those  of  The  Capital  Bur- 
gesses of  Wisbech)  applicable  to  the  purchase  of  further 
Stock.  These  two  Sums  are  the  produce  of  savings  which 
have  been  made,  when  the  Scholarships  were  not  full: 
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'  Indeed  neither  of  them  are  full  at  this  moment,  so  that  the 
Fund  increases  rapidly.  The  Scholarships  are  at  this  time 
worth  for  RentJBGO.,— Interest  on  £  1381..7..0.,  £4 1..8*..8A, 
—Interest  on  £/{50.,  £l7..10^..0d.,— m  the  whole  £118.. 
I8*.>'d,  or  £5!)..;)*..lA  each  per  annum.  The  result  of  a 
Chancery  Suit,  about  Twenty  years  since,  placed  those  funds 
in  the  hands  of  the  Accountant  General  of  that  Court. 
These  Scholarships  are  tenable  only  by  boys  bom  in  the 
Town  of  Wisbech,  and  educated  for  at  least  Three  years  in 
this  School.  The  appointment  to  them  rests  with  the 
Capital  Burgesses  and  the  Master  jointly. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd*  Jebemiah 
Jacksok,  M.  a.,  whose  Salary  is  about  £92.  per  annum^ 
together  with  ati  old  and  inconvenient  House,  capable  of  con- 
taining about  Thirty  Boarders,  the  taxes  and  repairs  of 
which  are  pcud  by  The  Capital  Burgesses.  He  is  also  paid 
Eight  guineas,  for  accommodating  The  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Isle  during  the  AssLses  with  lodgings,  but  that  payment  is 
not  made  to  {he  Master  as  such,  nor  has  it  any  connection 
with  the  proper  emoluments  of  his  office.  This  Gentleman 
takes  Boarders,  his  terms  being  Thirty-five  giuneas  per 
annum  each.    His  present  number  is  24. 

There  is  no  Second  Master  upon  the  Foundation. 

Among  the  distinguished  characters  who  have  been  edu- 
cated at  this  School,  may  be  enumerated,-— 
Thomas  Hsbsing,  D.D.,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  whose 
Father  was  Rector  of  Walsoken,  in  this  imme- 
diate neighbourhood. 
Chaeles  Daleymple  Lindsay,  D.  D.,  the  present  Bishop 

of  ETildare. 
General  Sir  Chaeles  Wale,  K.  C.  B.,  of  Shelford. 
Colonel  Alsxandee  Malcolm,  now  deceased,  an  Officer  of 

Distinction. 
The  Revd.  Thomas  Claekson,  of  Bury,  the  well-known 
strenuous  assertor  of  the  AboUtion  of  Slavery. 
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AUDLEM,  near  Nantwich. 

The  Fee£  G&ahmab  School  at  Audlkh  was  founded,  in 
1655,  by  Sir  William  Bolton,  and  Mr.  Gamul,  Citizens 
of  London ;  and  endowed  with  £30.  per  annum  for  a  Mas* 
ter,  and  £1'  .  for  an  Usher, — £20.  of  which  are  paid  by 
The  Merchant  Taylors'  Company,, and  £20.  are  charged 
on  an  Estate  in  Coole  Lane. 
No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author^s  Letter. 
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CHESTER. 

The  Gkahv ab  or  Eing^s  School  of  The  City  of  Chester 
was  founded  by  King  Heney  the  Eighth,  at  the  Dissolu- 
tion of  The  Abbey  of  St.  Weebuegh,  in  the  year  1544, 
for  Twenty-Four  boys,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Dean  and 
Chapter. 

They  are  not  to  be  admitted  under  nme  years  of  age,  and 
continue  only  Jour  years ;  unless  a  year  of  Grace  be  allowed 
by  The  Dean. 

Part  of  the  Refectory  (about  two-thirds  of  the  original 
room)  is  used  as  the  School-room.  Prior  to  it's  being 
reduced  in  size,  the  dimensions  of  this  Apartment  must  have 
been  upon  a  noble  scale.  At  the  East  end  of  the  South 
wall,  are  the  remains  of  a  stone  stair-case  with  trefoil  headed 
arches  open  to  the  HalL  This  might  have  served  the  purpose 
of  the  Reader's  Pulpit,  as  well  as  an  ascent  to  the  Dormitory 
over  the  adjoining  Cloister. 

By  the  Statutes,  the  Master's  Salary  was  £22.  per  annum^ 
and  the  Usher's  £10.,  charged  upon  the  Revenues  of  The 
Dean  and  Chapter.  But,  by  a  regulation  in  1814,  the 
Head  Master's  Salary  was  increased,  upon  the  condition  that 
he  should  take  the  sole  charge  and  instruction  of  The  Foun- 
dation Scholars,  and  confine  the  number  of  his  Private 
Pupils  to  iS&r. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  James  Ibe- 
LAND,  M.  A.,  Rector  of  Thurstanton,  and  Minor  Canon  of 
The  Cathedral. 

James  Heywood  Mabkland,  Esq.,  F.R. S.  and  F.  S. A., 
of  The  Inner  Temple,  and  whom  the  Author  has  the 
happiness  to  esteem  his  fnend,  was  educated  at  this  SchooL 
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CONGLETON. 

Thexs  are  no  Records  remaining  dther  of  the  person  or  the 
time,  when  The  Gkammab  School  at  Congleto^  was 
founded.  But  it  is  known  to  have  existed,  as  early  as  the 
reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth. 

When  the  present  Master  was  appointed  to  the  Sdiool  in 
the  year  1 8  lO,  the  Emoluments  of  the  Situation  conasted  of 
a  House  and  Garden,  probably  worth  £25.  per  annum;  a 
smaD  Field,  of  one  acre,  adjoining  the  Town,  which  let  for 
£7.;  and  £17.  per  annum  paid  by  The  Corporation,  who 
are  the  Patrons.  The  House,  Garden,  Field,  and  Sixteen 
Pounds  per  annum  are  supposed  to  have  belonged  to  the 
orij^nal  Endowment.  One  Pound  of  the  Seventeen  which  is 
paid  by  The  Corporation,  is  the  Interest  of  a  small  bequest 
of  £20.  made  to  the  School  by  a  person  of  the  name  of 
HuLME,  in  the  year  173(>. 

In  the  year  1814,  upon  condition  of  the  Master^s  relin- 
quishing for  life  all  claim  to  the  £17*  per  annum  in  money. 
The  Corporation  at  their  sole  expense  built  for  him  a  large, 
commodious,  and  handsome  new  School  contiguous  to  the 
Dwelling-house,  and  also  contributed  about  £lOO.  towards 
converting  the  former  School  into  Kitchens,  and  otherwise 
improving  the  premises. 

There  are  no  particular  Statutes. 

Boys  are  admitted  as  soon  as  they  can  read  the  New 
Testament  in  English,  and  remain  as  long  as  their  Parents 
please.  The  School  is  open  to  all  the  Ndghbourhood  on 
paying  the  usual  Quarterage,  which  is  upon  an  average  about 
Fifteen  Shillings.  The  Sons  of  Freemen  of  the  Borough 
have  the  privilege  of  learning  the  Laiin  and  Greek  languages, 
without  any  additional  charge.   This  is  considered  as  a  return 
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for  the  money  arisng  from  tlie  Endowment.  The  number 
of  Day-scholars,  when  the  present  Master  entered  upon  the 
School,  was  about  TTtirty;  it  is  now  about  Seventy.  ' 

Wakd^s  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used:  and,  in 
addition  to  the  Clasncal  Languages,  the  course  of  Educa- 
tion comprises  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Merchants^  Aocompts, 
the  elementary  branches  of  the  Mathematics,  French,  and 
Geography. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  University  advantages, 
bdonging  to  this  School. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Edwabd  Wil- 
son, who  receives  into  his  own  House  Twelve  young 
Gentlemen  as  Boarders:  his  Terms  being  Forty  guineas  jiirr 
annum  each. 

The  Usher  does  not  at  present  take  Pupils. 

In  the  year  1816,  Sir  Edmund  Antrobus,  Bart,  who 
was  educated  at  this  School,  gratefully  and  liberally  pur- 
chased, inclosed  at  his  own  expense,  and  presented  to  the 
Foundation,  a  small  piece  of  ground,  for  a  Play-groimd: 
which  has  been  found  in  many  respects  a  very  valuable 
improvement  to  the  property. 
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DARESBURY  near  Feodsham. 

Thb  Gkahmar  School  in  the  Township  of  Dakesbubt 
was  founded  by  subscription,  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Eliza- 
BETH,  and  is  endowed  with  the  Interest  of  £185. 
No  answer  has  been  recdived  to  the  Author^s  Letter. 
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FRODSHAM. 

Thb  Frbe-School  at  Fsodsham  was  established  about  the 
year  1660,  when  the  School,  which  is  a  neat  fabric  of  stone, 
within  the  Church-yard,  was  built  by  subscription ;  and  a 
sum  of  money  raised,  which  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
lands. 

The  Master  is  elected  by  Twenty-four  Feoffees, — 
consisting  of  the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens  for  the  time  be- 
ing, four  Feoffees  out  of  the  Township  and  Lordship,  three 
out  of  Kingsley,  and  two  each  from  Norley,  Newton,  Alvan- 
ley^  Manley,  and  Hellesby. 

The  Master  has  a  good  House  in  Overton,  near  the  Vi- 
carage :  and  a  Salary  of  upwards  of  One  Hundred  Pounds 
per  annum,  issuing  from  lands  in  Frodsham,  and  an  old 
Rent  charged  on  an  estate  in  Christleton.  Among  the  Be- 
nefactions is  one  of  £5.  per  annum,  left  by  Mr.  Tbafford, 
which  is  subject  to  the  condition  of  the  Master's  bdng  ap- 
proved by  The  Company  of  Afothecarieb  at  Chester. 

A  Salary  of  Seven  pounds  per  annum  is  secured  to  the 
Usher,  on  an  estate  in  Overton. 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author^s  Letter. 
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HARGRAVE,  near  Chester. 

Thb  Frbb  School  at  Harobatb  was  founded  in  the  year 
1627;  by  Sir  Thomas  Moulson,  Bart.^  Alderman  and 
some  time  Lord  Mayor  of  London :  and  endowed  with  £20. 
per  armum,  arising  from  Lands  in  the  Parishes  of  Tarvin 
and  Great  Budworth,  ^^  for  the  government,  education,  and 
instruction  of  Youth  in  Grammar^  and  Virtue  C^  which,  in 
1814,  were  increased  to  £30.  ayear. 

This  henevdent  Grentleman,  at  the  same  time,  founded  a 
Chapel  in  the  Township  of  Hargrave,  and  endowed  it  with 
£40.  per  ammm,  for  a  Minister. 

He  hkewise  directed,  that  the  overplus  of  Rents  arising 
from  certain  Lands,  then  by  him  given,  should  be  applied 
to  the  ^relief  g£  such  poor  persons,  as  the  majority  of  the 
Feoffees  of  the  Charity  shall  think  fit. 

A  few  years  since,  a  Mr.  Ravensceoft,  of  Hargrave, 
le£t  £\..5.'0 per  annum  to  purchase  coah. 

There  are  no  Statutes,  othewise  than  the  Will  of  The 
Founder. 

The  School  is  open  for  the  Children  of  all  the  neigbour- 
hood  indefinitely,  and  free  of  expense  for  all  who  learn 
only  to  read.  The  boys  who  learn  writing,  and  arithmetic, 
pay  a  small  Quarterage  at  present  of  2s.  6d  and  S^.  respec- 
tively. The  numbers  who  generally  attend,  are  from  Sixty 
to  ^hty. 

Thb  Tbustebs  of  this  Charity  are  Six  in  number,  viz,. 
The  Bishop  of  Chbstbb. 
The  Dean  of  Chbstbb. 
Earl  Gbosvbnob. 

The  Revd.  John  Oldbbshaw,  Vicar  of  Tarvin. 
The  Revd.  Richabd  Massib,  Rector  of  Ecdeston. 
Ravdlb  Wilbbaham,  Esq.,  of  Rode  Hall. 

With  the  exception  of  The  Bishop  and  The  Dean,  they 
are  a  self-elected  body ;  and  have  tlie  appointment  of  the 
M'mister,  and  the  Schoolmaster. 
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KNUTSFORD. 

Thb  Geammar  School  at  Enutsford  was  founded  by  the. 
andent  Family  of  Lbgh,  Lords  of  the  Manor  of  BoaOiSj 
some  time  before  the  Reformation,  but  the  precise  period  is 
not  known ;  and  endowed  with  Six  acres  of  land,  and  the 
annual  sum  of  £5..6..8. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Parish  indefinitely, 
but  not  free  of  expense.  There  are  Six  boys  upon  the; 
Foundation,  and  firom  40  to  50  other  Scholars  usually  at 
the  School.  They  are  admitted  at  six  years  of  age,  and  are 
nominated  by  Willoughby  Legh,  Esq.,  of  Booths. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  system  of  Edu- 
cation is  similar  to  that  of  Eton  College. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Petee  Vannett, 
whose  Salary  is  £150.  per  annum.  This  Gentleman  takes 
Boarders ;  his  present  number  being  Forty,  at  Thirty-five 
guineas  fercmnum  each. 
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LYMM,  near  Warrington. 

The  Fbee  Grammar  School  at  Ltmm  was  founded  m 
the  year  1 698,  by  Sir  Geoboe  Warburtox,  Bart.,  of  Arley, 
and  William  Domyile,  Esq.,  of  Lymm,  the  then  joint 
Lords  of  the  Manor  of  Lymm,  with  24  acres  (Cheshire 
measure,  8  yards  to  the  perch)  in  the  Parish  of  Lymm,  now 
let  for  £142.  per  annum. 

About  One  Hundred  boys  and  girls,  upon  an  average, 
are  educated  here:  but  at  present  reading,  writing,  and  ac- 
oompts  only  are  taught 

The  Endowment  is  divided  in  the  proportion  of  two-thirds 
to  the  Master,  and  one-third  to  the  Usher, — and  the  money 
arising  from  writing,  and  accompts,  usually  about  £60,  per 
annumy  is  equally  divided  between  them. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  Joseph  Millican, 
whpse  Salary  is  nearly  £120.  per  annum. 

The  present  Usher  is,  Mr.  William  Holt,  whose  Salary 
is  £%0.  per  a/nnum. 

The  original  Statutes,  Constitutions,  and  Orders  of 
the  School  were  amended  on  the  Ist  of  Jany.,  1813,  in  the 
following  manner  ;^' 

Ist.  IMPRIMIS— It  is  ordained^  that  no  person  whatsoever 
shall  be  capable  of  being  admitted  to  be  Head-master,  save  only 
such  as  have  taken  the  degree  of  Master  or  Bachelor  of  Arts,  or 
if  such  cannot  be  found,  some  person  who  is  sober,  discreet,  and 
also  well  skilled  in  School-learning  wherein  he  is  to  instruct  his 
scholars  3 — and  that  he  may  certainly  be  such,  it  is  ordained, 
that  before  the  election  of  a  Master,  his  ability  shall  be  tried  by 
the  Right  Reverend  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Chester,  or  the  Reve- 
rend Rectors  of  the  Rectory  of  Lynun  for  the  time  being,  or 
some  such  other  learned  orthodox  person  as  Sir  Geobge  War- 
burton,  of  Arley,  in  the  County  of  Chester,  Baronet,  and 
William  Domvilb,  of  Lymm  aforesaid,  in  the  said  County^ 
Esq.,  or  their  several  and  respective  Heirs,  and  the  greater  num- 
ber of  Feoffsbs  of  the  school  aforesaid  for  the  time  being,  shall 
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desire  or  appoint ; — and  being  well  satisfied  of  his  abilities^  the 
said  Master  shall  be  and  remain  six  montht  in  the  said  sdiool 
upon  trial,  and  then  upon  such  further  approbation  shall  be  con- 
firmed Master  under  ihe  hands  of  the  said  Sir  George  Wab- 
B0BTON  and  Mr.  Domyilb,  or  of  their  several  ai^d  respective 
Heirs,  and  of  the  greater  number  of  the  Feoffees  for  the  time 
being.  At  which  time  the  said  Master  shall  duly  execute  a  bond 
from  himself  to  the  said  Feoffees  of  the  penalty  of  Four  Hundred 
pounds  of  lawful  English  money  conditioned  for  his  submission 
to  the  Orders  of  the  said  school,  and  for  his  quiet  departure  from 
and  leaving  the  possession  of  the  said  school  within  the  space  of 
three  months  next  after  such  time  as  the  said  Sir  George 
Warburton,  Mr.  Domvile,  and  their  several  and  respective 
Heirs,  and  the  greater  number  of  the  said  Feoffees  for  the  time 
being,  shall  require  the  same. 

2nd.  It  is  ordained,  that  no  person  shall  be  admitted  Usher, 
or  Under-master  of  the  said  school,  save  only  such  as  is  well 
qualified  in  School-learning,  so  that  he  may  be  able  to  instruct 
the  scholars  in  case  of  the  Head-master's  absence,  the  trial 
thereof  to  be  by  the  persons  above  nominated  for  the  trial  of  the 
said  Head-master. 

3rd.  It  is  ordained,  that  if  any  person  or  persons  so  elected  as 
aforesaid,  shall  afterwards  be  found  insufficient,  remiss  or  ne- 
gligent, or  upon  just  occasion  detected  of  notorious  evil  prac- 
tices or  misdemeanours,  such  as  drunkenness,  swearing,  cursing, 
or  common  haunting  of  taverns  or  alehouses,  or  shall  take  upon 
him  or  them  any  other  charge  or  employment  to  hinder  his  or 
their  performance  of  their  duty,  that  then  the  said  Sir  Georob 
Warburton  and  Mr.  Domvile,  or  their  several  and  respective 
Heirs,  and  the  greater  number  of  the  S£ud  Feofiees  for  the  time 
being,  upon  full  and  plain  evidence  thereof,  shall  him  or  them, 
found  so  obnoxious  and  adverse  to  good  rule  and  government, 
Remove  upon  three  months  notice  firom  officiating  in  the  school 
aforesaid,  and  elect  others  in  their  stead,  qualified  as  is  before 
herein  in  that  behalf  ordained. 

4th.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  said  Master  and  Usher,  so  elected 
asaforesmd,  shall  be  constantly  resident  and  attendant  upon  their 
trust.  But  if  they  be  often  absent  at  the  times  hereinafter  in  that 
behalf  mentioned  for  their  attendance,  and  do  neglect  his  or 
their  due  performance  of  instructing  his  or  their  scholars,  so  that 
upon  complaint,  examination,  and  inquiry,  it  be  found  true  by 
the  said  Sir  George  Warburton  and  Mr.  Domvile,  or  their 
several  and  respective  Heirs,  and  the  greater  number  of  the  said 
Feoffees  for  the  time  being ;  then  the  said  Sir  Geoboe  War- 
burton, Mr.  Domvile,  or  their  respective  Heirs^  and  the  greater 
number  of  the  said  Feoffees  for  the  time  being,  shall  upon  three 
VOL.  I.  I 
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tnonths  notioe  remove  the  said  Maater  or  Usher  5  and  if  the  said 
Master  or  Usher,  at  any  time  desire  to  depart  from  ihe  trust 
•aforesaid :  that  they  shall  give  three  months  notice  thereof  to 
the  greater  nmnber  of  the  said  Feoffees  for  the  time  beings  upon 
pain  of  twenty  pounds  of  lawful  money  of  England,  to  be  de- 
ducted out  of  Uieir  respective  wages  for  the  only  use  of  dieir 
respective  successor. 

5th.  It  is  ordained,  that  no  Master  of  the  said  school  shall 
keep  any  alehouse  or  tavern,  or  house  of  gaming,  or  of  other 
imthriftiness,  or  evil  rule  or  government. 

6th.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher  shall  not 
both  of  them  be  absent  from  the  said  school  at  the  same  tim^e, 
during  any  part  of  the  time  herein  after  limited  for  officiating 
therein. 

7th.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  Schoolmaster  shall  have  two  third 
parts  of  the  Stipend,  Salary,  or  wages  arising  from  the  lands 
with  which  the  said  school  is  endowed,  and  that  the  Usher  shall 
have  the  remaining  third  part. 

8th.  It  is  ordained,  that  this  school  being  a  Grammar  School, 
free  to  the  children  of  all  householders  inhabiting  as  well  within 
the  two  manor  houses  of  the  said  Sir  George  Warburton, 
called  Arley  Hall,  in  Aston  juxto  Budworth,  and  the  Park  Hall, 
in  Warburton,  as  also  within  the  parish  of  Lymm  ^  the  Master 
and  Usher  shall  be  obliged  to  teadi  the  aforesaid  children  readr- 
ing  only,  free  of  expense.  That  the  Maater,  or  Usher,  shall  not 
be  obliged  to  teach  any  scholars,  unless  they  can  spell  monosyl- 
lables. That  for  any  further  instruction  the  aforesaid  children 
shall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  more  than  such  sum  per  quarter  as 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  said  Sir  George  Warburton,  Mr.  Dom- 
VILE,  or  their  respective  HeuB,  and  the  greater  number  of  the 
said  Feoffees  for  the  time  being,  from  time  to  time  at  their  an- 
nual meeting.  That  for  instruction  in  reading,  writing,  or  ac- 
counts, to  children  of  persons  not  inhabiting  as  aforesaid,  the 
Master  may  demand  whatever  sum  per  quarter  he  pleases ',  and 
that  the  sum  arising  from  the  instruction  of  children  both  of 
persons  inhabiting  as  aforesaid,  and  not  inhabiting  as  aforesaid, 
be  divided  equally  every  year  on  the  second  day  of  February 
between  the  Master  and  Usher. 

9tii.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  Usher  shall  teach  the  Lower 
classes  5  that  at  whatever  time  in  a  quarter  diildren  may  enter, 
they  shall  pay  their  prc^xMrtion  of  the  pay  for  that  quarter — that 
the  Master  may  refiise  instruction  in  writing  and  accounts,  to 
those  children  who  are  in  arrears  for  more  than  one  quarter,  or 
who  have  not  paid  at  the  usual  time  the  accustomed  sum  of  one 
shilling  per  an$uim,  for  fire  money. 

10th.  It  is  ordsdned,  that  the  afternoon  of  every  Thursday, 
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and  Satoide^,  sball  be  oBowed  to  Ihe  flchokn  for  recreation  j 
and  that  the  Master  and  Usher  shall  spend  a  reasonable  time 
eveiy  Saturday  in  eatechising. 

1 1th.  It  is  ordainedj  that  if  the  Master  or  Usher  be  visited  ivith 
any  loathsome  or  contagious  disease^  then  he  ^«J1  be  removed 
•with  some  oharitable  f&e£  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  Feoffees^ 
and  another  person  chosen  in  the  stead  of  him  that  shall  be  re- 
laoved:  tiie  reEef  to  be  deducted  outt>f  the  salary  of  the  Mas- 
ter lappointed  in  his  place. 

12th.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  Master  or  Usher  ai  the  first 
meetii^of  thesaid>sch0Ol  every  morning,  shall  causeasctenn 
prayer  for  God*s  blessing  to  be  read  by  any  one  of  the  scholars, 
and  «lso  before  their  departure  every  n^ht^tmd  the  Master  shall 
take  special  care  ttet  these  religious  duties  be  duly,  reverently, 
and  constantly  pevformed  as  aforesaid. 

13th.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  Master  and  Usher  shall  take 
eare  that  their  scholars  go  to  Church  every  Lord's  day,  and  every 
other  day  that  is  set  apart  for  God's  worship,  and  they  are  to 
take  care  that  they  behave  themselves  dviUy  and  reverently 
there  all  the  time  of  Divine  service. 

14th.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  school  shall  break  up  on  the 
second  Tuesday  in  June,  and  the  second  Tuesday  in  December, 
and  that  at  each  time  the  vacation  shall  continue  twenty-eight 
days. 

15th.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  hours  of  school  shall  be  in  the 
forenoon  from  eight  *till  twelve,  and  in  the  afternoon  from  one 
'tiU^e,  or  from  one  as  long  as  the  day  light  will  serve,  not  ex- 
cee<ting^t7e  o'clock. 

16th.  It  is  ordained,  that  no  scholar  who  hath  any  noisome  or 
infectious  disease,  shall  come  to  school  during  the  same,  nor  'till 
perfectly  cured. 

17th.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  Master  and  Usher  shall  have  a 
care  of  the  good  behaviour  of  the  scholars  towards  all  persons, 
and  shall  severely  punish  the  sins  of  drunkenness,  swearing, 
cursing,  filthy  and  obscene  talk,  and  gaming  for  any  thing  of 
value. 

18th.  It  is  ordained,  that  all  the  scholars  shall  submit  to  the 
correction  of  the  Master  or  Usher,  and  that  all  those  that  resist 
due  correction  from  the  Master  or  Usher  shall  be  expelled  the 
said  school,  and  those  parents  that  molest  the  said  Master  or 
Usher  for  correcting  their  children  shall  lose  all  benefits  of  the 
said  school,  except  they  can  prove  the  correction  unreasonable 
to  the  said  Sir  G.  Wabburton  and  Mr.  Domvile,  or  their  seve* 
ral  and  respective  Heirs,  and  the  greater  number  of  the  said 
Feoffees  for  the  time  being. 

19th.  It  is  ordained,  tlwt  no  scholar  shaU  be  absent  from  the 
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school  above  six  days  on  pain  of  being  expelkd,  except  upon 
some  extraordinary  occasion  to  be  allowed  of  by  the  Master. 

20th.  It  is  ordained,  that  all  the  scholars  are  to  be  placed  ac- 
cording as  they  profit  in  learning,  without  any  partiality  or 
respect  of  persons. 

21st.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  Master  take  care  that  no  scholv 
abuse  the  school,  and  severely  punish  sudi  offenders. 

22nd.  It  is  ordained,  that  these  Statutes  be  set  up  in  the  said 
school,-  that  they  may  be  read  to  all  persons,  that  offer  thdr 
children  to  be  admitted. 

2dd.  It  is  ordained,  that  the  said  Feoffees  riiaU  meet  every 
year,  and  either  add  hereto  or  alter  what  they  think  convenient. 
N.  B. — The  sums  nqw  fixed  by  the  greater  number  of  the 
Feoffees  for  the  time  being,  in  pursuance  of  the  power  given 
them  by  the  eighth  statute,  are  four  shillings  per  quarter  for 
writing,  and  six  shillings  per  quarter  for  writing  and  accounts.

MACCLESFIELD. 


Sir  John  Percytale,  Enight,  some  time  Lord  Mayor  of 
London,  and  who  was  bc^n  ^^  fast  by  the  Town  of  Max- 
iield/'  founded  a  Free  School  here,  that  <<  gendl  mens  son- 
nes  and  other  good  mennes  diildren  in  Maafieldj  amd  the 
Caunire  thereabouts^  might  be  taught  Grammar^^  and  to 
^^  pray  for  his  soule,  &c.'^  And,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  the 
25th  of  Jany.,  1502,  he  directed,  that  Lands  of  the  yearly  va- 
lue  of  Ten  Pounds  should  be  purchased  for  it's  endowment. 
.  The  Foundation  of  this  School  has^  however,  generally 
been  attributed  to  King  EnwAnn  the  Skth,  who,  by  hb 
liCtters  Patent  bearing  date  the  25th  of  April,  1552,  ^<  upon  ' 
the  Petition,  as  well  of  the  Inhalntants  of  Macclesfield,  as 
of  many  other  of  his  Subjects  of  the  whole  ndghbouring 
Country,^  ordained,  *'  that  thenceforth  there  should. be 
one  Graomiar  School  in  Macclesfield  aforesaid,  which  should 
be  called  The  Fkeb  Grammar  School  of  King  Edward 
the  Sixth,^  for  the  Education,  Institution,  and  InstrucUon 
of  Children  and  Youth  in  the  Grammar,^' — and  <^  to  be 
continued  for  ever  under  one  Master  or  Tutor,  and  one  Sub- 
Tutor  or  Usher." 
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And  that  his  intention  might  take  the  better  effect,  and 
that  the  Lands  and  Revenues  to  be  granted  for  the  main^ 
tenanoe  of  the  School,  might  be  the  better  governed,  His 
Majesty  directed,  "  that  thenceforth  there  should  be,  within 
the  Via  of  Macclesfield  and  Parish  of  Prestbury  aforesaid. 
Fourteen  of  the  more  discreet  and  honest  Inhabitants  of 
the  same  Vill  and  Parish,  which  should  be  for  the  time  be- 
ing,  and  should  be  called  Govbrnobs  of  the  Possesions, 
Revenues,  and  Goods,  of  the  said  Schod,  called  and  tobecalled 
^^The  Free  GRAifMAaScHooLof  EingEnwARD  the  Sixth  in 
Macclesfield;^  constitutingthemaBody  Corporate,  by  the 
name  of  "  The  Governors  of  the  Possessions,  Revenues, 
and  Goods,  of  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  King  Ed- 
WARD  the  Sixth  in  Macclesfield,"  with  perpetual  Succes- 
sion ;  and  endowing  the  same  with  Sixteen  acres  of  land 
near  Chester,  and  several  Crofts,  Closes,  Meadows,  and 
Houses,  in  and  near  that  City,  being  parcel  of  the  posses- 
sions of  The  College  of  Saint  John  the  Baptist,  called 
<<  The  Prebends  Lcmis  i  together  with  all  the  lands  and 
Houses  which  had  belonged  to  the  Chantry,  called  <^  Tht 
PeUie  Canon^  then  or  late  in  the  occupation  of  Richard 
Brerbion,  Esq.,  with  other  Messuages  and  Lands;  and 
also  *<  His  said  Majesty^s  one  tenement,  called  '^  The  School 
Hcuee^*  with  all  their  appurtenances  situate,  lying,  and  be- 
ing in  Macclesfield,  Broken  Cross,  Mottram,  and  Prestbury, 
or  elsewhere,  within  the  said  County  of  Chester,  which  were 
ihtnUffbre  given,  granted,  asagned,  or  appointed,  for  the 
maintenance  of  The  Grammar  School  in  Macclesfield  afiire* 
said  ;^  to  be  holden  of  His  Majesty  and  his  successors^  as  of 
his  Manor  of  East  Greenwich,  rendering  to  His  Majesty, 
his  heirs  and  successors,  Twenty-^ve  Shillings  at  his  Court 
of  AugmentatioQ  of  the  Revenues  of  his  Crown,  at  the  Feast 
day  of  St  Michael  the  Archangel,  every  year,  to  be  paid  itst 
all  rmts,  services,  and  demands  whatsoever: — ^That  the 
Governors  might  from  thenceforth  have  a  Common  Seal, 
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mi^t  8Ue  and  be  sued,  and  should  have  full  power  and  au~ 
thbrity  to  nominate  and  appoint  a  Master  and  Usher  of  the 
School,  as  often  as  the  same  should  be  void  :— That,  with 
the  advice  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  for  the  time  being, 
they  might  make  fit  and  whdesome  Statutes  and  Ordinances, 
in  writing,  concerning  the  ordering  smd  directing  of  the 
Master  and  Usher,  and  Scholars,  and  the  preservation  and 
disposition  of  the  Rents  and  Revenues,  and  sustaining  of  the 
School ;  which  Statutes  so  to  be  made,  his  Majesty  comman- 
ded inviolably  to  be  observed  from  time  to  time : — That  the 
Governors  might  further  receive   of  any  person  lands  or 
other  hereditaments  not  exceeding  the  dear  yearly  value  of 
JS20.,  above  and  berides  the  former  grant,  the  Statute  of 
Mortmain  or  any  other  Statute  to  tiie  contrary  notwith- 
standing : — And,  **  that  all  the  issues,  rents,  and  revenues 
of  the  aforesaid  lands,  tenements,  and  possesaons,  by  the 
said  Letters  Patent  granted,  and  thenafter  to  be  ^ven  and 
assigned  to  the  sustentation  of  the  aforesaid  School,  from 
time  to  time,  should  be  converted  to  the  sustaining  the  Mas- 
ter  and  Usher  of  the  said  School  for  the  time  being,  and  not 
otherwise,  or  to  any  other  uses  or  intentions.^ 

In  the  year  1750,  the  Governors  sold  the  andent  School- 
house  and  some  lands;  purchased  a  capital  messuage  for  the 
School,  which  was  repaired  and  altered  for  that  purpose ; 
and  made  some  other  purchases,  and  exchanges. 

As  a  sanction  to  these  proceedings,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  procuring  further  powers,  wliich  the  expected  increase  of 
the  Revenues  rendered  desdrable,  it  was  deemed  re(}uisite  to 
apply  for  an  Act  of  Parliament,  which  was  obtained  in  the 
14*  Geo.  III.,  1774. 

This  Act,  besides  confirming  the  above  purchases  and 
exchanges,  and  a  Renlteharge  on  the  Chester  Canal,  which 
had  been  given  in  lieu  of  some  land  taken  by  the  Proprietors, 
empowered  The  Governors  to  sell  certain  houses,  and  to  lay 
out  the  money  aridng  finom  the  sale,  in  lands ;    to  grant

btulding  or  repairing  leases ;  **  to  appoint  such  or  ao  man j 
person  or  persons  as  shall  be  proper  and  necessary  to  be 
Master  or  Mastors,  with  suitable  Salaries,  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  Revenues  of  the  said  School^  to  teach  and  instruct  the 
Children  and  Youdi  educated  at  the  said  School,  not  only 
in  Grammar  and  Classical  Learning,  but  also  in  writing, 
arithmetick,  geography,  navigation,  mathematicks,  the  mo- 
dem languages,  and  other  branches  of  Literature  and  Edu* 
cation,'*  as  shall  from  time  to  time,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Governors,  be  proper  and  necessary,  *^  to  render  the  said 
Foundationofthemost  general  use  and  benefit,  and  as  the  state 
of  the  Revenues  of  the  said  School  will  admit  ;^'  there  being 
always  a  Head  Master,  whose  Salary  must  not  be  less  than 
JCIOO. ;  and  an  Usher,  whose  salary  must  not  be  less  than 
JS40. ;  the  salaries  to  be  increased  at  discretion ;  to  dismiss 
Masters  for  Immorality,  Incapacity,  wilful  n^lect  of  their 
Duty,  or  any  other  just  and  reasonable  cause,  with  the  ap^ 
probation  of  the  Bishop ;  and<.  in  case  of  IncsfMuaty,  by  the 
Visitation  of  God,  in  the  Head  Master,  to  allow  l^n  a 
Pension. 

At  the  time  of  passing  this  Act,  the  Revenues  of  the 
School,  which  were  then  £  170*  per  aimttm,  were  expected, 
on  the  expiration  of  certain  Leases,  to  be  raised  to  £600. 
per  annum,  and  upwards.  They  now  amount  to  upwards 
of  £800.  a  year;  and,  in  a  few  years,  on  the  droppbg  in 
of  old  leases,  may  amount  to  nearly  £  1000.  per  annum. 

The  School  is  open  to  Boys  of  the  Parish  of  Prestbury 
indefinitely,  free  of  expense,  except  as  to  French,  and  wri* 
ting  and  acoompts.  Th^  are  admitted  as  soon  a&  they  can 
read  English  correctly,  and  may  remain  as  long  as  their  Pa« 
rents  jdease.  There  is  no  particular  form  of  admisaon ; 
application  to  the  Head  Master  being  the  usual  mode,  which 
is  always  successful.  The  Children  of  indigent  persons  are 
not  txdudedj  as  has  been  supposed ;  but,  from  the  expense 
of  books  and  the  little  attention  paid  to  the  minor  branches 
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of  Leaining  in  oompaiiflOQ  ivith  the  Chmcs,  guch  Chjldren 
aie  sddom  sent  to  the  Gnunmar  School. 

The  Master  is  empowered  to  take  after  the  rate  of  lOs..Cd 
per  Quarter  fiom  Day-acholars  for  leamiog  French^  and  the 
hke  sum  for  learning  writing  and  accompts. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  were  used  for 
many  years,  but  those  of  Dr.  Valpt  have  lately  been  sub- 
stituted. 

The  first  object  of  Macclesfield  School  is  Classical  litera. 
ture,  which  comprehends  the  English,  Latin,  and  Greek 
languages.  The  Higher  Forms  are  likewise  instructed  in 
the  Elements  of  Algebra,  and  Euclid; — The  Lower  and 
Middle  Classes,  in  Writing,  Arithmetic,  and  the  use  of  the 
Globes,  modem  and  ancient  Greognqphy,  &c.  The  French 
language  b  introduced  to  a  certain  extent,  in  every  depart- 
ment of  the  School,  and  is  further  substituted  in  the  place 
of  Greek,  for  the  benefit  of  those  Pupils  who  are  not  inten- 
ded for  College  or  Professions.  A  suitable  collection  of  En- 
glish Authors  is  appropriated  to  each  Class,  and  the  greatest 
attention  is  paid  to  correct  Elocution  and  Classical  Compo- 
sition. 

There  are  no  Exhilntions  belonging  to  this  School ;  but 
the  Head  Master  has  recommended  to  the  Governors  to 
found  Exhibitions,  whenever  the  Revenues  of  the  Institution 
wUl  allow. 

Boys  from  this  School  are  usually  sent  to  Brasen-Nose 
Coll^  Oxford,  where  a  preference  is  given  to  them ;  Sir 
RiCHARn  Sutton,  one  of  the  Founders  of  that  College, 
having  been  bom  in  the  Parish  of  Prestbury. 

The  School  at  j^esent  consists  of  TT^irfy  Boarders,  and 
NmgUm  Day-Scholars. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  David  Davibs,  D.  D., 
whose  Salary  is  £200.  per  annunif  and  a  spacious  House, 
dear  of  taxes.

The  Gkamhae  School  at  Malpas  was  founded  by  Sub- 
scription, about  the  latter  end  of  the  Seventeenth  Centuiy. 

Hugh,  the  first  Lord  Cholmondeley,  who  had  given 
the  sum  of  £200.,  upon  the  condition  that  His  Lordship 
and  his  Heirs  should  nominate  the  Master,  in  lieu  of  the 
money  then  raised,  charged  an  estate  in  Malpaa,  called 
«*  The  Old  HaUy^  with  the  yearly  payment  of  £25.,  as  a 
Salary  to  the  Master, — ^for  whose  use  he  also  gave  a  House 
and  School-room. 

This  School  is^r^^  only  to  children  of  the  Representatives 
of  the  original  Subscribers. 

The  Revd.  Ralph  Chueton,  M.  A.,  the  present  worthy 
Archdeacon  of  St  David's  and  Rector  of  Middleton  Cheney, 
was  educated  here. 
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MIDDLEWICH. 

The  Gbammar  School  at  Mibolbwich  was  founded  about 
the  latter  end  of  the  Seventeenth  Century.  It  has  ouly  an 
Endowment  of  £  1 1..10..0.  per  anmm  for  the  Mast^,  who 
is  nominated  by  Sir  I.  F.  Leycsstee,  Bart 

Mr.  Ralph  Lowkdss  gave  the  School-house. 

It  \Ajree  for  Elevxh  boys  of  the  Parish  of  Middlewich.

STOCKPORT. 

The  Geamhak  School  at  Stocxpoet  was  founded  by  Sir 
Edmund  Shaa,  or  Shaw,  Goldsmith  and  Alderman  of 
London,  in  the  year  1487)  and  endowed  with  £\0.per  an^ 
num*  Dr.  Shaa,  who  preached  the  celebrated  Sermon  at 
PauTs  Crass  in  favour  of  the  claims  of  Richard,  Duke  of 
Gloucestse,  was  his  brother. 

By  the  dause  in  Sir  Edmitkd's  Will  rdating  to  this 
School,  he  directs : — 

'*  And  I  woIl>  that  the  other  honest  Freest  (the  first  being 
appointed  to  preach  at  fVoodhead  Chapel)  be  a  discrete  man, 
and  oonning  in  Gramer,  and  be  able  of  connyng  to  teche  Gra- 
mer.  And  I  well,  that  he  sing  his  Masse,  and  say  his  other 
Divyne  Service  in  the  Parishe  of  Stopforde,  in  the  saide  Countye 
of  Chester,  at  souch  an  aulter  there,  as  can  be  thought  conve- 
nient for  hym,  and  to  pray  specially  for  my  Soule,  and  the 
Souls,  &c. : — 

''  And  I  woll,  that  the  same  connyng  Freest  keep  a  Gramer 
School  contynually  in  the  said  Town  of  Stopforde,  as  long  as 
he  shall  contynewe  there  in  the  said  service.  And  that  he  freUf, 
without  any  wages  or  salarye,  asking  or  taking  of  any  parson, 
txcept  only  my  salarye  hereunder  specified,  shali  teche  al  maner 
person* s  children,  and  other  that  woll  come  to  him  to  leme,  as  well  of 
the  sadd  towne  of  Stopforde,  as  of  other  townes  thereabout,  the 
science  of  Gramer  as  ferre  as  lie^  in  him  for  to  do,  unto  the 
time  that  they  be  convenably  instrut  in  Gramer  by  him,  after 
their  capaciteys  that  God  woU  geve  them : — 

"  And  I  woll,  that  the  same  connyng  Freest,  with  all  his 
Scholars  with  hym  that  he  shall  have  for  the  time,  shall,  two 
dayes  in  every  weke,  as  long  as  he  shall  abyde  in  that  service 
ther,  that  is  to  wite,  Wedynysday  and  Fryday,  come  into  the 
said  Church  of  Stopforde,  unto  the  grave  ther,  where  the  bodies 
of  my  Fader,  and  my  Mother  lyen  buryed,  and  ther  say  togiders 
the  Fsahn  of  De  Projundis,  with  the  versicles  and  colletts  thereto 
accustomyd,  after  Salisbury  use  ;  and  pray  specially  for  mv 
soule,  and  the  souks  of  my  Fader,  and  my  Moder,  and  for  aU 
Christen  soules  :— 
"  And  I  woll,  that  the  same  Freest  teachinge  Grammer  ther. 
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shall  have  for  his  salaiye  yerely^  as  long  as  he  abide  in  that  ser- 
vice ther>  JCIO.  of  the  said  £l4.,6..8.  :  residue  of  the  said  an- 
nuell  and  quyterent  of  £'17 : — 

''  And  for  to  oorage  ny  Baid  Felitihi{r  of  the  said  craft  of  Grold- 
smythes,  or  else  that  other  Feliship,  the  which  woll  agree  to  ber 
the  charge  of  the  said  annuell  and  quiterent  of  £'17.,  to  be  the 
better  ivillen  to  the  supportackm  of  the  same  chaige  for  ever- 
more :  I  woYL,  that  the  same  Feliship  shall  have  for  eveniiore« 
the  presentement,  nominacion^  and  admyssion  of  the  said  two 
Preestes  of  the  said  two  services,  and  the  removing  and  putt3nig 
OfBt  of  them,  and  admyttyng  of  other  into  the  same  services,  for 
causes  resonable,  as  often  as  the  case  so  shall  >eqidre.*' 

The  School  is  further  endowed  with  £I0.  per  emnuniy 
payable  out  of  the  inclosed  Town-lands,  and  the  interest  of 
Benefactions,  making  altogether  about  £46.  per  anmum. 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author's  Letter. 
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TARVIN,  near  Chester. 

The  Free  Geammae  School  at  Taevin  was  founded 
at  a  veiy  earlj  period  by  a  Mr.  Pickeeing,  who  ^ves  as  his 
reason  for  this  benevolent  bequest,  ^^  that  his  Father  was 
bom  here.*^  He  left  £G0.  to  build  a  residence  for  the  Mas- 
ter and  a  School-house ;  and  £200.  more  in  trust,  for  the 
purchase  of  land,  to  educate  Twenty  poor  Children,  free 
of  expense.  The  Estate  which  was  purchased,  is  situate  at 
Tattenhall,  and  now  yields  £  1 2.  per  annum  ;  the  present 
annual  Rent  of  the  whole  being  £  18.,  exclusive  of  the  House. 

Beades  this  Endowment  there  are  two  other  small  sums, 
which  have  since  been  bequeathed ;  viz.y  £2.  which  is  the 
Interest  of  £40.  secured  upon  a  ndghbouring  Turnpike 
road ;  and  a  Rent-charge  of  £l.,  payable  out  of  an  estate 
belonging  to  Mr.  Wilbeaham,  at  Oscrqft. 

Ten  Feoffees  were  originally  elected  by  the  Executors 
from  this  Parish  ;  three  of  them  specially  from  the  Town- 
ship of  Tarvin.  This  number  was  afterwards  chosen  by  the 
principal  inhabitants  of  the  Parish.  The  annual  Revenue 
is  received  and  paid  by  the  Churchwardens  to  the  Master. 
Each  Trustee  has  power  to  send  any  Two  boys  whom  he 
pleases  to  the  School,  if  they  reside  within  the  Parish.  There 
is  no  limitation  as  to  other  boys. 

The  Grammars  used  are  those  of  Valfx-. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  University  advanta- 
ges, belon^ng  to  this  School. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  William  Hob* 
soK,  who  is  also  Curate  of  Tarvin.  This  Grentleman  takes 
Pupils,  his  Terms  for  board  and  education,  being  Thirty 
guineas  per  annum  each. 

Mr.  John  Thomas kn,  a  celebrated  Penman,  was  Thirty- 
ax  years  Master  of  this  School ;  on  the  outside  of  the 
Church  is  an  Eptaph  recording  his  merits  ;  he  died  on  the 
25th.  of  January,  1740,  at  the  age  of  Fifty-four. 
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WALLAZEY,  near  Great  Neston. 

The  Geamhab  School  at  Wallazey  was  founded  in  the 
year  1656-7>  by  Major  Henby  Msolse,  a  Grentleman  wh» 
came  from  Shya  in  Dutch  Brabant,  and  who  gave  £100. 
towards  the  building  and  founding  of  the  same. 

To  this  Sum,  Captain  William  Meolse,  his  elder  bro- 
ther, added  £l!25. ;  which,  with  some  other  money,  were 
laid  out  in  a  house  and  lands,  viz.;  Hou^Ka  Banty  and  a 
yard,  the  Randacoff  Hey,  the  Gorat  Hey,  and  the  Old 
FiMay  towards  it^s  endowment 

Hekby  Yotog  gave  a  field,  called  "  The  Winter  Het/y'" 
FoolUm  cum  Seaoombe,  to  the  School. 

The  present  endowment  consists  of  a  house  and  garden 
in  Foolton,  together  with  the  above  mentioned  Fields, 
amounting  to  about  22  Statute  acres,  now  let  for  £35.  per 
annuniy — And  the  Interest  of  £100.,  left  by  The  Hevd. 
Geobgb  Bbiggs,  late  Rector  of  this  Parish,  in  1814. 

The  nomination  of  the  Master  b  vested  in  The  Rector 
and  the  Church-wardens,  for  the  time  being. 

The  School  is  free  to  all  the  boys  of  the  Parish,  who  are 
now  taught  English,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  and  the  useful 
branches  of  the  mathematics. 

In  179^9  the  old  School  was  pulled  down,  and  another 
erected  by  Subscription. 

Mr.  Edwabd  Nbwton  is  the  present  Master. 
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WITTON,  Dear  Northwich. 

The  Free  Gbammar  School  at  Witton  was  founded 
by  Sir  John  Deane,  (one  of  tlie  sons  of  Lawrence 
Dbanb,  late  of  Shwrhcky  in  the  Parish  of  Davenham,  in 
tWft  eottaty  Pklatine  of  Chester),  Prebendary  of  Lincohi, 
and  Rector  of  St^  Bartholomew  the  Great  near  Smithfield, 
HI  I^ondon^  and  erected  in  the  name  of  Jbsu^  at  the  Feast 
rf  6ft.  Michael  the  Archangel,  in  1558.  It  was  endowed  by 
Sir  John  with  W)me  lands  in  the  Hundred  of  Wirral^  and 
Houses  in  Chester,  holden  fay  an  old  Lease,  and  described 
as  late  paroel  ct  the  possesskms  of  The  Monafltery  of  St. 
AirKE  in  that  City,  then  of  smalt  value,  but  now  amounting 
to  about  £\QO,per  cnmum. 

Tbm  ShrATUTEt  of  the  School  which  are  particularly 
curious,  vere  drawn  up  by  the  benevolent  Founder  himself, 
and  are  as  follow :

as  well  instruct  them  to  Uve  well  as  their  doctrine  and  Ipaniing 
may  finnyah  their  minds  with  knowledge  and  cunaiag,  have 
thoQ^ht  it  good,  not  only  to  erect  the  said  Faiu9.  .Grammar 
ScHOOi*^  and  to  provide  a  reasonable  and  oompptent  .Stypend

seal  that  I  have  to  God's  glory,  and  for  the  love  thitit  \  bear  to 
my  native  country  f — -Bat  also,  that  nothing  can  endure  and  eon-

aegligenoe  would  no^  observe  such  good  Custfuna,  Ordera,  Sta."

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ImprimiSy  I  do  ordain  and  will,  that  the  Schoolmaster  to  be 
learned,  sober,  discreet  and  unmarried;  such  a  one  as  hath  taken 
a  Degree  or  Degrees  in  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cam- 
bridge 3  undefomed,  and  of  the  age  of  Thirty  years  at  the  least, 
to  the  end  that  experience  may  appear  in  his  conversation  and 
life,  and  that  more  obedience  may  be  used  towards  him  for  the 
same:— 

Jho,  because  friendship  and  ignorance  might  be  an  occasion 
that  oftentimes  the  SchoUars  be  frustrate  of  a  Master  as  afore* 
said,  I  will  that  those  Feoffees  and  certain  honest  men  of  the 
Parish  of  Witton  aforesaid,  shall  present,  such  a  one  as  they 
procure  and  elect,  before  his  admission  into<he  School,  to  the 
Bishop  of  Chester,  and  to  the  Schoolmaster  thereof  (TAe 
King's  School)  for  the  time  being,  to  be  examined  of  them  and 
to  be  found  and  thought  meet  for  that  vocation  5  as  well  for  dis- 
cretion as  for  learning,  and  so  bdng  by  them  found,  then  to  be 
admitted  and  placed  in  the  school : — 

Also,  I  will  that  the  Schoolmaster  of  Chester,  with  the  Feof- 
fees and  other  honest  men  of  the  Parish  of  Witton  as  aforesaid, 
shall  admit,  shall  bring  him  to  the  School  and  then  and  there 
shall  read  those  Orders,  Rules,  Laws,  and  Statutes  to  him,  let- 
ting him  understand  his  charge,  and  what  is  required  at  his 
hands,«-*and  shall  shew  him  the  condition  of  the  School  and  his 
Lodgings  there,  and  the  lands  and  houses  i^pertaining  to  the 
School,  where  they  lie  and  in  whose  hands  and  occupation  they 
are,  and  what  interest  and  years  the  Tenants  and  Occupiers  have 
in  Uiem,— «nd  for  their  pains  in  thus  doing,  they  shall  receive 
409.  amongst  them,  at  the  placing  of  every  Schoolmaster  in  such 
lawful  sort  as  aforesaid,  at  the  hands  of  the  Church-wardens  :— 

Also,  eveia  as  the  continuance  of  a  Sdioolmaster  that  doth  his 
duty,  tendeth  to  the  profit  of  the  SchoUars  and  maketh  them 
prosper  as  well  in  manners  as  in  learning,  is  profitable  and  com- 
m^idable  as  nothing  more,  so  likewise  it  is  the  greatest  hinder- 

ance  and -  to  the  Scholars  to  have  a  Schoolmaster  that  is 

negligent  in  his  office,  or  doth  not  profit  his  SdioUars,  dissolute 
in  manners,  a  drunkard,  a  whoremonger,  or  intangled  with 
other  occupations  repugnant  to  his  vocation,  a  dicer,  or  a  com- 
mon gamester,  I  will  therefore,  if  any  such  chances  to  be 
placed,  that  those  which  have  or  shall  Imve  authority  to  place 
or  admit  him,  shall  likewise  after  examination  and  due  proof 
thereof  made,  have  authority  to  remove  him  :— 

Also,  I  will  that  the  Feoflfees  the  other  as  aforesaid  being 
disposed  to  remove  the  Schoohnatter  upon  just  occasion  asafore^ 
said,  shall  give  to  him  warning  half  a  year  to  provide  himself. 
— and  likewise  if  he  be  dispoMd  to  depart,  shall  give  to  them

openly  in  the  Church,  on  the  Sunday  or  some  FeBtival  day, 
warning  thereof  half  a  year  before  his  departure, — if  a  shorter 
time  will  not  serve  both  the  parties  more  conveniently, — and  if 
he  n^lect  to  give  the  said  warning,  I  will  that  there  shall  be 
staid  in  the  hands  of  the  Feoffees  that  have  at  that  time  the  col- 
lection of  the  Rents,  of  his  wages  40s.  which  I  will  be  given  to 
Forty  poor  people  of  the  Parish  of  Witton  :— 

Also,  because  nothing  that  is  perpetual  is  pleasant,  I  will  that 
the  Schoolmaster  shall  have  liberty  once  in  every  yefur  Thirty 
days  together  to  be  absent,  to  recreate  himself,  requiring  there- 
fore at  the  hands  of  the  Feoffees,  so  it  be  for  reasonable  occa- 
sions and  urgent  I9usine8s,«*he  always  providing  that  his  Schol- 
lars  lose  no  time  in  his  absence,  but  they  be  occupied  and 

exercised  in  their  books  *till  his  return  at  his ,  upon  which 

the  said  Feoffees  shall  grant  him  lieve  as  aforesaid :— - 

As  touching  in  this  School  what  shall  be  taught  of  the  Master 
and  learned  of  the  Schollars,  it  passeth  my  will  to  devise  and 
determine  in  particular, — but  in  general  to  speak  and  say  my  mind, 
I  will  there  were  always  taught  good  Literature  both  Latin  and 
Greek,  and  good  Authors  such  as  have  the  Roman  Eloquence 
joined  with  WiBdom,  especially  Christian  Authors  that  wrote 
their  Wisdom  with  clear  and  chaste  Latin  either  in  Prose  or 
Verse,  for  mine  intent  is  by  founding  this  School  specially  to 
increase  knowledge  and  worshipping  of  God  and  Our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  and  good  Christian  Life  and  Manners  in  the  Chil- 
dren, and  for  that  intent  I  will  that  the  Children  learn  the 
Catechism,  and  then  the  Accidence  and  Grammar  set  out  by 
King  Henrt  the  Eighth,  or  some  other  if  any  can  be  better  to 
the  purpose  to  induce  Children  more  speedily  to  Latin  Speech, 
and  then  Instiiutum  Christiani  Hommis  that  learned  Erasmus 
made,  and  then  Copia  of  the  same  Erasmus,  Colloquium  Eraami, 
Ovidii  Metamorphoses,  Terence,  TuUy,  Horace,  Sahist,  Virgil,  and 
such  othei^  as  shall  be  thought  most  convenient  to  the  purpose 
unto  true  Ladn  Speech, — all  Barbaric,  all  corruption,  and  filthi- 
ness,  and  such  abusion  which  the  blind  world  brought  in,  intirely 
banish  and  exclude  out  of  this  School,  and  charge  the  Master 
that  he  teach  alway  that  is  best,  and  read  to  them  such  Authors 
as  have  with  Wisdom  joined  the  pureEloquence  :— - 

I  also  vrillthat  the  Master  admit  no  Schollars  into  the  School 
under  the  age  of  Six  jean, — and  that  the  Schoolmaster  read  the 
Statutes,  Orders,  Rules,  and  Laws  belonging  to  the  SchoUar  at , 
the  admission  of  every  SchoUar,  vrith  their  Friends  present,  pre- 
senting them  and  hearing,  shall  undertake  and  promise  to  see 
performed  by  the  Children  by  them  presented,  which  done  the 
Schoolmaster  shall  admit  him  and  write  his  name  in  a  Roll  of 
Parchment,  and  for  the  admission  and  entrance  of  every  SchoUar 
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in  the  Roll  to  receive  and  take  4d.  for  ev^iy  of  them^  and  if 
their  Parents  or  Friends  will  not  pay  the  same  willingly,  I  will 
that  then  their  Children  be  refused  and  unreoeived  *till  snch  time 
that  it  be  paid  : — 

Also,  I  will  that  the  Schoolmaater  shall  have  yearly  £l2. 
standing  wages,  besides  his  Veils,  and  that  he  shall  receive  and 
have  it  Quarterly  by  £s.  a,  Quarter  at  the  hands  of  the  Feoiees 
and  Church-wanlens  of  Witton  for  the  time  being,  which  Veils 
is  4d.  only  at  the  admission  of  every  SchoUar,  and  on  the  first 
Thursday  after  the  beginning  of  the  School  after  Christmas  of 
every  Schollar  a  Penny : — 

Also,  I  will  that  all  the  Schollars  of  what  estate,  condition  or 
degree  soever  they  be,  shall  submit  themselves  to  due  oorrectioa 
of  the  Schoolmaster,  which  at  their  entrance  AaSl  be  promised 
as  well  by  their  Friends  as  themselves,— -which  correction  shall 
always  be  referred  to  the  direction  of  the^  Schoolmaster,  and  not 
the  opinion  or  mind  of  the  Schollars,  and  for  <di9obedienoe  and 
resistance  thereof  they  shall  be  expelled  the  Sahool  for  ever, 
unless  their  Friends  by  earnest  Suitors  -to  the  Schoolmaster,  and 
can  prevail  with  him  and  get  in  such  sort  that  their  humble 
obedience  at  their  return,  shall  recompence  their  former  stubbor- 
ness  J — And  also  forseeing  the  great  inconveniency  and  enormity 
that  by  wilful  persons  and  ignorant,  who  had  rather  Children 
through  dissoluteness  and  over  much  liberty  should  comnut 
offences  worthy  of  punishment,  to  their  shame  and  undoing, 
then  to  have  ^em  corrected  by  the  4iscreUon  of  the  Schodl- 
master  according  to  quality,  quantity  and  gravity  of  their 
offences^— and  upon  complaint  of  the  Children,  their  Parents 
oome  to  molest  and  disquiet  the  SchoolmaAter  against  reason  and 
order,  I  will  that  all  such  mentioned  Children^  after  due  proof 
of  such  folly  and  fondness  of  the  Parents  herein,  shall  be  utterly 
.expelled  thk  School  for  ever^  unless  they  shall  be  able  to  prove 
that  the  Correction  done  was  unreasonable,  and  that  to  be  praved 
before  and  to  the  Feoffees  of  the  said  School  and  Overseers  for 
the  time  being : — 

Also,  I  will  that  my  Kinsfolk  wherever  they  dwell,  coming 
to  this  School,  shall  be  freely  taught ; — and  if  there  be  an^  of 
them  able  and  meet  to  teach,  or  comparable  tp  those  which  waaf 
be  gotten,  when  the  place  is  void,  that  they  shall  be  preferred  5-— 
and  for  such  of  them  I  will  that  have  been  bom  in  the  Parish,  or 
brought  up  in  this  Sdiool,  and  after  are  able  and  meet  for  tUs 
Function,  shall  have  the  Preferment  therefore  before  others  i'^ 

Also,  to  the  end  that  the  SchoUars  have  not  any  evil  opinion 
of  the  Schoolmaster,  ner  the  Sdioolmaster  should  not  mistake 
the  Schollars  for  requiring  of  Customs  and  Orders,  I  will  that 
upon  Thursdays  and  Saturdays 'in  the  afternoons^  auad  upon 
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Holy*day»  tfaey  refresh  ttioBselTes^ — and  a  week  before  Christ- 
m»»  and  Easter^  according  to  the  old  Cuttom,  tkey  bar  and  keep 
forth  the  School  the  SehoolmaUer,  in  such  sort  as  other  Schollars  do 
tr»  great  Schools,-^Bxid  tiiat  as  well  in  the  vacations  as  the  days 
aforesiud^  they  vme  their  bows  aad  arrows  only,  and  eschew  all 
bowling,  cardk^y  dieeing;^  cocking,  and  all  other  unlawM 
Giunes,  upon  pain  of  extreme  punishment  to  be  done  by  the 
$ehoolmaker,-^and  tibat  every  SchoUar  have  and  use  in  the 
Church  his  Primer,  wherein  is  contained  the  Seven  Penetential 
Psalms  of  the  Ptasion  and  such  Uke  :— > 

Also,  I  will  that  Uie  SehoUars  come  to  School  by  Seven 
o'clock  in  the  Morning,  and  go  to  (tinner  at  Eleven,  and  after 
dinner  return  at  One  of  the  clock,  and  depart  home  .at  Five  of 
the  clock, — And  tiiat  they  thrice  a  day  serve  God  in  the  School^ 
rendering  him  thanks  for  his  goodness  done  to  them,  craving 
his  especial  grace  that  they  may  profit  in  virtuous  learning  to 
his  honor  and  ghiry,  praying  for  the  Soul  of  their  Founder  by 
name,  and  for  the  Souls  of  his  Father  and  Mother  and  aU 
Christian  Souls,-— and  once  -every  week,  that  is  to  say  on  the 
Friday,  to  say  t^  Seven  Penetential  Ptalms  with  the  Litany  of 
Ptayer  and  Cofleot,  and  every  second  Friday  the  Psalms  of  the 
itesion  with  Ptobyis  c^  Mercy  and  de  Profmdis  with  a  Collect 
at  the  end  thereof,-««aBd  once  a  year,  that  is  to  say  on  Jesus 
DAY  in  the  afternoon,  in  whose  name  tiiis  School  is  erected 
in  the  Parish  Church  aforesaid,  to  say  the  Dirigay  and 
Qnaondasonay  :— 

'  Also,  I  will  that  these  Statutes  be  read  in  the  Church  at  every 
l^aat,  before  tiiebreakiag  up  of  the  School,  to  all  the  Schollars^ 
to  the  intent  the  Schollars  may  the  better  remember  their  duty 
in  the  time  of  their  absence,  and  that  the  Schoolmaster  do  give 
an  exhortation  in  the  School,  before  they  break  up  School,  how 
they  shall  order  themselves  'till  their  return,  at  which  time  I  will 
that  Four  of  the  Trustees  and  Church-wardens  be  present,  to  the 
intent  that  they  may  give  warning  to  such  Schollars  as  they 
shall  see  to  offend  against  the  said  exhortation,  or  against  any  of 
the  said  Statutes ;— ^ 

Also,  because  aU  Men  be  mortal,  and  through  such  of  the 
number  of  Feoffees  being  dead  there  happen  some  disorder,  not 
only  in  the  School  but  also  the  lands  and  tenements  thereunto 
given  by  The  Founder  aforesaid,  might  ftdl  to  ruin  and  decay 
or  the  School-house  want  such  fiimiture  as  appertaineth,  there- 
fore I  will  as  oft  as  Four  of  the  Feoffees  be  dead,  the  rest  of  the 
Feoffees  surviving,  vrithin  one  quarter  of  a  year,  shall  assemble 
themselves  at  the  School-house  aforesaid,  shall  not  only  then 
and  there  elect  and  choose  Four  other  oi  the  Founder's  next 
Kinsfolk  to  be  Feoffees  in  the  stead  and  place  of  the  other  Four 
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Feoffees  before  dead^  if  there  be  then  so  many  of  his  Kinsfolk 
alive^  and  if  not,  then  to  choose  Four  of  the  most  honest,  sage, 
and  discreet  persons,  being  Inhabitants  of  the  Parish  of  Witton 
aforesaid,  and  especially  such  as  will  have  a  vigilant  eye  and 
bear  a  good  zeal  to  the  maintenance  and  continuance  of  this 
Fr£e  School  ; — but  shall  then  and  there  also  enfeoff  the  Four 
by  them  so  chosen,  in  all  the  lands  and  tenements  given  to  the 
School  aforesaid,  to  the  use  limited  by  the  Founder  in  such  sort 
as  they  themselves  be  enfeoffed  by  the  Founder's  enfeo£&nent, 
and  this  order  and  election  to  be  continued  for  ever : — 

Also,  I  will  that  Two  of  the  Feoffees  only  shall  receive  and  pay 
aU  manner  of  rents,  wages,  and  charges  concerning  the  School, 
and  thereof  shall  yield  account  every  year  upon  Jesus  Eve  to 
the  rest  of  the  Feoffees  and  Church- wardens  of  Witton  aforesaid 
for  the  time  being,  and  those  Two  to  receive  and  pay  the  said 
wages  and  charges  for  two  years,  and  then  to  be  removed  from 
the  business  thereof,  and  other  two  of  the  Feoffees  to  be  chosen, 

as  then by  the  Election  and  the  rest  of  the  Feoffees  and  of 

the  said  Church- wardens  for  the  time  being  :— 

And  be  it  remembered  and  known  to  all  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Parish  of  Witton,  That  the  said  Sir  John  Dkane  by  my  kist  Will 
and  Testament  remaining  in  writing,  have  given  to  the  Poor 
Householders  in  the  said  Parish  /he  marks,  to  be  paid  within 
one  Quarter  of  a  year  next  after  my  decease  :-*- 

Also  I  have  given  and  provided  in  my  said  last  Will  thereof 

the  -  -  -  -  and oomoditys  of  my  fVyck-Uouses  in  Northwich, 

and  lands  in  Shurlach  and  Budworth,  there  shall  be  for  ever 
given  and  distributed  and  bestowed  among  the  poor  SchoUarsof 
my  Free  School  and  Parish  of  Witton  lOs,  in  the  Vigil  or  Eve  of 
the  birth  of  Our  Lord  God,  one  half  thereof  amongst  the  said 
poor  Folks, — ^And  thus  I  bid  you  all  Farewdl>  and  desire  you  to 
pray  for  my  Soul." 

The  Will  of  the  Founder  is  hst.  And  his  excellent 
Statdtks,  which  seem  to  have  been  recovered  by  accidentia 
a  mutilated  condition,  were  re-copied  and  handed  down  to 
posterity  by  the  Two  Bailiff  Feoffees  in  1666.  There  is 
likewise  added  to  them,  a  List  of  the  Feofpees  acting  in 
1744,  {Mx>bably  with  intent  to  show  the  numbers  at  that 
period  in  existence^  since  the  Founder's  Statutes  have  left 
that  point  undefined. 

The  number  of  Feoffees  when  complete,  is  Twelve. 
They  are  at  present,—. 
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Sir  JoHK  Fleming  Leycbstbe,  Bart.^  of  TaUey  House. 
JoHK  Mabshall,  Esq.,  of  Hartford,  in  the  Chapelry  of 

Witton. 
Thomas  Mabshali,  Esq.,  of  Hartford. 
Mr.  Joms  Hunt,  of  Hartford, 
lir.  William  Bbadbubk,  of  Hartford. 
Mr.  Thomas  Chantlbb,  of  Hartford. 
Mr.  Thomas  Babxbb,  of  Northwich. 
Mr.  John  Babxxb,  of  Witton. 
Mr.  William  Twbmlow,  of  Witton. 

In  addition  to  the  Statutes  prescribed  by  The  Foundbb, 
the  following  <<  Rtguiaiians  '^  have  been  made  by  The 
Feoffees,  which  are  now  m  force  ;— 

1st.  The  Head  Master  shall  not  accept  of  any  Church  Ptefier- 
ment^  or  other  Situation,  but  devote  himself  wholly  to  the 
business  and  management  of  the  School.  This  is  not  to  prevent 
his  taking  Holy  Orders,  having  Boarders,  or  doing  Sunday  duty. 
:  2d.  Before  appointment  he  shall,  as  other  Masters  have  done, 
give  his  Bond  in  the  smn  of  JC600.  duly  to  perform  the  above 
Regulation,  and  in  every  other  respect  to  perform  his  duty  as 
Head  Master. 

3d.  In  inflicting  personal  chastisement,  he  shall  use  only  th6 
Cane,  except  in  cases  of  gross  misbehaviour,  when  the  Trustees 
must  be  consulted  as  to  any  other  punishment. 

4th.  The  Master  shall  have  the  power  of  Expulsion. 

5th.  The  Eton  Grammars,  and  none  other,  shall  be  taught. 

6th.  The  two  Vacations^  at  Midsummer  and  Christnuu,  shall 
not  exceed  Four  weeks  each,  and  only  three  days  Holiday  at 
Shrovetide,  and  Easter,  shall  be  allowed. 

7th.  Holidays  shall  be  given  on  the  Afternoons  of  Wednesday 
and  Saturday  weekly  ^  but'  no  other  Holidays  shall  be  given^ 
except  at  the  Vacations. 

The  affiurs  of  the  Schoc^  have  of  late  years  undergone 
some  other  changes ;  and  the  Feoffees  have  judged  it  expe- 
dient to  appoint  Two  Masters,  providing  for  each  of  them 
from  if s  Funda^ 

But  all  Innovations  of  the  Statutes,  it  is  said,  are  likely  to 
be  abolishedv 

All  boys  are  admitted,  when  there  are  any  vacancies; 
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preference  being  given  to  persons  resi£ng  within  The 
Chapeby  of  Witton.  CUldren  are  admitted  at  Siw  years 
of  age^  and  maj  remain  until  they  are  Eighteen  without 
superannuation.  There  is  no  paitieular  ioem  of  Adnission ; 
but  it  is  required  that  their  Teseat^  or  some  other  of  their 
Relations  or  Friends,  should  bring  them  to  the  School,  dnd 
promise  the  Master  that  they  wil  always  send  them  <:&of» 
and  neaify  dressed. 

The  present*  number  of  Sohdars  in  TsB  Uppee  ScHOot 
is  T£N ;  and  in  The  Lowbb  Sohool,  TmsTir.  Theee  two 
Schools  are  entirely  distmct  fiom  each  other;  neither  has 
The  Head  Master  any  connection  or  concem  whatever  wkh 
the  other  School;  He  is  expected  lo  tea^  the  Latin  and 
Greek  Languages  onbf. 

The  Latin  and  Greek  Authors  taught,  are  Eutropius, 
Fhsdrus,  Caesar,  Ovid,  Virgil,  SaUust,  Honoe^  Cicero,  and 
Terence,— The  [Greek  Testament,  Xenophon's  CyropiBdia 
and  Memorabilia,  and  Homer^'s  Iliad. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  Univeraty  advantages^ 
belonging  to  this  School ;  neither  is  there  a  Common  Seal. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  William  Whit woeth, 
whose  Salary  is  £80.  per  annum.  This  Gentleman  does  not 
take  Boarders ;  but  he  has  Ten  Day-^nhoiars,  from  each  of 
whom  he  receives  Four  guineas  a  year;  most  of  these  are 
Sons  of  one  or'  other  of  The  Trustees,  There  is  now  no 
DwelUng-house  bel<«ging  to  The  School. 

The  Salaiy  of  the  Second  Master  is  £20.  jper  annum. 
He  takes  pupils,  for  each  of  whom  he  is  allowed  to  charge 
20s*  a  year  for  reading,  and  writing,  and  an  additional  20s. 
a  year  for  cyphermg,  boc^^keepng,  and  mathematics. 

IThis  School,  from  itV  contiguity  to  the  Town  of  Northwich^ 
is  sometimes  erroneously  called  **  Nobthwior  School.* 
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BODMIN. 

Thb  Geamhar  School  at  BoDMiif,  which  is  situate  in  the 
ChuTch-yard,  was  founded  by  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  en- 
dowed witb  £5..S.>B.  per  amnwrny  now  payable  out  of  the 
Land  Rev^enues  of  the  Crown*  To  which  sum  The  Corpo- 
ration make  an  addition  of  £95.  annually  for  the  Master^s 
Salary,  which  is  paid  out  of  the  Revenues  of  the  Borough 
by  tll^  Mayor, 

. .  There  are  vojree  boys.    All  who  are  willing  to  pay  two   i 
gcdaeas  per  aamum  for  instruction  in  the  Classics,  and  which 
the  Master  is  allowed  by  The  CorpcNration  to  charge,  may 
said  their  Children.     There  are  at  present  15  Town  boys  i 
at  the  SdiooL 

The.  Eton  Latin  Grammar,  and  Valpy^s  Greek  Gram- 
mar^ are  used. 

There  are  no  Scholarships,  nor  other  University  advant-  i 
ages,  belonging  to  this  School. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Joseph  Fayber, 
who  was  Second  Senior  Optimfe  at  Clare  Hall,  Cambridgef 
in  1809.  Tins  Gentleman  takes  Pupils,  thor  bills  upon  an 
average  being  dC45.  a  year,  for  board  and  education.  The  i 
Mathematics  are  taught  to  some  extent.  He  has  now  25 
Boarders. 

The  Head  Masters  have  generally  been  appointed  Chap- 
lains to  the  County  Graol,  with  a  Salary  of  £W0.  per  an- 
nvm :  which  office  is  holden  by  the  present  Master. 

Humphrey  Pribeaux,  D.  D.,  D^  of  Norwich,  recrived 
a  part  of  his  elementary  Education  here. 
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ST.  IVES. 

A  Gbammab  School,  for  the  instnicdon  of  youth,  by  « 
Master  and  Usher,  was  founded  in  this  Town  by  a  Chuter 
of  KingCHAUEs  the  First,  in  1639.  The  Biibop  of  Exeter, 
with  the  Mayor  and  Capital  Burgesses  of  St.  lyes,  having 
been  appointed  GoYonors. 
This  School  has  not  been  kept  up,  for  many  years  past 
Jonathan  Toup,  an  eminent  Critic,  was  educated  hm. 
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LAUNCESTON. 

The  Royal  Grammar  School  at  Laukceston  was  found- 
ed by  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  endowed  with  an  annual  sum 
of  £l7-13..3J.y  now  payable  out  of  The  Land  Revenue  of 
the  Crown. 

George  Baron,  Esq.,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  9th  of  Oc- 
tober, 1685,  gave  an  additional  sum  of  £lO.  a  year;  with  a 
power  for  himself  and  his  Successors  to  nominate  Ten  Boys, 
to  be  educated  here  free  of  expense.  This  Donation,  by  his 
Descendant,  Oliv VR  Baron,  Esq.,  has  since  been  made  pay- 
able out  of  the  Manor  of  **  Paris  Garden^  in  the  Parish  of 
Christ  Church,  in  Surrey,  in  lieu  of  lands  charged  there- 
with ;  But  they  now  only  send  Five  boys. 

Indeed  the  School  has  never  exceeded  Twelve  or  Four-  | 
teen  boys  of  late  years. 

There  is  also  an  annual  payment  of  £  15.  by  The  Duke  of 
Northumberland. 

The  Patrons  of  the  School  are  The  Mayor  and  Corpora- 
tion of  the  Borough  of  Launceston. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  in  use :  And 
the  system  of  Education  is  the  same  as  is  pursued  in  the  ^ 
great  Seminaries. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  J.  H.  Hutton, 
who  has  an  excellent  House,  and  de%htfully  atuate ;  but 
it  is  unfortunately  in  a  ndghbourhood  of  no  affluence  to 
furnish  many  Scholars. 
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LISKEARD. 

Theke  are  no  Records  now  existing,  nor  oral  Tradition,  to 
assign  a  name  to  the  Founder  or  a  date  to  the  Erection  of 
The  Gkammar  School  at  Liskeabd. 

The  School-room  which  is  a  plain  building,  and  of  no 
antiquity,  is  situate  upon  the  acite  of  an  ancient  Castle, 
some  few  vestiges  of  the  walls  that  inclosed  it  still  remain* 
ing :  And  being  upon  a  very  elevated  spot,  the  whole  of  the 
Town,  and  a  great  extent  of  Country,  are  presented  to  the 
view. 

TTie  Scite  of  the  Castle  is  part  of  the  Duchy  of  Cornwall, 
and  a  small  acknowledgement  of  the  tenure  is  annually  paid 
to  the  Duke's  Officers  at  their  Audit. 

There  is  no  Endowment  attached  to  the  School,  nor  any 
Dwelling-house  for  the  Master :  But  he  has  been  paid  a 
yearly  Salary  by  The  Corporation  of  Liskeard,  from  time 
inunemorial. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Athanasics  Laffsr, 
Curate  of  Liskeard,  whose  Salary  is  JG 100.  per  annum :  ,for 
which  he  is  obliged  to  educate,  free  of  expense,  as  many  of 
The  Freemens'  Sons  as  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  think 
proper  to  recommend. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  system  of  Edu- 
cation is  similar  to  the  Etok  Plan. 

Of  late  years,  this  School  has  been  small ;  but  it  formerly 
flourished  very  much  under  the  conduct  of  The  Revd.  Mr. 
Hatdon,  and  continued  in  great  repute  under  The  Revd. 
Mr.  Ltne,  and  also  under  the  management  of  his  Son : 
the  latter  of  whom  is  now  Rector  of  Little  Petherick,  and 
is  the  Author  of  a  School  book,  called  "  The  Latin  Primer/' 
which  is  said  to  be  of  considerable  merit 
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Dean  Pbidbaux  received  his  elementary  education  here, 
which  he  afterwards  completed  under  Dr.  Busby  at  West- 
minster. And  many  Noblemen,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  high- 
est respectabiUty  in  the  North-East  part  of  the  County  of 
Cornwall,  and  the  West  of  Devon,  are  indebted  for  thdor 
instruction  to  this  Seminary. 
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PENRYN. 

The  Geammae  School  at  Penetn,  in  the  Parish  of  St. 
Gluvias,  was  founded  by  Queen  Elizabeth,  who  endowed 
it  with  £6..1 8..0.  per  annum,  now  payable  out  of  the  Land 
Revenue  of  the  Crown,  for  a  Master  to  teach  Thbee  boys. 
No  regular  appcnntment  of  a  Master  by  The  Corporation 
of  Penryn  has  taken  place,  since  the  death  of  The  Revd.  Mr. 
Beverley,  about  Twelve  years  since. 
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SALTASH. 

The  Grammar  School  at  Saltash  was  founded  by  Queen 
Elizabeth,  and  endowed  with  £7*-0..0.  per  annum^  for  a 
Master,  now  payable  out  of  the  Land  Revenue  of  the 
Crown. 

This  School  has  not  been  kept  up,  for  many  years  past. 
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TRURO. 

The  Grammar  School  at  Truro  owes  it's  origin  and 
endowment  to  some  benevolent  person^  whose  name  is  now 
not  known. 

A  Salary  of  £  J  5.  per  atmum  wae  long  paid  to  the  Mas- 
ter, which,  it  is  supposed^  arose  from  some  of  the  lands  that 
had  been,  from  a  very  early  period,  in  the  possession  of  The 
Corporation, — or,  it  may  be,  was  their  spontaneous  gift,  for 
the  encouragement  of  Learning, — as  all  their  Revenues  are 
considered,  to  be  vested  in  them  for  public  purposes. 

The  School  is  a  venerable  Structure,  42  feet  in  length  by 
28  feet  in  breadth,  and  18|  feet  in  height  to  the  ceiling, 
with  pillars  and  pilasters  of  the  Corinthian  Order. 

Adjoining,  is  a  Library,  filled  with  excellent  editions  of 
the  Classics  and  other  valuable  Works,  which  are  under  the 
sole  control  of  the  Master,  and  are  lent,  at  his  pleasure,  oc- 
casionally to  the  Scholars. 

There  was  formerly  a  Dwelling-house  appropriated  to 
the  Master,  contiguous  to  the  School;  which,  in  1731, 
was  pulled  down  to  enlarge  ihc  School-room;  and  Mr. 
CoNON,  the  then  Master,  perhaps,  unfortunately  for  his 
Successors  consented  to  receive  £10.  per  annwn  in  lieu 
ofit. 

These  two  sums  of  £15.  and  £10,  were  paid  by  The 
Corporation  for  some  years.  When  Lord  Falmouth,  the 
Recorder,  very  generously  gave  an  additional  £25.  per  atir 
nuMy  for  the  encouragement  of  Learning.  This  sum  has 
been  continued  to  be  paid  annually  either  by  The  Corpora- 
tion who  are  the  Patrons,  or  the  Representatives  of  the  Bo- 
rough, and  has,  for  many  years,  been  considered  as  the 
stated  Salaiy. 
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In  the  Reooidfi  of  the  Borough,  The  School  is  styled  a 
jFVw  School  ;---and,  it  is  said^  that  formerly  The  Corpora- 
tion eapected  the  Master  to  educate  such  boys  as  they  tnight 
recommend,  gratuitously.  But  the  question  has  never  been 
pressed  upon  the  Master,  during  a  period  of  Fifty  years. 
Mr.  CoNON  is  known  to  have  educated  One  Scholar  without 
fee,  who  afterwards  distinguished  himself  by  his  acquire- 
ments: And  the  present  Master,  in  more  instances  than 
one,  has  given  boys  their  education  gratis.  But  this  arose 
from  Charity,  and  not  from  any  Obligation. 

Boys  are  admitted  at  about  d^ht  or  nine  years  of  age,  if 
they  can  read  English.  The  number  of  Scholars,  upon  an 
average  for  the  last  ten  years,  has  been  Fifty. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  at  present  in 
use ;  and  the  system  of  Education  is  similar  to  that  of  Eroif 
College. 

There  are  Two  Exhibitions  to  Exeter  College,  Oxford, 
arising  from  the  effects  of  St.  John  Elliot,  late  Rector  of 
St.  Mary^s  in  Truro,  and  of  Ladock,  as  appears  by  the 
following  Extract  from  the  Decree  in  Chancery  relating  to 
Mr.  Elliot's  Trust,  dated  the  14th  of  March,  1767:— 
Wherein  the  Master  reports, — 

'*  And  the  Defendants  Michbll,  Conoh,  and  VvriAit,  the 
surviving  Executors  and  Trustees,  named  in  the  Will  of  the 
Testator  St.  John  £lliot>  have  laid  before  me  a  Scheme  for 
disposing  of  the  clear  Residue  of  his  personal  estate,  not  speci- 
fically bequeathed,  in  promoting  true  Virtue  and  Piety,  pursuant 
to  his  WiU,-» Whereby  they  do  propose  and  agree,  that  the  said 
Trustees,  and  the  Survivors  .and  Survivor  of  them,  shall  continue 
and  act  as  Trustees  and  Trustee  under  the  Will  of  the  said  St. 
John  Elliot,  for  the  several  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned  :-^ 

''  And  that,  after  the  death  of  such  Survivor,  The  Rector  of 
Truro,  The  Schoolmaster  of  Truro,  The  Vicar  of  Kenwyn,  The 
Vicar  of  Gluvias,  and  The  Vicar  of  Veryan,  all  in  the  County  of 
Cornwall,'  for  the  time  being,  shall  succeed  and  for  ever  be 
standing  Trustees  for  this  Charity : — 

'^  And  they  further  propose,  that .  the  whole  of  the  Trust 
Estate  shall  be  converted  into  ready  money,  and  be  invested  in 
the  Three  per  Cent.  Bank  Annuities  ia  the  name  of  the  Account-

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«nt  of  tliis  HonouvmbkCourty-^aiid  that  110  soon  aft  the  Bame^  or 
a  flufficient  part  thereof  shall  have  been  bo  invested,  the  yearly 
sum  of  J£SO.,  part  of  the  Interest  or  produce  thereof,  be  jtpplied 
half  yearly  hy  equal  payments  towards  the  support  and  main- 
tenance of  Obtb  Scholar,  to  be  from  time  to  time  diosen  by  the 
preaent  Trustees,  &c.,  at  Exvrsa  Coi.i.aoB,  in  Oxford,  who 
shall  have  b^n  educated  at  The  Grammar  School  of  Truro 
aforesaid, — which  Scholar  shall  have  and  enjoy  the  same  for 
Seven  years  after  Ids  admittance  in  the  said  College,  subject  to

The  Free  Geammab  School. 

Ik  the  beginning  of  the  year  1583,  Edmuvd  Grind  all, 
a  native  of  Hensingham  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Bees,  then 
Archbishop  of  C  anterbubt,  intending  to  found  a  Grammar 
School  here,  appU^d  to  Queen  Elizabeth,  who,  by  her 
Letters  Patent,  dated  the  24th  of  April,  1583,  granted. 
That  there  should  be  one  Grammar  School  in  Kibkbt 
Bbacock  alias  Saint  Bsghes,  to  be  called  '<  The  Fbbb 
Gbahmab  School  of  Edmund  Grindall,  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury,'"  for  the  instruction  of  Youth, — to  have  one 
Master, — and  that  there  should  be  Seven  discreet  and 
honest  men,  to  be  called  Wardens  and  GtOvernors  of  the 
Possessions,  Goods,  and  Revenues  of  the  School,^— The 
Provost  of  Queen^s  College,  Oxford,  and  The  Rector  of 
Egremont,  for  the  time  bdng,  always  to  be  Two^  John 
Lampley,  of  Lampley,  Esquire,  Robert  Sandes,  of  Ret- 
tington.  Esquire,  William  Davies,  of  St.  Bees,  Gentle- 
man, Richard  Skelton,  of  Walton,  Yeoman,  and  Robert 
Grindall,  of  Henaingham,  Yeoman,  to  be  the  first  Gover- 
iior8,^to  be  one  Body  Corporate,  with  perpetual  succession, 
— to  have  a  Common  Seal, — and  to  receive  and  enjoy  any 
manors,  lands,  or  other  possessions  for  the  benefit  of  the 
School. 

1  he  Founder  was  empowered  to  appoint  a  Master,  when 
occasion  should  require,  during  his  own  life,— and  to  make 
such  Statutes  and  Ordinances  in  writing,  touching  the 
ordering  and  governing  the  Master,  Scholars,  and  Revenues, 
as  he  should  .think  fit,  to  ^^  be  for  ever  kept  inviolable.* 

And  after  the  death  of  the  Archbishop,  The  Provost  of 
Queen'^s  CoOc^,  for  the  time  being,  to  have  the  nomination 
of  the  Master,  so  as  he  be  a  person  of  Learnings  and  bom 
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in  the  Counties  of  Cumberland^  York,  Westmorland,  and 
Lancaster. 

In  virtue  of  this  authority  His  Grace  drew  up  the 
following  Statutes  and  Oedimavcbs,  finr  the  better  Govern- 
ment and  ordering  of  his  Free  Grammar  School,  and  of  the 
Lands  and  Revenues  thereto  belonging,  which  are  dated  the 
dd  of  July,  1588,  and  were  solemnly  delivered  and  pub- 
lished in  the  presence  of  Eight  Witnesses,  on  the  same 
day:  — 

"  Of  the  Election  of  Thb  Wardens  and  Governors. 
Cap.  1. 

There  is  nothing  so  good  and  profitably  devised,  that  may  not 
very  soon,  either  by  negligence  grow  into  decay  or  by  tncUice  be 
utterly  overthrown,  unless  it  be  upholden  by  good  Order  and 
careful  Government.    To  the  end  therefore,  that  our  purpose 
concerning  this  School  may  more  profitably  take  effect  and 
longer  continue,  the  Queen's  most  excellent  Majesty  of  her  gra- 
cious Favor,  at  our  humble  Petition,  hath,  by  her  Majesty's 
Letters  Patent  granted  and  appointed,  that  there  shall  for  ever 
and  from  time  to  time  be  seven  discreet  and  honest  men  to  have 
the  oversight,  government,  and  disposition  of  this  School  and 
the  Lands,  Goods,  and  Revenues  thereof;   which  shall  be 
called.  The  Wardens  and  Governors  of  the  Possess^ns, 
Revenues,  and  Goods  of  the  Free  Grammar  School  of  £d* 
MUNDB  Grinpall,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  in  Ktbbt  Bsacok 
.  alias  St.  Beghes,  in  the  County  of  Cumberland;  whereof  the 
Provost  of  the  Queen's  College,  in  Oxon,  and  the  Parsons  of  the 
Parish  Church  of  Egermonde,  in  the  Coimty  of  Cumberland, 
shall  always  be  two,  and  their  Successors  from  time  to  time, 
and  the  other  five,  after  the  death  or  deaths  of  any  .of  them  that 
be  named  in  the  said  Letters  Patent,  shall  be  chosen  from  time 
to  time  according  to  the  Tenor  thereof,  that  is  to  say,  as  often 
as  it  shall  happen  one  or  mor^  of  them  for  the  time  being  to 
die,  the  Residue  of  the  Wardens  and  Governors  aforesaid  or 
the  greater  part  of  them,  within  six  weeks  after  his  or  their 
Death,  shall  make  choice  of  another  or  more  meet  Person  as 
necessity  shall  require,  to  succeed  in  their  Rooms.    And  if  the 
said  Wardens  or  Governors  so  surviving  shall  neglect  to  make 
choice  and  election  within  the  said  Time,  then  tHe  Reverend 
Father  in  God  the  Bishop  of  Chester,  for  the  time  being,  shall 
and  may  elect  and  appoint  such  Persons  as  shall  be  meet  and 
needful  for  that  Purpose.— 'But  if  any  that  are  chosen  within  the 
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time  Umit^  flball  refiiae  to  take  upon  them  tibe  Care  of  ao  good 
and  profitable  a  work  (which  God  fbrbid)>  then  the  residue  or 
the  greater  part  of  the  said  Governors  shall  proceed  to  a  new 
Election,  within  six  weeks  after  such  refusal  signified  unto  any 
of  the  said  Goveroon  under  the  Hand  of  the  Recusant— -And 
for  like  Default  of  the  said  Goveinors^  the  Election  shall  devolve 
to  the  said  Bishop,  for  the  time  being. — ^The  Receiver  of  the 
Revenues  of  the  siud  School,  for  the  time  beii^,  shall  give 
notice  as  well  unto  the  said  Wardens  and  Govenmn  or  to  so 
many  as  canveniently  can  be  warned  of  the  occasions  and  times 
of  such  Meeting,  as  also  to  the  said  Bishop  of  the  Default  of  the 
said  Wardens  (if  any  be),  within  one  month  after  the  same,  or 
*  else  he  ahaU  lose  for  every  such  Default  on  his  part  iloeSAiUtng^f^ 
to  be  defalked  out  of  his  Stipend.— -And  we  will,  that  the  said 
Elections  shall  be  made  in  the  Chamber  that  shall  be  built  over 
the  School  for  such  Purposes,  and  in  the  meantime  in  some 
other  convenient  place, — and  a  Dinner  shall  be  provided  there 
for  the  said  Wardens  by  the  Receiver  for  the  time  being,  pro- 
vided that  the  Charge  thereof  exceed  not  6i,  Sd.: — ^And  if  it  may 
conveniently  be  upon  the  general  and  ordinary  day  of  meeting 
hereafter  mentioned,  then  the  Charge  of  this  extraordinary 
Dinner  shall  be  saved. 

Of  the  GsNSRAL  and  Ordinart  MBiTiNa  of  the  Governors 
once  a  Year.    Cap.  2d. 

The  said  Wardens  and  Crovemors  shall  every  year  once  meet 
at  the  School^  viz.,  on  the  Tuesday  or  Thursday  in  the  Forenoon 
after  Easter  week,  and  shall  cause  these  Statutes  to  be  openly 
read  before  them  by  the  Schoolmaster  or  Usher,  and  shall  make 
choice  of  one  of  themselves  to  be  Receiver  of  the  Revenues  of  the 
said  School  for  the  year  following,  and  shall  take  aceount  of  the 
old  Receiver.— They  shall  also  at  this  their  Meeting  consider  of 
those  things  that  shall  be  necessary,  about  the  disposing  of  the 
Lands  and  Revenues  of  the  school,  and  see  the  same  carefully 
preserved  and  maintained,  according  to  the  special  Trust  rq>06ed 
in  them,  and  shall  yiew  the  Buildings  and  take  accoont  of  the 
Implements  belonging  thereto,  and  look  whether  the  same  be 
clean  and  decently  kept  and  preserved.-— And  shall  appoint  the 
Decays  thereof  to  be  mended  and  suppEed^-— They  shall  also, 
with  the  Assistance  of  some  godly  and  learned  Man,  examine 
the  diligence  and  good  behaviour  of  the  Schoolmaster,  and  see 
hew  his  Sdiolars  do  profit  under  him>  and  whether  he  perform  ' 
his  Duty  in  bringing  them  up  in  Learning  and  in  the  Fear  of 
God,  or  no.— And  if  he  be  careful  and  diligent,  they  shall  com- 
mend and  encoun^  him,  but  if  they  find  him  to  be  notoriously 
negligent  or  gtveir  to  any  grievous  Crune,  they  shall  rdnike  and 
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admoniflh  hkn  tbereofj  and  if  he  dMiU  not  forthwith  refomi  him<» 
aelf^  they  shall  the  Mcond  time  admonidi  him  by  their  Letters 
nf  iitheFwifie  within  three  Months,  but  if  he  do  not  tbw  emend, 
let  him  be  removed  by  the  Receiver  (who  for  his  years  shall 
have  special  care  thereof))  with  the  consent  of  three  others  of 
the  WardGO0.«-'And  warning  shall  be  given  by  the  said  Wardens 
to  the  Provost  of  Queen's  College,  in  Oxon,  for  the  time  being, 
and  upon  his  Default  to  the  Master  of  Pembroke  Hall  in  Cam- 
bridge, for  the  time  being,  aeoording  to  the  said  Letters  Patent, 
to  make  choice  of  another  that  shall  be  meeter.— Finally  the  said 
Wardens  and  Governors  shall  have  Care,  that  these  Statutts  be 
duly  observed  in  all  points,  and  that  the  Accounts  of  the  R&« 
ceivers,  and  the  Elections  and  Grants,  and  other  orders  that  shatt 
be  set  down  or  made  by  them  or  their  Meetings  shall  be  registered 
in  a  Book  for  that  Purpose,  with  the  day  and  year  of  the  same, 
by  the  Sdioolmaster  or  Usher  in  the  presence  of  the  said  Govern 
nors  before  their  Dc^rture,  and  the  Governors  that  do  consent 
to  tbe  said  Accounts,  Elections,  Grants  or  Orders,  shall  subscribe 
their  names  or  marks  unto  the  same.-*The  said  Regist^  Book 
shall  be  kept  in  the  Chest  hereafter  mentioned,  and  shall  not  at 
anytime  betaken  out  of  the  said  Chamber,««*And  we  allow  to 
the  said  Governors,  for  a  Dinner  every  year  at  this  their  General 
Meeting  to  be  prepared  for  them  in  Uie  said  Chamber,  or  in  the 
meantime  in  some  other  convenient  place  by  their  Receiver 

Of  the  RaciBiVEB  of  the  Revbnubs  of  the  School. 
Cap.  Sd. 

We  will,  that  the  Receiver  shall  be  chosen  every  year  at  the 
Geneml  Meeting  (unless  uigent  Cause  be  to  the  contrary),  and 
by  the  greater  part  of  the  Governors  that  shaU  be  present,  and 
he  shall  see  ^e  School  repaired,  if  need  require,  witlun  his  yearj 
and  pay  the  wages  to  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher  at  the  end  of 
every  usual  Quarter  of  like  vear,  viz.,  at  Michaelmas,  Christmas,' 
the  Annunciation,  and  Midsummer;  he  shall  also  take  order, 
that  the  Annuity  be  paid  to  Pembroke  Hall,  in  Cambridge, 
according  to  a  Covenant  to  be  made  by  the  said  Governors  for 
the  same ;  and  he  shall  have  authority  to  receive  the  Revenues 
of  the  School  for  his  year,  which  shall  beg^n  at  the  Annunciation 
before  his  Election,  and  to  acquit  the  Tenants  and  others  charge-* 
aUe  with  the  Payment  thereof,  upon  the  Receipt  of  the  same  by 
himself  or  hif  Deputy ;  and  we  will,  that  immediately  upon  his 
Election  he  ^all  enter  into  Bond  sufficient  to  the  said  Wardens, 
to  make  a  true  accxwnt  at  the  yearns  end  before  them  at  their 
genend  and  ordinaiy  meeting,  and  to  deliver  up  unto  them  sneh 
money  as  jhail  remain  upon  his  account,  which  shall  Immediately 
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be  put  into  a  chest  to  be  provided  for  that  piupoee^  and  shall 
remain  there  in  a  stock  for  uses  hereafter  mentioned  ^-^he  shall 
also  gtwe  warning,  as  is  said  before,  of  the  death  or  refusal  of 
anj  of  the  Five  Grovemors  that  shall  happen  vnthin  his  year, 
and  of  the  occasions  and  times  of  Public  Meetings,  and  of  the 
aToidance  of  the  Schoolmaster,  and  shall  receive  for  his 
pains  SOf. 

Of  the  SCHOOUfASTBR. 

Cap.  4th. 

The  Schoolmaster  shall  be  nominated  and  appointed  by  us 
during  our  natural  Life,  and  after  our  Death  by  the  Provost  of 
the  Queen*s  College,  in  Oxon,  for  the  time  being.— But  if  the 
said  Provost,  at  any  tjme  within  two  Months  next  after  the 
avoidance  of  the  said  Schoolmaster  upon  reasonable  warning 
thereof  by  the  more  part  of  the  said  wardens  and  governors  for 
the  time  being,  shall  not  appoint  another  meet  and  learned  per- 
son, that  can  make  Greek  and  Latin  verses,  and  read  and  inter- 
pret the  Greek  Grammar  and  other  Greek  Authors,^  and  which 
is  and  shall  be  bom  within  the  Counties  of  Cumberland,  York, 
Westmorland,  or  Lancaster,^  to  be  Schoolmaster  there,  then  and 
so  often  the  Master  of  Pembroke-Hall,  in  Cambridge,  for  the 
time  being,  shall  have  the  authority  to  nomiaate  and  appoint 
the  like  meet  and  learned  Man  in  the  said  place  for  that  time, 
according  to  the  Tenor  of  the  said  Letters  Patent. — The  School- 
master shall  carefully  seek  to  bring  up  all  his  Scholars  equally 
in  Learning  and  good  Manners,  and  shall  refuse  none,  being 
bom  in  the  Counties  of  Cumberland  and  Westmorland,  of  whom 
he  shall  receive  only  4d.  a  piece  at  their  first  coming,  for  the 
entering  of  their  names  into  his  Book,  and  no  more  for  their 
teaching.— And  he  shall  have  for  his  pains  yearly  JC20.,  to  be 
paid  imto  him  quarterly  as  is  aforesaid,  by  equal  portions,  and 
at  his  first  coming  shall  receive  towards  his  charges  in  his 
journey,  so  much  of  the  said  yearly  Stipend  as  shall  be  grown 
due  since  the  avoidance  of  the  last  Schoolmaster  before  Um.«— 
Further,  the  said  Schoolmaster  shall  not  absent  himself  from  the 
School  above  Twenty  Days  in  the  whole  year,  except  the  twelve 
Days  in  Christmas,  and  in  Easter,  and  Whitson  week,  or  with- 
out uigent  cause  and  special  licence  obtained  of  the  more  part 
of  the  Governors,  and  then  he  shall  appoint  some  other  meet 
Man  to  supply  his  place ;  and  if  he  tarry  away  longer  than  the 
time  limited,  he  shall  lose  for  every  day  twelvqpenoe,  to  be 
taken  and  defiilked  out  of  his  wages  by  the  Receiver ;  but  if  he 
shall  willingly  absent  himself  Fourteen  Days  together,  or  by 
the  space  of  one  Month  at  several  times  in  one  year,  above  the 
time  limited,  as  is  aforesaid,  then  he  shall  lose  his  place^  and 
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notice  abaU'be  ghren  thereof  to  tkw  said  ProroBt,  or  to  the  Mas- 
ter <tf  Pembroke-Hall,  forthe  time  beung,  in  his  default/  and  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  chuse  him  again,  or  some  othermeet 
Man  in  his  room. — 

Item,  He  shall  receiye  the  Implements  and  Bedding  bylnven- 
toTf  from  the  Governors,  and  shall  enter  into  sufficient  Bond  at 
his  first  Entrance,  to  make  good  the  same  from  time  to  time. 

Item,  We  do  by  these  presents  nominate  and  appoint  Nicholas 
CopsLANDE,  Bachelor  of  Arts,  to  be  the  first  Schoolmaster 
there. 

Of  the  UsHEB. 
Cap.  r>th. 

The  Schoolmaster  for  the  time  being  shall  haye  authority  to 
ai^int  some  poor  Scholar,  that  understandeth  his  Grammar, 
and  can  write  &  reasonable  hand,  to  be  his  Usher  under  him  5 
who  shall  teach  the  Children  to  read  and  write  English,  and  to 
say  by  heart  the  Catechism  in  English  set  forth  by  pi^blic  autho- 
rity, with  the  additions,  and  the  Accidence,  and  when  they  are 
able  to  learn  construction  they  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Mas- 
ter's School.— The  Usher  shall  have  lor  his  wages  yearly  five 
marks,  to  be  paid  by  the  Receiver  quarterly,  and  may  take  for 
every  one  that  are  limited  to  be  taught  by  him  Si.  a  piece  at 
their  Entrance  into  the  School,  besides  that  which  the  Master 
shall  have  as  is  aforesaid ;  he  shall  also  have  4d.  a  piece  yearly 
of  every  one  that  he  shall  teach  to  write,  so  long  as  he  taketh 
pains  with  them.— The  Schoolmaster  shall  have  the  oversight 
and  government  of  the  Usher,  and  of  his  doings,  and  may  place 
and  displace  him  as  his  deserts  may  require,  and  as  shaD  seem 
convenient  unto  the  said  Schoolmaster. 

Of  the  Authors  and  Books  to  be  read  in  the  said  School. 
Cap.  6th. 

The  Schoolmaster  shall  encourage  the  good  natured,  and, 
those  that  «re  toward  in  Learning,  by  praising  and  preferring 
them  to  higher  places,  and  shall  dispraise  and  ^splace  the  sloth- 
ful and  untowani,  that  either  for  love  of  commendation  or  fear  of 
shame  they  may  be  provoked  to  learn  and  profit  at  their  books. 
He  shall  chiefly  labour  to  make  his  Scholars  profit  in  the  Latin 
and  Greek  Grammar,  and  to  the  end  they  may  the  better  profit 
therein,  he  shall  exercise  them  in  the  best  Authors  in  both 
toi^es  that  are  meet  for  their  capacity, — Provided  always,  that 
the  first  books  of  construction  that  they  shall  read  either  in 
Latin  or  Gredc,  shall  be  the  smaller  Catechisms  set  forth  by. 
public  authority  for  that  purpose  in  the  said  tongues,  which  we 
will  they  shall  kam  by  heart,  that  with  the  knowledge  of  the 
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toogtias  thejr  may  Also  leom  fhdr  dutf  tcmardi  Ood  Md  Msn. 
TheM  bookd  shall  only  be  read  in  the  said  SdKidl^  €K€0pl  h 
shall  be  otherwise  nppoisited  hereafter  by  Ihose  that  have  autho-

When  it  shall  happen  that  the  Stock  of  the  said  School  shall 
be  increaaed  and  amount  to  the  Sum  of  four  Score  Pounds,  then 
we  will  and  ordain  that  so  mudi  thereof  as  will  serve  after  the 
Rote  of  twenty  Years  purchase  or  thereabouts*  shall  be  employed 
lor  the  buying  and  purchasing  of  Lands,  Annuitica,  or  other 
yearly  Revenues  of  Five  Marks,  to  be  assured  to  the  said  War* 
dens  and  Govemon,  and  their  Successors,  by  the  Name  of  their 
Ineorpomtion,  which  shall  be  employed  for  ever  from  time  to 
time  for  Exhibition  and  Relief  upon  a  Poor  Scholar  in  Pembroke- 
Hall,  in  Cambridge,  which  shall  be  nominated  by  the  greater 
pact  of  the  Wardens,  and  taken  out  of  sudi  as  shall  be  bom  in 
the  CoonCies  of  Ciunberland  or  Westmorland,  and  brought  up 
tntlua  SdKKd,  and  be  able  to  make  a  true  verse  in  Latin,  and 
hath  read  the  Gredi  Grammar.  And  the  said  Scholar  shall  en* 
joy  tiie  said  Bxhibitioa  until  he  dkaU  forsake  the  said  Umveni^, 
or  ahall  be  porefened  to  aome  place  in  one  of  the  Colleges  there, 
that  ahall  be  as  beneficial  unto  him  as  the  said  Five  Marks  3  and 
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then  the  said  Wardens^  or  the  more  part  of  them^  shall  appoint 
another  so  qualified  as  before,  to  have  the  same  Exhibition  in 
form  aforesaid,  and  so  from  time  to  time  for  ever,— And  when 
it  shall  happen^  that  the  said  Stock  shall  grow  to  the  Siun 
aforesaid,  then  we  will  the  like  Order  shall  be  in  all  points  and 
conditions  observed,  for  the  Relief  of  a  poor  Scholar  in  the 
Queen's  College,  in  Oxford,— And  so  ^m  time  to  time,  as  the 
said  Stock  shfdl  increase,  the  like  Purchases  shall  be  made  and 
employed  as  is  said  before  towards  the  maintenance  of  moce 
Scholars  in  the  said  Universities,  to  be  placed  by  the  said  War- 
dens and  (jovemors,  and  their  Successors,  as  is  aforesaid.  The 
first  in  Cambridge,  the  second  in  Oxford,  the  third  in  Cambridge, 
the  fourth  in  Oxford,  and  so  forth  orderly  for  ever,  until  tiie 
full  Sum  granted  by  the  said  Letters  Patent  to  be  purchased 
and  obtained  by  the  said  Wardens  and  Governors  shall  be 
fiilfiUed. 

Of  the  Common  Seal,  and  keeping  the  Evidences  of  the  School. 

Cap.  9th. 

Whereas  her  Majesty  hath  appointed  the  said  Wardens  to  have 
a  Common  Seal  for  ever,  to  be  used  in  their  Affairs  as  need  shall 
require,  we  will  that  the  said  Seal  shall  be  kept  in  a  little  Casket 
with  a  Lock  within  the  said  Chest,  and  the  Schoolmaster  shall 
keep  the  Key  thereof,— which,  at  his  departure  from  the  School, 
he  shall  leave  with  the  Receiver.— The  said  Seal  shall  not  be 
set  to  any  Instrument  or  Grant,  but  in  the  presence  and  with  the 
consent  of  the  more  part  of  the  said  Governors,  and  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  Schoolmaster,  who  shall  immediately  after  the 
Sealing  lock  up  the  same  again.— The  Chest  wherein  the  said 
Casket,  the  Register  Book,  this  Book  of  Statutes  and  other 
Evidences,  together  with  the  said  Stock,  shall  be  kept,  shall 
have  three  several  Locks  and  the  Keys  thereof  shall  be  kept  by 
three  of  the  Wardens,  so  as  no  one  Man  shall  have  two  of  the 
said  Keys  in  his  Custody  at  once,  neither  shall  any  of  them  suffer 
his  Key  to  be  used  in  his  absence,  but  in  extreme  necessity,  and 
then  he  shall  commit  the  same  to  some  other  of  the  Wardens 
that  hath  not  a  Key.— This  Chest  shall  always  remain  in  the 
aforesaid  Chamber,  the  Door  whereof  shall  have  two  strong 
Locks  and  the  Keys  of  the  said  Locks  shall  be  kept,  the  one  by 
the  Receiver,  the  other  by  the  Schoolmaster,  who  upon  his  De- 
parture shall  deliver  his  Key  to  one  of  the  Wardens  that  is  not 
Receiver,  to  be  kept  by  him  until  there  be  a  new  Schoolmaster. 
And  1M  pray  and  charge  the  Wardens  as  they  tviU  answer  unto  God 
at  the  dreadfid  day  of  Judgment,  that  they  see  these  Statutes 
PAiTHP  VLLT  observed  to  the  uttermost  of  their  Power. 
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Certain  Obdsbs  for  the  Scholabs. 

Imprimii,  they  shall  resort  to  the  School  every  working  Day  by 
seven  of  the  Clock  in  the  Morning,  and  remain  there  'till  eleven ; 
likewise  after  Dinner  th6y  shall  come  by  one  of  the  Clock,  and 
continne  until  five,  except  the  Schoolmaster  shall  at  any  time 
grant  them  leave  to  play>  which  shall  not  be  above  once  in  a 
week,  except  it  be  in  Christmas,  and  in  Easter,  and  ^Vhitson 
weeks. 

Item,  both  at  their  coming  and  departing  they  shall  with  audi- 
ble and  distinct  voice  say  Prayers  upon  their  Knees,  the  Master 
and  Usher  joining  with  them,  in  such  Form  as  shall  hereafter 
be  described  and  appointed.  And  when  they  depart  from  School 
(tmless  they  have  leave  to  play)  they  shall  go  two  and  two  toge- 
^er,  so  fiir  as  their  way  lieth,  without  wandering  and  gadding 
out  of  Order. 

Item,  they. shall  every  Saturday  in  the  Forenoon  repeat  that 
which  they  have  learned  the  week  before ;  and  when  any  of 
them  shall  be  thought  to  be  able'  by  the  Schoolmaster,  two  shall 
be  appointed  weekly  to  declaim  upon  some  Theme  by  heart  the 
same  day  before  Dinner,  and  they  shall  exhibit  their  Declama- 
tions in  writing,  and  others  that  shall  be  thought  meet  shall 
exhibit  verses  upon  the  same  Theme  to  the  Master,  tiiat  he  may 
peruse  them^  and  teach  them  to  amend  the  Faults,  and  during 
the  reciting  of  the  said  Declamations,  the  rest  of  the  Scholars 
shall  be  attentive. 

Item,  upon  Saturdays  and  Half-holidays  in  the  afternoon,  they 
shall  apply  their  writing  by  the  space  of  two  Hours,  and  the 
Master  and  Usher  in  the  meantime  shall  examine  such  of  their 
Scholars  as  they  think  meet  in  the  Catechism,  either  in  Eng- 
lish, Liatin,  or  Greek,  according  to  their  Capacities,  and  as 
they  have  learned  the  same. 

Item,  If  any  of  them  shall  use  swearing,  filthy  talk,  lewd  and 
licentious  Books  or  Songs,  they  shall  be  sharply  punished." 

The  benevolent  Founder  had  purchased  in  his  fife  time, 
in  the  name  of  the  Governors,  certain  lands,  called  <'  PaiU 
mers  FieldSy''  at  Croydon,  in  the  County  of  Surrey,  then 
worth  £50.  per  annurrij  as  stated  in  the  Statutes.  This 
Estate  was  afterwards  very  improperly  leased  out  for  One 
Thousand  Years,  without  fine  or  oon^deradon  to  the 
School! 

On  the  6th  of  July,  1583,  the  Archbishop  died,  before 
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the  Foundation  was  fully  completed,  leaving  at  tbe  time  of 
his  Decease  £500.  in  the  hands  of  his  Executors,  to  pur- 
chase therewith  lands  of  the  annual  value  of  £S0.  for  the 
further  maintenance  of  the  School, 

And  it  would  seem,  that  the  School  was  built  very  soon 
after  by  his  Executors,  as  the  Doorway  has  the  date  a£  1 583 
upon  it. 

On  the  15th  of  June,  1585,  a  second  Patent  was  granted 
by  Queen  Elizabeth  in  confirmation  of  the  former,  reci- 
ting the  several  particulars,  and  specially  directing  that  the 
Statutes  and  Ordinances,  which  had  been  made  by  the 
Archbishop,  should  from  time  to  time,  ton  evar  thereafter,  be 
observed  and  kept  inviolable. 

On  the  25th  of  June,  1604,  King  Jamks  the  First,  in 
augmentation  of  the  original  Endowment,  granted  to  the 
Wardens  and  Governors  of  the  School,  and  their  Successors 
for  ever,— 

All  those  Sixteen  messuages  or  tenements^  situate  in  the  Vill 
or  Hamlet  of  Saodwith,  in  the  County  of  Cumberlaad,  in  the 
possession  of  William  Latcjs>  John  Stmpson^  andothers,  beiiig 
late  parcel  of  the  possessions  of  the  Dissolved  Cell  of  St.  Bees,

And  all  that  yearly  Rent  of  45t..2d.f ,  issuing  out  of  Two  mes^ 
suages,  called  ''  Nether  WaUon,  and  Lockeridge,'*  and  the  fog- 
gage  and  after  pasture  of  a  Meadow,  called ''  The  Qreen  Hayg,'* 
situate  in  SLirkby  B^usock,  in  the  possession  of  William  Latcs, 
and  Edmund  Skblton  : — 

And  an  annual  Rent  of  22«..lld^.  issuing  out  of  Two  messua- 
ges in  Kirkby  Beacock,  in  the  possession  of  Thomas  Hodgson, 
and  RoBBBT  Paintbb  :^-

in  the  posdeflsion  of  James  Gbindall,  Clerks  and  Jambs  Ckos-

And  all  that  fbggage  or  after  pasture  of  a  meadow^  called 
*'  The  Goseifing,*'  in  poaseiBsbn  of  Richabd  Youno:— • 

And  all  that  foggage  in  a  Meadow  near  ''  The  Beck-MiU,""  in 
the  possession  of  William  Latus  :— 

The  yearly  rent  of  \6s.M.,  called  ''  JValk-mill  Silver/*  paya- 
ble in  common  among  the  Tenants  of  the  Manor  of  St.  Bees  :— 

And  of  ^4s.,  issuing  out  of  the  Manor  of  Hensingham>  late 
John  Skxlton^  Esqr's. : — 

And  all  those  Four  Messuages  in  Hensingham>  and  Wray«  in 
the  possession  oi  John  Grindall,  and  others^  and  all  perquisites 
and  profits  of  Courts  there  valued  at,  communUms  annis,  ^..6d. 
a  year : — 

AU  which  premises  were  late  parcel  of  .the  lands  and  posses- 
sions of  Sir  Thomas  Chaloneh,  Knt.,  deceased,  and  by  a  particu- 
lar survey  were  valued  at  £98,.S.X>i,  per  annum  .— 

To  beholden  as  of  the  Manor  of  S^km^Hutton,  in  the  County 
of  York,  in  free  soccage. 

An  Act  of  Parliament  was  soon  after  passed,  confirming 
this  Grant. 

In  the  year  I6OS9  The  Wardens  and  Governors  granted 
to  the  Tenants  in  St^  Bees,  and  Sandwith,  leases  of  the  several 
tenements,  which  had  been  given  by  the  Royal  Grant  -in 
1G04,  for  the  term  of  One  Thousanp  years, — which,  it  is 
saidi^  Archlnshop  Banceoft  obliged  the  Grovemors  to  do. 

The  present,  annual  value  of  these  hmds  is  supposed  to  be 
at  leoit  £8000., — but  the  revenue  anang  iram  them  to  the 
Schooly  18  stated  to  he  Jess  than  JSIOO. 

In  the  above  mentioned  Leases  a  reservation  is  madje  of  the 
Royalties,  &a,  and  of  the  Mines  and  Minerals  on  the  pre- 
mises so  leased,  and  also  of  the  stone  and  slate  necessary  for 
the  repair  of  the  School  and  it^s  premises. 

It  appears  that  Lord  Lonsdale,  who  is  one  of  the  Go- 
vemors,  claims  the  Royalties  belonging  to  the  Sdiool  as 
granted  to  the  Lowthse  Family  by  lease  from  the  Gro- 
vemors :— it  does  not  appear,  what  rent  is  paid  for  this  lease, 
as  the  sum  reported  as  the  rrat,  is  said  by  cOiers  to  be  in 
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lieu  of  40  loads  of  Coals  formerly  granted  to  the  School  out 
of  a  pit  in  Lord  Lonsdale's  Manor,  which  is  mentioned 
in  the  life  of  Archbishop  Grindall. 

The  Governors,  however,  do  yet  hold  possession  of  the 
Royalties  within  the  Flood-mark.  They  let  on  lease  an 
Alabaster  Quarry,  which  forms  the  chief  part  of  the  Revenue 
of  the  School,  at  £60.  per  annum.  They  hold  a  Court  an- 
nually in  the  SchoolJiouse. 

A  field,  a  few  years  since,  came  to  the  School,  for  want, 
it  is  believed,  of  some  person  to  claim  it  as  heir,  the  owner 
dying  suddenly, — ^being  a  part  of  what  is  now  called  '*  Sdiool- 
land,^  and  holden  under  the  Leases  granted  in  1608. 

The  parcel  of  Land,  called  in  King  Jaubs's  grant, 
<<  Sandwiih  Marshy  is  said  to  have  been  leased  about  40  or 
50  years  since,  at  £\Q.per  anntmiy  a  sum  very  inadequate 
to  it's  present  value. 

On  the  1 5th  of  January,  1G29,  William  Hickbajibow, 
the  then  Master,  addressed  a  most  sorro'wfid  petition  to  Tlie 
Bishop  of  Chester,  which  he  styles  ^^  A  true  Relation  of 
the  State  and  Grovemment  of  the  Free  Grammar  School  of 
St.  Bees.* 

After  describing  the  Foundation,  and  the  impropriety  of 
the  lease  of  "  Palmer's  FieldSy^'—he  adds, 

**  The  £500.  left  in  monies  to  purchase  JfSO.  per  annum  to 
the  maintenance  of  the  School,  are  all  waited  and  spent  and  no 
land  therewith  piut:hased>  to  the  School's  loss  of  JCSO.  per  annum 
for  ever. 

"  The  lands  of  £28..8..0.  old  rent,  given  by  His  Majesty,  are 
also  leased  out  for  a  Thousand  tears  for  40f .  a  year  in  increase 
of  rent,  and  J£l20.  in  lieu  of  a  Fine,  which  lands,  if  they  were 
rightly  disposed,  were  worth  100  marks  p«r  oiinttm  at  the  least,-— 
which  £l20.  hath  rested  in  other  men's  hands  for  the  space  of 
30  years,  without  any  use  or  benefit  to  the  School ;  and  is  in 
dai%er  to  be  hit,  through  the  Governors*  negligence  to  call  for  it. 

"  None  of  the  Founder's  godlie  Statutes  for  six  or  seven  years 
have  been  observed  by  the  Governors, — noe  Generall  Meetings 
in  all  that  time, — noe  Receivor  chosen,  nor  Accompt  made  in 
soe  long  a  space,— noe  Wages  paid  to  the  Scholemaster  and 
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Usher,  for  a  whole  yeare  kat  past, — ^noe  Sehdlars  examined,—- 
noe  Schole- rents  gathered  for  the  space  of  two  yeares  last,  or 
thereabouts, — noe  Arrearages  of  rents  levied,  albeit  the  Governors 
are  inabled  to  distreyn  for  non-payment  of  rent, — and  albeit 
divers  of  the  Schole  tenants  are  behinde  with  their  r^its,  some 
20  marks,  some  10,  some  more,  some  less. — All  the  Schole  is 
out  of  frame,  and  the  Governors  (as  it  were)  connived  utterUe  to 
overthrow  it.  Albeit  the  Schole-master  hath  spent  about  £9,QO, 
in  order  to  recover  it*s  decayed  revenues,  and  to  reduce  it  to  it's 
first  foi^idation,  which  took  noe  effect,  through  the  untymelie 
death  of  the  delinquent  Governors,** — 

•'  And  whereas  The  Revd.  Father  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Ches- 
ter upon  the  avoidance  of  Three  of  the  Governors,  and  now 
within  six  weekes  after  chosen  to  succeed  in  their  rooms,  hath 
chosen  Thxee  other  honest  men  to  supplie  these  places,  who 
would  indeavour  to  redress  manie  abuses  in  the  government  j 
some  of  the  old  Governors  oppose  his  Lordship's  election,  and 
with  frivolous  aiguments,  sedies  to  evade  his  choyce  of  the 
Three  last  elected  Governors,  contrarie  to  the  tenore  of  the 
Founder's  Statutes.'* 

*'  The  now  Scholemaster  both  in  Schole  and  Church  hath 
taken  great  paynes,  amongst  these  Parishioners  for  sixteen  or 
sev^iteen  yeares  last  ptist,  yett  never  received  from  them  anie 
tiling  for  his  labour  in  all  that  tyme,-  save  oneUe  malitious  ca- 
lumme,  unjust  slanders,  and  mortall  hatred,  -for  some  of  them 
have  at  severall  tymes,  practised  to  take  away  his  life  for  bring- 
ing in  question  their  Schole-injureing-- Leases,** 

He,  therefore,  implores  His  Lordship,  seeing  all  the  "  mortall 
woimdes  of  the  poore  distressed  Schoole," — and  for  his  love  to 
Learning,  for  the  high  trust  reposed  in  him  by  the  first  Founder, 
for  the  discharge  of  his  Episcopal  Office,  '*  to  reach  his  helpinge 
hand  to  the  languishinge  Schole-master,  to  reforme  the  mis- 
government."— HarZ.  MSS.  N«.  2176.  art.  134. 

Sir  John  LowtheBj  who  died  in  1705,  gave  £5.  per 
awtvu/mf  to  the  School,  and  a  valuable  Libea&y  ;  to  which 
Sir  Joseph  Williamson*  Secretary  of  State  to  Chables 
the  Second,  made  considerable  additions.  Dr.  Lamplitgh, 
Archbishop  of  York,  also  gave  £b.  per  annum  to  the  Li- 
brary, which  is  now  withdrawn.  Bishop  Bablow  presented 
seyeral  valuable  books.  And  the  present  Earl  of  I^onsdale) 
in  1 803,  proved  a  Benefactor  to  this  very  useful  Institution, 
which  contains  some  excellent  works  in  Divinity. 
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Thomas  Chalo^sb,  Eaq.,  gave  an  acre  and  a  half  of 
land,  on  a  part  of  which  the  Master'*s  house,  and  the  School 
stand, — and  the  remainder  is  nearly'  equally  divided  into 
Garden  for  the  Master,  and  Play-gnnind  for  the  Scholars. 

The  School  Bevenues  arise  partly  from  Land,  partly  from 
an  Alabaster  Quarry,  and  pardy  fix>m  Lord's  Rents,  the 
Manor  of  St  Bees  beiii^  the  property  of  the  School- 
All  this  property  is  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Bees,  and  the  pre- 
sent annual  Rental  is  about  £113. 

The  Seven  Waedbns  and  Gtovsemoes,  who  have  the 
government  of  the  School,  and  die  direction  of  if  s  Revenues, 
meet  annually  in  a  Room  which  is  built  over  the  School, 
called  **  The  Govebnoe's  Room,**'  in  Easter  Week,  accord- 
ing to  the  direction  of  The  Founder,  for  purposes  connected 
with  their  Office. 

The  present  Goveenoes  are— 
The  Earl  of  Lonsdale. 

Septimus  Collinson,  D.  D.,  Provost  of  Queen^s  Col- 
lege, Oxford,  ex  officio. 
The  Revd.  Mr.  Scott,  Rector  of  Egremont,  ex  officio. 
Dr.  Satteethwaite. 

The  Revd.  Richaed  Aehistead,  the  Receiver. 
The  Revd.  Mr.  Fleming. 
HuMPHEEY  Senhousb,  Esq.,  of  Nether-HaD. 
This  School  is  in  reality  ^^  only  to  the  Counties  of 
Cumberland  and  Westmorland,  though  custom  has  ren- 
dered it  the  same  as  if  it  were  free  to  every  County  in 
England,  as  no  distinction  is  made  between  those  that  are, 
and  those  that  are  not  free,  every  Scholar  presenting  tiie 
Head  Master  and  die  Second  Master  with  an  annual  offering 
on  Shrove  Tu^sday^  which  varies  according  to  the  means 
and  inclinations  of  the  donors.     Some  will  exceed  three 
guineas,  others  will  not  exceed  half  a  guinea,  and  the  Parish 
Children  that  are  poor,  pay  simply  the  axmusi  Jburpefice 
required  by  the  Statutes. 
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The  number  of  Sdiolars  has  greatly  varied,«^it  has  far 
cxeiaeded  iiHi^  and  has  been  reduced  to  30.  The  Sehool  ^ 
luainow  (ip  i  H 1 7 )  onmmBnw  irith  nearly  60.  All  applicants  / 
ware  admitted  after  itven  yean  of  age»  and  there  is  no  super- 
annuation.  The  form  of  admission  is  the  entering  of  the 
nanie  of  the  individual  to  be  admitted,  into  a  book  kept  for 
liiat  purpose^-^dw  age,  and  place  of  abode,  as  well  as  the 
day  of  entrance  beings  inserted^ 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  in  use.  Vaxpt^s 
Gnek  Grammar  is  ako  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Upper 
Classes,  after  they  have  been  well  grounded  in  the  Eton; 
and  the  Classical  Authi»n  are  such  as  are  usually  read  in 
gveat  Schools.  Writing  also  and  arithmetic,  geography, 
English  grammar,  and  various  branches  of  Mathematics  are 
taught  by  a  Third  Master,  who  has  a  quarterly  cbarge  on 
those  who  receive  such  instructions,  the  School  being  only 
firee  for  the  ClasMcs. 

There  are  Two  Exhibitions  of  £25.  per  annum  each, 
at  Queen  s  College,  Oxford,  founded  by  Br.  Thomas,  late 
Bishop  of  Rochester,  for  the  sons  of  Clergymen  of  the 
Diocese  of  Carlisle,  and  educated  at  the  Schools  of  Carlisle 
and  St  Bees. 

A  St.  Bees  Scholar  has  also  the  privilege  of  becoming  a 
Candidate  for  one  of  the  Five  valuable  Exhibitions  left  by 
Lady  Elizabeth  Hastings.     See,  Leeds, 

Young  men  from  St.  Bees  usually  enter  at  Queen^s  Col- 
lege, in  Oxford,  because  the  Foundation  of  that  College  is 
reserved  for  Cumberland  and  Westmorland  Students  only. 
However,  Cambridge  is  preferred  by  some  individuals. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Thomas  Bbad- 
LST,  M.  A.,  of  Queen^s  College,  Oxford,  who  has  recently 
been  appointed.  His  Salary  is  £50.  per  anm^m,— all  taxes, 
rates,  and  repairs  being  generally  defrayed  by  the  Governors, 
— with  between  5  and  6  acres  of  meadow  ground,  and  a 
comfortable  Dwelling-house,  upon  which  the  present  Earl  of 
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# 

Lonsdale  expended  .£700.,  and  which  will  conveniently 
admit  Twenty  Boarders.  This  G^ntleman^s  terms  for  private 
Pupils  do  not  exceed  Thirty-five  guineas  j9^  atmum^  exclu- 
sive of  washing,  and  of  the  annual  offering  on  Shrove  Tues- 
day. 

The  Second  Master  (who  is  appointed  by  The  Head 
Master)  is,  Mr.  Joseph  Babnes,  a  Son  of  a  former  Master. 
The  Second  Master  has  usually  been  in  Orders,  though  in 
the  present  instance  he  is  not.  He  lias  only  in  Salary  £10. 
per  armumy—hat  the  annual  offering,  when  the  School  is 
niunerous,  amounts  to  something  considerable. 

The  Second  Mast^  does  not  take  Boarders. — But  Village 
Lodgings  may  be  procured  at  from  £24.  to  £26.  per  on- 
num. 

It  may  not  be  improper  to  mention,  that  Archbishop 
Gbindall,  who  is  the  <<  AlgrindP  of  Speksbb,  first  brought 
the  Tamarisk  to  England,  so  useful  in  Medicine,  when  he 
returned  from  his  Exile. 

Bishop  Hall,  Master  of  Trinity  Ck>llege,  Dublin^  was 
educated  at  this  School 
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SAINT  BEES. 

The  Collkoe. 

In  the  year  1817,  a  Clerical  Institution  was  begun  to 
be  established  at  Saint  Bees,  by  The  Right  RevA  Geosge 
Henby  Law,  D.  D.,  Lord  Bishop  of  Chest kk,  for  the 
better  instruction  of  those  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  who 
are  precluded  by  their  pecuniary  drcumstances  in  life,  from 
being  able  to  avwl  themselves  of  the  benefits  of  an  Univer- 
sity Education. 

The  present  Superintendant  of  This  College  is,  The 
Revd.  William  Aingeb,  who  is  the  Perpetual  Curate  of 
St.  Bees ;  and  for  whom,  with  £200.  which  His  Lordship 
has  generously  given  to  procure  £300.  from  Queen  Anne^s 
Bounty,  a  House  will  soon  be  built.  The  Earl  of  Lons- 
dale is  very  nobly  fitting  up  a  large 'Room  in  part  of  The 
Old  Abbey,  as  a  Rbabing-Room,  where  the  young  Grentle- 
men  will  meet.  They  will  board  themselves  in  private 
Houses. 

All  those  who  venerate  the  Excellence  of  The  Estab- 
lished Chubch,  will  cordially  unite  in  their  most  grateful 
acknowledgements  to  their  Lordships  for  this  truly  pious  and 
benevolent  design,  and  will  hope  with  the  good  Bishop,  to 
see  much  good  done  by  This  Institution,  and  that  the 
Students,  who  ase  denominated  ^'  Liierates^'"  vnSl  come  better 
prepared  for  Ordination,  than  has  too  often  been  the  ca^e, 
for  want  of  such  assbtance. 
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GREAT  BLENCOW,  near  Penrith. 

The  Fbee  Gbammab  School  at  Gbbat  Blevcow  was 
founded  on  the  7th  of  December,  in  the  Nmeteenth  year  of 
Queen  Eluabbth,  1577)  by  Thomas  Bubbanx,  out  of 
good  will  and  affection  towards  this  his  native  place 

The  origpal  Endowment  was  in  land^  aituate  at  Pauler's 
FxsTjy  GMLdvQgton,  and  Brixwprth,  in  the  Coun^  of  North- 
ampton, and  at  Greystock,  in  CumberLuid,  of  the  annual 
value  of  £lO.  The  present  amount  is  £196. ;  consisting 
of  an  Estate  at  Brixworth,  let  for  £150.  per  annum;  another 
at  Culgaith,  in  Cumberland,  let  for  £35.;  and  a  Rent- 
Charge  of  £6.  upon  Yanwath  Hatty  an  Estate  belonging  to 
The  Earl  of  Loi^sdale,  near  Penrith ;  and  the  School- 
house,  and  garden. 

There  are  no  formal  Statutes.  The  School  is  merely 
termed  a  Fbee  Gbamhab  School  ;  and  notbbg  is  taught 
but  the  Classics^  upon  the  Foundation.  Other  branches  of 
education  are  paid  for. 

The  School  is  Mid  to  be  free  ^'toatt  the  Worldy^  upon 
payment  of  Entrance  money,  which  varies  ftom  One  Shil- 
ling to  any  other  sum,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Donor.  The 
j  iiumber  of  Scholars  fluctuate^  fiom  SO  to  80 ;  and  of  thes^ 
about  24  are  boarded  with  the  Master*  They  are  admitted 
as  soon  as  they  are  able  to  begin  l/Mn ;  and  are  never 
superaiinuated. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  chiefly  used. 
Young  men  frequently  read  the  higher  Clashes,  but  are  not 
confined  to  particular  books. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  Scholarships.  I'he  Stu- 
dents usually  go  to  Quecn*s  CoU^e,  Oxford. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  John  Stephenson, 
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whose  Salary  and  Emolumenta  are  the  amount  of  the  En- 
donvment  This  Grentleman  takes  Pupils,  his  Terms  for  the 
board  and  education  of  each,  being  Thirty  guineas  fer 
annum. 

The  Second  Master  does  not  take  Pupils. 
The  nominadon  of  the  Master  is  vested  in  Feoffees,  who 
are  sometimes  EigJU  (the  proper  number),  but  at  present 
only  Three; —

William  Teotttbeck,  Esq. 
Thomas  James,  Esq. 
.  As  the  Feoffees  die,  two  of  the  Survivors,  or  the  Heir  of 
the  Survivor,  shall  make  new  Feoffments  to  others  being  In^ 
futbiianta  of  Great  Blenoow  or  Little  Blenoow. 

The  Feoffees  may  sell  the  Northamptonshire  lands,  and 
buy  others  in  Cumberland  or  any  adjoining  County. 

Geoege  Whitehead,  the  eminent  Quaker,  was  a  Scholar 
here,  where  he  made  a  considerable  proficiency  in  the 
Learned  languages.  And  the  present  Lord  Chief  Justice 
of  the  King^s  Bench,  Edwaeb  Lord  Ellekboeough,  is  said 
to  have  received  the  early  part  of  his  education  at  this 
School. 
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BROMFIELD,  near  Wigton. 

The  Free  School  at  Beomfield  was  founded  by  Richard 
OsMOTHERLEY,  Citizen  and  Mercer  of  London ;  who,  by  his 
Will  dated  the  7th  of  May  16  J  2,  devises  to  the  Parson  and 
Churchwardens  of  the  Parish  of  Bromfield  for  the  time 
being,  and  for  ever.  Ten  Pounds,  payable  by  The  Merchant 
Taylors'  Company,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  his  estate 
in  the  Parish  of  St.  Botolph  Aldersgate,  London ;  upon 
condition,  that  they  shall  find  a  sufficient  Schoolmaster  to 
teach  Fifteen  poor  men  s  children  within  the  towns  of  Lang- 
rigg  and  Bromfield ;  nme  of  such  Scholars  to  be  taken  from 
Langrigg,  and  9%x  from  Bromfield, 

Soon  after  this  Endowment,  tradition  states,  that  the 
Parishioners  re-built  the  School-house ;  and  that,  some  years 
after.  Dr.  •  homlinson,  Dean  of  St.  Paul's,  built  two  rooms 
for  the  use  of  the  Schoolmaster ;  and  that  another  of  the 
Thoklinson  Family  gave  £100.  to  the  School  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Parish  at  large,  which  sum,  about  Sixty 
years  since,  was  laid  out  by  the  Churchwardens  in  the  pur- 
chase of  Two  fields,  one  of  them  in  the  Township  of  Brom- 
field, and  the  other  in  the  Township  of  Blencogo  in  the 
same  Parish,  now  let  for  £9,  per  annum. 

About  the  year  1805,  Mr.  Thomas  Thomlinson,  of 
Newbum,  in  North  Carolina,  but  a  native  of  Thursby,  near 
CarUsle,  by  his  Will  dated  in  179H,  bequeathed  the  residue 
of  his  estate,  amounting  to  nearly  £1400.,  to  be  equally 
divided  among  the  Schools  of  Wigton,  Uldale,  Bromfield, 
and  Thursby,  all  in  the  County  of  Cumberland,  as  an  addi- 
tional endowment  to  those  respective  Seminaries.  After  the 
necessary  expenses  were  deducted,  each  School  received 
about  £350. 
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The  present  annual  Revenue  of  Bromfield  School  is 
The  Interest  on  £350.  -  £i7.A0. .0

The  School  is  open  to  all  the  boys  of  the  Parish,  free  of  - 
expense.    The  number  varies  from  30  to  70,  according  to  i^ 
the  season. 

Wabd^s  Grammars  are  used :  but  very  few  learn  Latin  , 
and  Greek. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Thomas  Martin, 
who  is  also  Curate  of  Bromfield. 
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BURGH  by  Sands^  near  Carlisle. 

Therb  was  a  respectable  GbamIcab  School  at  Buaca  by 
Savds  up  to  the  year  1786,  being  last  taught  by  The  Revd. 
Mr.  IsHAT,  Vicar  of  the  Parish ;  after  whose  death  it  re- 
mained without  a  Master. 

It  does  not  appear  to  have  been  endowed,  but  the  Mas- 
ter's Salary  arose  solely  froin  the  voluntary  contributions  of 
the  Parents  of  those  Children,  whom  he  educated. 

The  School-House  was  built  to  the  end  of  the  Pariah 
Churdi,  and  the  succeeding  Vicar  not  wishing  to  teach 
School^  and  claiming  the  House  as  his  property,  converted 
it  into  a  Bam. 

The  Inhabitants  were,  therefore,  under  the  necessity  of 
erecting  a  new  School-house,  and  now  appoint  a  Master  of 
their  own  choice ;  who  has  a  Salary,  arising  in  part  from  a 
smidl  Capital  of  Funded  Money,  not  exceeding  £4.  a  year. 
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CARLISLE. 

The  Geamhar  School  in  the  Parish  of  Saint  Mary,  in 
the  City  of  Carlisle,  was  founded  by  King  Hsnet  the 
Eighth,  being  coeval  with  the  establishment  of  The  Dean 
and  Chapter,  as  appears  by  the  following  extract  fiom  their 
Statutes  : — 

''  Statoimus  et  Tolmnus^  ut  per  Decanum  et  Cq)itulimi,  aut 
(eo  absente)  Vice-decanum  et  Capitolum,  unus  eligatur  Latin^ 
et  CtTddot  doct08>  bons  famae>  et  vitte  pie>  docendi  facilitate  im- 
butus,  qui  pueros  quoscunque  Gnunmaticam  discendi  gntik  ad 
SchoUtm  nostram  confluentes  pietate  excolat^  et  bonis  Uteris 
exomet.  Hie  vero  Infonnator  puerorum  regulis  et  discendi 
ordini>  qaem  Decanus  et  Capitulum  praescribendum  dixerint>  di- 
ligenter  et  fideliter  obsequium  dabit.'* 

The  ori^nal  Endowment  was  20  marks,  which  was  after- 
wards increased  to  £20.  per  anmimy  and  is  paid  by  The 
Dean  and  Chapter. 

The  Corporation  of  Carlisle  also  pve  £20.  per  annum. 

About  the  year  IJOO,  Dr*  Thomas  Smith,  Bishop  of 
Carlisle,  gave  £500.  for  the  use  of  the  School,  which  were 
laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  an  estate  at  Famumbyy  in  the 
Parish  of  Addingham,  in  the  County  of  Cumberland. 

The  Sdiool  is  not  open  to  any  bojrs,  free  of  expense. 

The  Latin  Grammars  in  use  are  those  of  Lilly  and 
Eton, — ^the  Greek  Grammar  is  that  of  Eton. 

Dr.  Thomas,  Bishop  of  Rodiester,  left  £1000.  of  bis 
cajntal  Stock  in  the  3  per  Cent.  Reduced  Bank  Annuities, 
the  Dividends  c^  which  are  to  be  applied  to  the  use  and 
benefit  of  Two  such  sons  of  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese  of 
Carlisle  as  shall,  for  the  space  of  two  years,  have  been 
taught  in,  and  sent  from  this  School  to  Queen's  College,  in 
Oxford,  duly  qualified  for  adnusflion  therdn. 
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The  present  Head  Master  is,  Samuel  Richabd  Hart- 
LBr,  M.  A,     This  Gentleman  does  not  take  Pupils. 

Dr.  Thomas,  late  Bishop  of  Rochester, — his  father, — 
Thomas  Tully,  D.  D., — and  the  late  Chancellor  Car- 
LTLB,  the  learned  Orientalist,  were  educated  at  this  School. 
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COCKERMOUTH. 

Thb  Grammar  School  at  Cockekmouth  waa  founded  in 
the  year  1676,  by  Philip  Lord  Wharton,  Sir  Richard 
Graham,  and  olliers. 

The  ori^oal  Endowment,  it  is  stated,  was  con^derably 
more  than  what  is  paid  at  present  Some  of  the  neighbour- 
ing Gendemen's  estates,  it  is  said,  payed  formerly  £5.  a 
year  each,  which  it  seems  have  long  been  mithholden. 

The  Stipend  which  the  present  Master,  Mr,  Joseph 
Chapelhow,  receives,  is  about  £25.  per  annum ;  of  which 
£20.  are  paid  by  the  Earl  of  Loksdale,  £  10.  being  gra- 
tuitous, and  £10.  l^ally  charged  upon  the  Great  Tythes : 
for  the  remaining  £5.  a  coDection  is  made  on  certain  pre- 
mises in  Cockermouth,  and  Embleton  an  adjoining  Town- 
ship. 

The  School,  as  to  the  Classical  department,  is  open  to 
the  boys  of  the  Town  of  Cockermouth  indefinitely,  free  of 
expense.  But  the  major  part  of  the  Scholars  are  engaged 
in  Mathematics,  and  pay  Quarter-pence  according  to  the 
Master's  rate. 

In  the  Catalogue  of  the  School  Library  is  the  following 
Memoranduin,  relative  to  Embleton. — ^'  EnMeUm  Paruh, 
—at  every  Scholar  entering,  to  pay  12£Z.,  and  s,  fleece  of 
wool  at  clipping  time,  for  each  several  Scholar, — for  which 
they  daim  to  hejree  at  Codcennouth  GranuBar  School.^ 

The  Library  which  is  over  the  School-house,  contains 
about  500  valuable  books :  it  was  founded  by  the  Associates 
of  the  late  Dr.  Bray,  to  which  Dr.  Keene,  Bishop  of 
Chester^  was  a  considerable  Benefactor.

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CROSTHWATTE,  near  Keswick. 

The  Fbbb  Geamhar  School  at  Keswick,  in  the  Parish 
of  Croathwaite,  is  of  ancient  date. 

It  is  mentioned  in  the  Decree  of  the  Commisnoners  for 
Ecclesiastical  Causes  throughout  the  Province  of  Ygtk,  da- 
ted the  Slst  of  Octxyber,  1571 :  Whermn  they  state, 

"  And  we  having  had  consideration  for  the  better  maintaining 
the  Common  and  Free  School  at  Crosthwaite,  which  we  find  to 
b<e  iHpported  of  the  commodities  accruing  of  and  upon  certain 
Stock  of  money>  put  forth  to  use  in  the  said  Ptoish,  which  sums 
are  not  great,  nor  folly  sufficient  to  maintain  and  support  a 
learned  and  industrious  Schoolmaster  there,  have,  for  ^e  en- 
larging and  iocmsing  of  the  said  Schoolmaster*s  Stipend  and 
Salary^  Decreed,  constituted,  and  ordained.  That  whereas  every 
Rrehause  within  the  said  Parish  of  Crosthwaite  hath,  time  out  of 
mind,  and  yet  doth  yield,  and  by  the  Inhidiitants  therein  yearly 
Two-pence  is  find  for  the  Clerk's  wages,  over  and  besides  certain 
'  ordittar3r  Fe^  for  Night  Watch,  Burials^  Weddings,  and  over 
and  besides  certain  annual  Baievolences  of  Lamb  Wool,  Eggs, 
and  such  like,  which  seemeth  to  grow  up  to  a  greater  sum 
yearly  than  is  competent  for  a  Parish  Clerk's  wages  and  stipend, 
the  EiovrsBN  Msn  of  the  said  Pariah  shall  this  jmt,  and  ao 
forth  yearly  for  ever  hereafter,  receive,  collect,  gather  <md  take 
up  the  said  yearly  contribution  of  Two-pence  of  every  Firehouse, 
to  the  use  of  the  said  Free  Sdiool,  and  to  the  augmenting  of 
ihe  School'^master's  stipend  and  salary^  paying  ynrty,  on  the 
iStoday  next  after  the  Feast  of  the  A|K»nsidnj  unto  the  Parish 
Clerk,  Gawin  Radgliffe,  and  his  Successors,  Forty-six  ShiUings 
and  Eight-pence  lawfol  English  money,  for  his  wages,  out  of  the 
said  GontributiRMi  of  Two*penoe  of  every  hooee,  and  employing 
tl^  remainder  to  the  Schoohnaster's  use  ^  whereof  we  will  that 
they  yield  a  foil  account  yearly,  at  their  general  accompts.  And 
yet,  nevertheless,  the  Parish  Clerk  shall  still  yearly  receive  and 
take  to  his  own  use,  as  he  hath  been  accustomed  heretofore,  all 
other  duties,  fees,  and  benevoieaces,  saving  only  the  contrUmtion 
of  Two-pence,  of  every  house,  which  we  will  the  Eighteen 
Men  shall  receive  and  pay  out  of  the  same  yearly  46s,.  Sd,  to 
the  Clerk>  as  is  aforesaid." 
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By  an  Inquititioii  taken  at  Keswiok,  on  the  16th  of  Fe^ 
bruaty,  1616,  it  appears, 

"  That  there  hath  been  a  Grammar  School  within  the  Pariah 
of  Crosthwaitej  in  the  County  of  Cmnberland^  time  whereof  the 
memory  of  man  Igiioweth  not  the  eontrary^  and  that  for  like 
time  there  hath  always  been  by  an  ancient  custom  used  and  ap- 
proved within  the  said  Panshj  Eiohtebn  Men  yearly  elected,  by 
the  preoeding  Eighteen  Swoen  Men  within  the  said  Parish^ 
of  the  discreet  and  honest  men  who  were  Parishioners  and  In- 
habitants within  the  said  Parish^  and  sworn  by  the  Vicar  or 
Curate  of  the  said  Parish  upon  the  ueat  Sabbath  day  after  the 
Ascension  day  >— which  Eiobteen  Swobn  men  for  the  time 
being,  or  the  greater  number  of  them,  have  always  elected  a 
certain  number  of  Toshers  within  the  said  Parish,  to  task  every 
of  the  Parishioners  to  a  reasonable  sum,  towards  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  said  School,  School-Stock,  and  other  necessary 
occasions  of  the  said  Parish,  who  have  been  always  sworn  by 
the  said  Vicar  or  Curate,  for  their  equal  proceding  therein  ;*« 
And  the  said  Eighteen  Sworn  Men^  or  the  greater  number  of 
them,  likewise  have  always  by  prescription  and  ancient  custom^ 
yea  even  time  without  memoryj  us^  and  ac^niatomed  to  choose^ 
place,  and  displace  the  Schoolmaster  of  the  said  School,  and  to 
retain  hiip  for  longer  or  shorter  time  as  they  thought  fit,  and  to 
discharge  and  remove  him  upon  anyjust  reasons  known  to  them- 
selves, without  cause  shewing  if  in  their  discretions  they  so 
should  think  fit, — and  to  set  down  Orders,  Rules,  and  Direc- 
tions for  the  government  and  ordering  of  the  said  School,  and 
provision  and  maintenance  thereof  as  to  them  seemed  most 
oonvenient,  and  aocordiag  to  their  wisdoms  and  directions ; 
wherein  the  Bishop  and  Ordinary  of  the  Diocese,  his  Commis- 
sary, nor  Chancellor,  nor  any  other  Ecclesiastical  Ministers, 
have  not  of  right  had  any  other  interest,  power,  or  authority 
than  by  the  Canons  and  Ecclesiastical  Laws  of  this  Realm  is 
lawfully  permitted  and  generally  allowed  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Jurisdiction  to  other  Ordinaries  in  their  several  Jurisdictions 
over  all  the  Schools  in  this  Kingdom,  to  approve  the  ability 
and  fitness  of  the  person  elected  to  be  Schoolmaster,  f6r  the 
executing  of  that  (Moe  and  Function  cmly.'* 

And  the  Jurors  further  found, 

'^  That  the  same  sum  of  money  so  given  and  collected  hath 
ever  since  the  first  gift  thereof  been  employed  and  used  accor- 
dingly, by  the  provident  care  of  the  said  Eighteen  Swobn  Men 
for  the  Stipend  and  Wages  of  the  said  Schoolmaster  of  the  said 
School  by  them  qipointed^  and  thereby  they  have  bred  and 
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brou^t  forth  many  good  Scholars  within  the  aaid  Parish^  until 
now  of  late  their  ancient  wage  and  prescription  and  their  pru- 
dent care  hath  been  partly  interrupted,  and  the  said  Charitable 
gifts  misemployed  in  this/'— that  one  Thomas  Garth,  whom 
•  they  had  engaged  to  be  School-master  for  one  half  year,  had 
incurred  their  displeasure  "  for  divers  gross  offences  and  negli- 
gences committed  by  him,**  and  notwithstanding  their  discharge 
had  intruded  himself  into  the  School  by  the  countenance  and 
assistance  of  Henry  Lord  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  and  Giles 
Robinson,  his  Brother,  then  Vicar  of  Crosthwaite,  who  "  pre- 
tended to  have  the  power  of  collation,  placing,  and  displacing 
of  the  Schoolmaster  of  the  said  School,  without  any  right  at  all 
-appearing  unto  the  said  Jurors,** — which  dispute  was  the  occasion 
of  this  Inquisition,  and  whereby  it  was  decreed  that  the  Eigh- 
teen Sworn  Men  of  the  Parish  at  that  time,**  and  from  time 
to  time  to  be  elected  thereafter,  shall  be,  as  of  right  they  are, 
and  ought  to  be  for  ever  hereafter,  the  sole  and  only  Governors 
of  the  said  School  and  School-Stock.** 

The  only  alterations  that  have  taken  place,  since  the  date 
of  these  Decrees,  are  the  purcbasiDg  of  land  with  the  School 
Stock,  and  the  omission  of  taxation,  and  consequently  of 
Taxers. 

The  present  Rental  of  the  School  land  which  is  situate  in 
the  Parish  of  Crosthwaite,  is  £lOO..\0*.0 per  annum. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  the  Children  of  the  Parish  of 

Crosthwaite  indefinitely,  free  of  any   expense.    They  are 

,^  admitted  at  any  age,  and  may  remain  as  long  as  they  please. 

/  There  are  at  present  260  Scholars  upon  the  Books,  six  of 

whom  only  are  taught  Latin  and  Greek. 

The  Etov  Grammars  are  in  use ;  there  is  no  prescri};)^ 
system  of  Education. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  John  Gbeenop,  whose 
Salary  was  lately  £80.  per  annum. 

The  Salary  of  the  Under-Master  is  £30.  per  annum. 

Neither  of  the  Masters  takes  Pupils. 

The  Cock-Jigkts  at  this  School,  mentioned  in  HuTCHiif. 
son's  History  of  Cumberland,  have  been  abolished. 

William  Bbownbigg,  M,D.,  an  eminent  Chymist, 
had  the  principal  part  of  his  education  at  this  School. 
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CULGAITHandBLENCARN,  near  Templb  Sowbeby. 

The  Frke  Grammar  School  of  Cdlgaith  and  Blen- 
CARN,  in  the  Parish  of  KirklaDd,  was  founded  in  the  year 
1775,  by  the  Landpowners  of  the  two  Manors  or  Towndiips 
of  Culgaith  and  Blencam,  and  endowed  with  an  allotment 
of  One  Hundred  Acres  of  land  upon  Culgaith  Moor,  set  out 
by  Cammissioners,  in  pursuance  of  an  Act  of  Parliament, 
passed  in  1773,  for  dividing  and  inclosing  Waste  lands 
within  that  Township  :— 

''  The  Trustees  appointed  to  carry  this  judicious  resolution 
into  effect,  were  William  Norton,  Iiouoh  Carlton,  an  attor- 
ney, of  Monument  Yard,  London,  Thomas  Salkrld,  of  Fleet- 
Street,  Dublin,  Joseph  Salkeld,  of  Wrangfoeck,  in  the  County 
of  Cumberland,  Gentlemen,  and  their  Successors,  together  with 
THE  Vicar  of  Kirkland,  and  The  Church-wardens  or  Cha- 
pel-wardens of  Culgaith,  for  the  time  being  : — 

The  Trustees  were  to  erect  at  a  place,  called  ^^  Blencam  Gate,'' 
a  proper  House  for  a  School  of  Literature,  for  the  free  and  com- 
mon use  and  benefit  of  all  the  Children  within  the  Townships  of 
Culgaith  and  Blencam.  And  by  mortgage  of  all  or  any  part  of 
these  100  acres,  to  raise  a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  erect  a  con- 
venient Farm-house  and  other  suitable  Outbuildings  upon  the 
same, — to  make  necessary  subdivision  and  interior  fences, — and 
to  apply  the  residue  of  the  yearly  rents  and  profits,  after  payment 
of  the  interest  of  the  Mortgage,  to  the  use  of  such  School-master 
as  shall  teach  in  the  said  Sdiool-house : — 

The  lands  and  houses  assigned  for  the  benefit  of  the  School, 
not  to  be  let  for  a  longer  period  than  Fifteen  years  :— 

The  accompts  to  be  annually  settled  at  the  School-house^  on 
Easter  Monday,  and  the  Register  Book  to  be  deposited  in  the 
public  Chest  in  the  Chapel  of  Culgaith : — 

The  vacancies  in  the  number  of  Trustees  by  death,  to  be  filled 
up  at  the  same  time,— and  '*  to  declare  the  place  or  office  of  such 
ef  the  other  Trustees  as  shall  not  have  attended  for  Two  years 
together  next  preceding  such  Meeting,  void,'*  sickness  or  other 
reasonable  cause  excepted^  and  to  elect  new  Trustees  in  their 
room:—' 

That  upon  every  vacancy  of  the  Schoolmaster^  or  upon  liis 
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misbehaviour  or  non-attendance^  the  Trustees,  or  the  nugor  part 
of  them,  are  to  nominate  a  new  Master,— public  notice  of  such 
Meeting  being  given  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Kirkland  and  Cha- 
pel of  Cu]gai&  in  the  time  of  Divine  Service  in  the  Forenoon> 
two  Sundays  immediately  preceding  such  Election  :— 

The  Vicar  of  Kirkland,  for  the  time  being,  twice  in  thse  year 
at  least,  to  examine  the  Scholars  instructed  in  the  School,  as  to 
their  proficiency  in  such  parts  of  Learning  as  they  shall  respec- 
tively be  taught,  particularly  as  to  the  RwUments  of  the  Christian 
Religion  according  to  the  Doctrine  of  the  Church  of  England^ 
and  in  the  Church  Catechism  set  forth  for  that  puipose,«— and  to 
order  them,  when  to  attend  at  the  Parish  Church  d[  Kirkland  to 
be  publicly  catechised  there,— -and  also  to  order,  what  Aitikort  or 
Books  they  shall  respectively  read  or  be  taught  at  the  School  :— 

No  Scholars  shall  be  taken  in  from  any  place,  but  Culgaith 
and  Blencam,  without  the  leave  and  consent  of  The  Thistees  at  a 
public  Meeting  for  that  purpose,  first  bad  in  writing  under  their 
hands,  on  pain  of  the  Master  forfeiting  after  the  rate  of  90».  per 
afmum  for  each  and  every  Scholar  so  taken,  to  be  deducted  out 
of  his  Salary  by  the  Trustees* — ^which  forflnture  shall  be  applied 
in  the  necessary  repairs  of  the  School-house,  and  other  buildings, 
or  in  the  improvement  of  the  lands^  as  the  Trustees  shall  think 
proper." 

The  Estate  which  was  originally  let  for  £iO.  per  anmum^ 
now  produces  £58.  a  year. 

The  School  is  open  to  Children  whose  Parents  reside 
within  the  Townships  of  Culgaith  and  Blencam,  indefinite- 
ly)^^ of  aU  expense.  Few,  except  free  Scholars,  attend. 
There  is  no  particular  focm  of  admisikm,  nor  any  limitatkHi 
as  to  age. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  John  Hodgsok, 
Curate  of  Sjrkland,  the  amount  of  whose  Salary  and  Edmk 
iuments  is  £40.  pir  antium. 
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DALSTON,  near  Carlislb. 

Thk  Gbammae  School  at  Dalston  appears  to  have  been 
founded  at  mx  early  period.  Part  of  the  original  *^  St^ool 
Stock^  is  said  to  have  been  losi  during  the  RebeUion  in  the 
reign  of  Chablbs  the  f%rst.  An  addition  was  made  by 
Dr«  Rainbow,  Bishop  of  Carlisle^  and  others.  It  was  at 
fiiBt  called  <<  CAtfn;^  «Sfadlr/' and  it>  not  known  how  it  arose. 
It  is  now  £110. 

In  the  year  1 696  an  ad^tional  Endowment  was  made  by 
Dr.  Smith,  Bishc^  of  Carlisle,  acoxding  to  the  following 
Indenture,—* 

This  Indenture  Tripartite  made  the  two  and  twentieth  day  of 
March,  in  the  Ninth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  our  Sorereign  Lord 
William,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  England,  &c.,  I>efeBder 
of  the  f^th,  &€.,  and  in  the  year  of  our  Lmxl  God,  1696 :  Be- 
tween The  Right  Reverend  Father  in  God  Thomas  Lord  Bishop 
of  Carlisle,  of  the  first  part,  Robbbt  Thomlinson,  of  the  GiU> 
in  the  Pari^  of  Dalston,  in  the  County  of  Cumberland,  Gentle- 
man, of  the  second  part :  and  Jonathan  Gesjbn,  of  Hawke»- 
dale,  within  the  said  Parish  and  County,  Gentleman,  ci  the  thifd 
part:  Whereas  John  Lowtkeb,  of  Cawsey,  within  the  said 
Parish  and  County,  being  seized  in  ■,  according  to 

the  custom  of  the  Manor  of  Dalston,  in  the  County  aforesaid,  of 
and  in  a  Copyhold  Messuage  and  Tenement,  with  the  Appurte- 
nances, in  Hawkesdale  aforesaid,  called  New-haU,  parcel  of  the 
said  Manor,  and  holden  by  Copy  of  Court  Roll  of  the  said  Lord 
Bishop,  Lord  of  the  aforesaid  Manor,  in  right  of  his  said  Bishop- 
ric, according  to  the  Custom  of  the  said  Manor,  by  the  Ancient 
Rent  of  Two  Shillings  and  Seven-pence,  and  other  Dues  and 
Services  accustomed,  did  murder  one  Gboros  Briscoe,  whereby 
and  by  the  Custom  of  the  said  Manor,  he  the  said  John  Lowthbr 
did  forfeit  to  the  said  Lord  Bishop^  his  the  said  Copyhold  Mes- 
suage and  Tenement,  with  the  Appurtenances.  And  whereas  the 
said  Lord  Bishop  of  his  pious  and  charitable  disposition,  and  par- 
ticular respect  and  good  will  and  affection  to  his  good  men  of 
Dalston  aforesaid,  being  desirous  that  all  the  Advantage,  Bene- 
fit, and  Profits  of  the  aforesaid  forfeited  Premises  should  for 
ever  be,  remain,  and  continue  for  and  towards  the  better  finding 
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and  maintenance  of  a  Schoolmaster  to  instruct  and  teach  the 
Children  of  the  said  Parish  of  Dalston^  in  writings  reading,  and 
Latin  Grammar  -,  And  to  that  intent  and  purpose,  and  upon  the 
trust  hereafter  mentioned  and  declared,  did,  at  his  Court  Baron 
and  Dimissions  holden  within  and  for  his  said  Manor  of  Dalston 
the  Third  Day  of  February  last,  grant  by  Copy  of  Court  Roll  ac- 
cording to  the  Custom  of  the  said  Manor,  the  aforesaid  Messuage 
and  Tenement,  with  the  Appurtenances^  forfeited  as  aforesaid,  to 
the  said  Jonathan  Green,  party  to  these  presents  :  Now  this 
Indenture  witnesseth,  that  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the 
said  grant  of  the  said  forfeited  Messuage  and  Tenement  to  the 
said  Jonathan  Green  made  by  Copy  of  Court  Roll  as  afore- 
said, and  of  all  the  P^irties  thereto,  was  and  is,  and  by  these 
presents  is  agreed  and  declared  to  be  in  trust  for  the  sole  benefit 
of  such  Person  or  Persons  as  the  said  Lord  Bishop  and  his  Suc- 
cessors, Bishops  of  Carlisle,  shall  from  time  to  time  nominate 
and  appoint  to  be  Schoolmaster  or  Schoolmasters  to  teach  and 
instruct  the  Children  of  the  said  Parish  of  Dal8ton>  in  reading, 
writing,  and  Latin  Grammar,  for  and  during  such  time  and 
times  only  as  such  Person  and  Persons  shall  be  and  continue 
there.  And  the  said  Jonathan  Green  for  himself,  his  Heirs, 
Executors,  Administrators,  and  Assignes,  doth  covenant,  grant, 
promise,  declare,  and  agree  to  and  with  the  said  Lord  Bishop 
and  his  Successors^  Bishops  of  Carlisle,  and  to  and  with  the  said 
Robert  Thomlinson  and  his  Heirs,  and  to  and  with  every  of 
them  by  these  presents,  that  he  the  said  Jonathan  Grebn^  and 
his  Heirs,  doth  and  shall  hold  the  said  Messuage  and  Tenement, 
"with  the  Appurtenances,  upon  the  said  trusts,  and  shall  from 
time,  and  at  all  times  hereafter,  permit  and  suffer  such  School- 
master and  Schoolmasters,  or  such  Person  or  Persons  as  such 
Schoolmaster  or  Schoolmasters  respectively  shall  nominate  and 
appoint  to  have,  hold,  and  enjoy  the  said  Messuage  and  Tene- 
ment, with  the  Appurtenances,  and  the  Rents,  Issues,  and  Profits 
thereof,  to  take  and  receive  to  his  and  their  own  use  and  benefit, 
for  and  during  such  Term  and  Terms,  as  such  Schoolmaster  and 
Schoolmasters  respectively  shall  continue  and  be  Schoolmaster 
there  (such  Schoolmaster)  for  the  time  being.  Yielding,  paying, 
doing  and  performing  tiie  Rents,  Duties,  Custom's,  Services 
therefore  due  and  accustomed,  and  keeping  the  said  Messuage  in 
good  and  tenantable  repair,  and  also  paying  and  dischaiging  all 
Taxes  and  Sesses  whatsoever  charged  upon  the  said  Premises,  for 
and  during  such  time  as  he  shall  continue  Schoolmaster  there. 
And  shall  and  will  also  at  the  joint  request  of  the  Lord  Bishop 
of  Carlisle  for  the  time  being,  and  of  the  said  Robert  Thomlin- 
son and  his  Heirs,  and  at  the  charges  of  such  Schoolmasters  as 
aforesaid  for  the  time  being,  convey,  grant  and  surrender  the 
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9aicl  Messuage  and  Tenement^  with  the  Appurtenances^  and  all 
his  and  their  Estate  therein,  unto  such  Person  and  Persons,  as 
the  said  Lord  Bishop  and  Robert  Thomlinson  or  his  heirs, 
shall  nominate  and  appoint,  subject  nevertheless  to  the  aforesaid 
trust,  and  for  the  perpetual  maintenance  of  such  Schoolmaster  and 
Schoolmasters  as  aforesaid,  according  to  the  true. intent  and 
meaning  of  the  said  Lord  Bishop,  party  to  these  Presents.  In 
Witness  whereof  the  Parties  abovesaid  have  hereunto  interchange- 
ably put  their  Hands  and  Seals  in  the  Day  and  Year  first  above 
written.

In  the  year  1808,  an  Act  of  Parliament  having  been 
obtained  for  indoong  the  Moors  and  Waste  grounds,  within 
the  Manor  of  Dalston,  the  Conjimissioners  were  empowered 
to  set  out  such  an  Allotment,  *'  as  they  in  their  judgment 
may  think  proper  and  sufficient  for  erecting  a  Parochial 
WoBKHonsE  upon,  for  the  use  of  the  said  Parish,  which 
said  plot  or  parcel  of  ground  shall  be  allotted  to  and  vested 
in  the  Churchwardens  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  the  said 
Parish  of  Dalston,  and  their  Successors  for  ever,  for  the  use 
imd  purpose  aforesaid.^ 

And  also,  ^  one  other  parcel  of  the  sud  Waste  Grounds, 
of  such  quantity  and  in  such  a  situation  as  they  may  deem 
proper  and  convenient  for  erecting  a  School  House  upon, 
for  the  Education  of  the  Children  of  the  Lihabitants  and 
Land  Owners  of  and  within  the  said  Manor  and  Parish  of 
Dalston,  and  also  for  erecting  a  Dwelling  House  with  a  Gar- 
den thereto,  for  the  Re^dence  of  the  Schoolmaster  for  the 
lime  bnng,  which  last-mentioned  parcel  of  ground  shall  be 
vested  in  the  said  Lord  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  and  his  Successors, 
for  the  use  aforesaid.^ 

A  Cottage,  bam,  and  about  8  acres  were  accordingly  pro- 
vided, which  now  let  for  £30.  a  year. 
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The  Sdiod  is  opea  to  all  the  Children  of  the  Parish  of 
Dalston,  but  to  none  of  lAnemjJree  of  expense,  a  small  Quar- 
ter-pence bemg  paid  for  each  Child.  For  those  Children 
whose  Parents  are  not  Parishioners,  the  Master  chains  what 
Jhe  {deases.  There  are  usually  fSrom  60  to  90  boys  and  girls 
'  in  die  School. 

The  Eton  Lalin  and  Greek  Grrammars  are  used;  but 
very  few  are  taught  the  Classics. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Thomas  Stubbs,  who  has 
the  allotment  above  mentioned;  together  with  the  Interest 
of  the  School  Stock  and  Quarter-pence,  which  average  about 
£70.  or  £80.;  leaving  to  the  Master  after  paying  an  Assist- 
ant, and  after  some  ether  deductions,  about  £70.  or  £80. 
per  annum. 

The  School-house  which  was  built  by  Bishop  Smith, 
being  old  and  mudi  too  smaU,  was  lately  pulled  down;  and 
an  excellent  School-house  has  been  erected  by  Subscription. 
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DEAN,  near  Cockermouth. 

Tfix  F&XE  Gbammae  School  at  Dean  was  fbimded  in  the 
year  159G,  by  John  Fox,  Goldsmith,  with  a  RentdMurge" 
al  £10.  per  annum* 

The  Inhabitants  reoommend,  and  The  Goldsmiths*  Com- 
pany af(p(ini  the  Master. 

There  was  a  BenefiMstbn  also  giyen  to  this  School  by  the 
fiunily  of  Feaboh,  but  part  of  it  having  been  bstf  it  pro^ 
duces  now  CHiIy  £0..l7-6  &  year. 
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HUNSONBY,  near  Penrith. 

The  School  at  Hunsonby,  in  the  Parish  of  Addingham, 
was  founded  by  Joseph  Hutchivson,  of  this  Township, 
Yeoman;  who,  by  his  Will  dated  in  1726,  devised  the 
reversion  of  an  Estate  at  Gawtree  (on  the  death  of  his 
mother),  for  the  support  of  a  School,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Township  of  Hunsonby  and  Windscale.  As  Mrs.  Hutch- 
inson survived  her  son  some  years,  the  endowment  has  been 
appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  School  only  about  Fifty  years. 

The  original  Endowment,  which  was  about  £20.,  is  now 
£50.  per  annum.  This  property  is  vested  in  the  Church- 
warden and  Overseer  of  the  Township  of  Hunsonby  and 
Windscale  for  the  time  being,  who  appoiiTt  the  Master,  let 
the  lands,  and  otherwise  superintend  the  concerns  of  the 
School. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  Children  of  the  Township  of 
Hunsonby  and  Windscale  indefinitely,  free  of  expense.  And 
the  number  usually  educated,  is  from  20  to  30. 

Neither  Latin  nor  Greek  are  taught  at  present, — English, 
writing,  and  arithmetic  being  prindpally  required. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Joseph  Lancastee,  whose 
Salary  is  £50.  per  anmm. 
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MAUGHANBY,  near  Penrith. 

The  Free  School  at  Maughanby,  in  the  Parish  of  Ad- 
dingham,  was  founded  in  the  year  1634,  by  The  Revd.  >. 
Edwakd  Mayplett,  Prebendary  of  Carlisle,  and  Vicar  of 
Addingham;  and  endowed  with  a  House,  and  about  Seventy 
acres  of  land,  then  of  the  annual  value  of  £10.,  but  now  let 
for  £70.  Half  of  the  Estate  is  Customary  land,  holden  imder 
the  Manor  of  Melmerby,  and  subject  to  Fines  on  the  death  of 
the  Lord  or  Tenant,  which  have  been  paid  by  the  Master. 
There  is  no  Dwelling-house  at  present. 

The  Deed  of  Trust  is  supposed  to  be  lost.  And  the 
Trustees  not  having  been  renewed,  from  some  cause  now 
unknown,  the  appointment  of  the  Master  has  been  in  the 
See  of  Carlisle  for  more  than  a  century  past 

By  an  original  Bond,  dated  in  1676,  with  Sureties  to  the 
Trustees  by  the  Master  at  his  Election,  it  appears,  that — 

The  Master  "  shall  with  his  Scholars  frequent  the  Church 
diligently  upon  the  Lord's  Day  :— 

*'  Sh(dl  carefuUy  instruct  his  Scholars  in  the  principles  of 
Religion^  especially  in  the  Catechism  of  the  Church  of  England : 
—And 

'^  ShaU  faithfuUy  instruct  his  Scholars,  both  in  the  English  and 
Latin  Tongues,  according  to  their  ci^padty." 

The  School  is  open  to  the  Children  (Boys  and  Girls)  of 
the    Parish   indefinitely,   free   of  expense.     The   number  ' 
usually  educated  is  from  30  to  40 :  but  they  are  irregular . 
in  their  attendance,  especially  during  die  hay  and  00m  har- 
vests.    They  are  admitted  as  soon  as  they  know  the  Alphas 
bet,  and  remain  as  long  as  their  Parents  think  proper. 

The  Inhabitants  are  chiefly  small  Farmers,  Mechanics, 
and  Labourers. 

The  Wbstminstee  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  in 
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use,  when  Latin  or  Greek  is  required:  but  at  present  very 
few  are  educated  for  Professions: — ^English,  writing,  and 
arithmetic,  are  principally  taught 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Joseph  Bakdgxtt,  whose 
Salary  is  £7^*  p^  annum^  and  no  other  emoluments. 
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PENRITH. 

Ths  F&xb  Gbj^mmae  Scuoai.  at  Pskbith  is  of  very  ancient 
date;  aa  it  appears,  that  there  was  a  School  imder  the 
patronage  of  The  Bbhop  of  Carlisle,  so  early  at  the  yett 
1340.- 

In  the  nineteenth  year  of  King  Bichabd  the  Second,  ld95>  ^ 
William  db  Stbicxlanb,  afterwards  Bishop  of  Carlislei 
founded  a  Chantry  within  this  Church,  and  gave  for  the 
perpetual  support  of  the  Priest  who  instructed  the  youth  in 
the  liberal  arts  of  Grammar  and  Muric,  the  yearly  Salary  of 
£6.,  issuing  out  of  his  lands  in  **  Penreth.^ 

This  Chantry  bring  dissolved  in  the  first  year  of  the  reign 
of  Edwabd  the  Sixth,  1547>  the  revenue  came  into  the 
Kings's  Exchequer,  and  was  paid  to  the  Crown  until  the  nxtb 
year  of  Queen  Elizabbth,  1564,  when  Her  Majesty,  at  the 
instance  of  her  Secretary  Sir  Thomas  Smith,  then  Dean  of 
Carlisle,  granted  a  Charter,  in  ample  form,  for  the  establish-. 
ment  of  a  Free  Grammar  School,  in  this  her  Seignioiy  and 
chief  Town  within  the  Forest  of  Inglewoody  and  endowed  it 
with  the  said  £6.  per  annum^  for  the  support  of  a  Master 
and  Usher. 

For  the  due  government  of  the  School,  Five  of  the  most 
discreet  and  substantial  Inhalntants  of  the  Parish  are  consti-« 
tutal  a  Body  Corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  who  have 
power  to  place  or  displace  the  Master,-— to  regulate  the 
orders  and  disdpline  of  the  School, — and  to  see  that  ifs 
possessions  and  revenues  are  neither  lost  nor  dilapidated. 

In  1633,  Sir  John  Lowthbb  conveyed  to  Mr.  William 
Wiielfdalb  some  seats  under  Archer's  Hall  or  7^  Old 
Crossy  valued  at  JC1..6^..8cZ.  per  annumy  for  the  benefit  of 
the  School;  which  sum  was  afterwards  increased  to  Two 
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guineas,  but  by  the  subsequent  removal  of  The  Cross  thia 
sum  has  been  lost. 

Sir  John  Lowthbb  likewise  gave  a  large  piece  of  ground, 
called  Ling  Stubbs^  which  bemg  afterwards  sold,  the  School 
at  present  receives  only  a  Quit-rent  of  20^.  per  awnum. 

Moreover,  from  some  unfortunate  circumstance  in  the  time 
of  the  Civil  Wars,  the  ancient  estate  of  the  School  was  soon 
afterwards  stated  to  be  in  danger  of  being  lost 

In  the  year  ]G(>1,  Mr.  William  Robinson,  Citizen  and 
Grocer  of  London,  charged  his  property  in  Grub  Street  with 
the  annual  payment  of  £10.  to  the  School. 

In  1782,  William  Bleahibe,  Esq.,  many  years  a 
Magistrate  at  the  PoUce  Office  in  Hatton  Garden,  gave  a 
rent  charge  of  £5.  per  annum  to  the  School ;  and  £  1 .  to  the 
Vicar,  for  preaching  a  Sermon  upon  Education. 

And,  as  a  motive  for  emulation,  the  same  benevolent 
Gtintleman,  also  gave  a  further  annual  redt  charge  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  a  Stiver  Medal  of  one  inch  and  a 
quarter  diameter,  to  be  delivered  at  Christmas  by  the  Master, 
to  such  one  of  his  Scholars  as  should  in  his  judgement  com- 
pose the  best  Latin  verses  or  Theme  on  a  proposed  subject ; 
— and  to  provide  a  Silver  Pen,  for  the  greatest  proficient  in 
writing; — and  a  Book  of  Arithmetic^  for  the  best  Arithme- 
tidan ; — the  residue,  if  any,  to  be  retained  by  the  Master  for 
his  own  benefit. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  the  boys  of  the  Parish  indefi- 
nitely, but  to  none  free  of  expense ;  as  a  Quarter-Pence  is 
charged  to  every  one.  There  is  no  prescribed  age  for  their 
admission,  nor  for  their  removal.  The  present  number  is 
Thirty. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used. 

This  School  is  entitled,  with  other  Cumberland  Schools, 
to  one  of  Lady  Elizabeth  Hastings^s  valuable  Exhibi-j 
tions  at  Queen's  College,  Oxford. 

See,  Leeds, 
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The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  Thokas  Bbwshbb, 
whose  Salary  is  about  £21,  per  annum;  his  other  emolu- 
ments are  very  uncertain.  This  Gentleman  takes  Pupils,  his 
Terms,  for  the  board  and  education  of  each,  being  Thirty- 
five  guineas  a  year. 

The'  Revd.  Mr.  Blain,  when  JVf aster,  had  Mr.  Ritson 
for  his  Pupil. 

The  Common  Seal  is  lost

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PLUMBLAND,  near  Cockermouth. 

Thb  Fbee  School  at  Plukbland  was  founded  by 
Captain  John  Sibson,  Merchant,  a  Native  of  this  Parish ; 
who,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  29th  of  June,  17^9,  bequeathed 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  building  of  a  School-house,  and 
likewise  for  the  Endowment  of  the  same.. 

This  Bequest  was  not  to  take  place  until  after  his  Wife^s 
decease,  which  happened  in  the  year  1797;  and,  in  179B, 
the  Foundation  was  effected. 

The  Endowment,  which  is  vested  in  the  Public  Funds,  is 
JC80.  per  annum ;  in  the  names  of  certain  Gentlemen,  called 
GovEENOBs,  of  whom  one  is  President. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  Boys,  and  GJr&,  living  in  the 
Parish,  free  of  expense;  subject  to  several  Regulations, 
described  in  the  Will. 

The  number  of  Scholars  admitted  upon  the  Foundation 
are  about  Forty-five.  And  about  the  same  number  are 
taught,  who  are  not  free  to  the  School. 

No  age  is  spedfied,  when  Boys  may  be  admitted. 

No  boys,  not  Jree  to  the  School,  are  admitted  without 
leave  from  The  President  and  Grovemors,  by  whom  Two 
Masters  are  nominated. 

The  present  Govbbnobs  are — 
The   Revd.   Edwabd   Stanlet,    Rector  of  the  Parish, 

Peesident. 
John  C.  Cubwen,  Esq.,  M.  P.,  of  Workington-Hall. 
John  Cheistian,  Esq.,  of  Unerigg-Hall. 
Tlie  Revd.  Petee  How,  Rector  of  Workington  and  Isell. 

The  Eton  Latin.  Grammar,  and  the  WESTMiNSTEaGredc 
Grammar,  are  in  use. 

The  School-house,  which  was  erected  in  the  year  1800, 
contains  two  School-rooms,  each  42  feet  by  28 ;  —one  of  them 
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being  for  The  Classics; — and  the  other,  for  English,  Writ- 
ing, and  Aocompts,  the  Mathemades,  &a 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  William 
Pattinson,  whose  Salary  is  £40.  per  annum.  This 
Gentleman  takes  Pupils,  his  annual  charge  for  the  Board 
and  Education  of  each,  being  Twenty-eight  guineas,  and 
half  a  guinea  Entrance.  He  also  holds  a  Curacy  at  present 
in  an  adj<Hning  Parish. 

The  Founder  of  this  excellent  School  directs,  that  Prayers^ 
and  an  Exposition  of  the  New  Testament,  shall  form  part  of 
the  duty  of  each  day. 
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THURSBY,  near  Carlisle. 

The  School-house  at  Thursby  was  built  by  the  principal 
Inhabitants  of  this  Township,  by  Subscription,  about  Eighty 
years  ago. 

Ther^  is  no  original  Endowment  But,  about  the  year 
1802,  Mr.  Thomas  Thomlinson,  of  Newbum,  in  Nortli 
Carolina,  Merchant,  and  a  Native  of  Thursby,  left,  by  his 
Will  bearing  date  in  1798,  the  sum  of  £354.  to  this  School ; 
which  is  now  lent  on  interest  to  Sir  Wastell  Bbisco,  Bart, 
of  Crofton  Hall,  for  the  use  of  the  Master.  No  private 
Security  should  ever  be  taken.  See  the  great  increase  of  a 
much  less  Endowment  at  Uldale. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  the  Children  of  the  Parishioners 
and  others,  on  their  pajring  a  small  Quarter-pence.  There 
are  usually  from  40  to  50  Boys  and  Girls  in  the  Winter 
and  Spring ;  and  from  30  to  40  in  the  Summer  and  Autumn. 

Wabd^s  Latm  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used:  but  very 
few  are  taught  the  Classics;  the  Education  in  general  bong 
reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  John  Mason,  whose 
emoluments  are  about  £25.  per  annum.  He  is  also  Curate 
of  the  Parish. 
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ULDALE,  near  Keswick. 

Th£  Gbammab  School  at  Uldale  was  founded  in  the 
year  1726,  by  Matthew  Caldbbck^  of  RuthwaUey  in  the' 
Parish  of  Ireby,  for  the  instruction  of  the  children  of  the 
Parishioners  in  the  rucfiinentB  of  Grammar,  and  other  use^ 
ful  Learning,  and  in  theprindples  of  the  Christian  Religion 
according  to  the  Doctrine  of  the  Church  of  England. 

For  ifs  Endowment  Mr.  Caldbeck  left  JCIOO.,  upon  this 
condition,  that  the  Parishioners  should  nuse  £100.  more, 
which  accordingly  was  done,  and  the  two  smns  were  invested 
in  different  parcels  of  Freehold  land,  part  of  which  is  situate 
in  the  parish  of  Uldale,  and  part  in  the  Parish  of  Ireby ,  and 
are  at  this  time  let  for  £Sl..9,.0  per  aimum.  Such  of  the 
Parishioners  as  were  Subscribers,  are Jree  to  the  School,  as 
are  also  the  Children  of  such  poor  persons,  as  the  Trustees 
for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  think 
fit    The  present  number  of  Scholars  is  about  Fifty.  - 

The  Master  is  chosen  by  Seven  Tbustees,  there  being 
Two  in  each  of  the  Three  divisions,  and  the  Rector  for  the 
time  being  is  always  one ;  upon  the  death  or  alienation  of 
any  of  the  Trustees,  another  is  chosen  by  a  majority  of  the 
Survivors. 

Mr.  Thomlinsok,  a  Benefactor,  taught  the  Grammar 
School  at  Uldale  upwards  of  Seven  years,  with  great  credit 
to  himself,  and  satisfaction  to  all  his  employers. 

Ward's  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Thomas  Beck.

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WHITCHAM  and  MILLOM,  near  Bootlk, 

It  is  not  clearly  ascertsdned,  who  was  the  Founder  of  the 
GsAsiMAR  Sqhool  of  Whitcham  and  Millom. 

In  the  Chancery  Suit  between  the  Inhabitants  of  these 
two  Parishes,  which  continued  from  1687  to  165)1, — ^it  was 
contended  by  the  Inhabitants  of  Millom,  that  the  School 
had  been  endowed  by  one  of  the  Kings  of  England,  prior  to 
the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth, — ^whereas  it  was  insbted 
upon  by  the  Inhabitants  of  Whitcham,  that  the  School 
had  been  endowed  by  a  person  of  the  name  of  "  Hodqsok^ 
a  native  of  Whitcham* 

The  probability  is,  that  the  Inhabitants  of  Whitcham 
were  in  the  right,  because  as  the  Parish  of  Millom  both  in 
extent  and  in  population  is  six  times  greater  than  the  Parish 
of  Whitcham,  it  is  not  likely  the  School  would  have  been 
called  '*  Whitcham  and  Millom  School,^  unless  the 
Founder  had  been  born  in  the  Parish  of  Whitcham. 

However  that  may  be,  it  appears  from  a  Decree,  in  the 
year  ir>iO,  that  £l(>.  a  year  were  then  ordered  to  be  paid 
annually  out  of  the  Revenues  of  the  Crown  in  the  County 
of  Cumberland,  remaining  with  the  Auditor  of  the  County, 
And  it  is  a  certain  fact,  that  that  sum  has  been  regularly 
paid  by  the  Auditor  of  the  Revenues  of  the  County  of  Cum- 
berland, from  the  year  1540  until  the  present  time. 

There  has  been  no  subsequent  Endowment ;  and,  until 
within  the  last  Thirty  years,  the  Master  never  received 
any  Quarter-Pence,  or  any  other  emolument  for  instructing 
the  Children  bom  within  either  of  these  Parishes,  excepting 
a  gratuitous  offer,  entirely  at  the  option  of  the  Parents  of 
the  Children,  called  a  «  Cock-Penny ^"^  at  Shrovetide. 

The  necessaries  of  life  having,  however,  considerably 
increased  in  value,  and  the  £16.  a  year  remaining  as  it  did 
(luring  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  have  brought  about 
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an  amicable  arrangement  between  the  Schooliitiaster  and  the 
Inhabitants  of  the  two  Parishes ; — in  consequence  of  which^ 
the  Parents  of  both  Parishes  pay  for  each  of  their  Children 
4s,  a  Quarter  for  reading.  English  alone,  and  16^.  a  Quar- 
ter for  writing,  arithmetic,  and  Classics, — in  order  to  aug- 
ment the  Stipend  of  £  16.  to  about  £50.  per  armum. 

The  right  of  electing,  or  of  removing  the  Master,  is  vested 
in  Twelve  Trustees,  Six  out  of  each  Parish,  of  whom  the 
Rector  of  the  Parish  Church  of  Whitcham,  and  the  Vicar 
of  the  Parish  Church  of  Millom,  are  always  Two. 

The  Wbstminster  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are 
used ;  and  the  Westminsteb  system  of  Education  is  pur- 
sued. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  any  University  advantages,  - 
belonging  to  this  School. 

When  the  Boys  Jeave  this  School,  they  generally  go  to 
St.  Bees,  Hawkshead,  Carlisle,  or  Appleby,  and  from 
thence,  to  Queen^s  College,  Oxford,  or  St.  John'^s  College, 
Cambridge. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Joseph  Lowtheb,  who  does 
not  take  Pupils.    . 

Many  eminent  men  have  received  the  first  rudiments  of 
their  Education  at  this  School, — especially.  The  Revd. 
John  Postlethwaite,  Head  Master  of  St.  Paul's  School ; 
who  died  in  1713,  and  left  a  Legacy  of  upwards  of 
£2000.,  for  the  purchase  of  a  Vicarage  House  and  Glebe 
for  the  use  of  the  Vicar  of  Milloni,  where  he  was  bom. 

The  only  eminent  Man,  of  late  years,  who  may  be  said 
to  have  completed  his  Education  at  this  School,  is  the  late 
John  Postlethwaite, Esq., who  diedatEendal  on  the  15th 
of  March,  1815.  This  truly  benevolent  Gentleman  prac- 
tised as  an  able  and  upright  Attorney  at  Kendal,  for  more 
than  Fifty  years ; — "  his  whole  life  was  employed  in  doing 
goodj  cmd  in  administermg  comfort  to  the  poor  and  dij- 
tressedr — In  his  last  Will,  after  having  left  Legacies  to 
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Twenty-four  of  his  Relations^  he  gave  to  The  British 
and  Foreign  Bible  Society  £500.,— to  The  Blue  Coat 
School  in  Kendal  £250.,— to  The  Widows  Hospital  in 
Kendal  £250.^— and  to  The  Schools  of  Indystry  in  Kendal 
£250. 
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WIGTON,  near  Carlisle. 

The  Fbee  Geammae  School  at  Wigton  was  founded 
and  endowed  in  the  year  1730,  by  Robbet  Tbouhx^son, 
D.D„  Rector  of  Wickham,  and  The  Revd,  Johk  Thom- 
LiNJioK,  M.A.,  his  Brother,  and  Rector  of  Rothbuiy,  in 
the  County  of  Northumberland.  > 

^Dr.  Thomlinson  gave  £126.  towards  the  building  of  the 
School,  and  endowed  it  with  £20.  per  annvmy  which  arises 
from  a  Rent-charge  upon  the  estate  of  Ilaught(m  CcuUcj  in 
Northumberland,  now  beloi]^[ing  to  William  Smith,  Esq. 
The  Revd.  John  Thomlinson  gave  £100.  towards  the 
Endowment  of  it. 

And  the  following  Gentlemen  were  liberal  Benefactors 
towards  the  building  of  the  School, 
Jonathan  Watson,  Esq.,  of  London,  -       £50. 

Mr.  Feancis  Geainger,  Merchant,  in  London,     20. 
Mr.  Thomas  Geaingee,  of  London,  -  10. 

Mr.  Ambeose  Wilson,  of  London,  -  5. 

The  Revd.  Hbnby  Gkddks,  Vicar  of  Wigton,    -     5. 
And  about  One  hundred  and  fifty  Tenements  in  Wigton, 
and  the  adjoining  Parishes,  were  made^^^  to  the  School,  by 
the  Proprietors  contributing  to  the  building  of  it,  about 
£1..5..0.  eack 

About  the  year  1800,  Mr.  John  Allison,  of  London, 
Merchant,  who  was  educated  here,  left  by  WUl  £1000.  in 
the  Three  per  Cent.  Consols,  the  Interest  of  which  was 
ordered  to  be  equally  divided  between  the  Master  and  Usher, 
for  each  teaching  Two  poor  Boys  {notjree  to  the  School), 
groitisy  and  to  be  nominated  by  his  Relation,  Mr.  Cham- 
bees,  of  JspcUria,  and  his  Heirs. 

Since  that  time,  Mr.  Thomas  Thomlinson,  of  Neu^mm, 
in  North  Carolina^  who  was  $  Native  of  Thursby  in  this 
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Coanty,  and  educated  here,  left  by  his  Will  dated  in  1798, 
the  Sum  of  £355.,  the  Interest  of  which  is  paid  in  the  ratio 
of  thre&-fifth8  to  the  Master,  and  two-fifths  to  the  Usher : 
And  also  £60.  to  the  Poor  of  Wigton,  and  £  100.  to  a  Book- 
club in  this  Town.     See,  Bromfield. 

The  whole  amount  of  the  ori^nal  and  subsequent  Endow- 
ments is  now  £70.  per  annum. 

The  number  of  Boys  generally  taught,  is  from  70  to  80 ; 
one  half  of  which  may  be  said  to  hejree. 

The  Greek  Grammars  commonly  used  are  those  of  Wkst- 
ifiNSTEB,  Valfy,  and  Holmrs; — and  the  Latin,  are  those 
of  Etok,  and  Holmes.  There  are  no  particular  Books  pre- 
scribed by  The  Founders.  The  only  Orders  and  Rules 
which  they  have  left,  are  the  following, — 

"  Orders  for  The  Free  School  of  Wigton,  in  the 
County  of  Cumberland,, and  Diocese  of  Carlisle,  agreed 
upon  and  settled  by  The  Founders  of  the  said  School. 

First,  There  shall  be  Two  Masters,  or  a  Master  and  Usher. 
The  Head  Master  shall  be  obliged  to  observe  the  usual  School 
hours,  to  inspect  the  behaviour  of  all  the  Scholars,  and  to  teach 
in  Latin  and  Greek,  gratis,  the  Children  of  all  such,  as  by  con- 
tributing to  the  building  of  the  School,  have  made  their  Houses 
free.  And  that  the  School  may  not  be  biutlened  with  a  number 
of  Foreigners,  he  shall  not  teach  any  but  who  are  free,  for  a  less 
sum  than  5f .  per  Quarter. 

Secondly,  The  Under-Master  shall  be  obliged  to  keep  due 
hours  in  his  attendance  on  the  School,  and  he  shall  teach  all  the 
Children  of  such  as  are  free,  to  read,  write,  and  cypher  -,  and 
those  that  intend  to  advance  to  the  Head  Master,  he  shall  teach 
them  the  Accidence,  and  all  these,  gratis;  nor  shall  he  take  any 
Foreigners  under  his  care  for  less  Premium  than  2«.  6d,  per 
Quarter,  or  any  whatever  until  they  can  read  the  Testament, 

Thirdly,  Both  Masters  shall  every  Saturday  cause  their  respec- 
tive Bojrs  to  say  their  Catechism,  and  explain  it  to  them,  so  as  to 
make  them  understand  it. 

Fourthly,  Both  Masters  shall  be  obliged  to  attend  the  public 
Prayers  on  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  and  all  Holy-days,  and 
cause  all  the  Scholars  to  attend  with  them. 

Fifthly,  Whenever  a  Vacancy  happens^  the  Head  Master  and 
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Usher  are  to  be  elected  by  a  majority  of  Votes  of  all  sudi  as  are 
free  to  the  School  and  appear  to  that  purpose,  when  due  notice 
of  thdr  Meeting  hath  been  given  in  the  Churdi." 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Joseph  Halli- 
FAX,  whose  Salary  is  £42.  per  annum,  together  with  the 
House  and  garden*  This  Gentleman  takes  a  limited  number 
of  Pupils,  his  terms  fx  the  Board,  Lod^ng,  and  Education 
of  each,  being  Thirty  guineas  j7^a7in««ifi:  and  for  such  Day- 
scholars  as  are  noijrecy  his  Quarter  Pence  is  JE1..1..0. 

TTic  Salaiy  of  the  Usher  is  £28.  per  annum. 

The  School,  ^th  the  Master^s  House,  are  beautifuQy 
situate  on  a  considerable  eminence,  called  *<  Marlcei^HtU^ 
and  have  a  fine  Terrace  in  front.  The  Y^ndows  are  large, 
with  each  a  stone  mullion  in  the  centre,  and  the  whole  has  a 
respectable  and  antique  appearance.  A  neat  mural  monu- 
ment placed  in  the  centre  of  the  School,  with  the  following 
Inscription,  attracts  general  notice, — 

'*  Deo  et  Eccle^se  Anglise  Sacrtt 

Scholam  banc  vir  Reverendus 
BoBKRTUs  Thomlinsok,  S.  T.  P., 
posuit  L.  M.,  anno  Domini  1730.^ 

This  School  being  within  seven  miles  of  The  Bishop  of 
Cablisle^s  Palace,  has,  perhaps,  sent  as  many  Candidates 
for  Holy  Orders  as  any  School  in  the  Diocese;  and  to  it's 
Honour  and  deserved  Merit,  none  wer^  ever  sent  who,  upon 
y^amination,  were  rejected. 
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WREAY,  near  Carlisle* 

Thk  Fbie  ScHoai.  of  Wmay,  in  the  Parish  of  St  Mary, 
Carliflle^  has  been  loag  established. 

The  Chapel  of  Wreay  havipg  been  totally  neglected  at 
the  Reformation,  Twdve  Proprietors  in  the  neighbourhood, 
styling  themselves  Trustees  for  the  Chapdry,  took  upon 
themselves  th^  direction  of  all  affairs  within  the  Hamlet,  and 
converted  the  Chapd  into  a  School-House. 

In  a  Petition,  without  date,  addressed  to  Edwasd  Raik- 
Bow,  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  between  the  years  16G%  and  1684, 
the  Trustees  apologize  for  cutting  down  some  old  Trees 
whidi  grew  in  the  Chapel*yard,  in  order  to  ai^pnent  their 
Chapel  Stock,  ^^  which  had  been  much  diminished," — and 
they  also  complain  of  a  person  teaching  School  in  a  neigh- 
bouring Village  to  the  ^^  impoverishment  of  their  School,  and 
discouragement  of  their  SchooUMaster." 

The  original  School  Stock  which  wai  £40.,  remains  the 
same. 

A  Sdiool-house  was  built  in-*  1^5 1. 
,  The  Trustees  appoint  the  Master. 

John  Beown,  Esq.,  of  MdguardSf  bequeathed  £200.  to 
the  School ;  with  the  major  part  of  which  John  Lobh,  Esq., 
of  Wbodsidej  his  heir,  in  1764,  purchased  land  adjoining  to 
the  School-house,  and  the  remainder  is  in  the  hands  of  his 
Grand-^ughters,  Misses  Saeah  and  Catheeinx  Losh, 
who  generously  intend  to  legalize  Mr.  Beown's  Will,  which 
was  invalidated  by  the  Mortmain  Ach  But  notwithstand- 
ing that  circumstance,  the  Master  has  regularly  and  honour- 
ably been  paid  all  the  emoluments. 

Let  those  who,  under  similar  circumstances,  have  seized 
upon  the  Estate  of  the  School  at  West  Bueton,  in  York- 
shire, founded  and  endowed  by  John  Sadlee,— and  {hose 
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aiiowhc  so greaify profited  by  it^s  ^i^im, and  who  now  lo<^ 
upon  the  transaction  with  cold  indifferencey — blush  at  iheir 
improper  conduct^  and  hasten  to  restore  that  once  celebrated 
Seminary  to  it's  just  rights  and  former  distinction. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  indefinitely. 

The  Grammars,  and  the  System  of  Education,  are  left  to 
the  Master's  discretion* 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  PAxaicK  Feancis  Dorak, 
whose  Salary  ^d  Emoluments  are  about  £35. per  anmim. 

A  angular  donation  was  made  by  a  Mr.  Graham,  of  a 
Silver  Belly  wdghing  two  ounces^  upon  which  is  engraven 
*^  Wr^Chappky  1 655,^^ to  be  "fought  for  annually  on  Shrore 
Tuesday  by  Cocks.'*  About  thr#e  weeks  previbus  to  that 
day,  the  boys  fixed  upon  Two  of  their  School-fellows  for 
Captains,  whose  parents  were  able  and  willing  to  bear  the 
expense  o£  the  approaching  contest,  and  the  Master  on  his 
entering  the  School  was  saluted  by  the  boys  throwing  up 
their  hats,  and  the  acclamation  of  "  Duo?,  Daa;.'^  AfW  an 
early  dinner  on  Shrove  Tuesday  the  two  Captains,  attended 
by  their  Friends  and  School-fdlows  who  were  distinguished 
by  blue  and  red  Ribbons,  marched  in  procesaon  from  their 
respective  homes  to  the  Village  Green,  when  each  produced 
Three  Cocks,  and  the  Bell  was  appended  to  the  hat  of  the 
Victor, — ^in  which  manner  it  was  handed  down  fix)m  one 
successful  Captain  to  another. 

About  thirty  years  since,  this  barbarous  custom  was  su- 
perseded by  a  "  Hunt,"— a  Mayor  being  a&nually  elected, 
and  the  Bell  graces  his  rod  of  office.  A  Hatis  given  to  the 
boys,  under  fifteen,  to  be  run  for, — and  each  of  the  compe^ 
titors  recdves  a  proportionate  rewmtL 

Wbkay  HiTNT  from  the  first  obtained,  and  still  maintains 
that  d^ree  of  celebrity,  to  whidi «  Captain  Battles*"  had  no 
preteniaon. 
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Thx  Fbex  Geammaa  School  in  Asrbo&kx  was  founded 
in  the  Twenty-Seventh  year  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  by  Let- 
ters Patent  dated  the  15th  of  July,  1585,  on  the  petition  of 
Sir  Thomas  Cokaihe,  Knight,  of  Ashbome,  in  the  County 
of  Derby,  Willluc  Brajdbobkx,  of  Lee,  in  the  same 
County,  Esquire,  Thomas  Carter,  of  the  AAddk  Temple, 
Lcmdon,  Gentleman,  Thomas  Hurte,  and  William  Jack- 
son, of  Ashbome,  Gentlemen,  and  other  Inhabitants  of  the 
same  Town,  who  were  desrousof  foundmg  and  establishing

«  Free  Granmiar  School  there,  for  the  better  instruction, 
and  education  of  the  Youth  of  the  ndghbouring  country ; — 
Whereupon  her  Majesty  grants,  that  there  shall  be  a  Gram- 
mar School  in  Ashbome,  for  the  education  of  boys  and 
youth  in  Grammar  and  other  good  Learning,  to  be  called 
'^  Thb  Free  GeamiulB  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth  in 
the  Vill  of  AsHBOBXE,  in  the  County  of  Derby ;" — to  have 
one  Master  who  shall  be  a  Master  of  Arts,  and  an  Under- 
Master: —

Gendeman,  Rogeb  Hurts,  John  Cloves,  Senior,  George 
Jackson,  Nicholas  Hubtb,  Gbbvase  Pbince,  Andbew 
MiLWABD,  Jacob  Milwaki),  Robert  Hollis,  Ralfh 
Bubche,  and  Richard  Rabclyffe,  Parishioners  of  Ash- 
boiiie:— 

The  Governors,  and  Assistants,  and  their  Successors,  to 
be  a  fiody  Corporate : — 

On  the  death  of  a  Grovemor,  or  his  removal  out  of  the 
Parish,  or  his  being  otherwise  removed,  the  other  Governors

These  Statutes  and  Ordinances  to  be  inviolably  obscrv-

After  the  decease  of  Sir  Thomas  Cokaine^  &c.,  the 
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Governors  and  Aaastuits  with  the  advice  and  ocHuent  6i  the 
Heirs  male  of  Sir  Tbomas  Cokaine,  &c.,  whilst  any  should 
survive^  and  afterwards  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Bishop  c£  Coventry  and  Lichfield  for  the  time  b^ng,  may 
from  tkne  to  time  make  fit  and  wholesome  Statutes  and 
Ordinances  for  the  government  of  the  School  and  it*s  posses- 
sions, but  not  to  be  contrary  to  those  made  by  Sir  Thomas 
CoKAimB,  &c.:— 

The  Grovemors  to  have  a  Common  Seal : — ^may  sue  and 
be  sued  at  law: — and  may  purchase  or  receive  lands  and

Licence  is  also  given  to  Sir  Thomas  Cokaike,  &c.,  to

All  the  Revenues  to  be  for  the  sustentation  and  mainten* 
ance  of  the  School^  the  Master,  and  the  Under-Master : — 

The  Master,  and  Under-Master,  so  appointed,  are  to  hold 
their  offices  witffout  any  other  presentadon,  institution,  or 
investiture,  for  life,  according  to  the  Statutes  aforesaid: — 

But  they,  the  Governors  and  Assbtants  may  be  removable 
according  to  the  Statutes : —     > 

The  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  to  be  granted 
without  fine  or  fee. 

It  does  not,  however,  appear  that  any  Rules  or  Orders 
were  made  by  the  Gk>vemors  and  Assistants  undl  the  year 
1796,  when  the  following  Statutes  were  enacted: —

or  Assistant,  or  any  person  in  trust  for  him,  shall  be  a  holder 
or  occupier  of  any  of  the  lands,  tenements,  or  hereditaments 
of  or  belonging  to  the  said  School. 
Seventh,  That  all  the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  arising  or  to  arise 
from  the  lands,  tenements,  and  other  hereditaments  where* 
with  the  said  School  is  now  or  hereafter  shall  be  endowed, 
shall  for  the  time  being  be. received  by  the  Treasurer  to  the 
said  Governors  and  Assistants  within  the  space  of  Three 
months  after  the  same  shall  become  due,  and  for  him 
immediately  to  pay  Two-third  parts  thereof  to  the  Head 
Master,  and  the  other  Third  part  thereof  to  the  Under- 
Master;   subject  to  such  future  Regulations,  as  may  be 
thou^t  necessary  to  be  made  by  the  said  Governors  and 
Assistants. 
Lastly,  That  the  Master,  and  Under-Master,  for  the  time  being, 
shall  have  an  equal  right  and  title  to  the  Pew  at  the  farther 
end  of  the  School-loft  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Ashbome 
aforesaid,  and  that  each  of  them  and  his  Family  shall  and 
may  occupy  the  same  accordingly,  without  the  hinderance 
or  interruption  of  the  other  of  them. 
In  witness  and  testimony  whereof,  and  of  the  consent  and 
approbation  of  the  saidLiord  Bishop  of  Lichfield  and  Coventry 
to  the  foregoing  Rules  and  Statutes  he  hath  signed  his  name  at 
the  bottom  hereof;  and  the  said  Governors  and  Assistants  have 
hereunto  caused  their  Common  Seal  to  be  affixed  this  Twentieth 
day  of  August  in  the  Thirty-sixth  year  of  the  reign  of  Our 
Sovereign  Lord  George  the  Third,  &c.,  1796. ' 

Several  small  rent  charges,  making  together  £5.  per 
annvmy  were  given  at  the  time  or  soon  after  the  Foundation, 
by  Thomas  Cartbr,  Philip  Oxsov«e,  Sir  Anthony 
Ashley,  and  Mrs.  Storeb. 

In  1610,  Roger  Oldfield  gave  £7^*  to  be  laid  out  in 
•land. 
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In  ieG7i  The  Duke  c^  Dxvonbhieb  gave  £6.  per 
annum  to  the  Head  Master. 

The  principal  Income  of  the  School  arises  from  the  rent 
of  an  Estate,  supposed  to  have  been,  purchased  with  the 
amount  of  a  Subscription/now  let  atl£8S.per  afMit<i7»,-*and 
Two-fifths  of  lands  at  Ashover  giv^i  by  Mr,  Chsistopheh 
Pegge,  and  now  let  at  £316.  per  annum. 

The  present  Rental  of  the  Estate  is  about  £240.  per 
annum. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Parish,  who  are 
required  to  leam  Latm^  as  it  is  not  considered  an  English 
School.  There  are  about  Siicteen  boys  upon  the  Founda* 
tion.  They  are  admitted  when  they  can  read  the  Latin 
Grammar,  and  there  b  no  prescribed  time  for  superannua* 
lion. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used :  and 
the  system  of  Education  depends  upon  the  discretion  of  the 
Master. 

There  are  Two  Fellowships  at  St  John's  College,  Cam- 
bridge^ to  which  boys  educated  at  this  School  seldom  succeed, 
as  there  are  three  or  four  previous  claims. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Paul  Belches, 
M.  A.,  whose  Salary  is  about  £160.  per  awnwm^  with  a 
house  and  garden.    This  Gentleman  takes  Boarders,  his 
Terms  being  Thirty-five  guineas  per  annvm.

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CHESTERFIELD. 

The  GB.AKMAR  School  at  Chbstjbrfixld  was  founded  in 
the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  by  Godfbby  Foljaubx, 
Esq.,of  Watton,  in  this  Parish;  and  endowed  with£l3..6^8. 
ftr  otnnumy  payable  out  of  an  estate  at  AUei^bwGtighy  ia  the 
County  of  Nottingham.  In  consequence  of  this  endowment, 
every  Master,  nominated  and  appointed  by  The  Mayor  asd 
Corporation,  must,  according  to  the  will  of  Mr.  Foljambe, 
be  examined  and  approved  by  Thb  Archbishop  of  Yobb, 
in  whose  Diocese  Attenborou^  is  situate. 

There  have  been  subsequent  Donations;— z^.,  J£8.  an- 
nually from  Ballidon,  in  the  County  of  Derby; — £l.  from 
the  Vicarof  Chesterfield, outof  land  near  the  Town  :—£  1..7..1. 
from  the  Proprietors  of  the  Chesterfield  Canal; — £l..7*.0i 
the  Interest  of  £30.,  left  by  Mr.  Lbonabd  Gill,  of  Lon- 
don, Merchant ;— and  a  Farm,  called  The  Hague  Farm, 
situate  in  the  Parish  of  Stavely  near  Chesterfield,  which  was 
left  about  the  year  1674,  by  Mr.  Cobnelius  Clarke,  of 
the  then  yearly  value  of  £38. ;  which  Rent  was  to  be 
dinded  in  the  following  proportions,  viz^  £15.  annually  to 
the  Master,  £15.  annually  to  an  Usher  to  assist  the  Master, 
and  £8.  annually  to  an  A  B  C  Darius.  I  he  respective  sums 
of  £15.  to  the  Master  and  Usher  are  annually  paid  by  The 
Corporation  of  Chesterfield,  as  Trustees :  But  it  is  stated, 
that  the  ABC  Darius  now  receives  from  this  endowment 
£12..12..0.  per  amnum.  The  appointment  of  the  Usher  was 
vested  by  Mr.  Clabke  in  his  Descendants ;  and  in  conse- 
quence, Mr.  Shore,  of  Norton,  in  the  County  of  Derby, 
ixmunates,  and  The  Corporation  approve  in  this  case. 

The  Hague  Farm  being  adjacent  to  the  Estate  of  Sir 
SiTWELL  SiTWELL,  Bart.,  of  Renishaw,  an  advatageous 
exchange  of  it  was  made   by  The  CorporatioQ  with  Sir 
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SiTWELL  for  lands  situate  dsewhepe,  about  Twenty  years 
since« 

There  are  no  particular  Statutes,  nor  Ordinances. 

The  School  is  open  to  boys  of  all  descriptions  in  the  Taum^ 
free  of  expense.  But  from  this  promiscuous  Admission, 
there  are  few  boys  upon  the  Foundation ;  and  but  rarely 
any  other  Scholars. 

The  Westminster  Latin  Grammar,  and  the  Eton 
Greek,  are  used ;  And  the  usual  routine  of  Education  is. 
The  Accidence  and  Latin  Grammar,  Clarke^s  Introduction, 
Latin  Testament,  Eutropius,  Phaedrus  s  Fables,  C8esar''s 
Commentaries,  Greek  Testament,  Ovid^s  Metamorphoses, 
Sallust,  Virgil ;  and,  in  Greek,  Xenophon  and  Homer. 

It  appears  by  the  Will  of  Mr.  Foljambe,  that  he  foun- 
ded a  Fellowship  for  the  Town  of  Chesterfield  at  St.  John's 
College,  Cambridge.  There  is  neither  Exhibition,  nor 
Scholarship. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Thomas  Field, 
M.  A.,  whose  Salary  is  about  £40.  per  annum,  with  a 
House  and  about  six  or  seven  acres  of  Land.  But,  as  all 
this  property  lies  within  The  Borou^  of  Chesterfield,  the 
Imposts  upon  it  are  equal  to  a  heavy  rent :  It  also  pays  a 
Rent-charge  of  J£2..IO..O.  annually  to  Thb  Duke  of  Devon- 
shire. This  Grentleman  would  have  wished  to  have  taken 
Private  Pupils ;  but  the  House,  though  very  lai^,  is  in  so 
dilapidated  a  state,  that  there  are  not  accommodations. 

The  Ushership  is,  at  present,  annexed  to  the  Mastership ; 
and  there  is  no  other  Master  in  the  SdiooL 

There  are  no  Church  Preferments  belonging  to  this 
School :  neither  is  there  a  Common  Seal. 

Archbishop  Seckbr  is  said  to  have  received  his  first 
instruction  in  this  School ;  and  Dr.  Kate,  the  late  Dean 
of  Lincoln,  and  Dr.  D aewik,  the  Physician  and  Poet,  were 
educated  here. 

The  School  is  called  "  The  Chapd  SchooT  to  this  day. 
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because  it  is  built  upon  the  nte  of  The  Chapel  of  the  Gild 
of  St.  Helen.  The  Well  adjoining  to  it,  which  is  now 
nearly  destroyed  by  the  snking  of  contiguous  pits,  was  call- 
ed <'  7^  Hohf  Well,''  and  was  in  high  celebrity.l  The 
Street,  leading  to  the  School,  is  called  <<  Holy  Well  Street  r 
and  the  Fidds  oppo»te,  are  at  this  time  called  *<  St.  HeUfCe.'^ 
There  is  a  Gallery  in  the  Church,  which  is  called  ^<  The 
School  Lqfiy'^  as  belonging  to  the  School ;  and  which  was, 
without  doubt,  qipropriated  to  the  School  by  the  Founder ; 
over  whose  Seats  below,  it  is  erected.

Trb  FftXB  School  at  Dk&bit,  which  is  situate  in  St  Peter's 
Church^yardy  is  one  of  the  most  ancient  Endowments  of  the 
kind  in  this  kingdom. 

According  to  Mr.  LrsoNs,  it  is  oortain  that  it  existed  as 
early  as  the  Twelfth  Century,^and  it  seems  to  have  been 
founded  in  the  ragn  of  King  Hi;n]|y  the  Second,  soon  after 
the  removal  of  the  Canons  of  St  Helena's  to  the  Abbey  of 
Darley. 

Walter  DuanANT,  Bishop  of  Lichfield,  in  his  Charter, 
speaks  of  the  School  at  Derby  as  the  gift  of  himself  and 
William  de  Barb&  Aprilts. 

Soon  after  this,  whilst  Richard  Psche,  who  succeeded 
Walter  Durdant  in  1162,  was  Bishop  of  Lichfield, 
Walkslin  de  Derby  and  Goda  his  Wife  gave  the  Man- 
sion in  which  they  dwelt,  and  which  Walkslin  had  pur- 
chased of  William  Alsin,  to  the  Canons  of  Darley,  on 
condition  that  the  Hall  should  be  for  ever  used  as  a  SdKX>l. 
room,  and  the  Chambers  for  the  Dwelling  of  the  Master  and 
Clerks. 

This  andent  Grammar  School  was  given  to  The  Corpo* 
ration  by  Queen  Mary,  together  with  a  part  of  the  pos- 
sessions of  the  Abbey  of  Darley  for  it*s  Foundation,  specially 
charging  the  Estate  of  Liitle  Chester  with  the  annual  payment 
of  £13..6..8.  to  the  Master,  and  Usher. 

The  Endowment  which  is  in  Land  and  Houses,  u  con- 
aderably  improved; — ^but  the  amount  is  a  pr^ound  Secret 
with  The  Corporation,  who  positively  reftise  any  information 
respecting  the  School. 

A  subsequent  Endowment  in  land  of  £20.  per  annum 
was  made  by  Francis  Ash,  Esq.,  a  Merchant  in  London, 
which  is  now  paid  by  Emanctel  College,  Cambridge. 
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The  Schod  is  open  to  the  sons  of  Burgesses  indefimtdj, 
free  of  expense.  They  aie  admitted  at  any  age,  when  Jhey  f 
can  read.  At  present  there  are  only  ihree  ovjbur  Free 
Sdiolars, — and  as  many  Extra-Parodiial  Scholars,  who  pay 
a  guinea  entrance;  and  four  guineas  per  annum.  There 
have  been  Fifty  Scholars  in  this  School  at  one  time,  but  not 
of  late  years. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used;  and  the  system  of 
Education  is  at  the  option  of  the  Master. 

There  are  Ten  Exhibitions  at  Emanuel  College, 
Cambridge,  of  £10.  per  annum  each,  founded  by  Mr.  Ash  ; 
to  which  boys,  who  are  educated  at  The  Grammar  Schools 
of  Ashby  and  Derby,  have  a  preference. 

Mrs.  Jan£  Walton,  the  Widow  of  The  Re j|^  John 
Walton,  Archdeacon  of  Derby,  (who  died  in  1603),  among 
several  other  benefactions,  gave  £100.  to  The  Master  and  % 

Fellows  of  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  for  the  irfbin-  %A 

tenance  of  such  Scholars  as  come  from  Derby  School,  or,  f   * 

for  want  of  such,  from  Derbyshire,  and  are  admitted  of  that  ^ 

College.  f  %^ 

She  also  bequeathed  to  The  Bailiffs  and  Common  Council      ^ 
of  Derby  £40.,  for  the  better  relief  of  the  Head  M^^  and 
Usher,  ^^  so  as  the  Stock  may  continue  for  that  use  for  ever.^ 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  James  Bligh,  ipmose     f 
Salary  is  £50,  per  annum  from  The  Corporation,  and  £20. 
per  annum  from  Emanuel  College. 

A  Sermon  is  preached  once  a  year  at  All  Saints  Chitiich,     ^ 
for  which  £20.  per  annum  was  left  by  Mr.  Crawshaw, 
which  sum  has  always  been  given  to  the  Master,  but  it  does 
not  constitute  part  of  the  Endowment 

There  is  no  Usher  at  present ;  none  having  been  appoint- 
ed by  The  Corporation  sbce  the  death  of  the  last,  who  died 
about  four  years  ago. 

Among  the  Eminent  men  who  hav^  been  educated  here, 
may  be  mentioned,—- 
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JoHK  Flaiistekd,  the  first  Astronomer  Royal. 
John  Eabdlet  Wilmot,  Esq.,  Master  m  Cbaiioery. 
The  present  Lord  St.  Helen's. 

Anthony  Blackwall,  Author  of  the  Sacred  Classics^ 
'  was  Master  of  this  SchooL

DRONFIELD,  near  Chesterfield.     ^ 
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The  Frbb  Gbammab  School  at  Dronfield  was  founded 
in  the  year  1579,  by  Thomas  Fanshaw,  Esq.,  Reqiein- 
brancer  of  The  Court  of  Exchequer,  m  pursuance  of  the 
Will  of  Heney  Fanshaw,  Esq-,  his  Predeceseor  in  that 
oflBce  (to  whom  he  was  Executor),  and  endowed  with  lailis, 
rituate  in  the  Parishes  of  Dronfield,  Chesterfield,  and'Ec- 
kington,  then  of  the  annual  value  of  £30.,  but  now  amount- 
ing to  £230.  a  year,  mostly  on  lease. 
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The  Letters  Patent  direct,  that  this  School  shall  be  called 
"  The  School  of  Henry  Fanshaw,  Esq.,  of  Dronfibld.^ 
-— ^at  the  Vicar  and  Guardians  of  the  Parish  Church  shall 
he  Groyemors,  and  a  Body  Ccnrporate,  and  have  a  Common 
^  Seal. — ^The  Heir  of  Heket  Fanshaw  to  be  Patron. — And 
during  a  vacancy  of  the  Vicarage  or  Guardians,  Six  of  the 
most  discreet  Inhabitants,  nominated  by  the  Fanshaw  Fa- 
mily, to  be  Governors,  fro  tempore. 

The  H^r  of  the  Founder,  bmg  of  the  full  age  of  Twen- 
ty-one,— and,  in  want  of  hdrs,  the  Kshc^  of  Coventry  and 
Lichfield,— to  appcnnt  the  Head  Master,  and  Under-Master, 
and  to  make  fit  and  wholesome  Statutes. 

The  Governors  are  empoweied  to  receive  any  other  pos- 
sessions, not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  fuU  annual  value  of 
£30.,  and  wludi  are  not  hcddrai  in  capUe. 

All  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  Estates  are  to  be  applied 
g' to  the  maintenance  of  the  Head  Master^and  Under-Master, 
and  to  no  other  use  whatsoever. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  <<  Ths  Orbhrs,^  aaade  by  Sir 
Thouas  Fanshaw,  K.  B.,  fer  Ae  govermoent  of  the 
^   •^chaol:—

they  ask  ^iree  of  the  Goremors  leaye^  (the  Vicar  ci  Dronfield 
being  one.)  -*  And  if  they  proye  negligent  in  keeping  their  hours 
98  is  abovesaid^  or  alMKnt  thenoiselves  from  the  said  School 
without  leave  obtained^  after  three  admonitions  given  them  db  • 
either  of  them,  by  the  Governors,  or  more  part  of  them,  then  I  -> 
declare  his  or  their  place  void,  and  myself  at  liberty  to  af^point  a 
new  Schoolmaster  or  Usher,  in  his  place  so  forfeited. 

2.  Item,  I  ordain  that  the  Schoolmaster  every  Saturday  after* 
noon,  do  call  the  Scholars  before  him,  and  that  till  three  of  the 
dook  he  catechise  them  in  the  principles  of  our  Christian  Reli- 
gion, according  to  the  order  d  the  book  of  Common  Pirayer, 
that  they  may  i^  this  means  be  seasoned  and  prepared  to  receive 
public  instractbn  by  way  of  catechising  from  tiie  Vicar  in  the 
Churdi. 

3.  lUm,  I  strictly  iiddbit  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher  upon 
penalty  of  loss  of  their  places,  that  they  grant  no  otium  or  play 
days  to  their  Scholars,  upon  any  pretext  5  but  I  appoint  that  the 
Scholsrs  do  every  Thursday  and  Saturday  by  three  of  the  dock 
in  the  afternoon,  play  of  course.  And  that  there  be  no  breaking 
up,  nor  leaving  of  School  before  any  festival  days,  save  only  two 
days  before  the  feast  of  Easter,  two  days  before  the  feast  of  Pen- 
tecost, and  four  or  five  days  before  Christmas,  and  the .  Sdiool 
to  b^in  again  upon  the  Wednesday  in  Easter  Week,  the  Wed* 
nesday  in  the  feast  of  Pentecost,  and  the  first  Monday  after  the 
twelfdi  day  in  Christmas  without  delay. 

4.  Item,  I  do  constitute  and  ordain  that  the  Schoolmaster  and 
Usher  do  give  such  correction  to  their  Scholars  as  shall  be  meet 
and  fit,  but  in  no  wise  that  they  strike  any  Sdiolar  upon  the 
head  or  the  cheek  with  their  fist  or  the  pahn  of  their  hands,  or 
with  any  other  thing  5  and  that  they  do  not  curse  or  revile  their 
Sdiolara ;  tiiat  the  Scholars  be  corrected  for  swearing  with  the 
rod,  and  Latin  Sdholars  for  ^[leaking  English  with  the  /eniJn  ; 
that  monitors  be  appointed  to  present  their  rudeness,  irreverence, 
or  indecent  demeanor  in  the  streets,  the  Church,  or  their  pubMc^ 
sports. 

5.  Item,  I  ordain  that  the  Scholars  do  every  morning  upon 
their  knees  before  they  begin  thdr  Lectures,  offer  up  their  Sacri- 
fice of  prayer  and  thank^ving  to  God,  in  such  prayers  and 
psalms  as  shall  be  appointed  by  me,  that  is  to  say,  that  the 
Master  in  the  morning  do  repeat  orderly  the  Lord's  Prayer,  end 
after  that  ie  deum  laudamm,  the  SchoUurs  answering  hhn )  and 
in  the  afternoon  before  they  do  depart,  that  the  Bfoster  do  re- 
peat orderly  the  llSth  psalm,  the  Scholars  answering  him. 
And  that  ^e  Scholars  of  the  said  School  may  be  nurtured  and 
disdpUned  as  well  in  good  manners  as  exerdsed  in  arts,  I  do 
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charge. the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher,  as  they  will  answer  it  to 
God  and  all  good  men,  that  they  bring  up  their  Sdiolars  in  the 
fiear  of  Gfod,  and  reverence  towards  all  men,  that  they  teach 
them  obedience  to  their  parents,  observance  to  their  betters, 
gentleness  and  ingenuity  in  all  their  carriage,  and  above  all 
things  thai  they  chastise  liiem  severely  for  their  vices,  viz.,  lying, 
swearing,  and  filthy  speaking  ^  .that  men  seeing  the  ends  of 
virtue  in  their  youth,  may  be  stirred  up  to  bless  and  praise  God 
for  their  pious  education. 

6.  Item,  I  ordain  that  the  Scholars  do  upon  every  Sunday  and 
Holy-day  in  the  morning  resort  orderly  unto  the  School,  and 
that  they  go  from  thence  with  their  Master  and  Usher  before 
them  unto  the  Church,  two  and  two  in  rank,  that  they  carry 
their  service  book  witii  them  and  answer  the  Versicles  in  the 
Psalms  as  the  Clerk  of  the  Parish  doth,  that  they  kneel  at  such 
times  of  the  celebration  of  Divine  service  accordingly  as  it  is  in 
that  behalf  prescribed  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  that 
they  stand  up  at  the  reading  of  the  Creed,  and  bow  at  the  sacred 
name  of  Jesus  $  and  that  as  many  as  be  of  capacity,  do  take  in 
writing  the  notes  of  the  Preacher's  Sermons,  and  give  account  of 
them  on  Monday  morning  to  their  Master. 

7.  Item,  I  do  constitute  and  ordain,  that  no  leprous,  foul  or 
infectious  Child  be  admitted  into  the  said  School,  nor  any  that 
by  any  sloth  or  negligence  of  their  parents  or  guardians  shall  be 
observed  to  be  slovenly. 

8.  Item,  I  do  ordain,  that  the  lands  belonging  to  the  said 
School,  shall  not  at  any  time  hereafter,  be  demised  for  any 
longer  term  than  for  one  and  twenty  years  at  the  furthest,  to 
begin  in  possession  from  the  making  of  the  lease  or  leases  of 
any  of  the  said  lands ;  and  that  upon  every  lease  thereof  so  from 
time  to  time  to  be  made,  there  be  reserved  for  and  during  all 
the  term,  such  yearly  rent  or  rents,  as  shall  be  according  to  the 
true  and  best  value  of  the  said  Lands ;  and  that  no  fine  or  in- 
come be  taken  for  any  such  lease,  and  that  the  yeaiiy  rent  so 
reserved  and  payable  upon  the  said  lease  or  leases,  shall  be  paid 
at  the  two  usual  feasts  or  terms  in  the  year,  that  is  to  say,  at  the 
feast  of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel,  and  the  Annunciation  of  our 
Blessed  Lady,  the  Virgin  Mary,  or  within  twenty  days  at  the 
furthest,  next  and  immediately  ensuing  after  each  of  the  said 
Feasts,  by  even  and  equal  portions.  And  the  said  Rents  so  re- 
served being  received  as  aforesaid,  shall  by  the  Governors  of  the 
said  School  be  paid  unto  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher,  within 
eight  days  afker  the  time  so  limited  for  the  payment  thereof  as 
aforesaid,  out  of  which  rents  and  profits,  I  ordain  the  Usher  to 
have  paid  unto  him  for  his  salary,  the  sum  of  fifteen  pounds 
yearly  and  every  year,  and  the  Schoolmaster  shall  have  the 
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residue  of  the  said  yearly  rent^  yearly  paid  unto  him  at  the  days 
and  times  before  limited. 

9.  Item,  I  ordain  that  the  conveyances  and  writings  which  do 
or  shall  concern  the  possessions  of  the  said  School,  together  with 
the  Common  Seal  now  by  me  appointed  for  the  Corporation  of 
the  Governors  of  the  said  School,  wherewith  the  said  Governors  % 
are  to  seal  such  leases,  as  shall  be  made  of  the  lands  belonging 
to  the  said  Schools  shall  be  from  time  to  time>  kept  in  a  chesty 
which  shall  remain  in  the  Vestry  of  the  Parish  Church  of  Dron- 
field  aforesaid^  under  six  locks  and  keys,  one  of  which  keys  the 
Vicar  of  Dronfield  for  the  time  being  shaU  keep,  and  each  of 
the  Churchwardens  for  the  time  being  shall  keep  one,  and  one 
other  key  shall  be  kept  by  my  kinsman,  Lyonell  Fanshawe, 
£sq.,  until  such  time  as  I  shall  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same. 

10.  Item,  I  ordain  that  these  ordinances  shall  stand  and  be 
observed  in  all  points,  until  such  time  as  I  or  my  heirs,  or  the 
Bishop  of  Coventry  and  Litchfield  for  the  time  being,  in  the 
minority  of  my  heirs,  shall  find  instant  cause  to  alter  the  same. 

11.  Lastly,  I  ordain  that  these  ordinances  shall  once  in  every 
year^  upon  the  Monday  in  Easter  week>  in  the  forenoon  of  the 
same  day,  after  Morning  Prayer^  be  read  in  the  Churchy  by  the 
leave  of  the  Vicar  of  Dronfield  for  the  time  being,  in  the  pre- 
sence and  hearing  of  the  Governors  of  the  said  School  for  the 
time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them>  whom  I  desire  in  that 
behalf  to  be  then  present.

Know  all  Men  by  these  presents^  that  We,  Althea  Fan- 
shawe, the  Patroness  of  the  Sdiool  of  Dronfield^  in  the 
County  of  Derby,  together  with  The  Rev.  Lawrence 
Bourne,  Clerk  and  Vicar  of  the  said  Parish  of  Dronfield, 
Robert  Ward,  Joseph  Pearson,  Thomas  Worsten- 
holme,  and  Charles  Greenwood,  Churchwardens  of  the 
said  Parish,  Trustees  for  and  Governors  of  the  said  School, 
do,  by  virtue  of  the  powers  in  us^  vested  by  the  Founder  of 
the  said  School,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  o^ 
the  much  greater  and  most  respectable  part  of  the  Pa- 
rishioners, make  these  following  alterations  of,  and  addi- 
tions to  the  Rules  already  made,  for  the  better  ordering  of 
the  said  School. 
1.  In  regard  to  the  Eighth  Rule  already  made,  respecting  the 
Usher's  salary.  We  (in  conformity  with  what  our  predecessors 
have  done  before  us)  do  order,  that  upon  every  increase  of  the 
rents,  issues  or  profits  of  the  said  School,  the  Usher's  salary  shall 
be  augmented  along  with  the  Headmaster's,  in  proportion  to 
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their  several  present  stipends,  or  diminished  in  the  same  propor- 
tion, upon  any  extraordinary  expence  being  incurred,  except  only 
with  respect  to  their  several  houses,  for  repairing  which,  each 
Master  shall  pay  for  his  own. 

2.  We  order,  that  whatever  Boys,  the  Usher  for  the  tune  be- 
ing shall  bring  into  the  School,  he  shall  himself  be  paid  as  well 
for  their  entrance  as  instruction,  tUl  such  time  as  they  shall,  by 
the  direction  of  the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens,  or  the  greater 
part  of  them  be  consigned  over  to  the  care  of  the  Head-master, 
in  which  case  one  hsJf  of  the  entrance  money  received  by  the 
Usher  shall  by  him  be  paid  to  the  Head-master.  And  that  the 
Usher  and  his  Boys  shall  have  free  access  to  the  School  at  all 
School  hours,  without  the  let,  hindrance  or  molestation  of  the 
Head-master  -,  neither  shall  they  be  subject  to  his  authority,  ex- 
cept only  with  respect  to  their  moral  conduct. 

3.  We  further  order,  that  no  Boy  whose  parents  live  and  are 
legally  settled  in  the  Parish  of  Drdnfield,  shall  pay  any  entrance 
money  -,  and  that  no  other  boy  shall  pay  more  than  half  a  guinea 
entrance,  nor  more  than  two  guineas  a  year  for  instruction, 
writing  and  accompts  excepted. 

4.  We  further  order,  that  no  Mister  or  Usher  of  the  said 
School,  shall  take  upon  him  to  prevent  any  Boy  from  coming 
to  the  said  School,  or  refuse  to  instruct  him  there  in  the  same 
manner  he  does  the  other  Boys  under  his  care,  unless  such  rea- 
sons be  assigned  as  shall  be  thought  sufficient  by  the  Vicar  and 
Churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them. 

5.  We  further  order,  that  if  the  Usher  for  the  time  being, 
shall  imdertake  to  instruct  Boys  in  writing  and  accompts,  he 
shall  be  allowed  to  bring  tables  and  forms  into  the  School  for 
that  purpose ;  but  shall  not  demand  more  for  such  instruction, 
than  what  is  usually  paid  at  other  Schools  in  the  neighbour- 
hood ;  or  if  he  does  not  choose  to  engage  in  tliat  employment, 
then  the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  shall  appoint  a  person  to  do  it,  who  shall 
be  indulged  in  the  like  privileges. 

6.  We  further^ order,  that  no  Boy  who  belongs  to  the  Parish 
of  Dronfield,  shall  pay  more  than  sixpence  ^  year  towards  coals, 
nor  more  than  threepence  a  year  towards  keeping  the  School 
clean,  and  lighting  the  fires  in  it  j  and  that  every  other  Boy 
shall  pay  twice  as  much,  and  no  more,  to  those  several  chai^ges  : 
And  in  case  more  coals  be  wanted,  or  more  pay  be  wanted  to 
satisfy  the  School-sweeper,  the  Churchwardens  shall  provide  the 
former,  and  pay  the  latter,  and  deduct  the  same  from  the 
School  rents. 

7.  We  further  order,  that  if  any  disputes  arise  between  the 
Head-master  and  Usher,  or  between  either  of  them  and  any 
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other  person,  respecting  tbci  School  or  Scholars,  they  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Vicar  and  Churchwardens  for  the  time  beings  to 
be  adjusted  by  them,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  and  their  adjust- 
ment shall  be  final. 

8.  We  order,  that  these  our  Rales  together  with  those  for- 
merly made  and  not  yet  repelded^  shall  be  strictly  obsen^ed  both 
by  the  Hedd-master  and  Usher,  upon  pain  of  our  displeasure, 
and  such  punishment,  as  We,  by  the  Charter,  are  authorised  to 
inflict.

The  School  which  is  open  to  boys  of  any  Parish  indefi- 
nitely, is  conducted  upon  Dr.  Bellas  System.  There  is  no 
prescribed  age  of  admission,  or  continuance  at  the  School. 
The  Grovemors  admit.  The  Classics  have  not  been  taught 
here  for  many  years. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  Church  Preferments,  be- 
longing to  this  School. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  William  Pidcock, 
whose  Salary  is  £130.  per  anfiumj  and  a  house  and  garden. 
He  does  not  take  Pupils. 
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The  present  Under-Master  is,  Mr.  Williau  Birksk, 
whose  Salary  is  the  remainder  of  the  endowment,  and  fl 
house,  which  was  built  by  subscription. 

General  Fanshaw,  an  Officer  in  the  Russian  Service,  is 
the  present  Patron  of  this  School,  as  Representative  of  the 
Foimder. 
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HARTSHORN,  near  Ashby  de  la  Zouch, 

The  Fbeb  School  at  Hartshorn  was  founded  by  Wi]>.  ^ 
LiAM  Dethick,  Rector  of  this  Parish,  in  1626;  and  endowed 
with  land  and  houses  in  Ticknall^  and  Burton  upon  Trent, 
for  a  Master  to  instruct  Thirty  boys  of  the  Parish,  free  of 
expense. 

The  present  amount  of  the  Estates  is  £50.  per  annum. 

The  Master  has  £30.  per  annum,  and  a  house ;  and  the 
number  of  Scholars  is  usually  from  40  to  70.  - 

Mr.  Dethicx  ordered  that  such  a  Master  should  be 
chosen,  who  could  assist  the  Rector  in  reading  the  Lessons ; 
which  the  last  Master  used  to  do. 

The  system  of  Education  is  at  the  option  of  The  Trus- 
tees,  whp  are  Three  in  number;  wd  of  whom  the  Rector 
of  HartshcBm  is  always  One. 

Latmy  it  is  believed,  was  formerly  taught  in  tliiai  Sphool; 
but,  at  piesent,  EngU$h  only. 
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REPTON. 


At  bo  distant  a  period  as  the  Saxon  Heptait^,  Repton, 
or  Reopandun  as  it  was  then  call^^  is  mentioned  in  the 
scanty  Chronicles  of  the  times,  as  we  learn  from  the  extracts 
preiServed  by  Leland,  and  ^en  in  his  Collectanea. 

It  was  not  only  the  Palace  of  the  Saxon  Monarchs  of 
Merciay  but  the  seat  of  a  noble  Monastery  of  Reli^ous  men 
and  women,  before  the  year  660;  of  which  Palace,  or 
Monastery,  qonsiderable  foundations  are  discoverable,  both  in 
the  Priory  and  adjoining  Church-yard,  when  any  alterations 
have  been  made  in  the  School  buildings,  or  vaults  been  dug 
in  the  Church-yard. 

The  Palace  and  Monastery  being  laid  waste  and  destroyed 
by  the  Danes^  the  Priory  was  re-edified  in  the  year  1172, 
by  Matilda,  widow  of  Ranulph  de  Blundevillb,  second 
Earl  of  Chester,  and  continued  in  a  flourishing  condition, 
until  the  Dissolution  by  Henry  the  Eighth,  in  1538,  when 
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it  was  found  to  be  possesfied  of  Revenues  to  the  amount  of 
f  167..18..0. 

The  Site  of  the  Priory,  and  tf s  Possessions  in  Reptcm, 
were  granted,  in  1540,  to  Thomas  Thackek,  Esq.,  Servant 
to  Heney-  the  Eighth,  in  whose  Family  they  oontinued  until . 
the  year  1728,  when,  by  the  bequest  of  Miss  Thacker, 
heiress  to  Gilbert  Thackee,  Esq.,  the  Priory  estate  in 
Repton  was  conveyed  to  the  Family  of  Bitedett,  of  FarC' 
marJCf  in  which  it  still  continues. 

Sir  John  Port,  of  EtwaUy  Knight  of  the  Bath,  (so 
created  at  the  Coronation  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth),  who 
was  possessed,  by  marriage  and  inheritance,  of  great  pro- 
perty in  the  Counties  of  Stafford,  Derby,  and  Lancaster, 
having  lost  his  two  sons  at  an  early  age,  and  being  minded 
to  bestow  some  part- of  his  estates  in  Charitable  Foundations 
for  the  repose  of  his  Soul,  in  the  year  1556  devised  to  his 
Executors,  Sir  Thomas  Giffard,  Richard  Harfur,  Esq., 
and  others,  certain  estates  in  the  Counties  of  Derby  and 
Lancaster,  for  the  Foundation  of  an  Hospital  at  EtwaO^ 
and  a  Free  Grammar  School  at  Repton. 

These  Institutions  were  accordingly  estabhshed  after  his 
death,  in  the  year  1557,  and  continued  by  the  Licence  of 
Queen  Mary,  under  the  direction  of  the  Harpur  Family, 
until  the  year  1621 ;  when,  by  an  Agreement  between  Sir 
Johk  Harpur  on  the  one  part,  and  The  Earl  of  Hunting- 
don, Lord  Stanhope,  and  Sir  Thomas  Gerard,  Bart,  on 
the  other,  the  three  several  Descendants  of  Sir  JohnPort'^s 
three  Daughters,  the  Superintendance,  after  the  death  of 
Sir  John  Harpur,  was  conveyed  to  the  right  heirs  of  the 
Founder.  m 

By  the  Petition  of  the  Co-heirs,  The  Hospital  and 
School,  in  the  year  1621,  were  made  a  Body  Corporate,  by 
the  style  and  title  of"  The  Master  of  Etwall  Hospital, 
The  Schoolmaster  of  Repton,  Ushers,  Poor  Men,  and 
Poor  Scholars.^'    And,  in  consequence  of  that  settlement. 
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the  estates  were  conveyed  by  Sir  Johk  Haipua  to  The 
Corporation,  and  in  that  Body  are  now  vested. 

The  Endowment,  when  the  Charter  ^as  granted,  was 
£350.;  but  which,  from  the  improved  state  of  if  s  Revenues, 
is  at  present  about  £2500.  per  annum* 

In  the  reign  of  Chakl:ks  the  First  a  small  addition  was 
made  by  Mr.  Thomas  Whitehead,  first  Usher,  for  the 
benefit  of  The  Head  Master,  of  a  Field  of  four  acres  at 
Repton,  now  wortli  £12.  per  annum. 

There  is  also  a  small  estate  at  Ticknall,  which  was  left  by 
Mr.  Philip  Wabd,  a  former  Master,  in  1656,  for  the  pur- 
chase of  Books  for  Poor  Scholars. 

The  Foundation  at  present  maintains  a  Master  of  The 
Hospital  (in  whom  the  power  of  receiving  the  Rents,  and 
paying  the  Stipends,  is  vested),— a  Master  of  The  School,— 
Two  Ushers,— 16  Poor  Men  in  The  Hospital,— and  18  Poor 
Scholars  at  Repton. 

The  entire  superintendance  of  The  School  and  Hospital 
is  hereditary  in  the  Noble  Families  of  Hastikgs  and  Ches- 
terfield, and  of  Sir  William  Gsbakd,  the  Representa- 
tives and  Co-hars  of  Sir  John  Port's  three  daughters,  who 
have  the  power  of  regulating  The  Corporation,  and  electing 
The  Master  of  The  Hospital,  The  Schoolmaster,  and  Ushers; 
But  a  Grant  of  a  Fourth  Turn  with  them,  in  the  appoint- 
ment only  of  Poor  Men,  and  Poor  Scholars,  was  made  by 
The  Charter  to  the  Family  of  Harpur,  of  CaJke. 

The  Village  of  Repton  is  pleasantly  situate  in  a  Valley, 
which  is  washed  by  a  rapid  Trout-stream,  that  rises  in  the 
Pistem  Hilh,  about  ax  miles  distant  to  the  Southward. 
At  the  Northern  extremity  of  the  Village,  upon  an  elevation 
overlooking  the  adjacent  Country  ^nd  the  river  Trenif 
stands  the  Parish  Church. 

Adjoining  to  the  Church,  are  the  remains  of  The  Fnory, 
which  are  now  converted  into  a  Grammar  School,  and 
Houses  for  the  Masters.    The  entrance  fix>m  the  Village  to 
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The  Monastery,  is  through  a  Grate  way  with  a  Pointed  Arch^^ 
into  the  School-yard,  formerly  called  **  TTie  Infirmary 
Yard:*^  The  Eastern  side  of  which  is  occupied  by  a  long 
range  of  building,  with  habitations  at  the  Northern  end  for 
The  Head  Master:  and  at  the  Southern,  for  the  First 
Usher.  In  the  middle,  is  the  School-room,  ascended  by  a 
flight  of  steps  at  the  South  end,  which  was  once  the  Hall,  or 
Refectory,  erf  The  Priory, 

The  Dormitory  was  at  the  North  end  of  the  Hall,  in 
which  is  remaimng  a  small  Room,  with  a  coved  Cieling  of 
stone,  in  the  Norman  style,  and  a  carved  Keystone  in  the 
Centre. 

On  the  Eastern  side  of  the  Priorj'^,  was  placed  the  Cloister, 
the  area  of  which  is  now  converted  into  a  Garden,  with  some 
faint  traces  of  apertures  and  door-ways  in  the  surrounding 
walls. 

At  the  West  end  of  the  Church,  is  a  square  masrave 
Tower,  apparently  of  very  antient  date,  now  forming  the 
entrance  into  the  School,  with  narrow  round<^arched  windows: 
in  which  part  much  devastation  has  been  made. 

The  elegant  Priory  Church  was  demolished  in  the  begin- 
nmg  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Mabt,  by  Mr.  Thackee  ! ! — 
In  the  adjoining  Paddock,  inclosed  on  three  sides  by  a 
strong  stone  wall,  extending  over  several  acres,  are  the 
Foundations  of  other  buildings  belonging  to  The  Priory. 

The  Prior^s  Lodge  has,  of  late  years,  been  rented  of  Sir 
Fbancis  Burdett,  and  appropriated  to  the  residence  of 
Theflead  Master  of  the  School. 

That  part  of  the  Priory  now  remaining,  and  closely  ad- 
joining to  The  Mansion-House,  was  sold  by  Mr.  Tracker, 
in  the  reign  of  Philip  and  Mary,  to  the  Executors  of  Sir 
John  Port  ;  And,  with  some  of  the  old  possessions  of  the 
Priory,  piously  appropriated  to  the  advancement  of  Learn- 
ing: Which,  as  was  the  case  in  several  other  Reli^ous 
Houses,  hady  doubtless,  some  encouragement  among  the 
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Canons  at  Repton :  and  which,  by  the  benevolent  care  of 
the  Re-founder,  has  again  taken  deep  root,  and  now  flourishes 
in  appropriate  splendour. 

The  Statutes  of  the  School,  which  are  very  long  and 
much  blended  with  those  of  The  Hospital,  direct,  that  The 
Head  Master  and  First  Usher  must  be  Graduates. 

The  Head  Master  is  required  to  be  continually  resident, 
and  on  no  account  to  be  absent  above  Forty  days.  And, 
during  his  absence,  he  must  procure  a  Deputy,  to  officiate 
for  him. 

The  Second  Usher  is  to  teach  Writing  and  Arithmetic. 
And  neither  of  the  Ushers  are  to  be  absent,  without  the 
permission  of  The  Head  Master. 

This  is  a  Free  Grammar  School,  without  limitation  as  to 
place  or  number  of  common  Scholars.  The  present  number 
of  Boys  upon  the  Foundation  is  Eighteen.  Foundation 
Boys  are  required  to  be  not  less  than  Seven  nor  more  than 
Twelve  years  of  age,''at  the  time  of  their  Admisaon.  These 
boys  are  entitled  to  hold  their  Scholarships  for  Seven  years. 

The  Scholarships  appointed  by  the  Charter,  are  Fouk  in 
number,  and  of  the  annual  value  of  £20.  each,  and  the 
Scholars  may  be  chosen  from  anyplace.  They  are  not  con- 
fined, when  they  leave  School,  to  any  particujiar  College,  or 
either  University. 

The  nomination  to  The  Founder's  Scholarships  belongs  to 
The  Grovemors. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions  founded  at  present;  nor  can 
any  allowance  be  made  to  the  Poor  Scholars  at  The  Univer- 
sity without  the  consent  and  approbation  of  the  King. 

The  Incoepokated  Hospital  and  School  of  Etwall 
and  Repton  in  the  Charter  and  Institution  ^ven  them,  in 
many  respects  resemble  The  CiiARTBa-HousB  in  London; 
except  that  >vith  respect  to  The  Charter-House,  The  Gover- 
nors are  elective  and  form  the  Body  Corporate ;  at  Etwall 
and  Repton  the  Grovemment  is  hereditary,  and  the  Mast^s, 
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Ushers,  and  Three  Senior  Poor  Men  torn  tiie  Coiporate 
Body. 

llie  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  in  use:  And 
the  system  of  Education  pursued,  is  nearly  the  same  as  at 
Eton  Collkge. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  William  Boultbt  Sle  ath, 

D.  D.,  whose  Salary  and  Emoluments  are  £200.  per  anntim 

tx^ther  with  a  spadious  House.     This  Gentleman  takes 

Pupls,  his  very  moderate  Terms  for  eeuAi  boy  being  only,

Thk  F&bb  Grammar  School  at  Rtslet  was  founded  pro- 
bably about  the  year  1593,  by  Sir  Michael  Willoughby 
and  CatherijTe  his  Wife,  and  endowed  with  JC6..13..4., 
payable  out  of  the  Manor  of  Wilsthorp  to  the  Minister  of 
Risley,  to  teach  the  Children  of  the  Parish. 

About  the  year  17I8,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Grey  left  an 
Estate  at  Lxmg  ChxUmy  in  the  Coupty  of  Leicester,  chiefly 
for  the  Classical  School;  ^out  of  which  about  £20.  fer 
annum  are  paid  to  Bisley  Church,  and  £20.  per  annum  to 
Breaston  Church,  and  the  remainder  about  £l20. per  aimum 
to  the  Classical  Master.  This  Estate  the  present  Master,  as  * 
Curate  of  Risley,  has  the  full  control  over. 

Mrs.  Grey  left  al^o  in  Wilsthorp,  Breaston,  Dale- Abbey, 
Stanton  near  Dale,  Ockbrook,  Idridge-Hay,  Hulland-Ward, 
Sandiacre,  Wilne,  Draycote,  and  Hopwell,  lands  now  pro- 
ducing about  £160.  per  annttmy  to  teach  the  Children  of  all 
these  places:  'Half  of  this  sum  is  taken  by  the  Grammar 
Master,  and  the  other  haH*  by  the  English  Master. 

Mrs.  Grey  likewise  left  £100.  in  ^money,  the  Interest  of 
which  is  to  provide  an  Usher,  or  Senior  boy,  to  assist  the 
English  Master. 

And  the  same  benevc^ent  Lady  further  left  £200.  in 
money,  the  Interest  of  which  is  to  be  applied  to  the  Educa- 
tion of  the  Girls  of  all  those  Villages. 

By  the  Foundation  Deed  of  Mrs.  Grey,'— 

In  the  Classical  School  are  to  be  taught  Latin,  Greek, 
Mathematics,  and  ail  other  Sciences^  which  tTie  ParenU  of 
iJie  Children  may  think  Jit  to  have  them  taught  ;— 

In  the  English  School  the  boys  and  ^Is  of  all  the 
Parishes  are  to  be  taught  a  fair  legible  hand,  the  Catechism, 
and  the  three  first  Rules  of  Arithmetic,  and  so  much  of 
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Trigonometry  as  relates  to  the  more  useful  part  of  mathe* 
matics. 

At  present  there  are  5  or  6  Free  Sdiolars  in  the  Classical 
School,  and  12  Extra-Parochial  Scholars, — ^And  in  the 
English  School  there  are  100  Free  Scholars,  and  6  Extra« 
Parochial. 

They  are  admitted,  on  presenting  themselves  to  the  Mas- 
ters, as  soon  as  they  can  read ;  and  may  remain  as  long  as 
they  please*  ^ 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used. 

Tliere  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  University  advan- 
tages, belonging  to  this  School. 

There  are  Two  School-rooms,  detached, — One  the  English, 
and  the  other  the  Classical,  which  latter  is  divided  in  half 
for  the  Girls,  over  which  is  the  Mistress's  set  of  Apartments. 
Each  School  has  half  an  acre  of  Play-ground  attached  to 
it, — and,  in  the  centre  of  these,  is  the  English  Master^s 
House.  The  whole  of  the  Schools,  and  Houses,  were  built 
by  Mrs.  Gbey. 

The  present  Classical  Master  is,  The  Revd.  John  Han- 
cock Hall,  whose  Salary  is  about  £200.  per  annumy  with 
an  excdlent  House,  and  an  acre  of  Land ;  to  whom  it  is  an 
entire  Sinecurey  as  he  never  enters  the  School. 

The  duty  is  performed  by  his  Depafy,  The  Revd.  Mr. 
Byden,  to  whom  he  allows  the  use  of  the  Head  Master's 
house,  and  who  takes  Boarders  at  Forty-five  gumeas  per 
annum. 

The  Salary  of  the  Englisn  Master  is  £80.  per  annumy  a 
good  house,  and  an  acre  of  land ;  his  Terms  for  Boarders 
are  Twenty  guineas  a  year. 

There  are  Foubteen  Trustees,  who  are  chosen  out  of 
the  respective  Villages.

The  Free  Gbammak  School  at  Wieksworth 
founded  about  the  year  1575,  by  Anthonf  Gell,  Esq.,  of 
Hopton  Hall,  and  endowed  withjiands  at  Wirksworth,  Kirk 
Ireton,  and  Kniveton,  now  let  at  about  £180.  per  annum. 

In  1619,  Mr.  Henry  Gee  gave  a  money  payment  of  JB5. 
per  annum  to  the  School,  issuing  out  of  lands  near  Wirks- 
worth. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Parish  indefinitely, , 
free  of  expense  for  the  Classics^  but  pay  \08.,Gdper  Quarter 
for  English,  writing,  and  arithmetic ;    and  from  60  to  ^Q 
Scholars  upon  the  Foundation  usually  attend. 

The  Eton  Grammmars  are  used. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Nathan  Hub- 
BERSTY,  B.  D.,  whose  Salary  is  jE40.  per  annum  from  Mr. 
Gell's  endowment,  and  £5.  from  Mr.  Gee's.  This  Gen- 
tleman takes  private  Pupils,  his   present  number    being 
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about  30 :    his  Terms  vary  according  to  age,  and  the  plan 
of  Education,  but  the  medium  charge  is  about  £30. 

No  other  Master  takes  Pupils.  The  Head  Master  has 
two  Assistants,  for  one  of  whom  he  is  allowed  j£30.  per  an- 
num by  the  Trust. 

Previous  to  the  year  1800,  this  School  had  been  almost  a 
iSin^cure  for  many  years.

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ASHBURTON. 

Thb  Grammar  School  at  Ashbueton  was  founded  by 
Mr.  Blundell,  and  endowed  with  an  Estate  now  let  for 
£30.  per  annum. 

A  subsequent  Endowment  has  been  made  by  Mr.  Gould 
of  £20.  per  annum. 

These  Endowments  are  in  land,  and  are  utuate  in  the 
Parishes  of  Staverton,  Aveton  Gifford,  and  North  Huish. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Town  and  Parish 
indefinitely,  free  of  expense.  They  are  admitted  at  any 
age,  and  remain  as  long  as  their  Parents  please.  A  few 
other  Scholars  from  the  neighbouring  Parishes  occasionally 
attend  the  School. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  John  White,  whose  Salary 
is  £50.  per  annum.  He  does  not  take  Boarders. 

John  Dunning,  first  Lord  Ashburton, — and  John  Ire- 
land, D.  D.,  the  present  Dean  of  Westminster,— were  edu- 
cated at  this  School.

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BARNSTAPLE. 

It  is  not  known  at  what  period^  or  by  whom  The  Gram- 
mar School  at  Barnstaple  was  founded ;  though  it  may 
certainly  boast  of  a  remote  origin,  and  has  attained  celebrity 
from  the  eminent  Characters  which  it  has  produced. 

In  the  year  1642,  Richard  Ferris,  Merchant,  gave  an 
annuity  of  JCIO.^  charged  on.  an  Estate  in  the  Parish  of 
Faracombe. 

The  Revd.  John  Wright,  a  late  Master,  gave  to  his 
Successors,  provided  they  were  Masters  of  Arts,  £4,  a  year, 
now  secured  on  a  Turnpike  Deed  Foil. 

One  boy  is  generally  admitted  upon  The  Foundation,  on 
the  recommendation  of  The  Mayor  and  Corporation,  who 
are  the  Trustees  of  the  School,  and  who  have  provided 
a  House  for  the  residence  of  the  present  Master,  which  is 
wortli  about  £20.  per  annum. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used. 
'The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Henry  Nicholls, 
M.  A.,  who  takes  an  unlimited  number  of  Pupils.

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BIDEFORD. 

The  O&am mab  ScfiooL  of  Bibbfo&d  has  apparently  been 
established  several  Centuries, — for,  although  there  are  no 
written  Records  relating  to  it  of  earlier  date  than  1689,  yet 
by  an  Inscription  upon  a  stone  in  the  centre  of  the  front  of 
the  School-reom,  it  appears  to  have  been  rebuilt  in  1657»*— 
and  it  is  vety  evident  from  the  variety  of  the  materials  of 
which  the  walls  are  composed,  that  the  building  has  un- 
dergone conaderable  repairs  and  alterations  at  different 
periods.  * 

By  another  Inscription  which  is  much  injured  by  time,  it 
appears  that  **  this  School  was  rebuilt  to  y«  Glory  of  God 
and  incorragement  of  Good  Learning  by  y«  Order  of  the 
Right  Wor^pful  John  Dabaacott,  Mayor,  with  y^  coa- 
sent  of  his  Brethren  y*  Aldermen  and  Capital  Burgesses  of 
this  Town  ako  Dom.  1686." 

In  1780,  the  SchooUhouse  was  completely  repaired,  and 
much  improved  with  the  addition  of  a  new  brick  front,  at 
the  expense  of  the  Feoffees  of  The  Long  Bridge  of  Bideu 
ford  out  of  thor  Trust  Funds,  which  is  also  noticed  by  a 
Latin  Inscription  in  front  of  the  building. 

A  few  years  after  the  School  was  rebuilt  in  1686,  it  met 
with  a  very  liberal  Benefactress  in  Mrs,  Susannah  Stvc- 
LEY,  the  Widow  and  ReUct  of  Mr.  Lewis  Stucley,  the 
noted  Independent  Minister,  one  of  Cbomwell^s  Chaplains, 
and,  the  Representative  of  an  ancient  and  distinguished 
Family  in  the  County ;  who,  on  the  subversion  of  Episco- 
pacy and  the  Monarchy,  exercised  his  Ministry  *^  in  Ae 
Congregational  Way, '"in  the  Nave  of  Exeter  Cathedral,  then 
called  fVeH  Pf^^V,— whilst  Thomas  Ford,  a  Puritan,  made 
a  like  use  of  the  Chcnr,  then  denominated  Ea^  Peter's^  *^  in 
great  Quiet  and  Comfort,^ — for  about  ten  or  twelve  years, 
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^  they  were  both  turned  out  in  1662,  under  what  is  called 
**  1%$  Bartholomew  ActP'  afW  which  period,  Stuclet,  until 
his  death  in  July  1687,  at  the  age  of  64,  lived  and  preached 
at  Bideford. — Calamy'^  Nonconformist's  Memorial,  by  Pal- 
mer, edit.  1775.  pp.  360,  364.  Walkee's  Suflerings  of  the 
Cleigy  P.  11.  pp*  316,  329.  And  from  the  information  of  a 
collateral  Descendant. 

Mrs.  Stucley,  by  her  Will  dated  the  3d  of  March,  1689, 
gave  and  bequeathed  the  sum  of  £200.  to  be  laid  out  in 
lands,  for  the  maintenance  of  a  Grammar  School  in  the  town 
of  Bideford,  provided  the  said  Town  would  raise  £400. 
more  to  be  liud  out  in  lands  for  the  same  use : — (Which  said 
£400.^  together  with  £20.  beyond  that  sum,  was  raised  ac- 
cordingly,—-part  thereof  £100.  being  given  by  the  Will 
of  John  Thomas), — and  in  compliance  with  the  directions 
of  the  said  Will,  a  purchase  was  made. 

And,  by  a  Deed  dated  the  20th  of  March,  1695,  John 
FuBZE,  of  Great  Torrington,  Yeoman,  and  Ann  Fueze,  his 
Sister,  in  consideration  of  £620.  and  one  Broad  Piece  of 
Gold  paid  to  John  Fctezs,  did  sell  and  assign  unto  Geoegb 
Stkanob,  the  then  Mayor  of  Bideford,  Thomas  Saltsen, 
Esq.,  Recorder,  John  Daeeacott,  and  Fourteen  others, 
all  those  messuages,  lands,  and  tenements,  called  ^*  Btuih' 
Umn^*  within  the  Parish  of  West  Buckland,  in  the  Ck>unty 
of  Devon,  containing  by  estimation  80  acres  of  land  or 
thereabouts,— to  hold  the  same  unto  the  said  Trustees,  their 
heirs,  executors,  and  administrators  for  the  term  of  900 
years  thence  next  ensuing, — and  all  other  the  estate,  right, 
title,  terms  and  interest  of  them  the  said  John  Fdezb  and 
Ann  Fueze  therein,  in  Trust  nevertheless  for  the  mainte. 
nance  and  support  of  a  Grammar  School  in  Bideford. 

A  few  years  ago,  the  Trustees  of  the  School  felled  some 
Trees  growing  on  BusfUown  Estate,  and  with  the  money 
arising  from  the  sale  thereof,  have  lately  purchased  for  the 
use  of  the  Master  of  the  School,  a  commodious  Dwelling- 
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house  situate  in  New  Buildings  Sdeford,  large  enough  to 
accommodate  Thiktit  Boarders.  They  also  purchased  a 
large  Seat  in  the  Church. 

The  House  is  hoiden  for  the  Term  of  99  years  determina^ 
ble  by  the  deaths  of  Three  lives,  granted  by  The  FeoflPees 
of  the  lands  for  the  niaintenance  and  reparation  of  The 
Long  Bridge  of  Bideford,  and  renewable  for  ever  on  pay- 
ment of  a  moderate  Fine.  This  House  is  worth  £35.  per 
annufn^  clear  of  all  taxes. 

The  Estate  was  let,  in  1814,  for  £57-  per  afnnwm^  but 
the  rent  has  »nce  been  lowered  to  £50.,  in  consequence  of 
the  depredation  of  lands. 

The  first  Master  appointed  by  The  Trustees,  after  the 
augmentation  of  the  emoluments  of  the  School  by  Mrs* 
Stucley  and  others,  was  Richaed  Roberts,  who  was  duly 
dected  in  1695;  and  who,  although  styled  in  the  articles 
hereinafter  mentioned  a  Schoolmaster,  was  most  probably  also 
in  Holy  Orders,  for  in  tbe  Deed  he  coTcnants  not  to  preach 
the  Gospel,  marry,  bury,  baptize,  or  administer  the  Sacra- 
ment And  a  covenant  nearly  to  the  same  purport  is  in« 
serted  in  the  Articles  of  agreement  made  with  the  present 
Master,  to  prevent  him  from  undertaking  the  duties  of  a 
Parish  Priest  to  the  neglect  of  the  School. 

By  Indenture  dated  the  30th  of  March,  1695,  Mr.  Ro- 
berts covenanted  and  promised  to  the  Trustees,  that  he 
would  to  the  utmost  of  his  power  teach  and  keep  m  the 
School-house  of  Bideford,  one  School,  for  the  bringing  up 
and  educating  of  youth  in  the  Latin,  Greek,  and  Hebrew 
tongues,  so  far  as  the  Youths  should  be  capable,  and  their 
Parents  willmg,  on  the  first  day  of  April  then  next  ensuing. 
And  also,  that  he  should  teach  and  instruct  each  and  every 
year,  after  the  expiration  of  the  first  year.  Six  poor  Children 
of  Bideford  to  be  elected  by  all  the  parties  to  this  Indenture, 
or  the  major  part  of  them,  oiar..  The  Trustees  of  the  School. 

And  the  Trustees,  in  connderation  thereof,  covenanted  to 
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pay  to  Mr.  Robebts  the  sum  of  £20.  per  amnumf  out  of  (he 
sums  collected  for  the  benefit  of  the  School,  or  out  of  the 
Intiarest  thereof,  until  such  tune  as  the  same  could  be  laid 
out  in  an  Estate  of  Fee  Simple  for  a  perpetual  advance  of 
an  able  Schoolmaster,  when  the  Annuity  should  cease,  and 
he  should  have  the  produce  of  the  lands  so  purchased. 

And  Mr.  Robebts  covenanted,  that  in  case  he  should  be 
denrous  to  remove  from  the  School  of  Bideford,  he  would 
give  such  sufficient  notice  thereof  as  that  the  School  might 
he  fitted  with  some  other  able  Schoolmaster  at  his  departure. 
And  also,  that  he  would,  during  the  time  he  should  remain 
Master  in  the  School,  well  and  sufficiently  repair  the  said 
School-house,  and  would  so  yield  up  the  same  quietly  and 
peaceably  unto  the  custody  of  the  Trustees. 

The  next  Master  was  Zachabt  Mudge,  M.  A.,  the  father 
of  the  cdebrated  Mechanist  and  Watchmaker,  Thomas 
MuDGB, — ^a  very  learned,  ingenious^  and  respectable  Divine. 
He  removed  from  Biddbrd  to  Plymouth  about  the  year 
1735,  and  became  Vicar  of  St  Andrew  in  that  Town,  and 
Prebendary  of  Exeter  Cathedral.  His  abiliUes  sufficiently 
.  appear  from  a  learned  <<  Essay  for  a  new  Version  of  the 
Psalms,*^  in  Quarto, — and  a  volume  of  excellent  Sermons  in 
Octavo.  Dr.  Johi^sqn  had  a  very  high  opnion  of  Preben- 
dary MupQE,  whfMn  he  deseribes  ^^  a  man  equally  eminent , 
for  his  virtues  and  abilities,  and  at  once  beloved  as  a  com- 
panion and  reveraoced  as  a  Pastcnr.'^ 

On  his  leaving  Bideford,  Mr.  Richabd  White  was 
elected  by  The  Trustees,  and  continued  Schooltnaster  until 
the  22d  of  Deer.,  1750;  when,  in  ccxisideration  of  £10.  then 
paid  to  him,  and  also  of  an  Annuity  of  £10.^^  annum 
during  his  life,  to  be  pcud  to  him  by  the  order  of  the  Cor- 
poration and  Feoffees  of  Ths  Long  Bridge  of  Bideford  out 
of  the  Bridge  Stock,  he  resigned  the  School  to  the  then  sur- 
viving Trustees,  and  all  his  ri^t  touching  the  same;  as 
also  to  the  estate  of  BushUawn  from  Chriatmas  then  next. 
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On  the  26th  of  October,  1751)  Hctmphkt  Mabshall  was 
duly  elected  Schoolmaster,  and  entered  into  the  same  artides 
of  Agreement  with  the  Trustees  as  the  former  Masters; 
ezcepdng,  that  the  number  of  Free  boys  to  be  taught  by  the 
Master,  gratis^  was  reduced  to  Three. 

Mr.  Maeshall  very  soon  after  died,  and  The  Revd. 
William  Walter  was  elected  Schoolmaster  on  the  4th  of 
May,  1753;  who  contmued  to  perform  the  duties  of  his 
Situation  until  within  a  few  days  of  his  death,  which  hap<» 
pened  in  the  Spring  of  the  year  1803,  after  a  laborious  exer- 
tion of  half  a  Century. 

And  The  Revd.  Thomas  Ebrev,  M.  A.,  Fellow  of  Mag- 
dalen College,  Cambridge,  was  elected  Master  on  the  13th 
of  May,  1803. 

There  are  no  Records  now  in  existence  to  prove  how  the 
Trustees  of  the  School  became  first  possessed  of  the  School- 
house;  yet  from  the  covenants  in  the  articles  of  agreement 
between  the  Trustees  and  the  Masters,  and  particularly  in 
the  resignation  of  Richard  White  in  1750,  it  is  evident 
that  the  School-house  [belongs  to  The  Trustees  of  the 
School,  they  having  executed  repeated  acts  of  Ownership, — 
and  not  to  the  Feoffees  of  the  Bridge,  as  represented  by 
them,  although  the  repairs  done  to  the  School-house,  in 
1780,  are  stated  to  have  been  at  the  expense  of  the  Bridge 
Funds. 

There  are  no  particular  Statutes;  but  when  a  new  Mas- 
ter is  appcnnted,  a  special  agreement,  as  already  mentioned, 
is  entered  into  between  him  and  the  Trustees. 

The  Three  Foundation  boys,  who  are  nominated  by  The 
Trustees  of  the  School,  are  admitted  at  any  age,  and  may 
remain  without  superannuation  as  ]ong  as  the  Trustees  think 
proper.  1  he  number  of  other  boys  usually  educated  in  the 
School,  varies  from  Twenty  to  Forty. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used.  And  the  system  of 
Education  comprises  the  Classics^  Elocution,  English  Gram- 
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mar  and  Composition,  History,  Geography,  and  Chronology, 
— together  with  Writing,  Arithmetic,  and  Mathematics  in 
the  various  branches^,  by  a  Second  Master. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  Univerrity  advan- 
tages, belonging  to  this  School 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd  Feancis  Habbn 
HAK  HuTTON,  A.  B.,  of  Wadham  College,  Oxford,  who 
was  elected  on  the  17th  of  November,  1815.  His  emolu- 
ments, exclusive  of  Us  Scholars,  are  the  rent  of  Bushtown 
Estate,  and  the  use  of  the  Dwelluig-house,  School-house,^ 
and  Seat  in  the  Chiurch. 
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CHUDLEIGH. 

The  Feee  Grammar  School  of  Chudleigh  was  founded 
by  John  Pynsent,  Esq.,  of  Comber  in  the  Parish  of  Croy* 
don,  in  the  County  of  Surrey, 

Mr.  Pyksent  was  bom  at  Chudleigh,  and  during  his 
lifetime  declared  to  several  of  the  principal  inhabitants,  his 
intention  to  erect  a  Free  School  in  that  Parish,  and  to  endow 
it  with  £30.  per  armum  for  ever,  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
Master. 

The  Parishioners,  therefore,  came  to  an  agreement  to  con- 
vey to  him  a  piece  of  ground,  belonging  to  them,  containing 
an  acre,  situate  at  Chudleigh  near  the  Church-yard,  and 
known  by  the  name  of  "  7%«  Sporting  Park^ 

Whereupon  Mr.  Pynsent  agreed  to  expend  £200.  in 
building  a  School-house,  and  inclosing  the  ground,  and  to 
pay  a  Salary  of  £30.  per  annum  out  of  his  Estate  of  Combe. 
And  certain  Trustees  were  accordingly  appointed,  one  of 
whom  was  Sir  Thomas  Cliffobd,  at  that  time  Comptroller 
and  Treasurer  of  His  Majesty^s  Household,  and  afterwards 
Lord  High  Treasurer. 

A  part  of  the  house  was  appropriated  for  a  School-room, 
and  the  residue  thereof  was  for  the  use  of  the  Master^ 
together  with  the  ground. 

The  School  was  to  be  free  for  all  the  Parishioners  and  In- 
habitants of  the  Parish  of  Chudleigh  for  ever,  without  the 
pa3anent  of  any  sum  whatever  to  the  Master.  And  that  it 
should  be  called  ^*  Pynsent's  Free  School^ 

That  the  Founder,  during  his  life,  should  nominate  the 
Master,  and  after  his  decease  the  Trustees  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  as  vacancies  might  occur. 

The  Master  must  be  of  good  name,  manners,  and  teach- 
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ing,  and  Gonfinmiable  to  the  doctrine  and  discipline  of  the 
Church  of  England. 

The  Founder  in  his  Will,  which  is  dated  the  28th  of 
June,  1668,  declares  his  Estate  of  Combe  shall  be  charge- 
able  with  an  Annuity  of  £30.  to  The  Free  School  of  Chud- 
leigh, — He  also  devised  £100.  towards  placing  Twbkty 
poor  Children  apprentices  (to  be  chosen  by  his  Wife,  his 
Brother,  and  some  other  persons  mentioned  in  his  Will)  out 
of  the  Parishes  of  Croydon  and  Chudleigh, — ten  of  each 
Parish, — And  he  likewise  gave  to  Five  poor  boys  of  Chud- 
leigh £3.  per  annum  for  five  years  after  his  decease,  towards 
their  purchase  of  books  and  clothes,  to  be  tau^t  at  this 
School.  But  his  will  was,  that  this  Exhibition  should  cease 
to  such  of  those  boys  who  did  not  diligently  attend  the 
School,  and  frequent  the  Church  on  the  Lord's  day,  unless 
a  sufficient  reason  could  be  given.  And  to  Three  of  those  boys 
who  should  apply  themselves  to  learning,  so  that  they  should 
be  thought  fit  for  the  University,  he  gave  towards  their  nuun* 
tenance  at  the  University  of  Cambridge  £5.  per  wnnum  each, 
for  the  term  of  four  years,  after  they  should  be  admitted  at 
Cambridge,and  if  they  should  so  long  continue  Students  there. 

Mr.  Pynsent  died  on  the  29th  of  August,  1668,  and  left 
sufficient  assets  to  his  Executors  to  pay  all  his  Legades. 
His  Executors,  however,  delayed  to  pay  the  sums  appointed 
by  him  for  Charitable  uses,  and  at  the  time  of  his  decease 
the  School-house  was  not  finished. 

In  consequence  of  which  a  Commission  of  Chivntable  uses 
was  issued  from  the  Court  of  Chancery,  appointing  certain 
Commissioners,  who,  upon  a  full  investigation  of  the  matter 
at  Lambeth,  decreed  that  the  House  should  be  completed, — 
a  Master  appointed, — and  a  rent-charge  of  £30.  per  annum 
paid  to  the  Master,  half  yearly,  free  from  all  deductions, 
— and  that  the  Estate  of  Combe  should  stand  charged  with 
the  payment  of  the  same  for  ever. 

That  the  Trustees  or  the  major  part  of  them  shall  appoint 
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the  Master,  whose  qualificatiom  are  to  be  such  as  are  ex- 
pressed in  the  Founder^s  Will,  and  that  if  he  should  neglect 
his  duty,  or  otherwise  misbehave  himself,  or  for  other  just 
or  reasonable  cause,  to  remove  him,  and  place  another  in 
his  room ;— or  to  retain  the  School-house  and  Annuity  from 
him,  as  long  as  they  should  think  fit. 

When  the  Trustees  are  reduced  to  Fvoe^  the  Survivors 
shall  make  up  the  original  number  appointed. 

And  the  Commissioners  hkewise  ordered,  that  the  other 
charitable  intentions  of  the  Founder  should  be  carried  into 
effect. 

Few  particulars  can  now  be  gathered  of  the  life  of  Mr. 
Ptmsbnt.  By  his  Will  he  appears  to  have  possessed  con- 
siderable property;  and  in  the  Inquisition  taken  at  his 
death,  he  is  stiled  John  Pyksent,  of  Combe,  in  the  Parish 
of  Croydon,  in  the  County  of  Surrey,  Esq.,  one  of  the  Pro- 
thonotaries  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  at  Westminster. 
It  is  said  that  if  he  had  lived,  it  was  his  intention  to  have 
endowed  the  School  in  a  more  amjde  manner. 

The  School-house  which  adjoins  the  Church-yard,  is  a 
good  substantial  building,  pleasantly  situate,  and  sunx>und- 
ed  with  gardens.  In  the  School-room  are  the  Arms  of  The 
Founder,  with  his  Initials,  and  the  year  of  the  Foundation 
1669.  In  the  front  of  the  house  is  a  tablet,  recording  the 
Foundation  and  the  benevolent  Endowment  But  it  is 
melancholy  to  relate,  that  <<  this  andent  fabric  is  Juutening 
to  decay.'" 

The  School  is  open  to  the  sons  of  all  the  Inhabitants  and 
Parishioners  of  Chudleigh  indefinitely,  free  of  expense:  they 
are  admitted,  when  able  to  read ;  and  are  to  be  instructed  in 
Clasfflcal  Literature. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  preferred,  <<  when  ihere  are 
Scholare  to  learn  {hem^  But  at  present  there  are  not  more 
than  two  or  three  boys  taught,  <^  and  the  School  is  not  in  a 
very  flourishing  state.*" 
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This  School  was  formerly  in  high  estimation,  and  parti- 
cularly when  under  the  able  superintendence  of  the  late 
Reyd.  John  Gabkett,  Vicar  of  Culmstock,  who  was  an  ex- 
cellent Scholar,  and  Critick.  This  Gentleman  died  in  181 1, 
after  haying  acquired  an  ample  fortune  by  his  diligence  and 
probity  in  the  School,  from  which  he  had  retired  many 
years  before  his  death. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  William  Pulling, 
M.  A.,  and  Fellow  of  the  Linnean  Socie^. 

A  considerable  number  of  Gentlemen  and  Clergymen  of 
the  County  of  Devon  have  been  educated  at  this  School. 

In  the  last  Trust  deed,  Elbyen  Trustees  were  appoint- 
ed, who  were  chosen  from  the  principal  Inhabitants  of 
Chud}eigh ;  several  of  whom  had  received  their  Education 
within  these  venerable  walls. 
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CREDIT  ON. 


The  Free  Grammar  School  at  Crediton  owes  it's  origin 
to  the  Wisdom  and  Liberality  of  King  Edward  the 
Sixth,— 

Who,  by  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  of  England, 
dated  the  2d  of  April,  in  the  first  year  of  his  reign,  1547,  as 
well  for  the  increase  of  Di\ine  Worship  and  the  better  preser- 
vation and  governance  of  the  goods,  chattels,  and  hereditaments 
of  the  Parish  Church  of  Crediton  othertoise  called  Kyrton,  in  the 
County  of  Devon,  and  for  the  Instruction  of  boys,  and  for  other 
causes  moving  him  to  incorporate  certain  of  his  subjects.  Inha- 
bitants of  Crediton,  for  the  advantage  of  all  the  Inhabitants  of 
the  same  Parish,— 

Did  grant  unto  the  said  Inhabitants,  that  there  should  be 
within  the  said  Parish  out  of  the  Ii^iabitants  for  the  time  being. 
Twelve  Governors  of  the  hereditaments  and  goods  of  the 
Church  of  Crediton,  of  which  there  should  always  be  Three  of 
the  part  of  the  Village  or  Hamlet  of  Sandford  within  the  said 
Parish, — and  he  constituted  them  a  Body  Corporate,  by  the 
name  of  '^  The  Twelve  Governors  of  the  hereditaments 
and  Goods  of  the  Church  of  Credyton  otherwise  called  Kyr- 
ton, in  the  County  of  Devon,**  with  perpetual  succession ;— to 
have  a  Common  Seal; — and  that  as  any  of  the  Governors  should 
happen  to  die,  or  depart  to  dwell  elsewhere  with  their  families, 
the  resident  survivors  should  elect  other  fit  Governors  out  of  the 
same  Inhabitants,  within  one  month  next  after  the  vacancy. 
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'*  And  further^  instigated  by  the  singular  love  which  Ws  bear 
**  towards  the  subjects  of  our  Kingdom,  the  Children  within 
"  Our  said  County  of  Devon,  that  they  may  hereafter  from  their 
"  Infancy  be  endued  with  more  polished  Lieamingthan  was  for« 
'^  merly  usual,  so  that  when  they  arrive  at  maturer  age,  they 
'^  may  go  forth  better  instructed,  thinking  thus  certainly  to 
**  adorn  and  ornament  not  less  with  Literature  than  with  Wis- 
''  dom  the  English  Church  of  Christ,  whose  chaige  on  Earth 
"  we  immediately  bear  to  the  universal  advantage  of  our  King- 
"  dom, — ^Do,  in  the  tenor  of  these  Presents,  really  and  AiSy 
**  create,  and  establish  perpetually  to  endure  to  all  fiature  times, 
*'  a  Free  Grammar  School  in  the  Parish  of  Crediton  othervme 
*^  called  Kyrton  aforesaid,  one  Master  or  Teacher, ''  to  be  called 
''  The  Kyno's  Newe  Grambb  Scolb  of  Cbedtton,*'  with  one 
''  Master  or  Teacher  to  be  appointed  by  the  Twelvb  GovBBNORa> 
^*  who  are  to  provide  for  him  a  convenient  house  for  his  resi- 
"  dence,  and  a  certain  annual  Pension  of  jClO.  by  the  year.*'*-  . 

That  if  the  Master  shall  absent  himself  from  the  School  for 
one  Month,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governors  to  elect  another 
in  his  place,  *^  and  to  amove  or  expel  him,  so  absenting  himself 
and  abiding  elsewhere,  from  his  office,  and  wholly  to  withdraw 
and  retain  from  the  time  of  his  departure  the  said  Salary,**  and 
all  other  things  whatsoever  so  granted  to  him ; — 

And  that  His  Majesty's  intent  and  purpose  might  have  due 
effect,  and  that  the  Governors  might  be  better  able  to  sustain 
the  same  Church,  and  the  Chaplains  and  other  Ministers  to  serve 
therein,  and  their  and  other  Burdens  incumbent  or  contingent  on 
the  same, — 

The  King,  by  his  special  favour,  and  in  consideration  of  £200. 
to  the  hands  of  his  Father  Henry  the  Eighth,  then  late  King 
of  England,  in  his  life-time  MthfuUy  paid  by  the  Inhabitants  of 
Crediton,  granted  to  the  Governors,  all  the  Parish  Church  of 
Crediton  and  the  Church,  and  burying  ground  of  the  late  Col- 
lege of  Crediton,— and  all  that  House  called  ''  The  Festrtf,"'  and 
the  Chapter-House,  and  the  Chapel  to  the  same  Church  adjoin- 
ing,—and  his  Messuage,  called  *'  The  Vicar*s  HotMe,"-»and 
''  The  Scole  House,*'  and  gardens  to  the  same  belonging,  in 
Crediton. — And  all  that  Chapel,  called  '^  Seynt  Stoythunes  Chap- 
pelT'  in  Sandford,  within  the  Parish  of  Crediton,— and  his 
House,  called  ''  The  Church  Howe"  and  one  other  House,  called 
'^  The  Priest's  House,*'  with  the  gardens  to  the  same  belonging 
in  Sandford, — and  the  Advowson  and  right  of  Patronage  of  the 
Vicarage  of  the  Parish  of  Crediton, — and  the  Advowson  and 
Right  of  Patronage  of  the  Rectory  and  Parish  Church  of  Ex- 
minster,  in  the  said  County  of  Devon,— and  also  the  Vicarage  of 
the  Parish  Church  of  Crediton,  and  the  Rectory  and  Church  of 
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£xmin8ter>«*and  all  the  messuages^  manors^  lands>  glebes,  tene- 
ments, rents,  reversions,  services,  annuities,  pensions,  portions, 
tythes,  fruits,  oblations,  and  other  rights,  profits,  commodities, 
and  emoluments  whatsoever  to  the  same  Vicarage  of  the  Parish 
Church  of  Crediton  or  to  any  Vicar  thereof,  and  to  the  said  Rec- 
tory and  Church  of  Exminster  or  to  any  Rectory  thereof,  or  to 
any  of  them  however  belonging  or  appertaining,  all  of  which 
premises  were  then  extended  to  the  clear    yearly  value  of 

Askd  His  Miyesty  thereby  appropriated  the  said  Church  and 
Vicarage  of  Crediton,  and  other  the  premises  thereto  belonging, 
unto  the  said  Twelve  Governors  and  their  Successors  for  ever : — 

And,  after  reciting  that  William  Leweson,  Clerk,  was  then 
the  Incumbent  of  the  Parish  of  Exminster,  His  Majesty  thereby 
appropriated  to  the  (rovemors  and  their  Successors,  the  Rectory 
and  Church  of  Exminster  with  all  it*s  rights  and  appurtenances, 
saving  the  right  of  the  then  Rector  during  his  Incumbency  ^— ^ 

And  ordained,  that  the  Chapel,  called  '^  St.  SwUhm's  Chapel,'* 
should  be  a  Chi^>el  annexed  to  the  Church  of  Crediton  for  all 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  Village  of  Sandford,  for  the  Ministration 
of  Divine  Service  there,  and  directed  that  the  Governors  should 
pay  to  the  Chaplain  of  the  same  a  Salary  of  £'6..  13. .4.  per 
annum. "^ 

And  that  the  Governors  should  for  ever  distribute  amongst  the 
poor  Parishioners  of  the  said  Church  of  Crediton,  a  certain  rea- 
sonable sum  of  money  arising  out  of  the  fruits  of  the  same,  to 
be  limited  and  assigned  by  the  Bishop  and  Diocesan  of  that 
place : — 

And,  that  the  Governors  should  from  time  to  time  present 
one  fit  Clerk  to  the  Ordinary  and  Diocesan  of  the  Place  to  be 
Vicar  of  the  Church  of  Crediton,  and  endow  the  said  Vicar  and 
his  Successors  with  one  House  convenient  for  his  residence,  and 
with  the  annual  Pension  or  Portion  of  jC20.  by  the  year.— And 
that  the  said  Vicar  of  Crediton  should  take  upon  himself  all 
burdens  relating  to  the  Church  of  Crediton,  except  in  repairing 
the  Chancel,  which  reparations  should  be  supported  by  the  afore- 
said Twelve  Governors,  at  their  own  charges : — 

And,  that  the  said  Twelve  Governors  &ould  for  ever  distri- 
bute every  year  among  the  poor  Parishioners  of  the  Church  of 
Exminster  after  the  appropriation  of  the  same,  a  certun  reason- 
able sum  of  money  arising  out  of  the  fruits  of  the  same  Church,  . 
to  be  limited  as  aforesaid  by  the  Bishop  and  Diocesan  of  that 
place.  And  that  the  Governors  should  endow  the  Vicar  of  the 
same  Church  of  Exminster,  and  his  Successors,  with  a  convenient 
House  for  his  residence,  and  with  a  Portion  or  Pension  of  £l^. 
by  the  year.  ~ And  that  the  said  Vicar  of  Exminster  should 
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support  all  the  burdens  of  the  Church  of  Exminster^  except  in 
repouing^  the  Chancel,  which  should  be  supported  by  the  Goret- 
sors,  at  their  own  chaises :«— - 

And,  that  the  Governors  should  from  time  to  time,  nominate 
and  provide  Two  Chaplains  in  aid  of  the  Vicar  of  Crediton  afore- 
said, for  the  time  being. 

In  the  month  of  August  in  the  same  year  as  the  Charter 
was  granted,  ths  Bishop  of  Exjstxe,  for  himself  and  his 
Successors,  relinquished  all  claim  to  the  Vicarage  of  Credi- 
ton, to  the  TwBLvx  GovERNOEs, — and  the  Deaiy  and  Chap- 
tee  of  the  Cathedral  Church  of  Exbtee,  also  yielded  their 
consent  to  all  the  premises,  --each  party  solemnly  confirming 
the  same  by  thar  Signatures  and  Seals. 

The  Letters  Patent  of  King  Edwaed  the  Sixth  were 
ccmfirmed  by  Queen  Emeabbth,  by  Letters  Patent  under 
the  Great  Seal,  dated  the  5th  of  July  in  the  Second  year  of 
her  rdgn,  1559, — 

When  Her  Majesty,  in  augmentation  of  the  maintenance  of 
the  Vicar  of  Crediton,  and  of  the  Master  of  the  said  School,  and 
of  the  other  Ministers  of  the  same  Church,  and  for  other  consi- 
derations, granted  to  the  Twelve  Governors  aU  kinds  of  her 
tythes  of  her  lands  and  possessions,  called  **  The  Lands  and 
P6ssessions  of  St.  Lawbsnoe  in  Crediton," — and  all  kinds  of 
her  tythes  within  the  Parish  of  Crediton  lately  belonging  to  the 
several  Prebends  of  Woolsgrove,  Stowfbrd,  HenstiU  othervaiie. 
Hempstill,  Powle,  Cross  and  Woodland,  Karswell,  West  Sand-* 
ford,  Prestcoinbe,  Aller,  Creedy,  and  Rudge,  which  Tythes 
were  lately  parcel  of  the  Spiritual  possessions  of  the  late  College 
of  Crediton  therein  more  particularly  described;  all  which 
premises  were  then  extended  to  the  clear  yearly  value  of 
JC122..7.IOJ.— 

To  hold  to  the  said  Governors,  of  the  Manor  of  Yeartcomht 
in  the  County  of  ]>evon,  in  free  Soccage,  by  service  of  Fealty 
only,  and  not  in  cajnte,  rendering  yearly  to  her  Miyesty,  her 
Heu«  and  Successors,  the  rent  of  JClOO.  byhalf  yearly  pay- 
ments,— 

And  she  granted  license  to  the  said  Governors,  that  they 
should  elect  a  Master  of  thesaid  Grammar  School,  which  thence 
forward  should  be  called''  Queen  Elizabeth's  Fees  Geammae 
School  at  Ceediton  :*'•— and  that  the  said  Governors  jnight 
give  to  the  said  Master  a  House  convenient  for  him  and  his 
Successors  to  inhabit,  and  one  Annuity  of  £13m6..8.  i-^-with  power 
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to  amove  and  expdhim>  in  caie  of  absence  from  the  School^  for 
the  space  of  one  Months — 

And  power  to  nominate  Vicars  of  Crediton^  and  Chaplains, 
with  increased  Salaries,— 

And,  "  That  die  same  Goveniora  shall  distribute  yearly  £%. 
out  of  the  Revenues  of  the  said  Rectory  and  Church  of  Crediton, 
amongst  Foun^  boys  of  the  same  Parish,  of  the  best  disposition 
and  capacity  for  Grammatical  Leamihg,  and  who  most  Hand  in 
need  of  Esdiibition  and  Maintenance,  equally  to  be  divided  for 
their  help  and  support, — Which  said  Four  boys  shall  be  nominar 
ted  to  be  Scholars  of  our  said  School  of  Crediton,  by  the  Twblvb 
GovuNORS,  or  by  the  major  part  of  ^em,  of  whom  there  shall 
always  be  One  of  the  part  of  the  Village  of  Sandford,**  sudi 
Scholars  to  be  called ''  Qubkn  Eluabsth's  Obammae  Scho- 
I4AB8  at  Chediton  :"— - 

And,  that  the  Governors  should  distribute  JCS.,  equally  to  be 
divided  annually  out  of  the  profits  (^  the  Rectory  and  Church  of 
Crediton  amongst  Four  poor  men  of  the  samePkuish,  to  be  diosen 
and  appointed  by  them,  and  to  be  called ''  Qitebn  £i42abbth*s 
Alms  Men  at  Crediton." 

In  therdgn  of  Emg  James  the  First  an  Informatioii  was 

exlulnted  in  the  Court  of  Exchequer  by  Sr  Thomas  Covxiu 

TBTy  Ejught,  then  Attorney  General,  at  the  relation  d[ 

EKDrMioN  Porter,  E8q.,*against  TheTwelveGovemors,-^ 

When,  by  a  Decree  in  Trinity  Term,  in  the  Twenty-second 
year  of  the  said  King,  1684,  after  reciting  several  proceedings 
in  the  said  Cause,  the  Court  declared,  it  was  clearly  of  opinion 
that  the  several  Letters  Patent  granted  by  Eang  Edward  the 
Sixth,  and  by  Queen  Elisabeth,  were  so  granted  *'foT  the  good 
and  hen^t  of  the  poor  InhabitatUt  of  CredUon  afwe$md^  <md  not 
for  the  ben^  of  the  Oovemors,  or  rf  other  penons  of  wealth  and 
'  abiUty,^'  as  heretofore  upon  hearing  of  their  Cause  the  like  opinon 
of  the  Court  therein  had  been  frequently  declared,--^ 

And,  therefore,  that  the  lands,  tythes,  and  hereditaments,  and 
other  premises  belonging  to  the  Churdi  of  Crediton,  intoided 
Vy  the  Letters  Ptttent  for  so  good  and  pious  a  work  for  the  relief 
of  the  poor  Inhabitants  Hhim,  and  oUier  good  and  Charitable 
uses,  should  be  migemployed  by  the  said  Qovemors,  and  converted 


*  He  was  a  Gentleman  about  the  Court  of  Charles  the  First, 
and  was  among  the  number  particularly  esc^ted  in  the  instruc- 
tions of  The  Two  Houses  to  The  Earl  of  Essex,  their  General. 
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to  their  own  proper  benefit  or  other  persons  of  wealth  and 
ability^  The  Court  held  it  most  unjust  and  aoainst  all  Equi- 
ty and  CoNSCiBNCB,  and  therefore  JU  to  be  reformed  amd  re- 
dreaed,^ 

And  for  as  much  as  it  appeared  to  the  Courts  that  the  lands^ 
tydies,  and  other  the  premises  before  mentioned^  were  then  di 
the  clear  yearly  value  of  £1100.^  as  appeared  by  Inquisition 
taken  before  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Exbteb  and  others^  then  read 
in  Court,—  and  that  that  part  of  the  premises  which  was  not 
granted  by  lease,  was  well  worth  £600.  a  year,  as  appeared  by  the 
depositions  therein  mentioned, — ^The  Court  thought  it  most  fitj 
that  £600.  thereof  should  be  disposed  and  applied  to  Charitable 
uses,  for  the  good  and  benefit  of  the  Poor  Inhabitants  of  Kyiton 
and  ExmiBster,-^  And  thereupon  it  was  decreed,  that  the  said 
Governors  should  from  Hienceforth  yearly  bestow  and  employ 
for  the  good  and  benefit  of  the  said  poor  Inhabitants  of  Crediton 
and  Exminster  the  sum  of  £600>— issuing  and  growing  out  of 
the  profits  of  the  lands,  tythes,  and  other  the  premises  belonging 
to  the  Church  of  Crediton, — And  that  the  residue  of  the  lands, 
tythes,  and  other  the  premises  aforesaid,  should  be  whoUy  dis* 
posed  and  employed  by  the  s^d  Governors  and  Corporation  of 
Crediton  to  other  good  and  Charitable  uses,  according  to  the 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  said  several  Letters  Patent,  and 
not  he  converted  to  their  own  private  uses  or  to  the  benefit  of 
other  persons  of  wealth  and  ability.  And  that  the  said  Governors 
should  render  a  true  account  yearly  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
of  ExETBB  for  the  time  being,  of  the  landing  and  employing 
thereof:— 

And,  that  the  £600.  should  be  disbursed  and  distributed  by 
the  said  Governors  in  manner  following, — ^that  is  to  say, — £20. 
thereof  yearly  unto  Tbn  poor  Sdiolars  of  Cre^ton  School, 
whereof  Queen  Elizabeth* s  poor  Scholars  to  be  Foun,  equally 
to  be  divided  amongst  them.— And  £20.  more  thereof  yearly 
towards  the  maintenance  in  the  Universities  of  Thbbe,  that  had 
been  poor  Scholars  of  Crediton  School,  so  to  be  divided  that 
they  diould,  each  of  them  have  20  Nobles  yearly  for  Five  year$ 
after  they  should  be  at  the  University^  and  no  longer.— And  then 
other  Tbbee  to  have  like  allowance  successively.— And  £l00. 
more  thereof  yearly,  unto  the  Vicar  of  Crediton  for  his  Stipend, 
-^and  £40.  more  thereof  yearly  to  the  Curate  of  Crediton  for 
his  Stipend. — And  to  the  Schoolmaster  of  Crediton  School  yearly 
£40.  for  his  Stipend,  out  of  which  he  was  to  allow  £lO.  per 
annum  unto  an  Usher  there,  for  teaching  poor  Children  to  write 
and  read. — And  also  to  the  Vicar  of  Esmiinster  yearly^  £50.  for 
his  Stipend.— And  yearly  to  the  Vicar  of  Sandford  £40.  for  his 
Stipend^— and  the  residue  of  the  said  £600.^  and  other  profits 
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belonging  to  the  said  Corporation  of  Crediton>  they  should  < 
ploy  for  the  raising  of  a  Stock  of  money  yearly  to  be  increased, 
for  the  setting  of  the  Poor  of  Kyrton  to  work,  and  for  the  relief 
of  the  poor  and  augmentation  of  the  maintenance  and  other 
Charitable  and  Pious  uses  specified  in  the  said  Letters  Patent : — 
And  it  was  decreed,  that  henceforth  there  shall  be  no  more 
Leases  granted  by  the  said  Governors  of  any  Lands  or  Tythes 
belonging  to  the  said  Corporation,  hut  that  the  same  or  the  rta- 
ifmable  value  thereof  sbah  be  paid  yearly  unto  the  said  Goyemors 
and  their  Successors,  to  be  employed  according  to  the  true 
intent  of  the  said  Letters  Pkitent  :— 

.  And  for  that  the  Prosecutor  of  the  said  Cause  for  his  Miyesty 
had  bestowed  much  labour  and  travel  and  been  at  great  chaiges 
in  and  aboutthe  prosecuting  thereof,  without  any  expectation  ofpri^ 
itate  benefit  to  kmself,  hut  onfy  far  the  common  good  of  the  poor 
inhabitants  of  Kyrton  aforesaid,  it  was  therefore  ordered  by  the 
Court,  that  the  said  Defendants  should  paif  the  Prosecutor  of  tfus 
Cause  £^50.  Costs. 

'  After  this  Decree,  the  Governors  made  additions  to  some 
of  the  annual  Stipends  or  payments  thereby  directed  to  be 
made,  and  from  the  years  1798  severally  paid,  viz^  to  the 
Vicar  of  Ciediton  £1G0.,— to  the  Chaplain  of  Ciediton 
£128.,— to  the  Vicar  of  Exminster  £110.,— to  the  Chap- 
lain of  Sandford£l21, — to  the  Master  of  the  Grammar 
School  £40.,— to  Ten  poor  Scholars  £20.,— to  Three 
Schokrs  at  the  University  £20., — ^mAking  altogether  £599. 
per  annum. 

On  the  SOth  of  May  1808,  an  Information  was  filed  in 
the  Court  of  Chancery  by  Sir  Vicary  Gibbs,  His  Majesty's 
Attorney  Greneral,  at  die  relation  of  The  Revd.  John 
BvDALL,  Clerk,  Vicar  of  the  Chuieh  of  Crediton,  and  The 
Bevd.  John  White,  Clerk,  Vicar  of  Exminster,  against 
Thb  Twelve  Goyemors.  In  the  course  of  which  Suit  (for 
it  is  not  yet  terminated),  it  was,  on  the  7th  of  July,  1809, 
decreed,  that  the  Matters  should  be  referred  to  the  Master, 
Mastbk  Steels  :-i- 

Who«  on  the  6th  of  March^  1812^  reported.  That  in  pursuance 
of  certain  Directions  in  the  said  Decree  of  the  7th  of  July,  1809^ 
and  of  subsequent  Orders  made  in  these  Causes,  the  minp^i 
produce  of  the  Charity  Estates  had  been  greatly  increased^  and 
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tiiat  the  gross  annuallncome  thereof  then  amounted  to  £5086..5..8^. 
and  had  been  of  that  amount  from  Michaelmas^  1809 : — 

But  it  was  alleged  on  the  part  of  the  Twelve  Governors^  that 
the  annual  Disbursements  payable  out  of  the  said  annual 
Income,  exclusive  of  the  Stipends^  amount  to  the  sum  of  £2000. 
and  upvvards^  so  that  the  net  annual  Income^  applicable  to  the 
purposes  of  the  Charity^  amounts  to  £3000.  or  thereabouts  :— 

The  Master  found,  from  the  joint  Affidavit  of  The  said  John 
RvDALL,  and  John  White,  that  the  Parish  of  Crediton,  exclu- 
sive of  the  District  or  Hamlet  of  Sandford,  very  considerably 
exceeds  9500  acres,  extending  in  length  aboul|eleven  miles^  and  in 
breadth,  in  some  parts,  about  seven  miles,  and  contains  a  Popu- 
lation of  upwards  of  5100  persons ; — 

And  that  the  Ecclesiastical  functions  exercised  within  this 
Parish,  exclusive  of  the  District  of  Sandford,  consist  in  perform- 
ing Divine  Service  twice,  and  preaching  two  Sermons  every 
Sunday  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Crediton  to  a  Congregation^ 
usually  consisting  of  about  2000  persons, — in  performing  Divine 
Service  once  ever  Wednesday  and  Friday,  and  on  every  Saint's 
day,  throughout  the  year,— preaching  a  Sermon  every  Wednes- 
day throughout  the  year, — Catechising  the  Children  of  the  Par- 
ish four  times  every  year,  and  instructing  and  preparing  them 
for  Episcopal  Confirmation, — in  administering  the  Holy  Sacra- 
ment of  the  Lord's  Supper  in  the  Parish  Church  on  three  several 
Days  at  the  Festival  of  Easter,  on  two  several  days  at  Whitsun- 
tide, the  like  at  Christmas,  and  also  on  the  first  Sunday  in  every 
month,  to  generally  upwards  of  300  Communicants,"^visiting 
the  Sick  and  administering  the  Sacrament  to  them  at  their 
respeetive  houses, — in  baptizing  privately  at  their  houses  about 
50  children  yearly,--<:hurching  about  90  women, — and  yearly 
marrying  about  40  couples,-— in  baptizing  publicly  about  120 
Ghfldren,— and  burying  about  85  dead,«— All  which  Ecclesias- 
tical functions  are  and  have  been,  for  many  years  past,  usually 
performed  by  the  said  John  Rudall,  with  the  assistance  of  his 
Curate,  and  the  Chaplain  of  Crediton,  or  some  of  them.  And 
that  the  said  John  Run  all's  own  Du^  as  Vicar,  intheperfbrmf- 
ance  of  these  functions  would  be  fully  sufficient  when  he  is  in 
health,  for  the  employment  of  all  his  time.  And  that  as  such 
Vicar  he  receives  from  the  Governors  an  annual  Stipend  of  £l6q. 
and  no  move,  and  about  the  sum  of  £40.  a  year  for  Surplice 
fees,  which  are  wholly  casual  and  fluctuating ;  onehalf  of  which 
fiuiplice  Fees  he  hath  been  accustomed  to  giv^  to  the  Chaplain 
of  Crediton : — 

And  that  the  Parish  of  Exminster  exceeds  4200  acres^  extend- 
ing in  length  about  six  miles,  and  in  breadth^  on  m  average^ 
al^ut  three  miles^  and  contains  a  Popull^tioa  of  upwards  of  700 
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persons.  And  that  the  Ecclesiaatical  functions  exercised  in  the 
same  parish,  consist  in  performing  Divine  Service  twice,  and 
preaching  two  Sermons  every  Sunday,  and  one  on  Christinas 
day  and  Good  Friday,  each  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Exminster, 
to  a  Congregation  usually  consisting  of  about  200  persons, — and 
instructing  and  preparing  the  Children  of  the  Parish,  for  Epi- 
scopal Confirmation, — ^in  administering  the  Sacrament  of  ilie 
Lord's  Supper  in  the  same  Church,  three  times  in  a  year,  on  the 
three  principal  Festivals  of  Easter,  Whitsuntide,  and  Christmi»- 
day,  to  about  35  Communicants, — ^visiting  the  Sick,  and  ad- 
ministering the  Sacrament  to  them  at  their  respective  houses, — 
in  baptizing  privately  at  their  houses,  and  publicly  at  the  same 
Church,  about  20  children  yearly, — churching  about  20  women 
yearly,— and  yearly  manying  about  five  couples,— and  burying 
about  14  dead.— All  which  Ecclesiastical  functions  are  and  have 
been,  for  many  years  past,  usually  performed  by  the  said  John 
White,  and  that  his  duty  as  Vicar,  in  the  performance  of  the 
said  functions,  would  be  inlly  sufficient  so  far  to  employ  his 
whole  time,  as  not  to  leave  time  for  the  performance  of  the 
Ecclesiastical  duties  of  any  other  Parish,  or  lawfully  to  gain  a 
subsistence  for  himself,  his  wife  and  family, — ^and  that  as  such 
Vicar,  he  has  received  from  the  Governors  an  annual  Stipend  of 
JCIIO.  and  no  more  5 — That  he  has  Glebe  lands  attached  to  his 
Vicarage  of  Exminster,  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  about  JC40., 
and  that  he  receives  about  the  sum  of  £4,  a  year  for  Surplice 
fees,  which  are  wholly  casual  and  fluctuating  :— 

And  THE  Master  found,  from  the  Affidavit  of  The  Revd. 
John  Russell,  of  Crediton,  Clerk,  sworn  the  19th  of  Deer., 
1811,  that  on  the  6th  of  March,  1811,  he  was  duly  i^pointed 
by  the  Governors,  Chaplmn  of  the  Church  of  Crediton,  on  the 
resignation  of  The  Revd.  John  Spry,— and  that  his  duty  as 
Chaplain,  in  performance  of  the  same  functions  before  mentioned 
in  the  Parish  Church  of  Crediton,  would  be  fully  sufficient  so  hr 
to  employ  his  whole  time,  as  to  prevent  his  performance  of  the 
Ecclesiastical  duties  of  any  other  Parish,  imd  that  as  such  Chap- 
lain, he  receives  from  the  Governors  an  annual  Stipend  of  £llO., 
—the  further  sum  of  £ll.  to  defray  the  property  tax  thereon, 
and  the  further  sum  of  £7-  towards  his  Assessed  taxes,  and  no 
more:— 

And  THE  Master  found,  from  the  Affidavit  of  The  Revd. 
George  Bent,  Clerk,  Chi^lain  of  the  Hamlet  of  Sandford, 
sworn  the  2l9t  of  Deer.,  1811,  that  the  said  Hamlet  contains 
upwards  of  6200  acres,  and  that  it  extends  in  length  about  seven 
miles,  and  in  breadth,  in  some  places,  about  4  mUes,  and  that 
it*8  population  amounts  to  I700  persons  and  upwards,-— and 
that  from  time  immemorial  the  said  Hamlet  of  Sandford  has. 
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in  all  respects,  been  oonsidered  as  distinct  fWim  and  independent 
of  the  Parish  of  Crediton>— and  that  the  Cure  of  Souls  in  the 
said  Hamlet  has  also  for  time  immemorial  been  committed  to 
the  exclusive  charge  of  the  Chaplain  thereof  for  the  time  being, 
-*and  that  the  Ecclesiastical  functions  exercised  -within  the  said 
Hamlet  or  Fkrish  of  Sandford>  consist  in  performing  Divine 
Service  twice,  and  preaching  two  Sennons  every  Sunday  in  the 
Church  of  Sandford  to  a  Congregation,  usually  consisting  of 
about  900  persons,  -in  performing  Divine  Service  on  every 
Saint's  day  throughout  the  year  (except  within  the  last  Three 
years,  by  reason  of  his  house  having  been  destroyed  by  Fire, 
which  has  occasioned  during  some  part  of  that  time  his  residing 
at  a  distance  from  the  Church  of  Sandford,  but  which  Service 
on  Saint*s  days  he  intends  to  resume,  on  his  occupying  the  Par- 
sonage House  at  Sandford  then  building  for  him), — in  instruct- 
ing and  preparing  the  Children  of  the  Hamlet  for  Episcopal 
Confirmation, — in  administering  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Supper  in  the  Church  of  the  Hamlet  or  Parish  aforesaid  once 
every  month,  twice  at  the  Festival  of  Easter^  and  twice  at 
Christmas,  to  upwards  generally  of  40  or  50  Communicants,—^ 
in  visiting  the  Sick,  and  administering  the  Sacrament  to  them 
at  their  houses  throughout  the  Hamlet, — ^in  baptizing  Children 
publicly  at  the  Church,  and  privately  at  their  houses^  together 
about  50  yearly  on  an  average, — in  churching  about  40  or  50 
women,— in  yearly  marrying  about  13  couples, — and  in  burying 
about  35  dead. — All  which  Ecclesiastical  functions  are  performed 
by  him,  with  the  help  of  his  Assistant,  without  whose  aid,  he, 
in  consequence  of  his  age,  being  upwards  of  70  years  old,  could 
not  duly  perform  the  same. — And  that  as  such  Chaplain,  he 
receives  fiom  the  Governors  the  annual  Stipend  of  4*1 10., — and 
the  further  sum  of  i:il.  for  property  tax  thereon,  and  that  he 
receives  about  the  average  sum  of  £6.  for  Surplice  Fees : — 

And  THE  Masteb  found,  firom  Two  Affidavits  of  The  Revd. 
Nicholas  Lightpoot,  Clerk,  Master  of  Queen  Elizabeth's 
Free  Grammar  School  at  Crediton,  sworn  the  28th  of  Novem- 
ber^ and  the  94th  of  December,  1811,  tlHit  he  was  in  or  about 
the  month  of  March,  1800,  duly  appointed  by  the  then  Governors^ 
Master  of  the  said  School,  and  hath  ever  since  oeen,  and  still  is 
Master  thereof,— and  that  from  the  time  of  such  i4[>pointment 
hitherto,  the  yearly  sum  which  has  been  paid  to  him  by  the 
Governors,  as  his  Salary,  has  amounted  to  £20.  per  annumj'^ 
and  that  the  Governors  provide  iiim  with  a  House,  which  they 
repair,  and  also  allow  him  £s.  for  property  tax  on  his  Stipend> 
and  £7.  towards  his  Assessed  taxes, — ^And  that  he  has  now  under 
his  care  and  tuition  48  Scholars,  of  whom  37  are  Boarders^  none 
of  whom  are  of  the  Parish  of  Crediton  or  of  the  Hamlet  of 
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Sanclfbrd>  except  oae,-i— and  that  his  Tenns  are  for  each  of  his  ' 
Boarders  i.'dl..lO..O  per  onnttm,— and  that  the  Eleven  other 
Scholars  under  his  Tuition  are  Day-scholars>  10  of  whom  are  of 
the  Parish  of  Crediton>  for  whom  he  makes  no  chai^  whatever, 
but  the  Parents  of  such  Scholars  generally  pay  him  iCl..l..O.  at 
Christmas,  at  their  pleasure, — ^And  that  he  teaches  the  several  boys 
under  his  Tuition,  the  Latin  and  Greek  languages,  and  that  he 
dedicates  the  whole  of  his  time  to  the  duties  of  the  School,  except ' 
at  the  usual  Vacations  at  Midsummer  and  Christmas,  and  except 
that  he  performs  the  duties  of  the  Rectory  of  Kennerleigh,  which 
is  distant  about  5  miles  from  his  School,  to  which  Rectory  he 
was  presented  by  the  Goveknobs,  the  Income  whereof  amounts 
to  iClOO.  per  annum  or  thereabouts,  subject  to  the  property  tax :— - 
'And  it  having  been  proposed  before  Thb  Masteb,  by  the 
Relators  and  Plaintiffs  in  the  said  first  mentioned  Cause,  with 
the  approbation  of  the  Defendants  The  Twblvb  Govebnobs, 
that  the  Salaries  of-— 

The  Revd.  John  Ruoall,  as  Vicar  of  Crediton,  should  be 

increased  to  £'400.  per  annum  : 
The  Revd.  John  White,  as  Vicar  of  Exminster,  to  £250. 

per  annum  : 
The  Revd.  John  Russell,  as  Chaplain  of  the  Church  of 

Crediton,  to  £200.  per  annum  : 
The  Revd.  Gboboe  Bent,  as  Chaplain  of  the  Chapel  or 
Chmich  of  Sandford,  to  £200.  per  annum  .*— 
And  it  having  also  been  proposed  by  the  Defendants  The 
Twelve  Govebnobs,  that  the  Salary  of  the  Defendant  Nicholas 
LioBTFOoT,  as  Master  of  The  Gbamkab  School,  should  be  in- 
creased to  £50.  per  annum,  with  an  annual  allowance  of  £5.  for 
each  Day-scholar  of  the  Parish  of  Crediton,  including  the  Hamlet 
of  SancUbrd,  educated  by  him  at  the  said  Grammar  School, 
according  to  the  Regulations  of  the  Charity  s— - 

And  THE  Masteb  having  considered  these  proposals,  was  of 
opinion  that  it  would  be  proper  to  increase  the  Salaries  of  each 
of  the  persons,  according  as  was  then  proposed. 

There  are  no  SxAftiTES,  but  such  as  are  directed  in  the 
Charter. 

Tlie  School  ifl  open  to  boys  of  the  Parish  of  Crediton,  and 
the  Hamlet  of  Sandford,  indefinitely,  on  payment  of  £5. 
per  anmm  eadi.  They  are  admitted  at  EigJU  years  of  age, 
and  may  remain  as  long  as  their  Parents  please. 

Tlie  Chapel  of  The  Blessed  Vibain  Ma&y,  at  the  East 
end  of  the  Church,  has  always  been  used  as  the  School-room, 
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The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  in  use;  and 
the  system  of  Education  is  similar  to  that  of  Eton  Col- 
lege. 

There  are  These  Scbolaeships,  which  have  been  ge- 
nerally enjoyed ;  and  although  the  Charters  do  not  express 
at  which  University  the  Exhibitioners  are  to  enter,  Oxfoed 
has,  for  a  great  number  of  years  past,  been  uniformly  the 
one,  of  which  they  have  become  Members. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Nicholas 
LioHTFooT,  A.  B.,  whose  Salary  is  £50.  per  annum^  to- 
gether with  a  good  house,  rent  and  taxes  free.  He  is  also 
Rector  of  Kennerleigh,  with  an  annual  Stipend  of  £100. 
This  Gentleman  takes  Pupils,  his  Terms  for  the  board  and 
education  of  each,  are  Thirty  guineas  a  year. 

The  Rectory  of  Eennerldgh  is  the  only  Church  Prefer- 
ment in  the  gift  of  The  Goveenoes,  conferred  upon  The 
Head  Master. 

Among  the  Eminent  Men  who  have  been  educated  at  this 
School,  Dr.  EvBLEiGH,  the  late  Provost  of  Oeisl  College, 
Oxford,  holds  a  distingiushed  rank.

The  Hospital  op  Saint  John  Baptist. 


From  a  Memorandum,  inserted  between^.  17*  and^.  18. 
o^  Bishop  Bbonescombe's  Register,  it  appears  that,  in  the 
year  1240,  a.  r.  Hen.  III.  xxiii,  two  Brothers,  called  Gil- 
BSAT  Long  and  John  Long,  founded  this  Hospital  for 
poor  Men  and  poor  Women,  within  the  East  Gate  of  the 
City. 

For  the  better  support  of  this  benevolent  Institution  the 
Citizens  of  Exeter,  with  the  approbation  of  the  above-men- 
tioned King  and  the  confirmation  of  the  Primate,  Boniface, 
incorporated  with  it  the  Foundation  ftmds  of  Saint  Alexius's 
Hosj»tal. 

This  latter  Establishment  had  been  erected  Seventy  years 
before,  on  a  spot  of  ground  immediately  behind  the  Priory 
of  St.  Nicholas  in  Exeter. 
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The  Bishops  cf  Exeter  were  the  Patrons  of  the  Hospital, 
and  great  Benefactors.  Bishop  BriroN  drew  up  Statutes 
for  it's  government,  and  re-built  the  Infirmary.  Bishop 
STAP£LDOif  gave  considerable  Charities  to  the  Institution, 
and  had  intended  to  found  a  Grammar  School  in  it,  and  to 
appropriate  to  it  the  Advowson  of  Yamscombe  Church  and 
some  of  the  Glebe  lands;  but  his  lamented  and  untimely 
death  prevented  him  from  carrying  his  benevolent  purpose 
iiito  execution. 

Bishop  Granbissok  entered  into  the  noble  views  of  his 
Predecessor,  and  endowed  the  School  in  the  year  1332.  He 
also  greatly  improved  the  Revenues  of  the  Hospital,  and  in- 
creased the  number  of  the  Clergymen  from  on  to  five. 
These  Clergymen  he  enjoined  to  foUow  the  Rule  of  St 
Augustine.  Poor  infirm  persons,  to  the  number  of  T  welw, 
were  to  be  admitted  upon  the  Foundation.  It  further  ap- 
pears that  he  built  the  Church  of  The  Hospital,  as  he  con- 
secrated the  High  Altar,  on  the  12th  of  November,  1336, 
and  the  Nave  of  the  Church,  on  the  16th  of  September, 
1351 ;  and  he  further  granted  to  them  the  privilege  of  Se- 
pulture  within  their  own  indosure. 

Until  the  Surrender  of  The  Hospital,  on  the  2(Hh  of 
February,  1539,  the  Revenues  of  the  House  were  in  a  pit>. 
gresave  state  of  improvement.  It  may  be  doubted,  whether 
there  is  a  smgle  Will,  of  the  numerous  ones  preserved  in  the 
Ejnscopal  Registers  of  Exeter,  in  which  a  Legacy  to  Saint 
JoHN^s  Hospital  is  noi  contained. 

The  leases  of  the  Hosptal  possessions  appear  to  have  been 
granted  by  the  Lesson  under  the  stile  of  *^  Prior  sive  Ma- 
ster Domus  Hospitalia  Ecdesise  Sancti  Johannis  Baptistae 
infra  Portam  Orientakm  Com.  Civitatis  Exon.  et  Conventus 
ejusdem  Loci, — ^unanimi  nostronim  Assensu  pariter  et  Con- 
sensu  nostxis  ac.-cum  Licenda  nostri  Custodis,^  with  the 
reservation  of  Rents  to  themselves  and  their  Successors. 

The  annual  Income  at  the  Dissolution  was  rated  at 
jei02..12..9. 
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On  the  13th  of  July,  1534,  Richabd  Harbis,  the  Prior, 
and  Three  others,  subscribed  to  the  Supremacy :  And,  on  • 
the  20th  of  February,   1539,   the  same  Prior,  and  two 
Brethren,  surrendered  the  House,  together  with  if  s  posses- 
liohs. 

The  site,  with  the  **  Ankeresse  Hotise^  in  the  Church-  - 
yard,  was  granted,  in  1541,  to  Thomas  Carew. 

In  1553,  there  remained  £l3.  in  Annuities,  and  two 
Pensions  to  John  Broderidge,    and  Jork  Scotts,  of  • 
£3..6..8.  each. 

^ut  it  was  afterwards  restored,  and  endowed  with  seyeral 
.3W  Benefactions,  and,  in  part,  still  continues  a  CharitaUe  • 
Institution  under  the  management  of  The  Chamber  of  this  - 
City. 

The  beautiful  and  interesting  Seal  which  graces  this  de- 
scription, is  copied  from  an  original  in  high  preservation 
appended  to  a  Deed,  bearing  date  the  30th  of  May,  1538 : 
And,  it  is  worthy  of  notice,  that  the  three  circular  archea . 
there  represented,  are  still  existing. 

The  Hospital  -of  Saint  Johk's  now  comprises  The 
Free  Grammar  School, — and  The  .Free  English 
School,  commonly  caHed  The  Blue  School,  from  the 
colour  of  the  drets  in  which  the  boys  are  habited,  in  another 
part  of  the  Buildings,  for  the  instruction  of  poor  boys  in 
reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic;  th^, present  number  is 
Twentt-one;  they  are  clothed,  fed,  and  lodged  in  the 
House,  under  the  care  of  a  resident  Master  who  has  apart- . 
ments  there,  together  with  an  annual  Salary  of  £26.^  besides 
which  he  is  paid  by  the  GJovemors  JE IG.  yearly  for  each  boy, 
in  consideration  of  his  providing  them  in  every  thing'  When 
their  education  is  completed,  these  boys  are  usually  bound 
out  Apprentices  to  Tradesmen  in  the  City,  with  a  premium 
of  £6.  paid  by  the  Grovemors. 

The  Schods  consist  of  an  extensive  range  of  Buildings, 
the  prindpal  part  of  which  is  of  a  quadrangular  form.  The 
North  front,  facing  The  High  Street  and  extending  to  up- 
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wards  of  220  feet  in  length,  comprises.  The  Gbakmab 
ScHOOLKASTEB^s  HousB,  a  capacious  and  handsome  modem 
edifice,  built  about  Forty  years  since, — St.  John  Baptxst^s 
Chapel;  in  which  Divine  Service  is  regularly  celebrated  by 
the  Master,  except  in  the  afternoon  of  one  Sunday  in  every 
month,  when  the  Mayor,  with  the  Corporation  attends,  and 
his  Chaplains  are  accustomed,  in  turn,  to  officiate, — Tax 
Porch,  or  Gate  of  Entrance  into  the  area  of  the  Quadrw- 
gle,— and,  The  Geammab  School-boom,  which  is  on  the 
first  floor.  The  Front  of  the  Chapel  and  School-room,  with 
the  Porch  between  them,  is  an  uniform  jnece  of  Architeo* 
ture  of  that  style  usually  denominated  Gothick.  The  Chapel 
was  rebuilt  by  the  munificence  of  Alice  Hels,  Widow  of 
Elizjbus  Hele,  of  Fardel,  Esq.,  at  the  expense  of  £300., 
and  re-opened  by  the  celebrated  Bishop  Joseph  Hall,  on 
the  21st  of  September,  1639. 

On  the  West  part  of  the  Quadrangle,  on  the  first  floor,  is 
The  Gbakmae  School  Libbaby,  opening  into  The  Gram- 
mar School-room, — ^And  The  Dobmitobt  of  The  English 
School. 

On  the  South  part,  and  on  the  first  fioor,  is  The  Couk- 
ciL  Chambee  of  the  Governors. 

And,  on  the  East  part,  and  on  the  first  fioor,  is  The 

ElfGLISH  SCHOOL-EOOM. 

The  Apartments  on  the  Ground  floors  of  all  sides  of  the 
Quadrangle  are,  during  the  Public  Faibs,  let  out  to  the 
Dealers  in  cloth,  blankets,  dowlas,  and  the  like  commodities, 
firom  whence  considerable  emolument  arises  to  the  Go- 
vernors. 

On  the  South  side  of  these  Buildings  are,  «  spadoui 
walled  Pl  AT-OEOUND,  of  about  200  feet  in  length,  by  80  in 
breadth,  for  the  boys  who  board  in  the  Granunar  School- 
mastery's  house,— a  large  Gabpen,  for  the  Grammar  SchooL 
master'^s  use, — and,  a  commodious  Dwelliko-house,  court- 
lage,  and  garden  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  Master  of 
The  Engliih  School 
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From  the  time  when  the  building  of  the  pre&ent  Grammar 
SchooUmaBt^^s  house  b^;un,  the  Govemofs  reduced  the 
then  Master's  Stipend  of  £40.  to  £20.  a  year,  and  conti- 
nued that  reduction  until  the  appointmoit  of  the  present 
Master,  to  whom  they  restored  the  accustomed  yearly  Salary 
of  £40., — by  which  means  the  Governors  were  reimbursed, 
out  of  the  Master  s  profits,  more  than  one  half  of  the  ex- 
penses of  the  new  building,  which  amounted  in  the  whole  to 
about  £1200. 

It  seems,  therefore^  just  to  consider  the  present  Master^s 
two  immediate  Predecessors,  The  Revd.  John  Marshall 
and  The  Revd.  Robkrt  BAaTHOLOMKw,  as  Benefactors  to 
the  Institution  to  the  amount  of  upwards  of  J£600. ;  besides 
which,  the  former  of  these  Grentlemen,  at  his  own  private 
expense,  built  the  Gallery  at  the  West  end  of  St.  John's 
Chapel,  for  the  acGommodati<m  of  the  Boarders.

Thb  High  ScHOot. 

Thb  High  School  appears  to  have  beeii  founded  in  the 
year  1343,  by  Richabd  dx  Bkatlegh,  Dean  of  Exeter, 
who  built  the  house  upon  the  lands  of  the  Chapter,  in  a 
narrow  Street,  now  called  *'  Musgaate^s  AlUyT* 

It  is  not  certainly  known,  and,  perhaps,  cannot  now  be 
ascertiuned,  whether  there  were  ever  any  settled  Endowment 
of  it.  In  andent  times,  the  Archdeacon  of  Exon  used  to 
appoint  the  Master ;  but,  soon  after  the  Restoration  of 
Chaelbs  the  Second,  the  right  of  appointment  belonged  to, 
or  was  exercised  by,  The  Chapter. 

In  1388,  John  Spenceb  was  admitted  Master. 

In  1548,  the  sum  of  20^.  per  ofMwm  was  granted  by  The 
Chapter  for  the  augmentation  of  the  Under-Master'^s  Sti- 
pend. 

In  1561,  the  School  is  said  to  have  been  new  built,  ceiled, 
and  seated,  by  a  common  contribution,  at  the  request  of 
Mr.  Williams,  the  then  Master. 

When  the  Free  Gbakkab  School  within  the  Hospital 
of  St.  John  Baptist  (which  will  next  be  more  circumstantially 
described)  was  established  in  the  beginning  of  the  Seven- 
teenth Century,  the  profits  of  The  High  School,  which 
before  that  period  had  been  very  considerable,  seem  to  have 
declined ;  in  consequence  of  which,  the  latter  was  some  time 
between  the  year  1739,  when  John  Bbadfobd  was  appoint- 
ed Master,  and  probably  the  last  Master,— and  the  year 
I  1759,  when  there  certainly  was  no  Master, — dther  dissolved, 
or  consolidated  with  The  Free  Grammar  School  But  if 
there  were  such  consolidation  of  the  two  Schools,  there  is  not 
any  Deed  or  Agreement,  relating  to  that  transaction,  now  to 
be  found. 
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Sir  John  Acland^  of  Culme-John,  Devon,  Ent.,  by  his 
Will,  dated  the  Uth  of  September  1609,  appointed  £16. 
per  annum  to  Two  Scholass  in  Exeter  College,  Oxford, 
to  be  approved  of  by  The  Mayor  of  Exeter,  the  Recorder, 
%e  Schoolmaster  of  Tfic  High  School  there,  the  Rector  of 
Exeter  Coll^,  and  the  Owner  of  Cuhne-John,  or  any 
Three  of  them. 

The  Revd.  John  Reynolds,  Canon  Residentiary  of 
Exeter  Cathedral,  by  his  Will,  dated  in  1756,  bequeathed 
£1550.  Stock  in  Old  South  Sea  Annuities,  to  The  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  Exeter, — ^the  Income  to  be  disposed  of  in  Exhi- 
Utions  for  Four  Lade  bred  at  Exeter  School.  This  Fund 
has  been  increased  by  savings,  and  now  pays  Thkxb  Exhi- 
bitions of  £20.  each.

The  Free  Grammar  School  derives  a  peculiar  interest 
from  it's  early  association  with  the  andent  Hospital  of 
Saint  John  Baptist, — as  a  sharer  in  it'^s  dissolution,  and 
a  partaker  of  it's  injuries, — and  even  now  finding  protection 
under  it*s  venerable  roof. 

Few  Schools  afford  such  authoritative  and  important 
materials  for  history,  as  The  Free  Grammar  School  at 
ExBTER.  But,  although  they  are  numerous,  it  is  inoon- 
cdvable  how  little  they  are  known.  The  Deed  of  Endow- 
ment, as  appears  by  an  authenticated  copy  of  it,  remaining 
in  the  Archives  of  Thb  Society  of  Antiquaries,  is  as  fol- 
lows:—

found  an  Hospitall  within  the  said  Cittie  of  Exon,  by  thdr  Deede 
Indented  bearinge  date  the  Fourteenth  daye  of  Januarie  in  the 
One  and  Twentieth  yere  of  the  raigne  of  the  late  Einge  James 
over  England,  did  graunte,  enfeofie,  and  confirm  unto  Thomas 
Crossings,  John  Taillbr,  John  Acland,  John  Lynnb, 
Gborge  Pyle,  Thomas  Wakeman,  John  Jurdaine,  Nicholas

when  and  as  often  as  it  shall  seeme  soe  meete  and  convenieate

pitaU^  as  more  att  large  appeareth  by  the  said  Indenture : — 

And  whereas  Thomas  Walker^  Esquire^  late  one  of  the 
Aldermen  of  the  said  Cittie  of  Exon^  by  his  last  Will  and  Testa- 
ment, bearinge  date  the  Fifteenth  daye  of  November  in  the  yere 
of  Our  Lord  God  One  Thousand  Sixe  Hundred  Twentie  and 
dghte,  and  in  the  Fouerth  yere  of  the  raigne  of  the  Kinges  Ma- 
jestic that  nowe  is  over  England,  &c..  Did  give  and  bequeath  to

The  other  Moietie  thereof  to  be  imployed  to  such  other  uses, 
as  in  the  said  Will  is  expressed;^— And  of  his  said  Will,  made  James 
Walker,  Esquire,  Robert  Norleioh,  Esquire,  Richard 
I>0CKB,  Esquire,  Adam  Beknett,  and  Robert  Walker,  of  the 
said  Cittie  of  Exon,  Marchantes,  liis  Executors,  and  shortlie  aftef 
died;— 

km  WHBRBA8  afterwardes  Elizabeth  Dovtrich,  Widdowe, 
one  of  the  Daughters  of  the  said  Thomas  Walker,  did,  by  her 
last  WHl  and  Testamente  in  writinge,  bearinge  date  the  Seaven- 
teesth  day  of  November^  in  the  Fifte  yere  of  the  raigne  of  the 
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Kinges  Migestie  that  nowe  is  over  England,  and  by  the  Codidll 
thereunto  annexed,  give  and  bequeathe  the  Some  of  FiQie 
Poundes  for  the  foundinge  and  better  maintenance  of  a  Fkbe 
Schools  within  the  Cittie  of  Exon  -, — 

And  whereas  Walter  Borough,  Esquire,  nowe  one  of  the

And  a 
free  Grammar  Schoole,  and  An  Engli^e  Schoole  thei?ein,  And 
to  renewe  and  contynew  divyne  Service  in  the  saide  Chappell  for 
the  saide  Hospitall;  And  that  the  other  parts  of  the  saide  House 
might  bee  for  ever  imployed  for  the  dwelling,  Rddfo,  and  Edu- 
cacon  in  leamlnge  and  all  or  anie  other  lawfoli  Arts  and  Trades 
of  Poare  Children  borne  and  inhabiting  within  the  saide  Cittie  or 
Countie  of  the  same,  under  the  age  of  iixteene  yeares.  And  for 
the  Habitacon,  rekife,  and  mainetenance  of  aged  or  impotente 
poore  people  inhabitiiig  within  the  said  Cittie  or  Countie  of  the 
same.  And  of  soe  manie  Children,  and  aged  or  impotente  persons, 
as  the  Governors  of  the  saide  Hospitall  for  ike  tyme  beinge  shall 
thinke  fytt.  And  for  the  dwelling  of  one  or  more  Schoolemasters 
to  instructe  the  saide  Children.  And  that  the  Maior,  Recorder, 
Aldermen,  and  Comon  Couneell  of  the  saide  Cittye  for  the  tyme 
beinge,  jnight  bee  the  Govemours  of  the  saide  Hospitall  and  of 
the  Members,  Goods,  Lands,  Ilevennewes,  and  Hereditaments 
of  the  same  att  all  tymes  hereafter  for  ever,  and  might  have  the 
electingand  placing  of  Schollars,  Schoole-Mosters,  Ushers,  Chap- 
laines,  and  other  necessarie  Officers,  Childnen,  and  poore  People. 
And  that  the  saide  Govemours  and  Hospital!  might  for  ever  bee 
incorporated  and  founded  in  the  name  and  in  deed  A  Bodie 
Politique  and  Corporate,  to  have  continuance  for  ever  by  the 
name  of  The  Govbbnoubs  of  the  Hospitall  of  Saimte  John's 
lyithin  the  Cittye  of  Exeter,  founded  by  Huoh  Cbossinoe, 
Esquire,  and  others.  And  that  the  saide  Govemours  might  have 
perpetuall  Succession^  and  by  that  name  they  and  theire  Suoces- 
sors  might  for  ever  hereafter  have,  possene,  and  injoye  as  well 
the  saide  House  and  Tenemente,  givoi  by  the  saide  Joahn 
Crossing  and  Fban/bis  Cbossino  as  afoiesaide,  notwithstanding 
the  Statute  of  Mortmaine,  as  all  other  Lands,  Tenements,  Rents, 
and  Hereditaments,  Goods  and  Chattells,  reallorpersonUll,  which

other  Powers,  Liberties,  and  Priviledges  as  shall  bee  meete  for 
the  well  ordering  and  establishing  of  the  saide  Hospitall.  Knowk 
TEB,  That  WEE  therefore  affecting  such  pious  and  diaritable 
workes,  and  out  of  our  Royall  Inclynacon  to  promote  and  advance 
the  same.  Of  our  especiall  grace,  certaine  knowledge,  and  meere 
mocon.  Have  given  and  graunted.  And  by  theise  Presents  for 
us,  our  heires,  and  successors.  Doe  give  and  graunte  to  the  saide 
Maior,  Bayliffe,  and  Coialtyeof  the  Cittye  of  Exeter,  fiill  power, 
lycense,  and  lawfuU  authoritie  att  all  tymes  hereafter,  att  theire 
Wills  and  Pleasures,  to  place,  erecte,  found  and  establishe  att  or 
in  the  sude  House,  heretofore  called  Saints  John's  Hospitall 
within  the  Cittie  of  Exeter,  and  other  the  Premisses  thereunto 
adjoyning.  One  Hospitall  House  or  Place  of  abyding  for  the 
fynding  sustentacon,  releife,  and  educacon  in  learning,  and  all  or 
anie  other  lawfull  Arts  and  Trades  of  poore  Children  from  tyme 
to  tyme  borne  or  inhabiting  within  the  saide  Cittie  or  Countie  of 
the  same.  And  for  the  habitacon,  releife,  and  mainetenance  of 
aged  or  impotent  poore  people,  from  tyme  to  tyme  inhabitinge 
within  the  saide  Cittie  or  Countie  of  the  same.  And  of  soe 
manie  children,  or  aged  or  impotente  poore  people,  and  such 
other  Members  and  Officers  of  the  saide  Hospitall,  as  to  the 
Govemours  of  the  saide  Hospitall  hereafter  named,  and  their 
Successors,  or  the  greater  parte  of  them  for  the  tyme  being, 
shall  seeme  meete.  And  that  the  saide  Govemours  for  the  tyme

mar ScBOOLE,  and  One  Frrb  Enolishs  Schools,. for  the  in- 
structing, teachinge,  maintenance  and  educacon  of  Poore  Children, 
or  Schollars,  borne  or  inhabitmg  within  the  sude  Cittie  of 
Exeter  or  Conntie  of  the  «ame.  And  that  the  saide  Govemours 
for  the  time  being,  and  their  Successors,  shall  have  full  power,, 
lycense,  and  lawfull  authoritie,  att  theire  wills  and  pleasures, 
from  tyme  to  tyme  and  att  all  tymes  hereafter,  to  place  thoein 
such  nombar  of  poore  ChUdren  or  Scollars,  as  to  the  Governors 
ot  the  saide  Hospitall  for  the  tyme  being,  and  their  Successors 
or  the  greater  parte  of  them,  shall  seeme  conveniente.  And 
likewise  one  or  more  learned,  able  and  sufiiciente  person  or  per- 
sons, to  be  Schoole  Master  or  Schoole  Masters  of  the  same 
Schoole,  or  Schooles.  And  one  or  more  other  able  and  suffi- 
ciente  person,  or  persons,  to  be  Usher  or  Ushers  thereof,  to  teach 
and  instructe  the  saide  Children.  And  aUsoe  one  learned  and 
godlie  Preacher  to  reade  divyne  service,  and  to  teach  and  preach 
the  Word  of  God  in  the  saide  ChappeU  to  all  the  saide  persons, 
poore  people,  and  children,  Membm  and  Officers,  att  or  in  the 
saide  House,  with  the  allowance  of  the  Ordinarie  there  for  the 
tyme  being.

of  Exeter,  founded  by  Hcgh  CRosaiNOB,  Esquire,  and  others. 
Wee  Doe  firmelie  by  theise  P  seats  for  us,  our  Heires  and  Suc- 
cessore,  erecte,  founde,  establishe,  and  confirme  to  have  conty* 
nuance  for  ever.  And  for  the  better  mamtenance  and  oontynuanoe 
of  the  saide  Hospitall,  Free  Sdiooks,  and  other  the  saide  godUe 
and  charitable  Uses,  intents  and  purposes.  And  that  the  same 
may  have  and  take  the  better  effiecte,  and  that  ail  and  everie 
the  Messuages,  Lands,  Tenements,  Rents,  Reveroons,  Ser- 
vices and  Hereditaments,  Goods  and  Chattels  heretofore  given, 
grBnnted>  conveyed,  assigned,  devised,  willed>  lymitted  or  9p^ 
pointed,  or  hereafter  to  Ih^  given,  gnunted,  conveyed,  assigned, 
devised,  willed,  lymitted  or  appointed,  for  the  mainetenance, 
sustentaoon  of  the  persons  aforesaide,  in  the  same  HoepitaU, 
maie  bcis  tiie  better  governed,  used,  and  imployed,  and  be- 
stowed for  the  mainetenance  of  the  persons  in  the  saide  Hoa- 
pitall  for  the  tyme  being  to  have  contynuance  for  ever.  Wee 
tviU,  appointe,  ass^e,  lymitt  and  name.  And  for  us,  our  heirea, 
and  successors.

Wee  Doe  for  us,  our  heires,  and  successors,  reallie  and 
fiillie  incoiporate,  make,  erecte,  ordeine,  name,  cmistitute  and 
establishe  by  theise  Presents.  And  that  they  by  the  same  name 
bee,  and  shallbee  and  contynue  persons  able  and  cc^ble  in  the 
Lawe  from  tyme  to  Qrme  for  ever  hereafter.  And  shall  by  y*  name 
of  Incoiporacon  have  full  power,  authoritie,  and  lawfull  capacitie 
and  abilitie,  to  purchase,  take,  hold,  receive,  injoye,  and  l^ve  to

peraonorperBons whatsoever.  And  allsoe that tiiesaideGovemouRs

And 
further,  Knowe  yee.  That  wee  for  th^  consideracdns  aforesaide, 
of  our  especiall  Grace,  certeine  Knowledge,  and  meere  Mocon, 
Have  given  and  graunted.  And  by  theise  Presents  for  us,  our 
heires  and  successors.  Doe  give  and  graiuite  to  the  saide  Grover- 
nours,  and  their  Successors  for  ever,  our  spedall  lycense  and 
free  and  lawfiill  lybertie,  power,  and  authoritie  to  gette,  purchase 
and  take  to  them  and  their  successors  for  ever,  for  the  mainte- 
nance and  sustentacon  and  releife  of  all  and  everie  the  person 
and  persons  to  bee  placed  in  the  saide  Hospitall  of  and  fi^  the 
saide  Johan  Crossing  and  Francis  Crossing,  theire  heires  and 
assignes,  or  anie  other  person  or  persons,  aswell  the  saide  Hos- 
pitaU  house  and  Tenemente  a^joyninge,  with  th'appurtenances, 
fts  anie  other  Mannors,  Messuages,  Lands,  Tanementes,  Rents,

anie  wise  notwithstanding.  And  further,  of  our  espedai  grace, 
certeine  knowledge,  and  meere  mocon  Wee  Doe  for  us,  our 
heires,  and  successors,  graunte  to  the  saide  Governours  of  the 
saide  Hospitall  and  their  successors,  that  theise  our  Letters 
Patents,  or  the  Inrollments  thereof,  shall  stande  and  bee  good, 
firme,  stronge,  sufiiciente,  and  effectual  in  the  Lawe  to  all  the 
intents  and  purposes  aforesaide,  and  shallbee  expounded,  con- 
strued, taken,  and  adjudged  in  all  our  Courts  of  this  our  Realme, 
and  elsewhere,  strongelie  againste  us,  our  heires  and  successors, 
and  most  benignelie,  favourablie  and  beneficiallie  to  and  for  the 
saide  Governours  of  the  saide  Hospitall  and  their  successors, 
notwithstanding  an  ad  quod  dampnu  hath  not  byn  awarded  touch- 
inge  the  Premises,  Or  anie  Omission,  imperfeccon  or  defecte 
in  theise  our  Letters  Patents,  or  anie  other  thinge,  cause  or 
matter  whatsoever  to  the  contrarie  thereof  notwithstanding. 
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Neverdieles  our  intente  and  meaning^  ia.  And  Wee  Doe  hereby 
declare  the  same  to  bee^  That  theise  Presents^  nor  anie  thinge 
therein  conteined^  shall  extend  or  be  construed  to  extend  to  the 
prejudice  of  anie  the  rights^  powers^  priviledges^  and  jurisdiocdna 
of  or  belonging  to  the  Lord  Bishopp  of  Exeter  for  the  tjme 
being,  or  to  the  Deane  and  Chapter  of  the  Cathedrall  Church  of 
Sainte  Peter  in  Exeter,  and  theire  successors,  or  anie  of  them^ 
allthough  expresse  mencon,  &c.  In  Witnes,  &c.,  Witnes  our 
self  att  Westm.  the  second  dale  of  June/*

In  Izacke's  Re^ster  (Edit.  London,  1736.  pp>  41.  et 
passim)  we  have  the  following  History  of  the  Foundadon, 
and  of  the  numerous  Benefactions  to  it. 

Hugh  Cbossxno,  Esq.,  twice  Mayor  of  this  City,  (i.  e.,  in 
1609  and  1620),  taking  into  his  serious  consideration,  the 
great  charge  and  increase  of  poor  people  and  poor  children, 
— the  great  use  of  Hospitals  for  the  relief  of  either, — and 
the  great  desire  of  many  of  the  Citizens  for  the  accomplishing 
of  the  same,  who  had  by  their  several  Wills  given  divers 
sums  of  money  to  that  purpose,  which  were  totally  losty  by 
reason  that  such  Hospitals  were  not  erected  within  the  times 
prefixed^ — accordingly,  in  his  life-time,  intended  to  found 
and  erect  an  Hospital  within  this  City,  or  liberally  to  endow 
the  same  if  it  should  be  erected  by  any  other,  as  he  expressed 
by  a  writing  under  his  own  hand ;  but  dying  intestate 
before  he  could  accomphsh  the  same,  possessed  of  a  plentiful 
estate,  Joan  Crossing,  his  Widow  and  Relict,  and  Francis 
Crossing,  his  only  Son  and  Heir,  as  well  of  their  own  free 
dispositions,  as  for  the  furtherance  of  the  said  charitable 
intentions  of  the  said  Hugh  Crossing,  for  the  Fine  of  £7^0. 
purchased  the  Fee  and  Inheritance  of  all  that  House  or 
Scy  te  of  the  late  Dissolved  Hospital  of  Saint  John  lying 
within  The  East  Gatey  with  divers  other  tenements,  edifices, 
oirchards,  gardens,  and  courtlays,  to  the^said  Hospital  belong* 
ing, — And  by  their  Deed  indented,  dated  the  14th  of  Janu*^ 
ary  in  the  21st  of  James  the  First,  1623,  did  grant  the 
said  premises  unto  Thirteen  Persons,  then  of  the  Com- 
mon Coundl  of  the  said  City,  to  hold  to  them,  their  Heirs 
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and  Assigns  fcft  ever,  Upcm  TVust  neverthefess  that  the 
said  Trustees  should  from  time  to  time  and  at  all  times 
for  ever  thereafter  employ,  convert,  and  continue  the  said 
House  and.  Premises  to  and  for  an  Hospital  or  Workhouse 
for  the  Poor  of  the  said  City  and  County,  iti  such  sort  as 
by  the  Mayor  and  Common-Council  of  the  said  City  for  the 
time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  be  from  time 
to  time  directed,  limited,  and  appointed;  the  said  poor 
people  or  children  to  be  always  chosen,  received,  taken,  set 
to  work,  governed,  directed,  disposed  of,  continued,  and  re^ 
moved  into,  out  of,  and  from  the  said  Hosptal  by  the  Mayor 
and  Common  Council  of  the  said  City.  This  Gift  was  well 
accepted  of  by  all,  and  yet  in  divers  years  thereafter  little 
use  made  thereof,  by  reason  of  several  ways  propounded 
and  attempted,  which  happened  to  great  loss,  not  one  of 
them  producing  the  desired  effects,  to  the  no  little  discontent 
of  the  pous  Donors, ^-Until  at  length  by  the  additional 
Bounties  of  some  other  worthy  and  charitable  Citizens,  Let- 
ters Patent  were  procured  from  his  late  Majesty  King 
Charles  the  First  of  ever  famous  memory,  for  the  found- 
ing of  an  Hospital  for  the  relief  and  pious  education  of 
Poor  Children,  which  hath  been  since  much  promoted  by 
sundry  Benefactors,  to  the  great  comfort  and  honour  of  the 
scud  City  and  Citizens. 

The  Chamrer  of  Exeter,  in  new  building  and  repur 
ing  the  Hospital,  procuring  his  Majesty's  Letters  Patent 
for  if  s  better  establishment,  and  in  other  expenses,  are  stated 
to  have  disbursed  about  £500. 

Alderman  Jahbs  Crossing,  who  in  1762  and  17^7  had 
been  Mayor  of  Exeter,  the  Descendant  and  Representative 
of  the  wealthy  and  benevolent  Founders  of  this  Institution 
and  the  last  of  his  Family  rendent  in  this  City,  falling  into 
poverty  in  his  old  age,  found  an  Asylum  in  Saint  John^s 
Hospital,  where,  by  the  laudable  bounty  of  The  Chamber, 
he  was  comfortably  supported^  in  apartments  appropriated 
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to  his  use,  for  the  last  five  years  cyf  his  life.  He  died 
there  on  the  18th  of  January,  179^9  at  a  very  advanced 
age. 

Grace  Sheeu,  Widow  of  John  Sheeb,  Esq.,  Mayor  in 
1616,  gave  £50.  towards  the  erecting  of  a  Dwellmg-House 
tirithin  The  Hospital  of  St.  Joktu,  Jbr  a  Master  of  The 
Free  Grammar  Scliool. 

Mary  Modyford,  Widow  of  John  Modyford,  Esq., 
Mayor  in  1622,  gave  £20.  in  her  hfe  time,  towards  the  bet^ 
ter  Support  of  The  Hospital  of  St.  John. 

John  Gupwill,  Esq.,  Mayor  in  1623,  gave  £30.  towards 
erecting  The  Hospital  of  St.  John,  and  the  better  support 
of  the  same. 

Walter  Borough,  Esq.,  twice  Mayor,  "  a  great  helper 
of  the  laborious  and  truly  indigent  Poor  of  this  City,^  by 
deed,  dated  the  28th  of  October  1625,  enfeoffed  Twelve  of 
the  Common-Council,  and  their  heirs,  with  certain  lands  and 
tenements  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Paul's  in  the  said  City,  then 
of  the  yearly  value  of  £30.  and  upwards,  out  of  which  the 
sum  of  £20.  per  annum  was  to  be  paid  for  ever,  towards 
the  maintenance  and  sustentation  of  poor  Children  in  The 
Hos[Mtal  of  St.  John,  within  the  East^Gate; — and  in  fur- 
ther manifestation  of  his  pious  and  charitable  disposition,  by 
his  Will,  dated  the  8th  of  March,  1630,  he  gave  £100.  to- 
wards  the  erecting,  founding,  and  yearly  endowment  of  a 
Free  Latin  Grammar  School  within  the  City  of  Exeter. 

Bebecca  Borough,  his  Widow,  gave  the  sum  of  £200. 
to  St.  John'^s  Hospital, 

TifoMAS  Walker,  Esq.,  thrice  Mayor,  by  his  WiD,  dated 
the  20th  of  Novr.,  1628,  gave  his  Executcnrs  £400.  In 
Trust,  that  tUey  therewith  should,  within  one  year  after  his 
decease,  procure  from  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of 
the  said  City  one  Annuity  or  Bent  Charge,  out  of  the  City 
lands  of  such  Sum  or  yearly  value  as  they  should  agree 
upon;  and  for  de&ult  of  such  agreement,  then  to  bestow 
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the  said  £400.  in  Jandiy  and  convey  the  same  to  the  Mayor 
and  Common  Council,  or  such  other  a^  they  should  appcnnt ; 
one  moiety  thereof  to  be  applied  towards  the  founding, 
erecting,  and  yearly  endowment  of  a  Free  Grammar  School 
within  the  said  City,  whereby  the  Children  of  the  Freemen 
might  be  freely  instructed  in  the  Latin  Tongue ;  and  the 
other  moiety,  to  be  applied  yearly  towards  the  relief  of  the 
Poor,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  gift  of  Mr.  John  Pbbyam* 

Lady  Mary  Pridbaux,  Widow  of  Sir  Nicholas  Pbi- 

DBAUX,  Knt,  thentofbre  Widow  of Morris,  LL.D., 

and  ChanceUor  of  Exeter  Cathedral,  in  September  1630, 
being  informed  of  the  erecting  of  an  Hospital  in  Exeter  for 
the  Education  and  Relief  of  young  Children,  in  testimony 
of  her  love  and  good  affection  to  the  welfare  of  the  City  and 
such  works  of  Charity,  sent  to  The  Chamber  £100.  to  be 
by  than  ordered  and  disposed  of,  in  placing  poor  young 
children  in  the  said  Hospital. 

Dorothy  Moggridge,  Widow  of  Thomas  Moggridge 
Merchant,  for  several  years  in  her  life  time  gave  £8.  per 
Ofmum  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  poor  Children  in  St. 
John's  Hospital.  And,  by  her  Will,  bequeathed  a  tene- 
ment, called  ^*  Boaredown^  in  the  Parish  of  Colyton,  Devon, 
for  the  better  support  of  the  said  Hospital,  for  ever. 

George  Jurdayne,  of  Exeter,  Grocer,  by  his  Will, 
dated  the  22d  of  August,  16S2,  gave  to  a  New  School  to  be 
erected,  £40.— And,  shortly  afler, 

Elizabeth  Jurdayne,  his  Widow  and  Executrix,  by 
her  Will,  dated  the  27th  of  September,  1633,  gave  to  Rve 
several  persons  £500.  to  be  employed  by  them,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  for  and  towards  such  good  and  pious  uses 
within  the  City  and  County  of  Exon,  as  they  should  think 
fit, — rbut,  if  they  neglected  so  to  employ  it  within^^?>Mr  years 
after  her  death,  she  revoked  the  Legacy.  After  much  de- 
bate. The  Trustees  thought  fit  to  employ  the  money  in 
founding  and  erecting  an  English  School  within  the  City, 
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to  have  oontmuance  for  ever.  And,  in  October  163^  they 
paid  the  £500,  to  The  Mayor,  Bailiffs,  and  Commonalty, — 
in  consideration  of  which,  that  Body  promised  that,  before 
the  20th  of  the  ensuing  month  of  November,  they  would 
procure  His  Majesty's  License  for  founding  an  Hospital 
within  the  City,  and  erecting  an  English  School  in  it,  and 
would  allot  and  provide  a  convenient  Room  in  The  Hoepi- 
tal,  for  a  School-House,  to  be  called  ^^  The  Fseb;  English 
School.'*' — ^That  the  School-Master  should  receive  poor 
Children  to  the  number  of  Fifty,  and  teach  them  to  read, 
write,  and  cypher,  for  which  he  should  have  £20,  per 
annum.-* That  the  Residue  of  the  profit  of  the  £500«  should 
be  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital,  in  such  manner  as  The 
Mayor  and  Common  Council  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  should  think  fit— The  Trustees  during  their 
lives,  on  every  vacancy  of  the  office  of  Schoolmaster,  and 
within  Sixty  days  after  notice,  to  nominate  Two  sufficient, 
honest,  and  able  men,  fit  to  undertake  the  charge  of  the 
School,  of  which  Two,  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council, 
"within  twenty  days  after  nomination,  should  chuse  One.—* 
And,  after  the  death  of  the  Trustees,  the  Mayor  and  Com- 
mon Council  were  for  ever  to  elect  the  Schoolmaster. 

Nicholas  Mastitn,  Esq.,  Mayor,  by  his  Will,  dated 
the  29th  of  August,  1684,  bequeathed  to  St.  John's  Hos- 
pital, for  the  relief  of  the  poor  children  therein,  their  edu- 
cation, and  afterwards  towards  binding  them  out  apprentices, 
JC200.  to  be  laid  out  in  land  within  two  years  of  his  decease. 
To  which  benefaction,  Susanna,  his  Widow,  added  £130. 
more,  wherewith  the  inheritance  of  Two  tenements  in  North- 
gate  Street  in  the  Parish  of  St  Kerrian,  Exeter,  were  pur- 
chased, in  reversion  of  the  lives  of  herself  and  another 
female,  only  charged  in  the  mean  time  with  a  yearly  rent 
of  £8. 

John  Hayne,  Merchant,  Sheriff  in  1635,  gave  £10. 
towards  the  better  support  of  St,  John^s  Hospital. 
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Philippa  Hatkx,  his  Widow,  gave  the  like  suin^  for  the 
same  purpose. 

Thomas  Cbossiko,  Esq.,  Major  in  1624  and  16379  g&ve 
the  sum  of  £60.  towards  re^ifying  the  Hos[ntal,  and  con^ 
tinned  the  pajnnent  of  £8.  per  annum  for  several  years  in 
his  life  time,  for  the  education  and  better  maintenance  of 
One  poor  boy  in  the  same^ 

P£TBB  HxLLYAB  dected  Master  of  The  Fkse  English 
School  in  1637) — by  teaching  Forty  Supemumerartf  hoys 
during  Thiktt  Ybabs,  for  which  he  appears  kot  to  have 
axcBivBD  or  ASKBB  ANY  BBMUKBBATioN ; — by  deductions 
he  aOowed  ouiqfhis  Stipend ;'^by  remiiting  other  dues; — 
and  by  monies  he  left  in  the  hands  of  several  Stewards  of 
the  Hospital,  whkh  he  had  given  out  of  his  Pension  of 
£S.  a  year  for  each  boy, — was  a  Benbfactor  to  this  Insti* 
tution,  to  the  splendid  amount  in  value,  on  a  fair  calculation, 
of  no  less  a  sum  than  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundbed 
and  Thibty  Pounds  ! ! 

Elizjeus  Hele  (perhaps,  more  properly  spelt  Elxze 
Healb),  of  Fardel,  in  the  Parish  of  Comwood,  Devon, 
Esq.,  who  died  on  the  1 1th  of  January,  1635,  without  issue 
by  either  of  his  two  Wives, — a  Lawyer  of  some  eminenoe, 
who,  by  marrying  rich  Hdresses,  the  emoluments  of  his 
Professional  practice,  and  his  Patrimonial  inheritance,  be- 
came  possessed  of  a  fortune  of  £1500.  jver  cmnuniy  gave  all 
or  almost  all  of  it,  by  hb  Will,  to  John  Heale^  Esq.,  the 
celebrated  Sir  John  Maynaed  (successively  Serjeant  to 
Olivee  Ceomwell,  and  King^s  Serjeant  to  Chables  the 
Second,  James  the  Second,  and  William  the  Third),  and 
ELiZiBUS  SxEBT,  Grcntleman,  ^^  in  Trust,  to  be  disposed  of 
in  Pious  Uses  as  they  found  need.*^  Besides  the  Benefac- 
tions conferred  by  Sir  John  Maynaed,  as  one  of  these 
Trustees,  on  Exeter  College,  as  next  mentioned,  and  on 
Plympton  and  Totnes  Free  Grammar  Schools,  he  gave  for 
the  support  and  enlargement  of  St.  John^s  Hospital 
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JCS30*— and,  for  the  oontuiual  maintenance  of  the  boys 
therein,  he  settled  upon  the  Hospital  the  rents  of  the  Mancnrs 
of  Clist  St  Laurence,  Clist  Grerard,  and  T^gn-Harvej,  and 
of  five  Tenements  in  Bovey  Tracy,  and  of  two  other  Tene- 
ments in  Newton  Ferrers,  all  situate  in  the  County  of  Devon. 
In  16379  the  same  Sir  John  M aykard  gave  to  Exeter 
College,  Oxford,  £40.  per  annum^  payable  from  St.  John^s 
Hospital,--  out  of  which  sum,  £20.  a  year  were  assigned 
to  the  Divinity  Lecturer,*  and  £12.  a  year,  to  a  Lecturer 
in  the  Oriental  Languages, — and  the  readue,  for  the  increase 
of  the  Fellowships.  The  present  Divinity  Lecturer  (1818) 
is.  The  Revd.  John  Thomas  Lys,  B.  A., — ^and  the  present 
Lecturer  in  Oriental  Languages  is.  The  Bevd.  J.  Collier 
Jones,  B.  D.,  Sub-Rector  of  that  Coll^. 

<'  What  yet  remains  of  this  great  Estate,  so  piously 
devoted,  undisposed  af^  says  Prince,  in  speaking  of  the 
property  of  Elizjbus  Hele,  ^^  I  know  not ;  only  this  is  cer- 
tmn,  if  any  such  there  be,  it  becomes  all  those  who  are  more 
immediately  concerned  ther^n  to  enquire;  lest  what  shall 
thus.tf^A:  to  &%nr  fingarsy  should  prove  like  the  gobbet  of 
flesh,  the  Eagle  lurched  from  the  Altar,  which  had  a  live 
coal  adhering  to  it,  that  burnt  up  her  nest  and  her  young 
■together.'*    Worthies  of  Devon,  p.  403. 

Thomas  Tookee,  Brewer,  Sheriff  of  Exeter,  by  his  Will, 
dated  tne  Slst.  of  March,  1640,  gave  to  the  Governors  of 
die  new  erected  Hospital  of  St.  John  and  their  successors 
for  ever,  for  and  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  poor  children 
there  one  annuity  or  yearly  rent  charge  of  JC4.,  to  be  issuing 
and  payable  out  of  three  closes  of  land,  called  ^^  Culver 
Parks"  containing  about  two  acres  and  a  half: — One  dose 
of  land  thereto  adjoining,  containing  half  an  acre,  called 
^^  Glaziers  Chse^**  and  his  part  purparty  or  portion  of 
another  close  of  land,  called  '^  Job's  Park,''^  all  situate  in  the 
Parish  of  St  Sidwell's  Exeter,  payaUe  quarterly,  with  a 
power  of  distress. 
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Mrs.  Joan  Taylor,  Widow  of  Peter  Taylor  of  Exeter, 
Merchant,  gave  £100.  towards  the  maintenance  and  educa- 
tion of  a  poor  boy  in  St.  Joitn^s  Hospital. 

Frances  Dabynott,  Widow  of  Robert  Dabynott  of 
Exeter,  Apothecary,  by  her  Will  gave  JE30.  towards  the 
erecting,  and  bettar  support  and  maintenance  of  The 
Hospittd. 

Grace  Gill,  Spinster,  b.  Servant  of  the  siud  Frances 
Dabynott's,  by  her  Will,  dated  the  18th  of  April,  1645, 
bequeathed  £5.  to  be  paid  to  The  Grovemors  of  St.  John's 
Hospital,  to  be  employed  by  them  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  the  poor  children  of  the  said  Hospital. 

Thomas  Bridgbcan,  of  Exeter,  Gendeman,  son  of  Jasper 
Bridgman,  Registrar  of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Exeter,  by 
his  WiU,  dated  the  3d  of  April,  1641,  among  various  other 
Charitable  benefactions,  bequeathed  £500.,  with  the  payment 
of  which  he  charged  all  his  real  and  personal  estate,  within  a 
year  after  his  death  and  burial,  to  be  employed  by  the 
religious  discretion  of  The  Chamber,  towards  the  relief  of 
the  Poor  of  the  City  and  Suburbs  for  ever.  One  of  the 
Executors  and  Trustees  under  this  Will  was  the  memorable 
Serjeant  Glanvill.  The  proceeds  of  this  Legacy  were,  by 
the  mutual  consent  of  the  Executors  and  the  Grovemor  of 
St  John's  Hospital,  appropriated  to  the  binding  out  of  the 
poor  boys,  in  The  Hospital,  Apprentices,  when  they  should 
be  educated  and  made  fit  for  Masters. 

Jahes  White,  Merchant,  one  of  the  Common  Coundl 
of  the  City,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  28th  of  September,  1643, 
devised  as  follows; — ^^  I  give  my  garden  and  oourtlaye,  in 
LitSe  Britain^  within  the  Parish  of  Allhallows  on  the  Walls, 
to  The  Warden  and  Society  of  The  Hospital  of  St.  John, 
and  their  successors  for  ever,  in  lieu  of  40«.  which  I  have 
formerly  for  divers  years  together  paid  to  the  said  Warden 
and  Society  quarterly,  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  Hos* 
pital  boys  therdn.^' 
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John  LovsBiNa,  Merchant,  one  of  the  ComnMxi  Coundl 
and  Receiver  General  of  the  City  in  1647,  gave  £120. 
towards  the  erecting  and  better  support  of  the  Hospital. 

Nicholas  Clark,  of  the  Parish  of  St  Sidwell  s  Exeter, 
Weaver,  gave  £5.  for  the  like  purpose. 

Nicholas  Ricost  or  Ricaust,  Merchant,  by  his  Will 
bequeathed  £20.  towards  the  maintenance  and  better  support 
of  The  Hospital  of  St.  John. 

Robert  Vilvain  ot  Vilvatn,  of  Exeter,  M.  D.,  who 
died  in  16'62,  gave  towards  the  benefit  of  The  Febx  Latin 
School  within  St.  John^s  Hospital,  the  inheritance  of  a 
tenement,  in  Paris  Street  Exeter,  of  the  yearly  rent  of 
£2..13..4.  He  also  caused  a  new  building  within  the  said 
Hospital  to  be  erected,  at  the  charge  of  about  £600.  He 
likewise,  in  1657)  erected  a  new  Librae r,  at  his  own  cost, 
in  the  Chapel  of  The  Blessed  Virgin  Maiy  in  Exeter 
Cathedral  behind  The  High  Altar. 

This  Gentleman  afterwards  purchased  of  The  Chamber  a 
plot  of  ground  in  the  Manor  of  Exilandy  for  a  term  of  999 
years,  upon  which  he  erected  a  stately  Brewhouse  and  Malt- 
house  adjoining,  called  ^^  The  Public  Beswhousb,*^  which 
he  gave  freely  to  The  Chamber  for  Charitable  uses, — that 
is,  towards  the  maintenance  of  Foue  poor  boys,  to  be  taken 
out  of  The  Free  School  here  and  sent  to  Exeter  College, 
Oxford. 

Dr.ViLv AINU'S  instructions  respecting  these  Exhibitioners 
are, — 

"  1st.,  I  give  for  ever  £3^.  yearly,  to  be  paid  quarterly  to 
FouB  Scholars  pensions^  to  wit,  40«.  ^iece,  towards  their 
maintenance  in  the  University,  which  shall  be  paid  to  the  Rector 
or  Sub-Rector  of  £xeteb  Colleoe  for  the  tim^  being,  by  The 
Mayor  and  Chamber  or  Corporation  of  Exeter  City,  out  of  my 
Brewhouse  and  Malt-house,  built  or  shortly  to  be  built  in  the 
Manor  of  Exiland  belonging  to  the  said  City,  which  land  I  have 
purchased  for  that  and  other  Charitable  uses. 

^d.^  These  four  Pensioners  are  to  partake  of  this  Exhibition, 
who  have  not  of  their  own,  and  whose  parents  are  not  of  ability 
to  maintain  them  in  the  University  :— 
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3d.j  These  shall  be  chosen^  Two  out  of  the  High  School  in 
Exon,  and  Two  out  of  The  Free  Grammar  School  ;  which  the 
Master  of  the  School^  when  they  are  to  be  chosen^  shall  present^ 
with  some  others  that  are  fittest^  and  without  partiality,  to  the 
Mayor  and  Recorder  of  the  said  City  for  the  time  being,  who 
shall  be  Electors  after  my  deaths  together  with  the  School  Master 
of  that  School  out  of  which  he  or  they  are  to  be  chosen,  or  any 
two  of  them,  who  shall  chuse  City-born  Children  before 
Strangers,  {(ueieris  paribus)  if  they  be  so  well  qualified  fot  learn- 
ing, behaviour^  toward  lives,  and  poverty,  tcithaut  partial  respect 
of  persons : — 

4th.,  These  shall  enjoy  this  pension  seven  years,  if  they  shall 
so  long  reside  in  the  University,  and  have  no  better  preferment ; 
but,  if  they  take  any  Cure,  or  Benefice,  or  Academical  Fellow- 
ship or  Scholarship,  or  other  advancement,  exceeding  the  sum 
of  £20.  per  annum,  or  if  they  be  absent  from  the  University 
more  than  two  months  in  each  year,  not  giving  a  satisfactory 
reason  for  his  Absence  to  two  or  to  one  at  least  of  the  Electors,  that 
then  his  or  their  places  and  pensions  shall  be  ipso  facto  void^  and 
the  Electors  shall  instantly  proceed  to  election  for  supply  of  the 
place  or  places^  which  shall  become  void,  that  no  Time  may  be 
lost:— 

5th.,  If  any  of  those  places  shall  be  void,  and  the  School 
wherein  the  Election  is  to  be  made  have  no  Scholar  at  that  time 
qualified  to  be  elected,  then  the  place  or  places  void  shall  be 
supplied  out  of  the  other  School,  if  it  hath  any  fit  or  eligible : — 

6th.,  What  Exhibition  shall  come  to  the  receiver*s  hand 
during  such  vacancy,  the  same  shall  be  given  to  that  Scholar  or 
Scholars  who  shall  be  next  chosen  to  succeed  : — 

7th.,  It  is  not  the  Donor's  intent  to  diminish  or  abolish  the 
present  or  future  bounty  and  benevolence  of  any  well-disposed 
person  or  persons  towards  the  maintenance  of  any  poor  Scholars, 
whose  Parents  are  unable  to  maintain  their  Children  in  either 
University  j  but  he  desires  that  people  would  be  so  well  minded 
to  advance  Learning  by  free  contribution : — 

8th.,  If  hereafter  the  Two  Grammar  Schools  in  the  said 
City  shall  be  turned  into  one,  then  from  thenceforth  all  the  said 
Four  Scholars  or  Pensioners  shall  be  chosen  out  of  the  School 
remaining,  by  The  said  Mayor,  Recorder^  and  Schoolmaster^  or 
any  two  of  them,  as  aforesaid  : — 

9th.,  The  Pensions  shall  be  paid  to  them,  from  Quarter  to 
Quarter,  or  a  week  or  fortnight  before  each  Quarter,  by  the 
Rector  or  Sub-Rector  of  Exeter  College,  their  battles  or 
commons  first  deducted ;  but,  if  it  exceed  the  said  40s,  quarterly, 
they  shall  battle  or  common  no  more  *till  they  have  discharged 
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or  satisfied  the  overplus^  for  Security  or  Indemnity  to  the  said 
CoUege." 

Simeon  or  Simon  Snow,  Esq.,  Mayor  in  1653,  gave  in  his 
life  lime  £148.,  for  the  finishing  of  the  School-house  in  St. 
JoHN^s  Hospital,  for  the  habitation  of  the  Master  of  The 
Feee  Grammae  School  there, — and  £60.  more,  towards 
the  educali(Hi  of  a  poor  boy  therein, — ^he  afterwards  settled 
the  land  and  inheritance  cf  two  houses  and  a  stable  upon 
the  said  Hospital  for  ever,  lying  in  St  Keryan's  Parish  in  the 
said  City,  of  the  then  yearly  value  of  £15., — and,  by  his 
Will,  he  devised,  inier  aUa^  as  follows,-— 

'^  I  give  to  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Exon  and  their 
successors  for  ever,  all  that  Brewhouse  and  Malt-house^  called 
"  The  Common  Brewhouse/*  lately  erected  near  the  Ducking- 
Stool  Mills  in  Exiland,  to  be  by  their  care  and  oversight  managed 
for  the  public  good  of  the  said  City^  and  particiUarly  for  the 
payment  of  £39.  per  annum  to  Four  Pensioners^  called  and  to 
be  called  '^  Doctor  Vilvayn's  Pensioners,"  to  be  taken  out  of 
The  Free  School,  next  to  the  East-gate,  whereof  Mr.  Bradford 
is  now  Schoolmaster, — and  my  desire  is,  that  the  Mayor  and 
Justices  of  the  said  City  do  for  ever  nominate  and  appoint  after 
my  death,  who  shall  succeed  in  the  places  of  those  Four  that 
shall  enjoy  the  benefit  of  that  pension  at  my  deaths  and  that  as 
many  as  they  shall  think  fit,  and  be  capable  of  tiie  said  pension 
(if  any  such  at  any  time  shall  be  there),  be  taken  out  of  St. 
John's  Hospital,  and  afterwards  sent  to  Exeter  College^ 
there  to  be  and  continue  so  long  and  in  such  Maimer  as  my 
Uncle  Doctor  ViLVAYN  in  his  instructions  did  desire."  And  then 
the  Testator  proceeds  to  direct  the  payment  of  certain  yearly 
Fees  to  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  Justices,  and  other  Officers  of  the 
Exeter  Corporation, — the  Town  Clerk's  Fees  to  be  £5.  yearly 
for  ever,  for  passing  accompts.  And  he  wiUed,  that  the  yearly 
pension  of  the  person  employed  in  the  said  Brewhouse,  and  the 
other  yearly  Fees,  and  the  charges  of  sending  the  Four  Pen- 
sioners to  Oxford,  and  the  reparations  of  the  said  Brewhouse 
and  Malt-house,  and  of  erecting  and  supporting  another  Charit- 
able Foundation  for  the  Education  of  Females,  should  be  paid 
out  of  the  profits  of  the  Brewhouse  and  Malt-house.  And  his 
desire  was,  that  there  should  be  engraven  in  a  stone  over  the 
Brewhouse  Gate,  ^  Doctor  Vilvavn*s  Brewhouse  and  Malt- 
house  erected  for  the  Public  Good  of  this  City,"*— and  that  in 
some  convenient  place  at  St.  John's  Hospital  over  the  Stairs^ 
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or  in  some  other  place  of  public  yieW  these  w6rds,  in'  golddi 
letters,  might  be  inscribed  "  Doctor  Vilvayn's  New  Building.** 

There  still  remains  a  Tablet  in  the  front  of  the  building 
on  the  south  side  of  the  Quadrangle,  now  The  Governors^ 
Council  Room, — bui  not  a  vestige  of  any  Inecr^tion  is  left. 
'  Gilbert  Kbat,  Esq.,  of  London,  gave  and  paid  to  the 
Mayor,  Bailifis,  and  Commonalty  of  Exeter  £400.,  for  the 
maintenance  of  Four  poor  duldren,  Two  boys  and  two 
maids,  from  time  to  time,  to  be  taken  out  of  the  Parish  of 
St  Mary  the  Moor  (St.  Mary  Major)  iu  Exeter,  it  being 
the  place  of  his  birth  and  baptism :  which  two  boys  were  to 
be  received  into  St.  John^s  Hospital,  and  the  two  maids 
mto  a  then  intended  Hospital  for  Maids  within  the  City, 
where  they  were  to  be  educated  and  from  thence  bound  out 
as  Apprentices,«-and  the  said  Children  were  to  wear  on  the 
sleeves  of  their  Hospital  gowns  these  letters  G.  K.,  as  was 
agreed  by  deeds  indented,  made  between  the  Mayor,  Bailiffs, 
and  Commonalty  and  the  said  Gilbert  Eeat,  dated  the 
12th  of  August,  1656. 

James  Gould,  Esq.,  Mayor,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  . 
10th  of  September,  1656,  bequeathed  to  the  Hospital  of 
St.  John,  founded  by  Hugh  Crossing  and  others,  the 
sum  of  £  100.,  to  be  invested  and  employed  in  lands ^  for  the 
use  of  and  towards  the  maintenance  of  poor  boys  which 
ahould  from  time  to  time  be  taken  into  that  house, — ^<  and 
I  advise  the  Grovemor  of  that  Foundation  speedily  to 
employ  all  monies  belonging  to  that  Foundation  in  land  ahc^ 
and  not  to  put  it  oud  to  interest  any  longer^ 

Edward  Mitchell,  of  Exeter,  Grentleman,  by  his  Will, 
dated,  the  16th  of  December,  1657^  gave  to  The  Hospital 
of  St.  John  £400.  (£200.  of  which  he  afterwards  revoked) 
to  be  bestowed  by  Mr.  Snow's  direction, — **  but  I  desire 
him,  if  it  may  be,  for  Two  boys  to  be  maintained  there, 
according  to  flie  Foundation  of  the  said  House.'" 

John    Mongwbll,   of  Exeter,  Stationer,  by  his  Will, 
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dated  the  26th  of  October,  1658,  derued  his  rent  charge  of 
£5,  issuing  out  of  two  closes,  situate  in  the  Parish  of  St 
David  in  the  County  of  the  City  of  Exeter  to  the  Mayor, 
Bailiffs,  and  Commonalty  of  Exeter,  and  their  Successors 
for  ever,  upon  Trust  to  be  yearly  bestowed  in  Bibles  for  the 
poor  Scholars  of  St.  John*s  Hospital. 

Elizabeth  Dowrich,  Widow,  by  her  Will  bequeathed 
to  the  Mayor,  Bailiffs,  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  £100., 
to  be  bestowed  in  Idndy  one  moiety  of  the  profits  thereof, 
which  Profits  were  computed  at  £5.  per  annum,  to  be  ap- 
plied towards  the  erecting  and  better  maintenance  of  a 
Free  Latin  Grammar  School  within  St.  John'^s  Hospital 
aforesaid. 

Ralph  Herman,  Esq.,  Mayor,  by  his  Will,  dated  the 
25th  of  July,  1661,  gave  to  the  Grovemors  of  St.  John's 
Hospital  a  rent  charge  of  JC8.,  for  the  better  maintenance 
of  one  poor  body  in  the  said  Hospital  for  ever, — to  be  isssu* 
ing  out  of  a  tenement  wherein  he  then  dwelt,  situate  in  The 
High  Street  in  the  Parish  of  St  Martin's  Exeter,  with  power 
of  distress. 

Richard  Crossing,  Esq.,  Mayor  in  1649,  gave  £8.  per 
a/nrmm  for  several  years  in  I^is  life  time  to  The  Hospital  for 
if  s  better  support.  And  he  also  gave,  in  land  and  money, 
to  the  value  of  £500.  mjore,  with  which  a  decent  Com  Mar- 
ket was  here  erected,  out  of  the  profits  whereof  a  yearly 
rentrcharge  of  £30.  arises  to  The  Hospital  for  ever,  by  virtue 
of  an  Indenture  tripartite,  made  under  the  Common  Seal 
of  the  City,  the  Seal  of  the  Hospital,  and  under  the  hand 
and  Seal  of  the  said  Richard  Crossixo,  dated  the  30th  of 
September,  1661. 

Robert  Walker,  Esq.,  Mayor,  by  his  Will,  dated  the 
10th  of  February  166|  made,  inter  alia,  the  following  be- 
quest— "  I  further  give  to  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council 
of  the  City  of  Exon,  the  sum  of  £  100.  to  be  paid  within  (Nie 
year  next  after  my  decease,  and  to  be  bestowed  in  lands 
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witUn  six  months  next  after  that  they  shall  have  received 
the  same;  and  the  yearly  rents,  issues,  and  profits  thereof 
to  be  employed  in  such  manner  and  to  such  uses  as  the 
mdiety  of  the  ^ft  of  Thomas  Walkse  my  Father  deceased 
hath  been  and  is  employed,  for  the  behoof  of  the  Poor 
there.^  Izacks  states,  that  this  Benefaction,  amongst  a 
considerable  number  of  CharUabk  donations,  was  ehbbs- 
ztED  by  The  Chamber !  I 

John  Cooke,  Merchant,  one  of  the  Common  Council,  by 
his  Will,  dated  the  6th  of  April,  1667,  bequeated  to  The 
Hospital  of  St.  Johk  the  sum  of  £100.,  to  be  employed  by 
The  Chamber  of  Exeter  for  and  towards  the  maintenance  of 
One  Poor  Boy  within  the  same. 

Stephen  Olivean,  Merchant,  one  of  the  Common  Coun- 
dl,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  2d  of  May,  1668,  bequeathed  to 
The  Mayor,  Bailiffs,  and  Commonalty,  and  their  Successors, 
for  ever,  a  Bent  Charge  of  £10.  towards  the  maintenance  of 
poor  Children  in  St.  John^s  Hospital,  to  be  issuing  out  of 
the  House  in  which  he  then  resided,  and  payable  Quarterly. 

Christopher  Lethbbidge,  Esq.,  Mayor,  by  his  Will, 
dated  the  17th  of  November,  1669,  after  various  charitable 
Bequests,  directed  that  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits 
iA  certain  lands  and  tenements,  in  the  Parishes  of  St  Thomas 
the  Apostle  and  Newton-Abbot,  Devon,  should  be  for  ever 
yearly  pud. to  The  Governors  of  St.  John's  Hospital, 
towards  the  maintenance  of  one  or  more  poor  boy  or  boys 
therein,  for  the  binding  out  of  Apprentices  from  thence,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Governors. 

Sir  Benjamin  Oliver,  Knt,  Mayor,  by  his  Will,  dated 
the  16th  of  April,  1672,  bequeathed  towards  the  mainten- 
ance of  poor  Scholars  in  The  Hosptal  within  the  City  of 
Exeter,  £200.  And,  for  the  well  ordering  and  disposing  of 
the  same  his  Will  was,  that  it  should  be  paid  by  his  Exe- 
cutor to  the  Mayor,  BailifiPs,  and  Commonalty  of  the  said 
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City  within  twelve  months  next  after  his  decease,  to  be  by 
them  improved  for  the  use  aforesaid. 

Henrt  Gandy,  Esq.,  twice  Mayor,  in  1661  and  1672, 
^ve  a  tenement  lying  in  St.  Sidweffs  Parish  to  The  Gover- 
nors  of  THE  Hospital  of  St.  John,  towards  the  mainten- 
ance rf  two  poor  boys  for  ever,  to  be  taken  oat  of  the 
Parish  of  St  Paul*3  Exeter. 

John  Bidgood,  of  Exeter,  M.  D.,  who  died  on  the  13th 
of  January  1690,  by  his  Will,  bequeathed  to  St.  John's 
Hospital  jE600.  towards  the  Maintenance  and  Education 
of  Three  Poor  Children,  to  be  admitted  into  the  Hosptal : 
with  which,  and  some  Addition  given  by  The  Chamber, 
a  yearly  Rent-charge  of  £30.  issuable  out  of  Dukyaed 
Mills  in  the  Parish  of  St.  David^s  in  the  County  of  the 
City  of  Exeter,  was  purchased,  and  settled  according  to  the 
Donation. 

Sir  Edwabd  Seaward,  Ent,  Alderman,  who  had  been 
Mayor  of  Exeter  in  1691,  and  one  of  the  Representatives 
in  Parliament  for  this  City,  and  who  died  on  the  1st  of 
March,  1703,  gave  towards  the  education  of  the  poor  chil- 
dren in  St.  John^s  Hospital  the  sum  of  £600.  which 
money,  with  the  addition  of  £lll)..4..0.,  freely  given  by  The 
Chamber,  was  disposed  of  in  the  purchase  of  an  Estate  in 
land,  and  settled  on  this  Hospital  for  ever. 

But  nothing  can  exceed  the  good  Sense,  Perspicuity,  and 
Benevolence  of  the  following  Will : — 

''  1,  Lewis  Stephens^  D.  D.^  Archdeacon  of  Chester,  and 
Rector  of  Drokinsfbrd,  in  the  County  of  Southampton,  do,  the 
14th  of  November,  1745,  make  this  my  last  Win,  and  Testa- 
ment : — 

''  Funeral  to  be  private,— Debts  to  be  paid. 

''  First,  reserving  to  myself  in  and  by  this  Will,  a  power  of 
bestowing  and  bequeathing  what  things  I  please,  after  the  death 
of  my  Wife,  Philadelphia  Stephens,  to  be  then  bestowed  and 
bequeathed  as  I  think  fit^  I  do  give  to  the  use  and  benefit  of 
my  said  Wife,  during  the  term  of  her  natural  life>  (excepttng 
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such  tliiiigs  as  are  hereafter  excepted  in  this  my  WiU^  and  are 
ordered  to  be  delivered  to  the  persons  to  whom  they  are  be* 
queathed  within  Three  months  after  my  death),  all  my  lands, 
tenements,  fields>  meadows^  (except  the  Meadow  commonly 
called  '^  Long  Mead/'  late  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  Nouesb, 
herein  bequeathed  to  the  Rectory  of  Drokinsford),  together  with 
all  my  houses,  goods,  jewels,  plate,  bonds,  mortgages,  debts, 
arrears  of  debts  of  all  kinds.  Stocks  in  Funds,  South  Sea  Annui- 
ties, Annus  post  mortem  in  the  Church  of  Exeter,  and  all  dues 
and  demands  whatsoever,  and  aU  other  things'  (except  as  is 
herein  excepted)  which  I  possess  at  the  time  of  my  death.  To 
have  and  to  hold^  possess  and  ei^oy  them,  and  to  exchange, 
alter,  or  sell  the  household  goods.  During  her  natural  life,  in 
the  most  free  and  ample  manner,  as  shaU  seem  best  to  her  dis- 
cretion $  and  that  she  shall  have  the  full  use  and  management 
of  them  without  any  let,  hinderance,  or  molestation  from  any  of 
my  Relations^  and  without  any  Inventory  of  my  goods  or  plate 
required  from  her ;  And  by  this  Will  I  discharge  her  from  any 
account  to  my  Relations,  of  or  for  any  of  my  e&cts,  and  of  and 
for  the  JC3000.  as  is  specified  in  this  Will.  J  allow  her  this 
freedom,  because  I  know  her  to  be  a  Gentlewomanof  greatYiMTUB, 
sincere  Religion,  strict  Hokesty,  and  true  Honour  }  and, 
therefore,  when  I  am  dead,  I  can  safely  trust  her  with  every 
thing,  as  I  did  when  I  was  alive.  But  if  the  Securities  for  the 
£S000,  hereafter  bequeathed  should  be  altered,  as  in  all  likeli- 
hood they  may,  and  if  it  be  necessary  and  expedient  that  the 
said  j£3000.  diould  be  settled  into  other  hands  than  at  present, 
my  request  to  my  Widow  is,  that  she  would  consult  The  Mayor 
and  Chamber  of  Exeter,  about  the  new  settling  of  it;  and  I 
could  wi^,  that  it  might  be  with  their  approbation. 

*'  That  tiie  education  of  my  Nephew,  Lewis  Stephens,  son 
of  The  Revd.  William  Stephens,  late  Vicar  of  St.  Andrew^s, 
Plymouth,  may  be  as  little  bur^nsome  as  possible  to  my 
'\^dow,  I  give  him  £40.  a  year  for  his  Education  in  The  Uni- 
veraity,  *till  he  arrives  at  the  age  of  Twenty-four,  and  no  longer. 
To  be  paid  out  of  the  principal  money  due  to  me  at  this  time 
£rom  Sir  Thomas  Dyke  ;  but,  in  case  my  Widow  die  before  he 
is  Twenty-four,  then  this  £40.  a  year  to  cease  entirely,  and  he 
shsil  receive  nothing  more  than  the  Annuity  which  arises  out  of 
the  JCSOOO.  hereafter  mentioned.

''  The  rest  of  his  Books^  to  his  Wife^  to  Sir  Thomas  Dyke, 
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to  the  Parish  Church  of  Drokinsfbrd^  to  Thb  Fkbb  School 
in  Saint  John's  Hospital  in  Exeter  5  some  few  to  some 
others. 

''  Rings  to  Pbteb  Foulkes,  Nicholas  Webbeb^  Alderman 
Lee^  Aldermen  Heath  and  Bbaine^  John  Anstis^  Gbobob 
Anstis,  Sir  Thomas  Dtre^  &c.  &c. 

''  To  each  of  my  Brothers  and  Sisters,  and  to  each  of  their 
Children  that  have  no  other  Legacy,  the  swn  of  80f .  each,  in 
full  of  all  my  effects  which  I  intend  to  leave-  them}  and  I  do 
hereby  cut  off  all  other  claims  of  theirs. 

''  After  the  death  of  my  Widow,  I  give  to  my  Brother,  Olivbb 
Stephens,  £20.,  to  Chables  Trelawney,  Esq.,  £lO.,  to  Mr. 
Greoob  £10.,  Peter  Foulkes  £'10.,  Georob  Anstis  £10.> 
Thomas  Vebnon  £lO.,  Mr.  Hicks  £5.,  Abthub  Bbadlbt  £b., 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  money  due  on  a  Mortgage  of  part  of  Sir 
Thomas  Dyke's  estate  in  Sussex  ^  which  L%acies  will  arise 
out  of  the  great  overplus,  above  the  £3000.,  the  Interest  of 
which  I  dispose  of  in  the  following  manner: — 

''  After  the  decease  of  my  Wife,  I  will  and  ordain  that 
£3000,.  viz,,  £1000  be  payable  out  of  the  Mortgage  of  part  of 
Sir  Thomas  Dyke's  lands  in  Sussex,  and  the  rest  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  £650.  due  to  me  on  bond  from  Sir  Thomas  Dykb, 
and  out. of  the  £l300.  which  I  now  have  in  South  Sea  Annui- 
ties and  other  Funds,  and  out  of  the  £l50.  Mortgage  which  I 
have  of  lands  in  East  Moor,  in  Hampshire, — or  however  these 
Securities  may  be  altered  and  lodged  into  other  hands  at  the 
death  of  my  Widow ;  for  these  are  no  lasting  Securities, — and 
shall  be  received  by  Trustees  hereafter  named,  within  Six  months 
after  the  decease  of  my  Widow,  or  continued  in  the  same  Secu- 
rities 'till  settled  in  The  Mayor  and  Chamber  of  Exeter,  In 
Trust  First,  for  my  two  Nephews,  and  After  their  decease.  In 
Trust  for  the  benefit  of  Exhibitions,  according  to  the  express 
termft  and  conditions  of  this  my  last  Will,  and  not  otherwise, 
nor  to  be  applied  to  any  ouer  uses  or  purposes. 

'^  My  Will  is  that,  until  the  day  of  settling  the  said  £3000. 
by  the  Trustees  and  investing  it  in  The  Mayor  and  Chamber  of 
Exeter  In  Trust  for  the  use  and  purpose  hereafter  mentioned. 
My  two  Nephews,  Lewis  Stephens,  son  of  Oliver  Stephens, 
now  aged  about  One  year,  and  Lewis  Stephens,  son  of  Wil- 
liam Stephens,  late  Vicar  of  St.  Andrew's,  Plymouth,  shall  re- 
ceive and  eiyoy  the  full  interest  of  the  said  £3000.  in  these 
portions,  viz.,  £20.  shall  be  paid  annually  to  Lewis,  son  of 
Olivbb  Stephens,  out  of  the  said  Interest,  and  the  remainder 
of  the  said  Interest  of  the  £3000.  shall  be  paid  yearly  to  Lbwis, 
the  son  of  William  Stephens^  to  continue  in  the  same  course. 
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and  divided  in  the  same  portions,  and  to  be  theirs  and  no  one's 
else^  'tiU  settled  and  invested  by  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  In 
Trust. 

'' That  it  may>  after  the  decease  of  my  Widow,  be  soon  settled 
In  Trust  for  the  use  and  purpose  hereafter  mentioned,  I  do 
hereby  nominate  and  appoint  *Bbnmmin  Hbatb,  Esq.,  and 
t  Aldennan  Hbatb,  his  brother,  both  of  Exeter,  Trustees  and 
Guardians  of  the  settlement  of  the  said  J£3000.  on  behalf  of 
The  Mayor  and  Chamber,  and  The  Revd.  Gbobob  Anbtis,  of 
Colyton,  and  The  Revd.  John  Bubne,  of  Stowfbrd,  Trustees 
and  Guardians  of  the  said  settlement  in  the  behalf  of  my  two 
Nephews,  with  power  to  receive  the  said  ^000.  within  six 
months  after  the  decease  of  my  Widow,  or  any  part  or  parcel 
thereof,  and  place  other  Seeurities,  as  they  or  the  miyor  part  of 
them  think  fit  ^  and  if  any  dispute  arises  between  the  Trustees 
and  Guardians  of  the  Settlement,  they  shall  within  one  month 
of  the  said  Meeting,  choose  a  Gentlraian  of  Someisetshiie,  to 
make  a  Fifth  man  for  that  time  only,  and  determine  it  by  the 
miyarity  of  Fk>e;  and  if  that  does  not  end  the  dispute  within 
three  months,  then  the  dispute  shall  be  referred  to  The  IM^yor 
of  Exeter,  whose  sentence  shall  be  final  -,  and  if  any  Suit  at  law 
conmiences,  then  I  will  that  the  whole  benefaction  shall  become 
void;  for  my  design  is  to  assist  Exhibitionbbs,  and  not 
AUomies, 

"  Tai  the  £3000.  is  setUed,  the  annual  Interest  of  it  shaU 


*  Bbn JAMiN  Heatb,  Esq.,  LL.  D.,  and  Town  Clerk  of  Exeter, 
who  died  13th  Sept.  1766,  aged  63 :  the  learned  Author  of 
<^  The  Revisal  of  Shakspebb's  Text,"  whose  Strictures  on 
Wabbubton,  in  that  Work,  Doctor  Johnson  in  his  celebrated 
Preface  to  his  Edition  of  Shakbpbbb,  likens  to  the  Bite  of  a 
^per  glad  to  leave  Inflammations  and  Gangrene  behind  him. 
TldsG^tleman  was  Father  of  the  late  Bbnjamin  Heath,  D.  D., 
F.R.  and  S.  A.,  fonnerly  Master  of  Harrow  School*  who  died 
31st  May,  1817^  aged  7B  \  and  of  the  present  Geobge  Heath, 
DD.,  F.R.  and  S.A.,  Canon  of  Windsor,  formerly  Master  of 
Eton  College.

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be  paid  in  the  following  imumer,  viz,,  Eire  shares  to  Lewib, 
son  of  William  Stbphxns,  and  the  sixth  to  Lxwis^  son  of 
Olivbb  Stbphens  ;  reasoni^le  charges  deducted.  But>  when 
the  £3000.  is  settled  in  The  Mayor  and  Chamber  of  Exeter  In 
Trust,  then  I  will  that,  out  of  the  annual  Interest  of  £3000.,  £90. 
a  year  shall  be  paid  to  Lbwis,  son  of  OLrrsB,  by  half  yearly 
payments,  for  his  natural  life ;  for  I  make  him  an  Annuitant, 
and  not  a  free  Possessor. 

'*  Item,  I  give  to  Lbwis,  son  of  William  Stbphens,  out  of  the 
Interest  of  the  £3000.  the  annual  sum  of  £30.  by  half  yearly  pay* 
ments  for  his  natural  life,  and  no  longer }  for  I  make  hhn  an 
Annuitant,  and  not  a  free  Possessor ;  and  the  oTeiplus  of  the 
said  Interest  of  £3000.  to  go  asthis  Will  directs :  and,  after  tiie 
decease  of  these  two  Annuitants,  the  said  £3000.  shall  be  em« 
plo3redfor  ever  after  in  the  assisting  Six  Exbibitionbbb  in 
The  Universities,  or  elsewhere^  as  this  Will  directs.  Two  sons 
of  Freemen,  natives  of  Exeter,  Two  natives  of  the  County  of 
Devon,  and  Two  natives  of  the  County  of  Cornwall  5  to  be  att 
bred  Three  years  at  least  in  Tab  Fbbb  School  at  Exeter,  and 
chosen  to  the  University  by  The  Mayor  and  Chambor,  (cxcqyting 
the  Six  first  Exhibitioners,  who  may  be  chosen  from  other  Sdiools 
in  Cornwall  or  Devon,  for  want  of  persons  qualified  at  the&nt), 
and  to  continue  Exhibitioners  Seven  years,  and  no  longer  ^  there* 
fore  I  order  Six  new  ones  to  be  chosen  at  the  end  of  every  Seven 
years,  for  the  City  and  each  respective  County;  or  Booner>if  any 
vacancy  happens  ^  a.  cu\t«n  aucooaduigp  to  die  City,  and  one  oi 
tiie  same  County  to  a  Coimty  Vacancy. 

*'  If  Lbwis,  the  son  of  William  Stbphbns,  die  first,  his 
Annuity  of  £80.  with  the  oveiplus  of  the  Interest  money  shall 
be  divided  into  Six  portions  and  given  to  Six  Exhibitionbbs 
who  have  been  bred  up  in  Thb  Fbbe  School  at  least  Three 
years,  and  are  chosen  to  the  University  by  the  Mayor  and  Cham* 
her  of  Exeter :  Two  sons  of  Freemen  natives  of  Exeter,  Two 
natives  of  Devon,  and  Two  natives  of  Cornwall.  And  when 
the  Annuity  of  £20.  drops,  it  shall  be  divided  equally  among]Uie 
Six  Exhibitioners,  and  the  whole  Interest  become  but  one  stun* 

''  If  Lbwis,  the  son  of  Olivbb,  die  first,  then  his  annuity  ef 
£S0.  to  go  to  a  native  of  Exeter^  son  of  a  Freeman,  bred  three 
years  in  Tbb  Fbbb  School  at  Exeter^  and  chosen  by  The  Mayor 
and  Chamber,  to  hold  it  but  seven  years^  and  no  kinger,  when 
another  is  to  be  chosen ;  and  to  continue  in  this  order  until  the 
Annuity  of  £80.  drop,  and  then  the  number  Six  to  be  filled  up> 
as  before  mentioned. 

"  I  do  by  this  Will  exclude  all  sons,  grandsons,  nephewB>  and 
first  cousins,  of  all  Bishops  of  Exet^,  Deans  of  Exeter,  ialenial 
01  external*  Dignitaries  and  Canons  of  The  Cathedral  Church  of 
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Exeter^  from  enjoying  any  benefit  of  these  Exhibitions ;  for  tfie 
laborious  part  of  the  ParockM  Clergy,  and  the  sons  of  Country 
Oentlemen  of  moderate  fortunes,  I  do  intend  to  kaioe  the  benefit  of 
these  Exhibitions^  and  for  the  advaatage  of  the  City :  And^ 
therefore^  I  solemnly  desire  and  strictly  enjoin>  that^  in  all  Elec- 
tions^ no  particular  regard  shall  be  had  to  my  Relations^  within 
any  degree  of  Kin  whatsoever ;  but  that  every  ExhibUioner  shall 
be  chosen  accordmg  to  Mbbit  only ;  therefore  I  have  placed  this 
Trust  ia  The  Matob  and  Chamber  of  £xetbb>  preferably  to 
Ecclesiastical  Bodies ;  I  confide  in  their  honour,  justice,  and 
integrity,  as  plain  men  and  honest  men,  and  as  those  that  will  act 
with  the  same  impartiality  that  The  Compant  of  Merchant 
Taylors  do,  in  the  Election  of  Scholars  from  that  School  to 
Saint  John's  College,  in  Oxford ;  and  I  make  it  a  RBWARt>> 
and  not  a  Charity. 

"  If  the  Trustees  axul  Guardians  of  the  Settlement  think  it  ne- 
cessary to  convert  the  £S0OO,  into  Xiands,  then  I  wiU  and 
ordain,  that  they  lay  it  out  in  Farms  of  as  large  value  sls  they 
can  purchase,  not  in  Houses  in  Exeter,  or  in  any  other  Town 
and  Village,  unless  they  have  a  considerable  quantity  of  Lands 
a4i<niiing ',  not  in  Farodiial  Tithes,  nor  Lands  which  have  agreat 
deal  of  Timber  on  them,  nor  in  leases  from  Bishops,  Deans  and 
Chapters,  single  Dignitaries,  Prebendaries,  Archdeacons,  or  other 
Ecclesiastical  Bodies,  nor  in  Leases  from  Colleges. 

''  When  tiie  £3000.  is  settled,  my  desire  and  mtent  is,thatThe 
Mayor  and  Chamber  shall  choose,  out  of  the  Freemen  of  the 
City,  a  sober,  frugal,  substantial  person,  a  Tradesman,  and  not 
an  Attorney,  to  receive  and  pay  to  the  Two  Annuitants,  during 
their  lives,  and,  after  their  respective  deaths,  to  the  Exhibitionr 
ers,  the  annual  Interest  or  Income  of  the  said  £3000.  as  is 
directed  by  this  Will :  which  Receiver  shall  enter  into  a  Register 
all  Certificates  of  Residence  which  are  sent  from  the  Exhibition* 
ers  to  The  Mayor  and  Chamber :  and  he  shall  caU  for  them  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  if  they  are  not  sent  -,  and  if  no  Certificate 
comes  from  the  Exhibitioners  in  due  time,  he  shaU  stop  the 
payment  of  the  Exhibition  'till  it  does  come. 

*'  1  do  farther  ordain,  that  every  Receiver  shall  be  accountable 
to  The  Mayor  and  Chamber  of  Exeter,  and  shall  every  year  lay 
his  Accomits  before  them,  and  likewise  the  Certificates,  in  the 
Guildhall,  on  some  Monday  between  Christmas  and  Lady-day^ 
as  the  Mayor  shall  appoint,  and  receive  his  discharge  from  The 
Mayor  and  Chamber,  and  shall  be  capable  to  be  removed  fnnd 
the  Recdverahip  for  such  offences  as  would  remove  other  per- 
sons from  offices  of  the  like  nature ;  and  I  desire,  that  The 
Mayor  and  Chamber  will  assign  the  Receiver  a  moderate  Salary, 
and  enjoin  him  by  Oath,  or  otiierwise,  to  act  truly  and  faithfully 
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in  his  office^  and  not  to  take  any  fee  or  bribe  from  the  Exhibi* 
tionersj  ivhich,  from  the  time  of  their  ^ection>  shall  be  styled 
''  Doctor  Stbphxns*  Exhibitioners." 

''  Since^  upon  the  advance  of  Interest  or  other  Accidents^  the 
annual  Interest  of  the  said  £3000.  maybe  increased  f  and«  since 
the  present  Interest  is  more  than  £*I00.  per  <mmany  which  is  the 
sum  of  the  two  Annuities  >  I  appoint  tlmt  the  overplus  shall  be 
laid  up  by  the  Guardians  and  Trustees  of  the  settlement^  during 
the  lives  of  the  two  Annuitants^  for  defraying  the  charge  of  the 
settlement,  and  the  Receiver's  salary,  and  other  necessary  ex- 
penses ;  or  if  it  should  happen  that,  in  the  purchase  of  lands, 
the  purchase  itself  should  exceed  .£3000.,  then  this  overplus  to 
pay  it ;  but,  whenever  there  ia-an  overplus,  I  ordain  that  SOv.  of 
it  shaU  be  laid  out  every  j^ear  in  buying  ClasucB,  as  the  Master 
shall  direct,  towards  augmenting  Thb  School  Library  ^  but, 
if  there  is  a  deficiency  of  the  Interest,  then  it  shall  be  deducted 
out  of  the  two  Annuities,  according  to  the  prc^rtion  of  the  sum 
of  each  of  them. 

'^  When  both  Annuitants  are  dead,  I  appoint  and  ordain,  that 
the  whole  annual  Interest  of  the  £*dOOO.  shall  be  applied  for 
ever  for  the  maintenance  of  Six  Scholars^  who  have  been 
educated  three  years  each  in  The  Free  School  of  Exetbr  ;  Two 
whereof  shall  always  be  sons  of  Freemen  and  natives  of  Exe- 
ter 3  Two,  always  natives  of  the  County  of  Devon  ^  and  Two, 
always  of  the  County  of  Cornwall  :  And,  on  the  first  choice 
of  such  Exhibitioners,  if  there  be  none  quatified  by  their  County, 
then  my  intent  is,  that  the  Two  first  Exhibitioners  for  Devon 
shall  be  chosen  from  Tiverton  School:  and,  in  the  like  defect  for 
Cornwall,  the  Two  first  Exhibitioners  shall  be  chosen  from  Im- 
heard  School ;  but  no  more  than  ihe  first  torn,-— For  ever  after, 
they  shall  be  cliosen  from  Exeter  Free  School,  by  The  Mayor 
and  Chamber,  who  may  elect  the  first  Exhibitioners  from  Tiver- 
ton and  Liskeard  Schools.  In  every  future  vacancy  they  shall 
choose  natives  of  the  County  of  the  first  Exhibition.  A  Cornish 
man  shall  always  succeed  to  a  Cornish  ExhibitiQn,«»a  Devon- 
shire man  to  a  Devonshire  vacancy, — and  a  Freeman's  son  of 
Exeter,  to  the  like  vacancy  ^  that  there  may  be  always  two 
for  each  of  the  three  respective  places  -, — And  when  the  Exhibi- 
tioners are  chosen,  they  shall  repair,  ti^ithin  two  months,  to  Ox- 
ford or  Cambridge  -,  and  shall  enjoy  their  Exhibitions  for 
seven  years  next  ensuing  from  the  day  of  their  Election,  unless 
expelled  by  The  Uniy^rsity  for  Immorality,  and  no  longer ;— - 
for,  my  full  intent  is,  that  no  person  whatever  shall  enjoy  it  lon- 
ger than  Seven  years,  nor  be  capable  of  being  ever  again  re-cho- 
sen to  it,  after  his  Seven  years  were  expired.  If  the  natives  of  Devon 
Cornwall  neglect  to  send  their  sons  to  Exeter,  to  be  educated 
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in  The  Fbbb  School  there,  then  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  shaU 
choose  into  the  vacant  Exhibitions,  sons  of  Freemen,  natives  of 
the  City  of  Exeter,  pro  hoc  vice,  and  no  more,  provided  there  are 
natives  of  Cornwall  and  Devon  qualified  to  succeed  into  the 
County  Exhibitions  at  the  end  of  the  next  Seven  years,  when 
those  Exhibitions  become  vacant  again.  And  my  Will  and 
intent  is,  that  an  intermission  of  choice,  for  want  of  qualified 
persons,  shall  not  break  o£f  the  right  of  either  County,  nor  be  an 
obstacle  to  the  right  of  future  Ck^ants  duly  qualified  by  School 
and  County. 

''  If  the  Mayor  and  Chamber,  through  any  quarrel  among 
themselves,  or,  through  any  neglect,  or,  any  design  of  serving 
particular  friends  op  relations,  delay  the  Election  of  Exhibitioners 
of  any  of  the  respective  Counties  or  City,  longer  than  Six  months 
after  any  vacancy.  Then  my  Will  and  intent  is,  that  the  vacant 
Exhibitions  shall  be  filled  up,  pro  hac  vice,  by  the  Trustees  and 
Guardians  of  the  Election  for  each  respective  place,  within  the 
next  six  months  -,  and,  after  that,  to  devolve  to  the  sole  nomina- 
tion of  the  Mayor  of  Exeter  for  the  time  being :—  therefore,  I  do 
nominate  and  appoint  Benjamin  Heath,  Esq.,  of  the  City  of 
Exeter,  and  Alderman  Heath,  his  brother.  Trustees  and  Guar- 
dians of  the  election  for  the  City  of  Exeter,-  -The  Revd.  Mr. 
Geoboe  Anstis,  and  The  Revd.  Mr.  John  Buenb,  Tnistees  and 
Guardians  for  the  election  of  the  Exhibitioners  of  the  County  of 
Devon,— and  Charles  Trelawney,  Esq.,  and  Francis  Gregor, 
Esq.,  Trustees  and  Guardians  for  the  County  of  Cornwall ;  with 
a  power  to  fill  up  any  Exhibition  for  their  respeptiye  County, 
after  a  vacancy  of  Six  months,  by  reason  of  lapse  -,  then  it  shall 
devolve  to  the  sole  nomination  of  the  Mayor  of  Exeter ;  and  I 
oblige  him  to  choose,  out  of  the  same  County,  as  enjoyed  the 
vacant  Exhibition.  And,  Uiat  there  never  may  be  wanting 
Trustees  and  Guardians  of  the  election  by  any  failure,  I  appoint 
and  ordain  that,  whenever  any  Trustee  and  Guardian  of  the 
Election  dies,  the  surviving  Guardian  and  Trustee  $hall  nominate 
another  Trustee  and  Guardian  of  election  for  the  same  respective 
place,  and  so  on  for  ever  ^  always  intending  that  such  persons 
shall  be  chosen,  as  live  within  the  City  or  County  for  which  they 
are  chosen. 

''  At  the  election  of  every  Exhibitioner,  I  desire  The  Mayor 
and  Chamber  to  take  to  them  Two  learned  Clergymen,  or  more^ 
to  examine  the  Candidates  -,  the  Clergymen  to  be  of  the  City  or 
County  of  Devon,  as  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  shall  think  fit ; 
and  enjoin  that  they  shall  examine  p^bUcly  in  The  Free  School, 
that  any  persons  may  hear  the  examinations,  and  judge  of  the 
merit  of  the  Boys.  After  the  election  is  made,  I  insist  on  it, 
that  the  Exhibitioner  so  elected,  shall,  within  Two  months  after 
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his  election^  repair  to  Oxfbrd  or  Cambridge^  and  enter  himself 
in  some  Colle^  or  Hall,  and  reside  therdn  Nitie  montfu  oat  of 
Twelve^  every  one  of  the  first  four  years,  from  the  day  of  his 
election,  without  fraud  or  collusion  ^  this  I  insist  on  as  an  indis- 
penai][)le  condition,  and  therefore  I  require,  that  every  Exhibi- 
tioner shall  for  the  first  four  years,  send  a  Certificate  to  The 
Mayor  and  Chamber  of  Exeter,  signed  by  his  Tutor  and  the 
Bursar  or  Steward  of  his  College,  that  he  has  resided  Nine 
months  in  Twelve  that  year ;  whidi  Certificate  shall  be  registered 
by  the  Receiver  at  Exeter,  imd  if  not  sent,  the  next  payment  of 
hU  Exhibition  shall  be  stopped,  until  it  is  sent. 

'''  I  insist  farther,  and  make  it  an  indispensible  condition  of 
holding  the  Exhibition,  that  every  Exhibitioner  shall,  at  the  end 
of  the  Fifth  year  at  farthest,  take  the  Degree  of  B.  A.,  or  quit 
his  Exhibition  at  the  end  of  the  Fifth  year,  which  Exhibition 
shall  be  then  actually  vacant  for  the  want  of  a  Degree,  and 
another  Exhibitioner  shall  be  chosen  into  his  place. 

'^  If  any  of  my  Exhibitioners  shall  be  chosen  Scholars  or 
Fellows  of  any  College  or  HaU,  it  shall  not  deprive  them  of 
their  Exhibition,  *till  the  Seven  years  are  expired.  If,  after  the 
first  four  years  are  expired  and  a  Bachelor's  Degree  taken, 
(which  two  conditions  I  require  absolutely  fhnn  all  my  Exhibl* 
tioners),  he  or  they  shall  think  fit  to  continue  in  a  College  or  a 
Hall,  he  or  they  are  at  liberty  to  do  it,  sending  to  The  Mayor 
and  Chamber  of  Exeter,  every  year,  a  due  Certificate  of  nine 
months*  residence  in  the  University ;  but  if  any  one  of  my  Exhi- 
bitioners, after  he  has  taken  a  Bachelor's  Degree,  enter  into 
Holy  Orders,  and  accept  of  a  Curacy,  and  reside  upon  the  Laving 
(which  I  think  is  absolutely  necessary  for  him  to  do),  then  he 
shall  enjoy  my  Exhibition  one  year  longer,  and  no  more :  but 
my  Will  and  intent  is,  that  the  ExhibitH)n  of  that  last  year 
(which  last  year  must  always  end  within  the  expiration  of  the 
seven  years,  which  shall  never  be  exceeded)'  shall  be  delivered  in 
Divinity  Books  only,  and  not  in  money, — which  I  absolutely 
forbid  to  be  paid  to  any  Exhibitioner,  which  is  become  Curate 
of  a  Parish  -,  and  they  shall  be  bought  by  the  order  of  the  Mayor 
and  Chamber  of  Exeter,  upon  their  request  to  some  leanied 
Cleigyman  of  the  City  or  County  of  Devon,  to  direct  them  what 
those  Books  shall  be,  reserving  always  90».  out  of  the  last  pay- 
ment to  every  Exhibitioner,  before  he  quits  the  Exhibition  5 
which  ^Os.,  upon  the  expiration  of  every  Exhibition,  shall  be 
kept  back  by  the  Receiver,  and  employed  by  the  Mayor  and 
Chamber,  for  buying  Books  towards  forming  a  Library  for  the 
use  of  the  Master  and  Scholars  of  The  Free  School  in  Exeter  $ 
and  the  name  of  the  Exhibitioners,  from  whom  the  908.  are 
deducted,  shaU  be  written  on  the  first  leaf  of  every  Book  which 
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is  bought  with  it  ThSs  deduction  of  90s.  on  the  Ust  payment  of 
every  Exhibition,  and  the  application  of  it  for  buying  Books  for 
the  use  of  The  School,  shall  continue  as  long  as  the  Exhibitions 
shall  continue,  and  shall  be  for  ever  observed. 

''  K  any  of  my  Exhibitioners,  after  they  have  kept  four  years 
residence,  and  taken  the  B^ree  of  B.  A.  in  one  of  The  UniTer- 
sities  (which  I  positively  Insist  upon)  desire  to  apply  the  remain- 
ing years  in  the  study  of  the  Law,  in  any  of  the  Inns  of  Court 
in  London,  or  in  the  study  of  Physic,  in  the  Hospitals  in 
London,  or  in  the  study  of  Civil  Law,  or  Divinity,  or  Fhjdc,  in 
any  Foreign  UnioersUies,  or  to  travel  for  the  improvement  of 
Botany,  Architecture,  Painting,  or  Foreign  Trade,  I  will  and 
ordain  that  such  Exhibitioner  shall  receive  his  or  their  Exhibitions 
annually,  to  the  full  end  of  the  seven  years,  as  if  they  were 
actually  residing  in  one  of  our  English  Universities  $  provided 
that  they  send  a  Certificate  once  a  year  to  the  Mayor  and  Cham- 
ber, signed  by  the  Chiefe  where  they  reside,  setting  forth  what 
they  are  studying.  And  I  forther  ordain,  that  any  Exhibitioner 
ehail  ccmtinue  his  Exhibition  seven  years  from  the  day  of  his 
election,  that  goes  abroad  the  last  three  years  in  any  Public 
office,  under  an  Envoy  or  Ambassador ;  for  my  desire  is,  that 
my  Exhibitions^  maybe  mingled  in  all  professions,  and  make  a 
figure  in  every  Science,  Language,  and  Nation. 

''  I  will  and  ordain,  that  any  person,  duly  qualified,  may  be 
diosen  into  my  Exhibition,  that  is  under  the  age  of  Twenty- 
Two  ;  and  that  any  person,  above  that  age,  shall  be  incapable 
of  being  choscfn  -,  and  I  appoint,  that  before  every  election  of  an 
Exhibitioner,  notice  shaU  be  given  in  the  Public  News  of  the 
election,  addressed  to  the  Gentlemen  and  Cleigy  of  tiie  County 
for  which  he  is  to  be  chosen  3  and,  after  the  Exhibitioners  are 
Members  of  a  College  in  The  University,  they  shall  not  be 
deprived  of  their  Exhibition  for  any  other  cause  but  Immorality, 
writing  against  the  Doctrine  of  Christ  or  his  Apostles,  or  turning 
Papist,  at  home  or  abroad  3  therefore,  as  bare  Exhibitioners,  an^ 
not  Fellows  or  Scholars  of  Colleges  or  Halb,  I  do  not  subject 
th^  Exhibitions  to  the  penalties  of  College  Statutes,  far  I  toould 
have  them  bred  up  in  a  Jree,  generous,  English  spirit,  and  in  the 
'best  Morality  of  the  Philosophers,  heightened  and  improved  by 
the  nobler  precepts  of  Christianity. 

''  I  do  further  ordmn,  that  there  shall  be  no  Feast  or  Dinner, 
nor  any  other  Entertainment,  at  the  expense  of  the  Benefaction 
or  of  the  Exhibitioners,  at  anytime  wliatsoever  3  and  I  positively 
ei\ioin  that  no  alteration  shall  be  made  by  The  Maydr  and 
Chamber,  of  any  Rules  prescribed,  by  this  my  Will,  for  the 
education  of  my  Exhibitioners  after  they  are  elected  to  the 
University  3  but,  that  they  shall  resmain  in  the  same  latitude  and 
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extent,  which  I  have  laid  down  in  this  Will,  that  Boys  of  genius 
may  be  left  to  their  own  genius,  and  not  chained  to  a  Law-Book 
or  a  Coucordance; — therefore,  I  allow  the  Mayor  and  (  hamber 
of  Exeter  to  choose  one  of  the  Exhibitioners  for  the  City  to  travel 
abroad  for  the  benefit  of  Trade,  and  I  exempt  that  travelling 
Exhibitioner  from  going  to  The  University :  but  subject  him  to 
such  Rules  as  Mr.  Alderman  Heath  shall  be  pleased  to  draw  up 
for  his  direction,  both  at  home  and  abroad.  I  require  that  he 
shall  spend /our  years  in  Trading  Towns  in  Foreign  nations,  and 
the  other  three  in  Trade  at  home  ^  and  that  he  shall  receive  the 
yearly  Exhibition  of  the  whole  seven  years.  This  is  a  permission 
to  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  for  the  benefit  of  Trade ;  but  I  re- 
quire that  the  person  so  chosen  shall  have  learnt  Latin  three  years 
in  The  Free  School,  and  shall  have  a  genius  for  Trade,  and 
that  there  be  no  more  than  one  Travelling  Exhibitioner,  and 
chosen  no  oftener  than  one  election  in  three,  notwithstanding 
any  thing  in  this  Will  to  the  contrary. 

''  I  do  farther  will  and  ordain  that,  whenever  a  Trustee  of  the 
election  for  a  County  or  the  City  becomes  vacant,  the  surviving 
Trustee  for  the  same  County  or  City  shall  choose  another  within 
six  months,  and  notify  it  to  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  of  Exeter 
within  that  time,  to  be  entered  on  their  books. 

'^  I  do  declare  that^  by  The  Free  School  in  Exeter,  I  mean 
that  School  which  stands  within  The  Hospital  of  Saint  John, 
founded  by  Hugh  Crossing,  Esq,  and  others,  and  no  other 
School  whatsoever  3  for  I  would  make  The  Mayor  and  Chamber 
Electors  of  my  Exhibitioners,  as  they  are  Electors  of  The  School* 
Master,  and  do  not  doubt  of  their  will  to  perform  the  said  Trust, 
with  integrity  and  impartiality,  for  the  advantage  of  the  School, 
and  the  honour  of  the  City. 

''Item,I  give  all  my  Books  in  the  Oriented  and  Hebrew  languages, 
not  already  given,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Master  and  Scholars." 

His  Widow  was  within  Six  months  after  his  death,  to  have  a 
copy  of  his  Will  on  parchment,  with  the  Plrobate  annexed  de- 
livered to  the  Mayor  and  Chamber  j  as  also  others,  to  Devon  and 
Cornwall,  to  be  delivered  from  one  Trustee  to  the  succeeding 
Trustee. 

"  I  admit  Boys  of  larger  fortune  to  enjoy  this  Exhibition,  thai 
they  may  have  some  depth  of  soil  of  their  oum,  and  grow  up  and 
flourish  in  it,  that  I  may  not,  by  making  it  a  mere  Charity,  increase 
the  race  o/* starved  Priestlings.*' 

Lastly,  he  reserves  a  power  to  alter  this,  or  make  a  new  Will, 
cancels  all  former  Wills,  and  then  makes  his  Wife  his  sole  Exe-^ 
cutrix,  without  being  accountable  to  any  person  whatsoever  5 
with  foil  power  to  use  and  enjoy,  during  her  natural  life,  all  bis 
effects  of  what  kind  soever,  not  given  away  at  the  time  of  hi9 
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death.  '^  And  since  my  effects/'  he  observes^ ''  are  a  great  deal 
more  than  what  I  have  bequeathed  in  this  Will>  I  make  my  said 
Wife>  Philadelphia  Stephens^  my  Residuary  Legatee^  and 
give  and  bequeath  to  her>  for  her  own  disposal,  to  whomsoever 
she  pleases^  whatsoever  is  not  by  this  Will  given  and  bequeathed.** 

The  Will  is  written  with  his  own  hand,— dated  on  the 
14th  of  November,  1745,— attested  by  Pbtbe  Goldick, 
Junr.,  John  Pbtty,  Pbtba  Knight,  of  Drokinsford,  and 
Anthony  Payne,  — and  was  proved  in  the  Prerogative 
Court  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  on  the  7th  of  May, 
17479  by  Philadblphia  Stephens,  Sister  of  the  said  Sir 
Thomas  Dyke,  the  Testator^s  Widow  and  sole  Executrix. 

Doctor  Stephens  was  also  Archdeacon  of » Barnstaple, 
and  one  of  the  Canons  Residentiary  of  Exeter  Cathedral. 

The  Public  will  learn  with  surprise,  that  it  was  owing 
solely  and  exclusively  to  the  Zeal  and  spirited  Exertions  ci 
The  Revd.  Robert  Bartholomew,  whilst  Head  Master  of 
the  School  and  when  many  years  had  elapsed  smce  the  death 
of  Philadelphia  Stephens,  that  IXxrtor  Stephens^s  Will 
7009  discovered,  brought  to  UgJU,  and  made  publicy-^and  the 
donation,  with  a  very  considerable  arrear  of  interest,  re- 
claimed, and  consigned  to  the  Trustees.  His  laudable  en- 
deavours and  ultimate  success  entitle  him  to  the  Gratitude 
of  his  Fellow  Citizens,  and  to  a  conspicuous  Station  amongst 
the  most  eminent  Benefactors  to  this  venerable  Establish- 
ment. 

This  extraordinary  Incident  may  possibly  induce  a  sus- 
piciop  that  Pr.  S^ephens^s  confidence  has  been  misplaced, 
and  that  further  Inquiry  is  still  necessary, — for,  after  the 
most  diligent  search,  it  cannot  be  discovered  wTto  are  his 
present  Exhibitioners,  or  whether  there  be  amf, — but  it 
seems  satisfactorily  ascertained,  that  no  notices  of  Election, 
pursuant  to  the  Directions  of  the  Will,  ever  find  their  way 
into  the  Public  Prints, 

The  Governors  of  St.  JoHif's  HpsPiTAL  pay  to  the 
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Master  of  a  Writing  School  at  Moreton-Hatnpetead  £10.  a 
year,  at  their  pleasure. 

The  F&se  Gkahmab  School  is  open  to  the  Sons  of 
Freemen  of  Exeter  only,  free  of  expense;  who  are  admitted 
by  an  order  of  the  Governors,  made  at  an  Hoqutal  Meeting. 

There  are  not,  nor  have  these  been  for  a  great  number  of 
years,  with  very  few  exceptions,  any  boys  who  receive  a 
grcUuiklus  Education.  There  are  at  present  about  ten  boys 
who  attend  the  School ;  and  about  T\ffenijf4wo  Boarders  in 
the  Master^s  house. 

In  the  time  of  Hie  Revd.  Robert  Baetholomew,  the 
immediate  Predecessor  of  Dn  Lempeieee,  there  were  upon 
an  average  Foety  Day-Scholars,  and  Fifty  Boarders.  In 
the  time  of  The  Revd.  John  Marshall,  Mr.  Bartholo- 
MEw'*8  immediate  Predecessor,  when  privat^  Tuition  was  less 
common,  the  average  number  was  still  greater ;  there  being 
then  seldom,  if  ever,  so  small  a  number  of  boys  in  the 
Sdiool-room,  as  One  Hukbeed;  under  the  superintendence 
of  the  Master  assisted  by  Two  Ushers,  both  in  Holy  Orders. 
The  School,  under  both  the  last  named  Masters,  was  in 
high  and  deserved  repute,  and  sent  out  many  distinguished 
Scholars.    The  strict  Eton  plan  was  acted  upon. 

Valpy's  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  now  used.  All 
the  Boarders,  and  as  many  of  the  Day-Scholars  as  choosy 
employ  the  Afternoons  of  Three  days  in  the  week  in  learn* 
ing  writing  and  arithmetic,  in  the  Library  adjoining  the 
Sdiool-room.  And  as  many  of  both  denominations  as 
choose,  are  instructed  in  Drawing,  during  School  hours. 
For  all  which  Extra-charges  are  made. 

The  present  Master  is,  Joseph  Lehpeiere,  D.  D.,  whose 
Salary  is  £40.  per  annum^  with  the  House  ahready  men- 
tioned. This  Gentleman^s  tenns  for  Boarders  are.  Entrance 
Three  guineas,  and  Thirty  guineas  a  year  each,  including 
all  Tuition.  The  Day-scholars,  for  as  no  boys  receive  a 
gratuitous  Education  none  can  in  strictness  be  said  to  be  on 
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the  Foundation,  pay  Eight  guineas  a  year  for  Chuwicd  Edu- 
cation,-— which  are  about  the  Terms^on  which  the  Latin  and 
Greek  Clasacs  are  taught  in  various  private  Schools  in  the 
City  and  Suburbs,  conducted  by  Clogymen  of  the  Estab- 
Usfamenty-^and  Four  guineas  a  year  tar  writing  and  arith- 
metic.

The  Fbex  Gbammae  School  at  Honiton  is  endowed  with 
£12.  a  year,  arising  out  of  lands  situate  near  the  Town. 

Of  it^s  history,  those  who  alone  are  acquainted  with  it, 
decline  pvmg  any  information. 

There  are  Thkbs  boys  educated  on  the  Foundation,— of 
whom,  one  is  chosen  from  the  Parish  of  Awlisoombe,^— 
another,  firom  the  Parish  of  Buckerell, — and  the  third,  fix>m 
the  Parish  of  Honiton.  These  boys  are  chosen  by  the 
FeofPees  of  the  endowment  lands,  and  are  eUgible  at  any 
age.  There  are  usually  between  50  and  60  boys  educated 
at  this  School. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used. 

There  are  not  known  to  be  any  Exhibitions,  or  Scholar- 
ships, belonging  to  it. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Richabd  Lewis, 
M.  A.,  of  Balliol  College,  Oxford.  He  receives  no  Salary, 
but  has  the  use  of  a  Dwelling-house  and  School-room ;  and 
be  has  also  the  profits  arising  from  Honiton  Chapel,  an 
Edifice  of  a  very  considerable  size,  and  much  resorted  to  by 
the  Inhabitants,  on  account  of  the  great  distance  of  the  Pa- 
rish Church.    His  Terms  for  Boarders  are  £30.  a  year. 
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KINGSBRIDGE. 

The  Fees  Grammar  School  at  Eingsbridgb  was  built 
and  founded  by  Thomas  Crispin,  of  the  City  of  Exeter, 
Fuller,  by  Wili,  in  the  year  168f 

The  Endowment  consists  of  a  Dwelling-house  for  the 
Master,  a  handsome  School-room,  and  a  yearly  Stipend  of 
£15.  issuing  out  of  an  estate  called,  <'  fVashbear^Hays^  in 
the  Parish  of  Bradninch,  Devon. 

It  is  said  that  this  Estate  was,  at  the  time  of  the  Endow- 
ment, of  the  aiiAual  value  of  £30. ;  and  that  there  has  not 
been,  nor  can  be,  any  increase  of  the  Master'b  Stipend,  the 
remaining  Rents  bong  applicable  to  other  purposes, — z^. 
£5.  fcMT  the  instrucdon  of  Twelve  boys  in  writing  and  cy- 
phering,— £5.  for  the  instruction  of  Twenty- five  in  Eng- 
lish reading, — and  £5.  for  repairing  the  School-house,  and 
colleeting  the  Rents. 

In  1691  or  1692,  William  Duncombe,  then  Head-Mas- 
ter of  this  School,  by  his  Will  devised  some  Houses  in 
Kingsbridge,  and  lands  in  the  Parishes  of  Sherford,  Corn- 
worthy,  and  Thurlestone,  Devon,  for  the  following  pur- 
poses,*-£lO.  jpfr  (mnum  to  any  one,  two,  three,  or  more 
boys  who,  having  been  educated  {ot  Jbur,  or  at  least  three^ 
years  at  this  School,  might  daim  it,  for  their  assistance  in 
either  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  {or  Jbur 
years,  and  no  longer :  But  none  were  ever  known  to  have 
received,  or  even  applied  for  such  assbtance. — ^Also,  £6.  or 
not  exceeding  £8*  for  apprenticing  boys  to  some  Trade;, 
from  the  age  of  14  to  21  years,  who  had  been  two  years  at 
this  School, — and  the  like  sum,  at  the  expiration  of  the 
Apprenticeship,  to  such  boys  as  had  conducted  themselves 
to  the  approbation  of  the  Trustees  for  that  period, — ^And 
for  other  purposes  not  connected  with  this  Institution* 
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There  is,  at  this  time,  a  Suit  pending  in  Chancery,  be- 
tween the  present  Master  and  the  Trustees  of  Doncombe^s 
Charity. 

The  Schod  is  open,  free  of  expense,  to  Fiftrkk  boys  of 
the  Town  indiscriminately,  if  so  many  apply  to  the  Trustees 
for  admisfflon ;  but,  if  a  safBdent  number  do  not  offer  upon 
the  Foundation,  then  Strangers  may  be  admitted  to  that 
privilege.  The  nomination  is  in  the  Trustees,  or  any  of 
them. 

This  Sdiool  was  in  high  repute  in  the  time  of  The  Revd. 
JoHK  WiLCOCXs,  who  died  a  few  years  since ;  and  Thirty 
Boarders  at  onoe  have  been  known  at  the  Schod,  but  now 
only  two  or  three  are  there. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  U8ed,«-<>but 
the  Introductory  books  in  both  languages  are  Dr.  Valft^s, 
and  the  System  of  Education  is  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Masto-.  Under  the  present  Master,  the  whole  range  of 
Classical  authors  is  resorted  to,  as  occanon  may  require. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Robxbt  Lakk,  B.  A*, 
who  has  the  School-house,  rent  free,  and  the  Emcduments 
already  stated.'  This  Gentieman  takes  Pupils  at  a  charge  of 
Six  guineas  per  annum  for  education,  but  there  is  no  fixed 
sum  for  boflord  and  lodging;  it  has  varied  with  the  late 
diangtable  times ;  the  highest  has  been  £^5,  per  anmnnL 
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SAINT  MARY  of  OTTERY. 

The  Gbammau  School  of  Saint  Ma&t  of  Ottx&it  is  of 
very  andent  date,  and  is  one  of  those  useful  appendages  ge- 
nerally attadied  to  Collegiate  Institutions* 

In  1336,  John  Gbakdisson,  Bis^p.of  Exeter,  haTing 
purchased  the  Manor  and  Church  of  Ottery,  founded  in  the 
folloinng  year  a  noUe  Coll^  in  the  Parish  Church  here 
for  a  Warden,  eight  Piebendaries»  ten  Vican^  a  Master  of 
Music,  a  Masttr  of  Grammar^  two  Parish  Priest^  eight  Se. 
oondaries,  eight  Choristers,  and  two  Clerks,  to  the  Honour 
of  CnaisT  Jbsus,  Thb  Bi.sfsBi>  Viboxk  Mabt,  St.  £d- 
wAan  the  King  and  Confeasor,  and  All  Saints.  This 
College  was  endowed  at  tibe  time  of  the  Dissolution  with  a 
dear  Revenue  of  £30d..2..9.  per  ammwm ;  And  the  site  of  it 
was  granted,  in  the  Thirty-seventh  of  King  Hbn&y  the 
IS^th,  1545,  to  EnwABD  Earl  of  HsaiFoan. 

To  the  College  Library,  which  was  extensive,  Johannss 
de  ExXTBB,  Clerk,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  28th  of  Jufy^ 
1445,  made  a  bequest  oi  136  books. 

But,  aUhouj^  the  College  was  dissolved,  the  King,  on  the 
24th  of  December,  1545,  by  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great 
Seal  of  England,  and  inrolled  in  Chancery,  for  the  common 
good  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Parish  of  St  Mary  of  Ottery, 
incorporated  certain  of  them,  and  granted  that,  in  future, 
there  should  be  Fotni  Gtovebnobs  of  the  Hereditaments  and 
Goods  of  the  Church  of  Ottery,  of  the  Inhabitants  thereof) 
to  be  styled  '^  The  Foue  GovsaNoas  of  the  Hereditaments 
and  Goods  of  The  Chvech  of  St.  Maey  of  Ottbey,  in 
the  County  of  Devon,^' — ^to  have  perpetual  succession,— and 
appointed  John  Hatdok,  Esq.,  Hugh  Mobe,  William 
Tbxnt,  and  William  Shebman,  Gentlemen,  the  first  Go- 
vernors ;— Hndaining,  that,  when  one  or  more  of  the  said 
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Four  Governora  should  die,  or  inhalnt  any  where  without 
the  Parish,  his  or  their  Co-Officers  should  fill  up  the 
vacancies  within  One  Manff^, — and  that  if  they  should  fail 
to  elect  within  such  time,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  Vicar 
to  elect  one  or  more  ^'  qfihe  better  Inhabiiants^  to  perform 
the  office  :<— 

And  he  granted  to  the  Foue  Govebnors  the  Church, 
Church-yard,  Bdfiy,  Our  Lady^s  Chapel,  Vestries,  Cloisters, 
and  Chapter-House,  with  all  things  appertaining  to  them, 
lately  belonging  to  the  dissolved  and  surrendered  College  of 
St'  Mary  of  Ottery;  in  Devon : — 

Also,  all  those  Houses,  called  The  Vicar^s  House,  The 
Secondaries^  House,  The  Cloister's  House,  and  The  School 
House,  with  the  appurtenanees,  latdy  belon^ng  to  the 
Dissolved  College,— >and  all  the  houses,  edifices,  structures, 
stables,  dwelling-houses,  gardens,  ordiards,  lands,  &c,  in 
Ottery,  lately  belonging  to  the  same, — ^the  dear  yearly  value 
of  the  whole,  being  then  £45..19.^2. :— to  be  holden  of  the 
King  in  Soccage,  by  Fealty  only,  and  not  in  chief :— and 
that  they  should  have  a  Ccxnmon  Seal,— >and  might  plead, 
and  be  impleaded : — 

The  Foui  Gtovernors  were  to  pay  to  The  Bishop  of 
Exeter,  6s.  8J.,— to  The  Archdeacon  of  Exeter,  6s.  8d.  for 
Procuration  Fees, — to  the  said  Archdeacon,  2s.  54.  for  Sy- 
nodals,— and  to  tlie  Vicar  of  Sidbury,  in  the  Diocese  of 
Exeter,  9s. : — 

The  Governors  shall  Ukewise,  at  their  sole  charge,  keep 
in  repair  the  Church,  Belfry,  Houses,  Edifices,  and  Man- 
aons,  to  be  as^gned  to  the  Vicar  and  School-master,-^and 
shall  ^ot  convert  the  said  Church  and  Premises  to  any 
other  use. 

In  consideration  of  which,  as  well  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Parish  as  the  Four  Governors,  will  yearly  pay  to  the  Vicar 
or  Perpetual  Preacher,  to  be  named  and  incorporated  by  the 
King,  the  sum  of  £20.  by  equal  portions,  at  Lady-day 
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and  Michaelmas,  as  a  penaon  for  the  endowment  of  the 
Vicarage: — 

And  that  they  will  yearly  pay  to  the  Schoolmaster  the  sum 
of  £10.  by  equal  portions,  at  die  said  Feasts : — 

And  that,  immediately  after  the  sealing  of  the  Letters 
Patent,  they  will  make  a  grant  to  the  Vicar,  and  School- 
master, of  a  convenient  House  for  each  of  them. 

His  Majesty  afterwards  more  expressly  ordains, — 

''  And  further.  We  being  led  by  the  particular  Love  and 
Affection  with  whidi  we  greatly  favour  the  young  subjects  of 
our  Kingdom,  within  our  said  County  of  Devon,  that,  for  the 
future,  they  being  instructed  from  their  Cradles  in  more  polite 
Learning,  than  before  our  times  they  were  accustomed,  may  be- 
come more  learned  when  they  shall  arrive  at  a  more  advanced 
age,  thus  certainly  thinking  that  the  Church  of  Christ,  whose 
Vice-gerent  We  are  immediately  on  Earth,  wiU  not  be  less 
adorned  and  graced  by  men  learned  in  Languages,  than  by  pru- 
dent men  for  the  good  of  the  whole  Kingdom,  create,  erect, 
found,  ordain,  make,  and  establish  a  certain  Free  Grammar 
School  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Mary  of  Ottery  aforesaid,  under  one 
Master  or  Schoolmaster,  by  the  tenor  of  these  presents  really  and 
fiiUy  to  endure  always  for  all  times  to  come  : — 

"  And  We  order  th^t,  being  thus  established  and  to  subsist 
for  ever,  it  may  be  inviolably  kept : — ^And  that  the  Grammar 
School  shall  be  called,  "  The  King's  New  Grammar  School 
of  Saint  Mary  of  Ottery," — and  that  in  the  said  School  there 
shall  be  a  Master  or  Schoolmaster,  to  be  nominated  from  time 
to  time  by  the  aforesaid  Four  Governors,  and  by  The  Vicar, 
the  Preacher,  of  the  said  Church, — ^which  Master  or  Schoolmas- 
ter so  nominated  and  appointed  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  called, 
named,  and  styled  by  the  name  of  "  The  Master  or  School- 
master of  Our  said  School  of  the  Parish  of  Saint  Mary  of 
Ottery  aforesaid  5" — and  We  will  and  order, him  by  these  pre- 
sents, to  be  called  and  styled  for  ever  by  the  same  name : — 

'^  And,  that  the  Schoolmaster,  and  his  Successors,  the  Masters 
or  Schoolmasters  of  Our  said  School,  may  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession, and  be  capable  of  acquiring  for  themselves  and  their 
successors,  the  Masters  or  Schoolmasters  of  the  said  School,  fhun 
the  aforesaid  Four  Governors,  a  certain  yearly  income,  pen- 
sion, or  annuity  of  £lO.,  with  clause  of  distress  or  any  other 
clause  for  the  secure  payment  thereof.'* 

In  a  subsequent  part  of  the  Charter  a  Proviso  is  inserted. 
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**  That  if  the  Master  or  Schoolmaster,  or  one  or  more  of-  his 
Successcrs,  shall  be  absent  from  the  School  for  one  month,  so 
often  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Four  Gotbrnobs  and  for  The 
Vicar  to  choose  another  Master  or  Schoolmaster  in  his  place^— 
and  to  amove  and  expel  the  same  thus  absent  and  staying  away> 
and  to  withold  the  said  Salary  and  Pay,  and  all  other  &e  Pre- 
mises granted  by  the  Four  Gotebnobs.'* — 

There  is  an  exemplification  of  the  iniollment  of  King 
Hbnby^s  Charter,  on  the  8th  of  March,  in  the  Sixteenth 
year  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1574,  on  the  request  of  John 
Haydon,  Esq ,  William  Shebman,  John  Eveleigh,  and 
John  Courtena y,  Grentlemen,  the  Governors  at  that  time. 

In  addition  to  the  Royal  endowment,  there  is  a  Field  in 
the  Pariah  of  about  Three  acres,  called  ^^  The  Schoolmas* 
tbb's  Field,*^  of  the  present  yearly  value  of  about  £9. 

By  Indenture,  dated  the  15th  of  June^  in  the  Seventeenth  of 
King  Chablbs  the  Second,  1666,  made  between  Edwabd  Sal- 
TEB,  late  Citizen  and  Dyer  of  London,  of  the  one  part,  and 
Nicholas  Channon,  Gentleman,  and  Seven  others  therein  na- 
med of  the  other  part, — The  said  Edwabd  Salteb,  for  the  spe- 
cial love  which  he  had  to  the  Parishioners  of  the  Parish  of  Ottery 
St.  Mary,  where  he  was  bom,  and  for  the  better  preferment  of 
some  of  the  Children  of  the  poorer  sort  of  the  said  Parish  in 
Learning,  and  for  the  special  trust  and  confidence  which  he 
reposed  in  the  said  Trustees,  and  such  other  Parishioners  of  the 
said  Parish  as  might  be  thereafter  their  Assigns,  of  the  yearly 
Rent  charge  after  mentioned,  granted  to  the  said  Trustees,  their 
Heire  and  Assigns,  one  yearly  Rent  Charge  of  £6.  ''  to  be 
issuing  out  of  a  Moiety  or  Halfendeal  of  all  that  messuage,  with 
the  appurtenances,  called  ''  Cross,"  and  of  a  Close  of  limd^  cal- 
led "  Down  Parke,'*  situate  within  the  Parish  of  Whimple,  in 
the  County  of  Devon,  then  belonging  to  Thomas  Dennis^  of 
the  same  place.  Yeoman,*' — 

**  Upon  Trust,  that^  upon  the  Wednesday  immediately  before 
Easter  then  next,  the  Trustees  should  ussemble  in  The  Free 
School  of  Ottery  St.  Mary,  and  that  they  or  the  major  part  of 
such  of  them,  there  present,  should  chuse  out  of  the  then  Scho- 
lars of  the  School,  Oii  b  bom  within  the  said  Parish^  and  then 
approved  of  by  the  Trustees  to  be  fit  for  The  University,  and 
whose  Parents  be  not  of  ability  to  maintain  him  there,  if  there 
should  be  any  such  in  the  said  School :— And  if  his  Fteeots  or 
Friends  should  be  pleased  to  send  him  forthwith  to  The  Upiver- 
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sily  of  Oxford,  and  there  should  procure  hhn  to  be  admitted 
into  one  of  the  Colleges  or  Halls  with  intent  to  have  him  educa- 
ted in  Learning,  that  then  the  Trustees,  for  his  better  mainten- 
ance  there,  should  pay  him  the  said  sum  of  £6.  by  the  year,  at 
the  four  usual  Quarter  days, — the  first  payment  to  be  made  at 
such  of  the  said  Feasts,  as  should  first  happen  next  after  such 
his  admittance  i-— And  shoidd  continue  for  Four  years,  if  the  said 
Scholar  should  so  long  live,  and  continue  resident  in  the  said 
University  :— 

"  And  after  the  Four  years,  or  other  determination  of  the  said 
payment,  by  death  or  non-residence,  the  Trustees  should,  upon 
the  Wednesday  before  Easter,  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  firesh 
Scholar,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  prescribed  with  respect  to  the 
first : — 

'^  And  so  after  the  end  of  eveiy  Four  years,  or  other  the  de- 
termination of  the  said  payment,  the  like  election,  and  payment, 
is  to  be  made  for  ever : — 

"  And  if,  in  the  election  of  any  Scholar,  the  number  of  the 
parties  present  and  electing  should  be  equal  between  Two  such 
Scholars,  that  then,  for  the  deciding  of  the  said  Election,  the 
Schoolmaster  of  the  said  Free  School,  should  give  his  voice, 
and  tfiat  Scholar  whom  he  should  so  elect,  should  be  the  Scholar 
chosen  for  that  time  :•— 

''  And  that  the  Trustees,  after  the  sealing  and  delivery  of  that 
Indenture,  and  until  the  Wednesday  immediately  before  the  said 
Feast  of  Easter  then  next,  and  from  thence  until  such  time  as 
they  by  that  Indenture  were  to  pay  the  sum  of  £6.  by  the  year 
unto  some  such  Scholar,  should  pay  unto  Two  of  the  Scholars 
of  the  said  School  born  within  the  Parish  of  Ottery  St.  Mary, 
likely  to  be  qualified  for  their  election,  for  their  better  mainten« 
ance  and  education  as  they  should  forthwith  chuse,  the  sum  of 
£6,.hy  the  year,  viz.,  to  each  of  them  £s.,  quarterly  :«^ 

*^  And  if  the  said  Scholars  or  either  of  them  should  happen  to 
depart  this  life,  or  leave  the  said  School,  before  any  such  Scho- 
lar should  be  of  the  said  University,  then  the  Trustees  should 
chuse  some  other  Scholar  of  the  said  School,  in  his  room  :-^ 
And  the  Trustees  should  pay  him  the  sum  of  £S,  per  annum,  as 
his  Predecessor  would  have  had  the  same  2— 

^'  And  such  payment  of  the  sum  of  £6.  by  the  year  to  Two 
such  Scholars,  as  often  as  th^re  should  be  no  such  Scholars  in 
the  said  Univenityto  receive  the  same,  should  continue  likewise 
forever:— 

'^  And,  that  when  Four  or  more  of  the  said  Eight  Trustees,  for 
the  time  being,  should  depart  this  life,  or  out  of  the  Parish  of 
Ottery  St.  Mary  and  dwell  elsewhere,  that  it  should  be  lawful 
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for  the  residue  of  the  Tnutees^  together  with  some  of  the  chiefest 
and  most  substantial  Inhabitants  of  the  Parish^  to  elect  so  many 
other  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Pariah,  not  being  Ten- 
ants of  any  part  of  the  said  lands  out  of  which  the  said  rent  was 
is8uing>  as  would  make  up  the  number  of  Eight  persons  to  be 
Trustees  with  them,  and  to  stand  jointly  seised  of  the  ppenuses, 
for  the  better  performance  of  the  trusts,  aforesaid, — And  so  suc- 
cessively for  ever ;— And  after  such  elections  so  many  of  the  said 
Trustees  as  should  be  then  living  within  the  said  Parish,  should 
at  the  reasonable  request,  eoflta  and  chaiges  of  the  lababitants 
of  the  Ptoish  for  the  time  beii^,  make  new  Conveyances  of  the 
said  Rent-Charge  to  the  newly,  elected  Trustees,  and  to  their 
Heirs,  to  the  use  as  well  of  the  Grantors  as  the  Grantees,  In 
Trost,  as  aforresaid  :«^ 

''  And,  that  if  any  of  the  Trustees  should  depart  forth  of  the 
said  Parish  to  any  other  place  to  inhabit,  such  Trustee  should, 
upon  reasonable  request  made,  release  to  the  residue  of  the  said 
I^ht  Trustees  all  his  estate,  in  the  said  Eent-charge : — 

''  And,  that  yearly  Two  of  the  Trustees  should  be  appoinied 
Receivers  to  the  uses  aforesaid,  and  be  empowered  to  receive 
and  disburse  the  same  as  aforesaid,— And  that  Nicholas  Hay- 
don  and  Justinian  Haebis  were  appointed  Receivers  for  the 
then  ensuing  year,  and  that  the  said  Reoeivens  should,  year  by 
year,  register  in  a  Book  fairly  written,  not  only  the  receipts  and 
payments  in  their  respective  years  and  to  whom  the  same  should 
be  made,— but  should  set  down  all  sudi  Elections,  were  the 
same  of  Trustees,  Scholars  in  the  School,  or  for  the  University 
as  aforesaid,  and  all  other  matters  touching  the  execution  of  the 
Trust  aforesaid,  reposed  in  the  said  Trustees,  as  should  be  done> 
in  their  respective  years." 

Although  this  deed  purports  only  the  grant  of  a  Bent- 
charge  out  of  "  Cross^  and  "  Down  Parke"  by  way  of 
Exhibition,  these  lands^have  nevertheless^  as  kmg  as  can  be 
remembered,  been  enjoyed'  by  the  Master  of  the  School  for 
the  time  being,  and  by  him  leased  out  at  a  Back-Rent,  at 
this  time  amounting  to  about  £40.  a  year. 

The  Bevd.  John  Colbbidge,  who^  in  1782,  was  Vicar  of 
Ottery,  Chaplain-Priest,  and  Master  of  the  School, — and 
who  had  previously  been  Master  of  South  Molton  School, 
from  whence  he  brought  his  eminent  Pupil,  the  late  Mr. 
Justice  BuLLEB,  with  him,— was  in  the  habit  of  educating 
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Two  boys  of  Ottery,  under  the  nodon  that  the  prc^ts  of 
these  Estates  were  intended  as  his  remuneration  for  so  doing. 
On  his  death,  the  School  declined  under  the  two  next  suc- 
ceeding Masters,— but  if 8  Reputation  revived  under  the 
Mastership  of  his  son.  The  Revd.  George  Coleridge,  the 
present  Chaplain-Priest,  who  conducted  it  for  about  Sixteen 
years,  and,  about  the  year  1811,  resigned  it  in  favour  of 
the  present  Master,  the  Revd  John  Warren. 

On  the  20th  of  July,  1691,  Thomas  Axe,  of  Orchard  in 
the  County  of  Somerset*  Gkntleman,  by  his  Will,  after  divers 
bequests,  gives  all  his  Houses  in  Southwark  or  elsewhere 
within  the  County  of  Surrey,  unto  certain  Trustees  for  the 
benefit  of*  his  Wife  for  her  life,— and,  after  her  decease,  for 
his  son  Henry  Axe  for  his  Ufe,  with  remainder  to  the  first 
and  other  sons  of  the  said  Henry  Axe  in  Tail  male, — ^with 
the  ultimate  reminder  to  the  Heirs  of  the  body  of  the  said 
Testator  :— 

And  that,  after  the  decease  of  his  Wife,  and  Son  leaving 
no  issue,  the  inheritance  of  the  premises  should  be  sold  by 
the  Trustees,  and  the  purchase  money  applied  as  a  Reward 
to  any  person,  who  shaU  discover  the  Longitude  at  Sea. 
As  this  is  such  a  very  curious  and  remarkable  circumstance^ 
that  part  of  Mr.  Axe's  Will  cannot  fail  to  be  particularly 
interesting  to  intelligent  persons,  and  may  not  improp^ ly  be 
inserted  here  :— 

''  Whereas  I  am  convinced  by  several  of  great  knowledge  in 
Astronomy  and  Cosmography,  that  they  know  how  to  make  the 
Masters  of  Ships  of  the  meanest  capacity  to  find  out  the  Lotigt- 
tude  as  readily,  and  almost  exact  as  they  can  find  the  LatUude, 
but  do  not  commuiicate  this  useful  secret  to  the  World,  seeing 
it  hath  and  will  cost  them  much  money  and  pains  by  making 
instruments,  and  therefore  do  expect  a  Reward  from  the  Publick, 
or  others,  for  the  Discovery  :-^ 

<'  ^Vherefore,  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  within  Ten  years 
next  after  my  decease  as  aforesaid,  make  such  perfect  discovery 
how  men  of  mean  capacity  may  find  out  the  Longitude  at  Sea, 
so  as  at  a^y  time  they  can  truly  pronounce  upon  ohaervation  as 
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within  half  a  Degree  of  the  true  Longitude,*  and  shall  demoa^ 
strate  how  it  may  be  done  to  the  Two  Profeseors  of  Geometry  in 
Oxford  and  Cambridge  for  the  time  being,  and  shall  give  ample 
proof  thereof  by  the  Affidavits  in  writing  of  at  least  Twenty  able 
Masters  of  Ships,  that  shall  have  made  several  experiments 
thereof  in  long  Voyages,  whidi  Affidavits  are  to  be  made  before 
the  Twelve  Judges  of  England  or  before  the  miyor  part  of 
them,  of  which  the  Lords  Chief  Justices  to  be  Two,  and  shall 
deliver  a  Certificate  thereof  signed  and  sealed  by  the  said  miyor 
part  of  the  said  Justices,  unto  the  said  Samuel  Keebls,  Wil- 
liam Pratt,  and  Henry  Hooper,  and  Survivors  of  them  and 
the  Heirs  of  such  Survivors,  that,  in  such  case  upon  the  receipt 
of  such  a  Certificate,  the  said  Samuel  Keeble,  William  Pratt, 
and  Henry  Hooper,  and  the  Survivors  of  them  and  the  Heirs 
of  such  Survivors,  with  all  convenient  speed  next  after  the  death 
of  me,  my  Wife,  and  Son  childless,  sell  the  Fee  of  all  my  said 
Houses  in  the  said  P^sh  of  St.  Olave  and  St.  Saviour's,  for  as 
much  money  as  can  be  gotten  for  the  same,  and  that  the  sum  of 
One  Thousand  Pounds  of  such  purchase  money  be  paid  unto  such 
person  or  persons  as  shall  hare  so  discovered  such  ready  and 
easy  way  of  finding  the  irue  Longitude  at  Sea,  and  shall  have 
made  such  proof  as  aforesaid  for  the  benefit  of  Mankind, 
which  said  sum  of  One  Thousand  Pounds,  on  the  conditions  and 
in  the  case  aforesaid,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  such  person  or  per- 
.sons  accordingly ; — 

''  And  moreover  my  Will  is,  that  from  and  immediately  after 
the  death  of  my  said  Wife,  and  of  myself,  and  said  Son  leaving 
no  issue  of  either  of  our  bodies  behind  us  as  aforesaid,  that  they 
Samuel  Keeble,  William  Pratt,  and  Henry  Hooper,  and 
the  Survivors  or  Survivors  of  them  and  the  Heirs  of  such  Sur- 
vivors, shall  once  in  every  year,  until  perfect  proof  of  the  Dis- 
covery of  the  true  Longitude  shall  be  as  aforesaid,  and  the  said 
Houses  remain  unsold,  pay  Forty  Pounds,  part  of  the  Rents  of 
the  said  Houses,  unto  and  amongst  such  person  and  persons  for 
their  encouragement,  as  shall  have  employed  their  time  to  make 
Observations  at  several  Islands,  and  noted  places  in  Europe, 
Asia,  Africa,  and  America,  according  to  the  Rules  and  just  (de* 
scription)  of  such  said  person  or  persons  as  shall  have  made  such 
discovery,  how  all  men  may  find  out  the  Longitude,  in  order  of 
making  of  an  accurate  map  of  the  World  as  to  Longitade  and 


*  It  was  not  until  the  year  1714,  that  an  Act  passed  in  the 
British  Parliament,  authorizing  the  payment  of  a  considerable 
Hum  for  the  solution  of  this  important  problem. 
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LaHiude, — the  disposal  of  the  sum  of  £lOOO.,  and  of  the  said 
£4Q.  by  the  year,  my  good  friend  Mr.  Edmund  Hally^*  and 
Mr.  RoBEET  HooKB^t  be  consulted." — 

*'  And  my  Will  is,  that  if  such  perfect  discoveiy  of  the  Longi- 
tude as  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  made  within  Ten  years  next  after 
the  death  of  me,  my  Wife,  and  oar  said  Son  childless,  that  in 
such  case  the  said  Houses  in  Southwaik  shall  not  be  soid,  but 
that  the  clear  yearly  profits  of  the  same  shall  be  divided  into 
TwBLVB  equal  parts,  and  be  distributed  near  about  St.  Thomas's 
day  to  and  amongst  my  said  Brothers  and  Sisters  and  Kindred 
during  their  respective  lives,  in  snch  portion  and  portions  as  I 
have  limited  my  personal  estate  to  thcsn  respectively  in  and  by 
this  my  Will,-^And  from  and  after  the  death  of  my  said  Bro- 
thers and  Sisters  and  Kindred,  I  give  the  said  last  mentioned 
Houses  to  The  Govbbnors  of  the  goods  and  chatties  of  The 
Collegiate  Church  of  Ottery  St.  Mary  aforesaid.  Upon  Tmat, 
that  tibey  will  yearly  about  St,  Thomas's  day  distribute  the  same^ 
as  followeth,— »t;iz..  One  part  of  the  last  mentioned  Houses,  to 
buy  drugs  and  plaisters,— One  part  to  the  Minister, — One  part 
to  the  Vicar,— ^One  part  to  the  Gbammab  School-Master,— 
One  part  to  the  Parish  Clerk  of  Ottery  St.  Mary, — ^And,  as  a 
Fund  to  encourage  Steadiness,  Sobriety,  and  Industry,  Three 
of  those  parts  to  be  as  a  Stock,  out  of  which,  upon  the  Marriage 
day  of  any  Young  Man  or  Woman  that  shall  not  marry  'till  after 
the  age  of  One  and  Twenty  years,  and  that  shall  have  lived  in 
one  Service  in  the  Parish  of  Otteiy  St.  Mary  for  seven  years, 
and  shall  not  have  had  Alms  of  the  Parish  within^e  years  next 
before  such  Marriage,  the  sum  of  £3"  &c. — 

Let  it  be  remembered  by  the  ostentatious  and  the 
thoughtless^  that  this  humane  and  enlightened  Testator  toa# 
Parish  Clerk  of  Ottery ! — But  the  oomprehennve  mind  of 
Mr.  Axe  did  not  stop  here,— as  he  appears  to  have  been 
impressed  with  a  due  sense  of  the  duties  and  decorum  be- 
longing to  his  office,  so  generally  transgressed  in  Countxy 
Parishes, — ^for,  in  another  part  of  his  Will,  where  a  bene- 
faction is  designed  for  the  Parish  Clerk  for  the  time  bdng, 
he  adds  this  restriction  and  advice, — 

"  As  long  as  he  shaU  perform  his  duty  in  the  Church  sensibly

t  Professor  of  Geometry  in  Gresham  CoUege. 
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and  with  understandings  audibly  and  reverently^  as  lie  ought  to 
do^  and  shall  be  an  Example  of  good  life  to  the  F^rahionen ; 
and  shall  not  sell  Ale,  Beeri  or  any  intoxicating  Liquor  for  a 
livelihood  -,  nor  frequent  Taverns  and  Alehouses.  I  recommend 
to  him,  that  he  endeavour  to  take  Deacon's  Orders,  and  wear 
some  Habit,  to  distinguish  him  from  others.  The  want  of  such 
Clerics  many  time  renders  the  whole  Prayers  mean  and  ridicu- 
lous."— 

One  of  the  Avenues  to  the  Church  cm  the  North^East^ 
leading  through  the  Church-yard,  still  retains  the  fiivoured 
name  of  ^*  Axs'b  PassageT*  Some  of  the  Houses  devised 
by  this  Will  for  the  benefit  of  the  School-mastei^  were^  a  few 
years  since,  sold ;  and  the  Purchase  money  invested  in  the 
Funds  in  the  names  of  the  Governors,  who  pay  a  portion  of 
the  Dividends,  being  about  £10.  a  year,  to  the  Master. 

There  do  not  appear  to  be  any  Statutbb  or  Gadinaucbs, 
except  what  are  contained  in  the  Charters.  But,  on  the 
20th  of  October,  1552,  the  following  Aeticlbs  were  agreed 

to  by  THE  GOVBBNOBS: — 

1.  Tbb  Foub  Governors,  and  their  Successors,  shall  depose 
upon  a  Book,  that  they  and  every  of  them  for  the  time  being 
shall  uphold,  maintain,  and  fortify,  so  far  as  their  will  or  power 
shall  oome  or  may  extend,  all  and  every  article,  promise,  go- 
vernment, and  grant,  that  is  specified,  mentioned,  and  dedared 
in  the  Letters  Patent,  and  in  the  following  Articles,  for  the  firm, 
sure,  and  perfect  continuance  of  The  Corporation  for  ever. 

S.  Ths  Four  Govbrnors,  by  the  advice  of  the  Parishioners, 
with  convenient  speed  shall  elect,  and  appoint  Eight  others  of 
the  most  honest,  best,  discreetest,  and  quietest  of  the  Parishioners 
there  inhabiting,  to  be  Associates  to  them  for  their  assistance, 
for  the  doing  of  such  things,  as  shall  seem  best  for  the  wealth, 
profits,  and  behoofs  of  all  the  Parishioners  of  the  said  Parish, — 
And  for  the  increase,  continuance,  and  preservation  of  all  things 
belonging  to  the  said  Corporation, — ^And  for  the  better  mainte- 
nance of  the  Divine  Service  of  God, — «nd  doing  deeds  of  Charity, 
for  the  relief  of  the  Poor  of  the  Parish,  as  occasion  should  serve, 
— ^Which  Eight  Men^  so  to  be  elected,  shall  take  upon  them  the 
like  Corporal  Oath,  as  the  said  Governors  should  do  in  all 
things. 

3.  The  Governors  shall  not  lea^e,  grant,  alien,  bargain  or 
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sell  any  part  of  the  said  Possessions^  Goods  or  Chattels  of  the 
Pkurishioners^  belonging  to  The  Corporation^  without  the  full 
agreement  of  the  Eight  Assistants^  or  of  the  greater  part  of 
them>  being  on  that  behalf  sworn. 

4.  "Wlien  any  of  The  Four  Goyernors  die,  the  Survivora 
shall  electa  nominate^  and  appoint  one  of  the  Assistants^  to  be 
in  place  of  the  Governor, — ^Aiid  the  Governors  and  Seven  Assist- 
ants must  elect  one  other  of  the  most  honest,  best,  discreetest, 
and  quietest  of  the  Parishioners,  to  make  up  the  number  Eight, — 
and  so,  if  any  one  depart  out  of  the  Parish^  a  new  one  must  be 
chosen  and  sworn. 

5 .  That  the  Governors  and  Eight  Assistants,  within  one  month 
after  that  their  Tythes  shall  be  due,  shall  pay  the  same  to  such 
persons  as  shall  be  lawfully  appointed  to  collect  them.* 

6.  That  the  Four  Governors  and  Eight  Assistants  shall  with 
diligence,  either  with  Gentleness  or  by  order  of  Law,  procure 
every  person  of  the  Parish  of  Ottery  to  pay  their  Tythes,  within 
one  Month  after  the  same  shall  happen  to  grow  due,  without  any 
favour  to  be  showed  to  any  person  in  forbearing  it.f 

7.  If  any  of  the  Eight  Men  be  troublesome  persons,  and  will 
not  be  tractable  to  any  reasonable  orders  that  shall  be  advised  by 
The  Four  Governors  and  the  best  of  the  Assistants,  then  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Four  Governors  and  residue  of  the  Assist- 
ants to  expel  them,  and  place  honest  men  in  their  stead. 

8.  Of  llie  surplus  of  all  sums  of  money,  and  all  other  revenues 
and  profits  yearly,  and  casually  coming  and  growing  within  the 
said  Parish  by  any  manner  of  means,  and  belonging  to  the 
Governors  over  and  above  such  yearly  Stipends  as  are  due  and 
payable  by  the  King's  Letters  Patent,  there  shall  be  a  clear  Ac- 
count made,  and  the  money  put  into  one  Chest,  locked  with 
Three  keys  severally, — ^whereof  one  of  the  keys  to  remain  with 
the  Eldest  of  the  Four  Governors, — ^the  second  with  the  Eldest 
or  the  best  of  the  Assistants, — ^the  third  with  the  Church- warden 
for  the  time  being. — ^And  the  money  shall  remain,  until  there 
shall  be  so  much  remaining  in  the  Stock,  as  the  Persons  Incor- 
porated may  therewith  purchase  lands  to  the  yearly  value  of 
Twenty  Marks  to  them  and  their  Successors, — ^whlch  to  do,  the 
Persons  Incorporated  by  the  King's  Letters  Patent  be  empower- 
ed for  the  wealth  of  the  said  Parish. — ^Provided,  that  if  any  urgent 
occasion  require  the  contrary,  for  the  occupation  of  the  money^

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that  then  the  purchase  shall  Barcease,  and  the  Four  Governors 
and  Eight  Assistants  may  take  any  of  the  money  and  employ  it 
to  such  uigent  cause. 

9.  That  all  the  Famhkmen,  being  Men  of  Honesty,  shall  declare 
unto  one  of  the  Four  Governors  or  Eight  Assistants  the  name  of 
every  person  they  know,  whkh  ought  to  pay  tythe  and  doth  not, — 
and  deceives  the  Proprietors  in  the  payment  of  Tythe. ^ 

10.  Item,  That  the  Account  shall  be  yearly  made  at  Michael- 
mas of  all  tiie  yearly  revenue  and  other  lawful  profits  that  shall 
come  and  grow  of  the  Parsonage  and  Vicarage,  to  the  Four  Go- 
vernors and  Parishioners  granted  by  the  King's  Letters  Patent, 
to  the  intent  it  may  be  evident  what  doth  remain  upon  such 
account. 

The  School  b  open  to  boys  of  the  Parish  indefinitelyy 
the  Inhabitants  having  always  claimed  a  right,  not  known 
to  have  been  in  any  instance  resisted,  of  sending  their  sons 
to  the  School,  on  paying  a  stated  annual  sum  for  their  Edu- 
cation, now  and  for  many  years  past.  Ten  Pounds.  The 
0nly  boys  who  receive  a  gratuitous  Education,  are  the  Two 
boys,  under  Salterns  benefaction. 

The  usual  average  number  of  boys,  belon^ng  to  the  Pa- 
rish, is  Ten.  They  are  admitted  at  Eight  years  of  age, 
and  seldom  remain  after  their  EigieetUh  birth-^y. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used ;  and 
the  system  of  Education  is  similar  to  that  of  Eton  College. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  John  Wakben,  M.  A., 
of  Oriel  College,  Oxford,  whose  Salary  and  Emoluments  are 
very  considerable.  This  Grentleman  takes  Boarders,  his 
present  number  being  Forty-five,  at  Fifty  guineas  per 
Ofrnum  each. 

There  is  no  chartered  Assistant  or  Under-Master ;  but, 
of  late  years,  one  has  been  employed  in  the  School,  and 
paid  by  the  Master.  This  Gentleman  has  usually  in  his 
house  two  or  three  boys  belonging  to  the  School,  as  their 
private  Tutor,  but  this  is  wholly  by  the  Master^s  permission.

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PLYMOUTH. 

The  Oeammae  School  at  Plthouth  was  established  in 
the  reign  of  Ejog  Hbkbt  the  Seventh,  by  The  Corpora- 
lion^  who  then  allowed  the  Master  a  Salary  of  £10.  per 
ammmj  and  apartments  over  the  ancient  Chapel.  It  appears 
to  have  no  stated  endowment 

The  Mayor  and  Corporation  appoint  the  Master,  who  has 
a  House,  a  Garden,  a  large  School-room,  and  a  Play-court, 
with  a  Salaiy  of  70.  per  annum. 

The  Corporation  claim  the  privily  of  sending  to  the 
School  the  sons  of  Freemen  who  are  poor,  but  who  may  be 
desirous  of  having  their  Children  instructed  gratuiUmaly ; 
there  are  at  present  two  boys  of  this  description. 

The  Chabter  House  Grammars  are  used;  and  the 
system  of  that  Establishment  has  lately  been  introduced 
into  this  School,  as  far  as  the  same  was  applicable. 

Day-Scholars  pay  One  guinea  Entrance,  and  Six  guineas 
per  a/nnum. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  .William  Williams, 
B.  A^  of  All  Souls  College,  Oxford.  This  Gentleman  takes 
PupUs,  his  Terms  being.

The  late  Dr.  Bidlake  was  educated  at  this  School,  and 
was  subsequently,  for  many  years,  the  Master  of  it 

Mr.  Hbkbt  Kelway,  of  Plymouth,  Apothecary,  by  his 
Wyi,  dated  the  15th  of  April,  1732,  left  his  freehold  and 
personal  estates  for  Charitable  uses,  which  his  Trustees  hav- 
ing converted  into  money,  invested  in  Bank  Stock,  amount- 
ing to  £4860..17..3.  The  Income  from  which  Investment 
he  directed  to  be  applied  in  the  education  of  as  many  boys 
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at  Plymouth  Grammar  Sdiool^  as  the  same  would  clothe, 
maintain,  and  educate. 

The  Trustees  are  the  Vicars  of  the  Parishes  of  St  Andrew, 
and  Charles,  in  Plymouth. 

The  Master  of  the  Grammar  School,  and  the  Lecturer  of 
St*  Andrew*s  select  the  boys,  and  always  prefer  those  who 
are  related  to  The  Founder. 

When  the  Funds  admit  of  it^  boys  have  occasionally  been 
sent  to  Oxford,  and  admitted  into  Holy  Orders. 
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PLYMPTON. 

Thb  Fbee  Grammar  School  of  Pltmpton  was  founded 
by  Sir  John  Maynabd,  as  one  of  the  Trustees  under  the 
Will  of  BhiZMus  HsLE,  Esq.,  of  Fardel,  so  remarkable  (at 
his  munific^t  benefactionsy — in  or  about  the  year  1653,  as 
this  date  still  appears  inscribed  upon  a  stone  over  the  door 
of  the  School-house.  The  Master^s  house  is  probably  of 
greater  antiquity,  and  might  have  been  purdiased  by  Sir 
John,  together  with  the  ground  on  which  it  stands. 

The  sum  of  JplSOO.  was  originally  af^yropriated  to  the 
Endowment,  which  consists  of  a  Fee  Simple  estate,  called 
«  ffoBandj"  of  147'.  3^  13^.,  situate  in  the  Parish  of  Plymp- 
ton  St  Mary,  and  the  Master^s  House  and  Sdiool-house, 
«tuate  in  the  Parish  of  Plymptoo  Maurice.  The  Estate  is 
s^d  by  <Hie  Informant  to  be  now  let  for  £168.,  and  by 
another  for  j£250.,  a  year. 

There  are  no  Ordinances  for  the  regulation  of  this 
School ;  nor  is  it  known,  whether  it  be  open  to  any  other 
boys  than  those  inhabiting  the  Borough  and  Parish.  At 
present  there  are  only  Two  boys  upon  the  Foundation ;  and 
it  is  supposed,  that  there  has  not,  at  any  former  period,  been 
a  larger  number  at  a  time.  Those  who  are  entitled  to  place 
their  children  in  the  School,-  present  them  in  person  to  the 
Master  for  admisaon. 

The  Eton  Latin  Grammar,  and  Yalpy'^s  Greek  Gram- 
mar, are  in  use. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  Scholarships,  annexed  to 
this  School. 

The  SchooLhouse  which  is  60  feet  in  length,  and  20  in 
breadth,  is  a  noble  structure:  but  the  Master's  house  is 
small,  incommodious,  and  dilapidated, — owing  to  which  cir* 
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cumstaace  the  late  Master  was  under  the  necessity  of  lodg- 
ing his  Pufnls  in  the  Village,  to  his  great  loss  and  detriment. 

The  present  Patrons  are  Lord  Vallxtobt,  Lady  Cas- 
TLEEEAOH,  and  Lady  Soffibld,  who^  as  Coheirs  of  the 
Earl  of  BucxiKGHAMSHiBB,  are  the  Bepresentatiyes  of  Sir 
John  Matnabd. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  those  NoUe  Personages 
do  not  reinstate  the  buildings,  and  provide  for  the  better 
accommodation  of  the  Master  and  Pupils ;  so  as  to  render 
the  Institution  more  beneficial  to  the  surrounding  populous 
neighbourhood,  than  in  it*s  present  state  it  can  posnUy  be. 
In  Bbownb  Willis's  time,  it  was,  according  to  his  report 
of  it,  <<  the  best  in  these  parts." 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Thomas  Philips, 
A.  B.,  whose  Salary  and  Emoluments  consist  of  the  Estate 
and  House  already  motioned.  His  Terms  for  Boarders  are 
£40.  a  year. 

Sir  Joshua  Rbtkolds,  the  most  illustrious  Painter  of  the 
English  School,  whose  Father  was  Master  of  this  Seminaiy, 
was  bom  and  educated  in  it. 
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TIVERTON. 

The  Fbee  Gbammak  School  at  Tiykrtok  was  founded 
by  the  munificence  of  Pxtsr  Bluvdbll,  Clothier,  a  native 
of  this  place ;  who,  bj  his  Will,  dated  the  9th  of  June, 
1599,  directed  as  follows; — 

"  Itemf  I  will  that  my  Executors^  by  the  advise  of  my  Over- 
seers^ with  all  convenient  speede>  upon  a  fytt  and  convenient 
pieoe  of  grounde  in  Tyverton^  by  my  Executors  to  be  purchased^ 
fihall  buyld  a  fluer  School  house  to  conteyne  for  the  place  for 
teaching  only«  in  length  One  hundred  foote,  and  in  breadth 
lower  and  twenty  foot^  a  hawle^  buttery^  and  kltchin,  ail  oi  con- 
venient space  and  biggness  to  be  joined  unto  it^  with  convenient 
Toomes  over  the  same  hawle,  buttery^  and  kitchin,  all  the  win- 
dows well  and  strongly  glassed  and  barred  with  iron  barrs,  and 
-wdl  covered,  the  floor  of  the  School  to  be  well  plancked  with 
plaacks  of  oke  supported  and  borne  from  the  ground  with  strong 
ledges  or  beames>  with  soe  many  strong  settles  and  formes  as 
shall  be  convenient,  having  regard  to  the  bigness  of  the  same 
Schoole  and  number  of  Schollars  to  be  taught  therein,  and  to  be 
devided  on  or  neere  the  middest  with  some  fit  partition  of  fower 
foot  in  height  or  thereabouts,  yf  it  shal  bee  soe  tiioughte  fitt,  and 
this  Schoole  to  be  strongly  wainscotted  rownde  aboute,  and  the 
same  wainscotte  to  extend  abowte  fire  or  six  foote  above  the 
settles  or  formes,  and  with  such  settles,  formes,  and  seates,  and 
in  such  manner  to  be  framed,  placed,  and  devised  as  shall  be 
tiiought  most  convenient,  the  Haulle  to  be  alsoe  plancked  or 
paved,  and  also  wainscotted  round  abowte  as  high  as  the  lofte, 
and  to  have  in  the  hall  and  chamber  over  the  same  one  or  other 
qhimney,  and  in  the  kitchen  one  fiuer  great  chimney,  with  an 
oven,  and  a  chamber  over  the  kitchen  with  a  chimney  therein, 
as  to  my  Executors  and  Overseers  shall  be  thought  meete ;  and 
that  there  sliall  be  a4)oining  to  this  School-house  a  convenient 
garden  and  wood-yard,  with  a  fit  house  and  easements  therein  of 
and  for  the  ease  of  the  Schollars  uj^n  or  as  near  the  river  of 
Ex  there  or  Loman  as  may  be,  and  the  School-house,  garden^ 
wood-yard,  and  house  of  ease  to  be  rounde  aboute  well  walled 
and  inclosed  with  a  strong  wall,  the  goinge  in  and  forthe  to  be 
at  one  only  place  with  a  feir  strong  gate  with  a  little  dore  as  is 
usual  in  the  Schooles ;  and  for  that  my  desier  is  that  theis  things 
shall  be  very  well>  strongly,  artifidaUy  and  substantially  dbne^ 
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my  will  18  that  my  Executors  shall  bestowe  therein  Twentie 
FowEB  Hundred  Poundes,  within  the  least,  if  the  premises 
requier :  and  that  in  and  aboute  theis  several!  buildings,  platt, 
frame,  and  all  the  partes  thereof,  the  advise  of  my  saide  righte 
deare  and  honourable  I'riende  Sir  John  Popham ,  Knighte,  Lord 
Chief  Justice  of  England,  shall  be  taken  and  followed,  and  to 
him  I  give  power  to  alter  and  chaunge  what  parte  thereof  for 
the  manner  of  buildings  hugeness*  and  conveying  the  prenuses  he 
shall  think  good>  and  his  directions  in  jevery  thinge  for  the  efect- 
inge  of  my  said  purpose  herein  and  in  all  other  things  hereafter 
in  my  will  mentioned,  towchingc  the  same  or  other  circumstan- 
ces thereof  hereafter  mentioned  to  be  still  followed  and  ex- 
ecuted J — 

"  Item,  that  in  the  said  Schooles  shall  not  be  taughte  above 
the  number  of  One  UyNDRSD  and  Firxis  Schojlejls  at  any  one 
tyme>  and  those  from  time  to  time  of  Children  bom«  or  fat  the 
most  parte  before  their  age  of  Sire  yeares,  broughte  upp  in  the 
Towne  or  Parrish  of  Tyverton.  And  if  the  same  number  be  not 
filled  upp^  the  wante  shall  be  supplyed  with  the  Children  of 
Forreyners,  and  those  Forreyners  only  to  be  admytted  with  the 
assent  of  such  Tenne  Householdebs  of  the  said  Towne  of 
Tyverton  aforesaide,  as  for  ^e  tyme  beinge  shall  be  most  in  the 
Subsidie  Bookes  of  the  Queenes  Majesty.  And  my  desier  is, 
that  they  vrill  make  choice  of  the  Childr^  of  such  Jfyrreynen  as 
are  of  honest  reputation  and  feare  God,  toUkaut  regar&tg  the 
riche  above  or  more  than  the  poore,  and  ^t  there  shall  bee  noe 
Scholer  continue  in  the  said  Schoolle  as  a  Scholer  but  boyet,  and 
none  above  the  age  of  Eighteen  yearei  pr  ^nder  the  age  of  Sixe 
yeares,  and  none  under  a  Gramim/er  SchoUer  ;— - 

'^  And,  that  the  Schooi<  mastbb  who  shall  have  the  use  of 
the  roomes  and  buildings  aforesaide,— and  alaoe  one  Ushbb, 
who  shall  have  in  the  saide  buildinge  one  chamber  to  himsdf 
only, — and  the  School  master  shall  have  yearely  Fiftib  Pown- 
DBS,  to  be  paide  quarterly, — and  the  Usher  Twbntu  mabkbs, 
to  be  paied  quarterly. — And  my  hope,  and  dealer,  and  will  is, 
that  they  hould  themselves  satisfied  and  contente  with  that  re- 
compense for  their  travell,  without  seeking,  or  exacting  amy  more 
either  of  Parent  or  Children,  which  procureth  favour  to  givers 
and  the  contrarie  to  such  as  do  not  or  catsnot  give,  for  my 
meamng  is,  yt  shall  be  for  ^er  a  Fbbb   Scbo&l,  and  not  a 

SCHOLE  OF  EXACTION  :— 

'^  And  for  the  better  establishing,  and  continuance  of  the 
saide  Free  Grammar  Schole  and  scholdug,  1  give,  appoynte, 
and  devise  all  my  landes,  tenements,  and  heveditamenta  in  the 
Countieof  Devon  unto  Sir  Fbaunces  Pofham,  Knight,  Amtbony 
Pollebd,  Esq.,  Richabo   Blbwett,  Esq.,  Chablbb  Bbbbe, 
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Esq.,  RooBB  AvdHFOHD^  Esq.,  Roger  Wariig,  Esq.,  Rooer 
GtfFORD,  Esq.,  Jah^s  Clarke,  Esq.,  Henry  Worth,  Esq., 
John  West,  the  Elder,  H<7mi»hrey  Colman,  JbitN  Waldron, 
Edward  Amy,  Nicholas  Skixner,  George  Slee,  Richard 
Hill  ali  Sporwail,  Richard  PIcows  my  Coilsin,  John  West, 
the  Younger,  Peter  West,  Robert  Chilcot  ats  Cohyn,  John 
DsifOND,  John  Blundell,  Peter  Blundell,  William  Tan-^ 
NER,  Roger  Slee,  William  Cras,  Anthony  CrassE,  and  to 
their  Heires  and  Assignes  for  ever,  who  I  hope  will  acce|)t  the 
same  as  PlebffKes,  whom  I  have  specially  chosen  to  bear  trust  and 
confidence  in  the  premises,  out  of  which  the  Pifkie  Powrides, 
and  the  said  Thirteen  powndes  Six  shillings  and  eight-pehc6 
shall  be  quarterly  paied  as  aforesaid  *,  and  Portie  Shillings  yearly 
ibr  ever  to  a  perfecte  Clarke  fbr  the  tyme  being,  to  be  appoynt- 
ed  by  the  said  Feoffees  or  the  tiio^  piuie  of  them,  for  keeping 
a  true  and  perfecte  Booke  of  Surrey,  and  of  granting  and  demis- 
ing the  saide  landes,  and  of  the  monie  received  and  paied  of  and 
fbr  the  same,  and  of  oth^  then-  proceedings  iri  and  aboute  the 
premises,  taking  warrant  of  all  his  doeings  from  the  feofees  or 
the  most  parte  of  them  with  their  handes  alwaies  to  bee  sub- 
scribed, as  well  in  that  behalf  as  for  and  conceminge  the  other 
thinge  to  them  comitted  by  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament  ',-^ 

"  And  other  Eight  Powndes  yearely  to  goe  alwaies  to  the 
repairations  of  the  saide  Schoole  and  other  things  necessary  con- 
cerning the  same ;  and  what  else  shall  be  needful  in  or  abowte 
die  said  Schole  or  other  circumstances  thereof,  I  leave  to  the 
direction  of  the  said*  Lord  Chief  Justice,  which  my  Executors 
jdiall  perform  and  accomplish.'' — 

After  these,  the  Testator  directs  that  £20.  per  annum  shall  be 
disbursed  by  the  Feoffees  in  apprenticing  Four  poor  boys  of  the 
Parish  of  Tiverton  to  *'  Sterve  in  Husbandry  for  seaven  yeares  or 
upwards  :"  who,  after  fulfilling  their  time  faithfully,  are  to  be 
rewarded  by  the  repayment  of  the  Apprentice  Fee  of  £5.,  by  the 
respective  Masters  of  each  boy  * 

"  And  that  the  Feoffees,  or  the  most  part  of  them,  shall  from 
from  tyme  to  tyme  make,  abolish,  and  set  down  such  Orders, 
Laws,  and  Directions  both  touching  the  Schole,  and  matters  of 
Husbandry,  and  all  matters  and  circumstances  thereof,  and 
touching  all  parties  to  be  mterested  therein  or  to  have  any  thing 
to  doe  abowte  the  same,  ds  to  them  or  the  most  parte  of  them 


*  Apprenticing  poor  boys  to  Husbandry  was  at  this  time  a 
new  Institution,  and  making  a  provision  for  them  at  the  expira- 
tion of  their  Apprenticeship,  was  a  great  encouragement  of  it. 
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for  the  tyme  being  shall  be  thought  meete  for  the  gcxveroance, 
mayntenance,  and  continuance  thereof,  according  to  my  true 
intent  and  meaning, — and  that  the  Schoolmaster^  and  Usher^ 
shall  bee  elected^  and  removed  by  the  Feofiees  for  the  tyme 
being  or  the  most  parte  of  them,  having  alwaies  the  approba^on 
of  the  Ordinarie  of  the  Diocese  of  Devon  to  the  said  election^ 
nominating,  and  appointinge  onely  : — 

"  And,  that  the  Feofiees  by  mee  appointed  as  aforesaide^  and 
thear  and  all  other  Feofiees  hereafter,  when  and  as  often  as  by 
deathe  or  otherwise  they  shall  come  to  the  number  of  Thirteen 
with  the  least,  the  saide  survivors  with  the  heires  of  the  others 
deceased  Feofifees  yf  they  be  not  unfitt,  and  for  such  as  shall  bee 
unfitt>  then  others  n&re  inhabitinge  of  honest  reporte  and  r^u- 
tation,  shall  make  up  with  themselves  the  number  of  Fivb  and 
TwENTiE  Feofers  again  with  the  least,  for  the  continuance  of 
the  said  Schole  and  matter  of  Husbandry^  and  other  good  pur- 
poses aforesaid ;— ^ 

'^And  my  true  meaninge  herein  expressed,  resteth  in  the 
trust,  providence,  circumspection  and  care  of  the  saide  Feofiees 
for  ^e  tyme  being,  which  I  hope  they  will  accompliaha  and 
perform  accordingly  as  they  will  answer  the  same  b^ore  the 
Mcyestie  of  Almightie  God  at  the  dreadfull  daie  of  Judgment,, 
the  secrets  of  all  hearts,  shall  be  disclosed  :~- 

'^  And  for  that  my  landes  in  Devon  are  not  yet  of  sufficient 
vallewe  by  the  yeare  to  su^^lie  my  said  will,  entente,  and  mean- 
ing concerning  the  said  Scholeing  and  matter  of  Husbandry,  my 
will  therefore  is,  that  my  Executors  after  my  death  shall,  with 
the  advise  aforesaide,  purchase  landes  or  rentes  to  a  full  supplie 
thereof,  and  what  overplus  hereafter  shall  happen  to  bee,  the 
same  shall  be  imployed  to  the  performance  oif  the  rest  of  my 
will,  or  to  such  other  imployments  as  I  shall  hereafter  ap* 
pointe  :— 

"  And  for  the  increase  of  good  and  godly  Preachers  of  the 
Gospell  my  will  is,  that  my  Executors  forthwith  after  my  deathe 
shall  bestowe  the  some  d  Two  Thousand  Powndbs  in  the 
foundeing  and  establishenge  Six  Scholkrs  to  be  Studienta  in 
Divinitie  in  the  Universitie  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  or  in  both, 
for  ever,  and  in  the  purchasenge,  procureinge,  foundeinge,  and 
establishing  of  landes  and  tenements  the  yearly  profitts  whereof 
shall  be  ymployed  for  placeng  and  maintenance^  in  such  manner 
aistothe  said  LordCheefo  Justice,  or  in  his  defaulte  to  my  Execu- 
tors uppon  good  advice  or  the  most  parte  of  them  shall  be 
thoughte  meetest  :-* 

*'  And  their  Exhibition  and  Payment  shall  continue  to  them 
severally  from  their  first  cominge  to  the  saide  Universities  untill 
they  severally  shall  be^  or  by  the  Orders  and  Constitutions  of 
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thdre  howsefl  might  bee,  Bachijiers  in  Divinitie^  or  otherwise 
shall  bee  Fellowes  of  any  bowse  or  bowses^  or  shall  be  beneficed 
in  the  Countiy : — 

"  And  as  they  shall  be  soe,  or  in  the  like  manner  severally 
preferred  or  promoted^  or  as  they  in  the  mean  tyme  shall  fortune 
to  dye^  their  several  places  shaU  be  supplied  with  Scholers^  to 
bee  elected  by  the  Feofiees^  or  the  most  parte  of  them^  with  the 
advise  of  the  Schoolmaster  there,  out  of  the  saide  Grammer 
Schtx>k  of  Tyverton^  and  not  elsewhere,~^and  that  of  the  aptest 
in  Iieaminge^  and  lest  able  to  mainteyne  themselves  in  the  saide 
Ministries — and  for  the  foundeinge^  establishinge>  and  perfect- 
inge  of  tiie  said  Sixx  Scholleks>  and  of  the  landes  for  theire 
maintenance,  and  of  the  elections  and  orders  aforesaide,  and  for 
all  other  things  fitt  to  be  donne  in  and  abowte  the  same^  I 
wholly  referre  to  the  direction  and  finishyeing  of  the  saide  Lord 
Cheefe  Justice,  most  humbly  praying  his  good  Lordshipp  to  bee 
pleased  to  take  the  same  uppon  him  and  to  finishe  the  same  with 
all  convenient  speede,  and  in  his  defeulte  to  my  saide  Executors 
uppon  very  good  advise, — and  for  the  first  Sixe  to  be  placed  in 
the  saide  Universitie  or  Universities,  I  leave  to  the  nomination 
and  appoyntment  of  the  said  Lord  Cheefe  Justice,  and  of  my 
aaid  Executors,  not  doubting  but  as  they  shall  be  afterwards 
promoted  or  removed  as  aforesaide,  or  otherwise  shall  fortune  in 
the  mean  tyme  to  dye,  others  fitt  to  be  there  placed  as  aforesaid, 
will  arise  and  spring  upp  into  the  saide  Gramer  Schoole  of 
Tyverton." 

There  are  Donations  to  various  Hosjntals,  and  Companies 
in  London,  testifying  his  partiality  to  the  City:  Where  he 
died  a  Bachelor,  at  the  Patriarchal  age  of  Etohtt  One,  cm 
the  18th  of  April,  1601,  leaving  many  Collateral  Relations. 

He  was  buried  m  the  Parish  of  St.  Michael  Paier  Nosier, 
now  better  known  by  the  name  of  Si.  Michad  Royaly  on  the 
9th  of  May,  following,  with  great  respect  and  ceremony, 
having  directed  a  considerable  sum  to  be  expended  in  his 
Funeral 

His  specific  Legacies  amounted  to  £32,178.,  and  it  is 
generally  believed  that  his  Executors,  after  the  payment  of 
those  Lq;acies,  divided  a  large  reridue. 

For  the  better  understanding  the  Directions  of  the 
Founder's  Will,  as  well  as  the  subsequent  Benefiu^tions  to 
thb  Schod,  we  have  fortunately  the  aUe  exposition  of  the 
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late  Bkkjamxk  Incledom^  of  Pilton,  Deron,  Esq.,  who 
carefully  oonunented  upon  each  drcumfitance,  in  a  work 
printed  at  his  own  expense,  for  the  use  of  the  Foundation. 
This  bode  has  once  been  re-printed  bj  order  of  thx 
Feoffees,  with  notes  and  additions  to  the  year  1804. 

Mr.  Bluvdell  lived  at  a  time  when  matters  of  Religion 
were  scarcely  settled  after  the  Rxfobmation  ;  but  Ua  adr 
herence  to  the  Protestant  Faith  is  strongly  marked  by 
his  liberal  foundation  for  '*  Studients  in  Divinitie.^  And 
his  '^  dea^fnend^*  The  Lord  Chief  Justice  put  this  port  of 
the  Trust  into  execution  with  great  assiduity.  Not  a  year 
had  elapsed  after  The  Founder^s  death  before  he  nominated 
(14th  Mareh,  1601,)  the  SchoIars,--and  ordained,  that  Two 
should  be  founded  in  Balliol  College,  Oxford,—- Two 
others  in  Emanuel  College* — and  Two  others  in  Stonet 
Sussex  College,  Cambridge. 

It  happened  that  Emanuel  College  would  not  accept 
the  nomination,  which  was  therefore  revoked,  on  the  20th 
of  August,  1603, — and  the  Two  Scholars  intended  for  that 
College,  were  added  to  those  in  Sydney  Sussex  College. 

Agreements  were  very  soon  afterwards  entered  into 
between  The  Lnd  Chief  Justice  and  the  Colk^get,  viz.,  on 
the  17th  ci  March,  160S,  with  Balliol  College,— aiid^ 
on  the  20tb  of  September,  1608,  with  Sypney  Sussex 
College* 

But  Hb  Lordship  dyii^  (on  the  lldi  of  November^ 
1607))  before  the  sum  allotted  could  be  laid  out,  the  Estab* 
lishments  were  not  completely  settled  until  some  years  after 
his  death ; — but,  in  the  mean  time,  the  Executors  maintaiiied 
the  Students  in  the  Universities. 

It  appears  by  the  Deeds  (which  are  generally  known  by 
the  name  of /<  CamporiHon  Deeds'^  that,  when  the  Estab- 
lishments were  finally  settled,  ^<  the  Executors  had  disbursed 
a  Tliousand  Marks,  and  also  £3d..6..8.  by  way  of  increase, 
amounting  to  £700.  towards  purchasing  lands  at  Woodstocfc, 
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in  Ozfordahire,  for  tbe  mainteiMnoe  of  a  Fellow  and  Scholar 
atBalliol  College''  (11th  Novr.,  1615).— And  that  "the 
Executors  had  hkewise  disbursed  Two  Thousand  Marks, 
and  also  One  Hundred  Marks  by  way  of  increase^  amounlii^ 
to  £1400.  towards  purchaGtfng  lands  at  Cleey  in  Lincohishire, 
for  the  maintenance  of  Two  FeUows  and  Two  Scholars  in 
Sydney  Sussex  CoU^"  (Idth  June,  1616.) 

On  the  10th  of  June  1676,  another  Fellowship  and 
another  SchdUur^ip  were  establiBbed  between  Tbe  Feoffees 
and  BaUiol  College,  on  nearly  the  same  plan  as  those  already 
mentioned*  It  is  said  in  this  seccmd  Deed  of  Ccftnposition, 
that  "  the  College  had  lately  received  a  gratuity  of  j£50. 
firom  The^Peoffees  towards  the  discharge  of  certain  burthen- 
some  Debts  which  then  lay  on  the  said  College,  and  that  the 
sum  of  £600.  was  in  hand  paid  by  The  Feofiees  to  The 
College,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  said  Fc^llow  and  Schohir, 

A  beneficial  circumstance  to  the  Trust,  *^  which  is  not 
much  known,''  attended  the  transaction  of  this  second 
Establishment.  For,  not  long  before  it  was  carried  into 
execution,  "  The  Revd.  Hichakd  Newte  presented  the 
Feoffees  with  £100.,  and  in  return  it  was  agreed,  that  John 
Newte,  his  son,  should  be,  as  he  afterwards  was,  the  ^ret 
Fellow  on  that  Foundation.'* 

Twenty-Seven  Feoffees  are  named  iti  the  Will,  but 
in  future  Twenty-five  only  were  deemed  necc^ssary.  Two 
of  the  ori^nal  Feoffees  were  infant  sons  of  his  relations  John 
West  and  John  Blundell,  whom  he  appointed  Feoffees, 
not  willing  that  they  should  run  the  risque  of  being  excluded 
at  an  Election. 

In  preserving  the  complement  of  the  Trust,  the  Feoffees 
are  obliged  to  fill  up  the  vacancies,  when  they  are  reduced 
to  Thirteen ;  but  they  are  not  required  to  wait  until  they 
are  reduced  to  that  number.  And,  when  they  HU  up,  they 
pust  make  up, including  themselves,  the  number  of  Tw^nty- 
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rivB^aitiie  leasts  hut  they  are  not  prohibtted  from  ^onc^tf^ 
that  number. 

To  avoid  a  predpitate  dection  of  Feoflfees,  it  was  ordered, 
in  177 1 9 "  That  no  Feoffee  be  chosen  without  a  year\  notice 
at  a  Meeting,  of  an  intention  to  fill  up  the  Trust^ 

The  Trust  is  kept  full,  and  consists  as  it  always  has  done 

of  the  most  respectable  Inhabitants  of  the  Neighbourhood  or 

County.

It  does  not  appear  that  Mr.  Blundkll  was  possessed  of 
any  other  landed  Estate  in  any  other  County,  or  in  any 
other  places  of  the  County  of  Devon,  than  the  Parish  of 
Tiverton,  and  those  Parishes  into  which  the  Manor  of  West 
JVosri  extends. 

Besides  these  landed  Estates,  the  Feoffees  now  have 
£2670.  Ca{ntal  Trust  Monies  in  tlie  Old  South  Sea  Annui- 
ties. The  present  Income  ofthe  Trust  Estate  is  about  £40a 
per  annum,  and  the  Out-g(nngs  about  £350. 

With  what  diligence  and  integrity  Sir  John  Popham 
executed  the  great  trust  reposed  in  him, — aided  by  the 
unanimous  and  laudable  co-operation  of  The  Fkoffbes,-— 
may  be  gathered  from  the  prompt  manner  in  which  the 
buildii^  were  erected,  for  within  Four  years  after  the  death 
of  the  pious  Founder,  the  Schools,  with  the  DweUing^House 
imd  Offices,  were  all  substantially  completed  near  the  river 
Loman. 

In  1695,  the  great  Grate  being  much  decayed.  Iron  Grates 
were  erected  in  it's  stead,  over  which  are  suitable  Latin  and 
English  Inscriptions.  The  Porter's  Lodge  was  built  at  the 
same  time.  The  Porter  has  a  Salary  of  50s.  a  year,  and  a 
Grown  when  wanted. 

The  number  of  boys  to  be  educated  was  originally  limited 
to  Onb  Hukbrbd  and  Fifty:  But  the  Schools  were 
erected  upon  a  more  extensive  scale,  and  many  additional 
conveniences  to  the  buildings  having  liberally  been  made 
from  time  to  time  by  The  Feoffees,  to  accoinmodate  die 
Master  and  Usher,-— this  noble  Seminary  is  now  in  great 
celebrity,  and  including  the  native  boys,  contains  about  Two 
Hundred  and  TniBTr  Scholars. 

On  a  vacancy  of  the  Office  of  the  Master,  or  Usher,  by 
Death  or  Rerignation, — (for  there  is  no  instance  of  the 
removal  of  either  for  misbehavioury^a  drcumstance  much 
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to  the  credit  of  those  who  have  filled  these  Offices) — ^the  va- 
cancy has  been  filled  up  by  the  Majority  of  the  Feoffees, 
piievious  notice  of  an  Election  having  been  given  by  the 
Clerk  in  various  Newspapers. 

In  case  of  a  Besignation,  it  was  <^  ordered,  in  l77^j  that 
the  Master,  and  Usher,  is  to  gif  e  notice  thereof  at  Whii^ 
suntide  or  Christmas.^  And,  in  1797}  &  further  order  was 
,  made,  requiring  at  leait  Eighi  moriihs'  notice  {it>m  flie  Mas- 
ter, or  Usher,  of  thdr  intention  to  resign. 

Upon  some  disputed  between  the  Masted  and  Ushct  in  the 
year  1734,  it  was  **  ordered,  that  the  superint^ndam^  cf 
both  Schools  shall  be  in  the  Master.^  Upon  some  further 
disputes  between  them  in  1791)  the  last  mder  was  confirmed, 
widi  this  addition,  ^'  that  the  Sdiool  hours  he  the  same  to 
both  Master,  md  Usher,  and  equaQy  to  be  observed  by 
each  of  them."  And,  it  was  likewise  then  *^  ordered,  that 
the  ^Brection  of  the  Gates  shall  be  with  the  Master,  who 
may  order  them  to  be  opened  and  shut  when  he  thinks  pro- 
per,— but  that  both  Master,  and  Usher,  be  separately  at 
liberty  to  give  leave  to  any  boy,  who  boards  in  their  respec- 
tive Houses,  to  go  out  on  application  of  their  Friends ; — and 
that  the  same  rule  be  extended  to  the  liberty  of  the  boys 
absenting  themselves  from  Church,  unless  under  the  imme- 
diate care  of  the  respective  Masters.^ 

Should  the  Feoffees  at  any  time  think  proper  to  ranove 
the  Master  or  Usher,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  has  no 
power  to  prohibit, — but  his  albwance  is  necessary  to  confirm 
an  Election. 

A  Clebk  was  chosen  with  the  appointed  Salary ;  but  die 
Feoffees  dected  a  Trbasueer  from  among  themselves,  who 
kept  the  Aeoompts,  and  was  respon^Ue  for  the  receipts  and 
payments,  from  the  year  1610  to  I7S4;  when  it  being  thought 
too  much  trouble,  they  consolidated  the  two  offices,  which 
Union  still  continues,  and  increased  the  Salary  to  £I4.  a 
year.    The  Clkkk's  conduct  is  rq^uhted  by  the  Feoffees 
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at  their  Meeting,  md  the  Directions  to  hitn  ane  entered  in 
their  Book  of  Ordebs. 

"  Our  Book  of  Ordebb^'*  Mr.  Inclbdon  observes,  "  com- 
menced in  the  year  1663.  It  is  evident  from  a  pi^sMge  in  the 
great  Book  of  Account,  that  there  was  another  Book  of  Orders 
{not  to  be  found  at  this  time)  of  a  much  earlier  date,  the  fate  of 
-which  requires  that  there  should  be  mare  care  taken  of  this.  A 
duphcate  of  it  is  certainly  as  necessary  as  that  of  the  great  Book 
of  Account  3  and  when  it  is  made,  the  best  way  of  preserving  it, 
will  be  to  place  the  original  in  the  Chest,  and  the  duplicate  may 
remain  with  the  Clerk. 

"  Upon  what  account  they  were  taken  out  of  the  Cheat  is  at 
this  time  unknown,  but  a  great  number  of  Peeds  and  Evidences 
belonging  to  our  Trust  are  certainly  removed,  and  cannot  now  be 
found.  Our  Clerk  (Mr.  George  Owens),  to  my  certain  know- 
ledge, has  been  very  assiduous  in  his  searches,  and  has  recovered 
many  of  the  Records  of  the  School,  which  had  been  removed  long 
before  he  came  into  office  :  and  I  have  no  doubt,  but  from  the 
same  d^ree  of  assiduity  he  will  recorermore  of  them. — Should 
he  foil  of  success^  the  interference  of  the  Feofiees  will  be  highly 
necessary  to  obtain  them  by  some  legal  method." 

In  1678,  Mr.  John  Ham,  of 'Uplowman,  Gentleman,  by 
his  Will^  dated  in  that  yem*,  ditecta,-* 

^'  Also  whereas  my  Father  deceased,  by  his  Will  gave  towards 
a  Stock  for  a  Work-house  in  Tiverton,  £30.,  so  as  the  same 
were  sett  up  and  4*200.  by  the  Maior  and  Company  raised  for 
the  same  within  tliree  years  after  his  death  (which  not  being 
done,  nor  the  said  jC30.  paid),  now  my  will  is  (though  I  do  not 
conceive  myself  engaged  thereunto),  that  in  lieu  thereof,  and 
out  of  that  respect  find  duty  I  owe  to  Xieaming,  and  especially 
to  the  Foimdation  of  Tiverton  School,  fthe  prmnotion  ofLBARN- 
iNo  hemg  Charity  indeed),  I  do  appoint  my  Executor  hereafter 
named  to  bestow,  with  the  advice  of  Mr.  Blundbll^s  Feoffees, 
£200.  out  of  my  estate  (which  shall  be  paid  by  £40.  per  annum 
to  the  said  Feoffees  to  that  end),  which  shall  be  towards  the 
maintenance  of  a  Fellow  and  Scholar  in  Sidney  Sussex  Col- 
lage in  Cambridge,  or  in  Balliol  College  in  Oxon,  to  be  chosen 
firom  Tiverton  School  after  the^r«l  appointment,  which  first  ap- 
pointment  for  the  Fellowship  my  will  is,  shall  be  my  son  John 
Ham,  with  liberty  for  him  to  study  either  Divinity  or  Physick, — 
afier  his  enjoyment  thereof,  then  the  same  to  be  enjoied  by  such 
flucaessors  as  the  Feoffees  shall  elect  of  Scholars  taught  in  Tiver- 
ton School^  and  borne  in  the  Town  of  Tiverton  if  any  be  fitt^  and 
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for  defiaiilt  of  such,  then  of  the  Parishes  nearest  fa^iacent  that 
shall  be  fitt  and  there  taught  according  to  such  agreements  and 
compositions  as  the  said  Feoffees  (to  whom  I  give  the  said  £200. 
to  that  end)  shall  make  with  the  Masters  and  Fellows  of  either 
of  the  said  Colleges  touching  the  same : — 

'^  And  I  give  unto  my  said  son  John  Ham  the  sum  of  j£800. 
at  his  age  of  Thirty  years,  but  if  before  he  shall  attain  that  age 
he  shall  he,  by  his  brother  Robeht  Ham*s  death,  come  to  have 
in  hand  Overkeam  aforesaid,  to  have  and  to  hold  to  him  and  his 
heirs  males  or  females  of  his  body,  then  my  will  is  that  he  shall 
only  have  £200.  thereof,  and  at  the  end  of  Two  years  next  after 
his  brother  Robert's  death, — ^And  for  the  residue  of  the  said 
Eight  Hundred  Pounds,  £200.  thereof  shall  be  paid  unto  my 
daughter,  the  wife  of  John  Ptu,  Junr.,  of  Exon,  Merchant, 
&c., — and  £100.  to  be  paid  to  Mr.  Blundelx*^  Feoffees  at  the 
end  of  Six  years  next  after  the  death  of  the  said  Robeht  Ham, 
towards  the  purchase  of  some  Fellowship  or  Scholarship  in 
manner  as  aforesaid,  as  they  shall  see  good.*' 

It  is  supposed  that  nather  Balliol  nor  Sydn^  Sussex  Col- 
lege would  agree  with  the  Feoffees  to  establish  a  Fellowship 
aikl  Scholarship. 

The  money  for  a  long  while  Ijud  blended  with  Blundbll's 
Charity,  until  some  of  the  Feoffees  jud^ng  it  proper  that 
this  Donation  should  remain  distinct  bom  Blukdell^s,  an 
application  was  made  to  Chancery  for  instructions,  how  to 
act  in  this  buaness,  when  it  was  reported  (m  1740)  by  the 
Master,  to  whom  the  conaderation  had  been  referred,  that 
the  sum  of  £844„18..9.  Old  South  Sea  Annuities  was  the 
proportion,  and  did  belong  to  Ham^s  Charily,  and  that 
the  Income  and  Produce  thereof,  would  until  reduction 
of  the  siud  Old  South  Sea  Annuities  annuaUy  produce 
je33..15..10.^ — ^And  by  the  same  Report,  the  Master  fur- 
ther directed  **  that  the  Feoffees  mi^t  dispose  of  the  in- 
come, in  one  or  more  Exhibitions  at  large,  at  any  College  in 
ather  of  the  Universides,  in  such  manner  as  they  should 
thmk  fit.'' 

The  Master's  Directions  have  been  followed  ever  since  in 
the  disposal  of  the  Income  of  this  Donation. 

As  the  Master's  Report  is  silent  as  to  the  Feoffees  laying 
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out  the  accumulated  suniy  (which  was  then  sufficient  of 
itself)  in  the  purchase  of  a  FeUowship  and  Scholarship  in 
Balliol  or  Sydney  Sussex  CoU^^ey  as  was  intended,  or  even 
in  any  other  Cdlege,  if  any  opportunity  offered, — end  as  a 
^fiacvetioDary  power  is  given  to  the  Feoffees  for  the  disposal 
of  the  Income^  in  one  or  mote  ExhiUticHis  to  Students  at 
any  College, — it  seems,  <^  as  if  the  intention  of  the  Donor 
was  somewhat  overlodced." 

However,  in  order  to  make  this  Charity  a  better  object 
than  it  was  at  that  time,  it  being  divided  into  7\bm)  Exhiln. 
turns  at  the  small  Income  of  £11*  each,  occasioned  by  the 
reduction  of  the  Stocks  or  Dividends, — ^it  was  proposed, 
diat  in  future  there  may  be  only  One  Exhibition,  and  that 
the  Student  should  be  suligect  to  similar  limitations,  as  in 
the  tmse  of  Blunbxll^s  Scholars  in  the  Universities. 

The  Fecfiees  wishing  to  pay  every  proper  attention  to  the 
advice  of  Mr.  Inclxbon,  ^  so  aealoqs  a  friend  to  the 
Foundation,'*  at  their  Meeting,  in  1792,  adopted  the  mea^ 
sure  thus  recommended. 

Mr.  Benjamin  6ilbe«d,  of  the  City  of  Exeter,  Grocer, 
by  lus  Will  dated  the  8th  of  November,  178S,— 

Devised  to  his  Trustee^, ''  to  be  paid  them  immediately  after 
my  decease,  so  much  money  as  will  purchase  sufficient  Ci^iital 
Stock  in  some  or  one  of  the  public  Funds  or  Government  Secu- 
rity, to  produce  the  annual  Dividend  or  Income  of  £Q0.,  which 
purchase  shall  be  made  in  the  names  of  my  said  Trustees,  and 
the  Dividends,  Interest,  and  Ftoduce  thereof  received  by  them, 
and  paid  over  unto  my  Servant  Agnbs  Nott  into  her  own  hands 
only,  and  not  to  any  person  to  whom  she  may  sell  or  assign  it, 
f6r  her  own  absolute  benefit  during  her  life. — 

*'  And,  after  her  decease,  I  will  that  the  Stock  shall  be  trans- 
ferred to  The  Trustees  of  Blundell's  Free  Latin  School  in  the 
Town  of  Tiverton  or  some  of  them,  so  that  the  interest  thereof 
may  be  emploied  for  the  benefit  of  the  School,  and  the  Scholars 
educated  therein  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  Trustees/* 

The  Annuitant,  Agnes  "Nott,  afterwards  married  Mr. 
OxTON,  Supervisor  of  Exdse  at  Barnstaple.  She  died  on 
the  26tfa  of  November,.1801. 
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At  the  Meeting  in  1802,  it  was  ordered,  that  £lO. per 
anrmm  should,  from  that  day,  be  pud  to  eaoh  of  the  two  Senior 
Scholars  at  Balliol  College,  and  that  the  Uke  sum  should  be 
paid  to  each  of  the  two  Senior  Scholars  at  Sydney  College, 
in  addition  to  their  present  Stipend,<7-And  that  an  Exhibi- 
tion should  be  founded,  to  be  called  <<  Gilberd^b  Exhibit 
ticn^  with  a  Stipend  of  £20.  per  annum.  The  first  Exhi- 
bitioner to  be  elected  at  the  Meeting,  in  1803,  and  to  be  at 
liberty  to  enter  at  any  College,  in  either  of  the  Two  Umver- 
^ties  of  Oxfiyrd  or  Cambridge.  The  eLsctbn  to  be  subject 
to  the  same  orders,  in  all  other  reqKcts,  as  the  Scholars  and 
Exhibitioners  on  the  other  Foundatbns. 

Mr.  GiL9£RD  was  a  natire  of  Tiverton,  and  bom  in  the 
year  1721.  He  was  a  younger  son  of  Richard,  and  Grand- 
son of  JoHif  GiLBBRD,  Merchants  of  that  Town.  He  died 
unmarried  at  Exetar,  in  the  year  1790,  afler  having  carried 
on  the  trade  of  a  Grocer,  with  great  reputation,  and  great 
success. 

In  1715,  The  Revd.  John  Nkwtb,  Clerk,  Rector  of 
'Hverton,  by  his  WUl  doted  the  10th  dT  January  in  that 
year,  directs, — 

"  First  yl  give  the  annual  Income  or  Profits  of  die  lands  I  have 
in  the  Parish  of  Braunton^  in  this  County,  called  '^  Lobb  Phyip,'* 
to  my  brother  Peter  Newte  for  and  during  his  natural  life,  and 
after  his  decease  to  my  Nephew  Samuel  Newtb  during  his  na- 
tural life,  and  after  his  decease  I  give  and  bequeath  the  same  to 
The  Master  and  Fellows  of  Balliol  Ck>Uege  in  Oxford  for  the 
time  being,  for  ever,  the  annual  profits  to  be  bestowed  by  them 
in  an  Exldbition  on  a  Scholar  not  of  Blundell's  Fellows,  but 
to  be  chosen  out  of  Blundell*s  School  by  the  Three  Rectors 
(The  Rectory  being  in  three  Portions)  of  Tiverton  aforesaid,  or 
any  two  of  them  for  the  time  beings — ^which  Scholar  so  chosen 
as  aforesaid,  shall  receive  the  benefit  of  this  Exhibition  yearly  for 
Seven  years,  if  he  shall  continue  Member  of  the  College  so  long, 
but  no  longer." 

<<  I  am  aware,^  Mr.  Inclepon  observes,  ^'  that  it  may 
be  said^  that  the  Feoffees  of  Blvndul's  lands  hare  nothing 
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to  do  with  this  Donation, — ^yet  it  surely  has  some  claim  to 
a  place  with  the  other  Donations  to  the  School,  as  the  person 
who  is  to  recdve  the  benefit  of  it,  must  have  his  Education 
tpUhin  the  watts  qfff^  Seminary. 

"  Mr.  Newte  was  the  son  of  The  Revd.  Richard 
Newte,  one  of  the  Rectors  of  the  Churdi  of  Tiverton,  whose 
kindness  to  the  School  has  already  been  mentioned,— was 
educated  in  the  School,  and  was  the^r^^  Fellow  in  BaUiol  Col- 
l^e,on  the  second  estaUishment  in  the  year  1676.  He  became 
Rector  of  two  portions  in  that  Church,  and  died  in  1715. 

<<  The  Exhibition  did  not  take  place,  ^till  some  years  after 
his  death.  If  s  dear  Income  is  now  £21.  a  year.  The  Stu- 
dent holds  it  for  Seven  years* 

*^  Far  be  it  from  my  thoughts,''  says  Mr.  Incledon,  ^*  to 
reflect  on  the  Directions  of  the  Donor,  or  on  the  Rectors  in 
executing  them,  in  respect  of  electing  the  boys  for  Cdlege, — 
But  it  surely  can  be  no  improper  observation  to  suggest, 
that  it  might  be  no  unwelcome  scene  to  the  eye  of  the  Pub- 
lic, could  ihey  see  an  emulation  qfCandidatesJbr  this  Exhi-^ 
bition  broughijbrxtard  in  the  someplace  and  manner^  as  is 
done  in  the  Elections  of  Blitkdell's  Scholars. 

*^  I  flatter  myself  that  I  run  no  risque  of  censure  from 
THE  RscTOEs  in  what  I  hint  at,  nor  from  The  Feoffees 
in  anticipating  their  concurrence  to  my  proposition.^' 

In  the  year  1741,  The  Feoffees  being  divided  in  opinion, 

in  what  manner  they  ought  to  apply  the  Trust  money,  which 

remained  after  the  dischai^  of  the  general  annual  expense, 

and  which  had  arisen  from  the  deaths  of  Tenants  upon  the 

estates,  and  from  the  Legacy  given  by  Mr.  Ham,  applied  to 

Chancery  by  an  amicable  Bill,  and  in  the  Master^s  Report 

it  is  said,  that  '<  the  Feoffees  might  apply  the  Surplusage 

of  Blundbll's  Charity  in  augmentation  of  Stipends  of 

Blundbll's  Scholars  at  Balliol,  or  Sydney  Sussex  CoUege, 

— or,  in  addition  of  new  Scholarships, — or,  in  one  or  more 

Exhibitions  at  large  to  any  College  in  Oxford  or  Cambridge, 
V'oL.  I.  A  a 
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as  they  think  fit,  it  not  being  possible  to  ettahfish  any  parti* 
eidar  siun.^ 

An  augmentation  €xf  £4.  a  year  was  made  to  eadi  of 
Blitndell's  Scholars  at  Balliol,  and  another  of  £9*  a  year 
toeach  of  those  at  Sydney  Sussex  CoUege.  And  the  Soho- 
lars  at  these  two  Colleges  have  since  had  an  odditioii  of  £10. 
a  year  each,  fiom  Mr.  Gilbkbd's  donation. 

A  Vacancy  of  a  Schoiardiq>  may  happen  from  the  fblbw- 
ing  causes,— «yix., 

*'  InsaiBciency  in  Learning  affcer  Three  years'  praftMtkm. 

''  Not  studying  Dtvinitr  and  becoming  Praachets  of  the  word 
of  God. 

"  Having  held  a  Fellowship  Ten  years  after  A.  M.^  or  time  to 
beA.M., 

''  Death,  Marriage,  or  Acceptance  off  a  School 

"  Acceptance  of  a  Benefice  with  Cure  of  Souls." 

On  every  Vacancy  of  a  Scholarship^  the  College  is  obliged, 
by  the  Agreements  with  the  FedBfees,  ^*  within  Two  numtha 
after  to  give  notice  to  the  FedBTees,  that  they  may  make 
choice  of  another  Scholar  in  the  School :  and  the  aUowanoe 
&c.,  of  Commons  for  two  months  fidlowing,  remains  for 
Scholars  whicK  shall  be  next  sent.  If,  iqpon  notioe  ^ven, 
the  Feoffiaes  shall  not  within  two  months  send  a  Scholar, 
the  Coll^  may  retun  allowanee  until  Scholar  be  sent  But 
if  Scholar  be  not  sent  for  want  of  notice^  the  Schdar  next 
sent  shall  receive  aUowance,  8cc^  ftom  the  vacancy," 

In  consequence  of  the  Vacancy  being  noticed,  the  Feof- 
fees, until  the  year  1764,  met  within  a  short  apace  of  time* 
and  elected  a  Schohr ;  but,  in  that  year,  an  Order  (yAnxh 
has  mce  been  a^ered  to)  was  made,  <<  that  the  Feoffees 
should  annually  meet  on  tlie29th  day  of  June,  unless  that  day 
happened  on  a  Sunday,  and  then  on  the  Monday  following.*^ 

This  Order,  accordmg  to  Mr.  iKCLEnox,  seems  to  mifitate 
against  the  spirit  of  the  Agreements  aheady  mentioned,  and 
against  prcmioting  Emuiaiion  in  the  Candidates,  in  as  much 
as  any  Procrastination  of  an  ElectioB  of  a  Scholar  by  the 
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TeaSkeSj  throws  the  iBOonoe  of  the  yacant  Scholarship  into  a 
'  Afferent  chamel  {ram  that  ia  which  it  ought  to  go :  and 
be^dee  that,  the  bojrs  placed  at  the  Sdiod  on  pui^se  to  be 
CandBdate9  mKjjJbr  want  of  a  aaffideat  number  of  Feoffees 
b^ig  present  to  elect  a  Scholar,  be  ^/uperafmtuxkd. 

Within  a  few  years  past  the  Election  has  beai  frequently 
put  off,  because  a  sufiSdent  nAmber  of  Feoffbes  Hd  fwt.aU 
Undf  which  confirms  the  piopciety  of  Mr.  Ivclbdok's 
remark. 

When  a  Meeting  is  hcdden,  *^  a  Chairman  is  balloted  for, 
who  has  a  casting  Vote,  in  case  of  an  equality  of  Votes,  upoa 
any  question  respecting  the  Trust^  The  Candidates  make 
Latin  Orations, — produce  Poetkal  Compositions— and  are 
exaioiDed  in  the  Classics  by  the  Master,  in  the  presence  of 
the  Feoffees,  and  a  public  Audience  in  the  School 

It  is  necessaiy  that  the  Candidates  be  funnBhed  with  a 
Certificate  of  their  age,  for,  as  by  the  Will  no  boy  can  re- 
mun  in  the  School  after  he  is  Eighteen  years  c^age,  so  he  is 
ineli^^e  unto  a  Scholarship,  and  inadmiasible  into  Cdlege 
after  he  has  completed  that  peikid. 

By  way  c^  caution  to  all  parties  interested  in  the  Election 
of  Schohurs  for  the  CoB^es,  the  following  Orders  haye  been 
made  by  the  Feoffiees,  viz., 

''That  Boys  chosen^  shall  at  the  next  term  at  fkrthest  afkr 
the  EleGtion  repair  to  CoQege^  and  that  notUnext  term  or  adaus- 
sion  into  College^  they  shall  omtinue  at  this  School,  and  not  at 
any  other. 

"  Boys  not  complying  with  the  above  Order,  shall  forfeit  the 
benefit  of  such  Electbn,  unless  prevented  by  Providence,  or 
other  reason  to  be  allowed  by  the  Feoffees. 

"  No  boy  in  future  shall  stand  as  a  Candidate,  unless  such  boy 
hath  been  resident  in  school  Three  years  next  before. 

"  No  Scholar  of  Blundisll's  Sdiaol  who  shall  be  absent 
therefrom,  and  have  entered  at  either  of  the  Universities  and 
continued  thece  more  than  one  Term^  shall  be  eligible  on  Blun- 
DELL  s  or  Ham*s  Foundation." 

Many  disputes   between  the    Feoffees  and  Balliol 
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College  have  happened :  but  none  of  them  came  to  a  \egtl 
detennination,  except  the  case  of  Thomas  White,  in  1617, 
who  was  refused  admittance  into  Cdlege,  on  account  of 
SuperannuaHonf  and  their  rgection  of  him  was  confirmed ; 
— ^in  the  matter  of  Henbt  Land,  in  1781,  both  Whitens 
case  and  the  Statutes  of  the  College  were  urged  as  the 
grounds  of  their  refusing  him  admission. 

The  transactions  between  the  Feoffees  and  Sydney 
Sussex  College  have  never  been  interrupted. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  William  Page 
Richaeds,  M.  a.,  of  New  Coll^;e,  Oxford,  whose  Salary  is 
£50.per  nnnum. 

The  present  Usher  is.  The  Revd.  John  Ley,  of  Sydn^ 
Sussex  CoU^,  Cambridge,  whose  Salary  has  been  increased 
from  20  marks  to  £20. 

Some  of  the  Masters  have  been  allowed  £lO.  a  year  out 
the  Trust  money,  when  they  have  wished  to  have  an  Asust- 
lant  in  the  Higher  School. 

The  expense  of  Boarding  in  the  house  of  the  Master, 
or  of  the  Usher,  is  the  same,  and  is  about  £30.  per  annum. 

The  charge  for  Tuition  by  the  Master  is  Five  guineas 
per  £ifmtim,«*and  by  the  Usher  Four  guineas. 

The  Pupils  pay  only  the  one  or  the  odier  of  these  ^sums, 
according  to  the  Master  under  whose  care  they  are  placed.

1775.  RicnABD  Keats,  M.  A.,  of  Magdalen  College, 
resigned.    The  Father  of  the  present  Admiral  Sir 
Richabd  Goodwin  Keats,  K.  B. 
1797*  William  Page  Richabbs,  M.  A.,  of  New  College. 
There  are  no  Church  Preferments,  nor  other  advantages, 
belonging  to  the  Master  of  this  School :  The  Founder  having 
expressed  his  hope,  that  the  Masters  would  *^  hould  them- 
selves satisfied  and  contents  with  that  recompense  for  their 
triivell,^  which  he  had  assigned. 

*^  Near  Two  Hundred  years^^  Mr.  Incledon  observes, 
<<  having  elapsed  since  the  Foundation  of  this  School,  it  is 
most  likely  that,  if  the  Master  or  Usher  had  not  observed 
this  Rule,  it  would  have  been  noticed  in  the  archives  of  the 
School ;  but  as  nothing  of  the  kind  appears,  there  needs  no 
further  comment  on  this  passage. — 

^<  However,  I  cannot  help  remarking,  that  on  a  request  of 
the  Master,  ^*  in  the  year  1779,  leave  was  given  him  to  serve 
the  Parish  of  Stoodley,^^  which  is  distant  about  Five,  miles 
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fiwm  the  School-house^  and  I  am  faafqpy  to  reooUect,  that  I 
opposed  this  uidulgeiioe: — an  indulgence  whid&  had  not 
been  granted  before,  and  which  I  hope  never  will  again, 
unless  it  is  confined  to  any  one  of  the  PMrtioni  of  the  Church 
ofriverton." 

As  Emulation  aiaong  Youth  in  School  Exonises  is  ever 
pleanng  aad  prais^-wortfay,  so  whaterer  tends  to  promote 
that  virtuous  feeling,  will  most  certainly  meet  with  i^ro- 
badon. 

A  Proposal  being  made  by  the  Master  of  the  School,  at 
the  Meeting  of  the  Feoffees  in  the  year  1776,  £ar  giving  an 
Honorary  Medal  to  boys  educated  at  this  School,  who  should 
distinguirfi  themselves  by  Literary  Abilities,  it  met  with  a 
most  cheerful  reception. 

In  the  following  year,  the  Proposal  was  renewed,  and  a 
hberal  Subscription  was  entered  into  by  the  Feoffees  then 
present,  which  was  sufiicient  for  procuring  a  Die,  and  some' 
Medals  m  silver  and  copper. 

Ahhoti^h  the  Scheme  was,  as  it  were,  in  if  s  infancy,  the 
boys  were  induced  to  bring  forward  their  exercises  at  the 
time  of  Subscription,  iqKn  a  promise  of  Two  Silver  Medab. — 
The  Institution  was  then  opened  (in  1777)  by  «&  Oration  in 
Latin,  on  The  Foundsk  of  the  Sdiool. 

As  'toon  as  the  Medals  could  be  procured,  whidi  was 
sometime  in  the  year  1778,  the  boy  (JoHV  Matthbws)  who 
had  distinguished  himself  by  the  Oratim,  and  another  boy 
(BotJBCHisB  William  Wsxr)  who  had  distii^iishfd  him- 
self by  l^peaking,  were  each  presented  with  a  Silver  MedaL 

To  the  politeness  of  Sir  Chakles  Wabwick  Bampftldb, 
Bart,  one  of  the  Feoffees,  the  Institution  is  indebted  for  the 
design  of  the  Medal,  which  was  executed  by  Mr.  Pihgo  with 
his  usual  ingenuity. 

The  expense  of  the  Die  was  Je47..5..0.— A  SUver  Medal 
comes  to  about  7^-8d,  and  a  Copper  one  to  about  4#. 

The  Subscription  has  been  inareaeed  by  the  Feoffees,  wh 
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haTe  been  elected  ^nce  the  year  1777 ;  each  of  them  having 
generoufily  given  Two  guineas,  which  will  probably  secure  a 
8u£Bcient  fund  for  supporting  the  Institution. 

But  the  grateful  feelings  of  the  Guardians  of  this  eminent 
Foundation  have  not  been  satisfied  with  this  mark  of 
Cammemoration : — 

Tbs  Fboffbss  having  agreed  to  subscribe  One  guinea 
each,  for  the  purpose  of  purdiasing  Books  to  be  given  as  a 
Rkwabd  (or  the  best  English  Poem  in  praise  of  Thb 
FouNDEB,  to  be  produced  at  the  Meeting  in  1804,  being  the 
DucsNTENAET  Annivsbsabt  of  the  Foundation  of  the 
School;  the  same  was  very  laudably  performedi  and  the 
Prizes  were  distributed,  on  St.  Peter's  day,  the  29th  of 
June,—

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TOTNES. 

The  Grammar  School  of  Totnes  was  founded  in  th6 
Seventh  year  of  the  reign  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  1554, 
when  a  portion  of  land  sufficient  for  the  erection  of  a  Schod- 
room,  Guild-Hall,  and  Prison,  and  other  Offices,  was  pur- 
chased by  The  Corporation  of  Totnes  of  the  then  Possessor 
of  the  estates  of  the  ancient  Priory ;  but  there  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  at  this  time  any  endowment  for  it^s 
support 

In  the  year  1636,  Elizaus  Hele,  Esq.,  already  spoken 
of  in  the  description  of  Exeter  Free  Sdiool  and  who 
obtained  the  appellation  of  ^^  Pious  Uses  Hde^'*  lelEt  his  large 
property  to  Trustees  to  undefined  pious  uses,— and  Sir 
John  Maynard,  the  principal,  if  not  the  cmly  acting 
Trustee,  out  of  this  Trust  property,  endowed  The  Grammar 
School  of  Totnes  with  the  Fee  Simple  of  a  Tenement  near 
Rostabridge,  in  the  adjoining  Parish  of  Harberton,  then 
valued  at  nearly  £40.  a  year,  and  oontiuning  about  Sixty 
acres,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Master;  before  which 
period,  it  is  supposed,  that  the  Master  was  supported  by 
The  Corporation. 

There  are  no  Statutes  nor  Ordinances  in  existence. 

The  School  is  open  to  boys  of  the  Town  indefinitely,  on 
the  payment  of  Six  guineas  per  annum.  Two  boys,  how- 
ever, are  sent  by  The  Corporation  to  be  educated,  free  of 
expense.  The  age  for  admission  is  not  limited,  neither  is 
there  any  particular  form. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  system  of  Edu- 
cation is  amilar  to  that  of  Eton  College. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  University  or  Eccle- 
siastical advantages,  attached  to  this  School. 
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The  present  Master  ib,  Mr.  Jamss  Champion  Hicks, 
who  takes  a  few  Boarders  only,  at  the  annual  sum  of  £55. 

Among  the  Eminent  Men  who  have  been  educated  at  this 
School,  may  be  enumerated,— 
Edward  Lye,  the  Antiquary  and  learned  Saxon  and 

Grothic  Sdiolar,  whose  Father  kept  the  School 
Bekjamin  Keitnicott,  D.  D.,  the  Hebrew  Scholar,  and 

Canon  of  Christ  Church,  Oxfcnd. 
Philip  Fuekbaux,  a  learned  Dissenting  Minister.

Ths  Fbse  School  at  BLAnaaomD  stands  a  littk  to  the 
North- West  of  the  Chtueh ;  bat  when,  or  by  wfaom  it  was 
founded,  is  not  known.  A  donatioa  of  £5.  per  annum  by 
Mr.  Williams  is  the  chief  part  of  the  Endowment 

The  anonjinous  Author  of  a  description  of  scmie  places  in 
the  County  of  Dorset,  in  1579^  sajrs,  <<  Here  was  then  a 
School  of  great  fame,  one  Millbb,  Master,  a  man  of  great 
fame  and  learning.^' 

This  cannot  now,  however,  be  considered  a  Free  Gram* 
MAR  School,  as  the  present  Master,  The  Revd.  Mr.  Wise, 
pays  rent  for  the  School-house,  and  is  under  no  obligaticm 
to  teach  graiuitouskf  any  of  the  Children  of  the  Town.

It  18  certain  that  there  was  fermerly  a  GrBAmcAB  School 
at  CBAKBoitinE,  a9  Edwaxd  Stillikofleet,  D.  D^  Biahqp 
of  Worcester,  was  educated  here,  but  no  satisfactory  evidence 
can  be  produced  concerning  it's  endowment 

The  present  <<  Academy^  was  estaUished  by  The  Revd. 
John  Thompson,  Vicar  of  Horton,  and  is  kept  over  the 
Market-House  which  was  erected  some  time  since  by  l^e 
Marquis  of  Salisburt,  without  any  endowment  but  the 
room. 
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DORCHESTER. 

The  Fbee  School  of  Doechesteb  was  built  by  Edwaed 
H AEDY,  of  Wyke  near  Weymouth,  his  endowment  bearing 
date  the  3d  of  August,  in  the  Twenty-first  year  of  the  reign 
of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1579)  being  for  a  Master  and  an 
Usher  to  teach  natives  of  the  Town.  The  Teustees  are 
Ten  in  number ; — ^Five  of  whom  are  chosen  from  the  Gren- 
tlemen  of  the  County, — and  Five  from  the  InhaUtants  of 
the  Town.     There  is  no  Common  Seal. 

'I  he  present  endowment  consists  of  a  small  farm  in  the 
Parish  of  Fro(xne  Vauchurch,  which  is  now  let  for  £30.  per 
aiamtm  ;»and  Quit  Rents  aiising  from  DwellingJiouaes  in 
the  Town  of  Dorchester,  let  on  leases  for  Lives,  renewable 
on  payment  of  Fines ; — together  with  a  Chief  Rent  of  £2. 
ftr  annum  arinng  from  an  estate  at  Shilvinghampton  ;«— 
amounting  in  the  whole  to  £53.  per  annum. 

The  renewals  of  Lives  in  these  Houses  may  be  averaged 
at  £20.  occasionally ;  but  this  advantage  is  now  sequestered 
from  the  Master,  to  make  up  the  money  which  was  borrowed 
to  defray  the  expenses  incurred  for  repairing  the  premises 
in  1815. 

A  large  room  in  the  Dwelling-house,  belonging  to  the 
School,  was  used  as  a  School  for  the  Lower  boys  before  the 
year  1660,  and  was  no  doubt  the  original  School  built  by  the 
Townsmen,  before  Mr.  Haedy^s  Foundation ;  for  a  little 
South  of  the  House  door,  upon  the  wall,  are  the  Queen^s 
Arms,  supported  by  a  Lbn  and  a  Wy  vem,  and  under  them 
the  date  1569. 

The  School  having  suffered  much  in  a  great  Fire  which 
happened  in  the  Town  in  1613,  Robeet  Cheke,  then  Mi- 
nister and  Schoolmaster,  built  what  is  now  the  great  School^ 
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urith  the  Library  over  it,  Sir  Robert  Napier  having  given 
some  ground  for  the  purpose,  so  that  this  was  an  addition  to 
the  (»riginal  building. 

The  House  designed  for  the  Usher,  has  long  since  been 
disposed  of,  and  the  situation  of  an  Usher  entirely  relin- 
quished. 

There  is  a  small  Exhilntion  at  any  College,  in  either  Uni. 
'versity,  for  a  native  of  this  town,  amounting  to  £5.  per 
antmrn,  which  arises  from  the  profits  of  the  Market. 

There  are  also  two  Exhibitions  aS  £10.  per  annum  each 
at  St.  John^s  College,  Cambridge,  for  Scholars  from  St.  PauFs 
School,  London,  or  the  Free  School  of  Dorchester. 

This  School  flourished  exceedingly  under  the  happy  aus- 
pices of  The  Revd.  John  Watson  ;  from  40  to  60  Boarders 
were  educated  in  his  house,  and  it  was  a  Seminary  of  very 
great  repute. 

The  School  also  maintained  it^s  credit  during  the  Master- 
ship of  The  Revd.  John  Cutlbs,  bow  Head  Master  of  The 
Free  School  at  Sherborne. 

The  present  Master,  The  Revd.  Evan  Davies,  A.  B., 
was  appointed  on  the  16th  of  October,  1814.  He  found 
the  School  dwindled  down  to  Ttn  Boarders ;  the  greater 
part  of  whom  retired  from  it,  on  the  resignation  of  Mr. 
fliCHMAN.  He  had  the  arduous  task  of  raismg  a  School 
thus  diminished,  and  to  contend  with  others  which  had 
benefited  by  irs  decay.  His  endeavours  have  not  been 
wanting,  and  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  be  crowned  with  the 
.success  which  he  deserves. 

The  present  Salary  is  JCSS.  per  annium^  together  with  a 
House,  rent  freee;  But  the  Master  pays  all  taxes  to  which 
the  House  is  subject,  except  the  Window  Tax  for  the 
School  and  Dormitory  over  it.  He  also  pays  the  Poor 
rates.

The  plan  of  Education  pursued  in  Doidiester  SdKX^ 
bears  a  strict  resemblance  to  the  system  introduced  into 
Winchester  CoU^  by  ttshop  HuNTivaPOBD,  the  presoit 
Warden. 

In  the  method  of  teaching  the  Greek  language^  the 
Bishop^s  rules  are  inyariably  adhered  to;  and  all  his  Publi- 
cations, introductory  to  that  language,  we  read  by  the 
Students  when  first  commendng  Gredc. 

The  edition  of  the  works  of  Pindar  by  H.  HuNTiNaroso, 
LL.B.,  is  now  introduced  into  the  School;  being  considered 
a  publication  of  great  utiHty,  to  fiualitate  the  LeBmer's  pro- 
gress in  the  renderii^  of  that  difficult  author  with  propriety.

The  Sciences  of  Mathematics,  Algebra,  Greometry,  &c., 
are  taught  in  the  Sdiool  by  a  vary  aUe  Professor.    Certain 
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hours  of  particular  days  in  the  week  are  allotted  and  set 
apart  for  those,  who  Bn  desoous  of  being  made  acquainted 
with  these  usefiil  Sciences. 

The  Evoiings  in  each  particular  day  of  the  week  are  de- 
voted to  Compontions,  Prose  and  Veise  aitemateiy;  and 
edier  exercises  proportioDed  to  the  pvogiess  of  the  diAereut 
Scholars. 

On  Sunday  Evenings  the  authors  md  fer  instilSng  Beli- 
gbus  knowledge  into  the  minds  of  the  Piquls,  are  Sako- 
voBD^s  Lectures  on  the  Church  Catechism, — Gilpin^s  Lec- 
tures,—and  other  little  Tracts  carreapondent  to  the  yean  of 
the  Pupils. 

The  School-house  at  Dorchester  is  very  conunodious,  com- 
prising a  very  fine  School-4noQm  50  feet  by  23 ;  and  several 
excellent  Bed-rooms ;  and  is  considered  suffidently  large  for 
the  accommodation  of  Sixty  Boarders.    There  is  an  excel- 
lent Play-Court  attadied  to  the  House,  winch  was  made  at 
the  sole  expense  of  Mr.  Davies,  in  1817*

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EVERSHOT,  near  Sherborne. 

The  Fbbb  Gbammae  School  at  Etb&8Hot  was  founded  by 
Chbistofhbb  Stickland,  of  Yealdon,  in  the  County  of 
Bedford,  Gentlemany  by  Indenture  dated  the  20th  of  Novem- 
ber,  in  the  Fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  King  Chaelbs  the 
First,  1628,  to  the  intent  '^  to  have  a  Free  School  for  reading, 
writing,  and  Grammar  erected  and  settled  within  the  Town 
of  Evershot  aforesaid  (where  he  was  bom),  for  the  instruc- 
tion and  breeding  of  men  children  which  have  or  shall  here- 
after be  born  in  the  same  Town,  and  in  the  Parish  of  Frome 
St.  Quintin;  and  also  for  any  other  that  he  shall  nominate 
and  appoint  thereto  to  be  taught  the  same,  not  exceeding 
the  number  of  Four;  and  for  that  purpose  to  proride  and 
allot  some  competent  sustentation  and  maintenance  to  and 
for  a  Schoolmaster  there  successively  for  ever,  to  train  up, 
instruct,  and  teach  the  same  Children  in  good  Learning, 
true  Religion,  and  the  fear  of  God.** 

And  for  the  Endowment  of  the  same  he  gave  a  house  and  80 
acres  of  land  situate  at  Over  Kiogcombe,  in  the  Parish  of  Toller 
Poroorum>  in  the  County  of  Dorset,  to  be  let  on  lease  ''  fiom 
•even  years  to  seven  years  continually  for  ever^  at  the  best  im- 
proved yearly  rent  or  value  that  shall  or  may  be  made,  or  will 
be  given  for  the  same  $*'  the  yearly  rent  and  other  profits  to  be 
^'  ibr  and  towards  the  yearly  stipend  and  maintensnce  of  some 
honest,  painftill,  and  sufikient  learned  Schoolmaster/'  The 
Sdiodmaster  to  be  nominated  by  The  Founder  during  his  life 
time;  and  after  by  the  FeofRees,  or  the  greatest  number  of  them, 
successively.    The  Sakry  to  be  paid  hi^  yearly. 

And  moreover,  *'  that  every  of  the  male  ChOdren  whether 
other  of  the  kindired  or  blood  of  the  Founder,  or  of  the  name  of 
Stiokland,  and  who  have  been  or  shall  be  bom  within  Thirty 
miles  of  the  Town  of  !^vershot,  and  any  other  that  shall  be  sent 
thither  by  the  Founder,  bis  heirs,  or  assigns  not  exceeding  the 
number  of  Fo/uir,  shall  be  at  all  times  hereafter  for  ever  received 
and  taught  in  the  said  School,  until  they  severally  attain  the  age 
of  Eighteen  years,  freely  and  without  giving,  paying,  or  being 
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deoianded  to  pay  any  money  or  other  recompense  for  their  teach- 
ing or  leamttti^in  the  said  school.'* 

And  furtherfhore,  inasmuch  as  the  principal  Inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Evershot  had  promised  and  agreed  to  convert  the 
Town-house  or  Church-house^  together  with  an  acre  of  land 
thereunto  belonging,  to  and  for  the  use  of  a  School-house,  and 
for  Scholars  there  to  be  taught,  the  Founder  therefore  gave  the 
sum  of  Jt'30.>  and  also  gave  and  delivered  by  the  dipoction  and 
appointment  of  Petronell  Btwobth>  his  Sister,  deceased^  the 
sum  of  £50.  to  the  Feoffees,  for  a  Stock  to  be  employed  for  the 
benefit  and  maintenance  of  the  Poor  of  Evershot  and  Rampisham 
for  ever :  30s.  of  the  annual  interest  thereof  to  be  for  the  main- 
tenance and  relief  of  the  poor  of  Rampisham^  wherein  the  said 
Petronell  Byworth  was  bom  -,  and  20s,  to  be  given  yearly  to 
some  honest,  learned  men,  whom  the  Feoffees  shall  nominate,  to 
preadi  Two  Sermons  yearly  for  ever,  one  on  the  Feast  of  St. 
Micbdel  the  Archangel,  and  the-otiier  on  the  First  day  of  May 
in  the  Town  of  Evershot :  and  the  residue  to  be  for  relief  of 
the  Poor  of  Evershot,  to  be  bestowed  as  well  in  providing  of 
wool,  flax,  hemp,  and  other  necessaries  to  set  such  of  the  poor 
persons  to  work  as  are  thereunto  able^  as  also  in  providing 
of  bread  and  clothing  for  such  other  of  the  poor  as  are  aged, 
weak,  sick,  or  impotent,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Parson,  Church- 
wardens, and  Ovei-seers  of  the  Poor  for  the  time  being. 

The  Feoffees  are  Twelve  in  number,  and  on  being  reduced 
to  Four,  the  Survivors  are  to  appoint  ^'  Eight  other  persons  of 
good  quality,"  for  the  performance  of  the  Trust.  And  in  case 
of  the  failure  or  neglect  of  the  Trustees  to  demise  or  let  the  said 
messuages  and  lands,  or  to  pay  and  employ  the  yearly  rents  and 
profits  thereof  towards  the  maintenance  of  a  Schoolmasta*  at 
Evershot,  *'  that  then  and  at  all  times  of  failing,  the  Schoolmaster 
there  for  the  time  being,  together  with  the  Parson  of  Evershot, 
and  the  Church-wardens,  and  Overseers  of  die  Poor  there  for  the 
time  being,  or  any  two  or  more  of  them  (whereof  the  Parson  of 
Evershot  for  the  time  then  being  to  be  one)  shall  and  may  in 
the  name  of  the  said  Feoffees  contract  lor  leases  of  the  said  mes- 
suages and  lands  for  the  like  term  of  Seven  years,  at  the  best 
improved  yearly  balance  the  same  will  yield.*' 

And  if  any  Schoolmaster  '*  sh$U  happen  to  prove  disordered 
of  behaviour,  or  otherwise  unfit  to  teach  and  tmin  up  Children 
according  to  the  true  meaning  of  liiese  presents,  that  then  d&e 
said  Christopher  Sticki^and  during  his  life  time,  and  after  hia 
decease,  the  said  Feoffees,  ot  the  greatest  numbered  them  fbr  the 
time  bdng,  shall  and  may  displace  and  put  out  such  disordered 
and  unfit  person,  and  place  in  such  other  fit  person  firom  time 
to  time>  as  they  in  their  discretion  shall  think  meet.** 
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The  present  rental  of  the  Endowment  is  £  145.  per  annum ; 
together  with  the  School-house  and  acre  of  land,  which  may 
be  estimated  at  about  £10.  or  £12.  more*

appointed  on  the  26th  of  December,  1811.

The  Founder  of  The  Fees  School  at  Gillinghah  is 
unknown. 

By  a  Decree  in  Chancery^  in  1 598>  relative  to  the  ^uriah  Landsj 
it  appears,  that  sundry  Messuages,  Lands,  and  Tenements^  par- 
cel G^  the  Customary  Lands  of  the  Manor  of  Grillingfaam,  were 
coaveyed  and  assureid  to  the  use  of  sundry  persons  and  their  heirSi 
in  Trust,  that  out  of  the  issues  and  profits  thereof,  there  might 
h^  perpetually  maintained  within  this  Town  a  Schoolmaster,  for 
the  instruction  of  Youth  in  good  Idteratnre,  and  for  the  better 
dischaige  of  their  duty  to  God,  the  King,  and  the  Common- 
wealth ;— 'and  that  the  Church  of  Gillingbam  may  be  better  le- 
pured  i  —poor  People  there  relieved  >— Prisoners  refreshed ;—- and 
Highways,  Causeways,  and  Bridges  thereabouts,  kept  and  main- 
tained. 

By  an  Inquisition  taken  at  Gillingham  on  the  38th  of  Septem- 
ber, in  the  Forty-first  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabcth, 
1699,  it  was  directed,  that  the  interests  of  the  Copyholders  shaU 
be  conveyed  by  Surrender  from  time  to  time  unto  Twelve  of 
the  Customary  Tenants  of  the  said  Manor,  to  hold  by  Copy  of 
Court-Roll  to  them  and  their  Heirs,  according  to  thecustom  of  the 
Manor,  by  the  Fines,  Heriots,  Customs  and  Services  thereof  due 
and  accustomed  j  which  Twelve  persons,  and  the  Survivon  of 
them,  shall  be  called  by  the  name  of  "  Thb  Fsoppbbs  of  the 
L1A.NDS  of  Gillingham,  unpointed  to  Charitable  Ubbs  :" 

That  the  sum  of  Twenty  marks  yearly  of  the  rents  and  profits 
of  these  Lands,  shall  be  employed  to  the  finding  and  mainten- 
ance of  a  Schoolmaster  at  Gillingham,  to  teach  the  ChUdren  of 
the  Parishioners,  gratis;  and  that  the  election  or  removal  of 
him  shall  be  by  The  Feoffees,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Vicar. 

In  the  year  1680,  the  School  was  augmented  by  Dr. 
Datbkant,  with  £5.  per  annum.  And,  in  1698,  Mr. 
Cheistophbe  Estmond  gave  £8.  per  annum  more. 

A  portion  of  the  property,  in  1799,  was  surrendered  to 
Stephen  Aenold,  then  Proprietor  of  77^  Phcenix  Inn^  ad- 
jcrining,  and  the  produce  thereof  applied  to  the  Redemptim 
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of  the  Land-Tax,  from  the  other  property  in  Gillinghain, 
under  the  Act  of  the  38^  Geo.  III.  chap.  60. 

By  an  Act  pasaed  in  the  49o.  Geo.  III.,  1809,  for  inclos- 
ing  the  waste  lands  within  this  Parish,  an  addition  of  about 
three  acres  was  made  to  the  Estates :  and  in  consequence 
thereof  and  of  many  exchanges  and  improvements  effected 
about  that  time,  the  ntuation  <rf  the  hmds  was  materially 
altered.  The  present  quantity  of  land  beloD^ng  to  the 
School  is  88»..0'..15P. 

This  is  now,  and  has  been  for  a  oondderable  time  past,  ^ 
merely  a  Village  School,  nothing  beyond  English,  writing, 
and  arithmetic  being  taught  in  it 

The  Master  has  a  DweUing-house,  and  a  Sal^uy  of  £40. 
per  aainum ;  and  instructs  18  Boys  graiii. 

The  Back-Rent  of  the  Estate  is  nearly  £200«  per  anmumy 
which  is  faithfully  applied  to  the  objects  of  the  Charity. 

This  School,  according  to  Mr.  Hutchins,  was  formerly 
in  good  repute.  In  the  great  RebeUion,  it  was  full  of  the 
Sons  of  Loyal  Grentlemen.  Lord  ChanceUor  Clabendoii 
had  part  of  his  Education  here ;  and,  it  was  the  first  pre- 
ferment d£  Dr.  Frampton,  afterwards  Bisl|op  of  Glou^ 

CBSTER. 
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MILTON  ABBAS>  near  Blandford. 

The  Free  Geammae  School  at  Milton  was  founded  by 
William  Middletok,  Abbot  of  Milton,  in  the  Twelfth 
year  of  King  Hsket  the  Eighth,  1521 :  who,  about  the 
same  time,  purchased  of  Thomab  Eietov  the  Manor, 
Farm,  and  Free  Chapel  of  Little  Mayne,  containing  200 
acres  of  land,  in  the  County  of  Dorset,  with  which  he  en- 
dowed the  SchooL 

By  Deed^  dated  the  10th  of  February^  1581,  under  the  Com- 
mon Seal  of  the  Abbey  of  Milton^  the  said  Abbot,  with  the  con- 
sent of  his  Convent,  grants  the  Manor  and  premises  of  Little 
Mayne  to  Thomas  Kirton,  which  had  been  before  purchased  of 
him,  upon  Trust,  that  he  should  convey  the  same  to  Sir  Giles 
Stbanowats  and  other  Feoffees,  to  the  intent  to  maintain  a  Free 
Grammar  Sch<>ol  in  the  Town  of  Milton,  and  to  employ  the 
profits  of  the  said  Manor  and  premises  to  the  maintenance  of  a 
School,  and  of  a  Schoolmaster  for  the  term  of  Ninety-seven 
years  :  But,  if  within  that  time  license  might  be  obtained  to 
alien  the  said  Manor  and  premises  in  mortmain,  that  then  the 
Feoffees  shoUld  grant  the  same  to  the  use  of  the  said  School ; 
But,  if  such  license  could  not  be  obtained,  that  then  the  FeofiBes^ 
after  the  expiration  of  the  said  term,  should  seU  the  Manor  and 
premises,  and  employ  the  money  arising  therefrom  in  the  main- 
tenance of  the  School,  as  long  as  might  be. 

In  pursuance  of  the  Abbot's  direction,  the  Manor,  farm,  and 
Free  Chapel  of  Little  Mayne  were  conveyed  by  Kirton,  in  the 
Twenty-eighth  of  Hbnbt  the  Eighth,  to  the  several  Feoffees/ for 
the  purposes  expressed  in  his  grant. 

The  Feoffees  were  empowmd  to  *'  visit,  place,  and  displace 
the  Schoolmaster,  wherein  they  should  also  confer  with  and  use 
the  advice  and  consent  of  Six  of  the  principal  Inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Milton."  And  it  appears,  that  the  School  ''being  seated 
even  in  the  middle  of  the  County  of  Dorset"  was  "of  good  regard, 
and,  in  former  times,  much  fr^uented." 

In  1734,  the  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Milton  having  rebuilt 
his  Mansion  House,  and  deeming  the  School-house  to  be  an 
impediment  to  his  plan  of  ornamenHng  the  environs,  Ixought 
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a  Bill  into  Parliament  for  remxinA/ng  it  to  Dorchester,  Un 
miles  distant  from  Kl&Itdift.  Hiis  nl^almire  was  opposed  by 
the  Feoffees;  and  the  project  was  finally  abandoned. 

But,  in  the  succeeding  yMr,  appliiartioii  was  laacb  to  Fsxu 
Isament  to  renuwe  the  Schdol  to  the  T&ftVL  of  BIsndford: 
which  measure  was  also  opposed  by  the  FectflTees,  but  with 
different  success ;  for  an  Act  wa&  then  obtained  <<  for  vest- 
ing the  School-house,  be,  in  irt  near  the  IWn  of  Milton, 
in  Jos£f  H  Lord  MuTOH  and  his  Heirs,  in  Geu  of,  or  in 
compensation  for,  a  messuage  are  tenement,  &c.,  situate  in 
die  Town  of  Blandford  Forum,  of  greater  vdue." 

To  the  honour  of  the  Feoffees  it  ought  to  be  remembered, 
that  during  a  Hdgation  of  more  than  Twenty  years,  which 
was  attended  with  an  enormous  expense,  ^Ai^^Micd  the  whok 
out  o/tfieir  private  purses,  without  charging  a  single  ShU^ 
Kfig  to  tJhe  account  of  the  Charity :  an  example  well  worthy 
of  Imitation ! 

By  the  remoyal  of  the  School  to  Blandford,  a  distance  of 
M7  miles  from  Milton  Abbas,  the  original  intention  of  Thb 
FouNDEB  has  been  entirely  defeated,  and  the  benefits  of 
the  Institution  have  be^n  lost  to  the  public,  as  no  children 
have  been  senijbr  education  since  ffuU period!

Tbx  Objjocab  School  at  SKAFTStBumr,  which  was  for 
flUttj  jttn  a  principal  Seninaiy  in  the  West  of  Eng^and^ 
is  now  no  more. 

There  is  not,  however,  to  be  found  any  trace  of  a  regular 
Endowment :  all  that  is  certainly  known  is,  that  there  was. 
acommodious  SchaiUiouse, garden,  and  offices  in  Simpori 
Stnet^  which,  in  the  early  part  of  the  reign  of  King  Chablks 
the  First,  for  the  consideration  of  640^  were  ocmveyed  by 
Jams,  Wife  of  Hugh  Geotx,  Esq.,  of  Chisenbury,  Daugh- 
ter of  William  Gbotb,  Esq.,  of  Shaftesbury,  to  Williak 
Whitakeb^  Esq.,  of  that  place,  and  Willluc  Hubxan^ 
Gentleman. 

Mr.  Whitakbb  and  Mr.  Hvbjuln  by  Indenture  of  Feofl&neat^ 
dated  in  1646,  recite,  that  heretofore  the  ssid  William  Wbita- 
KBB  and  William  Hubman  did  with  the  sum  of  £40.,  the  pro- 
per monies  of  the  said  William  Whitakbb,  purchase  one  mes- 
suage, tenement,  and  gardens  thereafter  mentioned,  originaUy 
intended  for  the  use  of  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Capitid  Bur- 
gessess  of  the  Borough  of  Shaston  for  the  time  being,  and  their 
Successors,  "  to  be  ^  them  employed  to  and  for  the  erecting  and' 
making  of  a  School-houie  or  Eree  School  within  the  Borough  of 
Shaston  and  accommodation  of  a  Schoolmaster,  to  he  conveyed  over 
by  the  said  William  Whitakbb  and  William  Hcbman  onpay-- 
ment  to  the  former  of  £40,  by  the  said  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Ca- 
pital Burgesser** 

And  the  said  William  Whitabbb,  and  William  Hubman, 
grant  the  premises  (describing  them  as  then  being  in  the  occu- 
pation of  Thomas  Gaboen,  M.A.,  Schoolmaster  of  the  said 
School,)  to  Albinus  Muston,  Gentleman,  and  Nicbolas  Coo- 
PBB,  of  Shaftesbury,  Gentleman,  and  their  Heirs,  to  the  use  of 
the  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Capit^  Burgesses  of  Shaston  for  the 
time  bdng,  and  their  Successors,  Becoming  to  the  intent  of  the 
original  purchase. 

If  it  should  be  asked,  how  a  School-master  having  only 
a  Salary  of  40^.  could  have  been  induced  to  take  boys,  and 
to  educate  them  grammaHcaOjff  the  only  probable  answer 
is,^That  the  Paraonage-house  of  tfae^  Town  being  wholly 
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unfit  for  a  ClergpoBU  to  rende  in,  whilst  the  Schocd-house 
was  very  commodious, — and  the  person  suooeeding  to  the 
House,  probably  succeeded  to  the  benefit  of  a  Grammar 
School  then  in  good  repute. 

Dr.  Abbot  suooesnvely  Master  of  the  Public  Scfaods  at 
Abingdon  in  Berkshire  and  of  Colchester  in  Essex,  Father 
of  the  late  distinguished  Speaker  of  The  House  of  Commons 
DOW  Chables  Lord  Colchssteb,  was  educated  upon  the 
Foundation  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Clabxb. 

By  the  List  of  Masters  it  appears,  that  to  Mr.  Mitcheli. 
succeeded  The  Revd.  Mr.  Topham,  and  to  him  his  son, 
both  of  whom  kept  a  Grammar  School,  but  there  was  no 
Scholar  taken  graiuUousbf: — the  latter,  however,  leaving 
the  Town  <^  Shaftesbury,  the  house  was  untenanted  and  the 
buildings  became  much  out  of  repair.  The  Coiporation  was 
too  poor,  or  was  unwilling  to  repair  them,  and  the  School, 
as  a  Grammar  School,  may  firom  that  time  be  considered  cls 
at  €u%  end. 

It  i^  true,  that  The  Revd.  Mr.  Ciibistib  afterwards  kept  a 
Grammar  School  in  the  same  house,  but  he  paid  a  rent  for 
it,  and  had  not  the  40«.  Stipend. 

Although  there  is  now  a  Grammar  School  here,  it  is  not 
kept  on  the  M  sdte, — ^nor  is  there  now  any  allowance  from 
The  Corporation,  as  they  oonadered  the  40«.  per  annum  in 
the  nature  of  a  free  gift  to  the  Master,--and,  therefore,  die 
regular  School  may  be  considered  as  extinct.  But  the  House 
remains,  and  the  Corporation  receive  the  T^^  of  it. 

There  is  a  Manuscript  in  the  hand  writing  of  William 
Whitakeb,  which  was  found  amongst  other  curious  Papers 
at  Motoombe  near  Shaftesbury,  where  he  had  resided,  and 
which  is  as  follows, — 

*'  1(5  ffeh.  1  Car.  Ifi25.  William  Earl  of  Pshbbokb  by  Deed 
indented  (for  the  erection  and  perpetuall  continuanee  of  a  Gram- ' 
mar  Schpol  in  Shaston,  and  for  the  rent  yearly  reserved)  did 
^ve^gnmt^  enfeofie,  and  confirme  onto  Sir  Fbamcis  Asrlbt^  Sir 
Walter  Ekle,  John  Brown,  Esq.,  John  Whitb,  Gierke^ 
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Walthb  NtkvBOtLOV^m,  Clerke>  Asnon^  Pftowsc/ Cletke, 
EpBiOND  CoLE^  and  CatusTotuiin  Webs,  of  Shastonj  Gentle* 
men,  their  Heires  and  Assignes,  all  that  messuage,  tenement, 
and  stone  built  house,  and  three  cottages  near  adjoining  on  the 
south  part  of  the  scud  stone  built  house,  called  or  known  by  the 

name  of  "  The  MaudJUn"  &e.  in  Shaston. Togetker  with  all 

gardens,  backsidefl,  and  plotts  of  ground  therewith  or  with  any 
part  thereof  used  or  enjoyed,  with  th^  appurtenances, — and  also 
one  little  house  or  cottage,  and  a  little  garden  plott  adjoyning* 
on  the  North  part  or  aide  of  the  said  MaidUn,  now  or  late  m  the 
possession  of  Elizabeth  Tycb  ah  Huisse, — all  containing  one 
acre  and  half,  and  by  the  Deed  are  p'^ticularly  bounded  and  sett 
forth. — And  furtiier  grants  them  a  plot  of  ground  leading  from 
the  Churd^yard  of  St,  Trinitg  by  the  Lo.  Arundell's  stable 
oyer  San»9ms  green  and  through,  two  Utde  gardens  between 
Sansoms  green  and  the  Maudiin  for  a  way,  which  shall  containe 
about  ^5  perches  in  length  and  20  foot  in  bredth, — and  the 
reverc'bn  of  all  the  {Tmisses,  Hahenda  to  the  said  Feoffees  and 
their  heirs,  to  the  intent  that  they  and  their  heirs  shall  imploy 
the  {Tmisses  for  ever,  for  a  school-house,  and  for  the  benefit  of 
such  a  Schoolmaster  as  the  said  f^eoffees  and  their  heirs,  or  the 
greater  number  of  them,  shall  from  time  to  time  nominate  and 
appoint, — rendring  4d.  rent  yearly, — with  a  Letter  of  Attorney 
to  execute  Uvery  and  seisin  which  is  not  endorsed  to  be  done, 
therefore  it  is  probable  it  was  never  executed, — ^Yet  may  this  be 
good  without  livery  by  the  Statutes  fbr  Charitable  uses,  and  by 
the  very  words  of  the  Statute,  bang  by  Deed, 

"  This  original  Deed  was  delivered  into  my  hands  by  Sir 
Walter  Erle  and  Mr.  John  White,  two  of  the  ffeoffees  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Town  and  Corporation  of  Shaston, — and  there- 
upon the  Corporation  bestowed  above  £4/0.  in  reparations  on 
The  Maudlin. 

''  Yet  afterwards  Sir  Walter  Erle  sent  for,  and  had  the 
ori^nall  Deed  again  out  of  my  hands,  on  ptence  he  would  get  a 
new  grant  thereof  from  Phillip  Earl  of  Pembboke,  because  it 
was  conceived  the  first  Deed  was  void  hy  the  death  of  William 
Earle  of  Pembroke  before  livery  made.  But  I  have  a  copie  of 
the  first  Deed  truly  examined.    Will.  Whitakeb." 

Although  by  this  unworthy  artifice  of  Sir  Walteb  Eble  the 
Corporation  had  not  the  benefit  of  this  Deed,  yet  the  persons  in 
possession  considering  that  Lord  Pembroke  had  parted  with  his 
right  in  the  premises^  treated  the  property  as  their  own,  'till  at 
length  the  Parish  Officers  relieving  these  persons  from  the  Poor 
stock,  seized  upon  the  property,  and  it  is  now  the  Parish- House  for 
the  Poor  o/'Thb  Holy  Trinity,  in  Shaftesbury! 
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The  Free  Gjiammak  School  at  Sherborne,  which  adjoins 
to  the  East  end  of  the  Church,  was  founded,  and  very 
Kberally  endowed  by  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  in  the 
Fourth  year  of  his  reign,  1551. 

By  the  original  Charter,  Twenty  of  the  Principal  Inhabitants 
of  the  Town  of  Sherborne  Were  appointed  OoTBRKoas,  consti- 
tuted a  Body  Corporate^  and  enipowered  tp  eledt  new  Governors 
as  often  as  vacancies  should  happen  in  their  niunber.  And,  for 
the  support  of  the  School,  the  King  granted  them  the  whole  of 
the  Dissolved  Chantry  of  Mattock,  in  the  County  of  Somerset, 
with  all  it's  rights,  members,  and  appurtenanceSi  with  the 
capital  mansion  of  the  said  Chantry,  and  all  thereto  belonging, 
in  the  l^arish  of  Martock,  and  all  the  messuage,  rents,  &c.,  late 
parcel  of  the  posssesions  of  the  said  Chantry,  situate  at  Brad- 
ford, Brand,  and  Bamardsley,  in  the  Parish  of  Wimbome,  and 
elsewhere,  in  the  County  of  Dorset : — and  also  all  the  Dissolved 
Chantry  of  St,  Catherine  in  the  Church  of  Oillingham,  in  the 
Coimty  of  Dorset,  with  the  capital  Mansion  of  the  same  Chantry, 
in  Gillj^igham,  and  all  the  messuages  and  lands  in  Oillingham, 
Sylton,  Mylton,  and  Cumbermcade,  and  elsewhere,  in  the  same 
Coimty,  late  parcel  of  the  possessions  of  the  said  Chantry  -,  —and 
also  edl  the  messuages,  lands,  &c.,  in  Litchet  Maltravers,  and 
3toiuininster  Marshal,  and  elsewhere,  in  the  County  of  Dorset, 
lately  belonging  to  GihhofCs  Chantry  in  Litchet  Maltravers,  and 
then  in  the  tenure  of  Sir  Thomas  Trenchard  ; — and  also  the 
whole  Free  Chapel  of  Thornton,  in  the  Parish  of  Mamhidl,  in 
the  County  of  Dorset,  and  all  lands  thereto  belonging ;  and  also 
Thirty  acres  of  land  in  the  Parish  of  Symondsborough,  which 
belonged  to  the  Chantry  of  St,  Catherine  in  the  Church  of 
Ilminster,  in  the  County  of  Somerset  j  to  be  holden  by  the  said 
Governors  of  the  King,  as  of  his  Manor  of  Stalbridge,  paying 
yearly  into  the  Court  of  Augmentations  the  sum  of  iSs.M, 

His  Majesty  also  granted  them  a  Common  Seal,  a  power  to 
plead  and  to  be  impleaded,  and  to  elect  two  Schoolmasters,  and, 
with  the  advice  of  the  Bishop  of  Biiistol,  to  make  Rules  and 
Statutes  for  the  government  of  the  Masters  and  Scholars,  and 
for  the  disposal  and  preservation  of  the  Estates  and  Revenues  of 
the  School. 

This  Grant  was  renewedj  or  confirmed,  and  a  new  clause 
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added^  in  the  Fifth  year  of  Edwabd  the  Siacth,  1552,  to  empower 
the  GoTernors  to  purchate  lands  to  the  amount  of  £20.  jmt 
annum. 

The  Berenuea  of  the  Sdiool  have  been  fonneriy  muA 
negUcUij  if  not  abused;  but  new  Beguktiona  have  of  late 
years  been  proposed  and  adopted.  For  the  unproivements 
which  have  taken  place  in  these  Cbarities,  the  Public  are 
indebted  in  a  great  measure  to  the  late  Revd.  John  Chafix^ 
who  was  finr  some  time  a  very  active  Brother  of  the  Alms- 
house, and  Governor  of  the  School. 

A  body  of  Statutbs  for  the  government  of  the  Sdhool 
was  drawn  up  soon  after  it  was  founded;  but  they  have 
been  altered  from  time  to  time  by  the  advice  of  the  Bishops 
of  Bristol  :^- 

By  the  Statutes  which  were  made  on  the  lOth  of  October^ 
1679>  it  is  directed,  that  the  Upper  Master  shall  be  a  Master  of 
Arts  at  least,  of  one  of  the  Two  Universities,  well  skilled  in 
the  Latin  and  Greek  languages,  &c.;  and  that  he  shall  be  ob- 
liged to  undertake  no  other  profession  (otherwise  than  a  Wnis- 
ter  of  the  Church  of  England),  that  may  divert  his  diligence  and 
care  from  the  said  School : — 

The  Usher  shall  be  a  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  under  the  same 
restrictions  as  the  Upper  Master : — 

But  it  is  not  requisite  that  the  Masters  should  have  entered 
into  Holy  Orders : — 

Every  Scholar  that  shall  be  admitted  into  the  said  School, 
shall  pay  unto  the  Schoolmaster  1«.  6d.,  whereof  4d.  shall  be  for 
the  Master,  and  4d.  for  the  Usher  ^  And  of  so  many  as  shall  be 
yearly  admitted  into  the  said  School,  between  the  Feast  of  St. 
Michael  and  the  same  Feast  next  after,  the  Schoolmaster  shall 
deliver  up  a  Roll  of  their  names,  with  4<2.  for  every  name  so 
inroUed  unto  the  Warden,  to  \^  inrolled  in  a  Book  for  that  pur- 
pose kept  by  the  Warden,  and  6d.  towards  the  iiicrease  of  Books 
in  the  Libbaby,  for  which  the  Warden  shall  yearly  give  an 
account : — 

Each  Boy  to  pay  6(2.  annually  towards  Book$, 

The  Master^  and  Brethren  of  the  Ahns-house,  have 
usually  been  Governors,  and  each  in  their  turn  Warden  and 
Sub-Warden  of  the  School. 

The  present  site  of  the  School  (formerly  a  part  of  Tbo 
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of  Cliftcm,  about  the  first  or  aeoond  year  of  Pjsiijf  tnd 
MAmr,  1553-4.  The  South  side,  tnd  the  centre  of  die 
Upper  Master's  house,  were  part  of  the  West  end  of  the 
Chapels  of  Our  Lady^  and  of  Our  LaAf  rf  Bom.  The 
groined  arches  and  traoerjr,  once  richly  punted  and  pit,  still 
remain  in  the  bedrooms,  exactly  corresponding  in  style  and 
ornaments  with  the  stone  roof  erf*  the  Churdi.  When  these 
Chapek  were  converted  into  a  DwelUng-hous^  the  Arms  of 
France  and  England,  quarterly  in  a  losenge,  crowned  and 
supported  by  two  Dragons,  were  placed  over  the  upper 
Window  of  the  South  front  in  a  square  frame  with  wreathed 
pedestals,  crowned,  and  beautifrdly  ibessed  with  <qpen  pease- 
^»ds  and  flowers.  These  fell  down  after  Ae  frost  in  1796 
or  17979  but  have-since  been  replaced. 

The  present  School  is  an  eleg^  room,  ^diich  was  erected 
in  the  reign  of  Oharlbs  the  Second  upon  the  ate  of  an 
ancient  ChapeL  Over  the  Head  Master^s  desk  is  the  Statue 
of  the  Founder. 

Adjoming  to  the  School  is  a  smaller  room,  now  used  as  a 
Writing-School,  and  Dining-hall  ffx  the  Boarders:  above 
Which  is  another  very  commodious  room,  very  neatly  and 
conveniendy  fitted  up  as  a  Libbaby,  and  containing  many 
rare  and  valuable  books,  which  have  eidier  been  given  by 
the  neighbouring  Gentry,  or  purchased  for  the  use  of  the 
School. 

The  Offices  bek>n^ng  to  the  Master^s  House,  Lodgings  for 
the  boys,  and  two  spacious  Playing-Courts,  are  cm  the 
North  side  of  the  Church,  extending  at  present  as  far  as  the 
ate  of  the  East  walk  of  the  Cloister.  North  of  the  Courts 
•and  Offices  is  aii  excellent  Grarden,  purchased  of  the  Parish 
of  Sherborne  about  Eighty  years  nnce  by  the  Governors  of 
the  School,  for  the  use  of  the  Master.  This  Garden  formerly 
belonged  to  the  Priory,  which  stood  in  the  lower  part  of  it, 
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m^oiniiig  fn  the  original  Sdkooi  premises  that  were  granted 
by  Sir  Johv  Hobset. 

The  principal  entrance  to  the  SoIkm^  is  into  a  small  paved 
Court,  surrounded  on  two  si^es  by  a  hig^  wall,  arid  on  thef 
oA«r  sides  by  the  Master's  house,  and  the  great  School- 
voom. 

The  Eton  l4atin  and  Crreek  Granunars  are  used;  and  the 
plan  of  Education  ndw  adopted  in  this  School  is  similar  to 
that  of  Etok. 

There  ave  no  Exhibitioiis,  University  advantages,  or 
Church  Preferments,  belonging  to  this  School. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Bevd.  John  Cutlsb, 
M.  A.,  whose  Salary  is  £100.  per  atmumy  together  with  a 
spacious  House  and  Garden,  fisee  of  all  taxes  and  repairs. 
This  Grentleman  takes  private  Pupils,  his  terms,  fiir  the 
board  and  education  of  each,  hemg  33  Guineas  a  year. 

The  present  Under  Maeter  is,  The  Revd.  Mr.  James, 
whose  Salary  is  £80.  per  aimum.

BQt(4yiHRJ^M^.  it  yfscA  endpwed,  her  Executors  Bichabd 
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Bishop  of  Winchester,  Jo6v  Bishop  of  Rochester,  and 
Hbnrt  Hornby,  Clerk,  obtiuned  additional  Letters  Patent 
in  the  first  year  of  the  reign  of  King  Hbvbt  the  Eighth, 
1509,  ratifying  the  former,  and  giving  them  power  to  pur- 
chase  other  lands  to  the  value  of  £6.  per  annum^  over  and 
above  the  lands  and  possessions  of  the  dear  yearly  value  of 
£10.  originally  designed. 

Accordingly,  in  1510,  by  a  Tripartite  Deed  made  between 
her  Executors  on  the  first  part.  The  Dean  and  Chiq>ter  of 
The  Chapel  Royal  on  the  second  part,  and  the  Sacrist  or 
Keeper  of  the  Chantry  founded  by  Thomas  de  Brbmbre  on 
the  third  part,  the  Executors  erected  and  established  in  this 
Church,  a  Chantry  at  the  Altar  on  the  South  side  of  the 
Tomb  of  John  Duke  of  Sombbsbt  and  Margaret  his 
Wife,  Father  and  Mother  of  the  Countess. 

And,  by  that  Deed  appointed  Sir  Richaed  Hodge- 
KYNKES,  B.  A.,  first  Chaplain  of  the  Chantry  to  reside  con- 
tinually in  the  CkHHeg^  in  a  House  set  apart  by  The  Dean 
and  Chapter  for  that  purpose^  there  to  teach  Grammar  to  all 
who  came  for  instruction,  according  to  the  custom  of  the 
Schods  of  Eton  and  Wimchbstee,  without  any  perquisites 
but  what  were  appcnnted  by  the  Executcnrs. 

Such  was  the  state  of  the  School  befiire  the  Refcmnation. 

On  the  Dissolution  of  The  College  it  met  with  the  com- 
mon fate,  and  together  with  the  lands,  1y thes,  and  posses- 
ions belonging  to  it,  came  into  the  Cng'^s  hands.  It  was 
for  some  time  afterwards  occupied  as  a  Farm  of  the  Crown; 
but  the  King  by  hb  Commisnon  continued  to  the  Four 
Pariah  Priests  or  Prebendaries,  and  Four  Secondaries  or 
Clerks,  for  tfadr  maintenance  £40.,  and  to  the  Schoolmas- 
ters a  yearly  Stipend  of  £10..2..11.  payable  out  of  the  Ex- 
chequer. 

This,  however,  being  precarious,  and  the  Church  and 
Chapds  ill  served,  and  the  inheritance  of  the  Manors,  lands, 
iscA  possesions,  with  some  of  the  lathes  ako^  being  sold  w 
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4iAmrvfm  -ditpoBeA  of  to  particular  penons,  certain  of  the 
pmopal  Parisbionen  procured,  by  means  of  fiLovNT,  Lor3 
Moim<rKrrc,  Letters  Patent   from  Queen  Elizas&th,  in 
the  fifth  year  of  her  rdgn,  1563, — by  whi<^  her  Majeaty, — 
eonffdering  how  ]»9U8  an  act  it  woidd  be  to  restore  Dxvme 
Worship,  and  wishing  that  Children  tihouhl  be  educated  in 
learning,  good  manners,  and  virtue,  and  eonadering  abo 
the  popuiniPftCBP  'and  extent  of  ^is  hurge  Parish,  that  there 
was  but  one  Chuvch,  and  that  the  former  allowance  out  of 
the  Esdiequer  was  eKthigutshed,— founded  the   present 
Gkauhab  School,  and  appointed  it  to  hej'ree  to  all  the 
siMtt  of  her  StAgects,  under  the  name  of  "^  Queen  Eliza- 
beth's Free  Gbammab  School  in  WimboskeMinstes:**--^ 
It  was  Ukewise  ordjnned,  that  there  should  be  Three 
Priests,  and  Three  Clerks,  to  perforan  Divine  Seivice  in  the 
Church,  and  toAschargetfie  Cure  of  Souls  in  the  Parirfi  >» 
And,  for  Ihe  better  government  and  regiilation  of  this 
Foundation,  the  Queen  appointed  Twelve  Goveri^obs,  to 
be  chosen  from  time  to  time  out  of  4he  most  discreet  and 
substantial  Inhabitants  of  l!he  ParisAi,  and  incorporated  fliem 
by  the  name  and  style  of  **The  Ooveenobs  6f  the  Pobsks- 
stoNS,**  &c.,  of  th^  «Md  School, — granting  them  a  CommoB 
Seal,^---«nd  the  power  to  sue  atiA  be  sued  as  a  Body  Coipo- 
Mte:— 

By  'this  Pat«tit,  the  Queen  also  gnmted  to  the  'Gtovemors 
sttnAry  lofids  and  tffthes,  yAAAi  bdonged  to  TTie'CoB^fH* 
Prebc^ids,  and  were  then  in  her  hands  by  Act  of  Parliament, 
or  otherwise, — She  likewise  granted  to  them  the  Sdiocd- 
house,  with  four  Priests'  Houses  in  Wimbome, — ^The  wh<^ 
of  the  Possessions  bring  Aen  of  (he  clear  yearly  vatue  of 
£89..18..0. 

Out  of  Ibese  Revenues  the  Governors,  and  their  Siiooes- 
fi»rs,  wereby  flris  Charter  to  find  a  proper  Stihoohnaster,  to 
teach^Gnanmar  to  ail  who  should  come  for  instruction,  Jf9*^^, 
according  to  the  usage  of  the  "Schools  of  Eton  and  Win- 
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CHBSTSKy-^And  to  find  Three  Pfiests,  and  Three  Clerks^ ' 
to  perform  Divine  Service  in'  the  Church,  and  to  discharge 
the  Cure  of  Souk  in  the  Parish, — with  power  to  remove 
them,  and  to  choose  others  in  thdr  place ;— and  to  make 
Statutes  and  Qrdinancess,  with  the  advi^  of  The  Bishop  of 
Bristol,  for  the  better  government  and  regulation  of  the 
Church  and  School. 

The  School-house  bdng  ancient  and  decayed,  and  not 
suffidient  for  the  Sdiolars,  the  Grovemors  new  built  it,  made 
the  School  more  spacious,  and  the  House  larger  and  more 
commodious  not  only  finr  the  Master  and  his  ordinary  Fa- 
mily,  but  also  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Scholars  who 
resided  with  him. 

This  work  was  completed  under  the  care  and  direction  of 
Thomas  Hakham,  Esq.,  Serjeant  at  Law,  as  appears  from 
his  Arms,  and  the  remains  of  a  Latin  Inscription  on  painted 
{^ass,  in  one  of  the  Chamber  windows  at  the  North  end  of 
the  School-house. 

About  the  banning  of  the  reign  of  King  Chaklbs  the 
First  several  disputes  arising  between  the  Governors  and  the 
Parisluoners,  relating  to  the  payment  of  the  Tythes,  the 
Governors,  with  the  consent  of  the  nugor  part  of  the  Pa- 
rishioners,  surrendered  the  Charter  into  the  King^s  hands, — 
who^  by  Letters  Patent  in  the  14th  year  of  his  reign,  1639, 
in  consideration  of  £1000.  paid  mto  the  Exchequer,  re- 
granted  all  the  Tythes,  Lands,  and  Possessions  belonging 
to  the  Church  and  School,  to  Twelve  Gtoverkors  therein 
named,  and  incorporated  them  by  the  style  of  ^^  Primos  et 
modemos  gubematores  possessionum,  revendonum,  et  bo- 
norum  dicte  libere  Schole  grammaticalis  regine  Elisabeths 
in  Wymbome  Minster,  in  comitatu  Dorset  :^ — 

The  Governors  to  find  a  fit  and  learned  Master,  and 
Usher,  to  teach  Grammar,  as  in  the  former  Charter,  to  all 
who  shall  come  for  instruction,  Jredy^  according  to  the 
usage  of  tlie  Schods  of  Eton  and  Wivchsstbb. 
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In  the  year  1658,  The  Carporadon  conaidering  that  many 
of  the  leases  before  granted,  depended  only  npon  one  life, 
and  many  of  them  were  likely  to  drop ;  and  though  the 
Stipends  of  the  Three  Ministers,  Schoolmaster,  &c.,  much 
exceeded  what  they  were  when  the  Pat^bt  was  granted  by 
King  Charles  the  First,  yet  the  better  to  enable  the  Minis- 
ters and  other  0£Scers  of  the  Church  and  School,  to  dis- 
diarge  their  several  duties,  it  was  agreed,  that  sudi  of  the 
rents  as  should  ocnne  into  th^  hands  by  the  expiration  of 
any  of  the  leases  or  otherwise,  and  all  other  rents  which  they 
should  receive  (their  necessary  allowances,  and  all  expenses 
being  deducted),  dK>uld  remain  for  the  increase  of  the  Sti- 
pends  of  the  Three  Ministers  until  they  amounted  to  £300. 
per  annumy — to  be  apportioned  as  the  Corporation  in  th^ 
discretion  should  think  proper :  — - 

It  was  also  agreed,  that  die  rest  of  the  rents  and  all  the 
revenues,  with  their  increase,  by  advancing  any  of  the  rates, 
or  by  Tythes  in  kind  or  otherwise  (expenses,  and  aDowances, 
being  first  deducted)  should  remiun  to  increase  the  Stipend 
of  the  SdiooUmaster  to  £40.,  and  that  of  the  Usher  to  £20., 
and  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Three  Clerks,  and  for  such 
other  purposes  as  are  mentioned  in  the  Charter,  or  are  not 
repugnant  to  it. 

In  the  year  1661,  soon  after  the  Restoration^  Mr.  Urban 
FiDKiN  was  chos^i  Master  of  The  Free  Grammar  School, 
with  the  annual  Stipend  of  £30. 

Since  that  time,  the  Church  and  School  have  been  regu- 
larly supplied, — and  the  Salaries  of  the  Ministers,  School- 
masters, Ushers^  Organist,  and  Choristers,  are  said  to  have 
been  considerably  advanced.

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From  the  time  of  the  Dissolution  of  Robert  Mabshall's 
Chantry  in  the  Church  of  DarUngton^  the  Revenues  bdong- 
ing  to  it  remuned  in  the  Crown,  until  the  reign  of  Queen 
Elizabeth  ;  when  the  Inhabitants  of  Darlington,  senuUe 
of  the  great  utiUty  of  a  Uberal  education  to  their  posterity, 
applied  to  Henry  Earl  of  Westmorland,  then  in  great 
power,  and  to  James  Pilkington,  Bishop  of  Durham,  to 
use  their  interest  at  Court,  for  obtaining  the  Foundation  of 
a  Grammar  School  ;  which  the  Queen  granted  by  her 
Charter,  dated  the  15th  of  June,  1567,  endowing  the  same 
mth  lands  and  tenements  then  of  the  annual  value  of 
^5..4..10.,  formerly  the  possessions  of  Marshall's  Chantry. 

The  endowment  consists  at  present  of  several  Houses  in 
The  TvbweU-RoWy  in  DarUngton,  and  in  Skinnergaie; 
74S.1'..11P  of  land  at  Heighmgton,  in  the  County  Palatine 
of  Durham,  and  about  24  acres  at  Thomaby,  in  the  County 
of  York :  the  rental  of  the  whole  bring  row  nearly  £170. 
per  annum. 
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There  are  also  four  Stints  or  Beast-gates  in  Brunkiu 
Moor  belonging  to  this  School ;  but  not  having  been  looked 
after,  for  many  years  past,  they  are  in  danger  of  being- 
loai. 

The  Charter  which  is  in  good  preservation,  is  written  in 
a  beautiful  character,  with  the  Great  Seal  appendant :  and 
is  in  the  custody  of  George  Allah,  Esq.,  M.  P.  for  the 
City  of  Durham. 

The  Four  Church-Wardeks,  for  the  time  bemg,  are 
appcnnted  Guardians  and  Governors,  with  a  Common 
Seal :  and  are  empowered,  with  the  assent  of  the  Bishop  of 
Durham,  for  the  time  being,  and  the  Earl  of  Westmoe- 
LAND,  to  make  Statutes  for  the  Sdiool.  Whether  any 
Statutes  were  anciently  ordained  under  those  powers,  is  not 
known.  But,  in  1748,  a  Table  of  Rules  was  settled  and 
agreed  upon,  and  thereto  the  Seal  was  affixed  in  due  form. 
They  were  laid  before  Bishop  Chandler,  who  ratified  the 
same  by  his  Letters  of  Confirmadon  under  the  Episcopal 
Seal :  The  title  of  Earl  of  Westmorland  in  the  Nevill 
family  being  then  extinct.  These  Statutes  are  as 
follow ; — 

Statutes^  Ordinances^  and  Decrees^  made  by  the  Governors 
of  the  Free  Grammar  School  of  Queen  Elisabeth  at 
Darlington,  the  Srd  of  February,  1748. 
Whereas  Her  late  Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth,  by  her  Letters 
Patents  under  her  Great  Seal,  bearing  Date  the  15th  Day  of 
June,  in  the  Fifth  Year  of  her  Reign,  Did  found  and  endow  a 
Free  Grammar  School  in  the  Village  of  Darlington*  in  the 
County  Palatine  of  Durham,  for  the  Education  and  Instruction 
of  Boys  and  Youth  of  the  said  Village,  and  did  Ordain  that  the 
then  Four  Guardians  of  the  Church  of  Darlington  aforesaid,  and 
their  Successors  for  the  time  being,  should  be  Gotbrnors  of 
the  said  Free  School  and  of  all  the  Possessions,  Revenues,  and 
Goods  to  the  said  Free  School  then  belonging  or  appertaining : 
And  the  said  Governors  or  Guardians  of  the  Church  of  Darling- 
ton aforesaid  and  their  Successors,  by  the  Name  of  Governors 
of  THE  Free  Grammar  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth  intheVil-. 
lage  of  Darlington,  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Durham,  and  of  the 
Possessions,  Revenues,  and  Goods  of  the  same  Free  School,  are 
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thereby  Incorpomtedand  madeOne  Body  Corporate  and  Politic^ 
by  the  same  Name  to  continue  for  £ver>  and  to  have  a  Common 
Seal  to  negociate  the  Premisses  and  Things,  in  the  said  Letters 
Patents  expressed  and  specified,  and  every  part  thereof,  from 
time  to  time  as  the  Case  shall  require :  And  have  full  Power 
horn  time  to  time  to  elect,  nominate  and  a^^int  One  Upper 
Master  and  One  Under  Master  of  the  said  Free  School,  as  often 
as  they  or  their  Successors,  or  the  m^jor  part  of  them  shall  see 
fit.  And  also  the  said  Governors  and  their  Successors,  together 
with  the  Assent  of  the  Earl  of  Westmobland  and  the  Bishop  of 
Durham  for  the  time  being,  from  time  to  time  may  make,  or 
cause  to  be  made,  good,  fit,  and  wholesome  Statutes,  Decrees 
and  Ordinances  in  Writing  concerning  and  touching  the  order- 
^^>  goveming  and  directing  of  the  said  Upper  Master,  and 
Under  Master,  and  Scholars  of  the  said  Free  School,  and  every 
of  them,  and  of  the  Stipends  and  Sallarys  of  the  said  Masters, 
and  all  things  whatsoever  of  the  said  Free  School,  and  the 
ordering,  preserving  and  disposing  of  the  Rents,  Revenues,  and 
Goods  of  the  said  Free  School,  refSerrence  to  the  said  Letters 
Pbtents  being  had  more  at  laige  may  appear. — 

And  Whereas,  since  the  granting  of  the  said  Letters  Patents, 
no  Statutes,  Ordinances,  or  Decrees  in  Writing,  have  at  any  time 
been  made  by  the  Governors  of  the  said  £Vee  School,  for  the 
ordering  or  goveming  of  the  said  School,  or  of  the  Rents,  Re- 
venues, Goods  or  Possessions  of  the  said  Free  School,  whereby 
the  good  Intent  of  the  founding  and  instituting  of  the  said  Free 
School  hath,  in  many  Instances  and  on  many  Occasions,  been 
greatly  obstructed  and  neglected,  and  firequent  Contentions  and 
unhappy  Divisions  have  arisen  between  the  Governors  of  the 
said  Free  School  and  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Village  of  Darling- 
ton, about  the  placing  and  displacing  of  proper  Masters  in  the 
said  School,  to  the  very  great  Discouragement'of  the  Education^ 
Learning,  and  good  Morals  of  the  Boys  and  Youth  at  the  said 
School. 

Therefore,  We,  Edmond  Lowson,  Robebt  Tubnbb,  and 
RoBBBT  Robinson,  (being  the  nugor  part  of  the  Four  Govern- 
ors of  the  said  Free  Grammar  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth  in 
the  Village  of  Darlington  aforesaid,  for  the  time  being,)  Have 
for  Us  and  our  Successors,  by  vertue  and  in  pursuance  of  the 
said  Letters  Patents,  made,  constituted,  decreed  and  ordained, 
and  by  these  Presents  in  Writing,  Do  fbr  Us  and  our  Successors, 
by  and  with  the  Assent  and  Consent  of  the  Right  Reverend 
Father  in  God  Edwabd  now  Lord  Bishop  of  Dubhav,  testi- 
fied under  his  Episcopal  Seal  hweunto  affixed  (the  Title  of  Earl 
of  Westmorland  named  in  the  said  Letters  Patents  being  at  this 
time  extinct)  make,  constitute,  decree  and  ordain^  the  several 
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Statates,  Constitntioos^  Decrees^  and  Ordiaanccs,  hereinifter 
mentioaed  of  and  concerning  the  ordering,  governing  and  diiec- 
tien  of  the  Upper  Master  and  Under  Master,  and  Scholars  of  the 
aaid  Free  School,  and  erery  of  tiiem,  and  of  the  said  Masters 
Stipends  and  Sallarys,  and  of  all  other  Things  whstsoerer  rdatF- 
ing  to  the  said  Free  School,  and  the  ordering^picserving,  anddis^ 
posing  of  the  Rents^  Revenues  and  Goods  of  the  same  Free 
Sdiooi  iq)pointed  or  belonging,  to  be  Ikithftilly  and  inviolably 
kept  and  observed  by  Us  ami  our  Successors,  and  all  and  every 
other  Person  and  Persons  having  any  concern  in  the  Premises, 
from  time  to  time  for  ever,  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meanang  of  the  said  Letters  PMents. 

Concerning  the  Electing,  Appointing,  Continuing  and  Removing 
of  an  Upper  Master  or  Under  Master  of  the  said  Free  School. 

1.  We  Decree,  Ordain,  Constitute  and  Declare,  That  no  Man 
dudl  hereafter  be  elected  or  appointed  Uppbr  Master  of  the 
said  Free  School,  except  he  be  of  the  fttll  age  of  Twenty-four 
Yean  at  the  leaat,  and  a  Person  of  sound  L^ming^  sober  and 
exemplary  Life  and  Conversation,  good  Morals,  and  duly  qua* 
lified  to  teach  and  instruct  Youth,  in  the  Elements  of  Grammar 
and  the  Latin  Tongue,  and  also  for  right  understanding  of  God^s 
true  Religion,  and  also  except  (before  he  enter  into  or  execute 
the  said  Office  of  U[^r  Master)  he  shall  be  duly  licensed  and 
allowed  by  the  Bishop  of  Durham  for  the  tune  being,  or  his 
Ordinary,  and  make  and  subscribe  the  Dedaration,  and  take  the 
Oaths  by  Law  required  in  this  behalf. 

2.  And  for  encouraging  of  Students  in  either  of  the  Two 
Universities  of  this  Limd,  Oxford  and  Cambridob,  as  for  as 
in  our  power  is,  as  well  as  for  the  promoting  and  propagating  of 
sound  Learning,  in  this  our  Free  Schik>l,  in  the  Village  of  Dot- 
llngton  aforesaid.  We  do  Decree  and  Ordain,  that  a  due  Prefor- 
rence  and  Regard]shall  be  given  to  any  Graduate  Student  ineither 
of  the  aforesaid  Universities,  who  shall  hereafter  offer  himself  a 
Candidate  for  the  place  of  Upper  Master,  whensoever  it  shall 
be  declared  legally  vacant :  Provided  always,  that  such  Graduate 
Student,  shall  produce  proper  and  satisfactory  Testimonials  of 
his  Morals  and  Abilities,  from  the  College  or  Society  to  which 
he  does  or  did  belong. 

9.  And  for  the  forther  encouragement  and  inducing  of  such 
Graduate^  or  other  Persons  of  known  abilities^  and  sound  Learn- 
ing in  the  Latin  Tongue,  to  accept  of  and  undertake  ^e  Duty 
and  Office  of  Upper  Master  of  the  said  Free  Grammar  School, 
We  do  decree,  OTdain,  constitute  and  declare,  that  no  Upper 
Master  elected  or  appc^ted,  or  to  be  elected  or  appointe4^  and 
duly  licensed  and  approved  of  in  mumer  aforesaid,  and  who 
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shall  be  in  the  actual  poBsenion  and  exercise  of  the  said  Office 
of  Upper  Master  of  the  said  Free  School^  shaUj  at  any  time  or 
times  hereafter^  be  displaced^  removed  or  remo^eable^  by  U4 
or  our  Sucoeasors  from  the  said  Office  of  Upper  Master  ef 
the  said  Free  School^  unless  some  good  and  sii^eient  cause  uf 
Complaint,  or  Misbehaviour,  diaU  be  exhibited  in  Writing 
against  such  Upper  Master^  and  signed  by  Us  or  our  Successors ; 
and  the  same  cause  of  Complaint  be  first  allowed  of  and  declared 
by  Us  or  our  Successors  for  the  time  being,  to  be  a  sufficdent 
cause  to  displace  or  remove  such  Upper  Master,  and  not  other- 
l¥iae. 

4.  Also,  We  Ordain  «nd  Decree,  that  the  like  Qualifications^ 
Licence  and  Rules  shall  be  required  and  observed  in  all  respects 
as  to  the  electing,  appointing,  continuing  and  nonoving,  or  dis* 
placing  of  any  Ukdsr  Mastse  of  the  said  Free  School,  other 
than  and  except,  that  such  Under  Master  may  be  elected  and 
appointed,  being  of  the  full  Age  of  Twmiy-TwQ  Years. 

5.  And  also  for  the  better  preserving  a  regular  and  uniform 
Discipline  or  Method  of  Teaching  in  the  said  Free  School  of 
Darlington,  We  do  Decree,  Constitute  and  Ordain,  that  the 
Under  MaiHter  shall  teach  and  instnict  the  Scholars  or  JB^s  com* 
mitted  to  his  Care,  in  such  manner,  form  and  method,  as  the 
Upper  Master  for  the  time  being  shall  direct  and  prescribe ;  £x« 
cq>t  in  those  Rules  and  Ordinances  foUowingi  wfaidl^  We  do 
require  shall  be  duly  observed  by  both. 

6.  That  the  Upper  and  Under  Master  shall  attend  and  in- 
struct in  the  said  School  for  tlie  space  of  Six  Hours  each  Day  in 
the  ff  inter  Season,  and  for  the  space  of  Seven  Hours  each  Day 
in  the  Summer  Season,  (that  is  to  say)  fit>m  the  Festival  of  Saint 
Michael,  to  the  Annunciation  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  each  of  the 
said  Masters  shall  attend  from  Seven  o'Qock  in  the  Morning  to 
Ei^ht,  from  Nins  to  £ksa»,  and  in  the  Afternoon  from  One  to 
Four, 

7.  And  We  also  Require,  Ordain  and  Decree,  that  the  Upper 
and  Under-Master  from  the  Annunciation  of  the  blessed  Viigin, 
to  the  Feast  of  St.  Michael^  shall  attend,  teach  and  instruct  in  the 
said  School  for  the  space  of  Seven  Hours  each  Day,  that  is,  from 
Seven  o*  Clock  in  the  Morning  to  Eight,  from  Nine  to  Eleven,  and 
in  the  Afternoon  from  One  o*Ck>ck  to  Fhe,  and  that  the  Upp^ 
Master  shall  suffiiciently  employ  the  Boys,  or  cause  them  to  be 
employed  during  the  time  of  his  Attendance. 

8.  That  the  Upper  Master  and  Under  Master  shall  be  excused 
from  attending  the  said  School  (notwithatanding  what  has  been 
above  decreed  and  ordained)  on  Thursday  emd  Saturday  After- 
noons, and  other  HoI^jb  according  to  the  Custom  of  the 
School. 
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9.  That  there  shall  be  Three  Vacandee  or  Breahtngs-up  in  the 
whole  Year^  One  before  and  after  the  Festival  of  our  Savioor's 
Nativity,  for  the  space  or  Term  of  Tweniy^One  Daif$;  One  other 
at  Easter  for  the  space  of  Fourteen  Day$;  and  a  third  at  WMttun- 
tide  for  the  space  or  Term  of  Tufenty- Eight  Day$,  according  to 
the  Custom  and  Rules  of  other  Schools. 

And  whereas  We  are  thoroughly  persuaded^  that  the  Religious 
Education  of  Youth  is  a  matter  of  the  greatest  moment  to  their 
ovm  Spiritual  and  Temporal  Welfare^  as  well  as  to  the  good  of 
Society  -,  We  Decree  and  Ordain>  That  the  Upper  Master  shall 
read  or  cause  to  be  read  a  suitable  Prayer  in  Latin  or  English 
every  Morning  at  his  first  entering  into  l^e  Sdiool  on  the  ceasing 
of  a  Bell,  for  the  better  preserving  in  Youth  a  Sense  of  their 
Duty  to  their  Creator. 

11.  That  the  Upper  Master  riiall  instruct  or  cause  to  be  in* 
siructed  such  of  the  Boys  as  he  shall  judge  needful!  thereof,  in 
the  Catechism  appointed  by  the  Church  of  England,  and  in 
other  Pious  Books,  as  shall  seem  fitt,  in  the  room  of  a  licsson 
on  every  Saturday  Forenoon. 

12.  In  Order  the  better  to  prevent  any  Abuse  of  this  Trust 
committed  to  the  Upper  and  Under  Master,  by  negligence  or  a 
careless  discharge  of  their  Duty,  to  the  great  Ii^ury  of  Youth  y 
We  do  Decree  and  Ordun,  that  the  Boys  ihaU  he  puhUdy  er- 
amineA  m  the  Books  they  have  read  Once  every  Year  on  Easter 
Tuesday,  by  the  Upper  Master,  to  the  end  that  their  Parents  may 
be  certified  of  their  Children's  Improvement  and  Proficiency,  to 
the  Credit  or  Disgrace  of  their  Teachers. 

13.  And  for  the  Encouragement  of  Youth,  and  raising  a 
laudable  Emulation  among  them  3  We  do  Decree  and  Ordain,  by 
and  with  the  Consent  of  The  Reverend  Mr.  Thomas  Cooke,  the 
present  Upper  Master  of  our  said  Free  Grammar  School  of  Dar- 
lington, and  do  for  the  time  to  come  make  a  conditional  Obliga- 
tion in  the  Election  of  every  succeeding  Upper  Master,  ^t 
Twenty  Shillings  each  Year  shall  l>e  deducted  out  of  the  Upper 
Master's  Sallary,  which  shaU  be  given  and  disposed  of  in  Uttle 
Honorary  Premiums  or  Books  to  such  Boy  in  every  Class,  as  shall 
appear  on  the  Day  of  Examination  to  have  best  deserved  it  by 
his  Industry  and  Application,  according  to  the  Judgment  of  the 
Upper  Master  after  their  Examination. 

14.  That  these  our  Rules,  Decrees,  Statutes  and  Ordinances, 
may  be  made  the  more  efiiectual ;  We  do  Decree,  Ordain,  Re- 
quire and  Enjoin,  that  each  Boy  admitted  into  the  said  Grammar 
School,  shall  readily  and  willingly  conform  to  the  Rules,  Sta- 
tutes, and  Discipline  of  the  said  School :  For  the  better  prevent- 
ing Corporal  Severity,  every  Offence  or  Breach  of  School  JjliscipUtie, 
as  shall  be  prescribed  agreeable  to  what  is  herdn  contained,  shall 
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he  fninithed  itith  maU  Pecuniary  Finet,  which  is  to  be  applied 
and  expended  for  the  Use  of  the  School ;  upon  Refusal^  each 
Boy  so  offending  and  refusing,  $haU  be  left  entirehf  to  the  $aid 
Upper  Ma$ter*s  Discretion. 

15.  Also  We  Ordain,  Decree  and  Declare,  That  all  Rents, 
Profits  and  Revenues,  of  and  belonging  to  the  said  Free  School, 
shall  from  time  to  time  be  paid  to,  and  received  by  the  said 
Governors  or  the  mc^jor  part  of  them  and  their  Successors  for 
the  time  being,  and  fair  Accounts  thereof  shall  be  kept  and 
entered  in  a  Book  or  Books  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose  -, 
and  all  Leases,  Contracts  or  Agreements  with  any  Tenant  or 
Tenants  for  any  Lands  or  Tenements  of  or  belonging  the  said 
Free  School,  shall  be  made  and  signed  by  the  said  Governors  or 
the  major  part  of  them  for  the  time  being,  and  the  Common-Seal 
of  the  said  School  to  be  affixed  thereto ;  and  such  Leases  to  be 
made  for  the  best  and  most  improved  Rents,  (to  be  reserved  and 
payable  Quarterly)  that  can  be  had  or  gotten  for  the  same,  with- 
out taking  any  Fine  or  other  Thing  for  granting  such  Lease ; 
and  all  Tenants  to  sign  and  execute  Counterparty  ^  such  Leases^ 
Contracts  or  Agreements. 

16.  Also  We  Ordain,  Decree  and  Appoint,  That  the  said  Let- 
ten  Patents  shall  be  fairly  transcribed  and  entered  in  the  said 
Book  or  Books  of  Account  with  an  English  Translation  thereof : 
And  also  these  our  Decrees,  Statutes  and  Ordinances,  for  the 
better  Information  of  the  said  Grovemors  and  their  Successors ; 
and  that  all  Acts  and  Proceedings  of  the  said  Governors,  and 
their  Successors,  shall  from  time  to  time  be  in  like  manner  en- 
tered in  such  Book  or  Books,  and  the  same  shall  be  publicly 
read  over  in  the  said  Free  School  on  every  Easter  Tuesday. 

17.  And  further  We  Ordain,  Decree,  and  Declare,  That  the 
Yearly  Sum  of  Eighteen  Pounds  shall  from  time  to  time  be  paid 
by  Us  and  our  Successors,  Governors  of  the  said  Free  School,  to 
the  Under  Master  of  the  said  Free  School  for  the  time  beings 
as  and  for  his  Yearly  Sallary  or  Stipend  of  Under  Master  thereof  ^ 
and  that  such  Under  Master  shall  also  have,  receive  and  take  to 
his  own  Use,  all  such  Voluntary  Premiums  or  Gratuities  as  shall

from  time  to  time  be  Yearly  paid  and  disponed  of  by  Us  and  our 
Successors  for  the  time  being,  to  such  Upper  Master  of  the«aid 
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Free  School,  as  and  for  his  Yearly  Salluy  or  Stipend  of  Upper 
Master  thereof. 

In  Testimony  whereof  We,  the  said  Governors,  have  to  these 
our  Decrees,  Statutes  and  Ordinances  in  Writing,  of  and  cnn- 
oeming  the  said  Free  Grammar  School,  caused  our  Common  and 
Body  Corporate  Seal  of  the  said  Free  School  to  be  affixed,  and 
have  subscribed  our  Names  hereto  this  Twenty-third  Day  of 
February  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred 
and  Forty-dght.

therefore  for  Us  and  our  Successors,  of  our  special  Favour,  cer- 
tain Knowledge,  and  mere  motion.

The  Opinion  of  John  Middleton,  Esquire,  (Councellor  at  Law)> 

on  the  Charter  for  the  Free  Grammar  School  at  Darlington. 

(19  March  1688.) 

1.  I  am  of  Opinion,  that  by  Queen  £lizabeth*s  Charter  now 
produced^  the  Churchwardens  of  Darlington  are  made  a  Corpor* 
ation,  capable  of  purchasing  Lands,  Tenements,  (roods  and 
Chatties,  for  the  maintenance  of  a  free  Grammar  School  in 

.  Darlington. 

2.  And  tho*  the  Town  of  Darlington  be  only  mentioned,  yet 
the  intention  of  the  instituting  such  School  is  plain,  that  it  is  for 
the  service  of  the  Parish,  two  of  the  Governors  living  always 
out  of  the  Township,  and  the  Twenty-four  who  chuse  those 
Governors,  living  many  of  them  likewise  out  of  the  Township ; 
yet  such  School  is  designed  for  the  further  Instruction  of  those 
that  can  read,  and  not  to  teach  Children  to  read. 

3.  The  Churchwardens  of  the  said  Parish  have  an  absolute 
power,  without  the  concurrence  of  any  other,  of  placing,  and 
displacing  of  the  School  Master  and  Usher  as  they  please,  but 
they  must  take  care  to  place  such  Persons  there,  as  x^sort  to 
Church,  or  otherwise  be  licensed  by  the  Bishop. 

4.  The  Churchwardens,  or  Governors  for  the  time  being,  may 
make  such  Orders,  Statutes  and  Ordinances,  for  the  better 
ordering  of  the  said  School,  ascertaining  the  Sallaries,  &c.,  as  to 
them  shall  seem  meet,  but  such  Orders,  or  Ordinances,  must  be 
confirmed  by  the  Earl  of  Westmokeland  and  Bishop  of  Durham 
for  the  time  being. 

5.  But  neither  the  Earl  of  Wbstmobeland  nor  Bishop  of 
Durham,  nor  both  of  them  together,  can  place,  or  displace  any 
School  Master  or  Usher  there,  nor  do  any  other  thing  touching 
the  same»  without  the  assent  of  the  said  Governors. 

6.  All  Rents,  Issues,  and  Profits  of  the  Lands  given  for  the 
improvement  of  the  said  Free  School,  as  well  as  all  Fines  paid 
upon  the  renewal  of  any  Leasc^  ought  to  be  paid  first  to  the  said 
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Crovemon,  and  by  them  disposed  of  to  the  said  School  Master 
and  Usher,  at  their  discretions,  and  if  any  more  Monies  he  raised 
thereon  than  will  pay  or  satisfy  such  Master  and  Usher^  they  may 
purchase  Lands  or  Tenements  therewith  for  the  further  use  of 
the  said  School,  and  out  of  the  same  profits,  the  said  Grovemors 
may  deduct  their  necessary  expences. 

7.  No  Leases  can  be  made  of  the  Lands  bdLonging  to  the  said 
School  but  by  the  said  Churchwardens  or  Goyemovs,  under  the 
proper  Seal  appointed  for  that  purpose,  and  all  Leases  made 
otherwise  are  void.  As  to  the  present  Tenants,  I  can  say 
nothing,  till  I  see  the  Leases. 

8.  If  any  Leases  be  well  made  to  them,  'till  such  Leases  be 
expired,  no  Rent  can  be  advanced,  but  after  such  expiration,  the 
same  may  be  raised. 

9.  But  if  any  of  their  Leases  be  void,  neither  Law  nor  Equity 
wiH  compel  the  Grovemors  to  make  sudi  Leases  good,  unless  a 
valuable  consideration  or  Une  hath  been  paid  for  the  same  to 
some  of  the  Governors,  and  not  to  any  other  Person. 

10.  The  proper  way  will  be  for  the  Churchwardens  to  seal  a 
Writing  under  their  proper  Seal  for  that  purpose,  giving  power 
to  some  Person  to  enter  into  aU  the  Lands  belonging  to  the  said 
School,  and  discharge  the  Tenants  from  paying  any  further 
Rent  to  the  School  Master,  and  if  ^e  Tentyits  refuse  to  pay 
their  Rents  to  the  Governors,  to  turn  them  out  of  possession  by 
bringing  Ejectments. 

11.  K  any  Writing  belonging  to  the  School  be  in  the  Hands 
of  any  Person  who  will  not  deliver  the  same,  the  properest 
remedy  is  by  Bill  in  Chancery. 

18.  The  present  Governors  or  Churchwardens  may  in  Chancery 
call  any  former  Governors  or  other  Persons  to  account,  who  hath 
misemployed  any  profits  belonging  to  the  said  School.

I  have  perused  the  Charter  of  Queen  Elizabkth  for  erecting  a 
Free  Gmnmar  School  at  Darlington,  whereby  the  Church- 
wardens for  the  time  being  are  Incorporated  and  made  Grovemors 
thereof  $  and  I  am  of  Opinion,  that  the  Governors  for  the  time 
being,  oir  any  three  of  them,  have  foil  power  by  the  Charter,  to 
elect,  place  and-  displace  the  Master  or  Usher,  when,  and  as 
often,  as  they  think  fit  ^  and  when  they  think  fit  to  displace  a 
Master,  I  think  they  should  enter  an  "Order  for  that  puipose, 
signed  by  three  of  the  Governors  at  the  least,  and  serve  a  Copy 
tl^reof  upon  the  Master  to  be  displaced^  and  from'  that  time^ 
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they  may  withdraw  lus  Sallaty,  and  if  lie  refiKedi  to  ddhrer  «p 
the  Key  of  the  Schooi  upon  deinaii4>  they  may  puU  qgf  the  Lock 
and  $et  on  another,  and  in  the  chuaiag  a  new  Master,  they  nmiBt 
take  oare  to  chuse  one,  who  vnH  qualify  hkauM  as  die  Law 
directs.

This  Gendeman  admits  Foe&  Private  Pupils 
into  his  own  house ;  his  terms,  for  boys  under  Twelve  years 
of  age,  being  Thirty  guineas  a  year ;  and  for  thoee,  above 
that  age,  Posty  guineas,  which  include  Board,  Edueadon, 
Washing,  &c. 

The  Second  Master  has  seldom  been  in  the  habit  of  taking 
Private  Pupils ;  but  in  such  case,  his  terms  would  be  nwrly 
the  same  as  di||^  of  the  Head  Master.

George  Allan,  Esq.,  the  eminent  Antiquary,  in  grateful 
remembrance  of  his  having  received  the  first  rudiments  of  his 
Education  in  this  School.

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Thb  Grammar  School  at  Durham  is  coeval  with  the 
Foundation  of  The  Cathedral  Church,  by  Eong  Hsiniv  the 
Eighth,  on  the  12th  of  May,  1541. 

By  the  28th  Chapter  of  the  Statutes  it  is  ordained.  That 
there  shall  be  constantly  maintiuned  Eiohtebn  poor  boys  <^  i4>t 
parts,  whose  friends  are  not  able  to  give  them  education,  but  not 
to  be  admitted  until  they  have  learned  to  read  and  write,  and, 
in  the  Dean's  judgement,  are  sufficiently  grounded  in  the  first 
rudiments  of  Grammar ; — after  admission  to  be  maintained  by 
The  Church,  until  they  competently  understand  Grammar,  and 
can  read  and  write  Latin,  for  which  they  shall  be  allowed  Four 
years,  or,  with  the  Dean's  assent.  Five  at  the  most : — ^None  shall 
be  admitted  above  Fifteen  years  of  age. 

The  Choristers  shall  not  be  limited  to  that  age,  but  may  be 
admitted  Scholars  if  they  are  fit;  in  case  they  have  proved 
themselves  particularly  serviceable  to  the  Choir,  and  skilful  in 
Music,  they  are  to  be  preferred  before  any  others. 

If  any  one  is  found  dull,  and  without  a  taste  for  Literature, 
the  Dean  shall  remove  him,  and  appoint  another  in  his  room, 
'^  ne  veluHfiitms  apum  mella  devoret** 

The  Upper  Master  is  to  be  learned  in  the  Greek  and  Latin 
languages,  of  good  feune,  sound  faith  and  pious  life : — ^He  shall 
not  only  teach  the  Eighteen  boys,  but  also  all  otfiers  that  $kaU 
resort  to  his  School. 

The  Under  Master  shall  bear  the  like  character. 

They  shall  teach  such  Books  and  Rules,  and  follow  such 
order  as  The  Dean  and  Chapter  (with  the  Bishop's  assent)  shall 
prescribe.  If  they  prove  negligent,  or  incapable  of  teaching, 
after  a  third  admonition,  to  be  displaced.  They  are  also  to  be 
sworn  faithfully  to  perform  their  duty. 

By  Chapters  31,  33,  and  33,  certain  allowances  are  pre- 
scribed to  the  Masters  and  Scholars,  for  Commons,  Vestments, 
and  Stipends. 

The  Upper,  and  Under  Master,  are  each  paid  £8.  per 
annum  out  of  the  Land  Revenues  of  the  Crown. 

Repeated  appUcadons  have  been  made  for  information 
respecting  this  School^  but  no  answers  have  been  received. 
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Houghton  le  Spring^  near  Durham. 

The  Fbee  Grammar  School  and  Alms^House  of  £bf- 
lER,  in  Houghton  le  Spring,  owe  their  origin  to  the  emi- 
nent IMvine,  Bernard  Gilpin,  for  his  exceUent  character 
and  usefuhiess,  called  "  The  Apostle  of  The  North,'^ 
who,  observing  the  scarcity  of  learned  men  who  were  able 
to  preach  the  word  of  God,  conceived  the  thoughts  of  a 
Seminary  of  good  Literature,  and  erected  a  School  here, 
allowing  a  maintenance  for  a  Master,  and  Usher. 

This  School  was  soon  very  numerously  attended,  and 
many  learned  men.  were  educated  in  it, — so  that  **  Master 
Gilpin'^s  School  was  every  where  spoken  of  to  his  credit, 
but  himselfe  much  more.** 

Mr.  Gilpin  found  a  powerful  friend  in  John  Heath,  of 
Kepyerj  Esquire,  who  supported  the  infant  Foundation  with 
his  interest,  and  contributed  liberally  towards  if  s  Endow- 
ment ;  and  either  from  compliment  to  him,  or  because  the 
greater  part  of  the  Endowment  arose  from  lands  belonging 
to  the  Dissolved  house  of  KepyeVj  the  School  probably 
received  if  s  name. 

The  Foundation  Charter  bears  date  the  2d  of  April, 
1574,  and  appoints  John  Heath,  of  Kepyer,  Esq.,  and 
Bernard  Gilpin,  Rector  of  Houghton,  the  first  Governors 
of  The  Free  Grammar  School  and  Alms-House  of 
Eepyer,  in  Houghton  in  the  Spring,  in  the  County  of  Bur- 
ham,*^  with  power  as  such  to  plead  and  be  impleaded ;  to 
nominate,  and,  if  requisite,  to  correct,  suspend,  or  expel  the 
Master ;  to  make,  revise,  and  from  time  to  time  to  alter  the 
Statute  of  the  School ;  and  to  acquire  lands,  not  exceeed- 
ing  £50.  fer  annum,  to  the  use  of  the  School  and  Aims- 
House. 
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The  appointment  of  the  Goyesmon  (only  two  in  number) 
was  reserved  to  Heath  and  Gilpin  during  their  lives ;  and 
was  afterwards  rested,  where  it  still  continues,  in  the  hdr 
of  blood  of  John  Heath,  Esq.,  and  in  The  Rector  of 
Houghton  for  the  time  being ;  and,  in  case  of  neglect,  the 
nomination,  pro  hoc  vice^  lapses  to  the  Bbhop. 

The  first  Governors,  probably,  never  exercised  their  power 
of.  enacting  Statutes.  Mr.  Gilpin  during  his  life  direc- 
ted the  whole  administration  of  the  School  in  person ;  and 
having  it  oondnually  in  contemplation  to  increase  the  Foun- 
dation according  to  hb  pecumary  circumstances,  left  it  at 
his  death  with  no  other  regulations  than  such  as  were  con- 
tiuned  in  the  original  Charter ;  and  his  Will,  dated  the  17th 
of  October,  1582,  very  evidently  expresses  considerable 
doubt  and  anxiety  for  the  fate  of  his  infant  and  unsettled 
Establishment 

It  has  been  most  unfortunately  contrived,  that  the  chief 
part  of  the  Revenues  consist  of  various  small  portions  of 
"  GUhf  Tyihesy"^  that  is,  Tythes  formerly  belonging  to  The 
Dissolved  Hospital  of  Si  Giles  of  Kepyer,  scattered  in  very 
different  places^  and  very  precarious  in  their  amount ;  and 
in  Rent-charges  out  of  several  estates,  which,  from  the  gra- 
dual diminution  of  the  value  of  money,  have  become 
exceedingly  trifling. 

The  foundation,  however,  has  always  {Hx>ved  suffioent 
to  ensure  the  attendance  of  a  Master  of  Character  and 
Ability ;  and  if  few  names  of  peculiar  eminenoe  can  be 
found  amongst  if  s  Scholars,  yet  for  Two  Centuries  Keptxb 
School  has  continued  to  fulfil  the  wise  and  benevolent 
purposes  of  The  Founder,  and  to  dispense,  through  the 
neighbouring  Districts,  a  sufficient  portion  of  sound  Learn- 
ing and  of  good  Morals. 

The  School  and  School-house  stand  upon  rising  ground 
at  the  North-East  side  of  the  Chuich-yard.  The  School 
is  a  plidn  building,  with  walls  at  least  three  feet  thick :  and 
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with  a  suitable  Latin  Inscription  over  the  Porch,  placed 
there  by  the  zeal  of  Dr.  Hunter. 

A  stone  in  the  front  of  the  School-house  records  some 
considerable  repairs  and  additions,  made  in  1779»  at  the 
expense  of  John  Tempbst,  of  Wimfardy  Esq.,  the  Har  of 
Heath,  and  one  of  the  Grovemors. 

No  boys  at  present  receive  gratuUou»  instruction;  And 
the  Master  is  presumed  to  be  at  hberty  to  fix  his  own 
terms  of  admisnon  and  education,  which  have  never  been 
more  than  sufficient  to  keep  pace  with  the  times.  The 
channel  of  Admismon  is  through  the  Master  only. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  any  University  advanta- 
ges, belonging  to  this  School. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  William  Rawes, 
who  accommodates,  on  the  average,  lliirty  Pupils  in  hi& 
own  house  at  Fifty  guineas  per  annum  each.  Tuition  fees 
included. 

The  most  eminent  Scholars  educated  at  Ksptes  School 
were  those,  who  owed  their  Instruction  to  Mr.  Gilpin 
himself.    The  most  distinguished  of  these  were, — 

Henry  Ayray,  Provost  of  Queen^s  College,  Oxford. 
Hugh  Broughton,  his  learned  but  ungratefidy  Scho- 
lar ;  and  who  joined  with  Barnes,  <*  {he  worthless 
Chancellor  of  Durham^  in  accusing  his  venerable 
Patron  of  irregularities  against  the  discipline  of  the 
Church  of  England. 
George    Carleton,  the  Biographer   of  his    pious 

Kinsman  and  Patron,  Bishop  of  Chichester. 
Ralph  Ironside,  Rector  of   Long   Bredy,  in  the 

County  of  Dorset.    And  latterly, 
Christopher  Hunter,  M.  D.,  an  eminent  Physioan 

and  Antiquary  of  Durham. 
William  Romain,  a  Divine  and  Writer  of   great 
Populari^.  . 
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SEDGEFIELD. 

The  Free  Geammae  School  at  Sebosfield  is  endowed 
with  a  Field  of  five  acrra  on  the  Beacon  Hill :  and  £2..1 2..0 
are  paid  out  of  a  Field,  called  <^  HowlC'Hope.'^ 

Tlie  election  of  the  Master  is  in  the  Rector  and  Vestry. 

Six  poor  Children  are  to  be  taught  here,  graiU, 

The  School-house  is  situate  on  the  East  nde  of  the 
Market  Square,  adjoining  to  Coopee'b  Hosipital. 

No  answer  has  been  reoeived  to  the  Author's  Letter. 
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BRAINTREE. 

Jambs  Cokes,  late  of  Black  Notley,  but  formerly  a  Draper 
and  Grocer  in  Braintree,  where  he  was  bom,  gave  by  his 
Will,  dated  the  27th  of  October,  1/02,  a  Farm  at  Stoke  by 
Nayland,  in  the  County  of  Suffolk,  of  about  £  10.  per  anntm^ 
for  the  teaching  and  educating  of  Ten  poor  diildren  of  this 
Town,  to  read  and  learn  English  and  LaHn  in  the  Parish 
School. 

In  1649,  Ralph  Diggiit,  Esq.,  of  Lisle,  in  the  County 
of  Southampton,  gave  to  The  Master  and  Fellows  of  Clare 
HaU,  in  Cambridge,  three  Estates,— one,  in  Lisle, — another, 
at  Mile-End,  in  Middlesex, — and  the  third,  at  Braintree, 
called  ^^  Hubbalds  and  MallandTj — the  whole  amounting  to 
about  £140.  a  year,  for  the  founding  of  Fellowships  and 
Scholarships,  at  the  discretion  of  The  College, — who  accord* 
ingly  founded  Two  Fellowships  and  Six  Scholabships. 

John  Rat,  the  Naturalist,  was  educated  here. 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author^s  Letter. 
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BRENTWOOD. 


Thb  Fji££  Gkammab  School  at  Brentwood,  in  the  Parish 
of  South  Weald,  was  founded  by  Sir  Anthony  Browne, 
Knt.,  Seijeant  at  Law,  of  Weald  Hall,  by  Letters  Patent 
of  King  Philip  and  Queen  Mary,  dated  the  5th  of  July, 

1557  :— 

By  which  it  is  declared,  That  there  shall  be  one  Master, 
being  a  Priest,  to  be  nominated  by  The  Founder,— and  Two 
Wardens  of  the  lands  and  possessions  of  the  School,  being 
Inhabitants  of  South  Weald,  to  be  nominated  and  displaced 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Patron.— The  Master,  and  Wardens, 
to  be  a  Body  Corporate,  with  perpetual  Succession,  and  to 
have  a  Common  Seal. 

The  Founder  endowed  the  School  out  of  his  own  Estate, 
with  lands  and  tythes  at  Dagenham  and  Chigwell  Grange. 

On  the  18th  of  July,  1622,  Georgk  Abbot,  Bishop  of 
London,  and  Dr.  John  Donne,  Dean  of  St.  PauPs,  con- 
firmed the  Statutes  of  this  School,  which  had  been  drawn 
up  in  the  time  of  Queen  Elizabeth  by  Edmund  Geindal 
then  Bishop  of  London,  and  Dr.  Nowbll,  Dean  of  St. 
Paulas. 

All  boys  who  can  read  and  write  printed  and  written 
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hand,  and  are  of  the  age  of  eighi  and  under  eigkteen^  and 
Imng  within  thru  miles  of  the  School,  shall  be  taught  and 
instructed^^^^,  in  virtue,  learning,  and  manners. 

If  there  shall  be  so  many  Scholars  that  it  shall  be  thought 
unfit  to  have  any  more,  some  shall  be  removed  w  refused. 

Several  causes  of  refusal  and  expulaon,  under  the  consent 
of  the  Guardians,  or  of  the  Patron,  are  stated  and  defined. 

The  Master  is  allowed  to  employ  an  Usher  at  his  own 
cost,  and  to  change  him  at  his  pleasure.  He  must  by  him- 
self, or  some  other  person  properly  licensed,  read  Divine 
Service  every  Wednseday  and  Friday  in  the  Chapel  of 
Brentwood.* 

The  Master  is  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
Estates  so  settled  on  the  School,  and  out  of  them  to  make 
all  necessary  repairs  of  the  premises,  and  to  pay  to  each  of 
Five  Poor  Alms-People,  3  men  and  2  women,  who  are  to 
be  appointed  and  placed  by  the  Owner  of  Weald  Hall  in 
Five  Cottages  in  the  Village  of  South  Weald,  40*.  a  year, 
and  to  provide  for  each  of  them  a  robe  or  garment  of  the 
value  of  10*. 

The  residue  of  the  rents  he  is  to  retain  for  his  own  use. 

If  the  Patron  fails  for  one  month  in  a  nomination  to  these 
Almshouses  on  a  vacancy,  the  appointment  devolves  on  the 
Master, — and,  if  the  Master  fails  for  the  same  time,  on  the 
Wardens  of  the  School. 

The  boys  are  instructed  in  Latin,  Greek,  English,  ma- 
thematics, writing,  and  arithmetic. 

There  are  now  between  60  and  70  boys  daily  attending 
the  School,  all  of  them  upon  the  Foundation,  and  received 
without  any  expense  whatever  to  themselves  or  friends, — ^no 
one  who  has  applied,  and  been  qualified  for  admission,  has 
ever  been  refused, — no  other  boys  are  admitted. 

*  This  Chapel,  with  the  Patronage  of  the  School^  now  be- 
longs to  Christopher  Thomas  Tower>  Esq.^  of  Weald  Hall. 
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The  ptetent  Master,  The  Bevd.  Chables  Towek,  M.  A., 

of  St  John's  Cdli^;e^  Cambridge,  reodet  in  the  Hjcmm 

adjoining  the  School,  to  the  care  of  which  he  personally  at- 

.  tends,  and  he  has  provided  Three  Assistants  for  the  diffierent 

departments. 

He  has  given  to  eadi  of  the  Ahns-People  £10.  a  year, 
and  has  repaired  their  houses. 

This  School  is  entitled  to  a  small  Sgholabship  of  £6. 
per  annum  at  Christ  CoU^,  Cambridge,  in  turn  with  the 
Schools  of  Maldon  and  Cheknsfbrd,  given  by  Thomas 
pLincB,  D.  D. 

The  School  b  near  the  East  end  of  the  Town  of  Brent- 
wood, a  short  distance  from  the  great  road  from  London  to 
Chehnsford.  The  Master's  house  which  adjoins  it,  has  a 
small  garden  attached  to  it  and  rix  acres  of  land  in  the 
Hamlet  of  Brentwood. 

The  Corporation  Seals  form  a  double  clasp  Seal  oiMoer^ 
and  are  kept  in  an  iron  chest,  with  the  muniments  of  the 
SdiooL

CHELMSFORD. 


Ths  Gbammae  Feee  School  at  Chelmsfoed  was  founded 
by  King  Edwabd  the  Sixth,  by  Letters  Patent  dated  at 
Westminster  on  the  24th  of  March)  in  the  fifth  year  of  his 
reign,  1552,  at  the  humble  request  of  Sir  William  Petkb, 
Knt,  one  of  his  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  Sir  Waltsb 
Mildmay,  Knt.,  one  of  the  General  Supervisors  of  the 
Court  of  Augmentations,  Sir  Hkney  Tibbell,  Ent.,  and 
Thomas  Mildmay,  Esq.,  and  the  Inhabitants  of  Moulsham 
and  the  adjacent  parts;  To  be  called  by  the  name  of  "  The 
Gbammab  Feee  School  of  King  Edwaed  the  Sixth,**  for 
the  Instruction  of  Youth  in  Grammar  Learning,  under  the 
care  and  inspection  of  a  School-master,  and  an  Usher : — 

His  Majesty  constituted  the  Foue  persons  above  men- 
tioned, who  had  been  the  principal  instruments  in  the  erect- 
ing of  it,  the  first  Governors  during  life,  and  settled  the 
government  of  it  in  those  Foue  families  for  ever.  And, 
if  any  of  the  Four  Governors  died,  then  the  surviving 
Governors,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  were  empowered  to

chooee  anotber  in  his  room,  viz^  the  heir  male  of  the  penoD 
deceased.  But,  if  any  of  the  Grovernors  should  die  without 
hdr  male,  it  should  then  be  lawful  for  the  surviving  Go- 
vernors, or  the  major  part  of  them,  to  make  chcnoe  of  a 
fitting  person  bearing  the  Estate  of  a  Knight,  whose  family 
lived  for  the  most  part  in  the  County  of  Essex.  And,  if  it 
should  happen  all  the  Governors  thus  to  die  without  issue 
male,  then  he  granted  power  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
to  nominate  and  appdnt  Four  Governors  of  the  Order  of 
Knights  in  their  room : — 

He  endowed  it  with  HUPs  Chanity  in  the  Parish  of  Great 
Baddow;  Plumborough  Marsh,  in  South  Minster;  Barrieg 
and  Squite  CrqfUy  in  Hatfield  Peverel;  The  Marsh  of 
Wyke  or  Corixtyhey  in  West  Tilbury ;  and  Stone  house 
Chaniry,  in  East  Tilbury :  paying  yearly  out  of  them  only 
40s.,Sd.  to  the  Poor  of  Great  Baddow  aforesaid,  and  Js..lOd. 
to  the  Court  of  Augmentations. 

The  Governors  are  a  Body  Corporate  and  Politic,  by  the 
name  of  ^^  The  Governors  of  the  Possessions,  Revenues 
and  Goods  of  The  Free  School  of  King  Edward,  in  the 
Parish  of  Chelmsford." 

The  present  Governors  are — 
The  Right  Honble.  Francis  Henry  Lord  Petre, 

Baron  of  Writtle. 
Sir  Henrt  St.  John  Carew  St.  John  Mildmay, 

Bart 
Sir  John  Tyrell,  Bart. 
Thomas  Gardiner  Bramston,  Esq. 
The  present  Treasurer  is,  Mr.  Parker,  who  was  ap- 
pointed in  1798. 

The  School-house  is  situate  at  the  Upper  end  of  the 
Town  in  a  Street,  called  "  DtAe  Street^''  not  far  from  the 
Church.  There  is  a  very  good  DweUing-house  for  the 
residence  of  the  Master,*— a  spacious  SchooLroom,  with  a 
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large  Garden,  and  convenient  Out-building%-^wfaich  were 
punchaBed  by  The  Governors  many  years  since. 

Within  these  few  years  they  have  very  much  improved 
the  Dwelling-house,  and  purchased  a  field  contiguous  to 
it,  containing  about  two  acres,  for  a  P]ay-fpx>und  for  the 
Scholars,  and  which  is  a  great  acccHnmodation  to  the 
Master. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Town  and  Nei^- 
bourhood,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Trustees,  free  of  expense. 
There  are  at  present  Twenty  boys  upon  the  Foundation, 
and  Fifteen  others.  They  are  admitted  at  Seven  jeaxs  of 
age,  and  are  generally  continued,  as  long  as  their  Parents 
wish  them  to  remain  at  School.  They  are  nominated  by 
the  Trustees. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used;  and 
the  System  of  Education  is  the  same  as  i»  piursued  in  great 
Schools. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Thomas  Bo- 
BBRTs.  This  Grentleman  takes  private  Pupils,  his  terms, 
for  the  board  and  education  of  each,  being  Thirty  guineas 
per  aTinum, 

The  Trustees,  a  few  years  since,  for  the  benefit  of  the  In- 
haUtants,  wished  the  present  Master  to  add  the  several 
branches  of  an  English  education ;  and,  in  compliance  with 
their  desire,  he  has  now  also  an  English  Asdstant 

A  small  Scholarship  of  £6.  per  anmum  at  Christ^s  Col- 
lege, Cambridge,  founded  by  Thomas  Plume,  D.  D., 
Archdeacon  of  Rochester,  is  appropriated  to  a  person  edu- 
cated at  the  Schools  of  Brentwood,  Maldon,  or  Chelmsford. 

Sir  Hbnrt  Mildmay  pays  £2.  a  year,  being  a  legacy 
left  by  his  Ancestor,  to  the  Writing  Master. 

Philemok  Holland,  the  celebrated  Translator,  John 
Dee,  the  Mathematician,  and  the  munificent  Thomas 
Plume,  D.  D.,  were  educated  here.

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CHIGWELL. 

Thb  Two  Faxs  Shools  at  Chigwkll  were  founded  by  the 
munifioent  Prelate  Samuel  H arsket,  Abchbishop  of  Yoek, 
by  Indenture^  made  the  13th  of  April,  1629,  between  Inm- 
self,  on  the  one  part ;  and  Emanuel  Utye,  D.  D.,  Vicar  of 
Chigwell,  Thomas  Bsbesforb,  D.  D.,  Parson  of  Lough* 
ton,  David  Dukbab,  Esq.,  and  Eighteen  other  Gentlemen 
and  Yeomen  of  Chigwell,  on  the  other  part, — which  wit- 
netseth,  That  His  Grace  had  erected  Two  fair  and  largO 
School-Houses  in  the  Parish  of  Chigwell,  to  the  intent  and 
purpose  <'  that  the  Children  and  Youth  of  that  and  other 
adjoining  Parishes  should  be  in  one  of  the  said  Schools 
taught  to  read,  write,  cypher,  and  cast  acoompts,  and  to 
leam  their  Acddence, — and,  in  the  other  School-House,  to 
be  instructed  in  the  LaHn  and  Greek  tongues  :'^*-with 
handscMne  and  convenient  houses  for  the  Masters,  and  suit- 
able gardens  to  each. 

For  the  endowment  of  these  Schools,  His  Grace  vested 
the  Impropriate  Rectory  and  Parsonage  of  Tottington,  in 
the  County  of  Norfolk,  then  of  the  dear  yearly  value  of 
£60.,  together  with  the  Advowson  of  the  Vicarage  of  Tot- 
tbgton,  in  Twenty-one  Feoffees,  to  be  employed  "  to 
no  other  use  or  purpose  J*  The  Grammar  Schoc^mastar  to 
be  paid  <£20.,  and  the  English  Master  £25.,  by  equal  por- 
tions yearly. 

The  residue  of  the  endowment, — after  the  distribution  of 
'^  4s.  worth  of  good  wholesome  wheaten  bread,^  every  Sun- 
day (except  two),  at  the  end  of  Divine  Service,  to  the  Poor 
of  the  Parish,  and  of  20*.  to  the  Clerk  for  ringing  the  Church 
Bell  every  morning  at  Six  o*Clock,«-is  to  be  safely  laid  up 
and  kept  as  a  Stock,  to  be  employed  by  the  Feofiees  in^^ffic 
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nee^iil  rqHiraHons^  of  the  School-bouses  and  dwelliiigs, 
*^  and  other  necessary  expenses  touching  the  Possesraona.^ 

Upon  every  Vacancy  of  the  Vicarage  of  Tottington,  the 
Feoffees  are  to  present  to  the  Ordinary  of  that  place  for  the 
time  bdng,  such  a  fit  Clerk  to  that  Vicarage,  ^^  as  either  had 
been  formerly  a  Scholar  of  the  said  LtUin  School,  or  one 
that  was  born  in  the  Parish  of  Chigwell,  if  any  such  could 
be  found,  and  who  would  accept  thereof:'' — ^and  if  not,  then 
they  are  to  present  such  other  fit  person,  as  they  should 
dunk  proper. 

That  when  so  many  of  the  "  Bargamees^  or  their 
assigns,  ^<  shall  depart  out  of  this  mortal  life,  that  there 
shall  be  but  Five  of  them  surviving,'*  that  then  the  Survi- 
vors shall,  ^^  with  all  convenient  speed,''  appoint  Sixteen 
other  fit  persons  to  complete  the  Trust ; — ^whereof  the  Vicar 
of  Chigwell,  and  the  Parson  of  Loughton,  shall  always  be 
7W,  and  the  rest  to  be  '^  some  of  the  most  substantial, 
able,  sufiicient,  and  discreet  Parishioners  of  Chigwell." 

And  for  the  good  management  of  his  Schools,  the  jrious 
and  benevolent  Prelate  drew  up  the  following  solemn  and 
impresfiive  Obdinadces  : — 

*'  The  Being,  Life,  and  Continuation  of  all  Foundations  on 
Earth  are  the  Laws  and  Statutes  of  that  Foundation ;  and  the 
Life  of  the  Statutes  and  Ordinances  is  the  due  and  strict  obser- 
vation of  them,  which  cannot  be  done  but  by  living  Men — J 
therefore  charge  the  Governors  of  my  Schools,  as  they  shaU  answer 
to  God  before  his  holy  Angels,  for  their  own  Children,  the  Loss  of 
their  Time  in  their  Golden  Youth,  the  Corruption  of  their  Manners, 
the  cheating  them  of  their  Learning,  and  the  Ruin  of  that  Founda- 
tion which  I  have  laid  for  their  public  Good  and  the  Good  of  their 
Posterity,  that  they  look  duly,  carefully,  and  consdonably  to  the 
due  keeping  and  observing  of  the  Statutes  and  Ordinances  foUom- 
ing;  which  doing,  the  Blesidng  and  Peace  of  God  rest  upon  them 
and  their  Issue, 

The  first  Ordinance  that  I  am  to  make,  is  to  lay  a  Bond  and 
Obligation  upon  myself^  humbly  upon  my  knees^  during  my 
Life,  to  praise  and  magnify  the  Goodness  of  God,  who,  from  a 
poor  Vicar  of  this  Parish,  hath  called  me  to  so  high  a  Digiiity 
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intis  Church,  and  to  enable  me  to  offer  this  Mite  of  my  Thank- 
fitness  unto  Him  for  all  the  Blessings  that  in  Mercy  He  hath 
bestowed  upon  me. 

Item,  I  ordaiuj  that  both  the  Schools  respectively^  be  for 
ever  ruled  and  governed  by  Twelve  Governors^  whom  for 
the  present,  I  nominate  and  appoint  Mr.  Emanubl  Utte^ 
Doctor  in  IKvinity  and  Vicar  of  Chigwell,  in  the  said  County  of 
Essex,  Mr.  Thomas  Bbrbsford,  Doctor  in  Divinity,  and  Par- 
son of  Loughton,  in  the  said  County  of  Essex,  Mr.  David  Dun- 
bar, of  Chigwell  aforesaid,  Esq.,  Mr.  Edmund  Dbnnye,  Mr. 
B^BBRT  Babfootb,  Mr.  Thomas  Howes,  Mr.  Hbnbt  Withers, 
and  Mr.  Edmund  Scott,  of  Chigwell  aforesaid.  Gentlemen,  Mr. 
William  Nutt,  Citizen  and  Grocer,  of  London,  John  Allen, 
William  Brown,  and  Jbrsam  Holmes,  of  Chigwell  aforesaid. 
Yeomen ;  and  that  these,  and  those  who  shall  succeed  them^  do 
from  time  to  time  elect,  and  constitute  the  Schoolmasters  respec- 
tively, and  remove  and  expel  them  a%  there  shall  be  cause,  see 
the  Ordinances  of  the  Schools  duly  kept  and  observed,  recbivb 
the  annual  rents,  pay  the  Schoolmasters,  and  do  all  other 
Matters  and  Things  that  shall  or  may  concern  the  Wel&re  and 
Prosperity  of  the  said  Schools  for  ever ;  of  which  Twelve  I  no- 
minate and  ^point  the  Vicar  of  Chigwell,  and  the  Parson  of 
Loughton,  for  the  time  being,  to  be  always  Two  3  and  when  it 
shall  please  God  to  call  any  of  these  Twelve  out  of  this  mortal 
Life,  I  constitute  and  ordain,  that  the  surviving  (jovemors, 
within  Six  Days  after  the  Death  of  any  of  the  Governors,  shall 
meet  at  the  Grammar-Schoolmaster's  House,  and  shall  nominate 
and  elect  of  the  most  able  and  substantial  Parishioners  of  Chig- 
well, one  or  more  Governors  to  make  up  the  number  of  Twelve, 
and  not  above ;  and  that  they  write  the  Names  of  the  Person  or 
Persons  so  elected,  in  this  Book  of  Ordinances,  and  subscribe 
their  Names  thereunto. 

Item,  I  constitute  and  ordain,  that  within  Ten  Days  after 
every  Vacancy  of  either  of  the  Schoolmasters*  Places  by  Death, 
Deprivation,  Cession,  or  otherwise,  that  the  Governors,  or 
the  more  Part  of  them,  do  meet  at  the  Latin  Schoolmaster's 
House,  and  there  do  chuse  a  new  Schoolmaster  into  the  Place 
that  is  become  void,  and  if  after  Ten  Days  next  ensuing  the  Va- 
cancy, they  do  not  agree  upon  the  Election  and  Choice  of  a  new 
Schoolmaster,  then  I  ordain  that  the  Election  do  devolve  abso- 
lutely unto  the  Lord  Bishop  of  London  for  the  time  being,  and 
the  Party  whom  his  Lordship  shall  nominate  under  his  hand  to 
become,  and  to  be  the  Schoolmaster  respectively,  without  any 
ceremony  or  contradiction. 

The  Quality  of  the  Latin  Schoolmaster. 

Item,  I  constitute  and  appoint  that  the  Latin  Schoolmaster 
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be  a  Graduate  of  one  of  the  Universities,  not  under  Seven-and- 
twenty  Yedrs  of  Age,  a  Man  skilful  in  the  Greek  and  Latin 
Tongues,  a  good  Poet,  of  a  sound  Religion,  neither  Papist  nor 
Puritan,  of  a  grave  Behaviour,  of  a  sober  and  honest  Conversa- 
tion, no  Tipler  nor  Haunter  of  Alehouses,  no  Puffer  of  Tobacco  ; 
and  above  all,  that  he  be  apt  to  teach  and  severe  in  his  Govern- 
ment :  And  all  Election  or  Elections  otherwise  made  I  declare 
them  to  be  void  ipso  facto ;  and  that  as  soon  as  the  Schoolmaster 
do  enter  into  Holy  Orders,  either  Deacon  or  Priest,  his  Place 
to  become  void  ipso  facto,  as  if  he  were  dead. 

Item,  I  ordain  that  the  Second  Schoolmaster,  touching  his 
Years  and  Conversation,  be  in  all  Points  endowed  and  qusdified 
as  is  above  expressed  touching  the  Latin  Schoolmaster  3  that  he 
write  fair  Secretary  and  Roman  Hands ;  that  he  be  skilful  in 
Cyphering  and  Casting  of  Accounts,  and  teach  his  Scholars  the 
same  Faculty  j  that  for  his  Diligence  in  teaching,  and  his  Times 
of  Beginning  and  Ending  bis  School,  he  be  tied  under  the  same 
Penalties  as  are  hereafter  in  that  behalf  limited. 

The  Authors  the  Latin  Schoolmaster  is  to  read. 

Item,  I  constitute  and  ordain  that  the  Latin  Schoolmaster,  do 
train  up  his  Scholars  in  the  Vulgar  Grammar,  commonly  called 
Lilly's  Grammar,  and  no  other ;  and  in  Cleonard's  Grammar 
for  the  Greek  Tongue  5  and  for  Phrase  and  Style,  that  he  infuse 
no  other  into  them  save  Tully  and  Terence ;  for  Poets,  that  he 
read  the  ancient  Greek  and  Latin  Poets;  no  Novelties  nor 
conceited  modem  Writers. 

The  Time  of  beginning  and  ending  the  Schoolmaster's  teaching. 

Item,  I  constitute  and  ordain  that  the  Schools  begin,  betwixt 
our  Lady  Day  and  Michaclmaa,  at  Six  o'Clock  in  the  Morning, 
and  end  at  Eleven ;  and  in  the  Afternoon  that  it  begin  at  One, 
and  end  at  Six ;  and  in  the  Winter  that  they  begin  at  Seven  and 
continue  to  Eleven,  and  in  the  Afternoon  from  One  to  Five : 
And  that  each  Schoolmaster  do  come  in  Person  into  his  several 
Schools  amongst  his  Scholars  every  Morning,  except  he  be 
detained  by  want  of  his  Health,  by  Six  o*Clock  from  our  Lady 
Day  to  Michaelmas,  and  by  Seven  o'Clock  from  Michaelmas  fo 
our  Lady  Day  5  and  that  he  continue  in  Person  teaching  his 
Scholars  till  Nine  of  the  Clock,  and  then,  if  he  please,  to  refresh 
himself;  and  that  he  be  in  Person  in  his  School  again  by  Ten 
of  the  Clock,  and  so  continue  till  Eleven;  and  at  Afternoon 
that  he  be  present  in  his  School  by  One  of  the  Clock  and  con- 
tinue till  Three,  and  from  Four  to  Five  in  the  Winter,  and  Six 
the  rest  of  the  Year :  And  if  he  be  occasioned  by  necessary 
Business  to  absent  himself  from  his  School  more  than  Two 
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Days,  I  will  that  he  Asx  the  Thrbs  Sbnior  Goyeenors* 
Lbavr  ;  and  if  he  prove  negligent  in  keeping  his  Hours  as  is 
above  said,  or  absent  himself  from  his  School  Without  Leave 
obtained,  after  Three  Admonitions  given  him  by  the  Gover- 
nors, or  the  more  Part  of  them,  I  ondain  and  declare  his  Plaoe 
to  be  VOID,  and  do  appoint  a  new  Schoolmaster  to  be  chosen 
into  it. 

Item,  I  ordain  that  the  Latin  Schoolmaster,  every  Saturday 
Afternoon,  do  call  the  Scholars  of  both  Schools  before  him,  and 
do  catechise  them  in  the  Principles  of  our  Christian  Reb'gion, 
According  to  the  Order  of  the  Book  op  Common  Prayer, 
that  they  may  by  this  Means  be  seasoned  and  prepared  to  receive 
public  Instruction,  by  way  of  catechising  from  the  Vicar  in  the 
Church,  which  I  more  desire  than  the  seasoning  them 
with  learning. 

Item,  I  strictly  inhibit  each  Schoolmaster,  upon  Penalty  of 
Loss  of  his  Place,  that  he  grant  no  Otiums,  or  Play  Days,  nor 
Part  of  Play  Days,  to  his  Scholars  respectively,  upon  any 
Pretext:  But  I  appoint  that  the  Scholars  do  every  Thursday 
and  Saturday,  betwixt  Three  and  Four  of  the  Clock  in  the 
Afternoon,  play  of  course ;  and  I  strictly  charge  that  there  be  no 
breaking  up,  nor  leaving  of  School,  before  any  Festival  Days, 
save  only  Two  Days  before  the  Feast  of  Easter,  Two  Days 
before  the  Feast  of  Pentecost,  and  Three  Days  before  Christmas ; 
and  the  Schools  to  begin  again  upon  the  Wednesday  in  Easter 
Week,  the  Wednesday  in  the  Week  of  Pentecost,  and  the  Day 
after  the  Twelfth  Day  in  Christmas,  without  delay. 

The  Manner  of  the  Schoolmasters'  Corrections. 

Item,  I  constitute  and  ordain  that  the  Schoolmasters  do  not 
exceed  in  their  Corrections  above  the  Number  of  Three  Stripes 
with  the  Rod  at  any  one  Time ;  that  they  strike  not  any  Scholar 
upon  the  Head  or  the  Cheek  with  their  Fist  or  the  Palms  of 
their  Hands,  or  vrith  any  other  Thing,  upon  Pain  of  Loss  of 
Forty  Shillings  for  every  such  Stripe  or  Stroke,  to  be  defaulked 
by  the  Governors  out  of  their  yearly  Wages :  That  they  do  not 
curse  or  revile  their  Scholars :  That  for  speaking  English  in  the 
Latin  School,  the  Scholar  be  corrected  by  the  FeruUi ;  and  for 
swearing,  with  the  Rod :  That  Monitors  be  appointed  to  note 
and  present  their  Rudeness,  irreverent  or  indecent  Demeanour 
in  the  Streets,  the  Church,  or  their  public  Sports. 

Item,  I  ordain  that  the  Scholars  of  both  the  Schools  do  every 
Morning,  upon  their  Knees,  before  they  begin  their  Lectures, 
offer  up  their  Sacrifice  of  Prayer  and  Thanksgiving  to  God  in 
such  Prayers  and  Psalms  as  shall  be  appointed  by  me  j  that  is 
to  say,  that  their  Masters,  both  at  one  Time  in  the  Morning,  do 
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repeat  orderly  the  Lards  Prayer,  and'  after  that  the  Te  Deum 
lMudamu9,  and  that  their  Sdiolars  do  answer  them  aocordin^y ; 
aikl  at  Afternoon^  before  they  depart,  that  the  Masters  do  repeat 
orderly  the  Hundred-cmd-thirteenth  Psalm,  and  they  answer  it 
and  the  Verse  fonowing  to  the  end  of  that  Psahn. 

The  Behaviour  of  the  Scholars. 

Item,  I  publish  to  all  Men  the  trae  Intentions  of  my  Heart, 
that  I  more  affectionately  desire  that  the  poor  Scholara  of  my 
Schools  be  nurtured  and  disciplined  in  good  Manners,  than  tn- 
structed  in  good  Arts;  and  therefore  I  charge  my  Schoolmasters 
respectively,  as  they  wiU  answer  it  to  God  and  good  Men,  that 
they  bring  up  their  Scholars  in  the  Fear  of  God,  and  Reverence 
towards  all  Men :  That  they  teadi  them  Obedience  to  their 
Parents,  Observance  to  their  Betters,  Gentleness  and  Ingenuity 
in  all  their  Carriages  -,  and,  above  all,  that  they  chastise  them 
severely  for  Three  Vices,  I/roro,  Swearino,  and  Filthy  Speak- 
ing, that  Men  seeing  the  Buds  of  Virtue  in  their  Youth  may  be 
stirred  up  to  bless  them,  and  to  praise  God  for  their  pious 
Education. 

Item,!  ordain  that  the  Scholars  of  both  Schools  do  upon  every 
Sunday  and  Holiday,  in  the  Morning,  resort  orderly  unto  thdr 
several  Schools^  and  that  they  go  from  thence,  with  their 
Masters  before  them,  unto  the  Church,  Two  and  Two  in  a 
Rank:  That  they  carry  their  Service  Books  widi  them,  and 
answer  the  Versicks  in  the  Psalms  as  the  Clerk  of  the  Pmah. 
doth :  That  they  kneel  at  such  Times  of  the  celebrating  of 
Divine  Service  accordingly  as  it  is  in  that  behajf  prescribed  by 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.;  and  that  they  stand  up  at  the 
Reading  of  the  Creed  and  (rospel,  and  bow  at  the  sacred  name 
of  J  E8US ;  and  that  as  many  as  be  of  Capacity  do  take  in  Writing 
the  Notes  of  the  Preacher's  Sermon,  and  give  Account  of  them 
on  Monday  Morning  to  their  Masters. 

The  Free  Scholars  of  both  Schools. 

Item,  I  constitute  and  ordain  that  the  Latin  Schoolmaster  do 
teach  gratis,  that  is  without  any  Fee  or  Reward,  Twelve 
Scholars  bom  within  the  Parish  of  Chigwell,  Two  bom  in 
Loughton,  Two  in  Woodford,  and  Two  vnthin  the  Parish  of 
Lambome  -,  and  that  the  English  Schoolmaster  do  teach  gra^ 
to  Read,  Write,  Cypher,  and  Cast  Accounts,  and  to  learn  then: 
Accidence,  All  that  shall  be  sent  unto  him  of  the  Parish  of 
Chigwell,  Two  bora  within  the  Parish  of  Loughton,  Two  within 
the  Parish  of  Woodford,  and  Two  within  the  Parish  of  Lam- 
bome :  Provided  always.  That  in  case  the  Parents  of  any  of  the 
Free  Scholars  above  named  do  detain  and  keep  their  Children 
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by  the  Space  of  Five  days  together  fron  the  Sdiool^  or  aboye 
Seven  Days  in  any  one  Quarter  of  a  Year  Jointly  or  severally^ 
upon  any  Pretext  (except  it  be  in  case  of  Sickness)^  that  then  and 
from  thenceforth  the  Scholars  so  absented  and  detained  shall  for. 
ever  forfeit  his  ft-eedom  in  the  said  School^  and  shall  be  expel- 
led from  the  School,  except  his  Parents  pay  for  his  teaching 
according  to  the  Schoolmaster's  discretion. 

Item,  I  constitute  and  ordain  that  no  leprous,  foul,  or  infec- 
tious Child  be  admitted  into  either  of  the  said  Schools  5  nor 
any  that  by  the  Sluttishness  or  Negligence  of  their  Parents  or 
Guardians  shall  be  observed  to  abound  with  Vermin :  That  no 
Scholar,  upon  Pain  of  Whipping,  do  make  Water  within  the 
Walls  of  the  Court- Yard  :  and  that  for  their  other  need^  Oc- 
casions they  resort  to  some  such  retired  Place  as  shall  be  appointed 
tmto  them  by  the  Governors,  and  not  elsewhere. 

Item,  I  do  ordain  that  the  said  Rectory  shall  not  at  any  Time 
hereafter  be  demised  for  any  longer  Term  than  for  One-and- 
twenty  Years  at  the  furthest,  to  begin  in  Possession  from  the 
making  of  the  Lease ;  and  that  upon  every  such  Liease  thereof, 
so  from  Time  to  Time  to  be  made,  there  be  reserved,  for  and 
during  all  the  Term,  the  yearly  Rent  of  Threescore  Pounds  of 
lawful  English  Money,  to  be  paid  at  the  Two  usual  Feasts  or 
Terms  of  the  Year  3  that  is  to  say,  at  the  Feasts  of  St.  Michael 
tiie  Archangel,  and  of  The  Annunciation  of  our  blessed  Lady  the 
Virgin  Mary,  or  within  Eight-and-twenty  Days  at  the  furthest 
next  and  immediately  ensuing  after  each  of  the  said  Feasts,  by 
equal  and  even  Portions.  I  doubt  not  but  that  the  said  Rectory 
may  fix)m  time  to  time  be  let  for  so  much  yearly  Rent :  But  if 
the  FeoflFees,  Grantees,  or  Bargainees  for  the  time  being  of  the 
daid  Rectory,  shall  at  any  Time  hereafter  be  enforced  to  abate 
some  of  the  said  yearly  Rent  as  that  they  shall  not  be  able,  out 
of  the  yearly  Profits  of  the  said  Rectory,  fiilly  to  perform  all 
those  good  and  Charitable  Uses  which,  in  my  Conveyance  of  the 
said  Rectory  to  the  new  Grantees  or  Bai^inees  therein  named, 
are  in  that  behalf  mentioned  and  appointed  -,  Then  I  will.  That, 
according  to  the  Proportion,  and  for  so  much  of  the  said  yearly 
Rent  as  they  shall  be  so  enforced  to  abate,  and  for  and  during 
that  time  only,  there  shall  be  a  proportionable  and  respective 
Defalcation  made  of  the  several  yearly  Stipends  which  I  have,  in 
dndby  my  said  Conveyance  appointed  to  be  .given  to  the  School* 
Blasters  of  the  said  Schools. 

Item,  1  do  nominate,  and  with  my  hearty  Prayers  beseech, 
the  Lord  Bishop  of  London  for  the  time  being  to  be  for  ever 
the  V18IT0A  of  my  Schools  $  unto  whom  1  will  and  appoint  the 
^ovempiis  abovesaid  to  repair  in  all  Cases  of  Difficulty  and 
Difference  amongst  them  :    And  I  ordain  that  his  the  said  Lord 
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Bishop's  Sentence,  Judgment,  or  Doom,  to  be  a  final  and  con- 
clusive Determination  of  all  Differences  whatsoever;  And  I 
will  and  require  Two  of  the  Senior  Governors  of  the  Schools, 
either  upon  every  New  Year  s  Day  yearly,  or  the  Day  following, 
to  repair  unto  the  Lord  Bishop  of  London,  his  Palace  or  House, 
and  to  present  unto  his  Lordship  an  old  Angel  of  Gold,  for  his 
New  Year's  Gift,  with  these  Words : 

''  May  it  please  your  Lordship, 
'^  We  are  commanded  by  Order  from  our  Founder  to 
*'  present  unto  your  Lordship  this  poor  New  Year's  Gift ; 
"^  and  humbly  to  entreat  your  Lordship,  in  his  name,  to  be 
"  good  unto  his  Poor  Schools  at  Chigwell." 

Item,  I  ordain  that  the  Conveyances  and  Writings  which  do 
or  shall  concern  the  Possessions  of  my  Schools,  together  with 
the  Money  which  I  have,  in  and  by  my  Conveyance  unto  the 
new  Grantees  or  Bargainees  of  the  said  Possessions,  appointed 
to  be  for  a  Stock  for  the  said  Schools,  shall  be  from  Time  to 
Time  kept  in  a  Chest,  which  shall  remain  in  the  House  ap- 
pointed for  the  Latin  Schoolmaster,  under  three  Locks  and 
Keys  5  one  of  which  Keys  the  Vicar  of  Chigwell  for  the  time 
being,  the  other  Key  the  Parson  of  Loughtonfor  the  time  being, 
and  Uie  third  Key  such  a  one  of  the  Governors  as  the  Governors 
for  the  Time  being,  or  the  m^jor  Part  of  them,  shall  in  that  behalf 
nominate  and  appoint. 

Lastly,  I  ordain  that  these  Ordinances  shall  once  every  Year, 
upon  the  Monday  in  Easter  Week,  in  the  Forenoon  of  the  same 
Day,  after  Morning  Prayer,  be  read  in  the  Church  by  the 
Schoolmaster,  which  shall  teach  the  Latin  and  Greek  Tongues, 
in  the  Presence  and  Hearing  of  the  Governors  of  the  said  Schools 
for  the  Time  being,  or  the  m^jor  Part  of  them,  whom  I  desire  in 
that  behalf  to  be  then  present.

A  doubt  having  arisen,  whether  the  Master  of  the  Latin 
Scdiool,  notwithstanding  the  clear  intention  of  the  Founder 
that  the  same  shall  be  appointed  for  the  instructing  and 
teaching  the  Children  of  the  Parish  of  Chigwell,  and  the 
adjacent  Parishes,  the  Latin  and  Greek  tongues,  might  not^ 
nevertheless,  be  at  liberty  to  teach  and  instruct  such  Childrea 
as  should  board  with  himy  and  were  not  either  of  Chigwell 
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or  the  adjacent  Parishes,  readings  writing,  and  castinff 
accounts,  and  learning  their  Accidence,  which  the  Master  of 
the  English  School  apprehended  to  be  an  innovation,  and 
much  to  his  detriment, — and  the  Master  of  both  Schools 
having  laid  before  the  Bishop  of  London  a  state  of  their 
respective  cases, — and  the  Trustees  having  likewise  desired 
his  Judgment  and  Decision  therein, — 

His  Lordship  under  his  Episcopal  Seal,  dated  the  20th 
of  June,  1743,  declared, — 

'^  That  though  there  were  no  directions  in  the  said  Statutes 
or  Ordinances,  concerning  the  teaching  or  instructing  any  other 
Children  than  those  of  Chigwell  and  the  adjacent  Parishes,  yet 
it  evidently  appears  to  be  tlie  Founder's  intention  throughout, 
that  each  School  should  be  kept  to  the  separate  and  distinct  use 
directed  by  him. 

"  We,  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  trust  reposed  in  us,  do,  for 
preventing  all  further  doubts  and  disputes,  strictly  order  and 
enjoin  the  several  and  respective  Masters,  that  no  Children 
whatever,  whether  upon  the  Foundation  or  not,  be  from  hence- 
forth taught  in  the  Grammar  School  to  read,  write,  cypher,  or 
cast  accounts,  or  learn  their  Accidence, — nor  in  the  other 
School  shall  they  be  taught  the  Latin  and  Greek  tongues." 

The  present  Master  of  The  Grammar  School  is,  The 
Revd.  William  Burford,  M.  A ,  whose  Salary  is  £20. 
per  annum.  The  present  number  of  Scholars  is  Thirty, — 
3  or  4  of  whom  are  upon  the  Foundation. 

The  present  Master  of  The  EngUsh  School  is,  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Cole,  whose  Salary  is  £50,  per  annum.  Twenty 
boys  of  the  Parish  of  Chigwell,  two  of  Loughton,  two  of 
Woodford,  and  two  of  Lambourne,  (adjoining  Parishes), 
are  instructed  gratuitously. 
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COLCHESTER. 

Ik  8o  large  and  considerable  a  place  as  Colchestbb,  there 
must  undoubtedly  have  been  always  several  Schools.  There 
were  PuUic  ones,  even  so  anciently  as  the  eighth  of  King 
John,  1207-  But  there  were  none  endowed  until  the  Slst 
of  King  Henbt  the  Eighth,  1539,  nor  any  effectually 
endowed  at  all  until  the  26th  of  Queen  Elizabbth, 
1584. 

In  which  year  Her  Majesty,  by  Letters  Patent  dated  the 
6th  of  July,  re-granted  to  the  Bailiffs,  Burgesses,  and  Com- 
monalty  of  this  Town,  the  Chantries  in  the  Chapel  of  9t^ 
Helen,  and  in  the  Church  of  St.  Mary,  with  all  the  reve- 
nues thereunto  belonging ;  upon  the  condition,  that  they 
should  distribute  and  apply  part  of  the  revenues  of  the 
same,  in  erecting  and  endowing  a  Fbeb  School  here ;  — 

Ordaining,  that  the'  Corporation^  and  their  Successors,  may 
choose  the  Master  from  time  to  time  ^  ^ 

That  the  fiijihop  of  London,  and  the  Dean  of  St.  Paul'Sj  and 
their  Successors,  may  make  wholesome  and  suitable  Statutes 
in  writing,  for  the  Government  of  the  Master,  and  Scholars 
of  this  School,  which  they  shall  firmly  observe  and  keep  :— 

That  the  School,  and  the  Master  and  Scholars  shall  be  under 
the  Visitation  of  the  Bishop  of  London,  for  the  time  being  3  — 

That  the  Bishop  of  London,  and  his  Successors,  may  visit  as 
well  the  School,  and  the  Master  and  Scholars,  as  all  the  poshes- 
aiond  assigned  by  the  Bailiffs  and  Commonalty,  for  the  mainten- 
ance of  the  School  j — 

And,  shall  cause  the  revenues  of  those  possessions  to  be 
employed  in  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the  School,  and  the 
Master. 

About  ten  months  after  the  date  of  this  Grant,  the  Bailiffs 
and  Commonalty  erected  and  endowed  the  School,^  direct- 
ing, that  the  House  called  <<  Wesixmsy^  in  the  Parish  of  All 
Saints,  which  had  before  been  used  as  a  School-house,  should 
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be  for  ever  therenfter  the  School-liouse  of  The  F&bb 
Grammaa  School  within  the  Town  of  Colchestsb;  in 
which  there  shall  be  Sixtbem  Free  Scholars  instructed  in 
the  art  of  Grammar  for  ever : .  and  assigned  certain  premised 
of  the  dear  yearly  value  of  20  marks,  for  the  support  of  the 
Master. 

In  th^s  state  the  School  continued  until  the  reign  of  King 
WiLUAM  the  Third,  when  cotnphunt  b^^  made  to  Dr» 
HsNBY  CoMPTON,  Bishop  of  London,  that  .the  whde  profits 
of  the  messuages  and  lands  weiie  not  i^f^ltcfd  aoodrdixig  t(^ 
the  Patent  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  His  Lordship  Sled  a 
Bill  in  Chancery  against  the  Mayor  and  Corporatimi  in 
Michaehnas  Term  1696,  and  on  the  Slot  of  October  1698 
obtained  a  Decree. 
.  Still,  however,  the  matter  remained  unsettled  for  some 
years  afterwards :  but  at  length  the  Mayor  and  Corporalicm 
were  prevailed  upon  to  part  with  the  management  of  the 
revenues  of  the  School,  and  to  put  them  into  other  hands. 
.  And,  in  pursuance,  therefore,  of  the  Decree  in  Chancery, 
they  enfeoffed,  on  the  16ih  ctf  September^  1707*  by  way 
of  lease  and  release.  Sir  William  L  vckin,  of  Messing,  Bart., 
Sir  Isaac  Kbbow,  Knight,  and  five  other  Gentiemeti,  in  all 
the  lands  and  tenemetits  belonging  to  the  School,  in  Trusty 
that  they  should  permit  the  Master,  for  the  time  beihg,  to 
ei^oy  the  possessions,  and  receive  the  rents  and  profits  there- 
of to  his  own  use. 

The  present  Rental  of  tlie  Estate  is  £11 7.  per  annum, 
-Ht  Slim  at  which  it  was  let  on  a  lease  of  21  years  in  the 
bei^nning  of  the  year  1 806. 

The  Statutes  which  were  drawn  up  by  John"  Lord  Bishop 
of  London,  and  Axsxander  Nowell,  Dean  of  St.  Paul's, 
are  not  now  complied  with  in  the  School,  as  many  of  them 
are  totally  inapplicable  to  present  manners  and  hdbits. 

The  School  hours  are,  in  Summer,  at  seven  o^Clock  in 
-the  Morning,— out  at  nine,— in  again  at  ten,  and  oiit  at 
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one ; — ^in  at  three,  and  out  at  five.  In  the  Winter,  an  hour 
later  in  the  Morning.  A  selection  of  Prayers  fix)m  the 
Church  Service  is  always  used  before  the  business  commen- 
ces, every  Morning. 

The  number  of  Scholars  is  between  30  and  40,  seldom 
falling  short  of  the  former  or  exceeding  the  latter.  For 
many  years  previous  to  1806,  the  situation  was  occupied  by 
a  GentlemanVho  paid  no  aitenikni  to  the  duties  of  a  School- 
master, and  who  had  suffered  the  School  to  fall  altogether 
into  neglect, — ^^  not  a  smgU  Pupil  had  been  educated  under 
himjbr  several  years."  The  terms  of  the  Day-Scholars  are 
ten  guineas  per  annum. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used  :  and  the  system  of  educa- 
Uon  pursued  is  generally  the  Eton,  although  other  books 
than  those  used  at  that  Seminary,  are  occasionally  intro- 
duced. 

Robert  Lewis,  formerly  Fellow  of  St.  Johns's  College, 
Cambridge,  and  for  some  time  Preacher  at  St  Peter^s  in 
Colchester,  and  Mary  his  Wife, — both  of  whom  were 
bom  and  brought  up  in  this  Town,«^intended,  and  the 
baid  Mary,  by  her  Will  dated  the  12th  of  October,  1620, 
gave  £100.  to  the  use  of  that  College^  for  which  the  Cor- 
poration granted  an  Annuity  of  £7-9  for  the  maintenance  of 
a  Scholar  in  St.  John's,  for  ever.  Upon  a  vacancy,  the 
Master  and  Seniors  of  the  College  are  to  make  choice  of  a 
Scholar,  formerly  of  The  Free  School  of  Colchester,  and 
the  son  of  a  Free  Burgess  of  the  same  Town,  if  they  have 
any  such  within  their  College,  and  qualified  according  to 
their  Statutes.  But,  if  there  be  none  such  in  that  College, 
then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  tlie  Bailiffs,  and  the  general 
Preacher,  of  the  Town  of  Colchester,  and  the  Schoolmaster 
of  the  Free  School  there  for  the  time  being,  or  any  Three 
of  them,  to  nominate  and  present  to  the  Master  and  Se- 
niors of  St.  John's  a  sufficient  Scholar  of  the  Free  School  of 
Colchester,  to  succeed  into  the  said  place. 
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Ambrose  Gilbert,  S.  T.  B.,  by  bis  Will,  dated  the  6th 
of  May,  1642,  bequeathed  "  Marsh-House^  in  the  Parish  of 
St.  Osyth,  in  Essex,  with  all  the  lands  and  woods  belonging 
to  the  same,  to  the  founding  of  a  Fellowship  and  a  Scholar- 
ship in  St  John's  College,  in  Cambridge,  and  appointed  **  to 
be  capable  of  these  places,  first  the  GiLBEBTS,next  the  1  ork- 
iNGTONs,  then  Colchester  School,  lastly  Orset,  and  Essex." 
This  Will  was  proved  on  the  14th  of  June,  1649. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Edward  Crosse, 
who  took  the  Degree  of  M.  A.,  at  Oriel  College,  Oxford, 
at)out  the  year  179^9  having  been  ordained  Deacon  and 
Priest  at  Exeter,  in  1796  and  1797.  In  1803,  he  accept- 
ed a  Curacy  in  Essex, — and,  in  1806,  he  was  nominated  a 
Candidate  for  the  Mastership  of  Colchester  School,  upon  a 
vacancy  then  declared, — and  his  success  is  attributed  in  great 
measure  to  the  favourable  testimonies  borne  to  his  character 
by  the  late  estimable  Provost  of  Oriel,  and  by  the  present 
Bishop  of  Peterborough, — and  he  was  elected  by  the 
unanimous  suffi*ages  of  the  Burgesses,  to  almost  all  of  whom 
he  was  personally  unknown.  This  Gentleman  has  always 
taken  a  few  private  Pupils,  generally  Six.  His  terms  have 
varied  according  to  the  age  of  those  to  be  admitted, — for 
the  youngest  they  are  80  guineas, — for  the  eldest  120  gui- 
neas, — the  average  maybe  stated  at  100.  He  lives  in  a 
Private  house. 

His  Assistant,  Mr.  Rogers,  late  Fellow  of  Sydney  Sussex 
College,  Cambridge,  resides  in  the  School-house,  and  takes 
a  few  pupib  at  Sixty  guineas  per  annum  each. 

The  number  of  The  Trustees  is  very  limited,  not  ex- 
ceding  five  or  ^x. 

Samuel  Harsket,  Archbishop  of  York,  and  the  muni- 
ficent Founder  of  the  Two  Schools  at  Chigwell,  was  educa- 
ted  heer. 
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DEDHAM. 

Thb  Freb  Grammar  School  at  Dedham  was  built,  and 
the  Houtae  adjoining  to  the  same  for  the  Master  was  given 
by  Dame  Joan  Clark,  at  a  period  now  unknown. 

For  it's  Endowment  it  is  indebted  to  William  Little- 
bury,  Gentleman,  of  Dedham,  who,  by  his  Will  dated  the 
20th  of  July,  1571,  ^bequeathed  a  Farm,  called  <'  J2^-. 
marshy*  situate  in  the  Parishes  of  Bradfield  and  Wrabness, 
then  rented  at  £20.  a  year,  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
Master,—- to  teach  Twenty  SchoLurs,  such  as  the  Governors 
should  approve,  according  to  the  directions  and  limitations 
m  his  Will. 

This  donation  was  confirmed,  and  the  Governors  mcorpo- 
rated  by  Charter,  dated  the  14th  of  May,  1574,  when  the 
Sdiool  was  'directed  to  be  styled  "  Queen  Elizabeth's 
Free  Grammar  School."^ 

The  Governors,  constituted  and  appomted  by  this  Char- 
ter,  were  empowered  to  appoint  others  to  the  number  of 
Twenty-four,  as  occasion  should  require,  to  be  Trustees  of 
the  SchooUiouse  and  Farm,— to  keep  all  things  in  good 
order  and  repair, — and  to  give  an  account  of  the  revenues 
and  improvements,  at  their  general  Meeting  on  WhiUun^ 
Mimdagf  in  every  year. 

The  Master  of  the  School  must  be  a  Graduate  in  one  of 
the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge. 

"  We  may  in  one  instance  observe,"'  Mr.  Moraxt  re- 
marks," how  much  a  Military  spirit  was  encouraged  by  our 
martial  and  manly  Queen  Elizabeth, — I  mean,  her  in- 
junctions to  the  Parents  of  boys  at  Free  Schools,  and  this  of 
Dedham  in  particular, — That  they  should  furnish  their  sons 
there  with  hows^  ihiffisj  bracer $y  and  giov^,  in  order  to  train 
ffkem  to  armiJ^ 
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In  1593,  WiLLTAM  Cardinal,  Esq.,  of  Egmanton  in  the 
County  of  Nottingham,  but  a  native  of  this  town,  gave  a 
Farm  in  Great  Bromley,  in  Essex, — the  rent  thereof  to  be 
divided  between  Two  poor  Scholars,  natives  of  Dedham, 
or  Much  Bromley,  and  sent  from  this  School  to  Cambridge. 
.  No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author's  Letter.

EARL'S  COLNE,  near  Halstbd. 

The  Febe  Grammab  School  at  Eael*s  Colne  wsla 
founded  by  Christopher  Swallow,  Clerk,  some  time 
Vicar  of  Messing,  in  the  reign  of  King  Henry  the  Eighth  ; 
and  endowed  with  a  Farm-house  and  huids,  called  *^  Pick" 
sUmes^  in  the  Parishes  of  Stisted  and  Patteswick,  in  the 
County  of  Essex,— a  Cottage  and  land,  called  "  Tumbletk^ 
in  the  Parish  of  Stisted,— a  Farm-house  and  lands  in  the 
Parish  of  Ardleigh,— lands,  called  "  PottSy"^  in  the  Parish  of 
Marks  Tey,— and  a  Cottage  and  lands  in  the  Parish  of 
Mes^g,— the  gross  annual  Income,  in  I8I79  amounting  to 
JC175..I..O. — For  the  support  and  maintenance  of  a  proper 
person  to  execute  the  office  of  a  Schoolmaster,  "  who  shall 
be  able  to  teach  and  instruct  children  in  a  Grammar  School 
there,  and  to  teach  the  number  of  Thirty  Children,  whose 
Parents  shall  be  dwelling  in  the  said  Parishes  where  the  said 
lands  and  tenements  are  situate,  and  others,  whose  Parents 
are  poor^  without  any  fee  or  reward  to  be  rendered  for  the 
same." 

The  present  possessor  of  this  Estate  is,  Thomas  Towle 
Esq.,  of  Castle-street,  Falcon-square,  London,  the  Patronage 
of  the  School  and  Lands  having  been  granted  by  The  Right 
Honble.  Aubkry  Earl  of  Oxford,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the 
County  of  Essex,  by  Deed  dated  the  30th  of  September^ 
1673,  to  George  Cressener  the  Elder,  of  Earl's  Colne, 
Gentleman,  John  Cressener,  of  London,  Grocer,  and 
George  Cressener  the  Younger,  of  The  Middle  Temple, 
London,  Gentleman,  from  whom  they  have  descended  to 
him,  and  which  Deed  is  in  his  possession. 

There  are  no  Statutes. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Parish  of  EarFs 
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Colne,  and  to  any  boys  of  the  Parishes  where  the  lands  are 
situate,  whose  Parents  are  poor^  free  of  expense.  The  Pa- 
tron  and  Master  nominate.  1  hey  are  admitted  generally  at 
Seven  years  of  age,  and  there  is  no  prescribed  time  for  thdr 
continuance  in  the  School,  Thiety  boys  upon  the  founda^ 
tion,  and  about  Sixteen  others  are  usually  educated  in  the 
School. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used, — and  the  Scholars  are 
further  instructed  in  history,  geography,  and  the  use  of  the 
globes,  English  Grammar  and  composition,  writing,  arith- 
metic, and  book-keeping. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  any  University  advantages, 
belonging  to  this  School. 

The  present  and  only  Master  is,  Mr.  Isaac  Watson, 
who  receives  the  whole  amount  of  the  endowment,  except 
£10.  per  annum^  which  is  paid  to  the  Patron  for  the  rent 
of  the  School,  which  is  his  Freehold  property.  This  Gren- 
tleman  takes  Six  Pupils  at  Twenty-five  guineas  a  year  each. 
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FELSTED. 

The  Fuse  School  at  Fslsted  was  founded  by  Richam 
Lord  Rich,  in  the  year  1564,  and  endowed  with  an  ample 
provision  for  a  Master,  and  Usher. 

The  Noble  Founder  directed,  that  the  Chaplain  of  the 
Institution  should  be  a  Priest,  to  be  chosen  by  his  Heirs^ 
named  and  collated  in  writing. 

The  Chaplain  to  be  a  School-master,  to  teach  Eighty 
male  children  bom  in  the  County  of  Essex. 

The  Usher  to  teach  the  children  in  such  manner  and  form 
as  the  Master  shall  direct 

Upop  complaint  of  the  Master  to  the  heirs,  the  Usher  is 
to  be  displaced,  and  another  put  in  his  room. 

The  Master,  and  Usher,  are  not  to  be  absent  above  eight 
days  in  a  Quarter,  without  good  excuse. 

If  the  Master,  or  Usher,  be  removed,  another  is  to  be 
elected  within  six  weeks,  or  else  the  Bishop  of  London  may 
collate. 

If  the  Chaplain  or  Master  have  any  Spiritual  promotion 
other  than  by  the  gift  of  the  Heirs,  then  to  be  removed. 

A  Sermon  is  to  be  preached  on  Whit-Sunday  in  the  after- 
noon, and  at  the  end  thereof  this  Psahn,  ^^  Deua  misereatur 
no9trii^  and  then  a  Collect,  which  is  set  down  in  the 
writings.  And  the  Church-wardens  are  to  pay  13^.  Ad,  for 
the  Sermon. 

The  Church-wardens  are  to  make  their  account  on  LofOh 
Su/nday  before  the  Heirs,  or  any  one  whom  they  shall 
appoint,  with  the  Vicar  of  Felsted,  and  the  Chaplain  and 
U^er,  or  two  of  them,  and  two  other  honest  persons  of  the 
Parish. 

The  Chuidi-warden  is  to  pay  6«.  8d.  to  the  Vicar  of  Fel- 
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sted,  for  his  looking  after  the  true  execution  of  the  Founda- 
tion, and  calling  upon  the  Church-wardens  to  that  purpose. 
The  present  Patron  of  the  School  is,  The  Earl  of  Win- 

CHILSEA. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  any  Church  Preferment, 
belonging  to  this  School. 

There  is  a  good  School-house,  situate  on  the  South  side 
of  the  Church,  fronting  the  Street,-  and  the  Institution  is 
now  in  a  very  flourishing  state. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Edmund  Squire, 
whose  Statutable  Salary  is  £50.,  and  £14.  by  a  late  grant 
of  The  Earl  of  Nottingham,  together  with  a  good  Dwell- 
ing-house, a  garden  and  close  adjoining,  of  about  two  acres, 
and  other  conveniendes. 

The  Statutable  Salary  of  the  Usher  is  £25.,  and  £?.  by 
the  grant  of  The  Earl  (^Nottingham,  together  with  a  con- 
venient Chamber  adjoining  to  the  School. 

By  The  Earl  of  Nottingham's  grant,  £S.  are  to  be 
annually  put  into  The  Foundation  Chest. 

Among  the  Eminent  persons  who  were  educated  at  this 
Schod,  may  be  enumerated, — 

Isaac  Ba&bow,  D.D.,  the  Mathematician  and  Divine: 
John  Wallis,  D.  D.,  the  Mathematician,  under  tlie 

learned  Mr.  Mastin  Holbeach. 
Thomas  Townson,  D.  D. 
Thomas  Cooke,  a  Poet  and  miscellaneous  Writer. 

To  which  may  be  added,  Oliyer,  Richaed,  and  Henry, 
three  sons  of  Oliver  Cromwell,  who  were  sent  to  this 
School  for  some  time  after  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil 
Wars ;  and,  as  Mr.  Morant  suggests,  by  means  of  The 
Earl  of  Warwick,  who  was  very  intimate  with  their  Father. 

Lord  Rich  also  founded  in  the  same  year,  a  good  Alms- 
house for  Six  poor  people. 
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HALSTED. 

Thb  Fkbb  Geammas.  Sckooi  at  Halstxd  was  founded  in 
the  year  1594|  by  Dame  Maet  BAXasr,  and  endowed 
with  £20*  a  year,  and  a  house,  for  the  adueatkm  of  Foktt- 
THEBB  Scholars  within  the  towns  of  Halsted  and  Cohie- 
Engaine, — and,  in  default  of  a  supply  of  that  number  out 
of  these  towns,  the  sou  of  poor  meui  who  inhabit  within 
eight  miles  of  Halsted,  are  to  be  reocivtid  into  the  School,  as 
Jree  Scholars^  to  make  the  number  Fobtt. 

The  care  and  trust  of  the  Institution  was  committed  by 
The  Foundress  to  The  GknremorB  of  Chbist'^s  Hospital,  in 
Liondon* 

This  School  was  first  deagned  to  be  erected  at  Clavering 
in  this  County. 

No  answer  has  been  reo^ved  to  the  Author^s  Iietter. 
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MALDON. 

Tub  Geam¥ae  Scvool  4i;  Malpok  w^b  fouiujeil  by 
Rai«ph  Bke^xAi  od^  of  tbft  Aldmnen  of  thi?  Cozpori^Qn ; 
who,  dying  pa  the  2d  of  M«A  1608,  bequeathed  iESOO* 
tp  be  laid  out  for  the  endowmeat  of  a  Gramnuir  School, — 
the  Master  to  be  iiominated  by  his  Feoffees^  wbUst  they 
liTtd,  and  aflerwaxds  by  the  BaUiffs. 

Mrs.  AkastatIa  WsvTWoaTH,  Widow,  gave  £23.  per 
€mmim  to  this  School,  out  of  a  Farm  at  Hatfield  Peveidll : — 
aod  also  two  Houses  of  about  £10.  a  year. 

Besides  which,  £3.  per  annum  was  giireo  to  the  School 
out  of  rents  of  Houses  in  this  Towil 

The  School,  which  is  a  bHndsoiwe  farjck  ediiSoe^  was  erected 
on  the  site  of  St.  Peter's  Church  byTnonLAsPtuiu:,  D.D., 
Ajrcfadoseen  of  Boefaester,  and  the  munifioeiit  Benefactor  to 
thishis  native  place,«^the  lower  part  bong  appropriated  to 
the  School,  and  the  upper  part  to  a  LiaaA&ir. — And  to 
the  support  of  his  noble  yiewis  he  gave  his  Fann  at  Btney 
in  Mundon  to  certain  IVustees,  #o  keqi  the  School  and 
Library  in  good  repur,  and  to  maintain  a  weekly  Lecture 
fit>m  Lady-day  to  Michaelmas  in  The  Upper  Churqfa  at 
Maldon,  together  with  various  other  beoevfuLent  bequests. 

To  his  LiBBABY  he  gave  ^<  all  his  Books  and  Pictures, 
(except  his  own  Picture  in  Mr.  Pond's  house),  together 
with  his  large  Map  of  the  World.  And  desired  all  his 
Manuscript  Papers,  of  his  own  hand,  to  he  carefully  pre- 
served in  the  Study  of  the  said  Library.  He  directed  that 
the  Keeper  of  his  Library  should  be  a  Scholar  that  knows 
Books,  M.  A,  and  in  Holy  Orders, — and  may  be  some 
Minister  that  has  a  nei^bouring  Living,  and  can  and  shall 
reside  in  Maldon,— or  the  School-master  himself,  or  any 
other  of  good  Learning  and  Life,  that  will  be  engaged  to 
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attend  every  Morning  and  Afternoon,  except  Sundays,  two 
hours  in  the  Library-room^  or  in  his  House  near  to  it,  in 
all  four  hours  per  diem^ — That  any  Gentleman,  or  Scholar, 
who  desires,  may  go  into  it,  and  make  use  of  any  Book 
there,  or  borrow  it,  in  case  he  leaves  a  Vixdimonium  with 
the  Keeper  for  the  )*estoring  thereof  fair  and  incorrupted 
within  a  short  time,  or  else  therewith  to  buy  another  of  the 
same  kind  and  goodness.  He  shall  suffer  no  Stranger  to  be 
there  alone  without  a  voucher  for  his  honesty,  and  hiis  own 
promise  not  to  carry  away,  or  deface  any  Book*  The 
Library-Keeper  is  to  g^ve  £200.  bond  at  least  not  to  em- 
bezzd  his  Books,  nor  to  lend  them  out  without  sufficient 
pawn  to  his  Trustees  at  Maldon,  to  buy  the  same  again. 
The  Governors  of  Sion  College  in  London,  for  the  time 
being,  are  to  take  account  thereof, — for  which  he  left  that 
College  20^.  per  a/nnum  out  of  Iltney  estate.  And  because 
new  Books  are  daily  printing,  he  wills  that  20^.  per  annum 
be  paid  out  of  his  Iltney  estate  yearly,  to  buy  any  that  shall 
be  most  desired  by  the  Library-Keeper,^^who8e  Salary  is 
£40.  a  year,  and  a  Dwelling-house  near  the  Library.^' 

This  School  is  entitled  to  a  small  Scholarship  of  £6.  per 
annum  at  Chiisf  s  College,  Cambridge,  founded  also  by 
Dr.  Plume,  in  turn  with  the  Schools  of  Brentwood  and 
Chelmsford. ' 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author^s  Letter. 
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NEWPORT,  near  Bishop's  Stortford. 

The  Fsee  Gbammar  School  at  Newport  was  founded  in 
1 588,  by  Joyce  Feanckl and,  Widow,  Daughter  of  Robert 
Tbapps,  of  London,  Groldsmith,  and  William  Saxie,  her 
son ;  and  endowed  with  a  portion  of  the  Great  Ty  thes  of 
Banstead,  in  Surrey, — ^Two  houses  in  Little  Distaff  Lane> 
London, — and  a  Tenement  at  Hoddesdon,  in  the  County  of 
Hertford,— then  of  the  annual  value  of  JC23.,10..0,  but  now 
amounting  to  about  £275, 

The  Master  of  Gokvil  and  Caius  College,  in  Cam- 
bridge, was  appomted  the  Governor:  who,  annually  by 
himself,  or  his  sufficient  Deputy,  visits  the  School,  and  sets 
down  such  Obders  and  Rules,  as  he  thinks  convenient,  and 
which  are  strictly  observed. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  this  Parish,  free  of 
expense,  except  that  of  books;  and  is  restricted  in  some 
measure  to  this  Village :  But  for  want  of  a  sufficient  number 
of  the  sons  of  Parishioners,  the  vacancies  may  be  supplied 
by  the  children  of  any  other  Town. 

The  number  of  boys  admitted  upon  the  Foundation  is 
Fifty  ;  and,  as  the  Trustees  meet  every  quarter,  it  is  in- 
variably complete.  No  other  Scholars  are  educated  at  this 
School.  They  are  admitted  at  tlie  age  of  seven  years,  and 
remain  five  or  six  years  without  superannuation. 

The  Persons  who  nominate  on  vacancies,  are  the  Trustees 
or  Feoffees  who  are  unlimited  in  their  number ;  but,  accord- 
ing to  the  Will  of  the  Foundress,  when  there  shall  be  byt 
Tliree  of  them  left  alive,  they  shall  make  a  new  Feoffment 
of  the  honest  and  substantial  Inhabitants  of  Newport,  to 
such  uses  and  upon  such  trust  as  she  devised  to  the  ori^nal 
Trustees. 

The  Eton  Grammars  have  been  in  use :  But  the  roudnc 
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of  Education,  for  the  last  Twenty-three  years,  has  been  read- 
ing, writing,  and  arithmetic, — though  the  Rules  prescribed 
by  the  present  Master  of  Gtontil  and  Cai0s  College  di- 
rect, that  the  LcUin  and  Greek  languages,  algebra,  trigono- 
metry, &c.,  shall  be  tatight  to  such  boys  whose  Parents  acre 
disposed  to  have  them  instruct^  in  the  same. 

At  every  Visitation  the  Scholars  inay  be  examined  iit 
their  Learning, — ^and  Three  or  Four  who  are  competent, 
may  be  removed  to  Ooi^vil  and  Caius  College,  or  more 
of  them,  if  the  Scholars  and  their  Parents  consent, — and 
there  may  be  admitted,  and  preferred  ^^  according  to  thor 
^^Atmcyentrye^  unto  the  next  Scholarship  that  then  or  at  any 
time  shall  fall  void,  being  of  the  Foundation  of  Mrs.  Franck- 
LAKB  and  her  Son,  in  the  said  College,  before  any  other. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Thomas  Bell,  Vicar 
of  Newport,  and  late  a  Member  of  St.  Jofati^s  College,  Cam- 
bridge, whose  Salary  is  £205.  per  annum.  His  immediate 
Predecessor  received  into  his  house  a  few  Pupis,  who  were 
not  upon  the  Foundation ;  but,  on  his  election  in  1793,  the 
Trustees  laid  him  under  an  injunction  wA  to  take  Pufub. 

The  benevolent  Foundress  of  this  School  also  bequeatiied 
a  House  in  Philip  Lane^  Aldermanbury,  with  the  fixtures 
and  appurtenances,  together  with  two  Tenements  adjoining, 
to  the  Master  and  FeDows  of  Gonvil  and  Caius  College, 
and  their  Successors,  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  same  to  be 
employed  in  founding  Two  Scholakships,  and  Six  Fsllow- 
SHTFS,  in  that  College,-  Each  Scholar  to  be  paid  Tive 
marks,  and  each  Fellow  £7.  per  aamum.  These  Fellow- 
ships, it  is  understood,  are  not  appropriated  to  any  particAiIar 
School,  or  restricted  to  any  County. 
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SAFFRON  WALDEN. 

The  F&£]£  Geammak  School  at  Saffhon  Waidsn  owe 
it^s  Foundation  to  the  **  good  intente,  mynde,  and  godfie 
purpose^  of  The  Revd.  John  Lechb,  Vicar  of  Walden, 
which  was'  partly  effected  during  his  fife-time,  and  fully 
accomplished  after  his  decease,  <«  by  his  Suster  and  Heire, 
Dame  Johan  Bradbury,  of  London,  Widow.'* 

He  became  Vicar  of  Walden  (then  Chepyng  Walden),  in 
1489,  and  died  in  the  year  1521.  He  was  also  a  Member 
of  «  The  Gilde  or  Fratemite  of  The  Holy  TRiNiTEj^'—as 
was  likewise  his  Sister,  Lady  Bradbury, — which  was  estab- 
lished by  Letters  Patent  &om  King  Henry  the  Eighth, 
dated  at  Westmmster  the  24th  of  March,  in  the  Fifth  year 
of  his  reign,  1514.  He  was  distinguished  for  his  Piety, 
Benevolence,  and  Munificence,  as  appears,  among  other  cir- 
cumstances, from  the  following  £{ntaph  which  is  engraven 
on  a  fillet  of  brass,  running  round  an  altar  tombstone  of 
granite  now  remaining  entire  in  the  Church  of  Saitron 
Walden,— 

**  Quo  non  est^  nee  erit>  nee  clarior  extitit  ullus 
Unctomm  clausum  hoc  mannore  pulvis  habet, 
Huic  LscHE  nomen  erat,  divine  legis  Amator, 
Hi\]us  quern  templi  cuiam  babuisse  palam  est> 
Iste  huic  multa  dabat  sacro  donaria  fono, 
Inceptique  operis  sedulus  auctor  erat> 
Pauperibus  ftiit  inde  plus  pavit  miserosque, 
£t  me  qui  temer^  bsec  carmina  composui — 
Hi:yus  sit  ergo  animae  ceelum  jam  munus  ut  altum> 
Hue  qui  ades  instanti  pectore  ftmde  preces 
Spes  mea  in  Deo  est/' 

An  incorrect  copy  of  this  Inscription  is  given  in  Wjebver's 
Funeral  Monuments. 

It  appears  ftom  an  Indenture  tripartite,  now  preserved  in 
the  Coundll  Chamber  at  Saflron  Walden,  <^  made  the  eighten 
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day  of  Maye,  1525,  and  in  the  l7th  year  of  Hbnry  the  8th., 
between  Dame  Jo  bane  Bradbury,  on  the  oon  partie, — and 
the  Treasorer  and  Chambreleyns  of  the  Fratemitie  or  ^Ide 
of  the  Holy  Trinite  in  the  Parish  Churche  of  Walden,  on 
the  seoonde  partie, — ^and  the  Abbott  and  Coyent  of  the 
Monastery  of  the  same  town,  on  the  thred  partie,^ — ^that  a 
House  and  School-room  were  built  by  the  ^^  saide  Dame 
JoHANE  and  Master  Lechb,  oppoate  the  Lane,  called 
<  The  Vicar* 8  Lane;  in  the  Town  of  Walden.''  And  further, 
that  Lady  Bradbury  thereby  granted  a  rent-charge  of  £  12. 
'  per  annumy  out  of  the  Manor  of  ^^  WiUynghaU  Spayne^^  in 
the  Countie  of  Essex,"  to  the  Gild  of  Walden  «  for  the 
supportacion  of  a'Priest  to  say  Mass,  and  to  teach  Children 
Grammar  in  the  School,  after  the  order  and  use  of  Wmchester 
and  Eton:* 

He  was  to  be  chosen  by  the  Glide,  and  examined  ^  by  the 
Abbot  and  Vicar. 

After  a  year's  probation  he  was  to  retiun  the  situation  for 
life,  except  in  case  of  delinquency,  or  \xkag  promoted  to  any 
"  benefice  with  or  without  Cure  of  Souls." 

In  case  of  Infirmity  he  was  to  provide  an  Usher,  at  his  own 
charge. 

He  was  to  reside  in  the  School-house,  and  was  not  to  be 
absent  above  20  days  in  the  year,  and  that  by  spedal  license 
of  the  Vicar. 

«  This  is  to  be  paid  by  the  Tenants^  Lords  or  Farmers  of  the 
Manor  at  the  Town  of  Walden  at  two  "  Terms  of  the  yere,— on 
the  Ist  of  June^  and  Ist  of  December  betweene  the  hours  of  ten 
and  eleven  of  the  clock."  And  if  it  happen  "  the  said  annell 
rent  be  hynde  att  any  terme  of  payment  aforesaide^  in  parte  or 
in  alle,  that  then  yt  shall  be  li^Ue  to  the  said  Treasorer  and 
Chamberleyns  and  to  their  Successors^  and  to  their  certain 
Attorney  into  the  aforesaid  Manour  to  entre  and  distrayne>  &c/* 

^  The  Master  is  now  examined  by  The  Master  of  Queen's 
College^  Cambridge.  This  custom  most  probably  obtained 
from  the  circumstance  of  Sir  Thomas  Smith  having  been  edu- 
cated at  that  College. 
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The  first  Master  of  the  School  was  William  Dawson,'' 
Clerk,  stiled  in  the  Indenture  ^^  a  profound  Gramarion.^ 
He  afterwards  became  Sir  William  Dawson,  and  further 
endowed  the  School  with  about  five  roods  of  meadow  ground 
lying  almost  immediately  behind  the  School  premises. 

The  learned  Sir  Thomas  Smith,"*  who  was  bom  at 
Walden,  and  was  Secretary  to  Edwabd  the  Sixth  and  Queen 
Elizabeth,  had  his  early  education  at  this  School.  He 
purchased  all  the  Gild  of  Walden  for  Je531..14..11,  and 
through  his  interest  at  Court  the  School  was  advanced  to  a 
Royal  Foundation.^ 


^  He  was  probably  the  author  of  the  Epitaph  upon  Mr. 
Leche. 

^  He  introduced  the  culture  of  Saffron  at  Walden, .  from 
whence  it  has  it*8  present  appellation.  He  was  very  partial  to 
his  native  Town,  which  he  thus  describes  in  his  De  Republica 
Anglorum,  — "  Walden,  vel  Saffron  Walden  a  croco  dictum, 
oppidum  in  agro,  blandisgimo  croco  ridente,  situm." 

^  Strtpe,  in  his  life  of  Sir  Thomas  Smith,  adds  "  with  good 
endowment  from  the  King  his  Master,  in  the  third  year  of  his 
reign  5  when  he  granted  to  the  School  there  two  Mills,  viz.,  a  Com 
Mill  near  the  Town,  and  a  Malt  Mill  in  it  -,  together  with  all  the 
emoluments,  tolls,  and  benefits  accrewing,  and  an  annuity  of  liCl^. 
issuing  out  of  the  Manor  of  Willingale  Spane,  in  Essex,  for  the 
maintenance  and  support  of  the  said  School. — ^This  seems  to  be 
but  a  grafting  upon  the  ancient  School  here ;  for  I  have  received 
from  the  Revd.  person  above  mentioned  (Edward  Norton), 
the  present  Vicar  of  Walden,  and  he  from  the  inspection  of  the 
Town  Writings,  that  there  was  anciently  a  School  in  this  place, 
and  a  Master  and  Usher  over  it,  and  that  it  was  governed  by 
divers  excellent  orders  for  it*s  Six  Forms,  And  that  in  the  14th 
year  of  King  Henry  the  8th.,  one  Dame  Jane  Bradbury  (for 
why  should  these  old  Memorials  be  lost?)  settled  4.10.  per 
annum  upon  it.  That  there  was  also  a  Tripartite  Indenture  for 
the  said  School,  dated  August  24th  betwixt  Dame  Jane  Brad- 
bury, Widow,  Sister  to  John  Leche,  late  V'icar  of  Walden,  and 
the  Treasurer,  and  Chamberlains  of  the  Guild  of  the  Holy 
Trinity  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Walden,  and  the  Abbot  and 
Convent  of  the  Monastery  of  the  same  Town ;  and  that  one 
William  Cawsox  {Dawson,  in  the  Deed)  had  behaved  himself 
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In  the  35th  of  Elibabbtb,  1S9S,  Pntt  Mavwood, 
Esq.,  who  had  been  alao  educated  m  this  School,  purdiaaed 
a  yiece  of  land,  with  a  Cottage  upon  it,  of  about  three  acte% 
called  ''  The  Slade;^  ntuate  in  the  Pariih  of  Waldeo,  near 
the  road  which  leads  from  that  place  to  Hadstodt.  Tlw  is 
now  let  for  £  10.  per  annum. 

Be^des  these  Endowments  there  is  some  land  at  ToDes- 
bury,  in  Essex,  which  now  lets  tot  £45.  per  anmim;  and 
which  pays  a  fourth  of  it's  rent  to  the  Schodmas^,  so  long 
as  he  remains  unheneficed. 

The  present  annual  value  of  the  School  is  £3S..5..0,  with 
a  house,  School-room,  and  meadow. 

All  the  children  bom  in  Walden,  little  Chesterford, 
Newport,  and  Widdington^  are  to  be  taught  free,  with  the 
exception  of  44,  paid  at  their  admismon,  for  having  their 
names  entered  in  the  Schoolmaster'^s  Book. 

Over  the  door  of  the  School-room  is  this  Inscription, — 
<*  1655  Aut  diecej  aui  doce,  aid  ieoeieT* 

The  School-rocHn  has  lately  been  repaired  by  The  Cor- 
poration, and  Onb  Hundrbd  and  Forty  boys  are  daily 
taught  therein  on  Thb  National  Ststbm  of  Education* 


so  well  in  singing  Mass,  and  teaching  the  School^  that  he  was 
elected  when  it  was  made  a  Free  School." 

The  present  most  worthy  Vicar  of  Walden,  The  Revd. 
Nicholas  Bull,  has  carefolly  examined  all  the  Writings  re- 
specting the  School,  and  finds  no  grant  of  Mills  to  it  from  King 
Edwabd  the  Sbith,  as  stated  above, — ^But  on  the  contrary,  that 
the  Mills  were  given  to  the  Corporation, — according  to  the  follow- 
ing Grants, —

the  Treasurer  and  Chamberleynes, 

9th  Jany.  IS^  Jac.  I.  Grant  of  the  Markett  and  Mills  in 
Walden  to  Thomas  Earl  of  Suffolk. 

16th  Deer.  Jac.  I.  Thomas  Earl  of  Suffolk  and  Tbbophilus 
Lord  Howard  their  grant  of  the  Market  and  Mill  to  FaANciti 
Williamson^  and  other  Trustees, /or  the  Corporation. 
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The  Author  most  gratefiilly  records  his  obligation  to 
The  Revd.  Nicholas  Bull,  the  present  Vicar  of  Walden, 
for  this  description  which  he  was  enabled  to  furnish  ftcm.  a 
fiill  and  unresert^  inspectioil  (^  all  the  Sdiool  Documents, 
by  the  oomplaisanoe  and  enlarged  sentiments  of  the  pre- 
sent  worihy  Mayor,  Jossra  Collik,  Esq.,   and  Trb 

CoRPOfeATIOK. 
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CHIPPING  CAMPDEN. 

The  Fbeb  Gbammah  SchooX  at  Chipping  Camfden  was 
founded  in  the  year  1487,by  Mr.  JohnFereby  eUias  Vebby, 
who  endowed  it  with  a  moiety  of  the  Manor  of  Lynham,  in 
the  County  of  Oxford,  and  with  a  large  Close,  called  ^*  Finis 
CloseT*  But  this  Estate  was  sold,  and  another  at  Barton 
on  the  Heath,  in  the  County  of  Warwick,  was  purchased 
with  the  money,  which  was  settled,  by  a  Decree  in  Chancery, 
in  1627)  in  Trustees,  for  the  maintenance  of  a  Master, 
and  Usher.  The  rental  of  this  estate  is  now  £100.  per 
annum. 

A  subsequent  benefaction  of  an  Estate  at  Gretton,  near 
Winchcombe,  in  the  County  of  Gloucester,  now  producing 
an  annual  rent  of  about  £84.,  was  made  by  a  person  now 
unknown. 

The  original  Conveyance  and  Statutes  have  been  losty  for 
time  immemorial. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  boys  of  the  Parish  without  any 
distinction  indefinitely,  free  of  all  expense.  They  are  ad- 
mitted by  a  Ticket  signed  by  three  of  the  Resident  Trustees, 
at  eeven  years  of  age ;  and  may  remain  as  long  as  their 
Parents  please.  The  average  number  of  Scholars  is  between 
30  and  40. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  system  of  edu- 
cation is  similar  to  that  of  Eton  College. 

There  is  an  Exhibition  every  Fourth  year,  tenable  by  a 
Free  boy  of  the  School  properly  qualified,  at  Pembroke 
College,  Oxford,  of  the  value  of  £50. per  annumy  which  was 
founded  by  Geobgb  Townsend,  Esq.,  in  1683. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Joseph  Wob- 
GAK,  A.  B ,  whose  Salary  is  £50.  per  annum,  with  a  House 
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rent  free,  and  clear  of  all  taxes  and  repairs.  This  Grentle- 
man  takes  a  limited  number  of  Pupils,  at  iC30.  per  annum 
eadb. 

The  Second  Master,  who  is  a  Layman,  and  teaches 
writing  and  arithmetic,  is  now  restrained  from  taking  Boaixi- 
ers.     His  Salary  is  about  £38.  per  annum. 

There  are  Thirteen  Trustees, — Six  of  whom  are  Re- 
sident, and  Seven  Non-resident. 

Robert  Harris,  President  of  Trinity  College,  Oxf(»rd, 
was  educated  here. 
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CHELTENHAM. 

The  Grammab  School,  and  Hosntal,  at  Chsltbhham, 
wane  founded  by  Richard  Paths,  Eiq.,  of  GIouoMUr,  in 
the  year  1574;  who  endowed  thh  School  with  £l^  a 
year  for  the  Master,  and  £4.  for  the  Usher ;  payable  out  of 
lands  which  he  gave  for  the  suf^xxrt  of  these  Charities  to 
CoEFUs  Chsisti  Collboe,  in  Oxford,  who  nominate  the 
Master  and  Usher,  and  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  approves. 
The  Master  has  also  a  House  appropriated  for  his  residence. 

In  1683,  GsoEGB  Towmsekd,  Esq.,  founded  Eight  Ex- 
hibitions at  Pembroke  College,  Oxford,  for  Scholars  from 
the  Grammar  Schools  o(  Gloucester,  Cheltenham,  Campden, 
and  North  Leach,  of  £50.  per  annum  each,  for  Eight  years. 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author^s  Letter. 

It  is  stated,  ^<  that  the  Parishioners  of  this  Place  are  much 
dissatisfied  with  the  management  of  their  School,  and  there 
is  a  dispute  between  them  and  the  present  Master.^ 

Mr.  Pates's  heirs  nominate  three  men  and  three  women 
to  The  Hospital,  with  a  Stipend  of  I2d.  each  weekly,  4d. 
quarterly,  and  \6s.  a  year  for  a  coat  for  each  of  the  men, 
and  a  gown  for  each  of  the  women.  They  have  also  2d. 
weekly  each,  from  another  donor. 
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CIRENCESTER. 

Ths  Fbsb  G&ammas  School  at  CimxncssTZB  was  built 
and  founded  by  Thomas  Ruthal,  Bishop  of  Durham,  a 
native  of  this  Town,  about  the  year  1508 ;  and  endowed  by 
lum  with  JC7*  P^  ainnumy  which  being  absorbed  amongst 
the  Chantry  lands  in  the  reign  of  Hsnbt  the  Eighth,  com- 
plaint was  made  in  the  second  of  Edwaed  the  Sixth,  1548, 
to  Sir  Walter  Mildmay  and  Robkbt  Kbtlxwat,  Esq., 
his  Majes^^s  Commisnoners  for  the  settlement  [of  Schools, 
who  directed  the  like  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Exchequer 
to  the  Master. 

John  Jones,  Grentleman,  of  Duntsbome,  by  his  Will, 
dated  the  12th  of  August,  1508,  gave  Six  houses  for  mass 
for  his  Soul  for  Sixty  years,  and  afterwards  for  Charitable 
uses,  out  of  which  £8.  per  antyum  were  to  be  paid  to  the 
Master;  which  bequest  was  confirmed  by  a  Decree  in 
Chancery,  in  the  first  year  of  the  reign  of  King  James  the 
Fhwt,  1603. 

In  the  Fifteenth  of  Elizabeth,  1573,  Tbomas  Helme, 
then  Master,  after  ^<  much  trouble,*'  got  £13.  per  anmmn 
more  to  be  allowed  out  of  the  Exchequer;  and  the  two  pay- 
ments  of  £7*  &&<!  ^1^*  <u^  ^^^  made  out  of  the  Land 
Revenues  of  the  Crown. 

The  Master  has  also  a  good  House,  which  is  kept  in  re- 
pair for  him. 

The  late  Master  John  Washboubne,  D.  D.,  Fellow  of 
Magdalene  College,  Oxford,  who  died  in  1806,  had  been 
Master  nearly  Forty  Years. 

Among  the  eminent  men  who  have  been  educated  at  this 
School,  may  be  enumerated, — 

Charles  Brandon  Tryb,  Esq.,  late  Senior  Surgeon 
of  The  Infirmary  at  Gloucester. 
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Caleb  Hillieb  Pahby,  M.  D.,  late  one.of  the  Physi- 
cians of  The  General  Infirmary  at  Bath. 

The  Revd.  James  Dallaway,  M.  B.,  of  Trinity  Col- 
lege, Oxford,  author  of  ^^  Constantinople,  ancient 
and  modem,"  &c  &c«

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GLOUCESTER. 

The  Cathedral  School. 

The  School  of  The  Cathedral,  commonly  called  The 
CbLLEGE  School,  is  of  very  ancient  origin,  being  co-eval 
with  The  Abbey. 

By  the  Twenty-fifth  Chapter  of  the  Statutes  and 
Orders,  for  the  better  rule  and  government  of  The  Cathe- 
dral Church  of  Gloucester,  prescribed  by  the  Command 
of  King  Henry  the  Eighth,  in  1545,  it  is  ordained, —  " 

*"'  That  Piety  and  good  Learning  may  alway  spring,  grow, 
flourish,  and  in  due  time  prove  fruitful  in  our  Church,  to  the 
Glory  of  God,  and  the  good  and  honour  of  the  Conmionwealth, 
We  will  and  ordain,  that  by  the  Dean,  or  in  his  absence,  by  the 
Sub-Dean  and  Chapter,  one  be  chosen  who  is  skilful  in  Greek 
and  La^n,  of  good  fame,  and  a  godly  life,  well  qualified  for 
teaching,  who  may  train  up  in  Piety  and  good  Learning,  those 
Children  who  shall  resort  to  our  School  to  learn  Grammar.  And 
let  him  have  the  first  charge,  and  be  the  Chief  School-master. 

"  And  that  there  be  one  other  chosen,  of  good  repute,  and  of 
a  virtuous  life,  well  skilled  in  the  Latin  tongue,  and  who  hath  a 
good  faculty  in  teaching,  who  shall  instruct  the  Youths  under 
the  Head  Master,  in  the  first  rudiments  of  Grammar,  and  shall 
therefore  be  called  the  Under  Master,  or  Usher. 

^*  And  we  will,  that  those  Instructors  of  Youth  do  carefully 
and  faithfully  observe  those  Rules  and  Orders  which  the  Dean, 
or  in  his  absence,  the  Sub-Dean  and  Chapter,  shall  think  fit  to 
prescribe  unto  him. 

*'  But  if  they  prove  idle,  negligent,  or  not  fit  to  teach,  let 
them  be  expelled,  and  deprived  of  their  places,  after  a  third  ad- 
monition from  the  Dean^  or  in  his  absence,  from  the  Sub-Dean 
and  Chapter. 

"  They  shall  be  obliged  by  Oath,,  that  they  will  faithfully  per- 
form all  duties  belonging  to  their  places." 

Upon  the  foundation  of  The  Chapteb,  the  Abbey  Li- 
brary was  converted  to  a  School ;  which  Elizabeth  Wil- 
SHIBE  aflerwards  repaired,  and  made  more  convenient  for 
that  purpose.

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In  1686,  Mr.  Wheeleb  (then  Itead  Master)  begun  the 
establishment  cyf  a  Libbabt  for  the  use  of  the  Scholars^ 
which  is  still  in  existence,  and  contains  many  useful  and 
good  Books ,— They  also  enjoy  part  of  the  common  Orchard 
of  the  Abbey,  as  a  Play-ground. 

There  is  no  FawndaAcn  emolument  at  dther  of  the  Urn- 
▼ersities,  connected  with  this  School.  The  only  Childaen 
who  have  a  right  to  be  tau^t^moM  here,  are  the  Eight 
Chorister  Boys ;  who  may  be  taught  English,  Latin,  Greek, 
and  Arithmetic, — and  Music,  by  the  Organist,— and  art  so 
taught  regularly,  of  course ;  if  their  Parents  do  not  makeit 
their  request  to  have  less  attention  paid  to  the  learned  lan- 
guages, that  they  may  have  more  time  bestowed  upon  oc- 
compU ;  for  which  reason  they  sometimes  desire,  that  their 
Childrens^  education  may  be  left  more  in  their  own  disposal, 
under  Masters  in  the  City,  more  particularly  fitting  themibr 
mercantUe  occupations.  The  other  Schdars  are  usually 
private  Pupils,  to  the  number  of  25  or  30. 

The  Classical  education  pursued  here,  is  horn  the  ruifi* 
ments  of  Latin  and  Greek  to  the  extent  of  Sophodes,  Euri- 
jndes,  &c.,  and  the  best  of  the  Latin  Authors. 

This  School  is  entitled,  with  the  Grammar  Schools  of 
Cheltenham,  Campden,  and  North  Leach,  to  Eight  Exhi- 
bitions of  £50.  per  anmsm  each,  at  Pembroke  Cdlege^ 
Oxfinrd,  founded  by  Geobgb  Townsbkd,  Esq^  of  Bowd, 
in  16SS. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Bevd.  Abthitb  Etaks, 
whose  Salary  has  been  increased  beyond  the  Statutable  pay- 
ment of  £20.  per  arniium^  and  a  House.  The  chief  emolu- 
ments to  both  the  Masters  arise  fiom  the  opportunity  of 
taking  Pupils,  and  the  Ecclesiastical  Preferments  whidi  The 
Dean  and  Chapter  are  careful  to  confer  upon  them. 

The  Usher  or  Under-Mastar*s  Office  is  at  this  time  (Feby. 
1818)  vacant:  the  whole  Duty  being  performed^  and  the 
Stipend  rtcaved  for  the  presmt,  by  Mr.  Etaks  and  his 
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own  Assistant;  until  the  Sean,  who  appmnts  the  Usher,  is 
aUe  to  oom{dete  a  plan  maturing  for  ezecutum,  in  respect 
to  the  new  intended  Under-Master.  He  has  also  a  House, 
and  the  Statutable  Salary  of  JClO*  has  been  increased. 

The  Cathedral  School  of  Gloucester  has  been  for  many 
years  in  great  repute  and  estimation.  The  names  of  Spaexes 
and  Bishop,  two  of  it's  late  Masters,  are  still  holden  in 
mueh  deserved  respect.  Ebwabd  Fowlex,  Bishop  of 
Glouoester,— WntiAX  Loet  Mansbll,  D.  D.,  the  present 
Ksbop  of  Bristol, — Philip  Daitkcxt,  one  of  the  King's 
Couoiil, — and  yery  ouniy  other  important  names  mi^t  be 
enumeEited  in  the  List  of  it's  Alumii.

Saint  Mart  de  Cnrrr  School. 

The  Free  Grammar  School  of  St.'  Mary  de  Crtpt, 
which  stands  upon  the  West  part  of  St  Mary^s  Chuidi- 
yard,  was  erected,  in  pursuance  of  the  last  WiU  of  Alderman 
John  Cook,  dated  the  11th  of  May,  1528,  by  his  Widow 
Dame  Joan  Cook  :--Who,  on  the  11th  of  January,  1540, 
by  Indenture  of  three  parts,  between  herself.  The  Mayor 
and  Burgesses  of  Gknioester,  and  The  BuliflFs  and  Citizais 
of  Worcester,  vested  in  the  said  Mayor  and  Burgesses,  her 
manor,  messuagess  and  lands  in  Poddesmede,  Hempstead, 
and  Elmore,  to  provide  with  the  rents  thereof,  an  honestand 
learned  Schoolmaster  for  this  School, — to  be  chosen  by  the 
Mayor,  Recorder,  and  two  Senior  Aldermen, — ^and  to  re- 
cdve  a  yearly  Stipend  of  £10.,  if  a  Prints  but  £9.  only,  if 
a  Lajffnan. 

The  Mayor,  Recorder,  two  Senior  Aldermen,  two  She* 
rifis,  Town-Clerk,  Four  Stewards,  Sword-bearer,  four  Ser- 
jeants at  Mace,  and  the  Five  Porters  of  the  Grates,  covenant 
to  survey  the  School  once  every  year  between  Easter  and 
Whitsuntide,  and  to  cause  the  necessary  reparations  to  be 
made,  for  the  trouble  of  doing  which,  certain  small  sums  are 
allowed. 

The  rents  of  other  lands  and  tenements  her  Ladyship 
directed  to  be  paid  to  the  poor  people  of  The  Hospital  c£ 
St.  Bartholomew,  and  to  be  laid  out  upon  the  West- 
Bridge  and  Causeway,  between  Gloucester  and  Over. 

The  Baihff,  Aldermen,  and  Chamberlain  of  the  City  of 
Worcester  are  appointed  by  The  Founder  as  Trustees,  to 
see  that  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses  of  Gloucester  survey  the 
School,^  for  which  they  have  a  small  Annuity :    and,  if  the

latter  at  any  time  neglect  to  perfonn  the  duties  of  their  Trust, 
they  forfeit  £10.  to  The  Corporation  of  Worcester  for 
every  default 

In  1611,  Alderman  Lawrence  Wilshire  gave  JElOO., 
for  the  establishment  of  an  Usher  in  this  School. 

In  1683,  George  Townsend,  Esq.  gave  Two  perpetual 
Exhibitions,  for  the  maintenance  of  Two  Scholars  at  Pern- 
broke  College,  in  Oxford,  for  Eight  years,  to  be  elected  by 
The  Mayor,  Six  Senior  Aldermen,  and  the  Head  Master, 
of  JC50.  per  annum  each. 

Mr.  William  Massikger,  to  whom  with  several  other 
persons  many  Feoffments  had  been  made  by  Alderman 
Cook,  for  the  purposes  before  mentioned,  endeavomred  to  gei 
all  the  lands  andprenAsesJbr  his  own  use^ — But,  by  a  Decree 
in  Chancery,  made  on  the  12th  of  February,  1552,  and 
exemplified  on  the  7th  of  May  following,  he  was  obliged  to 
deliver  up  to  The  Corporation  all  the  Evidences  and  other 
Documents,  belonging  to  the  same,  which  now  ^^  he  among 
the  Archives  of  the  City  in  the  Custody  of  the  Towi^  Clerk.** 

"  As  to  the  School  itself,  it  is  now  in  every  sense  a.  Private 
School ; — the  exertions  of  the  Instructor  being  rewarded  by 
payments  from  the  friends  of  the  Pupils.^ 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  B.  Skillern. 

Among  the  Distinguished  Characters  who  have  been  edu- 
cated at  this  School,  must  be  enumerated, — 

John  Moore,  D.  D.,  late  Archbishop  of  Canterbury. 
Daniel  Ltsons,  M.  D.,  formerly  Fellow  of  All  Souls 
College,  Oxford,  and  Fhysidanto  The  Grcneral 
Infirmary  at  Bath. 
John  Lightfoot,  the  Botanist 
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NORTH  LEACH. 


The  Gkammae  School  of  Nobth  Lbach  was  founded  in 
the  year  1559,  by  Huoa  Wkstwood,  Eaq. 

The  Preamble  to  an  Act  of  Parliament  obtained  in 
the  Fourth  year  dT  the  reign  of  King  Jauxs  the  Pint,  1606, 
recites, 

'^  That  whereas  Hugh  WBSTWooD>late  of  Chedworth,  in  the 
County  of  Gloucester^  Esquire^  deceased^  was  in  his  life^time 
seised  in  his  demesne^  as  of  fee>  of  and  in  the  Rectory  and  Par- 
sonage Impropriate  of  Chedworth  aforesaid,  whereunto  the 
Advowson,  Patronage  and  Right  of  Presentation  of  the  Vicarage 
of  Chedworth  albreiaid,  then  waSj  anl  yet  is  appendant  and 
helonging^  and  of  and  in  all  manner  of  Gkibe  lands,  tenths, 
tythes,  pensions,  portions,  oblations,  obyentions,  profits,  com- 
moditiesj  and  hereditaments,  with  the  appurtenances,  of  what- 
soever nature,  kind  or  degree  theybe  in  Chedworth  afbressid,  or 
elsewhere  to  the  said  Rectory  or  P^unsonage  of  Chedworth 
belonging  or  appertaining,  and  of  and  in  one  messuage  or  tene- 
ment, and  one  close  and  two  yard-lands  and  a  half,  with  the 
appurtenances,  in  Chedworth  aforesud,  lata  in  the  occupation  of 
one  Jambs  Gbiffith,  and  so  seised>  as  albresaid,  by  his  last 
Will  and  Testament  in  writing,  dated  the  first  of  May,  in  the 
first  year  of  the  reign  of  our  1^  Sovereign  Lady  Queen  Eliza- 
beth, did,  funongst  other  things,  give,  wUl,  devise,  and  bequeath 
all  and  every  the  said  Parsonage  and  Premises,  with  the  i^pur- 
tenances,  unto  The  Right  Honble.  Edmund^  then  Lord  Cham- 
oos.  Sir  GiLBS  Pool>  Knt.>  Sir  Thomas  THBoaMOBTOur,  Knt,, 
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Sir  Nicholas  Arnolds^  Knt.,  William  Rbps^  Waltir  Bab- 
KfiMYiLE,  and  Henry  Hoookins>  Esquires,  Thomas  Marshall^ 
Thomas  Watson,  William  Partrldgs,  Gentlemen,  Thomas 
Aparrt  and  Hugh  Ratgliffr,  Yeomen,  and  to  their  Heirs 
and  Assigns  for  ever,  to  the  only  use  and  intent  that  the  said 
Devisees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  by  and  with  the  profits  of  the 
premises,  should  found,  erect,  and  maintain  one  Frbb  Grammar 
School  for  ever  in  the  Town  of  North  Leech ; — By  which  Will 
the  nominations  of  the  School-master  of  the  said  School  were 
i^ypointed  unto  the  heirs  of  the  said  Devisor ;— And  also  the 
determinations  of  all  the  doubts  and  ambiguities  that  might 
arise  touching  the  said  Will,  were  referred  to  the  Justices  of 
Assize  of  the  said  County  for  the  time  being,  to  the  end  the 
same  might  be  by  them  composed,  without  any  controversy  in 
Law,  and  shortly  alter  the  said  Devisor  died;  after  whose 
decease  the  said  Devisees  entered,  and  were  of  the  said  premises 
seised,  by  virtue  of  the  said  WiU : — And  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
said  Town  of  North-Leech,  according  to  the  direction  of  the 
said  Will,  purchased  and  procured  to  be  conveyed  in  Fee  to . 
some  of  themselves,  and  other  Gentlemen  of  the  Country,  as 
Feoffees  in  Trust  for  the  said  School,  a  convenient  House,  Gar- 
den, Backside  and  little  Close,  to  be  the  School-house  and 
Habitation  of  the  School-master: — After  which  all  the  said 
Devisees,  but  the  said  Thomas  Aparry  died ;  and  he  surviving 
all  the  rest  of  the  said  Defvisees,  and  being  by  virtue  of  Survivor 
solely  seised  of  the  said  Parsonage,  and  otilier  devised  Premises, 
so»ght  to  defraud  the  said  Trust  in  him  reposed,  by  making  a 
lease  of  the  said  parsonage,  and  other  the  premises,  to  onb  of 
HIS  Sons, /or  a  very  $maU  rent,  and  by  conveying  the  reversion  and 
inheritance  thereof  to  one  other  of  his  Sofu,*— And  also  Robrrt 
Wbstwood,  now  likewise  deceased,  then  Cousin  and  Heir  of  the 
said  Devisor,  did  enter  upon  the  said  PlEuw>nage  and  Premises 
devised,  challenging  the  same  as  Heir  unto  the  said  Devisor,  and 
seeking  to  impeach  the  said  WiU,  which  tended  to  the  utter 
overthrow  of  tiie  said  Charitable  and  good  intent  of  the  said 
Devisor  >  Whereupon  the  then  School-master  and  the  Inhabit- 
ants of  North-Leech  aforesaid,  exhibited  their  Bill  of  Comphdnt 
into  the  High  Court  of  Chancery :  And  Sir  Cbristophbr  Hat- 
ton,  Knt.,  the  then  Lord  Chancellor  of  England,  being  informed 
of  the  intent  and  purport  of  the  said  Will,  whereby  all  contro- 
versies thereupon  growing,  were  referred  to  the  Justices  of 
Assize  of  the  said  County  of  Gloucester,  directed  his  Letters  to 
Sir  Ro€»ER  Manwood,  Knt.,  Lord  Chief  Baron  of  the  Exche- 
quer, and  Francis  Windham,  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Cook- 
mon  Pleas,  then  Justices  of  Assize  of  the  said  County,  for  the 
hearing  and  final  ordering  of  the  said  cause^  to  the  end  that  what 
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they  should  think  fit>  should  stand  and  be  taken  as  an  Order  of 
the  said  Court  in  that  behalf: — Who^  upon  mature  and  deliber- 
ate hearing  and  consideration  of  the  said  cause^  thought  fit,  and 
so  certified  into  the  said  Coiurt>  That  the  School  should  be  incor- 
porated, and  that  the  said  Parsonage  and  Premises  should  be 
conveyed  to  the  said  Schoolmaster  and  his  Successors, — And 
that  the  Provost,  and  Scholars  of  the  Queens*  College  in  the 
University  of  Oxford,  should  name,  order,  visit  and  displace  the 
School-master  of  the  said  School,  and  his  Successors,  for  the 
time  being  : — And  that  the  reformations  of  all  abuses,  either  in 
the'said Co/fe^e  or  Schooh-master,  should  be  referred  to  the  Justices 
of  Assize  of  the  said  County,  for  the  time  being,  or  one  of  them  : 
—-Which  said  opinion  and  direction  of  the  said  Justices  of  As- 
size, was  accordingly  ordered  by  the  said  Lord  Chancellor,  and 
High  Court  of  Chancery,  and  after  directed  to  Sir  John  Puck- 
ering, Knt.,  then  Lord  Keeper  of  the  Great  Seal,  and  since 
confirmed  by  The  Right  Honble.  Sir  Thomas  Eoerton,  Knt., 
Lord  Ellesmbre,  now  Lord  Chancellor  of  England,  then  Lord 
keeper  of  the  Great  Seal  \ — 

It  was  therefore  enacted, 

'^  That  the  said  School  of  North-Leech,  shall  from  hence^ 
forth  stand  and  be  incorporated,  established  and  founded  in 
name  and  in  deed,  a  Body  Politick  and  Corporate,  to  have  conti- 
nuance for  ever,  by  the  name  of ''  The  School-Master  and 
Usher  of  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  Hugh  Westwood, 
Esq.,  in  the  Town  of  North-Leech,'*  and  by  that  name  shall 
have,  hold  and  ei\joy  all  and  every  the  s&ud  Parsonage  and  Pre- 
mises, Yards,  Lands,  Messuages,  Tenements  and  Hereditaments, 
with  the  appurtenances  intended  by  the  said  Hugh  Westwood, 
and  by  the  said  Inhabitants  of  the  said  School  (the  Patronage  of 
theVicarageof  Chedworth  only  excepted)  and  the  reversion  and 
reversions  of  the  same,  and  that  all  and  every  rent  and  rents 
reserved  in  any  demise  or  demises  thereof,  or  hereupon  made, 
the  Statute  of  mortmain,  or  any  other  Law  or  Statutes  to  the 
contrary  in  any  wise  notwithstanding  : — 

**  And  by  the  same  name  shall  have  power,  ability  and  capa« 
city  to  demise,  lease,  and  grant  thdr  possessions  and  heredita- 
ments, and  to  take,  acquire  and  purchase,  and  to  sue,  and  to  be 
sued,  and  to  do,  perform  and  executeKall  and  every  other  lawful 
act  and  thing,  good,  necessary,  or  profitable  for  the  said  Incor- 
poration, in  as  1^11  and  ample  manner  to  all  intents,  constructions 
and  puposes,  as  any  other  Incorporations  or  Body  Politick  or 
Corporate  fiilly  and  perfectly  founded  and  incorporated,  may 
do :' — 
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The  first  Schoolmaster^  William  Lickebarrow^  B.  A.,  and 
the  first  Usher^  John  Stone,  B.  A.,  of  the  said  School,  and  their 
Successors,  to  have  a  Common  Seal,  "  in  which  shall  be 
engraven  tiie  Arms  and  Name  of  the  said  Hugh  Westwood/'— 

It  was  also  enacted,  "  That  the  said  Provost  and  Scholars  of 
the  Queen's  College  in  the  said  University  of  Oxford,  and 
their  Successors  for  the  time  being,  shall  have  fiill  power  and 
lawful  authority,  to  nominate  and  appoint,  and  shall  nominate 
and  appoint  from  time  to  time,  when  and  as  often  as  the  place  of 
Schoolmaster  of  the  said  School  by  death,  resignation,  depriva- 
tion, or  otherwise,  shall  become  void,  and  within  one  month 
after  such  avoidance,  by  writing  omder  their  Common  and  Col- 
lege Seal,  one  learned  and  meet  man,  being  a  Graduate  of  the 
University  of  Oxford,  to  (be)  the  Schoolmaster  of  the  said 
School  J  •— 

^^  And  in  case  the  said  Provost  and  Scholars  shall  not 
within  one  Month  after  such  avoidance  make  such  nomination 
and  appointment  as  aforesaid,  that  then  and  so  often  the  Jus- 
tices of  Assize  of  the  said  County  for  the  time  being,  within  one 
month  after  such  default,  shall  and  may  by  writing  under  their 
hands  and  seals  nominate  and  appoint  some  meet  and  learned 
man,  being  a  Graduate  as  aforesaid,  to  the  place  of  School-mas- 
ter of  the  said  School."— 

In  like  manner  the  Provost  and  Scholars  ape  to  nominate  and 
appoint  some  learned  and  meet  man,  "  having  been  trained  up 
in  the  said  University  of  Oxford,"  to  be  Usher  of  the  said  School, 
at  every  avoidance : — ^And  in  default  thereof,  that  then  the  Jus** 
tices  of  Assize  shall  appoint  the  same  :•*- 

The  Provost  and  Scholars  are  empowered  to  set  down  and 
prescribe  such  Orders,  Rules,  and  Statutes  for  the  government 
of  the  School,  as  to  them  shall  seem  meet  and  convenient : — 
And  also,  '^  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  visit  the  sud 
School,  and  to  order,  reform  and  redress  all  disorders  and  abuses, 
in  and  touching  the  government  of  the  same,  and  further  to 
censure,  suspend  and  deprive  the  Schoolmasters  and  Ushers  of 
the  said  School  for  the  time  being,  as  to  them  shall  seem  just,  fit, 
and  convenient  :** — 

The  Provost  and  Scholars  may  also  appoint  '^  how  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  premisses  shall  be  proportioned,  divided,  and 
distributed  to,  among,  and  between  the  School-master  and  Usher 
of  the  said  School  for  the  time  being,  so  as  the  whole  rent  be 
disposed  between  them  the  said  School-master  and  Usher  of  the 
said  School." 

The  Endowment  consists  of  117  acres  of  Land,  and  the 
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Bectonal  Tythes  of  the  Parish  of  Chedworth,  now  of  tbe 
aonual  rshie  of  £600. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  bojrs  of  this  Town,  and  the 
Parish  of  Chedworth,  indefinitely,  free  of  expense.  They 
are  admitted  so  soon  as  they  can  read  the  Bible  fluently, 
and  are  not  liable  to  superannuation.  Each  boy  at  his 
Entrance  pays  5#.  to  the  Head  Master,  and  2s..BdL  to  the 
Usher.  There  are  at  present  only  TThree  Free  boys  in  the 
School,  and  the  average  number  does  not  exceed  Jour  or 
^ve^ — a  circumstance  which  is  stated  to  arise,  from  their 
Education  being  *^  cof^ned  enUrehf  to  ike  Ciastics^  Thia 
is  a  restriction  on  the  part  of  The  Founder  which  is  to  be 
regretted,  as  the  Inhabitants  of  this  place,  and  of  Chedwcnlh, 
are  chiefly  in  an  humble  station  of  life,  and  consequently . 
cao  have  but  little  motire  to  give  their  sons  a  Clasrical 
Education. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  system  of  In- 
struction is  nearly  similar  to  that  of  Eton  College. 

There  is  okb  IBxhibition,  given  by  Gboege  Townsskd, 
Esq.,  for  four  years,  of  the  annual  value  of  £50.  from  tfaia 
School  to  Pembroke  College,  Oxford  The  Exhibitioner  is 
chosen  by  The  Head  Master,  the  Vicar,  and  the  Bailiff  of 
North  Leach. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Bevd  John  Nelson^ 

The  present  Usher  is,  The  Revd.  Thomas  Toediffe. 
No  Boarders  have  been  taken  by  dither  of  the  Masters, 
for  the  last  ten  or  twelve  years. 
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CHIPPING  SODBURY. 

Thb  Fbjee  Grammar  School  at  Chipping  Sodbu&t  has  a 
proviaioD  tar  a  Master. of  £20.  per  anmutny  from  certain 
kpds  in  the  Parishes  of  Chipping  Sodbuiy,  Old  Sodbuiy, 
and  Wickwar,  aa  settled  by  a  Decree  in  Chasoeiy,  in  the 
SOth  of  Chaelbs  the  Second,  i  679. 

Mr.  BoBBET  Davis,  of  Litde  SocUiury,  who  died  on  the 
16tb  of  Maj»  1$8Q»  added  £10.  a  year  to  the  Master's 
Salary. 

And  there  have  been  further  Donations  from  Dr.  Haed- 
WICKB9  and  Mr.  Samuel  Haedwickb,  late  of  the  City  of 
Bristol,  but  natives  of  this  place,  towards  providing  a  House 
for  the  Master,    . 
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TETBURY. 

The  Free  GeaUj^ule  School  at  Tetbuet  was  founded  in 
the  reign  of  King  James  the  First,  by  Sir  William  Rum- 
NBY,  Alderman  and  Sheriff  of  London,  who  was  a  native  of 
this  Town, — to  which  he  gave  a  Lease  for  years  of  the  Profits 
of  the  Fairs  and  Markets,  and  the  produce  was  applied 
towards  purchaong  the  Advowson  of  the  Church,  the  ToDs 
of  the  Borough,  the  Manor  and  Commons,  which  were 
bought  of  Geoeob  Lord  Beekelet. 

The  Trustees  continued  the  Sdiool  until  the  death  of  Mr. 
Heney  Wightwick,  since  whose  time  no  Master  has  been 
appointed,  as  the  Tolls  of  the  Markets  have  not  been  suffi- 
dent  to  raise  a  Salary  ibr  one. 

Mr.  Oldham,  the  Poet,  recdved  part  of  his  education  at 
this  School,— as  did  Dr.  Bisse,  Bishop  of  Hereford. 

Dr.  Joseph  Teapp,  bom  at  Cherington  in  this  neighbour- 
hood, Minister  of  Christ  Church  in  London,  and  Author  of 
several  valuable  books,  was  here  qualified  for  the  University^ 
—as  also  Mr.  Gtoee,  formerly  of  Sopworth  in  Wiltshire,  i^ 
Gentleman  remarkable  for  his  Leanung, 
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TEWKESBURY. 

The  Fsee  Gbamhab  School  in  TEWKBSBtTRY  was  founded 
by  William  Fsbeers,  Citizen  and  Mercer  of  London,  and 
a  native  of  this  place,  in  1625 ;  and  endowed  by  him  with 
£20.  per  annum  out  of  his  estate  at  Shillingthorpe,  in  the 
County  of  Lincohi. 

In  the  Charter  of  King  William  the  Third  granted  to 
the  Town  and  Borough  of  Tewkesbury,  in  1701,  there  is  a 
special  clause,  which  directs, — that, 

''  For  the  better  education  and  instruction  of  boys  and  youth 
within  the  same  Borough^  Liberty  and  Precinct  thereof^  in  good 
arts,  learnings  virtue  and  education^  perpetually  to  be  educated 
and  informed^'*  from  henceforth  there  shall  be  within  the  Borough 
aforesaid.  Liberty  and  Precinct  of  the  same^  one  Grammar 
School,  to  be  called  "  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  William 
Ferrers,  Citizen  and  Mercer  of  London,  in  Tewkesbury,  in 
the  County  of  Gloucester  -,**  to  consist  of  one  Master,  and  one 
Usher,  and  Scholars  in  the  same  School  :— 

And  that  it*8  Possessions  and  Revenues  might  be  the  better 
managed.  His  Majesty  ordained,  that  the  Baili£&,  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  Chamberlain  of  the  Borough,  and  the  Town  Clerk  in 
Tewkesbury,  and  their  Successors,  ''  henceforth  for  ever,  shall 
be,  and  be  called  Governors  of  the  Goons,  Possessions,  and 
Revenues  of  the  aforesaid  Free  Grammar  School  of  William 
Ferbers,  in  Tewkesbury,  in  the  County  of  Gloucester  5"  con- 
stituting them  one  Body  Corporate  and  Politick ;  with  liberty  to 
have  a  Common  Seal  5  to  plead  and  be  impleaded ;  to  elect  and 
appoint  '^  one  honest  man,  learned  and  fearing  God,**  to  be 
Master  of  the  School,  and  '^  one  other  man  discreet,  and  fit,*'  to 
be  Usher  of  the  same,  who  shall  continue  in  their  offices, 
''  during  the  good  pleasure  of  those  the  Governors,  and  their 
Successors,  for  the  time  being  :** — 

The  Governors  were  further  empowered  to  make  fit  and 
wholesome  Statutes  in  writing,  for  the  government  of  the  same  -, 
and  to  receive  and  possess  any  other  Revenues,  not  exceeding  in 
the  whole  the  clear  yearly  value  of  J£30. 

Richard  Estcoubt,  well  known  both  as  an  Actor  and  a 
Writer,  was  educated  here. 

No  information  can  be  procured  either  from  the  Head 
Master,  or  the  Town  Clerk. 
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THORNBURY. 

Of  tiM  FftBH  Gkammab  School  at  Tho&nbvit  the  Author 
is  not  able  to  gi^e  any  deacripdon. 
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WICKWAR. 

Thb  Febe  Geammae  School  at  Wicewae  was  founded 
by  Mr.  Alzxanbee  Hosba,  who,  by  his  Will,  in  1684, 
endowed  it  with  agood  Rouse  in  Gray^s  Inn  Lane,  LondaD, 
and  also  gave  £600.  to  build  a  SchooUiouse  for  the  resi- 
dence of  the  Master.    The  Salary  is  £28.  a  year. 

Mr.  HosBA  is  said  to  have  been  a  poor  boy  apprentioed 
to  a  Weaver  in  this  Town,  and  upon  a  particular  day  in  the 
year,  when  it  was  the  custom  with  the  Inhabitants  to  make 
B  dish,  called  ^'  WhUepoi,*  his  mistress  sent  him  with  a  pan- 
full  to  the  bakdiouse.  Foot  Hosea  had  the  misfortune  to 
break,  the  pan,  whidi  so  terrified  him  that  he  durst  not 
return  to  his  master,  but  set  out  immediately  for  London, 
where  he  was  prosperous,  and  acquired  a  large  fortune.

The  King^s  School. 


The  Ro7al  Gsammak  School  in  WikchcOmbe  is  of 
ancient  date. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  an  authentic  Document  now 
in  tlie  possesion  of  The  Revd.  I.  J.  Lates,  Vicar  of  thia 
place.

**  The  sud  Stipend  hath  bin  constantly  paid  to  the  School- 
master there  for  the  time  being,  from  yeere  to  yeere,  out  of  the 
Revenues  of  the  said  County  of  Gloucester  by  the  Recexvor 
thereof,  ever  since  the  Dissoluc^on  of  the  said  Monastery,  untill 
the  Feast  of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel  1650  (except  only  for 
half  a  yeer  ended  at  Michaelmas  164f2,  and  one  whole  yec^e 
ended  at  Michaelmas  1643,  in  which  time  it  was  not  paid  by 
reason  of  the  Trouhlai),  Aa  by  the  Records  remayning  in  my 
Custody  it  doth  appcare.'*  £x  {T  Ja.  Symes  Audif. 
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The  £10.  is  still  paid  annually,  about  Michaelmas,  by  the 
Receiyer  Greneral  of  the  Land  Revenue. 

The  number  of  boys  to  be  instructed  has  not  been  defined. 
More  than  Twenty^  however,  have  usually  been  admitted. 
They  are  from  the  Parish  generally,  and  of  a  description 
omilar  to  those  of  Lady  Chandos^  Free  School

Last  Fbtakcbb  Chavdos^  Freb  Scbool. 

The  principal  Gbammar  School  in  Wikchcombe  was 
founded  by  Lady  Frances  Chandos,  in  the  year  1622,  and 
endowed  with  a  School  house  in  Si.  Nicholases  LanCy  and 
with  certain  lands  formerly  belon^ng  to  the  Sexton's  oflBce 
in  the  Monastery,  then  amounting  to  18^.2^.36P.,  which 
have  since  been  commuted  by  an  Act  of  Indosure  for  Id^. 
or  thereabouts,  and  have  lately  produced  about  £52.  per 
annum  —  for  the  maintenance  of  a  Master,  and  the  education 
of  Fourteen  boys,  to  be  bom  in  the  Town  of  Winchcombe. 
In  1815,  Thomas  Baghot  db  la  Bbrb,  Esq.,  then  sole 
surviving  Trustee,  enfeoffed 

Charles  Hanburt  Tracy,  Esq. 

John  Brown,  Esq. 

William  Lawrence,  Esq. 

Reginald  Wvnniatt,  M.  A. 

Thomas  Welles,  Clerk. 

Robert  Lawrence  Townsbnb,  D.  D., 
in  whom  the  Trust  is  now  vested. 

Hie  age  of  the  admission  of  Scholars  has  usually  been 
eight;  and  the  nomination  has,  for  many  yean  past,  been 
left  with  the  Master,  although  vested  in  die  Trustees. 

The  Inhabitants  of  Winchcombe  at  present  oonsistiiig 
principally  of  small  Shop^-keepers  and  Labourers,  the  system 
of  Education  has  of  necessity  been  exclusively  confined  to 
reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic;  not  a  single  individual 
having  offered  himself,  to  whom  the  Classics  could  have  been 
acceptable. 
The  present  Master,  The  Revd.  I.  J.  Lates,  has  there- 
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fore  very  laudably  exceeded  the  number  prescribed ;  so  that 
there  are  generally  from  20  to  24  boys  daily  receiving  such 
Instruction,  as  is  commensurate  with  their  condition. 

The  Eing'^b  School,  and  Lady  Chaudob"  School  are  now, 
and  have  usually  been  holden  by  The  Vicar,  who  constantly 
employs  an  As^stant. 
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WOTTON  UNDEIUEDGE. 

The  P»ee  Gsammab  School  at  Wotton  Undee-Edge 
is  of  very  ancient  origin. 

By  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  of  England, 
dated  in  the  8th  year  of  the  r^gn  of  Eing  Richard  the 
Second,  1385,  His  Majesty  granted  his  Royal  Licoice  to 
Eathbeins  Lady  Bbekelet,  Widow,  to  found  and  endow 
a  Free  Geammab  School  at  Wotton  Undee-Edob, — ^to 
consist  of  a  Master,  and  Two  Poor  Sdiolars, — and  to  endow 
the  same  with  certain  real  Estates  as  therein  mentioned  :— 

The  School  was  soon  afterwards  founded  and  endowed  by 
Her:— 

It  escaped  the  Dissolution  under  Henry  the  Eighth, — but 
in  the  reign  of  King  James  the  First,  doubts  having  been 
entertained  whether  the  Revenues  of  the  School  were  not 
become  vested  in  the  Crown,  by  the  Statute  made  in  the 
first  year  of  King  Edwabd  the  Sixth,  intituled,  <^  An  Act 
for  the  Dissolution  of  Chauntries,*'  a  Petition  was  presented 
to  King  James  for  the  re-establishment  of  the  School  And 
the  Petition  being  referred  by  Ifis  Majesty  to  the  then 
Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  an  Information  was 
by  their  direction  exhibited  in  The  Court  of  Chancery  by 
the  Attorney  General,  agabst  John  Smith,  and  other 
Lessees  of  parts  of  the  possesions  of  the  School,  for  the 
avoiding  such  Leases,  and  for  the  re-establishment  and  gene- 
ral regulation  of  the  School.  And  the  Cause  coming  on  to 
be  heard,  on  the  2ath  of  Janry.,  1622,  in  The  Court  of 
Chancery,  Sir  Thomas  Chambbrlatne,  one  of  the  Judges 
of  the  Court  of  Kingfs  Bench,  and  Sir  William  Jones, 
one  of  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  being 
present  and  asdstmg  at  the  said  Hearing  :~ 
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It  was  declared,  that  all  Titles  to  the  said  lands  under  any 
Letters  Patent,  as  also  all  Leases  of  those  lands,  wei^ 
void : — 

And  it  was  decreed,  that  all  the  lands  and  possessions  of 
the  School  should  be  surrendered  unto  His  Majesty,  that 
he  same  mi^t  be  re^granted,  or  such  parts  as  should  be  fit 
to  be  employed  for  the  re-establishment  of  the  School,  and 
for  the  miuntenanoe  of  a  greater  number  of  Scholars  according 
to  the  increase  of  the  Revenues,  as  occasion  thereafter  should 
be, — And  directions  were  given,  as  to  the  future  mode  of 
granting  Leases  of  the  said  Lands : — 

But  it  seems  that  the  decree  ordered  a  beneficial  Lease 
of  part  of  the  estates  to  be  granted  to  John  Smith,  partly 
on  account  of  some  of  the  lands  lying  intermixed  with  his 
freehold  lands : — 

That  the  possesions  of  the  School  having,  in  pursuance 
of  the  said  Decree,  been  granted  and  surrendered  unto  His 
.Majesty,  certain  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  24th  of  May) 
1625,  were  passed  Qnder  the  Great  Seal, — Whereby,  after 
ledting  the  matters  aforesaid,  it  was  ordained, — 

That  there  should  be  a  Gbammar  School  in  the  Town 
of  Wotton  Under-Edge,  for  the  education  and  instruction 
pf  Children  and  Youths  ip  Orammar  and  other  good  Learn- 
ing,— to  be  called,  ^^  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  The 
Lord  Berkeley,  in  Woxton  Under^Edge,^ — and  that 
the  same  should  condst  of  one  Master,  and  Five  or  more 
Poor  Scholars,  who  should  be  a  Body  Corporate,  have  per- 
petual Succession,  and  be  capable  of  holding  lands, — and 
certain  persons  therein  named  were  thereby  appointed  the 
first  Master  and  Five  first  Scholars  of  the  School,  to  con- 
tinue in  their  places  until  their  respective  deaths,  or  until 
they  should  be  removed  or  displaced  according  to  the  Let. 
ters  Patent  and  the  Ordmances  and  Constitutions  therein 
expressed, — in  which  events  it  was  declared,  that  it  should 
be  lawful  for  George  Lord  Berkslet,  and  the  Heirs  m^le

of  his  body,  and  for  default  of  such  issue,  for  the  Lord  of 
the  Manor  of  Wotton  Under-Edge  for  the  time  bdng,  or 
his  or  their  Guardian  during  Minority,  within  Sixty  days 
after  the  vai*aiicy  to  appoint  a  new  Master  or  Scholars, — 
And,  in  case  such  apppintment  was  not  made  within  Sixty 
days,  power  was  ^ven  to  the  Mayor  of  the  Borough  of 
Wotton  Under-Edge  for  the  time  being,  to  nominate  and 
appoint  on  such  vacancy: — 

And  all  the  Messuages,  Lands,  and  Hereditaments  were 
confirmed  to  the  Master  and  Scholars  to  hold  unto  them, 
their  Heirs  and  Successors  : — 

And  it  appearing  by  the  Decree,  that  the  Rents  reserved 
to  the  Master  and  Scholars  would  for  the  present  amount  to 
£47.  per  annum^ — it  was  appcnnted,  that  the  Stipend  of  the 
Master  should  be  £26..13..4.  per  aamum^  and  that  the  Sti- 
pend of  each  of  the  Scholars  should  be  £4. : — 

And  that  as  the  Rents  of  the  School  should  increase,  so 
likewise  the  number  ofScholars  should  be  increased  in  man- 
ner therein  after  directed : — 

And  that  when  the  Revenues  should  be  increased,  whereby 
one  or  more  Scholars  cUbwe  Five  might  be  maintained  in  the 
School  and  receive  the  aforesaid  Stipend  of  £4.  a  year,  the 
said  Lord  Brkkeley,  or  the  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Wot- 
ton Under-Edge,  should  elect  and  appoint  so  many  new 
Scholars  as  the  increase  of  the  Revenues  should  be  sufficient 
to  maintain : — 

And  because  it  migfat  happen  to  become  necessary  in  pro- 
cess of  time,  that  the  Ordinances,  therein  contained,  should 
be  enlarged  or  explained,  power  was  given  to  Lord  Beske- 
LEY  and  his  Heirs  male,  and,  in  default  of  such  issue,  to  the 
Lord  of  the  Manor  for  the  time  being,  to  make  such  other 
iit  Ordinances  and  Constitutions  explaining  or  enlarging  those 
therein  expressed  as  well  for  the  government,  direction,  elec- 
tioh,  amotion  and  expulsion  of  the  Master  and  Scholars,  as 
for  the  govemm€gat  and  dispositions  of  the  possessions  and 
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revenues  of  the  School^  and  the  Stipends  and  Eidhibitionft  of 
the  Master  and  Scholars, — with  a  Proviso,  thai  such  Ordi* 
nances  should  nol  be  contnury  or  repugiiafit  to  the  Laws  of 
the  Reafai,  or  to  thsee  thcpetn  cwtaiaed, — which  Ordinances 
being  made  and  aBowed  by  The  Bishop  of  Gloucester,  or  his 
Chancellor^  were  directed  to  be  inviolably  observed : — 

But  it  was  declared,  that  the  siud  Letters  Patent  should 
not  in  any  naaner  deiogalte  from  the  tdhremA  Decree,— hut 
that  such  Decree  should  be  observed  and  performed  as  fiilly 
as  if  the  said  Letters  Patent  had  noC  been  made,  unless  the 
same  should  thereafter  in  any  fMurticular  point,  relating  to 
the  government  of  the  School,  be  altered  or  explained  by 
The  Court, — and,  in  sudi  case,  that  the  alteratkm  or  expla- 
nation so  made,  should  be  observed  and  obeyed  notwith^- 
standmg  any  thing  to  the  contrary  contfuned  in  the  Letters 
Patent  :— 

Certaiqi  Ordinances  ibr  the  government  and  regulation  of 
the  School  were  annexed  to  the  Letters  Patent,  whereby  it 
was  declared,  among  other  things,  that  the  said  Lord  Berks- 
ley  and  such  others,  to  whom  the  nomination  and  election 
of  the  Master  and  Scholars  should  belong,  should  on  every 
vacancy  appdmt  a  religious,  discreet,  and  learned  man  to  be 
Master,  who  should  inhabit  the  School-house,  and  teach 
Grammar  Scholars  there>-*and  should  keep  the  House  in 
repair,  out  of  the  Revenues  of  the  School,  in  such  manner 
as  by  the  Patron  of  the  School  for  the  time  being  should  be 
thought  fit: — 

That,  in  the  year  1710^  an  Infoimation  was  exhibited  in 
The  Court  by  the  then  Attorney  Greneral,  at  the  relation  of 
Samuel  Beitnbtt,  Clerk,  then  Master  of  the  Schoc^,  and 
John  Austin,  an  Inhabitant  of  WottonUnder-Edge,  agmnst 
Geobob  Smith,  Esq.,  in  order  to  set  aside  a  lease  granted 
to  him  of  certain  parts  of  the  Estates  of  the  School,  for  an 
account  of  rents  of  other  of,  the  Charity  estates,  and  to  set 
a^de  a  bond  of  resignation  which  Smith  had  exacted 
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from  Benkett,  and  for  other  regulation  of  the  Sdiool  and 
it'^s  Revenues : — 

In  the  course  of  the  Proceedings  it  was  referred  to  one  of 
the  Masters  of  The  Court,  to  inquire  and  state  in  whom  the 
nomination  of  Schoobnaster  was  vested,  and  to  report  such 
Proposals  as  might  be  laid  before  him  for  the  establishment 
of  the  Charity : — 

Geoage  Smith  died  in  1712,  having  made  a  WiQ,  and 
his  Wife  Executrix, — She  died,  andRiCHABD  Dowdeswell^ 
her.  Brother,  took  administration  to  her  and  to  Gsokgb 
Smith  with  their  Wills  annexed : — 

In  17I6,  the  Court  ordered  a  Commission  to  inquire  what 
lands  were  in  Mr.  Smithes  hands,  which,  by  the  decree  of 
the  20^  t/oc.  1.,  were  intended  to  be  included  in  the  first  lease 
to  John  Smith,  and  the  true  value  thereof: — 

The  Commissioners  returned,  that  certain  lands,  called 
Emcrofl,  Rye  Close,  two  ridges  of  Pasture  i^  Stanoombe, 
one  Fulling  Mill,  a  Pond  Bank  adjoining,  a  Cottage  and 
Garden  adjoining  the  Banks  of  the  Mill,  another  Cottage 
and  Garden,  two  acres  in  Westfield,  half  an  acre  and  one 
ridge  in  Chesley  field,  were  not  intended  to  be  included  in 
the  first  lease. — But,  as  to  divers  other  messuages  and  lands 
in  Nibley  they  could  not  say,  whether  they  were  intended 
to  be  included  in  the  lease.  They  set  forth  the  particulars, 
and  annual  values : — 

The  Defendants  objected  to  this  return, — 

But,  on  a  hearing  on  the  16th  of  December,  1718,  The 
Master  of  the  RoBs  decreed,  that  the  lease  obtained  by 
George  Smith  from  Bennett,  and  a  Bond  of  Resignation 
taken  from  him,  should  be  delivered  up,  and  that  Maega- 
RET  Smith,  Widow  of  George,  should  come  to  account  for 
the  rents  and  profits, — And  that  a  new  lease  should  be 
granted  to  the  Defendants  of  WarrerCs  Court  in  Nibley,  and 
such  other  lands  as  were  found  by  the  last  Survey,—* That 
John  Smith  was  entitled  to  have  a  lease  granted  of  a  third 
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part  of  the  improved  rent  acoordmg  to  the  last  Survey,  in 
audi  manner  as  the  same  was  agreed  upon  by  virtue  of  the 
former  Decree^  and  to  have  a  lease  of  the  other  School  lands 
m  NiUey,  at  the  fuU  value : — 

The  Defendants  not  being  satisfied,  applied  to  the  Chan^ 
pellor  for  a  re-hearii^ : — 

This  came  on,  upon  the  11th  of  December,  1719,  when 
an  issue  was  directed  to  try  whether  part  of  these  lands,  at 
the  time  of  the  Decree  of  the  20»  Jac.  1.,  lay  intermized 
with  Freehdd  lands  of  John  Smith  : — 

Before  the  trial  Masgaabt  Smith  died,  appointing 
Charlss  Dowdeswsll,  and  Jacob  Knight,  Executors,  but 
they  reftising  to  act, — Richard  Dowdbswell  took  admi- 
nistnition  to  her,  and  Gborob  Smith,  with  their  Wills 
annexed,  and  a  Bill  of  Revivor  was  filed  against  him : — 

On  the  trial  at  law  it  was  found,  that  Emcroft,  the  two 
acres  in  Westfield,  the  half  acre  and  ridge  in  Chesley  field, 
belonged  to  the  Defendant  Smith  : — 

On  the  26th  of  July,  1723,  this  Cause  came  on  again  be- 
fore the  Chancellor,  when  the  former  Decree  was  ocmfirmed, 
eaoept  as  to  the  lands  just  mentioned : — 

After  long  contention  and  great  shuffling  on  the  part  of 
Richard  Dowbbswbll,  it  was  found,  that  he  was  to  ac- 
count for  Je4225..19..11,  which  would  more  than  satisfy  the 
debt  and  costs  due  to  the  School : — 

The  Master  made  his  Report  (which  was  confirmed  the 
11th  of  February,  1725),  whereby  he  certified  that  a  Pro- 
posal had  been  laid  before  him,  signed  by  the  Relators,  and 
the  Minister,  Mayor,  and  other  Principal  Inhalntants  of 
Wotton  Under-Edge,  stating  their  desire  that  the  School*- 
master'^s  Salaiy  should  be  increased  to  £40.  per  ofintMvi, — 
That  Three  Scholars  might  be  added  to  those  then  belongs 
ing  to  the  School,— That  all  the  Schohvs  to  be  thereafter 
admitted,  should  be  approved  of  by  the  Master  and  Trus- 
fees  in  the  proposal  named,  or  the  major  part  of  them, — and 
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none  should  be  admitted  under  ten  yean  of  age»  acoordtng 
to  the  fonner  Ordinances  of  the  School^^-That  the  AUkm- 
anoe  to  each  boy  should  be  £4.  as  usual,-— That  the  boys 
4ipon  the  Foundation  should  be  distinguished  by  Gowns  and 
Caps,— That  the  School  should  be  re-built,— That  as  the 
Eevenue  from  certain  lands  at  Nibkjf  theiein  mentioned, 
was  increased  by  the  event  of  the  Suit  from  £32..10..0 
(which  the  said  Gsobgk  Smith  had  lor  some  years  paid  the 
Master  for  his  Salary)  to  £60.  prr  anmrnni— 

And  there  would  be  a  sum  of  mmey  left,  after  the  increase 
of  the  Master's  Salary,  the  rebuildhig  of  the  School,  and 
the  yearly  allowance  to  the  additional  Three  poor  boys: — 

It  was  ftirdier  proposed,  that  the  ovarpius  (after  paying 
the  Rdators'  costs)  should  be  applied  in  the  purchase  dk 
lands, — and  that  such  lands,  as  also  the  Revenues  of  the 
School  over  and  above  the  Master's  Salary,  should  be  ves- 
ted  in  Trustees  for  the  purposes  aforesaid : 

That  the  number  of  Trustees  diould  be  Ssvisx,  of  whom 
the  Mayor  and  Rdators  should  be  Aree^  the  then  Minister 
of  Wotton  Under-Edge  and  also  the  Minister  for  the  time 
being,  and  Richard  Osbornk,  Thomas  Blaodev,  and 
Daniel  Adry,  Junr.,  therein  named  to  make  up  the  com- 
plement,— ^And  when  the  number  should  be  reduced  to 
F%V€j  the  Surviving  Trustees  should  fill  up  the  number 
by  their  own  choice,  or  that  of  the  majcn:  part  of  them : — 

And  thcore  being  several  Houses  in  Wotton  out  on  leases 
at  small  rents  which,  when  expired,  would  ooosideraUy  ad 
vanoe  the  Revenues  of  the  School,  the  yearly  Rents  whereof 
had  been  usually  received  by  the  Sdioidmaster  for  payment 
of  the  poor  Scholars'  Pensions, — 

It  was  further  prc^oosed,  that,  for  the  time  to  come,  the 
overplus  of  the  Revenues,  as  also  the  increase  of  the  Ren^s 
of  the  Houses  in  Wotton,  as  well  as  the  th^i  Rents,  should 
be  received  by  The  Trustees,  and  applied  as  well  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  then  boys  on  the  Foundation,  as  of  the 
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Three  to  be  added  thereto^-'aiid  for  increaaing  the  number, 
OS  for  the  assistanoe  of  any  one  or  more  of  them  at  the  Uni-. 
verrity,  as  The  Trustees  should  judge  cjonvenient ; — 

And  the  Master  fiirther  certified,  that  Three  other  Pro- 
posals had  been  laid  before  him, — One,  on  behalf  of  the 
Defendant  Gboboe  Smith*  who  desired  that  the  right  of 
his  Ancestors  in  presenting  the  Schoolmaster,  and  nomiimU 
ing  the  Boys,  might  be  reserved  and  continued  to  him  and 
his  Heirs,— Another  Proposal  by  The  Earl  of  Berkblxt, 
who  proposed  that,  as  the  Charity  was  founded  by  his  An- 
cestors and  as  he  was  also  Lord  of  the  greatest  part  of  the 
Parish  of  Wotton  llnder-Edge,  he  thought  it  reasonable 
that  he  and  his  Heirs  should  have  the  nomination  of  the 
Trustees,  and  that  he  and  his  Heir8,andthe  Bishop  of  Glou^ 
csster,  should  be  the  Visitors,  -  And  the  Third  Proposal,  by 
catun    Inhabitants  of   Wotton,  who  proposed  that   the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  Wotton,  together  with  Six  or  Eight 
of  the  Paridiioners  who  were  the  largest  payers  to  the  Poor 
to  be  annually  chosen  at  Veatry,  might  be  Trustees,  and 
that  the  VintatioQ  thereof  might  be  vested  in  The  Earl  of 
Bebkelev  and  his  Hdrs,and  the  Bishop  of  Gloucester:-.* 
By  a  Decree  made  in  this  Cause,  cm  the  Ist  of  March, 
1725,  it  was  ordered,  that  the  Proposal  of  the  RelatcH^ 
mentioned  in  the  Master^s  Report,  should  be  established 
with  this  yariation,  that  the  nomination  of  the  boys  to  be 
admitted  into  the  School  should  be  made  alternately  by  the 
Defendant  George  Smith  and  the   Trustees  in  the  said 
Proposal  named, — and  that  the  nomination  of  Schoolmas^ 
ter  should  be  in  the  Defendant  George  Smith  and  his 
Heirs:  — 

And  it  was  further  ordered,  that  the  Schoolhouse  should 
be  re-built,— And  it  was  referred  to  the  Master  to  approve 
of  a  Plan  for  it,  and  that  the  money  which  the  Master  should 
think  necesssry  for  that  purpose,  should  be  paid  by  RiCHARn 
DowDBSWELL  one  of  the  Defendants  therein  named,  out  of 
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the  money  nported  due  fiom  him  unto  the  Trustees,  to  be 
applied  acoordinglj, — ^And  that  the  residue  of  such  money 
should  be  laid  out  by  them  in  a  purchase  of  lands  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Charity,  such  purchase  to  be  made  in  the 
names  of  the  Trustees : — 

That  when  the  Trustees  should  be  reduced  to  Five^  the 
Survivors  should  fill  up  the  number  to  Sevmy  and  should 
convey  the  purchased  Estates  to  themselves  and  such  neir 
Trustees: — 

In  1801,  a  Petition  to  the  Chancellor  was  prepared,  sta- 
ting much  of  what  is  above  set  fimrth,  and  thatthe  sud  Schools 
house  was  rebuilt,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  said 
Decree,  upon  an  enlarged  scale  and  of  a  aze  not  merely 
suffident  for  teadiing  the  boys  of  the  Foundation  and  other 
Day*Scholars,  InhaUtants  of  the  Town  of  Wotton,  but  fer 
the  lodging  and  accommodation  of  a  large  number  of  Board, 
ers: — 

That  about  the  year  1748,  after  the  Sdiool-house  was 
completed,  the  sum  of  £420.  was,  in  pursuance  of  the  De. 
cree,  invested  by  the  Trustees  in  the  purchase  of  Freehold 
lands  at  CharfiM^  in  the  County  of  Gloucester : — 

That  an  Act  of  Parliament  was  obtained  in  the  39^  Geo. 
III.,  for  effectiDg  and  confirming  an  exchange  of  lands 
between  the  Trustees  and  Nicholas  Owen  Smtthe,  Esq., 
in  pursuance  of  an  Agreement  made  between  the  Master 
and  Trustees  of  the  School  and  Mr.  Owbn  : — 

And  it  was  enacted,  that  in  case  any  difficulty  should 
arise  touching  the  appUcation  of  the  increased  Revraue 
arising  to  the  Charity  in  consequence  of  this  Exchange,  or 
theretdfter  to  arise  from  the  Charity  Estate  or  respecting  any 
thing  in  legard  to  the  r^ulation  or  constitution  of  the  Cha^ 
rityortheOrdinances  thereof,  it  should  be  lawful  to  the  Master, 
Patron,  or  Trustees  to  prefer  a  Petition  to  the  Lord  Chan^ 
oeUor,  who  was  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  the  same 
to  be  heard  in  a  summary  way,  and  that  such  orders  as  thQ 
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Court  ahotild  make  therein,  sbould  be  observed  bj,  and 
should  be  final  and  conclusive  to  all  persons  :«- 

The  Petition  then  states.  That  once  the  pronouncing  of 
the  Decree,  of  the  Ist  of  March  1725,  the  Establishment . 
hath  continued  to  be  conducted  according  to  the  Regula- 
tions established  by  that  Decree, — And  the  same  hath  con- 
fflsted  of  a  Master  and  Ten  Scholars,  who  have  recdved  the 
annual  Stipends  appointed  to  them, — ^And  it  hath  been  u^ual 
during  that  period,  to  allow  annual  Stipends  or  Exhibitions 
to  One  or  Two  of  the  Scholars  of  the  Foundation  who,  on 
quitting  the  School,  have  gone  to  reade  in  some  College  or 
Hall  of  one  of  The  Universities,  the  amount  of  such  Stipends 
or  Exhibitions  varymg  according  to  the  state  of  the  Reve- 
nues,  having  been  advanced  from  £5.  to  £30.,  which  was 
the  sum  then  paid  to  each  of  the  Two  Scholars  then 
residing  in  different  Colleges  as  Exhilntioners  from  this 
School 

That,  in  ocmsequence  of  the  Exchange  of  lands,  which 
had  been  highly  advantageous  to  the  School,  and  of  the 
improved  value  of  the  Estates  at  Charfield,  there  appears  to 
be  a  permanent  augmentation  of  the  revenues  amounting  to 
the  annual  surplus  of  £60.  beyond  the  ordinary  expenditure 
of  the  School,— that  is  to  say,  the  keejnng  and  maintaining 
of  the  School-house,  which  was  then  in  a  state  of  complete 
repair, — ^the  payment  of  the  Stipends  of  £40.  to  the  Master, 
and  £5.  to  each  of  the  Scholars  of  the  School,  and  of  £30. 
to  each  of  the  Exhibitioners  :— 

That  there  having  been  a  failure  of  issue  male  of  Gsobgb 
Lord  Bebxblbv,  the  original  Patron  of  the  School,  the 
right  of  bemg  Patron  thereof  had,  by  virtue  of  the  Letters 
Patent  of  King  James  the  First,  devolved  upon  the  Lords  of 
the  Manor  of  Wotton  Under-Edge  for  the  time  being,  who 
had  for  a  considerable  number  of  years  acted  as  Patrons  of 
ihe  School : — 

That  the  Petitioner  -   -  -  Joktik  was  the  present  Lord  of 
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the  Manor  of  Wotton  Under-Edge,  and  as  such  was  the 
present  Patron  of  the  School, — ^And  the  Petitioner  Thomas 
FoxwELL  was  then  Mayor  of  Wotton,  and  The  Revd. 
William  Dechaib  Tatte&sall  was  then  Vicar  of  the 
Parish : — 

And  that  the  Petitioners  John  Blagdev  Hale,  Wii^ 
LI  AM  MoobeAoey^Hitmphbey  Austin,  Richard  Milnes^ 
and  Gkoeos  Austik,  were  the  renmining  Trustees,  duly 
elected  in  pursuance  of  the  directions  in  the  Decree  of  the 
1st  of  March,  1725:— 

That  the  Revd.  P.  M.  Coenwall  was^  and  had  for 
some  years  been  Master  of  The  Grammar  School : — 

That  it  appeared  to  the  Petitioners,  that  it  would  be  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Foundation,  and  would  contribute  to  the 
ends  for  which  the  same  was  estabUshed,  in  case  the  Trus- 
tees were  authorized  to  apply  a  Moiety  of  the  increased  or 
surplus  rents  of  £60.  in  augmentation  of  the  Salary  of  the 
Master,  and  the  other  Moiety  in  advancing  from  time  to 
time  diiferent  sums,  for  placing  out  certain  Scholars  of  the 
School  as  Apprentices  to  different  Trades,  according  to  the 
discretion  of  the  Trustees  :-^ 

That  it  bdng  apprehended,  that  the  Trustees  have  no 
power  under  the  Letters  Patent,  or  any  of  the  Proceedings 
of  The  Court  of  Chancery  authorizing  such  an  application 
of  the  annual  sum  of  £60.  as  aforesaid,  it  was  at  a  Meeting 
of  The  Trustees  holden  in  I  SOI,  and  attended  by  the  Pe- 
titioners, unanimously  resolved,  that  a  Petition  should  be 
presented  to  the  Court,  praying  that  the  Trustees  may  be 
authorized  to  apply  the  said  Fund  in  the  manner  and  for 
the  purposes  already  mentioned* 

What  was  done  on  this  Petition  does  not  appear. 

The  present  Rental  of  the  Estate  is  between  Three  and 
Four  Hundred  Pounds  a  year ;  but,  it  is  stated,  ^'  that  a 
considerable  part  of  the  lands  has  been  ioat !  r 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  this  Town  and  Parish 
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indefinitely,  free  of  expense ;— Ten  of  whom  are  admitted 
upon  the  Foundation,  who  have  each  a  Stipend  of  £6.  per 
armumy  and  wear  the  Academical  dress  of  The  Eing^s  Scho- 
lars at  Westminster ;  these  are  admitted  at  ten  years  of  age, 
and  may  remain  until  the  age  of  eighteen ;  The  Patron,  and 
Trustees,  nominate  alternately  to  the  Gown.  About  twelve 
or  fourteen  other  sons  of  Panuduoners  attend. 

The  WBSTKn?8T£ft  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are 
used,  and  it's  plan  of  Education  is  at  preset  pursued,  the 
Master  having  formerly  been  a  Scholar  upon  that  Royal 
Foundation. 

lliere  are  Two  Exhibitions  of  £30.  eadi  to  any  Col- 
lege, and  at  either  University,  but  Oxford  is  mostly  pre^ 
ferred.  Scholars  are,  however,  seldom  sent  to  the  Univer- 
sity fiom  hence,  as  their  Patents  esteem  the  Clmssics  of  little 
use,  and  therefore  oommonly  aj^prentice  them  to  a  respecta- 
-ble  trade,  or  oocaeionally  to  a  liberal  Profesaon. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Pstbr  Monakt 
CoBNWALL,  M.  a.,  late  Fellow  of  Trinity  College,  Cam- 
bridge, and  Vioar  of  Westboume,  ia  Sussex,  whose  Salary  is 
£80.  per  annmrnij  with  an  excellent  House,  which  is  always 
kept  in  very  good  condition.  Hiis  worthy  Grentleman  takes 
Pupils,  his  terms  being  Fifty  guineas  a  year  for  a  Parlour 
Boarder,  and  Thirty  guineas  tor  any  other.  He  is  assisted 
by  his  Son,  The  Revd.  Eusebius  Cornwall,  B.  A.,  Curate 
ofUky. 

There  is  a  Lecture  at  Wotton  Under-Edge  of  £S.  per

Daniel  Veysib,  B.  D.,  formerly  Fellow  of  and  Tutor 

at  Orisl  Coll£G£,  Oxford. 
EnwA&n  Jenveh,  M.  D.,  the  Original  Promoter  of 
Facet  fie  Inoculatiom, 
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BOSBURY,  near  Ledbury. 

The  Geammab  School  at  Bosbuby  is  supposed  to  have 
been  founded  by  Sir  Rowland  Morton,  who  is  said  to  have 
possessed  "  The  Grange  Estaie^  in  this  Parish,  but  at  what 
period  has  not  been  ascertained ;  though  it  must  have  been 
prior  to  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  as  Her  Majesty 
endowed  the  Sdiool  with  £8..4«.2.  per  annum^  which  is 
charged  upon  the  Manor  of  Wormbridge,  in  the  County  of 
Herdbrd,  and  is  now  paid  by  The  King^s  Receiver  of  Fee- 
Farm  Rents  to  the  Master. 

Sir  Rowland  Mokton  is  also  said  to  have  built  a  neat 
stone-roofed  Chapel  at  the.  South  Aisle  of  the  Churdi, 
adjoining  the  Chancel,  where  his  Coat  of  Arms  appears  upon 
the  inside  of  the  roof  in  different  places. 

The  present  Endowment  consists  of  about  Thirty-two 
acres  of  land,  and  Eight  cottages,  dispersed  all  over  the 
Parish  of  Bosbury :  The  management  of  which,  as  well  as 
the  appointment  of  the  Master,  is  vested  in  Twelve 
Trustees. 

About  Twenty  years  rince,  the  Trustees  elected  as  Master 
of  the  School,  an  illiterate  man  who  had  never  learned  or 
knew  a  single  word  of  the  Latin  or  Greek  languages; 
although  the  former  Masters  had  always  been  Clergymen  of 
the  Church  of  England  Some  of  the  Trustees  who  resided 
in  the  Parish,  it  is  said,  had  got  possession  of  considerable 
portions  o{  ihelasAcontigtioue  ioffieirownesiaies,atsLverf 
inferior  rent 

The  Master^s  house,  which  he  now  occupies,  had  not  been 
in  the  posseseaon  of  the  Masters  for  the  last  TTiirhf  years^ 
until  the  present  Gentlonan  came;— »the  House,  together 
with  a  valuable  Orchard,  and  other  lands  about  an  acre  and 
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an  lialf  worth  from  £12.  to  £14.  per  anwum^  having  been 
lett  fcnr  the  greater  part  of  that  time  "  to  a  near  Relation 
g£  one  of  the  Trustees  at  £8.  /wonnim"/— while  the 
Masters  of  the  School  were  obliged  to  lodge  where  they 
could, --some,  at  the  distance  of  four  miles. 

It  is  also  supposed  that  several  pieces  of  land,  orif^naUy 
belonging  to  the  School,  have  bebm  lost,  ^^  by  leveUing 
the  boundaries^  and  thereby  mixing  ffiem  with  other  landed 

Upon  these  accounts,  the  late  Vicar  of  Bosbury,  and  some 
of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Parish,  laudably  instituted  a  suit 
in  Chancery  against  the  Trustees,  to  compd  them  to  elect  a 
Clergyman  and  Grammar  Master,  and  also  to  rdinquish 
such  lands  as  ihey  had  in  their  hands^  and  to  lett  them  at 
their  full  value.  The  present  Lord  Chancellor  has  decreed, 
"  that  the  said  School  is  a  Grammar  School,^  and  thereupon 
the  Master  has  been  appointed,  but  the  other  p<Nnts  are'not 
yet  determined. 

All  the  boys  of  this  Parish,  as  soon  as  they  be^  to  learn 
the  Latin  language,  are  taught  free  of  expanse.  Since  the 
present  Master  was  elected,  in  1815,  he  has  also  most  bei^e- 
volently  taken  Ten  boys  whom  he  instructs  in  reading, 
writing,  and  arithmetic  gratmiousUfj  although  he  does  not 
consider  himself  bound  to  do  so.  About  ten  or  fifteen  other 
boys  are  usually  educated  at  this  School. 

Children  are  admitted  at  about  ten  years  of  age,  and  there 
is  no  prescribed  time  of  superannuation.  The  Master  no- 
minates.   There  is  no  particular  form  of  Admission. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used ;  and 
the  system  of  Education  is  upon  the  Eton  plan. 

In  1676,  RicHABD  Reed,  Esq.,  of  Lugwardine,  founded 
an  Exhibition  of  £4.  per  annum  at  Brasen-Nose  Coll^, 
Oxford,  for  the  maintenance  of  one  Scholar  of  his  Posterity, 
or  for  a  Scholar  from  the  School  of  Bosbury,  or  from  the 
Free  School  of  the  City  of  Hereford,  bemg  natives  of  the 
County  of  Hereford.

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Tlte  present  Mastcfr  b,  The  Revd.  Thomas  Lewes, 
whose  Salary  is  from  Sixty  to  Seventy  pounds  p^  ammm^ 
but  capable  of  being  raised  to  £120.  or  more.  This  Gen- 
tleman takes  Bonrdcm ;  his  terms  being  dbout  £25.  a  year 
for  each  Pupl. 

Many  rery  respectable  Characters  haire  reoeiTed  their  In- 
struction at  this  School.  The  late  Thomas  Loogkk,  Esq., 
of  Basingfaall  Street,  Lcmdon,  an  enunent  Sohdtor,  waa 
educated  here. 

Mr.  JoHK  MsAKixs,  a  native  of  Bosbury,  and  educated 
at  this  School,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  1st  of  AfHil,  1811, 
left  £100.  Sterliz^  to  the  Minister  and  Church-wardens  of 
Boiribury,  to  be  invested  in  one  of  the  Government  Funds  in 
their  names,  and  to  recave  the  interest  and  dividends  for 
ever,  to  be  applied  as  follows,— *10«.  Qd.  annuaDy  to  each  of 
such  boys  in  Bosbury  School,  as  they  shall  confer  the  best 
WaiTEB,— the  best  Arithmetician, — the  best  Gramma- 
BiAN,— and  the  best  Composer  in  prose  and  verse,— and 
the  residue  thereof  to  such  as  they  skill  consider  the  most 
industrious  Poor  of  the  said  Paridi,  and  such  as  they  shall 
find  most  constant  in  th^  attendance  on  Divine  Worship. 
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BROMYARD, 

The  Frbx  School  at  Bbomtabd  was  founded  by  Queen 
Eli^^abbth,  and  endowed  with  Jei6..14..11f  per  amm/uimy 
now  payaUe  oat  of  the  Land  Revenue  of  the  Crown. 

In  1656,  an  additional  Endowment  of  jC20.  a  year  was 
made  under  the  Will  of  John  Psbbin,  Esq.,  diaiged  upon 
his  estate  at  East  Acton,  in  the  County  of  Middlesex,  which 
is  Tested  in  The  Comfakt  of  Goldsmiths,  in  London,  as 
Trustees,  who  hare  duly  discharged  their  trust 

The  Mastar  is  chosen  by  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town. 

The  only  building  beloi^ging  to  the  Foundation,  is  a  krge 
Scho(d.room  adjoining  the  Church-yard. 

The  School  is  free  to  all  the  Children  of  the  Town,  and  no 
dther  emolument  arises  to  the  Master,  but  what  he  recdves 
from  the  two  Endowments.  Very  few  Scholars  attend  the 
Scbool. 

Tie  present  Master  is,  The  Bevd.  Datid  Etaks,  who  is 
also  Curate  of  an  adjacent  Parish.  * 
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COLWALL,  near  Ledbury. 

The  Frbb  Grammar  School  at  Colwall  Grkbk,  in  the 
Parish  of  Col  wall,  was  founded  in  pursuance  of  the  Will  of 
Humphrey  Walwyn,  Citizen  and  Grocer  of  London,  dated 
the  10th  day  of  December  1612,  in  the  Tenth  year  of  the 
reign  of  King  Jambs  the  First ;  by  which  he  bequeathed, — 

**  The  sum  of  £6O0,  Current  money  of  England,  to  he  be- 
stowed in  the  buying  of  Houses  in  the  City  of  London,  of  a  good 
tenor,  taking  good  councell  and  advise  in  the  bestowing  thereof, 
which  I  would  have  performed  by  my  Execnton,  with  the  ad- 
vice, councell,  help,  and  assistance  of  Thb  Wardbns  and 
Assistants  of  The  Worshipful  Company  of  Grocers  and  my 
Overseers,  to  be  done  and  finished  in  two  years  after  my  de- 
cease :" — 

'^  The  rent  of  which  housing  I  do  appoint  and  bequeath  l^ 
this  my  last  Will  and  Testament  to  be  thus  imployed  and  be- 
stowed. First,  to  The  Worshipful  Company  of  Grocers  Five 
Pounds  yearly,  and  Two  of  the  Wardens,  with  the  Clerk,  and 
some  one  Learned  man,  to  be  by  them  chosen,  and  then  toge- 
ther once  in  Three  years  to  visit  and  examine  the  Schollers  of 
their  profiting  and  progression  in  Learning  at  a  School,  which, 
by  this  my  last  Will,  I  do  appoint  to  be  erected  at  the  Parish  of 
Colwall,  in  the  County  of  Hereford,  in  which  Parish  my  Fttther 
and  Mother  do  lie  buried :" — 

'^  Also,  I  do  give  to  the  Parish  of  St.  Martin  Oigers  where  I 
do  now  dwell,  to  be  paid  etery  Midsummer  day  to  the  Parson 
and  Churchwardens  of  the  same  Parish  Five  Pounds  Current 
money  of  England,  to  be  bestowed  in  Sea  Coals,  for  the  relief  of 
the  Poor  of  that  Parish  :**  the  distribution  to  commence  on  the 
first  Wednesday  in  December,  and  to  continue  until  the  stock  is 
consumed.  "  Also  I  do  will,  that  of  this  Five  pounds  there  be 
lOs.  paid  to  a  Preacher,  such  a  one  as  the  Churchwardens  for 
the  time  being  shall  choose,  to  preach  at  St.  Martin  Oigars  Pa- 
rish every  year,  on  the  Fifth  day  of  November,  which  day  is 
kept  in  remembrance  of  our  miraculous  preservation  from  that 
horrible  and  unheard  of  Gunpowder  Treason  :*' — 

''  The  remainder  of  the  Rents  of  the  houses  and  tenements  to 
be  purchased  as  aforesaid,  I  do  give  for  the  erecting  and  main- 
tainmg  of  a  Free  School  in  the  Parish  of  Colwall,  in  the  County 
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of  Hereford^  where  my  Father  and  Mother  do  lie  buried^  and 
that  the  Poor  Children  of  that  F&rish>  and  Seven  Children  of  the 
Parish  of  Little  Malvern  of  the  poorest  also  in  that  Parish^  be 
taught  freely  without  payment  of  any  thing  for  their  Schooling. 
Also  that  in  the  Parish  of  Colwall  the  better  sort,  which  are  able 
to  pay  part^  do  not  pay  above  lOf .  for  their  Schooling  in  a  year. 
Also  if  it  should  please  God  to  afflict  any  of  my  Father's  poste- 
rity vrith  poverty,  that  they  be  not  able  to  pay  for  their  Child- 
ren's learning  I  will,  that  Four  of  any  of  them  shall  be  taught  at 
this  School  freely,  and  so  from  time  to  time  not  exceeding  that 
number  (of  his  lotions,  but  M  the  poor  of  Colwall,  and  seven 
of  Little  Malvern).  That  the  Schoolmaster  shall  entertain  them, 
and  teach  them,  and  have  especially  respect  of  them : — 

*'  For  the  choice  of  the  Schoolmaster,  my  will  is,  that  The 
Wardens  and  Assistants  of  The  Worshipfiil  Company  of  Grocers 
shall  have  the  election  and  choice  of  ^e  Schoolmaster,  and  in 
choosing  him,  that  he  be  honest,  learned,  godly,  and  fit  every 
way  for  the  teaching  and  instructing  Youth  in  Learning  and  in 
the  fear  of  God.  And  being  such  a  one,  that  any  of  my  name 
and  kindred  shall  have  the  place  before  any  others,  or  any  that 
my  Children  should  recommend  for  the  place,  being  fit,  suffici- 
ent, that  they  be  duly  respected,  and  ihe  place  to  be  bestowed 
on  the  party  so  recommended  Ix^re  any  other  :"-— 

"  I  will  that  the  Schoobnaster  do  straighUy  observe,  that 
there  be  praying  and  prayers  made  in  the  Sd^ool  ftotce  every  day 
at  least,"  and  that  the  Children  be  regularly  catechized  :— 

"  And  my  Will  is,  if  the  Schoolmaster  should  neglect  the 
premisses,  or  the  teaching  or  instructing  of  his  Schokurs  as  his 
place  requireth,  or  being  of  a  bad  life  and  conversation,  that  then 
it  may  be  lawful  for  the  Assistants  and  Wardens  of  the  Worship- 
ful Company  of  Grocers  to  remove  the  Schoolmaster,  and  place 
such  a  one  in  his  stead  as  may  perform  the  premisses  according 
to  the  true  meaning  of  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament :" — 

"  Furthermore  I  will,  that  Two  of  the  Wardens  of  the  said 
Company,  with  the  Clerk,  together  with  a  Learned  man  of  the 
Wardens  choosing,  do  once  in  Three  years  go  to  Colwall,  and 
there  visit  this  S<^1  so  to  be  erected,  and  to  examine  the  Scho- 
lars for  their  profiting  in  Learning  and  in  the  principles  of 
ChristianReligion;  and,  according  as  the  Schoolmaster  deserveth^ 
to  praise  him  or  to  admonish  him,  as  they  shall  find  just  cause 
and  occasion  to  move  them  after  examination  made  as  afore- 
said :"— 

''  Also  I  will,  that  the  Schoolmaster's  money  be  paid  down  to 
Worcester  every  half  year,  for  payment  of  him  for  his  pains 
taken  aforesaid,  and  that  he  giveUi  an  acquittance  for  the  receipt 
thereof.    And  my  Will  is,  that  he  hath  the  just  value  of  those 
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HouM  aad  Tenements  that  shall  be  bought  ;«-the  sum  of  Tea 
poiDfeds  formeily  mentioned,  being  firet  d^ucted  :**-» 

'^  Also  I  wiU,  that  the  Schoolmaster  which  is  chosen>  be  a 
Pre&cher,  and  that  he  maketh  Four  Sermons  every  year,  one 
every  Quarter,  and  once  every  year  at  Little  Malvern,  wherein 
he  repeat  in  brief  the  sum  of  my  Will  concerning  the  School  to 
be  erected,  and  by  order  I  do  take  therein  for  teaching  all  the 
Farishiohers*^  Children  as  is  before  mentioned,  that  they  may 
truly  understand  my  Will  in  that  behalf  :«--4he  like  of  Little 
Mahnem  :** — 

''  Also  I  will,  that  the  Orders  do  prescribe  for  the  School- 
master to  perform,  be  written  down  foir  in  a  Table,  and  hung 
up  in  the  School  for  every  one  to  read  at  their  pleasure  :*'-« 

'^  And  if  so  be  that  should  happen  (as  God  f6rbid),  that  there 
should  he  neglect  of  the  performance  of  the  premmes  hy  The  Wax- 
dens  and  Assistants  of  the  Worshiped  Company  of  Grocxbs, 
as  is  before  expressed,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  my  heirs  to 
possess  and  enjoy  the  houses  or  tenements  so  to  be  purchased, 
and  to  convert  the  same  to  those  uses  and  purposes  as  is  before 
at  large  set  down,  as  they  will  answer  for  it  before  the  Lord  at 
that  most  dreadfol  day  of  Judgement  :'* — 

''  I  will  and  bequeath  to  The  Worshipfol  Company  of  Gro- 
cers, if  they  shall  accept  and  undertake  tiie  charge  of  this  School, 
the  sum  of  Ten  pounds  to  be  bestowed  on  a  piece  of  Plate,  and 
to  have  written  about  it  ''  The  g^  of  Humphbet  Walwyn, 
Grocer" 

It  is  to  be  lamented,  that  this  Institution  seems  to  be  ^oo 
remoU  from  The  Visitors^  Ths  Gbocbes^  Company  in 
London;  to  have  attracted  their  notice ;  otherwise  the  late 
Clerical  Master,  on  removing  from  Colwall  to  Gloucester 
(Ills  present  readence)  would  hardly  have  been  allowed  to 
give  up  the  School  to  his  Usher,  a  Layman;  who,  it  is 
stated  as  a  fact,  refuses  to  admit  into  the  School  the  Child- 
ren of  the  Parishioners  of  Colwall  or  a£  Little  Malvern, 
according  to  the  Will  of  The  Founder. 

The  ostensible  Master  now  receives  an  annual  Salary  of 
£30.  from  The  Grocers^  Conqpany. 

The  sum  of  £5..6..8.  per  annum  is  also  payable  out  of 
the  Land  Revenue  of  the  Crown  to  the  Master  of  "  Colwall 
et  Coddington^  but  it  does  not  appear  that  this  Sum  has 
lately  been  claimed. 
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The  Parishes  of  Colwall  and  Coddington  are,  however, 
totally  unoonnected ;  and  there  never  was  any  School  at 
Coddington* 

The  old  School-bouae^  throuf^  lei^gth  of  time,  being  in- 
capable of  further  repairs.  The  Grocers^  Company  caused  it 
to  be  taken  down,  in  1796,  and  erected  th?  present  buildii^ 
at  thdr  own  expense;  they  also  repaired  the  Master's 
Dwelling-house  at  the  same  time. 
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HEREFORD. 

The  earliest  notice  which  has  been  met  with  on  record  of  a 
School  in  Hereford,  is  contained  in  the  Register  of  Bishop 
Trillick,  and  is  dated  the  26th  of  December,  1384. 

It  was  probably  founded  undar  the  auspices  of  that  Pre- 
late; and  the  word  "  cmsududimbus'^  which  occurs  in  the 
obscured  entry  alluded  to  in  his  Register,  may  refer  rather 
to  the  general  customs  of  similar  Establishments  in  other 
places  than  to  any  in  previous  existence  here ;  for  no  men- 
tion is  made  of  a  School  in  the  several  Registers  of  Canti- 
LUPE,  SwiNFiBLD,  Orltok,  or   T.  Charltok,  his  Pre- 


The  amount  of  the  original  Endowment,  if  any,  is  un- 
known :  perhaps  it  depended  upon  the  voluntary  benevo- 
lence of  the  Founder,  and  the  succeeding  Bishops.  The 
object  of  the  Foundation  was  to  afford  gratuitous  Instruc- 
tion to  the  sons  of  the  poorer  Inhabitants. 

It  does  not  appear  how  long  the  means  were  found  ade- 
quate to  the  purpose  intended ;  but,  as  the  subsequent  Eps- 
oopal  Rasters  are  as  silent  as  their  predecessors  on  the 
subject,  the  School  probably  languished  until  the  ragn  of 
Edward  the  Sixth,  who  issued  an  Injunction,  that  ^^  in  every 
Cathedral  Church  where  no  Free  Grammar  School  is  found* 
ed  already  within  The  ChsCj  nor  hath  any  such  near  unto 
it  adjcnning,  founded  already  by  any  person,  the  Eang's 
Majesty  willeth,  that  of  the  common  lands  and  revenues  of 
that  Church  shall  be  ordained,  kept,  and  maintained  perpe- 
tually, a  Free  Grammar  School.  The  Master  to  have 
Tkoeniy  Marks ^  and  his  House  rent  free ;  and  the  Usher 
yearly  £6..14..0.,  and  his  Chamber  free," 
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Notwithstanding  this  Injunction,  Queen  Elizabbth 
deemed  it  necessary  about  Thirty  years  afterwards,  to  recal 
the  attention  of  the  Members  of  the  Church  to  this  and 
other  topics,  as  appears  by  her  Statutes  which  are  dated  the 
6th  of  March,  1583. 

In  consequence  of  one  or  both  of  these  Royal  Ordinances 
a  building  was  erected  upon  the  Sdte  of  the  decayed  CloisU 
ers  at  the  West  end  of  the  Cathedral,  and  was  applied  to  the 
purposes  required. 

The  next  Statutes  for  the  government  of  the  Cathedral 
Church  of  Hereford,  and  it^s  appendages,  were  issued  by 
Chables  the  First,  on  the  30th  of  May,  1637.  They 
confirmed  many  of  the  previous  regulations,  alnx^ated 
others,  and  introduced  such  corrections  and  additions,  as 
the  lapse  of  time,  and  the  change  of  circumstances,  render 
occa^onally  necessary  to  insure  the  permanence  and  the 
purity  of  every  human  system.  The  Sixth  chapter  of  these 
Statutes  particularly  refers  to  the  School. 

In  an  account  of  annual  payments  made  by  the  Church, 
dated  1st.  of  September  1636,  are  included,  "  By  the  Cla- 
vigevy  to  the  Head  Schoolmaster,  his  annual  Stipend  £20 : — 
to  the  Ushor,  his  annual  Stipend  JClO.: — to  the  Scholars  at 
the  breaking  up  of  School  at  Christmas,  when  they  make 
Orations,  uncertain  :^to  one  Scholar  or  Scholars  in  Oxford 
£4.".  This  account  is  verified  by  the  dgnatures  of  Jona- 
than Bbowne,  the  Dean,  and  five  of  the  Canons. 

The  Scholars  in  Oxford  allude  to  two  Donations,  viz.^ 
£2..13..4  per  annum  each  for  seven  years  by  Chablbs 
Langfobd,  D.  D.,  Dean  of  Hereford,  to  Four  poor  Scho- 
lars of  this  City,  in  the  year  1607 ; — and  also  a  House  atu- 
ate  at  the  East  comer  of  the  North  end  of  the  Narrow 
Cabbage  Lane  in  Hereford  (formerly,  and  still  in  some 
degree  the  Vegetable  Market),  which  was  given  by  Rogbb 
Phillpotts,  a  Citizen,  in  1613,  to  The  Dean  and  Chapter, 
the  rent  to  be  by  them  iqpplied  towards  the  maintenance  of 
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Two  poor  Henford  Scholars  al  Brasen-Nose  Colkge,  Ox- 
ford, and  of  Two  otiiers,  being  the  objects  of  Dr.  Ljlvg* 
FOED^s  donation.  The  House  was  then  valued  at  £l(k'per 
tmnum^  and  the  Rent  continues  to  be  applied,  according  to 
the  intentions  of  the  Donors. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  Will  of  Dr.  Lang- 
70RD,  dated  the  13th  (^October,  1^7 ; — 

^*^  Thirdly,  I  give  all  my  Lands  which  I  purchased  in  the 
County  of  Radnor  in  Wales,  with  all  the  Writings,  &c.,  con- 
oeroiag  the  same^  to  Dr.  TnoifPsoN,  Dr.  Shingceton,  Dr. 
Brad  SHAW,  Doctors  ia  Divinity  and  Canons  and  Residentiaries 
of  the  said  Church  (of  Hereford):  and  to  Francis  Perry,  B.D. 
and  Treasurer  of  the  said  Churchy  as  Feoffbes  in  Trust  to  the 
uses  here  put  down>  as  follow  ;-— 

'*  First,  That  with  all  convenient  speedy  by  the  revenues 
issuing  out  of  the  said  lands  to  the  said  Dean  and  Chapter  of 
the  said  Cathedral  Church  of  Hereford  and  to  their  Successors 
for  evet,  there  be  paid  to  Eight  Scholars,  to  every  one  of  them 
£2..13..4  by  even  portions  Quarterly  at  the  usual  times  of  the 
year :  whereof  Four  of  the  said  Scholars  to  be  of  The  Free  School 
of  Hereford,  bom  within  the  said  City,  and  to  be  nominated  by 
these  Feoffees,  and  to  be  chosen  out  of  such  poor  and  towardly 
for  learning  as  are  bom  in  the  same  Town,  or  the  more  part  of 
them,  until  the  Mortmain  be  procured.  And  my  Will  is,  that 
the  said  Four  Scholars  on  every  Sabbath  day  and  other  Festival 
days,  and  the  Even  of  the  said  days,  shall  come  to  Divine  Ser- 
vice>  Morning  and  Evening,  into  the  Quire  of  the  said  Cathe- 
dral Church  in  Gowns  and  Surplices,  as  Choristers  of  the  said 
Cathedral  Church  use  to  do  5  and  to  keep  that  order,  which  the 
Statutes  and  Orders  of  the  Church  require. 

^'  To  the  othtf  Emr  Scholars  my  Will  and  Bund  is,  to  be 
nominated  by  the  Bailifis  of  the  Town  of  liudlow  for  the  time 
being,  and  to  be  chosen  out  of  such  poor  and  towardly  for  learn- 
ing, as  are  bom  in  the  same  Town. 

''  All  which  Eight  Scholars  my  Will  .and  mind  is,  at  the 
time  of  their  nomination  shall  be  of  the  age  of  «ifie  years  and 
above,  and  not  under :  and  to  continue  in  the  said  places,  being 
so  nominated,  until  they  be  of  the  age  of  Sixteen  years  and  not 
longer,  so  that  they  continue  Scholars  in  the  said  Schools  of 
H^eford  or  Ludlow. 

'^  My  Will  is,  that  until  the  Mortmain  be  procured,  the  two 
surviving  Feoffees  shall  nominate  successively  ^m  time  to  time  ^ 
Provided,  that  if  the  said  Revenues  be  not  employed  according

to  tbe  true  intent  and  meaninj^  before  set  down^that  €km,  upon 
due  proof  thereof^  the  said  lands  and  revenues^  with  all  the 
Writings,  &c.>  concerning  them,  shall  return  to  my  right  heir 
imd  his  heirs  for  ever. 

^'  And  fbrasmudi  as  every  thing  in  particular  cannot  be  set 
down«  touching  the  uses  albresaidp  I  therefore  refer  the  further- 
ing the  same  to  my  Feoffees  aforesaid,  together  with  my  Execu- 
tors or  the  miyor  part  of  them,  to  be  ftithfully  performed 
according  to  my  Tnut  reposed  in  tiiem." 

These  Four  Scholars  continue  to  be  appointed  from 
Hereford  School,  md  are  tenned  *^  The  Dean's  Scholars^ 

About  the  same  time,  a  House  and  Garden  for  the  Head 
Master  were  added  to  the  Endowment. 

The  appointments  of  Master,  and  Undor  Master,  with  all 
other  authority,  remiun  in  The  Dean  and  Chapter  for  the 
time  being;  and  the  following  additional  Regulations 
were  adopted  by  them  in  the  year  1665  ;-^ 

"  Whereas  certain  disputes  and  questions  have  arisen^  touch- 
ing the  government  of  The  Gramer  Schole^  in  the  Citty  of  He- 
refordf  which  is  in  the  disposidon,  survey^  governance^  and 
protection  of  the  Deane  and  Chapter  of  the  Cathedral  Church 
of  Hereford ;  the  said  Deane  and  Chapter  (upon  hearing  thereof) 
hath  thought  fitt  to  sett  downe  and  ordeyne  these  following 
Rules  and  Orders  in  the  premisses : — 

1st.  In  regard  of  the  smallnes  of  the  annuall  Sallary  and  Sty- 
pends  belonging  to  the  Schole  (being  £^0.  to  the  Master^  and 
£\0,  to  the  Usher  thereof  annually  paid  out  of  the  Revenues  of 
the  said  Deane  and  Chapter)^  the  Scholemaster  may  demand 
and  require  what  he  thinks  fitt>  not  exceeding  5s.  for  Entrance^ 
and  20f .  per  annum,  to  be  quarterly  paid  for  the  sons  of  all  free 
cittizens  of  the  said  Citty>  saveing  only  such  as  are  pow,  and 
unable  soe  to  doe»  who  are  to  pay  only  Bs.  for  Entrance  and  to 
be  left  to  theire  owne  will  for  the  rest.  And  if  any  dispute  shall 
arise  touching  the  admission  of  the  Children  of  any  such  poore 
cyttyzens,  the  same  is  to  be  ordered^  settled,  and  regulated  by 
the  said  Deane,  and  in  Ms  absence  by  the  Canon  Residentiary 
of  the  said  Chmxii,  holding  his  residence  for  the  tyme  being,  in 
whose  determination  the  matter  aforesaid  is  to  rest  satisfied  with- 
out further  dispute.  And,  as  for  Forreigners,  the  Scholemaster 
is  left  to  his  own  discretion  for  compounding  with  them  for  his 
Sallary. 

2dly.  The  Fees  of  all  entrances  of  SchoUers  into  the  said 
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Schole  flliaU  be  equally  divided  betwixt  the  Master  and  Usker 
thereof. 

3dly.  The  Master  of  the  said  Schole  shall  have  a  fourth  part 
only  of  the  Sallary  of  all  such  SchoUers  as  are  or  shall  be  under 
the  Tutorage  of  the  Usher^  and  also  of  all  such  gratuyties  as 
are  ^ven  for  the  sonnes  of  poore  free  cyttizens  as  aforesaid, 
under  the  Usher's  patronage. 

4  th.  The  Master  shall,  at  least  once  in  every  month,  examine 
the  progresse  of  the  Schollers  under  the  tuition  of  the  Usher, 
and  take  care  that  the  method  of  teaching  throughout  the  said 
Schole  may  be  imiform,  and  not  various  or  different. 

5th.  If  any  difierenoe  shall  happen  between  the  Master  and 
the  Usher,  the  partie  grieved  shall  appeale  to  the  Deane,  and  in 
his  absence  to  the  Canon  in  residence  for  the  tyme  being,  who 
will  heare  and  settle  the  same,  and  in  whose  determination  both 
parties  are  to  acquiesce. 

6th.  For  the  better  encouragement  of  the  said  Master  and 
Usher,  and  the  advancement  of  the  Schole,  it  is  agreed  on, 
resolved,  and  declared  by  the  said  Deane  and  Chapter,  that  noe 
Latin  Grammer  School  shall  be  kept  within  the  said  cytty  other 
than  the  Schole  aforesaid. 

And,  lastly,  the  said  Scholemasterand  Usher  are  required  and 
admonished  to  be  diligent  and  careful  in  their  duty  in  the  pre- 
misses, and  to  have  a  special  regard  as  well  to  the  sober  and 
civil  demeanor  of  their  Schollers  as  to  their  good  lyturature,  and 
especially  to  keepe  them  from  that  wicked  vice  of  swearing 
fthe  epydemicaU  synne  of  tint  cytty),  and  alsoe  to  take  care  that 
those  of  the  poorer  sort  be  not  sordidly  or  uncleanly  habited 
or  kept,  to  the  offence  of  others  of  better  quality,  and  to  the 
scandall  of  the  Schole." 

The  building  which  was  erected  after  the  Royal  Injunc- 
tions of  Edward  the  Sixth  and  Queen  Elizabeth,  (or, 
perhaps,  of  the  former  only)  became  in  a  state  of  dilapida- 
tion about  the  year  1760,  when  it  was  taken  down,  and 
superseded  by  a  more  commodious  edifice,  through  the 
means  of  a  general  Subscription,  and  under  an  engagement 
that,  in  addition  to  the  uses  of  a  School,  it  should  also  be 
applied  to  the  purposes  of  the  Triennial  Meetings  of  the 
three  Choirs  of  Hereford,  Worcester,  and  Gloucester,  and 
to  other  public  oocaaons,  such  as  County  Meetings,  &c.  It 
is  hence  termed  <^  Jl%e  Music  Room  -^  the  dimensions  aie 
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80  feet  in  length,  40  in  breadth,  and  40  in  hdgfat.  The 
West  front  of  this  room  is  connected  with  the  Cathedral, 
and  is  injudidously  built  with  brick,  without  any  regard  to 
congruity  or  taste;  but  the  East  side,  which  faces  the 
Bishop^s  dcnsters,  is  constructed  of  stone,  and  has  three 
handsome  Windows  under  pointed  arches. 

Hie  House  for  the  residence  of  the  Master  has  been  also 
Te-built ;  and,  in  the  year  1779>  &  large  Room  was  added 
by  voluntary  Subscription,  for  the  purposes  of  a  School 
when  the  Music  Room  should  be  applied  to  County 
business. 

No  subsequent  addition  has  taken  place  to  the  emolu- 
msxits  of  ^the  Masters,  except  thoae  winch  arise  from  nearly 
One  hundred  Pupils ;  of  whom  about  half  are  provided 
with  board  and  tuition,  and  the  remainder  with  tuition  only; 
The  former  pay  Thirty  guineas  per  annum ;  the  latter. 
Four  guineas. 

Eleybn  Scholars  are  admitted  to  the  benefits  of  Tuifion, 
free  of  expense ;  of  these,  Seven  are  nominated  as  Chorist^ 
ers  by  the  Canons,  and  the  remaining  Four  are  appoint 
ed  by  The  Dean,  according  to  the  Will  of  Dr.  Lavgfobd. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used ;  and 
'the  general  system  of  Education  comprises  the  best  Ladn  and 
Greek  Classics,  Euclid's  Elements,  Writing,  ba 

This  School,  in  turn  with  those  of  Makchbstee  and 
Mablbobough,  presents  to  16  Scholabships  in  Bbassn- 
NosB  College,  Oxford,  and  to  16  Scholabships  in  St. 
Johns's  College,  Cambridge,  of  different  values,  from 
£18.  to  £26.  perannum,  on  the  Foundation  of  Sabah 
Duchess  of  Sohebset,  aecorcUng  to  the  following;  docu- 
ments ; — 

"  This  Ind2nture  made  the  17th  of  February,  1679,  between 
The  Right  Noble  the  Lady  Sabah  Duchess  Dowager  of  Sombb- 
•SBT,  Widow,  of  the  one  part  j— The  Right  Worshipful  Thomas 
Yatb,  D.  D.,  Principal  of  the  King's  Hall  and  College  of  Bra- 
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sen-Nose  in  the  University  of  Oxford  and  the  Sdiolan  of  the 
same  College,  on  the  other  part; — Witnesseth^  that  the  said 
Duchess  for  the  fbunding,  estiblishing^  and  sustentation  of 
Form  Scholarships  in  the  said  College  to  the  Honour  of  God 
and  the  advancement  of  good  learnings  and  to  be  called  for  ever 
^*  Somerset  Scholarships^'*  hath  granted^  aliened,  released, 
and  confirmed,  and  by  these  presents  doth  grant,  &c.,  unto  the 
said  Principal  and  Scholars,  and  their  Successors  fbr  ever,  all 
that  tenement  or  messuage,  with  several  pieoes  of  arable  and 
pasture  land,  and  all  those  Five  closes,  &c.,^in  the  Parish  of  Jsoet, 
in  the  County  of  Buckingham,  which  said  premises  are  now  in 
the  possession  of  the  said  Principal  and  Scholars,  by  virtue  of  a 
bargain  and  sak  to  them  thereof  mftde  by  the  said  Duchess,  by 
Indenture  bearing  date  the  day  before  the  date  of  these  presents 
for  one  whole  year  from  the  day  before  the  date  of  that  Inden- 
ture, and  by  force  and  virtue  of  the  Statute  for  transferring  uses 
into  possession.^-^to  have  and  to  hold  the  said  premises,  with 
their  rights,  &c.,  unto  the  said  Principal  and  Scholars  and  thor 
Successors,  to  the  end,  intent  and  purpose  that  the  said  Principal 
and  Scholars  and  their  Successors  shall  from  time  to  time,  and 
at  all  times  hereafter,  use  all  good  care  and  diligenceto  preserve, 
defend,  and  improve  the  said  premises,  to  be  employed  and 
converted  to  the  sole  and  proper  uses  hereinafter  directed  and 
declared, — that  is,  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  Four 
Scholars  to  be  bred  and  trained  up  in  good  Learning  and  Piety 
in  the  said  College  of  Brasen^Nose  for  ever ; — 

Secondly^  The  said  Four  Scholars  shall  be  nominated  and 
presented  by  the  said  Duchess  during  her  life  to  the  said  Princi- 
pal and  Scholars  of  Brasen-Nose  College,  who  shall  be  obliged 
to  dect  them,  vrithin  Three  days  afler  such  preseiitatkni»  into 
the  Scholarsh^  or  Scholarships  then  vacant,  if,  on  examination, 
they  shall  be  found  fit  and  worthy,  or  else  signify  their  refusal 
to  ^e  said  Dnchess  who  shall  nominate  one  or  more; — 

''  Tkhrdiy,  after  the  decease  of  the  said  Duchess,  all  Scholars 
to  be  elected  shall  be  taken  and  chosen  by  the  said  Principaland 
Six.  Senior  Fellows  of  Brasen-Nose  out  of  the  Free  School  of 
Manchester,  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Lancaster,  vrithin  Forty 
days  after  the  said  Scholarsl^ps  or  any  of  them  respectively  shaU 
become  void : — ^In  which  choice  they  shall  always  prefer  siidi 
Youths  in  she  said  School,  as  shall  be  bom  in  the  Counties  of 
Lancaster,  Chester,  and  Hereford,  or  in  any  one  of  them  :— And 
in  case  that,  at  the  time  when  any  of  the  said  Scholarships  shall 
became  void,  there  shaU  not  be  in  the  said  School  any  poor  Youth 
whatsoever  that  shall  be  judged  fit  for  his  learning  to  be  elected, 
that  then  they  shall  and  may  elect  and  chuse  into  the  said  Scho- 
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lanhips  so  void,  any  other  Yoath  or  Youths  bom  in  any  of  the 
said  three  Counties  of  Liancaster,  Chester^  andHerefbrd>  and  not 
elsewhere ; — although  such  Youth  or  Youths  shall  have  been 
educated  in  any  other  Sdiodl : — 

'' i%>tir<%.  That  the  said  Principal  and  Scholars  shall  be  obliged 
to  allow  unto  every  one  of  the  Sdudars  so  named  and  elected^ 
the  sum  of  5».  per  week  for  their  subsistence^  for  Seven  full  and 
complete  years  from  the  day  of  his  or  their  election,  unless  they 
die,  or  be  absent  contrary  to  the  Statutes  of  the  said  College,  or 
shaJl  be  promoted  to  any  Fellowship  or  Preferment  in  the  same 
or  any  other  College,  or  shall  be  expelled  for  his  or  their  mis- 
demeanour.—But,  if,  by  reason  of  any  public  calamity,  the  lands 
should  faU  in  their  rents,  the  Scholars  shall  be  contented  with 
their  allowance  proportionable  to  the  profits  that  arise  :  — 

*'  Rfthly,  The  Principal  and  Scholars  shall  provide  the  said 
Four  Scholars  one  Chamber  with  four  Studies  where  the  Somer- 
set Scholars  may  cohabit  together,  oic  else  distinct  Lodgings,— 
and  they  shall  wear  Gowns  of  Cloth  with  open  sleeves,  like  the 
Students  of  Christ  Church, — and  square  Caps,  but  without  tas- 
sells,  whilst  they  are  Undergraduates.  And  in  satisfaction  to 
the  said  Principal  and  Scholars,  for  the  Chambers  and  for  the 
buying  the  first  Gowns  and  Caps  for  the  said  Scholars,  the  said 
Duchess  hath  paid  to  the  said  Principal  and  Scholars  the  sum 
of  ^0. 

'^  Sixthly y  The  said  Scholars  that  shall  afterwards  be  admitted, 
shall  each  at  his  first  admission  be  allowed  a  new  Gown  and 
Cap, — and  the  same  at  the  beginning  of  the  third  and  fifth 
years, — the  charge  whereof  is  not  to  be  deducted  out  of  their 
allowance  of  5«.  per  week  apiece,  in  regard  there  is  upon  the 
computation  of  the  yearly  value  of  the  premises,  an  allowance  of 
£b,  per  annum  made  by  the  said  Duchess  for  buying  the  said 
Caps  and  Govms,  over  and  above  the  said  5«.  apiece. 

"  Seventhly,  The  said  Somerset  Scholars  shall  pay  no  cau^ 
tion  at  their  first  admission  5  but  if  they  or  any  of  them  shall  at 
any  time  exceed  their  allowance  in  Commons  or  Battling,  and  do 
not  pay  for  such  exceedings  within  Fourteen  days  after  the  re- 
spective Quarter  day,  then  their  names  shall  be  crossed,  and 
their  allowances  stopped  until  all  arrears  be  paid. 

"  EigfUhly,  The  Four  said  Scholars  shall  at  their  admission 
be  required  to  speak  the  Latin  tongue  in  their  public  and  private 
conferences  with  one  another,  under  the  penalty  of  Two-pence 
for  every  default. 

'^  NmMy,  The  premises  to  return  to  the  Heirs  of  the  said 
Duchess  in  case  they  should  be  misemployed  to  any  other  uses, 
&c.>'— and  to  be  again  employed  to  the  uses  above  limited  either 
in  the  said  College  or  any  other  College  in  the  said  University. 
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*^  TenM^i  The  Bishop  of  Lincoln  is  apik>inted  Visitok^  and 
is  to  visit  once  in  three  years. 

**  Eleventhly,  Once  in  every  year  a  Commemoration  of  the 
said  Duchess  to  be  had^ — and  40f.  distributed  to  the  Principal^ 
Fellows,  and  Scholars  then  present  at  Prayers>  giving  to  the 
Principal  a  double  share,— and  a  Speech  made  in  Latin  in  thcT 
Hall,  to  be  performed  by  toms  successively  by  the  said  Somer* 
SET  Scholars."—* 

This  Deed  was  enrolled  in  Chancery  m  Hilary  Term, 
1679. 

The  following  is  the  Deed,  relative  to  Her  Grace's  Five 
Scholarships  at  St.  John's  College,  in  Cambridge ; — 

''  This  Indenture  made  the  12th  of  July,  1682,  between  The 
Right  Noble  Sarah  Duchess  Dowager  of  Somerset,  of  the  one 
part  3— and  The  Revd.  Humphrey  Gower,  D.D.,  Master  of 
The  College  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  and  the  Fellows  and 
Scholars  of  the  same  College,  in  the  University  of  Cambridge, 
of  the  other  part ; — ^Witnesseth,  that  the  said  Duchess  for  the 
founding,  establishing,  and  sustentation  of  Fh)e  Scholarships  in 
the  said  College,  to  be  called^  for  ever  "  Somerset  Scholar- 
ships/* and  for  and  in  consideration  of  Bs.  in  hand  paid,  the  re- 
ceipt whereof  she  doth  hereby  acknowledge>hath  bargained  and 
sold,  &c.,  the  Manor  of  Thamhill,  in  Wilts,  &c. 

*'  Secondly,  The  same  as  in  the  preceding  Deed. 

**  Thirdly,  After  the  decease  of  ttie  said  Duchess,  all  Scholars^ 
to  be  elected  shall  be  taken  and  chosen  by  the  Master  and  Senior 
Fellows  of  the  said  College,  out  of  the  Free  School  of  Hereford 
within  Forty  days  after  the  said  Scholarships  or  any  of  them  re- 
spectively shall  become  void, — in  which  choice,  preference  to  be 
given  to  such  youths  in  the  said  School  as  shall  have  been  bom 
in  the  Counties  of  Somerset,  Wilts,  and  Hereford^  or  in  any  one 
of  them. 

'^  Fourth,  Fifth,  Sixth,  Seventh,  Eighth,  and  Ninth  clauses,  the 
same  as  in  the  preceding  Deed. 

"  Tenthly,  The  Bishop  of  Ely  for  the  time  being  and  his  Suc- 
cessors to  be  for  ever  the  Visitor  of  the  said  Five  Scholarehips, 
&c.,  and  the  entertainment  in  the  HaU  at  any  one  Visitation,  not 
to  exceed  £S. 

*'  Eleventhly,  A  Commemoration,  as  before  expressed. 

This  Deed  was  enroUed  in  the  Exchequer  in  Michaeliiuift 
Term,  1682. 
By  a  Codicil  aimexed  to  the  Will  of  the  munificent  Donor 
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of  the  above  mentioned  Patronage,  her  Scholars  at  both  the 
Colleges  of  Brasen-Nose  and  St.  John  are  entitled  to  a  pre- 
ference, in  case  of  a  vacancy,  to  the  valuable  Living  of 
Wootton  Rivers,  in  the  County  of  Wilts.  See,  Manchester. 

In  1676,  RiCHABD  Reed,  Esq.,  of  Lugwardine,  gave  a 
rent-chaige  of  £4.  per  annumf  for  the  maintenance  of  one 
Scholar  of  his  posterity,  at  Brasen-Nose  College,  Oidbrd ; 
or,  from  the  School  of  Bosbuxy,  or  from  this  Grammy 
School^  being  natives  of  the  County  of  Hereford. 

The  present  H^  Af  aster  is,  Th^  Revd.  Charles  Tay- 
lor, M.  A.,  who  was  appointed  in  1807,  and  since  presented 
by  The  Dean  aiyl  Chapter  tp  the  Vicarage  of  Long  Stan- 
ton,  in  the  County  of  Soilop,  in  testimony  of  their  approba- 
tion of  his  services.

Thx  Geammae  School  at  Eikotok  wan  founded  by  Max^ 
GAEEt  Lady  Hawxiks,  Widow  of  Sir  John  Hawkins, 
Knight,  Treasurer  of  The  Navy  in  the  rrign  of  Queen  Eli- 
sabeth ;  who  bequeathed  £800.  for  the  support  of  a 
School-master  and  Usher,  to  be  disbursed  at  a  conYenient 
time  in  the  purchase  of  an  estate,  and  in  the  erection  of  a 
suitable  School-house* 

Some  years  after  her  decease,  which  happened  in  1620, 
her  Trustees  very  advantageously,  and  agreeably  to  her 
Wm,  bought  with  that  sum,  a  landed  estate  of  Three  Hun- 
dred  acres,  or  thereabout,  in  the  Township  of  Upper  Hergeei, 
within  the  Parish  of  Ejngton,  and  also  One  acre  at  the  West 
end  of  the  Town,  whereon  they  caused  to  be  erected  a  com- 
modious stone  House,  which  even  yet  has  not  suffered  very 
material  decay.  It  contuns  a  School-nxHn,  in  length  44 
feet,  in  breadth  20,  and  in  height  ll^  3^.;  two  comfcvtable 
Parlours,  a  good  kitchen,  nx  large  Bed-rooms,  and  conve- 
nient appendages.  Three-fourths  of  this  reddence  are  ap- 
propriated to  the  Master,  and  the  rest  to  the  Usher. 

The  present  Rent  of  the  Farm  is  £270.  per  annum ; 
three-fourths  of  which  are  allotted  to  the  Master^s  Salary, 
and  one-fourth  to  that  of  the  Usher. 

Mrs.  EsTHBE  Saitxe,  many  years  since,  bequeathed  Tra 
Pounds  per  annum  to  the  Usher  for  the  time  being,  pro- 
vided  he  should  be  in  Holy  Orders,  to  preach  a  Sermon  in 
the  Church  every  other  Sunday  afternoon.  But,  in  the  case 
of  an  Usher^s  not  being  a  Clergyman,  the  Ten  pounds  are 
to  be  paid  to  the  Master  for  that  duty,  he  being  necessarily, 
according  to  the  Will,  ^^  a  choice  and  able  divine,^  and,  by 
a  Rule  invariably  observed  by  The  Trustees,  a  Graduate  o£ 
the  Univeraty  of  Oxford,  or  of  Cambridge. 
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The  Statutes  wfaidi  are  deponted  in  the  School  chest, 
have  never  been  signed. 

Boys  are  admitted  as  soon  as  they  can  read  the  En^ish 
Psalter.  Hey  are  required  to  be  sound  in  their  person, 
and  clean  in  their  dress. 

The  Will  does  not  seem  to  set  any  limitation  in  regard  to 
Districts :  But,  it  has  been  the  custom  of  The  Trustees,  who 
have  power  concerning  the  government  of  the. School,  to 
confine  the  privilege  to  the  Parish  of  Kington,  and  the  Cha^ 
pelries  of  Huntington,  Brilley,  and  Michael-Church. 

The  Fees  of  Admisaon  are  Five  Shillings  for  the  son  of 
a  Grentleman ;  Two  Shillings  and  Sixpence,  of  a  Yeoman ; 
and  One  Shilling,  of  a  poor  person. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used ;  and 
the  general  Classical  routine  necessary  for  the  qualification 
of  Youth  for  the  Umvendties,  is  carefully  pursued. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  University  advant- 
ages, belonging  to  thb  School. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  John  Bissell, 
B.  D.— Mr.  James  Haevey  is  the  Usher.    Neither  of  these 
Gentlemen  takes  Boarders  generally,  though  each  has  occa-  ^ 
aonally  accommodated  a  few.

These  elect  TTUrtem  Gentlemen  of  the  neighbourhood  to 
assist  in  their  deliberations,  who  aredeDominated  Fxoffses, 
and  a  majority  of  them  make  one  voice.  And  when  vacan- 
cies occur  by  death,  removal,  or  otherwise,  elections  are 
made  to  supply  the  deficiem^.

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LEDBURY. 

The  Gaamhar  School  at  Ledbitrt,  situate  in  The 
Church  Lane  J  is  supposed  to  have  been  founded  at  the  time 
of  the  Reformation,  and  an  annual  Salary  of  JE3..11..3.  is 
payable  out  of  the  Land  Revenue  of  the  Crown  from  funds 
arising  from  the  sale  of  Lands  at  that  period,  for  teaching 
FouB  boys  of  the  Town  and  Parish  of  Ledbury,  fiee  of 
expense. 

Children  are  admitted  at  seven  or  ^ght  years  of  age,  and 
are  discharged  when  they  have  attained  a  knowldlge  of 
reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic.  Besides  the  Four  boys 
upon  the  Foundation,  there  are  usually  from  40  to  80  other 
Scholars  educated  at  the  School,  who  pay  £L.16,.0.  per  an^ 
numj  each. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  William  Hum phriss,  whose 
Salary  is  the  Crown  payment,  together  with  the  building 
containing  the  Schoolroom,  with  a  kitchen,  sitting-room, 
bedchambers,  and  offices,  rent  firee. 

The  Masters  of  this  School  were  formerly  Ministers  of 
the  Church  of  England,  but  for  the  last  Thirty  years  Lay- 
men have  been  appointed.  The  Revd.  William  Steelb^ 
who  was  the  last  Clerical  Master,  taught  the  Classics,  but 
naitoihe  Fowrjree  hoys. 

On  a  vacancy  the  Master  is  diosen  by  the  Parishioners  at 
a  Vestry  Meetbg ;  And  the  School-house  is  repaired  by  the 
Church-wardens  at  the  charge  of  the  Parish. 
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Thb  Free  School  in  Lucton  was  founded  by  John 
PiERREPONT,  Citizen  and  Vintner  of  London,  by  Indenture 
bearing  date  the  7th  of  December,  1708,  and  endowed  ¥rith 
the  Tythes  of  Lucton,  Eyton,  Luston^  Bircher  aUas  Bur- 
chall,  and  Yarpool  alias  Yerpool,  in  the  County  of  Here- 
ford. 

And,  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  7th  of  Queen  Anne,  The 
Preacher  of  the  Charter-House,  The  Rector  of  St  Botdph 
without  Bishopsgate,  The  Rector  of  St.  Peter's  in  Comhill, 
The  Preacher  of  Gray^s  Inn,  The  President  of  Sion  Col- 
lege,  The  School-master  of  The  CharterJiouse,  The  Com- 
mon Serjeant  of  the  City  of  London,  and  The  Master  of 
The  Merchant  Taylors'  Free  School,  all  for  the  time  being. 
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were  constituted  a  Body  Corporate  and  Politic,  haying 
perpetual  Succession,  under  the  name  of  •*  The  GtOVEBn- 
OR8  of  The  Febe  Shool  in  Lucton  founded  by  Johk 

PlEEREPONT.'" 

To  the  original  Endowment  several  additions  have  been 
made,  particularly  the  Tythes  and  Vicarage  of  Orleton, 
and  Ooerton  Farm  and  other  lands  all  in  the  same  Parish. 

In  the  latter  end  of  May,  1709,  The  Founder  gave  a 
Code  of  "  Rules,  Statutes,  and  Oedinances,'*  for  the 
government  of  The  School:  which  he  afterwards  altered 
and  enlarged  by  his  Will ;  and  of  which  the  following  ab- 
stract will  convey  a  general  idea,  as  well  as  of  the  interinre- 
tations  and  additions  that  have  been  made  to  them  by  The 
Governors. 

At  the  Institution  of  The  School^  provision  veas  made  for  a 
Master^  and  Usher  only  3  the  latter  being  required  to  teach  Wri- 
tiiig>  Arithmetic^  and  Mathematics  generally,  as  well  as  Eng- 
lish and  Latin  Grammar.  In  less  than  three  years.  The  Foun- 
der'made  an  additional  arrangement  for  a  Writing  Master,  when 
the  duties  of  the  Usher  became  altogether  grammatical.  It  does 
not,  however,  appear  that  the  Funds  were  ever  sufficient  for  an 
Usher  and  Writing  Master  at  the  same  time. 

It  is  required  that  the  School-master  be  a  Master  of  Arts  or 
Bachelor  of  Laws,  having  taken  such  Degree  in  one  of  The 
Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge. 

At  every  Election  preference  ahidl  be  given  to  Merit,  or  such 
Candidate  as  shall  have  been  bred  up  at  the  School,  being  duly 
qualified.  In  every  instance  high  qualifications  are  demanded^  and 
especially  a  strict  and  attached  conformity  to  the  Doctrines  and 
Discipline  of  the  Church  of  England. 

The  School-master  shall  reside  constantly  in  the  House^  and 
shall  not  accept  of,  or  take  upon  him  any  Cure  of  Souls,  or  the 
office  of  tVeaching,  or  the  constant  and  ordinary  Service  of  any 
.  CAurdi  or  Chapel,  except  the  Churdi  of  Lucton,  upon  pain  of 
being  removed  as  School-master  ^  nor  shall  he  take  upon  him 
any  other  Office  or  Business,  under  the  like  Penalty. 

The  School  is  '^  for  the  Instruction  of  Children  in  Religion, 
Grammar  Learning,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  and  Mensuration,**  of 
such  poor  Parents  as  are  not  able  to  bear  the  charge  of  training  up 
their  Children  so  as  to  be  fit  for  The  University,  or  to  be  put  out 
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Apprentices,  Seiricesj  or  other  EmploymeatB^  whehiby  tbey  may 

get  an  honest  and  competent  livelihood. 

The  Boys  shall  be  elected  from  the  several  Parishes,  Hamlets, 
Precincts,  and  Townships  of  Lucton,  Croft,  Tarpool,  Bircher, 
Lnston,  Eyton,  Klbgsland,  Shobdon,  and  Aymestrey  in  the 
County  of  Hereford,  indifferently,  and  not  elsewhere,  unless 
those  Places  fail  of  affording  a  sufficient  number  of  Fifty  Boys, 
qualified  as  aforesaid. 

The  Boys  shall  be  between  the  ages  of  Seven  and  Thirieen  at 
the  time  of  Election,  and  be  able  to  read  distinctly  the  Lord's 
Prayer,  Creed,  Conunandments,  and  a  Chapter  in  The  New 
Testament.  And  they  shall  be  sound  and  free  from  infectious 
Distempers. 

The  Boys  shall  be  of  Two  SoKts  :— 

Pini,  Of  snch  whose  Parents  whether  Labouren  or  Firee- 
holders,  who  shall  not  have  in  their  own  right,  lands  or  tene- 
ments above  the  yearly  value  of  £20.,  according  to  the  Parish 
Rate,  or  rent  or  otherwise  manage  at  the  same  time  lands  ot 
above  the  yearly  value  of  4'50.  The  number  of  this  description 
shall  not  exceed  Fifty,  and  they  shall  be  taught  ^ree  of  expanse. 

Second,  Of  such  whose  Parents  have  not  in  their  own  right, 
lands  or  hereditaments  above  the  yearly  value  of  i:50. 5  or  either 
together  with  or  without  their  own  estate  do  not  rent  or  manage 
lands  above  the  yearly  value  of  £lOO.  The  Boys  of  this  descrip- 
tion shall  not  exceed  Thirty  in  number^  and  shall  pay  Ten 
ShUUngs  per  annum  each. 

The  limitation  upon  the  property  of  Parents  has  in  both 
instances  been  much  extended;  in  the^r^^  case,  to  One 
Hundred,  and  in  the  latter,  to  Three  Hundred  Pounds.  It 
is  intended  to  be  merely  a  nominal  limitation,  in  order  that 
the  benefits  of  the  Sdiool  may  be  enjoyed  generally  by  the 
sons  of  Yeomen,  unless  the  Complement  were  full.  The 
annual  Payment  of  each  of  these  TTdrty  Boys  has  likewise 
been  increased  to  Twenty  Shillings  per  annum. 

Each  boy  at  his  Election  shall  produce  a  Certificate  from 
the  Minister  of  his  Parish,  showing  his  age  and  qualifications. 
No  boy  shall  receive  the  benefit  of  the  School  for  longer 
than  Eight  years,  nor  after  his  age  of  Seventeen  years. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  those  in  use; 
and  the  Madras  eystem  of  Education  hae  lately  been 
introdticcd. 
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The  Founder  directed,  that  an  Exhibition  of  £20.  per 
annum  should  be  granted  once  in  Two  years  without  restrict 
tion  aft  to  CoU^,  so  that  it  were  in  O^ord  or  Cambridge. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Joseph  Heath, 
M.A.,  kte  Fellow  of  St.  John's  College,  Oxford,  whose 
Salary  and  Emoluments  are  about  £120.  per  annuniy, 
together  with  the  Stipend  of  the  Chiqpel  contiguous  to  the 
School.  For  the  Master*s  residence  there  is  a  capital 
Mansion-House,  with  every  convenience  and  )5  acres  of 
land  adjoining:  The  Taxes  also  are  paid  by  The  Corpora^ 
tion;  and  the  Master  has  permission  to  take  a  limited 
number  of  Pupik  (TWnfy)  on  his  own  account,  hb  present 
annual  charge,  for  the  Board  and  Education  of  each,  being 
Thirty-three  Pounds,

The  Governors  have  in  thdr  Patronage,  besides  the 
Curacy  of  Lucton,  the  Vicarage  of  Orleton  about  £200.  per 
afinunif  and  the  Curacy  of  Eyton  £73«.10.«0. 

For  the  further  benefit  cf  this  School,  the  benevolent 
Founder  expressed  a  desire,  that,  when  it^s  Revenue  would 
permit,  some  Cloathing  should  be  given  to  the  boys,  and  Six 
boys  chosen  annually  to  be  apprenticed  with  a  Fee  of  £5., 
and  a  Donation  also  of  £10.  to  such,  as  should  produce  a 
Certificate  of  having  served  their  time  faithfully. 

In  the  year  1809,  The  Gk)vemors  were  enabled  to  clothe 
the  F^h/  boys  of  the  First  Sort,  and  they  have  since 
annually  given  a  good  and  handsome  Suitj  with  shoes, 
stockings,  and  hat.    And  mstead  of  Six,  there  are  EigJ^ 
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boys  DOW  chosen  for  ApprenticeBhips;— And  the  Gratuity, 
for  good  and  faithful  Service,  is  increased  to  £15.  A  very 
handsome  Bible  and  Common  Prayer  Book  are  likewise 
given  to  each  boy,  when  apprenticed. 

The  Nobility,  Clergy,  and  (xentry,  who  are  resident  in 
the  neighbourhood,  are  requested  by  The  Gk)Temors  to  be 
counselling  and  assisting  in  the  Government  of  this  Charity. 
With  these  Assistant  Goyebnors  rest  the  Election  of 
Boys,  and  the  general  Direction  and  Examination  of  the 
School ;  for  which  purposes,  they  hold  Meetings  on  the  third 
Thursdays  in  June,  and  December.

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SAINT  ALBAN'S. 

The  Frke  G&ammak  Scsool  at  Saikt  Alban^s  is  of  very 
ancient  origin,  and  of  great  celebrity. 

Salmon  says,  that  Gabike  the  Twentieth  Abbot  of  this 
renowned  Abbey,  and  his  brother  Matthew  who  was  Prior 
after  him,  built  a  School  in  this  Borough,  ^<  which  had  the 
greatest  number  of  Scholars  of  any  in  England.^  Mr. 
Clutteebuce  mentions  this  Abbot  by  the  name  of  Waeebk, 
and  records  his  death  as  having  occurred  in  the  year  1195. 

In  the  Second  and  Third  year  of  King  Eowaed  the  Sixth, 
1 548,  a  Private  Act  of  ParUament  was  obtained  by  Ricuaed 
BoEEMAN,  who  was  the  Fortieth  and  last  Abbot,  for  erects 
mg  a  Grammar  School  *'  in  St  Alban's,  or  elsewhere  within 
the  Liberty  or  County." 

But,  on  the  12th  of  May,  1553,  the  School  was  formally 
established,  by  virtue  of  a  Charter  of  that  date,  granted  to 
the  Borough  by  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  by  which  the 
Mayor  and  Burgesses  were  empowered  to  erect  one  Grammar 
School  mthin  the  Church  of  St.  Alban,  or  in  any  other  con- 
venient place  within  the  Borough,  and  to  make  Statutes  and 
Ordinances  for  the  government  of  the  same.  Power  was  also 
given  to  any  of  His  Majesty^s  Subjects,  to  alienate  lands  and 
other  possessions  for  it's  support,  to  the  annual  value  of  £40., 
notwithstanding  the  Statute  of  mortmain. 

Queen  Maey,  by  her  Charter,  dated  the  10th  of  Decem- 
ber, 1553,  confirmed  the  Charter  of  Edward  the  Sixth. 

Queen  Elizabeth  also,  by  her  Charter  dated  the  7th  of 
February  1559-60,  confirmed  both  the  fiarmer  Charters; — 
And,  upon  the  humble  Petition  of  Sir  Nicholas  Bacon, 
Lord  Keeper,  by  her  Charter  dated  at  Gorhambuiy,  on  the 
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24th  of  March,  1569-70,  for  the  relief  and  mamtenanoe  of 
the  Master  and  the  Sdiool,  granted  a  power  to  the  May<Mr 
and  Burgesses  '^  of  appointmg  and  licensing  Two  discreet 
and  honest  Inhabitants  within  the  Borough,  to  sell  and 
utter  there  all  manner  of  Wine  by  any  measure  to  their  best 
profit,  and  to  keep  one  Wine  Tavern  each ;  and  ordainecl, 
that  no  other  person  should  sell  or  expose  to  sale  any  Wine 
within  the  said  Borou^,  under  the  penalty  of  £20.  for  each 
eflence,  upon  condition  that  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses  should 
cause  the  said  sum  of  £30.  to  be  annuaBy  paid  to  the 
Schoolmaeter  of  the  said  Grammar  School.^ 

lang  Jambs  the  First  also^  by  his  Charter  dated  at 
Westminster  the  lOlh  of  May  1611,  redted  the  several 
Grants  made  to  the  School  by  Edwakd  the  Sixth  and  Queen 
Elisabbth,  and  also  another  Grant,  whereby  His  Majesty, 
by  Letters  Patent  dated  at  Westminster  the  ]8th  of  Decem- 
ber 1606,  had  granted  liberty  to  Robkkt  Wollby,  during 
the  term  of  his  life,  and  after  his  decease  to  his  sons  Lxokakb 
and  RoBXBT,  to  keep  a  Tavern,  and  retail  all  manner  of 
Wines  within  the  Borough,  paying  yearly  to  The  Mayor 
and  Buigesses,  for  the  use  of  the  Free  Grammar  School,  as 
an  augmoitation  of  the  Stipend  yearly  paid  to  the  Master, 
Four  marks  yearly ;  to  the  intent  that  the  several  Rents  of 
£20.,  and  Four  marks,  should  continue  hereafter  to  the 
Mayor  and  Burgesses.  His  Majesty  afterwards,  by  the  same 
Charter,  granted  that  within  the  Borough  and  two  mika 
thereof,  there  should  be  no  more  than  Th&eb  Wine  Taverns j 
and  that  after  the  death  of  Robbbt  Wolley  and  his  two 
sons  Lbonabd  and  Robert,  they,  the  said  Mayor  and 
Burgesses,  might  appoint  one  other  discreet  and  honest 
peraon,  besides  the  two  persons  appointed  by  the  Charter  of 
Queen  Elizabeth,  to  sdl  fFine  within  the  Borough  under 
the  same  conditions;  and  gave  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses  a 
power  to  seize  any  Wine  which  sliould  be  sold  contrary  to 
the  tenor  of  this  Grant  in  the  Borough,  or  within  two  miles 
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thereof,  aod  to  imprison  the  OflFender  'till  he  should  bind 
himself  to  the  Mayor  and  Buiigesses,  that  he  would  not 
hereafter  commit  the  like  oflfence« 

In  all  the  general  Acts  of  Parliament,  imposing  Duties 
upon  Wine,  there  are  exceptions  expressly  confirming  the 
powers  and  authorities,  given  by  these  Charters,  in  respect 
to  those  Three  Wine  Taverns. 

By  the  Statute  of  the  Thirtieth  of  Gkoegb  the  Second, 
1757)  it  is  provided,  ^^  That  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses  of 
the  Borough  of  St.  Alban,  in  the  County  of  Hertford,  shall 
not  be  debarred  from  enjoying  and  exercising  all  such  lib^- 
ties  and  powers  as  were  heretofore  granted  to  thein  by  seve- 
ral Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  by  Queen  Eliza- 
beth and  Bjng  James  the  First,  for  erecting  and  licencing 
Three  several  Wine  Taveme  within  the  said  Borough, 
towards  the  maintenance  of  The  Pass  School  there ;  but 
the  same  liberties  and  powers  are  established  and  confirmed 
to  them  by  this  Act,  for  the  Charitable  use  aforesaid,  accord- 
ing  to  the  tenor  of  the  said  Letters  Patent^ 

In  Easter  Term  1803,  an  Information  at  the  Suit  of  the 
King,  in  the  name  of  The  Attorney  General,  was  filed  against 
Ann  Makes  in  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  for  three  p^ialties 
df  £20.  each,  under  these  Charters,  for  selling  Wine  with- 
out license  fiom  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  alAough  she  had 
a  licence  Jrom  the  Commissioners  of  Excise.  In  Trinity 
Term,  1804,  Judgement  was  given  for  the  Crown ;  and,  by 
this  deciaon,  the  validity  of  the  Charters  was  fully  estab- 
lished. 

This  power  of  granting  licences  for  the  sale  (rf  Wine^  in 
exdusicm  of  the  common  Wine  Licences  Scoai  the  Comnus- 
sioners  of  Excise,  is  said  to  be  confined  to  the  Two  English 
Universities,  and  the  Borough  of  St  Alban. 

In  consequence  of  the  Endowment  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
which  was  evidently  the  vital  prindjde  of  the  Schocd,  Her 
Majesty  has  always  been  omsidered  the  Royal  Foundress ; 
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and  in  the  inner  Cloisters,  over  die  entrance  into  the  School, 
are  four  Ladn  verses  conuneniomdve  of  the  circumstance. 

Those  Three  Wine  Licences  formeriy  produced  only 
j£22.  J3..4.  per  anmrn.  But,  for  ne&rly  Fifty  years,  prior 
to  1804»  they  were  usually  let  at  £45.  From  the  latter 
period  they  have  been  let  by  aucdon  on  leases,  Aucoesdvely» 
for  Three  years,  and  have  in  general  averaged,  about  £30. 
fcr  ammm.  each : — ^But  they  are  now  let  at  £28.  each. 

It  does  not  appear  in  what  way  Sir  Ralph  Rowlet,  and 
VasiTLA  Gabkxtt,  were  benefactcnrs ;  but  they  both  stand 
prominent,  the  fcmner  being  the  first  named  on  the  TaUet 
after  the  Queen,  and  the  name  of  the  latter  being  expressly 
«aentioned  in  the  Prayers  for  Benefactors  on  the  first  estab- 
lishment of  the  School.  Have  these  benefieu^ions  been  mt#- 
appliei^sA  lost  to  the  Charity.^ 

Some  time  before  the  year  1595,  Richabd  Ratoshaw, 
Esq.,  Serjeant  at  Aims,  gave  certain  Copyhold  lands  in  the 
MancHT  of  Newland  SquiUerSy  in  the  Parish  of  St  Peter, 
containing  by  admeasurement  37^  3'.  3^.,  upon  spedal  trust 
and  confidence,  that  the  profits  of  the  same  should  be  applied 
for  the  commodity  and  profit  of  Thb  Fbeb  Gbammab 
School  of  the  Boioug^  of  St.  Alban.  By  Indenture  of 
FeoflEment,  bearing  date  the  13th  of  July,  1686,  these  lands 
were  enfirandiised  by  the  Lord  and  Lady  of  the  Manor, 
RoBsax  RoBOTHAM,  Esq.,  and  Mabtha  his  Wife,  and 
were  conveyed  to  Trustees  for  the  like  purpose.  In  1782, 
Hbkbt  Fothbblbt  Whitfbld,  £8q.,of  Rickmersworth, 
was  the  Heir  of  the  last  surviving  Trustee. 

These  lands  were  for  many  years  let  to  one  of  the  Jlder- 
men,  at  the  bw  rent  of  £20.  They  received  at  that  time, 
upon  a  lease  of  Twenty-one  years,  die  trifling  augmentation 
of  £5..4..0. ;  and  when  that  Lease  expired  at  Michaelmas 
1808,  the  present  Head  Master  judiciously  suggested  to  the 
Trustees  the  propriety  and  advantage  of  letting  the  estate  by 
Public  Auction ;  and  ultimately  prevailed  upon  them  so  to 
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da  From  the  oonsequent  oompetitioii  of  Bidden,  a  Leme 
of  Fourteen  yean  was  taken  of  tbb  same  land,  hy  At  preced- 
ing Occupier^  at  the  annual  Bent  of  £S4..19«.0 1 

Befcxe  the  enfrancfaiiement  of  this  Estate,  it  appean  by 
an  Order  of  The  Court  of  Chancery  made  in  1604,  that  John 
RoBOTHAM,  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Newland  SquUkre^  hav- 
ing  refused  to  admit  the  persons,  then  offering  to  be  adnutted, 
as  Trustee  of  the  Copyhold  lands  so  giren  by  Mr.  RATif- 
-SHAW,  was  ordered  so  to  do,  and  to  pay  a  Fine  of  £lO., — 
and  he  was  further  committed  to  7%e  Fleei  Prison  by  the 
then  Chanodlor,  Lord  ELLCsitxaE,  fixr  a  contempt,  in 
using  these  words,  ^<  that  the  Decree  was  a  coienmg  Decree, 
and  that  the  same  was  made  under  a  Hedge,^' — ^but  he  was 
released  upon  submission,  and  compliance  with  the  Order, 
which  is  now  in  the  Town  Chest  of  the  Borough. 

RiCHABD  Plat,  Citizen  of  London,  by  Indenture,  during 
the  reign  of  Queen  Elisabbth,  conveyed  to  the  Mayor  and 
Burgesses,  and  their  Suocesson  for  ever,  one  Messuage^  then 
in  the  occupation  of  John  MiDwnrrBB,  or  his  Under-T«i- 
ants,  for  the  suppcnrt  of  The  Free  School;  the  rents  of  which 
have  been  accounted  for,  ever  rince  the  year  1608,  to  the 
School.  This  house  was  situate  in  the  central  pert  of  the 
Town,  and  was  formerly  occupied  by  one  of  the  Ushen ; 
but  it  was  unfortunately  burnt  down  in  the  year  1745.  The 
vacant  space  was  afterwards  Jet  for  £l..J».(k  per  mmmum. 
But,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  present  Head  Master, 
the  ground  was  let  upon  a  building  kase  for  the  term  of  61 
years,  by  Deed  bearing  date  the  3d  <^  August  1808,  the 
Contractor  agveong  to  esqpend  £350.,  and  to  pay  a  ground 
rent  of  £2..5..0.  per  amnum.  And  a  handsome  Brick  honse 
is  now  raised  upon  the  site  of  the  old  Messuage. 

Thomas  Hall,  M.  D.,  and  MARGABBf  his  Wife,  in 
1582,  surrendered  certain  Copyhold  lands  called  <^  CSo^ 
pUe^^  in  the  Manor  o£  Kmgsbury  and  Paridi  of  St  Midiael, 
containing  Nme  acres,  to  Thomas  Woollet,  John  Cabtbb, 
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and  JoiiK  Clakkb,  and  tbeir  h^rs  and  assigns  for  ever, 
upon  Trust,  to  pay  yearly,  for  ever,  6d.  to  Eighty  of  the 
poorest  people  of  this  Town  on  Grood  Friday,— and  also  on 
every  Pahn  Sunday,  4d.  to  Sixty  of  the  poor  people  of  the 
Town  of  Hertford, — and  jE2.  per  annum  to  The  Under 
Master  of  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  St  Alban's,  half 
yearly,  at  Michaelmas  and  Lady-day  in  each  year. 

But,  unfortunately,  through  default  of  the  appearance  of 
the  h^  of  William  Youkg,  the  last  surviving  Trustee, 
this  land  i»as  seized  on  the  30th  of  June,  1760,  by  the  Lord 
of  the  Manor.  And,  as  no  measures  have  as  yet  been  adopt- 
ed, even  by  the  legal  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  to  recover  it, 
it  has  remained  in  the  hands  of  the  Lord  ever  ^nce.  This 
land  is  now  let  at  the  advanced  rent  of  £35.  per  annum  ; 
and  of  course,  it  becomes  an  object  of  some  consequence. 
The  Noble  Peer  who  is  now  possessed  of  this  estate,  may 
not,  possibly,  be  acquainted  with  the  nature  of  the  original 
grant ;  or^  from  the  well  known  liberality  of  His  Lordship,  a 
spontaneous  re^grant  might  probably  fdUiow. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  were  formerly  not  only^  the 
Patrons,  but  soleTrnsteesof  the  Revenues  of  the  School.  But, 
upon  some  supposed  misapplication  of  part  of  the  money, 
The  Revd.  Joseph  Spoonee,  then  Head  Master,  filed  a 
Bill  in  Chancery,  on  the  19th  of  January  1782,  praying  to 
have  the  fidl  benefit  of  the  Revenue,  and  new  Trustees  ap- 
pointed, and  the  Arrears  paid. 

Whereupon  the  Court  decreed,  on  the  16th  of  May, 
1737,  that  Eight  Tkustjces  of  the  Charity  lan<ls  should  be 
appointed, — ^that  Four  should  be  elected^^twi  the  Corpora- 
tion, and  Four  out  of  the  Corporation, — That  vacancies, 
occaaoned  by  death,  resignation,  or  removal,  should  be 
afterwards  filled,  if  a  Member  of  the  Corporation,  by  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen,  if  not  so,  by  the  remainder  of  the 
other  Four  Trustees, — ^That  the  Charity  lands  should  be 
conveyed  to  all  the  said  Trustees,  (which  was  accordingly 
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done  by  Deeds,  bearing  date  the  8th  and  9tli  <^  February, 
1787)9 — '^hat  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  should  continue  to 
have  the  management  and.  the  lettii^  of  the  fFSn^  Licenses, 
but  ^ould  pay  the  produce  thereof,  when  reorived,  on  the 
Feast  of  All  Saints  in  every  year  to  the  sud  Eight  Trus- 
tees, or  any  one  of  them  appointed  by  the  majority, — ^That 
the  said  Eight  Trustees  should  annually  meet  in  the  Town- 
Hall  on  the  Feast  of  All  Saints  (if  the  same  should  not  hap- 
pen on  a  Sunday,  and  if  the  same  should  happen  on  a  Sun- 
day, then  on  a  following  day)  to  receive  from  the  Mayor 
and  Aldermen  llie  jnoduoe  of  the  Wine  Licenses,  and  to 
pass  their  Accompts  for  the  preceding  year, — And  to  make 
such  Orders  and  Regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
School,  as  they  should  think  fit,  ^<  so  as  any  such  Orders 
and  Regulations  should  not  be  contrary  to  or  inconnstent 
with  the  Regulations  before  contained,  or  the  Charters  of 
Foundation  of  the  sud  School." 

The  Ordbks  and  RBouLATioNsfo^:  thegovermnentof  the 
School,  which  were  devised  by  Sir  Nicholas  Bacon,  Knt., 
Lord  Keeper,  on  the  17th  of  May,  1570,  are,  frcmi  the 
change  of  Manners,  become  for  the  most  part  obsolete  in 
praetioe.    They  are  as  follow, — 

"  First,  it  is  ordered  that,  by  the  Maior  and  the  Burgesses^  or 
ihe  more  part  of  the  said  Burgesses^  there  shall  be  yearly  on  the 
day'  of  the  Feast  of  AU  8amt$  chosen  Two  honest  and  substan- 
tiall  persons  of  the  Inhabitants  within  the  said  Burroughs  to  be 
Governors  of  the  said  School  for  the  year  following  5  whose 
Office  shall  be,  to  see  the  Schoolmaster  truely  paid  his  Wages 
Quarterly,  to  see  the  School  keptin  good  repair,  and  to  see  that 
the  Schoolmaster  and  the  SchoUers  doe  performe  all  the  Orden 
and  Rules  hereafter  specified,  concerning  the  said  School. 

Item,  it  IS  further  ordered,  that  the  said  (rovemors,  upon  the 
Quarterly  payment  of  the  said  Wages,  shall  receive  an  acquit- 
tance of  the  Schoolmaster  for  the  time  bdng,  witnessing  that  he 
hath  received  of  the  said  Maior  and  the  Burgesses  by  the  hands 
of  the  said  Governors  £5.  of  good  and  lawfiill  money  of  Eng- 
land towards  the  payment  of  his  wages  for  keeping  of  the  said 
School :  which  acquittance  so  to  be  made,  shall  be  brought  in 
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before  the  eaid  Maior  uid  the  Burgesses  by  the  said  Governors 
in  the  end  of  their  year  of  Service  on  the  day  of  the  Feast  (^ 
AU  SaintB,  and  shall  be  safely  bestowed  by  the  said  Maior 
and  the  said  Burgesses  for  the  ^schai^  of  the  said  wages. 

Item,  it  is  further  ordered*  that  the  said  Oovemors  shall  yearly 
on  the  said  day  of  All  Saints  make  declaration  before  the  said 
Maior  and  the  said  Bai^gesses  of  all  their  doeings,  concerning 
the  said  Schoolmaster  and  Schollars,  or  any  of  them,  and  there* 
upon  the  said  Maior  and  the  Bui^gesses  shall  take  such  good 
order  for  the  good  maintenanoe  of  the  said  School  in  all  points^ 
as  to  their  discrecion  ahaU  be  thought  meet  and  convenient. 

'  Item,  it  is  ordered^  that  the  said  Governors^  to  be  diosen 
as  aforesaid^  shall  upon  their  eleccion  be  sworn  truely  to  execute 
the  charges  before  remembered  and  committed  unto  them. 

Item,  that  every  Scbooolmaster  before  he  be  admitted  into 
his  office  shall  be  before  Ihe  Maior  and  the  Bui^gesses^  or  the 
more  part  of  them^  and  take  the  Oath  mentioned  in  the  Statute 
anno  Primo  of  the  Queen's  Majestic  that  now  is^  according  as 
by  the  Statute  of  anno  Qwnto  of  her  reign  all  Schoolmasters  be 
appointed. 

Item,  it  is  also  ordered^  that  the  said  Schoolmaster  and  Schol- 
lavs  duill  every  Sunday,  and  Holyday,  rq>air  unto  St.  Alban's 
Church,  and  there  shall  continue  from  the  beginning  of  Morn- 
ing and  Evening  Service  to  the  ending  of  them,  and  there  shall 
sitt  together  in  the  Chancell  or  some  place  of  the  Church  as  the 
Ptaw>n,  Churchwardens,  and  Schoolmaster  shall  agree.  And 
shall  after  the  Schoolmaster  or  Curate  say  one  time  during  their 
abode  there  in  the  fibrenoon,  kneeling  on  their  knees,  either 
immediately  before  Sorvice,  or  in  some  other  time  during 
Service,  The  Lord's  Prayer,  The  Ten  Commandments,  and 
Prayers  for  the  Royal  Foundress  and  the  Benefactors  of  the 
School. 

Item,  it  is  ordered,  that  the  said  Schoolmaster  and  Children 
ahall  every  working-day  upon  their  knees  in  the  School,  in  the 
Morning  at  their  first  coming,  say  The  Sui&i^^,  The  Lord's 
Prayer,  and  the  Prayers  before  remembered, — ^And  evey  Even- 
ing, befbre  they  depart  the  School,  The  Ten  Commandments, 
The  Lord's  Prayer,  and  The  Creed. 

Item,  the  Schoolmaster  shall  daily  every  learning-day,  from 
the  25th  of  March  unto  tiie  30th  of  September,  be  at  the  School 
by  the  stroke  of  Six  of  the  clock  in  the  Moming,-^and  every 
learning-day  from  the  SOth  of  September  unto  the  35th  of  March 
by  the  stroke  of  Seaoen  of  the  clock  in  the  Morning,  and  there 
shall  continue  in  teaching  untill  Eleaven  of  the  dock.  And 
shall  be  at  the  School  again  by  One  of  the  clock  in  the  After- 
noon, and  shall  abide  there  imtil  Five  of  the  clock  in  teaching. 

Item,  that  every  Schollar  shall  be  at  School  from  the  2dth  of 
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March  unto  the  30th  of  September  by  Six  of  the  dock  in  the 
Morning,  and  from  the  30th  of  September  unto  the  25th  of 
March  by  Seaven  of  the  clock  in  the  Mornings  and  daily  at  One 
of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  ;  and  they  shall  go  home  to  din- 
ner at  Eleaven  of  the  clock,  and  at  Five  of  the  clock  to  Supper. 

Item,  the  Schoolmaster  and  SchoUars  shall  keep  Sdiool  every 
Saturday,  and  every  halfe  Holyday  until  Three  of  Ihe  clock  in  the 
Afternoon. 

Item,  the  number  of  the  SchoUars  to  be  taught  in  the  School 
shall  not  be  above  the  number  of  One  Hundred  and  Twenty. 

Item,  poor  men*s  children  shall  be  received  into  the  said 
School  before  others. 

Item,  the  Schoolmaster  shall  admitt  none  into  the  School 
without  the  consent  of  tiie  Governors,  neither  shall  the  Govern* 
ors  put  in  any  without  the  Schoolmaster  have  made  due  examin- 
ation of  the  aptness  of  every  such  chUd  towards  learning,  and 
shall  allow  of  him. 

Item,  the  SchoUars  shaU  learn  perfectly  by  heart  the  Articles 
of  the  Christian  Faith,  The  Lord's  Prayer,  'Die  Ten  Command- 
ments, and  aU  such  other  things  concerning  the  Christian  Faith 
and  Religion,  both  in  the  EngUsh  and  Latine  tongues.  And  the 
Schoolmaster  shaU  every  Saturday  in  the  Afternoon  makeproofe 
and  instruct  his  SchoUars  for  their  perfectness  therein. 

Item,  if  any  thing  shall  be  broaken  or  any  hurt  done  in  any 
thing  belonging  to  the  School  by  any  of  the  SchoUars,  the  same 
shaU  be  repair^  forthwith  and  amended  at  the  chaiges  of  the 
friends  of  the  ChUd  that  did  that  hurt.  If  the  frieifds  refuse  to 
amend  the  said  hurt,  being  thereunto  required,  upon  such  refusal 
the  child  that  did  the  hurt  shaU  be  banished  the  School  juntiU  his 
Mends  have  satisfied  the  said  hurt. 

Item,  the  Schoolmaster  shaU  have  his  wages  of  £90.  paid  him 
yearly  on  the  days  of  the  Feasts  of  Midsummer,  St.  Michael 
Th'archangeU,  The  Nativity  of  Our  Lord  Christ  $  and  Th'an- 
nundacion  of  Our  Lady,  by  even  porcions,  in  the  Schoolhouse 
without  any  further  delay. 

Item,  the  said  Schoolmaster  shall  not  be  absent  (except  it  be 
for  sickness)  above  Thirty  days  in  the  year,  and  never  above  Six 
days  together,  and  that  but  at  such  time  as  the  Governors  of  the 
School  fbrthe  time  being  shall  aUow  of. 

Item,  the  Schoolmaster  shaU  have  no  other  Service  or  Charge 
that  might  withdraw  him  &Qm  doing  of  his  duty  due  to  be  done 
as  Schoolmaster. 

Item,  the  Schoolmaster  shaU  keep  no  house  in  the  School. 
Item,  that  every  person  who  shaU  put  a  chttd  to  the  said 
School  shaU,  upon  the  admission,  pay  \^d.  to  the  repairing  of  the 
said  School  to  the  use  of  the  said  School,  except  it  be  a  poor 
man*swn  who  is  not  weU  able  to  pay  the  same. 
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Memorandum,  tor  an  order  to  be  taken  for  an  Usher. 

Item,  that  none  shall  be  received  into  the  School^  but  such  as 
have  learned  their  Accidence  without  booke>  and  can  write 
indifierently. 

Item,  that  once  every  year  the  Maior  and  Grovemors  of  the 
said  School  shall  cause  Two  learned  men  (such  as  they  can 
gett)  to  visit  the  said  School  and  examine  the  Schollars  of  the 
said  School^  whereby  it  may  appear  how  the  same  Schollars  have 
^  profitted  in  learnings  and  how  the  said  Schoolmaster  hath  done 
his  duty  in  teaching  them,  and  observed  the  Rules  prescribed. 

Item,  that  all  such  money  as  shjoll  happen  to  be  paid  for  the 
admission  of  the  Children  into  The  Free  School,  and  all  other 
sums  of  money  such  as  shall  be  given  by  any  person  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  or  otherwise  to  the  use  of  the  Free  School  afore- 
said, and  the  reparacions  thereof,  shall  remain  from  time  to  time 
for  ever  in  the  hands  of  the  Governors  of  the  same  School  for 
the  time  being  and  their  Successors,  Governors  of  the  said 
School,  who  shall  at  the  Feast  of  All  Saints  yearly  make  pay- 
ment thereof  and  yield  a  true  accompt  of  the  same  to  the  Maior 
and  Burgesses,  and  they  to  deliver  over  the  same  to  the  new 
Governors  of  the  said  School,  who  shall  at  the  said  Feast  make 
like  accompt  for  the  year  following,  and  so  to  have  continuance 
successively  for  ever. 

Abticles  to  be  recited  to  them  that  shall  offer  their  Children 
to  be  taught  in  the  School. 

Ye  shall  submitt  your  child  to  be  ordered  in  all  things, 
according  to  the  discrecion  of  the  Schoolmaster. 

Ye  slmll  find  your  child  ink,  paper,  pens,  wax-candles  for 
Winter,  and  all  other  things  at  any  time  requisite  and  necessary 
for  the  maintenance  of  his  study. 

Ye  shall  allow  your  child  at  all  times,  a  bow,  three  arrows, 
bowstrings,  a  shooting  glove,  and  a  bracer,  to  exercise  shooting* 

Ye  shkll  see  dilligently  from  time  to  time,  that  your  child 
keep  duely  the  ordinary  hours  and  times  in  coming  to  School. 

Item,  if  your  child  be  absent  above  three  days  in  a  Quarter 
(except  he  be  sick),  that  then  he  shall  be  banished  the  School. 

Item,  if  a  Schollar  be  banished  and  displaced  by  his  absence 
above  three  days  together  in  a  Quarter  (except  by  reason  of 
sickness),  that  then  upon  a  special  suit  made  by  the  Parents  of 
the  child  to  the  Schoolmaster  and  the  Governors,  it  shall  be 
lawfiill  for  them  at  their  discrecion  to  re-admitt  him,  so  that  his 
Parents  pay  at  his  re-admittance  12d.  to  the  Schoohnaster. 

Item,  if  your  child  shall  prove  unapt  for  learning,  Uiat  then 
upon  warning  thereof  given,  ye  shall  take  him  away.  And 
again,  if  he  prove  apt,  then  that  ye  shall  suffer  him  to  remain 
till  he  be  competently  learned. 
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Item,  the  time  fiir  the  SchoUara  to  go  to  play,  is  referred  to 
the  discrecion  of  the  Schoohnaster  to  be  once  in  a  week  aad  not 
above,  except  by  further  admittanoe  of  the  Governors. 

A  Proviso  to  alter,  add  unto,  change,  amend,  put  out,  or 
diminish  any  ctf  the  aforesaid  statutes. 

Provided  always^  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Maior  and  the 
Ten  principal  Bui^esses  for  the  time  being,  or  the  most  part  of 
them  (the  Maior  for  the  tone  being  One),  may  add,  and  put  any 
new  Constitutions  or  Ordinances  unto  these  above  said,  for  the 
Common- wealth  and  benefit  of  the  said  School,  so  as  they  shall 
not  be  contrary  or  repliant,  nor  annulling  any  of  the  Consti- 
tutions or  Ordinances  before  remembefed.  And  yet  nevertheless 
the  rest  of  the  aedd  Constitutions,  Statutes,  Ordinances,  and 
Laws,  and  every  of  them  not  being  altered,  changed,  am^ided^ 
put  out,  diminished  or  added  unto,  shall  stand  in  tiieir  full  force 
and  strength,  untiU  any  of  them  be  altered,  changed,  amended, 
put  out  or  diminished,  according  to  the  true  meaning  of  the 
making  of  them,  any  sentence  or  clause  in  this  Proviso  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding. 

Item,  it  is  also  order^,  that  these  Rules  and  Ordinances  be 
once  in  a  year  on  the  Feast  of  All  Saints  read  in  the  presence 
of  the  Maior,  Buigesses,  School-master,  and  Oovemors,  In 
witness  whereof  as  well  the  said  Sir  Nicholas  as  the  said  Maior 
and  Burgesses  have  put  their  hands  and  Seals,  &c." 

By  an  Order  of  The  Corporation,  on  the  13th  of  June, 
1602,  the  Master  was  to  be  paid  4d.  Quarterly  by  every 
Scholar  inhabiting  tMhin  the  limits  of  the  Borou^,— >and 
I2d.  by  those  withcmt  the  Borough. 

It  was  at  the  same  time  ordered,  that  the  Usher  should 
have  a  Salary  of  £8.  per  ommfwm^  and  i^ould  also  have 
dmilar  payments,  as  the  Master,  from  the  Scholars  under 
his  care. 

And  that  every  Scholar,  whose  ftiends  should  refuse  to 
make  such  payments,  or,  who  should  stubbornly  resist  cor- 
rection, should  be  displaced  by  The  Governors. 

On  the  12th  of  August,  1635,  these  orders  were  more 

stricdy  enjoined, — 

The  Mayor  and  Burgesses  having  observed,  "  that  many 
Parents  (ttj)on  hope  to  benefit  their  children  more  than  the  general!) 
have  secretly  exceeded  the  rates  aforesaid,  being  the  ancient  rates 
settled  at  the  Foundation  of  The  Free  School :  And  finding  by 
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experience  thai,  for'  that  caiue^  the  said  Schoolmasten  and 
U^era  of  the  said  School  have  applied  themselves  in  their  pains 
and  affections  much  more  to  the  children  of  such  parents  than  the 
generaU;  whereby  the  generall  have  been  much  neglected  and 
hindered  in  their  learning  (for  the  good  of  which  generall  the 
School  was  chiefly  founded)/* — they,  therefore^  for  the  preven- 
tion of  the  like  inconvenience  for  the  time  to  come«  wisely 
ordained^  ''  that  if  any  Parent  or  Friend  of  any  Schollar  or 
Schollars  of  the  same  School  now  being,  or  hereafter  to  be 
admitted  mto  the  said  School,  shall  direcdy  or  indirectly  erceed 
the  said  ancient  rates  to  the  intents  before  mentioned,  and  the 
same  shall  be  well  known  or  sufficiently  proved  to  the  said 
Maior  and  Principal  Buigesses,  or  their  successors  in  time  to 
come>  that  then  and  from  thenceforth  the  Schollar  and  Schollars 
of  such  Parents  and  Friends  shall  be  excluded  out  of  the  said 
School,  and  not  to  be  admitted  thither  again  but  at  the  will  and 
pleasure  of  the  said  Maior  and  PrincipHil  Burgesses  and  their 
successors,  and  at  and  upon  the  special  instance  and  request  of 
their  Parents  or  Friends  to  be  made  to  the  said  Maior  and 
Burgesses,  and  upon  faithfiill  promise  not  so  again  to  exceed 
the  said  aundent  rates.'* 

At  a  Court  holden  at  the  Coundl  Chamber ^  on  the  9th  of 
April,  1630,  "  upon  a  Petition  made  in  the  name  of  the 
whole  Town,^  for  the  reformation  of  s«me  abuses  and 
neglects  in  the  School,  and  for  the  establishing  of  some  good 
order  in  teaching,  that  might  tend  ^<  to  the  virtuous  and 
well  breeding  of  young  children  in  Learning  and  Virtue, 
which  it  is  supposed  cannot  be  well  effected  without  the  aid, 
countenance,  and  assistance  of  men  of  worth,  endued  with 
Learning  and  well  effected  in  Religion,*'  they,  therefore, 
thought  it  fit,  ^'  to  name  and  make  choice  of  some  Knights, 
Grentlemen,  and  Preachers,'^  (Twelve  in  number)  to  aid  and 
asaist  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses,  as  Visitobs,  in  the  govern- 
ment of  the  School,  and  in  setting  down  a  fit  method  to  be 
used  and  practised  in  teaching  in  the  same,  and  in  making 
wholemme  Laws  and  Constitutions, — and  appointed  the 
20th  of  July,  and  the  15th  of  December,  as  the  times  of 
Visitation. 

This  appears  to  have  been  a  favourite  measure,  for  some 
of  the  Visitors  being  dead  and  removed,  "  whereby  for  want 
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of  such  aaustanoe  the  said  good  work  is  much  weakened, 
and  the  good  intencion  of  the  Maior  and  Principal  Bur- 
gesses made  frustrate,"" — they,  therefore,  "  for  the  reviving 
and  in  pursuance  of  so  good  an  order,^  on  the  13th  of 
February  1 645,  ratified  the  proceedings  of  the  former  Court, 
and  ^*  for  the  vigorous  execudon  of  the  same,^  nominated  a 
similar  number  of  Visitors  as  before. 

This  *'  so  good  an  order ''  was  again  revived,  and  Viators 
nominated,  on  the  15th  of  December,  1714. 

The  election  of  the  Masters  remains  with  the  May(»r  and 
Aldermen, — but  the  government  of  the  School  is  now  vested 
in  the  Eight  Tkustees,  whose  names  are  as  follow, —

The  School  itself  was  formerly  part  of  The  Abbey 
Church,  being  that  portion,  designated  by  the  name  of 
«  The  Lady  Chapel^  or  "  The  Chapel  of  the  Virgin,'^  and 
communicated  with  the  Presbytery  by  three  pointed  arches. 
These  arches  are  now  filled  up  with  masonry,  and  thb 
Chapel  having  been  separated  ftom  the  rest  of  the  Church, 
by  a  passage  leading  to  the  Market-place,  now  forms  The 
Grammar  School.  This  separation,  it  is  supposed,  took 
place  during  the  reign  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  soon 
after  the  Charter  was  granted  to  the  Inhabitants  for  the  In- 
corporation of  th6  Borough,  by  which  Charter  they  were 
empowered  to  erect  a  Grammar  School  "  if^a  Eccleriam 
Semcii  Albanu^  But  the  actual  conversion  and  fitting  up 
of  the  School  did  not,  probably,  commence  before  the  endow- 
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ment  by  Queen  Elizabzth.  This  Cbapd  was  aripnalljr 
built  by- Hugh  de  Evebsdek,  the  Twenty-seventh  Abbot, 
about  the  year  1314.  In  this  pous  work  he  was  assisted 
by  one  Reginald,  a  Clerk  of  Rome,  and  by  Walter  db 
Langley  and  Alicia  his  Wife.  It  also  received  great 
embellishment  from  the  hand  of  Wheathamsted,  who  is 
said  to  have  expended  £40.  in  it*s  decorations.  The  roof  is 
supported  by  groined  arches.  It  is  recorded  as  the  place  of 
interment  of  the  Nobility,  who  were  slain  in  the  first  battle 
of  St.  Alban's,  fought  between  the  Houses  of  York  and 
Lancaster,  on  the  23d  of  May,  r455.  It  is  a  spacious 
buildings  being  upwards  of  55  feet  in  length,  24  feet  in 
breadth,  and  dbout  30  feet  in  height ;  and,  upon  a  tablet, 
are  painted  Three  bunches  of  Grapes,  emblematical  of  the 
Three  Wine  Licenses,  with  which  it  is  endowed. 

To  the  School  is  attached  a  small  Libeaby,  containing 
good  editions  of  the  Clajssical  authors,  a  few  scarce  books, 
and  some  books  in  the  English  language  of  no  great  value. 
To  this  Library  it  appears,  that  Sir  Samuel  Gbimston, 
Bart.,  Benjamin  Mott,  Citizen  of  London,  Joseph  Mabsh, 
Esq.,  Dr.  Evans,  Stephen  Adams,  Alderman  of  this 
Borough,  John  Cols,  Rector  of  The  Abbey,  and  Chaslss 
Hale,  Grentlemen,  were  Benefactors. 

It  appears  by  The  Statutes,  that  the  advantage  of  a  free 
Education  at  this  School,  is  not  confined  to  the  Inhabitants 
either  of  any  individual  Parish,  or  of  the  Town  in  general, 
or  even  to  the  Sons  of  Freemen  of  the  Borough,  but,  to  the 
number  of  One  Hundeed  and  Twenty  Scholars,  it  is  open 
to  aU  the  World.  As  a  Free  Grammar  School,  the  Charters 
of  Foundation  require  the  Master  to  teach  those  Scholars 
the  Latin  and  Greek  Classicks  onhf. 

Although  no  age  is  mentioned  to  qualify  a  boy  for  admis- 
aon^  yet  he  is  not  admissible  without  a  perfect  knowledge  of 
his  Latin  Accidence,  and  can  write  "  indifierently." 

The  system  of  Education  adopted  in  the  School,  has 
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usually  depended  apon  the  discretion  of  the  Head  Masters, 
and  has  pmbably  varied,  precisely  as  they  may  have  re- 
ceived their  own  Education,  either  at  We8Tmivsti:r  or  at 
Eton.  The  late  Master,  Mr.  Nicholson,  taught  the 
Ws8TjnNSTB&  Grammars :  But  now  the  Eton  Grammars 
only  are  used ;  and  a  plan  of  general  Instruction  is  pur- 
sued. 

It  has  not  been  ascertained,  that  the  School  possesses  any 
University  advantage,  in  the  nature  of  either  Exhibition, 
or  Scholarship.  It  has  been  repeatedly  stated,  that  about 
50  or  60  years  since  there  existed  an  Exhibition  from  this 
School.  But,  although  the  period  of  time  is  not  very  remote, 
and  much  inquiry  upon  the  subject  has  been  made,  to  obtain 
some  certain  information,  yet  it  has  led  to  no  decisive  con- 
clusion. If  there  ever  were  such  an  Endowment,  it  was  pro- 
bably a  Rent-charge  upon  some  estate  in  the  neighbourhood, 
which  the  Proprietor  unworthily  feels  it  hb  interest  not  to 
disclose. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  William  Mogo  Bowen> 
D.  D.,  a  Member  of  All  Souls  College,  Oxford,  and  Vicar  of 
Shipton  Bellinger,  in  the  County  of  Southampton.  %  This 
worthy  Gentleman  receives  into  his  House  a  few  private 
Pupils,  who  pay  for  their  board  Fifty  guineas  per  annum^ 
and  Five  guineais  as  an  entrance  Fee,  if  under  the  age  of 
Sixteen,  and  attend  the  common  business  of  the  Sdbool. 
But,  for  Pupils  above  that  age,  who  recdive  private  instruc- 
tion, his  terms  vary  in  proportion  to  their  domestick  indul- 
gences, advancing  upwards  from  One  hundred  guineas  per 
atmum.  In  other  branches  of  Learning  different  Masters 
attend  to  instruct  the  Scholars ;  the  number  of  whom  has 
now,  for  some  years  past,  fluctuated  from  16  to  28.

Mr.  Sheblet  was  edu- 
cated at  Merchant  Taylors'  School,  whence 
he  went  to  St  John's  College,  Oxford  ;  and 
was  one  of  the  most  eminent  Dramatick 
Poets  of  his  time. 

1 625.  John  Wkstebman,  author  of  the  Verses  in 

memory  of  his  predecessor  John  Thomas, 
still  extant  upon  the  wall  over  the  door,  which 
opens  into  the  Chancel  of  The  Abbey  Church 
from  the  South  Aisle.

Mr.  FoTHEEGiLL,  and  after  him  Dr.  Pebsdt,  kept 
Boarding-houses,  and  educated  at  the  School  a  omsiderable 
number  of  boys.  Since  the  Doctor  s  decease,  no  Under 
Master  has  been  required,  nor  appointed.  Upon  the  death 
of  Mr.  FoTHEBGiLL,  the  large  House  in  his  occupation,  be- 
ing  private  property,  was  taken  down.  From  the  Master- 
ship  of  Dr.  Pekedy  to  the  year  1803,  the  number  of  Scholars 
at  any  one  time  seldom  exceeded  7  or  8 ;  the  major  part  of 
whom  were  generally  private  Pupils  of  the  Head  Master. 
From  the  time  of  Mr.  Fotheegill  to  the  last  mentioned 
^pmod,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  months  during  which 
Mr.  James  Peeedy  was  Master,  the  Mastership  of  the 
School  and  the  Rectory  of  The  Abbey  Church,  which  is  of 
small  value,  have  been  always  united. 

When  the  validity  of  the  Charters  was  questioned,  with 
respect  to  the  power  of  granting  Wine  Licenses,  the  rent  of 
the  School  Estate  was  iqpplied  with  the  consent  of  the  Mas- 
ter, to  defray  the  expense  of  the  Law-suit.  And,  at  that 
time,  Mr.  Nicholsok  rerigned  the  Mastership  of  the  School, 
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tviuch  was  not  bkdy  to  be  of  much  adrantage  to  him,  but 
reCamed  Hie  Abbejr  Rectory. 

As  there  ifi  no  s^fMUHte  residence,  allotted  to  the  Master 
by  any  endowment,  the  pioximky  of  the  Rectorial  House 
renders  a  re-union  highly  de^rable. 

Hiere  is  no  Church  Preferment  belonging  to  this  School. 
There  is,  however,  a  Lectureship  of  small  value,  which  was 
established  during  the  troublesome  times  of  King  Charles 
the  First,  by  Francis  Cohba,  £eq..»  of  Kernel  Hempstead, 
by  his  Will,  bearing  date  the  12th  of  December  1640  and 
Ist  of  May  1641,  and  proved  at  London  on  the  9th  of  July 
1641-  In  this  Will  he  gives  «  to  The  Abbey  Church  in 
St.  Alban*s  for  ever  out  of  his  said  lands,  tenements,  goods, 
tythes,  &c.,  in  Hemel  Hempstead  aforesaid  £10.  for  ever,  so 
long  as  there  shalt  be  a  weekly  Sermon  on  Saturdajfy  to  be 
chosen  by  the  great  part  of  the  best  Inhabitants  within  the 
Liberty  of  St  Alban's  Borough.**  It  is  now  holden  by  the 
present  Head  Master. 

An  attempt  has  been  made,  very  uncharitably,  to  impeadi 
die  Loyalty  of  the  pious  Founder  by  a  singular  Tradition 
.  of  dubious  origin, — ^namely,  that  he  was  in  politicks  a  vio- 
lent Republican,  and  that  actuated  by  those  feelings,  he 
ordered  this  weekly  S^mon  to  be  preached  at  St  Alban'^s 
on  die  MaflceUdayy  with  the  view  of  disseminating  among 
the  Peasantry  of  the  Country  his  own  dangerous  principleB. 
Similar  Lectures  were  established,  on  the  Marketdays,  by 
the  same  Gentleman  at  the  same  time,  and,  it  is  said,  with 
the  same  view,  in  the  Towns  of  Berkhampstead,  and  Hemel 
Hempstead. 

In  an  existing  Petition  (without  date),  which  was  formerly 
presented  by  "  the  whole  Town''  to  the  Mayor  and  Bur- 
gesses, it  is  stated,  that  <<  the  Free  School  of  this  Town  hath 
almost  ever  since  the  Foundation  thereof  been^^imoK^  for 
the  Education  of  Youth  both  in  Learning  and  Manners,  by 
reason  whereof  mam/  men  have  been  miade  able  and  tit 
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Members  both  in  Church  and  Common  Weale,  to  tlie  com- 
fort of  their  friends  and  good  of  others.^  But  of  their 
names  th«re  is  unfortunately  no  record,  except  that  of  Sir 
John  King,  who  was  a  native  of  this  Town,  and  became  a 
Lawyer  of  the  first  distinction  in  the  reign  of  Sing  Chablbs 
the  Second. 

And,  as  fi>r  nearly  Fifty  years  prior  to  1803,  it  was  never 
opened  professedly  as  a  Publick  Schodi,  few  eminent  Charac- 
ters of  the  present  day  have  here  received  their  Education. 
Among  those  fewj  however,  may  be  enumerated  Sir  Wil- 
liam DoMviLLB,  Bart.,  the  distinguished  Lord  Mayor  of 
the  City  of  London,  during  the  eventful  period  of  1814, — 
and  Anthonv  Bbowne,  Esq.,  one  of  the  present  Represen-* 
tatives  for  the  Borough  of  Hedon,  in  the  County  of  York. 

It  has  also  been  ascertained,  that  the  Grand  Father  of  the 
present  Earl  of  Vebulam  was  educated  at  this  Grammar 
School,  and  likewise  some  of  the  Gaps  Family,  who  were 
Contemporaries  with  his  Lordship,  during  the  Mastership  of 
Mr.  FoTHBBGiLL,— a  descendant  of  whom  the  present  Revd. 
Mr.  Gape  married.

ALDENHAM,  near  Watford. 

Thb  Free  Grammar  School  at  Aldenham  was  founded 
by  Richard  Platt,  Citizen  and  Brewer  of  London,  bj 
Deed  dated  the  18th  of  January,  1599,  in  the  Forty-se- 
cond year  of  the  reign,  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  which  is 
enrolled  in  Chancery ; — This  benevolent  Gentleman  erected 
at  the  same  time  Six  Alms-hocses,  for  Six.  Poor  Persons, 
upon  a  parcel  of  ground,  called  ^^  fFadds  otherwise  JBoy- 
ife»>  HtU,'^  in  this  Parish  ;— 

*^  And  he  endowed  the  two  Charities  with  ''  all  those  three 
Pastures  of  ground^  lying  near  the  Church  of  St,  Pancras,  in  the 
County  of  Middlesex^  beside  London^  containing  by  estimatioa 
20  acres  i;nore  or  less ;  together  with  all  woods^  underwoods^ 
&c.>  waters  and  fishings^  in  or  upon  the  same  :— 

^*  And  also,  all  those  pastures,  with  all  the  meadows  and 
lands  thereto  adjoining,  called  "  Ckuifield,**  in  Aldenham,  and 
aU  those  pastures,  ground  or  grounds,  and  one  Croft,  with  one 
piece  of  meadow  thereunto  adjoining,  called  "  Shoelands,''  in 
Aldenham ;  to  hold  the  said  three  Pastures  before  specified,  and 
all  and  singular  the  appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  to  The 
Master  and  Keeper,  or  Wardens  and  Commonalty  of  The 
Mystery  or  Abt  of  Brewers  of  the  City  of  London,  GoTcr- 
noiB  of  the  possessions,  goods,  chattels,  and  revenues,  of  The 
Free  Grammar  School  and  Alms-houses  of  Richard  Platt, 
in  Aldenham,  in  the  County  of  Hertford,  and  to  their  Succes- 
sors.— Upon  especial  Trust,  that  they  and  their  Successors  should 
yearly  employ  the  rents,  and  all  profit,  as  should  happen  to 
accrue  or  grow,  of  or  by  reason  of  the  premises,  or  any  of  them, 
for  and  towards  the  Maintenance  of  the  same  School  and  Alms- 
houses, and  of  the  Master,  Usher,  and  Poor  People  therein, 
from  time  to  time,  to  be  kept,  placed,  and  relieved ;  and  of  the 
reparations,  and  expenses,  touching  or  concerning  the  same, 
in  such  manner,  as  was  by  certain  Ordinances  already  by  him  set 
down,  and  by  all  such  other  Ordinances,  as  by  him,  the  said 
Richard  Platt,  at  any  time  during  his  life,  should  be  set  down 
in  writing,  and  should  not,  by  writing  under  his  hand,  be  re- 
voked during  his  life/* 
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By  ao  Act  of  Parliameat,  in  the  Forty-third  year  of 
King  Georgb  the  Third,  for  indoring  the  common  fields 
and  waste  iands  in  this  Panah,  there  wereaUotted  to  The 
BsswfiRs'*  CoMPAmr,

The  pious  Founder  also  ordained  certain  Rdlss  to  be 
observed  for  the  govenunent  of  his  Foundation ; — 

Among  which  he  diiected  tiiat  all  sadi  diildren  as  should  be 
tBBn^tfred^  in  this  School^  should  be  Children  of  poor  people 
inhabiting  in  the  Parish  of  Aldenham^  and  the  Children  of  die 
TVeemen  of  The  Company  of  Brewers^  in  London  ^  And  that»  if 
there  should  not  be  in  that  Town  and  Company^  so  msny  to  fiti 
up  the  room  and  number  of  Thbbsscoes^  then  that  the  neigh- 
bouring Parishes  should  have  the  benefit  to  have  their  chil£en 
Free  Scholars  of  the  same  School^  imtQ  the  number  of  Three- 
score Free  Scholars  should  be  complete  \  every  Schcdar  to  be 
admitted  by  The  Governors  of  the  School  aad  to  pay,  upcA  his 
AdmissioUj  Sixpence  to  the  Schoolmaster^  aad  Faurpence  to  the 
Usher." 

The  Cluldren  are  admitted  by  a  Deputation  from  The 
Brewers^  Company  usually  about  the  Month  of  Magf. 
They  are  admitted  at  any  age,  and  may  continue  as  long  as 
their  Parents  think  proper.  There  are  few  others,  beiddes 
the  free  boys,  educated  at  thb  SchooL 

Latin  and jGreek  are  not  now  taught;  and  the  present 
plan  of  Education  is  that  of  Dr.  Bbll. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Bevd.  Mr.  Da  vies, 
M.  A.,  whose  Salary  is  £  120.  jper  annum,  out  of  whidi  he 
has  both  to  pay  the  Usher,  and  to  board  liim.     This  Gen- 

voL.  I.  Mm 
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tleman  takes  two  or  three  Pupils  at  Thirty  guineas  jmt  ait- 
num  each. 

The  Founder  also  ordained,  that  *^  every  Poor  Body  to 
be  admitted  into  his  Alms-houses,  by  The  Governors 
thereof,  whether  Man  or  Woman,  single  or  in  state  of  Mar- 
riage or  Widowhood,  should  have  habitation  of  him  and  his 
family  rent  free,  and  have  every  quarter  IC9.,  and  yearly, 
about  the  Feast  of  St.  Michael,  one  load  of  firewood,  to  be 
yearly  felled  and  taken  of  the  tops  and  shreds  of  trees, 
standing  in  or  upon  his  lands  and  grounds  in  Aldenham, 
and  also  every  Pensioner,  one  frieze  gown  of  the  price  of 
ten  or  twelve  Shillings,  at  Christmas  yearly .*• 

The  School  which  is  substantially  built  of  brick,  is  situ- 
ate on  the  East  side  of  the  road  leading  from  the  Ullage  of 
Aldenham  to  that  of  Elstree.  Over  the  door  are  the  Arms 
of  The  Founder,  carved  in  stone,  and  underneath  them  the 
following  inscription ; — "  This  Free  Grammar  Sehool  was 
founded  and  finished,  by  Richabd  Platt,  Citizen  and 
Brewer  of  London,  Anno  D'ni  1597." 

At  a  short  distance.  West  of  the  School,  are  the  Six 
Alms-houses. 

The  Master  was  appointed  at  first  to  be  phosen  by  The 
BaEWEEs^  Company,  at  a  Court  wherein  Twelve  or  more 
shall  be  assembled,  by  an  instrument  dated  the  1st  of 
June,  in  the  Forty-first  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Eliza- 
beth: But,  upon  later  thoughts,  by  a  new  instrument 
dated  the  28th  of  November,  in  the  Forty-third  of  Eliza- 
beth, the  Governors  are  bound  wiihmjburteen  days  afler 
notice  of  the  avoidance,  or  otherwise,  to  direct  their  Letters 
under  their  Common  Seal  to  The  Mastees  and  Fellows 
of  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  to  desire  them  to  com- 
mend to  their  election  and  nonunate  within  One  Month  after, 
three  Masters  of  Arts,  One  of  whom  is  to  be  chosen  by  them. 
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CHIPPING  BARNET. 

The  Frbe  Geammab  School  at  Chipping  Ba&ket  was 
founded  by  Queen  Elizabeth  at  the  humble  Petition 
of  Robert  Earl  of  Leicester,  by  Letters  Patent  dated 
the  24th  of  March,  1573,— whereby  Her  Majesty  grant- 
ed,- 

That  there  should  be  one  Common  Grammar  School  in  the 
Town  of  Barnet,  in  the  County  of  Hertford,  which  should  be 
called ''  Tbb  Freb  Grammar  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth/' 
for  the  education,  learning,  and  instruction  of  boys  and  youth  in 
Grammar,  and  Literary  matter  or  Grammar  art, — with  one 
Master,  and  one  Usher  or  Under-Master : — 
'  That  there  should  be  Twenty- four  discreet  and  honest  men, 
who  should  be  Governors  of  the  said  School^  and  the  Posses* 
sions  thereof : — 

That  they  shall  be  a  Body  Corporate  and  have  perpetual 
Succession,  and  be  able  to  have,  purchase,  and  receive  lands 
and  other  hereditaments  of  the  Crown^  or  of  any  other  per* 
sons: — 

That  when  any  of  the  Twenty-four  Governors  should  die,  the 
surviving  Governors,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  elect  other 
fit  persons  from  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town,  or  the  neighbour- 
hood in  the  Counties  of  Hertford  and  Middlesex,  into  the  places 
of  them  so  dying : — 

That  they  shall  have  a  Common  Seal, — and  plead  and  be 
impleaded  in  all  Courts  : — 

That  the  Majority  of  the  Governors  shall  elect  and  appoint 
the  Master  and  Usher,  so  often  as  for  causes  them  moving  shall 
seem  fit,  and  to  remove  them  and  elect  others,  according  to  their 
discretion:  -^ 

And  to  make  Statutes  in  writing,  for  the  Rule  and  Govern- 
ment of  the  Master,  Usher^  and  Scholars,  and  the  Government 
and  Disposition  of  the  possessions  appointed  for  the  support  of 
the  same  School : — 

With  License  to  any  persons  to  give  lands,  &c.,  to  the  annual 
value  of  jC40.  to  the  support  of  the  said  School^  notwithstanding 
the  Statute  of  Mortmain. 

This  Information  is  communicated  from  The  Chapel  of 
The  Rolls. 
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BERKHAMPSTEAD. 

The  Fees  Grahhae  School  at  Beekhampsteaj)  ap- 
pears to  have  had  it's  arigin  as  early  as  the  Fifteenth  year  of 
King  Hbney  the  Eighth,  1524,  when  it  was  agreed  by  the 
Inhabitants  of  this  Town,  that  the  lands  of  The  Presidenty 
Warden^  and  Brethren  of  The  Hospital  or  Fraternity 
of  Saint  John  Baptist,  should  be  employed  towards  the 
erectikm  and  endowment  of  a  Free  Gnumnar  SAotA  for  the 
Education  of  Children :  And  Dr.  John  Incent  or  Inno- 
cent, Dean  of  the  Cathedral  Church  of  Saint  Paul,  London, 
at  that  time  Preadent  of  this  Fraternity,  and  a  native  of  this 
Town,  in  furtherance  of  this  pious  work,  gave  all  his  lands 
in  this  Parish  for  this  purpose,  and  a]qp(nnted  a  Schodinas- 
ter,  who  tmi^t  in  the  House  belonging  to  this  Fraterni^. 
In  the  Thirty-third  year  of  Henry  the  Eighth,  1542, 
Dr.  Incent,  in  order  to  place  this  Establishment  on  a 
more  secure  foundation,  obtained  license  from  the  King, 
under  his  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  14th  of  October  in 
that  year,  "  to  erect  and  found  one  Chantry  Perpetual, 
of  two  ChapUuns  or  of  one  ChapUun^  withm  the  Parish 
of  Berkhamsted:— And  also,  one  Free  Schod  within  the 
said  Town,  of  one  mete  man  being  a  Schoolmaster,  and 
the  other  mete  man  being  an  Usher,  for  the  teaching  of 
ChildreKn  in  QnmcMirJreekf^  without  any  exaction  or  re- 
quest of  money  for  the  teaching  of  the  same  Children,  not 
exceeding  the  number  of  One  Hundred  and  Forty-four  ; 
— ^And  that  the  said  School  and  Chaitiy,  so  erected  and 
founded,  should  be  caQed  **  Dean  Incent's  Free  Schbd 
and  Chantry  at  Berkhamsted,^  for  evermore. — That  they 
should  be  one  Body  Incorporate,  and  that,  by  the  name  of 
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<<  The  Master,  C^i^lain,  or  ChapUiai  and  Udier,  «f  The 
Free  School  and  Chantiy  of  Dean  Ikcbvt  in  Berkhamsted,^ 
they  should  implead  othei^s  and  be  impleaded,  —have  a  Com^ 
mon  Seal, — and  should  be  a^le  io  purchase  lands,  in  Free 
and  Perpetual  Ahns,  to  the  clear  yearly  value  of  £40.  ;"— 
and  that,  after  the  death  of  the  said  John  Ixcent,  the 
King  and  his  Heirs,  as  principal  Fouiideni  -of  the  Schoel  and 
Chantry,  the  Chief  Master  and  Teaoher  of  the  Children 
there,  according  to  the  Statutes  and  Ordinances  of  the  said 
JoRK  IvcBNT  thereof  to  be  «made,  might  lowftilly  name  and 
present  for  evermore.^ 

Isk  pursuance  of  these  Letters  Patent,  the  Dean,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Inhabitants,  caused  a  handsome  brick4>uild. 
11^  to  be  erected  on  the  North-East  side  of  the  ChurdiF-yard, 
consisting  of  a  School-Chouse  furnished  at  each  end  with  ap- 
propriate Lodgings  fi>r  the  Master,  Usher,  and  Chaplain  <^ ' 
the  School :  And,  by  deed  dated  the  2Sd  of  March,  m  the 
Thirty-sixtfa  year  of  Henry  the  Eighth,  1545,  placed  ^rein 
RiCHABD  Reeve,  M.  A.,  to  be  the  Chief  Master,  John 
AuDLEY,  B.  A.,  to  be  Usher,  and  John  East,  Ckrk,  to  be 
first  Chaplain  of  the  Chantry,  and  granted  to  them  and  their 
Successors,  certain  Manors,  &c.,  in  the  Parish  of  Ikrkham- 
sted  St  Peter,  and  divers  other  plaees  in  the  Counties  of 
Buckingham  and  Hertford,  then  amounting  to  the  yeariy 
value  of  £40. 

In  die  Second  and  Third  years  of  King  Edwabd  the 
Sixth,  1549-50,  an  Act  of  Parliament  was  passed,  which, 
after  redting  that  <<  forasmuch  as  the  King  was  informed 
that  the  said  Corporation  was  not  duly,  according  to  the 
Laws  of  the  Realm,  founded,  erected,  and  established ;  nor 
the  Schoolmaster,  Usher,  and  Chaplain,  perfectly  incorpor- 
ated ;  but  that  divers  things  requisite  for  the  perfection  of 
the  Foundation  and  Incorporation  were  not  duly  executed ; 
so  that  the  good  intent  of  the  Founders,  for  each  of  the 
same^  were  likely  to  be  frustrated,''  &c    In  addition  to  the 
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[ffovi^ioQs  made  by  the  aboveredted  Letters  Patent,  among 
other  things,  it  was  enacted,  ^*  That,  from  thence  tiie  same 
School  should  be  called  <'  The  Fbee  School  of  King  £i>- 
WARD  the  Sixth,  in  Bebkhamst^d,^  and  that  the  Reyenuea 
of  the  Manors,  Lands,  &c.,  should  be  employed  by  the 
Master,  and  Usher,  in  manner  following ;  That  the  Master 
should  have  thereof  yearly,  for  his  Wages  for  the  teaching 
of  the  said  Children,  •ei7..6..8. ;— The  Usher,  £8..13..4.  ;— 
And  that  the  readue  of  the  Revenues  should  be  yearly  em* 
ployed  about  the  relief  of  the  Poor  in  the  Town  of  Berk- 
hamsted,  and  the  repairs  of  the  House  of  the  School ; — and 
that  The  Wabdek  of  The  College  of  All  Souls,  in 
Oxford,  should  and  might  every  Third  year,  visit  the  School, 
with  power  to  displace  the  said  Master  and  Usher,  if  he 
should  find  that  they  did  not  do  their  duty  in  the  execution 
of  their  several  ofiices,  and  that  he  should  receive  the  sum  of 
l^s*Ad.  for  the  charge  of  his  respective  Visitations.^ 

The  Master,  and  Usher,  to  have  power  to  make  leases  for 
81  years  or  three  lives,  subject  to  waste,  reserving  the  usual 
rent,  or  more. 

Sometime  previous  to  the  year  1744,  an  Information  was 
filed  in  Chancery  by  the  then  Attorney  General,  at  the  rela- 
tion of  the  Rector  and  Church-wardens  of  this  Parish, 
against  the  Master  and  Usher  of  this  School,  for  misappli- 
cation of  the  Revenues  thereof,  by  letting  on  Fines,  and 
converting  those  Fines  to  their  own  uscj — ^praying  an  account 
of  the  Rents  and  Fines,  with  proper  directions  for  the  appli*- 
cation  of  the  Funds. 

On  the  13th  of  July,  1744,  a  Decretal  order  was  made^  de- 
claring, that  the  Warden  of  All  Souls  was  Visitor  of  the 
School,  but  that  the  Revenues  were  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Court,— and  an  account  was  directed  of  the  Rents  and  Pro- 
fits of  the  Manors,  &c.,  and  of  ail  Fines,  received  by  the  Master 
and  Usher,  allowing  their  Stipends,  the  Repairs,  &c. ;  the  Balance 
to  be  paid  into  Court,— with  directions,  that  the  lands,  then  out 
of  lease,  should  be  let  with  the  approbation  of  the  Master,^and, 
in  case  any  Fines  were  taken,  they  were  to  be  applied.  First,  to 
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repairs^— resenring  the  oonsideration  as  to  the  residtte^-— with  re« 
spect  to  which  any  of  the  parties  were  to  be  at  liberty  to  lay  a 
Scheme  before  the  Master, — and  also  as  to  the  improved  In- 
come. A^  . 

By  another  Order>  dated  Ae  8d  of  May,  175*),  it  was  decla- 
red, that  the  Court  under  the  Letters  Patent  and  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment had  power  to  augment  the  Salaries  of  the  Master  and 
Usher :  and  a  reference  was  directed  to  the  Master  to  consider 
of  the  Augmentations,  &c. 

" The  Masters  Report,  dated  the  2dd  of  July,  1754,  and 
afterwards  confirmed,  approved  the  Scheme,  laid  before  him  by 
the  Master  of  the  School :  that  Two-thirds  of  what  the  Lands 
then  produced,  or  the  future  increased  valine,  should  be  allotted 
to  the  Master  and  Usher  5  and  the  remaining  TfUrd  for  the  Re- 
pairs, Taxes,  and  Poor ;  that  the  Balance,  due  from  the  late 
Master,  and  the  Fines,  lately  paid  into  the  Bank,  &c.,  should 
follow  the  same  course  ;  and,  as  to  the  augmentation  for  the 
time  to  come  the  Defendant  proposed,  that  all  the  Rents,  Issues, 
Fines,  and  Profits,  arising  from  the  Estate,  after  deducting 
Quit-Rents,  should  be  divided  into  Three  equal  parts,  to  be  dis- 
posed of  in  the  same  manner. 

By  another  Order,  dated  the  5th  of  May,  1790,  the  Master 
was  directed  to  consider  of  a  proper  Flan  for  letting  the  Charity 
Estates  in  future,  which,  by  his  Report,  dated  the  30th  of  June, 
179t,  and  afterwards  confirmed,  he  considered  to  be  by  Public 
Auction  for  3 1  years,  or  lives  determinable  at  that  period,  partly 
on  Fines,  partly  on  Rents,  conformably  to  the  Plan,  mentioned  in 
the  Report  of  the  S3d  of  July,  1754  3 , the  Estates,  as  they  should 
fall  in,  to  be  let  from  time  to  time  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Master. 

In  1813,  a  Petition  was  presented  to  The  Chancellor,  under 
the  Act  then  lately  passed  (52^  Geo.  3.c.  101),  authorizing  a 
summary  application,  in  cases  of  Breach  of  Trust  created  for 
Charitable  purposes,  stating  the  Foundation  of  this  School,  and 
the  proceedings  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  as  above  mentioned. 
And  that  in  pursuance  of  the  Order  of  the  5th  of  May,  1790, 
parts  of  the  Estates  were  let  before  the  Master,  at  annual  Rents, 
amounting  to  i!267..12..0.,  and  on  Fines  amounting  to  £4300 : 
the  other  parts  of  the  Estates  being  let  on  leases,  having  eight 
or  nine  years  to  run,  at  yearly  rents,  amounting  to  jC150..11..0. 

That  the  Taxes,  Repairs,  &c.,  having  greatly  increased,  so  as 
to  exhaust  the  one-third  of  the  rents,  leaving  no  part  applicable 
to  the  Poor,  the  Petition  insisted,  that  the  Decree  of  the  13th  of 
July,  1744,  did  not  extend  to  future  Fines. — That  the  Order  of 
the  3d  of  May,  1753,  applied  only  to  the  augmentation  of  the 
Salaries  of  the  Master  and  Usher> — That  it  was  not  the  intent  of 
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\b0  Mktmts  io  «ppioved  by  the  Courts  that  Fmes,  payable  on 
TOiiewiDg  or  granting  leases  of  the  Charity  Estate,  should  be  di* 
vided  as  annwil  Profits^ — And  that  the  Master  and  Usher  were 
not  entitled  to  the  two-thirds  of  the  £4300.  now  to  be.receiv^ 
£6r  lines,  &c.  ^Praying  directions  for  the  application  of  the  said 
80III  of  £4300.,  and  of  all  future  Fines  and  the  future  manage- 
ment of  the  Estates  and  Inoome,'— That  the  Master  may  i^>prove 
of  a  Scheme  for  that  puipoee,*— And,  if  necessary,  review  the 
fbrmer  Scheme. 

This  Petition  came  on  to  be  heard>  on  the  29th  of  July^ 
1813,  when  Lord  Eldon  expressed  himself  as  follows^ 
aooording  to  the  Reports  of  Veset  and  Beambs,  vol,  2.  pp. 
1^7-143  ;— 

This  Petition  is  presented  under  the  late  Act  of  Parliament, 
ffi^fing  liberty  to  apply  by  Petition  in  a  summary  way  to  haTe 
the  Charity  properly  regulated  : — 

The  Declaration  of  the  Decree,  pronounced  in  1744,  that  the 
Warden  of  All  Souls  is  the  Visitor,  but  that  the  Revenues  were 
subject  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  this  Court,  is  perfectly  agreeable  to 
Law  3  and  calls  upon  me  to  lay  out  of  the  Case  all  circumstan- 
ces relative  to  the  regulation  of  the  School,  which  fall  under  the 
cognizance  of  the  Visitor  :— 

The  Master  of  the  School  at  that  time  stated,  that  it  was  not 
his  fault,  that  there  were  no  Scholars ;— That  another  School, 
established  for  teaching  Arithmetic,  had  been  found  more  bene- 
ficial to  the  views  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  place  ^ — But  the 
Lord  Chancellor  said.  The  Warden  of  All  Soub*  College,  as  the 
Visiroa,  had  exclusive  jurisdiction  upon  that  subject ;  and,  con- 
curring in  that  opinion,  I  have  nothing  to  do  with  so  much  of 
this  Petition  as  complains  of  the  fbUowing  circumstances ;  upon 
which,  if  they  afford  ground  for  complaint,  that  complaint  must 
be  addressed  to  the  Visitor]  that  with  a  Fund  arising  from 
Fines,  amouning  now  to  near  £5000.,  to  be  distributed,  two- 
thirds  to  the  Master  and  Usher,  and  the  remaining  third  to  the 
Poor  of  the  Parish,  the  Master  is  resident  with  one  Scholar,— 
and  the  Usher  is  Uving  in  Hampshire.  All  that  is  fbr  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Visitor:  if  made  the  subject  of  complaint : — 

As  to  the  Revenue,  it  has  been  decided  by  The  Court,  and  is 
quite  clear,  that,  where  there  is  a  local  Visitor  as  to  the  conduct 
and  management  of  the  School,  if  in  the  original  instrument  a 
Trust  is  expressed  as  to  the  application  of  the  Revenue,  this 
Court  has  Jurisdiction  to  compel  a  due  application,  llie  Court 
has  in  fiact  and  practice  acted  upon  the  ground  of  such  Jurisdic- 
tion :  of  which  there  is  no  doubt  ;—

The  Constrnctioii  that  has  been  ghren  to  the  Act  Of  Burli^ 
ment  and  Charter^  at  to  the  application  of  the  Revenues  of  this 
Foundation,  is  this^-^confining  myself  now  to  the  actual  appli- 
cation of  the  Rents  prerioualy  to  the  reference  directed  by  Lord 
Thitrlow  to  the  Master,  to  consider  of  a  Scheme  as  to  the  fti- 
ture  application,-*4)Ut,  widiout  adverting  «to  the  several  orders, 
it  may  be  represented  in  a  general  way,  that  the  Court  had 
af^MTOved  this  sort  of  distribtttion  of  the  Revenues  of  an  Estate^ 
let  in  the  way  I  shall  mention : — 

The  Court  has  expressed  an  Opinion,  that  it  has  authority  to 
control  the  power  in  the  Master  and  Usher  of  leasing  for  Three 
lives  or  Thirty-one  years,  if  it  should  appear  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Charity  not  to  act  upon  that  power.  Under  the  express 
terms  of  the  power  they  are  to  lease,  not  for  their  own  ben^i 
only,  but  also  in  a  given  proportion/or  the  ben^t  of  the  Poor  of 
the  Parish.  Some  Leases  were  made  for  lives,— some  not  for 
lives, — and  until  the  Master's  Report  under  the  reference,  direc- 
ted by  Lord  Thurlow,  it  was  never  considered  as  a  plan  to  be 
generally  acted  upon,  that  all  the  estates  should  be  let  upon 
leases  for  Thirty-one  years,  or  lives  determinable  upon  that  pe- 
riod, taking  large  Fines  :-— 

The  Court  had,  however,  great  difficulty  to  determine,  what 
was  to  be  done  with  the  Fines,  that  had  been  taken,— but  the 
final  distribution  of  the  Revenue  has  been  of  this  sort.  The 
distribution,  contemplated  by  the  Act  of  Parliament  and  the 
Letters  Patent,  being  in  proportions,  which  altogether  exhausted 
the  whole.  The  Court  thought,  the  distribution  of  the  Reve- 
nues, when  augmented,  must  be  in  the  same  proportions  j  mak- 
ing  an  addition  to  the  quota  of  each  -,  and  accordingly,  where 
there  were  leases  upon  j^es,  or  Rents,  the  distribution,  actu* 
ally  made,  was  two^thxrdi,  without  deducting  taxes  and  other 
outgoings,  to  the  Master  and  Usher,«— tAe  other  third  was  appUed 
to  the  charges  and  outgoings  of  all  the  three  shares, --^oxkd  what 
remained  was  distributed  to  the  Poor  of  the  Parish  : — 

Upon  an  application  to  Lord  Thurlow  as  to  the  distribution 
of  some  of  the  Funds,  this  seems  to  have  struck  him  as  a  singu^ 
tar  management  of  a  Charity  estate, — and  there  is  one  material 
Petition  and  Order,  bringing  to  the  view  of  the  Court  this> — 
which  seems  to  have  been  forgotten  in  the  Scheme  that  had 
been  approved,— that  in  consequence  of  this  species  of  letting, 
applied  very  genendly,  but  not  universally,  when  leases  were 
renewed  upon  Fines,  there  was  something  material  coming  to 
the  Parish, — that  on  the  other  hand,  after  giving  the  portkm  of 
the  annual  rents  to  the  Master  and  Usher,  free  of  all  deductions, 
the  remaining  diird  for  the  Poor,  after  leaving  aU  outgoings 
upon  the  whole  estate,  left  nothing  to  be  given  to  the  Poor  in 
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those  years, — the  annual  charges  eating  out  one-third  of  the 
surplus  3  so  that  the  Receiver  was  ohligiMl  to  apply  to  the  Court 
to  authorize  him  to  deduct  l^m  the  other  two-thirds  the  defi- 
ciency of  that  third  to  answer  those  charges^^aiming  at,  though 
not  distinctly  praying,  a  Declaration,  authorizing  some  arrange- 
ment, that  would  give  something  to  the  Poor  of  the  Parish> — 
forming  one  of  the  objects,  to  receive  something  annually  :-— 

Lord  Thurlow  made  an  Order,  directing  a  Reference  to  the 
Master  to  consider  of  a  better  Schone  for  letting  the  Estate. 
It  probably  occurred  to  His  Lordship,  that  this  mode  of  letting 
operated  directly  to  disappoint  one  object  of  the  Charity, — and, 
that,  if  it  was  fit,  that  these  Fines  should  be  taken,as  they  would 
probably  very  largely  increase,  it  should  be  considered,  whether 
the  profit,  arising  in  that  shape,  should  not  be  made  a  perman- 
ent Fund,  yielding  a  permanent  Revenue  for  the  Schoolmaster 
and  Usher,  and  their  Successors,  and,  as  to  one-third,  for  the 
Poor, — probably  also  thinking  this  not  at  all  a  proper  mode  of 
letting  a  Charity  Estate : — 

The  Report,  made  in  1792,  and  approve^  afterwards  by  The  > 
Lords  Commissioners,  states  the  ground  upon  which  the  Master 
went,  not  only  as  to  the  Farms  out  of  lease,  but  as  to  all  the 
Estates  in  future, — the  Leases  not  being  less  than  Thirty-eight 
in  number, — ^and  the  reasoning  would  apply  equally  to  the  estate 
of  any  Tenant  in  fee, — ^that  by  letting  without  Fines  needy  per- 
sons might  become  Tenants, — the  Tenants  being  to  covenant  to 
repair,  and  leave  in  repair ; — 

The  Report  proceeds  therefore  to  state,  that,  as  the  Leases 
should  expire,  all  the  lands  should  be  let  upon  Fines  at  small 
rents.  As  a  general  application,  if  there  were  no  particular  cir- 
cumstances, ^s  reasoning  would  in  the  case  of  an  Infant  call 
upon  the  Court  to  take  the  same  course, — as  there  might  be 
very  bad  Tenants,  who  would  not  do  justice  to  the  Fanns,*»but 
the  answer  to  that  would  be,  that  good  Tenants  might  be  pro- 
cured, who  would  do  them  justice : — 

Giving  credit,  however,  to  the  argument,  that  in  the  covenant 
to  build  upon  the  estate  titie  Landlord  may  receive  a  considera- 
tion for  a  long  lease,  if  the  same  lease  contains  on  the  Tenant's 
part  a  covenant  to  sustain  and  leave  all  those  buildings  in  suffi- 
cient repair,  taking  that  to  have  been  the  condition  of  all  these 
Farms,  upon  what  ground  am  I  to  infer,  that,  though  such  a 
lease  was  necessary  in  that  instance,  it  was  equally  necessary 
afterwards,  when  that  very  lease  provided,  that  those  circum- 
stances, in  consideration  of  which  such  peculiar  leases  were  to 
be  made,  should  not  exist, — and  why,  if  that  was  proper  as  to 
one  Farm,  which  required  expensive  buildings,  was  every  Farm> 
though  not  under  the  same  circumstances,  to  be  let  in  the  same 
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way, — and  again  at  liie  expiration  of  those  leases,  when  no  such 
reason  could  exist  ? —    , 

In  1794  this  Report  was  confirmed,  and  the  Leases  directed 
to  be  so  made,  not  only  then,  but  in  all  future  time.  Afterwards 
an  application  was  made  to  Lord  Lougbborouoh  about  the 
Taxes, — who  would  only  go  the  length  of  giving  to  the  Receiver, 
what  the  whole  annual  Income  of  the  Parish  would  not  pay  of 
those  outgoings,  which  the  Receiver  was  not  authorized  to  take 
out  of  the  proportions  of  the  Master  and  Usher : — 

The  present  application  arises  out  of  what  passed  in  1 8()4,  and 
there  is  difficulty  enough  upon  it, — not  in  praying  a  Reference 
to  the  Master  to  review  the  Scheme,  upon  which  the  Estate  is 
now  let,  with  reference  to  the  future,  and  to  receive  a  Plan  for 
the  better  management  of  the  Estate,  and  distribution  of  the 
Revenue,  having  regard  to  the  proportion  of  division  by  the 
Letters  Patent  as  to  the  original  Income,— but  upon  the  Proposal 
ibr  future  letting,  and,  tf  the  Master's  Opinion  should  be  in 
fsvoQT  of  Fines,  as  to.  the  application  of  those  Fines  either  as 
annual  Revenue,  or  a  permanent  Fund,  subject  to  the  approba- 
tion of  the  Court : — 

The  first  difficulty  is  with  regard  to  persons,  who,  under  the 
authority  of  the  Court,  have  actually  contracted  for  leases.  It 
would  be  very  difficult  to  dispossess  those,  who  have  become 
Tenants,  or  continued  Occupation,  relying  upon  the  faith  of 
biddings  before  the  Master,  that  they  were  to  have  leases.  I 
wish,  therefore,  to  know  the  nature  of  their  contracts,  the  par- 
ticular state  of  each  Tenant  as  to  his  lease  and  his  money.  The 
Proceedings  in  this  Charity  from  beginning  to  end  require  me  to 
say,  that,  if  the  present  Scheme  and  Management  are  not  for 
the  benefit  of  all  the  objects  of  the  Charity,  it  must  no  longer 
go  on  so, — which  is  very  different  from  the  consideration  as  to 
the  time  past, — ^having  regard  to  the  expectations  of  persons, 
who  have  been  dealing  upon  the  authority  of  the  Court, — much 
as  I  conceive  the  Court  was  mistaken  in  what  was  done  in 
1792  :— 

I  desire,  therefore,  to  have  a  statement  of  the  respective 
names  of  the  Bidders,  the  times  of  bidding,  of  confirming  the 
Report,  and  what  was  done  with  the  money,  whether  Fines  or 
Purchase  Money,  at  the  times  of  confirming  those  Biddings,  or 
since: — 

Refer  it  to  the  Master  to  consider  of  a  Proposal,  with  liberty 
to  any  party  to  lay  Proposals  before  the  Master,  for  the  future 
management  of  the  Estate, — with  power  to  review  all  the  plans, 
before  adopted, — and,  if  the  Master  shall  be  of  opinion,  that 
it  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  Charity,  that  all  or  any  of  the  lands 
should  hereafter  be  let  upon  Fines,  or  partly  upon  Fines,  to  be 
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at  libertyto  recdve  Pn^sals^  and  to  state  his  opinion  npon 
them  as  to  the  application  of  those  Fines,  either  as  divisible  at 
the  time  they  aic  paid,  or  being  considered  as  a  permanent  Fond 
for  the  futnre  interest  of  the  respectivie  objects  of  the  Charity^— 
and  to  state  his  Opinion  upon  all  these  matters,  having  dtne  re- 
gaid  to  die  Letters  Patent,  tlie  Act  of  Parliament,  and  all  tbe 
subsequent  Proceedings  of  this  Co«rt. 

On  the  28th  of  April,  1814,  The  Biiuster  aikd  U^er  pre- 
sented  a  PetLtion,  staling,  that  seiveral  of  the  Charity  Es- 
tates had  latdy  been  let  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Master  at  increased  Rents  and  Fines,  the  Fines  amountii^ 
to  iS430d, — and  inasting,  that  the  PetitionerB  were  entided, 
as  their  Predecessors,  to  two^thirds  of  the  money,  arising 
from  such  Fines,  in  the  proportions,  as  between  themselves^ 
of  Two-thirds  to  the  Master,  and  one  Third  to  the  Usher. 
The  Petition,  farther  stating,  that  the  Master  had  expended 
conidderable  sums  in  substantial  repairs  and  improvements, 
prayed  an  account  of  the  money  «o  laid  out,  and  en  apfd^^ 
cation  of  the  Fund  in  the  Baaak  on  account  of  the  Fines : 
viz..  Two-thirds  to  the  Petitioners  in  the  proportions  before 
stated :  the  Costs  and  ImprovaoAents  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
remaining  third :  and  the  surplus  to  go  according  to  tlie  Act' 
o{  Edwaed  the  Sixth. 

On  the  hearing  of  this  Petition^  The  Lord  Chancellor 
said, — 

'^  I  am  satisfied^  that  the  Question,  how  these  Fines  for  the 
time  past  are  to  be  disposed  of,  has  dcTcdved  upon  me  as  a 
consequence  of  the  change  of  The  Great  Seal  from  Lord  Thur- 
Low  to  The  Lords  Commissioners  in  1792.  Lord  Thvrlow*s 
Order  was  calculated  to  set  right  the  mode  of  dealii^  with  the 
estate,  which  had  prevailed :  and  The  Lords  Commissioners  did 
not  sufficiently  attend  to  the  principle,  on  which  Lord  TauR- 
jLow  ordered  a  review  of  the  Application  which  had  been  direct- 
ed by  Lord  Hard  wicks  : — 

"  The  only  difficulty  I  have  in  this  case  is  upon  the  pointy 
whether  I  have  any  tlung  more  to  do  with  the  Fines  for  the 
time  past  than  to  distribute  them  according  to  the  existing 
Trusts,  actually  attadung  upon  them.  Were  I  the  Vmtor^ 
83 1  am  not,  I  might  state  an  Opinion :   but  {  am  out  ef  my 
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place  in  observing,  'Ibat,  as  Visitor,  I  should  admoni^t  the  Mas- 
ter, or  Usher,  of  this  Sc1k>o1  in  Hertfordshire,  residing  in  Som- 
erseishire,  however  usefully  employed.  The  Master  might  as 
well  reside  elsewhere  as  the  ITsher:  but  both  ought  to  be, 
where  they  will  be  ready  to  do  the  duty,  and  can  do  it :  and  it 
is  impossible  to  say,  they  can  be  as  properly  employed  else- 
where, with  reference  to  the  objects  of  this  Foundation,  as  if 
they  were  resident  in  the  place,  where  that  Duty  is  to  be  per- 
fonned.  This  is  a  Royal  Foundation  under  which  The  Master 
and  Vtitier  are  Corporators.  As  long  as  they  remain  so,  and 
the  Visitor  does  not  think  proper  to  remove  them,  they  must 
in  a  Court  of  Justice  have  the  enjoyment  of  all  the  Revenues, 
which  belong  to  them  by  the  same  instrument,  that  gives  them 
the  Corporate  Character.  The  Question  now  before  me  is 
not  as  to  their  conduct,  but  how  the  Rents  and  Profits  have 
been  actually  given  to  the  persons,  holding  these  situations ; 
and,  unless  I  am  to  conclude,  that  from  the  year  1792  an  im- 
proper mode  of  letting  these  Estates  has  prevailed  in  the  Mas- 
ter's oflSce,  I  do  not  see  my  way  to  refuse  Two-Thirds  of  the 
profits  for  the  time  past, — ^having  no  right  to  withold  that,  to 
which  they  have  a  present  title.*' 

These  honourable  sentiments,  so  clearly  and  forcibly 
expressed  by  The  Chakcellor,  deserve  to  be  made  still 
more  public,  than  by  a  volume  of  Reports  of  Proceedings 
in  The  Court,  which  no  one  but  a  Practitioner  reads. 

By  those  Proceedings  it  appears,  that  the  original  in- 
tention of  the  Foundation  was,  that  the  Children  of  the 
Town  should  be  there  educated,  and  that  the  Poor  should 
have  the  benefit  of  one^third  of  the  Estate,— That  the 
Master  and  Usher  bong  in  possession,  availed  themselves 
of  the  power  ^ven  to  them  of  letting  Leases  on  Fines,  tTie 
whole  of  which  they  converted  to  their  own  use,  totally  ex^ 
duding  the  Poor  from  any  participation  therein, — ^That 
they  threw  the  whole  burden  of  Taxes  and  Repairs  on  the 
one-third  designed  for  the  Poor,  by  which  means  the  whole 
of  the  great  Rents  was  converted  to  their  own  use,  and  the 
third  which  was  designed  for  the  Poor,  was  wholly  swal* 
lowed  up  by  Taxes  and  Repairs, — ^That,  at  the  hearmg  of 
this  matter  in  1813,  ffie  School  was  a  complete  Sinecure,  as 
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to  the  original  intent  of  teaching  the  children  of  the  Town, 
—That  the  Master  took  a  few  Pupils  into  his  House> — And 
that  the  Usher  resided  in  Hampshire, 

A  few  years  since,  the  Master  and  Usher  of  this  Corpo- 
ration sold  Seven  detached'  pieces  of  land,  containing  alto- 
gether Thirty  acres,  for  the  Redemption  of  the  Land  Tax, 
charged  upon  the  whole  School  Estate. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Thomas  Dupkc, — ^the 
Usher  is,  the  Revd.  Michael  Dupne. 
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BUNTINGFORD. 

Tbb  Gkahmab  School  at  Buktikgford  was  fiMinded  by 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Frbbhan,  Relict  of  William  FaEBiiAiVy 
Esq.,  ofJspedcn  HaB,  in  the  County  of  Hertford,  prior  to 
the  year  1633 ;  and  endowed  with  about  9  acres  of  land  in 
the  Parish  of  Great  Mundeo,  now  let  at  £12..12..0  jf>er 

In  1652,  Lady  Jakb  Baekham  gave  £100.,  the  rent 
thereof  to  be  paid  to  the  Master,  for  teaching  Fivs  poor 
children.  It  is  charged  upon  an  estate  at  Chipfwigy  and 
yields  an  annuity  of  £5. 

Here  is  no  fund  whatever  for  the  repairs  of  the  SdiooU 
house  and  Premises,— and  the  present  Master  expended 
between  £200.  and  £300.  in  the  Summer  of  18 1 5,  only  upon 
such  repairs. 

The  Patron  and  Viator  of  this  School  is,  Philip  Earl  of 
Habbwickb,  K.G. 

I^.  Sbth  Wabd,  Bishop  of  Salisbuby,  a  name  revered 
in  this  his  native  place,  and  who  was  himself  educated  at 
this  School,  besides  the  liberal  Foundation  of  an  Hospital, 
—-gave  £1000.  to  Chbist^s  College,  Cambridge,  with 
wUch  an  Estate  was  bou^t  at  FFifTiMtf A,  in  Essex,  and  settled 
for  the  payment  of  Foub  Scholabships  of  £  1 2.  per  anmim 
each. — His  Lordship  afterwards  purchased  Fee-farm  rents 
to  the  Value  of  £22..1 1..0.  per  anmum^Xo  be  settled  for  the 
same  uses  as  the  Estate  at  Wimbi8h.-^lle  ordered  the  Four 
Scholarships  to  be  first  paid,  and  the  overplus  to  be  equally 
divided  between  The  Master  and  Fellows  of  Christ's  College, 
and  the  Master  of  Buntingford  School. 

These  Scholarships  are  appropriated  to  persons  bom  in 
HertfbrdMUrey  and  ^ucated  in  BuKTiKaroBD  School  ;  and 
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of  them,  such  as  are  bom  in  the  Parish  of  Aspeden  or  Town 
of  Buntingford,  cceteris  paribus,  are  to  be  preferred. 

If,  upon  vacancy,  none  of  Buntingford  School  are  qualified. 
The  Master  and  Fellows  are  to  inquire  for  a  Hertfbrdahire 
Scholar  in  the  University,  and,  if  any  such  be  found,  be  is 
to  he  admitted  to  the  SdkolaiBhip,— If  no  such  PUf^ly  is  to 
be  m^t  with,  upon  notice  given  by  The  College  to  the  Master 
of  Buntingford  School,  he  is  to  signify  to  the  Masters  of  the 
ongbbDuring  Schools  in  Hertfordshire  (particularly  Stort^srd, 
Hitchin,  Ware,  and  Hertford)  the  time  appointed  by  The 
College  for  the  admission,  the  number  of  vacancies,  and 
qualification  of  peraons  eligible,  Uiat  they  are  Hertfordshire 
bom,  and  ediicated  in  some  Pree  and  Public  School  licensed 
in  this  County,  Xp  the  end  that  any  one  soqualified  may  o0Bir 
himself  to  The  College.— If,  upon  this  notice,  none  ofifer 
bimfrif.  The  College  may  elect  out  of  their  .own  Students 
the  most  deserving. 

These  SchcdarshipB  may  beholden  a  year  after  Mteter  of 
Arts,  prodded  that  D^ree  b  regularly  taken,  although  the 
penoa  be  elected  Fellow. 

The  Master  of  Buntingford  School  is  to  teach  Foub  Boyi 
fivdiy,  for  his  moiety  of  the  overplus  money  of  the  rent  of 
the  Estates  given  by  the  good  Prelate.  The  boys  are  to  be 
nominated  by  the  Rector  of  Aspeden  and  Yicar  of  Layston, 
out  of  their  own,  or  any  bordering  Parish* 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Samusl  Dbwb,  M.  A., 
fermerly  of  Trinity  and  Balfiol  Coliq^  Oxfoid,  who  takes 
Pupils  upon  the  following  Terms  :«*-

Acoovdmg.to  the  Biographia  BrUannieay  the  beneficent 
Bishop,  immediately  after  his  election  to  the  See  of  Exbteb, 
^^  set  about  repairing  the  Episcopal  Palace, — augmented  the 
poor  Vicarages, — ^increased  the  Prebends,  from  Four  to 
Twenty  pounds  a  year, — ^procured  the  Deanry  of  Burien  to 
be  annexed  to  the  Bishopric  of  Exeter, «-and  by  these  acts 
of  Munificence,  with  many  instances  of  his  capacity  for  busi- 
ness, became  the  most  considerable  man  on  the  Bishops^ bench. 
In  1667  he  was  translated  to  the  Bishopric  of  Salisbury,  being 
elected^the  5th  and  confirmed  the  1 2th  of  September.  He  was 
very  acceptable  to  the  chief  persons  in  that  Diocese,  and 
obtcuned  great  respect  and  esteem  by  his  extensive  charity, 
and  cheerful  hospitality.  As  he  had  done  at  Exeter,  he 
caused  here  the  Cathedral,  and  his  own  Palace,  to  be 
thoroughly  repaired, — the  latter  at  the  expense  of  abov^ 
£2000.  And  contributed  largely  towards  making  the  river 
Avon  navigable  to  Salisbury,  not  only  with  his  money,  but 
advice  and  interest,  and  his  application  to  those  in  power. 
To  his  own  See  he  was  a  great  benefactor,  by  causing  the 
Honourable  Office  of  Chancellor  of  the  Order  of  the  Garter 
to  be  restored  and  annexed  to  it  for  ever,  after  it  had  been 
withheld  from  his  Predecessors  a  Hundred  and  Thirty-two 
years.  But  the  noblest  monument  of  his  Beneficence,  was 
The  College  of  Matrons  in  Salisbury,  founded  by  him 
in  1682,  for  the  reception  and  maintenance  of  Ten  Women, 
the  Widows  of  orthodox  Ministers  of  the  Diocese  of  Salisbury. 
Two  years  after,  he  erected  a  fair  buildmg  at  Buntingford, 
his  native  place,  consisting  of  Eight  Mansions,  and  each 
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mansum  of  four  tooaiBy  two  above  stain  and  two  bdow,  fiir 
the  reception  and  maintenance  of  Foctk  Poor  Men,  and  Foux. 
FooE  Women,  who  had  lived  handsomely,  and  by  misfortune 
were  reduced  to  poverty, — ^the  allowaace  to  eadi  is  £10.  a 
year.  He  also  augmented  the  stipend  of  the  Minister  and  of 
die  Schoolmaster  in  thai  Town.  And  gave  £GO0.  to  be  laid 
out  in  land,  and  the  rent  employed  in  putting  out  Thbss 
Fbor  Chilcben  Apprentioes  yearly  out  of  Aqpedm  and 
Layston.**

Thb  Gbammab  School. 

The  Grammar  School  in  the  Town  of  Hertford  was 

founded  by  Richard   Hale,  Esq.,  of  Cheshunt,  in  the 

Fourteenth  year  of  the  reign  of   King  James  the  First, 

I6I7. 
In  the  Letters  Patent,  it  is  expressed  to  have  been  "  pro 

eruditione  et  instructione  Puerorum  et'Juvenum  in  LinguA 

Latindy  et  aUdpolitiori  Liter atwr AT 

It  is  subsequently  named,  according  to  the  desire  of  The 

Founder,  "  The  School  of  Richard  Hale,  Esq.,"  for 
the  instruction  and  bringing  up  of  Children  and  Youth  of 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Hertford  in  the  Latin 
Tongue,  and  other  Literature. 

No  more  precise  description  occurs  of  what  the  Master  \& 
bound  to  teach ;  and,  it  is  presumed,  according  to  the  practice 
of  Dr.  Carr,  a  former  eminent  Master,  and  that  of  Grammar 
Schools  in  general,  that  English,  Writing,  and  Arithmetic, 
not  being  mentioned  in  any  manner  whatever  in  the  Sta- 
tutes, were  liable  to  a  moderate  charge,  which  Dr.  Carr 
made  at  Half  a  guinea  fcr  Quarter ;  and  which  has  pro- 
perly been  continued  by  the  present  Master,  William  Do- 
BINSON,  Esq.,  during  a  Mastership  of  somewhat  more  than 
Ten  years. 

As  there  is  no  limitation,  mentioned  in  the  Statutes,  of 
the  number  of  boys  to  be  admitted,  it  must  be  obvious  that 
die  School,  without  this  small  pecuniary  restriction,  would 
be  altogether  insuffident  to  contain  those  of  &oery  descrip^ 
Hon,  who  might  apply  for  admission ;  and,  consequently, 
the  Master  would  be  so  much  embarrassed  as  to  be  quite 
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unabe  to  pay  the  necessary  attention  to  the  *^  PolUiori  Li- 
ieraturd^  expressed  in  the  Letters  Patent,  without  more 
Assistants  than  the  Statutes  appoint,  which  is  only  One, 

The  Salaries  to  the  Master,  and  his  Assistant,  arise  from 
£800.  bequeathed  for  the  purchase  of  Lands  aild  Tenements 
to  that  amount,  in  the  Town  and  neighbourhood  of  Hert- 
ford, which  purchase  was  made  by  Rowland  Hale,  Esq., 
a  Descendant  and  Heir  of  the  Founder,  and  now  produces 
£20.  per  annum  to  the  Master ;  £10.  to  the  Assistant;  and 
£10.  more  for  keeping  the  premises  in  due  repair. 

It  need  scarcely  be  observed,  that  such  sums  at  the  pre- 
sent time,  would  be  totally  inadequate  to  the  maintenance  of 
either  the  Master  or  his  Assistant ;  and,  therefore,  Boarders 
are  admitted.  These  Scholars,  like  the  number  of  those  on 
the  Foundation,  are  unlimited;  but  are  on  an  average, 
about  Thirty,  at  Twenty-five  or  Thirty  guineas  j?^  annum 
each. 

The  number  of  boys  upon  the  Foundation  are  about 
Forfof ;  but,  as  many  of  them  are  taught  French  (a  lan- 
guage not  mentioned  in  the  Statutes),  and  other  Literature, 
an  additional  half  guinea  per  Quarter  is  charged ;  and  all 
who  apply,  have  admission. 

The  School  was  undoubtedly  intended  by  The  Founder, 
chie^  for  ClasHcai  education,  being  erected  at  a  period 
when  the  Commerce  of  the  Country  was  scarcely  to  be 
named  with  that  of  the  present  age.  This  Classical  instruc- 
tion is  still  continued  in  the  School,  but  not  to  that  extent, 
perhaps,  originally  intended  by  The  Founder  ;—PA£rrfr«4*, 
Ovid^  Virgil,  and  sometimes  Horace,  are  read  by  the  Se- 
nior Boys ;  and  some  have  read  the  Greek  Testament,  and 
part  of  Homer  ;  though  there  are  none,  at  present,  who  are 
engaged  in  the  latter  language,  as  the  Parents  thmk  it  alto- 
gether unnecessary  for  boys,  chiefly  designed  for  Commer- 
dal  situations.  The  Grammars  made  use  of,  are  the  Etok 
Latin  and  Greek. 
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There  are  Sbvbn  Scholabships  at  Peter-House,  Cam- 
bridge,  of  £14.  per  amwrn^  founded  by  Beenard  Hale, 
S.  T.  P. ;  but,  for  many  years  past,  none  of  the  sons  of  the 
Freemoi  or  InhafaiCaDts  have  been  sent  to  The  UmverBity, 
for  the  reason  already  assigned. 

For  the  same  i«ason  also  Lord  Viscount  Melbourne, 
who  has  the  present  appointment  to  the  Mastership,  »  more 
inclined  to  promote  Commerdal  than  Classical  Leanung,  as 
more  advantageous  to  the  Inhabitants,  bang  vested  with  a 
power  '<  toadda/nd  aUer^  duinge^  disaBoWy  or  disatmul any 
qfthe  Statutes,  as  qfien  as  he,  or  his  Assigns,  shall  think  fit 
or  needfidyfor  the  good  govemmmt  qfthe  School.'^ 

Ralph  Minors,  formerly  Master,  gave  to  die  Parish  of 
AH  Saints  £10.  in  Trust ;  The  intereA  of  whidl  is  to  pur- 
chase '^  Three  pair  of  Whiie  Gkroes^  Sott  the  Mayor,  Justice 
of  Peace,  and  Minister,  who  shall  attend  at  the  Orations  of 
the  Scholars,  at  their  breaking  up  at  Christmas ;  the  re- 
mainder to  be  given  to  the  well-deserving  Scholars  or  Poor, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Mayor  and  Justice. 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Mastership,  by  death  or 
otherwise,  during  the  Minority  of  Lord  Melbourne,  or  his 
Successors,  The  Corporation  of  Hertford,  who  are  styled 
"  GrovERNORs,"  have  a  ri^ht  to  appoint 

A  Dwelling-House,  sufficiently  commodious  for  the  Mas- 
ter, being  deemed  expedient,  the  present  Residence  was 
built  about  the  year  17^79  by  subscription;  which  when 
Mr.  DopiNsoN  was  appointed,  was  in  such  a  state  of  dilapi- 
dation, with  the  School  and  other  parts  of  the  premises, 
that  repairs  to  the  amount  of  £735.  were  found  necessary 
to  rdnstate  them.  This  was  also  accomplished  by  the 
Subscription  of  Lord  Melbourne,  and  other  Noblemen, 
and  the  Members  for  the  County  and  Borough  with  the 
Corporation  and  Gentry  of  the  Town  and  Neighbourhood, 
and  some  of  the  InhaUtants,  including  also  a  contribution 
of  The  Master  of  £120.  (not  very  usual  in  such  repairs). 
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and)  subsequently,  of  nearly  £^0.  more  for  the  same  pur- 
pose.

The  East  India  College  School. 

The  East  India  College  School  at  Hertford  was 
founded  in  the  year  1806,  by  The  Honble,  The  East 
India  Company,  when  they  established  their  College 
there  :--in  which  Pupils  might  be  adimitted  at  an  early 
age,  for  the  purpose  of  being  prepared  for  admission  into 
The  College.     But  it  is  also  open  to  the  Public  at  large. 

The  Company  have  a  lease  of  Hertford  CasUe,  for  Twen- 
ty^ne  years,  from  1806,  which  is  appropriated  to  the  resi- 
dence of  The  Head  Master. 

The  course  of  instruction  pursued  in  this  noble  School 
is  extensive ; — namely.  The  Greek,  Latin,  Persian,  Hin- 
d&stany,  French,  and  English  Languages; — ^Writing, 
Arithmetic,  Mathematics,  History,  and  Geography,  Draw- 
ing, Dancing,  &c 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  M.  H.  Luscombb,  D.  D., 
who  is  allowed  Hertford  Castle  as  hb  residence,  rent  free ; 
but  without  any  other  privilege  besides  this  and  the  Patron- 
age of  The  Company.  This  worthy  Gentleman  takes 
Pupils;  his  terms  being,  for  boys  above  the  age  of  Ten 
years.  Seventy  guineas  per  annum^  and  for  those  under 
that  age,  Fifry  guineas  per  annum ;  which  sums  include 
Board  and  Instruction  in  all  the  above  mentioned  branches, 
excepting  the  Oriental  Languages,  for  both  of  which  a 
charge  is  made  of  Four  guineas  a  year. 

The  Summer  Vacation  commences  on  the  20th  of  June, 
and  ends  on  the  31st  of  July.  The  Winter  Vacation  com- 
mences on  the  20th  of  December,  and  ends  on  the  31st  of 
January. 
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STANSTED  ABBOTS,  near  Hoddesdon. 

The  Grammab  School  at  Stansted  Abbotts  was  founded 
about  the  year  1630,  by  Sir  Ralph  Bash  or  Baesh,  and 
endowed  with  a  House  and  School-room  under  the  same 
roof,  and  £20.  per  annum  for  a  Master,  charged  upon  the 
Manor  and  paid  by  the  Lord,  together  with  some  other 
Charities  directed  by  the  benevolent  Founder.  And  it  is 
gratifying  to  record,  that  these  have  all  been  honourably 
paid,  ever  since  the  Estate  has  been  in  the  Family  of  Fkilde, 
which  is  now  about  a  Century  and  an  half. 

Latin  is  not  now  taught. 

The  Master's  Stipend  has  lately  been  increased  by  volun- 
tary contributions,  and  the  present  system  of  Education  is 
on  the  improved  Naticmal  Plan. 
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STEVENAGE. 

The  Fbse  School  at  Stevenaos  was  founded  in  the  year 
1558,  in  pursuance  of  the  Will  of  The  Revd.  Thomas  Al- 
len, who  endowed  it  with  20  marks  per  cmnumy  payable 
out  of  ten  acres  of  land  situate  near  the  Town,  now  worth 
about  £20.  a  year, — and  which  he  vested  in  The  M asteb. 
Fellows,  and  Scholars  of  Teivity  College,  Cambridge, 
with  power  to  appoint  the  Master  of  the  School,  who  must 
be  a  Master  of  Arts. 

The  College  some  time  after  purchased  a  House  for  the 
Master,  upon  condition  that  he  should  keep  it  in  repair. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  boys  of  the  Town  indefinitely, 
free  of  expense  for  the  Classics.  They  are  admitted  at  any 
age  capable  of  instruction, — ^but  the  present  system  of  Edu- 
cation is  confined  solely  to  Enghsh,  writing,  and  arithmetic^ 
and  about  80  Scholars  attend,  at  the  expense  of  their  Par- 
ents or  Friends ;  as  there  is  not,  nor  has  for  many  years 
been,  one  boy  upon  the  Foundcttion* 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  E.  Beadbuet,  whose 
Salary  is  JE13..6..8.  j^  (mnum^  paid  by  Trinity  College. 
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BISHOP'S  STORTFORD. 

Thb  Gbammae  School  of  Bishop^s  Stobtfobd  ^  no  longer 
exUta,  The  whole  Establishment,  together  with  the  School- 
house,  is  in  ruinsy 

Tie  Library,  which  is  considered  a  scarce  and  valuable 
collection  of  books,  is  depodted  at  The  Vicarage,-—**  but 
they  also  are  going  to  decay T 

Sir  Hbnrt  Chauncy,  Ent,  the  Historian  of  the  County 
of  Hertford,  was  educated  at  this  School. 
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GODMANCHESTER,  near  Huntingdon. 


Thb  Fkbb  School  at  Godmanchestbb  was  founded  by 
Queen  Elizabbth,  who,  by  Letters  Patent,  placed  it  under 
the  management  of  certain  Trustees,  to  whom  The 
Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars  of  Emanuel  College, 
Cambridge,  are  bound  to  pay  £20.  per  annum  for  the  use 
of  the  Master  of  the  School,  out  of  a  Farm  situate  at  Grod- 
manchester,  which  was  settled  upon  The  College  by  Sir 
Walter  Mildmay.  A  House  was  also  given  for  the 
readence  of  the  Master. 

It  was  originally  intended  to  be  a  Grammar  School;  but 
is  now  used  only  as  a  School  to  teach  English,  writing,  and 
arithmetic. 

The  School  is  now  open  for  the  Children  of  Freemen  of 
the  Borough  of  Grodmanchester  indefinitely,  free  of  expense ; 
formerly  a  sum  of  money  was  paid  on  their  admission. 
Th^re  are  usually  about  Twenty  other  boys  who  attend  the 
School. 

Children  are  admitted  at  any  age,  and  may  remain  as 
long  as  their  Parents  please.  They  are  nominated  by  the 
Trustees. 
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The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Richard  Gaunt,  who  resides 
in  the  House,  rent  free.  His  Salary  and  Emoluments  are 
about  £28..  13..6.  per  annum ;  and  he  is  allowed  to  take  any 
number  of  Children  to  instruct,  who  are  not  the  sons  of 
Freemen. 

The  Seal  prefixed  to  this  description,  is  from  an  impres- 
^on  of  the  CorporaHon  Seal. 

The  documents  and  papers  of  every  kind  relating  to  this 
School,  are  in  the  possession  of  The  Mastbb  and  Fellows 
of  Emanuel  College. 
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HUNTINGDON. 

Whbn»  and  by  whom  Thb  Gbammak  School  at  HmniNG- 
DOK  was  founded,  is  not  known.  But  the  Endowment  now 
f<Nrms  part  of  the  Revenue  of  Thb  Mastek  and  Co-Fra'Tbk 
of  The  Hospital  of  St.  John  in  this  Town,  which  was 
founded  by  David  Earl  of  Huntingdon,  in  the  rdgn  of 
Henry  the  Second. 

The  Estates  belonging  to  The  Hospital  are  considerable ; 
consisting  of  Houses  and  Land  in  the  Town  of  ti^untingdbn 
chiefly,  and  some  Land  in  the  Parishes  of  Folkesworth, 
Sawtry,  and  Stukeley  Magna,  in  the  County  of  Hundngdon. 
The  purposes  for  which  they  were  devised,  are  said,  in  an 
Inquisition  taken  at  Huntingdon  on  the  5th  of  April,  1570, 
to  be  *<  for  the  maintenance  and  relief  of  Poor  People,  and 
the  keeping  of  a  Free  Grammar  School,  at  the  cost  and 
charges  of  The  Master  of  the  said  House  for  the  time  bdng.^ 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  are  the  Patrons,  and  Visitors. 

The  Estates  in  the  several  Parishes  of  Folkesworth, 
Sawtry,  and  Stukeley  Magna,  appear  to  have  been  ^ven  to 
The  Hospital  subsequently  to  the  Endowment,  but  before 
their  appropriation  to  the  present  purposes. 

A  field  of  two  acres  contiguous  to  the  Town;  having  been 
kft  by  a  Mr.  Dryden  to  Charitable  purposes,  has  been 
applied  by  The  Corporation  (who  are  the  Trustees)  to  aug- 
ment the  Salary  of  The  School-master.  This  benefaction 
has  been  enjoyed  by  the  present  Master,  and  his  Predecessor. 

The  present  Master  is  under  an  Agreement  to  teach  such 
Town-bom  boys  as  are  sent  to  the  School,  the  LaHn  and 
Greeh  languages,  free  of  expense.  The  number  is  not 
limited.  There  have  been  more  than  Seventy  in  the  School, 
Boarders  and  Day-boys,  for  a  considerable  time  under  the 
present  Master;  of  the  former,  about  Forty-four;  and  the 
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latter  consisted  of  two  descriptioiis,  viz..  Town-born,  and 
consequently  yr^;  and  others  from  the  Town,  not  bom 
there,  and  from  the  neighbourhood.  The  number  of  boys 
at  present  in  the  School  is  not  quite  Forty. 

There  is  no  particular  form  of  Admission,  nor  any  recom- 
mendation required.  They  are  admitted,  when  diey  can 
read  English. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the 
Eton  plan  of  Education  is  chiefly  followed. 

There  is  but  One  Scholarship,  founded  in  St  Peter's 
College,  Cambridge,  by  Thomas  Millbb,  Gentleman,  who 
left  by  Will  nominally  Eleven  acres  and  one  rood  of  land 
in  the  Parish  of  Bramptcm,  in  the  County  of  Huntingdon, 
and  all  his  Estates  in  Barham,  in  the  same  County,  <*  for  the 
maintaining  a  Scholar  of  the  said  House,  from  the  time  of 
hb  admittance  ^till  he  commenceth  Master  of  Arts,  for  ever. 
And  my  Will  is,  that  a  person  coming  from  Huntingdon 
School  should  have  the  preference ;  but,  for  want  of  such 
an  one.  The  College  may  dispose  of  it  as  they  please."" 

The  Estates  at  Barham  (consisting^  as  it  is  said,  of  some 
Cottages)  have  through  some  cause  been  last ;  as  have  atso 
4%.r..0<'.  of  the  Land  in  Brampton,  it  being  Copyhold. 

The  Seven  acres  remaining  are  worth  about  £20.  per 
annum, 

Thb  Scholarship  has  not  been  claimed  for  some  years  past 

Mr.  Robbbt  Beoadbank  founded  a  Scholarship  for  a 
NaHve  of  Huntingdon,  at  Chrisf  s  College,  Cambridge. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Edward  Edwaads, 
M.A.,  who  has  presided  over  this  School  upwards  of 
Thikty-one  tears.  His  Salary  is  £25.  per  annumy 
together  with  the  School-house,  and  five  acres  of  land, 
valued  at  about  £5.  per  acre.  This  Gentleman  takes 
Pupils,  his  charge,  for  Board  and  Instrucdon,  being  35 
guineas  per  annum ; — for  Instruction  only,  to  those  who  are 
not  free,  6  guineos  p^  onnti m ;  and  those  who  are  free,  pay 
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far  being  taught  Writiiig  and  Arithmetic  1 5s.  per  Quarter ; 
as  the  Master  has  to  provide  a  Writing  Master^  as  well  as  a 
Classical  Assistant  or  Second  Master,  at  his  own  expense. 
In  1803,  he  was  ju'esented  to  the  Living  of  All  Saints  with 
St  John^s  in  this  Town,  which  is  in  the  gift  of  the  Crown, 
and  has  no  connexion  with  the  School. 

The  most  remarkable  person  educated  at  this  School,  was 
Oliver  Ckomwsll. 

The  affairs  of  this  Establishment  are  now,  and  have  been 
for  some  years  past,  in  The  Court  of  Chancery.  Tlie  Master 
has  not  been  iixTormed  of  the  Constitution  of  the  School. 
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ASHFORD. 

The  F&xs  Geamhar  School  in  Ashfoed  was  founded  by 
Sir  NoBTOK  Knatchbull,  Knight,  in  the  Seventh  year  of 
King  Chables  the  First,  1632;  who,  for  that  purpose, 
erected  a  School-house  on  the  East  side  of  the  Church-yard, 
which,  when  completed,  he  gave  for  the  use  of  the  same. 
And  having  appmnted  a  Master,  he  allowed  him  a  Salary 
of  £30.  per  annumy  which,  by  a  proviso  in  his  Will,  proved 
in  1636,  he  ordered  his  Executor,  his  heirs  and  assigns 
should  yearly  pay  for  ever,  as  the  Salary  of  a  Schoolmaster 
for  the  time  bemg,  for  the  good  of  this  Town,  out  of  all 
those  his  lands  in  Newchurch,  containing  by  esdmation 
Thirty  acres  more  or  less. 

This  Endowment,  with  several  other  necessary  regulations, 
were  afterwards  confirmed  by  Deed  by  his  Executor,  who 
was  his  Nephew  and  Heir,  Nobtok  Knatchbitll,  Esq., 
afterwards  Knighted  and  created  a  Baronet 

The  Schoolmaster  is  appointed  by  the  Knatchbitll 
family,  and  must  be  a  Master  of  Arts  at  least  of  one  of  the 
Universities. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Town  of  Ashford, 
free  of  expense,  as  far  as  relates  to  Lettin  and  Greek ;  but 
the  Master  is  not  required  to  teach  them  writing  or  arith- 
metic, or  any  other  branch  of  literature,  except  the  Classici. 

The  number  of  Foundation  boys  varies  from  about  three 
to  eix.  The  number  of  Gentiemen^s  sons  is  much  more 
considerable,  and  has  been  sometimes  nearly  One  Hundred. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  exclusively  used;  and  the 
system  of  Education  approaches  as  nearly  as  local  drcum- 
stai)^  will  allow  to  that  admirable  Seminary. 

Tlie  present  Head  Master  is,  John  Nancb,  D.  D.,  Rector 
of  Old  Romney,  and  late  Fellpw  of  Worcester  College* 
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Oxford,  whose  Salary  is  the  oripnal  Endowment  o£  £80. 
ftr  afmum.  This  Gentleman  takes  Pujnlsi  his  annual 
terms,  for  the  hoard  and  eduo^on  of  each,  bong  Forty 
guineas. 

This  School  acquired  a  very  high  reputation  some  years 
once,  under  the  care  of  The  Revd.  Stxphxm  BABaxTTy 
then  Master;  most  of  the  sons  of  the  neighbouring  gentry 
having  received  the  early  part  of  their  education  imder  him* 
This  Gentleman  resigned  in  1764,  on  being  presented  to  the 
Rectory  of  Hothfield.  In  1766,  he  was  elected  a  seoood 
time  Master,  and  again  reingned  in  1773.  On  Im  fmi 
resignation,  he  gave  to  the  use  of  the  School  for  ever  tliiee- 
^ghth  parts  of  a  house,  yard,  and  garden,  adjoining  to  th^ 
School-house. 

The  present  celebrity  of  this  School  sufficiently  bespeaks 
the  care  and  aUlity  of  the  Master. 

John  Wallis,  D.  D.,  the  Marhwiarician,  received  the  early 
part  of  his  education  here. 
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Bn)D£NDEN,  near  Cranbrook. 

The  School  at  Biddenbek  was  founded  in  the  yeur  1522, 
by  William  Mayne,  Esq.,  of  this  Parish,  for  «  A  Fhek 
Latin  Geahmae  School,"  by  FeoflRoaent  dated  in  that 
year ;  and  endowed  with  a  School-house,  garden,  and  cer- 
tain payments  out  of  lands,  of  the  yearly  value  of  £20..3..4.; 
viz..  From  a  Farm  in  Biddenden,  £7..16..8.;  from  a  Farm 
in  Bethersden,  £8..0..0,;  and  from  a  Farm  in  Tenterden, 
JC4..6..8.  Out  of  this  sum  the  Master  is  to  keep  the  house 
and  premises  in  repair,  which,  on  a  moderate  calculation, 
amounts  on  an  average  to  £5.  per  atmum. 

The  management  of  the  School,  and  the  appointment  of 
the  Master,  are  und^  the  direction  of  Twenty-one  Feoffees; 
two  of  whom  are  acting  Trustees. 

Ten  poor  Boys  of  this  Parish  are  admitted  upon  the 
Foundation,  who  are  annually  chosen  at  Easter  by  The 
Feoffees,  and  are  educated  graHsy  with  the  exception  of 
certain  small  payments  for  books  and  stationary.  There  are 
also  about  20  day  Scholars;  some  of  whom  pay  Sd,  and 
others  f)d.  per  week. 

The  present  worthy  Master,  Mr.  Richard  Weston,  has 
conducted  the  School  with  propriety  for  upwards  of  Thirty- 
two  years. 

The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  is  Viator  of  this  School 

The  famUy  of  Mayne  possessed  great  wealth  and  con- 
sequence in  the  County  of  Kent 
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CANTERBURY. 

The  Kino's  School. 

The  King's  School  at  Canterbury  was  founded  by  King 
Henry  the  Eighth,  who,  by  the  Charter  of  Foundation, 
which  he  granted  in  the  Thirty-third  year  of  his  reign,  1542, 
to  The  Dean  and  Chapter  of  The  Cathedral  Church 
of  Christ,  constituted  the  School  a  part  of  it, — to  consist  of 
a  Master,  Usher,  and  Fifty  Scholars,  who  were  to  eat  at 
the  Common  Table,  but  which  the  provision  made  by  His 
Majesty  for  that  purpose  could  not,  however,  long  maintain. 
The  King's  Scholars  are  elected,  according  to  merit, 
at  the  November  Chapter  by  The  Dean  and  Chapter  and 
the  Head  Master,  out  of  those  boys  who  have  been  some 
time  at  the  School,  to  supply  such  vacancies  as  may  happen 
in  the  ensuing  year,  and  must  be  between  the  ages  of  nine 
Bwdijifteen :  an  exception,  however,  to  this  is  made  in  favour 
of  Choristers  from  The   Chapel  Boyal  and  Canterbury 
Cathedral.    They  may  remain  at  the  Sctioo),  Jbur  years,  or, 
with  the  approbation  of  The  Dean  and  Chapter,  and  Head 
Master,  ^ve  years,  but  no  longer.     After  election  they  are 
Emitted  by  The  Dean. 

The  School  is  liberally  op© '  for  Children  *^Jrom  any  part 
of  the  Kingdom!^ 

The  present  School-house  seems  to  be  what  was  once  the 
old  Chapel  of  St.  Thomas  the  Martyr,— and  The  Head 
Master's  House,  what  was  the  lodgings  of  the  Chantry 
Priests. 

The  Eton  Granmiars  are  used ;  and  the  Eton,  plan  of 
Education  is  pursued. 

The  Benefactions  in  favour  of  the  Scholars  of  this  School 
are  numerous ; — 
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In  1569>  Archbishop  Paeksb  founded^  oat  of  the  Revenaes 
of  Eabt-bbidos  Hospital^  two  Sholarbhips,  each  of  the 
yearly  value  of  £S..6.S,  in  Corpus  Christi  alias  Bene*t  College^ 
Cambridge^  during  the  space  or  ^00  years>  for  the  maintenance 
of  Two  ScHOLAKs^  uativcs  of  Kent>  and  educated  in  this  School, 
to  be  nominated  by  The  Dean  of  Canterbury,  and  the  Master  of 
East-bridge  Hospital;  they  were  to  be  oilled  '*  Canterhwry 
Scholars,'*  and  were  to  have  all  the  benefits  which  any  other 
Scholars  enjoyed  in  the  College.  Archbishop  Whitoift,  in  his 
Ordinances  relating  to  that  Hospital  (which  were  confirmed  by 
Act  of  Pwliament,  in  1585)^  renewed  this  Foundation,  which  is 
now  perpetual ;  but  instead  of  The  Dean's,  he  made  The  Arek^ 
bishop's  consent  necessary  to  the  appointment. 

Ardibishop  Parker  likewise,  by  his  Will,  dated  in  1575, 
founded  Torbx  Exbubitions  in  Baie*t  CoUi^;e,  Cambridge,  <d 
the  yearly  value  of  £3..6..8.  each,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  rents  of 
certain  tenements  in  Westminster :  — the  right  of  nomination 
whereof  belongs,  1st  To  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Canterbury, 
who  are  to  appoint  such  sons  of  their  Norfolk,  Suffi>lk,  aiui 
Lincolnshire  Tenants  as  are  educated  at  this  School, — Uiy.  To 
the  Deam  and  Chapter  of  Westminster,  for  Students  from  West- 
minster School, — Sdly,  To  the  Master  and  Fellows,  for  Students 
ftnm  any  Seminary  in  the  Province  of  Canterbury.  An  £xhibi« 
tion,  with  rooms,  is  now  of  the  value  of  about  £'15.  a  year. 

In  1580,  John  Parker,  Esq.,  founded  Threb  Scholarships 
at  Bene*t  CoUc^,  Cambridge  ;•— the  Patrons  of  which  are.  The 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury  of  one ,-— end  The  Master  and  Fellows 
of  the  other  two.  The  Archbishop  to  appoint  a  native  of  Canter- 
bttry>  from  The  King's  School  there, — and  The  Master  and 
Fellows,  to  appoint  natives  of  Aylesham  and  Wymondham, 
educated  at  their  respective  Schools. 

In  161 8,  Robert  Rose,  of  Bishop*8-boume,  gave  26  acres  of 
Marsh  land,  in  the  Parishes  of  St.  Mary  and  Hope  All  Saints,  in 
Romney  Marsh,  for  the  assistance  of  Four  Scholars,  at  eiUier 
University,  being  such  as  were  in  The  King's  School  at  Can* 
terbury,  of  which  he  had  been  Usher ;— these  Exhibitions  were 
to  be  of  the  yearly  value  of  £6.  each,  and  to  condoue  for  seven 
years,  if  the  Scholar  should  remain  so  long  there  unpreferred  to 
a  Living  of  JC20.  per  annum  above  the  Exlubitions ;  with  other 
restrictions  and  rules,  as  mentioned  in  the  Deed  of  FeofiFment. 

In  16^5,  William  Hbyhan,  of  Canterbury,  Gentleman,  by 
Indenture,  vested  27  acres  of  Marsh  land  in  the  Parish  of  Ware- 
home,  in  the  County  of  Kent,  inc  ertain  Feoffees,  to  apply  five 
parts  out  of  six  of  the  i^nts  of  those  premises  upon  Two  poor 
Scholars  only,  to  be  placed  in  The  Kino*8  School  at  Canter- 
bury, to  be  nominated  by  his  next  heir  and  the  minority  of  the 
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Feoffiees; — each  Scholan  to  be  descended  from  the  body  of  his 
€ksiid-fkther^  Pbtba  Hbtman>  Esq.,  or  to  be  nathres,  or  bom 
of  such  as  are  natives  n£SeUinge.  The  Scholar  so  to  be  cho- 
sen^ to  be  fiill  eight  years  old ;  who  should  hold  his  Exhibition 
tornine  years,  and  if  he  should  go  to  any  College  in  Cambridge, 
to  be  continued  for  seoen  years  ^om  his  leaving  School :  and  if 
he  should  take  Orders  in  the  first  five  years  dT  the  seven,  the 
same  to  be  continued  to  him  for  three  years  more,  that  is  ten  in 
the  whole,  at  the  University. 

In  1643,  HsNRT  Robinson,  by  his  Will,  gave  certain  mes- 
suages and  lands,  caBed  "  Gore  End,"  in  the  Parishes  of  Bir^ 
chington  and  St.  Nicholas,  in  the  Isle  of  Thanet,  to  St.  John's 
Collie  in  Cambridge,  for  the  founding  of  Two  Fellowships 
and  Tvro  Scholarships,  for  Two  Fellows  and  Two  Scholars, 
natives  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet,  or  in  default,  of  natives  of  the 
County  of  Kent,  and  brought  up  at  Thb  King's  School,  in 
Canterimry.  But  it  being  found  that  the  profits  of  the  lands 
(the  estate  being  then  suidc  down  to  jCSO.  per  annum)  were  not 
sufficient  for  such  a  maintenance,  it  was  ordered  by  a  Decree  of 
the  Court  of  Chancery,  with  consent  of  The  College  and  the 
Executors,  dated  the  26th  of  November,  1658,  That  in  future 
Four  Scholarships  should  be  established  in  that  College  for 
ever,  instead  of  the  original  appointment  $  and  that  the  profits 
of  the  premises  should,  according  to  the  direction  of  the  Donor 
in  his  Will,  be  employed  for  ever,  towards  the  maintenance  of 
such  Four  Scholars  only,  each  of  whom  is  to  be  allowed  by 
The  College,  in  C<mmions,  £10.  a  year. 

In  1656,  The  Revd.  Abraham  Colfb,  the  Founder  of  the 
School  of  Lewisham,  among  many  other  noble  Benefactions^ 
gave  Sbvbn  Exhibitions  of  £10.  per  annum  each,  for  Scholars 
from  that  School  at  either  University ; — ^m  defkult  of  claimants 
fhym  Lewisham  School,  then  fiiom  the  adjacent  Hundreds,  and 
from  Members  of  The  Company  of  Leather^sellers,  who  are 
Fatrons  of  the  School,  and  possessed  of  the  Estates  bequeathed 
by  him.  He  directed  these  Exhilutions  to  be  filled  up  by 
Scholars  from  Thb  King's  School  in  Canterbury,  and  from 
that  in  Christ's  Hospital  In  London,  alternately.  But  the 
Leather»sellers'  Company  have,  for  many  years  past,  refused  to 
admit  the  claim  of  either,  and  have  iotaUtf  sunk  this  £70.  per 
oimum,  alleging  a  failure  in  their  estate. 

According  to  Mr.  Gostlimo;  this  seems  somewhat  strange, 
considering  that  most  of  the  Estates,  in  the  neighbourhood  dT 
London,  have  increased  in  value  within  that  time  :  but  how 
they  are  empowered  to  load  one  branch  of  Mr  Colpb's  Charity 
with  the  "whole  failure,  does  not  appear,  or  that  the  Schools  oi 
Christ's  Hospital  or  Canterbury,  have  not  as  just  aright  to  share 
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his  libeiiility  in  the  last  place>  as  Lewiaham  in  the  first ;  especi- 
ally as  he  assigned  this  reason,  because  his  Father  was  educated 
at  Christ's  Hospital,  and  hunself  bom  at  Canterbury.  He  cer- 
tainly foresaw  what  has  happened,  that  Lewisham  School  might 
not  produce  enough  to  fill  all  his  ExhibUions,  and  added  Two 
Schools,  which  he  judged  m^ht  at  all  times  supply  ifs  d^idency. 

Gborge  Thobpb,  S*T.P.,  Prebendary  of  Canterbury,  gave 
by  Will,  in  1719^  to  Emanuel  College  in  Cambridge,  certain 
messuages  and  lands  in  the  Parish  of  Ash  near  Sandwich,  for  the 
endowment  of  Five  Exhibitions;  to  enable  Bachelors  of  Arts 
to  reside,  until  they  take  their  Master's  Degree;— But  should 
there  be  none  such,  others  might  be  elected  after  two  years, 
from  their  first  residence  in  College  5  such  Exhibitioner  not  ta 
be  possessed  of  an  estate  of  £40.  per  annum,  and  his  friends  to 
certify  their  intention  of  keeping  him  in  College  (unless  better 
provided)  until  he  should  become  Master  of  Arts,  and  to  declare 
his  inabiHty  thus  to  continue  without  some  such  assistance,  and 
that  he  purposed  to  make  Divinity  his  study ;— -a  preference  to 
be  given  to  the  sons  of  Orthodox  Ministers  of  the  Church  of 
England,  and  of  the  Diocese  of  Canterbury,  and  such  as  had 
been  brought  up  in  The  King's  School  there. — These  Exhibit 
tions  are  never  less  than  £l  4.  and  sometimes  £30.  per  atmicm,  and 
may  be  holdenwith  Scholarships  or  Exhibitions  of  odier  Founda- 
tions, of  which  more  than  Forty  belong  to  that  College. 

In  1736,  John  Brown,  B.  D.,  founded  Two  Greek  Scho- 
ukRSHiPS  in  Emanuel  College,  which  have  generally  amounted 
to  £8.  per  annum  q^ear>  to  be  paid  in  proportion  to  residence, 
and  the  remainder  to  be  applied  to  the  general  fond  of  die  Col- 
lege. These  are  to  be  filled  up  by  The  Master  and  Fellows,  by 
Scholars  from  The  King's  School  in  Canterbury ; — ^in  default 
from  thence,  then  from  any  other  School  in  Kent : — and  in 
defoult  from  thence,  then  from  any  other  School. 

George  Stanhope,  S.T.F.,  Dean  of  Canterbury,  by  a 
Testamentary  Schedule,  proved  in  IT^B,  devised  £250.  in  New 
South  Sea  Annuities,  to  found  One  Exhibition  of  £lO.  per 
annum,  for  one  King's  Scholar  of  the  School  in  Christ  Church 
in  Canterbury,  to  be  nominated  by  the  Dean,  and  chosen  by  hin^ 
or  the  Vice-Dean  and  Chapter,  for  Seven  years,  such  Scholar 
continuing  in  some  Ccdlege  in  Cambridge,  but  to  cease  at  the 
Michaelmas  after  his  commencing  Master  of  Arts. 

This  principal  sum  of  £2&0.  was  transferred  by  the  Dean's 
Executors  to,  and  accepted  by  The  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Can- 
terbury ', — the  reduction  of  Interest  having  made  an  alteration 
in  the  annual  value,  and  the  Exhibition  having  been  vacant 
for  some  years,  with  that  accumulated  amount,  and  a  contri- 
bution from  The  Dean  and  Chapter^  the  sum  of  £50.  more  Stock 
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>mB  purchased  j— so  that  the  Exhibition  is  now.  worth  £9.  per 

annum. 

There  are  Two  Masters,  who  have  each  a  small  Stipend 
from  the  Revenues  of  The  Cathedral  Church,  and  a  House. 
The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  John  Bibt, 
.  M.  A.,  of  Christ  Church  College,  Oxford,  who  was  unani- 
mously elected  in  June  1816,  on  account  of  the  high  cha- 
racter which  was  given  of  him  by  the  present  Bishops  of 
St  Asaph  and  Hereford,  the  Deans  of  Hereford  and  Glou- 
cester, and  other  Gentlemen  of  Learning  and  Respectability ; 
and  '<  he  has  shown  himself  well  fitted  for  the  office,  which 
he  fills.^  This  Gentleman    takes   Boarders  at  Forty-five 
l^uineas  per  annum  each:     And  there  is  every  prospect 
of  the  School  attaining  it*s  former  celebrity,  as,  since  his 
Election,  the  number  of  Pupils  has  increased  from  26 
to  70. 

Of  the  Masters  who  have  presided  over  this  School, 
many  of  them  have  been  men  of  Eminence,  as  Clergymen 
and  Scholars;  especially  the  late  Revd.  Dr.  Osmund  Bbau- 
voiR,  first  educated  here,  and  afterwards  of  St.  John^s  Col" 
lege  in  Cambridge,-^whose  great  abilities  brought  this 
School  to  the  highest  degree  of  estimation.  He  died  in 
1 789,  and  was  buried  in  the  South  Aisle  of  the  Nave  of  The 
Abbey  Church  of  Bath. 

There  are  no  Church  Preferments,  nor  other  advantages, 
belonging  to  the  Master  of  this  School. 

The  Scholars  educated  at  this  School  have  been,  in  gener- 
al, of  the  very  best  Families  of  the  County  of  Kent :  many 
of  whom,  from  the  deep  Learning  which  they  imbibed  here, 
have  been  Ornaments  to  the  several  Professions  into  which 
they  entered.     Numbers  of  them  might  be  mentioned  with 
becoming  pride ;  but  it  may  be  sufficient  only  to  notice,*— 
William   Haevby,  D.  D.,  whose  extraordinary  dis- 
covery of  the  circulation  of  the  blood,  has  given 
new  light  to  the  study  of  Medicine,  and  deser- 
vedly rendered  his  name  immortal  to  Posterity. 
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Tbomas    Rakbolis,  Aicbdeaam  cxf  Osford,  and 

President  of  Corpus  Christi  College,  Oxford. 
William  Sohkbr,  the  Antiquary. 
Jo&K  Deknb,  D.  D.,  an  ^ninent  Divine  and  Anti- 
quary. 
The  Revd.  William  Gostlimg,  M.  A.,  Author  of  the

The  Honble  Sir  Chables  Abbott,  Knt.,  One  of  the 
Judges  of  The  Court  of  Eing^s  Bench. 
In   1712,  A  Society  was  begun  by  some  Gentlemen^ 
educated  at  this  School.    They  agreed  with  permission  of 
The  Dean  and  Chapteb,  to  attend  Divine  Service  at  the 
Cathedral,  and  hear  a  Sermon  preached  by  some  Clergy- 
man, who  had  been  bred  up  at  the  School,  on  a  Subject 
suitable  to  the  ooca^on,  on  thdr  Anniversary  in  the  ensuing 
year :    and  which    afterwards  gained  the  name  of  <<  Thb 
School  Feast  Society.** 

This  led  to  a  Contribution  or  Annual  Subscripti<»),  in 
17IB,  from  those  Gentlemen  then  present,  who  caused  their 
names  to  be  entered  in  a  Book,  as  Members  of  The  Soci- 
ety, and  whose  number  was  increased  by  others,  who 
chose  from  time  to  time  to  belong  to  it ;  most  of  whom, 
as  Encouragers  of  such  a  benevolent  Institution,  though 
occasionally  absent,  usually  sent  their  Contributions  to  it. 

Thbee  Stewabds  are  appointed  from  among  the 
Members,  annually ;  those  for  the  ensuing  year  being  no- 
nunatcd  by  the  old  ones,  to  manage  the  business  of  The 
Sodety. 

The  Contribution  is,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Mem- 
bers present,  applied  to  the  maintenance  of  such  Scholars  as 
go  from  hence  to  either  University,  and  stand  in  need  of 
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some  assutanoe  there ;  and  it  is  honourable  to  The  Society 
to  record,  that  their  benefits  baye  been  numerous  and  well 
app&ed. 

The  Annual  Collection  amounts  generally  to  about  £50. 
A  Fund  has  also  been  made  fVom  the  occasional  surplus, 
which  is  vested  in  Goyerament  Securities^  and  at  present 
esoeeda  «£l$00.;  of  the  produce  of  which,  one  or  more  Ex- 
hibitions have  most  usually  been  made  to  desenruig  Scho- 
bus  fitrni  Thb  Eiko^s  Scaoot. 
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CHARING. 

Thb  Free  School  at  Chaeino  was  founded  by  Mrs.  Eli- 
zabeth LuDwsLL,  who,  by  her  WiU,  dated  the  28th  c^ 
September,  1761,  gave  to  this  Parish  the  sum  of  £2650., 
which  is  vested  in  Th^  Minister  and  Chu^h-wardens :  the 
annual  produce  of  the  same  to  be  applied  towards  the  en- 
dowment of  a  Free  School  here,  and  for  other  Parochial 
purposes. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  poor  boys  and  girls  of  this 
Parish  only,  without  limitation ;  and  there  are  usually  about 
Twenty,  viz.,  10  boys  and  10  girls,  upon  the  Foundation. 
Children  are  admitted  at  seven  or  eight  years  of  age.  The 
form  of  admission  is.  Application  and  Approval  of  The 
Minister  and  Church-wardens.  The  number  of  other  Scho- 
lars is  usually  between  50  and  60. 

Latin  and  Greek  are  not  taught  at  this  School. 

The  present  Master's  name  is,  Mr.  Edward  Hatton^ 
whose  Salary  is  £25.  per  annwm^  together  with  £S>  per 
armum  for  pens,  ink,  and  books ;  but  no  House.  He  takes 
Boarders,  his  terms  bdbig  Twenty-two  giuneasp^  annum. 

Mrs.  liUDWELL  likewise,  by  her  Will,  founded  Two  Ex- 
hibitions in  Oeiel  College,  Oxford,  with  a  preference 
to  the  Candidates  Gcom  this  Parish,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
Bent  of  a  Farm  in  TTirowlet/,  devised  to  that  College  for 
this  purpose,  and  which,  in  17^0,  furoduced  £35.  per  annum. 

This  benevolent  Lady  also  left  many  other  large  Legacies 
by  her  Will,  for  Charitable  uses. 
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CRANBROOK. 


The  Grammar  School  in  Cranbrook,  commonly  caOed 
"  Queen  Elizabeth's  Free  and  Perpetual  Grammar, 
School,"  was  founded  by  Simon  Lynch,  Gentleman,  a 
native  of  this  Parish,  in  the  Sixteenth  year  of  Queen  Eliza- 
beth, 1574 ;  and  endowed  by  him  with  a  house  and  land 
in  Cranbrook,  and  a  Farm  at  Horsemonden,  now  let  for 
£135.  per  annum. 

Her  Majesty  granted  a  Charter  of  Incorporation  to  it ;  by 
which  the  management  of  it  is  vested  in  Thirteen  Trus- 
tees or  Governors,  Freeholders  and  Resident  within  the 
Parish,  of  which  number  the  Vicar  is  always  to  be  one. 
The  present  Governors  are, —

The  School  is  open  to  all  tlie  boys  of  the  Parish,  free  of 
expense ;  who,  by  a  late  regulation,  have  Classical  books 
provided  for  them  by  the  Governors.  , 

They  are  admitted  as  soon  as  they  are  competent  to  learn 
the  Latin  Grammar;  and  there  is  no  prescribed  time  of 
superannuation. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used. 

There  are  Two  Exhilntions  at  Trinity  College,  Cambridge, 
founded  by  Lady  Vebkey  (out  of  an  estate  at  South  Lit- 
tleton), for  Scholars  from  Cranbrook  or  Warwick  Schools. 
They  are  paid  by  the  Representative  of  the  Foundress. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  RevA  D.  W.  Davibs, 
M.  A.,  of  Brasen-Nose  Collq^  Oxford,  whose  clear  income 
at  present  is  SlQO^pfir  annum*  This  Gentleman  takes 
Boarders,  his  terms  being  Fifty  guineas  a  year. 

It  appears  from  Dr.  Deeham^s  Physico-Theology,  that 
Cranbrook  is  particularly  distinguished  for  it's  satubrify* 

The  late  Dr.  Foed,  Ibrofessor  of  Arabic  and  Principal  of 
Magdalen  Hall,  Oxford,  was  educated  at  this  Schodi. 
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FEVERSHAM. 


John  Cole,  D.  D.,  one  of  the  Chaplmns  of  The  Royal 
Chapel,  and  Warden  of  AH  Souls  College,  by  Indenture, 
dated  the  10th  of  December,  1527,  conveyed  to  The  Abbot 
and  Convent  of  Faversham,  and  thdr  Successors,  ^vers 
lands  and  tenements  in  this  and  the  neighbouring  Parishes 
of  Goodneston,  Hemhill,  and  Leysdown,  for  the  endowment 
and  maintenance  of  a  School,  wherein  the  Novices  of  the 
Abbey  should  be  instructed  in  Grammar ; — ^And  he  directed, 
that  The  Warden  and  Fellows  of  All  Soitls  College 
should  nominate  the  Schoolmaster  from  time  to  time,  and 
that  the  Abbot  and  his  Successors  should  admit  him,  and 
allow  him  an  annual  Stipend  of  £10.,  together  with  meat, 
drinks  a  gown,  a  chamber,  and  four  loads  of  fuel. 

Soon  after  this  Endowment,  The  Abbey  of  Faversham 
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was  suppressed,  and  the  School,  as  part  of  it,  was  inToIyed 
in  the  same  ruin;  upon  which  the  lands  above  mentioned 
became,  with  the  rest  of  it's  possesions,  vested  in  the  Crown, 
and  although  several  parts  of  them  were  granted  away  a^ 
different  times,  yet  the  chief  of  them  remained  in  the  Crown 
until  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth. 

The  Inhabitants  of  the  Town,  soon  after  the  Dissolution, 
had  petitioned  King  Hbkby  the  Eighth  to  re-endow  the  late 
School,  but  without  success  :-^But  on  Queen  Elizabsth'*s 
resting  here  for  Two  nights  in  1574,  they  took  that- oppor- 
tunity strongly  to  solicit  Her  Majesty,  by  their  humble 
petition,  to  erect  and  endow  a  Gbammab  School  for  the 
good  education  and  instruction  of  their  Youth,  and  those  of 
the  neighbouring  parts,  according  to  the  purpose  and  inten- 
tion of  Dr.  Cole,  in  his  foundation  of  one  in  the  late  Abbey, 
and  to  settle  upon  it  such  of  those  lands  with  which  he  had 
endowed  it,  that  were  still  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the 
Crown; — To  which  the  Queen  consented,  and  by  her 
Charter,  dated  the  14th  of  July,  1576,  granted,  that  The 
Mayor,  Jurats,  and  Commonalty  of  the  Town  of  Faver- 
SHAM,  and  their  Successors,  should  be  Governors  of  the 
Revenues  of  the  said  School,  to  be  called  ^*  The  Free 
Grahmar  School  of  Elizabeth,  Queen  of  England,  in 
Faversham,*  and  that  they  should  be  a  Corporation  for 
that  purpose,  and  have  a  Common  Seal  for  all  matters 
relating  to  it; — And  further,  that  The  Warden,  or  Sub- 
Warden,  and  Six  Senior  Fellows  of  All  Souls  College, 
should  nominate  the  Schoolmaster,  and  remove  him,  from 
time  to  time;  and.  that  they^  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
together  witii  the  Mayor,  Jurats,  and  Commonalty  of 
Faversham,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  make  Rules 
and  Statutes  for  the  government  and  direction  of  the  School- 
master and  Scholars,  and  for  the  Stipend  and  Salary  of  the 
Master,  and  the  disposition  of  the  rents  and  revenues  of  it ; 
and  upon  a  vacancy  of  Master,  if  one  should  not  be  appointed 
by  The  Warden  and  Fellows  of  All  Souls  College,  within 
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Two  months,  that  then  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  should 
appoint  one. 

According  to  this  grant,  Orders  were  made  and  established 
by  Robert  Hoveden,  Warden  of  All  Souls  in  1604,  by 
which  the  School  is  at  present  goyemed. 

The  endowment  now  consists  of  One  hundred  acres  and 
upwards,  situate  in  Ewell-Field,  Poynings-Marsh,  Ewell- 
Marsh,  Ewell-Ponds,  Black-lands,  Honey-croft,  Honey-hole, 
and  a  small  Salt  Marsh  adjoining;  out  of  which  the  Master 
is  paid  an  annual  Salary,  and  the  residue,  after  repairs  and 
other  incidental  charges  are  deducted^  is  reserved  by  the 
Grovernors,  and  generally  paid  to  him  once  in  Five  years,~» 
the  whole  of  the  Income  being  appropriated  to  the  Master, 
and  the  support  of  the  School. 

The  School-house,  on  the  North  side  of  the  Church- 
yard, was  erected  in  1582,  by  a  general  benevolenoe  and  an 
assessment  upon  the  whole  Town.  It  consists  of  a  large 
Upper  School-room,  and  a  smaller  one  for  the  Master, — 
under  which  is  a  small  one  for  a  Library,  that  was  begun  to 
be  formed  by  William  Rawleigh,  LL.  B.,  then  Master, 
who  by  his  Will  left  several  books  to  it,  and  since  Increased 
by  the  gift  of  Mr.  Mekdfield,  Mayor,  and  by  such  books 
as  the  Governors  have  from  time  to  time  purchased,  and  by 
pther  benefactors.  Jony  Smith,  Esq.,  of  Sturrey,  gave  the 
walk  before  it,  which  is  well  gravelled,  and  ornamented  with 
a  row  of  Lime  trees. 

The  School  is  open  to  boys  indefinitely,  within  five  miles 
of  the  Town.     Their  nomination  is  vested  in  the  Master. 

Lilly's  Latin  Grammar  edited  by  Wakd,  and  the  Eton 
Greek  Grammar,  are  used. 

There  was  One  small  Exhibition  from  this  School  to  St* 
JoHv!s  College,  which  has  not  been  claimed  for  many 
years ;  but  inquiry  has  now  been  made  concerning  it. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Joshua  Dix,  B.  I>., 
who  is  also  Vicar  of  Feversham.  This  Gentieman  takes 
Pupils,  his  present  number  being  Fifte^i.

GOUDHURST. 

Ths  Frbb  Gbamkab  School  at  GocrDHtJBST  was  founded 
by  John  Hobsbmondsn,  Esq.,  <^  this  Faridi, — 

Who>  by  his  Will,  dated  the  37th  of  February,  1670,  wbidi 
was  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbaiy,  on  the  31st 
of  May^  1671,  charged  certain  messuages,  mills,  and  lands  in 
Tenterden,  in  the  County  of  Kent,  with  an  Annuity  of  £40.  a 
year,  whidi  he  rested  in  William  CoMPf  om,  Esq.,  and  £le?ea 
other  of  his  friends,  all  Inhabitants  of  Goiudhurst,  and  thdr 
Heirs,  upon  Trust, — ^That,  when  Six  of  them  shoidd  die,  the 
Survivors  should  appoint  Six  others  in  their  places,  and  convey 
the  Annuity  accordingly,  and  so  from  time  to  time  as  often  as 
such  Vacancies  should  happen. 

And,  that  the  Trustees  for  the  time  being  should  procure  and 
provide,  that  one  pious  and  learned  man,—- >well  grounded  in  the 
Protestant  Episc(^  Religion  now  established  in  Enghmd,  who 
is  able  to  teach  youth  to  read,  write,  and  understand  tiie  Latin 
and  Greek  tongues,  and  all  other  tongues,  arts  and  sciences, 
required  in  youSi  for  their  admission  into  the  Universities  of  this 
Ltmd, — Do  keep  one  School  within  the  said  Parish  of  Goudhurst, 
and  also  do  carefiilly  and  industriously  teach  all  such  youth  of 
the  Parish  as  my  said  Twelve  Friends,  their  Heirs,  and  such 
their  Successors  as  aforesaid,  or  the  greater  number  of  them, 
shall  appoint,  to  read,  write,  and  understand  so  many  of  the 
tongues,  arts  and  sciences,  as  the  said  Youth  shall  be  willing  to 
learn, — 

The  Trustees  to  pay  to  such  person,  so  teaching,  £2(5.  part  of 
the  £40.,  at  the  four  usual  Quarterly  Rent  days, — deducting- 
only  the  expense  of  new  Conveyance  to  new  Trustees,  when 
necessary : — 

The  Trustees,  from  time  to  time,  to  procure  and  provide, 
that  one  other  pious  and  learned  person  of  Protestant  Episcopal 
Religion,  do  keep  one  School  within  the  said  Parish  of  Goud- 
hurst,—And  also  do  carefully  and  industriously  teadi  all  such 
poor  Children  of  Goudhurst,  as  the  Trustees  or  the  greater  part 
of  them  shall  direct,  to  read  English  perfectly,— for  which  he 
should  be  paid  £5.  a  year,  the  residue  of  the  £40.,  by  like 
Quarterly  payments, — abating  a  proportion  of  the  e^qiense  of  a 
new  Conveyance,  when  necessary  :— 

If  any  Teacher  become  vitious  or  negligent  in  his  office,  the 
Trustees,  or  the  gttater  number  of  them,  are  seriously  to 
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admonish  hiin,*-'aiid  if  he  do  not  amende  the  Tnutees  shall 
withdraw  the  yearly  payments^  And  give  the  same  to  some  other 
person  so  qualified  as  &9t  aforesaid^  as  shall  be  by  them  chosen 
in  his  stead. 

Mr.  H0R8EMONDEK  left  a  daughter  and  heir,  Catiibrike, 

who  married  Geobgb  Maflcsdek,  Esq..  They  had  two 

Sons,  who  dyin^  without  issue,  the  Estate  descended  to 

their  two  Sisters,  Catherine  the  Wife  of  John  Couthorpb, 

Esq.,  and  Ann  the  Wife  of  George  Booth,  Esq. 

On  a  partition  of  the  Estate  between  these  two  Families, 

this  Annuity  was  made  chargeable  on  the  part  assigned  to 

Booth.     On  the  death  af  Sir  Charles  Booth,  (Grandson 

of  Charles  Booth  above-named),  his  part  of  die  Estate 

has  been  again  divided  between  his  Co-heirs;    and  this 

Annuity  is  made  payable  out  of  a  Farm  at  Wincfiett  HUl^ 

in  Goudhurst,  and  other  lands  allotted  to  Mrs.  Clarke.

All  of  Groudhurst, — so  that  there  are  now  four  vacancies. 

There  is  a  House  for  the  Master  of  The  Grammar 
School, — ^but  it  is  a  very  old,  decayed  building.  It  was  not 
given  by  Mr.  Horsemonden, — ^but  upwards  of  100  years 
ago,  there  was  a  vacancy  of  a  Master  for  a  whole  year,  and 
the  then  Trustees  laid  out  the  Salary  in  the  purchase  of  this 
old  House,  and  about  an  acre  of  ground,  including  a  small 
garden.  It  is  leasehold,  and  is  holden  of  The  Dean  and 
Chapter  of  Rochester,  renewable  eveiy  seven  years,  when 
the  Fines  and  Leases  come  nearly  to  £12.    The  lease  is 
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made  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Sdiool  for  the  time  being.  The 
present  and  former  Masters  hare  always  resided  in  it ;  and 
there  is  a  School-room. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Rerd.  William  Dowth- 
WAiTB,  who  has  a  Living  in  Kent,  but  is  excused  Residence 
on  account  of  the  SdiooL  He  has  presided  Foett  Yxaks, 
he  succeeded  Thomas  Dickbmsoit,  who  succeeded  Thomas 
Cbuttall,  neither  of  whom  were  Ckigjmen.  These  three 
Grentlemen  have  had  this  Grammar  School  upwards  of  One

The  £S.  a  year  are  paid  to  Elizabeth  BBinatAND, 
Widow,  who  teaches  Twelve  pocnr  Childen. 
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LEWISHAM  or  BLACKHEATH. 

Tst  Freb  Gkammab  School  of  Lewisham  was  founded 
in  the  life  time  of  Abraham  Colfe,  Clerk,  Vicar  of  Lewis- 
ham,  in  1647 ;  who,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  the  7th  of 
September,  1656,  bequeathed  the  greater  part  of  his  real 
and  personal  property  to  The  Company  of  Leather-sel- 
lers of  London,  in  Trust,  to  be  bestowed  in  Charitable 
uses,  principally  for  the  benefit  of  this  Parish,  and  the  Hun- 
dred of  Blackheath. 

The  School  was  erected  upon  a  waste  piece  of  ground  of 
nearly  Two  acres  xJbtained  for  that  purpose  on  the  verge  of 
JBloDkheathy  within  the  parish  of  Lewisham,  for  which  Mr. 
CoLFE  <^  his  Assigns  were  to  pay  to^the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  of  Lewisham,  Gs.  yearly,  for  ever,  "  for  the  herbage  of 
^he  soil,'^  and  also  to  the  Lord  of  the  Manor,  \2d.  ewetj 
year,  "  for  his  right  to  the  ground." . 

The  School  was  first  opened  in  the  month  of  June^ 
165«,— 

The  Founder  directing,  that  £30.  shaU  he  paid  yearly  out  of 
his  estate,  *'  for  teaching  Thirty  One  youths  or  male  Children 
of  the  Laity,  besides  the  Children  of  the  Ministers  inciunbent^ 
chosen  out  of  all  the  Parishes  of  &e  Hundred  of  Blackheath, 
freely,"  to  a  leamedScholar  and  exact  Grammarian,  who  is  sound 
In  the  true  Religion,  and  testified  and  found  to  be  of  an  honest, 
upright  and  Godly  life,  and  shaU  be  examined  and  approved  by 
Three  of  the  Chief  Schoolmasters  of  Three  of  the  chief  Free 
Schools,  in  and  about  the  City  of  London  :  viz.,  at  Westmin- 
ster, at  Pavl*s,  and  at  Merchant  Taylors*  School  -y  also,  by 
The  President  and  Deans,  and  Assistants  of  Sign  College  in 
London,  and  by  the  several  Pastors  and  Ministers  incumbent, 
(being  lawfully  ordained  Ministers)  of  Greenwich,  Deptford, 
Charlton,  Woolwich,  Eltham,  Leigh,  and  Lewisham,  in  Kent, 
under  the  hands,  of  the  whole,  or  at  least  Ntne  of  them,  of  which 
number,  my  earnest  desire  is,  that  the  Three  Chief  School 
masters  before  mentioned,  the  President  of  Sion  College,  the 
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proper  Pastors  of  Greenwich^  Dqitford>  Leigh,  and  Lewlsham, 
being  lawfully  ordained  Ministers,  and  nearest  the  Grammar 
School,  shall  set  their  hands,  that  he  is  a  very  able  and  sufficient 
Scholar  to  teach  the  Latin  and  Greek  Tongues,  both  in  Prose 
and  Verse, — and  also  able  to  teach  the  Hebrew, — and  so  to  make 
every  way  fitting  Scholars  to  be  sent  to  the  Universities  of  Ox- 
ford and  Cambridge." 

The  Schoolmaster,  before  he  be  admitted  and  installed  into 
the  School,  shall  hear  The  Founder's  Orders  and  Statutes  read, 
and  shall  foitlifully  promise  under  his  hand,  the  true  observance 
and  keeping  of  them  : — He  shall  at  the  same  time  give  good 
security  that,  if  he  should  afterwards  prove  scandalous  In  bis 
lifie,  negligent  in  his  calling,  or  othenvisefiuilty  in  the  wilful 
breach  of  any  of  l^e  Statutes,  so  to  be  a4judged  by  llie  Master 
and  Wardens  of  the  Society  of  Leathersellers,  he  shall,  upon 
one  Quarter  of  a  year*s  warning,  given  in  Writing  under  Three 
of  their  hands,  and  left  before  one  or  two  Witnesses  at  the  Sdiool 
or  his  House,  leave  quiet  and  peaceable  possession  of  the  same, 
without  making  appeal  to  Higher  Courts  of  Justice,  and  to  give 
place  to  another  to  be  chosen  in  his  room  ;-^He  shall  then  also 
give  security,  that  neither  his  Wife  or  CMld  or  Children  (if  he 
happen  to  have  any)  shall  be  chargeable  to  the  Officers  and 
Parishioners  of  Lewisham,  for  their  maintenance,  by  reason  of 
any  long  time  of  their  abode  here. 

Of  the  number  of  Scholars  appointed  to  be  taught  ^rsd^, 
TsN  shall  be  always  chosen  and  taken  out  of  Greenwich, — ^9nr 
out  of  Deptford, — and  Five  out  of  Lewisham, — Onb  out  of 
Leigh,— and  One  out  of  Charlton  and  Writtle  Marsh,  and  Red- 
brooke  alias  Ridbrooke  adjoined,— Thrsb  out  of  Woolwid^ — 
and  Three  out  of  Eltham,  with  the  hamlet  of  Mottingham,  and 
all  the  houses  near  Foot's  Cray,  tiiat  lie  within  the  Hundied  of 
Blackheath,  adjoined  in  the  dioice  with  Ekham^  according  to 
their  proportion. 

And  The  Founder  also  directs,  that  if  any  of  the  proper  Pas- 
tors and  Ministers  incumbent,  of  the  several  Parishes  of  the 
Hundred  of  Blackheath,  and  also  of  Chiskhurst,  have  any  sons, 
every  one  of  them  shall  have  full  power  and  liberty  to  send  One 
son,  "  yet  but  Onb  only,  at  once,  out  of  one  house,  to  the 
Grammar  School,  to  he  toii^^ /reefy/*— And,  ''  that  Son  shall 
be  taught  freely,  over  and  above  the  number  of  the  Okb  and 
Thirty  Free  Scholars  of  the  Laity,  allowed  to  be  chosen  in  aad 
out  of  all  the  Parishes  of  the  Hundred ;  yet  with  this  Condition 
following, — ^That  every  such  lawfully  ordained  Minister  of  the 
Hundred,  that  useth  tids  privilege  of  sending  his  son  to  be  taught 
freely,  at  the  Grammar  School, — and  more  especiaOy  the  Minis- 
ter incumbent  of  Lewisham,  Greenwich^  Deptford  and  Leigh, 
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being  not  hr  from  the  Scbool^  witk  all  the  rest^  do  take  the 
opportunity  at  least  once  in  every  Two  or  Three  nx>nths>  to  visit 
the  Grammar  School^  and, /or  one  or  two  hours,  strictly  to  exa- 
mine the  Scholars  of  the  Higher  and  Lower  Forms,  about  the 
books  they  learn,  the  manner  of  teaching  the  daily  exercises  they 
make,  and  how  they  profit  therein,-^^nd  this  /  humbly  and  ear- 
nestly request  in  Love,  to  be  carefully  performed  by  the  several 
Paators  of  the  ParishMes  in  the  Kundred,  and  also  of  ChislehurBt^ 
^-And  likewise,  that  they  will  always  hereafter  conscionably 
perform  and  discharge  the  Trust  that  is  hdd  upon  them,  by  me 
in  this  Will,  about  chusing  the  worthiest  person  for  Learning 
and  Piety  to  be  Schoolmaster,— and  also  the  leamedest  Scholara 
(without  exceptumandpartialityj,  to  be  sent  out  of  the  Grammar 
School,  from  the  year  1669»  every  year>  yearly,  to  the  Uni- 
versity/' 

The  Free  Scholars  are  all  to  be  chosen  in  their  respective 
Parishes,  at  a  Public  Meeting,  in  Easter  Week,  of  which  notice 
shall  be  given  in  the  Church  on  the  Sunday  preceding. 

They  are  to  be  ''  destitute  Orphans,  the  Children  of  Parish 
Pensioners,  and  of  Day  Labourers,  Handycraft's-men,  mean 
Tradesmen,  painful  Husbandmen,  or  of  any  other  honest  and 
godly  poor  persons,  in  every  parish,  so  that  the  Children  be  of  a 
good  wit,  and  capacityi  and  apt  to  learn, — who  shall  be  always 
diosen  in  the  first  place,  before  the  Children  of  them  that  be  of 
better  ability.'* — ^But  if  Uiere  be  no  request  nor  offer  made  for 
aay,  for  the  chusing  of  any  such  poor  Children,  and  the  main- 
taining of  them  with  diet,  and  fitting  apparel,  sweet  and  clean, 
both  linen  and  woollen,  and  for  the  payment  of  some  small  du- 
ties to  the  Schoolmaster,  then  it  ia  left  to  the  godly  wisdom  and 
discretioa  of  the  Ministers  incumbent  and  Church  officers  and 
other  Gentlemen  and  Parishioners,  in  every  Parish,  at  a  law- 
ful FubHc  Meeting  to  make  choice  of  such  Children  to  be  taught 
freely,  without  limitatioa  of  the  real  or  personal  estate  of  the 
Biraitt,  as  they,  in  their  own  conscience,  shall  judge  and  b^ 
persuaded  will  prove  the  fittest  instruments  to  the  promoting  of 
God's  Glory,  the  advajtcing  of  Learning,  and  tiie  general  benefit 
of  the  Country. 

The  Scholflffs  are  to  be  able  to  read  very  w^ll,  and  be  entered 
well  into  the  Aecidenoe,  and  also  able  to  write  a  legiUe  hand, 
before  they  be  chosen  to  be  taught  freely  at  the  Grammar 
School. 

And,  '*  in  kve  to  draw  the  Parents  the  more  wiUmgly  to  send 
their  children  to  the  School,''  he  directs,  that  a  Writing  Master 
ahallbe  i^i^ointed  with  a  Salary  of  jCll.  per  annum. 

The  Lord  of  the  Manor^  then  **  Maister  Raynall  Oba- 
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HAME,  Esq.*^  at  the  time  of  grantiiig  the  jnemises  for  the 
site  of  the  School,  stipulated  for  several  pririleges  for  himself 
and  his  Successors, — 

Among  which  are^  that  on  any  vacancy  of  the  Chief  Master's 
place,  he  shall  have  the  power  to  notninate  **  any  learned  West* 
minster  Scholar,  that  hath  taken  Degrees  in  the  University,  to 
stand  in  election  with  one  or  two,  or  three  more"  Candidates, 
who  are  nominated  hy  the  other  Electors. — He  may  always 
have  One  Scholar  (being  a  son  of  one  of  his  Tenants)  taught 
fteely  in  the  Grammar  School,  if  the  Child  be  equally  capable  of 
that  gift  with  other  poor  Scholars, — ^And  he  may  also  have  Two 
Scholars  more,  of  the  sons  of  his  Tenants,  always  taught  ^reefy 
in  the  Reading  and  Writing  School,  "  though  not  built  upon 
the  Waste,  but  upon  my  own  ground,"  upon  similar  conditions 
of  capacity. 

Upon  any  vacancy  of  the  Master  of  the  Chammar  School^  a 
new  Master  is  to  be  chosen  within  Eighteen  days  next  following, 
at  the  School-house.  His  Salary  is  fixed  at  £30.  per  ammm^ 
with  a  House  for  his  Residence,  which,  as  it  was  built  laigeand 
commodious,  that  he  might  ei\joy  the  advantage  of  takmg 
Boarders,  the  Founder  directs  that  he  shall  keep  in  repair.  He 
is  not  to  undertake  any  Churdi  duty,  without  special  leave  of 
the  Trustees,  by  whom  he  may  be  displaced  if  he  be  guilty  of 
any  notorious  misbehaviour,— especially ''  if  he  give  scandal  or 
evil  example  to  the  Scholars  or  others,  by  being  a  gamester  and 
diver,  or  a  frequenter  of  Taverns  and  Alehouses,  or  a  drunkard 
or  whoremonger,  or  given  to  wanton  dalliances,  and  unseemly 
behaviour  with  women,  or  lavish  in  unnecessary  expenses,  in 
following  vain  gaudy  fiaishions  of  apparel,  or  if  he  wear  Umg 
curled,  or  Ruffin-Uke  hcnr,  or  if  he  be  a  swearer  and  curser,  or  tf 
he  be  unsound  in  the  Faith,  and  comipt  in  Rel^on,  either 
Papist  or  Popishly  afiected,  or  an  Armenian^  or  Sodnian,  or  Ana-- 
baptist,  or  one  holding  and  broadiing  heresies,  and  gross  erro- 
neous opinions  contrary  to  the  Articles  of  our  Christian  Eaitfa, 
and  of  tiie  true  Religion,  established  of  the  Church  of  England, 
and  confirmed  by  public  authority  of  public  Laws  and  Sta- 
tutes," &c. 

The  boys  also  are  strictly  foihidden  to  '*  wear  long  curled, 
frizzled  or  powdered,  or  RuffinrUke  hair,  but  shall  cut  their  hair 
and  wear  it  in  such  sort  and  manner  that  both  the  beauty  ofthar 
foreheads  may  be  seen,  and  that  their  hair  shall  not  grow  logger 
than  above  one  inch  below  the  lowest  tips  of  their  ears." 

The  Founder's  relations,  if  duly  qualified,  are  to  have  the  pie- 
ference,  if  Candidates  for  the  Master's  place. 

The  Usher  or  Under  Master^  (who  was  to  be  appointed  from 
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the  l8t  of  April,  ITOli  al  a  Sakry  of  £30.  per  <mnum),  is  to  be 
''  a  learned  and  exact  Granunarian^  and  a  Godly  man/* — a  sin- 
gle person,  and  by  (rod's  grace  continue  unmarried,  a  Graduate 
in  the  University^  and  one  of  a  sound  Faiths  professing  the  true 
Religion,  as  was  before  required  of  the  Head  Master.  He  is  to 
be  examined  and  approved  by  the  same  persons  as  the  Head 
Master,  and  also  by  the  H<»d  Master  himself,  after  which, 
being  presented  to  The  Wardens  of  the  Company  of  Leather 
sdlers,  he  is  to  be  admitted  by  them.  A  House  was  also  buik 
for  the  Usher  a4]oining  to  the  School. 

Various  regulations  relating  to  the  internal  government  of 
the  School,  the  rewards,  punishments,  and  recreations  of  the 
Scholars,  are  prescribed  also  by  the  Founder  in  his  WOl,  and 
Public  Disputations  and  Trials  of  skill  are  appointed  annually, 
in  the  month  of  May  or  June,  before  the  Ministers  of  Lewisham, 
Greenwich,  Deptford,  and  Leigh,  when  Prizes  of  Silver  Pens 
are  to  be  given  to  the  Three  best  Scholars,  and  the  best  Writers. 
— '^  And  those  Three  Visitors,  and  best  Scholars,  shall  have 
some  pretty  Garland  put  upon  their  head,  provided  for  that 
purpose,  and  which  they  shall  wear  afterwards  upon  their  hats, 
with  their  Silver  Pens,  well  fastened  for  a  whole  month  or  six 
weeks  together,  and  come  last  and  next  in  order  to  the  Master 
and  Usher,  in  going  to  and  coming  from  the  Public  Church, 
whereby  they  may  be  known  to  be  the  karnedest  Free  Scholars  of 
that  School." 

One  of  the  Wardens  and  one  of  the  Assistants,  and  the  Clerk 
of  The  Company  of  Leathersellers,  are  to  go  down  to  Lewisham, 
once  every  year,  about  the  month  of  May  or  June,  and  then 
carefully  read  over  the  accompts,  and  employments,  and 
distributions  of  all  matters  bequeathed  by  the  Founder's  will  to 
pious  uses,  concerning  that  Parish, — ^They  are  to  view  the  land 
and  houses,  if  they  please,  "  And  they  shall  then  consider  of 
the  teaching  and  chusing  of  the  poor  SchoIar8,both  of  the  Gbam- 
MAB  School  and  of  the  Rkadino  and  Wbiting  School,* 
whether  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher  behave  themselves  every 
way  carefully  and  uprightly  in  their  places:  to  which  end,  for 
the  better  trial,  my  Will  is,  that  when  the  Grammar  School  is 
once  thoroughly  founded,  and  many  Scholabs  abb  taught, 
and  among  &em,  some  fitted  to  be  chosen  and  sent  to  the  Unwer^ 
rify,  every  one  of  which  I  wish  to  be  Seventeen  years  old  before 
they  be  chosen."  The  Visitors  are  to  be  accompanied  by  *'  a 


*  Mr.  CoLFB  founded  at  the  same  time  an  English  School  m 
Lewisham,  for  Tqibty-onb  boys  also,  who  are  to  be  taught  read-^ 
ing,  writing.  Psalm-singing,  and  the  Accidence. 
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very  learned  and  godly  IlAinister  or  School-masterf  for  the  exami-  , 
nation  of  l^e  Scholars/'  to  whom  they  are  to  give  10».  ''for  his 
pains  therein.*' 

Seven  Scholars,  after  bdnesirictly  ezaanined  and  fbund  every 
v»^y  fitting  fbr  their  skill  in  &e  Latin,  Greek,  and  Hebrew  lan- 
guages, by  one  of  the  Chief  Schoolmasters  in  London,  and  the 
Ministers  of  Lewisham,  Greenwich,  Deptford,  Leigh,  and 
Chislehurst,  are  to  be  sent  to  one  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford 
or  Cambridge,  and  to  have  each  an  Exhibition  of  £'10.  f^er  a»r- 
num,  for  Seven  years.  These  Exhibitioners  are  to  be  Childrm 
of  persons  not  reputed  to  be  worth  above  £500.  -,  and  natives 
of  Lewisham  to  be  preferred.  Provision  is  made  in  case  at  any 
time  a  Scholar  fit  for  the  University  should  not  be  found  in  the 
School  at  Blackheath^  that  an  Exhibitioner  shall  be  chosen, 
first  out  of  the  Children  of  persons  belonging  to  Thb  Company 
of  Leathersellers, — ^next  out  of  the  Free  School  at  Christ's 
Church  in  Canterbury, — and  lastly,  out  of  the  Free  School  at 
Christ's  Hospital  in  London, — "  altemis  vicibus,  one  after 
the  other^  when  and  as  often  as  the  case  so  ftdleth  out."  The 
Exhibitioners  are  to  set  down  under  their  hands  in  the  Book  of 
Records,  before  the  Minister  and  Church  officers  of  Lewisham, 
that  they  purpose, — "  by  God's  grace,  if  the  Lord  seem  not  to 
hinder  them,  by  offering  a  very  fair  opportunity  of  present  em- 
ployment to  God's  Glory,  in  another  calling,  at  or  before  the  end 
of  Eight  years" — ^to  take  upon  them  the  function  of  the  Minis- 
try ', — and  in  the  mean  time,  while  they  stay  in  the  University, 
that,  through  God's  help,  they  will  take  each  of  them  the  De- 
grees, both  of  Bachelor  and  of  Master  of  Arts,  and  duly  take 
"  Sermon  Notes  :" — that  they  wiU,  if  they  be  Ministers  before 
the  end  of  the  Tenth  year,  preach  one  or  two  Sermons  in  Lewis- 
ham Church, — ^wiU  set  forth  a  fow  Sermons  in  print,  and  do 
tiieir  endeavours  to  write  some  learned  Commentaries  on  ^Uie 
Holy  Scripture,  or  other  books  of  Divinity,-— and  will  give  one 
book  always  of  every  book  they  print,  and  also  the  copy  of  all 
their  Sermon  Notes^  to  the  Public  Library  at  this  School^ — 
"  yea,  and  if  God  enable  them,  that  they  will  do  some  ftuther 
good  for  continuance  to  the  Parish  of  Lewisham."  The  Exhibi- 
tioner is  to  be  alk)wed  ZAs.,  to  buy  certains^books,  for  the  better 
furttieranoe  of  his  study,  with  the  direction  of  his  Tutor. 

The  great  Room  over  the  School  is  appropriated  by  He 
Founder  for  a  Libeary,  to  which  he  gives  by  his  Will  all 
his  Books,  to  "  be  strongly  bound  in  leather,'^  and  "  fas^ 
tened  with  iron  chains ;"  he  allows  20#.  per  Onmim,  for  the 
purchase  of  new  books ;  5s,  to  the  Usher,  as  Librarian  i  and 
Ts.  to  buy  chains. 
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The  sum  of  \3s..4d.  is  allowed  for  an  Anniversary  Sermon 
at  Liewisham  or  Greenwich,  in  Whitsun-week,  b^g  the 
time  when  the  School  was  opened,  —20^.  for  the  annual 
Election  Dinner, — and  the  like  sum  for  a  Dinner,  at  the 
election  of  a  Schoolmaster. 

The  Founder  also  directed  by  his  Will,  that  a  certiun  sum. 
should  be  allotted,  for  the  purpose  cf  apprenticing  Six 
Scholars  annually  from  the  English  School. — ^And  for 
building  Five  Alms-hovsks, 

In  the  Sixteenth  year  of  EingCHA&LBs  the  Second,  1665, 
an  Act  was  obtained  for  settling  Mr.  Colfb^s  Charitable 
bequests. 

At  present,  ^*  neither  Latin  nor  Greek  are  taught  in  el- 
iher  ofthe  Schooh."^  And  "  the  Eaphibitione  are  never  paid^ 
as  there  are  "no  Scholars  at  Lbwisham  to  profit  by  thenC^l 

The  present  Head  Master  of  the  lAOm  Grammar  School 
is.  The  Revd.  Thomas  Waite,  LL.  D.,  who  takes  Private 
Pupils. 

Mr.  Thomas  Roberts,  the  present  Master  of  The 
English  Grammar  School,  also  takes  Private  Pupils 
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MAIDSTONE. 

In  the  Fourth  year  of  the  ragn  of  Queen  £ltzab£TH» 
1562,  ArchbiBhop  PAEKBft»m  obedience  to  Her  Majesty '» 
oammand,  returned  an  account  of  the  several  Schools  and 
Hosfntals  in  this  Diocese,  and  among  them,  that  there  wa» 
a  School  erected  at  Maidstoke  by  the  charge  of  the  Mayor 
and  Commonalty  of  the  Town,  who  had  purchased  of  the 
late  Eng  certain  lands  to  that  intent,  amounting  to  £9..6..d. 
per  annumj  and  that  it  was  not  charged  with  Tenths. 

By  the  Charter  for  estabhshing  this  School,  which  was 
granted  by  Queen  Elizabbth,  the  Corporation  was  em- 
powered to  make  wholesome  Orders  and  Statutes,  for  the 
government  of  the  Masters  and  Scholars ;  in  consequence 
of  which  certain  Rules  and  Osdkbs  were  made  f<N*  that 
purpose. 

This  School  has  had  some  considerable  Benefactors  to  it 

William  Lambb,  a  Grentleman  of  the  Chapel  to  King 
Hev&it  the  Eighth,  and  a  Freeman  of  The  Clothworkers' 
Company,  among  his  other  Charities,  gave  £10.  yearly  to 
The  Free  School  of  Maidstone  for  ever,  with  this  proviso, 
that  the  Children  cS  needy  men  onfy  should  be  preferred  to 
the  enjoyment  of  this  benefit. 

BoBEBT  GuNSLEY,  Clerk,  Rector  of  Titsey,  in  Surrey, 
by  his  Will,  dated  the  30th  of  June,  1618,  and  pro- 
ved in  the  Prerogative  Court  on  the  30th  of  November  fol- 
bwing,  devised  the  Rectory  and  Parsonage  of  Flamstead, 
in  the  County  of  Hertford,  to  The  Master  and  Fellows  of 
Ukivebsity  Collbgb  in  Oxford,  and  thdr  Successors,  to 
the  intent,  that  they,  during  the  continuance  of  the  Leases 
granted  of  the  Parsonage  then  in  being,  should,  with  the 
rents  and  profits  of  it,  keep  and  maintain  Two  Scholabs, 
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whereof  Robert  Guvsley  should  be  one,  and  Thomas 
Aterst  the  other ;  and  after  the  expiration  of  the  said 
Leases,  that  they  should  make  dunce  of  Four  Scholars, 
including  the  Two  above-mentioned,  all  which  should  be 
chosen  by  the  said  Master  and  Fellows,  one  hs^-^owt  of  the 
Grammar  School  of  Rochester,  and  the  o(h?^j>^ o\xt  ot  - 
this  Grammar  School  of  Maibstone,  bring  only^uch  as 
were  bom  in  the  County  of  Kent,  and  none  other,  except 
sudi  as  ^uld  be  of  his  Kindred  ; — And  as  often  as  these 
Scholarships  should  become  void,  that  the  same  should  be 
renewed  and  filled  up  by  the  said  Master  and  Fellows  for 
the  time  being,  out  of  the  Grammar  Schools  before  men- 
tioned, within  Three  months  after  such  avoidance  from  time 
to  time  for  ever ; — ^And  that  the  Charges  of  the  Master  and 
such  Fellows  as  should  be  sent  and  employed  in  and  about 
the  said  Election,  should  be  borne  and  deducted  out  of  the 
allowance  a[^inted  to  the  Sdiolar  or  Scholars,  who  should 
be  elected  in  the  interim  of  the  s^d  Three  months;-  All 
which  Scholars,  as  they  or  any  of  them  should  attain  to  their 
rooms  or  places  aforesaid,  should  be  kept  and  miuntained  by 
the  said  Master  and  Fellows  from  time  to  time  at  some 
Grammar  School,  until  they  were  fit  to  go  to  University 
College,  and  then  be  placed  by  The  Master  and  Fellows 
in  the  said  College,  with  fit  and  convenient  Chambers 
there,  and  that  The  Master  and  Fellows  should  pay  to  each 
of  the  Two  Scholars,  during  the  continuance  of  the  Lea^ 
ses,  £11.  a  piece  every  year,  at  Michaelmas  and  Lady-day 
by  equal  portions :— And  should  pay  to  the  Four  Scho. 
LARS,  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  Leases,  yearly  £  15.  a 
piece,  accounting  always  the  Two  Scholars  to  be  of  the 
number  of  the  Four,  and  those  of  his  name  and  kindred  to 
be  prefered  before  any  other ;— And  that  The  Master  and 
Fellows,  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  Leases,  ^howVX  pay 
to  the  Curate  and  Curates  of  Flamstead  the  yearly  sum  of 
£60.  as  his  or  their  Salary,  at  the  two  Feasts  before  speci- 
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fi^»  ^  equal  portioiis ;  the  EkctioD  of  vhich  Curate 
should  be  by  The  Master  and  Fellows  aforesaid  ;  provided, 
that  whenever  the  said  Curate's  place  should  be  void,  one 
of  his  own  SchcJars  should  have  the  refusing  of  it,  before 
any  other. 

In  164^  John  Davy,  M.  D.,  of  this  Town,  devised 
by  his  ^tfm  all  his  lands  in  the  Parish  of  Neufchurchy  in 
K«it,  oxitaining  Sixteen  acres,  then  let  at  £  18.  per  annum, 
for  the  better  maintenance  of  the  Master  and  Usher  of  this 
School.    These  lands  now  let  for  £  17-  per  annum. 

In  1805,  The  Revd.  John  Rice  gave  £6.  per  annum 
ariang  from  the  Redemption  of  the  Land  Tax  in  the  Paridi 
ofHoo. 

The  Sdiool  is  open  to  the  sons  of  Freemen  indefinitely 
free  of  expense,  for  the  Clasrica  onfy:  they  pay  a  guinea 
per  Quarter  for  writing,  cyphering,  &c. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  Eton  plan  is 
prindpally  followed. 

At  present  the  Master  is  chosen  bff  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Town  and  Parish  of  Maidstone,  assembled  in  Vestry.  He 
is  entitled  to  a  very  good  House,  with  proper  offices  and 
conveniences,  late  the  Mansion  and  buildings  of  Tn&  Fra- 
TSHNiTY  of  CoEPUs  Chbisti  in  Maidstone,  together  with 
the  rents  and  profits  of  a  Farm  of  £11.  per  annum,  and  a 
Salary  of  £20.  a  year  paid  by  The  Corporation. 

Tlie  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Edward  Mott  Al]> 
FREE,  who  takes  Boarders  at  Forty  guineas  per  annum. 
His  present  number  is  between  20  and  30. 

The  Chapel  or  Hall  of/i  he  Fraternity  is  now  the  School* 
room ;  which,  being  very  large  and  commodious,  is  also 
made  use  of  by  The  Corporation  to  hold  thdr  Court-Leet, 
and  to  chuse  their  Mayor  and  Members  of  Parliament 

Among  the  Emment  men  who  have  been  educated  At 
this  School,  may  be  aiumerated, —

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ROCHESTER. 

The  Royal  Gbahmar  School  in  The  City  of  Rochbsteb 
dates  ifs  ori^n,  from  the  Foundation  Charter  of  The  Dean 
and  Chapter  of  The  Cathedral  Church,  on  the  18th  of 
June,  in  the  Thirty-third  year  of  the  reign  of  King  Henby 
the  Eighth,  1542. 

About  three  years  after.  His  Majesty  gave  a  Code  of  Sta- 
T^TTES  for  the  government  of  this  Chuch,  in  which  it  is 
ordained,  that  there  shall  be  "  Duo  If^brmatores  Puerorum 
in  Grammatic&y  quorum  unus  dt  Praeceptor^  sltsr  Sub-Prm- 
ceptOTj  Viginii  Pueri  in  GrammaticA  erudiendi."  And  a 
following  Chapter  refers  accordingly  to  the  School 

The  Statutes  also  direct,  that  Exhibitions  of  £S.  per  an- 
num each  shall  be  paid  to  Four  Scholars,  Two  at  each  of 
the  Univeraties  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge ;  The  Scholars 
to  be  more  than  F^Uen^  and  under  Twerdy  years  of  age,  to 
be  chosen  from  this  School  in  preference,  but  if  none  such 
are  here  duly  qualified,  then  from  any  other  Sdiool,  so  that 
they  be  neither  FeOow  est  Scholar  in  either  University. 
The  said  Penaon  to  continue  until  they  commence  Bache- 
lor, and  that  within  the  space  of  Four  years ;  after  which 
they  are  to  enjoy  the  same  for  Tltrce  years ;  when  com- 
mencing Master  of  Arts  they  are  to  be  allowed  £S.  per  an^ 
mm,  and  after  that  £6..13..4.  The  Cdl^  to  be  at  the 
option  of  The  Dean,  or  Vice-Dean,  and  Chapter;  who  no- 
minate the  Scholars. 

Besides  these  Exhibitions,  Robebt  Gumsley,  Clerk, 
Rector  of  Titsey,  in  Surrey,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  SOth  of 
June,  1618,  bequeathed  to  The  Master  and  Fellows  of 
Univebsity  College,  Oxford,  £60.  per  annumy  for  the 
maintenance  of  Fovb  Scholabs  to  be  chosen  by  them  from 
The  Free  School  oC  Maidstone,  and  fiom  this  Grammar 
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School,  such  as  are  natives  of  the  County  of  Kent  only,  of 
^hom  those  of  his  name  and  kindred  to  have  the  preference, 
who  are  to  be  allowed  Chambers  and  £15.  per  annum  each. 
See,  Maidstomje. 

The  Statutes  also  prescribe  the  Allowances  '^  pro  memdy 
^^pro  vesHbue^ — pro  etipendiUf^ — and  the  Psayers  which 
are  to  be  said  in  the  School  ^^  hard  sextd  md'ne,'" — ^and, 
*^  hord  quintd/^  in  the  Evening. 

This  ^^  King'^s  School"^  is  now  considered  ^^  aperfectiy 
private  InMibutifyrT  under  the  sole  control  of  The  Dean 
and  Chapter,  and  is  conducted  with  becoming  Prudence. 
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NEW  ROMNEY. 

Thk  Hospital,  and  School,  at  New  Romket  were  found- 
ed by  JoB)f  Southland,  of  this  Town,  Gentleman, — ^who, 
by  his  Will,  proredL  in  161S,  devised  all  his  houses,  lands, 
and  tenements,  to  his  Executor  Thomas  Bboadkax,  of 
Godmersham,  fab  Son4n-law,  upon  ccHidition  that  he  should 
make  over  by  due  course  of  law,  to  remain  and  continue 
for  ever,  the  House  wherein  his  Schoolmaster  then  dwdt, 
together  with  30  acres  of  land  and  18  acres  of  wood  in 
Smardeny— one  tenement  with  51  acres  of  land  in  HarrieU- 
ham^ — and  one  other  tenement  and  12  acres  of  land  in 
Ukombe^—Xo  the  only  use  of  a  Schoolmaster,  and  the  relief 
of  «  Two  coupk  of  Poor  Folk  ."—That  bis  Executor  should 
make  those  premises  a  Body  Politic  and  Corporate,  for 
ever  to  endure,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  same : — The 
Master  to  pay  out  of  the  proceeds  to  the  Two  couple  of 
Poor  Folk,  jCS.  per  annum  clear ;  by  half  yearly  payments, 
and  when  they  died  to  put  others  in  their  rooms : — 

That  the  Master  should  pay  out  of  those  lands  to  the 
Church-warden  of  St.  Nicholas  in  New  Romney,  £B.  by 
half  yearly  payments,  to  keep  the  reparations  of  that  Churdi 
from  time  to  time : — 

And  that  the  Master  should  keep  aU  the  premises  in  re- 
pair,  and  pay  the  Lord'^s  rent  from  time  to  time : — 

And  that  he  should  teach  T\vo  poor  children  to  write 
and  read  the  English  tongue,  and  cast  acoompts,  until  they 
should  attain  the  age  of  14  years,  and  then  to  take  others 
in  their  place : — 

That  the  Poor  Folk,  and  Poor  Children,  should  be  pla^ 
ced  and  displaced  by  the  Mayor  from  time  to  time : — 

That  the  Master  and  Poor  Folk  should  receive  the  Ccxn- 
munion  yearly,  at  Easter,  Whitsuntide,  and  Christmas,  and 
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that  the  Master  should  at  each  time  have  them  to  his  house ; 
and  should  give  them  their  Dinners :  — 

And,  that  if  he  did  not  well  and  truly  perform  his  payments, 
he  should  lose  his  place,  and  another  be  chosen  in  his  room, 
freely,  *^  xvUhout  any  bribeSy'^  by  The  Bailiff  of  Romnetf 
Marsh  from  time  to  time,  through  such  default,  provided 
he  was  a  Scholar  of  Oxford  or  CAMBaincE,  suffident  to 
teach  the  LaHn  tongue  as  well  as  the  English: — 

His  Executor  to  give  and  make  over  the  lands  and  hou- 
ses before  mentioned,  to  stand  good  in  law  and  continue  for 
ever,  to  the  uses  already  expressed,  and  to  have  those  assu- 
rances inroUed  according  to  law,  within  Three  weeks  after 
he  had  confirmed  and  ftilfiUed  his  Will  :— 

And  that  the  Mayor  should  take  account  of  the  Church- 
warden once  a  year,  for  the  £5.  which  he  had  given  to  the 
Church. 

The  Hospital  and  School-house  is  mtuate  in  the  Parish  of 
St.  Nicholas^  and  is  used  for  the  residence  of  the  Master, 
now  called  *<  2%e  Giwermyr^  and  the  Four  Poor  Folk. 

It  was  incorporated  in  the  SOth  of  Queen  Elizabeth,

The  Freb  Grammar  School  at  Sandwich  owes  ifs  ori- 
gin to  The  Mayor,  Jurats,  and  Principal  inhabitants  of  the 
Town, — who,  in  1563,  agreed  to  raise  a  sum  of  money  by 
Subscription,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  suitable  Edifice, — 
under  a  promise  from  Mr.  Roger  Manwood,  then  a  Bar- 
rister, to  endow  the  same  witli  lands,  of  sufficient  value  to 
support  the  building,  and  to  nudntain  a  Master.  According- 
ly, the  sum  of  £286..7.*2*  was  immediately  collected,  and 
other  measures  were  taken  to  promote  the  Institution. 

It  happened  fortunately,  that  Archbishop  Parker  was 
then  in  the  neighbourhood;  who,  approving  the  design, 
became  eminently  instrumental  in  it^s  establishment  He 
made  application  to  The  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Canterbury, 
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for  a  Grant  of  some  land  belonging  to  thdir  Church,  which 
was  judged  to  be  a  proper  scite  for  the  School, — and  he, 
moreover,  wrote  to  his  friend.  Secretary  Cecil,  for  his  inte- 
rest with  Quieen  Elizabeth,  to  procure  her  license,  for  the 
Foundaticn  and  Endowment. 

On  the  1st  of  October  1563,  Letters  Patents  were  issued, 
by  which  Rooeb  Manwood,  of  Hackington,  was  empow- 
ered to  erect  a  Free  Grammar  School  in  Sandwich,  by  the 
name  of  *^  The  Free  Geammab  School  of  Roger  Max- 
wood,  in  Sandwich  : " — 

That  the  Mayor  and  Jurats  of  Sandwich,  and  th^  Suc- 
cessors, should  be  Govemours  of  the  same, — ^be  a  Body  Cor- 
porate, by  the  title  of  ^^  Govebkobs  of  The  Fbee  School  of 
RoGEB  Manwood,  in  Sandwich,^ — might  plead  and  be 
impleaded  by  that  name, — might  purchase  estates  in  fee,  to 
the  value  of  £40.  a  year, — and  have  a  Common  Seal : — 
,  And  Her  Majesty  further  gave  special  license  to  the 
said  Roger  Manwood,  to  ^ve  and  grant  to  the  Gro- 
vemors  the  particular  estates  recited  in  the  subsequent  deed 
of  Feoffment,— with  other  grants  usual  in  instruments  of 
that  sort. 

On  the  2d  of  November  following,  Mr.  Manwood  ob- 
tuned  a  grant  from  The  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Canterbury, 
in  Fee  farm,  of  a  piece  of  ground  inclosed  with  a  stooe 
wall,*"  thentofore  called  St.  Thomas's,  situate  within  the 
Town  of  Sandwich  near  to  Canterbury  Gate  there,  abut- 
ting the  Delfi  Stream  South,  and  the  High  Road  North, — 
together  with  a  piece  of  SaUsy  over-against  the  same 
ground,  abutting  the  mouth  of  the  said  Stream  North,  and 
the  said  High  Road  South,— at  the  yearly  rent  of  20d. 


*  A  part  of  which  is  now  remaining,  and  has  lately  been  put 
into  complete  repair  by  The  Revd.  William  Wodswobth,  the 
present  Incumbent. 
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Both  theae  pieces  of  land,  on  the  20th  of  Feby.  1566,^ 
with  90  acrefi^  of  meadow,  pasture,  and  wopd-land,  in  Hack- 
ington  and  Northgate,  Mr.  Manwood  enfeoffed  to  The 
Mayor  and  Jurats,  as  Trustees,  and  to  their  Suooesson 
for  ever,  for  the  perpetual  support  and  maintenance  of  the 
School.  And  of  which  they  obtained  possession,  by  livery 
of  seisin,  in  the  month  of  March  following. 

On  the  24th  of  March,  1580,  Sir  Roger  Manwood 
drew  up  the  following  Statutes,*  for  the  government  of 
the  School: — 

i.  Inprimis,  I  ordeine^  that  the  Master  of  the  said  Scho1e>  at 


^  The  Mayor  and  Jurats  have  ever  since  holdcn  these  lands, 
but  have  deprived  the  School,  for  some  years,  of  the  rents  of  the 
Salts  MaTsh,  which  amount  to  £l7-  a  year, — a  laige  proportion 
of  the  Master  8  Income,  when  compared  with  £37-  the  whole  of 
it.  The  present  Master,  soon  after  his  appointment,  which  was 
legally  made  in  181 1,  and  duly  confirmed,  deemed  it  his  duty, 
according  to  the  Oath  of  his  Institution,  to  demand  of  the  Trus- 
tees the  Restitution  of  the  rents  of  those  Salts.  This  was  refu- 
sed under  various  pretences  -,  upon  which  a  plain  Case  was  laid 
before  an  eminent  Chancery  Council  whose  Opinion  is,  that  the 
Master  is  legally  entitled  to  the  rents  of  the  said  Salts,  On  this 
Opinion  being  repeatedly  declared  to  the  Trustees,  and  their 
final  answer  requested,  they  have  come,  at  length,  to  a  resolution 
to  restore  the  rents,  from  the  present  time,  to  the  Master,  pro- 
vided a  Common  Assembly  of  The  Corporation  of  Sandwich 
i^iall  sanction  such  resolve  of  the  Courts  i.  e.,  of  The  Mayor  and 
Jurats. 

'  These  90  acres  were  leased  for  500  years  by  Sir  Roger 
Man  WOOD  to  his  own  Family,  subject  to  an  annual  rent-charge 
of  £20.  This  Estate  is  now  in  the  tenure  of  the  Hales  Family 
of  Hackington  near  Canterbury,  whose  Stewards  pay  the  £90. 
annually  to  The  Mayor  of  Sandwich  for  the  Master  of  the  School^ 
who  duly  receives  it. 

^  These  Statutes  are  copied  from  fiovs's  History  of  Sand- 
wich. AU  of  them  do  not  appear  ever  to  have  been  carried  into 
effect,  and  cannot  now  be  found.  It  is  supposed  that  they  were 
entered  in  the  School  Register,  which  was  in  the  custody  of  The 
Mayor  and  Jurats,  in  1790.    On  the  confirmation  of  the  present 
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everie  avoidauQce  from  time  to  time  duringe  my  lyfe>  shal  be  at 
my  apointemente :  and  that,  from  tyme  to  tyme>  at  every  avoid- 
aimce  after  my  deathe>  the  Master  of  the  said  Schole  shal  be 
from  tyme  to  tyme  chosen  by  the  Governors  of  the  Schole,'  viz.. 
The  Maior  and  Jurats  of  Sandwich  for  the  tyme  beinge,  or  by 
the  more  nmnber  of  them,  owte  of  Lyncolne  CoUedge  of  Ox- 
forde^  yf  meete  persons  be  presented,  accorduige  to  certen 
wrightings  in  that  behalfe ;  to  which  Maior  and  Jurattes  dis- 
Creadon  I  commyt  the  govenuumce  of  my  said  Schole  after  my 
deathe,  and  they  to  be  thereof  Goveraours. 

The  Schole-master  to  be  well  reported  of.  Master  of  Artes  in 
Degree  yf  it  male  be  convenientlie  -,  alwaies  forsene,  that  the 
Scholemaster  and  Ussher  teach  the  Grammer  for  the  tyme 
iqKnntedby  conmion  awctoritie,  or  shorter  Grammers  beingenot 
prohibited.  And  tha^the  Schole-master  be  firste  allowed  by  the 
Ordynarie,  and  by  examynadon  fownd  meete  bothe  for  his 
leamynge  and  discreadon  of  teachinge,  aa  also  for  his  honest 
conversadon  and  righte  understandinge  of  Godes  trewe  religeon 
nowe  sett  fourth  by  publique  awcthoritie  5  whereunto  he  shall 
stur  and  move  his  SchoUers,  and  also  shall  prescribe  unto  them 
suche  sentences  of  Holy  Scriptures  as  shal  be  moste  expedient 
to  induce  them  to  godlynes. 

S.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that,  after  my  death  the  Master  alwaies 
apointe  and  decte  the  Ussher,'  as  ofte  as  the  place  shal  be  void ; 
whome  so  apointed  and  presented  to  The  Govemours  they  do 
admitt  hym,  not  knowinge  sufficient  cause  to  refuse  hym ;  and, 
after  he  be  so  dected  and  admytted,  not  to  be  displaced  with- 


Master,  he  made  an  application  to  the  Trustees  for  the  Register^ 
but  was  told  that  it  is  lost. 

*  The  Master  is  nominated  hj  The  Rector  and  Fellows  of 
Lincoln  College,  Oxfonl,  in  conjunction  with  The  Mayor  and 
Jurats  of  Sandwich,  and  presented  to  His  Grace  the  Archbishop 
of  Canteituryfor  Institution.  The  College  nominate  Two  Mas- 
ters of  Arts,  of  whom  The  Mayor  aud  Jurats  elect  One,— who, 
bdng  presented  to  the  Archbishop,  is  instituted,  by  virtue  of  a 
Fiat  from  His  Grace,  and  takes  the  regular  Oaths,  together 
with  the  Archbishop's  License.  The  present  Incumbent  was  so 
nominated^  elected,  and  instituted,  in  1811. 

f  The  present  Master,  desirous  to  raise  the  School  from  it*s 
dilapidated  state,  did  appdnt  an  Usher  in  1819  -,  but  the  Gen- 
tleman, finding  no  support  from  the  Town^  has  quitted  it  alto- 
gether. 
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owte  tiie  consente  of  the  saide  goveraoura  or  the  more  pute  of 
them. 

3.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that,  of  my  proper  landes  by  me  given  for 
maintenance  of  the  said  Schole,  the  Schole-master  yerlie  for  his 
SaUarie  or  Stipende  shal  be  paide  Twenty  Pounds :  and,  of  the 
landes  and  tenementes  by  me  conveyed  to  the  said  Sdiole  ac- 
cording to  the  Will  of  my  late  brother  Tbomas  deceased,  tiie 
Ussher  yerlie  for  his  Sallarie  and  Stipend  shal  be  paied  Tenn 
powndes  5S  and,  yf  by  any  occasion  the  Usshers  stipend  cannot 
so  arrise  and  be  levied,  that  the  same  be  supplied  6i  the  rentts 
of  the  landes  and  tenements  given  by  the  Testament  of  Thomas 
Thompson  deceased  :^  and  i^r  those  two  Sallaries  and  Sty- 
pendes  paied,  the  overplus  of  the  rentes  and  profittes  of  all  the 
said  landes  and  tenementes  to  be  yerlie  as  an  equal  dividait 
betwene  the  Schole-master  and  Ussher,  •after  all  chardges  of 
reparadons  and  otherwies  towching  the  said  Schole-howse, 
liands  and  Tenementes  necessarely  borne  and  allowed  :  of  which 
reparacions  vewe  from  tjmoie  to  tyme  is  to  be  taken  by  the  said 
Govemours ;  for  doinge  whereof  in  suche  wise  that  tilings  de- 
cayenge  maie  in  tyme  be  repaired,  and  things  wantinge  maie  be 
supplied  and  aU  damages  forseene,  I  ordeine,  thattwoe  of  the 
Juratts  everie  yere,  on  the  Mundaie  nexte  after  the  Feaste  of 
St.  Mychaell  tharchaungell,  be  chosen  Survewurs,^  and  everie 
yere  to  vewe  the  same  twice  for  all  decaies  and  reparacions,  and 
thereupon  order  from  tyme  to  tyme  to  be  taken. 

4.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that,  of  such  SchoUers  as  in  the  same 
Schole  shal  be  tawghte,  those  that  be  Children  of  the  Inhabit- 
aunts  of  Sandwich  to  be  frelie  tawght,  witkowte  any  thing  to  be 
demaunded  or  taken,  but  of  benevolence  shall  be  given  at  th*end 
of  everie  quarter  towardes  buieng  and  providinge  of  such  Dic- 
tionaries and  other  Bookes  as  shal  be  for  common  use  of  the 
Schollers^    and  the  reste  of  the  forreine  Schollers  to  be  tawghte 


s  The  Trustees  never  obtained  possession  of  any  lands  or 
rents, /or  ike  Salary  of  an  Usher;  nor  does  it  appear,  that  an 
Usher  has  ever  been  found  necessary.  About  45  years  since, 
the  Master  appointed  a  Deputy,  The  Revd.  Mr.  Da  vies,  who 
officiated  in  the  School  for  him. 

^  These  lands  and  tenements  never  came  into  the  possession 
of  the  Trustees. 

*  These  Surveyors,  if  appointed,  have  made  no  repairs.  The 
house,  in  1811,  was  in  a  very  dilapidated  state,  as  well  as  the 
walls.  The  present  Incmnbent  has  made  repairs  at  the  expense 
of  several  Hundred  pounds^  defrayed  by  himself. 
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for  such  price  and  rate,  as  bj  the  Maior  w  his  De^p^tk  and  two 
of  the  Jaratts  at  the  leaste  and  hy  the  Master,  from  time  to  time 
upon  th'admisaion,  shal  be  limited  unto  the  Master,^  having  res- 
pecte  to  theChilde  and  Habilitie  of  his  Parents;  Andj  for 
suche  Children  as  alreadie  are  placed  in  the  Scholcj  the  same 
order  upon  perusinge  is  to  be  observed. 

5.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Master  and  Ussher  shall  contynewe 
and  enjoye  their  bowse  and  stipends,  with  the  garden  and  or* 
chard  a^joyninge  during  theare  lives  not  sufficientlie  convicted 
to  have  neglected  their  office :  and,  if  it  happen  either  of  them 
to  be  so  convicted  at  any  time,  yet  I  will  not  that  he  be  straight- 
waies  removed,  but  gently  warned  and  admonished,  by  me 
whiles  I  live,  and  after  my  deathe,  by  the  Governors  aforesaid  or 
the  more  parte  of  them  :  and  so  for  the  second  time ;  and  then 
yf  after  the  second  admonicion  he  doe  not  amend,  and  diligent- 
lie  foUowe  his  office  and  chardge  in  the  Scheie,  I  wiU  that  he  soe 
offending  be  utterlie  expulsed  and  amoved,  and  another  to  be 
received  in  his  rome ;  and  that  to  be  done,  after  my  deathe,  with 
all  diligence  by  the  said  Crovernors. 

6.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Master  and  Ussher  shall  neither  of 
them  be  a  common  gamester,  and  haunter  of  Taverns,  nor  by 
any  extraordinarie  or  unnecessarie  expenses  in  apparell  or  other- 
wies  become  an  infomy  to  the  School,  and  an  evill  example  to  the 
yonge ;  to  whome  in  all  points  they  owghte  to  she  we  themselves 
an  example  of  honest,  contynente  and  godlie  behaviour. 

7.  Item,  I,  desiringe  the  benefytt  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
sud  towneof  Sandwich  in  bordinge  of  SchoUers  and  otherwies, 
doe  ordeine,  that  the  Master  of  the  saide  Gramer  Schole  shall 
not  take  to  boerde,  dyet  or  lodge  in  his  bowse  or  roomes  or 
otherwies  above  the  nombre  of  Twelve  Schollers,  and  the  Ussher 
not  to  take  above  the  nomber  of  Sixe  SchoUan,  unles  yt  shall 
aeeme  conveniente  to  the  said  Governors  that,  upon  some  good 
occasion  and  consideracion,  the  said  Master  and  Ussher  maie 
have  a  more  nomber  at  boerd  and  lodging  with  them. 

8.  Item,  yf  it  happen  the  Master  or  Ussher  to  be  visited  with  a 
comon  disease,  as  the  agewe  or  any  curable  sicknes,  I  ordeine, 
that  he  soe  visited  be  toUerated  for  the  time,  and  his  stipend  al- 
lowed fully,  so  that  his  office  be  furnished  by  his  sufficiente 
Deputie.  But  yf,  which  God  forbidd,  they  or  any  of  them 
shall  fall  into  any  infective  and  incurable  disease,  specially 
thorowe  their  owne  evill  behaviour,  then  I  ordeine,  that  he  so 


^  The  Regulation  is,  that  each  Day-scholar  shall  pay  the 
Master  Eight  guineas  per  annum  for  Tuition :  And  that  is  the 
sum  paid  by  each  Scholar  from  the  Town. 
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infected  be  removed  and  put  awaie,  and  another  be  chosen  in  his 
Tome. 

9.  Item,  if  it  happen  the  Master  or  Unher,  after  long  tyme 
spente  in  the  Schole,  to  waxe  impotente^  and  throwgh  age  or 
c^er  infirmities  not  hable  to  endure  the  travell  and  hibor  neoe»' 
sarie  in  the  Schole^  I  ordeine*  he  be  favorablie  home  withaU,  ao 
that  his  office  be  furnished  by  his  suffidente  Deputie,  althoughe 
he  himselfe  be  not  hable. 

10.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Master  and  Ussher  be  at  libertie 
either  to  remaine  single  or  to  marie,  or  to  take  priesthoode,  so 
he  trowble  not  hymselfe  with  any  benefice  of  cure  or  worldly 
bufiinesse,  in  such  wies  that  shall  hinder  his  office  and  dilligeat 
attendaunce  in  the  Schole. 

11.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that,  yf  any  oontraversie  happen  to  arrise 
and  growe  betwene  the  Master  and  the  Ussher  at  any  time>  that 
then  yt  be  xeferred  to  me  the  Fownder  whiles  I  liye,  and  after  to 
the  Goremours  of  the  said  Schole,  and  they  to  stand  to  thdr 
order  and  determynadon  upon  paine  of  depryvadon  from  their 
office. 

12.  Item^  1  ordeine,  that  ndther  the  Master  or  Ussher  withowte 
license  of  the  said  govemours  absent  themsdves  above  Twenty 
dues  in  the  yere  from  the  Schole,  nor  soe  muche  but  upon  good 
and  urgent  cause,  and  in  that  vacant  tyme  the  one  to  supplie  the 
others  office,  upon  some  good  convenient  allowaunoe  as  they  can 
agree,  so  as  bothe  at  once  mide  not  in  any  wies  be  absente  from 
the  said  Schole. 

13.  Item,  yf  yt  happen  to  be  suche  contagious  dcknes,  as  the 
Plague  or  such  Uke,  tihAt  by  consideradon  of  the  said  Govemours 
the  teaching  of  the  sdd  Schole  for  the  tyme  beinge  muste  cease 
and  not  meete  to  oontynewe,  yet  neverthelesse  1  ordeine,  that 
both  the  Master  and  the  Ussher  have  their  Stipendes  fiilly  pddj 
bdnge  allwdes  in  rediness  to  teache  so  sone  as  God  shall  make 
suche  contagious  sicknes  cease. 

14.  Item,  If  it  happen  the  Master  or  the  Ussher  to  die  at  any 
time  in  thdr  office,  I  orddne,  that  their  executors  or  assigns  shall 
receave  so  much  money  as  for  his  or  their  service  is  accomptable 
to  be  dewe  at  the  hower  of  his  or  their  deaihes  after  the  rate  per 
diem,  and  in  such  case  the  rome  to  be  supplied  with  as  muche 
convenient  speed  as  maie  be.  And,  for  that  vacant  time  the 
Survivor  to  fomishe  the  whole  chardge,  and  to  receave  so  muche 
as  for  both  is  dewe  at  that  time. 

16.  Item,  I  ordeine,  none  to  be  taughte  in  this  Schole  but  that 
firste  the  Master  be  spoken  withall  by  his  or  thdr  friends,  and  to 
be  allowed  by  the  master's  admission  and  by  the  Maior  or  his 
Deputie  and  twoe  Juratts  at  leaste,  requiringe  that  the  Matter^ 
by  catDsmg  to  be  redd  doe  cause  his  friendes  to  understande  suche 
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pomteg  of  the  Statute$  and  Ordinaimeet  as  hereafter  fblloweth,  and 

he  or  they  being  willing  to  obey  the  same ;  then  the  Master  shall 

admitt  aney  suche  Scholler,  provided  that  every  SchoUer  hereafter 

to  be  admitted  be  habk^  before  hu  admiuum  into  the  Scheie  to 

write  competentlie  and  to  reade  petfectlie  both  EngUshe  and 

Lattyne,  and  that  the  Border  doe  undertake,  under  the  paine  of 

fyve  marc8>  that  the  same  Scholler  shal  be  from  tyme  to  tyme 

famished  toUh  aU  necessaries  meete  for  his  leammge,  and  that 

suche  Scholler  shall  not  be  taken  fiom  the  Schole  under  one 

monethes  waminge,  and  not  otherwiese  but  by  publique  order 

in  the  presence  of  the  Maior  or  his  Deputie  and  twoe  of  his 

Bretheren,  and  so  openlie  to  take  his  leave,  and  further  shewinge 

some  probable  cause  of  his  departure;  and>  upon  proofe  and 

triall  of  every  Schollers  capacity,  after  a  convenient  tyme  being 

in  the  Schole  and  not  found  meete  to  learne,  to  signify  the  same 

to  his  friends,  and  then,  by  assent  of  the  Maior  or  his  Deputie 

^  and  twoe  Juratts  at  leaste,  to  remove  him;  and  none  to  bea 

Scholler  there  but  he  doe  boerd  within  the  Towen,  unless  he 

doe  lodge  within  one  mile  and  a  hauUe  of  the  Towen ;  and  none 

to  tarrie  above  Sixe  yeares  in  learning  there  withowte  a  great 

cause  alledged  and  allowed  by  the  said  govemours  for  the  tyme 

beinge ;  and  suche  as  alredie  are  placed  in  the  Schole  to  atteine 

writinge  competentlie  tnthin  one  quarter  of  a  yere  next  commge,  or 

ells  to  he  removed  till  they  can  attain  the  same. 

16.  Item,  I  will  and  ordeine,  that  in  the  said  Towne  of  Sand- 
wich none  other  Grammer  Schole  be  tawghte ;  and  farther,  yf  any 
SchoUar  shall  departe  ov^te  from  this  Schole  virithowte  cause  of 
sickness,  and  be  tawghte  in  any  other  Schole,  that  after  suche  de- 
parture the  same  Scholler  shall  not  be  readmytted  withowte  spedall 
consent  of  the  Master,  and  that  upon  such  cawse  as  shal  be  allowed 
by  the  said  Govemours. 

17.  Item,  1  ordeine,  that,  yf  the  Schollers  parentes  be  noe 
dwellers  in  the  Towne  of  Sandwich  aforesaid,  then  his  friends 
shall  not  place  him  in  any  suche  howse  to  be  horded,  as  the 
Master  shall  signefy  to  the  parentes  that  yt  hath  been  and  is 
likelie  to  be  an  occation  of  Soollers  to  followe  idleness,  gamynge 
and  other  vayne  pastimes  not  beseminge  students.  Therefore,  to 
avoid  all  such  inconvenience,  not  only  the  partie  that  taketh  the 
Scholler  or  Schollers  to  boerd  shall  faithfully  promise  to  the 
Master  before  his  or  their  admission  to  keepe  them  contynually 
from  all  unthriftie  pastimes  and  games  in  his  house,  and  further 
to  lett  the  Master  betimes  have  informacion  in  case  he  knowe 
that  they  be  lewdlie  occupied  within  or  withoute  his  house,  not 
in  any  pointe  boulstiinge  up  their  evill ;  but  also,  yf  aney  suche 
misorder  or  defaulte  in  the  partie  that  taketh  the  Scholler  to 
borde  shal  be  fownde  as  the  Master  shal  thereof  make  complaint 
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unto  the  Govemmira^  and  then  not  reformed,  then  the  said 
parde  to  be  secluded  from  haying  aney  SchoUers  of  this  Schole 
to  boerde }  and  the  like  dillygence  to  be  used  by  suche  parentes 
as  shall  dwell  in  Sandwich  and  have  theur  Children  Schollers  in 
the  saide  Schole,  upon  paine  of  suche  SchoUers  to  be  removed 
and  put  ^m  the  Scole. 

18.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  eyerie  Scholler  at  his  firste  admission 
into  this  schole  shall  paie  Six  pence,  if  his  parentes  be  inhabit- 
inge  and  the  Scholler  lodging  in  Sandwich  -,  and  Twelve  pence, 
if  his  parentes  be  not  inhabitinge  or  the  Sdioller  not  lodging 
there,  to  the  common  Boxe ;  with  whiche  money  the  master  at 
his  discreacion  shall  provide  necessarie  Bookes,  as  Dictionaries 
or  other,  for  the  common  use  of  the  SchoUers. 

19.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  as  ofte  as  any  Scholler  dothe  absente 
himselfe  from  the  Schole^  having  no  occasion  of  sicknes,  or  shal 
be  wantinge  withowte  leave  of  the  Master,  he  shaU,  besydes  his 
correccion  at  his  retume,  paie  to  the  common  Boxe  for  everie 
dales  absence  a  peney  as  the  dales  come  to. 

30.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Master  keep  y^  register,  and  in 
the  same  write  the  names  and  surname  of  everie  Sch<^er  and 
the  dale  of  his  entringe,  which  shaU  not  be  on  aney  other  daie 
but  on  the  workinge  Tewtdaie  of  everie  week  usually  to  keepe 
Schoole,  and  not  withowte  consente  of  the  Maior  or  his  Deputie 
and  two  of  the  Juratts  firste  had  and  thereat  present.  And  the 
said  Master  of  the  Griammar  Schole  everie  yere,  the  Mundaie 
nexte  after  the  Feast  of  Sainte  MychaeU  th'archangeU,  shaU  at 
the  said  Schole-house  yeld  to  die  said  Govemours  a  trewe 
accompte  of  all  suche  SchoUers  as  have  been  receaved  into  the 
said  Schole,  and  the  names  of  suche  as  have  departed  thence } 
and  that  a  trewe  accompte  be  made  and  keapte  thereof,  and  in 
presence  of  the  said  Govemours  fuUy  answered  to  th*u8e  of  the 
Schole  of  aU  suche  admission  money  so  receaved  to  the  common 
use  of  the  said  Schole. 

SI.  Item,  acknowledginge  €rod  to  be  th*only  awthor  of  all 
knowledge  and  vertewe,  I  ordeine^  that  the  Master  and  Ussher 
of  this  my  Schole,  or  one  of  them  at  leaste,  with  their  SchoUers^ 
at  halfe  hour  before  Seaven  of  the  clock,  doe,  firste  devoutly 
kneeling  on  their  knees,  praie  to  Almighty  God,  according  to 
the  forme  by  the  Master  prescribed,  on  everie  Schole  daie. 

22.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that,  after  Praier,  they  both  attend  the 
Schole  dilligentlie,  teachinge,  reading  and  interpretinge,  untiU 
Eleven  of  the  dock  of  the  forenoon,  and  not  to  departe  without 
urgent  cause,  but  in  any  wiese  one  to  be  present  aUwaie. 

23.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  by  One  of  the  clock  after  dmner  they 
both  resorte  eftsones  to  the  Schole,  theare  to  attend  the  Schole 
tiU  Ftpe  of  the  clock  at  Eveninge,  oc.more,  according  to  the  time 
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of  the  yere,  at  the  ducreatUm  of  the  Master;  and  then  devoutely 
on  their  knees  to  praie,  in  form  by  the  Master  to  be  prescribed. 

S4.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Master  and  Ussher  do  usually 
tpeak  in  the  LtUtyn  tonge  to  their  Schollers  that  doe  understande 
^e  same. 

25.  Item,  I  ordeine^  that  the  Master,  twice  in  one  moneth  at 
the  leaste,  examine  those  which  be  under  the  Ussher*8  hand>  to 
understand  howe  they  profyt  and  goe  forward  in  leaminge. 

S6.  Item,  I  ordeine^  that  the  Usisher  practise  and  use  suche 
order  and  fbrme  in  teachinge,  as  the  Master  shall  think  good  and 
prescribe. 

d7.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  Master,  or  in  his  absence  the 
Ussher,  shall  not  give  remedie  or  leave  to  play  above  once  in  a 
week,  unlesse  the  said  governors  or  some  honourable  or  worship- 
fall  person  present  in  theSchole  house  shall  requier  the  same,  so 
as  that  fiEurther  lycence  be  but  once  a  week>  and  not  two  dales 
together,  nor  in  any  fbr«ioon,  and  not  withowte  shewinge  some 
exercise  of  leamynge  in  presence  of  hym  that  asketh  the  same. 

98.  Item,  f  ordeine,  that  aU  the  SchoUers  upon  the  SabbMh 
date  and  holy  daies  resort  m  dewe  thne  to  the  Schole^fumse,  and 
Jrom  thence  by  two  and  two  in  order  to  goe  to  Devyne  Service  in 
the  nexte  Parishe  Churche  in  Sandwich  wherein  English  Service 
is  used,  the  Master,  if  he  be  there,  going  before  them,  and  the 
.  Ussher,  if  he  be  there,  after  them  -,  but  one  of  them  at  the  least 
being  present  to  oversee  them ;  And,  in  like  order  to  departe  by 
two  and  two  owte  of  the  churche  when  the  Master  or  Ussher 
then  present  shall  apointe  them  to  departe.  And,  on  every 
Saturday  in  the  afternoon,  before  their  going  to  churche,  the 
Master  and  Ussher  or  one  of  them  with  all  the  Schollers 
devoutlie  on  tl^dr  knees,  the  Schollers  aloud,  to  saie  one  pre- 
scribed forme  of  Praier,  wherein  shal  be  made  mencion  of  the 
Church,  the  Realme,  the  Prince,  the  Estate  of  the  Towne,  and  the 
Fownder  and  his  Posteritie.  And  I  ordayne,  that  the  Master  and 
Ussher  duelie  everie  Munday,  or  nexte  Schole  day  after  the  Sab- 
bath dale,  in  the  morning  call  to  reconing  all  such  of  the  Schollers 
as  ither  absent  themselves  torn  such  comminge  to  the  Churche, 
or  from  being  att  the  Churche,  or  came  tardy  to  it,  or  otherwise 
use  not  themselves  reverentlie  there  in  prayer,  everie  of  them 
having  a  Prayer  booke  in  Latyn  or  Englishe  according  to  the 
Master  his  appointmente,  and  in  that  behalfe  to  use  correcdon 
as  shal  be  conveniente  5  and  that  by  the  said  Goverwmrs  there  be 
appointed  in  the  Churche,  place  convenient  for  the  said  Schollers 
to^be  together,  and  not  any  other  boyes  or  children  to  be  there 
emongest  them,  to  th*end  their  silence  and  other  demeanour  male 
the  better  be  seene  unto  and  reformed. 

29.  Item,  consideringe  that  vertewe  and  knowledge  by  praise 
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and  rewanl  is  in  all  estates  maynteined  and  encreased  and  espe^ 
cially  in  yowthe^  I  ordeine,  that,  after  my  deathe,  ererie  yere 
<mce,  viz.,  the  Tewadaie  nezte  after  the  Feaste  of  St.  Mychaell 
th*  archangell>  there  be  kept  in  the  Scheie  dispotacions,  npom 
quesUoru  provided  by  the  Master,  from  Seven  or  Eight  of  the 
Clock  in  the  fbrenone  till  Nine  or  Ten  of  the  Clock  fbUowinge  -, 
at  which  disputadons^  I  ordeine,  that  the  Master  desire  the  Fv" 
sons  and  Vicars  of  the  Towne,  with  one  or  two  other  of  know* 
ledge  or  more  dwelling  nighe,  to  be  present  in  the  Schole  if  it 
please  them  to  hear  the  same.  The  dtsputacion  ended,  to  de* 
termine  which  three  of  the  hole  number  of  several  forms  have 
done  best  by  the  judgements  of  the  Master  and  learned  hearers : 
and  I  ordeine,  that  the  first  allowed  have  a  Penn  of  Silver  whole 
gvUte  of  the  price  of  2«.  6d.',  the  second,  a  Pam  of  Silver  porceU 
guUte  of  the  value  of  ^. ;  the  third,  a  Petm  of  silver  of  20d.,  for 
their  rewardes :  and  then  I  will,  that  the  hole  company  goe  in 
order  decentlie  by  two  and  two  unto  thePariihChurch  of  Our  Ladye 
aforesaid,  the  three  victors  to  come  laste  nexte  to  the  Master  and 
Ussher,  and  ither  of  them  having  a  Garland  on  their  heads  pro- 
vided far  the  purpose,  and  in  the  Church  then  and  there  tokneele 
or  stand  in  some  convenient  place  to  be  apointed  by  the  discrea- 
don  of  the  Govemours  and  Master  of  the  Schole,  and  to  saie  or 
singe  some  convenient  Psalme  or  Himpne,  with  a  Collet  having 
some  convenient  rememberaunce  and  making  mendon  of  the 
Church,  the  Realme,  the  Prince,  the  Towne  and  the  Fawnder,  as 
shal  be  apointed  and  devised  by  the  Master. 

30.  Item,  everie  absence  from  Churche  or  from  such  assemblies, 
and  everie  unreverent  bdiaviour  at  any  time,  to  be  sharply 
punished :  and  likewies  honestie  and  deanlyness  of  lief,  speache 
and  manners,  and  namelie  lowliness  and  courtesie,  to  be  sta- 
blished  by  all  good  meanes  $  pride,  rybawdrie,  lying,  pyckinge 
and  blasphemynge  to  be  sharplie  punished. 

31.  Item,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  Master  or  Usher,  or 
aney  of  their  friendes,  at  going  away  from  their  office  to  spoils  or 
take  awaie  with  them  aney  suche  thinge  as  is  or  shal  be  sett  up  and 
fastened  in  their  howse  or  hawses,  or  planted  in  their  orchards  or 
gardens,  or  as  stock  or  store  placed  in  the  schoole  h<lwsinge,  but 
frelie  to  leave  the  same  with  as  good  will  as  for  their  tyme  they 
have  enjoyed  th*  use  thereof.^ 

32.  Item,  I  ordeine,  that  the  govemours  aforesaid  shall  have 
in  thdr  handes  an  inventorie  of  all  things  that  apertdne  unto 


'  In  1811,  there  was  but  one  fixture  in  the  house,  a  Stove,  in 
the  only  room  then  habitable. 
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.the  Schole^  be  they  bookesor  beddinge  or  other  implemeutes,  in 
the  Master  or  (Jssher^B  house,  or  in  the  Schole,  so  that  at  the 
departure  they  maie  be  staled  and  reserved  as  aperteineth  in  that 
behalf. 

33.  Item,  for  that  digressinge  in  order  of  teachinge  according 
to  the  severall  natures  and  disposicions  of  everie  Schole-master 
or  Ussher  maie  greately  kinder  the  Schollers,  and  for  that  a  con- 
venient direccion  therein  of  some  ordinarie  Bookes  to  be  read 
and  some  Bxerdses  to  be  used  maie  greatly  further  the  Schol- 
lers ;  therefore  I  ordeine,  that  the  Sd^ole  shal  be  divided  into  a 
convenient  nombre  of  formes,  some  to  be  taught  by  the  Master 
and  th'  other  by  the  Ussher,  and  as  neare  as  shal  be  thoughte 
conveniente  by  the  Master  for  the  time  beiOge ;  the  Bookes  and 
order  of  teachinge  hereafter  mentioned  to  be  used,  or  suche  other 
as  by  common  aucthoritie,  or  ells  by  theFownder  or  ^rcA6^MAop 
for  die  time  being,  shal  be  prescribed. 

34.  Of  the  Ussher's  formes,  the  first  shall  learn  the  Accidence 
Xo  the  rules  of  construccion,  and  be  exercised  in  declyning  of 
nownes  and  verbes  according  to  the  form  prescribed  in  the  pre- 
face to  The  Queenes  Grammar  :  the  second  form  shall  leame 
the  rules  of  constniccion,  and  therewith  have  Cato  read  unto 
them,  and  be  exercised  in  making  of  Latyne,  and  other  lyke,  by 
discreacion;  the  third  form  shal  have  read  unto  them  such 
Lattine  Catachisme  as  shal  be  sett  forth  by  publique  aucthoritie, 
and  the  Dialogs  of  CcutiUo,  and  be  exercised  in  touming  of 
Lattin  into  English  and  English  into  Lattin,  and  other  lyke,  by 
discrecion. 

35.  The  first  form  in  the  Master  s  charge  shall  have  read  unto 
them  Terreuce,  the  EpisteUs  of  TuUey  chosen  by  Sturing,  and 
Apthonn  Progymnasmata,  and  be  exercised  in  varying  of  LAtine 
and  in  practinng  th*  exercises  of  .^ptAonitu  at  tymes  apointed,  and 
other  lyke,  by  d^screacion :  the  second  forme  shall  have  red  to 
4hem  Salust,  TulUs  Offices,  with  the  rules  of  versefienge,  and 
FirgiWs  Eglogs,  or  some  chaste  poet,  and  shall  use  th'  exercises 
of  the  first  forme,  with  doing  the  same,  and  disputinge  extempore, 
and  other  lyke,  by  discreacion  :  the  third  forme  shall  have  red 
to  them  Tullie^s  Oracions,  VtrgilVs  Eneidos,  the  Epistles  of 
Horace,  and  certen  of  his  chaste  Odes  chosen,  and  have  th'  ex* 
•ereises  of  the  second  forme,  with  making  of  verses,  and  other 
lyke,  by  discreacion. 

36.  Item,  I  ordcine,  that  as  manie  of  the  rules  foUowinge 
^ahal  be  observed  as  by  discreacion  of  the  Master  shal  be  from 
tyme  to  tyme  thought  meete,  or  other  lyk  at  his  discreacion ; 
$hat  is  to  sale,  everie  lesson  shal  be  said  without  booke  and  con- 
strued into  Englishe  by  everie  SchoUer  reading  that  author :  the 
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foardes  shall  first  be  EngUsked  seoeralMe  as  the  GrwnmaticaU  eo»- 
9lTucdon  Ueth,  and  afterwards  the  hole  sentence  or  lesson  reherwed 
in  English  as  it  Ueth  together,^  In  the  paning  the  teacher  shall 
not  need  more  then  to  examyn  which  Scholler  he  will,  at  adven- 
ture, upon  which  wordes  he  will  in  the  lesson.  The  phrases, 
synanomies,  and  elegances  shal  be  chosen  out  and  apointed  to 
the  Schollers  to  write.  Everie  Mondaye  the  Ussher  dial  deliver 
an  Englishe  of  two  lines  to  his  second  form,  and  of  ten  lines  to 
his  third  forme,  to  be  translated  into  Lattin  at  th^ir  vacant  times 
against  Thursdaye  aftemoone.  The  Master  shal  si  and  against 
the  same  times  deliver  to  his  first  form  some  Epystell  which  he 
hath  Englished  out  of  TuUey  ,•  to  the  second  forme,  some  matter 
translated  out  of  Tulley,  Cesar,  or  Livie;  to  the  third  forme, 
some  question  wherof  themselves  shall  write  marte  propria. 
Everie  Thursdaye  after  dinner  every  Schollers  doings  to  be  readj 
the  foultes  gently  shewed,  the  transladon  oompiured  with  the 
originall,  and  then  the  Children  dismissed  to  play  at  th<!  discrea- 
don  of  the  Master,  not  otherwies  but  as  he  findeth  deserte.  In 
suche  Thursdaies  doinges,  and  all  other  exercises^  promptinge 
and  helping  one  of  another  to  be  more  punished  t^en  lack  of 
well  doinge,  with  rodd,  shame,  restraint  of  phue,  or  otherwyse. 
Every  Friday,'^  or  Saturday,  or  one  of  them,  shal  be  spent  in  re- 
hersal  of  the  leaminge  of  that  week  neere  spent.  The  Schollers 
of  the  Master  his  forms,  for  fomishing  of  their  declaradons, 
disputacions  and  other  exercises,  shal  be  called  upon  to  have 
and  read  in  private  studie  Livie,  edl  good  histories,  poetes,  bookes 
of  common  places,  sentences,  apothegmes,  and  such  like  -,  and 
accordinge  to  their  well  doinge  to  have  the  highest  places  with 
other  prderments  and  priviledges  of  favor,  and  in  no  case  aney 
respecte  therein  shall  be  had  of  birth,  wdth,  parentes,  or  any 
thing  but  of  profyting  in  learnings  and  at  everie  Christmas 
time,  if  the  Master  doe  think  mete,  to  have  one  Comedie  or 
Tragedie  of  chaste  matter  in  Latin  to  be  played,  the  partes  to  be 
divided  to  as  many  Schollars  as  male  be,  and  to  be  learned  at 
vacant  times.  And  if  the  Master  for  the  time  shall  not  see  good 
to  observe  the  form  or  course  of  teachinge  the  Bookes  or  Auc- 
thors  before  mentioned,  that  nei'erthelesse  he  doe  foUowe  som 
suche  matter  of  the  same  as  he  shall  think  expedient  And  in 
mine  opinion,  during  a  SchoUar*s  remaymnge  in  the  Grammar 


">  This  is  the  present  mode  of  Tuition,  save  that  each  Pupil  is 
made  to  parse.

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Schole>  he  should  leame  hut  afewe  bookes  in  Lattin^  and  in  Greek 
correspondent  to  them,  and  not  to  be  suffered  to  rove  in  many 
authors,^  but  that  thatfewe  should  be  learned  most  perfectlie,  and 
then  he  maie  after  with  better  judgement  reade  as  many  as 
be  lyste. 

37.  Item,  besides  these  rules^i*  ordinances,  and  statutes  by  me 
left  in  a  table  hanging  in  the  said  Schole,  I  ordeine,  that  there 
shal  be  truely  written  word  for  word  two  copies  of  the  same  ordi- 
nances, th'  one  to  remaine  in  the  handes  of  the  governors  afore- 
said, and  th'  other  in  the  handes  of  the  Master  of  my  Schole,  or 
at  suche  time  as  the  Master  his  place  is  vacant  to  remaine  in  the 
Ussher*s  handes,  so  that  they  in  each  parte  maie  remember  what 
aperteineth  to  their  offices,  chardge  and  dewties;  and  also  at 
the  admission  of  any  Master  and  Ussher,  they  shall  promise  be- 
fore honest  witnes  for  to  keep  and  see  executed  all  such  points 
as  concern  them,  and  their  Schollers,  to  the  uttermost  of  their 
power  during  all  the  time  that  they  remaine  in  that  office. 

38.  Item,  that  both  the  Master  and  Ussher  shall  endeavour 
themselves  to  the  contynuall  profytinge  of  all  the  Schollere  of 
the  said  Grammar  Schole,  and  of  their  partes  faithfully  observe 
and  keepe  all  the  pointes  and  articles  within  the  foresaid  orders 
conteyned,  as  by  the  same  orders  thereof  made  more  plainly 
doth  and  maie  appeare. 

89.  And  finally,  if  the  said  Master  and  Ussher  shall  manifestly 
and  wilfully  neglecte  or  breake  any  of  the  said  orders,  being 
thereof  twice  solemnly  admonished  by  the  Govemours  aforesaid, 
and  notwithstandinge  continewe  the  breache  thereof,  that  then 
it  shal  be  lawful  to  the  same  Maior  and  moste  parte  of  the 
Juratts,  govemours  aforesaid,  first  having  the  assent  of  the 
Fownder  whiles  he  liveth,  to  expell  and  putt  oute  the  partie  so 
offoidinge  and  to  place  another  hable  man  in  his  roome  or 
office. 

40.  Provided  allwaies,  that,  during  the  life  of  the  Fownder  it 
shal  be  lawfull  for  him  to  add  or  alter  everie  or  any  of  the  rules 
and  ordinances  before  mendoned,  or  hereafter  to  be  mencioned, 
touching  or  concerning  the  said  Schole  and  other  the  premisses 
or  any  parte  thereof.  And  if  any  ambiguitie  shall  hereafter  arise 
for  the  trewe  understandinge  of  any  rule  or  ordinance  touching 
the  Schole,  the  interpretacion  and  construction  thereof  is  to  the 
Fownder  during  his  life,  and,  after  his  death,  to  the  Jrchbisshop 
of  Canterburiefor  the  time  being,  ordinarie  of  the  place"

On  the  30th  of  July,  1568,  Rogek  Manwood,  Serjeant 
at  Law,  and  Richabd  Heywood,  Esq.,  executors  of  the 
Will  of  JoANB  Tbapps,  late  of  London,  Widow,  deceased, 
in  part  of  accomplishment  of  the  said  Will,  do  bargain,  sell, 
&c.,  to  the  Rector  and  Fellows  of  the  College  of  The  Blessed 
Mary  and  All  Saints  Lincoln,  in  The  University  of  Oxford, 
Fffkf4wo  acres  of  land,  in  the  Parish  of  fF^iMoAfe  in  Kent, 
towards  the  finding  of  Four  Sdbolars,  for  ever,  in  the  said 
College :  of  which,  two  to  be  placed  and  nonunated  by  the 
said  Rector  and  Fellows  frcxn  any  part  of  the  kingdom ; 
and  two  by  The  Governors  of  the  Free  Granunar  School  in 
Sandwich,  out  of  the  said  Grammar  School,  aUemis  vicibus; 
first,  one  by  The  Rector  and  Fellows;  and  after,  one  other 
by  the  said  Governors ;  and  so,  by  like  turn  and  course  cS 
election  and  nomination,  for  ever.  These  lands,  the  said 
Roger  covoiants,  shall  yield  to  the  said  Rector  and  Fellows 
a  clear  yearly  rent  of  £U..6..8. ;  of  which  sum,  the  Rector 
and  Fellows  covenant  to  pay  yearly  to  the  said  Four  Scho- 
lars, £10..13..4 ;  that  is  to  say,  £2..13..4  each,  half  yearly, 
towards  the  Exhibition  and  charges  of  finding  of  the  said 
Scholars ;  which  Four  Scholars  shall  be  called,  *^  The  Scho- 
lars of  RoBEBT  Tbapps,  of  London,  Goldsmith,  and  of 
JoANE  his  Wife.""  The  Rector  and  Fellows  to  give  notice 
to  the  School-mastery  at  the  School-house  in  Saniwiehj 
within  Twenty  daysy  of  every  vacancy ;  and,  upon  fulure 
of  the  Governors'  nomination  in  turn  within  Twenty  days 
after  such  notice,  the  vacancy  to  be  filled  up  by  the  RecU»r 
and  Fellows.  The  remaining  13«.  4d.  to  go  to  the  use  of 
the  said  Rector  and  Fellows.  And  the  Governors  of  the 
School  covenant  that,  after  the  death  of  the  said  Roger,  upon 
every  avoidance  of  the  School-mastery's  place,  they  will 
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within  Twenty  days  give  notice  to  the  said  Rector  and  Fel- 
lows at  the  CoUege  House:  and  if,  within  Twenty  days 
next  after  such  notice,  the  said  Rector  and  Fellows  in  writ- 
ing under  their  Common  Seal,  to  the  Mayor  of  Sandwich, 
or  to  the  Usher  at  the  School-house  shall  deliver  the  names 
of  two  persons.  Fellows  of  the  said  College,  duly  qualified, 
they  the  said  Grovemors  will  make  choice  of  one  of  them 
within  Twenty  days ;  or,  in  default  thereof,  the  nominaiion 
qfnuA  Master  to  be  in  ihe  Archbishop  of  Canterbury ^  the 
See  being  full,  and  he  within  the  Reahn ;  or  else,  the  See 
being  void,  or  he  being  out  of  the  Realm,  in  The  Dean  ^ 
Canterbury Jbr  ihe  time  being. 

On  the  10th  of  September,  1570,  Serjeant  Manwood 
conveyed  to  Tlie  Governors  of  the  School,  the  Salts  opposite 
thereto;  and  The  Mayor  and  Jurats  obtavned possession  of 
the  same,  by  livery  of  seisin,  in  the  month  of  March  follow- 
ing. 

Hiomas  Manwood,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  2d  of  October, 
1570,  directs  his  brothers  R^^er  and  John,  or  the  Survivor, 
within  two  years  after  his  decease,  to  convey  to  the  Grovem- 
ors of  his  brother  Roger's  Free  Grammar  School  in  Sand- 
wich, as  much  of  his  lands  and  tenements  as  shall  amount 
to  the  clear  yearly  rent  of  Ten  pounds,  to  and  for  the  better 
maintenance  and  sustentation  of  the  same  School ;  that  is  to 
say,  for  an  Usher,  when  cause  shall  require ;  or,  for  other 
necessary  matters  of  maintenance  of  the  said  School,  in  such 
form,  as  during  the  life  of  the  Founder  shall  be  .thought 
meet  to  him ;  and,  after  his  death,  as  shall  be  thought  meet 
to  the  Grovemors.  Under  this  Will,  Roger  Manwood,  the 
surviving  executor,  by  an  instmment  in  his  own  hand- 
writing, dated  the  30th  of  September  1572,  conveyed  to  the 
said  governors  a  comer  messuagCy  sometime  a  Store  house^^

Samdwid^  of  the  rmt  qf  Five  Poumdt ;  and  another  meu 
iuage,  near  to  the  said  comer  mestuage^  in  Ae  said  Parieh, 
tfihe  yearhf  rent  €f£2.S..% ;  and  a  tenement,  and  oertttn 
ground  called  The  Pound  Garden,  at  or  near  The  Water- 
lock  in  Sandwich,  of  the  rent  of  Forty  MBings:^  and  a 
parcel  of  ground  and  ayard,  at  or  near  The  Butchery  in 
Sandwich,  of  the  rent  of  Sixteen  ShilUngs;  the  whole  toge- 
ther being  of  the  dear  yearly  value  of  Ten  Pounds,  aooord- 
ing  to  the  intent  and  meaning  of  the  said  Will. 

By  Indenture  tripartite,  dated  the  SOlh  of  Januaiy,  1581, 
between  Sir  Soger  Manwood,  Knight,  Lord  Chief  Bami  of 
the  Exchequer,  The  Master  cnr  Cuatoa  and  Fellowa  of  The 
College  of  Gonvyle  and  Caius  feonded  in  Honour  of  The 
AnnnncJaliim  of  The  Bleeaed  Yvtffn  Maiy  in  The  Univer- 
lity  of  Cambridge,  and  The  GovemorB  of  liie  Free  Otammar 
Sdiool  of  Roger  Manwood  in  Sandwich,  the  said  Sir  Roger, 
as  surnving  executor  of  the  Will  of  Joak  Tkapps,  Widow, 
by  bargain  and  sale,  conveya  to  the  said  Master  and  Fellows 
a  messuage,  or  Fann-House,  called  Bodkinej  in  Swahdiff, 
near  WhitstaUe  m  Kmt,  tt^ether  with  Fj/ty^eeven  acres 
and  three  roods  of  knd  in  the  Parishes  of  Swalediff,  Whit- 
stable,  and  Hackington,  in  Kent;  and  Sir  Roger  covenants, 
that  the  premises  are  of  the  dear  yearly  value  of  £1 1..6..8. 
In  oonnderation  of  which,  the  Master  md  Fellows  covenant 
to  pay  annually  to  Four  Fdlowe  gf  their  Collq^e  £  10..13..4., 
four  marcs  to  eadi.  The  said  Scholare  to  he  nominated  by 
Sir  Roger  during  his  life,  and  afterwards  by  the  Governors 
of  the  said  Free  Sdiool,  and  by  the  said  Master  andFdbws, 


atod(,  vested  in  the  3  per  Centt.,  the  interest  of  wbidi,  £^.,  is 
annually  paid  to  the  Master. 

'  There  is  no  tenement  m  Pound  Garden,  but  the  rent  of  it  is 
annually  paid  to  the  Master. 
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aUemaiefy.^  Notice  ^cs^Mance  to  be  given^  in  writing,  by 
the  Master  and  FeUami  1o  Sir  Roger,  or  the  Governors, 
within  Fifteen  days ;  such  notice  to  be  left  with  the  Master 
Of  Usher  of  I\mle'$  (St  Paul's)  Sehocd,  for  die  time  being; 
and  upon  failure  of  nomination  within  one  month,  then  the 
vacancy  to  be  supplied  by  the  said  Master  and  Fellows. 
The  Schohirs  to  be  called,  '<  The  Scholars  c£  Bobbbt 
Teapps,  of  London,  Groldaauth,  and  Joans  his  Wife."  In 
default  of  notice  as  above  stated,  then  the  Master  and  Fdlows 
to  forfeit  to  Sir  Roger,  or  the  Governors,  four  marcs, 
wmme  poence^  and  for  every  day,  after  the  said  Fifteen 
days^  Twdve  peace.  The  remaining  \5$*Ad.  to  go  to  the 
said  Master  and  Fellows,  for  the  use  of  the  said  College. 

Sir  Roger,  during  his  hfe,  took  the  rents  of  the  estates, 
which  he  had  enfooffied  to  the  Governors  of  his  School, 
payii^  the'  Master's  Salary  r^ularty  to  his  death,  which 
happened  in  the  year  1592.  After  which,  Sir  Feta:  Man- 
wood,  Knight,  Heir  and  ExecutcNr  of  Sir  Roger,  received 
the  rents,  and  paid  the  Salary  of  the  Master,  until  a  few 
years  before  he  died. 

But,  Sir  John  Manwood,  Knight,  his  wxa  and  heir,  or 
others  claiming  under  him,  took  the  issues  of  the  sud  estates 
to  their  own  use,  without  making  any  payment  to  the  Master. 
Upcn  which,  the  Governors  of  the  School,  in  1633,  sued  out 
a  Commission  upon  the  Statute  for  Charitable  uses ;  which 
came  out  on  the  14th  of  May,  in  that  year ;  and  an  Inqui- 
sition was  taken,  and  a  Return  made,  by  Sir  Edward  Boy% 
Launcelot  Lovekee,  Edward  Hadde,  Thomas  Denne,  'Wit 
liam  Watmer,  and  Edmund  Parbo,  Esqrs.;  who,  in  March, 


•  As  the  Register  is  mMmg,  H  cannot  be  stated  whether  the 
Master  and  Fellows  of  GonviUe  and  Caius  College  have  paid  the 
rents  to  Fellows  or  Scholars  nominated  to  them  from  the  Foun- 
dation <rf  l^r  RoeER  MANWopn  in  Sandwich ;  hut,  it  is  sup- 
posed, that  they  cannot  refuse  to  receive  such  Scholars,  when 
duly  nominated. 
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1634,  decreed  and  ordered,  that  the  Governors  should  enier 
into  the  seaeral  Estates,  and  take  the  rentSj  and  hM  and 
enjoy  the  samejbr  ever,  according  to  the  purport  and  intent 
of  the  deed  cf  feoffment  and  grant  made  by  Roger  Manwood^ 
Esq.,  to  the  Mayor  and  Jurats ;  and  that  the  ssdd  Mayor 
and  Jurats  should  pay  to  the  School-master  all  arrears  c£ 
Salary,  and  Forty  pounds  for  damages.  Whereupon  a  writ 
of  execution  followed,  dated  the  6th  of  May,  1634.  But, 
Sir  John  Manwood  and  Lady  Frances  Manwood,  Wido^w-, 
put  exceptions  into  the  Court  of  Chancery  agiunst  the  decree 
of  the  Commissioners ;  upon  these  grounds,  principally,  that 
Sir  Roger  Manwood  intended  to  the  School  only  Twenfy 
Pounds  a  year  for  the  School-master ;  and  that,  before  the 
making  of  the  feoffment  to  the  Mayor  and  Jurats,  he  did 
make  a  lease  of  the  lands,  mentioned  therein,  for  the  term  of 
500  years  to  Edward  Peke  and  William  Claybroke ;  reserv- 
ing only  the  yearly  rent  of  Twenty  pounds,  to  be  paid  to  the 
said  Mayor  and  Jurats  and  their  Successors,  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  said  Master :  which  lease  was  afterwards,  viz., 
on  the  10th  of  January,  I57l»  lawfully  assigned  back  again 
to  the  said  Roger  Manwood,  his  executors  and  assigns ;  who, 
by  his  Will,  disposed  of  all  his  leases  in  Kent  to  his  hdrs 
for  the  time  being,  who  should  have  his  house  at  St  StepherCs, 
In  June,  1635,  the  matter  was  argued  before  the  Lord 
Keeper,  who  confirmed  the  decree  of  the  Commissioners,  as 
to  the  arrears  of  the  Stipend,  and  the  Forty  pounds  damages; 
and,  in  favour  to  Sir  John  Manwood,  he  directed  that  the 
same  should  be  paid  by  Sir  John  Manwood  to  the  Mayor 
and  Jurats  of  Sandwich,  on  behalf  of  the  Master,  by  TJwiy 
pounds  per  annum,  over  and  above  the  said  Twenty  pounds 
per  annum  ;^  but  the  other  part  of  the  Commissioners^ 


*  This  is  not  now  done.  The  final  legal  decision  appears  to 
have  been,  that  the  heirs  of  Manwood  or  the  Holders  of  the 
EsUte  resident  at  St.  Stephen* s  near  Canterbury,  should  annually 
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decxee,  respecting  the  possession  of  the  Ninety  acres  in 
Hackmgton  and  Norihgaie^  was  reversed ;  and  it  was  de- 
creed, that  Sir  John  Manwood  should  hold  the  lands 
according  to  the  said  lease. 

The  Salary  of  £20.  has  been  paid  with  tolerable  regula- 
rity, ever  nnce,  by  the  proprietors  of  the  estate;  which  has 
passed  irom  the  M anwoods  to  the  Colepe^pers,  and  from 
thence  to  the  Hales,  and  is  now  in  the  possession  of  Sir 
Edward  Hales,  Bart,  f£  St  SiephetCs. 

Edmund  Parbo,  Esq.,  by  his  WiU,  dated  the  26th  t)f 
October,  1640,  besides  many  other  legacies  to  the  Parishes 
in  Sandwich,  bequeathed  to  The  Mayor  and  Jurats  of  Sand- 
wich, Grovemors  of  The  Grammar  School,  an  annuity  of 
Ten  Pounds  out  of  his  messuage  or  inn,  called  The  Pelican^ 
in  Sandwich.  But,  it  does  not  appear,  that  the  School  was 
ever  benefited  by  this  bequest,  nor  how  it  happened,  that  it 
was  not  so.  There  is  reason  to  think,  that  a  Suit  was  insti- 
tuted, after  the  death  of  Mr.  Parbo's  widow,  by  The  Mayor 
and  Jurats  against  the  heirs  of  Mr.  Parbo,  for  the  recovery 
of  this  benefaction,  in  The  Court  of  Chancery  at  Dover; 
where  the  proceedings  or  issue  may  probably  be  ascertained. 

In  the  hands  of  The  Mayor  and  Jurats  is  a  deed,  bearing 
date  the  5  th  of  January,  1685,  which  declares  the  uses  of  a 
Fine,  levied  of  a  piece  of  ground  divided  into  two  parts, 
whereon  are  erected  two  stables,  one  kitchen  and  one  cove, 
situate  in  St  Mary's  Parish  Sandwich,  abutting  to  a  tene- 
ment belon^ng  to  the  Free  Grammar  School  and  Black 
Lane,  West ;  to  Strand  Street,  North ;  to  the  messuage  and 
malt-house  of  the  hdrs  of  John  Does,  East  and  South; 
purchased  by  The  Mayor  and  Jurats  of  William  EUwood, 
late  of  Sandwich,  Gentleman,  deceased,  and  Phineas  Ell  wood, 


pay  to  the  Mayor  and  Jurats  of  Sandwich  £^0.,  above  the  rent- 
charge  of  £20.^  that  is^  £50.  for  the  use  of  the  Master.  This 
s.eems  to  he  intended  only  until  the  arrears  are  discharged. 
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of  Corpus  Christi  College^  Oxfiird,  Doctor  in  Pfaysidc,  to 
the  ufle  (^  the  said  Mayor  and  Jurats,  and  their  SuooeBKMV, 
in  Trust,  for  the  sole  use  and  benefit  of  the  School-master  of 
the  said  School  for  the  time  bdng:^  And  the  premises  were 
soon  aft^  conveyed  to  the  said  Mayor  and  Jurats  by 
William  and  Phineas  EUwood,  sons,  and  co-heirs  in  gavd- 
JUn^  of  Phineas  Ellmxxl  of  Sandwidi,  Gentleman,  by  an 
instrument  dated  the  dd  day  of  July,  1685. 

In  1684,  Mr.  Richard  Cuhner,  then  Master  <tf  The  Free 
School,  oMttplained  to  The  CommissioBers  for  Charitable 
uses,  that  *^  the  Mayor  and  Jurats  of  Sandwich  detained 
ftom  him  a  piece  of  land,  lying  over  against  the  Free 
School;  and  that  divers  of  die  houses  bdonging  to  the 
Sdiool  are  out  of  repair ;  and  that  the  Defendants  ought  to 
Impair  the  same,  which  they  refuse.^  At  tlie  same  time,  it 
was  alleged  to  The  Commissioners,  that  a  person  of  the 
name  of  Thomfs&ti  had  bequeathed  his  two  new  houses  in 
J%mpi<nCs  Street  to  The  Free  School. 

But,  it  appeared  to  the  Commissioners,  that  the  School 
had  never  been  in  possession ;  that  the  houses,  supposed  to 
have  been  given,  were  quite  down ;  and  that  thore  was  at 
that  time  nd  Midi  Street^  as  iThompsoris  Street. 

To  this  account,  taken  from  Tanner's  manuscripts,  the 
following  extraordinary  remark  is  subjoined :  That^  '^  both 
in  Sandwich,  and  in  Faversham,  they  acquaint  us,  that  there 
have  been  former  Commissions,  but  withoutjrtnit ;  for,  that 
no  one  dares  urge  the  execution  of  the  oriersy  hy  reason  of 
iheir  Bye-bxws  in  The  dntpte  Ports.*^^  From  whence  it 
appears,  that  nothing  came  of  the  inquiry. 


^  No  payment  is  now  made  to  the  Master  for  this  estate. 

^  In  the  present  improved  mode  of  administering  the  Laws 
of  the  Reahn,  it  cannot  be  apprehended  that  any  obstacle  to 
right  and  justice  can  arise  torn  such  Bye-laws.  But  these  suits 
bdng  then  carried  on  at  Dover,  and  not  in  the  Courts  in  London 
and  Westminster^  power  was  then  ^vea  to  tbe  operation  of 
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In  167 By  Mr.  Culmer,  under  some  pretence,  made  a 
forcible  entry  into  The  Free  School ;  and,  although  conu- 
derable  efforts  seem  to  have  been  made  by  The  Corporation 
to  dispossess  him,  he  nevertheless  continued  to  be  the  Master 
of  it  until  his  death.  From  the  name  and  turbulence  of  his 
bdiaviour,  it  is  conjectured  that  he  was  the  £sttnous  **  Bine 
Dicky^  who  worked  so  hard  in  destroying  the  <<  great 
idolatrous  window  ^  in  Canterbury  Cathedral ;  and  gave  a 
narratiYe  of  his  proceedings  there,  intituled,  <*  Cathedrall 
newes  firom  Canterbury,  4tD.  London,  1644/'  In  which  he 
stiles  himself,  a  Minister  of  Grod's  Word  and  a  Master  of  Arts. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Bevd.  William 
WonswoRTH,  M.  A.,  Rector  of  St  Peter  Sandwich,  whose 
number  of  Private  Pupils  is  limited,  and  has  varied  from 
Fivs  to  Eight.  They  are  taught  the  Latin  and  Eton 
Greek  Grammars,  Clakxb's  Introduction,  Selsctjb,  Phjb* 
DKUs,  Ovid,  Vikgil,  Horaci:,  Jcvbnal,  Cicero  de  Officm 
et  Orationesy  Speeches  from  Livy,  Gbotius,  NbilsonV 
Greek  Exercises,  the  Greek  Testament,  Homer,  Xenophox, 
Demosthenes  et  iEscHiVEs  Vipi  im^vtty  and  Two  Flays 
from  Sophocles.  The  Cambridge  Course  of  Mathematics. 
Antient  and  Modem  History  and  Geography,  French,  &c., 
ai  a  wwderate  annual  charge^  which  varies  aoooiding  to  the 
age  of  the  PupU  at  the  time  of  his  admission. 

John  Dxnne,  D.  D.,  an  eminent  Divine  and  Antiquary, 
received  part  of  his  Education  at  this  School. 


Bye-laws  which  would  now^  it  is  imagined^  be  but  a  fHvolous 
plea  against  the  Equity  and  Justice  of  a  Case.  The  Sandwich 
Charter  has  been  acted  upon  but  partially^  and  it  gives  the  Cor'- 
poration  power  to  "  make  Bye-laws  for  the  regulation  of  their 
own  Body,  provided  they  do  not  militate  against  the  Laws  of  the 
Realm."  It  is  not  known^  that  the  Governors  or  Trustees  are 
chargeable  with  neglect  in  not  recovering  the  aforesaid  X'50.  a 
year  from  the  possessor  of  the  Maawood  estate:— but  it  is 
thought,  that  no  Bye-laws  could  exclude  the  Mastos  from  that 
sum,  provided  it  be  their  right. 
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SEVEN-OAKS. 

The  Frm  Gbammae  Schoql  at  Sevek-Oats  was  fennd^ 
ed  by  Sir  William  Sevrnoke,  Knight,  Citizen  and  Gro- 
cer, and  Lord  Mayor  of  London  in  the  Sixth  year  of  the 
reign  of  King  Heney  the  Fifth,  141 8,— at  which  time, 
caUing  to  remembrance  the  goodness  of  Almighty  God,  and 
the  favour  of  his  Patron  Sir  William  Rumpsted*  and 
the  Inhabitants  of  Seven-Oaks,  which  had  been  so  charitab- 
ly extended  towards  him  in  his  infancy,  he  determined  to 
leave  behind  him  a  lasting  Memorial  of  his  gratitude; — 
Whereupon,  at  his  own  cost  and  charge  he  founded  an 
Hospital  for  Twekty  poor  people,--and  a  Free  School, 
for  the  education  of  Youth,  within  thb  Town;— endow- 
ing them  both  with  a  proper  and  sufficient  maintenance. 

To  effect  which,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  4th  of  July, 
1432,  he  devised  all  his  lands  and  tenementes,  with  other 
appurtenances  which  he  lately  had  by  feofiinent  from  Mar- 
garet Walton  in  Petfy  f rales  Street  in  the  Parish  of  AQ 
Saints,  Barkings  in  London,  to  the  Rector,  Vicar,  Churdi- 
wardens,  and  other  Parishioners  of  the  Town  of  Seven- 
Oaks,  for  ever,  upon  Trust,  That  they,  out  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  them,  should  find  and  maintain  for  ever,  one 
Master,  well  skilled  in  Grammar,  and  a  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
who  should  keep  a  Grammar  School  in  some  convenient 
house  within  the  said  Town,  to  be  purchased  with  his  goods, 
at  the  discretion  of  his  Executors, — ^And  to  Twenty  Poor 


*  Mr.  Hasted  says,  the  tradition  is,  that  he  was  found  when 
an  Infant  in  a  hollow  Oak  here,  by  Sir  William  Rumpsted^ 
who  took  compassion  upon  him  and  educated  him. 
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Men  or  Women,  houses  and  10#.  a  year  each,  to  be  received 
out  of  a  good  conscience,  without  any  favour,  according  to 
the  good  discretions  of  the  Rector  or  Vicar  and  Church-war- 
dens, and  of  the  Parishioners,  as  they  will  answer  hefiyre 
THB  HIGHEST  JuDGE  in  the  last  Day. 

In  the  second  year  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1560,  through 
the  care  of  Sir  Ralph  Bosville,  Enight,  and  several  of 
the  Inhabitants,  the  yearly  Stipends  were  not  only  much 
increased,  but  their  former  litigated  possessions  were  settled 
and  quietly  established; — ^The  Queen^s  Letters  Patents^ 
dated  the  1st  of  July  in  that  year,  having  been  pr<icured, 
which  directed,  that  there  should  be  for  ever  in  the  Town 
of  Seven-Oaks  a  Free  Grammar  School,  called  ^*  The 
Grammar  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth,^  for  the  educa- 
tion, institution,  and  instruction,  of  Children  and  Youth  in 
Grammar  and  other  Learning.  And  that  in  the  Parish  of 
Seven-Oaks  there  should  be  an  Incorporation,  to  consist  of 
the  Two  Wardens  of  the  said  Parish  and  of  the  Free 
School,  and  of  Four  Assistants,  Inhabitants  of  the  said 
Town  and  Parish,  by  the  name  of  The  Wakdens  and 
Four  Assistants  of  The  Town  and  Parish  of  Seven- 
Oaks,  and  of  The  Free  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth  in 
Seven-Oaks." 

John  Potkine,  D.  D.,  "  sometyme  Scholar'*  in  this 
School,  by  his  Will  dated  the  8th  of  April,  1543,  gave  £9. 
fer  annum  to  the  School,  payable  out  of  his  capital  house, 
called  "  The  Surrey  in  Bredstreate,"  in  London. 

Anthony  Pope,  Gentieman,  by  his  Will  dated  the  19th 
of  December,  1571,  gave  a  tenement  "  in  Petty  Wales 
within  the  Cittie  of  London,"^  towards  the  "  meyntenance  of 
Grod's  glory,  and  the  eruditione  and  bringinge  up  of  the 
Pore  SooUers  of  Sevenoke  in  vertuouse  disdplyne,  godly 
leaminge,  and  good  and  civill  manners.'" 

John  Pett,  Grentleman,  by  deed  dated  the  16th  of 
September,  1589,  gave  an  annuity  of  £5.  to  be  issuing  out 
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of  his  lands  and  tenements,  called  *^  Ryver  HiBf'*  to  the 
use  of  the  Poor  in  the  Almshouses  at  Se^en-Oaks. 

All  which  benefactions  were  oonfinned  by  an  Act  passed 
in  the  39th  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1597- 

On  the  4th  of  March,  1612,  a  Decree  in  Chancery  was 
obtained  against  John  Poktek,  Citizen  and  Fishmonger 
of  London,  probably  son  and  heir  of  one  of  the  some 
name,  fo^  the  confirmation  of  a  Rent-charge  of  £12.  per 
annufHy  issuing  out  of  his  lands  and  tenements,  called 
*^  Ehya*^  Sec,  granted  by  John  Pobteb  to  the  Sdiool. 

In  the  ^hth  of  King  Gboroe  the  First,  1722,  the  Lea- 
ses of  the  Warehouses  which  had  been  erected  on  part  of 
the  lands,  called  <<  Wool^Key^  in  the  Parish  of  All  Saints, 
Barking,  devised  for  these  Charitable  purposes,  being  ex- 
pired, and  The  School  and  Alms-Housss  being  mudi 
out  of  repur; — and  it  bdng  thought,  that  it  would  prove 
of  great  advantage  to  the  Charity,  if  The  Wardens  and 
Assistants  were  enabled  to  raise  by  the  disposal  of  those 
Premises  a  competent  sum  of  mon^,  to  be  employed  in 
re-building,  repairing,  furnishing,  and  fitting  up  The  Free 
School  and  Alms-Houses,  and  in  enlarging  them,  and  for 
other  Charitable  uses,  appointed  by  The  Founder's  wiH ; — 
and  likewise  to  obtain  a  settled  Revenue,  for  the  support 
and  maintenance  of  the  said  Charities  in  future,  on  a  propo- 
sal made  to  The  Wardens  and  Assistants  for  the  purchase 
of 'them  for  the  use  of  Govenoment,— an  Act  passed, 
to  vest  the  Fee  of  the  above-mentioned  Wharf,  Quay,  and 
Premises,  in  Trustees,  for  the  use  of  the  King,  his  Heirs 
and  Successors,  for  the  use  of  the  Crown,  as  lying  conti- 
guous to  the  Royal  Custom-House,  that  they  might  be  fit- 
ted up  for  Wharehouses,  Offices,  or  other  conveniences 
for  Merchants,  or  the  Commissioners  and  Officers  of  the 
Customs;— and  the  King  to  promote  this  so  useful  and 
beneficial  a  Charity  having  agreed  that  £2500.  should  be 
paid  to  the  Wardens  and  Asastants  towards  the  re-build- 
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ing  the  School,  Ahns-House,  &c.,  that  sum  was  oonfirmed 
to  them  by  the  Act  then  passed. — ^And  the  said  Wharf, 
Quay,  and  othor  Premises  were  made  subject  by  the  same 
Act  to  a  yearly  Rent  of  £550.  to  be  paid  for  the  future 
to  the  said  Wardens  and  Assistants,  and  their  Successors, 
for  ever,  for  the  perpetual  support  and  maintenance  of  the 
Charitable  uses,  by  The  flounder,- and  other  Bene&ctors,  in 
all  times  to  come. 

In  pursuance  of  which  the  present  School'-house  was 
erected  upon  the  old  Foondation,  in  I J 27  ; — and  the 
Hospital,  or  Alms^House,  was  completely  rqwired  and  fitted 
up. 

The  following  are  the  Statutss  and  Okdinancbs 
which  were  made  by  thb  Pakson,  Vicab,  Wardkns,  and 
Four  Assistants,  for  the  government  of  the  School,  and 
ccmfirmed  by  The  Archbishop  of  Cantxrbury  on  the  23d 
ofMaidi,  1574:— 

"  The  said  Parson,  Vicar,  Two  Churchwardens  and  Parish- 
ioners dwelling  in  Seven-oaks,  and  their  Successors  for  the 
time  being;  for  ever,  to  choose,  provide,  and  ordain  one  honest 
and  mete  man,  sufficiently  learned  and  expert  in  Grammer, 
not  being  in  Holy  Orders,  to  dwell  and  teach  Grammer  in  the 
messuage  late  the  said  William  Srvbnoaks,  in  the  said  Town. 
To  have  yearly  holden  and  paid  to  him  by  the  Parson,  Vicar, 
and  Churchwardens  and  their  Successors,  of  the  profits  of  cer- 
tain lands  and  tenements,  with  a  Wharf  adjoining,  and  other 
buildings  and  their  appurtenances,  in  the  Street  of  Petty  Wales, 
in  the  Parish  of  All  Saints,  Barking  Church,  nigh  the  Tower  of 
London,  five  marks  of  lawful  English  money  in  part  and  help 
of  his  sustenance.  With  this,  that  he  the  said  Master  for  the 
time  being,  shall  teach  and  inform  in  Grammer,  whatsoever 
poor  Children  destitute  of  help,  coming  thither  for  Learning  fbr 
God's  cause,  freely,  without  any  thing  taking  of  the  said  poor 
Children,  their  Parents  or  Friends  for  their  teaching,  but  the 
said  five  marks. 

''  The  said  Parson,  Vicar,  Wardens,  and  Parishioners,  and 
their  Successors  for  the  time  being,  shall  chuse,  provide,  and 
ordain  for  ever.  Twenty,  or  Thirteen  at  the  least,  poorest  people, 
men  and  women  of  the  said  Parish  of  Sevenoaks,  to  dwell  in  the 
Cottages  which  one  Stbpqen  Brown  and  others.  Feoffees  for 
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Mr.  Seten-oaks^  did  give  to  the  same  use.  Every  one  of  the 
said  Thirteen  to  have  yearly  paid,  at  four  principall  feasts  or 
usual  terms  in  the  year,  viz.,  at  Christmas,  Easter,  St,  John 
Baptist,  and  St.  Michael  the  Archangel,  \0s.  of  lawful  English 
money  by  the  Two  Wardens,  according  to  the  same  intent. 

"  The  same  Wardens  for  the  time  being,  shall,  by  the  over- 
sight of  the  Parson,  Vicar,  and  Four  good  and  honest  Parish- 
ioners for  the  time  being,  gather  and  yearly  receive  all  manner 
of  rents,  issues  and  emoluments  of  the  said  lands  and  tenements 
in  Peity  Wales,  whatsoever  now  or  hereafter  shall  rise  3  and 
shall  do  reparations,  as  well  of  the  said  lands  and  tenements  ia 
London,  as  of  the  messuage  and  cottages  for  the  dwelling  of 
the  Grammer  Schoolmaster  and  Poor  People.  And  they  the 
said  Wardens  shall  yield  and  make  a  just  and  true  account  of 
the  rents,  issues,  and  profits  by  them  received,  and  of  the  repa- 
tions  by  them  done,  yearly  before  the  Parson,  Vicar,  and  Four 
honest  Parishioners  for  the  time  being.  And  the  said  Parson^ 
Vicar,  and  Two  Wardens  for  the  time  being,  to  have  yearly  out 
of  the  same  profits  d«..4d.  apiece,  for  their  survey,  diligence  and 
labour  taken  in  that  behalf  And  the  rest  that  shall  remain  of 
the  profits  of  Mr.  Sevenoaks  and  Mr.  Burton's  devise  above 
the  said  payment,  reparations  and  charges  in  the  same,  to  be 
kept  in  the  Chest  under  divers  locks  and  keys  for  that  purpose 
provided  :  to  sustain  all  such  charges,  if  that  fortune  or  chance 
the  said  lands  and  tenements  in  London  to  come  to  any  sudden 
decay  (as  God  forbid)  or  be  void  of  Tenants,  these  articles  to  be 
executed  with  diligence  (except  cause  reasonable)  the  profits  of 
the  said  lands  shall  not  in  any  wise  be  employed  to  any  other 
use. 

'*  The  said  Two  Wardens  from  time  to  time  for  ever,  shall 
receive  out  of  the  profits  of  The  Star,  in  Breadstreet,  in  London 
£9. ',  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Schoolmaster  of  Sevenoaks  for 
the  time  being,  as  is  appointed  by  the  last  Will  of  the  said 
John  Potkyn,  yearly  for  ever.  Who  by  the  same  Will  hath  de- 
sired and  requested  that  order  should  be  lymitted  for  the  rule  of 
the  same  School,  and  to  be  looked  unto,  being  careful  lest  the  said 
School  should  utterly  decay,  and  remember^  it  was  not  incor- 
porated. 

"  Item,  that  from  henceforth  upon  departing  of  any  School- 
master, there  shall  be  no  agreement  or  pension  paid  to  the 
Schoolmaster  departing.  Nevertheless  no  Schoolmaster  shall 
he  removed  from  the  said  School  without  urgent  cause  proved 
and  allowed  by  the  said  Parson,  Vicar,  Wardens,  and  Assist- 
ants, or  most  part  of  them.  And  if  the  said  Parson,  Vicar, 
Wardens  and  Assistants,  or  most  part  of  them^  do  find  cause  of 
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imslikiiig  in  the  said  Schoolmaster,  then  he  upon  Six  months 
warning  given  hy  them,  or  the  most  part  of  them,  shall  quietly 
depart.  And  if  the  said  Schoolmaster  he  minded  not  to  continue 
in  the  same  School,  he  shall  give  the  like  warning  of  Six  months 
to  the  «aid  Parson*  Vicar,  Wardens,  and  Assistants,  or  to  die 
most  part  of  them.  And  that  the  said  School  he  ordered  as  the 
School  of  Saint  Paui^'b  in  London,  for  their  teaching. 

'*  Item,  the  Schoolmaster  shall  not  absent  himself  but  upon 
licence  of  the  Parson,  Vicar,  Wardens,  and  Assistants,  or  the 
most  part  of  them.  And  with  their  licence  not  above  30  days  in 
the  year,  which  he  shall  take  cammuHm  or  dioisim. 

*'  Item,  if  the  Schoolmaster  be  sick  of  a  curable  disease,  he 
shall  nevertheless  have  his  wages,  somewhat  considering  the 
Usher  for  his  pains. 

''  Item,  the  Schoolmaster  shall  prefer,  as  often  as  the  room 
shall  be  void,  an  Usher  which  shall  teach  iwder  him,  according 
as  the  Master  shall  appoint  him  5  which  Usher  shall  also  be 
allowed  of  by  the  said  Parson,  Vicar,  Wardens,  and  Assistants, 
or  the  most  part  of  them. 

-'  Item,  the  said  Schoolmaster  in  no  wise  shall  give  licence  or 
remedy  to  his  Scholars  in  the  Week  days,  except  it  be  at  the  spe- 
cial instance  of  some  Honorable  or  Worshipful  person ;  or  of 
any  of  the  honest  persons  of  the  aforesaid  Parish  of  Sevenoeks, 
or  other  cause  reasonable. 

"  Item,  the  said  Usher  shall  not  absent  himself,  without 
licence  first  had  of  the  Schoolmaster,  Parson,  Vicar,  Wardens, 
and  Assistants,  or  the  most  part  of  them  ;  and  having  licence, 
not  to  be  above  30  days,  provided  that  they  both  at  one  time  be 
not  absent. 

**  Item,  if  the  Usher  be  in  literature  and  honest  life  accord- 
ing, the  High  Master  his  rome  being  void,  to  be  chosen  Master 
of  tibe  School  before  any  other. 

''  Item,  the  said  Usher  shall  have  of  every  Scholar  coming  to 
the  same  School,  at  his  entrance  Id.  Sterling  3  and  every  quar- 
ter of  every  Scholar  id.,  during  their  continuance  in  the  same 
School,  towards  his  entertainment.  And  the  said  Usher  there- 
fore at  his  charges,  shall  cause  the  School  to  be  swept,  and 
made  clean  once  every  week. 

Item,  from  the  Annunciation  of  Our  Lady  untiU  Michaelmas, 
the  Scholars  shall  be  at  the  School  by  Six  of  the  Clock  in  the 
Morning,  and  remain  there  until  Eleven  of  the  Clock  in  the  same 
day  ',  and  shall  be  at  the  School  by  One  of  the  Clock  in  the 
afternoon,  and  remun  there  untill  Six  of  the  Clock  in  the  same 
afternoon.  And  &om  Michaelmas  untill  the  Annunciation,  the 
Scholars  shall  come  at  7  o'Clock,  and  tarry  until  11  -,  and  in  the 
afternoon  come  at  one^  and  depart  at  five :  unless  the  Scholar 
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have  cauM  reasonaUe  approved,  or  licence  given  hy  the  said 
Schoofanaater,  or  in  his  alMenoe  by  the  Usher :  and  the  Scholar 
oiending  herein  to  be  corrected  by  the  said  Master,  and  in  his 
absence  by  the  Usher,  but  not  rigorouthf. 

*'  Item,  The  Schohun  of  the  same  School  shall  daily,  at  their 
coining  to  School  in  the  Morning  and  at  their  departure  at 
night,  and  at  such  time  as  they  go  to  play,  say  such  Prayers  as 
shall  be  appointed  by  The  Lord  Archbishop  of  Canterbury's 
Grace,  written  in  a  table,  and  kept  in  the  ^liool  for  the  same 
purpose.  And  every  Friday  morning  throughout  the  year,  go 
orderly  to  the  Beurish  Church  of  Sevenoaks  euforesaid,  and  there 
hear  tibe  Procession  said  or  sung :  and  the  same  being  heard, 
shall  pray  for  the  good  estate  of  the  said  Lord  Archbishop  of 
Cantbrbvrt  for  the  time  beings  and  give  God  thanks,  for 
the  benefits  bestowed  upon  them  by  their  benefoctors,  in  such 
mamier  and  sort  aa  shall  be  prescribed  in  the  said  T^le. 

''  Nevertheless,  The  said  Parson,  Vicar,  Wardens,  and  Assist- 
ants, by  the  authority  granted  unto  Us  by  the  said  Corporation, 
do  make,  constitute,  and  ordain  this  Statute  and  Ordinance,  that 
nothing  in  any  of  the  premises  shall  be  prejudicial  or  hurtfbU  to 
Ralph  Bosville,  Esq.,  one  of  the  same  Assistants,  or  to  his 
Heirs,  for  any  thing  granted  by  the  said  Corporation  to  him  or 
them.'* 

Ladj  Makgarbt  Boswbli.,  relict  of  Sir  Wiuiam  Bos- 
WELL)  before  her  death,  which  happened  in  1692,  settled  a 
Farm,  called  <'  Hakfwett,'^  in  the  Parish  of  Bumham  m 
Essex,  upon  certain  Trustees,  and  their  Hdrs,  for  ever,  to 
pay  and  dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits  to  the  founiSi^  and 
endowment  of  Two  Scholakships  in  Jxsus  Coluboe,  Cam- 
bridge, of  £12.  per  annum  each ; — The  Scholars  to  be  called 
^'  Su:  WiuiAM  BoswELL^s  Scholars,^  and  to  be  chosen  out 
of  the  School  at  Seven-Oaks ;— ftice  ^  none  are  qualified 
ihere,  then  to  be  chosen  out  of  Tctnbeidge  School ; — and 
upon  every  vacancy,  £3.  each  to  be  allowed  to  Two  of  the 


*  Mr.  MoEAVT  in  his  History  of  Essex  says^  there  is  infimm- 
ham  a  Mmior^  called  '^  Warner's  alias  HolyweU,"  which  belongs 
to  Sari  Tii*NKT.  The  Court  is  called  under  a  Tree.  It  was 
styled  HallyweU  Marsh  aad  Twyselwortii  Marshy  and  was 
granted  to  Sir  Biciubd  Riohb,  in  1B39,  being  600  acres*  A 
Fann  of  £90.  a  year  belongs  to  a  Eret  School  in  Kent. 
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Fellows  of  Jesus  College,  to  come  over  to  prove  the  capa- 
cities of  the  Scholars. 

This  benevolent  Lady  'also  left  £12.  ffer  ammm  to  a 
School-master  to  instruct  15  poor  Children  bom  here,  in  the 
Calechism  of  the  Church  of  En^^bnd,  and  to  write  and  ea>t 
aooompts, — and  £18.  per  anmim  more  to  be  kept  in  Stock, 
to  place  them  when  so  taught,  to  handicraft  trades. 

There  are  also  Six  Exhibitions  bekmging  to  this  Sdbodi, 
-^Four  of  wl^  are  of  £15.  a  year,  and  are  not  confined  to 
any  CoUege,  or  either  University. 

Mr.  H ASTsn  in  his  History  of  Kent  which  was  pubhihed 
in  177B,  after  giving  an  account  of  the  Foundation  of  this 
School,  observes,  the  School  is  now  in  9l  foufruXtmg  condi- 
tion, under  the  care  of  The  Bevd.  Hxnbt  Whitfiblp, 
M.  A«,  late  of  Pembroke  Hall,  Cambridge.  And  he  adds  in 
a  note,  the  Master  has  the  allotment  of  a  good  School-4?oom 
in  a  large  commodious  house,  with  a  good  gttden,  and  an 
allowance  of  £50.  per  cmmum  usually  paid  to  him,  and  his 
Assistant 

The  Author  not  having  been  favoured  with  any  answer 
from  the  present  Master  of  this  School,  to  the  written  appli- 
cation respectfully  mode  to  him,  can  only  add  fran  report, 
<<  ihaijbrwme  timtfOiiff^e  has  not  been  amfji^ee  Scholar 
inMeSd^oair 
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SUTTON  VALENCE,  near  Maidstonb. 

TflK  Fbbb  Oeammab  School  at  Suttok  Valence  was 
founded  in  the  year  1578,  by  William  Lamub,  Gentleman 
of  the  Chapel  of  King  Henby  the  Eighth,  a  great  Favourite 
of  that  Monarch,  and  a  Member  of  The  Company  of  Cloth- 
workers  in  London;  who,  among  many  other  extensive 
Charities,  out  of  his  great  love  for  Learning,  and  for  the 
place  vFhere  he  was  bom,  erected  the  School  at  his  own  pro- 
per costs,  for  the  education  of  youth,  and  endowed  it  with 
an  annual  Stipend  of  £20.  for  a  Master,  together  with  a 
good  house  and  garden,  and  £8.  a  year  for  an  Usher. 

An  additional  Endowment  of  JClO*  per  annnm  for  the 
Master,  and  of  £2.  for  the  Usher,  was  afterwards  made  by 
The  Cloih-workers^  Company,  who  are  the  Patrons  of  the 
School. 

In  1713,  Mr«  Geobge  Maplesdbn  left  by  his  Will,  £5. 
per  annum  for  an  English  UsheTf  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Master  of  the  School. 

The  School  is  open  to  Thibty  boys  of  the  Parishes  of 
Sutton  Valence,  Chart,  East  Sutton,  Leeds,  and  Langley, 
all  in  the  County  of  Kent,  from  the  age  of  seven  to  Jburieen. 
They  are  admitted  by  the  Master  on  any  person'^s  applica- 
tion. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  education  is  ac- 
cording to  the  desire  of  the  several  Parents. 

There  are  Two  Exhibitions  o{£\0. per  cmnum  each,  at 
St  John's  College,  Cambridge,  founded  by  The  Revd.  J. 
Robins;  B.  D.,  for  the  benefit  of  poor  boys  of  the  name  of 
Robins,  — or,  in  default  of  such,  for  poor  boys  of  the  Parishes 
from  which  they  are  admitted, — or,  in  default  of  such,  for 
poor  Kentish  boys.    They  have  seldom  been  claimed. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Bucxland. 
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TENTERDEN. 

Thb  Fbes  School  in  Tbntebden  was  founded  many  years 
since  by  an  Ancestor  of  the  family  of  Hbyman,  of  Somer^ 
Jkldj  in  the  County  of  Kent,  for  the  teaching  the  Laim 
tongue  gratis f  to  so  many  poor  Children  of  this  Parish  as 
The  Mayor  and  Jurats  should  think  prc^r,  who  are  Trus- 
tees of  it,  and  appoint  the  Master. 

About  the  year  1S21,  William  Mabshall,  Clerk,  gave 
£\Q.  per  anmum  to  be  paid  to  the  Master  of  this  School,  out 
of  a  messuage  and  twelve  acres  of  land  in  this  parish,  now 
belonging  to  Sir  Edwabd  Hales,  Bart.,  which  was  con^ 
finned  by  a  Decree  in  the  Exchequer,  in  Michaelmas  Term, 
17O6,  and  then  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Scoonb. 

In  1702,  John  Mantbll,  Gentleman,  gave  £200.  which 
were  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a  pece  of  fresh  Marsh 
land,  containing  ten  acres,  in  St  Maries^  the  rent  thereof 
to  be  paid  to  the  Master. 

The  South  Chancel  of  the  Church  is  appropriated  to  the 
use  of  this  School. 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author's  Letter^

The  Feee  Geammae  School  in  Tctnbeidge,  which  stands 
at  the  North  end  of  the  Town,  is  of  the  Foundation  of  Sir 
Andebw  Judde,  Knight,  a  native  of  this  Plac^,  Citizen 
and  Skinny  of  London,  and  Lord  Mayor  in  the  Fifth  oT 
King  Edwaed  the  Sixth,  1  j^52. 

He  erected  the  School-hoiise  with  some  oOier  buildings 
belonging  to  it,  and  intended  to  endow  it  with  a  competCBt 
maintenance ;  for  which  purpose  ke  poichasdl  lands  in  the 
Parishes  of  St.  Pancras,  AlHiallows  Oisce^lwrch  Street, 
St.  Laurence  I^^untBeJ,  St.  Peter,  and  St.  Hden,  in  die 
name  of  himself,  and  HsmiY  FimiE,  leit  he  ahoidd  die 
before  he  had  completed  his  benen»lent  design,  and  endrosted 
the  management  of  them,  and  the  Sefaool,  to  The  SsnnniBS 
CoKPANY  in  London. 

After  which  he  ptoeured  die  King's  Letters  Patait  and 
License,  dated  the  18th  of  May,  1554,  ftir  the  founding  of 
it;  and  that  The  Master,  Wrnkfis,  and  Commonatejr  of 
Skinners  should  be  Goteeivoes  of  the  possesmns,  farnds, 
and  goods  of  the  School,  to  be  called  ^^Thb  Feee  Geammae 
ScHOoi.  of  Sir  Amdesw  Judhe,  Knight,  in  the  Town  of 
Tunbridge.^' 

Sir  Akbeew  died  in  1558,  and  by  his  Will,  dated  Ae 
2d  of  September  in  that  year,  devised  the  above  mentioned 
lands  to  The  Company  of  Skinners  for  the  purpose  of  this 
School.  After  which,  Heney  Fishee,  his  Feoffee,  assigned 
those  lands,  according  to  the  purport  of  the  Will,  to  The 
Cpmpany,  but  deceasing  soon  afterwards,  one  Andeew 
Fishee,  his  son,  endeavoured  to  impeach  those  conveyances, 
under  pretence  of  a  former  one  made  by  his  Father.  But 
the  whole  being  examined  in  Parliament^  in  the  Four- 
teenth of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1572,  an  Act  then  passed  for 
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the  assurance  of  tlie  land^  to  this  Schck)!,  in  which  all  such 
pretended  inrolments  and  eiemplifications  were  declared 
^oid,  as  to  the  Ikhds  i^red  fof  the  niaintehance  of  thi^ 
School. 

I^otwithstandiilg  this  Act,  tismRJt,  eifdeftvoured  agaiii  b 
strip  the  School  and  Co'mpffliy  of  them,  under  pretence,  that 
The  tlomp&njr  was  not  nghtfy  naitied  as  to  liieir  title  of 
Incorporation  in  the  Act  Which  obimng  to  be  heard  iri 
The  House  of  Comniohs,  upon  the  PitiMon  of  The  Company: 
with  the  consent  of  Fishkr,  the  former  Act  was  coinfirmea 
iti  the  Thirty-first  of  Queen  GLizABETir,  1589,  by  another 
Act  then  passed,  for  the  better  assuring  of  the  lands  an)} 
tenements  ol*  this  School. 

By  the  Charter  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  The  College 
of  All  Souls  were  ap^inted  Visitors,  m  case  any  disputes 
should  arise ;  indeed,  in  the  Charier  it  is  written  "  Collegium 
Omnium  Scmctorum  ;^'  but  as  there  is  no  such  College,  and 
£he  Founder  of  this  Schotot  bein^  of  consanguimty  to  Arch- 
bishop Chichele,  the  Founder  of  that  College,  the  late 
learned  Sir  William  liLACKstoK^  was  df  opinion,  that  the 
word  Sanctorum  was  a  mistake  of  tlie  transcriber  for  AnU 
marumf  and  that  7%e  CdSege  ofAU  Souls  was  meant  by 
the  Foimder  for  thiis  part  6f  the  Trust :  though  it  is  not 
upon  record,  that  these  Viators  have  at  any  dme  been 
appealed  to. 

The  Skinners'  Company  having  caused  certain  Statutes 
to  be  drawn  up  for  the  government  of  the  School,  submitted 
the  same  to  the  correction  of  AlexaI^dbr  No  well,  then 
Dean  of  St.  Paul's ;  who  accordingly  perused  and  corrected 
them,  and  under  his  own  hand  signified  his  approbation  of 
them:  whereupon  The  Company  laid  the  corrected  copy 
before  Archbishop  Parker,  in  whose  Diocese  the  School 
was,  requesting  His  Grace  to  peruse  and  subscribe  the 
Statutes,  already  perused  and  subscribed  liy  "  The  Deane 
of  PofwUsJ^    Erasmus  and  Asoham,  according  to  Arch- 
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deaoan  Chvbton/  men  of  profound  learning  and  placid 
manners,  were  both  of  them  advocates  for  a  gentle  and 
humane  mode  of  Education.  The  good  Dean  of  St  Paul*s^ 
of  similar  erudition  and  congenial  spirit,  also  approved  of 
mild  discipline,  as  his  emendations,  all  on  the  side  of  lenity, 
evinced.  One  injunction,  on  a  point  of  higher  moment,  he 
judged  fit  to  be  added,  that  all  the  Scholars,  upon  the 
Sabbath  and  Holidays,  should  resort  in  due  dme  to  Divine 
Service  in  the  Parish  Church,  attended  by  the  Master  or 
Usher,  one  or  both. 

Among  other  matters  contmned  in  the  Statutes,  it  is 
ordained,  that  the  Master  of  the  School  shall  be  a  Master  of 
Arts,  if  it  may  be,  and  that  the  Usher  shall  be  chosen  by 
him ;  and  that  the  Master  shall  have  authority  to  reject  such 
as  apply  for  gratis  instruction,  or  Datf  boys,  unless  they  can 
iwrite  competently,  and  read  Latin  and  English  perfectly. 

Disputes  having  arisen  concerning  the  extent  of  the  Free^ 
dam  of  the  School,  in  1693,  an  Appeal  was  made  from  The 
Town  of  Tunbridge  to  The  Skinners*  Company,  who  there- 
upon limited  if  s  Freedom  according  to  the  words  of  the 
Charter  to  the  emolument,  ^^  Juvenum  in  villa  et  pa^ria 
adjacentij*  of  the  boys  inhabiting  the  Town  and  adjacent 
country;  and  this,  according  to  the  opinion  of  the  late 
Lord  Chancellor  Yokks,  was  a  very  fair  and  reasonable 
construction. 

Notwithstanding  which,  another  warm  dispute  upon  this 
subject  arose  again  in  1764 ;  when,  after  consulting  die  most 
learned  Counsel,  viz.^  Yoeke,  Norton,  De  Grey,  Black- 
stone,  and  HussEY,  it  was  resolved  at  a  Court  holden  by 
The  Skinners  at  their  Hall,  on  the  24th  of  January,  1765, 
that  the  Children  of  the  Tcmn  and  Parish  of  Tunbridge^ 
who  could  write  competently  and  read  Ladn  and  English 
perfectly,  should  be  instructed  on  proper  application  to  the 
Master,  without  payment  of  any  consideration,  excepting  the 
Statutable  entrance  money ;  but  Judge  Blackstonb  was  of 
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opinioii,  that  The  CoOege  ofAU  Souls  ought  to  have  been 
consulted. 

The  greatest  Benefactor  to  this  School,  next  to  The 
Founder,  was  Sir  Thomas  Smith,  Knight,  who  bequeathed 
lands  to.  The  Skinners^  Company  in  Trust,  among  other 
purposes,  to  pay  to  the  Master  cS  this  School  £10.  per 
annum  ;^to  the  Usher  of  it  £5.;— to  Siw  Scholars  to  be 
elected  to  the  University  from  it,  £60.  per  annum  ;--to  The 
Skinners^  Company  towards  the  expense  of  their  Annual 
Visitations,  JC6..13..4.  per  annum ; — and  also  the  sum  of 
£24.  per  annum^  to  buy  a  piece  of  cloth,  to  be  distributed 
to  24  poor  persons,  one  piece  of  it  to  each  of  them,  at  the 
Annual  Vi^tation. 

The  ori^nal  School  building  extends  in  front  upwards  of 
100  feet  in  length.  It  is  constructed  in  a  plain,  but  neat 
and  uniform  style,  with  the  sand-stone  of  the  neighbouring 
country.  Behind  it,  there  is  a  considerable  addition  to  the 
Master'^s  habitation,  erected  by  The  Skinners'  Company  in 
1676,  together  with  a  Hall  or  Refectory,  for  the  use  of  the 
Sdiolars ;  and  a  smaU,  yet  elegant  Library  built  at  the  joint 
expense  of  the  Patrons  of  the  School,  and  of  1'he  Ilevd. 
James  Cawthoen,  Master,  who  died  on  the  15th  of  April, 
1761.  There  are  also  detached  offices,  a  garden,  and  a  play- 
ground  belong^g  to  it 

There  are  several  Exhibitions  appropriated  to  this 
School,  besides  those  of  Sir  Thomas  Smith,  which  were  to 
be  paid  in  portions  of  £10.  a  year  each,  for  seven  years,  to 
Six  poor  Scholars,  who  should  go  immediately  from  hence 
to  either  of  The  Universities. 

In  1562,  Henry  Fisheb,  Fishmonger,  of  London,  and 
Executor  of  Sir  Andrew  Judde,  endowed  an  Exhibition 
at  Brasen-Nose  College,  Oxford,  for  a  Scholar  to  be  elected 
by  The  Skinners'  Company  from  this  School. 

Mr.  Lewis  endowed  an  Exhibition  for  one  Scholar,  going 
from  hence  to  Cambridge. 
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In  162P,  Sir  J4¥«fl  XiAKcxsTSft,  Koight,  endowed  Fqm 
Exhibitions,  (or  such  Scholars  as  should  go  to  either  of  the 
Umversities.

Thomas  Lampabd  gave  an  Exhibition  qf  Four  9U^?C8, 
tp,  \fe  paid  quarterly  to  a  Sc^ol^  of  T^^nbric^  SchpoL

in  the  difsposal  of  Thb  Lbathj:b8ex.lsb8'  Cphpant,  to.  be 
^ven  to  a  ScHQX<Aa  of  this  School  on  failure  cf  a  dainiant 
^rom  another  School,  at  th^  tin;ie  of  vacancy. 

$ii;  Thoiias  Whits  directed  by  his  last  Wilj[,  that  in  th^ 
choice  of  a  Bible  Clerk^  or  JEdituua  of  his  Colk^  of  Ssaint 
Jio^  in  Oxibn^  a  pi;eference  should  be  given  to  the  Candi- 
dfites  educated  ajt  either  of  the  Schools  which  supply  tfaait 
College,  of  wl^  Tunbridge  is  on^.  (See,  BeadUfg.)  The 
Salary  and  emoluments  are  £30.  per  annum,  and  it  may  be 
(^Iden  with  any  of  the  abov^mjentioned  ^xhibilions. 

Sir  Thohas  Wb;it£  was  Lgrd  Maypr  o{  London  in  the 
year  1554,  and  of  The  Merchant  Taylors'  Company.  Hia 
Chanjties  were  most  liberal  and  extensive.  He  was  an 
intimate  friend  of  Sir  Andrew  Jvdde,  and  ^*  propter  ex^ 
mkm  omqrem  in  eump''*  ap  the  Statutes  of  his  College  of  St. 
Jo9N  inform  us,  gave  one  pf  his  Fdhwahipf  to  Tunbpdge 
Sc)kh>I,  whid^  was  foui^^ed,  bpt  a  very  short  limie  before  tjfiat 
College.  The  Probationary,  Fellow^  or  Sfshola^j  wlien  nomi- 
nated»  must  be  sent  immediately  fiom  tb^  Sc^hpol,  that  is,  he 
must  not  have  left  the  School  before  the  vacai^cy;  fer  th^ 
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Statute  expresfilj  sajs,  that  th^  Electors  *^  ea  suis  Schoiis 
miiiendos  curen^^ — The  Statutes  direct,  that  the  nomination 
of  the  FelloMr  shall  be  made  by  the  "  Prastores  velSeniores^ 
of  the  several  Coi^rate  Towns  from  which  Fellows  are  sent 
to  St.  John'^s  College  ;  but  as  Tunbridge  is  not  a  Corpo- 
ration, nor  either  Mayors  or  Aldermen  or  any  such,  who 
answer  the  above  description,  in  it,  there  have  been  great 
debates  to  whom  the  Election  properly  belongs.  The  nomi- 
nation has  always  hitherto  been  signed  by  the  Master  and  a 
few  of  the  Principal  Inhabitants  of  the  Town,  and  the 
College  has  invariably  admitted  it's  validity,  though  Oppon- 
ents have  more  than  once  endeavoured  to  set  it  aside. 

In  the  event  of  Two  ScHOLARSHirs  in  Jesus  College, 
Cambridge,  founded  by  Lady  Margaret  Bos  well,  not 
being  filled  from  the  Sdiool  at  Seven-Oaks,  they  are  then  to 
be  supplied  from  this  School.     See,  Seven  Oaks. 

Mr.  John  Strong  left  by  Will  a  sum  of  money  in  Trust, 
for  the  apprenticing  to  some  marine  business,  a  Scholar, 
educated  **  at  the  great  School  at  Tunbridge  ;'^  but  it  does 
not  appear,  that  this  bequest  has  ever  been  claimed  by  any 
Scholar  of  this  School. 

This  School  continues  under  the  management  of  The 
Company  of  Skinners,  who,  in  pursuance  of  the  Statutes, 
visit  it  annually  in  the  month  of  May. 

They  are  attended,  as  the  Statutes  direct,  by  a  very 
respectable  Clergyman  of  London,  whose  business  it  is  to 
examine  the  several  Classes  of  the  School.  On  the  arrival 
of  the  Company  at  the  gates  of  the  School,  a  Congratulatory 
Oration  in  Latin  is  spoken  by  the  Head  Boy.  The  Company 
then  proceed  to  Church,  where  they  distribute  bread,  money, 
and  cloaths  to  a  number  of  poor  persons  of  the  Parishes  of 
Tunbridge,  Bidborough,  and  Speldhurst,  according  (o  the 
Will  of  Sir  Thomas  Smith.  On  their  return,  after  a  cold 
collation,  they  survey  the  buildings,  and  give  orders  for  all 
necessary  repairs.    They  next  proceed  to  the  School,  where, 
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after  a  few  Latin  Orations,  the  Examination  begms ;  at 
the  dose  of  which  the  whole  Company,  whidi 'oon^fltSy 
besides  the  Visitors  and  their  friends,  of  the  nagfabouring 
Gentry  and  Clergy,  retire  to  dinner,  which  is  served  up  in 
the  Library,  and  in  other  rooms  in  the  Master^s  House.  At 
Five  o'clock  they  return  to  the  School,  and  the  Graicxa- 
TicAL  Disputations,  a  very  antient  exercise^  are  commenoed 
by  the  Six  Senior  Scholars.  These  exercises  conclude  with 
the  repetition  of  English  or  Latin  verses.  The  Examinee 
then  distributes,  according  to  the  Statutes,  as  an  Honorary 
reward,  a  silver  Pen  gUty  to  each  of  the  Six  Senioe 
ScHOLAKs,  who  on  that  day  walk  in  procession  to  the 
Church,  before  their  Patrons,  with  garlands  of  fresh  flowers 
on  their  heads.  Such  is  the  pleasing  Ceremony  which  haa 
been  constantly  observed,  ever  since  the  Foundadon  of  this 
School 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author's  Letter^ 
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WYE,  near  Ashford. 

JTohn  Ebmpb,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  and  Cardinal  of 
the  Church  of  Rome,  intending  his  College  of  Wye  for 
the  instruction  of  Youth  in  the  knowledge  of  Grammar,  as 
well  as  for  the  Celebration  of  Divine  Service,  took  special 
care  in  the  Statutes  which  he  made  for  the  government  of 
of  it,  that  this  part  of  his  mtention  should  have  it's  proper 
effect.  In  it  all  Scholars  were  to  be  taught  graiisy  both 
ricJi  and  pooTy  in  the  art  of  Grammar ;  unless  a  present  was 
Voluntarily  made,  and  except  the  usual  offerings  of  Cocks 
and  Penc€y  at  the  Feast  of  St.  Nicholas. 

In  this  situation  the  School  remained  at  the  Dissolution 
of  The  College,  in  the  Thirty.sixth  of  Bang  Hbvxy  the 
Eighth,  1545,  when  both  of  them  were  suppressed,  and 
became  part  of  the  possessions  of  the  Crown. 

The  King,  however,  took  some  care  for  the  revival  of  the 
School  3  for  in  his  Grants  on  the  15th  of  March  following  of  the 
same  year^  of  the  Rectories  and  Churches  of  Bocton  Aluph, 
Brenset,  and  Newington,  and  the  Advowsonsof  the  Vicarages  of 
them,  and  the  Vicarage  of.  Wye,  parcel  of  the  possessions  of 
the  late  College  here,  to  Walter  Bugler,  Esq.,  Secretary  to 
Queen  Catherine,  and  his  Heirs,  there  was  a  proviso,  among 
other  things,  that  he,  Walter  Buclbr,  and  his  Heirs,  should 
at  ail  times  provide  and  maintain  a  mfficieni  Schoolmaster,  amia- 
ble of  teaching  boys  and  youth  in  the  art  of  Grammar,  without 
fee  or  reward,  in  this  Parish : — ^And  he  was  to  pay  him,  out  of 
the  Revenues  of  these  premises,  the  Salary  of  £'1S..6..8.  yearly, 
by  even  portions  at  liisidy-day  and  Michaelmas,  or  within  one 
month  after. — ^But  he  neglecting  to  perfonn  these  conditions, 
the  School  continued  unprovided  for,  and  his  Grant  became  for- 
feited on  that  account  to  the  Crown,  in  consequence  of  a  Corn- 
mission  of  Inquiry,  taken  in  the  year  1593,  for  that  pivpose. 

After  which,  Robert  Maxwell  preferred  a  Petition  to  King 
James  the  First,  to  grant  him  such  an  Estate  in  the  premises  as 
Walter  Bugler  b^ore  had,  and  offering  to  pay  of  his  own 
accord,  to  the  Schoolmaster  of  Wye,  40  marcs,  instead  of  2o 
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fonnerly  paid.    But  on  a  reference  to  the  Attorney  and  Solici- 
tor General^  they  advised  that  no  Grant  should  be  made  on  so 
slender  a  Petition  -,  but  that  a  new  Commission  should  be  hmd, 
and  Inquisition  taken^  concerning  these  premises,  which  wa» 
accordingly  taken  in  th^  year  1625  3    whereby  it  was  found, 
that  Walter  Bucleb  had  not  fulfilled  the  conditions  of  his 
Grants  by  which  the  Crown  was  entitled  to  resume  the  same 
again  : — And  the  Attorney  and  Solicitor  General  certified  to  the 
King^  that  upon  that  just  and  lawfiil  process,  there  was  nothing 
to  hinder  his    intention  towards  the  ssdd  Robert  Maxweli. 
firom  taking  effect*  according  to  his  Petition,  and  a  warrant  was 
accordingly  made  out  for  that  purpose,  which  the  King's  death 
prevented  from  being  carried  into  execution. 

Whereupon  King  Charles  the  First,  in  the  second  year  of 
lufi  reign,  1637>  grafted  all  the  said  premises  to  Robert  Max- 
well^ £sq.^  and  his  heirs  for  ever,  to  hold  the  same  by  the  like 
tenure  as  before  granted,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  -£'10. :  provided 
that  he  and  his  heirs  should  provide  and  maintain  at  Wye  a 
Schoolmaster,  sufficiently  learned  in  Grammar  to  teach,  as  be- 
fore mentioned,  and  pay  to  the  said  Master  <£l6.  Sterling  yearly, 
at  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  or  within  one  moaith  after  each 
Feast,  if  it  was  demanded. 

And  His  Majesty,  by  his  Letters  Patent  dated  the  2dth  of 
May,  16^0,  made  a  new  Graunt,  taking  no  notice  of  the  former 
Grant  to  Walter  Bucler,  or  of  his  forfeiture  of  them^  only  in 
consideration  of  the  service  performed  to  him  by  the  said  Rq- 
BERT  Maxwell,  he  granted  the  same  premises  to  him  and  his 
hdrs,  at  the  Mke  rent,  with  re-entry  and  penalty  on  non-pay- 
ment ; — and  he  agreed  to  provide  and  maintain  a  Schoolmaster^ 
as  in  the  former  Grant,  and  to  pay  him  yearly  £l6.  per  annum, 
at  Michaelmas  and  Lady-day  -,  and  that  if  the  same  was  not 
paid  in  the  whole  or  in  part,  within  30  days  after  each  of  the 
said  Feasts,  he  and  they  should  forfeit  £4.  over  and  above  the 
said  half-yearly  payments,  and  so  for  every  month  after,  sq 
long  as  the  same  should  continue  unpaid^  with  the  usual  power 
of  distress,  &c. 

This  Salary  continues  to  be  paid  to  the  Master  by  the  posses- 
sor of  The  Vicarage  of  Wye,  but  the  clear  annual  amount  is 
under  £l3.,  as  the  Land-tax  is  always  deducted  out  of  it. 

Sir  Geoage  Whelxb,  Knight,  Prebendary  of  Durham^ 
who  died  in  1724,  by  a  Godicil  to  bis  WiU,  gave  the  sdte 
and  buildings  of  The  College  of  Wye  to  The  Master  of 
Thb  Gbamkae  School  there,  and  to  The  Ma3t^  and 
Mistress  of  The  Lady  Joanna  Thobkhill's  Charity  School, 
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and  their  Successors  for  ever,  Masters  and  Mistresses  of 
the  same,  for  their  Habitations ;  and  also  lands  and  tene- 
ments adjoining  and  belonging  to  it,  to  the  value  of  £14. 
per  annum^  for  keeping  the  buildings  in  repair. 

The  Master  of  The  Gwmuiar  School  has  that  half  o£ 
The  College  allotted  for  his  residence,  which  contains  the 
South  side  of  it.  The  whole  i^as  lately  thoroughly  repaired 
and  beautiBed  by  the  Trustees  of  The  Wheler  benefac- 
tion, and  now  makes  a  veiy  hi^ndsome  appearance. 

The  School-room  is  an  ancient  stone  building,  seemingly 
of  the  time  of  the  Foundi^tion  of  The  College,  standing 
adjacent  to  the  Church-yi^-d,  i^pd  close  to  the  highway. 

A  further  benefaction,  towards  the  advancement  of 
liCaming  in  this  School,  was  also  made  by  Sir  George 
Wheeler,  who,  by  his  last  yCiMy  gave  £10.  a  year,  issu- 
ing out  of  a  Farm  called  '<  Skinnerg^*  as  an  Exhibition, 
to  a  boy  chosen  out  of  the  Charity  School  of  Lady  Joanna 
THoaNE(iLL''s  foundation,  and  educated  in  the  Grammar 
School  of  Wye,  to  be  sent  to  Lincoln  Col^^e^e,  uji  Oiq- 
ford.  Rut  his  son,  The  Revd.  Granville  Wheler,  ob- 
serving that  in  the  course  of  almost  forty  years,  no  boy  had 
been  so  educc^ted»  very  g^^erously  augmmtedt  it  by  Deed 
to  £20.  per  annym ;  and  ordered,  that  if  no  such  boy 
should  be  so  educated,  it  should  be  given  to  any  boy  of  the 
Parish  of  Wye,  or  in  default,  to  any  other,  provided  he  wi^ 
educated  at  the  said  Grammar  ScHocl  of  Wy/e. 

BoBjj^RT  Plot,  M.  D.,  the  Naturalist,  was  educated  here. 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Author's  Letter. 
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Thb  Free  Grammar  School  in  Blackburn  was  founded 
by  Queen  Elizabeth,  on  the  humble  petition,  as  well  of 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  Village  and  Parish  of  Blackburn,  as 
of  other  persons  resident  in  the  neighbourhood,  "  for  the 
Education,  Management,  and  Instruction  of  Children  and 
Youths,  in  Grammar,'*  and  to  be  called  "  The  Free  Gram- 
mar School  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  in  Blackburn,  in  the 
County  of  Lancaster.^  To  consist  of  one  Master,  and  one 
Usher. 

And  that  Her  Majesty's  design  might  be  the  more  fully 
answered,  and  that  lands  and  revenues  to  be  granted  for  the 
support  of  the  School,  might  be  the  better  directed  for  the 
continuation  of  the  same,  she  ordcdned  that  there  shall  be 
for  ever  in  the  Village  and  Parish  of  Blackburn,  **  Fiftt 
men  of  the  more  discreet,  and  honest,  of  the  Inhabitants  or 
Freeholders,"  to  be  Grovemors  of  the  possessions  belonging 
to  the  School :  Gilbert  Gerrard,  the  Attorney-General, 
and  Sir  Thomas  Lakgton,  Knight,  being  in  the  number  of 
the  first  Governors.

TJhe  Governors  to  be  a  Body  Corporate,  with  perpetual 
succession,  ~may  plead  and  be  impleaded, — have  a  Common 
Seal, — and  a  l^al  capacity  of  purchaong  and  holding  lands 
and  revenues,  provided  they  are  not  holden  of  the  Crown  in 
chief,  and  do  not  exceed  the  dear  annual  value  of  £30. 

The  Governors  are  further  empowered  to  appoint  the 
Master  and  Usher,  and  to  make  good  and  wholesome  Sta- 
tutes in  writing,  concerning  the  preservation  and  dispodtion 
of  the  Revenues,  and  the  regulation  of  the  School. 

The  sum  of  £4..7..4.  is  now  paid  out  of  the  Land  Reve- 
nues of  the  Crown  to  the  Master.  And  the  endowment, 
which  is  chiefly  in  land,  situate  in  Dilworth,  has  been  in- 
creased by  various  pecuniary  benei&ctions  fiom  the  Go- 
vernors. 

The  School  is  ^^Jree  to  the  World,''  with  the  exception  of 
an  entrance  fee  and  small  perquisite.  The  present  number 
of  boys  under  the  Head  Master  is  nearly  30,  and  from  30 
to  40  attend  the  Usher.  Children  are  admitted  at  any  age, 
and  may  remain  until  their  Education  is  completed. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used :  there 
is  no  particular  system  of  education  prescribed. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd..  William 
BoABDMAN,  Clerk,  whose  Salary  is  £90.  per  annym,  toge- 
ther  with  perquisites  which  fluctuate  and  are  uncertain.  No 
Pupils  are  boarded  by  him ;  nor  by  the  Usher. 

Robert  Boltoi^,  an  eminent  Puritan  IXvine,  and  one  of 
.the  best  Scholars  of  his  time,  was  educated  at  this  School 
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BLACKROb,  near  Bolton. 

Of  the  Frbs  QjiAMkAft  School  at  Blacksod  tbe  Author 
it  not  able  to  give  a  description,  as  no  Answer  has  been  re- 
ceive to  hill  Letter. 

There  is  m  'ExmtiTioa  of  about  £70.  ptr  annum  to 
Pembroke  CoD^,  Cambridge. 
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GREAT  BOLTON  or  BOLTON  m  The  Mooes. 

TitE  Free  Gbakmar  School  of  BoLtoN  in  The  Moors 
was  founded  by  Robert  LeveH,  Citizen  and  dottier  of 
London,— who,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  16th  of  March,  1641 , 
devised  certain  lands  in  Hartcood^  in  the  County  of  Lancas- 
ter, either  for  erecting  and  maintidning  a  Free  School,  or 
a  Chapel,  as  should  be  thought  meet  by  his  Executors. 

This  benevolent  intention  appears  to  have  been  afterwards 
carried  into  effect.  And,  in  1784^  an  Act  was  obtained  for 
incorporating  the  Governors,  and  for  enlar^ng  the  Trust's 
and  Powers,  for  the  benefit  of  the  School : — 

By  this  Act  it  is  declared,  that  the  School  shall  be  called 
^'  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  the  Town  and  Parish 
of  Bolton  in  The  Moors,  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Lan.- 
caster,  of  the  Foundation  of  Robert  Lever,  of  London^ 
Gentleman,  deceased :" — 

That  the  Right  Honble.  Thomas  Lord  Grey  de  Wil- 
TON,  James  Bradshaw,  and  Ten  others,  should  be  Go- 
vernors of  the  same, — should  be  a  Body  Corporate  and 
Politic,  with  perpetual  suocesaon, — ^and  should  have  a  Com- 
mon Seal : — 

The  Governors  are  empowered  to  appoint  a  Head  Master, 
and  Usher,  **  to  teach  and  instruct  the  Children  and  Youth 
who  shall  be  educated  at  the  said  School,  not  only  in  Gram- 
mar and  Classical  Learning,  but  also  in  writing,  arithmetic, 
geography,  navigation,  mathematics,  the  modem  languages, 
and  in  such  and  so  many  branches  of  Literature  and  Edu- 
cation as  shall  from  time  to  time,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Governors,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  be  proper  and  neces- 
sary to  render  the  Foundation  of  the  most  general  use  and 
benefit  :"* 
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The  Head  Master's  Salary  not  to  be  less  than  £80.,  and 
that  of  the  Usher  £40.  a  year,  to  be  increased  as  the  Reve- 
nues of  the  School  will  admit  :— 

The  Governors  are  further  empowered  to  remove  the 
Master,  and  Usher,  on  sufficient  cause,  and  to  app<nnt 
others,  after  three  months  previous  notice  in  writing : — 

The  Usher  tobe  under  thedirection  pf the  Head  Master  :— 

And  no  Head  Master  or  Usher  to  teach  any  Children, 
besides  those  educated  in  the  School,  belonging  to  the  Pa- 
rish of  Bolton,  without  the  leave  of  the  Governors. 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  repeated  applications 
of  the  Author. 

RoBEKT  AiNswoRTH,  the  eminent  Grammarian  and 
Lexicographer,  was  educated  at  this  School,— of  which  t^ 
w;as  afterwards  the  Master. 
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BURNLEY. 

The  Gbammae  School  of  Buenlet,  in  the  Parish  of 
Whalley,  appears  to  have  existed  in  the  reign  of  Edwaeb 
the  Sixth,  as  it  is  recorded  in  the  life  of  William  Whita- 
EXE,  D.  D.,  the  learned  Master  of  St.  John^s  College,  Cam- 
bridge, that  he  received  the  earlier  part  of  his  education 
here,  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Haegebaves  ;  but  it  does  not 
seem  to  have  been  at  that  time  endowed,  though  the  House 
of  the  last  Popish  Incumbent  was  reserved  for  the  use  of  a 
Schoolmaster. 

However,  in  the  Twentieth  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  1578,  Sir  Robset  Ingham,  Clerk,  Rector  of 
Stocking  Pelham,  in  the  County  of  Hertford,  granted  a  cer- 
tain messuage  or  tenement  called  *^  AlfireOies^^  situate  at 
Famham,  in  Essex,  to  hb  Ne|^ew  John  Ingham,  on  con- 
dition that  he  the  said  John  should  charge  the  sud  tene- 
ment with  a  renUcharge  of  £3.  for  ever,  for  and  towards 
the  maintenance  of  a  Schoolmaster  to  teach  young  persons 
freely  in  the  Free  Grammar  School,  founded  and  established 
in  Burnley. 

Accordingly  the  Nephew  granted  that  Rent-charge  to 
BiCHAED,  Son  and  Heir  Apparent  of  John  Townley,  of 
TcwnJUyy  Esquire,  William  Baeceoft,  of  Lodge^  John 
Faekee,  of  ExtiwiHUj  Simon,  Son  and  Heir  of  Evan 
Hatdock,  of  ^(f«an^/&r^A,RoB£ET  Whitakee,  ot  Holme, 
Gentleman,  and  John  Woodeoff,  Son  and  Heir  of  John 
WooDEOFF,  of  Burnley,  Yeoman,  their  heirs  and  asidgns, 
to  stand  seized  of  the  same  for  the  use  and  intent  aforesaid. 

The  next  donation  appears  to  have  been  a  Fann  at  Alver- 
thorpe,  near  Wakefield,  in  Yorkshire,  by  a  person  now 
unknown.

TowNLET,  Rector  of  Slaidburn,  gave  Ackerley's  tenement 
on  the  Ridge,  to  this  School 

By  Surrender,  bearing  date  die  4th  of  October,  1699, 
Nicholas  Towiilet,  of  Royle,  Esq.,  gave  the  tenement 
called  «  Cockridgt;'  to  the  Church  and  School  of  Burnley ; 
probably  in  equal  portions. 

Henby  Halsted,  Clerk,  B.  D.,  Rector  of  Stansfield,  in 
the  County  of  Suffolk,  by  his  WiU,  dated  the  5th  of  Au- 
gust, 1728,  gave  to  the  Master  and  Feoflees  of  the  Free 
School  in  Burnley,  all  his  Library  of  books  at  Stansfield : 
this  is  now  arranged  in  a  room  over  the  School,  and  contains 
some  valuable  Classical  books. 

Besides  these  Endowments,  there  is  a  rent-charge  of  lOif. 
a  year  pud  from  an  Estate  situate  in  the  Chapeliy  of  CofaK, 
in  this  Parish. 

Two  rent-charges,  one  4^.  and  the  other  9j.  a  year,  were 
formerly  paid  from  estates  in  the  County  of  Ycnic ;  but  they 
have  not  been  acknowledged  for  more  than  Twenty  years 
last  past.    It  does  not  appear  who  were  the  Donors. 

There  are  no  Statutes. 

The  School  is  open,  for  mstruction  in  the  Classiciy  to  the 
boys  of  the  Chapelry  indefinitely.  Formerly,  something 
was  pud  on  admission,  and  a  Cockpenmf  at  Shrovetide: 
But,  in  lieu  of  these,  the  Master  was  afterwardls  allowed  to 
make  a  charge  of  Two  guineas  a  year  for  each  boy,  for 
teaching  writing  and  arithmetic.  The  charge  b  now  Three 
guineas  a  year  to  the  sons  of  Gentlemen  and  principal 
Tradesmen,  but  to  the  rest  not  so  much ;  out  of  which  the 
Master  provides  an  Assbtant,  to  teach  English,  writings 
arithmetic,  and  the  mathematics.  The  number  of  Ciasocal 
boys  at  present  does  not  cLoeed  Twenty :  and  from  Thirty 
to  Forty  more  attend. 

No  age  bong  specified  when  boys  shall  either  enter,  or 
leave  the  School,  the  whole  is  left  to  the  discretiiHi  of  tlie 
Master,  and  of  the  Parents  or  Guardians. 
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The  Westminster  Grammars  by  Ward,  are  generally 
used :  But  when  a  boy  has  previously  learned  the  Eton, 
the  Grammar  is  not  changed.  Hierc  is  no  particular  system 
of  Education  prescribed. 

In  1572,  Alexai^dsr  NowELt,  Dean  o(  St.  PauPs^ 
London,  estabfished  a  madatenance  for  THniTSBN  Scholars 
St  Brasen-Nose  Cdlege,  Oxford,  fnmi  The  Free  School  of 
Middleton,  and  from  the  Schools  of  Whalley  and  Burnley, 
or  any  other  School  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Lancaster. 

The  Master  b  appcnnted  by  The  Trustees  of  the  lands^ 
for  the  time  being.  The  Revemies  of  the  Sehool  tte  ma- 
naged by  him  under  dieir  direction ;  but  when  a  Lease  has 
been  granted,  it  has  generaOy  been  done  by  The  Trustees 
edy. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  John  Raws,  Clerk,  whose 
Salary  is  about  £  130.  a  year.  The  Stipend  of  the  Assistant 
^nd  the  out-goings  of  the  School  being  liquidated,  the  sur- 
^us  of  the  School  charges  also  belongs  to  him,  which  is  more 
or  less  according  to  the  number  of  Scholars.  This  Gentle* 
99MJBL  is  fikewise  the  Assistant  Curate  ci  Burnley. 

Neither  of  the  Masters  takes  Pupils. 
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BURY. 

Thb  fbOowingADYXSTisxMBNT  appeared  in  ^^TkrCovrvsj^ 
Newspaper,  on  Thursday  Evening  the  2d  of  April,  1818, — 

*'  To  Clbrgtjcsn,  who  are  Graduates  in  one  of  the  two  Univer- 
sities^ either  of  Oxford  or  Camhridge. 

The  Mastbrsbip  of  the  Faee  Grammab  School  of  Bubt^  in 
the  County  of  Lancaster^  having  become  vacant  by  the  death  o£ 
the  Bevd.  Francis  Hodgson,  who  has  been  Master  thereof  49 
years,  the  Trustees  of  the  said  School  hereby  give  notice,  that 
they  intend  to  hold  a  Special  Mebting  within  the  said  School, 
on  Tuesday,  the  7th  day  of  April  next,  at  Ten  o*Clock  in  the 
Forenoon,  for  the  purpose  of  Electing  another  Masteb  ;  for 
whom  there  is  a  very  good  double  house,  with  a  stable  and  gar- 
den adjoining,  pleasantly  situated,  and  well  fitted  for  the  accom- 
modation of  a  fomily .  The  Salary  will  be  Two  Hundred  Founds 
a  year,  payable  by  four  equal  payments  quarterly.  It  is  not 
nece$sary  for  the  Master  to  be  in  Holt  Orders,  but  it  is  required 
by  the  Statutes  of  the  Founder  ''  That  he  be  a  Graduate  in  one 
of  the  two  Universities,  either  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  well  skilled 
in  the  Latin,  Greek,  and  Hebrew  Tongues,  a  man  of  prudence 
and  sobriety>  and  of  a  good  temper.*'  The  most  respectable 
testunonials  of  the  preceding  quaMcations  will  be  expected  by 
the  Trustees,  to  be  produced  by  each  Gentleman  who  may  think 
proper  to  offer  himself  as  a  Candidate  on  the  day  of  election  -, 
and  also  that  he  will  give  such  further  proofe  of  his  attainmepts 
in  the  above  Languages,  as  may  be  requested  from  him  at  the 
same  time. 

Further  information  may  be  received  on  application  to  Thomas 
NoRRis,  Esq.,  of  Bury,  aforesaid,  one  of  the  Trustees,  and  Stew- 
ard of  the  said  School.    All  letters  must  be  post  paid. 
Bury,  February  12. 

N.  B.  That  part  of  the  above  quotation  from  the  Statutes  of 
the  Founder,  requiring  that  the  Master  be  well  skilled  in  the 
Hebrew  Tongue,  wiU  be  dispensed  vjith  at  the  ensuing  election  ^ 
and  it  may  not  be  improper  further  to  observe,  that  in  addition 
to  the  Salary  above-mentioned,  the  Perquisites  will  probably 
amount  to  Twenty  Pounds  a  year.*' 
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CARTMEL^  near  Milnthorpe. 

The  Gbammae  School  of  Caetmei.  does  not  appear  from 
the  Records  of  the  Parish,  to  have  been  founded  by  any 
particular  Person^  or  at  any  stated  Period;  or  to  have 
been  originaUy  a  Free  School,  bnt  merely  a  Parochial  Se- 
minary under  the  authority  and  superintendance  of  The 
Churchwardens  and  Sidesmen  of  the  Parish. 

For  a  series  of  years  they  hired  a  Master  and  paid  his 
Salary  from  the  Interest  of  small  sums  of  money  left  by 
Will,  at  various  periods,  for  that  purpose,  or  to  the  Parish 
for  pious  uses,  which  was  made  up  to  the  sum  agreed  for  by 
a  small  Quarterage  paid  by  all  who  sent  Children,  except 
the  Poor^  to  whom  the  School  wB&Jree. 

Hence  it  might  take  the  name  of  a  Free  ScHool,  for  in 
1619  it  was  agreed  by  the  Churchwardens  and  Sidesmen  in 
Vestry  assembled,  that  Land,  not  to  exceed  the  value  of 
£20.,  should  be  purchased  with  the  School  stock  for  the 
use  of  The  Free  School ;  no  Land,  however,  was  purchased 
until  the  year  1680,  when  jCl3L.10..0.  were  judiciously  ex- 
pended for  that  purposes. 

In  1635,  a  Master  is  stated  in  the  Parish-book  to  have 
been  hired  at  the  ancient  wages,  and  who  was  also  to  have 
ed.  a  Quarter  for  Grammarians,  and  4d,  for  PetHes  (UtOe 
onesjf  as  they  are  so  called.  Pettetes  occurs  in  the  Statutes 
of  Ewelme. 

In  1664,  the  Master's  Stipend  ^vas  £20.— and  if  the 
Interest  of  the  School  Stock,  together  with  the  Quarterage 
at  the  rate  above  mentioned,  exceeded  that  sum,  the  sur- 
plus was  then  to  be  applied  in  part  payment  of  the  Usher^s 
Salary. 

In  1674,  the  Quarterage  was  raised,  by  order  of  the  Ves- 
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try,  from  6d  to  8dE.  for  Grammarians,  but  remained  at  4d. 
forPeUies. 

Tn  1711,  an  election  took  place,  when  it  was  agreed 
that  the  Master  should  have  for  his  Stipend  the  rents  of 
the  lands  which  were  purchased  i|i  1680,  toother  with  the 
Interest  pf  tbp  School  Stock  not  expanded  and  Quartefi^ge, 
which  was  theii  raised  to  U..6d.  for  Latin,  and  Is.  for  £og* 
lisb,  but  the  poor  Cbildrejj  to  be  tw^t  Jrcfi  as  hrforp. 

At  a  subsequent  flection,  in  )7H,  no  stipulated  sum 
is  mentioned;  fhe  Afi^ter  is  to  bay#  the  whole  Sdaiy  of 
the  School,  allpwiQg  tp  his  Ush^  ^Si.per  afmtmy  out  of 
thp  sa^e.  Nothing  is  said  pf  Quarter^,  which  appears  to 
have  fion^  ce^s^ ;  the  I^ts  of  the  lands  and  the  Intepsst 
of  the  money  r^mi^ning,  being  deepied  suffident  for  th^ 
support  pf  the  Maater* 

Every  future  election  is  entirely  unconditional.  There 
are  i)o  stipulations  in  regard  to  the  Children  of  the  Poor, 
nor  are  the  instructions  of  the  Master  confined  to  the 
Children  of  the  Parish,— but  boys  axe  admitted  from 
every  part  of  the  Kingdom,  and  even  now  firom  The  West 
Indies. 

In  1689,  Mr.  Heney  Biglanp,  then  a  Citizen  of  Lon- 
don, but  of  an  Ancient  Family  in  this  Parish,  gave  by  Will 
£400.  to  be  invested  in  land  at  the  discretion  of  the  Twbii« 
TY-FouB  Sidesmen  :  and  with  which  a  purphase  was  mad^ 
in  1692. 

The  whole  of  the  Endowments,  except  £40.,  are  now  in 
land,  situate  near  Carunel  Church^Town. 

There  are  no  Statutes.  But  it  appears  from  the  Pariah. 
Book  that,  in  I67I9  ^^  Two  Deeds  ii^  Parchment  and  cq^ 
in  Paper,  concerning  The  Grammip:  School,  ^ere  delivered 
to  the  safe  keepmg  of  Thomas  Askew.'^  And,  in  167% 
it  is  ordered  by  The  Vestry,  that  **  a  new  Deed  of  Trust  of 
the  School  be  made,**    7Vo  only  of  the  Feoffees  named  iQ 
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the  old  Deed  being  then  living.    None  of  these  Documents 
can  now  be  found. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Parish  indefinitely, 
as  soon  as  they  can  read  The  New  Testament  in  English ; 
and  they  may  remain^  if  their  Parents  think  proper,  until 
they  have  finished  dieir  education.  It  is  customary  for 
persons  of  property,  who  have  children  at  the  School,  to 
make  a  compliment  to  the  Master  at  Shrovetide  of  a  sum^ 
called  ''  Cock^^encer—^^  Tim  eamwi  be  demanded  ^ 
fHgAl.^  But  a  charge,  fer  Quarter,  is  made  upon  the  Pa- 
rents of  those  Children  who  write  or  cypher,  the  Pocnr  not 
excepted. 

The  We8T)iinstb&  GrammaFs  are  used ;  but  it  is  now 
more  a  School  fijr  educating  boys  for  Trade  and  Commerce, 
than  for  Classical  Learning* 

The  inscription  upon  the  Monument  of  Thoicas  Prss- 
Tox,  Esq.,^  who  died  in  1:696,  states  the  following  Exhibi- 
tion,—<*  Ecdesis  pauperibos  et  pauperum  filii&  in  Scbol& 
Cartmellensi  Collegioque  Sti.  Johaanis  Cantab.  edueaD* 
dis  legavit.'*'    It  is  not  known  to  have  been  ever  obtained. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  William  Tatlob, 
whose  emoluments  are, — Raits  of  land  £  150.,  Interest  of 
numey  £2.,  Cdck-pence  fvom  £20.  to  £30.  He  takes  PtK 
pils,  his  terms  are  44*.  per  month  for  board ;  writing,  cy- 
phering, &c.,  being  diarged  separately, — and  if  th^  are  not 
ParishiiMKrs,  a  oertaki  sum  for  Coch-penet  r&  also  expected* 

The  Second  or  Writing  Master  does  not  take  Pupils. 

Edmund  Law,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  ree^ved  the 
early  part  of  hia  edncatian  at  thk  SchooL  His  Fatiier  was 
the  Curate  of  one  of  the  Chapeb  m  this  Parish,  Fobtt- 
KIKE  TEAas.

CHORLEY. 

Thb  Grammar  School  of  Chorlby  was  founded  in  the 
year  161 1,  according  to  the  following  Document  :>— 

''  The  Certificate  of  William  Hawkshead  and  Thomas  Ains- 
cow.  Churchwardens  of  Chorley,  concerning  the  erection  of  the 
School-house, — transcribed  out  of  the  Register^book,  &c.^^ 

''  These  are  to  certify  all  whom  it  may  concern  in  Posterity, 
that  whereas  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  1611, — 

*^  We,  William  Hawkshbad  and  Thomas  Ainscow,  then 
Church-wardens  of  Chorley,  in  the  County  of  Lancaster,  toge- 
ther with  the  most  part  of  the  best  Inhabitants  of  the  Parish, 
taking  notice  of  the  many  inconveniences  that  formerly  had 
been,  by  reason  we  were  utterly  destitute  of  a  School-house 
within  the  said  Parish  or  Chapelry,— whereby  it  was  the  same 
year,  and  by  the  said  Inhabitants  agreed,  that  a  School-house 
should  be  forthwith  erected  at  the  Parish  charges,  and  should 
be  set  part  within  the  Church-yard,  and  part  within  the  Tythe 
Barn-yard, — ^to  this  end,  that  neither  the  Vicar  nor  the  Minister 
of  the  said  Church  or  Chapel,  nor  the  Farmer  of  the  Tythes  of 
the  said  Chapel,  should  have  power  to  convert  it  to  any  other 
use,  but  that  it  shouM  remain  constantly  for  a  School-house  for 
ever : — 

'^  All  which  was  finished  accordingly  by  a  general  consent 
aforesaid  on  all  sides,  with  this  further  promise,  that  no  School- 
master should  inhabit  therein  with  his  Wife^  neither  Minister 
that  should  hereafter  be  the  Minister  also  enjoy  that  to  inhabit 
therein  with  his  Wife,  but  every  such  Wvoes,  in  both  sides,  in 
such  like  case  is  to  ^  kept  out  of  the  same  for  divers  great  cau- 
ses,— and  especii^lly,  that  if  either  Wife,  or  their  ChSdren  be- 
gotten in  such  habits^tion,  might  become  chaigeable  to  the 
Parish  of  Chorley, — and  for  the  future  hereof,  we  hope  this 
agreementwill  discharge  all  such  as  hereafter  afiect  to  attempt 
for  their  Families  in  part  of  performance : — 

'^  Whereof  and  towards  the  perfecting  of  the  building  afore- 
said, Robbrt  Chabnock,  of  Astley,  now  deceased,  gave  so 
mudi  brick  as  was  necessary  to  be  put  in  the  said  erection,  as  it  is 
now  finished,  and  £6.  in  money, — ^And  every  Inhabitant  in 
Chorley,  that  was  liable  to  a  Fifteenth,  gave  and  paid  20  Fif- 
teenthg  thereunto. — ^Accordingly  with  other  charges  made  only 
by  the  said  Inhabitants  towards  perfecting  the  same  for  ^ 
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School-house.-^So  whereupon  it  was  erected,  according  to  the 
same  agreement : — 

''  So  la  regard  We,  the  said  Church- wardens,  grown  aged, 
and  as  we  think  it  proper  to  have  it  on  record  to  testify  the  same 
in  remaining,  and  for  the  preventing  all  Suits  and  future  Con- 
troTersies  thereupon,  as  also  that  the  Truth  in  future  may  appear, 
we  thought  good  to  certify  the  same  under  our  hands  the  last 
day  of  June,  anno  Domini  1634 : — 

''  And,  therefore,  to  that  purpose  have  inserted  this  our  Certi- 
ficate, into  the  Re^ster  Book  of  Chorley,  the  day  and  year  last 
mentioned,  in  the  presence  of  these  Persons  and  Parishioners, 
whose  names  are  subscribed  here." 

It  does  not  appear  that  there  was  any  original  Endow- 
ment^— but  there  have  been  the  following  Benefactions 
subsequently  made,  for  the  support  of  the  Master,—  viz.y

At  present  there  are  ndther  Trustees,  Trust  Deeds,  nor 
what  can  properly  be  called  an  Endowment. 

The  Stipend  being  so  small,  no  boys  are  taught  free  of 
expense ;  and  the  Master  is  at  Uberty  to  charge  whatever 
Quarterage  he  pleases.  As  this  is  a  manufacturing  District, 
all  the  Youth  educated  here  at  present  are  intended  for 
]bus'me88,~and  consequently,  it   may  with  propriety  be 
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styled  a  «'  Commercial  School,'^  the  Oiurics  bcmg  seUcm 
introduced. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Henkt  BRrERUsx, 
whose  Salary  and  Emoluments  average  about  £120.  per 
mwum.  His  terms  for  Boarders  are  £25.  a  year  for  boys 
under  12  years  of  age,  and  £30.  for  those  above  that  age. 

Previous  to  this  Gentleman's  decdon,  "which  is  now 
21  years  sinc^  die  School  had  been  very  indifferently 
managed  for  a  long  time ;  and,  of  course,  when  he  came  it 
was  at  a  very  low  ebb,  not  six  boys  attending  when  he 
opened  the  School,-*  but  by  laudable  industry  and  persever- 
ance it  is  now  constantly  full,  and  has  averaged  for  several 
years  past  from  60  to  70,  and  sometimes  80,  Sdiolars. 
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CLITHEROE. 


Ths  Free  &bamuab  School  of  Clithebox  was  founded 
by  King  Fbilip  and  Queen  MabTj  and  endowed  with  the 
(igpds  and  Rectorial  Tythes  of  the  Parish  of  Ahnondbury,  in 
the  County  of  York. 

The  GoYBBNoas  are  Six  in  number,  and  are  bound  by 
an  Oath  for  the  observance  of  the  Statutes.  They  are  le^ 
quired  to  have  a  residence  within  the  Parish  of  Whalley, 
which  is  divided  into  Parochial  Chapehies,  of  which  Clitheroe 
is  one ;  and  the  vacancies  as  they  occur,  are  filled  up  by  the 
Survivors. 

The  Head  Master,  and  Usher,  are  elected  after  an  exami- 
nation of  Candidates  by  The  Governors,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Bishop  of  Chester,  who  is  Visitob  of  the 
School. 

The  Grovemors  have  the  sole  management  of  the  inamie 
of  the  lands  and  possessions  of  the  School,  and  appoint  the 
Salaries  of  the  Head  Master  and  Usher,  which  are  at  present 
settled  at  £200.  to  the  former,  and  JClOO.  to  the  latter  per 
annum.    The  surplus  of  the  Revenue  arising  fix>m  the 
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estates,  is  directed  to  be  applied  to  the  repairs  of  the  School, 
and  sending  poor  boys  educated  at  .thb  School  to  the  Uni- 
versities :  But  there  has  only  been  pne  Exhibitioner  within 
recollection. 

The  money  which  has  of  late  accumulated,  has  heen 
applied  to  building  a  house  for  the  Head  Master. 

This  School  is  exdusiyely  Ckusical,  and  free  without 
limitation.  An  annual  present  at  Shrovetide  is  expected 
from  the  Scholars  to  their  Teadier,  which  is  called  ^^  a  Codc^ 
penny ;"  and  it  varies,  according  to  the  drcumstances  of  the 
Scholars. 

The  School  possesses  no  advantages  in  either  of  the  Uni- 
versities ;  nor  is  it  connected  with  any  particular  Cdl^e. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Bevd.  Robbkt  Heath, 
M.A.,  of  Brazen-Nose  College,  Oxford.  This  Gentlanan 
takes  Pupils,  his  terms  for  board  and  education,  bdng  £50. 
per  cmnvm^  exclusive  of  incidental  expenses 

The  Vicarage  of  Almondbury,  of  which  the  Governors  of 
the  School  are  Patens,  has  usually  been  presented  by  them 
to  some  pnvate  friend. 

The  Perpetual  Curacy  of  Clitheroe  has,  of  late,  been 
generaUy  presented  to  The  Head  Master  by  the  Patron,  Lorc( 
Viscount  CuBzoN. 
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PARNWORTH,  in  fVidnes,  near  Prescot. 

The  Free  Gbamkae  School  at  Faenwobth,  a  Chapelrj 
in  the  Parish'of  Presoot,  was  founded  by  Williak  Smythb, 
the  good  Biahop  of  Lincoln,  a  native  of  this  Parish,  and 
the  Founder  of  Brasen-Nose  Coll^,  in  Oxford,  according 
to  an  Lidenture  Tripartite,  made  the  20th  of  July,  ISOJ) 
^^  betwene  William  Sktthe,  Bishop  of  Lincofaie,  and 
The  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Lincobe,  of  the  one  partie; — 
John  the  Prior,  and  the  Convent  of  Launde^  in  the  County 
of  Leyoester,  of  the  second  partie; — and  The  Maior  and 
Citizens  of  Chester,  of  the  third  partie,^'—- 

Reciting,  That  forasmuch  as  the  said  Prior  and  Convent  had 
received  of  the  said  Bishop  a  gift  of  £300.  towards  their  great 
charges  in  procuring  the  appropriation  of  the  Fbrochial  Church 
of  Rosthome^  in  Cheshire^  to  their  Monastery^ — ^They  agreed  to 
pay**,  an  annual  rent  of  £\0,,  for  ever^  to  the  said  Mayor  and 
Citizens,  who  would  give  the  same  to  '^  a  sufficyentt  and  honest 
Freest,  being  a  Master  or  Bachelor  of  Arte,  or  a  Master  of 
Grammar  at  the  least,  teaching  Grammar  freelye^  in  a  Free 
Schoole  at  Fameworth^  in  the  Coimty  of  Lancaster^  for  ever." 

This  rent  is  now  paid  from  Rosthome,  having  been  fixed 
to  be  so  paid  at  the  IKssolution  of  the  Abbey. 

In  1623,  One  Hundred  and  Fifly-five  Inhalntants  of 
Famworth  petitioned  the  Magistrates  of  Chester  in  behalf 
of  Mr,  Hawaedb,  School-master  there,  whom  they  highly 
extol, — Afterwards,  **  other  Masters  Tuid  so  misused  the 
Children,  that  they  had  been  in  danger  of  losing  their  senses, 
lives,  and  limbs.'^ 

In  1631,  there  was  a  general  and  joint  Petition  of  the 
Gentlemen  and  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Chapehy  of  Fam- 
worth to  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  Chester,  prajring  for 
'^  a  new  Schoolmaster,  instead  of  old  Mr.  Hawabde,  who 
was  insufficient, — and  yowng  William  who  was  u&  and 
negleclfvi:' 
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Other  gratuitous  acts  were  conferred  upon  Scholars, 
natiyes  of  the  Counties  of  Tjancaster  and  Chester,  fay  the 
benemlait  Faanlj  of  Smtthb. 

Matthew  Smtth,  the  first  Principal  of  Brasen-Nose,  in 
1512,  and  who  died  in  1547>  left  his  Nephew,  William 
Smtth,  Panon  of  Barton  in  The  Ckj,  a  tenement  and 
lands  in  Suikm^  in  the  Parish  of  Presoot,  dwigeaMe  widi 
20s.  tobepaid  jearljtotheUsheratFaniworth.  Hisother 
land  in  Sutton  he  gave  to  Brasen^Nose  College,  to  pay  20r. 
a  year  to  a  Scholar  born  in  the  Chapehy  of  Famwordi,  or 
else  in  the  Parish  of  Presoot,  or  near  to  it  He  also  dispoaed 
of  other  lands,  for  the  purpose  of  rnsiiig  Scholaks  in  the 
Parish,  and  supportmg  them  at  Brasen-Nose  CdU^. 

HvuPHKBY  OoLE,  LL.B.,  gave  £100.  to  Brasen-Nose; 
to  support  Two  ScHOLAEs  bom  in  the  Pariah  of  Presoot.

Mr.  6be«son  observes,  <<  the  beneficent  design  of  the 
Founders  of  Brasen-Nose,  and  the  Sdiool  at  Famworth, 
could  not  be  executed  more  advantageously  for  the  future 
Fellows  themselves,  and  for  the  Honour  of  the  intelligent 
and  learned  Principal  and  his  worthy  Associates,  the  Fellows 
of  Brasen-Nose  College,  than  by  the  appropriati(Hi  of  a  part 
of  thw  Revenues  to  the  support  of  an  excellent  and  leaoied 
Schoolmaster,  to  teach  fireely  the  Children  who  are  destined 
to  be  sent  to  College  firom  this  favourite  seat  of  the  Clergy, 
the  Parish  of  Prescot;— and  the  Town  of  Famworth,  firam 
whence  so  many  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  men  have  risen  to 
the  enjoyment  of  the  best  Livings  in  the  gift  of  Brasen-Nose, 
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will  do  well  to  continue  to  nourish  such  plants  as  will  bring 
forth  fruit  that  will  do  credit  to  the  Founders.  If  the  good 
Bishop  had  laid  out  in  his  days  £300*  in  a  landed  estate, 
instead  of  lending  the  money,  the  income,  ^ere  this,  would 
have  been  £300.  a  year.  Hie  number  of  excellent  Soholan 
from  this  Parish  is  certainly  very  greats  but  it  b  hoped  a 
hint  humbly  given  by  a  Layman  will  be  excused;  for  com* 
plaints  against  the  Schoohnaster  ate  not  always  groundless.^ 
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HAWKSHEAD,  in  Furness  Fells. 

The  Fees  Gkakmae  School  in  Hawksheab  was  founded 
in  1585.  His  Grace  Edwtnb  Sakdts,  Archbishop  of  Yoi^, 
then  obtaining  Letters  Patent  under  the*  Great  Setd,  dated  at 
Greenwich  the  10th  of  April,  in  the  Twenty-Seventh  year 
of  Queen  Elizabeth, — ^by  which  Her  Majesty  granted,  that 
from  thenceforth   there  should  be  one  Granunar  School 
within  the  Parish  of  Hawkshead,  in  the  County  Palatine  of 
Lancaster, — and    that    Samuel    Sandys,    Cheistophbr 
Sai^dys,  Adam  Sandys,  Crentlemen,  William  Sawbet*, 
Beknaed  Benson,  Rowland  Nicolson,  Thomas  Raw- 
L1NSON,  and  James  Taylor,  Yeomeu,  should  be  Goyemors 
of  the  Possesflions  and  Revenues  of  the  School ; — should  be  a 
Body  Corporate,  by  the  name  of  **  The  G^vsenoes  of  the 
Possessions,  Revenues,  and  G^xxls,  of  the  said  Free  Grammar 
School,^  with  perpetual  succession,  and  by  the  same  name 
should  be  able  to  receive  Manors,  lands,  &c.,  as  well  of  Her 
Majesty,  her  Heirs,  and  Successors,  as  of  His  Grace  The 
Archbishop,  or  of  any  other  person,  provided  they  do  not 
exceed  the  dear  yearly  value  of  £30.,  and  be  not  holden  in 
capite ; — should  have  a  Common  Seal ; — might  plead  and  be 
impleaded; — and  that  the  Archbishop,  during  his  natural 
life,  should  make  Statutes  in  writing,  concerning  the  well 
ordering  and  government  of  the  Schoolmaster  aad  Scholars, 
and  the  Possessions  of  the  School. 

By  virtue  of  the  Letters  Patent,  His  Grace  made  the 
following  CoNSTiTunoKs,  which  were  duly  subscribed  on 
the  1st  of  April,  1588,— 

1.  1  ordain>  constitute^  make,  establish^  and  erect,  that  one 
Perpetual  and  Free  School  of  Grammar,  from  henceforth^  be  in 
Hawkshead  aforesaid,  of  one  School-master^  and  his  Successors, 
in  one  House  there,  for  that  purpose  by  me  appointed^  and  so  to 
continue  from  one  School-master  to  another^  in  succession,  for 
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ever,  to  teach  Grammar^  and  the  Principles  of  the  Greek  tongue, 
with  other  Sciences  necessary  to  be  taught  in  a  Grammar  School; 
— ^the  same  to  be  taught  in  tiie  said  School  ^eefy^  without  taking 
any  Stipend^  wage>  or  other  exaction  of  the  Sdiolars,  or  of  any 
of  them  resorting  to  the  said  School  to  learn; — which  said 
School,  shall,  fiom  henceforth,  be  called,  for  ever,  ^^  The  Free 
Grammar  School  of  Edwyne  Sandys,'*  Archbishop  of  York, 
in  Hawkshead  aforesaid,  according  to  the  foresaid  grant  and 
license  from  Her  Miyesty. 

2.  Also,  I  do  constitute,  elect,  nominate,  ordain,  and  appoint, 
Peter  Magson,  Master  of  Arts,  School-master  of  the  said 
Grammar  School,  &c. 

3.  Also,  I  ordain,  will,  and  declare  by  these  presents^  that  I, 
the  said  Edwtne,  Archbishop  of  York,  during  my  life,  natural, 
and  after  my  decease,  Samuel  Sandys,  my  son,  during  his  life, 
shall  have  the  nomination,  donation,  gift,  and  grant  of  the  said 
office  and  room  of  Schoolinastership  or  School-master  of  the  said 
Free  School,  when  and  so  often  as  the  same  shall  become  void 
by  death,  deprivation,  or  otherwise,  to  give,  grant,  and  dispose 
the  same  to  such  person  and  persons  as  shall  be  apt  and  able 
thereunto,  according  to  the  Ordinances  herein  declared,  and 
hereafter  by  me  to  be  declared ;  and  after  my  decease,  and  the 
death  of  the  said  Samuel  Sandys,  the  Governors  of  the  foresaid 
Free  Grammar  School,  for  the  time  being,  or  the  most  part  of 
them,  with  the  assent  of  the  Bishop  of  Chester,  for  the  time 
being,  shall,  for  ever,  have  the  nomination,  donation,  gift,  and 
grant  of  the  said  office  and  room  of  School-mastership,  or 
School-master,  of  the  said  Free  School,  in  Hawkshead,  when 
and  so  often  as  the  same  shall  become  void  by  death,  depriva- 
tion, or  otherwise,  to  give  and  grant  the  same  to  such  person 
and  persons  as  shall  be  apt  and  able  thereunto,  according  to  the 
Ordinances  herein  declared,  and  hereafter  by  me  to  be  declared. 

4.  Also,  I  ordain  and  appoint,  that  the  said  School-master 
shall  be  well  seen,  and  have  good  imderstanding  in  the  Greek 
and  Latin  tongues,  and  shall  teach  and  inform  the  same  to  such 
Scholars  of  the  same  School,  as  shall  be  most  meet  and  apt  for 
the  same,  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  said  School-master, 
and  that  the  said  School-master  before  he  shall  begin  to  teach 
the  said  School,  (after  my  decease),  shall  be  allowed  by  the 
Ordinary  of  the  place,  for  the  time  being,  according  to  the 
Statute  in  that  case  provided. 

5.  Also,  I  ordain  and  constitute,  that  the  said  School-master 
of  the  said  School,  and  his  Successors,  for  ever,  shall  have  under 
him  one  Usher,  in  the  foresaid  School,  to  be  an  Usher  in  the  said 
School,  to  teach  such  Children  and  Scholars  in  the  said  Sohool 
of  the  Lowest  Forms,  as  to  him  shall  be  appointed  by  the  saifl 
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School-master  and  his  Successors,  and  thftt  the  said  Usher  ahiill 
be  chosen  from  time  to  time  by  the  said  School-master  and  Go- 
remors  of  the  said  School,  or  the  most  part  of  Iheln,  for  tlie 
time  being. — ^And  also,  that  upon  any  misbehaviour  to  be  oommit- 
ted  by  the  said  Usher^  it  shall  be  la'wful  for  the  said  School-mas- 
ter and  Grovemors,  or  the  mdst  part  of  them,  to  depriye  the  said 
Usher,  and  at  their  pleasure  to  appoint  another  in  his  place  as 
foresaid. — ^And  if  the  aforesaid  School-master  shall  fortune  to 
die,  then  the  Usher  of  the  said  School  for  the  time  being,  shall 
teach  the  Scholars  in  the  said  School,  as  Master  thereof,  until 
there  be  a  School-master  placed  in  the  said  room  and  office  to 
exercise  the  same,  according  to  the  Ordinances  and  Foundatioii 
of  the  said  School :  And  the  said  Usher  so  teaching  in  the  said 
Vacation  time,  shall  during  the  same  time,  i^point  one  Scholar 
of  the  same  School,  to  be  an  Usher  under  him,  which  Scholar, 
so  teaching  as  Usher,  shall  have  for  Uie  said  time  he  shall  teach 
as  Usher,  the  Stipend  and  Allowance  belonging  to  the  Usher; 
and  the  said  Usher,  so  long  as  he  shall  teach  as  Master,  to  have 
the  Stipend  and  Allowance  belonging  to  the  School-master.—- 
The  which  sums  of  money,  shall  1^  paid  to  the  said  Usher 
teaching  as  Master,  and  Scholar  teaching  as  Usher,  by  the  said 
Governors  and  their  Successors,  for  the  time  being,  as  before  is 
expressed, — Provided  always,  that  after  my  decease,  and  the 
decease  of  the  said  Samuel  Sakdvs,  my  son,  if  the  foresaid 
Governors  of  the  foresaid  Free  School,  and  their  Successors,  for 
the  time  being,  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  Ch^ter,  for 
the  time  being,  do  not  give  and  grant  the  said  School-master- 
ship within  the  space  of  Thirty  days  next  after  the  avoidance 
thereof,  to  one  apt  and  able  person,  according  to  the  Ordinances 
aforesaid,  that  then  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Chester,  for  the 
time  being,  alone  shall  have  the  gift,  grant,  and  disposition  of 
the  said  office  and  room  of  School-mastership  for  that  time,  so 
that  the  said  Bishop,  for  the  time  being,  give  and  grant  the 
same  within  Thirty  days  next  after  the  foresaid  Thirty  days  ^ 
pointed  to  the  foresaid  Governors  of  the  said  School, — ^And  if  the 
ssdd  Bishop  of  Chester,  for  the  time  being,  do  not  give  and  grant 
the  said  School-mastership  within  the  said  Thirty  days  so  limited 
unto  him,  as  before  is  said,  to  one  able  person,  according  to  tiie 
Ordinances  aforesaid,  that  then  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Chester 
aforesaid,  for  the  time  being,  shall  have  the  gift  and  grant  of 
the  said  office  and  room  of  Sdiool-mastership  for  that  time,  and 
so  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  any  such  defoult  as  aforesaid 
shall  happen  to  be. 

6.**  Also,  I  ordain  and  constitute,  that  the  said  Schoolmaster  and 
his  Successors,  for  the  time  being,  shall  on  eveiry  Woric-day  be- 
tween the  Annunciation  of  the  Blessed  Viigin  Mary  and  Saint. 
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Ifichael  the  Arduaigel^  be  in  the  said  Sdiool  and  begin  to  teadh 
at  Six  of  the  Clock  in  the  Morning,  or  at  the  furthest^  within 
one  half  hour  after^  and  so  to  continue  until  Eleven  of  the  C^eck 
in  the  Forenoon  9  and  to  begin  again  at  One  of  the  Clock  inthe 
Afternoon,  and  so  to  continue  until  Floe  of  the  Clock  at  night. 
— ^And  every  Work-day  between  the  Feast  of  liCchaehnas  and 
the  Amnmciation  of  the  Blessed  Viigin,  to  begm  to  teach  at 
Seven  of  the  Clock  in  the  Motning,  or  within  IuSf  an  hour  after 
at  the  fbrtiiest,  and  so  to  conthnie  until  Ekoem  of  the  Clock 
beibre  noon  ;^««nd  then  to  begin  School  again  at  half  an  hour 
before  One  of  the  Clock  in  the  aftomooiiy  and  so  to  conftinue 
until  JRwr  of  the  Clock  at  night  ;*^Diiruig  ntt  which  times,  I 
wiU,  iSiat  the  Schoolmaster  shatU  be  pveaent  in  the  School  with 
the  Usher,  and  shadl  teach  aU^uch  good  Authoi9  which  do  con- 
tisdn  honest  preeeptrof  Virtue,  and  good  literatuw,  Ibr  the  h^ 
1»r  ediutolion  of  Yodth^  and  shall  once  evvry  week  at  the  leaM, 
instrudt  and  examine  hii  Scfaokn  in  the  principles  of  true  Reli- 
gioB,  to  the  end  that  they  may  the  better  know  and  fear  Odd : 
^-^And  that  the  said  Schoolmaster  and  Usher  shall  not  use  of 
ca^tom,  to  be  absent  fhom  the  aforesaid  School  during  thethnea 
aforesaid,  nor  withdraw  themselves  from  thence,  btrt  only  for, 
and  upon  honest,  necessary,  and  reasonable  oauses, — ^And  thtft 
it  shall  not  be  lawfol  for  the  said  School-master  or  Usher*,  to  be 
absent  from  the  said  School  above  Six  weeks  "at  one  or  severtd 
timeB  in  the  whole  year,  upon  neoessary  buiiness,  except  iSnBj^ 
obtain  the  spedal  license  of  tiie  said  Qoveinors,  or  the  most 
part  of  them,  for  the  time  being,  so  l^ist  the  Scfaool-^natoter  and 
Usher  be  not  both  absent  at  one  time. 

7^.  Certain  godly  Prayers,  as  therdn  sc^  down,  4d  be  sdid  ev^ry- 
Mdming  and  Evenhig. 

8.  The  ddioobnaster.  Usher,  and  SchoUirs,  to  use  and  ttk- 
quent  the  Church  upon  the  SaAibatii-^day  and  Holy-days,  to  h^lsr 
Divine  Service  and  Sermons, — and  to  sit  togetiier  in  some  con*^ 
venient  place. 

9,  10.  The  Master  to  be  displaced  fo^  aAsbehaviour  by  the 
Governors,  with  the  aeasent  of  ^  Bishop  of  Chesttt*. 

11.  Also,  I  ordain,  wifl,  andootostMte,  that  die  sidd  School- 
master, and  his  Succtessors,  for  the  time  being,  shall  break  up 
tifeir  Sdiool  and  Teaching  only  at  two  tiipes  in  the  year :  thlat 
is  to  say>  tme  foil  week  next  befoite  Chrittmasy  and  to  begin  to 
tetidi  again  the  next  Workhig-day  alter  the  Twelfth  &f  of 
Christmas; — and  shall  break  up  again  one  foil  week  next  before 
Eaeter,  and  shall  begin  to  teach  again  tbe  M6nday  Se*»iiight 
aiMr  Easter.— Against  which  sev^itd  tiiMxes  of  bMAkhig  up,  the 
diiefesit  Sdiolafs  of  the  said  ^School,  fibM&  make  Oratiens,  Epis- 
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tied.  Verses  in  Latin  or  Greek,  for  thdr  Exercises,  that  thereby 
the  said  School-master  may  see  how  the  said  Scholars  liave 
profited. 

12.  The  Founder's  power  in  altering  the  Constitutions  and 
Ordinances. 

13.  Also,  I  ordain,  will,  and  constitute,  that  the  Usher  of  the 
aforesaid  Sdiool,  shall  be  obedient  to  the  Master  thereof, — end 
that  all  Scholars  shall  be  obedient  to  all  good  and  lawM  Sta- 
tutes and  Ordinances  now  made,  or  hereafter  to  be  made,  touch- 
ing the  good  government  and  ordering  of  the  same  School^  and 
shall  be  of  honest  and  virtuous  conversation,  obedient  to   the 
Master  and  Usher  in  all  things  touching  good  manners  and  learn^ 
ing,  both  in  the  School  and  elsewhere,  and  shall  continually  use 
the  Latin  tongue,  or  the  Greek  tongue,  within  the  School^  as 
they  shall  be  s^le. — ^Also  they  shall  use  no  weapons  in  theSchool, 
as  sword,  dagger,  waster,  or  other  like,  to  fight  or  brawl  withal, 
nor  any  unlawful  gaming  in  the  SehooL<-*They  shall  not  haunt 
taverns,  alehouses,  or  playing  at  any  unlawful  games,  as  cards, 
dice-tables,  or  such  like, — ^Also  they  shall  keep  the  hours  in 
coming  to  the  School,  before  in  these  Statutes  mentioned. — Also 
in  the  absence  of  the  Master,  the  Scholars  shall  be  obedient  to 
the  Usher,  and  to  such  Prepositors  as  the  Master  shall  appoint 
touching  good  order  in  the  SchooL    All  which  Statutes  now 
made,  and  hereafter  to  be  made  by  me,  the  said  Edwin,  Arch- 
bishop of  York,  they  shall  inviolably  ke^  and  observe,  upon 
pain  of  Expulsion  from  the  aforesaid  SdM)ol,  after  Three  Wamr 
ings  had  and  given,  concerning  the  premises,  by  the  School-maa- 
ter  of  the  said  School,  for  the  time  being ;— or  by  the  Usher  of 
the  said  School  in  vacation  time,  when  there  is  no  Master  of  the 
said  School,  and  the  said  Scholar  or  Scholars  so  expulaed*  shall 
not  be  received  into  the  said  School  again  without  humble  suit 
and  eainest  Petition,  made  to  the  Governors  and  Master  of  his 
or  their  reconciliation. 

14.  The  Governors,  from  time  to  time  to  preserve  and  main- 
tain the  School  and  School-house,  and  all  other  buildings,  and 
fences  of  the  same,  in  good  repair, — and  shall  see  that  all  the 
commodities  and  revenues  belonging  to  the  School,  be  employed 
to  such  uses  as  iqppear  in  the  LeUers  Patent. 

15.  The  Master*s  yearly  Salary  to  be  £80.,  and  that  of  the 
Usher  £3..6..8.,  to  be  paid  to  lliem,  by  even  portions,  at  the 
Peasts  of  The  Annunciation  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary,  and  St 
Michael  the  Archangel. 

16.  The  Governors  to  visit  the  School,  at  the  least  hotce 
every  year,  and  shall  make  diligent  inquiry,  from  tame  to  time, 
whether  the  School-master,  Usher,  and  Scholars,  do  their  duties 
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as  becoiheih  them  or  not : — *'  and  as  they  shall  find  any  thin^ 
amiss  or  out  of  order,  they  shall  redress  and  amend  the  same 
presently,  or  so  soon  as  they  conveniently  can." 

.  17.  The  Governors  shall  yearly  appoint  one  of  themselves  to 
collect  and  gather  the  rents  and  revenues  of  the  School ;  who^ 
before  he  enters  upon  his  office,  shall  give  bond,  with  one  or  two 
sufficient  Sureties,  to  make  a  just  and  true  Accompt,  when 
required. 

18.  That  before  any  Crovemor  be  admitted  to  the  place  of 
Governorship  of  the  Schpol,  he  shaU  not  only  give  his  consent 
to  the  execution  of  these  Statutes  and  Ordinances }  but  also 
shall  be  Sworn,  to  be  true  and  just  towards  the  School,  and 
to  the  preservation,  government,  and  fsuthfiil  sustentation  of  the 
same. 

19.  A  strong  and  substantial  Chest  to  be  provided,  with  three 
strong  Locks  and  Keys,  of  three  several  feshions,  for  the  safe 
custody  of  Her  Majesty*s  Letters  Patent,  and  all  the  evidences 
and  writings  concerning  the  School, — the  School-master  to  have 
the  keeping  of  one  of  the  Keys,  and  the  two  first  named  Gover- 
nors and  their  Successors,  to  have  either  of  them  one  of  the  said 
Keys  in  their  custody, — so  as  the  Chest  may  not  be  opened  with- 
out the  consent  of  all  the  three  Persons  so  named  and  appointed. 

20.  The  Governors  to  pay  to  the  Lord  of  the  Customary  te- 
nement such  rents,  fines,  6cc.,  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be 
due,  &c. 

SI.  All  the  Ordinances  and  Constitutions  to  be  truly,  firmly, 
and  inviolably  observed  and  kept,  in  every  point,  by  the  Gover- 
nors, Master,  Usher,  and  Scholars. 

And  to  give  greater  Solemnity  and  Security  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  the  Grovemor's  duty.  Doctor  John 
B|iiD6KAK,  Bishop  of  Chester,  prescribed  the  following 
Oath,  to  be  voluntarily  taken  by  such,  as  are  to  be  elected 
and  admitted  Governors  of  this  School : — 

''  I,  A.  B.,  do  swear,  that  I  have  not  given  any  thing,  nor 
have  indirectly  laboured,  to  be  made  Governor  of  this  School)-^ 
and  I  will  diligently  and  feithfully,  to  the  utmost  of  mine  ability, 
keep  by  myself,  and  cause  to  be  kept  by  others  (as  much  as  I 
can),  inviolably,  all  these  Statutes ; — ^And  I  will  not  do  any  act, 
at  any  time,  which  I  shall  know,  believe,  or  think,  will  be  pre* 
judicial  to  ihe  good  of  the  said  School  -, — and  I  will  not  appro- 
priate, convert  or  apply  to  mine  own  use,  or  to  the  use  of  any  of 
mine,  any  part  of  tiie  profits  of  the  Revenues  given  to  the  said 
School  'f  but  will  do  my  best  to  improve  and  increase  them,  to 
the  best  advantage  of  the  School,  School-masters^  and  Ushers, 
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in  peipetaily^  and  to  such  ends  only  as  an  set  down  in  the 
Fovmdation^  and  in  these  present  Statutes,  and  no  other  use." 

This  Oath  is  to  be  taken  in  the  presence  of  The  Bishop 
of  Chester,  and  the  Schoahnaster. 

The  pious  Founder  endowed  the  School  with  a  Dwd- 
ling-house,  Out-houses,  and  a  Customieuy  tenement  ad- 
joining thereto  in  the  Manor  of  Hawkshead; — and  also 
with  lands  and  houses  in  or  near  Wakefield  and  Dcxicaster, 
in  the  County  of  York, — and  some  Ground-rents  in  Kendal, 
in  the  Coimty  of  Westmorland. 

The  principal  Estate  belonging  to  the  School,  is  near 
Doncaster^  which  was  let  upon  a  lease  for  42  years ;  but, 
it  i^  believed,  that  this  lease  will  expire  in  about  six  or 
seven  years,  when  a  considerable  advance  of  TSL&it  is  ex- 
pected. 

The  Estate  near  Wakefield  was  sold  some  years  smce, 
and  the  money  laid  out  to  greater  advantage  in  the  pur^ 
diase  of  an  Estate  in^  the  Parish  of  Hawkshead. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  boys  of  the  Parish  indiscrimin- 
ately, free  of  expense.  The  number  has  sometimes  been 
One  Hundred  and  upwards ;  but  at  present  there  arc  only 
about  Fifty  Scholars,  conosting  partly  of  Parishioners,  and 
partly  of  Strangers. 

Children  are  admitted  at  any  age,  provided  they  can 
read  English  tolerably  well  If  they  come  out  of  the  Pli^ 
ridi,  it  is  expected  that  they  pay  about  Two  guineas  En^ 
trance,  and  a  like  sum  every  year  at  Shrovetide,  called 
iimr  **  Cock-pewMfy'  which  is  aU  the  Charge  that  is  made  for 
their  education ;  except  writing  and  arithmetic,  for  which 
they  pay  about  8  or  lOs.per  Quarter. 

The  Eton  Gnonmars  are  now  used  here :  and  the  sjf^ 
tern  of  Education  is  nearly  the  same  as  at  all  other  public 
Schools. 

There  are  no  Univer^  advantages,  nor  Church  Prefer- 
ments, belonging  to  this  Schod. 
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The  Boys  gstm^lly  omtimie  at  the  School,  until  they 
can  be  admitted  at  llie  University,  or  aie  of  age  to  ei^r 
into  Holy  Orders. 

The  present  Master  i^  The  Bevd.  Taojtf  ap  Bowman, 
late  Fellow  of  Trinity  Cdle^^  Cambridge,  *^  which  0£Sce 
he  has  filled  for  upwards  of  Thirty  ybabs.^'  His  S^ihuty  is. 
about  jCISO.  per  annum^  exdusive  of  Entrance  monqr,  and 
the  Cock-penny: — out  of  whidi  the  Qovemtas  oblige  him 
to  pay  die  Usher  £$Q.  a  year,  and  to]  keep  the  School, 
School4u)use,  $nd  other  buUdijIgs^  fences^  &c.,  in  substan- 
tial repair. 

The  Master  does  not  taka  Ptqnls  into  his  own  house. 
The  hoys  are  usually  bomded  with  some  respectable  family 
in  or  near  the  Vilfaig0,  and  have  every  neoessaiy  comfort 
and  accommodation  atjTwenty-two  guineas  a  year,  includ- 
ing washing,  mending  of  Stockings,  &c.  An  Exira  charge 
is  made  for  fire  and  candles. 

On  the  19th  of  August,  17 17,  The  Revd.  Thomas 
Sandys,  Curate  of  St  Martinis  in  The  Fields,  and  Lectu- 
rer of  St  James's  Westminster,  by  his  Will  of  that  date^ 
gave  a  good  Collection  of  Books  to  the  School.  To  this 
collection  considerable  additions  have  been  made,  at  differ- 
ent times,  by  young  Gentlemen  admitted  at  Cambridge 
from  hence.  '  The  Scholars  are  allowed  the  use  of  these 
Books,  by  paying  about  5^.  yearly;  which  money  is  judi- 
ciously expended  in  the  purchase  of  new  Publications. 

In  1816,  The  Revd.  William  Wilson,  Vicar  of  More- 
ton,  in  the  County  of  Essex,  and  late  Fellow  of  St.  John's 
Cambridge,  out  of  respect  to  the  place  of  his  Education,  gave 
£100.  Sterlings  directing  the  Interest  of  it  to  be  distributed 
yearly  in  Prizes,  to  those  who  have  made  the  greatest  profi- 
ciency in  Classical  Learning, — to  the  best  Dsclaimbbs 
in  English,— or  to  be  laid  out  in  Books  for  the  use  of  the 
School,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Master. 

There  are  Eight  Governors,  who  have  the  general 
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management  of  the  oonoems  of  the  School.    The  present 
G0VBBNOR8  9ie, —

The  Revd.  George  Park,  the  present  ATinister  i^tlie 
Parish  of  Hawkshead. 
The  Revd.  Dr.  Wordsworth,  Domestic  Chaplain  to 
The  Archbishop  of  Cakterbitry,  and  many  other  eminent 
Divines  have  been  educated  at  this  School. 
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LANCASTER. 

It  is  oot  certain  vhen,  or  by  whom.  The  Fiuex  Gbamkae 
School  9t  Lancastbb  was  founded. 

The  Town  and  many  of  if s  Records  were  three  times 
burnt :  Twice  by  the  Scots,  on  sudden  Incursions,  in  1322 
and  1389 ;  and  once  by  a  casual  Fire,  in  1698.  The  want 
of  Records,  respecting  the  School,  is  attributed  to  the  two 
former  disasters. 

The  Free  School  is  menticmed  in  some  books  belonging  to 
The  Qorporatipp,  90  early  as  the  year  1495 ;  and  they  appear 
to  have  repaired  it,  at  different  periods,  out  of  their  Re- 
venues. 

It  was  in  great  decay  in  1683,  when  Jamxs  Pilkikgton, 
Bishop  of  Durham,  and  The  Corporation,  subscribed  Iiber« 
ally,  and  with  the  assistanoe  of  other  benevolent  Individuals 
in  the  Town  and  Neighbourhood,  raised  a  sufficient  sum  of 
money  to  rebuild  the  School,  which  is  capable  of  holding 
0ms  Hundbbd  and  Twektt  boys  with  ease.  It  consists 
of  two  Stories.  The  Upper  Story  is  appropriated  to  the 
Master,  who  teaches  writing  and  arithmetic:  and  The 
Lower  one  to  the  Head  Master,  and  Usher.  There  is  also 
a  Room  allotted  to  a  Library,  in  which  there  are  now  about 
300  volumes,  consisting  of  Divinity,  History,  British  Clas- 
sics, he;  this  Library  was  originally  established  by  The 
Corpo|ration ;  but,  of  late  years,  considerable  additions  have 
been  made  by  the  laudable  example  of  young  Gkntlemen, 
who  could  afford  it,  making  a  donation  of  an  useful  book  or 
a  set  of  books,  on  leavipg  the  School.  The  Usher  has  the 
charge  of  the  Library. 

Since  about  the  year  1600,  The  Corporation  have  appro- 
priated  the  Rent  of  a  piece  of  ground  in  the  Town  for  the 
increase  of  The  Usher's  Salary ;  which  had  most  probably 
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been  granted  originally  to  them  by  some  Duke  of  Lancaster, 
for  in  the  year  1415,  King  Hximr  the  Fifth,  or  his  officers, 
brought  a  Quo  Wdrranio  agunst  The  Corporation  to  try  by 
what  Htle  they  held  it,  and  they  proved  a  Grant  of  it  which 
was  alkwed,  but  the  Proceedings  are  so  injured  by  time,  that 
it  is  not  now  legible  by  whom  the  Grant  was  originally  made. 
Tins  ground  was  formerly  called  "  T%e  Beep  Carr,'*butfor 
many  years  past  ^  TV  Usher's  Meadow  ;**  it  contains  about 
two  acres,  and  is  now  let  for  £14.  per  annum. 

In  the  year  1615,  Randal  Caetsk,  a  Taflow  Chandler, 
in  the  Parish  of  St  Saviour,  Southwark,  duu-ged  certain 
Houses  in  IVhitoOoss  Street,  London,  by  his  Will,  with 
£10.  per  annum  for  ever,  to  be  paid  to  The  Usher  of  Lan- 
caster Free  School,  where  he  had  been  educated.  TliisflOL 
per  annum  was  paid  until  within  about  Twelve  years  past ; 
ttnee  th«i  it  has  been  discontinued,  and  oannot  be  recovered, 
as  it  is  said  the  property  on  whidi  it  is  charged,  cannot  be 
identified.  Mr.  Cabtke  also  left  ClO.  or  £20.  per  iHwusm^ 
out  <^  the  same  estate,  to  The  Free  School  of  Saint  Saviour, 
sasA  which  the  IVustees  thereof  hove  been  unable  to  recover 
for  the  same  reason.  The  Corporation  of  Lancaster  have 
ever  nnce  liberally  paid  The  Usher  £lO.  per  annum  m 
lieu  of  that  which  was  bequeathed  by  Mr.  Cabtbe. 

The  following  aore  the  Rctlbs  and  Rbgitlatioks  of  Tim 
School: — 

Laoctiter,  Mlh  F^.  lUM. 
Rules  and  Regulations  hereafter  to  be  punctually  observed 
in  the  Free  Grammar  School  within  the  Borough  of  Lao- 
caster^  being  under  the  Patronage  of  The  Corporation 
of  LancMter^  viz,, 

\Bi,  That  the  School  shall  be  open  to  any  Boy,  who  is  able  to 
read  English  pretty  well. 

2nd,  lliat  both  the  Masters  shall  teach  Latin  and  English 
promiscuously  as  they  shall  be  requested  j  the  former  to  be 
taught  grammatically,  as  well  as  the  biter. 

3d,  That  Seven  sUUings  and  Sixpence  be  paid  for  every  son 
of  a  Non-Freeman. 

4th,  That  the  Scholars  shall  be  divided  between  the  two  Mas- 
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ten,  in  such  proportions  as  may  be  most  proper  and  agreed  upon 
between  ibem. 

5th,  That  the  Sdiool  be  ranged  into  Classes,  and  that  e^rery 
new  Scholar  take  his  place,  according  to  his  progress  in  kam- 
ing,  abilities,  &c. 

6th,  That  the  Masters  shall  exchange  sides  on  Tuesday  in 
every  week,  and  that  fViday  in  every  week  be  set  apart  for  hear- 
ing over  what  they  have  said  on  preceding  Days,  and  every 
Saturday  forenoon  for  the  repetition  and  application  of  Gram- 
mar. 

7i^  That  the  School  hours  during  Summer  (viz,,  from  the 
first  day  of  April  to  the  first  day  of  October)  shall  be  from  Six 
in  the  Morning  until  Eight  in  the  Morning,  from  Nine  in  the 
Mormngtill  Twe^  at  Noon,  and  from  7ivo  to  i%ie  in  the  After- 
noon :  And  in  the  Winter,  from  Eight  to  J\o€loe  in  the  Fore- 
noon, and  from  One  to  Four  in  the  Afternoon.  And  that  Prayers 
be  read  (as  heretofore  hath  been  accustomed)  every  morning, 
the  first  ^ng  so  soon  as  both  Masters  are  present  -,  and  it  is 
expected,  that  they  will  be  punctual  in  their  aliendaaoe. 

6th,  lliat  Perquisites,  OBkUed  Ceck^pennies  shaU  be  given  to 
the  Masters  at  Shrovetide  only ;  and  since  there  is  no  Quarter- 
age att  all  paid  by  Freemen's  children,  and  only  a  small  one  by 
Non-frecoMn's,  it  is  hoped  these  cifcnmstanoes  will  be  then  ccm- 
sidered,  and  also  at  the  entrance  of  every  new  Scholar. 

9th,  That  the  Cock-pennies  shall  in  future  be  divided  between 
the  Masters  in  manner  following,  that  is  to  say,  seven  twelfths 
thcMof  to  the  High  Master,  and  five  twelfths  thereof  to  the 
Usher. 

10th,  That  the  vacation  times  be  a  week  at  Shrovetide,  a  week 
at  Easter,  three  weeks  at  Whitsuntide,  and  a  month  at  Christ- 
mas, besides  the  usual  Saints  I>ay8,  and  every  Thursday  and 
Saturday  Afterooon. 

1 1th,  That  some  part  of  each  Saint  Day,  and  other  times  occa- 
sionally, be  set  apart  for  the  instructing  the  Scholars  in  the 
Chitf  ch  CatadHsm,  Morality,  and  the  Princ^les  of  the  Christian 
Religion. 

Revised  and  Settled  by  us  the  ynd^rsigned,  being  a  Committee 
jappointed  for  that  purpose^

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12th«  That  the  Usher  for  the  time  being  shall  be  the  Libnurian, 
and  have  the  care  and  management  of  the  Library  in  this  School, 
which  has  lately  been  considerably  enlaiged>  and  that  he  be 
responsible  for  the  Books  belonging  to  the  same,  and  that  the 
old  Usher  do  deliver  the  Books  and  a  correct  Catalogue  thereof 
to  every  sacceeding  Usher. 

The  Sons  of  Freemen  of  the  Borough,  whether  they  re- 
side in  or  out  of  the  Borough^  pay  nothing  for  their  Educa- 
tion, except  that  the  Gratuity,  called  a  '<  Codc^pem^,'^  is 
expected  to  be  given  at  Shrovetide.  The  Sons  of  Non-Free^ 
men  pay  Js.  &d.  per  Quarter,  while  under  the  Second 
Master ;  and  10^..6d,  while  under  the  Head  Mastar.  AU 
boys  pay  5^.  on  Entrance,  which  is  divided  between  the  two 
Masters  equally.  The  average  number  of  bop,  during  the 
last  seven  years,  has  been  about  Sixty-five;  about  Forty  of 
whom  are  taught  by  the  Usher.  The  Scholars  are  of  a 
fnia:ed  sort :  the  sons  of  Merchants  and  Tradesmen  of  the 
Town  forming  a  considerable  Majority.  They  stay  in  the 
School  as  long  as  their  Parents  please  to  allow  them. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used:  and  the 
System  of  Educati(«  is  the  sam^  as  is  followed  in  other  great 
Sdiools ;  with  the  addition  of  Ei^^iish  Gnunmar,  Histofy, 
and  Geography.  Those  boys  who  learn  writing  and  arith- 
metic, attend  the  Master  a  part  of  each  day. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  University  advant- 
ages belonging  to  this  School ;  nrither  is  there  a  Comnxm 
Seal. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  TheRevd.  John  Bbethom, 
M.  A.,  whose  Salary  is  £70.  per  annum,  paid  by  Hie  Cor- 
poration. He  also  receives  Seven  twelfths  of  the  Cock» 
pennie9  collected  at  Shrovetide,  half  of  die  Quarterage  money 
pud  for  the  sons  of  Non-Freemen  of  the  Town,  and  half  of 
the  Entrance  money. 

The  present  Usher  is,  The  Revd.  George  Mobland, 
whose  Sfdary  is  £54.  per  annumj  vix,,  £30.  from  The  Cor- 
poration,— £10.  from  The  Corporation,  formerly  paid  out 
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of  Mr.  Cajltbr's  Estate, — and  the  Rent  of  the  Meador 
£  14. ;  together  with  Five  twelfths  of  the  Cock^pennieSy  half 
of  the  Quarterage  money,  and  half  of  the  Entrance  money. 

The  Corporation  allow  The  Writing  Master  a  Salary  of 
£20.  per  annum ;  and  he  charges  all  boys  10«.  per  Quar- 
ter for  Arithmetic,  and  ^s.  Gd.  per  Quarter  for  Writing. 

Neither  of  the  Masters  takes  Pupils ;  as  they  have  so 
many  Scholars,  that  they  could  scarcely  attend  to  them. 
They  have,  however,  two  or  three  young  Gentlemen  occa- 
Anally  a  short  time  before  they  go  to  The  Umversity,  but 
not  often. 

The  Author  has  great  pleasure  in  expressing  his  grati- 
tude, for  the  description  of  this  truly  respectable  and  useftd 
Seminary,  to  the  obliging  kindness  of  John  Taylok  Wil* 
JON,  Esq.,  the  present  Mayor  of  Lancaster. 
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LEYLAND,  near  Chorley. 

The  smaQ  Grammar  School  at  Lgtland  is  entitled  to  an 
annual  Stipend  of  £S.A7,.l0.y  which  was  granted  by  Queen 
Elizabeth  for  a  Master,  and  is  now  paid  out  of  the  Reve^ 
nues  of  The  Duchy  of  Lancaster ;  But  when,  or  by  whom 
it  was  founded  is  not  known. 

The  whole  Stipend  at  present  is  under  £20.,  and  arises 
chiefly  from  Interest  of  money  that  has  been  since  given 
to  it 
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LIVERPOOL. 

The  Freb  Gbammab  School  at  Liverpool  was  founded 
on  the  Dissolution  of  the  Chantries  in  this  Church,  and 
endowed  with  £10.J3..3«  per  anmim^  now  payable  out  of 
the  Land  Revenues  of  the  Crown. 

This  School  has  been  wholly  ^^  dMContmued  since  the 
death  of  the  late  Master,  Mr.  John  Baines,  an  excellent 
Scholar,^  about  ten  years  ago. 

But  the  .Corpration  have  a  plan  at  present  under  consi^ 
cteration,  to  revive  this  andent  Seminary,  and  thus  to  give 
additional  splendour  to  this  flourishing  Town. 
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MANCHESTER. 

The  Free  Grammar  School  at  Manchester  was  found- 
edy  some  time  prior  to  the  16th  year  of  Henry  the  Sth,  by 
Hugh  Oldham,  a  iiadve  of  Oldhaniy  in  the  County  Pala- 
tine of  Lancaster^  and  Bishop  of  Exeter,  who  died  in 
1519;  and  being  (in  consequence  of  not  abiding  by  the 
decasion  of  the  Pope,  in  a  dispute  in  which  he  had  been 
engaged  with  the  Abbot  of  Tavistock)  excommunicated  at 
his  death,  was  buried  in  the  wall  of  a  Chapel  which  he  had 
himself  built,  and  annexed  to  the  Cathedral  of  Exeter. 

This  eminent  Prelate  is  said  to  have  been  as  great  an 
enemy  to  Monkish  Superstition,  as  he  was  friendly  to 
Learning.  Brasen-Nose,  and  Corpus  Christi*  Colleges,  in 
Oxford,  shared  in  his  bounty,  as  well  as  Manchester  when 
he  founded  this  celebrated  School;  and  being  himself  Presi- 
dent of  the  latter  College,  he  vested  the  appointment  of  the 
Two  Masters  of  the  School  in  his  Successors,  and  in  case  of 
a  lapse,  then  in  The  Warden  of  the  College  of  Chiist  in 
Manchester. 

Certain  Water  Cork  Mills,  called  <<  Manchester  MSU^ 
ntuate  in  the  Town  of  Manchester  upon  the  river  Irke, 
with  the  Toll  of  those  Mills, — ^And  also  a  Fulling  Mux 
there  situate  upon  the  same  river, — And  also  certain  me»- 
suages,  lands,  and  tenements,  situate  in  Manchester,  and 
in  Ancoaia  in  the  County  of  Lancaster,  for  the  support  of 
The  Grammar  School,  were  conveyed  to  Twelve  Trus* 


*  His  effigy  is  preserved  in  the  Quadrangle  of  Corpus  Cbristi 
College.  There  was  formerly  one  also  at  the  upper  end  of  the 
School^  which,  Hollingworth  says^  was  newly  painted  and 
adorned  in  histime^  but  was  pulled  down  by  some  Parliamentary 
Soldiers,  whose  rage  was  excited  by  the  Episcopal  habiliments. 
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tees,  on  the  Ist  of  April,  1524,  by  Hugh  Bbxwyke,  Clerk, 
and  JoHANNE  Bexwyke,  widow,  from  whom  it  appears 
they  had  been  leased,  or  purchased,  (for  it  is  not  very  clear 
which)  by  the  Executors  of  the  good  Bishop's  Will.* 

The  foUowing  is  a  Copy  of  the  Indenture  of  Feoffinent:*--* 

"  To  all  People  to  whom  this  present  Writing  indented  shall 
come^  hear^  read  or  see^  Hugh  Bexwik^  Cleric^  and  Johanns 
Bexwyice^  Widow,  sendeth  greeting  in  Our  Lord  God  ever- 
lasting. That  where  the  E^ht  Revd.  Father  in  God,  Hugh 
bi400ME,  late  Bishop  of  £xeter  deceased,  considering  that  the 
bringing  up  of  Children  in  their  adolescencj,  and  to  occupy 
them  in  good  learning  and  manners  from  and  out  of  idleness  is 
the  chief  cause  to  advance  knowledge  and  learning  them  when 
they  shall  come  to  the  age  of  virility,  or  whereby  they  may  the 
better  know,  love,  honour  and  dread  God  and  his  laws. — ^And 
for  that,  that  the  liberal  science  or  art  of  Grammar  is  the  ground 
and  fountain  of  all  the  other  liberal  arts  and  sciences,  which 
source  and  spring  out  of  the  same,  without  which  science  the 
other  cannot  perfectly  be  had,  for  science  of  Grammar  is  the 
Gate  by  the  which  all  other  been  learned  and  known  in  diversity 
of  tongues  and  speeches. — ^Wherefore  the  said  late  Revd.  Father, 
for  the  good  mind  which  he  bad  and  bore  to  the  Coimtry  of  Lan^ 
cashire,  considering  the  bringing  up  in  learning,  virtue,  and  good 
manners.  Children  in  the  same  Coimtry,  should  be  the  key  and 
ground  to  have  good  people  there,  which  hath  lacked  and 
wonted  in  the  same,  as  well  for  great  poverty  of  the  common 
people  there,  as  also,  by  cause  of  long  time  passed,  the  teaching 
and  bringing  up  of  young  Children  to  School,  to  the  learning 
of  Grammar,  hath  not  be  taught  there  for  lack  of  sufficient 
Schoolmaster  and  Usher;  then  so  that  the  Children  in  the  same 
Country  having  pr^;nant  wits,  have  been  most  parte  brought 
lip  rudely  and  idly,  and  not  in  virtue,  cuxming,  erudition,  lite- 
rature, in  good  manners,  and  for  the  said  good  and  charitable 
deeds  by  the  said  late  Bishop,  purposed  and  intended  as  is  be- 
fore said,  in  the  same  Shire,  hereafter  to  be  had,  seen,  used, 
and  done, — that  is  to  say,  &r  Grammar  there  to  be  taught  for 
ever,  the  said  late  Bishop  of  bis  good  and  liberal  disposition,  at 
his  great  costs  and  charges,  hath  within  (he  Town  of  Manches- 
ter, in  the  County  of  Lancaster,  builded  an  House  joining  to

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TheCoU^e  of  Manchester  in  the  West  party,  and  tbe  Water 
called  Irke  of  the  North  party^  and  the  Way  going  from  tae 
said  Xkinegt  into  a  Street  called  ''  Mill  Gate'*  in  the  Soath 
party,  and  a  Slone  Chimney  of  George  Trafford  of  the  East 
party,  for  a  Free  School  there  to  be  kept  for  evermore,  and  to 
be  called  **  Manchester  School." — ^And  over  and  above  that, 
for  the  same  intent  and  purpose,  he,  as  well  at  his  more  fiirther 
expenses  and  charges,  purchased  a  certain  Lease  of  many  yean 
which  are  yet  to  come  of  the  Corn  Mills  of  Manchester,  with 
all  the  appurtenances,— and  also  caused  other  Lands  and  Te- 
nements in  Manchester  before  said,  called  ''  Ancotbs,"  and  a 
bui^gage  in  Mill  Gate,  to  be  disposed  and  converted  to  and  for 
the  use  of  the  continuance  of  teaching  and  learning,  to  be  had, 
taught,  and  continued  in  the  same  School  for  ever,  as  hereafter 
is  declared  and  specified.

We,  the  aforesaid  Hcoh  and 
JoHANNE,  and  at  our  cost  and  charges,  have  purchased  to  the 
same  use  and  intent,  and  conveyed  a  state  to  us  and  our  heirs, 
and  to  one  Ralph  Hvlme  now  deceased,  all  the  Mills,  lands, 
tenements,  rents,  reversions,  services,  and  hereditaments  con-* 
tained  and  specified  in  the  Charter  to  this  Schedule  indented, 
annexed,  expressed,  contained,  declared,  and  comprised, — 
Whereupon,  We,  the  said  Hugh  Bexwick  and  Johanne,  for 
the  »icomplishment  of  the  said  good  and  ghostly  purpose  be- 
fore expressed,  have,  by  our  said  Charter  indented,  herefunto 
annexed,  given  and  granted  all  and  singular  the  same  IkfiUs,

their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  the  use  and  intent  hereafter  declared 
and  specified,— that  is  to  witt  That  they,  their  hein  and  assigns 
for  ever,  as  long  as  the  World  shall  endure,  shall  stand  and  be 
thereof  seized  to  the  use  and  intent  herein  specified,  and  shall 
perform,  execute,  fiilfil,  and  observe,  and  cause  to  be  perfonned, 
executed,  fulfilled,  and  observed,  all  and  every  acts,  ordinances, 
provisions,  constitutions,  articles,  appointments,  and  agree- 
ments, hereafter  ensuing,  by  us  the  said  Hugh  Bexwtx  and

One  Penny  Sterl- 
ing ; — and  therefore  to  write  in  a  several  Book  all  the  names 
of  Scholars  that  do  come  into  the  same  School,  as  Scholar, — 
and  that  book  and  books  thereof  always  to  be  kept,  and  every 
third  year  to  be  delivered  to  The  Warden  of  the  said  College  of 
Mandiester  or  his  Deputy,  to  the  intent  that  therein  may  and 
shall  always  appear,  which  have  been  brought  up  in  the  same 
School,  and  so  they  to  have  Exhibitions  to  C^ord  or  Cambridge, 
as  hereafter  is  eiqpressed  i-^ 

Item,  if  there  be  Sickness  infective,  as  Pestilence  universal, 
theSdMDolto  be  left  for  the  time  being,  by  the  discretion  of  the 
Warden  of  Manchester  College  for  the  time  being,  or  his  De- 
puty .*-And  if  such  sickness  oontioue  by  the  space  of  Twelve 
weeks  whole,  so  that  the  Master  and  Usher  there  teach  not 
usually  by  the  same  space,  then  the  Master  and  Usher,  every 
of  them,  to  have  but  half  the  said  wages  for  that  time. — ^And  if 
it  continue  the  half  year,  they  to  have  in  like  manner. — ^And  if 
it  continue  by  the  space  of  Twelve  months  so,  then  they  to

Exeter,  Hugh  Oldom,  Founder  of  that  School,  his  Father  and 
Mother,  and  for  the  souls  of  Sir  Richabd  Arderok,  Hbkkt 
Trafford,  Thomasstn  his  wife  deceased,  and  for  the  souls  of 
Georqb  Trafford  of  The  GarreH,  and  l^fAReARST  his  wife, 
then  next  and  immediately  ensuing,  when  and  what  time  k 
shall  please  Almighty  God  of  his  Mercy  and  Grace  to  caU  for 
the  said  Georob  and  Maroarbt,  or  eitiier  of  them,  and  for  all 
the  souls  of  the  Feoffees  and  Benefactors  of  the  same  departed, 
and  all  Christian  Souls, — and  to  say  in  audible  voice  in  the 
School,  before  the  beginning  of  ^'  de  Profiindu,*  in  this  manner, 
for  the  soul  of  Hugh  Oldom,  late  Bishop  of  Exeter,  Founder  of 
our  School,  and  his  Father  and  Mother  souls,  and  for  the  souls 
of  (teorgb  Trafford  and  Margaret  his  wif«,  and  for  all  the 
souls  that  they  be  bounden  to  pray  for,  and  for  all  the  Bene* 
feuitors  souls,  and  all  Christian  souls  *^  de  Profiindxs  :'*— 

Item,  that  no  High  Master,  nor  Usher,  leave  or  depart  from

Item,  the  said  High  Master,  nor  his  Usher,  shall  grant  no 
licence  to  the  Scholan  thereto  play,  ordqiart  ftom  their  School 
and  Learning,  except  it  be  by  the  consent  of  the  Warden  or 
Deputy  of  the  said  College  of  Manchester,  for  the  time  being, 
and  then  to  play  honest  games,  and  convenient  for  youth,  and 
all  together  and  in  one  place,  to  use  their  Latin  tongue  :-r- 

Item,  the  said  High  Master,  and  Usher,  to  continue  teaching 
in  their  Schools  before  every  Feast,  unto  four  days  nex;t  before 
eveiy  Feast,  as  Easter  and  Christmas : — 

Item,  every  High  Master,  an4  Usher,  shall  take  yearly  only 
Twenty  days  to  sport  them,  at  one  time  or  sundry  times,  as  th^ 
be  not  both  absent  at  one  time  :<— 
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Item,  that  if  the  Higb  Master  be  sick  of  sickness  incurable^ 
or  fall  into  such  age  that  he  may  not  conveniently  teach^  and 
hath  been  a  man  that  long  and  laudably  hath  taught  in  the  said 
Schoolj  then  he  to  haye  of  the  Surplusage  and  Store  belonging 
to  the  same  School,  yearly^  £4.  Sterling  :— 

Item,  in  like  manner  the  Usher  to  have>  yearly.  Four  marks :— - 

Item,  if  the  High  Master  be  sick  of  sickness  curable,  the 
Usher  to  help  him,  and  to  take  the  more  pain  upon  him,— and 
also  to  have  fqr  his  said  pain,  by  the  ^scretion  of  the  said 
Warden  or  Depuity  of  the  said  CoU^^  of  Manchester^  of  the 
wages  of  the  said  High  Master. — And  in  like  wise,  if  the  said 
Usher  be  sick^  then  the  High  Master  to  take  more  pain  in 
teaching  the  Scholars,  and  to  have  part  of  the  wages  of  the  said 
Usher^  by  the  di^pretion  of  the  WiM'den  of  the  sidd  College,  or 
his  Deputy  :— 

Item,  the  High  Master,  for  the  time  beings  shall  always 
appoint  one  of  his  Scholars,  as  he  thinketh  best^  to  instruct  and 
teach  in  the  one  end  of  the  School,  all  Infimts  that  shall  come 
there  to  learn  their  ABC  Primer,  and  sorts  till  they  being  in 
Grammar,  and  every  month  to  chuse  another  new  Scholar  so  to 
teach  Infants.-r-And  if  any  Scholar  refuse  so  to  teach  Infimts  at 
the  commandment  of  the  said  High  Master,  or^  in  the  absence 
of  the  High  Master^  at  the  commandment  of  the  Usher  for  the 
time  being,  the  same  Scholar  so  refusing,  to  be  banished  the 
same  School  for  ever : — 

Item,  the  Usher  being  well  literatured,  and  honest  of  his 
living,  shall  have  the  High  Master's  room  and  office  whenever 
'  it  is  void,  before  any  other,  if  he  be  able  in  learning :— ' 

Item,  k  it  happen  the  High  Master  and  Usher  to  be  both  sick 
at  once,  and  of  sickness  cuiable,  as  Agues  and  such  other>  then 
they  to  hire  one  sufficient  after  the  use  aforesaid,  to  teadi  for 
them,  and  they  to  pay  his  wages,  that  is  to  say,  portionably  after 
their  wages,  the  High  Master  mqre  than  Uie  Usher  or  Sur- 
Master,  after  the  discretion  of  The  Warden,  or  his  Deputy. 

Acts  and  Ordinances  concerning  The  Scholars. 

Item,  There  shall  be  no  Scholar  ne  Infont  of  what  Country 
OR  Shire  soever  he  be  of,  being  man  child,  be  refused, 
CKcept  he  have  some  horrible  or  contagious  infirmity  infective, 
as  Pox,  Leprosy,  Pestilence  for  the  time  being,  or  such  other 
Infirmities,  which  be  and  shall  be  always  remitted  to  the  disctts 
tion  of  the  Warden  or  Deputy  of  Manchester  College,  for  the 
time  being : — 

Item,  every  Scholar  within  the  same  School  shaU  be  obedient 
to  help  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher,  for  the  time  being,  for  the 
correction  lawfully  of  any  Scholar  or  Scholars  of  tiie  same 
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School,  si  the  oommandment  of  the  Schoolmaster  or  Ufiher  lor 
the  time  being :— « 

Item,  no  Scholar  theiie  being  at  School  wear  any  dagger, 
hanger^  or  other  weapon  invasive,  nor  bring  into  the  School, 
staff  or  bat^  except  their  meat  knife  :— 

Item,  that  no  Scholar  there  make  any  afiVay  within  the  same 
School  upon  the  Master^  the  Usher^  or  upon  any  other  Scholar 
of  the  same  School^  upon  pain  of  leaving  off  his  said  School  by 
one  months— *And  if  any  Scholar  there  make  two  frays  as  above 
is  said^  then  to  leave  the  same  School  by  the  space  of  two 
months,— And  if  any  make  the  third,  he  to  be  banished  the 
same  School  ibr  ever  >^thoat  any  favour: — 

Itemy  The  Scholars  of  the  same  School  shall  use  no  Co<^-figlit, 
nor  0^!^  unlawful  games,  and  riding  about  for  Victors  or  other 
Disports  had  in  these  parts,  which  be  to  the  great  let  of  leaming 
and  virtue,  and  to  chauge  and  costs  of  the  Scholars  and  of  their 
friends  :«— 

Item,  that  every  Sdiolar  of  the  same  School  be  at  the  said 
School  in  the  Morning,  betwixt  Michaelmas  and  Easter,  before 
seDtn  of  the  Clock,  kad  between  Easter  and  Michaelmas,  at  six 
of  the  dock,  except  such  as  come  daily  far  to  their  learning, 
which  shall  come  to  the  School  at  such  an  hour  as  shall  be  limit- 
ed to  them  by  the  Master,  according  to  the  distance  of  the  place 
that  they  comef^om : — 

Item,  that  the  Master,  or  Usher,  be  in  the  School  at  the  hour 
limited  to  the  Scholars  :-— 

Item,  every  Scholar  pay  at  his  first  admitting,  and  writing  in 
of  his  name  in  the  Book  of  Scholars,  One  Penny  Sterling,  and 
nofabove,  that  always  to  be  paid  to  the  Two  poor  Children  for 
the  time  being,  which  keep  the  Book  of  Scholars*  names,  and 
make  dean  the  School,  as  is  before  rehearsed  :^* 

Item,  that  no  Scholar  shall  bring  meat  or  drink  into  the 
School,  nor  there  to  use  their  meat  and  drink,  but  always,  if  any 
such  poor  Scholars  there  be,  that  for  their  great  poverty  bring 
their  meat  and  drink  with  them,  they  to  go  to  some  house  in 
the  Town,  and  there  to  eat  and  drink,  and  so  to  resort  again  to 
the  Sdioiol. 

Item,  that  if  any  Scholar  of  the  same  School  go  fit)m  and 
forsake  the  same,  and  repair  to  any  other  SdKxil,  and  after 
return  again  to  the  same  School,  he  to  be  taken  again  for  one  thne, 
-^buty  at  IheMcond  departure,  he  to  be  excluded  and  banished  the 
same  School  for  ever  vidthout  any  favour. 

Item,  that  the  Schoolmaster,  and  Usher,  shall  cause  all  Scho- 
lars, being  learned  in  ^mmmar,at  all  times  to  use  to  speak  their 
Laetn  tongue  within  the  School,  and  all  other  places  convenient. 
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AcTB  for  the  Waoks  of  tbb  Scboolm asteb  and  Usbbb. 

Item,  the  said  Hugh  and  Jobannb^  and  either  of  them  longest 
livings  with  the  issues  and  profits  of  the  above  named  Mills^ 
lands>  tenements^  rever8ions>andfiervices>  called  ^*  Manchbstbb 
MiLts/*  shall  by  them^  or  their  sufficient  Deputy,  pay  or  cause 
to  be  paid  yearly,  without  ftsad,  gdle,  delay,  or  deceit  at  the 
Feasts  of  Easter,  the  Nativity  of  Saint  John  Baptist,  Saint  Mi* 
chael  the  Archangel,  and  the  Nativity  of  Our  Lord,  by  equal 
portions,  £lO.  Sterling,— that  is  to  say,  at  every  of  the  Feasts 
afbTesaid/508.  to  the  High  Master  there  for  the  time  being  teach- 
ing:— 

Jfem,  that  the  saidHiroH  and  Jo  bankb  in  like  manner  shall  pay 
or  cause  to  be  paid  of  the  issues  and  profits  albresaid,  yearly> 
£b.  Sterling  to  the  Usher,  Sur-Master  there,  fbr  the  time  being 
teaching, — that  is  to  say,  at  every  of  the  Feasts  aforesaid^  25s. 
Sterling  :— 

Item,  after  the  death  of  the  same  Hugh  and  Johannb,  the 
within  named  Lewis  Pollabd,  Knight,  Antony  Fitzhbbbbbt, 
Justice,  William  Coubteney,  Knight,  Thomas  Dbnys,  Knight, 
AlbxandbbRadclippe,  Knight,  John  Bebon,  Knight,  Edmund 

TkAPPOBD,  RiCHABD  ASBTON,  TflUBSTAN  TlLDBSLEY,  RoBBBT 

Langlby,  Richard  Holland,  and  John  Rbddiche,  and  their 
heirs,  by  them  or  by  their  sufficient  Deputy,  shall  with  the  is- 
sues and  profits  aforesaid  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid  the  Wages 
yearly  of  the  High  Master  and  Usher^  in  manner  and  form  as  is 
aforesaid,  for  ever  : — 

Item,  that  if  any  man  being  High  Master,  or  Usher  Sur-Master, 
fbr  any  time  being,  happen  to  die  before  the  Quarter  payment 
as  is  aforesaid,  then  the  same  Master,  or  Usher  Sur-Master,  his 
executors  or  assigns  that  so  shall  happen  to  die,  shall  be  paid 
after  the  rate  and  time  of  his  death,  as  the  same  Quarter  wages

Item,  in  like  manner  the  High  Master,  or  Sur-Master,  that 
happen  to  cOme  and  teach  in  the  same  School  before  the  Qiurter, 
he  to  have  after  the  rate  of  his  Quarter  wages,  for  his  coming

Item,  the  Wages  of  the  Receiver  of  the  lands,  concerning  the 
same  school,  shall  be  20s.  yearly,  to  be  paid  at  Micha^tnas, 
when  he  maketh  his  accompts,  and  not  othervf  ise. 
Acts  for  The  Feoppees. 

Item,  when  it  shall  happen  the  said  Feoffees  to  die  to  the 
number  of  Four,  then  the  same  Four  to  make  like  Feofiment 
and  Articles  in  manner  as  this  is,  to  Twelve  honest  Gentlemen 
and  honest  Persons  within  the  same  Parish  of  Manchester  5  and 
so  they  in  like  manner  to  make,  from  time  to  time,  for  ever, 
when  it  cometh  to  the  number  of  Fbur,  to  the  use  aforesaid  :•— 
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Item,  the  Feofiees>  for  the  time  beings  shall  make  no  mamier 
Lease  or  Estate  of  the  said  WXia,  Unds,  or  tenements  belonging 
to  the  same  School^  or  any  parcel  thereof^  above  Ten  years: — 

Item,  The  Abbot  of  Whalley,  for  the  time  being  shall  name 
from  time  to  time  one  substantial  person  dwelling  within  the 
Parish  of  Manchester^  putting  in  surety  to  be  bounden  to  Two 
of  the  said  Feoffees,  to  make  true  accompt8>  and  pay  Quarterly 
the  Master  and  Usher,  as  is  aforesaid, — ^And  also  paying  to  ttie 
Lords  their  rents  due  and  accustomed,  which  shall  receive  the 
rents  and  profits  of  all  (he  whole  lands  concerning  the  same 
School,  wUch  Receiver  shall  make  his  accompts  for  the  said 
receipt^  and  for  all  necessary  reparations  and  payments  done 
there,  once  in  the  year  at  Manchester  before  the  Warden  of  die 
College  or  his  Deputy,  Two  of  the  Feo£fees,  and  the  High 
School-Master  for  the  time  being,  if  they  can  be  at  \i,  or  Two 
of  these  persons  at  the  least,  there  to  make  a  true  aocompt  of 
every  things  and  true  allowance  ask  upon  his  Oath,  and  bring 
and  deliver  yearly  the  Surplusage  above  all  wages,  repantions^ 
and  such  other  necessary  expenses,  the  same  Surplusage  to  be 
by  the  Auditors  aforesaid,  there  being  present,  put  into  a  Chest 
therefore  made,  remaining  in  the  Vestry  of  the  said  College 
of  Manchester^  whereof  the  Feoffises  for  the  tune  being  shall 
have  one  key,  and  the  Master  of  the  College  for  the  time  being 
another,  the  Abbot  of  Whalley  for  the  time  being  the  thirds  the 
High  Schoohnaster  for  the  time  being  the  fourth  key,  so  that 
the  said  Chest  in  no  wise  may  be  opened^  except  all  fbur  key^ 
come  together: — 

Item,  the  said  Warden  or  Deputy,  the  Two  Feofieesj  and  the 
High  Schoolmaster  for  the  time  being,  for  their  pain  in  hearing 
and  viewing  the  said  Recievor*s  accompts,  shall  h^ve  a  Dinner 
of  5s.  cha^  among  them  that  be  present  at  the  s^id  Audita 
yearly : — 

Item,  wheii  it  shaU  hiqipen  the  Chest  to  be  at  Surplusage 
the  sum  of  j£40.  Sterling,  the  rest  to  be  given  to  the  Exhibition 
of  Scholars  yearly  at  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  which  hath  be 
brought  up  in  the  said  School  of  Manchester,  and  also  only  such 
as  study  Art  in  the  said  Universities,  and  to  such  as  hick  Exhi- 
bitioQ,  by  the  discretion  of  the  said  Warden  or  Deputy  and 
High  Master  fpr  the  time,  so  no  one  Scholar  have  yearly  above 
26s..8d.  Sterling, — ^And  that  till  such  time  as  he  have  promotion 
by  Fellowship  of  one  College  or  Hall,  o^  other  Exhibition^  to 
the  sum  of  seven  marks  : — 

Item,  the  Feoffees,  for  the  time  being,  shall  pay  of  the  Stock 
being  in  the  said  Chest,  all  charges  in  the  Law,  if  any  happen 
to  be,  for  the  defence  of  the  lands  of  the  said  School  or  any 
part  thereof, — And  also  shall  pay  the  costs  and  chaiges  of 
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making  of  new  Feoffinenta  and  Acts,  Ordinances,  for  the  good 
maintenance  of  the  same  when  need  shall  require,  as  well  to 
substantial  learned  Counsel  in  the  Law,  Temporal  and  Spiritual, 
as  also  for  writing  and  engrossing  of  the  same,  with  all  other 
necessary  expenses  belonging  to  the  same  :*-^ 

Item,  the  Master  and  Fellows  of  the  said  College  shall  have 
yearly  for  their  good  and  safe  looking  to  the  same  Chest,  and 
because  it  shall  stand  in  their  Vestry,  the  sum  of  38,. 4d,  every 
Michaelmas,  yearly,  to  them  and  thidr  Successors,  for  ever,  be 
truly  contented  and  paid  :— 

Itismy  notwithstanding  those  Statutes  and  Ordinances  before 
written,  yet  because  in  time  to  come  many  things  may  and  shall 
survive  and  grow  by  sundry  occasions  and  causes  which,  at  the 
making  of  this  present  Acts,  Ordinances,  was  not  possible  to 
come  to  mind  ^ — 

In  consideration  whereof,  we  the  said  Lewis,  Antony,  Wil- 
liam, and  other  our  Co-feoffees,  trusting  greatly  to  the  fidelity 
of  the  above  named  Feoffees  and  other  hereafter  to  come,  will^ 
that  they  hereafter  firom  time  to  time  when  need  shall  require, 
filing  to  them  discreet  learned  Counsel  and  men  of  good  Lite- 
rature, they  to  have  full  power  and  authority  to  augment,  in- 
ctease,  expound,  and  rdbrm  all  the  said  Acts,  Ordinances, 
Articles,  Compositions  and  Agreements,  only  concerning  the 
Schoolmaster,  Usher,  and  the  Scholars  for  theif  and  every  of 
their  offices  concerning  the  said  Free  School,  for  ever.'* 

The  Water  Com  Mills  were  ancient  Soke  Mills,  at  which 
the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Manchester  were  bound  by 
immemorial  custom  to  grind  their  Com,  Grain,  or  Malt, 
and  to  pay  a  twenty-fourth  part  thereof  as  a  toll  for  grind, 
ing  the  same,  for  the  support  of  the  School. 

But,  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  1785,  which  re- 
cites the  custom,  and  that  divers  Suits  had  been  commenced 
and  Decrees  obtained  in  confirmation  of  it,  the  Inhabitants 
were  discharged  from  the  obligation  of  grinding  their  Com 
and  Grain,  except  MaUy  at  «  The  School  MiUs  ^  and  the 
same  discharge  was  confirmed,  and  put  under  certain  regu- 


*  During  the  dispute  in  1737^  the  following  Epigram  was 
written  by  Mr.  BvaoM,— 
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These  Milb,  ^^ree  in  number,  are  situate  upon  the  river 
/rfe,  not  far  from  it's  confluence  with  the  /niPcB,— The 
HIGHEST  of  them  is  a  Com  MiU^ — The  lowest  has  been 
employed  in  the  manufacture  of  iSVuijf  and  Ptfw,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  FuUing  woollen  doth,— both  these  Mills  are  let 
to  respectable  Tenants,— But  the  middle  Mill,  which  is 
used  for  grinding  MaU^  is  retained  in  the  hands  of  the 
Feoffees  of  the  School  According  to  the  Act  of  1785,  it 
grinds  all  the  Jfoft,  which  is  used  in  the  Township  of  Man- 
diester, — the  Inhabitants  being  obliged  to  send  it  there  for 
that  purpose,  paying  \b.  per  load  of  Six  bushels. 

This  sum  having  been  fixed  at  a  time,  when  money  was 
much  more  valuable  than  it  is  at  present,  now  bears  no  pro- 
pordon  to  the  labour  effected ;  so  that  the  Mill,  originally 
intended  to  be  of  benefit  to  the  School  only,  is  now  of  fkr 
greater  consequence  to  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town.  It  k 
this  Tax  upon  grinding  MaU^  however,  whidi  has  induced 
the  Public  Brewers  to  settle  themselves  in  the  adjmnaig 
Townships  of  Salford,  Chetham,  Ardwick,  Chorlton  Row, 
and  Hulme ;  none  of  the  ^Breweries  being  actually  dtuate  in 
Manchester. 

In  addition  to  the  Endowment  it  is  said,  that  Maetin 
Bbeon,  a  Clothier,  who  realised  a  large  property  in  Man- 
chester, left  a  considerable  sum  towards  the  erection  of  The 
Free  School. 

There  is  also  an  Annuity  of  £4,.1..9.  payable  out  of  the 
Duchy  Rents  to  the  Master,  which  was  first  granted  when 
his  Salary  was  only  £10.  per  annum. 

From  the  profits  of  the  Malt  Mfill,— from  the  Rental  of 
the  two  other  Mills,  and  several  Houses, — and  fiom  the  In-

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terest  of  money  vested  in  the  Fundi,  an  Income  of  upwards 
of  £1600.  per  anmimy  is  now  leceiyed. 

The  property  for  the  support  of  the  School  is  vested  in, 
and  is  under  the  management  of  Twblvx  Teustees, — 
Gentlemen  of  the  highest  respectability,  who  have  the  satis- 
faction in  matured  life,  of  testifying  by  th^  honourable  at^ 
tention  to  the  interests  of  the  Establishment,  the  invaluable 
benefits  which  thej  themselves  may  have  derived  from  it 
in  thdr  early  days.

The  present  School,  which  was  erected  in  the  years  177^ 
luid  1777>  upon  the  old  foundations,  is  atuate  near  The 
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College  Gates^  ia  Long  MUlgQie.  It  is  a  plain  brick 
building,  with  a  large  stone  Medallion  in  front,  upon  which 
is  carvai  in  aUo  relievo^  an  Owl,  the  Crest  of  The  Foukd- 
XB,  whose  Arms  are  placed  at  one  end  of  Thb  Uppee 
ScHOOL-EOOM,  which  is  96  feet  in  length,  and  30  feet  in 
breadth.  It  contains  four  fire-places,— is  extremely  well 
lifted  by  26  large  windows, — and  is  furnished  with  desks 
and  seats,  that  bear  evident  marks  of  long  service,  by  the 
numberless  initials  of  names  which  succeeding  boys  have 
carved  upon  them.  The  Ceiling  of  this  room  is  between 
20 -and  SO  feet  hi^, — a  circnmstance  greatly  favourable  to 
the  health  of  the  Masters  and  the  Scholars.  This  room  is 
appropriated  solely  to  instruction  in  the  higher  Classics. 
The  number  of  Scholars  in  it  has  for  the  last  ten  years  been 
about  140,  after  the  annual  Remove. 

The  Lowee  School  is  literally  lower^ — b^ng  under  a 
part  of  the  fimner,  and  about  half  it*s  size.  English,  ahd 
the  first  rudiments  of  Latin,  are  taught  in  this  School;  and 
the  boys  are  prepared  in  it  for  thdr  reception  into  The 
Uppee  School.  Before  tiie  establishment  of  the  Nati- 
onal and  the  Lavcasteeuln  Schools  in  Manchester, 
there  were  frequently  70  or  80  pupils  in  this  room :  but  at 
present  the  number  is  between  30  and  40. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used ;  but 
the  system  of  Education  is  not  in  all  respects  similar  to  that 
of  Etok  College. 

This  School  is  remarkably  rich  in  if s  Univeraty  ad 
vantages. 

There  are  Eleven  Exhibitions  for  Schdars  from  this 
School  at  any  College  in  either  of  the  Universities,  of  £40. 
a  year  each,  which  are  paid  fixim  the  School  estate ;  and 
such  of  them  as  enter  at  Beasen-Nose  College,  Oxford, 
<^  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  have  always  a  good 
chance  of  obtaining  other  valuable  appointments. 

The  young  men,  who  have  been  educated  at  this  School, 
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in  turn  with  those  of  Heeefobp  and  Maelboeough^  have 
a  daim  to  Sixteen  ScnotAESHirs  in  Beasbk-Noss  Co]> 
LEGE,  Oxford,  and  to  Sixteen  ScHOLAESHiPsinST.  Johi^'s 
College,  Cambridge,  of  different  values,  frmn  £18,  to 
£26.  per  anwumj  on  the  Foundation  of  Saeah  Duchess  of 
SoKEESET,  in  16799  and  who  died  in  1692 : — 

The  fbllowbg  is  an  Extract  from  Her  Graoe^s  Will,  dated 
the  17th  of  May,  1686,  in  the  Regbtry  of  the  Pierogative 
Court  of  Canterbury : — 

Also,  I  do  will,  direct,  and  appoint,  that  the  before  named 
Sir  Samuel  Geimstom,  and  his  Heirs,  shall  Settle,  convey,  and 
assure  by  such  lawful  ways>  means,  and  assurances  as  the  said 
Hbnet  £«ord  Delamerb  and  Sir  William  Gregory,  and  the 
survivor  of  them  and  his  heirs,  shall  think  necessary  and  conve- 
nient tor  the  doing  thereof  firmly  and  legally  unto  and  upon  the 
Principal  Fellows  and  Scholars  of  Bea6en*No8B  College,  in 
the  University  of  Oxford,  and  their  Successors,  for  ever.  All  that 
my  Manor  of  Thomhill,  with  it*s  rights,  members  and  appurte- 
nahces,  in  the  said  Ck>unty  of  Wilts,  and  all  Messuages,  Farms, 
Lands,  Tenements,  Meadows,  Pastures,  Woods,  Rents,  Com* 
moos.  Advantages,  and  Hereditaments  whatsoever,  unto  the 
said  Manor  belonging  or  any  wise  appertaining,  or  reputed  or 
taken  to  he  part,  parcel  or  member  thereof,  to  be  for  ever  used 
and  onployed  for  the  founding  and  maintaining  of  a  further 
number  of  Scholabs  in  the  said  College  for  ever,  over  and  above 
those  that  I  have  already  founded  there,  in  such  sort,  manner 
and  form  as  is  hereinafter  directed : — 

And  also,  I  do  likewise  will,  direct,  and  appoint,  that  the  said 
Sir  William  Geimstone,  and  his  heirs,  shall  oonvey«  settle,  and 
assure,  in  such  manner  and  form,  and  by  such  lawful  waySj 
means,  and  assurances  as  the  said  Heney  Lord  Delambee  and 
Sir  William  Geeooey,  and  the  Survivor  of  them  and  his  heirs, 
shall  think  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  firm  and  \eg9l  doi^g 
and  establishing  thereof  unto  and  upon  the  Master  Fellows  and 
Scholars  of  St.  Josn's  College,  in  the  University  of  Cam- 
bridge, and  Iheir  Successors,  for  ever,  all  that  the  Manor  of 
WootUm  Bwers,  with  the  Rights,  members  and  appurtenances 
thereof,  in  the  County  of  Wilts,  and  all  and  singular  Messu- 
ages, Farms,  Lands,  Tenements,  Meadows,  Pastures,  Woods, 
Conunons,  Rents,  and  Hereditaments  whatsoever  unto  the  said 
Mannor  belonging,  or  in  any  wise  appertaining,  or  accepted, 
reputed,  or  ta]^en  part  parcel  or  rnqmber  thei^eof.  To  be  for  ever 
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used  aad  tmflkoiyed,  for  the  fiMradiBg  and  maiataiiiiag  a  further 
mimher  of  Scholars  in  the  said  CoUeg;e>  over  and  above  those 
wprm  ScsoLABBUPS  which  I  have  already  feimded  in  the  said 
CoUege,  in  sNch  sort  manner  and  femi  aa  is  heiemalteer  di« 
rected:— 

And  for  the  better  increasing  hodi  of  iiie  number  and  mainte- 
nanoeof  the  said  addldonal  Sehalaa  in  either  of  the  bcfbce  mea- 
tinned  Colkge9>  I  do  direct  andi^pdint^  aadi  do  deabe  that  it 
majbesoprwidBdforinthe  Settlement  therecrf;  That  the  said 
Maaioni  and  Herndkaments,  to  the  and  Colleges  respectively 
appointed^  may  be  ordoed  and  mam^ged  in  anch  sort  and  am^ 
net  aa  is  hereinafter  diffeo(ed}-*-4lKait  is  to  saj,  i  da  vHUr  diieet, 
and  appoint^  that  no  Lease  or  Leases,  shall  be  granted  or  re-

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tional  Scholars  that  shall  be  chosen  in  Bbassn-Nosb  Collbob, 
in  Oxford^  shall*  from  time  to  time^  for  ever  be  elected  oat  of 
BLlncbbstbb  Scbool,  in  the  County  of  Lancaster,  and  tbb 
Fbbb  Scbool  of  HBBBroBDj  and  tbb  febb  Scbool  of  Mabi.- 
bobougb,  in  the  County  of  WUts,  by  turns  >  the^<  of  them 
to  be  chosen  out  of  ILlncbbstbb  Scbool,  the  feoowd  oat  of 
HBBBroBD  FRBB  ScBOOL,  and  the  third  oat  of  Marlborovoh 
FEBB  School  -,  and  that  the  said  additional  Scholan,  that  shall 
be  chosen  into  St.  John's  Collbob,  in  Cambridge,  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  for  ever  be  elected  out  of  Mablborouoh  fbbb 
School,  Hbbbfobd  fbbb  School,  and  Manchbstbb  fbbb

to  keep  the  same  course  and  turns  for  eiwr: — 

And  I  do  further  will  and  appoint,  that  if  any  of  my  said

If  the  Principal  Fellows  and 
Sdiolars  of  Brasbn-Nosb  Collbob,  in  Qxfbrd,  or  the  Master 
Fellows  and  Sdiolars  of  St.  John's  Collbob,  in  Cambridge, 
or  either  of  the  said  Colleges  respectively,  shall  neglect  by  the 
space  of  thirttf  day<  to  give  notice  of  such  avoydance  unto  tiie 
Master  of  the  School  out  of  which  the  neKt  of  the  said  Schokn 
is  to  be  chosen  into  the  said  College,  That  then  the  College  so 
n^^^ng  shall  lose  the  privflege  of  decting  any  of  tiie  said 
additional  Sdiolars  for  Meven  fears  next  after  such  n^lect  :^- 
And  that  during  that,  seven  years  they,  the  said  Hbnrt  Lord 
Dblambbb,  Sir  Samubl  Gbimstonb,  and  Sir  William  Obbgo- 
BT,  and  the  Survivors  and  Survivor  of  them,  and  his  heurs,  shall 
and  lawfully  may,  from  time  to  time,  nominate  and  present  a 
Sdftolar  or  Scholars  out  of  the  aforesaid  Schools  respectively, 
(and  qualified,  as  in  the  foundation  of  my  said  Scholanfa^  is 
directed)  unto  the  said  CoUege  or  Colleges  respectivdy,  where 
such  place  shall  be  void,  to  be  settled  nod  placed  in  all  or  any 
such  of  the  said  Sdiolarships  as  shall  happen  to  be  void  within 
the  said  seven  Yean  ;— 

And  I  do  further  will  and  appoint,  that,  at  the  first  settlement 
thereof,  there  shall  be  one  additional  Sombbsbt  Soholab 
placedandsettledineachof  the  said  Colleges  with  provision  to 
be  mad^  That  when  the  Bents  of  the  Manor  and  Hereditemenls 
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given  to  Bbasbn-Noss  Collxoe^  in  Oxford^  shall  be  so  improved 
that  they  shaU  come  to  Thirty  Pounds  per  annum,  then  there 
fihaU  be  one  other  Som brsbt  Scholar  placed  in  the  said  CoUege^

Grants  under  small  old  Rents^  yet  as  the  present  Leases  and 
Estates  shall  determine  they  wili^  I  hope,  prove  considerable^ 
for  by  the  account  I  receive  from  my  Officers  I  find,  that  the 
Manor  appointed  to  Brasbn-Nosb  Collbob  will,  when  the 
present  Lease  and  Estates  are  expired,  be  worth  about  Five

Six  Somxrsbt  Scholars  shall  in  manner  and  form  albreaaid  he 
chosen  and  settled  into  St.  John's  Collbob,  in  Cambridge,  and 
that  the  said  Six  Scholars  shall  have  for  ^dr  allowances,  for 
their  maintenance  the  whole  Rent  of  the  said  Leashold-Furm 
and  Lands  in  WootUm  Bwen,  and  that  none  othen  of  tiie 
SoMBRSET  Scholars,  in  that  College,  shaU  have  any  share  or 
part  thereof  with  them  j  and  that  the  said  Six  Scholars,  or  any 
of  them,  shall  not  have  any  share  or  part  with  the  other  Sombrbbt 
Scholars  of  that  House,  or  any  other  Rents,  Revenues  or  FraBUs 
iof  the  said  Manor  of  WootUm  Riven: — 

And  my  will  is,  and  I  do  hereby  appoint  and  direct,  tiiat  sudi 
Youths  shall  be  chosen  into  the  said  Twblvb  last  mentioned 
Scholarships,  whose  parents  and  friends  ore  not  able  to  contri* 
bute  any  thing  considerable  towards  their  maintenanoe  in  tlie 
University,  and  therefore  I  have  given  and  appointed  for  diem 
the  large  allowance  $  and  my  will  is,  that  the  persons  that  dial! 
be  chosen  into  the  said  Twblvb  Scholarships,  or  any  of  them, 
shall  be  such  as  design  or  intend  to  take  upon  them  the  Mm$^ 
tery ;  and  that  they  shall  in  order  thereunto,  so  soon  as  they 
shall  be  fit  for  it,  incline  and  dispose  themselves  to  the  study  of 
Dwmiiff;  but  in  all  other  things  relatfaig  to  the  said  additkxial 
SoMBRSBT  Scholarships  in  former  rules  and  dhreotions  shsll 
stand  and  be  observed,  and  these  last  mentioned  Twblvb 
Sombrbbt  Scholars  to  difi*er  from  them  in  nothing,  save  only 
in  their  maintenance  as  is  hereinbefore  expreased. 

On  the  l^h  of  January,  I703>  Administration  with  the  Will 
and  Codicil  annexed  of  the  Goods  of  the  Right  Honourable 
Sarah  Duchess  Dowager  of  Sombrbbt  was  granted  to  Wis. 
Staunton,  the  CnralKir  or  Guardian  kwfuUy  assigned  to  the 
Honbk.  Lanohah  Booth,  Esquire,  a  Minor,  the  Residittvy 
Legatee,  named  in  the  said  Codicil  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
^  said  Minor,  until  he  attains  Che  age  of  one  and  twenty 
years,  having  been  first  sworn  by  Commission  duly  toadmbister. 
The  Right  Himble.  Hbnbt  Comee,  Sir  Samvbl  GRijrsToiir, 
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Baronet>  and  Sir  Wn^X'ii^  Gbbgobt,  Knight^  £he  Executors 
dying  without  taking  upon  them  the  Probate  and  Execution  of 
the  said  Will  and  Codicil. 

On  the  i  9th  of  Febniaiy,  1705,  Administration  with  the  Will 
and  Codicil  annexed  of  t||e  goods  of  The  Biglit  Honble.

*  Mr.'  HuLME  was  buried  in  a  small  Chapel  a4ioining  The 
Collegiate  Church  of  Manchester, — which,  having  hecome 
greatly  dilapidated,  was  restored  by  order  of  the  Feoffees  of  his 
Trust  Estates  in  1810.  On  his  grave-stone  is  the  following

t  The  ExhibitionB  founded  by  Mr.  Hvlmb,  in  Brasen-Nose 

College,  are  not  connected  \yith  The  Free  Grammar  School  in 

Manchester,— but,  as  they  are  frequently  bestowed  upon  Scholars 
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^^Four  of  the  poorest  sort  of  Bachelors  of  Arts,  taking  such 
Degree  in  Bbasbn-Nose  Collegb,  in  Oxford,  as  irom  time 
to  time  should  resolve  to  continue  and  resdde  there  by  the 
space  of  Four  years  next  after  such  Degree  taken,^ — to  be 
nominated  and  approved  of  by  The  Warden  of  the  Collegiate 
Church  of  Manchester,  the  Rectors  of  the  Parish  Churdies 
of  Prestwich  and  Bury  for  the  time  bang,  and  their  Succes- 
sors for  ever,"* 

At  the  time  of  the  Testator^s  death  these  Exhibitions 
amounted  only  lb  £15.  per  amnum  each;  but,  in  the  10^ 
Geo.  III.,  1770,  an  Act  was  obtained,  which  enabled  the 
Trustees  to  grant  building  leases  of  the  Estates  for  99  years, 
and  to  increase  the  number  of  Exhibitioners  to  Tm, 
whose  Stipends  should  be  never  less  than  £60.,  nor  more 
than  £80.  a.  year. 

By  another  Act  passed  in  the  35^  Geo.  III.,  1795,  the 
Trustees  were  enabled  to  convey  in  fee  or  grant"  leases  for 
lives,  or  for  long  terms  of  years,  with  or  without  Covenants 
for  renewal  or  for  perpetual  renewal,  under  reserved  yearly 
rents  the  Trust  estates;  and  were  empowered  to  increase 
the  number  of  ExHijirnoNEEs  to  F^keny  who^  Stipends 
should  be  never  less  than  £60.,  nor  more  than  £l  10.  a  year. 

In  1814,  by  reason  of  the  great  increase  in  the  value  of 
the  Trust  estates,  the  annual  pnx^eds  then  amounting  to  the 
sum  of  £2502..16..8.,  over  and  above  the  interest  of  the 
sum  of  £23,700.,  which  the  Trustees  had  saved  out  of  the 
rents,  a  third  Act  was  obtained,  intituled,  '<  An  Act  for 
amendmg  Two  several  Acts  of  the  10th  and  35th  years  of 


belonging  to  itj  and  as  Mr.  Hulmx  was  a  Feoffee  of  the  School 
and  probably  received  his  education  in  it,  no  part  of  the  present 
work  appears  more  suitable  than  this  to  notice  his  splendid 
benefaction. 

*  A  Prize  of  £10.  in  Books  is  annually  given  fbr  the  best 
Oration  delivered  at  Brazen-Nose  CoU^e  by  one  of  the  Exhibit 
tioners,  in  memory  of  so  great  a  Benefiftctor. 
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the  reign  of  His  present  Majesty,  relating  to  the  Estates  de- 
vised by  William  Hulme,  Esq,;  and  to  enable  the  Trus- 
tees thereof  to  apply  the  Trust  Monies  in  making  an  allow- 
ance to  and  provision  for  the  Exhibitioners  of  certain  Exhi<«. 
bitions,  founded  by  the  said  Testator  in  Brasen-NoseCoUege, 
Oxford;  and  also  in  founding  and  supporting  a  Lecture  in 
Divinity  in  the  said  College;  and  to  incorporate  the  said 
Trustees ;  and  for  other  the  purposes  therein  mentioned.^-— 

By  which  it  was  enacted,  *^  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
said  Trustees,  and  their  Successors,  to  make  imto  each  of  the 
said  present  Exhibitioners,  and  to  each  of  the  Exhibitioners  who 
shall  be  hereafter  nominated  to  take  the  benefit  of  Mr.  Hulme's 
Estate,  such  allowance,  stipend,  or  yearly  sum,  as  the  Trustees 
shall  think  meet  and  reasonable ;  never  to  exceed  the  sum  of 
Two  HuNDBED  and  Twenty  Pounds  in  any  one  year ;  and 
that  the  same  shall  not  be  paid  to  any  of  such  Exhibitibners, 
who  shall  not  regularly  reside  in  the  said  College  from  the 
beginning  of  Michaelmas  Term  to  the  end  of  Act  Term  in  every 
year,  unless  such  Exhibitioner  shall  have  obtained  such  permission 
as  is  hereinafter  mentioned  from  the  Trustees  of  the  said  esr 
tates,  dispensing  with  his  or  their  residence  at  the  sa^d.  CpHe^, 
and  no  such  permission  shall  extend  beyond  the  power  given  for 
that  purpose  to  the  Trustees  by  this  Act." 

As  the  College  of  BaAsxN-NosE  was  not  able  to  acopm- 
modate  the  Exhibitionbbs  with  rooms  in  the  College,  and 
the  rent  of  lodgbgs  in  Oxford,  and  the  necessary  expenses 
attendant  thereon,  having  materially  increased  within  a  few 
years  past,  and  the  then  aUowanoe  being  inadequate  for  pro^ 
curing  the  benefits  mtended  for  the  Exhibitioners,— The 
Trustees  were  empowered  to  provide  rooi^s  and  lodgings 
in  Oxford,  or  to  purchase  or  build  convenient  Houses  for 
their  residence  and  aooammodation,— - 

Pwvided,  '*  That  no  Exhibitioners  shall  be  allowed  to  reside 
in  or  occupy  any  such  houses,  for  any  lon^r  time  than  they 
shall  eiyoy  and  receive  their  Exhibitions,  or  during  onljr  such 
term,  or  part  thereof,  as  Ac  said  Trustees  shall  from  time  to 
time  appoint  or  determine  upon,  pursuant  to  the  provision  in 
that  behalf  hereinafter  contained:  Provided  also.  That  no 
greater  sum  shall  be  expended  or  laid  out  by  the  said  Trustees, 
in  the  actual  purchase  of  any  such  houses,  buildings^  land>  or 
hereditc'nents,  than  the  sum  of  £5000^  in  the  whole."— 
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The  Trustees  were  also  empowmd  to  pay  to  «  Lcctoxer, 
to  be  nominated  by  the  Principal  of 'Brasen-Nose  College,  for 
the  delivering  Lectures  in  Divinity  to  the  Exhibitioners  therein, 
an  annual  Sfdary  not  exceedii^  the  sum  of  £l50., — sudi  Divi- 
nity Lecture  to  be  called  ''  HuLira^g  DwmUy  Led^re/'— and 
'*  that  no  person  shall  be  appcnnted  to  such  office  of  Lecturer, 
save  and  except  he  shall  be  in  Priest*8  Orders,  and  shall  have 
taken  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  or  Master  of  Arts  in 
the  siud  University,  and  be  a  Member  of  the  said  College  :*' — 

The  Trustees,  then  Edwakd  Earl  of  Dekbt,  Thpkab  Eairl 
of  Wilton,  James  Starkt,  Robert  Gbeoob  Hopwood,  Bx>- 
BEBT  Markland,  John  Entwisle,  Richard  Atherton  Fab- 
INGTON,  William  Fox,  and  Wilbrabam  Eoerton,  Esquires, 
and  their  Successors,  v^ere  constituted  a  Body  Corporate,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  ''The  Trustees  of  the  Estates  devised  by 
William  Hulme,  Esq.,"  with  perpetual  succession ;  may  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  and  have  a  Common  Seal,  on  which  ^all  be 
engraven  the  Coat  of  Arms  borne  by  William  Hulme,  and 
round  it  shall  be  inscribed  "  SigUlum  Hulmianum**  And  the 
number  of  the  Trustees  was  to  be  increased  to  Twjblve  :— 

The  Nominators  of  the  Exhibitioners,  as  often  as  vacan- 
cies shall  arise,  are  empowered  ''  to  nominate  to  the  said  Exhi- 
bitions Under-Graduates  in  the  said  College  of  Brasen-Nose, 
who  shall  have  then  entered  upon  the  thirteenth  term  from  their 
matriculation,  tCad  who  shall  resolve  and  continue  to  reside 
there  by  the  space  of  four  years  next  after  the  commencement  of 
such  thirteen^  term,  and  who  shall  also  resolve  to  take  their 
Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  the  Univenity  of  Oxford,  as  soon 
aa  §\ey  are  of  Academical  standing  for  such  Degree ; — ^And  that 
the  Under-graduates  so  to  be  nominated,  and  residing  according 
to  the  regidations  of  this  act,  shall^  from  time  to  time,  have, 
and  be  entitled  to  the  aUowances,  st^Mttda,  aad  yearly  payments 
in  andby  this  act  authoiiEed  to  be  made  to  the  said  Exhibition- 
ers for  the  space  of  four  years,  to  be  accounted  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  said  thirteenth  term  :  Ph)vided  that  they, 
the  said  Under-graduales  so  to  be  nominated^  sha]]>  if  prevented 
from  taking  their  Degree  of  Ba/dielor  of  Afts  as  soon  as  tiiey 
are  of  stan^ng  for  the  same,  be  actually  admitted  to  such  De- 
gree within  eight  months  afterwards  j  but  in  case  the  Under- 
graduates so  to  be  nominated,  or  any  of  them,  shall  not  within 
the  same  space  oi  eight  jnonths  di^y  take  their  said  Degrees, 
then  and  from  thenceforth  their  respective  Nominations  shall 
cease  and  be  void,  and  they  shall  respectively  absolutely  forfeit 
and  lose  all  further  right,  title,  and  claim  to  the  said  allowances, 
stipends,  and  payments  to  be  made  to  the  said  Exhibitioner!, 
and  all  benefit  and  advantage  thereof  :«^ 
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And  it  waa  fiirther  enacted^ ''  That  il  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Trustees^  from  time  to  time>  by  any  orders,  at  any  General 
Meeting  of  the  Trustees,  to  dispense  with  the  residence  at  or  in 
the  said  College  of  Brasen-Nose,  of  the  Exhibitioners  who  are  or 
shall  be  heree^er  jnommated  to  take  the  benefit  of  Mr.  Holme's 
trust,  for  any  time  (whidi  shall  ifot  be  in  full  term)  in  each 
year,  as  they  the  s^d  Trustees  shall  deem  most  adviseable: 
Provided,  That  no  such  orders  shall  be  contrary  to  or  interfere 
with  the  Rules  or  Discipline  of  die  maA  College,  nor  shall  such 
Rules  or  Discipline  be  any  ways  affected  by  any  acts  of  the  said 
Trustees  or  their  Successors,  in  the  exercise  of  the  powers  given 
to  them  by  this  Act.** 

Hie  present  NoMiKAtOBs  of  the  Exhibitionees  are, —

The  great  celebrity  which  this  School  hath  jusdy  acquired, 
has  been  owing  not  only  to  the  Splendour  of  the  Foundation, 
but  in  a  still  greater  degree,  to  the  talents  and  assiduity  of 
The  High  Mastebs,  m  whom  it  has  been  angularly  for- 
tunate. 

The  present  High  Master  is  Jebbmiah  Smith,  D.  D., 
under  whose  able  management  the  School  preserves  the 
reputation,  which  it  has  long  so  deservedly  enjoyed.  This 
Grentleman  was  appointed,  on  the  death  of  the  late  Chables 
Lawsok,  M.  a.,  who,  afler  filling  the  Chair  for  more  than 
Fobtt-thbee  Yeabs,  with  the  greatest  credit  to  himself, 
and  the  advantage  of  his  Pupils,  many  of  whom  became 
shining  Luminaries  of  the  Puljnt,  the  Bar,  and  the  Senate, 
died  on  the  19th  of  April,  ISO?^  in  the  79th  year  of  his 
age.  The  Salary  of  the  High  Master  is  £420*  j9#r  annum^ 
with  a  good  House,  free  of  rent  and  taxes,  and  kept  in  good 
repair.  This  house,  it  appears,  was  bought  from  the  fiunily 
of  the  Bessicks  in  Salfca*d  by  the  Trustees,  in  1698,  for 
(he  use  of  Hie  High  Master*    His  aeoonunodations  for 
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Boaiders  are  very  exteimve,  but  at  present  he  receives 
only  a  limited  number,  upon  the  following  Terms :  ~ 
Entrance  Fee,  Four  guineas. 

Board  and  Tuition,  in  which  Writing,  Arithmetic,  and 
Mathematics  are  included.  Fifty  guineas  per  annum, 
until  the  Pupl  enters    into  his  Sixteenth  year,  and 
Sixty  guineas  afterwards. 
Washing,  Four  guineas  per  amn/um. 
French,  Drawing,  Dancing,  &c.,  on  the  usual  terms. 
Two  Parlour  Boarders  may  be  accommodated, — ^for  whose 
Board  and  Tuiticm  120  or  140  guineas  each  will  be 
charged,  according  to   the  distinction  of  age  stated 
above. 
An  Asustant  Master  resides  constantly  in  the  house  to 
^ve  instructions  in  Writing,  Acoompts,  and  Mathe- 
matics, on  the  Tuesday,  lliursday,  and  Saturday  Af- 
ternoons, and  to  assist  in  the  general  Superintendoice 
of  the  Boarders. 
A  Quarter's  Notice,  or  a  Quartern's  Payment,  b  required. 
The  following  are  the  Names  of  some  of  Thb  Higa 
Masters  of  this  School, — 
In  1575.  Thomas  Cooan,  B.  A.,  and  afterwards  M.  D., 
of  Oriel  College,  Oxford.    He  also  '^  prac- 
tised his  Faculty  ^rith  good  success.    He 
wrote  "  The  Haven  qf  HeaUh;^  and  *«  A 
PreeervaHonJrom  the  Pestilence^  and  edited 
some  of  CicsEo's  works.    He  died  at  Man- 
chester in  1607>  and  was  buried  in  the  Church 
there  on  the  10th  of  June,  '*  leaving  behind 
him  the  character  of  an  able  Physician  and 
Latinist,  a  good  Naghbour,  and  an  honest 
Man.'* 
Ralph  Bbipeoxb,  D.  D.,  of  Brasen-Nose  Col- 
lege, Oxford.    He  afterwards  became  Chap- 
lain to  The  Earl  of  Dbkby;    and  when 
Laihcm  House  was  besi^ed  by  the  Forces 
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belonging  to  ParGament,  '^  he  was  aU  the 
time  in  it,  and  did  good  service.^'  In  1651, 
by  his  eloquence  in  favour  of  his  unfortimate 
Lord,  James  Earl  of  Derby,  he  was  made 
Cha{dain  to  Lxkthall,  the  Speaker,  and 
soon  aAer  Preacher  of  the  Rolls.  He  succes- 
sively filled  several  rich  Benefices;  and  in 
1674,  **  he  was  by  the  endeavours  of  Lo- 
BOTSA  Duchess  of  PoETfUtfouTH  (wkosehonds 
<"  were  ahoagfe  reacfy  to  take  bribes)  nominated 

by  the  King  to  be  Bishop  of  Chichxstee,  on 
the  translation  of  Dr.  P.  Guvnikg  from  thence 
to  Ely.  He  died  suddenly,  as  he  was  visiting 
his  Diocese,  on  the  5th  of  October,  1678: 
and  was  buried  in  Brat/^s  Chapel  at  Windsor, 
where  a  fair  Altar  monument  was  erected 
over  his  grave,  with  a  suitable  Latin  inscrip- 
tion. He  wrote  an  Elogy  on  the  death  of 
Ben.  Jonson. 

John  Wtckes,  M.  A.,  of  Corpus  Christi  Col- 
lie, Oxford. 

1676.  William  Baerow,  M.  A.,  of  Corpus  Christi 
College. 

1721.  John  Richaeds,  M.  A.,  of  Corpus  Christi 
College,  elected  on  the  7th  of  March. 

1721.  Hekey  Beooke,  M.  a.,  of  Oriel  College,  Ox- 
ford, elected  on  the  30th  of  April.  In  1744 
he  published  a  Speech  on  the  usefulness  and 
necessity  of  studying  the  Classics,  which  is 
dedicated  to  The  Warden  (Peploe)  and  the 
Feoffees  of  the  School ;  and  in  which  he  ob- 
serves with  regard  to  attendance,  <<  though  I 
was  absent  some  years  ago  upon  necessary 
bufflness,  and  when  I  had  thoughts  of  quitting 
the  School  and  put  in  a  SubiHMe,  as  I  was 
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ufonned  with  conaent  and  to  the  satisfactkm 
of  all  parties  cdBoerned,  yet  being  now  at  free 
fifaerty,  I  shall  keep  dose  to  the  School  and 
the  business  thereof,  as  I  have  done  for  near 
three  years  kst  past,  be"*  At  the  period 
hen  alluded  to,  die  FeoffiMs  disapproving  of 
his  neglect  of  the  Sehooli  had  reduced  his 
Salary,  as  Master,  from  £200.  to  £10.  the 
original  Endowment.  He  wrote  a  Ladn 
work,  intituled^  "  Meiicui  Circumfbraneut^ 
and  an  Essay  on  ^<  Peaceablcness."  He  was 
also  Fdlow  of  Christ's  CoU^,  Manchester. 
In  1728.  WiixiAH  PuRKSLL,  M.  A.,  of  Oriel  College ; 
he  died  in  1764. 

1753.  Chakles  Lawson,  M.  A.,  of  Corpus  Christi 
College,  who  taught  here  as  First  and  Second 
Master,  more  than  Half  a  Cbktukt.*  His 
grateful  Pupls  erected  a  beautiful  Mural 
Monument  of  marble,  designed  and  executed 
by  Bacok  ;  and  which  is  fixed  ^xp  over  the 
door  leading  into  the  Chapter-House  in  the 
Collc^pate  Church,  with  an  degant  Latin  in- 
scription, commemorative  of  his  Exf^Uffic^ 
and  Virtues.

*  In  1749  he  was  appointed  Second  Master  by  Dr.  Randolph, 
Hien  President  of  Corpus  Christi  College,  and  upon  the  death  of 
Mr.  Vv^VKUs,  he  was  nominated  his  suooessor.  In  this  arduous 
situation,  for  a  period  almost  ui^recedented,  Mr.  Lawson  uni- 
formly displayed  i^  dignity  and  propriety  of  conduct,  and  a  fixed 
principle  of  action  that  could  not  foil  to  conciliate  the  esteem 
and  aiection  of  his  Pupils,  and  the  warm  admiration  of  his  Fel- 
low Townsmen.  The  extensive  literary  abilities  which  he  pos- 
sessed, were  of  a  higher  class  than  are  usually  met  with  even  in 
the  most  distinguished  of  our  Preceptors,  and  the  depth  and 
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The  High  Master,  and  the  Second  Master,  have  Two 
Stalls  in  the  CoUeg^te  Church, — over  one  of  which  is  in- 
scribed ^'  ArcMdidascaiuSy' — and  over  the  other,  ^' Hypodi- 
dcucalusJ^ — A  mark  of  respect,  but  no  source  of  emolument 

The  present  Second  Mastei*  is.  The  Revd.  Rohinson 
Elsdale,  M.  a.,  whose  Salary  is  £220.  per  arnmm^  toge^ 
ther  with  a  house,  fiee  of  rent  and  taxes,  and  kept  in  good 
rstNur.  This  Gentteman  also  takes  Pupib,  at  Forty  guineas 
pet  ammm  for  boys  under  the  age  o£  14  years,  and  45 
guineas  after  that  period. 

In  addition  to  these  Gentlemen  whose  Official  ntuations 
are  recognized  and  established  in  the  Statutes,  there  are  also 
Ttti^ES  Assistant  Mastxbs,  who  have  been  added  by  the 
Trustees, — ^have  Salaries  from  the  School  estate, — and  are 
liberally  aUowed  by  The  High  Master  to  take  Boaitters.* 

The  First  Asnstant  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Gboegb  Holt, 
whose  Salary  is  JG120.  a  yelff;  and  who  has  upwards  of 
Twenty  boarders  in  his  house. 

The  Second  Assistant  Master  is,  Mr.  JoHiT  Johnson, 
whose  Salary  is  £lia  a  year.  He  tteches  also  writii^,  ac- 
counts, and  mathematics. 

The  Master  of  Tile  Lower  School  is,  The  Revd.  Thomas 
GAsniL,  whose  Salary  is  £130*  a  year. 

The  buriness  of  the  Schodi  begins  and  ck)ses  with  Pbat- 
SRS,  which  are  read  by  one  of  the  Senior  boys,  when  all  the 
Masters  attend,<-*In  Sitmmbr,  from  7  to  half  after  8 
o'clock,— return  at  half  after  9,  and  remain  until  12,— 


assiduity  with  which  he  constantly  pursued  his  erudite  researches, 
rendered  him  eminently  qualified  for  that  station  wherein  he  was 
judiciously  placed. 

*  In  the  original  Establishment  there  were  only  The  High 
Master  and  the  Usher.  In  progress  of  time>  a  thhrd  Master  was 
appointed  :  But  the  Two  Assistant  Masters  were  not  appointed, 
until  Mr.  Lawson  had  been  at  the  head  of  the  School  for  some 
years.  Then  from  the  great  increase  of  the  number  of  Scholars^ 
additional  Teachers  became  indispensibly  necessary. 
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return  again  at  3,  and  renuun  undl  half  after  5. — In  Wihter, 
it  commences  half  an  hour  later. 

The  afternoons  of  Tuesday,*  Thursday,  and  Saturday  are 
Holidays,  and  are  devoted  to  Mathematics.

A  Public  Spsech-dat  was  judiciously  estabhiihedby  the 
present  High  Master  in  1811,  which  is  attended  by  The 
Trustees,  and  by  numbers  of  the  most  respectable  Inhabit- 
ants of  the  Town  and  Ndghbourhood.

The  Fesb  Gkahmae  School  at  Middlbtok  was  founded, 
bj  Charter  dated  the  11th  of  August,  1572,  by  AlbxAK- 
9BB  NowxLL,  D.  D*,  Dean  of  St  Paul's,  London ;  who^  at 
the  same  time  founded  Thirteen  Scholarships  in  ftasen^ 
Nose  College,  Oxford,  of  which  he  was  Prindpal. 

As  these  BebefactioDS  w?re  both  of  them  established  by 
Boyal  Patent,  he  chose  that  the  School  should  be  called 
•<<  Queen  Elizabeth's  School,"  and  the  Scholars  <<  Queen 
Elizabeth's  Scholars.''  Her  Majesty  having  most  gra- 
<^ou8ly  ^ven  £20.  yearly  for  ever  towards  it's  endowment ; 
of  which  £14..10.»0.  per  annum  are  now  paid  to  The 
Head  Master  by  The  College,  and  £5..10m8.  out  of  the 
Land  Revenue  of  the  Crown. 

How  much  he  had  this  good  work  at  heart,  for  the  oioou- 

ragement  of  Religion  and  Learning,  appears  by  a  Letter  of 

his  to  the  Lord  Treasurer  Bubghley,  dated  the  24th  of 

June,   1572,  while  the  Patent  of  Foundation  laid  in  his 

hands ;  in  which,  by  the  advice  of  Sir  Waltbb  Milbhat, 

a  blank  was  left  for  the  Mortmain^  upon  good  hope,  that  it 

would  please  Her  Majesty  to  .license  a  large  sum,  for  sudi 

goodly  uses.    He,  therefore,  <'  in  Her  Majesty's  name  hum- 

Uy  prayed  His  Honour  to  finish  the  good  work,  which  he 

.had  so  happily  begun ;  and  to  move  Her  Majesty  to  license 

the  sum  of  £100.,  or  so  many  marks  at  the  least,  by  him 

and  others  to  be  purchased  in  Mortmain,  for  the  increase  of 

the  Stipends  of  the  SchocJmaster  and  Udier,  and  of  the 

•  number  and  exhilntion  of  the  said  Scholars,  and  the  better 

relirfof  the  great  Company  of  that  poor  College;  and  all 

to  be  done  in  Her  Majesty's  name.'* 

Mr  Archdeacon  Chubton,  in  his  Life  of  Dean  Nowell, 

yoL.  I.  Z  z 
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obflenres,  that,  by  the  Charter  of  Foundatioiiy  certain  Bent- 
charges,  in  London  and  ekewhere^are  rested  in  Tax  Pun^ 
ciFAL  and  FsLLOWt  of  BmA8BK*NotB  Coi.tB&B,  who  are 
Incorporated  GovaavoES  of  this  Free  School,  on  condition 
that  they  pay  to  The  Upper  Maalir  Twenty  marka,  and  to 
The  Under  Master  or  Usher  Ten  marks,  yeaily ;  nd  Fire 
marks  a  piece  to  Thirteen  Scholars,  chosen  from  diis  School^ 
or  fiom  the  School  of  Whallcy,  or  Burnley,  or,  in  defect, 
from  any  other  School  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Lancaster. 
But  the  liberal  Donor  having  shortly  afterwards  bought 
of  Sir  HsKKT  Chbmbt,  Lord  Chbkbt,  and  the  Lady  Jasx, 
his  Wife,  the  Manor  of  Upberry,  and  the  Bectory  of  Gil- 
lin^iam  in  Kent,  with  the  Adrowson  of  the  Vicarme,  he 
bestowed  these  Estates  alao  on  the  College,  in  Trust,  to 
augment  the  Stipend  of  the  Master  and  Usher,  and  the 
allowanoe  of  the  Scholars,  as  wdl  as  to  improve  the  weeUy 
Commons  or  Allowance  of  The  Principal  and  Fdlowsi 

The  Manor  of  Gillingham  and  the  Estates  thereto  append- 
ant wfie  part  of  the  Endowment  of  the  See  of  Canter- 
bury in  the  time  of  The  Conqueror,  as  appears  by  certain 
grants  of  Arehbidiop  Anseui,  remitting  to  the  Monks  of 
St  Andrew^s  in  Rodiester  part  of  the  Bent,  which  they 
used  to  pay  fiir  the  right  of  fishing  in  the  sea,  a  Privily 
bdonging  to  the  said  Manor. 

The  Aichiepiscopal  Estates  in  the  Parish  of  Gillingham 
were  alienated  to  the  Crown  in  the  tiaie  of  Hxvbt  the 
Eighth;  and  by  him  granted  to  the  Family  of  CnirjBr, 
viho  re^soU  them  to  Nowxll. 

A  part  of  the  Estate,  on  a  commanding  spot  in  Upberry, 
fay  recent  purchase  from  The  College  of  BrasenJioae,  has 
been  re4nvested  in  The  Crown,  for  the  purpoae  of  oon- 
structing  Barrsdcs  and  other  Public  Woika,  <<  in  these  days 
when  the  proud  menaces  of  a  ne^[Ubourii^  Usurper  have 
served  only  to  rouse,  with  redoubled  ardour,  the  andent 
bpirit  of  Britohs.^ 
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Time  4s  ake  hdpaagmg  t»  The  Ut^  NMt/»  .^  small 
FieJdbivUoh  tbe fichaoi tsdteiate^lHng idboiat  Qy]^ aoe  of 
cusiomary  measure. 

A  Stipend  of  £10.  p^  imnkmi  is  dso  |^  to  7^  U ^er 
or  English  Masfeer  by  Aman-Nose  CoUaga:  Tb^  Pm^pal 
and  SenxNrFeHewB^viiepeof  appoint  ^MaUffVa:  Aodthey 
are  likewise  the  Vintors. 

There  are  no  Statutes  or  Ordinances. 

The  School  has  always  been  open  to  Boys  of  the  Parish 
of  Middleton,  free  of  expense,  when  taught  the  CUurics 
only.  But  for  many  years  past,  a  Commerdal  Education, 
particularly  in  this  manufacturing  part  of  the  Country,  has 
been  preferred;  and  consequently  more  att^ded  to,  for 
which  Ss.  Quarterage  for  each  boy  is  paid,  otherwise  the 
Salary  being  so  small,  the  School  might  remain  without  a 
Master. 

There  is  no  particular  form  of  Admission,  nor  routine  of 
Education  prescribed. 

The  Sdidarships  at  Brasen-Nose  CoUege  are  so  veiy 
small,  that  they  have  not  been  claimed,  for  a  Centuiy  past, 
by  any  Scholar  from  Middleton  School. 

In  later  days  the  Master^s  place  has  usually  been  given 
to  the  Curates  of  Middleton;  one  of  [whom,  Richard 
Dean,  was  the  Author  of  an  ingenious  Essay  on  an  unpro- 
misng  subject,  ^'  The  fiiture  life  of  BruUSj  introduced 
with  Observations  upon  Evil,  it's  nature  and  origm,^  print* 
ed  at  Manchester,  m  17^7*  Mr.  Dj&an  died  and  was 
buried  at  Middleton,  on  the  10th  of  January,  1778. 

He  was  succeeded  by  The  Revd.  Jamss  Arches,  the 
present  Head  Master,  who  has  filled  that  Office,  with  the 
greatest  respectalnlity,  for  the  last  TmRTr-imnB  Yxars  ; 
during  which  time  he  has  been  constant  and  regular  in  his 
attendance,  having  seldom  fewer  than  from  Forty  to  V^tty 
Fuinls  under  his  care,  who  are  boarded  and  lodged  in  tfa^ 
ViUage. 
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Mr.  James  Hbtwood,  lately  appcMnted  Under-Muter^ 
has  generally  a  greater  number,  lumng  beoi  instructed  to 
teach  upon  Dr.  Bell's  Plan.  He  receives  2d.  per  wedc  for 
each  diild,  whether  Boy  or  GrirL 

Girls  have  been  reodved  mto  both  Schools. 

The  Schod  was  new  roofed  and  ceiled  in  1781. 
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PRESCOT. 

The  old  School  at  Pkescot,  now  part  of  the  Master^s 
House^  and  the  House  itself  with  the  one  adjoinmg^  were 
established  at  a  period  now  unknown,  by  the  Township  of 
Frescot,  and  that  part  of  the  Parish  called  <<  The  Parish 
Side^  and  supported  by  contributions  or  rates  from  each 
Towndiip,  for  the  benefit  of  educatimi  to  the  Inhabitants  of 
those  Districts. 

But  such  Parochiid  support  ceased  above  a  Century 
once,  when  the  Funds  consbted  of

Mr.  Gbeek's  gift,  -  3..1..3 

whidi,  together  with  about  £4c.per  anmim  ariring  from  se^ 
veral  properties  in  Presoot,  and  the  above-mentioned  School 
and  Dwelling,  constitute  the  whole  Endowment,  worth  about 
£40.  per  annum.  At  an  annual  Parish  Meeting  on  Si^ 
Luke's  day.  Four  Wardens  are  chosen  to  elect  a  Master, 
and  to  do  other  necessary  business. 

Subsequently  several  .Benefactions  in  land  and  money 
have  been  made  to  other  Trustees,  riar..  The  Steward  and 
Officers  elected  at  th^  annual  Court  of  the  Copyholders,  for 
the  instruction  of  poor  boys  in  the  Town,  where  and  in 
what  manner  they  thidc  proper.  These  Trustees  have 
built  a  new  and  enlarged  Sdiool,  and  by  common  consent 
about  Forty  years  since,  joined  with  the  Wardens  chosen  by 
the  Parish,  in  the  Election  of  the  Master  on  their  having 
determined  to  unite  the  two  Sdiools,  and  send  the  poor 
boys  according  to  the  extent  of  the  new  Funds,  to  the  Pub- 
lic School. 

The  pecuniary  Legades  have  been  emjdoyed  in  building 
Houses  m  Presoot,  and  in  the  purchase  of  a  snodall  estate  in 
BaifMtt;  and  the  Lands  bequeath^,  lie  in  the  Townships 
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of  Widnes  and  WhiBton,  all  in  the  Paiuh  of  Presoot.  But 
all  these  estates  are  also  subject  to  the  support  of  other  Cha- 
rities, besides  the  education  of  potboys,  so  that  the  miplus 
only  is  applicable  to  that  purpose,  and  is  now  about  £65- 

A  Lc^faey  of  Je200«  haa  reeeully  been  reowred  boat  the 
Executors  of  the  late  Bevd  Samuel  Sswsll,  Yiear  of 
Presoot,  die  interest  of  whidi  is  to  be  aj^inopiiated  to  the 
edueation  of  poor  Boys. 

No  STAtuTBB  prevail  beyond  the  dscden  of  a  Master 
belonging  to  the  Established  Church,  and  the  instnietion  of 
the  poor  boys  ifl  the  Church  Cateehism.  The  boys  are  to 
be  selected  from  the  Inhabitants  of  Prescot,  and  consequent- 
ly are  nominated  by  The  Steward  and  Offleera  of  the  Manor- 
Court  of  Presoot 

B<^  frcwft  tlus  Schooly  if  bom  in  the  Parish,  ace  seat  to 
Brasen^-Nose  College,  in  Oxford,  where  they  have  a  pvefei^ 
enoe  to  Sbysm  Fbllowships.  Lancaahire  men  ako  have  the 
preference  to  several  good  Eshibitionsin  the  saoMCoDege. 
.  The  number  of  boys  upon  the  Foundation  is  now  Thib- 
t7-These  : — TTiree  having  been  added  in  consequence  of 
Mr*  Sewxll^s  ^^gB'^9  hut  the  admisdkNi  <^  these  was  optim- 
al with  the  Master.  There  are  no  data  by  which  the  deter- 
minationfl  of  the  Trustees  are  regidated  beyond  omasinsial 
usage,  in  the  number  of  free  boys.  The  number  q£  Daj^ 
scholars  is  now  also  dbout  Thi&tt.  It  waa  formerly  mudi 
greater ;  but  owii^  to  very  gross  mismanagement  duray 
the  Mastership  of  the  present  Gentleman's  '^«m^^^i^^  Fre- 
dedsflsori  who,  soon  after  his  appoin&aeni;,  rendered  hina- 
self  independent  of  the  Trustees  by  piooiuring  a  Lieense  to 
the  School  firom  the  Bishqp,  and  the  oonsequetit  eatdUiab- 
ment  of  other  Schools  in  the  Town,  it  is  probable  thai  the 
number  will  not  much  inerease.  It  must  dso  be  added, 
that  the  Town  is  po(Hr,  and  that  thd  tenna  ftr  instruction  ht 
tihe  other  Schools  are  lower  than  m  thia. 
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It  is  expected  that  the  Boys,  at  the  time  of  Admission, 
should  be  able  to  read  in  a  Class.  They  are  admitted  at 
the  age  o£Eighi,  and  at  Fourteen  are  superannuated :  but 
these  are  points  not  very  scrupulously  adhered  to.  The 
eduoalion  of  die  Free  Boys  is  confined  to  Beading,  Writijig) 
and  Arithioetic.  The  selection  oS  Books  is  left  to  the  Master. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used. 

The  praMHt  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  John  Haunett, 
whose  Salary,  in  consideration  of  the  Free  Boys,  is  £90. 
per  annwm^  together  with  the  interest  of  Mr.  Sbwbl^'s  le* 
gacy,  and  the  rent  of  the  House,  making  in  the  whole  about 
£l\B.  per  ammm.  This  Gentleman  takes  Pupils,  his  terms 
being  Thirty  five  guineas  per  annum*  The  toons  for  Bay- 
aebolars  average  about  a  guinea  per  Quarter. 

Several  of  tJie  most  respectable  Merchants  in  Liverpool 
have  been  educated  in  this  School. 
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PRESTON. 

TBXEfi  are  no  Documents  nofw  lemaming  to  ahow  when,  or 
by  whom,  TtatE  Grammab  School  in  Preston  was  finmdedL 
But,  as  the  Corporation  of  Preston  are  the  PMroiis  of  the 
School,  and  pay  the  prindpol  part  of  the  Salaries  to  the 
Masters,  it  is  probable  that  it  was  founded  and  endowed  by 
that  Body;  from  whom  the  Head  Master  reomes  £45^  and 
the  Second  Master  £40.  per  annum. 

At  a  subsequent  period,  a  Mr.BAETHOLOMBwWotTHiyG- 
TON  of  this  Town  left  a  field  adjoining  to  it,  for  die  benefit 
of  The  Head  Master;  which  has  lately  been  built  upon,  and 
!aow  produces  in  Ground  rents,  a  little  more  than  JESO.  a 
year. 

There  are  no  written  Statutes  or  Obdikancbs. 

The  School  is  open  to  boys  from  aU  parts,  without  any 
restrioti<M]  or  limitation,  except  the  following,  vix.,  that  those 
boys,  who  are  not  the  sons  of  Freemen  of  the  Borough  of 
Pleston,  have  usually  paid  a  small  sum,  as  Quarterage;  but 
this  distinetion  is  not  now  insisted  upon.  Boys  are  admitted, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Masters^  about  the  age  cfSevenj  and 
are  not  subject  to  superannuation.  The  number  of  Sdiolars 
at  present  is  about  Forty. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used;  and  the  eyBbem  of  Edu«- 
cation  is  the  same  as  is  established  in  most  of  the  Grammar 
Schools  in  thb  Coun^. 

There  are  no  ExhiUtions,  nor  other  Univernty  advantages 
belonging  to  this  School;  neither  are  the  Students  sent  to 
any  particular  Collies. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  lie  Rerd.  Robbet  Haeeis, 
B.  D.,  whose  Salary  is  about  £100.  per  amnum^  exclusive 
of  the  compliments  that  are  usually  made  to  him  at  Shraoe- 
^,  by  the  boys  under  his  immediate  care.   This  Gentleman 
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has  generally  Two  Pupils  in  his  house  upon  liberal  Terms ; 
but  he  has  not  aooonunodatian  for  a  larger  number. 

The  Under*Master  has  not  been  in  the  habit  of  taking 
any  Pupils. 

It  is  gratifying  to  observe,  that  there  is  an  excellent 
LiBRABT,  oonnstingof  several  Thousand  volumes  in  various 
languages,  in  a  room  adjoining  to  the  School.  The  Town  of 
Preston  is  indebted  fortius  Benefaction  to  a  Gentleman  of  the 
name  of  Shbfherd,  who  was  long  an  eminent  Phjrsician 
here,  and  died  about  60  years  nnce.  At  hb  death,  he 
bequeathed  bis  own  valuable  Library  to  certain  Trustees, 
widi  a  Fund  of  about  £50.  a  year  for  it^s  future  augmenta^ 
tion,  and  a  small  Salary  to  a  Librarian.  The  Maycn*  and 
Aldermen  are  perpetual  Trustees,  and  the  Master  of  the 
Grammar  School  is  the  Librarian.  The  Public  very  liberally 
have  access  to  this  Library,  imder  certain  regulations  pre- 
scribed by  it^s  Guardians. 

John  Pbsston,  D.  D.,  was  educated  here. 
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RIVINGTON,  near  Bolton. 


The  Free  Geakmar  School  of  Rivington,  in  the  Pamh 
of  Bolton  le  Moors,  called  also  <'  The  Free  Grammar 
School  of  Queen  Elizabeth  in  Rotikgton  oRm  Riting- 
TON,*"  was  founded  by  Letters  Patent,  doted  the  13th  of 
May,  in  the  Eighth  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
1566,  by  James  Pilkington,  Bishop  of  Durham,  <<  for  the 
bringing  up,  teaching,  and  instructing  of  Children  and  Youth 
in  Grammar,  and  other  good  Learning,  to  continue  for 
ever  :^  and  endowed  by  His  Lordship  with  lands,  then  of 
the  annual  value  of  £30.,  utuate  in  the  Ckninty  Palatine  of 
Durham ;  some  of  which  have  lately  been  sold,  and  others 
purchased  in  their  stead,  in  the  Parish  of  Bolton  le  Moors, 
near  to  the  School. 
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The  prearat  rental  of  the  estates  Is  about  £400.  per 


By  the  Sixth  Chapter  of  the  Syatittbs  it  is  ordered,^ 

Tliat  ''  every  (jovemour  shall  bis  year  about  in  course, 
b^kuiiiig  at  the  Eldest  first,  take  ehatge  of  all  the  goods,  tene- 
ments^ and  lands  belonging  to  tbe  Seho!4»-— He  shall  also  receive 
the  rents  and  other  money  due  for  that  year,—- and  further  shall 
pay  the  Sdioolmaster  and  Usher  their  wages,  and  such  other 
charges  as  shall  go  out  for  that  year,— *And  for  the  true  dealing 
therein,  he  shall  at  his  entering  put  into  the  rest  of  the  Govet- 
ners*  hands,  an  Obligation  of  double  the  value  of  that  he  shall 
receive; — ^which  Obligation  shall  be  laid  up  with  the  Common 
Seal, — ^and  he  Shall  not  receive  his  Obligation  agahi,  until  he 
have  made  a  fall  acGompt  and  payment  of  his  reccqita  and  knd 
into  the  common  diest,  what  money  soever  shall  remain  unspent 
of  that  his  year, — And  if  he  be  proved  not  to  have  dealt  truly 
toward  the  School,  the  forfeit  of  his  Obligation  shall  be  taken :" — 

**  And  beeause  the  o&er  Oovemoufs  may  the  better  spie  his 
upright  deaUag,  they  shall  call  for  and  he  shall  make  afbie 
them,  twice  in  the  year,  at  Midsummer  and  Christmas,  or 
within  ten  days  next  following,  a  true  accompt,  both  of  what  he 
hatii  recdved  and  paii,-^and  if  he  be  foutid  to  have  paii  any 
thing,  without  all  the  Govetnours*  cohseat,  or  f^  of  them  at 
the  least,  besides  himself, — except  it  be  the  Master  and  Usher 
mirages,— or  otherwise  to  deal  untruly  with  the  Tenants,  or  dse- 
Where  tcmehhig  the  School  mc^ten,^-4ie  shall  be  put  out  of  the 
number  of  Goveraours  for  ever,  and  one  other  chosen  in  his 
roome  :"— 

''  They  shall  never  seal  any  thing  with  their  Common  Seal^ 
except  Four  €ti  the  Governors  agree  to  it  at  the  least.-^^And  tf  it 
be  for  putting  aitray  any  lands,  they  shall  not  seal  any  thing 
without  the  eonsent  of  all  the  Snc  GovsBNouaSi — and  that  only 
on  this  condition,  to  buy  as  much  good  land  or  better  as  they 
put  away,  and  that  not  to  be  done  without  the  advice  of  Six 
oihgr  of  the  disereetest  mfm  dWeUing  Mrity n  the  Towns  of  the 
Corporation^  or  the  other  Towns  next  actfoiniag  :*' — 

**  The  Governors  shall  not  make  any  lease  of  any  lands 
belonging  to  the  School,  for  more  years  than  Twenty  one,  or  for 
three  lives  at  the  nxl6t>^not  let  more  leases  forth  at  onee  than 
one, — ^nor  renew  any  leases,  until  the  old  leases  be  forfdted  or 
surrendered,  or  expired  within  four  years." 

The  Governors,  within  Six  weeks  after  the  vacancy  of  a 
Master,  are  to  recommend  to  The  Master  and  Fdlows  of 
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St.  John^s  College,  Cambridge,  two  parsons  who  have  been 
Students  in  either  of  the  Univeraities  for  Four,  or  Three 
years  at  the  least,  of  the  age  of  Twenty-four  years;  one  of 
whom  the  said  Master  and  Fellows  are  to  elect 

On  the  vacancy  of  an  Usher,  the  Govemoxs  are  within 
one  month  to  nominate  '<  a  learned  and  honest  man,*  whom 
they  are  to  present  to  the  Bishop  of  Durham  or  Chester, 
and  if  after  examination  he  be  found  sufficient,  he  shall  then 
be  admitted. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  <<  our  faithfull  and  leige  people 
whosoever  they  be^'  indefinitely,  free  of  expense.  But  a  pre- 
ference is  given  to  boys  residing  within  the  Six  fiJlowing 
Townships,  which,  in  the  Statutes,  are  called  <^  The  Com- 
POEATioK  OF  THB  ScHooL,^'  viz.,  Bivington,  Anglezarcfa, 
Fowlds,  Anderton,  Heath^Dhamock,  and  Horwich.  There 
are  no  limitations  as  to  age,  or  number;  and  no  particular 
form  of  Admission. 

The  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  in  use,  are  those  im- 
proved by  Wabd  ;  and  the  routine  of  Education  pursued, 
is  the  same  with  that  of  Grammar  Schools  in  generaL 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  J.  Whitame, 
M.  A.,  who  was  appointed  on  the  20th  of  June,  1815.  His 
Salary  is  £100.  per  annumy  together  with  a  house,  &c. 
This  Gentleman  does  not  take  Pupils  at  present 

The  Salaries  of  the  Usher,  and  Writing  Master,  are  £50. 
per  annum  each,  together  with  Houses,  &c.  They  have  no 
Pupils  at  present. 

The  School  has  of  late  years  been  very  much  reduced. 
The  Trust  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Six  Govxknors,  who  arc 
aU  Socvnian  Presbyterians  !

The  Grammar  School  of  Rochdale  was  founded  by 
Matthew  Parker,  D.  D.,  die  Second  PmoTBeTAinr  Ardi. 
bishop  of  Canterritry,  by  Indenture  bearing  date  the  Ist  c£ 
January 9  in  the  Serenlli  jear  of  the  Mgn  of  Quean  Eliza- 
beth, 1 565,  the  School  bong  built  upon  a  pteoe  of  ground 
near  the  Church-yard,  which  waa  given  for  that  purpose  by 
Richard  Midoley,  then  Vicar;  and  endowed  widi  £15. 
per  annum  for  the  Head  Master,  and  £2.  per  annum  finr 
the  Usher,  payable  by  The  Archbishop  from  the  Tytfaes, 
which  were  sold  in  the  year  1813.  And  the  Purdiaaers  i£ 
the  Tythes  of  the  Township  of  CoMeton^  in  this  Parish,  are 
subject  in  future  to  the  payment  of  the  said  sums  annually. 

The  original  Deed  is  in  the  Library  of  Corpus  Christi 
College,  Cambridge,  the  great  deposit  of  Archbishop 
Parker's  Manuscripts,  and  is  attested  by  Robert  Horhs, 
Bishop  of  Winchester,  Richard  Cox,  Bidiop  of  Ely, 
Alexakdsr  Nowbll,  Dean  of  St  Paul\  Thomas  Watts, 
Archdeacon  of  Middlesex,  and  John  Hamokdb,  Chanodkr 
to  the  Bishop  of  London.  They  were  present  also  at  the 
delivery  of  the  Charter  and  Title  Deeds  to  James  Woitld- 
fendbk,  Clothier,  and  John  Warbarton,  Manchant,  both 
of  Rochdale,  Proxies  for  the  Parish,  on  the  18th  of  June, 
1571. 

The  School  Chamber  is  let  for  £A.A.  per  annum,  to 
which  sum  the  Master  is  entitled. 

A  messuage,  with  certain  lands  and  premises  atuate  in 
Ardesley,  in  the  County  of  York,  are  subject  to  the  payment 
of  £3.  annually  to  the  Msster;  but  this  sum  hoe  noi  been 
paid  for  the  last  Seventeen  years.! 

The  Master  receives  £2.  annually  from  Charles  Chad- 
wicK,  Esq.,  of  Healey  HaOj  in  the  Parish  of  Rochdale ;  and 
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also  £13..10^0.  annually  from  an  estate,  called  ^^  Newfield 
Head^  in  the  Township  of  Butterworth,  in  the  same  Parish ; 
being  subsequent  Endowmenls. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  Boys  of  the  Parish,  to  be  in- 
structed in  the  LaAn  language  and  true  Piety,  free  of 
expense.  About  Thirty  Scholars  are  educated  at  the  School. 
None  are  admitted  at  present  upon  The  Foundation ;  but 
several  are  taught  the  Latin  language,  free  of  expense ;  yet 
all  pay  a  guinea  and  a  half  per  Quarter,  as  they  are  in- 
structed in  other  branches  of  Literature  besides  what  is 
required  upon  The  Foundation. 

Boys  are  admitted  so  soon  as  they  are  capable  of  reoaving 
instruction,  paying  a  guinea  entrance;  and  may  continue 
until  their  education  be  completed. 

The  Eton  Latin  Grammar,  and  the  Westmiksteb  Greek 
Grammar,  are  in  use.  And,  in  addition  to  the  Classics, 
writing,  arithmetic,  history,  geography,  &c.,  are  also  tauglit. 
Sauuxl  Rabcliffe,  D.  D.,  Principal  of  Brasen-Nose 
College,  Oxford,  from  1614  to  1648,  bequeathed  in  the  latter 
year  lands  in  Harrowden,  in  the  County  of  Bedford,  amount- 
ing to  the  yearly  value  of  £40.  for  Two  Scholars,  from 
the  Schools  of  Steeple  Aston,  in  the  County  of  Oxford,^of 
Rochdale  or  Middlefam,  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Lancaster, 
— or  any  of  the  Undergraduates  of  Brasen-Nose  College, 
who  are  impreferred. 

Tlie  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  William  Hodg- 
son, whose  Salary  arises  from  the  Endowment,  and  the 
Quarterage  already  mentioned.  This  Grentleman  does  not 
take  Boarders. 

The  Revd. Thomas  Dunham  Whitakbb,  LL.B.,  Author 
of  the  <<  Histoiy  of  the  original  Parish  of  Whalley,''  and 
other  much  approved  Publicatbns,  received  the  early  part  of 
hb  Education  at  this  School,  under  The  Revd.  John  Shaw, 
whom  he  gratefully  describes,  as  bemg  ^  an  industrious  and 
able  Master,  and  to  whom  he  still  feels  himself  daily  indebted.^  ^ 
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WHALLEY,  near  Clitheroe. 

The  Fkee  Geammae  School  at  Whallky  was  foundfid 
by  King  Edwaed  the  Sixth.  The  original  Endowment 
^nia  Twmty  marks  (£13..6..8),  payable  out  of  the  B^ 
tcwy  of  Tunstal  in  Lancashire,  and  is  now  paid  by  the 
King's  Receiver  Gencjral  out  of  the  Duchy  Rents. 

Subsequently,  Eighty  Pounds  belonging  to  the  School 
were  laid  out  in  a  purchase  of  lands  in  the  Township  of 
Great  Harwood,  forwhichthe  Master  now  recdves  £4..14..0. 

per  annum* 

And,  in  the  year  1814,  Mr.  John  Read,  of  Kni^tar 
bridge,  London,  left  by  Will,  dated  in  September  1813, 
thwum  of  £468.,  which  is  vested  m^eSper  Cent  Navy 
Annuities ;  the  Dividend  being  paid  half  yearly  or  yearly. 
This  Gentleman  also  left  by  his  Will  to  Mr.  Adam  Cot- 
TAM,  of  Whalley,  one  of  his  Executors,  a  Legacy  of  £50^ 
which  sum  Mr.  Cottam  was  generously  pleased  to  give 
to  the  School,  and  it  is  now  vested  in  the  same  5  pir 
Cents,  and  the  Dividend  thereof  is  paid  at  the  same  time, 
and  in  the  same  manner. 

There  are  no  Statute  belonging  to  this  School;  ndther 
is  there  a  Common  Seal. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  Boys  of  the  Parish  at  large 
iiide6nitely,  free  of  expense,  jir  Classici.  And  about 
Thirty  Boys  are  educated  at  the  School,  upon  an  average. 
It  is  at  the  discretion  of  the  Master,  at  what  age  Children 
^hall  be  admitted. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  used ;  a^d 
the  routine  of  Education  is  similar  to  what  is  pursued 
in  other  Clasacal  Schools. 

In  1572,  Alkxandke  Nowell,  the  excellent  Dean  of 
St.  Pauls,  left  certain  B^t  charges  to  The  Principal  and 
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Fellows  of  Brasen-Nose  CoU^,  in  Oxford^  upon  condition^ 
that  they  paid  Five  marks  a  piece  to  Thirteek  Scholabs, 
from  the  Free  School  of  Middleton,  or  the  Schools  of 
Whalley  and  Burnley,  or  any  other  Schools  in  the  County 
Palatine  of  Lancaster.    . 

Boys  have  been  sent  fiom  hence  to  both  the  UniTenitieB 
of  Oxford  and  Cambridge. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Richard  Nobls, 
who  makes  about  £70.  or  £80.  per  annum  of  the  School. 
This  Gentleman  takes  Pu|nls,  his  terms  for  Board  and 
Education  being  £30.  a  year. 

There  is  no  Second  Master.  Ndther  are  there  any 
Church  Preferments,  or  advantages,  belonging  to  the  School. 

The  principal  InhaUtants  of  the  Township  of  Whalfey 
have  the  appcnntment  of  the  Master. 
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WIGAN. 

The  Free  Grammar  School  of  the  The  Borough  of 
WiGAN  appears  to  have  been  founded  prior  to  the  16th  of 
King  James  the  First,  but  by  whom  is  not  known,  and  it 
is  presumed  that  a  small  Cottage  standing  upon  ^'  The  Old 
School  C(mimon^*^  was  the  original  Sch<xil. 

James  Leigh,  Gentleman,  by  Indenture  dated  the  11th 
of  January,  1619,  gave  to  certain  Trustees  an  annual  Rent 
of  £6..ld..4.,  issuing  out  of  the  messuage,  lands,  and  tene- 
ments iu  Orrell,  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Lancaster,  called 
^<  The  Ackhurst^  and  all  other  his  lands  and  tenements,  for 
the  maintenance  of  a  Free  Grammar  School  in  Wigak^ 
for  the  bringing  up  of  poor  Scholars  of  the  Parish  and 
Town  of  Wigan. 

By  an  Indenture  of  Feoi&nent,  dated  the  1st  of  February, 
in  the  16th  of  King  Charles  the  Second,  1665,  sevend 
messuages  and  lands  situate  in  Aspull,  in  the  County  of 
Lancaster,  called  ^<  Blackshaye  or  Back^haye^  and  thdr 
respective  appurtenances, — and  two  other  Closes  situate  in 
Wigan  and  Wigan  Woodhouses,  called  *^  The  White  Ryde- 
ingi^'  or  *^  Browne  MeadoweC* — ^And  also  one  Annuity  of 
£20.  issuing  out  of  a  messuage  in  Thames  Street,  London, 
ealled  '^  The  Chalice  and  the  Shepherd^  and  out  of  other 
messuagiBs  and  lands  situate  in  Mincing  Lane,  London, — 
were  conveyed  to  Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh  and  other  per- 
sons, as  Trustees,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Free  Gram- 
mar School. 

And  by  another  Indenture  of  Feofiment,  dated  the422d 
of  January,  17^3,  the  revenues  of  the  School  were  further 
augmented  with  a  messuage  and  croft,  containing  about 
half  an  acre,  called  ^'  Cockerham's  House  and  Crqfi,^  atu- 
ate.in  a  Street  in  Wigan,  called  the  <'  TThe  Mitt  GaU^'— 
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upon  which  tiie  Trustaes  soon  afttr  owctod  «  handsome 
tScbool  of  8tane« 

It  being  idbrwaids  presumed  jthat  4he  FoundiMion  would 
beflouch  imprcwedAndbeoBme  of  general  benefit,  if  oerton 
persons  were  incobporated  as  CkivBSKOBs  of  die  School 
and  if  $  Bevenuei^  aiid  invested  with  such  other  powers  as 
might  be  teaMoaUe  And  ftOfor^-^AMk  Act  of  Parliament 
was  eoeor£i^lj  crbtained,  whidi  reodyed  (he  Bojal  Assent 
on  the  9th  of  Jwe,  1812. 

By  iim  Aot  it  is  enacted,-^ 

That  the  preseot  Scbool  ehaM  be^  fMid  at  all  times  hci^after 
€lball  beseemed  and  taken  to  be,  and  sbidl  be  called  and  known 
bif  the  name  of ''  Tsb  Free  Grammar  Sobooi. of  The  Borough 
of  WieAN,  in  tiie  County  Palatine  of  Lancaster :" — 

That  ThsMator  of  Wigan,  and  Jambs  Barton.,  John  Bjlink- 
HORN,  John  Walmsi^by,  John  Hodson,  William  CJjjiyton, 
Tbomab  Barton,  Hbnry  Unsw-orth,  John  Vause,  and  Ro- 
BBRT  jLatmam,  whicb  la^  naiaed  Nine  persons  are  the  present 
ffeoffees  and  Trustees  of  the  said  Scheoil,  and  are  also  Aldermen 
or  Buigesses  of  the  said  Borough,  shall  from  thenceforth  be 
Governors  of  the  said  School,  and  Feoffees  and  Trustees  of  the 
Bfessnages,  Lands,  &c.,  thereof  3  and  that  from  thenceforth  The 
Governors  of  Hie  School,  and  their  Successors,  shall  be  a  Body 
Ciorpomte  by  ^e  ^lame  of  *'  The  Govbrnors  of  The  Free 
Grammar  School  of  The  Borough  of  Wigan,  in  the  County 
Klatine  of  Lancaster,"  have  perpetual  Succession,  and  a  Com- 
mon Seal :  and  they  are  ako  empoweied  to  increase  the  number 
of  Governors  to  Fi^ben  : —  * 

The  Governors  are  to  elect  such  Masters,  to  teach  and  instruct 
the  Children  and  Youth  who  shall  be  edueated  at  this  School, 
not  only  in  Grammar  and  Classical  Learning,  btrt  also  in  the 
modem  Languages,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Geography  and  Ma- 
thematics, and  in  such  and  so  many  other  Branches  of  Litera- 
ture and  Education  as  shall  from  lime  to  time,  in  the  judgment 
!0f  The  Governors,  be  proper  and  necessary  to  render  this  Found- 
ation of  the  most  general  use  and  benefit,  and  as  the  state  of 
^e  Bevenues  of  the  School  will  admit,  ''  nevertheless,  there 
shall  be  always  One  Head  Master,  and  One  Usher,  at 
teat."  Who  are  to  be  paid  sudi  annual  Stipends  as  to  The  Go- 
vernors shall  seem  meet,  so  as  the  Salary  oH  The  Head  Master 
•be  not  less  than  £lOO.per  emnum,  clear  of  all  deductions  -,  and 
iSta/t  of  the  Uflber  be  not  less  than  £40.  a  year,  clear  of  all 
deductions : — 
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Thai  when  in  the  judgment  of  The  OoTemora^  it  shall  be 
thought  necessary  that  the  Head  Master  or  Usher  ought  to  be 
removed  by  reason  of  Immorality^  Neglect  of  Duty,  Incapacity, 
or  other  just  or  reasonable  cause,  it  shall  be  lawAil  for  them  so 
to  do;  so  as  that  Three  Calendar  Months  previous  notice  m 
writing  imder  the  hands  of  The  Governors,  or  any  Three  or 
more  of  them,  shall  be  given  to  the  person  so  to  be  removed : — 

But  in  case  it  shall  happen  that  any  Head  Master  or  Usher 
shall  be  displaced  for  Incapacity  (through  the  Visitation  of 
God),  it  shall  then  be  lawful  for  ^e  Governors  to  allow  oat 
of  the  Revenues  of  the  School,  to  such  person,  having  beea 
Head  Master  or  Usher  during  the  term  of  Fifteen  years,  during 
his  natural  life,  or  for  so  long  as  they  shall  think  proper,  aoch 
yearly  sum  of  money  as  shall  seem  reasonable,  not  exceeding  ia 
the  whole  the  clear  yearly  sum  of  illS.  to  such  Head  Master^ 
and  £\0.  to  such  Usher ;  and  so  as  the  Salary  of  the  succeeding 
Head  Master,  and  of  the  Usher  for  the  time  beings  shall  no^ 
by  reason  of  such  allowance,  be  reduced  to  less  than  as  before 
mentioned : — 

The  Head  Master  or  Usher  shall  not  teach  or  accept  any 
payment  whatsoever^  for  teaching  or  instructing  any  person 
whatsoever  besides  the  Children  belonging  to  the  Borough  of 
Wigan,  without  the  leave  of  the  Governors : — 

Neither  shall  the  Head  Master  or  Usher  officiate  as  Curate  or 
Lecturer  of  the  Parish  Church  of  .Wigan ;  nor  perform  any 
Clerical  duty  in  any  Church  during  the  usual  hours  appointed  by 
The  Governors  for  teaching  at  the  School^  without  their  leave  in 
writing  :— 

The  Under  Master  or  Ushers  shall  be  under  the  direction  of 
the  Head  Master,  with  regard  to  the  Children  and  Youth  to  be 
instructed : — 

The  Governors  are  empowered  to  make  Statutes  and  Bye- 
Laws,  for  the  general  r^ulatlons  of  the  Establishment : — 

The  annual  Meeting  of  The  Governors  tobe  on  the  Sectmd  fFtd- 
nesday  in  June,  between  the  hours  of  10  and  12,  in  the  School 
or  in  the  Old  or  New  Town-Halls,  or  some  public  place  within 
the  Borough,  as  the  Mayor  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint  by 
notice  under  his  hand,  to  be  posted  on  the  South  door  of  the 
Parish  Church  of  Wigan,  and  in  two  conspicuous  places  in  or 
near  the  Market-place,  on  the  Sunday  next  preceding  any  wxh 
Meeting: —  ♦ 

All  the  business  of  the  School  to  be  done  at  regular  Meetings 
of  the  Governors,  at  which  at  least  Eve  shall  be  present  :— 

The  Proceedings  of  the  Governors  are  tobe  entered  in  Books, 
which  may  be  produced  and  read  in  Evidence  in  all  Courts 
whatsoever. 
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By  the  Act  the  Governors  were  empowered  to  sell  the 
property  at  Aspull,  and  to  lay  out  the  purchase  money  in 
other  hereditaments, — and  they  have  accordingly  sold  it  and 
purchased  an  Estate,  called  *^  Denmam^  in  the  Township  of 
Appleton,  in  the  County  Palatine  of  Chester,  containing  18 
acres. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  thb  Statutes,  which  were 
made  by  The  Mayob  of  the  Corporation  of  Wigan,  by  the 
advice  and  consent  of  all  Th£  Tkustbes  of  the  School,  on 
the  9th  of  August,  1664;— 

1.  It  18  limited  and  ordained^  that  no  person  whatsoever  shall 
be  capable  of  being  admitted  to  be  principal  or  head  Master  of 
the  said  Free  Grammar  School>  but  such  as  have  taken  the  de- 
gree of  Master  or  Bachelor  of  Art8>  in  one  of  the  Universities  of 
Oxford  or  Cambridge,  or  some  Protestant  University  elsewhere  5 
or  if  such  cannot  be  procured,  some  Undeigraduate  of  the  Uni- 
versities aforesaid,  or  other  sufficient  well  qualified  Scholar,  who 
is  to  be  sober,  discreet,  and  also  well  skilled  and  experienced  in 
School  Learning,  and  in  the  Original  Languages,  wherein  they 
are  to  instruct  their  Scholars :  and  to  the  end  that  they  be  cer- 
tainly thus  qualified,  it  is  ordained,  that  before  the  election  of 
any  Master,  his  abilities  aforesaid,  shall  be  tried  by  the  Right 
Reverend  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Chester,  for  the  time  being,  or 
such  other  learned  orthodox  persons  as  the  said  Mayor  of  Wigan 
for  the  time  being,  and  the  greater  number  of  Trustees  shall  de- 
sire or  i^point ;  and  being  very  well  assured  of  his  sufficiency 
and  integrity,  the  said  principal  or  head  Master,  shall  first  be  and 
remain  six  months  upon  trial  in  the  said  School,  and  then  upon 
further  approbation,  shall  be  confirmed  principal  Master  of  the 
said  Grammar  School,  under  the  hands  of  the  said  Mayor  of 
WioAN  for  the  time  being,  and  the  greater  number  of  the  said 
Trustees,  at  which  time  the  said  Master  shall  subscribe  a  bond 
of  jCIOO.  that  he  shall  submit  to  the  rules  and  orders  of  the 
School,  and  quietly  depart  from  and  leave  the  possession  of  the 
same,  when  the  said  Mayor  of  Wigan,  and  the  greater  number 
of  Trustees  shall  require. 

12.  It  is  ordained,  that  no  person  shall  be  capable  of  bdng 
Usher  or  under  Master  of  the  Free-School  of  Wigan,  but  such 
as  are  of  competent  knowledge  and  learning  both  in  the  Latin 
and  Greek  Tongues,  and  so  well  qualified  in  School  learning  as 
may  enable  them  to  instruct  their  Scholars  in  case  of  the  head 
Master's  fid>sence,  and  thai  shall  be  fit  and  capable  by  reas6n  of 
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their  learungfaad  abilities  to  be  reeeived  a&d  etrtertainedm  ciiiier 
of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge^  and  the  trial  hereof 
to  be  before  the  said  Reverend  Lord  Bishop  of  Chester,  for  the 
thne  beings  or  stich  other  learned  orthodox  persons,  as  the  said 
Mayor  of  WieAift  for  the  tone  being,  and  Uie  gfeater  nunber  cif 
Trusteed>  shall  desire  or  appoint. 

.3.  It  is  orddned,  that  if  any  person  or  persons  so  elected  and 
appointed  as  Master  or  Usher,  shall  afterwards  be  found  insiiffl- 
de»t,  or  remissly  negligent^or  upon  just  oeeadon  be  detected  of 
notorious  licentionsQeBs,  such  as  common  swearing,  dniidLeit* 
ness,  a  common  haunter  of  ale-houses  and  taverns,  or  otherwise 
scaftdalous^.or  shall  take  upon  him  afly  other  charge  6r  employ- 
ment to  the  hindrance  of  his  or  their  employment  of  tile  &atf  of 
the  said  places:  that  then  the  said  Mayor  for  the  thne  b^ng-, 
and  the  greater  number  of  the  said  Trustees,  upon  assured  eri* 
dence,  or  their  own  knowledge  thereof,  shall  remove  him  or 
either  of  them>  fotind  so  obnoxious  to  good  rule  and  govetiiT 
ment,  and  cease  all  farther  payments  to  him  or  them>  (save  for 
the  time  he  or  they  shall  serve)  and  in  their  room,  elect  or  setUe 
such  other  sufficient  Master  and  Usher  in  the  said  places  and 
employments,  qualified  as  before  mentioned,  as  the  iaid  Mayor 
and  Trustees  6hall  think  fit. 

4.  The  Schoolmaster  and  Usher,  elected  and  appointed  as 
aforesaidj  shall  be  constantly  resident  and  attendant  upon  their 
trust,  and  if  either  be  observed  to  be  absent  from  the  Sdiool  at 
the  times  hereafter  mentioned  fctr  his  attendance  tnthout  the 
Mayor  of  Wioan's  consent^  and  to  neglect  his  due  performanoe 
in  tiie  instructing  of  the  Scholars,  so  that  upon  complaint,  inqui- 
ry, and  examination^  it  be  found  to  be  true  by  the  said  Mayor  fw 
the  time  being,  and  the  greater  number  of  the  Trustees,  and 
thereupon  the  2Sf  aster  or  Usher  being  admonished  and  no  amend- 
ment immediately  foUow,  then  the  said  Mayor  and  Trustees, 
upon  three  months  viraming,  shall  remove  them,  and  proceed  to 
elect  and  settle  other  sufficient  persons,  qualified  as  belbresaid  in 
their  place  and  ofi&ce.  And  if  the  Master  or  Ushar  at  any  time' 
desire  to  depart  for  their  preferment  or  otherwise^  th^  shall 
give  three  months  warning  to  the  Mayor  of  WioaKj  upon  pain  i^ 
forty  shillings,  to  be  deducted  out  of  their  wages,  that  so  the 
School  may  not  be  disappointed  of  constant  teaching* 

5.  No  Schoolmaster  or  Usher  shall  keep  any  ale-house  or  ta- 
vern, or  house  of  gaming,  or  other  unthriltiness,  or  evil  rule. 

6.  The  Schoohnaster  and  Usher  shall  not  be  absent  firom  the 
School  at  one  and  the  same  time,  that  so  the  School  may  not  be 
neglected. 

7.  It  is  ordained^  that  the  Schoolmaster  for  the  time  being, 
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shall  have  and  receive  tbe  sum  of  £S0.  per  aniramj  and  the 
Usher  iElO.  per  anmim^  standing  wages^  to  be  paid  quarterly, 
and  the  first  payment  to  commence  on  the  29th  Day  of  Septem- 
ber next  ensuing  the  date  hereof. 

8.  The  Master  shall  take  special  care  of  the  Library  now 
belonging  to  the  School,  or  that  shall  hereafter  be  bought  for 
the  Sdiool,  to  have  a  perfect  catalogue  of  them  written  in  a  book 
to  be  fixed  to  the  desk>  there  always  to  remain,  of  all  such  books, 
as  are  or  shall  be  bought,  together  with  the  names  of  the  au- 
thors, title,  and  edition,  together  with  the  number  of  the 
volumes  of  the  said  books,  witii  the  names  of  any  future  Donors, 
and  shall  be  ready  to  give  a  true  and  perfect  account  of  the  said 
Library,  when  the  said  Mayor  for  the  time  being,  and  the  greater 
numbcsr  of  Trustees  shall  require  it,  and  that  none  of  the  said 
books  (upon  any  pretence  whatsoever)  shall  be  lent  out  or  re- 
moved out  of  the  said  Library  at  any  time ;  and  the  Master  and 
Usher  for  the  time  being,  shall,  from  time  to  time  appoint  such 
or  so  many  Scholars  as  he  or  they  know  fit  to  make  use  of  the 
said  Library  books,  or  so  many  of  them  as  shall  be  useful  for 
their  better  profiting  in  their  respective  way  of  learning,  and  that 
none  whosoever,  shall  be  suffered  to  write  in,  or  scratch,  or  de- 
fcce  with  pen,  or  otherwise,  any  of  the  said  books,  and  that  once 
in  a  week  by  the  care  and  appointment  of  the  Master  or  Usher, 
the  dust  shall  be  beaten  and  put  off  the  said  books,  and  the  like 
care  to  be  taken  by  them  for  the  preservation  and  good  usage  of 
them,  as  by  experience  they  shall  find  best,  or  otherwise  shall  be 
advised. 

9.  The  Master  may  grant  part  of  a  day,  for  recreation  in  a 
month,  and  no  more,  except  it  be  by  the  consent  of  the  Mayor 
of  WiOAN  for  the  time  being,  provided  it  be  not  on  Friday,  mar- 
ket day;  and  also,  each  Thursday  in  the  afternoon,  from  three 
o'clock  in  the  summer  half  year,  and  the  whole  afternoon  in  the 
winter  half  year  shall  be  a  remedy  for  recreation,  and  for  the 
winter  half  year,  the  School  shall  be  continued  as  now  it  is  ac- 
customed, till  twelve  o'clock. 

10.  If  the  Master  or  Usher  be  visited  or  inflicted  with  an  hor- 
rible loathsome  or  contagious  disease,  he  shall  be  removed  by 
the  Mayor  and  Trustees  for  the  time  being,  with  some  charitable  -^ 
relief  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  said  School,  to  be  extended  to- 
wards him  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  Mayor  and  Trustees,  and 
another  meet  person  be  chosen  in  his  stead  that  shall  be  re- 
moved. 

11.  The  Master  or  Usher  upon  the  first  meeting  every  morn- 
ing, after  a  solemn  prayer  for  €rod*s  blessing,  shaU  cause  a 
chapter  to  be  read  by  any  Scholar  he  pleaseth  to  appoint )  and 
before  their  departure  in  the  evening,  they  shall  sing  one  of 
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David**  psalms^  or  a  part  thereof,  as  the  Master  or  Uaher  shall 
appoint^  and  then  conclude  with  prayers  and  thanksgiving;  and 
hereof  the  Master  and  Usher  are  enjoined  to  take  care  that  these 
religious  duties  be  duly  and  diligently  performed  and  attended 
by  the  Scholars,  as  becometh  sudi  holy  performances,  to  which 
endj  the  Master  is  to  have  a  roU  of  all  the  Scholars,  which  is  to 
be  orderly  called  over  twice  or  thrice  every  week,  that  the  absent 
Scholars  may  be  punished  for  their  negligence,  according  as  the 
Master  and  Usher  judge  meet. 

19.  The  Master  and  Usher  shall  take  special  care  that  the 
Scholars  do  constantly  repair  to  the  Church  every  Lord*s  day, 
morning  and  afternoon,  and  other  days  set  apart  for  God'a 
worship,  and  to  be  placed  together  in  the  Church,  with,  or  near 
the  Master  or  Usher,  if  so  there  be,  or  hereafter  shall  be  any 
conveniency  procured  j9o  to  do,  and  that  they  decently  and  reve- 
rently behave  themselves  during  the  time  of  public  prayers  and 
sermons,  and  submit  themselves  to  be  publicly  catechised  as 
the  Rector  of  Wioan  or  his  Curate  shall  from  time  to  time  vp^ 
point :  and  that  one  or  more  Scholars  be  appointed  to  view  and 
take  notice  of  such  Scholars  as  shall  be  absent,  or  not  decently 
behave  themselves  during  the  time  of  public  prayers  and  ser- 
mons, and  that  every  Monday  morning,  account  sh^  be  required 
by  the  Master  or  Usher  of  any  so  ofifending,  who  shall  be  cor- 
rected as  the  nature  of  the  offence  shall  deserve.  And  it  is  fur- 
ther ordained,  that  every  Monday  morning  after  reading  of  the 
chapter,  some  short  convenient  time  shall  be  spent  by  the  Master 
or  Usher,  or  both,  in  calling  some  Scholars  at  one  time,  and 
some  at  another,  to  give  an  account  of  their  profiting  on  the 
Sabbath  day  before  3  and  to  the  end  that  catediising  being  of 
such  singular  use  for  the  training  up  of  youth  in  the  knowledge 
of  the  oracles  of  God,  and  may  be  the  better  carried  on,  the 
Master  or  Usher,  or  both,  shall  spend  one  hour  at  least,  every 
other  Saturday  throughout,  in  catechising  the  Scholars. 

IS.  The  School  shall  break  up  six  days  before  the  feast  of 
our  blessed  Lord  .and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  and  three  days  be- 
fore Easter  and  Whit-Sunday,  and  not  sooner,  and  the  Master 
shall  begin  to  teach,  after  Christmas,  upon  the  next  week-day 
after  the  12th  day,  and  after  Easter,  on  the  Monday  next  after 
Low  Sunday,  and  after  Whitsuntide,  upon  Monday  after  Trinity- 
Sunday,  Saturdays  in  the  afternoon,  with  all  holidays  used  in  the 
Church  of  England,  are  to  be  allowed  for  the  Scholars*  refiesh- 
ments  as  is  accustomed. 

14.  The  Master  shall  teach  and  read  classical  authora,  chaste 
and  clear,  in  order  to  grammatical  learning  and  knowledge  of 
the  tongues,  with  a  special  regard  to  the  Protestant  leligioii, 
morality,  and  pure  language^  such  as  TuUy,  Cesar's  Commen- 
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taries,  Sidlust,  and  Livy,  with  what  others  are  most  used  in  the 
best  Free  Schools  for  Prose ;  and  for  Verse,  Viigil,  Ovid,  Ho- 
race, and  Terence  -,  for  Greek,  the  Greek  Grammar,  Greek  Tes- 
tament, Isocrates,  or  Xenophon  his  Cyrus,  with  such  other 
authors  for  Verse  or  Ghreek,  as  are  usually  taught  in  the  best 
&hools. 

15.  The  hours  of  coming  and  departing  from  the  School  from 
the  lOth  of  March  to  the  10th  of  September  yearly,  shall  be 
fhnn  seven  o*clock  to  eleven  o'clock,  and  from  one  o'clock  until 
five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  from  the  said  10th  day  of  Sep- 
tember to  the  said  10th  day  of  March,  from  half  an  hour  after 
senren  o'clock  (sttve  about  two  months  when  the  days  are  shortest, 
ftom  eight  o'clock)  tiU  eleven  o'clock,  and  from  one  o'clock  till 
tiiree,  four,  or  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  according  as  conve- 
nient day-light  may  fall  out  for  the  Scholars  going  home,  it 
being  ordained,  that  no  candles  shall  be  used  in  t^e  School  for 
teaching  at  any  time. 

16.  That  no  children  that  have  upon  them  any  noisome,  or 
infectious  diseases,  shall,  during  the  same  time  be  admitted,  and 
if  after  admission  they  shall  Ml  into  such  maladies,  they  shall 
be  absent  until  they  are  perfSsctly  cured. 

17.  The  Master  and  Usher  shall  have  a  special  care  to  the 
good  manners  and  decent  deportment  of  the  Scholars  towards 
all  persons,  and  shall  exemphuily  punish  all  misdemeanors^ 
especially  the  crimes  of  swearing,  cursing,  lying,  drunkenness, 
fiKhy  or  obscene  talking,  or  acting,  reproaching  or  miscalling 
persons  by  foul  language,  gaming  for  any  thing  of  price,  and  in 
an  especial  manner,  shaU  diligently  endeavour  to  see  the  Lord's 
Day  kept  fr^ee  from  any  profanation,  (as  much  as  in  them  lieth) 
as  well  after,  as  during  the  Scholars  being  in  the  Church. 

18.  All  Scholars  of  what  degree  soever,  are  to  submit  to  due 
correction  from  the  Schoolmaster  or  Usher,  which  shall  be  pro- 
mised by  their  parents  at  theur  admission,  and  referred  to  the 
Schoolmaster's  discretion;  and  all  stubborn  and  disobedient 
Scholars  that  are  pertinatiously  and  exemplarily  bad,  by  resisting 
the  Master  or  Usher,  or  offering  to  struggle  with,  strike,  spurn, 
and  abuse  the  Master  or  Usher,  when  he  or  they  are  orderly 
correcting  them  for  their  fault,  after  two  admonitibns,  wherewith 
their  parents  or  friends  shall  be  acquainted,  shall  the  third  time 
be  expelled  the  School,  after  due  proc^  thereof  made  before  the 
Mayor  of  Wigan  and  the  greater  number  of  Trustees  for  the 
time  being :  and  those  parents  that  molest  the  Schoolmaster, 
against  reason  and  order,  for  correction  of  their  children,  their 
duldren  shall  be  utterly  expelled  the  School  for  ever,  unless  they 
can  prove  the  correction  unreasonable;  and  all  the  Scholars 
^lall  be  obedient  and  ready  to  help  the  Master  or  Usher^  for  the 
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and  Unvfal  iaoiicislkMi  of  any  stnbboni  Sdnlar  ihmt 


19.  NoSchobn  sbaD  btii^  to  the  Sdbool,  or  wear  any  ^ 
poos,  natber  shall  any  Scholar  make  any  affiray  on  his  fid 
Scholar,  upon  pain  of  eevete  correction  firom  die  Master  or  Um 
and  if  any  Scholar  be  a  common  qnarreller  and  setter  of  ( 
and  fightings  amongst  the  Sdiolan,  and  will  not  amend  after 
correction  and  admonition  by  the  Master  or  Usher,  npon  com- 
plaint of  the  Master  or  Usher  to  the  Mayor  of  Wigak  for  the 
time  being,  and  the  greater  number  of  Trustees,  and  doe  proof 
made  thereof,  he  shall  be  expelled  the  School. 

20.  No  Sdiolar,  being  in  health,  shall  be  absent  above  sk 
days  together,  and  that  with  the  Master's  allowance,  and  if  he 
shall  be  absent  longer,  after  admonition  of  the  Scholar,  or  notice 
given  to  the  parent  or  fiends,  unless  in  some  extiaordinary  case* 
and  the  Master  approving  the  cause,  shall  forfeit  all  privdegeor 
priveleges  in  the  School,  miless  the  said  Mayor  of  Wioax,  and 
greater  number  of  Trustees  for  the  time  being,  upon  hearing  the 
cause,  do  order  re-admission,  upon  promise  i^rom  parents  or 
friends,  that  there  shall  be  more  constant  attendance  for  the  fu- 
ture upon  the  School  for  their  better  profiting  in  leaniing. 

21.  All  Scholars  that  have  attained  to  such  progress  in  learn- 
ing as  to  be  able  to  speak  Latin,  diall  neither  within  Sdwol  or 
without^  when  they  are  among  the  Scholars  of  the  same  or  a 
higher  rule,  speak  English;  and  that  the  Biaster  shall  riiew 
wldch  are  the  fonns  that  shall  observe  this  order  of  spaildBg 
Latin,  and  shall  take  care  that  it  be  observed,  and  due  correction 
given  to  those  that  do  neglect  it. 

82.  Each  Scholar  shall  be  placed  according  to  his  progfess  in 
learning,  and  without  partiality  preferred  by  the  Master  accord- 
ing to  his  desert ;  and  in  case  of  injury  offered  herein  by  the 
Master,  there  shaU  be  e^peal  to  the  Mayor.of  Wig  ah,  and  greater 
number  of  Trustees  for  the  time  being. 

2d.  That  once  in  six  weeks,  or  in  two  months  at  the  furthest, 
Chroughout  the  year,  Saturday  in  the  forenoon  shall  be  spent  by 
many  of  the  upper  forms  as  shaU  be  fitted  for  it,  in  such  exer- 
cises as  the  construing  of  such  authors  of  themselves,  as  the 
Master  shall  appoint,  proposing  of  grammatical  or  historical 
questions  one  unto  another,  and  making  declamations,  and  such 
like  exercises  as  may  tend  to  the  beg^ting  of  an  emulation  in 
learning  amongst  the  Scholars. 

24.  No  Scholars  shall  at  any  time,  with  a  knife,  or  otherwise, 
cut  or  break  the  windows,  wainscot,  forms,  seats,  tables,  desks, 
doors,  or  any  other  materials  belonging  to  ihe  School  or  Libraiy, 
the  Master  upon  conviction  of  such  offender  or  offisndere,  shaU 
giye  him  or  them  exemplaiy  punishments. 
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86.  IlieUiberihaUstaod  to  the  Master's  diractkm  formed 
and  order  of  teaching,  also  the  Master  shall  often  examine  the 
profiting  of  the  Scholars,  and  the  Usher*8  teaching,  and  by  him- 
self (or  if  need  be)  by  advice  of  the  Mayor  of  Wioan  and  Trus- 
tees for  the  time  hdrig,  take  cotine  An*  regulating  of  what  shaU 
be  amiss. 

26.  The  Scholars'  play  shall  be  shooting  the  long  bow,  run- 
ning, leaping,  and  otber  harmless  sports,  but  to  avoid  cards, 
dice,  and  other  unlawful  games,  betting  openly  or  covertly,  upoo 
pain  of  extreme  punishment. 

27.  These  Statutes  and  Orders,  fSurly  written,  shall  be  fixed 
upon  a  convenient  place,  publicly  in  the  said  School,  and  the 
Master  shall  cause  them  to  be  read  or  shewed  to  all  sudi  persons 
as  offer  their  children  to  be  admitted  Scholars^  and  also,  they 
shall  be  openly  read  in  the  School,  once  in  a  quarter  of  a  year, 
from  time  to  time,  that  so  none  may  plead  ignorance ;  and  if 
any  parents  or  fi'iends  refuse  to  have  their  children  or  relations 
to  observe  these  Statutes  and  Orders,  or  any  of  them,  they  are 
not  to  be  admitted  into  the  School. 

28.  The  Mayor  of  Wioan,  and  greater  number  of  Trustees 
for  the  time  being,  apprehending  defects  in  any  Statutes  and 
Orders,  herein  comprised,  and  that  other  Orders  are  necessary, 
and  may  further  tend  to  the  good  of  the  said  School,  shall  meet 
so  often  as  shall  be  requisite,  (at  the  least  twice  in  every  year) 
to  enlarge,  alter,  and  change  in  substance  or  words,  what  by 
experience  and  prudent  counsel  shall  appear  to  be  beneficial  to 
the  furtherance  of  literature  and  education  of  youth. 

llth  June,  1760. — Okdebbb  further,  by  thb  Trustees 
of  the  said  School, — 

Krst,  that  the  Head  Master  shall  not  for  the  future  have  under 
his  care  and  instruction,  any  Scholar  or  Scholars  who  shall  not 
be  then  fit  to  be  instructed  in  the  Grammar :  and  that  no  School-  v 
master  or  Usher  ihaU  hereafter  teach  or  instruct  any  Scholar  or 
other  person.  Writing  or  Arithmetic,  in  the  School  hours :  and  the 
Scholars  shall  not  for  the  future,  be  allowed  to  be  absent  from 
the  School  in  order  to  go  home  to  Breakfast. 

2nd  October,  1711- — ^That  the  Usher  shall  not  hereafter  take 
upon  him  to  teach  and  instruct  any  Scholar  or  Scholars  but  what 
are  in  the  Testament  and  Books  above. 

There  was  originally  no  limitation  as  to  the  number  of 
Scholars,  but  the  Trustees  have  found  it  necessary  to  re- 
strict the  number  to  Eighty.    They  are  admitted  at  any 
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age,  pnmded  they  can  read  in  the  En^isb  Testament,  and 
they  are  allowed  to  remain  as  long  as  they  please. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used ;  and  the  System  of  Edu- 
cation is  in  a  gteat  measure  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 
Master. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  Univendty  advant- 
ages, belonging  to  this  School. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Thomas  Cc»^ 
utTT,  ^hose  Saltiry  is  £130.  per  annum.  This  Gentleman 
takes  Boarders  at  Fifty  guineas  a  year  each. 

The  Second  Master  does  nol  take  fioaidci:& 
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WINWICK,  near  Warrington. 

The  Fbee  School  at  Winwick  was  founded  by  Gwaltbb 
Lbgh,  Esq.,  and  endowed  with  £lO.  per  annum. 

In  1618,  Sir  Petbb  Legh,  of  Ljfme^  in  the  County  Pala- 
tine of  Chester,  Knight,  and  great  Nephew  of  the  Foimder, 
re-built  the  School-house,  and  added  £14.  per  annum  to 
the  Endowment,  making  the  whole  £24.  chargeable  upon 
lands  in  Haydodc^  in  the  Parish  of  Winwick. 

Lord  LiLFOBB  who  married  Miss  Athbbton,  the  heiress 
cS  the  AiherUm  estate,  pays  the  Master  £5.  per  annum  fixim 
that  Estate. 

And  Mr.  Roth  well,  of  J7oo&,  pays  £5.  per  annum  also 
from  an  Estate  in  Hoole. 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Town  and  Parish 
of  Winwick,  and  has  been  distinguished  for  a  Century  past 
as  a  Ckusical  School.  'I  he  House  is  well  calculated  for  the 
reception  of  Boarders,  the  late  Dr.  Pbince  having  had  at 
least  FiPTT,-  and  the  present  Master,  ihe  Revd.  Robbbt 
Bablow,  having  now  abaut  the  same  number. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  University  advant- 
ages, belonging  to  this  School. 

The  family  of  liBcn,  of  L^me  and  Haydocky  is  Patron  of 
the  School,  and  ifs  present  Representative  is,  Thomas 
Lboh,  Esq.,  M.  P.  for  Newton. 

He  whole  Township  of  Winwick  belongs  to  the  Rector 
of  Winwick  as  Rector,  except  the  School-house  and  a  small 
quantity  of  land  adjacent  to  it. 

Mr.  Lbgh  is  also  Patron  of  the  School  at  Newtov,  in 
the  Parish  of  Wbwick,  the  Endowment  of  which  is  about 
£50.  per  anmum.  That,  however,  is  merely  an  EnglUh 
School 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Revd.  John  Sedgwick. 
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APPLEBY  PARVA,  ueer  Atbom^qm^ 

The  F&eb  School  at  Appleby  Parva  w9»  fixindsd  by  Sir 
^OHH  MooEE,  Knight,  a  Merchant  in  Londaiif  and  aoiBe 
time  in  The  East  India  T^cade^by  which  he  jraised  an  ample 
fortune.  His  father  possesaed  the  Manor  of  AfplAy,  but 
that  was  given  to  the  ddest  Soo.  He  was  dected  Alder- 
man of  Walbrook  Ward,  m  1671 ;— one  of  tJbe  Sheiiffs  of 
London  and  Middlesex,  in  1672 ; — Lord  Mayor,  iq  1^81 ; 
iuid,  in  the  same  year,  was  elected  President  of  Chrises 
Hospital,  to  which  he  was  a  great  Bene&ctor,  paitieularly 
in  erecting  and  endowing  a  magnificent  File  of  Buildings 
for  the  Writbg  ssii  Mathematical  SdboolB,  on  whieh  he 
bestowed  upwards  of  £10,000.  He  waa  also  noe  4/  fhe 
Bepresentatiyes  in  Parliament  for  the  City,  in  168S.  In 
Noeth's  Exafn£n^  p.  596^  is  a  mAAe  character  of  bin.  And 
ibr  his  Services  during  his  Mayoralty,  <<  which  was  a  Ime 
of  great  tryal  and  difficulty,^'  Chaelbs  the  Second  gsMited 
to  him  this  Augmentation  to  his  Arms,  vk.,  on  a  «antim 
Gules,  a  Lion  of  England.  He  died  jqh  the  3d  of  June, 
1702,  and  was  biuied  in  the  Chunch  jof  JSt  Dunstaa  in  the 
East,  lea;ving  his  estates^  to  the  amount  of  about  £80^000. 
to  his  Grand-Nephew,  John  Mou^n,  of  KentweU  Hatt^  in 
the  County  of  Suffolk,  Esquire;  who,  in  consequence 
thereof,  obtained  an  Act  of  Parliament  to  enable  him  to  as- 
sume the  name  of  Mooes.  He  left  nothing  to  his  F«ther?s 
family  at  Appleby. 

Sir  John  had  00  testate  at  A^qdeby  emept  thai  on  which 
hs  built  the  ScbooJL  And  he  muaifieentiy  endomd  the 
Establishm^t  vnih  228  acdbs  of  land*  idtqato  at  Ufion^  in 
the  Parish  of  Sibbeston,  in  the  County  of  Leicester ;  upon 
which  suitable  Farm  houses  are  erected* 
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No  additions  to  the  original  endowment  have  been  made. 
The  School,  which  is  a  handsome  brick  building,  was  de- 
signed by  Sir  Chbistopheb  Wren.  The  Grammar  School* 
room,  a  spacious  aputment,  occupying  the  whole  of  the 
centre  between  the  wings,  is  100  feet  in  length,  50  feet  in 
breadth,  and  30  feet  in  height  At  the  Upper  end  of  it, 
over  the  Head  Master's  Chair,  in  an  arch  in  the  wall,  stands, 
in  full  i^oportion,  the  figure  of  Thb  Foundsb  in  his  Offi- 
cial robes,  the  mace  and  sword  on  the  Pillars  on  either  side. 
Above  is  a  festoon  of  Flower-work,  under  whidi  are  his 
Arms  in  a  stone-scroll.  Beneath  the  Statue  (which  cost 
£500.)  is  this  inscription : — 

To  the  Memory  of 

Sir  John  Moorb>  Knight,  and  Alderman  of  the 

City  of  London,  who  erected  this  School 

anno  domini  1697 >  and  endowed  the  same  for 

the  Education  of  the  Male  Children  of  the  Parishes 

and  Towns  of  Appleby,  Norton,  Austrey, 

Newton  in  The  Thistles,  Stretton  in  The  Reld, 

Measham,  Snarston,  and  Chilcott;        , 

and  by  the  Statutes  made  A.D.  1706, 

It  was  made  Free  fob  all  England. 

The  top  it  covered  with  lead,  as  is  also  the  Turret,  in 
which  is  a  Clock  and  Bell. 

At  the  North  Front  are  Cloisters^  and  over  the  entrance 
are  the  Arms  of  The  Founder,  in  a  stone-tcroU. 

At  the  South  Front  were  also  Cloisters.  They  were  ta- 
ken  down  in  the  year  17^6,  when  a  large  and  comfortable 
Dinjiig  or  Sitting-room  for  the  use  of  the  boys,  with  a  neat 
Study  at  the  end  for  The  Head  Master,  was  erected  in 
th^  place. 

The  Right  Wing  and  Apartments  over  the  Gramnuu: 
School  are  in  the  occupation  of  the  Head  Master,  and  are 
capable  of  acoHnmodating,  in  lofty  Bed-rooms,  Fifty  Board* 
ers,  besides  his  own  Family. 

The  Left  Wing  is  ajqpiopriated  to  The  Second  or  Ei^ 
lish  Master,  with  the  exception  of  two  rooms  on  the  first 
Story,  which  are  used  &x  an  English  and  Writing  School. 
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In  fiont  of  the  SdiobI  is  an  ezoeDent  gn»  Play-ground, 
of  more  than  two  acres  in  extent,  which  is  inclosed  faj  a 
brick  wall. 

This  noble  Foundation  is  under  the  direction  of  Thik^ 
TXBN  GovEKKOEs,  who  meet  annuaUy  on  Soini  Bcamabas 
(1 1th  of  June)  to  transact  the  concerns  of  the  EstaUiah- 
ment,  asnsted  by  a  Treasurer.  Two  or  Three  of  the  num- 
ber are  required  to  be  of  The  Founder's  name  (Moobk), 
and  the  remamder  to  be  elected,  as  Vacandes  arise,  out  of 
the  ndgfabouring  Grentlemen  or  Clergy,  by  the  surviring 
Governors.

There  are  Thebb  Mastees  upon  The  Foundation ; — a 
Latin  Mastbe,  who  is  required  by  The  Statutes  to  be  » 
Master  of  Arts  of  one  of  The  English  Universities : — an 
English  Mastbe,  who  must  at  least  be  a  Bachelor  of  Arts; 
and  a  Weiting-Mastee. 
They  are  required  to  give  instruction  to  all  boys  indis- 
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criminately,  in  their  respective  departments,  mffumt  gra^^ 
tuify.    Their  Salary  is  their  Recompense. 

The  Grammars  in  use  are,  Ward's  Latin  Grammar,  and 
the  Eton  Greek. 

The  Routine  of  Educatiou  pursued  is, — when  a  Boy  can  re- 
peat with  tolerahle  accuracy  his  Accidence  and  "  Propria  qua 
marihus,"  the  nomenclature  is  used  for  one  Lesson  a  day,  to 
teach  him  the  application  of  the  Rules  of  "  Propria,"  in  deter- 
mining the  Genders  of  Nouns,  and  to  perfect  him  in  declining 
Nouns :   for  his  other  Lessons    he  learns  "  Js  in  pr€esenti.*' 
When  perfect  in  that  part  of  Grammar  he  proceeds  to  the  Eng- 
lish Syntax,  learning  the  Rules  and  applying  them  to  the  Ex- 
amples, and  the  Verhs  from  the  Nomenclature  take  place  of  the 
Les8oiM>f  Nouns. — ^To  this  succeed  Corderius*s  Colloquies,  using 
in  parsing  the  Rules  of  the  English  Syntax  (as  heing  more  intel* 
ligible  to  boys  of  this  age),  and  Clarks's  Introduction, to  the 
making  of  Latin;   when    Corderius  becomes    easy  to    the 
Learner,  Eutropius  is  substituted  for  it.— The  next  step  is  to 
CoRNBLivs  Nbpos  aod  PHiBDRU8*8  Fdhlcs^  with  Exempla  Minora 
for  an  Evening  Exercise.    N.  B.  The  daily  Lessons  are.  Two  in 
the  Morning,  and  Two  in  the  Afternoon.     During  this  stage  a 
Boy  becomes  acquainted  with  the  Latin  Syntax  and  Prosody. 
Latin  translated  into  English,  and  viceversd,  constitute  the  Even- 
ing Exercises,  and  on  Holidays.  N.  B.  The  Holidays  are  Saturday 
Afternoon  always.  Saints'  days,  or  Tuesday  or  Thursday  After- 
noon, as  it  suits  the  inclination  of  The  Head  Master,  who  alone 
is  empowered  to  give  a  Holiday.    N.  B.  A  long  Vacation  at 
Midsummer,  and  at  Christmas. — The  next  Books  used   are 
'^  Selecta  e  profanis,**  and  "  Electa  ex  Ovidio/'  with  Exempla 
moraUa  for  Exercises.    Nonsense  Verses  once  a  week.     At  this 
time  the  Greek  Grammar  comes  into  use.— Then  Cjbsar's  Com- 
mentaries, and  Ovm's  Metamorphoses,  and  Greek  Sentences, 
Eton.    Latin  Verses,  the  English  being  supplied  to  the  Pupils, 
supersede  Nonsense  Verses  as  an  Exercise, — ^Then  Sallust  and 
Virgil,  and  jEsop's  Fables.    Next,  the  Three  Books  of  Livr, 
which  were  edited  by  H.  Homer  for  Rugby  School,  and  Tbr'- 
enck's  Comedies,  Grteci  Scriptores,  Eton,  and  Greek  Epigrams, 
Eton.    N.  B.  Books  are  used  in  the  following  order,  viz.,  Latin 
Prose  in  the  Morning,  then  Greek  Poetry  in  Sie  Evening ;  next 
day  Greek  Prose  in  the  Mbmiog,  and  Latin  Poetry  in  the  After- 
noon.—^The  next  remove  is  Cicero*s  Orations,  and  Horacb, 
Xenophon*8  Cyropadia,  and  Homer's  Iliad;  in  making  Latin 
Dr.  Valpy's   Elegantia :   Themes,  verses  without  assistance, 
and  TranslationR  constitute  the  Exercises.-— Tiien  Tacitus  de 
VOL.  I.  3  b 
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moribtti  GemuuMTum,  and  de  vita  AgricoUe,  and  Jvyexjll,  with 
DsM08THBNB8*8  OnUions,  and  a  Flay  of  Sophocles  or  £uri- 
PIDB8.  This  course  generally  proves  as  much  as  a  Boy's  stay  at 
School  admits  of. — One  Hour  each  Morning,  and  Afternoon,  is 
spent  in  the  Writing-School.  Thursday  Morning  is  always 
appropriated  to  Geography  and  History ;  for  lesser  boys,  a  Geo- 
graphy System  in  Question  and  Answer>  for  bigger  boys,  I>r. 
BcTLBB*B.  Saturday  Morning  is  allotted  to  Divinity;  the  younger 
boys  in  learning  the  Church  Catechism,  with  an  Explanation; 
the  elder,  in  translating  the  Catechism,  and  Thirty-nine  Articles, 
with  Wblchm AN*8  notes,  into  Latin,  in  reading  the  Lessons,  &c., 
for  the  following  day,  with  an  Explanation  of  the  Service,  and 
one  of  Sbckbb*s  Lectures.  This  System  has  been  persevered  in 
by  the  present  Head  Master  for  Sixteen  years,  and  with  the 
utmost  advantage  to  the  Pupils. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  Scholarships,  nar  other  Uiu- 
vernty  advantages;  neither  are  there  any  Church  Pceftr- 
meats,  belonging  to  this  School. 

The  Salaries  of  the  Masters,  Taxss,  and  Bepairs  of  the 
Buildings,  together  with  incidental  expenses,  occaaon  a 
Disbursement  of  nearly  the  whole  of  the  annual  Revenues. 
The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Gbobox  Woos 
Llotd,  M.  a.,  whose  Salary  is  £80.  per  annunif  together 
with  a  very  spacious  House,  with  Garden,  Orchard,  and 
ooavenientOutJiuildings,  rent  free.  This  worthy  Gentlenum 
receives  a  limited  number  of  Boarders  bto  his  House,  at  the 
very  moderate  charge  of  £30.  per  annum. 

The  jwesent  English  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Wixxiam 
HoMBB,  M.A.  TUs  Gentleman  has  declined  taking  Botfden 
for  some  years  pest 

The  present  Writing^Master  is,  Mr.  William  Haoub.

1800.  The  Revd  Gbobge  Wood  Lloyd,  M.  A. 
Mr.  BoswELL,  in  his  incomparable  Life  of  Dr.  Johksox, 
tell  U8»  that  though  elevated  ipto  Fame  by  his  eminently 
extent  Po^n  of  **  London/^  and  conscious  of  uncommon 
powers,  he  had  not  that  bustling  con6dence»  or,  rather,  that 
animated  ambitiiM^  which  one  might  have  supposed  would 
have  mrged  hiii;^  to  endeavour  at  rising  in  life.    But  such 
was  his  inflexible  dignity  of  chasacter,  that  he  CQuld  ncSt 
stoop  to  court  the  Great;  wiffunti  whuh^  hardly  any  man 
has  made  his  way  to  a  High  Station.     He  could  not  expect 
to  produce  many  sadi  works  as  his  '^  London,^  and  he  felt 
the  hardships  of  writing  Jbr  bread:  he  was,  therefore, 
willing  to  resume  the  office  of  a  Schocdmaster,  so  as  to  have 
a  sure,  though  moderate  income  for  his  life;  and  an  offer 
b^g  made  to  him  of  The  Mastershqp  of  a  School,  (now  as- 
certained to  have  been  this  of  Appleby)^  provided  he  could 
obtam  the  Degree  of  Maeter  ofArte^  a  requisite  qualification 
in  the  Teacher,  Dr.  Adahs  was  applied  to,  by  a  common 
friaad,  to  know  whether  that  could  be  granted  to  him  as  a 
iavour  from  The  University  of  Oxford.    But,  although  he 
had  made  such  a  figure  in  the  Literary  World,  it  was  then 
thou^t  too  ^reat  a  favour  to  be  asked. 

PoPB,  without  any  knowledge  of  lum  but  from  his 
^*  London,^  reoomm^ed  him  to  Earl  Oowbb,  who  endea- 
voured to  procure  for  him  a  Degree  ftom  DubUn,  by  the 
following  Letter  to  a  friend  of  Dean  Swift  : — 

•'Sir, 

Mr.  Samuel  Johnsov  (Author  of  London,  a  Satire, 
and  some  other  Poetical  pieces)  is  a  Native  of  this  Country, 
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and  much  respected  by  some  worthy  Gentleinen  m  this 
Neighbourhood,  who  are  Trustees  of  a  Charity.SdKx>l  now 
vacant.  The  certain  Salary  is  Sixty  Pounds  a  year,  of  which 
they  are  desiiouB  to  mtke  him  Master;  but,  unfortunately^ 
he  b  not  capable  of  reoriving  their  Bounty,  which  wouU 
make  him  happy  Jbr  Ufi,  by  not  bang  a  Matter  of  Arts  ; 
which,  by  the  Statutes  of  this  School,  the  Master  of  it 
must  be. 

<<  Now  these  Gentlemen  do  me  the  honoiur  to  tlunk,  that 
I  have  interest  enough  in  you,  to  prevail  upon  you  to  write 
to  Dean  Swift,  to  persuade  The  University  of  DuUin  to 
send  a  Dipbma  to  me,  constituting  this  poor  man  Master  qf 
Arte  in  their  University.  They  highly  extol  the  man^a 
reaming  and  probity;  and  will  not  be  persuaded,  that  the 
University  will  make  any  di£Sculty  of  conferring  such  a 
favour  upcHi  a  Stranger,  if  he  is  reoomknended  by  The  Dean. 
They  say,  he  is  not  afraid  of  the  strictest  Examination^ 
thou^  he  is  of  so  long  a  Journey ;  and  will  venture  it,  if 
The  Dean  thinks  it  necessary ;  cfaoonng  rather  to  die  upon 
the  road,  than  be  starved  to  death  in  translating  Jbr  Book-^ 
eeOere ;  which  has  been  his  only  subsistence  for  some  time 
past. 

**  I  fear  there  is  more  difficulty  in  this  affair,  than  those 
good4iatured  Gentlemen  apprehend;  especiaUy,  as  tbar 
Election  cannot  be  delayed  longer  than  the  11th  of  next 
Mcmth.  If  you  see  this  matter  in  the  same  li^t  that  it 
appears  to  me,  I  hope  you  will  bum  this,  and  pardon  me 
for  giving  you  so  much  trouble  about  an  impracticable  thing  ; 
But,  if  you  think  there  is  a  probability  of  obtaining  the 
£Eivour  asked,  I  am  sure  your  Humanity,  and  propensity  to 
relieve  Mbrit  in  distress^  will  indine  you  to  serve  the  poor 
man,  without  my  adding  any  more  to  the  trouble  I  have 
already  given  you,  than  assuring  you  that  I  am,  with  great 
truth.  Sir,  your  faithful  Servant,

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It  was,  perhaps,  no  small  disappointment  to  Johnson 
that  this  respectable  application  had  not  the  desired  effect 
Yet  how  much  reason  has  there  been,  both  for  himself  and 
his  Country,  to  rejoice  that  it  did  not  succeed,  as  he  might 
probably  have  wasted  in  obscurity  those  hours,  in  which  he 
afterwards' produced  his  Inyaluablb  Wobks. — Boswell^s 
Life  of  Johnson,  vol  hpp-  107-111. 

Numerous  Grentlemen  of  great  respectability  and  private 
worth  have  been  educated  at  this  School ;  and  among  them 
may  be  recorded, — ^The  Right  Honble.  William  Huski3- 
soN,  M .  P.  for  Chichester 

Mr.  John  Gloveb,  celebrated  for  the  perfection  to  which 
he  has  carried  the  art  of  drawing  in  Water  Colours^  com- 
menced his  career  in  life  as  a  Writing-Master  in  this  School 
which  office  he  held  some  years. 

The  Pariah  of  Appleby  extends  into  the  County  of  Derby. 
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ASHBY  de  la  ZOUCH. 

Th£  Gb ammae  School  at  Abhbt  de  Im  Zouch  was  founded 
in  the  Ninth  year  of  the  reiga  of  Queen  Elhabeth,  1567» 
by  Henet  Earl  of  Huittikgdon^  Lord  Hastimob  of  Lougb- 
borough,  Robbet  Bboosbbbt,  Nicholas  Abhbtb,  and 
RoBBBT  BAYiiBEiGy  ^^  foT  instructmg  Youth  in  good  moralBy 
learning,  knowledge,  and  virtue." 

By  the  original  Foundation  Deed  Fouetbbk  TEirsTBxa 
are  appcnnted,  and  there  are  Tested  in  them  a  number  of 
Burgages  and  Half  Burgages,  but  as  they  are  only  described 
by  the  names  of  dieir  then  Occupiers,  it  is  Toy  possible  that 
some  of  them  may  have  been  lost  They  seem  to  be  estates 
originally  given  for  oelebratiim  of  Obiit  in  the  Church,  and 
which  on  the  Dissolution,  or  afterwards,  came  into  the  hands 
of  the  Crown. 

By  the  Foundation  Deed  it  is  ordained.  That  as  often  as 
so  many  of  the  Feoffees,  or  any  other  Feoffees,  who  shall 
from  time  or  any  time  hereafter  be  enfeoffed  of  the  said 
premises,  shall  happen  to  die,  so  as  there  shall  remain  only 
Six  of  the  said  Feoffees  then  surviving,  that  then  and  so 
often  the  said  Six  surviving  Feoffees  or  the  survivcnv  of 
them,  shall  from  time  to  time  or  any  time  hereafter  as  often 
as  it  shall  so  happen,  within  six  months  then  next  fdlowing, 
by  a  Writing  or  Indenture  Tripartite  re-enfeoff  the  Survivors 
and  Eight  other  Inhabitants  of  the  Town,  being  of  good 
fame,  morals,  and  condition,  in  the  aforesaid  Estates^  fcHr 
fulfilling  the  intention  therrin  described. 

The  number  has  very  seldom  notwithstanding  been 
kept  up. 

The  original  Endowment  was,  in  1567,  £11. .4.. 8.,  and 
consisted  <^  26  Houses  and  Land  in  the  Market-Plaoe  of 
Ashby. 
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On  the  8d  of  Jany.^  in  the  37th  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1594> 
"  William  Woodfobd,  and  Four  other  Feoffees,  whereof  Robert 
Bainbbioob  and  Richard  Ashe  were  Two,  being  Tenants  to 
Two  of  the  best  houses  belonging  to  the  School,  made  new 
licases  for  100  years  at  a  small  increase  of  rent,  with  covenants 
to  repair  and  for  quiet  o^oying : — 

''  The  School  and  House  being  pulled  down  in  the  times  of 
War,  when  Ashby  was  a  Garrison  for  the  King,  and  the  Town 
being  destitute  of  a  School-master,  because  the  rents  reserved 
upon  these  long  Leases  for  100  years  being  but  i;i9..16..3.  per 
annum,  which  was  not  sufficient  maintenance  for  a  Master,  the 
Inhabitants  could  not  hire  one  for  that  sum  and  therefore  con- 
tracted with  Mr.  Pare  to  give  him  £l0.  per  annum  more  5 — 
but  the  then  Feoffees  not  paying  him  his  wages,  and  he  and 
some  other  Inhabitants  of  Ashby  unconcerned  with  the  School 
lands,  well  knowing  how  the  lands  given  for  that  use  were  mi«- 
employed,  in  the  year  1657,  sued  out  a  Commission  upon  the 
Statute  of  the  43d  of  Elizabeth  to  redress  the  misemployment, 
wherein  William  Bainbriooe  and  others  were  nominated  Com- 
missioners, and  decreed  the  lands  to  be  restored  to  the  Charitable 
use  for  which  they  were  given,  according  to  the  Donor's 
intent : — 

"  The  Exceptants  proved,  that  the  lands  were  of  greater  value 
because  the  Occupiers  had  laid  out  in  building  and  repairing 
£1713..! 3. .4.  or  thereabouts,  and  that  they  have  quietly 
enjoyed : — 

**  The  Respondents  for  the  School  proved,  that  the  house  of 
Georoe  Swindell's  was,  at  the  time  of  taking  the  Inquisition, 
let  at  £19.  per  annum,  besides  one  or  two  rooms  reserved  to 
himself,  which  house  the  Feoffees  let  at  £2.  per  annum : — ^That 
the  lands  and  meadows,  and  ground  on  which  the  Houses  stand, 
if  there  were  no  buildings,  are  worth  £50.  per  ann«fii.-«-That 
the  Exceptants  were  desired  to  produce  their  Leases  or  Evidences 
of  their  Estates  to  the  Commissioners,  and  they  answered  they 
could  not,  and  did  not  .*— 

''  The  Founder  left  26  Houses  in  Ashby  Market-Place  Imd 
those  the  best,  which  he  valued  at  £ll.  per  annum, — and,  at  the 
taking  out  the  Commission,  they  were  valued  and  proved  to  be 
worth  JCISO.  per  annum,  and  even  so  an  abatement  of  a  fourth 
part  of  the  actual  sum  for  which  they  let,  was  made : — 

'^  And  by  reason  of  these  frauds,  and  the  School  and  House 
being  puUed  down  in  the  time  of  War  for  the  better  fortifying 
of  the  King's  Garrison,  the  Town  of  Ashby  was  without  a  Sciiool 
and  House  for  the  space  of  30  years  together,  until  that  lately 
about  two  years  ago  the  present  Master,  unto  whom  the  Feoffees 
do  allow  but  £l9.  odd  money  for  his  maintenance^  dd  procure 
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fHends  and  money  to  re-build  both,  which  cost  about  j£200. 
building  without  any  contributions  out  of  the  School  lands,  which 
were  given  for  that  purpose  :•— 

'^  They  pray,  therefore,  because  the  Feofiees  have  mo  abused 
their  Trust  to  thier  own  advantage  and  wrong  of  the  School, 
that  no  School  Tenants  be  any  longer  Feofee$ : — ^That  the  Laad* 
be  restored  to  their  Charitable  use,  and  that  the  now  Earl  of 
Huntingdon  may  have  inspection  to  the  right  ordering  this 
Charitable  use  for  the  future." 

In  oonsequenoeof  this  Petition,  Loid  Chancellor  Jeffe* 

BIBS,  on  the  15th  of  Feby.  16S5,  made  a  Decree,  that  after 
the  death  of  the  then  Master  Mr.  Shaw,  the  Earl  of  Hu:nt- 
INGDOK,  and  his  Hdrs  Male,  being  Earls  of  HrvTiNODON, 
should  fMveitu  fiomination  of  the  Master  in/uiure.  Heako 
decreed,  that  new  Leases  should  be  granted, — ^setting  the 
old  ones'  aside.. 

The  Book  of  Accompts  is  perfect  from  the  year  1594; 
and,  at  that  time,  the  School  Estate  appears  to  have  pro- 
duced £19,  A6.*S.  per  amfrtum.  It^s  present  annual  amount 
is  £370..13..0.,  which  is  about  one-third  part  of  if  s  value, — 
the  buildings,  for  the  most  part,  are  the  very  best  Houses 
in  all  Ashby,  and  are  worth  £50.  or  £60.  per  annum  each, 
exclusive  of  the  Land  attached  to  them.

In  the  Accompt  Book  is  a  copy  of  some  Statutes,  in- 
serted in  1715  ;*vliich  the  Trustees  then  subscribed,  as 
believing  them  to  be  the  original  Statutes  of  The  Earl  of 
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HimTiMODOv,  in  1575 ;  But  subsequent  Trustees  have 
never  acted  upon  them,  because  they  differ  in  opinion  from 
the  Trustees  of  1715 ;  and  even  consider  them  a  Forgery 
by  one  Symon  Peeyn,  out  of  whose  book  ihey  are  said  to 
have  been  taken.  He  was  a  violent  Republican  in  the  time 
of  Oliver  Cromwell,  and  got  into  his  own  hands  the 
whole  of  the  Public  buinness  in  Ashby.  He  was  made 
perpetual  Registrar  of  the  Parish,  and,  it  is  said,  was  an 
excellent  Myrmidon  of  his  Prototype,  in  point  of  despotism, 
llie  whole  of  the  School  affiiirs  are  mentioned  to  have  been 
entirely  in  his  power ;  no  other  Trustee  then  acting  with 
him. 

The  present  Trustees,  as  former  ones  have  done,  ground 
thdr  authority  upon  the  following  Regulations : — 
"  17th  September,  1616. 

Memorandum,  That  it  is  ag^reed  the  year  and  day  above- 
named  between  us  whose  names  are  underwritten,  being  Feof- 
fees for  the  School  land  in  Ashby,  that  fix>m  henceforth, — 
l8t.    All  accompts  for  the  rents  to  be  received  of  the  School 
Land  shall  be  yearly  given  and  taken  amongst  ourselves 
only,  and  thai  about  the  beginning  of  November. 
2nd,  The  Collector  of  the  Rents  for  the  time  being  (after  he 
hath  paid  The  Schoohnaster  and  Clerk  their  year*s  wages^ 
and  the  Lord  his  Chief-rent)  shall  deliver  over  at  the  day 
of  accompt  the  surplusage  of  the  rents  and  other  his  re- 
ceipts unto  the  Collector,  that  is  to  succeed  for  the  year 
following. 
3d.    All  the  Feoffees  shall  once  every  year,  viz.,  upon  the  Second 
Tuesday  in  May,  or  thereabouts,  meet  and  go  together 
to  view  all  the  Tenements  belonging  to  the  School  Land> 
and  the  Collector  for   the  time  being  shall  caU  them 
together. 
4th.    Once  every  year,  viz,,  the  Second  Thursday  in  May,  or 
thereabout,  the  Feoffees  shall  meet  together  to  visit  the 
School. 
5(h.  Whatsoever  is  to  be  done  by  the  Feoffees,  either  for  making 
of  Leases  or  for  placing  or  displadng  of  the  Schoolnuuter, 
or  upon  any  other  occasion,  shall  be  ordered,  concluded, 
and  determined  by  the  consent  and  voices  of  the  greater 
number  of  all  the  Feoffees  for  the  time  being. 
6th.   Whereas  the  wages  that  have  been  antiently  allowed  to 
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the  Clerk  out  of  the  School  Land  was  but  268..8d.  yearly, 
and  that  of  late  years  13s.. 4d.  hath  been  added  thereto 
by  us^  for  the  increase  of  his  wages  j  It  is  now  agreed^ 
that  the  said  I3s..4d.  shall  no  longer  continue  unto  him 
than  he  shall  seem  to  the  greater  part  of  the  Feoffees  for 
die  time  beings  to  be  worthy  of  it. 

7th.  That  before  the  first  of  November  next,  there  shall  be  a 
convenient  Chest  bought  with  Three  locks,  wherein  all 
the  evidences  of  the  School  Land  shall  be  kept ;  whidi 
Chest  shall  stand  in  Mr.  RoaCRT  BAiNBRioe*s  house,  and 
the  Three  keys  of  it  shall  be  in  the  keeping  of  Nicholas 
Hasky,  Robbbt  Newton,  and  Thomas  SnERWoon. 

6th.  That  before  the  first  of  November  next,  Mr*  Robbbt 
BAiNBRioe  shall  niake  a  note  of  all  the  particular  Eviden- 
ces of  the  School  land,  which  note  shall  be  kept  in  the 
foresaid  Chest  with  the  rest  of  the  Evidences,  and  with 
this  Book  of  our  Accompt.  Signed,  Arthub  Hildebs- 
■AM^  Robbbt  Bain»bio«,  Robbbt  Nxwton,  Nicholas 
Haske,  Robbkt  Clabk,  John  Ash,  William  Ashe, 
(mark),  and  Thomas  Shebwood,  (mark)." 

In  the  same  Book  of  Acoompts,  under  the  date  of  1619, 
is  an  Itenif  which  fully  proves  die  authority  of  the  Statutes 
of  1616,  and  that  they  were  those  which  the  Trustees  acted 
upon,  and  that  they  never  entertmned  any  doubt  as  to  their 
power  of  appoirUmenif  and  removal,  of  the  Master.  The 
Item  which  is  alluded  to,  runs  thus,^- 

''  Paid  to  Mr.  Robbbt  Newton  charges  for  dUplacmgcfar  late 
Schoolmaster  Mr.  Watson,  lOs." 

N.B.  Mr.  Newton  appears  from  other  circumstances^  noted 
in  the  Book,  to  have  been  their  Law  Agent.

Before  the  present  Trustees  were  enfeoffed,  the  School 
was  a  mere  Sine-cure,  there  never  having  been  in  the  latter 
part  of  Mr.  Prior^s  time  above  3  or  4  boys, — and  there  are 
now  generally  about  One  Hundred  ! 

The  School  is  open  to  the  boys  of  the  Parish  indefinitdy, 
free  of  expense ;  and  there  are  generally  20  or  30  Extra. 
Parochial  Scholars.  They  are  admitted  not  according  to 
age,  but  their  ability  to  read  well  in  The  New  Testament; 
and  they  are  never  superannuated. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  are  at  present 
used.  There  is  no  particular  system  of  Education  prescribed, 
either  by  the  Statutes  or  the  Trustees.  All  that  the  Trus- 
tees require  is,  that  it  should  be  made  as  generally  use/id 
as  posdble.  French,  Italian,  Spanish,  and  Portuguese  are 
taught  at  present  in  this  School,  together  with  the  Mathe- 
matics, Greography,  History,  &c. 

There  are  Ten  Exhibitions  at  Emanuel  College, 
Cambridge,  of  £10.  per  annum  each,  founded  by  Francis 
Ash,  Esq.,  a  Merchant  in  London ;  to  which  boys,  who  are 
educated  at  The  Grammar  Schools  of  Ashby  and  Derby> 
have  a  preference. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  John  Curtis, 
whose  Salary  is  £150.  per  annum,  together  with  a  good 
House  and  Garden,  but  they  are  stiB  kept  possession  qfhj 
the  late  Master.  There  are  also  other  emoluments  ariong 
from  £xtra*Parochial  Scholars  of  which  the  Masters  par- 
take, but  these,  of  course,  fluctuate.  This  G^tleman  takes 
a  limited  number  of  Pupils,  his  tarms,  for  the  board  and 
education  of  each,  being  Seventy  guineas  per  annum,  in- 
cluding the  Classics  and  the  Modem  languages.  He  has 
an  Assistant. 
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The  Salary  of  the  Second  Master  is  £100.  per  amrnm. 
This  Gendemaa  is  the  English  Master ;  and  he  has  ako  an 
Assistant.  His  terms  for  Pupils  arcf  between  £20.  and 
jESO.  a  year  each. 

The  School  is  a  modem  handsome  building  cS  two  stories, 
and  about  60  feet  in  length.  The  lower  part  is  divided  into 
Two  rooms ;  one  of  which  is  used  by  the  Head  Master ;  and 
the  other  is  the  Trustees'  room,  which  is  fitted  up  with  the 
best  maps,  that  are  published,  and  added  to  from  time  to 
time,  globes,  a  Library  for  the  use  of  the  Scholars,  Mathe- 
matical instruments,  &c,  which  the  Trustees  most  laudably 
wish  to  make  as  complete  as  posnble. 

There  are  no  Church  Preferments,  nor  odier  advantages, 
belonging  to  this  School.    Neither  is  there  a  Common  Seal. 

The  Marquis  of  Hastings  is  the  VisUor^  and  may  be 
conndered  the  PtUrouj  as  his  Ancestors  gave  the  land

Thb  TarsTBEs  of  this  School  are  at  present  involved  in  a 
Chancery  Suit  with  the  late  Master,  The  Revd.  Mr.  Llots, 
the  decinon  of  which  will  be  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the 
whole  of  the  Ekpowed  Geammae  Schools  throughout  the 
Ijngdom. 

After  Mr.  Lloyd's  appointment,  and  whilst  the  Master's 
House  was  building,  he  gave  great  satufaotion  to  The  Trus- 
tees by  hb  diligence.  About  twelve  months  after  his  ap- 
p(»ntment  he  married,  and  filled  his  House  with  Boarders ; 
kept  them  in  the  room  in  which  he  sat  himself,  apart  from 
The  Free  ScJiolareyVad  interdicted  them  ftom  having  the 
least  communication  with  each  other ; — and  reftised  to  in- 
struct the  Free  Scholars,  either  in  Mathematics  or  Geogra- 
phy, except  as  a  matter  ofjaxxmr,  not  of  right  After 
repeated  remonstrances.  The  Trustees  declared  the  rituation 
to  be  vacanty  and  appcnnted  The  Revd.  Mr.  Citetis. 

Mr.  Lloyd  applied  to  The  Court  of  Chancery,  alleging 
that  The  Teustebs  had  no  right  or  power  of  removing 
him,  or  of  intofering  with  the  intonal  management  of  the 
School.    The  Foundation  Deed  is  so  vague,  that  it  neither 
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gives  the  Fourteen  Trustees  any  express  power  of  appoint- 
ment or  removal ;  only  stating,  that  they  are  to  find,  sus- 
tain, and  maintain  a  Master,  to  teach  Morals,  Virtue,  and 
good  Learning.  They  have  merely  followed  the  steps  of 
their  Predecessors,  as  exemplified  in  their  remcyodl  of  Mr. 
Watsok,  in  1619. 

The  issue  of  this  Suit  is  anxiously  looked  for  by  the 
County  at  large,  asdedding  whether  these  benevolent  Estab- 
lishments are  to  be  considered  (as  they  too  often  are)  the 
Freeholds  ct  the  Masters,  or  as  intended  for  more  general 
benefit  than  their  privaie  Emolument 
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MARKET  BOSWORTH. 


The  Free  Geammab  School  in  Market  Bosworth  was 
founded  in  1593,  by  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  Knight,  Lord 
Mayor  of  London;  who,  by  his  WiU,  dated  in  1592,  vested 
the  Patronage  of  the  School,  in  The  Skinners'  Compavf, 
of  which  he  was  a  Member,  with  this  reservation,  that  if 
they  neglected  or  abused  their  Trust,— which  he  hoped  in 
Grod  they  would  not, — then  by  application  to  The  Master  of 
the  Rolls,  it  should  be  transferred  to  his  Hem.  The  Skinners' 
Company  do  not  appear  to  have  ever  exercised  this  power ; 
and  application  having  been  made  to  The  Master  of  the 
Rolls,  the  Patronage  was  transferred  to  the  Heir  of  the 
Founder. 

He  endowed  the  School  with  £20.  per  annum  in  land, 
haidng,  previous  to  his  death  in  1593,  begun  the  erection  of 
the  School,  which  b  built  with  ashler  stone,  at  an  expense  of 
£700. 

His  great  Nephew  and  Heir,  Wolstan  Dixie,  finished 
this  Work  at  the  expense  of  £300.,  and  added  of  his  own 
free  will  £10.  per  amrnm  out  of  his  estate  at  Great 
Appleby. 
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By  the  Letters  PlEttent  granted  by  Queen  £u2abbth>  on  the 
11th  of  May^  in  the  Forty-third  year  of  her  reign,  1601,  power 
Is  given  to  Wolstan  Dixie,  Esq.  (Knighted  at  Whitehall,  in 
1604)  his  heirs,  executors,  and  administrators,  in  performance 
of  part  of  the  \lin  of  Sir  Wolstan  Dixib,  Knt.,  to  found  a 
Grammar  School  in  MaHketBosworth,  and  to  make  Statutes,  for 
the  better  regulating  and  ordering  the  Master,  Usher,  and  Scho- 
lars, as  also  of  the  Lands  and  Tenements  appointed  for  their 
maintenance.  The  School  to  be  called,  ''  The  School  of  Wol- 
stan Dixie,  Knight,  in  Maekst  Bobwobth,  in  the  County  of 
Leicester:*' — 

William  Pblsant,  Clerk,  Rector  of  Bosworth,  Richard 
CrLovEit,  John  Corbet,  and  John  Webbs,  Church-Wardens, 
and  Uie  said  Wolstan  Dixie,  Thomas  Beaumont,  Henry 
Beaumont,  John  Dixie^  Geoffrey  May,  and  William  Far- 
mer, Inhabitants  within  the  Parish,  were  made  the  first  Go- 

TERNORS  : — 

So  oft  as  any  Ooremors  die,  or  depart  from  the  Parish,  then 
the  Rector  and  Church- Wardens  of  Bosworth,  or,  in  their  de- 
fietult.  The  Bishop  of  Lincoln  is  to  choose  two  or  more  discreet 
Inhabitants  of  the  Parish  to  succeed  : — 

The  Governors  of  the  Sdiool  are  incorporated  by  the  name  of 
**  The  GovERNORfl  of  The  Grammar  School  of  Wolstan 
Dixie,  Knight,  in  Market  Bosworth,  in  the  County  of  Leices- 
ter: and  of  the  Possessions,  Lands,  Revenues,  Goods,  and 
Chattels,  of  the  same  School  :'* — 

The  Giovemors  are  ci^ble  of  having  and  receiving  Lands, 
Tenements,  &c.,  in  Fee  Simple,  or  otherwise;^  so  as  the  same  do 
not  exceed  jCSO.  per  annum,  and  be  not  holden  in  capite,  or  by 
Knight's  Service : — 

The  Governors  are  to  have  a  Common  Seal>  to  serve  only  con- 
oenaog  the  matters  in  the  Patent;  And  they  may  sue  or  be  sued 
concerning  the  same : — 

Power  IS  given  to  Wolstan  Dixie  and  his  Heirs  (being 
Twenty-one  years  of  age),  and  in  default  thereof,  to  The  Bishi^ 
of  Lehcoui  for  the  time  being,  to  name  the  Master  and  Usher  of 
the  School  upon  a  vacancy : — 

And  to  make  fitting  Rules  and  Orders,  in  writing,  for  better 
maintaining  the  School,  and  regulating  the  Master,  Usher,  and 
SchDlaart,  and  the  Salary  of  the  Master  and  Usher,  and  the  dis- 
position of  the  Rents  and  Revenues,  and  to  change  or  modify 
the  same  as  often  as  need  requires : — 

All  the  Rents  of  the  School  are  to  be  disposed  of,  to  the  main- 
tenance of  the  Master  and  Usher,  and  '^  to  nme  other  use  or 
fWTfoit:*

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This  School  b  open  to  the  Boys  of  the  Parishes  of  Mar- 
ket Bosworth  and  Cadeby,  and  Children  of  the  Tenants  of 
the  Dixie  Family  ftom  any  part,  for  their  instruction  in 
Latin,  Greek,  and  Hebrew,  free  of  expense. 

There  are  Two  Fellowships  at  Emanuel  College,  Cam- 
bridge, founded  by  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  the  possessors  of 
which  have  no  vote  in  any  College  affairs,  nor  claims  to  any 
Living  of  The  Sodety.  In  case  of  vacancy,  the  hdrs  of  iibe 
Founder  nominate,  and  the  College  are  obliged  to  admit  the 
nomination*  To  be  appointed  a  <<  Dixie  Fellow,^  it  is  re- 
quisite the  Candidate  should  be  related  to  that  Family,  ot 
diat  he  should  have  received  hb  education  at  Market  Bos- 
w(»th  School. 

There  are  also  Four  Sgholabships  at  Emanuel  CdOcge 
of  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie's  Foundation,  of  £lO.  per  emmrn 
each,  which  are  subject  to  the  same  restrictions. 

The  Estates  for  the  support  of  these  Fellowships  and 
Scholarships  are  situate  at  Sutton  Coldfield,  in  the  County 
of  Warwick,  and  have  been  greatly  improved  in  value, 
within  the  last  twenty  or  thirty  years. 

Mr.  BoswELL  in  hb  incomparable  Life  of  Dr.  Joassov 
teUs  us,  that,  in  the  forlorn  state  of  his  circumstances,  the 
Doctor  accepted  of  an  offer  to  be  employed  as  Usher  in  thb 
School,  to  which  it  appears,  from  one  of  hb  UtUe  fragments 
of  a  Diary,  that  Tie  went  onjbai,  on  the  16th  of  July. — 
<'  JuKi  16.  Bosvoriiam  pedes  petiiJ*  But,  it  b  not  true, 
as  has  been  emmeously  lehited,  that  he  was  Assistant  to 
the  famous  ANTHomr  Blacewall,  whose  merit  has  been 
honoured  by  the  Testimony  of  Bishop  Hitbi),  who  was  hb 
Scholar ;  for  Mr.  Blackwall  died  on  the  8th  of  April, 
1730;  more  than  a  year  before  Johkson  left  the  Uni- 
versity. 

Thb  employment  was  very  irksome  to  him  in  every  re- 
spect, and  he  complained  grievously  of  it  in  hb  Letters  to 
lus  friend^  Mr.  Hectoe,  who  was  now  settled  as  a  Surgeon 
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at  Birmingham.  The  Letters  are  lost ;  but,  Mr.  Hbctor 
reodOiects  his  writings  ^<  that  the  Poet  had  described  the  dull 
sameness  of  his  existence  in  these  words,  Vitam  continei  una 
dies  (One  day  contains  the  whole  of  my  life)  ;  that  it  was 
unvaried  as  the  note  of  the  Cuckoo ;  and  that  he  did  not 
know,  whether  it  was  more  disagreeable  for  him  to  teach,  or 
the  Boys  to  learn,  the  Grammar  rules. '^ 

His  general  aversion  to  this  painful  drudgery  was  greatly 
enhanced  by  a  disagreement  between  him  and  Sir  Wolstan 
DixiB,  the  Patron  of  the  School,  in  whose  House,  it  is  said, 
he  officiated  as  a  kind  of  Domesdck  Chaplain,  so  far,  at 
least,  as  to  say  Grace  at  table,  but  was  treated  with  what 
he  represented  as  intolerable  harshness ;  And,  after  suffering 
for  a  few  months  such  complicated  misery,  he  rddnquished 
a  situation  which  all  his  life  afterwards  he  recollected  with 
the  strangest  aversion,  and  even  a  d^ree  of  honor.  But, 
it  is  probable,  that  at  this  period,  whatever  uneaaness 
he  may  have  endured,  he  laid  the  foundation  of  much  future 
eminence  by  apphcation  to  his  studies. — Boswsll^s  Life  of 
JoHNsoic,  Vol.  I.  pp.  57*^.

1787-  Joseph  Moxon.    A  very  illiterate  man,  who, 
for  several  years,  had  officiated  as  a  WaiUr  at 
an  Inn  m  Bosworth,  which  was  kept  by  his 
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Father.     He  had  some  share  of  modesty,  and 
IB  said  to  have  expostulated  with  his  Patron 
on  the  impropriety  of  his  accepting  an  office^ 
die  duties  of  which  he  was  wholly  incompe- 
tent to  execute.     He  is  now   dead:    and, 
e&oept  in  the  instance  of  this  undertaking*, 
is  stated  to  have    been   "  a  voy  honest 
man.^' 
In  1788.  Revd.  WxLLiAM  Wood,  Rector  of  Peckleton  ; 
resigned  in   1B08,  in  consequence  of   bed 
health,  and  is  since  dead. 

Since  the  rengnaticm  of  Mr.  Wood,  no 
other  Master  has  been  appointed. 
RiCHAUD  Dawes,  a  learned  Critic,  was  educated  here, 
under  Mr.  Black  wall. 

tlie  Gentlemen  of  the  Nmghbourhood  fediing  ind^ant 
at  die  ftppointm^rt  of  Moxon,  by  which  the  objects  of  Thk 
Fo0KD£ii  were  completdy  defeated,  and  also  aware  that 
many  other  abuMes  existed,  determined  to  seek  redress 
of  their  grievances,  by  an  application  to  The  Court  ef 
Oiaacery. 

An  information  was  filed  i^mnst  the  Representative  of 
the  DixiB  Family  by  The  Attorney  General,  on  the  rdatioa 
of  JofiTN  Fabhee  and  William  VrNCB)fT,  of  Cariton,  and 
Thomas  Bakek,  of  Barleston,  all  respectable  Gentlemen 
Farmers,  occupying  thar  own  Estates  i«ilinn  the  Parish  of 
Market  Boswortb,* 

The  Ckse  is  imported  as  fblbms,  in  Vbset^s  Chanoeiy 
Reports,  tci.  XIII.  Part.  3.'/?p.  519—541  :— 


*  In  the  proceeduigs  in  this  Caoselt  tras  stated  by  the 
Counsel^  that  so  early  as  the  reign  of  Charlbs  the  Second 
thete  had  been  mismanagement  of  the  Estates  of  this  School : 
and,  on  application  to  The  Court  of  Chancery,  a  Receiver  had 
been  8|>pointed.    What  m(ife>e  was  done^  is  not  nentioneds 
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1801--*-18a5. 

*'  The  Infbrmatioii  stated  the  Foimdatioii  of  Hub  School  uii« 
der  the  Will  and  Codicil  of  Sir  Wolstan  Dixib^  dated  in  1592 
and  1593  — ^Letters  Patent  of  Queen  Elizabeth^ — and  a  Decree^ 
in  the  reign  of  King  Charles  the  Second,  by  which  it  was  pro- 
vided, that  the  Rector  and  Church-wardens  for  the  time  bdng, 
and  in  de&ult  of  them,  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  should  elect 
Governors,  (the  Rector  and  Church- Wardens  to  be  of  the  num* 
ber),  and  that  Sir  Wolstan  Pixie,  and  his  Heirs :  and  in 
default  of  heirs,  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln^  should  appoint  the 
Master  and  Ushers. 

''  The  Information  farther  stated,  that  after  the  death  of  Sur 
Wolstan  Dixie,  the  Nephew  and  Heir  of  the  Fonnder,  and  the 
succeeding  Heirs,  assumed  the  entire  management  of  the  Schopl^ 
being  the  Patrons  of  the  Church,  and  Owners  of  most  of  the 
Houses  and  Lands  in  the  Parish :  that  particularly  no  Grovemors 
had  been  appointed  from  1740  until  the  death  of  Sir  Wolstan 
Dixie,  the  Father  of  the  Defendants  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie  and 
WiLLocGHBY  DixiE,  iu  1767  i  during  which  period  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  Premises,  belonging  to  the  School,  were  recei- 
ved  by  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  the  Father :  aiuL  si^r  his  death,  by 
the  Defendant  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  until  a  Commission  of  Lu- 
nacy issued  against  him,  in  1769  :  and,  &om  that  period  the 
Rents  were  received  by  his  Brother  and  Committee,  the  Defend- 
ant WiLLouoHBY  Dixie.  The  Information  then  stated  various 
instances  of  Abuse  and  Mismanagement  3  that  Leases  were 
made  at  small  Rents,  with  Declarations  of  Trust,  for  the  Daugh- 
ters of  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie  y  that  the  Estates  were  under-let ; 
that  the  surplus  Rents  and  Profits,  beyond  the  Salaries  of  the 
Master  and  Ushers,  had  not  been  applied  to  the  purposes  of  the 
Charity  3  that  Willouohby  Dixie  had  appointed  to  the  Office 
of  Head  Master  Joseph  Moxon,  a  person  unfit  to  be  Master 
of  a  School,  being  a  Waiter  t»  a  Public-House;  whom  he 
afterwards  removed  :  and  appointed  William  Wood  3  that,  in 
1789,  the  Information  having  been  filed  in  1788,  the  Rector 
and  Church- Wardens,  under  the  influence  and  control  of  Wil- 
LouGHBY  Dixie,  elected  him  and  Five  other  persons,  also  De- 
fendants, to  be  Governors  3  all  of  whom  were  unfit  for  that 
Office,  as  his  Tenants,  or  otherwise  under  his  control  3  and 
one  a  Lessee  of  part  of  the  Charity  Estate,  at  an  under- value. 

"  The  Information  prayed  an  account  of  the  Rents  and  Profits 
received  by  the  several  Defendants,  and  by  Sir  Wolstan 
Dixie,  the  Father  3  that  proper  Directions  may  be  given  for 
the  application  of  the  Surplus  Rents  and  Profits  of  the  Charity 
Estates  3  and  that  the  persons,  appointed  Governors^  may  be  remo- 
ved, and  proper  Governors    ppointed.

This  matter  came  on  before  The  Chancellor,  on  the 
16th  and  17  th  of  November,  1801,  when  His  Lordship 
said, — 

*'  It  is  not  adviseable  to  dispose  of  this  Cause  entirely,  'till  a 
Petition  shall  be  presented,  to  bring  before  me,  in  another  shape, 
the  Question  as  to  removing  these  Governors  :  But  I  should  not 
do  my  duty,  if  I  did  not  say,  that,  in  the  administration  of  this 
Charity,  abuses  have  been  practised,  which  call  Jot  t?ie  most  mar^ 
ked  ammadverswn  of  The  Court 

"  The  authority,  according  to  the  Will,  given  to  this  Court, 
is  a  Special  authority,  applying  to  a  particular  Case.  The  par- 
ticular provision  in  the  Will  having  failed,  by  the  refusal  of 
The  Skinners*  Company  to  act,  it  naturally  and  legally  de- 
volved upon  the  Heir  at  Law.  The  Crown  properly,  as  it  al- 
ways does,  took  the  Heir*s  recommendation  of  the  Governors  of 
the  School  In  his  character  of  manager  of  the  Revenues  un- 
questionably he  became  amenable  to  this  Court  ^  for,  in  his 
character  of  Vmtor  he  never  could  control  his  own  accounts.  If 
The  Skinners*  Company  do  not  nominate  Grovemors,  or  if  their 
nomination  cannot  be  considered  a  nomination  dejure,  by  impli- 
cation the  nomination  is  given  to  the  heir  at  law  ;  and,  as  to 
the  Schoolmaster,  to  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln.  The  Letters  Pa- 
tent unfortunately  did  not  look  to  the  present  case  of  Lunacy. 
The  queston  is,  whether  the  Bbhop  has  the  power  of  appointing 
the  Schoolmaster,  or  whether  the  Committee  has  that  power ; 
which,  I  think,  can  hardly  be  contended  :  or  whether  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  Schoolmaster  is  not  in  the  Crown.  The  cir- 
cumstance of  Wood's  situation  is  to  be  considered.  He  has 
been  appomted  by  the  Committee  j  and  a  question  occurs,  that 
is  not  brought  forward  by  this  Information,  whether  he  is  dejure 
Schoolmaster  5  and  whether  it  is  not  expedient,  if  he  is  a  proper 
person  to  be  the  Master,  to  cloath  him  in  a  more  effectual  way 
with  the  character  of  Master,  than  he  at  present  has  it. 

"  The  Letters  Patent  are  produced  to  prove  the  charge  of 
misapplication,  not  in  the  common  sense,  merely  by  undue  ex- 
pendiiture,  but  in  corruptly  retaining  the  rents  and  profits  for  the 
benefit  of  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  or,  as  the  Information  expresses 
it,  of  part  of  his  Family.  The  Estates  were  let  in  1656,  and, 
at  subsequent  periods,  long  prior  to  1753.  The  first  letting  was 
undue  certainly  j  the  Tenant  being  himself  a  Governor.  But 
there  is  a  great  difference  between  an  undue  letting  and  a  lease 
for  the  purpose  of  constituting  himself  Tenant,  that  he  may 
have  the  means  of  underletting  at  a  great  private  advantage. 
The  leases  were  undue  also  in  this  respect  5   that  the  chances  0^ 
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improvement  in  atepseof  timeare  to  betaken;  and  are  not 
to  be  prevented  by  leases  enduring  half  a  century.  After  the 
filing  of  the  Infbrmation  it  would  have  been  more  discretion  to 
have  thrown  under  the  view  of  the  Court  the  election  of  Gover- 
nors, instead  of  it's  being  made  under  such  circumstances. 
From  1748,  when  an  attempt  was  made  to  appoint  new  Go- 
vernors, no  regular  appointment  took  place,  until  after  this 
Infbrmation  was  filed:  a  Quarrel  taking  place  between  the 
Dixie  Family  and  the  Rector.  In  1753,  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie 
knowing  he  was  not  the  legitimate  manager  of  this  Charity,  apd 
that  the  providence  of  this  Court  ought  to  have  been  thrown 
round  it,  the  following  transaction  took  place  with  Dudley,  his 
instrument,  and  some  others ;  A  lease  to  Dudley  by  these 
Governors,  (who  in  truth  were  not  Governors,  the  Office  not 
being  filled  up),  for  no  less  than  99  years,  if  the  three  Daugh- 
ters of  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie  should  so  long  live,  at  a  rent  £3. 
less  than  the  rent  paid  before,  and  a  Fine  of  JL*150. ;  with  a 
Declaration  of  Trust  indorsed  upon  it  by  Dudley.  Another 
lease  of  the  same  sort  was  made. 

''  It  is  said,  the  account  upon  an  Information  filed  in  1788, 
for  I  must  consider  it  as  taken  then,  against  the  estate  of  a  man, 
who  died  in  1767,  would  be  not  beyond  the  authority  of  the 
Court,  but  it  would  not  be  directed  with  much  discretion.  It  is 
one  thing  to  say,  that  a  general  account  shall  be  taken  of  all 
sums  received ;  and  another,  that  the  Court  may  hold  it  mani- 
festly due  to  justice,  that  some  inquiry  shall  be  made  as  to  the 
actual  application  of  all  advantages  acquired  under  these  leases ; 
and  I  cannot  think,  I  cany  the  authority  to  an  unwholesome 
length  by  saying,  I  will  search  to  the  bottom  the  application  of 
eveiy  thing  made  under  those  leases.  At  this  moment  I  am 
not  disposed  to  carry  the  account  of  the  rents  and  profits,  recei- 
ved by  the  late  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  farther  than  to  get  at  that. 
There  is  charge  enough  for  that  inquiry :  and,  instead  of  charg- 
ing the  estate  of  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  I  only  direct  an  inquiry  to 
see,  what  is  finally  right  to  be  done ;  but  if  the  resnlt  shall  be, 
that  any  part  has  been  applied  in  the  Family,  that  ought  to  have 
gone  to  the  sustentation  of  the  School,  in  any  interpretation  of 
that  word,  upon  forther  directions  the  Court  will  not  feel  any 
difficulty  in  saying,  that  must  be  considered  as  received  by  the 
order  of  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie  3  and,  therefore,  his  estate  shall  be 
answerable  for  the  amount. 

'*  The  next  period  is  that  of  the  Lunatic,  about  a  year.  The 
Information,  filed  in  1788,  did  not  produce  the  account  of  the 
rents  and  profits,  received  by  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  or  the  De- 
fendant WiLLOUGHBY  DcuE  ',  But  the  amended  and  supple- 
mental information  does  produce  an  account,  viz,,  the  Answer 
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put  in^  in  1793*  The  Af^pomtment  of  the  Goveraors-WBS  in 
1788.  After  the  Infbnnation  filed^  whoi  there  ought  to  hare 
been  no  more  payments  by  Dixui>  viz.,  in  November  1789^  a 
payment  was  mlMle  of  eight  years*  Salary  to  the  ReoeiTer  3  the 
Answer  stating  the  account,  as  ccmcluded.  The  Loughbonmgh 
Estate  was  not  accounted  for,  from  1768  to  1783.  I  have  no 
hesitation  in  directing  the  account  in  a  larger  form*  with  regard 
to  that  period  than  that,  in  which  the  late  Sir  Wolstan  Dixn 
was  living.    It  is  said,  the  Court  cannot  do  this. 

"  First,  as  to  the  Jurisdiction.    I  was  very  soon  satisfied  as  to 
the  Jurisdiction,  if  the  Corporation  ha4  been  lull,  and  had  the 
management  of  the  rents  and  profits.    I  say  also,  that  it  does 
not  necessarily  follow,  because  a  Commission  of  Charitable  uses 
would  not  issue,  that  therefore  this  Court  could  not  act  5  and  if 
it  were  made  out  that  'the  Governors  were  merely  nominal,  and 
only  the  Agents  of  Dixia,  this  Court  would  tiy  to  get  at  it. 
But  here  was  no  Visitor,  in  foct,  capable  of  acting  -,  a  person,  as 
Committee  of  the  Lunatic,  is  acting  without  authority  for  him 
as  Visitor  3    and  *till  after  the  Infonnation  filed,  there  were  not 
even  nominal  Governors.  Then,  if  the  Information  was  well  filed, 
will  the  election  pending  the  suit  take  away  from  the  Court  the 
Jurisdiction,  even  if  they  were  well  elected  ?  I  think,  not :  for  the 
Governors,  if  well  elected,  areTru8tees,and  the  Visitor  not  being 
capable  of  acting,  the  Jurisdiction  of  this  Court  must  take  place. 
''  Then,  the  Jurisdiction  being  clear,  the  next  consideration 
is,  as  to  the  manner  of  taking  tiie  account.    Though  the  ac- 
count in  form  must  be  directed,  I  do  not  think,  the  under-let- 
ting since  1787  has  been  carried  to  that  strict  degree  of  proof, 
to  make  it  wise  to  prosecute  the  inquiry  as  to  the  Rents,  except 
as  to  those  oornipt  leases ;  for  Trustees  of  a  Charity  are  not 
bound  to  look  with  more  providence  to  the  alEurs  of  the  Charity 
than  to  their  own.    A  sufficient  fair  letting  spears  as  to  that 
period  to  show,  that  an  inquiry  upon  the  ground  of  under-letting 
would  not  be  wise.    As  to  Kisb  and  the  other  Tenants,  if  the 
probable  result  would  be,  that  the  Rents  had  been  sufficient,  I 
should  hesitate,  whether  I  should  not  direct  the  account  for  tiie 
sake  of  the  principle  3   for  no  Trustee  can  be  a  Tenant;  and  the 
Court  wUl  charge  him  with  an  Occupier's  rack-rent  3   and« 
therefore,  if  the  diffeience  of  Kino's  rent,  between  sul  and 
eight  guineas,  were  not  too  small  to  make  it  worth  while,  I 
should  expressly  declare  that  the  ground.    Besides  tiiat.  Kino 
must  quit  the  premises. 

*'  As  to  the  other  Governors,  men  are  not  to  put  themselves 
m  a  siituation  of  responsible  duty,  and  expect  to  be  relieved  even 
at  the  expense  of  those,  who  bring  them  into  that  situation. 
Therefore  I  do  not  think,  it  would  be  unwholesome  to  serve 
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them  with  the  Decree.  As  to  remcmiig  the  Qovemofs,  it  is 
Tery  difficult  to  say,  they  are  not  to  be  removed :  such  an  elec- 
tion of  Governors^  compared  with  the  duties,  required  by  the 
Statute!  The  only  Answer  can  be,  that  no  other  Governors 
could  l>e  obtained ;  but  the  Evidence  is  all  against  that. 

'' As  to  the  consequence  of  removing, the  Governors,  the 
questions  upon  that  require  more  consideration.  Whether  there 
sheinld  be  a  new  Election,  or  a  Nomination  by  the  Bishop,  or  the 
Crown,  and  whether  those,  who  have  so  abuBed  the  situation  of 
Governors,  shall  be  disqualified,  I  shall  reserve,  'till  after  that 
Petition  shall  have  been  presented.  The  Relators  must  have 
their  costs  without  doubt.  It  is  too  mudli  to  say,  the  Charity 
Estate  is  to  be  redressed  at  the  expense  of  those,  who  seek  to 
redress  it.  The  consequence  would  be,  that  all  Charities  would 
be  for  ever  liable  to  aJlme  vMhmU  redress.  The  question  then  is, 
whether  it  is  to  be  out  of  the  Estate  of  the  Charity.  Much  of  it 
must  be  at  private  expense  3  whether  aU,  or  whether  there  may 
be  exceptions,  shall  be  reserved.  As  to  the  application  of  the 
surplus  rents  and  profits,  it  is  difficult  now  to  allow  Mr.  Dixie 
the  surplus  rents  and  profits  he  has  paid  over,  while  the  Infor- 
mation was  pending.  He  had  no  right  to  apply  thon,  pending 
the  Suit.  I  am  not  prepared  to  say,  that  under  the  large  words 
as  to  the  sustentation  of  the  Sdiool,  due  regard  being  had  to  all 
the  objects,  of  necessity  all  the  surplus  must  go  to  the  School- 
master. Upon  that  point  also  reserve  the  question,  until  after 
the  Petition  with  r^wrd  to  the  removal  of  the  Governors." 

On  the  26th  of  February,  1802,  a  Petition  was  accordingly 
presented,  suggesting, — 

'^  That  the  appointment  of  Wood  to  be  Master  was  not  a  due 
appointment^  and  that  he  was  not  properly  qualified, — ^That  the 
office  of  Vmtor  is  in  either  His  Majesty  or  the  Heir  of  the 
Founder ;  a^id  is,  in  consequence  of  the  Lunacy  of  the  Heir, 
vested  in  His  Majesty ;  and  is  to  be  executed  by  The  Lord  Chan- 
cellor >  and  praying  a  proper  appmntment  of  Masters, — That  the 
persons,  chosen  as  Governors,  may  be  declared  to  have  been 
improperly  chosen,  and  may  be  removed, — ^That  new  Governors 
may  be  appointed, — ^That  directions  may  be  given  for  the  future 
Regulation  of  the  School^  and  for  the  application  of  the  surplus 
rents,"  &c. 

On  the  6th  of  July,  1802,  this  matter  being  brought  on, 

His  Lordship  said,— - 

'^  In  this  Case  three  distinct  periods  are  to  be  attended  to ; — 
Firsty  the  acts  of  the  elder  Sir  Wolstan  Dixie,  particularly  with 
regard  to  the  leases^  require  a  declaration  of  the  principles,  upon 
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which  his  Estate  is  to  be  answerable*  and  some  particidar  diiec* 
tions.    As  to  the  time  of  the  Lunatic  himself,  there  is  not  macfa 
for  consideration ;  unless  upon  his  permitting  certain  branches  of 
his  Family  to  enjoy  beneficially.    That  enjoyment  by  sofieraace 
is  in  a  moral  view  much  less  an  object  of  censure  than  the  aea- 
tion  of  such  an  interest.    As  to  the  present  Defendant,  it  is 
impossible  to  avoid  expressing  strong  di$approbatum  of  his  ads^ 
and  with  regard  to  more  than  one,  the  Decree  must  contain  a 
declaration  of  the  sense  the  Court  haa  of  his  conduct    Directims 
are  also  necessary  as  to  the  account.   Peihaps  no  objection  could 
be  maintained  against  a  general  account  as  to  the  time  of  the 
Father :  but  I  think,  authority  will  bear  me  out  in  not  involving^ 
the  Charity  in  a  general  account  of  the  period,  during  wbidi  he 
lived  5  and  that  I  may  confine  it  to  the  leases,  appearing  to  liave 
been  made  by  him.    For  the  time,  during  which  the  Defendant 
WiLLouoHBT  Dixie  has  had  in  a  sense  the  general  management, 
though  the  prosecution  of  such  an  account  may  not  be  uaefiil,  I 
do  not  know  any  principle,  upon  which  I  can  avoid  directing  a 
general  account,  at  least  from  the  time  of  filing  the  Bill.    I 
believe,  great  mismanagement  has  UUeen  place;  and  that  might 
be  pressed  with  great  force  against  the  Defendant ;  if  it  should 
be  thought  worUi  while,  with  reference  to  the  delay,  to  go 
through  that  general  account.  The  Pleadings  require  that  account 
to  be  directed  generally ;  though  that  dvection  may  be  acted 
upon  in  a  more  Umited  manner. 

**  As  to  the  circumstances,  the  appointment  of  Moxon  to  be 
Master  was  invalid  :  next,  if  the  Defendant  had  stood  in  a  situa- 
tion in  which  he  could  have  made  that  appointment,  it  would  have 
been  an  abuse  of  his  powers.  The  appointment  of  Wood  must 
also  be  declared  invalid:  but  with  liberty  to  make  any  application 
for  a  due  appointment  to  those  persons,  who  can  make  it.  The 
prohibitbn  fit>m  appointing  any  beneficed  Clergyman  is  express 
and  strong  in  the  Statutes ;  and  the  reason  is  explained,  that  the 
Master  shall  not  in  this  sense  be  called  from  the  exercise  of  his 
duty,  attending  the  Scholars  in  his  Parish  Church  3  the  Statutes 
directing  him  to  require  them  to  furnish  him  with  notes  of  the 
Sermons. 

''  As  to  the  Governors,  the  Founder  originally  intended  to 
reserve  to  his  Family  a  considerable  influence  j  and  that  purpose 
was  veiy  proper  in  a  moral  view.  But  the  conduct  of  the 
Defendant  has  been  such,  that  I  do  not  know  how  to  preserve 
that  influence  in  his  person  -,  and,  if  not,  I  do  know,  how  it  can 
be  preserved  in  any  degree.  The  election  of  Governors,  the  sub- 
ject of  the  Supplemental  BiU,  was  a  wrong  and  undue  proceed- 
ing i  as  under  the  circumstances  that  Election  ought  not  to  have 
been  made^  pending  the  Cause>  without  leave  of  the  Court  The 
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i^  situation,  in  which  some  of  the  persons  electing  stood,  calls  for 

X  strong  anmadversUm.    Those  Governors  cannot  remain;  and  I 

5  think,  the  Court  under  all  the  circumstances,  has  poT^er  to 

e  remove  them.    Then,  are  they  to  go  to  a  new  Election  ?  The 

ft  .  objection  is,  that  then  the  Rector  and  Church-wardens  are  to 

(  choose  the  new  Governors;  and  a  doubt  may  be  suggested, 

1  whether  it  is  not  to  be  considered  as  a  defiiult  of  those,  who  were 

I  to  elect ;  which  would  authorize  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln  under 

I  the  Charter  to  appoint  3  or  whether  any  other  course  is  to  be 

i  taken.    Another  consideration  is,  whether  the  interest  of  tliis 

i  Charity  will  not  admit  of  particular  Individuals  being  appointed 

[  Governors  infuturo. 

''  1  have  long  been  perfectly  satisfied,  that  this  Court  has 
jurisdiction.  This  is  not  the  mere  case  of  a  Coiporation,  having 
Visitors :  but  the  Visitor  himself  has  generally  been  one  of  the 
Governors;  and  the  Governors  are  acting  as  Trustees  in  the 
receipt  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  estate.  That  is  a  sufficient 
,  ground.  But  there  is  another  ground ;  that  the  interest,  which 
this  Family  have  had  with  the  Rector,  has  not  induced  him  so 
far  to  accede  to  their  purposes  as  to  keep  the  Corporation  alive. 
From  the  period  of  the  dispute  about  the  management  it  does 
not  appear  to  have  existed  as  a  Corporation,  until  the  Governors 
were  filled  up  under  those  circumstances.  Then  it  is  the  case  of 
persons,  acting  as  to  what  does  not  belong  to  them  within  that 
Corporate  character,  that  would  be  necessary  to  lay  the  Founda- 
tion of  an  objection  to  the  Jurisdiction.  The  Corporation  revived 
therefore  could  not  possibly  compel  a  due  account  for  the  time 
past,  or  a  due  application  for  that  period,  without  the  assistance 
of  a  Court  of  Equity ;  which  therdEbre  must  have  jurisdiction  as 
to  those  persons,  who  acted  in  the  intermediate  period;  not 
having  vested  in  them  that  character,  which  alone  could  form 
the  ground  for  an  objection  to  the  jurisdiction. 

"  I  shall  direct  inquiries  as  to  those  leases,  which  Sir  WoYstan 
Dixie,  the  Elder,  procured  for  the  benefit  of  some  of  his  Family; 
and  7  shall  make  his  assets  liable,  at  least  to  the  extent  of  what 
the  Charity  has  lost  by  the  benefit  they  received.  Upon  the 
Evidence  that  was  done  by  his  express  direction  and  appoint- 
ment :  leases  made  and  declarations  of  trust  for  the  benefit  of 
his  issue ;  who  possessed  under  those  acts.  In  the  result  of  any 
Suit  in  Equity  his  estate  ought  first  to  refund  to  the  Charity  that 
loss.  I  am  not  called  upon  to  direct  a  general  account.  That 
account  would  be  difficult  and  expensive :  it  is  not  clear,  that 
the  expense  of  it  would  fall  upon  his  estate ;  and  therefore  it  is 
doubti^l,  whether  it  would  be  beneficial  to  the  Charity;  if  the 
expense  of  an  account  to  so  remote  a  period  should  be  defrayed 
]>y  the  Charity  Funds.  The  period  of  the  Lunatic's  management 
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is  very  short.    As  to  the  Committee,  not  saying,  whetker  it 
would  be  right  to  disturb  the  payments  to  the  Schoc^masters  and 
others,  without  a  very  strong  ground,  I  tHink  it  due  to  principle 
and  authority  to  declare,  that  the  Information  must  carry  wiA  it 
an  account,  at  least  from  the  time,  when  it  was  filed.    Tlie 
appointment  of  Moxon  /  must  declare  a  mast  culpable  abuse  of 
the  Trust,  if  Tested  in  the  Defendant.    A  division  of  the  profit 
took  place  between  him  and  Wood  by  bargain.    Wood  also 
must  be  declared  not  to  have  been  duly  appomted.  The  Defen<]aji€ 
had  imposed  upon  him  a  duty,  not  only  to  this  School,  but  also 
to  his  Brother,  to  preserve  by  proper  conduct,  that  iNFLUBurcB, 
which  THE  Founder  intended  to  give  to  his  Family. 

''  This  Estate  has  been  treated  too  much  as  Private  Property : 
Manors,  Fisheries,  &c.,  being  reserved  -,  which  might  be  reserved ; 
but  that  must  be  for  Uxe  benefit  of  the  Charity." 

.^  On  the  27th  of  August,  1805,  The  Chancellor  declaied^r- 
^^^"^^lliat,  under  the  circumstances  of  this  Case,  the  election  of 
WiLLOtrsQBY  DixiB  and  the  other  Persons,  as  Governors,  was 
invalid.  The  Accounts  were  directed ;  and  Inquiries  as  to  tiie 
Charity  Estates  5  whether  any  and  what  Leases  were  made  by 
Sir  WoLSTAN  Dixie,  Willouohbt  Dixie,  or  their  Father;  at 
what  Rents ;  whether  they  were  fair,  or  not ;  which  were  wholly 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Charity,  and  whether  they  were  in  Trust 
for  Sir  Wolbtam  Dixie,  the  Father,  or  the  Liunatic,  or  any,  and 
what  persons.  Relations  of  any  of  them.  It  was  declared,  that 
any  Lease  of  the  Charity  Estate,  as  far  as  it  shall  appear  to  be 
for  the  personal  benefit  of  the  Grantor,  or  his  Representatives,  or 
any  of  his  Children,  or  Family,  or  any  persons,  other  than  those^ 
entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  Charity,  is  an  abuse  in  the  appUca- 
Hon  of  the  Charity  Btnds ;  for  which  such  person,  or  his  estate, 
is  answerable :  the  Relators  to  lay  before  the  Master  a  proposal 
for  proper  persons  to  be  Grovemors :  an  Inquiry,  whether  Wood 
was  duly  appointed  Master :  and,  if  he  was  not  duly  appomted, 
or  if  he  was  an  improper  person,  the  Relators  to  lay  a  prot>osal 
for  the  appointment  of  a  School-master :  the  Master  in  Chaaceiy, 
to  whom  it  was  referred,  to  state,  in  whom  the  right  of  appoint^ 
ing  the  School-master  is ;  and  a  scheme  for  the  future  manage- 
ment of  the  Charity."  / 

Whilst  the  Relators  were  preparing  to  lay  the  various  matters 
before  Master  Cox,  the  Master  in  Chancery  to  whom  they  were 
refSerred  in  the  Chancellor's  Decree,  they  had  only  be»i  able  to 
recommend  and  get  appointed,  Valentine  Green,  Esq.,  of 
Normanton-le-Heath,  in  the  County  of  Leicester,  as  Receiver  of 
the  Rents  of  the  School  Estates,  before  Mrs.  Pochin  (who,  on  the 
death  of  Willoughbit  Dixi£^  Esq.,  had  been  appointed  C!om* 
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mittee  for  the  Lunatic^  and  was  sole  Executrix  of  her  brother 
WiLLOuoBiBY  Dixie)  filed  a  Bill  against  them,  to  have  the  Cause 
re-heard  before  a  new  Chancellor,  who  had  been  appointed  on 
Liord  £ldon*8  resignation  of  the  Seals. 

To  this  Bill  the  Relators  put  in  their  Answer  without  much 
delay:  But  Mrs.  Pochin  has  never  brought  the  matter  to  a 
hearing, — a  measure,  which  has  prevented  the  Relators  from 
proceeding  in  this  business. 

It  must,  however,  in  justice  to  the  Relators  be  stated,  that 
they  have  suffered  this  long  delay,  from  a  specious  proposal 
having  been  made  to  them  of  an  amicable  arrangement, 
without  the  tedious  forms  of  the  Court  And  as  ^ey  are 
well  aware  of  the  great  grievance  which  the  whole  neigh- 
bourhood sustains  by  procrastination,  they  are  now  deter- 
mined, unless  the  business  is  settled  to  their  satisfaction 
during  the  present  Term  (Feby.,  1818),  or  before  the  Easter 
Term  commences,  to  instruct  Counsel  to  move  the  dismissal 
of  Mrs.  PocHiN*8  Suit 

Of  those  woKTHY  MEN, — ^who  so  laudably  and  honourably 
instituted  the  proceedings,  and  who  were  so  highly  extolled 
by  Lord  Eldon,— Mr.  Fabmek  only  survives. 

Since  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Gkebn  the  School  estates 
have  been  much  'improved,  and  the  Revenue  now  amounts 
to  nearly  £700.  a  year. 

The  Estates  are  situate  at  Appleby,  in  the  Counties  of 
Leicester  and  Derby, — at  Loughborough,  Carlton,  Barton 
in  the  Beans,  and  at  Bosworth,  all  in  the  County  of  Laoes- 
ter.  The  Manor  of  Great  Appleby  also  belongs  to  the 
Governors.  The  aocumulationB  are  paid  into  the  hands  of 
The  Accomptakt  Gbkeilal  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  and 
amount  to  a  very  large  sum. 

Mr.  Slade,  die  late  Head  Master,  received  only  £101.  a 
year, — Mr.  Slade  (his  Son),  the  Usher,  £30., — and  Mr. 
HoLWORTHY,  the  Writing  Master,  £20.  or  £21.  per 
annum. 

When  speaking  of  the  worthy  Founder  of  this  School, 
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Mr.  Nichols  ia  an  animated  stjle  observes,  **  Sir  Wolstax 
DixiB,  who  was  a  friend  to  his  Country  and  to  Man- 
KiKD,  deserves  to  be  remembered  for  his  exemplary  character 
as  a  Magistrate,  and  his  extensive  Charities;  And  his  De- 
scendants have  more  reason  to  boast  of  having  such  an 
Ancestor  in  their  Family,  than  of  the  tradition  that  the 
Founder  of  it  w(M  aUicd  to  King  Egbert.^ 
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MARKET  HARBOROUGH. 

The  Free  School  at  Marset  Habborough,  commonly 
called  ^^  Smithes  Charity  School^  was  founded  in  the  year 
1614,  by  Robert  Smith,  a  native  of  this  place,  and  Citizen 
of  London :  who  purchased  of  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Com- 
monalty an  Annuity  of  £10.  per  annum,  to  be  paid  to  the 
Master,  for  teaching  Fifteen  poor  Boys,  gratis. 

To  this  Annuity  there  has  been  some  little  addition  made 
by  Two  other  donors. 

On  the  25th  of  May,  1650,  by  virtue  of  an  order  of  Par- 
liament, the  yearly  sum  of  £30.  was  directed  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  Rectory  of  Whitwick,  in  the  County  of  Leicester, 
reserved  to  the  Lord  Beaumont,  and  from  him  sequestered 
for  increase  of  the  maintenance  of  the  Master  of  this  School, 
his  Stipend  at  that  time  being  only  £lS.per  annum. 

It  was  the  wish  of  the  Founder,  that  Latin,  Greek,  and 
Hebrew  should  be  taught  in  this  School.  And  these  in- 
structions appear  to  have  been  complied  with,  from  the  cir- 
cumstance of  the  first  Five  Masters  being  Clergymen,  vix., 
from  The  Revd.  John  O&pin  in  1614,  to  the  death  of  The 
Revd.  George  Periam  on  the  26th  of  April  1780. 

but  the  original  emoluments,  amounting  only  to  £2S.per ' 
annum,  being  inadequate  to  the  talents  of  any  person  emi- 
nent  for  learning,  and  the  Poor  being  wholly  unprovided  for, 
excepting  the  Fifteen  Boys  mentioned  by  The  Founder,  it 
was  lately  converted  into  a  National  School  on  the  JIfadras 
System,  in  which  One  Hundred  boys  nearly  are  now  taught 
free  of  any  expense. 
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KIBWORTH^  near  Market  HARBOROuoif . 

The  FftBB  Grammar  School  at  Kibi^o&th  is  of  ajicient 
origin. 

In  a  Bill  in  Chancery^  in  the  reign  of  Henry  the  Seventii^  the 
Plaintiff  sets  forth^  that  certain  lands  and  tenements  in  Kibwoith 
Beauchamp>  Kibworth  Harcourt,  Smeeton  Westerby,  and  Carle- 
ton  Curlieu,  in  the  County  of  Leicester^  were  heretofore  given  Ibr 
the  maintenanoe  of  a  Free  Grammar  School,  and  Schookuaster 
in  Kibworth. 

On  the  30th  of  November,  1614,  a  Commission  upon  the 
Statute  for  Charitable  uses  was  issued, — ^And,  on  an  Inquisition, 
on  the  4th  of  October,  1G25>  it  was  found  that  dirers  messuages, 
ftnn8>  cloaes,  and  divers  rents  in  Kibworth  Beauchamp,  and 
otiier  places,  in  the  several  occupations  of  Thomas  Kilpeck, 
and  others,  were  given  to  the  maintenance  of  a  Free  School :— • 

And,  on  the  6th  of  October,  it  was  decreed,  that  all  the  pno- 
fits  of  the  prenises  should  be  employed  for  ever : — 

1.  Towards  the  nuuntenance  of  a  Free  Grammar  School,  and 

a  Master  of  the  same  : — 

2.  Towards  erecting  a  School-house  in  the  close  of  the  said 

Thomas  Kilpbck  :--* 
^     3.  Thai;  the  Tenants,  then  found  to  have  paid  under-rents, 
should  pay  such  sum  to  the  Master  as  they  were  foimd 
to  be  word). 

4.  That  the  Tenants  should  pay  to  the  Master  such  rents  yeariy 

as  were  foimd  ;— 

5.  That  the  Master  should  build  a  School-house  therewith  in 

Kilpecks  close, — should  make  leases  for  ^1  years,  not 
under  the  value  found  by  the  Inquisitioti,  but  for  as  much 
more  as  could  be  obtained,-^«end  that  the  Lessees  should 
pay  their  rent  to  the  Master  for  the  time  being. 
On  the  5th  of  July,  1709,  another  Commission  of  Charitable 
uses  was  taken  out  by  Mr.  1iamplu«h,  an  Attorney  of  Kibworth, 
and  tMrected  to  Thomas  fiarl  of  Stamford,  Bash.  Sari  of  Dbx- 
BioH,  Sir  Richard  Halford,  Sir  George  Beaumont,  Sir  Gil- 
bert Pickering,  Baronets,  and  others, — ^And  two  contradictory 
Orders  made  thereupon,  occasioned  a  long  dispute  in  Chanoeiy, 
which,  in  1728,  was,  by  consent  of  all  the  parties,  referred  to 
the  arbitration  of  Francis  Edwards,  of  London,  Esq.,  and 
Richard  Bcckbt,  of  Kibworth  Beauchamp,  Gentleman,  who 
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decreed  that  a  new  Feofiment  shotdd  be  made  to  Sir  Richard 
Halford,  Bart.,  and  Fourteen  others,  as  Trustees  and  Feoffees, 
in  trust  for  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Parish  and  the  Charity, — ^Who 
were  empowered  regularly  to  elect  a  Master,  and  to  perform  the 
other  parts  of  the  original  Trust — the  substance  of  all  which 
was  confirmed  by  the  Court  of  Chancery,  on  the  9th  of  July, 
1722. 

Disputes,  nevertheless,  arising  in  1724,  in  the  choice  of  a 
Master, — Five  of  the  old  Feoffees  clandestinely  electing  John 
Cranor,  a  Relation  of  some  of  them, — and  Twelve  others  at  a 
regular  Meeting  electing  William  Cox,  Clerk,  who  was  duly 
licensed  by  the  Bishop, — ^the  whole  business  was  again  carried 
into  Chancery,  and  not  ended  until  about  the  year  1725,  when. 
The  Earl  of  Macclesfield  being  removed  from  the  Chancellor- 
ship, the  Great  Seal  was  committed  to  Sir  Joseph  Jekyll, 
Baron  Gilbert,  and  Justice  Raymond,  one  or  more  of  whom 
made  an  Order  concerning  it. 

And,  in  17^5,  Francis  Edwards,  Esq.,  one  of  the 
Trustees,  a  Gentleman  eminent  for  liberality  and  munifi- 
cence, then  resident  and  possessed  of  considerable  property 
in  the  Parish,  took  down  the  old  School-room,  an  indifferent 
building,  and  very  much  out  of  repur,  and  re-built  it,  toge- 
ther with  the  Master^s  house  adjoining,  at  his  own  expense ; 
before  which  time  there  was  no  House  appropriated  to  the 
use  of  the  Master.  An  addition  was  made  to  it  by  The 
Bevd.  Mr.  Cox,  the  Master,  who  died  in  1759 ;  but  it  is 
still  small. 

The  School  which  is  situate  in  the  Hamlet  of  Kibworth 
Beauchamp,  and  nearly  in  the  centre  of  the  Parish,  is  a  noble 
Edifice,  with  a  spacious  Court

Ist.  That  there  be  one  Master  appointed  and  invested  with 
the  sole  Groivemment  and  Superintendence  of  the  School. 

3d.  That  he  admit  under  his  care  all  the  Sons  of  Freemen 
and  Freemen's  Widows  resident  in  the  said  Borough^  and  the 
Sons  of  deceased  Freemen  who  were  so  resident  immediately 
before  the  time  of  their  deaths  such  Sons  being  on  their  admis- 
sion of  or  abo^'c  the  age  of  seven  years^  and  being  capable  of 
reading  correctly  a  Ch^t^  in  the  Testament.

That  the  Head  Master  be  allowed  to  demand  from  each 
boy  on  the  Foundation  the  sum  of  one  Guinea  on  his  admiaaion, 
and  the  sum  of  two  Guineas  per  annum,  in  lieu  of  PoktUon  mono/, 
as  has  been  usual  heretofore. 

7th.  That  there  be  two  Vacations  of  one  month  each  in  the 
Year,  and  that  the  Hours  of  teaching,  and  all  Holidays  be 
appointed,  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  Head  Master. 

8th.  That  there  be  one  Visitation  in  the  Year,  according 
to  ancient  custom,  at  such  time  as  the  Mayor  for  the  time  being 
shall  appoint ;  when  ail  the  Free  boys  i^all  be  submitted  to 
the  examination  of  the  Mayor  and  Visitors,  and  such  of  the 
Clergy  as  they  may  call  in  to  their  assistance.  And  that  i^n 
their  report  the  boys  be  classed,  and  removed. 

9th.  That  no  Free  boy  be  allowed  to  absent  himself  from 
School,  without  the  express  permission  of  the  Head  Master. 

lOth.  That  no  Free  boy  be  expelled  the  School,  but  by  the 
Mayor  and  Visitors. 

11th.  That  the  Head  Master  be  permitted  to  take  under  his 
care  any  other  boys,  both  for  boarding  and  instruction.  And  tiiat 
the  two  Lower  Masters  assist  in  t^u^ing  them,  as  he  may 
direct. 

12th.  That  no  distinction  be  made  in  the  treatment  of  the 
Free  boys  and  the  other  Scholars,  but  that  there  be  a  perfect 
community  of  privileges  between  them. 

13th.  That  at  every  Visitation  the  Head  Master  shall  present 
to  the  Mayor  and  Visitors  a  list  in  writing,  containing  the  names 
of  the  Free  boys  then  in  the  School,  whether  upon  the  Founda- 
tiop  or  not,  and  that  whenever  the  number  of  such  boys  shall  be 
less  than  Six  such  list  be  read  by  the  Town  Clerk  at  a  special 
Court  of  Senior  Aldermen  to  be  summoned  for  the  purpose. 

14th.  That  the  Head  Master  bind  himself  to  observe  these 
rules,  and  to  relinquish  his  Office  when  it  shall  appear  to  the 
Mayor  and  Senior  Aldermen,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  that  he 
has  wilfully  and  habitually  violated  them  to  the  manifest  iojuiy 
of  the  School,  or  whenever  they  shall  be  decidedly  of  opinion  that 
the  School  is  sinking  into  decay,  or  that  the  number  of  Boys  is 
so  far  decreased  as  that  it  is  evidently  going  to  decay  through  the 
bad  character,  the  negligence  or  misconduct  of  the  Master,  or 
that  his  removal  is  necessary  on  account  of  his  holding  any 
Principles  which  may  be  subversive  of  Religion  or  the  estalii^iKd

15th.  That  the  Head  Master  pay  to  the  Under  Masters,  siich 
Salaries  as  he  shall  agree  to  allow  them.

Application  is  made  to  the  Head  Master  on  behalf  of  the 
Candidate  for  admission.  There  is  no  age  prescribed  at 
which  they  are  subject  to  Superannuation, 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used;  and  the  present  system 
of  Education  is  upon  the  Eton  plan. 

There  is  an  Exhibition  of  £6.  a  year,  payable  by  The 
Corporation  to  Two  Scholars  living  and  studying  in  Lincoln 
Coll^,  Oxford,  which  was  given  by  the  Will  of  a  Mr. 
Thomas  Hatne.  The  Scholars  are  to  be  chosen  by  the  t. 
Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Three  Senior  Aldermen  out  of  the 
Free  School  of  Leicester,  or  of  Melton  Mowbray,  if  Ldces- 
ter  fails. 

And  by  Deed  enrolled,  dated  the  11th  of  October,  1576, 
Henry  Earl  of  Huntinodon,  Lord  President  of  York,  granted 
an  Annuity  or  Exhibition  of  £4.,  to  be  given  yearly  for  ever  to 
Two  Scholars  (being  poor  men's  sons),  who  should  be  Students 
in  this  School,  viz.,  40s.  a  piece,  to  be  paid  to  them  by  The 
Master  or  Warden  of  The  New  Hospital,  so  long  as  they  should 
continue  in  the  School.  And  he  also  granted  one  other  Annuity 
or  Exhibition  of  £6.,  to  be  given  yearly  to  Two  poor  Scholars 
who  should  go  from  this  School  to  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  to  be 
bred  up  in  Learning  there, — ^none  of  the  Scholars  to  enjoy  the 
same  above  the  space  of  five  years. 

Thb  Trustees  are  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  who  have 
passed  the  Chair,  and  by  them  the  Head  Master  is  appointed. 

The  Ushers  are  now  appointed  by  The  Head  Master. 

The  Visitors  of  this  School  are  The  Mayor  and  Alder- 
men who  have  passed  the  Chair,  who  take  to  their  assist-  . 
anoe  the  Vicars  of  the  several  Parishes  in  Leicester,  and  the

Thb  Town  and  Parish  of  Loughborough  are  in  a  very 

[  high  degree  indebted  to  the  fortune  and  estates  of  Thomas 

BmenySy  an  inhaUtant  of  tMs  Town,  and  a  merdiant  of  the 

I  SUq^  at  Calais ;  who,  by  a  Deed  of  Feoffment,  dated  the 

29th  of  April,  1495,  granted  to  Richaed  Lymincdon 
otherwise  Lemingtoic,  of  Loughborough,  Merchant,  and 
others,  all  his  lands  and  tenements  in  the  Parishes  of  Lough- 
borough, North  Cotes,  Hoton-Cotes,  Long  Whatton,  Har- 
by,  Btathem,  Thrussington,  Prestwold,  and  Burton  on  the 

I  Wolds,  all  in  the  County  of  Leicester, — and  in  those  of 

I  East  Jjeeky  Willoughby  on  the  Wolds,  and  Sutton  Bo- 

nington,  in  the  County  of  Nottingham  : — ^And,  in  the  same 

I  ywTj  by  Letter  of  Attorney,  he  empowered  Thomas  B ar- 

KEE  to  enter  upon  the  Premises,  and  in  his  name  to  deliver 

I  die  same  into  the  full  and  peaceful  seisin  of  Mr.  Lymiko^ 

noK,  and  the  other  Feoffees,  being  then  of   the  annual 

\  value  of  about  £S6. 

These  lands  were  originally  ^ven  for  the  maintenance  of 
a  Chai^try  in  the  Pari^  Church ;  but,  at  the  Reformation, 
a  Decree  was  passed  to  convert  them  to  the  use  of  a  Frbe 
Grammar  School,  the  repur  of  certain  public  Bricks  in 
die  Parish  of  Loughborough,  and  the  surplus  to  be  paid 
over  to  the  Overseers  in  sad  of  the  Parish  rates. 

This  appropriation  was  by  several  deeds  of  Feoffment 
continued  down  to  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  ;  during 
whose  reign,  a  complaint  being  made  in  Chancery,  an  Or- 
der was  issued,  in  June,  1596,  by  Sir  Nicholas  Bacon, 
then  Lord  Keeper,  directing,  that  if  any  dispute  should 
arise  touching  the  misapplication  of  the  rents  and  profits  of 
tiie  said  Lands,  or  the  choice  of  new  FeoiFees,  the  same 
diould  be  determined  by  the  Lord  Chancellor,  or  Lord

Keeper,  for  the  time  bring,  or  by  the  Judges  of  the  Cbcuit 
wherein  such  lands  should  lie. 

The  present  amount  of  the  Estates  is  about  £1100* 
per  annum.  The  surplusage  of  the  rents,  after  the  Bridges 
are  repaired,  and  the  Masters  are  paid,  is  handed  orer  to 
the  Parish  in  aid  of  the  Foors^  Rates; — bdmg  upm  the 
average  about  Six  or  Seven  Hundred  pounds  per  anmumt^ 

The  Feoffees  are  Twelve  in  number ;  and  when  re- 
duced to  StJc^  by  death  or  otherwise,  the  vacancies  are  to 
be  filled  up  immediately  by  the  surviving  Feoffees. 

There  are  no  Statutes.  The  System  of  Education  is  at 
the  discretion  of  The  Feoffees. 

The  School  is  free  for  all  who  reside  in  the  Parish  of 
Loughborough.  The  number  of  Scholars,  attending  the 
Grammar  School,  is  now  frcHn  15  to  20, — although  it  ha^ 
firequeotly  been  not  so  numerous. 

Mr.  John  Someeville,  Master  of  this  School,  by  his 
Will,  dated  the  10th  of  April,  1680,  bequeathed  £20a 
for  the  purchase  of  land,  and  settled  the  same  upcm  Jssus 
College,  in  Cambridge,  towards  the  maintenance  of  one 
or  more  Scholars  there,  until  they  be  Masters  of  Arts^  who 
had  be^n  bred  in  The  High  School  at  Loughborough. 
The  rent  of  this  estate  is  now  about  £25.  per  ofimiifi/— but 
it  has  not  been  claimed  for  the  last  SUplgf  years. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Thomas  Ste- 
venson, whose  Salary,  which  is  optional  with  the  Feoffees, 
is  now  J£l00.  per  annum,  together  with  a  large  House  ca- 
pable of  accommodating  from  Twenty  to  Thirty  Pu]»ls, 
and  a  garden.  This  Gentleman  does  not  avail  himself  of 
the  opportunity  of  taking  Boarders. 

The  Second  Master  has  £30,  per  annum,  with  a  house, 
—for  teaching  Twenty-five  boys,  reading,  writing,  and 
arithmetic. 

A  Third  Master  has  withm  these  Twelve  months  been 
engrafted  upon  the.Estabhshment,  who  teaches  120  boys 
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aooarding  to  the  Madras  system,  for  which  he  receives  £60. 
per  amfnum.

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MELTON  MOWBRAY. 

TuE  establislmient  of  Schoolb  at  Meltok  Mowb&at  ap- 
pears to  be  of  andent  date,  fiar  so  early  as  the  year  1347 
they  are  noticed  as  having  existed  befisre  that  period,  and 
being  then  taken  under  the  OMire  immecfiate  Fatzoaage  of 
King  Henbit  the  Third,  in  consequence  a£  his  becoming 
possessed  of  the  Temporahties  of  the  Priory  of  Lewes. 

The  earliest  of  the  Deeds,  sow  m  possesskm  of  The  Feof- 
fees of  the  Town  Estate  (the  Bents  of  which  are  appropri- 
ated for  various  other  uses  aa  wdl  as  the  School),  is  a  Con- 
veyance from  former  Trustees.  But  by  whom  Uie  estates 
were  at  first  given,  is  unknown. 

The  Endowment  was  cMiginally,  as  it  sdH  remains,  in 
Houses  and  Land ;  the  whole  amount  of  the  rents  of  which 
is  now  about  £600.  per  amnum* 

About  Twenty-five  years  since,  almost  all  the  InhabitHits 
signed  a  Deed,  by  which  the  whole  of  the  Estate  is  conveyed 
to  certun  Feoffees  in  Trust,  to  apply  the  rents  in  such  man- 
ner as  the  Inhabitants  shall  at  any  Meeting,  of  which  notice 
(fflgned  by  Twelve  Inhabitants)  shall  have  been  given 
three  previous  Sundays  in  the  Church. 

There  are  Two  Schools : — one  for  BoySy  and  the  other 
for  Girls.  The  Lower  School  for  Boys  is  open  for  all  in 
the  Town  above  Six  years  of  age,  free  of  expense ;  and 
these  are  removable  by  a  Committee,  as  they  think  fit,  mto 
The  Higher  School,  likewise  free  of  expense.  The  num- 
ber is  not  limited.  There  are  usually  about  One  Hundred 
in  The  High  School ;  and  about  Sixty  in  The  Low  School. 
It  is  believed  that  the  original  Bents  of  the  Town  Estate 
as  to  The  High  School,  were  for  establishing  it  as  a  Gram- 
mar  School.  And  this  is  confirmed  by  the  drcumstanoe  of 
it's  being  entided  to  send  Two  poor  Scholars  to  Lincoln 
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College,  Oxford,  in  defect  of  that  number  not  being  sent 
from  Leicester.  But  the  LcUin  Grammar  is  now  ^seldom, 
and  the  Greek  never,  used  ;  the  School  being  chiefly  for 
Reading,  Writing,  and  Arithmetic ;  th«  routine  of  which  is 
at  the  Master^s  discreticHi. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  Mr.  John  Bbebeton, 
whofle  Salary  is  £84.  per  ivrmvjm^  together  with  a  House 
and  Close,  rent  free ;  but  the  Taxes  amountLog  to  £21* 
per  cmnvm  are  paid  by  him.  He  has  the  liberty  of  takii^ 
what  number  of  Boarders  he  pleases  into  his  Houses  whibh 
has  usually  been  Ten  on  the  aven^,  and  for  which  he 
charges  about  £2S,  per  amnum  each. 

There  is  a  Second  Master  to  The  High  Schod,  who  has 
a  Salary  of  £55.,  together  with  a  small  House,  rent  and 
taxes  free.    He  does  not  take  Pupils. 

On  the  4  St  of  February  1649,  Mr.  Hsnby  Stokes,  thm 
Schoolmaster  of  Melton,  was  dected  Head  Master  of 
Grantham,  where  he  had  the  honour  to  have  Sir  Isaac 
Newton  as  one  of  his  Pupils.  On  the  8th  ^  December, 
1663,  Mr.  Stokes  voluntarily  reagned  Grantham  School, 
and  returned  to  Mekon. 

Mr.  John  Henley,  better  known  by  the  appelladon  of 
^^  Orator  Henley,^'  was  a  native  of  this  Town,  and  was 
bred  up  first  in  the  Free  School  of  Melton,  under  Mr.  Daf- 
FT,  a  diligent  and  expert  Grammarian :  firom  wheooe  he  was 
removed  to  that  of  Oakham,  in  the  County  of  Rudaad, 
under  Mr.  Weight,  eminei^  for  his  knowledge  «f  the  La- 
tin, Greek,  and  Hebrew  hni^ui^ges. 
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ALFORD. 

The  Free  Gkaumae  School  of  Ajlfoed  is  of  ancient 
origin. 

By  Deed  dated  in  1565,  it  is  stated  that,  for  the  bett^ 
relief  of  the  Poor,  and  also  for  the  godly  and  virtuous  educa- 
tion of  the  Youth  of  Alford  and  the  Neighbourhood,  Feancis 
Spanning,  of  that  place,  Merdiant,  laid  the  first  Founda- 
lion  of  a  '^  Free  School  to  teach  the  A  B  C,  and  also  to 
read  both  English  and  Latin,^ — and  that  he  gave  £50.  to 
be  put  out  to  Interest,  four-fifths  of  the  Income  to  be  applied 
to  the  use  of  the  Schoolmaster,  and  one-fiflh  to  the  Poor  of 
Alford ;  and  that  he  appointed  Ten  Managers  of  this  little 
establishment.  Six  of  them  to  be  Feofiees  chosen  out  <^  the 
Inhabitants,  and  to  be  called  the  first  Governors  of  the 
School,  the  lother  Foue  to  be  chosen  out  of  respectabfe 
persons  in  or  near  the  Town,  and  to  be  called  Auditors. 

William  Gubbe,  by  deed,  gave  £35*  to  promote  the 
pkn,  and  to  increase  the  objects  of  Mr.  Spanning's  bene- 
volence. 

In  1576,  a  Charter  was  obtained,  probably  through  the 
interest  of  Mr.  John  Spenlutfe  and  Mr.  Toothby,  who 
were  both  of  them  Auditors  of  the  first  Institution.  It  is 
worded  in  strict  conformity  with  the  principal  views  of  the 
original  Benefactors,  and  seems  to  vary  only  to  give  effect  to 
their  design,  and  the  better  to  fulfil  their  intentions  in  favour 
of  the  town  and  neighbourhood  of  Alford. 

The  Charter  orders,  that  the  School  shall  be  a  "  Free  School" 
for  ever,  for  the  good  education  and  instruction  of  Children  and 
Youth  there,  and  in  the  neighbouring  parts,  and  to  be  called 
''  The  Free  Gramii ab  School  of  Queen  Euzabeth/*  on  the 
foundation  of  William  Lord  Burleigh^  and  Sir  Thomas  Cbcil^ 
Knight,  his  son ; — 

I^at  there  shall  be  one  Master,  and  one  Usher  or  Under- 
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Master,  for  ever,  and  appoints  Ten  men^  Inhabitants  of  Alfbrd^ 
to  be  Governors  of  the  School ; — 

The  Governors  are  constituted  a  Corporate  Body,  and  are 
empowered  to  receive  lands  and  other  possessions,  and  to  give, 
grant,  and  assign  the  same.  And  in  case  of  death  or  removal, 
vacancies  are  to  be  supplied  by  the  surviving  Governors  j — 

The  Masters,  and  Ushers,  are  to  be  appointed  by  The  Gover- 
nors ,• — 

Wholesome  and  proper  Statutes,  made  by  the  Governors  and 
their  Successors,  in  writing,  touching  the  preservation  and  dis- 
position of  the  rents  and  revenues  for  the  support  of  the  School, 
are  to  be  inviolably  observed. 

In  1586,  Mr.  Galley,  being  the  only  surviving  Governor 
under  the  first  appointment,  transferred  the  original  School 
{HX)perty,  and  made  over  his  Trust,  to  the  Governors  under 
the  Charter. 

R.  TooTHBY,  Esq.,  in  consideration  of  £25.,  and  further 
to  promote  the  success  of  the  School,  conveyed  to  Mr.  John 
Spenluffe  a  house,  garden,  and  close.  The  abutments 
correspond  with  the  premises  now  occupied  by  the  Head 
Master,  and  the  Indenture  between  Mr.  John  Sfenluffb 
and  Mr.  Toothby  is  witnessed  by  several  Gk>vemors,  and 
also  by  Mr.  Richard  Spenlby. 

Mr.  John  Spbnluffb,  of  Farlsthorpe,  Gendeman,  by  his 
Will  dated  the  7th  of  April,  1588,  ^ves  his  estates  at 
Farlsthorpe  and  Strubby,  except  one  pasture  at  Farlsthorpe 
called  SayUn-edj  in  case  of  his  dying  without  lawful  issue,  to 
the  Grovemors  and  their  Successors  for  the  use  of  the  School- 
master, for  ever,  upon  conditicAi  that  the  Governors,  or  their 
Successors,  shall  not  let  any  of  the  lands  and  tenements 
mentioned  in  his  Will,  for  less  than  the  accustomed  rent,  nor 
grant  leases  for  more  dian  three  years;  and  pay  yearly  out 
of  the  same  to  the  poor  Inhabitants  of  Alford  and  Farls- 
thorpe, Two  Pounds  during  the  life  of  Henby  Oemsbib. 
Provided  always,  that  if  the  sud  Governors,  or  their  Succes- 
sors, should  at  any  time  put  away  any  Schoolmaster,  unless 
^owed  of  by  two  Magistrates,  before  his  explusion,  one  of 
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whidi  to  be-  named  by  the  Schoobnaster,  that  tbea  and 
thenceforth  the  present  demise  as  ta  the  snd  Gofemara,  to 
cease  and  rerert  to  the  Hdir  at  Law  of  the  said  Johx 
Spemluffe. 

He  pves  ako,  to Wokthfolk,  and AubueYv 

his  lands  and  tenements  in  the  Parish  of  Cumberworth  whidi 
he  bought  of  Edwaed  Overbn,  during  their  lives  and  the 
life  of  the  Survivor,  and  then  to  the  Governors  in  trust  for 
the  use  of  the  Schoolmaster  there  for  ever.  The  rest  of  his 
Estates  are  given  in  Uke  manner. 

By  Deeds,  in  1594,  John  Bennacle,  of  Sutterton,  id  the 
County  of  Lincoln,  the  Heir  at  Law  of  Mr.  SpENLirrrK,  in 
consideration  of  £29.  paid  to  him,  and  further  that  the  good 
intentions  of  Mr.  Spbnluffe  might  not  be  frustrated  by  the 
non-performance  o(  any  conditions  or  provisions  io  his  WiU, 
whereby  the  estate  of  the  Crovemors  of  the  revenues,  poascs- 
flions,  and  goods  of  the  sud  Grammar  School, -and  of  their 
Successors,  might  in  any  wise  be  impeached  or  defeated  by 
the  said  Johk  Bekvaclb,  or  his  heirs, — rdeasts,  as  well  fcr 
himself  as  his  heirs,  all  the  lands  and  premises  of  Mr. 
Spenluffb  with  all  their  right,  title,  and  interest  in  the 
same,  to  the  then  Grovemors  and  their  Successors. 

In  1658,  Seventeen  acres  of  meadow  land,  in  the  Paiish 
of  Saleby,  were  purchased  by  the  Grovemors,  in  pursuance 
of  the  Will  of  Mr.  Lanoton,  of  Bihby,  who  gave  £lOO. 
for  the  use  of  the  School. 

Sir  Robert  Cheistopher,  by  bis  Will  dated  the  Ist  of 
Felmiary,  1668,  bequeathed  *<  to  the  Governors  of  Hie 
Free  Grammar  School  of  Alfbrd,  for  the  benefit  of  the  said 
School  for  ever,  the  sum  of  £5.,  to  be  paid  yearly  fer  ever^ 
upon  May-Day,  or  within  Forty  days  af^r,  out  of  his  Lands 
in  AIf<»d,  which  he  bought  of  Mr.  Toothry.'* 

There  are  two  Quinquennial  Fellowships  at  Magdalen 
College,  Cambridge,  for  boys  fixxn  this  FoundatioB.  And 
there  is  also  a  Schcdarship  of  £6..S..6.  ptr  armumy  at  Jesus 
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College,  Cambridge,  for  perscms  firom  the  Scboc^  at  Cobtor, 
Liouth,  or  Alford. 

The  Reyd.  Richakb  Spenleit,  Master  of  the  School,  by 
hia  Will  dated  the  15th  of  June  1583,  gaye  ''  to  the  Goyer* 
nors  <^  The  Free  Grammar  Sdux)!  of  Elizabeth  in  Alford, 
to  the  use  of  a  Scholar  there,  Twenty  Shillings  yearly,  for 
ever,  to  be  taken  out  of  his  lands  at  Gayton*^

The  following  is  a  Copy  of  "  The  Rirucs  and  Obders  * 

which  were  concluded  upon  by  the  Governors,  to  be  observed 

in  ^^  Ths  F&sb  GaAMXAB  School  of  Alfoed,^  in  1599, 

and  about  the  first  time  The  Head  Master  was  diosen,  after 

Mr.  John  Spenluffe's  endowment  was  rec^ved: — 

1.  The  Schoolmaster  «nd  Usher  shall  take  good  heed^  that 
they  receive  none  into  the  number  of  their  Sdiolars^  that  hath 
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any  corrupt  or  noisome  disease  in  body  or  bead  wbicb  is  lootb- 
some^  lest  otbers  sbould  be  infected  with  the  same 

2.  They  both  shall  be  at  the  School  daily  in  the  Morning, 
both  Summer  and  Winter  season,  betwixt  Six  and  Seven  oF  the 
clock,  there  to  begin  with  Prayers  for  the  better  speed  and  suc- 
cess in  their  labours,  and  so  continue  exercising  their  offices  in 
teaching  unto  Eleven  of  the  clock,  at  which  hour  they  and  tlieir 
Scholars  shall  go  to  dinner. 

3.  After  dinner  both  they  and  their  Scholars  shall  be  at  the 
School  again  at  One  of  the  clock,  and  there  to  continue  in  tkeir 
function  and  offices  'till  Five  of  ^e  clock  be  stricken,  at  "wliich 
time  Prayen  being  said  they  may  depart  for  all  night. 

4.  They  shall  not  intermit  their  offices  of  teaching  or  break 
up  the  School  at  any  times  in  the  year,  but  from  the  Even  of  St. 
Thomas  the  Apostle  before  the  Feast  of  the  Nativity  until  the 
day  next  after  the  Epiphany,  and  again  from  the  Tuesday  before 
Easter-day  until  the  Sunday  next  id^r  Easter-day,  except  great 
Sickness  shall  enforce  thereunto. 

5.  They  shall  not  absent  themselves,  at  such  time  as  the 
School  is  kept,  about  their  own  business  out  of  the  Town, 
without  the  consent  of  Two  of  the  Governors,  appointing  some 
sufficient  person  in  their  place,  if  they  be  absent  above  the  space 
of  two  days  together. 

6.  The  Schoolmaster  shall  keep  a  Register  book  to  write  the 
names,  ages,  and  days  of  admission  and  placing  of  his  Scholars^ 
to  the  end  that  their  continuance  and  proficiency  in  Learning' 
may  be  certainly  known. 

7.  Whoever  shall  ofifer  lus  Child  to  be  a  Scholar  in  this  School 
shall,  at  his  first  coming,  pay  unto  the  Schoolmaster  for  his 
admission  4d. 

8.  There  shall  none  be  admitted  into  this  Granmiar  School 
before  he  can  read  perfectly,  and  write  legibly. 

9.  That  it  is  not  accounted  any  part  of  the  Schoolmaster  his 
duty  to  teach  any  of  his  Scholars  to  write,  but  of  his  own  good 
will  and  gentleness. 

10.  Whoever  shall  be  absent  from  the  School  (at  such  time 
as  the  School  is  kept)  for  the  space  of  six  days,  or  else  be  com- 
monly absent,  shall  not  be  accounted  any  member  of  this  School 
(except  it  be  through  sickness  only),  unless  he  be  admitted 
again  by  the  Master,  paying  for  his  admission  4d.,  unless  it  shall 
o&ierwise  be  thought  good  of  <he  Master. 

1 J .  If  the  Schoolmaster  shall  perceive  such  untowardness  in 
any  Child  that  he  cannot  leam  the  rudiments  of  Grammar, 
either  wilfulness  and  negligence  that  he  will  not  leam,  that 
then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Schoolmaster  (his  fhends  being 
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(Uuteadof^,),  unless  it  shaU  be  otherwise  thought  good  by  tlie 
Maater. 

Note.  The  Ibuiteenth  original  Rule  is  not  mentioned,  nor  any 
other  substituted  in  it's  stead. 

Tbrms. — A  child  at  his  first  coming  shall  pay,  as  a  Free 
Scholar,  to  the  Head  Master  10f..6d.  entrance.  And  to  the 
Usher  Two  guiniBas  annuaUff,  and  6«.  entrance. 

On  the  death  of  Mr.  Ellis,  the  Head  Master,  in  1802, 
the  foUowing  ^*  Conditions  ^  were  required  to  be  subscribed 
by  his  Successor  :— 

1.  That  he  shall  observe  f9r  himself  and  Scholars  the  several 
RcLBS  and  Oaoaas  settled  and  adjusted  by  the  Goveraors  for 
the  good  management  of  the  said  School^  and  dated  the  2d  oi 
March,  1802. 

2.  That  the  said  Master  shall  accept  of  a  Salary  of  not  less 
than  JCIOO.  per  annum,  and  the  use  and  occupation  of  the  houae 
and  garden,  for  his  teaching  the  Free  Scholars  in  the  said  Sdiool, 
and  i^all  assent  to  the  Governors  disposing  of  the  remainder  of 
the  rents  and  revenues  of  the  said  School,  in  the  payment  of  a 
Salary  to  an  Usher  or  Under-Master,  for  the  purpose  of  teaching' 
EnglJjBh  grammatically,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  and  for  such 
other  purposes  as  the  said  (rovemors,  or  the  major  part  of  them^ 
in  their  judgement  shall  think  proper,  for  the  ben^t  of  the  said 
Institution. 

3.  That  the  said  Master  shall  keep  and  leave  the  said  School- 
house  and  Premises,  in  good  and  substantial  repair,  and  shall 
not  let  the  same  or  any  part  thereof,  without  consent  of  the 
Governors. 

4.  That  if  the  said  Master  shall  at  any  time  neglect  or  abase 
the  trust  reposed  in  him,  or  shall  be  absent  from  his  School  more 
than  Fourteen  days,  except  in  the  Vacations,  without  consent  of 
the  Governors,  they  shall  be  at  liberty  to  discharge  him  upon  a 
Quarterns  warning. 

5.  That  if  he  shall  accept  of  any  Benefice  other  than  Curaciea 
in  the  neighbourhood,  vrithout  the  like  consent,  he  shall  imme- 
diately relinquish  the  said  School,  and  the  Govemovs  may  pro- 
ceed to  chuse  another  Master  in  his  stead. 

6.  That  the  said  Master  shall  enter  into  a  Bond  on  his 
appointment,  to  the  said  Governors,  in  the  penalty  of  Onb 
Thousand  Pounds,  to  oblige  him  to  observe  and  peiform  the 
conditions  above-mentioned" ! ! ! 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Bevd.  William 
Thompson,  who  was  elected  in  1802. 
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The  endowment  left  by  the  Will  of  Mr.  John  Spenluffk, 
for  the  Head  Master,  was  r^ularly  paid  to  this  Gentleman 
until  the  year  1808 ;  When  a  contest  having  arisen  among 
the  Governors,  about  the  disjposal  of  the  Vicarage  of  Saleby, 
^'  two  of  their  own  body  laying  down  the  office  ofGaoemors 
and  becoming  Candidates.'"  The  unsuccessful  party  then 
resigned  their  offices. 

Since  that  aSair,  the  Governors  have  been  induced,  to 
apply  Sixty  pounds  a  year,  out  of  a  Salary  which  was  left 
exclusively  to  the  Head  Master,  for  the  support  of  an 
Under-Master, — and  have  thrown  the  School  open  to  the 
whole  Population,  ^^  who  send  th^  ChSdren,  BteraOy,  to 
learn  their  Alphabet^ 

Before  that  circumstance,  the  present  Head  Master  had  a 
creditable  School,  and  a  number  of  Boarders; — ^but,  on  this 
iteration,  they  were  taken  away. 
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BOSTON. 

Ta£  Gbaicmar  School  of  Bostom  was  founded  and  endowed 
by  Queen  Maby  in  the  year  1554,  for  the  instnictioii  of 
boys  and  youth  in  Grammar,  and  may  be  considered  as 
open,  for  such  education,  to  those  who  are  natives  of  the 
Town  or  Parish. 

The  building  was  erected  by  The  Mayor  and  Burgeases 
of  the  Town  in  ISSJ,  being  the  ninth  year  of  Queen  Elisa- 
beth, and  is  a  spadous,  lofty,  and  airy  Boom,  having  five 
windows  on  each  side,  and  one  at  each  end.  The  Windows 
were  formerly  ornamented  with  stained  glass,  and  contained 
the  foUowing  Arms, —

It  is  situate  at  the  South  extremity  of  Boston,  and  a  little 
retired  from  the  Town.  There  is  a  good  yard,  or  play- 
ground, with  a  high  wall  round  it  But  there  is  no  house 
appointed  for  the  residence  of  either  the  Master,  or  Usher. 

The  original  Endowment  consisted  of  certain  messuages, 
lands,  tenements,  woods,  rents,  reveraons.  Sec.  But  the 
present  amount  of  the  value  of  that  endowment,  so  fiu*  as  it 
relates  to  the  School  alone,  cannot  be  easily  ascertained  with 
pincison,  as  other  purposes  besides  the  foundmg  of  the 
School,  and  the  maintaining  of  a  Master  and  Usher,  were 
included  in  the  oripnal  Grant 

The  sum  of  £20.  is  the  most  ancient  Salary  upon  record, 
as  having  been  paid  to  the  Master. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  have  fiv  many 
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years  been  generally  used  laete.  Theee  is,  however^  np  par- 
ticular sptem  of  Education  poBBcribed  hj  the  Statutes ;  the 
Master  being  left  to  his  pwn  discrcadoa  in  adopting  such 
methods,  and  using  such  books,  as  may  appear  tp  turn  to  be 
the  best  calculated  to  promote  .the  improvement  of  his  Pupils* 
The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Bevd.  John  Banks, 
B.  D.,  who,  on  his  being  elected  to  the  School  in  1790,  was 
appointed  to  receive  £20.  per  annum  as  his  SUpend  from 
The  Corporation,  tQgetlt^  with  the  further  additbnal  allow- 
ance of  £80.  annually,  during,  the  qiprobation  and  pleasure 
of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Common.  Council  in.Common- 
Hall  assembled,  who  axe  the  Patroi^  of  the  Sdiool :  Which 
additional  sum  has  sltice  been  increased  to  £  100.  peranmm. 
This  Grentleman  resides  in  a  Urge  and  commodious  Dwelling 
in  a  very  open  and  healtby'port  of  the  Town.  He  recaves 
into. his  House  a  small  number  of  young^Gentlemoi ;  his 
terms,  for  the  Board  and  Education  of  eadi  Puptl,  being 
only  Thirty-four  Pounds  per  armum.  For  the  greater  ad- 
vantage of  the  youth  intrusted  to  his  care,  he  retiuns  in  his* 
House  a  Writing-Master,  who  constaaitly  attends  the  School. 
The  present  system  of  Education,  in  this  Grammar  School, 
is  such  as  to  prepare  the  Pupils  for  the  great  PuUic  Schools, 
the  Universities,  or  for  Commercial  business ;  and  every  re* 
gard  is  shown  to  their  McNrak  and  rdigions  Principles. 

The  present  Usher,  or  Second  Master,  is,  The  Bevd. 
Thomas  Mitchinson,  A.  B.,  whose  yearly  Sdary  from  The 
Corporation  is  £60.

The  Free  Gbamm^^b  School  at  Buttebwick  was  founded 
on  the  2d  of  November,  1665,  by  Anthony  Pinchbeck,  of 
Butterwiek,  Yeoman,  "  (or  the  love  and  good  wfll,  which 
he  beareth  the  Inhabitants  of  Butterwiek  and  within  the 
Hundred  of  the  same,  and  for  the  better  educating  and  in- 
structing in  Learning  all  the  Children  and  Youtfi,  at  all 
times  hereafter  inhabiting  in  Butterwiek  aforesaid,  and  the 
Hundred  thereof,^ — and  liberally  endowed  by  him  with 
lands  in  the  several  Parishes  of  Fishtoft,  Butterwiek,  Lev^- 
ton,  and  Friskney,  which,  in  1814,  were  let  for  £200,  per 
annumy  but  by  a  recent  Inclosure  have  been  augmented  to 
£250. 
TTie  pr^sont  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Wilson  Banks. 
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CAISTOR. 

The  Free  Grammar  School  at  Caistor  was  founded  in 
pursuance  of  the  WiU  of  Francis  Rawlikson,  Clerk, 
Rector  of  the  Parish  of  St.  Nicholas  in  South  Kelsey,  dated 
the  20th  of  December,  1630,  which  is  as  follows: — 

**  I  give,  commit,  and  bequeath  into  the  hands  of  The  Rigfat 
Worshipful  Sir  Edward  Ascouoh,  the  summe  of  £'400.,  to  be 
laid  out  and  disposed  by  him  upon  land  to  be  given  and  assured 
for  ever  by  License  of  Mortmaine,  or  such  other  conveyanoe  and 
assuianCe  as  the  Law  in  such  case  requireth,  for  and  iowarda 
the  Foundation  and  maintenance  of  a  Free  Grammar  School  to 
continue  for  ever  in  the  Markett  Town  of  Caistor  in  the  County 
of  Lincoln,  if  the  Inhabitants  of  that  Town  of  Caistor  shall  and 
Will  at  their  owb  proper  costs  and  diaifpea  arect  and  build  i^, 
in  some  convenient  place  in  that  Town,  a  House  meet  and  suffi- 
cient in  the  opinion  and  judgment  of  the  said  Sir  Edward 
AscouoH  or  his  heirs,  to  be  the  said  School-house,  within  two 
years  after  my  decease  :— 

''  Item,  my  WiU  is  that  the  said  £400.  be  paid  bymy  Execu- 
tors into  the  hands  of  the  said  Sir  Edwabd  Ayscough  within 
one  year  next  after  my  decease,  to  be  bestowed  as  aforesaid,  and 
that  the  £400.  be  not  only  to  purchase  £20.  per  annum,  but 
also  for  all  assurances  whatsoever  concerning  the  same  3  And  If 
any  thing  remain  of  the  said  £400.,  my  Will  is,  it  shall  be  respsM 
to  my  Executors : — 

"  Item,  My  will  and  desire  is  that  the  said  Sir  Edward  Ats- 
couoH,  and  his  heirs  for  ever,  be  Feoilees  in  Trust,  and  Fatrons 
and  Protectors  of  the  said  Sdiool,  to  elect  a  fitt  and  sufficient 
Schoolmaster  as  often  as  the  place  shall  be  void,  and  for  the 
letting  and  leasing  of  all  such  hmds  as  shall  be  purchased  vrith 
the  said  £400.,  and  for  paying  unto  the  said  Master  thereof  the 
yearly  Stipend  which  shall  arise  out  of  the  said  hmd ;— > 

*^  And  because  I  doe  wholy  conunit  the  Trust  of  this  thing 
unto  the  said  Sir  Edward  Ascoctoh  and  his  heirs,  therefore  my 
will  and  desire  is  that  the  Town  of  Caistor,  and  whatsoever 
Towns  besides  that  shall  send,  shall  be  free  to  have  their  ChUd- 
ten  taught  in  the  said  School." 

This  Will  was  executed  in  the  presence  of  five  Witnesses, 
and  was  proved  at  Lincoln  on  the  21st  of  January,  1630«S1. 
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With  Mr.  Rawlihso»*8  bequest  the  Gteai  Tythes  of 
Beesby  were  purchased,  which  now  produce  about  JCI30. 
per  anmim. 

A  subsequent  Endowment  was  made  by  William  Hak- 
soRP,  Esq.,  with  which  lands  were  purchased  in  the  Parish 
of  Cmnberworth,  now  of  the  annual  value  of  £60. 

The  fdlowing  h  a  Copy  -of  Ihe  ^*  Orikers  and  Ordi- 
nances/' which  were  made  by  the  original  Feoffees. 

1.  Fvst,  according  to  the  Will  of  the  said  Fbancis  Rawlin- 
soN^  not  only  the  town  of  Caster,  but  also  all  other  Towns  arc 
to  be  free  to  send  their  Children  and  Youth  to  be  instructed  in 
good  Literature.  And  neither  the  Schoohnaster  nor  the  Usher 
for  the  time  being,  nor  their  Successors,  are  to  neglect  or  refuse 
to  teach  or  instruct  any  Child  or  Youth  which  shall  come  or  be 
sent  to  them  to  be  taught  or  instructed,  except  such  Child  or 
Youth  shall  by  reason  of  some  Leproisie,  Scall,  or  infeciunu 
Disease  be  thought  or  deemed  by  the  Constables  and  Church- 
wardens of  the  Town  of  Caster  for  the  time  being,  or  the 
greater  part  of  them,  unfit  to  be  admitted  into  the  Society  or 
Company  of  other  Children.  And  in  such  case,  the  Schoolmas- 
ter and  Usher  ought  to  take  special  care,  that  no  such  diseased 
Child  or  Children  be  admitted  into  the  said  School. 

9.  Item,  The  Schoolmaster  or  Usher  for  the  time  being,  or 
their  Successors,  are  not  to  expect,  demand,  exact,  or  require 
any  money,  salary,  reward,  or  wages  other  than  the  Stipends 
or  Rents  of  the  lands  belonging  to  the  said  School,  for  the 
teaching  or  instructing  of  any  Child  or  Children  but  what  shall 
be  freely  given  as  a  Gratuity,  without  requiring,  exacting  or 
expecting  they  may  receive,  yet  always  regarding  that  they  be 
as  carefuU  and  diligent  in  instructing  the  Poor  as  the  Rich,  and 
those  from  or  by  whom  no  gratuity  or  reward  cometh  to  them, 
as  those  from  or  by  whom  they  rec^e  gratuity  or  reward. 

3.  Item,  the  Scholars  are  to  repair  to  the  School  before  Seven 
of  the  Clock  in  the  Morning,  and  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher 
by  or  at  Seven  -,  and  there  to  remain  till  Eleven,  without  any 
intermission  for  any  time  of  Breakfast  aflter  Seven  of  the  Clock. 
Also  the  Schoolmaster,  Scholars,  and  Usher  are  to  return  to  the 
School  in  the  Afternoon  by  One  of  the  clockj  and  thereto  remain 
•tiU  Five. 

4.  Item,  the  said  Schoolmaster  and  Usher,  according  to  the 
mind  and  intention  of  William  Hanboro,  Esq.,  (from  whom 
a  good  benefit  came  to  the  said  School)  are  every  Saturday  Af- 
ternoon, from  One  of  the  clock  to   Three,  and  at  such  other 
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times  ds  they  shall  think  fit,  to  teach  and  instruct  thdr  Scholars 
in  the  rudiments  of  Religion^  as  the  Catechism  used  in  the  Book 
of  Common  Prayer,  Nowel*s  Catechism,  or  other  Catechism, 
and  the  construing  of  Chapters  in  the  Greek  or  Latin  Testa- 
ment. 

5.  Itenh  the  said  Schoolmaster  or  Usher  are  not  to  refrain  the 
School  upon  the  Eves  of  Holidays,  or  any  other  days,  before 
Three  of  the  Clock  in  the  Aftemoon,-^nor  then  neither  but 
rarely,  and  that  at  the  Shoolmaster*s  discretion,  except  it  be  in 
case  where  some  Gentleman  Stranger,  or  other,  desire  or  request 
of  the  said  Schoolmaster  a  Play-day  for  the  Scholars,  which  is 
rarely  to  be  granted  at  any  one's  request  for  more  time  than  one 

afternoon ; — ^And  upon  such  Play-days -  School  Exercise^ 

as  Verses,  Epistles,  or  Latins,  -  -  • master  appointed  to  the 

Scholars  fit  for  such  exercises make  against  the  next 

day. 

6.  Item,  the  said  Schoolmaster,  Usher^  and  Scholars  are  to 
repair  to  the  School,  and  not  give  over  for  or  against  Christmas 
*till  "  0  Sapientia-"^ — nor  for  or  against  Easter  or  Witsuntide, 
before  the  Wednesday  next  before  each  of  the  same  Feasts  ;— 
nor  in  the  Potation  or  Clerk-Thursday  fVeek,^  before  Tuesday  at 
noon,  and,  on  the  Friday  in  that  Week,  to  repair  to  the  Church 
again. 

7.  Item,  the  said  Schoolmaster  is  to  have  out  of  the  Rents  and 
Profits  of  the  lands  belon^g  to  the  said  School  the  yearly 
Stipend  of  40  marks,  and  the  Usher  the  yearly  Stipend  of  90 
marks,  and  both  of  them  are  carefully  to  see  to  tiie  performance 
of  those  orders,  that  no  complaint  for  not  observing  thereof  be 
made  to  Sir  Edward  Ayscough,  Knight,  his  heirs  or  assigns. 
Patron  or  Protector  of  the  siud  School,  at  whose  pleasure  it  is 
at  any  time  to  place  or  displace  the  said  Schoolmaster  and  Usher, 
as  to  him  and  them  shall  seem  meet. 

8.  Item,  the  residue  of  the  profits  of  the  said  lands  over  and 
besides  the  40  marks  per  annum  to  the  said  Head  Master^  and 
20  marks  per  annum  to  the  Usher,  is  in  the  first  place  to  go  to 
the  repair  and  maintenance  of  the  said  School-house,  and  if  any 
thing  remain,  the  same  to  be  bestowed  in  some  charitable  way

9.  Lastly,  for  the  preventing  of  such  mischief  and  inconveni- 
ence as  may  happen  to  the  said  Town  and  School  hy  the  death 
of  the  Feoffees,  in  whom  the  estate  of  the  lands  for  maintenance 
and  upholding  the  said  School,  Schoolmaster,  and  Usher  remain- 
eth,  the  said  School-master  and  Usher  are  to  take  care,  when 
any  one  of  the  Feoffees  thereof  dieth,  presently  after  to  give 
notice  thereof  to  the  said  Sir  Edward  Ayscouoh,  his  heirs  or 
assigns,  and  to  put  him  or  them  in  mind  to  put  other  Feoffees, 
instead  of  him  or  them  so  dying,  before  such  time  as  there  be 
too  few  of  the  same  Feoffees  remaining  alive.

It  does  not  appear  that  any  FeofiSees  were  ever  after  ap- 
pcnnted. 

The  Patronage  of  the  Schod  has  been,  for  many  years, 
in  the  Bouchbrett  Family,  and  the  present  Patron  is  At8« 
COUGH  BoucHEBBTT,  Esq.,  of  North  Willingham,  in  the 
County  of  Lincoln. 

There  is  no  House  attached  to  the  Endowment,  as  the 
resident  Vicars  have  generally  been  the  Masters. 

The  School,  is  open  to  Children  indefinitely,  and  is  free 
of  expense  to  all  (he  World.  Children  are  admitted  when 
they  can  read  a  Chapter  in  the  Bible,  and  remain  as  long 
as  their  parents  or  friends  think  proper.  The  present  num- 
ber of  boys  and  girh  in  the  School  is  between  30  and  40. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used,  when  required ;  but 
English,  writing,  and  arithmetic  are  principally  taught. 

There  is  one  Exhibition  at  Jesus  College,  Cambridge, 
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of  aboat  £lO^ per  cmnumj  ariung  from  lands  in  the  Pariflh 
of  Harbrough,  for  Scholars  from  Caistor,  Louth,  or  Alford  ; 
hut  no  one  has  been  sent  from  this  School  for  a  great  num- 
ber of  years. 

The  present  Master  is,  The  Rev.  Rowland  Bowstbad, 
Those  Salary  is  £130.  per  ainnumj  arising  from  the  rental 
of  Beesby  Tythes.  This  Gentleman  has  no  Boarders  as 
Pupils  at  present. 

The  Usher  enjoys  the  rental  of  the  Cumberworih  Estate, 
being  £60. per  atfrnum.    He  has  no  Boarders  as  Pupils. 

John  Babnabd,  D.D.,  die  son  of  one  of  the  original 
Feoffees,  was  educated  at  this  School.  He  was  the 
author  of  the  *^  Centura  Ckri,''  ^ch  was  published  with- 
out  his  name. 
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GAINSBOROUGH. 

The  Fbbk  Gbammab  School  of  Gainsborough  was 
founded  bj  Queen  Elizabeth,  who  permitted  any  of  her 
liege  Subjects  to  endow  it  with  lands,  or  other  property,  not 
exceeding  in  value  £30.  per  annum. 

If  any  persons  avuled  themselves  of  the  Queen^s  permis- 
sion,  th^  bequests  have  been  totally  lost ! 

It  is  not  improbable,  that  some  of  the  ori^nal  Petitioners 
to  the  Queen  did  endow  the  School:  For  the  Charter  ap- 
points Twelve  of  the  more  discreet  and  substantial  Inha- 
bitants of  Gainsborough,  of  whom  the  Vicar  for  the  time 
being  is  always  to  be  one,  Govbbnobs  and  Tbustebs  of 
the  School,  and  of  the  lands,  hereditaments,  and  premises 
belonging  to  it;  constituting  them  a  Corporation,  with  the 
usual  privileges  of  such  a  body. 

It  was  intended  that  there  should  be  7Vk>  Masters,  for 
the  Trustees  are  required  to  jSnd  ^^  propriis  oneribus^  a 
proper  house  for  the  School,  and  the  Master  and  Usher. 

In  the  year  1734,  James  Whabton,  of  Mansfield, 
in  the  County  of  Nottingham,  left  by  Will,  to  the  Governors 
and  Trustees  of  this  School,  certun  lands  and  houses  in  the 
Parishes  of  Beckingham,  and  Saundby,  in  the  same  CounQr, 
for  die  purpose  of  teaching  Twenty-two  poor  Boys  or 
Girle  of  the  Parish  of  Gainsborough,  and  Five  of  the 
Parish  of  Beckingham,  to  read  and  write,  and  cast  acoompts, 
and  to  buy  them  clothes  and  books,  and  to  put  out  Two 
of  the  former  number  apprentices,  and  also  to  give  to  the 
Poor  of  Gainsborough  a  certain  quantity  of  Bread;  ap- 
portioning these  bequests  in  such  a  manner,  d3  to  make 
them  amount  altogether  to  the  then  rent  of  the  property. 
Certain  provisions  were  inserted  for  the  prevention  of  a 
deficiency,  from  change  of  times  or  circumstances ;  but  no 
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directioiis  were  given,  in  case  of  a  surplus.  The  estate  has 
been,  for  many  years  past,  much  more  than  equal  to  the 
intentbns  of  the  Donor. 

The  Grammar  School  of  Gunshorough  had  been  dU^ 
conHnufd  for  many  years,  until  about  the  year  1795,  when 
the  then  Vicar  of  the  Parish,  The  Revd.  D.  H.  Ubquhajkt, 
finding  oonsideraUe  sums  of  money,  arising  fi!t>m  this  and 
other  estates,  left  to  the  same  Trustees,  unapplied ;    and 
being  of  opinion  that  the  Trustees  would  be  justified  in 
making  use  of  this  money,  as  well  as  of  the  continued 
annual  surplus,  for  the  re-establishment  of  The  Grammar 
School ;  and  having  raised  in  aid  £400.  by  a  Tontine  of 
Forty. Shares,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
Siurplus  rents  of  the  said  estates,  as  long  as  any  of  the 
Subscribers  shall  survive,  very  nobly  andjbriunaiebf  caused 
a  School-house  to  be  erected  upon  a  piece  of  land  of  about 
**an  acre,^'  which  had  been  awarded  to  The  Trustees  a 
little  time  before  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed,  tot  in- 
cloong  the  Parish. 

The  Revd.  James  Cox,  M.  A.,  from  Winchester,  (now 
D.  D.).  was  i4)pointed  by  The  Trustees  Master  of  the 
School,  with  a  Stipend  of  £30.  per  anmtfn  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  aforesaid  rents ;  but  without  bdng  required  to  teach 
any  Free  boys.  In  the  year  1796  he  took  possession  of  the 
house,  and  opened  the  School. 

In  the  year  1816  the  Vicar  of  the  Town,  Tlie  Revd. 
James  Fotheegill,  and  some  others  of  the  Trustees  be- 
gun to  feel  certain  scruples,  that  they  were  not  acting  right 
in  applying  the  money  to  these  purposes,  and  they  gave 
the  Master  notice  to  quit  the  house,  and  petitioned  the  Court 
of  Chancery  for  directions.  The  buraness  is,  therefore,  now 
before  that  Court 

The  terms  of  the  present  Master,  for  Board  and  Educa- 
tion, are  Forty  guineas  per  annumf  and  for  Day-Scholars 
Eight  guineas.    The  boys  of  the  former  description  have 
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neyer  much  exceeded  Forty  in  number,  and  the  latter  have 
been,  on  an  average,  fourteen  or  fifteen. 

The  Grammars  which  are  used,  are  the  Eton  ;  but  others 
are  called  in  to  supply  the  defidendes  of  them,  particularly 
of  the  Latin.  Much  attention  has  been  paid  to  Greek, 
Latin,  and  English  Composition;  but  it  has  been  also 
the  object  of  the  Master,  in  many  successful  instances,  to 
combine  a  scientific,  or  a  commercial  with  a  Classical  Edu- 
cation. 

During  the  short  re-establishment  of  the  School  many 
young  men  of  shining  Talents  have  been  educated  in  it. 
And,  perhaps,  it  is  a  drcumstance  not  eanly  paralleled  in 
such  a  recent  Institution,  that  in  one  year  foue  of  the  Pu- 
pils, bdng  all  who  took  their  Degree  that  year,  were  high 
among  the  Honours  at  Cambridge,  viisr.,  the  Second  and 
One  other  Wrangler,  and  two  Senior  Optimes,  one  of  whom 
was  the  Senior  Medallist  of  the  same  year. 

Edwa&d  Rainbow,  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  received  the  early 
fMurt  of  his  education  at  this  School. 
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GLANFORD  BRIDGE  aUas  Brigg. 

Sir  John  Nelthobpe,  Bart,  by  his  Will  dated  the  11th  of 
September  1669,  vested  certain  Estates  in  Trustees,  for  the 
building  and  endowing  a  Fbeb  Gbammar  School  on  lands 
purchased  by  him  near  the  Town  of  Ghuiford  Bridge : 
And  the  present  School,  with  suitable  dwellings  for  a  Mas- 
ter and  Usher  under  one  roof,  were  erected  in  1674. 

The  Endowment  consists  of  a  small  Farm  at  Fulsby, 
and  some  dispersed  lands  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Hom- 
castle, — and  others,  in  the  Parish  of  Ulceby,  appropriated 
to  the  Usher.  Out  of  the  rents  of  whidi  the  Sdiool-houae 
is  kept  in  repwr,  the  Master  and  Usher  receive  their  Sala- 
ries, and  Two  poor  boys  are  clothed,  maintained,  and  edu- 
cated from  the  Parishes  of  Leggesby,  and  Fulsby. 

The  rental  of  aU  these  Estates  amounted,  until  lately, 
to  £160.  per  cmnum ;  but  upon  the  concluaon  of  some 
leases,  the  Master^s  part  now  lets  for  £240.  per  anmumy 
out  of  which  he  maintains  the  Two  poor  boys, — and  the 
Usher's  part  for  £100. 

The  benevolent  Founder  directed,  that  the  boys  bom 
in  the  Town  of  Brigg,  and  in  several  other  Parishes,  where 
he  had  estates,  should  be  taught  the  Learned  languages, 
^o^,— and  that  all  other  boys,  *^  wheresoever  bom," 
should  be  instructed  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic, 
firee  of  expense.    The  Trustees  have,  however,  limited  the 
number  in  the  Sdiool  to  Eighty.     The  places  of  these  are 
filled  up,  as  often  as  vacancies  occur,  most  honourably 
by  the  Master  <<  without  demanding  any  Entrance  moDej/* 
The  present  Tbustess  are, — 
The  Duke  of  St.  Alban's. 
Lord  Yabbobough. 
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The  Honble.  Chablbs  A.  Pelham. 

Sir  Henry  Nelthorpe,  Bart 

John  Nelthobpe,  Esq.,  of  Ferriby. 

John  Nelthorpe,  Esq.,  of  Lincoln. 

John  Cracroft,  Esq.,  of  Hackthom. 

Edward  Weston,  Esq.,  of  Somerby. 
The  Eton  Grammars  are   used;    and  the  system  of 
Education  is  intended  to  be  the  same  as  that  at  Eton  Col- 
lege. 

Scholars  have  gone  off  to  each  University  promiscuously, 
but  have  neither  Scholarships  nor  exhibitions  from  the 
School.  Two  late  Pupils  will  take  their  first  Degree  at 
Cambridge  next  Term,  and  bemg  the  foremost  of  their  year, 
in  their  respective  Colleges,  are  expected  to  stand  high  in 
The  University  Honours.  One  of  the  Mathematical  Pro- 
fessors in  The  East  India  College  was  educated  here,  and  he 
is  aiso  a  Fellow  of  St  John^s  College,  Cambridge. 

The  dtuation  of  the  School-house,  in  a  field  of  eight  acres, 
is  pleasant,  airy,  and  healthy,  at  a  short  distance  from  the 
Town.  The  three  last  Masters  held  then:  oflices  One  Hun- 
dred and  Three  Years  ! 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  James  Walter, 
B,  A.,  late  Fellow  of  Corpus  Christi  College,  Cambridge, 
and  Vicar  of  Market  Raisen,  who  was  elected  at  Midsum- 
.mer  1787*  This  Gentlemen  takes  Boarders  at  Thirty  gui- 
neas per  annum,  and  Four  guineas  for  Classical  education. 
About  nine  years  since,  the  Trustees  agreed  to  let  the  Mas- 
ter ai^int  his  own  Usher,  stipulating  only  that  the  latter 
should  recave  the  full  emoluments  of  his  0£Sce  according 
to  the  Will  of  The  Founder. 

The  present  Usher  is,  The  Revd.  Thomas  Watson, 
who '  takes  Boarders  at  Twenty  guineas  per  awnumy — the 
English  education  hAsxggra^. 

By  the  Will  of  the  Founder,  he  settles  in  the  Trustees  of  the 
School  his  Tythes  of  Market  Raisen^  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
VOL.

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Minister  to  preach  a  weekly  Seimon  erety  Lord's  Diay  in  the 
Afternoon  in  the  Parish  Ch«ireh  of  (hat  Towii. 

To  the  same  Trustees,  he  gives  his  Tythe  B^ois  and  Pease  in 
Barrow^  for  the  maintenance  of  a  Minister  to  presch  a  SerBMm 
weekly  every  Lord's  Day  in  the  Afternoon  in  the  Parish  Chmch 
of  BaiTow. 

To  the  same  Thntees,  he  givts  his  Tythe  Hay  in  Bleaaby 
in  the  Parish  of  Leggesby,  for  the  maint>enanee  of  a  Minister  to 
preach  a  weekly  Sermon  every  Lord's  Day  in  the  Afternoon  in 
the  Parish  Chnrdi  of  Leggesby. 

The  Town  of  Brigg  stands  in  Four  Parishes,  and  bad  ori- 
]^^nallj  no  place  of  Woreliip  under  the  EsCablishmetit  nearer 
dian  one  mile  and  an  half.  In  the  year  1699,  Four  Gentle- 
men built  and  endowed  a  small  Chapel,  and  vested  certain 
Estates  in  their  own  Heirs  and  the  tVustees  of  the  SchooL 
The  first  Minister  of  this  Chapel  was  also  Master  of  dw 
"Schooly—his  name  was  James  Cook, — and  his  right  to  the 
appointment  hemg  disputed  by  the  then  Vicar  of  the  Parisli 
in  which  the  Chapd  stands,  the  matter  was  oomprcnnised, 
and  a  Bond  from  the  Vicar,  dated  the  17th  of  October,  1709, 
was  given,  by  which  he  binds  himself  and  his  SuooesBars 
never  more  to  molest  the  said  Jahes  Cook,  or  his  Succes- 
sors in  the  School,  from  officiating  in  the  Chapel.  In  this, 
however,  the  Vicar  seems  to  have  exceeded  his  powers,  £ar 
-Ae  present  Vicar  enjoys  and  cbdms  the  Chapd  Etitdes  m 
virtae  of  his  Office  as  Vicar. 

There  are  no  precise  directions  in  the  Will,  as  to  the  per- 
sons to  be  appointed.  The  Head  Master  wbo  was  appoint- 
ed about  the  year  1713,  was  a  LagmoH^  and  he  oontmued 
to  pl*edde  over  the  School  I*oatT-¥iVB  yeairs,  which  profadb- 
4y  lost  the  Chapel  to  the  Schoolmaster. 
.  The  Trustees  have  presented  to  the  Preadier-ship  fl(t  &ar. 
row,  worth  about  £200.  per  annum;  but  the  Vicaxfe  of 
Market  Raisen  and  Leggesby  enjoy  the  lathes  before 
mentioned;  without  any  speciai  appointm^t  from  the 
Trustees  of  t!he  Sdiooi. 

The  Vicarage  of  Market  Raisen  is  in  the  gift  of  thd  Crown, 
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and  the  Parish  was  inclosed  by  Act  of  Parliament  about  50 
years  since,  without  any  claim  being  made  by  The  Trus- 
tecsy  and  an  Allotment  of  land  given  in  lieu  of  all  y thes 
without  any  distinction;  so  that  an  application  to  the 
Court  of  Chancery  will  be  necessary  to  distinguish  what 
belongs  to  the  Vicar,  and  what  to  the  Preacher  appointed 
by  The  Trustees. 

In  order  to  pay  the  expense  of  the  Meetings  of  the  Trus- 
tees, to  examine  the  proficiency  made  by  the  Scholars,  which 
The  Founder  directs,  shall  take  place  iience  in  every  year, 
they  have  the  rent  of  an  estate  at  Gainsborough,  now  let 
for  £  1 2.  per  annum. 

The  Market  Town  of  Brigg  lies  in  a  narrow  Valley,  on 
the  river  AnMudme^  which  is  navigable  19  miles  up  the 
Country,  and  was  noted  for  ifs  Eeb  in  the  time  of  Camden* 
A  considerable  Trade  is  carried  on  here  in  com,  coals,  and 
rabbit  skins.  The  Valley  runs  North  and  South,  and  the 
adjacent  Hills  are  well  wooded. 
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The  Free  Grammar  School  at  Grantham  was  founded 
by  Richard  Fox,  Bishop  of  Winchester,  Founder  of  Cor- 
pus Chrisd  College,  Oxford,  one  of  the  favourite  Minis- 
ters of  HsNRr  the  Seventh,  and  a  native  of  Ropesley  near 
Grantham: — 

Who,  by  Indenture  made  the  2d  of  October,  1528,  between 
hunself  on  the  one  part ;  John  Blaymond,  President  of  Corpus 
Christi  College  in  Oxford,  and  the  Scholars  of  the  same  College 
on  the  Second  part ;  Robert  Waste ll.  Alderman  of  the  Town 
of  Grantham,  and  Ihe  Burgesses  of  the  same,  on  the  third  part ; 
and  William  Disnet,  of  Norton  Disney,  in  the  County  of 
Lincoln,  Esquire,  on  the  fourth  part  i   demised  certain  messu- 
ages, lands,  and  tenements  in  the  Counties  of  Lincoln  and  So- 
merset, to  the  President  and  Scholars  and  their  Successors,  fbr 
the  term  of  Fourscore  years,  upon  condition,  that  they  should 
pay  1'6..13..4.  "  to  the  Schoolmaster  for  the  time  being,  and 
actually  teaching  Grammar  in  the  School-house,  which  the  said 
Bishop  hath  builded  within  the  said  Towne  of  Grantham,  and 
dwelling  and  household  keeping  in  and  upon  the  Mansion  place 
nigh   adjoining  the  said  School-house,  which  the  said  Bishop 
h^  likewise  builded,"  '^  and  sufficiently  repayre,  and  maintain 
the  said  School-hDuse  and  Mansion  place,  during  the  said  Four- 
score years  at  their  own  costs,  and,  at  the  end  of  the  said  time 
to  leave  the  same  sufficiently  repayred.*'   With  power  for  the 
said  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  to  distrain  on  the  Possessions  in 
Lincolnshire  for  the  said  Rent,  and  Reparations  : — 

**  And  further  the  President  and  Scholars  covenanten  with 
the  said  Bishop,  that  if  for  a  time  the  said  office  of  Schoolmas- 
ter be  voyd  by  death  or  otherwise,  and  that  no  such  School- 
master then  be  at  any  of  the  days  of  payment^  that  then  the  said 
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Pkiesident  and  Scholars,  and  their  Sttccesflors,  shall  pay  unto  the 
said  Robert  Wastell  or  the  Alderman  and  Bui^sses  of  Grant- 
ham then  being,  the  moiety  of  the  said  rent  then  due  to  the  only 
use  of  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  of  the  same  Town,  and 
the  other  moiety  to  retain  themselves  toward  the  reparations  of 
the  said  School-house  and  Mansion  place  and  other  the  pre- 
mises 5*'  with  power  to  distrain  for  it. 

The  Foundation  of  Bishop  Fox  was  augmented,  in  1553, 
by  King  Ebwabd  the  Sixth ;.  who,  upon  the  Petition  of  The 
Aldermen  and  Burgesses,  by  I^etters  Patent,  granted,  that 
there  should  be  one  Grammar  School  in  the  said  Town,  to 
be  called  "  The  Feee  Grammae  School  of  KingEnwAED 
the  Sixth,*"  ^*  for  the  education  and  instruction  of  Boys  and 
Youths  in  Latin  and  Greek,  with  one  Master  or  Pedagogue 
for  ever  to  continue  i*^  And  that  it  might  be  the  better  sup- 
p(Mted,  His  Majesty  endowed  the  same  with  the  possessions 
of  the  Dissolved  Chantries  of  TTie  Holy  Trimty^  and  of  The 
Blessed  Mary  in  Grantham,  with  certain  small  annual  Rents 
for  the  observance  of  ObitSy  and  an  Anniversary  in  the  Pa- 
rish Church  of  Grantham;  which  possessions  were  then 
extended  to  the  clear  yearly  value  of  £14..3..3.,  reserving 
thereout  an  annual  Rent  of  16^..8d.  to  be  paid  to  the 
Crown. 

In  consideration  of.  this  Gmnt,  the  Aldermen  and  Bur- 
gesses, were  to  find  *^  one  fit,  honest,  skilful,  and  learned 
person,  and  well  instructed  and  skilled  in  Latin  and  Greek 
Literature,  and  in  the  Free  Grammar  School,  aforesaid 
diligently  to  serve,  who  shall  have  of  the  issues,  profits, 
and  revenues  arising  from  the  said  possessions,  £12. 
annually  for  his  Salary.*^  The  Alderman  and  Burgesses 
to  name  and  appcnnt  a  Pedagogue,  so  often  as  there  shall 
be  a  vacancy.  And,  with  the  advice  of  Sir  William 
Cecil,  Knight,  during  his  natural  life,  and,  after  his  de* 
cease,  with  the  advice  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and, 
during  the  vacancy  of  the  See,  with  the  advice  of  The  Mas- 
ter  of  St.  John's  College,  in  Cambridge,  from  time  to 
.time  to  moke  Statutes  and  Ordinances  in  writing  for  the  go- 
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Ternment  of  the  Schod,  and  the  preaenratJoB  and  diiyoatkxi 
of  the  Revenues  appointed  for  the  support  of  the  same 

Statutes  were  aocorcUngly  devised  by  Nicholas  Bishop 
of  LiKCotN,  and  Sni  William  Cbcil,  Secretary  of  State 
to  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  were  viewed  and  confirmed  by 
Thomas  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  on  the  26th  of  July,  1571  • 

By  these  Statutes  the  appointment  of  an  U^er  is  autborixed. 

By  virtue  of  a  Decree  made  on  the  SIst  of  July,  1808,  in  a 
Cause  in  The  Court  of  Chancery,  wherein  His  Majesty*s  Attqs- 
KEY  General,  at  the  relation  of  William  Dunhill  and  Thomas 
Simpson  on  behalf  of  themselves  and  the  rest  of  the  Inhabitants 
of  Grantham,  was  Informant  5  and  The  Right  Revd.  Geobgx 
Lord  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  The  Alderman  and  Burgesses  of 
Grantham,  The  Revd.  Joseph  Hall,  Clerk,  The  Revd.  William 
BuRROBALE,  Clerk,  Peter  Vere  and  Charles  Bicknell  (de- 
scribed as  Executors  of  James  Garnar  deceased),  and  Robert 
Turner,  Defendants  -,  The  Alderman  and  Burgesses  of  Grant- 
ham, as  Trustees  for  the  Free  Grammar  School,  recovered  tUe 
possession  of  several  messuages,  cottages,  lands,  and  annual 
rents  ;  and  by  an  Order  of  the  8th  of  June,  1814,  it  was  referred 
to  James  Stephen,  Esq.,  One  of  the  Masters  of  The  Court  of 
Chancery,  to  consider  a  proposal  for  implying  for  an  Act  of  Far- 
liament>  to  authorize  the  sale  of  the  numerous  small  and  old 
Tenements  in  the  Town  of  Grantham  and  elsewhere,  and  the 
small  dispersed  lots  of  Land  in  the  country  which  composed  the 
School  Estates,  and  that  the  proceeds  from  such  sale  should  be 
,  invested  in  the  puidiase  of  Real  Estates  of  a  more  convenient 
description  : — And  the  Master,  by  his  RqK)rt  dated  the  6th  of 
July,  1815,  approved  of  such  proposal, — ^which  Report  was 
confirmed  the  21st  of  August,  1815.  And  an  Act  was  obtained, 
whidi  received  the  Royal  Assent,  on  the  21st  of  May  1816, 
authorizing  the  sale  of  the  several  messuages,  lands,  and  heredi* 
taments,  therein  specified,  and  then  producing  an  annual  rent  of 
£717-1. .0.  The  money  arising  from  such  sale  to  be  laid  out  in 
the  purchase  of  estates  (whereof  not  more  than  one-sixth  part 
thereof  shall  be  Copyhold),  to  be  situate  within  the  Counties  of 
Lincoln^  Leicestei;,  Nottingham,  and  Rutland,  some  or  one  of 
them.  And  the  lands  or  estates  so  to  be  purchased,  to  be  con- 
veyed to  the  Alderman  and  Burgesses  of  Grantham,  It  being 
ftitther  stated,  that  there  are  no  other  Funds  applicable  to  the 
support  and  maintenance  of  the  said  Free  Grammar  School 
than  those  which  arise  from  the  Estates  comprised  in  that  Act. 

In  conaequenoe  of  this  Decree^  the  following  RuLBSy  for 
the  Government  of  the  School  were  established ;  and  were 
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ordered  bj  The  CorpomtioQ  to  be  printed^  on  the  24th  of 

August,  1815. 

1.  That  the  estates  bdongiag  to  the  said  eharitj  shall  be  let 
by  the  Alderman  and  Bui^^sses  c^  the  Town  or  Boroc^h  of 
Gnmtham>  from  year  to  year^  at  a  fur  improved  annual  value>  at 
such  time  or  times^  and  in  sueh  manner  as  they^  or  the  nugor 
part  of  them>  in  the  Alderman's  Court  assembled^  in  their  dis- 
cretion shall  think  proper^  and  that  the  annual  rents  and  profits 
of  the  charity  estates  shall  be  received  by  the  said  Alderman  and 
Btti^gesses>  or  by  such  person  or  persons  as  they>  or  the  miyor 
part  of  them,  in  such  court  assembled,  shall  from  time  to  time 
appoint,  and  that  they  shall  allow  thereout  such  salary  or  sala- 
ries, as  they  in  their  discretion  may  think  necessary,  for  collect- 
ing and  receiving  the  rents  of  the  said  charity  estates,  and  for 
managing  the  same  estates,  and  also  such  expenses  as  may 
necessarily  be  incurred  in  or  towards  the  repairs  and  improve- 
ments of  the  charity  estates,  or  in  or  towards  any  buildings  or 
improvements  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  Master  of  the  said  Free  Grammar  School,  or  in  the  providing 
suitable  forms  and  desks  for  the  said  School  if  necessary,  and 
repairing  and  replacing  the  same,  as  occasion  may  require. 

2.  That  the  said  Alderman  and  Buigesses  shall  allow  out  of 
the  said  annual  rents  and  profits  of  the  charity  estates,  the  salaiy 
or  stipend  of  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  pounds  a  year  to  the  School- 
master, to  be  paid  to  him  by  two  equal  half-yearly  payments  in 
every  year,  so  long  as  he  shall  pay  due  attention  to  the  boys  en- 
titled to  the  benefit  of  the  foundation,  and  in  all  respects  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  his  office. 

3.  That  the  said  Aldennan  and  Buigesses  in  the  Alderman's 
Court  assembled,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall,  when  and  so 
often  as  they  shall  think  necessary,  nominate  and  appoint  an 
Usher,  and  such  other  Under-masters  or  Assistants  at  the  said 
School,  as  they  may  think  proper ;  and  that  they  shall  allow  out 
of  the  said  annual  rents  and  profits  of  the  charity  estates,  the 
salary  or  stipend  of  One  Hundred  pounds  a  year  to  the  Usher  of 
the  said  School,  and  to  such  Under-masters  or  Assistants  as  they 
may  appoint,  such  respective  annual  salaries  or  stipends,  as  they 
the  said  Alderman  and  Buigesses  so  assembled,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  shall  in  their  (tiscretion  think  meet. 

4.  That  the  Schoolmaster,  as  well  as  Usher  to  be  from  time  to 
ti|ne  appointed  by  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses,  shall  be  a 
Clergyman  of  the  Church  of  Bngland,  of  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts  at  least,  in  either  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  or  Cam- 
bridge, and  the  best  qualified  in  respect  of  morals,  learning,  and 
discretion,  to  fill  and  occupy  such  place  of  Schoolmaster  and 
Usher  respectivdy. 
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5'.  That  the  surplus  of  the  annual  rents  and  profits  of  iiie  said 
estates^  if  any,  which  shaU  remain  over  and  above  the  different 
payments,  charges,  expenses,  matters,  and  things  herein-before 
directed  and  authorized  to  be  made  and  done,  and  over  and  alK>ve 
such  costs  as  have  been  or  shall  be  directed  by  this  honourable 
courts  to  be  paid  by  or  allowed  to  the  said  Alderman  and  Sor- 
gesses,  out  of  the  said  charity  estates,  for  or  by  reason  or  on  ac- 
count of  this  or  any  other  cause,  petition,  order,  or  matter, 
relating  to  the  said  iSpee  Granmiar  School,  or  the  estates,  funds, 
or  revenues  thereof;    and  all  reasonable  costs,  chaiges,  and 
expenses  incident  to  the  appointment  or  removal  of  any  School- 
master, Usher,  Under-master,  or  Assbtant,  or  any  proceedings 
to  effect  the  same,  and  all  other  necessary  or  proper  expenses  in 
the  administration  of  the  said  charity,  shall  be  by  the  said  de- 
fSendants,  the  Alderman  and  Burgesses^  in  the  Alderman*s  court 
assembled,  or  the  miyor  part  of  them,  applied  and  appropriated 
towards  the  founding,  creating,  and  maintaining  of  one  or  more 
Exhibition  or  Exhibitions,  in  either  of  the  sud  Universities  of 
Oxford  and  Cambridge,  as  the  Alderman  and  Bui^gesses  so 
assembled,  or  the  m^or  part  of  them,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
currence of  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  for  the  time  being,  shall 
think  fit,  for  such  Scholars  as  shall  have  been  educated  in  the 
said  Free  Grammar  School,  of  the  description  hereinafter  men- 
tioned ;  and  that  the  election  and  choice  of  the  Exhibitioners,  as 
often  as  there  shall  be  a  vacancy,  or  as  often  as  a  new  Exhibition 
shall  be  created,  shall  be  in  the  said  Alderman  and  Buigesses, 
assembled  as  aforesaid^  or  the  major  part  of  them  ^  and  that 
every  such  election  shall  be  had  as  follows,  (to  wit,) — first  of 
such  Scholars  as  have  been  educated  upon  the  Foundation  of  the 
said  School,  unless  all  the  candidates  of  that  description  shall  be 
found  by  the  said  Alderman  and  Bui^gesses  not  to  be  meet  and 
apt  for  the  same,  and  for  default  of  such,  then  of  such  other 
Scholars  as  have  been  or  shall  be  educated  at  the  said  School; 
but. that  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  such  Exhibition,  unless  he 
shall  have  duly  attended,  and  been  educated  at  the  said  School, 
for  the  space  of  two  years  immediately  preceding  his  going  to 
any  College  in  either  of  the  said  Universities,  and  shall  have 
obtained  from  the  Schoolmaster  a  certificate  of  such  attendance 
under  his  hand,  also  certifying  thereby  that  such  Scholar  so 
offering  himself  a  candidate  for  such  Exhibition  is  duly  qualified 
in  respect  to  learning,  and  of  good  morals  and  behaviour,  and 
that  the  annual  amount  of  each  Exhibition  shall  be  fixed  at  the 
discretion  of  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  assembled  as 
aforesaid,  or  the  m^jor  part  of  them,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
currence of  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln  for  the  time  being,  so  the 
same  do  not  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty  pounds^  nor  be  less  than  the 
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sum  of  thirty  pounds,  and  that  no  exhibitioner  shall  hold  or 
continue  his  exhibition  longer  than  four  years,  or  more  than  six 
calendar  months  after  he  inay  have  taken  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts. 

6.  That  the  Schoolmaster  shall  with  all  diligence  and  care 
endeavour  to  instruct  his  Scholars  in  the  principles  of  religion 
and  virtue,  and  in  decent  and  proper  beluiviour,  as  well  as  in 
classical  and  other  learning,  to  the  best  of  his  power  and  know- 
ledge, and  that  the  Usher  or  any  Under-Masters  or  Assistants  to 
be  appointed  by  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  shall  from 
time  to  time  be  under  the  direction  and  controul  of  the  School- 
master in  the  ways  and  methods  of  teaching,  instructing,  and 
ordering  of  all  such  children  and  youths  as  shall  be  from  time  to 
time  put  under  the  care,  instruction,  and  management  of  the 
said  'Usher,  or  the  said  Under-Masters  or  Assistants  for  the  time 
being. 

7-  That  every  school-day  in  summer  (that  is  to  say)  from 
Lady  day  until  Michaelmas-day,  the  Schoolmaster,  Usher, 
Under-Masters,  and  Assistants  shall  be  at  the  School  by  seven 
o'dock  in  the  morning,  -and  continue  in  teaching  without  any 
unnecessary  intermission  until  nine  o'clock,  and  after  breakfast 
shall  return  by  ten  and  continue  till  twelve,  and  after  dinner  shaU 
return  by  two  o'clock  and  likewise  teach  without  any  unneces- 
sary intermission  until  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  from 
Midiaelmas-day  until  Lady-day  shall  be  at  School  by  half  past 
eight  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  continue  in  teadiing  until 
twelve  o'clock,  and  in  the  afternoon  as  is  aforesaid. 

8.  That  appropriate  prayers  shall  be  daily  said  at  first  coming 
into  School,  by  one  ci  the  Scholars,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Schoolmaster,  he  himself  being  present. 

9.  That  the  Schoolmaster  shall  not  intermit  or  break  up  his 
office  of  teaching  at  any  time  in  the  year,  but  for  four  weeks 
commencing  at  the  eve  of  Saint  Thomas  the  Apostle,  and  for 
four  other  weeks  commencing  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  June, 
except  on  account  of  great  infbctions  or  epidemical  sickness, 
wherein  he  shall  be  ruled  and  ordered  by  the  advice  and  direc- 
tion of  the  said  Alderman  and  Burgesses  assembled  as  aforesaid, 
or  the  major  part  of  them,  and  that  the  Schoolmaster  shall  also 
allow  half  a  holiday  every  Thursday  and  Saturday  afternoon 
throughout  the  year,  and  no  boy  shall  absent  himself  firom 
School  at  any  olher  time  or  times  without  the  licence  of  the 
Schoolmaster. 

10.  That  all  boys  sent  to  the  said  School  of  the  age  of  eight 
years  and  upwards,  whose  parents  or  parent  (if  one  be  d«ui) 
guardian  or  guardians  reside  in  the  town  or  borough  of  Grantham 

foresaid,  or  within  one  mile  of  the  same,  shall  be  admitted  by 
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year,  between  the  first  day  of  May  and  first  day  of  November, 
make  or  cause  to  be  made  out>  an  account  in  writing  of  all  sams 
received  and  paid  for  and  on  account  of  the  said  charity  up  to 
the  fifth  day  of  April  preceding  the  time  of  making  out  siicii 
acooimt,  and  shall  within  the  time  aforesaid  send  such  aocomit 
-to  the  Bishop  of  Lincoln  for  the  time  being,  who  may  require 
the  vouchers  to  vmfy  the  truth  and  accuracy  of  the  same  to  be 
laid  before  him  whenever  he  may  think  proper. 
'    The  Lord  Chancellor  is  the  Visitoe. 

The  School,  which  is  a  spacious,  handsome  stone  build- 
ing, jFi  feet  by  SO, — together  with  a  commodious  House  and 
OflSces  for  the  Master,--  on  the  North  side  of  the  Church- 
yard, were  erected  by  Bishop  Fox. 

The  ETt>N  Latin  and  Greek  Gnunmars  are  in  use. 
In  1763,  Dr.  Nbwcomb  founded  two  Exhibitions  *^far 
the  support  of  two  Scholars,  who  a>me  properly  qualified  in 
Morals  and  Learning  from  the  Grammar  School  of  Grant- 
ham, if  any  audi  shall  be  admitted  of  St.  Johns  College, 
Cambridge,  from  that  School,  if  not,  from  some  other  School 
in  Lincolnshire;  each  to  receive  £20.  per  annum,  so  long 
as  they  shall  reside  Nine  months  in  the  year  and  behave 
well^  ^till  they  proceed  Masters  of  Arts  and  no  longer,  or 
become  Ftllows  of  the  ssud  College.'*    If  on  a  vacancy,  there 
are  more  Candidates  than  one,  it  is  left  to  the  Master  and 
Seniors  of  the  College  to  elect  which  of  them  they  think  the 
most  proper  and  deserving.    These  Exhibitions  are  tenable 
for  Four  years. 

The  Revd.  Thomas  Lovett,  of  Nottingham,  by  Will 
founded  in  Sidney  Sussex  College,  Cambridge,  two 
Exhibitions  of  the  annual  value  of  £40.  each:  and  he 
directed,  "  i  hat  no  Scholar  or  Person  whatever  shall  be 
entitled  to  such  Exhibitions,  except  the  Son  of  a  Clergyman 
of  the  Established  Church  of  England  and  whose  Father,  if 
living,  shall  then  be,  or  if  dead,  shall  have  been  in  Priest's 
Orders,  and  duly  qualified  for  such  Orders  by  having  taken 
a  regular  Degree  in  The  University  of  Oxford  or  Cam- 
bridge;  and  unless  such  Scholar  or  Person  shall  be  intended 
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.to  go  into  Holy  Orders,  and  shall  by  hiniself  and  hisfnends, 
previously  promise  and  engage,  that  he  will  enter  into 
Deacon's  Orders,  at  or  before  such  time  as  he  shall  attain  to 
the  age  of  Twenty-three  years." 

Mr.  LovETT  further  directed,  <<  that  a.  preference  and  a 
priority,  to  the  nomination  and  appointment  to  such  Kxhibi- 
dons  and  each  of  them,  shall  at  all  times  be  given,  to  a 
person  or  scholar  duly  qualified  accordmg  to  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  of  his  Will,  who  bath  been  educated,  taught, 
and  instructed  in  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  Grantham, 
in  preference,  or  The  Fr^  Grammar  School  of  Oakham,  in 
case  of  the  former  failing  to  fill  the  vacancy,  for  the  space  of 
Three  years  at  least  "^  These  Exhibitions  are  tenable  for 
Seven  years. 

The  annual  amount  of  Rents  belonging  to  this  School 
being  now  at  least  £80().,  it  seemed  good  to  the  Trus^ 
tees,  by  the  kind  advice  of  The  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  that 
whatever  surplus  remained,  after  the  deduction  of  Salaries 
to  the  different  Masters  and  other  small  incidental  expenses 
as  stated  in  the  Statutes,  should  be  applied  in  the.founding 
Exhibitions.  The  surplus  therefore  about  £300.  per 
atnmum  is  accumulating  for  that  use,  to  be,  when  needed, 
distributed  in  Exhilntions  of  from  £30.  to  £50.  per  annum; 
tenable  by  youth,  who  have  been  two  years  educated  in  the 
said  School,  tor  Jbur  years,  at  any  College  in  Oxford  or 
Cambridge. 

The  present  Head  Master  is.  The  Revd.  Bobebt  Gtobdok 
Andrews,  A.  M.,  Fellow  of  Corpus  Christi  College,  Oxford, 
whose  Salary  is  £150.  per  annum.  Thb  Gentleman  takes 
Boarders  into  his  house,  at  Forty  gumeasj9€ranfmm;  which 
sum  includes  chiefly  the  Instruction  preparatory  for  the 
Universities,  and  the  higher  branches  of  Commercial  life. 

The  present  Under-Master  is.  The  Revd.  Thomas  Henby 
HoLGATE,  A.  M.,  whose  Salary  is  £100.  per  annum.  He 
does  not  take  Boarders.    He  has  no  house. 
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There  is  a  Writiiig  Master,  who^  when  requmte,  instracts 
in  English  Grammar,  writing,  and  arithmetic :  his  Sakry  is 
£75.  per  amnum. 

There  are  about  Twelve  Free  Sdiolars, — and,  Ni$u 
Boarders  only,  at  present, — the  School  having  been  much 
n^lected,  previous  to  the  appointment  of  the  present  Head 
Master,  in  1816.

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GRIMSBY. 

The  ^Frbe  G&ammaa  School  at  Grihsbt  was  founded 
bj  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  12th  of  July,  in  the  first  year 
<^  the  reign  of  King  Ebward  the  Sixth,  1547,  and  en- 
dowed with  an  Estate  at  Great  Grimsby,  called  **  The 
Chantry  Farm^'  then  worth  i:40..5..6.  per  annum^  but  at 
present  about  £150.  It  is  now  the  property  of  George 
Tennyson,  Esq. 

A  subsequent  benefaction  of  £7*  P^r  annum  was  made 
by  Mrs*  Acham»  payable  out  of  some  landed  property  in 
the  Parishes  of  Goldsby  and  Asterby. 

The  Corporation,  who  are  the  Trustees,  annually  appoint 
Six  Grentlemen  from  thdr  own  Body  as  a  Committee,  over 
which  the  Mayor  for  the  time  being  presides.  These  ma- 
nage the  whole  concerns  of  the  Establishment. 

This  School  is  open  to  70  boys,  the  sons  of  Freemen. 
They  are  admitted  when  they  can  read  the  New  Testament 
with  tolerable  accuracy,  and  may  remain  as  long  as  they 
please.    About  10  other  Scholars  attend. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used;  and  there  is  no  pre- 
scribed system  of  Education. 

There  are  no  Univerrity  advantages  belonging  to  this 
School. 

The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd.  George  Oli- 
ver, whose  Salary  and  Emoluments  are  about  £200.  per 
annum* 

Neither  the  Head,  nor  the  Second,  Master  takes  Pupils. 
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HOLBEACH. 

The  Fuee  School  of  Holbbach  was  founded  by  Gboiigb 
Farmer,  of  the  Parish  of  St.  Andrew  Holborn,  in  the 
County  of  Middlesex,  Esq., — and  was  afterwards  respec- 
tively benefited  and  increased  by  John  Warsdale,  of  Hol- 
beach,  and  William  Dukcombe,  of  Battlesden,  in  tbe 
County  of  Bedford,  Esq.  The  annual  amount  of  the  En- 
dowment, consisting  of  lands  and  tenements  in  Holbeach, 
in  1814,  was  £133. 

The  Trustees  or  Feoffees  are,  from  time  to  time,  to  elect 
and  choose  (with  the  approbation  of  The  Founder)  a  pru- 
dent and  discreet  person,  who  shall  be  Master  or  Bachelor 
of  Arts,  to  teach  and  instruct  the  Children  of  Holbeach, 
<^  without  any  Salary,  recompence,  or  other  reward  what- 
soever, to  be  exacted  from  or  demanded  of  the  Parents,  or 
other  Relations  or  Friends  of  such  Children  as  shall  be  so 
instructed  and  taught,  and  to  receive  the  rents,  issues  and 
profits  of  the  said  estates  and  premises,  and  pay  the 
same  to  such  Schoolmaster.^ 

The  Revd.  William  Stdkeley,  M.  D.,  the  eminent 
Antiquary,  was  educated  here. 

No  answer  has  been  received  to  the  Authors  Letter. 
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HORNCASTLE. 

Thk  Fbee  GftAMH  ab  School  at  Hobkcastls  was  founded 
by  Edwabd  Lord  Clynton  and  Sayb,  Lord  High  Admi- 
ral of  England,  by  Letters  Patent,  dated  the  25th  of  Janu- 
ary, 157 1 9  for  the  education  and  instruction  of  Children  and 
Youth  in  the  Town  and  Neighbourhood, — ^to  be  called 
**  Thb  Fbee  Gbahmab  School  of  Queen  Elizabeth  in 
the  Ville  or  Soke  of  Hobncastlb,*^ — and  to  conmst  of  one 
Master,  and  one  Usher: — 

That  Tbn  discreet  and  honest  men,  therein  named,  should 
be  the  Governors  of  it^s  Possessions,  and  be  a  Body  Corpo- 
rate, with  perpetual  Succession,*— might  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded,— and  have  a  Common  Seal  :— 

They  were  also  empowered  to  nominate  the  Master  and 
Usher,  upon  any  vacancy, — to  make  good  and  wholesome 
Statutes  for  the  government  of  the  School,— and  might  ac- 
quirelands  and  other  possessions,  to  be  holden  in  capUe, 
provided  they  do  not  exceed  the  clear  yearly  value  of  jC40. 

The  Endowment  consists  of  Houses  and  Land,  utuate  in 
the  Parishes  of  Homcastle,  Hemingby,  Sutton,  Huttoft,and 
Winthorpe  in  the  Marsh. 

The  annual  Income  is  precarious,  arising  from  the  pecu- 
liar drcumstances  of  the  proper^,  — ^part  of  the  land  being 
subject  to  inundation  from  the  Sea, — and  another  part  of 
the  endowment  being  old  houses,  wanting  much  repair.  The 
Grovemors  are  at  present  re-building  some,  and  will  have  to 
borrow  money  to  complete  them. 

The  Receipts,— 1817,  were  jei99..5..0.  This  year  (1818) 
the  greater  part  of  the  land  has  been  subject  to  a  Drainage 
Tax  of  very  nearly  half  the  amount  of  the  rent. 

There  are  no  Statutes.

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The  present  Master  is^  The  Rerd  Cha&les  L'Ostb, 
whose  Salary  is  £40.  per  annum.

Thb  FstiE  School  at  Lacj^bt  was  founded  in  pursuance 
of  the  Will  of  Phillip  Stampobd,  df  Laoeby,  Gkntl^man, 
dated  the  27th  of  June,  1712,  and  by  Indenture  made  the 
11th  of  October,  1/20,  between  Saeah  Stamfobd,  his 
Widow  and  sole  Executrix,  of  the  one  part,  and  Laweence 
Caetbr,  of  the  New  "Works  near  the  Borough  of  Leices- 
ter, Esq.,  William  Harness,  of  Laceby,  Grentleman,  and 
Eleven  other  Grentlemen,  in  the  County  of  Lincoln,  of  the 
other  part, — 

Whereby  certain  lands  and  premises  were  assigned  to  them 
isTmstees,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  which  a  School^house 
was  to  be  erected,  and  the  Master  to  have  an  amiual  Stipend  of 
JCI2.>  together  with  a  house>  garden^  and.  offices,,  free  of  rent, 
repairs,  and  taxes,  and  a  Chaldron  of  Coals.— ^ 

i?he  Master  to  be  chosen,  and  displaced  by  The  Trustees  for 
any  misbehaviour  ^thout  being  accountable  or  answerable  for 
the  same : — 

The  Master  to  be  ''^  a  fitt  person,"  who  shall  teach  the  Chil- 
dren of  the  poor  Inhabitants  of  Laceby,  Bradley,  and  Bamoldby- 
le-Becki  indefinitely,  as  well  boys  or  girls  as  shall  be  sent  to  the 
School,  to  read,  write,  and  cast  accompts,  gratUj  whose  Parents 
shall  not  be  able  to  pay  for  the  same : — 

They  are  admitted  when  they  can  read  the  Psalter,  and 
may  remain  as  long  as  their  Parents  please.  The  number 
usually  educated  is  about  25.  They  are  nominated  by  The 
Trustees. 

The  Residue  of  the  Rents  is  to  be  disposed  of  in  the  repairs  of 
the  School,  '*  and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  all  the  Schollars 
which  shall  be  sent  to  the  said  School,  either  in  buying  Books 
or  placeing  them  out  to  some  honest  Trade,'*  as  the  miyor  part  of 
The  Trustees  shall  direct : — 

That  when  the  Trustees  shall  be  reduced  by  death  to  Seven 
only,  then  the  Survivors  or  the  msjor  part  of  ^em,  shall  elect 
Six  persons  in  the  room  of  the  deceased,  who  are  to  be  land 
owners  or  inhabitants  of  Laceby,  Bradley,  Bamoldby,  and  Brigs- 
ley  :— 
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No  lease  of  any  part  of  the  prembes  is  to  be  granted  for  a 
longer  term  than  Twenty-one  years. 

The  present  Rental  is  £  150.  per  awnum. 

About  six  years  rince  an  increase  of  Salary  was  made  by 
The  Trustees,  in  oon^dantion  of  the  rent  of  the  Fami, 
with  which  the  School  is  supported,  being  augmented  to 
JB 1 8.  jper  annum,— to  which  alao  were  added  Eig^t  acres  of 
meadow  land,  situate  in  the  Parish  oi  Laceby.  The  present 
amount,  therefore,  of  the  Master's  Stipend  is,  mduding  the 
rent  of  these  eight  acres,  £S0.  a  year. 

The  present  Master  is.  The  Rev.  Gbokok  SraoBTOK, 
who  takes  private  Pupils. 

The  benevolent  Founder  also  directed,  that  "  a  discreet 
W(»nan^  should  be  appcnnted  by  the  Trustees,  to  teadi  the 
poor  boys  and  girls  of  the  respective  Parishes,  "  in  her  own 
Dwelling-house  in  Laceby,''  previous  to  their  being  placed 
at  the  School  to  be  further  taught, — and  to  be  allowed  £4., 
now  increased  to  JC6.  per  emniamy  and  a  Chaldron  of  Coals* 
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LINCOLN. 

These  was  formerly  a  Geamhae  School  in  The  Close  at 
Lincoln,  under  the  control  of  The  Dean  and  Chapter,  with 
a  Stipend  of  £3..15..2,  now  payable  out  of  the  land  Reve- 
nues of  the  Crown, — ^And  anodier  in  the  City,  under  the 
management  of  The  Corporation.  In  1583,  iheae  Schools 
were  united. 

The  Master  is  dected,  and  partly  pud  by  The  Dean 
and  Chapter :  The  Usher  is  elected,  and  paid  by  The  Coi^ 
poration, — who  also  pay  the  Master  in  part,  and  repwr  the 
School-house. 

The  Master  *^  declines  sending  amy  Commwnicaticn  on  At 
subject.'^ 

Dakiel  Wateeland,  a  learned  Divine,  and  able  assertor 
of  the  Doctrine  of  the  Trinity,  was  educated  here.— As  was 
also,  the  Author^s  much  respected  Friend  Samuel  Fae« 
TRiDGE,  M.  A.,  the  late  worthy  Vicar  of  Boston,  for  Thiety- 
Two  Yeaes. 
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I^OUTH. 


The  Free  Geahhar  School  in  Louth  was  founded  by 
King  Edward  the  Sixth,  by  his  Letters  Patent,  dated  the 
21st  of  September,  in  the  Fifth  year  of  his  reign,  1552  ; — 

The  Preamble  of  which  expresses^  that  ''  whereas  We  have 
always  coveted,  with  a  most  exceeding,  vehement,  and  ardent 
desire,  that  good  Literature  and  Discipline  might  be  difiiised  and 
propagated,  through  all  the  parts  of  our  Kingdom,  as  wherein 
the  best  government  and  administratum  of  affairs  consists;  and, 
therefore,  with  no  small  earnestness,  have  We  been  intent  on 
the  liberal  institution  of  Youth,  that  it  may  be  brought  up  to 
Science,  in  places  of  our  Kingdom,  most  proper  and  suitable  for 
such  functions  ^  it  being,  as  it  were,  the  Foundation  and  growth 
of  our  Commonwealth,  and  having  certain  and  unquestionable 
knowledge  that  our  Town  of  Louth,  in  our  County  of  Lincoln, 
is  a  place  most  proper  and  fit  for  the  teaching  and  instructing  of 
children  and  youth,  in  regard  it  is  very  populous  and  stocked 
with  youth,  and,  heretofore,  a  great  concourse  of  children  and 
youth  have  flocked  thither,  firom  the  adjacent  Towns,  to  acquire 
learning :"'— His  Miyesty,  therefore,  at  the  humble  Petition  of 
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RiCHABD  GooDEBiCKj  £6q.>  Attomey  of  the  Court  of  Augment- 
atioiu  and  Revenues  of  the  Croi;7n>  and  of  the  Inhabitants  of 
Louth,  for  the  erecting  and  establishing  of  a  Grammar  School 
there,  for  the  institution  of  boys  and  youths  granted  and  ordained 
that,  "  hereafter,  there  may  and.  shall  be  one  Grammar  School, 
in  the  inid  Town  of  Loutfi,  which  shall  be  called  '^  The  Feee 
Gbammar  School  of  King  £dwabi>  the  Sixth,"  for  the  educa- 
tion, institution,  and  instruction  of  boys  and  youth,  in  the 
Grammar,  to  endure  for  eyer,'*  to  consist  of  one  Master  and  one 
Usher : — 

That  the  said  Town  of  Louth  be  Corporate  of  one  Warden 
of  THE  Town  of  Louth  and  Free  School  in  the  same,  and  of 
Six  Assistants,  inhabiting  in  the  said  Town  for  ever.  That 
the  Warden  and  those  Six  Assbtants  may  and  ought  to  be  one 
Body  Inqorporate  and  Politick,  and  one  perpetual. Community, 
in  deed  and  in  name  -,  to  have  perpetual  succession ;  and  be 
persons  able  and  capable,  in  Law,  by  the  name  of  "  Warden 
and  Six  Assistants  of  the  Town  of  Louth  and  Free  School 
of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  in  Louth,"  to  purchase,  possess, 
and  hold  lands,  and  tenements,  to  them  and  their  Successors 
forever:— 

And  that  one  more  fit  person  of  those,  inhabiting  the  town 
aforesaid,  may  be  set  over  and  chosen  to  be  Warden  of  the  Town 
and  Free  School  aforesaid,  for  one  whole  year,  by  them  the  Six 
Assistants,  inhabitants  of  the  same  town,  in  every  year,  at  the 
Feast  of  Pentecost,  in  the  Common  Hall  of  Louth,  called ''  The 
I  Guild'HaUr— 

(  That  they  may  plead  and  be  impleaded :  And  may  have  a 

Common  Seal,  to  serve  for  the  transacting  the  business  of  the 
'  School  and  their  lands  and  possessions : — 

>i  That  the  Warden  and  Six  Assistants,  and  their  Successors 

t  may  have  ability  and  power  to  make  Statutes  and  Ordinances, 

^  in  writing,  concerning  the  direction  of  the  Master,  and  Usher, 

f  and  Scholars  of  the  Sdiool,  and  to  exhibit  those  Statutes,  so 

I  reduced  to  writing,  to  the  Bishop  of  that  Diocese,  and  the  same 

I  being  signed  by  the  aforesaid  Bishop, ''  with  his  own  hand," 

I  shall  be  inviolably  observed  for  ever :  ^ 

[  Laurence  Eresby,  Gentleman,  then  an  Inhabitant  of  the 

,  Town  of  Louth,  to  be  the  first  Warden  of  the  same  Town  and 

I  Free  Schools  for  one  year,  and  that,  afterwards,  he  shall  be  and 

J  continue,  during  his  life  (i/'&e  shall  so  long  dwell  in  the  said  Tovm} 

,  one  of  the  Six  Assistants ; — ^That  of  the  then  Inhabitants  of  the 

i  said  Town,  John   Buaolet,  Merchant  of  the   Staple  of  the 

Town  of  Calais,  John  Chapman,  Gentleman,  Walter  Fiss- 
I  WICKS,  Gilbert  Blanchard,  William  Bailiffe,  and  Ar- 

,  THUR  Gbey^  Mercer,  be  the  Six  Assistants : — ^And  that  hereafter 
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one  more  fit  person  of  the  aforesaid  Six  Assistants^,  as  often  as 
there  shall  be  a  vacancy  of  a  Warden,  "  shall,  by  the  said  War- 
den^ and  Six  Assistants,  for  the  time  being,  be  chosen  and  made 
to  preside,  as  Warden  of  the  said  Town  and  School,  for  the 
benefit  and  good  rule  of  the  same  for  one  year :" 

That  in  case  of  the  death  of  any  of  the  Assistants,  the  Warden 
and  surviving  Assistants  are  to  meet  at  the  Guild- Hall,  **  and 
there^  within  Twenty  days  next  after  the  death  of  any  such  As* 
sistant,  to  chuse  another  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Town,  in 
the  place  of  him  so  dying,  and  they  shall  have  power  and  may 
compel  him,  so  chosen,  by  oath  or  otherwise  to  execute  those 
things,  which,  on  that  occasion,  belong  to  him  to  execute 
for  the  good  Rule  and  Profit  of  the  said  Town  and  School :" — 

For  the  maintenance  and  continuance  of  the  said  School,  His 
Majesty  gave  and  granted  to  the  Warden  and  Six  Assistants 
divers  messuages,  cottages,  and  upwards  of  Three  Hundred  and 
Sixty  acres  of  Land,  in  Louth,  North  Somercotes,  South  Somer- 
GOtes^  Thedlethorpe,  Anderby,  Winthorpe,  Ludborough,  Skid- 
broke,  and  Gminthorpe:— together  with  avoid  piece  of  land, 
called  "  The  Quarry;*  for  the  Beast  Market,  at  the  time  of 
Fairs,  there  holden  in  Louth,  being  late  parcel  of  the  posses- 
sions of  the  Bishoprick  of  Lincoln  5— with  all  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  said  lands,  and  of  the  several  Fairs,  and  Markets, 
and  with  liberty  to  keep  a  Court  of  Pie-Powder,  during  the  said 
Fairs ; — the  whole  then  extending  to  the  clear  yearly  value  of 
£40. 5  to  be  holden  in  free  soccage,  by  fealty  only,  and  not  in 
chief : — 

The  Master  to  have,  out  of  the  issues  and  revenues  so  grant- 
ed, £20.  yearly  for  his  Salary,  to  be  paid  Quarterly  by  equal 
portions  : — And  the  Under-Master  to  have  £lO.  yearly  for  his 
Salary,  to  be  paid  in  like  manner  :— 

That,  "  as  often  as  the  said  offices  of  Master  and  Usher, 
or  either  of  them,  shall  be  vacant,,  by  death,  resignation,  or 
otherwise,  then,  within  one  month  next  ensuing  such  vacancy, 
the  Warden  and  Six  Assistants  shall  name  and  present  to  the 
Bishop  of  Lincoln,  for  the  time  being,  another  fit  and  learned 
person,  and  them  or  him,  by  them,  as  aforesaid,  so  named  and 
admitted  by  the  said  Bishop,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  execution 
of  the  office  of  Master  and  Usher  for  the  term  of  life  :*' — 

*'  And  We  will  as  often  as  the  Master,  or  Usher,  or  either  of 
them,  by  reason  of  a  criminal  and  inifamous  Hfo,  or  igno- 
rance and  insufficiency  to  teach,  or  any  other  notorious  defect, 
or  delinquency,  done  against  the  Statutes  and  Ordinances  of 
the  said  School,  shall,  by  the  Warden  and  Assistants,  be  thought 
fit  to  be  deprived  of  the  said  offices  and  they  shall  complain 
thereof  to  he  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  and  he  shall  interpose  his 
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censiune^  so  as  also  there  shall  seem  to  him  suffident  and  just 
daiises  of  privation.  We  will  that  such  Master  or  Usher,  be 
deprived  of  their  office  or  offices,  and  another  chosen  and  put 
into  the  place  of  him  so  deprived." 

His  Majesty  also  ordained,  that  the  Warden  and  Six  Assist- 
ants shall  maintain,  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  lands  and  pre- 
mises. Twelve  Poor  Persons,  in  like  manner  as  they  weie 
heretofore  maintained,  "  by  the  late  Guild  of  St.  Mary,  and  the 
Guild  of  The  Holy  Trinity,  in  the  same  Town,  now  dissolved 
and  being  in  our  hands  ;  and,  after  the  death  of  any  such  poor 
person,  that  another  shall  be  put  in  the  place  of  the  deceased, 
within  one  month  after  his  death,  so  as  there  shall  be,  always. 
Twelve  Poor  in  number  :*' — 

The  King  likewise  empowered  the  Warden  and  Six  Assistants 
to  convert  the  Church  or  Temple  of  The  Holy  Virgin,  common- 
ly called  "  Scant  Marys  Church,'*  near  the  Town,  and  then 
occupied  for  a  School,  to  the  use  of  a  School,  at  their  pleasure, 
and  for  a  House  for  the  children  and  youth  to  be  taught  and 
instituted  in  for  ever : — 

And  that  they  may  acquire  and  purchase  any  manors,  lands,  and 
possessions,  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  i;40.,  over  and  above  all 
charges  and  reprizes,  any  Statute  of  mortmain,  or  any  other 
Statute,  notwithstanding. 

The  present  amount  of  the  Endowment  is  nearly  JL  GOO. 
per  annuniy  distributable  as  heretofore,  oiz..  One  Half  to 
the  Master,  one  Fourth  to  the  Usher,  and  the  other  Fourth 
to  the  twelve  Poor  Persons,  for  the  time  being. 

This  mode  of  distribution  appears  to  have  been  intended 
by  the  Charter,  and  is  also  m  strict  conformity  to  a  Decree, 
niade  on  the  25th  of  January,  in  the  First  year  of  Queen 
Anne,  1702,  under  a  Commission  of  Charitable  uses, 
issued  for  the  correction  of  certain  irregularities  and  misap- 
plications in  the  Trust : — by  which  Decree  it  was,  among 
other  things,  ^^  adjudged  and  ordered,  that  the  Revenues 
of  the  Foundation  should,  thereafter,  from  time  to  time,  be 
applied  in  the  proportions  above  mentioned.'" 

On  the  12th  of  November,  1796,  the  following  Statutes 
and  Ordinances,  for  tho  government  and  direction  of  the 
School,  were  made  by  The  Warden  and  Six  Assistants, 
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and  d{iprDved  and  Bubsciibed  by  The  Biahi^  of  Lincolk 
on  the  5th  of  January,  1797 : 

First,  That  all  the  boys  who  shall  be  sent  to  the  said  School^ 
shall  be  placed  under  the  Master  or  Usher  as  their  Parents  shall 
think  fit. 

2nd.  That  as  this  School  was  intended  by  the  Founder  for  the 
advancement  of  Classical  Literature,  no  B<^s  dwelling  in  Louth 
shall  be  admitted  into  it,  *till  tfa^ey  can  read  well,  and  that  pre* 
vious  to  their  admission  the  Parent  or  Parents  shall  give  assur- 
ance to  the  Warden  or  D^mty,that  they  will  keep  them  regularly 
to  School. 

3rd.  That  the  Master  and  Usher  be  at  the  School  daily  in  the 
Morning  at  the  hour  of  seven  from,  the  first  day  of  March  to  the 
first  day  of  November  :  and  at  the  hour  of  eight  the  ronainder 
of  the  year  3  and  there  continue  without  intermission  teaching 
'till  one  (save  only  an  intermediate  time  of  one  hour  for  break* 
festing  and  recreation,  to  be  fij^ed  upon  by  the  Master) ;  and  in 
the  afternoon  to  return  at  three  and  to  continue  teaching  till 
Jke  during  the  fiirst  mentioned  period ;  but  from  November  the 
first  to  March  the  first,  to  return  to  School  in  the  afternoon  at 
half  past  two,  and  to  r^ulate  their  continuance  there  by  the 
length  of  the  days  (save  only  the  whole  afternoon  on  Saturdays); 
any  neglect  in  the  Attendance  as  above,  to  be  submitted  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Corporation. 

4th.  That  Momingand  Evening  Prayers  out  of  the  Common 
Prayer  Book,  or  others,  as  the  Master  shall  think  fit,  shalleveiy 
School  day  precede  and  terminate  the  business  of  the  day  j  the 
former  to  be  read  by  the  Master,  and  the  latter  by  the  Usher. 

5th.  That  the  Master  may  give  license  for  the  Sdiolars  to 
play  one  afternoon,  in  a  Week,  provided  there  be  no  red-lettet 
day  in  that  Week,  and  no  oftener  without  the  consent  of  the 
Warden  or  his  Deputy. 

eth.  That  no  holidays  for  the  future  be  aUowed  at  Easter  or 
Whitsuntide,  or  what  are  commonly  called  The  Ringing  daye, 
(except  the  King's  birth-day),  or  on  the  Fair  days,  and  that  the 
offices  of  teaching  shall  not  be  interrupted  or  omitted,  save  only 
at  and  for  the  times  of  Christmas  andACdsiunmer  for  five  weeks 
respectively,  to  begin  on  such  day  as  the  Master  shall  order  and 
direct. 

7th.  That  if  a  red  letter  day  turn  out  rainy,  &c.,  the  Boys 
shall  go  to  School  and  have  the  holiday  on  some  Jine  day,  to 
be  determined  and  fixed  on  by  the  Master. 

8th.  That  the  Master  and  Usher  with  all  their  Scholars  shall 
attend  Divine  Service  in  the  Church  on  holidays  in  the  Pew 
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appointed  for  them>  and  there  observe  the  behaviour  of  the  said 
Scholars. 

9th.  That,  as  for  the  prosperity  of  the  School,  it  13  requisite 
that  harmony  should  subsist  between  the  Master  and  TTsher,  it 
is  directed,  that  the  Master  conduct  himself  with  liberality,  &c., 
towards  the  Usher,  and  that  the  Usher  conduct  himself  orderly 
and  respectfully  towards  the  Master^  and  that  neither  of  them 
attempt  to  alienate  from  the  other  the  a£Pection  or  good  opinion 
of  the  Scholars  or  their  Parents. 

10th.  That  the  Master  shall  have  the  direction  of  the  method 
of  teaching  throughout  the  whole  School,  and  the  Books  that 
shall  be  used  therein,  and  shall  also  have  the  power  from  time  to 
time  to  examine  the  Scholars  in  the  Lower  School. 

11th.  If  the  Master  shall  observe  any  cruelty  or  more  than 
onlinary  severity  in  the  behaviour  of  the  Usher  .towards  any  of 
the  Scholars  in  his  department,  he  shall  inquire  into  the  cause  -, 
^  if  it  appears  to  him  unreasonable^  he  is  required  to  admonish 

^  the  Ufiiier.    And  in  case  he  neglects  such  admonition,  and  oon- 

'  tinues  in  his  fault,  the  Master  is  hereby  required  to  state  the 

^  case  to  The  Warden  and  Assistants,  who  shall  make  such  order 

^  therein  as  to  them  shall  seem  just.     And  The  Warden  and  As- 

'  sistants  shall  also  attend  to  every  complaint  made  by  the  Usher 

^  against  the  Master,  for  tbe  like  cruelty  or  severity. 

t  12th.   That  all  books  belonging  to  the  said  School  shall  be 

k  under  the  care  of  the  Master,  to  be  used  by  himself,  the  Usher, 

and  such  of  the  Scholars  as  he  shall  Ihink  proper.  ' 
t  13th.  That  the  Scholars  on  a  holiday  be  called  over  every 

$  two  hours  by  the  Master,  or  in  his  absence  by  the  Usher. 

1 4 th .  That  the  Scholars  be  examined  twice  a  year  by  some  Gen- 
i  tleman  appointed  by  The  Warden  and  Assistants,  who  is  to  make 

f  a  Ttpott  of  the  progress  they  have  made  in  Qamcal  literature, 

4  that  the  Master,  Usher,  and  Scholars  may  have  due  commenda- 

(;  tion  or  censure. 

15th.  That  if  the  Master  or  Usher  be  obliged  to  be  absent 
f  from  the  School,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  Warden  or 

$  his  Deputy,  who  shall  be  satisfied  that  due  care  be  taken  of  the 

|-  Scholars  in  the  mean  time. 

^  16.  And,  Lastlif,  that  the  School  Room  shall  always  be  kept 

0  clean. 

{(  The  School  is  open  to  boys  of  the  Parish  indefinitely,  firee 

of  expense,  for  Classical  Instruction.     There  are  at  presoit 
Thiett  Fits  boys  upon  the  Foundation,  in  a  course  of 
Classical  edacatxm,  which,  considering  the  population,  and 
f  that  there  is  another  Classical  Seminary  in  the  Place,  is  a 

proportion  of  Classical  Students  seldom  found  m  any  of 
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our  larger  and  more  populous  Towns.  There  are  also 
FoETY-Six  other  Scholars,  who  are  boarded  in  the  Houses 
of  the  Head  Master,  the  Assistant,  and  other  Boarding-hou- 
ses in  the  Town. 

Children  are  admitted,  by  an  order  fiom  Thb  Warded, 
when  they  can  read  well ;  and  may  remain  as  long  as  th^r 
Parents  please. 

The  Eton  Latin  and  Greek  Grammars  only  are  used  . 
and  the  following  excellent  system  of  Education  is  strictly 
pursued ; — 

When  the  Pupil  has  committed  to  memory,  the  Acd^ 
denccj  Propria  quce  maribusj  As  inprcesenHy  and  some  of 
the  leading  Rules  of  Syntax,  he  begins  to  construe  Valpt's 
DeUctus^  and  to  render  into  Latin  the  Eton  Exempla  Mi- 
TwrOf — he  is  almost  incessantly  employed  in  parsing, — ^tfae 
Ewempla  Minora  he  first  parses  in  English,  then  rends  it 
into  Latin,  and  in  the  Evening  writes  it  as  a  Latin  exor- 
cise.   In  preparing  the  Lesson  in  Valpt  the  ablest  boy 
takes  the  direction  of  the  Class,  observes  that  the  words  are 
found  out  in  the  Dictionary  by  every  boy,— he  hears  them 
construe  it  in  suooesaon,  and  when  the  Lesson  has  been  thus 
prepared,  it  is  construed  by  every  boy  to  the  Master,  to 
whom  it  is  also  parsed  throughout,  and  the  Rules  of /Vo- 
pria  quosmaribu9j  As  in  proMenHy  and  Syntax  are  given  for 
every  Gender,  Tense,  Case,  &c., — ^if  any  inaccuracy  is  be- 
trayed in  the  repetition  of  these,  a  few  moments  are  aUowed 
for  consulting  the  Rule,  and  fixing  it  immediately  in  the 
memory ; — Two  hours  of  the  day  are  appropriated  by  this 
Class  to  spelling  and  reading  English,  to  Writing,  and 
Arithmetic.    By  the  progressive  introduction  of  the  Learn- 
er to  the  Rules  of  Grammar,  and  by  an  immediate  and 
constant  application  of  them,  by  parsing  English  as  well  as 
Latin,  and  by  reducing  the  English  as  nearly  as  poedble  to 
the  Rules  of  Latin,  the  greatest  advantages  have  been  found 
to  arise. 
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By  the  time  the  Scholar  has  construed  about  half  the 
I>decius  of  Valfy,  he  is  introduced  into  the  Fables  o£  PHiE- 
ssus,— for  the  difficulties  of  this  Author,  boys  find  ample 
compensation  in  his  wit  and  pleasantry,— they  then  construe 
Fhadrus  alternately  with  the  Delectus.  The  Pupil  bebg 
now  completely  master  of  ep?ery  other  port  of  the  Eton 
Grammar,  commences  Prosody, — and  to  Valpy  and  PHiE- 
Dftus,  succeed  Cjisab,  and  the  Eton  Selections  ftom  the 
iE^isdes  and  Metamorphoses  of  Ovid,  Cobnblius  Nepos, 
Sallvst,->  these  are  fdlowed  by  Yikgil,  Hobacs,  Jxtye- 
NAL,— by  CicEBo's  OraHonSf  Offices^  the  Eton  Script/ores 
JKomani,  and  by  some  books  of  Litt  and  Tacitus. 

When  the  Learner  has  committed  to  memory  the  Rtile^ 
of  Prosody,  and  is  expert  in  scanning  and  the  application  of 
the  Rules,  he  attempts  Versification, — which  is  taught  by 
first  giving  the  Scholar  the  words  of  some  Latin  Poet 
thrown  into  disorder,  to  reduce  into  Verse, — and  then  by 
his  forming  Nonsense  verses  from  the  words  of  his  Latin 
Prose  exerdse,  to  which  he  subjoins  them,— by  then  giving 
him  the  verbal  translation  of  Latin  verses  to  be  reduced  by 
him  into  metre, —  to  this  succeed  Imitations  of  some  Eng- 
lish Poet  in  Hermc  and  Ele^ac  verse, — and  lastly,  original 
Compoation  and  Lyric  verse. 

As  soon  as  the  Scholar  is  perfect  Mastter  of  the  Latin 
Grammar,  he  is  introduced  into  the  Gbbek  ;  which  gene- 
rally takes  place  at  the  age  of  Eleven,  and  even  of  Nine  or 
Ten,  if  the  boy  be  expert.  After  the  Inflexions  of  the 
Nouns  and  Verbs  have  been  learnt,  he  proceeds  as  in  Latin^ 
beginning  to  construe  some  Author  immediately, — the 
Rules  of  Grammar  are  constantly  applied,  allowing  a  few 
moments  for  impres»ng  the  Rules  upon  the  memory  at  the 
time  of  their  application.  The  books  read  in  Greek  are, 
the  Delectus  of  Pbiest,  the  excellent  publications  of  Dal- 
ZBL,  which  are  read  completely  through.  X£No?hon''s 
Cyropasdia^  his  life  of  Jgesilaus,  and  his  Jnabasisy  Homeb, 
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the  Tragedians  (particularly  those  edited  by  Pokson),  the 
OraHom  of  DBHosTaBKEs,  published  by  MoaHTBXBV, 
PiNDAE,  Herodotus,  and  Thucy du>ii3-  The  Senior  Cfaw 
never  lose  sight  of  Hoksr  ;  they  generally  construe  at  kaat 
Two  of  his  books  in  the  course  of  a  balf-*year.  They  arc 
sometimes  allowed  a  week,  or  a  fortnight,  to  prepare  for  ex- 
amination half  a  dozen  of  his  books. 

The  business  of  the  day  be^ns  in  evory  Cl^  with  Sa.cbju> 
EEADING.  The  first  and  sepond  Classes  read  a  [totion'of  the 
Latin  Testament  into  the  original  Qreek,— the  third  qopistrue^ 
some  part  of  the  Grospels  in  Gre^,— *the  fourth  and  fifth 
construe  the  Latm  Testam^t^^-^and'tho^  who  w^  not  e(|ual 
to  this,  read  the  Lessona  for  the  day  in  English, — ¥r^en 
are  then  read  from  the  Lituigy  cf  the  Church  of  Kngliind 
by  the  Senior  boys  in  succession, — ^which  are  read  also  in  the 
Evenmg  in  Uke  manner. 

The  Senior  Classes  then  rqieat.lin^  from  Greek! or  Latin 
authors,  which  have  been  committed  to  memory  on  the  ipace^ 
ceding  E vening,— also  Chroiiology^Rhetoric,  Ssaub^s  metres. 

The  other  Classes  repeat  a  portion  of  Greek  or  Latin 
Grammar,  History,  or  Geography. 

The  Exercises  performed  on  the  preceding  Evening  aie 
then  looked  over,—- the  Eton  .books  are  used  for  this  poxt* 
pose, — to  which  is  added  Valfy^s  EtegOfnUos  LaHnck^ — 
Composition  in  En^h,  or  Latin  or  Greek  Prose  or  Yetaev 
employs  the  Evenings  of  the  fii^st  Classj-rthey  are  all  Sot- 
quently  exerdsed  in  die  translation  of  Grtek  or  La&i 
authors,  whidi  they  read  back  into  the  original  langui^ 
after  it  has  been  inspected. 

Every  Lesson,  except  in  the  first  Claas^  is  construed  iwibb 
over,  and  is  parsed  very  carefully.  ,  On  one  day  of  the 
Week,  the  work  done  jua  the. Week  by  each  Class,  is  agun 
construed  to  the  Head  Master ;  in  the  last  Month  of  the 
Half-year,  the  -whoLe  work  of  the  Half-year  is  again  gone 
over,*->All  the'Lines  also  are  again  repeated^-^aod  aftor* 
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wards  repeated  at  one  Lesson, — in  this  manner  a  hooJc  of 
HoBACB,  or  ViBoiL,  is  repeated  by  a  Class  at  one  Lesson, 
without  much  apparent  exertion. 

Every  Fault  in  English,  Latin,  or  Gre^k  CcHDpoatioii,  is 
registered  in  the  Fault*books  of  the  different  Classes,— are 
shown  up  to  the  Head  Master,  and  proclaimed  in  the  School. 
In  Writing  and  Arithmetic  also,  the  merit  or  de-merit  of 
the  performance  is  registered  likewise  every  day.  At  the 
end  of  the  Half-year,  Rewabds  are  given  to  the  most  de- 
serving,— which  rewards  arise  from  a  fund  formed  from 
Fines  imposed  upon  those,  who  are  reported  tardy  at  the 
times  of  entering  the  School 

All  the  Cksses,  except  the  first,  upon  leaving  the  Teacher, 
re^xmstrue  the  lesson  to  the  Caftaik  of  the  Class,  before 
they  are  permitted  to  sit  down.  Boys  of  w^erior  capacity 
are  usually  associated  with  those  of  brighter  talents. 

The  attention  and  emulation  of  the  Scholars  is  constantly 
kept  alive  by  Precedence  during  the  Lesson,  according  to 
merit 

Particular  attention  b  paid  to  Elocution, — the  higher 
Classes  on  one  morning  of  the  week  deliver  before  the  Mas- 
ter, Speeches  selected  from  the  best  English  Authors,  with 
appropriate  action, — and  once  in  the  year  deliver  in  public. 
Speeches  from  Greek,  Latin,  French,  and  English  authors. 
This  practice  of  Public  Speaking  was  instituted  by  Dr.  Obme, 
and  has  been  continued  by  the  present  Master^  from  a  con- 
viction of  it^s  utility,  and  from  a  wish  to  keep  alive  that 
Interest  and  Indulgence,  with  which  the  Friends  .'of  the 
Scholars  and  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Town  and  Naghbour- 
bood  have  always  reo^ved  the  Rhetorical  attempts  of  these 
young  Candidates  for  public  approbation. 

An  extennve  and  useful  School  Libbaky  Imis  been  coL- 
lected,  diiefly  from  the  Benefaction^  of  the  Parents  of  the 
.Scholars  upon  their  leaving  School.  Since  the  appcnikitment 
of  the  present  Mastei^,  a  chaige  of  Half  a  guinea  hies  judici- 
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ously  been  made  upon  the  admisuon  of  every  Scholar  (ex- 
cept those  upon  the  Foundation),  which  has  enabled  him  to 
expend  about  Ten  guinelu  annually  hi  the  purchase  of 
Books.  The  Senior  boy  is  appointed  Librarian,  who  enters 
in  a  book  the  titles  of  the  books  taken  out,  and  the  names  of 
the  Readers,— his  account  is  submitted  weekly  to  the  in- 
spection of  the  Head  Master. 

There  is  an  Exhibition  of  £6..8..6.  per  annum  at  Jesits 
College,  Cambridge,  for  Scholars  from  the  Schools  of  Cais- 
tor,  Louth,  or  Alford. 

The  pre!9ent  Head  Master  is,  The  Revd  John  Waite, 
M.  A.,  of  St  John'^s  College,  Cambridge,  who  was  elecled 
on  the  death  of  The  Revd.  Dr.  Orme,  in  October  1B14. 
The  Income  of  the  Head  Master  arising  from  the  Endow- 
ment, is  nearly  £300.  per  annum ;  the  other  emoluments, 
except  the  profits  arising  fVom  the  board  of  Pupils,  are 
absorbed  by  the  Salaries  of  the  Assistants. 

The  Trustees  of  the  School  have  erected  an  excellent  and 
spadous  House,  for  the  residence  of  the  Master,  near  to  the 
Schoolroom,  in  a  situation  quite  retired  from  the  Town,  to 
which  is  attached  a  convenient  Play-ground.  For  this 
House  he  pays  rent  to  the  Corporation  of  Louth,  it  being 
erected  from  theb  Corporate  Purse.  The  House  and 
Grounds  have  been  considerably  improved  by  the  present 
Master,  and  afford  accommodation  seldom  equalled  in  ami- 
lar  Establbhments. 

The  Usher,  who  is  now  in  the  Eighty  Second  year  of 
his  age^  being  unequal  to  the  duties  of  his  situation,  was 
permitted  by  The  Trustees,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Visitor,  The  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  to  retire  in  the  year  1802, 
with  an  allowance  of  £40.  per  annum  out  of  the  Salary  paid 
to  the  Usher  ;^The  Trustees  reserving  to  themselves  the 
right  of  nominating  his  Locum  tenens.  This,  situaticm  was 
filled  by  the  jnesent  Master  from  1802  to  1812.  The  Bevd. 
T.  A.  Dale,  6.  A.,  of  St  Jean's  CoU^,  Cambridge,  is  die 
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"  present  Representadve  of  the  Usher.    Mr.  Dale  has  the 

'■  privilege  of  admitting  into  his  house  Pupils,  who  attend  the 

^  Grammar  School. 

Scholars  who  are  boarded  at  Lodging-Houses  in  the 

^  Town,  pay  to  the  Head-Master  Eight  guineas  per  aimum 

-  for  Classical  Instruction. 

Writing,  Arithmetic,  Algebra,   Trigonometry,  Euclid, 

<'  &c,  are  taught  at  Two  guineas  per  annum. 

\i  The  French  language  is  taught  in  the  School  by  a  Native 

of  France,  at  One  gumea  the  Quarter. 

I  There  is  no  Church  Preferment,  nor  any  other  advant- 

»s  ages,  belonging  to  this  School. 

f  A  respectable  List  might  be  given  of  Men  educated  at 

J,  this  School,  who  have  passed  through  the  Universities  with 

jj  Honour,  and  who  have  afterwards  acquired  IXstinction  in 

i  the  Church,  at  the  Bar,  and  in  the  Army  and  Navy.     The 

School  of  Louth  for  the  last  Fifty  years  has  maintained  a 

^  .  laigfa  diaracter  in  the  County  of  Lincoln,  and  during  this 
period  has  probably  educated  more  Scholars  for  the  Learned 
Profesmons  than  any  other  School  in  the  County.  Schools, 
however,  are  only  the  Nurses,  not  the  Parents  of  Genius, — 
And  if  the  School  of  Louth  cannot  display  in  the  niunber  of 
it^s  sons,  men  whose  names  are  emblazoned  in  the  Rolls  of 
Fame,  it  can  hold  forth  to  public  Respect  and  Gratitude, 
the  Virtues  and  Talents  of  more  humble,  but  not  lbss 
USEFUL  Scholars, 

The  present  worthy  Master,  partly  from  a  denre  of  gra- 
tifyii^  his  own  feelings,  and  pardy  from  a  wish  to  perpetuate 
the  connection  subsisting  between  the  School  and  the  Scho- 
lars, has  preserved  a  Registbe  of  Admission  from  the  year 
1803  to  die  present  year  1817. 

No  information,  respecting  the  Masters  of  this  School, 
can  be  obtained  from  the  Records  in  the  possession  of  the 
Trustees,  prior  to  the  year  1 720;— in  which  year,  it  appears

Mr.  Emeeis,  after  presiding  over  the  School  of  Louth  tat 
Thiety  yeaes  with  Fidelity  and  IKstinction,  retired  from 
it  with  the  applause  and  regret  of  the  Inhabitants  of  die 
Town  and  Neighbourhood,  Twenty-one  years  flince,«aiid  is 
now  living  in  the  enjoyment  of  <<  otitim  cum  digmttxte^  in 
the  Eighty-Second  year  of  his  age. 
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LOUTH  PARK,  near  Louth. 


Alexander  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  in  1139,  acoon 
Bishop  jTanneb,  built  an  Abbey  in  the  Park  near 
for  the  Cistertian  Monks  whom  he  had  brought  fron: 
tains  to  Haverholm.  This,  as  most  of  the  Monasi 
that  Order,  was  dedicated  to  Thb  Virgin  Mart. 
time  of  King  Henry  the  Third  it  contabed  66  Mor 
150  Conversi ;  but,  about  the  time  of  the  Suppressio 
were  not  above  12  Reli^ous,  who  had  lands  an

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MOULTON,  near  Spalding. 


The  Freb  Grammae  School  in  the  pleasant  Village  of 
MouxTON  was  founded  by  Joks  Harrox,  Yeoman,  a  native 
of  this  Parish,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  1 9th  of  September, 
1 560 ;  and  endowed  by  him  with  275*..0^.25P.  of  land ;  of 
which  263^.2^.7'.  are  wtuate  in  the  Parish  of  Moulton,  and 
the  remaining  1 1^.2^.I8P.  in  the  adjoining  Parish  of  Whap- 
lode.  The  estate  is  subject  to  various  incumbrances,  occa- 
»oned  by  inclotdng,  draining,  and  other  incidental  expenses. 

The  Statutes  appointed  by  the  pious  and  munificent 
Founder,  are  such  as  are  common  to  most  Grammar  Schools ; 
and  particularly  require  Prayers  to  be  said. daily  in  the 
School,  and  a  strict  attention  to  the  Helicon  of  the  Establish- 
ed Church  of  England. 

In  the  Forty-first  year  of  Queen  Elizabeth^  1599>  a  Com- 
mission was  appointed^  and  a  Decree  made,  concerning  This 
School ;  by  wMch  it  appears,  in  the  words  of  the  Decree,  that 
<  there  had  been  long  and  troublesome  Suits  between  divers 
Schoolmasters  and  the  Feofiees,  seeking  to  keep  the  lands  m  their 
hands,  and  to  allow  the  Schoolmaster  only  a  certain  Stipend  in 
nioney>  with  the  occupation  of  the  House  and  some  small  pared 
of  theLands  *,  and  not  to  assure  the  Lands^  nor  any  part  there- 
of, to  the  Schoolmaster  and  his  Successors.

*^  Yet  it  appeareth  plainly^  that  the  true  intent  of  the  said 
H  ABBOx  WB8>  not  Only  that  the  whole  profits  of  the  hmda  should 
he  employed  hy  the  Devisees  or  Feoffees  to  the  use  of  the  School- 
master and  School  \  and  themselves  to  gain  or  retain  nothing 
thereof  unto  themselves  j  hut  also  it  seemeth  unto  us,  that  the 
very  lands  themselves  ought  to  have  been>  after  the  erection  end 
foundation  of  the  said  Sdiool^  assured  to  the  Schoolmaster  and 
his  Successors." 

The  Decree  then  proceeds  to  order  the  heirs  of  the  surviving 
Feoffee,  to  convey  and  assure  the  whole  of  the  said  Lands  unto 
the  Schoolmaster  then  heing,  and  to  his  Successors  : — And  it 
appoints  new  Trustees. 

Most  appropriate,  therefore,  is  the  Motto,  which  was 
chosen  for  the  Common  Seal  of  this  School, — '^  Pieiasplan^ 
tavUy-'ProbUas  Jirfnavk.'^  And  it  may  most  devoutly  be 
added,  **  Estoperpetuar 

The  Schoohnaster  is  Master,  ^^  ei  de  jure  et  iefa/doT' 
He  lets  the  Lands,  receives  the  Rents,  and  discharges  the 
several  outgoings  of  the  Estate  :-*chooses  the  Usher,  and 
pays  his  Salary ; — and  keeps  the  various  Buildings  (con^st- 
ing  of  his  own  house,  and  four  small  Farm  houses)  in  sub- 
stantial repair.  He  has  a  coounodious  and  comfortable 
Dwelling-house,  which  is  built  upon  the  fflte  of  the  Founder's 
Mansion,  with  a  detached  School,  and  convenient  Garden, 
Orchard,  Yard,  and  Homestead,  together  with  a  Play- 
ground of  Two  acres  for  the  Scholars. 

The  House  stands  pleasantly  in  the  centre  of  the  ViUagf^ 
and  opponte  to  the  Church,  the  Tower  and  Spire  of  which 
are  of  very  great  el^anoe,  lightness,  and  beauty. 

The  School  is  open  to  all  boys  indefinitely,  qf  any  age  or 
place,  who  can  read  a  Chapter  in  the  New  Testament. 
And  it  may  with  the  greatest  propriety  be  termed  a  Free 
Sdiool,  as  the  only  expense  is  Four^fcnee,  whidi  is  paid  on 
Admission. 

The  present  number  of  Scholars  upon  the  Foundation  b 
SiXTir.  No  nomination  is  requisite.  And  as  an  additioDal 
comfort  to  the  Children,  all  of  them  who  choose^  are  allowed 
to  bring  their  victuals,  and  to  dine  in  the  SchooL 
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The  Etok  Latin  attd  Greek  Grammars  are  used :— The 
Master  teaches  the  Classics, — and  the  Ush^^  the  English 
l^uiguage,  writing,  and  arithmetic. 

The  present  Master  is,  Samusl  Elsdalb,  Clerk,  M.  A.» 
late  Fellow  of  Linoofai  Colkge,  Oxfitrd.  He  was  unani- 
mously elected  in  1814.  This  Gentleman  receives  JEight 
Boarders  only  into  his  house :  his  Terms  vary  from  £35.  to 
£40.  jper  antmut,  according  to  the  age  of  the  PupiL  Imme- 
diately  after  his  election,  hss  ]>wel]ii^hou6e  unda*went  con- 
sideraUe  repairs  and  JmpDovanents.  The  Schod  waa  also 
greatly  improved,  by  an  alteration  highly  conducive  to  the 
health  and  comfort  both  of  the  Teachers  and  the  Scholars. 

By  the  Statutes  of  the  Founder,  the  Master  is  restricted 
from  holding  any  '^  Ecclesiastical  Living"  with  this  Sdiool. 
The    present  Usher,   Mr.   John  Eugene  Savagb,  is 
boarded  and  lodged  in  the  house  of  the  Master. 

The  late  Master,  llie  Revd  William  Macgham ,  held 
the  atuation  Fifty -one  yearSy  and  died  at  the  Patriarchal 
age  of  Eighty-eight 

The  following  awful  drcumstance  once  happened  at  this 
School.  Upon  the  death  of  the  Master,  a  Successor  was 
immediately  appointed,  who  died  suddenly,  and  boihqfthem^ 
y^ere  buried  at  Moulton  on  the  9ame  day.

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The  Lay  Trustees  are  chosen  by  the  remaining  Tmstees, 
when  any  vacancy  occurs. 

The  Trustees  are  directed  to  meet  m  the  School,  and  to 
examine  the  Scholars  twice  a  year,  or  oftener,  if  they  please. 

When  the  Mastership  is  vacant,  anodier  Master  is  to  be 
elected  by  the  Trustees,  within  For^'days: — and  none  is  to 
be  chosen,  but  ^  such  as  hath  good  report,  and  is  able  to 
teach  the  Latin  and  Greek  tongues." 

The  Bishop  of  Lincoln  is  the  Visitoe. 

The  munificent  Founder  of  this  School  also  bequeathed 
Eands  of  consideraUe  value  to  the  Poor  both  of  Moukon 
and  of  Spalding,  for  ever. 
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NEW  SLEAFORD. 

The  Fkbb  and  Common  School  in  Nkw  Slxafoed  was 
founded  in  the  year  1604,  by  Robert  Carr,  Esq.,  of 
Aswardby,  by  Indenture  dated  the  first  of  September, 
between  himself  on  the  one  part,  and  Eight  Trustees  herein 
named; 

By  which  the  said  Rosert  Carr  for  the  perpetual  maintenance 
of  a  Frbs  and  Common  School  in  New  Slealbrd  aforesaid,  in 
the  place  where  the  School  is  now  kept  there,  or  in  some  other 
convenient  place  in  the  said  Town  of  New  Sleaford,  for  the 
better  education  of.  the  Youth  and  Children  bom  or  inhabiting 
with  their  Parents  within  New  Sleaford,  Old  Sleaford,  Aswardby, 
and  Holdingham,  and  in  Quarrington,  North  Rauceby,  South 
Rauceby,  Anwick,  Kirkby  La  Thorpe,  and  Evedon  in  the  said 
County  of  Lincoln,  in  Virtue  and  Learning,  (and  for  other  pur- 
poses), hath  granted  all  those  Pastures  in  Gedney  in  the  Parts 
of  Holland  and  County  of  Lincoln,  containing  Five  score  acres 
more  or  less,  &c. ;  out  of  the  rent  and  profit  of  which  a  yearly 
sum  or  pension  of  £20.  shall  be  paid  quarterly  to  the  School- 
master :— 

"  The  Master  to  be  chosen  by  the  Owner  and  Inheritor  of  the 
late  faire  Castle  of  New  Sleaford,  and  continue  such  so  long 
only  as  he  shall  be  thought  fit  by  the  said  Inheritor  of  the  said 
Castle,  and  the  most  part  of  the  Vicar  of  New  Sleaford  and  the 
Trustees:— 

**  And,  on  the  death  or  unfitness  of  the  Master,  on  certificate 
made  to  the  Inheritor  of  the  said  Castle,  he  shall  by  some  writing 
under  his  hand  and  sealchuse  another  Master,  being  Bachelor  of 
Arts,  or  Master  of  Arts  in  either  Cambridge  or  Oxford : — 

'^  And,  if  the  said  Inheritor  does  not  name  within  Ten  weeks 
after  such  certificate,  that  then  the  Vicar  and  Inheritors  of  the 
said  Pastures  do  chuse  a  Master :" — 

He  is  to  teach  the  Children  **  without  any  after  reward  or 
benefit  to  be  demanded  or  expected  :** — 

And  the  Children  are  ''  to  continue  with  him  at  all  such  times 
of  the  day,  as  is  commonly  used  in  other  Free  Schools  of 
Learning." 

Mr.  Robert  Cammocke,  by  Will,  dated  the  2l8t  of 
April,  1631,  gave  <<  a  Farm  at  Harmston,  in  the  County  of 
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Lincoln,""  but  charging  it  with  several  annual  payments,  of 
•which  one  is  ^*  Four  pounds  a  year  to  the  Usher  in  "The 
Free  School  of  SleafOTd,""  to  be  pakl  half  yearly.    This  Estate 
is  now  the  property  of  Samuel  Thobold,  Esq.,  who  resides 
at  Hanuston,  and  regularly  pays  this  demand* 

'^  At  this  time,  there  is  not  a  Scholar'*'  upon  the  Foun- 
dation ! 

The  present  and  only  Master  is,  The  Revd.  Euas 
HuELiN,  Clerk,  whose  Salary  is  £24.  per  annum;  £20.  o£ 
which  have  been  withholden  a  year  or  two,  and  most  pco- 
bably  will  be  withholden  some  considerable  time  longer,  on 
account  of  some  heavy  expenses  which  the  Trustees  have 
incurred  in  necessary  buildings  on  the  premises.  This 
Gentleman  has  some  Children  from  Jersey^  but  his  tenns 
are  unknown. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  nor  other  Univeraty  advantages^ 
belonging  to  this  School. 
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SPALDING. 


The  Fkbe  Gkammaa  School  at  Spalding  was  faunded 
by  John  Gambltn  and  John  Blank,  who  endowed  it  with 
lands  in  the  County  of  Linoohi ;  and  established  by  Letters 
Patent  fic»n  King  Chables  the  Second.  It  waa  subse- 
quently augmoited,  by  the  Will  of  Mr.  Atkinson,  with  an 
ancient  House  and  Granary  in  the  Town  of  Spalding, 

The  present  gross  proceeds  of  the  Rents  amount  to  about 
JC150.  per  armum:  out  of  which  the  repairs,  taxes,  and 
other  inddental  expenses  are  paid ;  when  the  remaining  sum 
is  given  to  the  Head  Master,  he  paying  his  own  Assistant, 
if  he  thinks  it  necessary  to  employ  one. 

All  the  Householders  in  the  Town  and  Parish  haye  a  right 
to  send  thar  Children  upon  the  Foundation,  free  of  expense, 
when  they  are  Eighi  years  old,  or  can  read  a  Chapter  in 
The  Old  Testament,  and  write  a  tolerably  good  hand. 
Which  privilege  they  exercise  at  their  pleasure.  There  has 
been  no  limit  to  the  number  of  boys  upon  the  Foundation, 
nor  to  the  time  of  their  continuance  in  the  School. 

The  Eton  Latin,  and  Greek  Grammars  are  those  which 
are  used  in  this  Schod.  And  the  routine  of  Education  is 
something  upon  the  same  plan. 

There  are  no  Exhibitions,  Scholarships,  nor  other  Univer* 
sity  advantages,  belonging  to  this  Foundation. 
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The  present  Head  Master  is,  The  RcvAWaltbe  Mact- 
KiCB  Johnson,  who  employs  as  his  Usher,  The  Revd.  Mr. 
Sfooneb;  neither  of  these  Grendemen  takes  Boarders. 

Mr.  Johnson  holds  the  small  Chapelry  of  Cowbitt,  distant 
about  three  miles  from  Spalding,  which  is  worth  about  Thirty 
guineas /?er  ammtm^  and  in  the  gift  of  the  Governors. 

The  learned  Dr.  Bentlby  was  Master  of  this  School  in 
the  year  1681. 

By  the  Statutes  it  is  ordained,  that  if  the  Governors,  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  shall  fail  to  dect  a  Schoolmaster 
within  Forty  days  after  a  vacancy,  that  then  The  Master 
and  Senior  Fellows  of  Sajnt  John'^s  College,  in  Cambridge, 
shall  appcnnt  a  fit  man  to  be  Schoolmaster  here. 


A  pleasing  opportunity  now  oflfers  itself  of  mentioning 
with  becoming  respect  <<  The  Gentlbmen's  Societt  at 
Spalding  ;^  and  especially  it^s  connection  with  The  Socibtt 

of  ANTiaUABIBS  of  LONBON. 

The  Spirit  of  Emulation  and  Communication  whidb  pre- 
vailed among  The  Establiahers,  or  to  speak  more  properiy 
The  Revivers,  oS.  Tbm.  Society  of  Anti^itaeies  of  Loitdon 
in  the  banning  of  the  Eighteenth  Century,  produced  two 
or  three  oongemal  EstaMiahments,  whose  object  was  to  extend 
their  inquiries  into  the  History  and  Antiquities  of  this  King- 
dom by  mutual  correspondence. 

With  this  very  laudable  view  there  was  established  in  the 
year  17 10,  at  Spalding,  a  Society  of  Gentlemen,  who,  in 
the  true  style  of  Monastic  antiquity,  assumed  to  themselves 
the  modest  denomination  of  a  Cell  to  that  of  London;  at 
once  expressing  their  relation  and  connection  with  that  re- 
spectable Body,  of  which  most  of  them  were  also  Members, 
and  with  which  they  kept  up  an  uninterrupted  oirrespondcnce 
and  communication  of  their  Minutes,  for  upwards  of  Foet y 

YEARS. 
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Thb  Society,  which  took  it*8  rise  from  Maurice  Johnson, 
Esq.,  an  Ancestor  of  the  present  Head  Master  of  the  School, 
aiid  a  few  Gentlemen  of  the  Town  of  Spalding,  who  met  at 
a  Coflfee-House  to  pass  away  an  hour  in  Literary  conversap' 
tbn,  and  reading  some  new  PuUicadons,  may  be  considered 
as  one  of  the  extraordinaiy  efforts  of  the  active  mind  of  thdr 
Founder,  whose  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  various 
branches  of  English  history  and  Jurisprudence  supported  for 
so  long  a  time  a  Plan  originally  digested  by  himself,  and  also 
extended  the  views  of  The  Sode^  to  other  parts  of  Science. 

Of  this  Society  a  very  particular  account  is  given  in  the  • 
Third  volume  of  The  ^'  Biblioiheca  Topqgraphica  BrUan- 

Wherever  there  has  long  been  a  communicative  and  com- 
plaisant character,  the  same  benign  sentiments  perpetually 
prevail.  At  least  I  must  gratefully  bear  such  testimony  to 
the  candour  of  The  Grovemors,  and  the  Head  Master,  of 
this  School  From  Spalding  I  recdved  the  Jirtt  answer  to 
these  inquiries,^  accompanied  with  an  impression  of  the 
Common  Seal  of  the  School^— and  with  such  ooiurtesy  and 
politeness,  as  fixed  my  determination  to  persevere  in  a  plan, 
which,  whatever  may  be  it^s  defects,  shall  not  be  charged 
with  insensibility  to  their  encouragement  and  kindness.

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STAMFORD  or  STANFORD. 

Radcliffe^s  School, 

commonly  caDed 

Thb  F&££  G&ammar  School. 

The  Frbb  Gkammae  School  in  the  Borough  of  Stamford 
owes  it^s  origin  to  the  benevolence  of  William  Radcliffe, 
who,  having  served  the  office  of  Alderman^  in  those  days  the 
Chief  Magistrate  of  the  Town  and  Head  of  the  Corporation, 
in  the  years  1495,  1503,  and  1512,  died  about  the  year 
1530,  having  made  proviaon  by  his  Will  for  it^s  establish- 
ment ;  in  which  he  gave  estates  to  the  Alderman  of  Stamford 
for  the  time  bding,  to  the  intent  that  he  should,  immediatdy 
after  his  death,  find  an  honest,  and  able  person,  being  learned, 
to  teach  Scholars  within  the  Town  of  Stamford,  "  freely, 
without  taking  of  any  reward  of  the  same  Scholars  or  their 
Parents  for  the  same.^ 

And,  for  the  pains  of  such  Schoolmaster,  the  Alderman 
was  to  pay  to  him,  the  yearly  profits  of  all  the  Donor's  lands 
in  Stamford. 

He  further  willed,  that  his  FeoflFeeB  or  Executors  should, 

within  Twenty-one  years  after  his  death,  obtain  Hb  Miyesty^a 

licence  for  the  admortisment  of  the  said  lands  to  the  use 

aforesaid, — ^But,  if  the  Feoffees  or  Executors  could  not  obtain 

the  said  licence,  within  the  time  prescribed,  that  then  lis 

Executors  should  sell  those  lands,  and  employ  the  produce 

thereof  in  such  deeds  of  Charity,  as  to  them  should  seem 

most  expedient 

In  the  Sd  and  3d  of  Edward  the  Sixth,  1548,  an  Act  of 
Parliament  was  passed  for  establishing  this  Foundation,  which 
recites  the  Will  of  Mr.  Radcliffe,  and  that,  during  seventeen 
or  eighteen  years  after  his  death,  an  able  and  learned  School- 
master  taught  within  the  Town^ ''  greatly  to  the  benefit  of  the 
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said  poor  Town>  and  of  the  other  Towns  thereunto  adjoining/' 
yet  His  Mijesty's  licence  was  not  obtained  bj  the  Feoffees ;  by 
which  delay  it  was  feared  that  they,  '^  rather  minding  to  take 
the  benefit  of  the  sale  of  the  land,  after  the  said  term  of  One  and 
Twenty  years  expired,  than  the  advancement  of  the  said  godly 
and  most  charitable  intent  of  the  said  giver/'  never  intended  to 
obtain  the  said  licence,  which  would  be  greatly  to  the  detriment 
of  the  Inhabitants,  and  contrary  to  the  Will  of  The  Founder } 
for  remedy  whereof,  it  was  enacted,  that  from  henceforth  the 
Alderman  of  the  Town  of  Stamford,  for  the  time  being,  and  his 
successors,  should  hold  all  the  lands  and  tenements  so  bequeathed, 
''  to  the  intent  therewith  yearly  to  find  an  honest,  able,  and 
sufficient  learned  man,  to  teach  freely,  within  the  same  town  of 
Stamford,  all  such  Scholars  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  resort  to 
the  School-house  appointed  for  teaching  such  Scholars." 

The  Schoolmaster  to  be  paid  the  yearly  profits  of  all  such 
lands,  by  four  even  portions. 

The  Alderman  of  Stamford,  with  the  advice  and  ccxisent  of 
The  Master  of  The  College  of  Saint  John  the  Evangelist,  in 
Cambridge,  shall  name,  direct,  assign,  and  appoint,  from  time 
to  tune,  such  an  able,  learned  person  to  be  Schoolmaster  there, 
as  shall  be  meet  for  the  same,— And  shall  have  power  to  remove 
and  put  out  any  such  Schoolmaster  there,  for  lack  of  due  attend* 
ance  or  other  reasonable  cause,  and  shall  appoint  and  place  any 
other  such  learned  man,  as  shall  be  thought  proper  by  The 
Alderman  of  Stamford,  by  the  advice  and  council  aforesaid.'* 

And,  that ''  the  trade,  form,  and  manner  of  instructing  and 
teaching  to  be  used  within  the  said  School  be  approved  and 
allowed  by  the  said  Master  of  the  above-named  College,  for  the 
time  being." 

The  Estates  bdongpng  to  the  School  connst  chiefly  of  old 
Houses,  whieh  are  now  let  for  £33I..6..0.  per  anwum^ 
This  sum  is  paid  to  the  Head  Master  quarterly,  out  of 
whidi  he  pays  the  Salary  of  the  Second  Master,  and  repairs 
the  School  and  School-house. 

There  is  an  exceDent  House  which,  it  is  said,  was  buik 
aome  years  anoe  by  Subscription ;  this,  however,  must  lunre 
been  a  re-edification  of  a  former  building,  as  there  is  a  stone 
in  the  North  fhmt  indicating,  that  the  residaice  was  given 
to  the  School  by  Matthew  Bellot  ;  who,  it  appears,  was 
Secretary  to  The  Lord  Treasurer  Bu&ghley,  at  the  time  of 
this  benefiM^on. 
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The  School  is  open  to  all  boys  in  the  Town  of  Stamfbfd, 
and  other  adjacent  Towns,  free  of  expense.  There  are 
36  boys  in  the  School  at  present. 

A  boy  is  admitted  into  the  School,  when  he  is  thought 
competent  by  the  Master  to  enter  into  his  Grammar;  and 
may  remain  as  long  as  his  Parents  please.  There  is  no  par- 
ticular form  of  AdmisdcMi ;  whoever  oflTers  to  the  Schoolmaster 
is  admitted. 

The  Eton  Grammars  are  used;  and  the  Eton  system  of 
Education  is  pursued. 

The  Revd.  Richakd  Atlay,  the  present  Head  Master, 
has  not  lately  taken  Pujnls  himself;  but  the  Second  Master 
now  takes  Boarders  at  £21.  per  annunif  for  boys  under 
Twdve  years  of  age,  and  whidi  includes  Education. 

The  l«ord  Treasurer  Burghley  augmented  Twenty- 
four  Scholarships  in  Saint  John^s  Collbgb,  Cambridge. 
And  directed,  that,  after  his  death,  one  of  his  Scholars  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  heir  of  the  House  of  Burleigh,  to  be 
chosen  out  of  the  School  at  Stamford. 

In  the  year  1613,  Thomas  Earl  of  Exbter,  by  Indenture^ 
gave  a  yearly  rent  of  £108.  to  The  Master,  Felkws  and 
Scholars  of  Clare-Hall,  in  the  Univerdty  of  Cambridge, 
for  founding  Three  Fellowships,  and  Eight  Scholar- 
ships; the  Three  FeOows  to  be  called  ''The  Earl  ^ 
Exeter  Im  FeOom^  and  not  to  be  under  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts»  at  the  time  of  their  Admission;  and  Six 
of  the  Schdars  to  be  called,  <'  The  Earl  of  Exeter  Aj# 
Scholars;'^  and  the  other  Two^  to  be  called  «'  The  La^ 
Dorothy,  Countess  qf  Exeter,  her  SchoOars:'^  and  upon 
oonditicni,  that  as  often  as  any  of  the  Three  FeUowships 
or  Eight  Sdiolanhips  became  void  during  the  life  of  the  sud 
Earl  or  his  Son,  he  or  his  son  should  nominate  and  appoint 
to  the  said  Master  and  Fellows  of  Clare  Hall,  a  meet 
person  for  every  such  of  the  said  Fellowships  or  Scholarships 
as  should  then  be  void :  and  that  after  the  death  of  the  Earl 
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and  his  eldest  son,  when  any  of  the  Scholarships  became 
void,  it  wa»  agreed,  that  <^  The  Master,  Fellows  and  Scholars 
of  Clare-Hall,  in  their  nomination  and  election  of  new 
Scholars  into  the  said  Scholarships  which  so  shall  be  void^ 
shall  princvpaUy  preftr  sudi  persons  cR  the  said  University, 
as  formerly  liave  been  iaugfU  and  insiructed  in  The  School 
{U  Stanford,  in  the  County  of  Lincoln ;  if,  in  respect  of 
their  learning  and  honest  coiiversation,  they  shall  be  found  as 
fit  and  able  as  others  which  shall  be  Competitors  with  them 
for  the  said  Scholarships.^'  '^These  Fellowships  have  been 
much  increased  in  value  by  The  Master  and  Fellows  of 
Clabe-Hall.  The  Scholarships  founded  by  Lord  Exster 
are  JE2.  per  week;  and  those  of  Lady  Exetbr  are  £l..6. 
per  week. 

Mr.  Thomas  Tritesdalb,  by  will,  in  the  year  1700, 
vested  JC50.  in  the  hands  of  The  Corporation  of  Stamford, 
ibr  free  bom  Scholars  belonging  to  The  Free  School,  going 
directly  fiom  thence  to  The  University,  who  pay  JC5.  per 
Cent,  interest  for  it. 

Mr.  Marshall  left  j£l2.  a  year  for  an  ExhiUtion,  for  a 
Scholar  bom  in  the  Borough  of  Sauihwarhi  or  in  the  Town 
of  SUmfbrd ;  and  educated  either  in  the  School  kept  in  the 
Parish  of  St.  Saviour^s  Southwark,  or  in  Stamford  SchooL 
There  is  no  Church  Preferment,  nor  other  advantages  of 
any  kind,  belon^bag  to  this  SchooL

Stawokb  was  anciently  eminent,  according  to  Fbck, 
as  a  Seat  of  LiTSBATuaB ;  and  eapedaliy,  on  the  break- 
ing out  of  a  violent  quand  at  Ox&rd,  between  ths  Noeth- 
£BN  and  Southern  Scholars,  in  1333,  when  a  great 
number  of  Masters  and  Students  retired  to  Stamfoid. 

Camden  says,  that  many  of  them  soon  retomed  to  Ox- 
ford, and  thereby  checked  the  rise  c^  this  Seminary ;  And, 
hat  an  Oath  was  afterwards  provided  at  Ozfoid,  that  no 
person  of  that  Univerrity  should  take  a  Degru  at  Stamfincd. 
It  appears,  however,  <^t  beudea  those  who  retired  fioom 
Oxford  to  Stamford  in  1333,  others  fbUowed  them  in  the 
months  of  May,  June,  and  July,  1334;  and  it  seems  pro- 
bable, that  the  influence  of  the  Monks  of  Durham,  in 
Stamford,  might  at  least  be  a  subcxdinate  motive  with  the 
NoBTHBBN  men  who  were  Seoeders,  to  give  Stamford  a  pre- 
ference. 

The  Members  of  The  Univeraty  of  Oxford,  Mr.  BLeu 
observes,  alarmed  for  their  credit  by  this  Seoeaaioii,  ap- 
plied to  Emg  Edward  the  Third  thnnigh  their  Chancellor 
Robert  Stratford  (afterwards  Chancellor  of  England) 
and  the  Congregation  of  their  Mastered  to  obtain  the  autho- 
rity of  Pope  Benedict  XII,  for  auppreasing  the  ooooourse 
of  Scholars  to  Stanford.  But  the  BSijig  im^turing  the  ex- 
ample (rf'his  Grand&ther,  prefierred  the  exercise  of  his  own 
Soverdgn  authority  to  the  assistance  of  the  Pope;  and,  on 
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the  2d  of  August,  1334,  directed  bis  own  Writ  to  the 
Sheriff  of  Linoobshire,  John  ds  Tbehahpton,  redting, 
that  Masters  and  Scholars  of  Oxford  had,  in  consequence 
of  dissensions,  retired  from  Oxford  to  studj  at  Stanford ; 
and  commanding  him  to  proceed  to  Stanford,  and  there  to 
proclaim  a  Pr6h%\A6an,Jhr  cmypemn  to  sheiy  or  perform 
Scholastic  exercises  ebewhere  than  in  The  Universities^  on 
pain  of  forfeiting  all  which  they  were  capable  to  forfdt 

This  Ph)hibilion  deddedty  diows,  that  Stanford  was  not 
then  considered  as  an  UniversOy.  Though  it  does  not 
appear  to  have  had  the  effect  of  completely  suppressing  the 
Schools.  For  IJie  King,  on  die  28th  of  March  following, 
1335,  issued  another  Proclamation  from  Nottingham,  by 
which  it  appears,  that  several  of  The  Masters  and  Scholars, 
holding  the  Ftohilntion  in  contempt,  had,  afterwards,  con- 
tinued to  study  at  Stanford,  and  to  perform  Scholastic  ex- 
ercises there,  to  the  disgrace  of  the  King  and  the  manifest 
dispersion  of  The  University  of  Oxford :  So  that  for  the 
Suppression  of  their  resistance  to  his  authority,  he  had  or- 
dered the  Sheriff  of  Lincolnshire  to  seize  their  Books  and 
Goods  in  Stanford ;  whidi  last  proceeding  had  not  had  the 
effect  of  dispersing  tiiem,  for  that  the  Masters  and  Scho- 
lars  still,  by  defauh  of  the  Sheriff  in  the  performance  of  his 
duty,  continued  their  exerdses  at  Stanford  as  before ;  And 
that  spedal  Command  was  therefore  ^en  to  Williak 
Trussel,  to  declare  the  Pidtdbition  at  Stanford,  to  the 
Masters  and  Scholars  there,  and  to  return  their  names  un- 
mediately  to  the  King  for  their  Punisfament :  And,  in  this 
service,  the  Sheriff  was]  commanded  to  be  assisting,  witb  an 
assurance  from  the  Eing  to  the  Seceders,  that  the  latter 
should  have  redress  before  his  Justices  for  any  injury  done 
to  them  at  Oxford. 

Trussel,  in  pursuance  of  this  authority,  took  an  Inquisi- 
tion at  Stanford,  on  tiie  Feast  of  Saifnt  James^  by  which 
many  names  of  those  who  had  oontumacioasly  resisted  the 
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King's  commands,  were  returned ;  and  they  were  afterwords 
punished  b j  the  confiscation  of  their  goods  and  imprisonmenty 
and  remanded  to  Oxford. 

Seldek  intimates,  that  the  Prohibition  of  Scholastic 
exercises  at  Stanford  was  carried  into  effect  by  the  Eing'^ft 
presence  on  the  occasion.  And,  if  that  were  really  the  case^ 
it  should  seem  that  the  Professors  and  Scholars  at  Stan- 
ford continued  refractory  for  more  than  two  years  afler  the 
last  Prohibitioa,  For  it  does  not  appeeu:  that  the  King  was 
at  Stanford  until  the  Sd  of  June  1337,  from  which  day  he 
kept  his  Court  there,  after  his  journey  to  York,  until  the 
first  of  July  following.  And  indeed,  aooording  to  Camdek, 
the  Schools  of  Stanford  continued  to  flourish  until  the  rage 
of  the  Civil  Wars  between  the  Houses  of  York  and  Lancas- 
ter, when  the  Noktherk  Soldiers  stonned  and  ravaged  the 
Town  with  fire  and  sword. 

Nevertheless,  after  the  contests  between  Stanford  and 
Oxford,  the  former  iqppears  still  to  have  been  the  readence 
of  several  learned  men,  though  their  connection  with  the 
Schools  cannot  be  ascertained  with  certainty. 

However,  in  the  time  of  Lbland,  the  Stanford  Schools 
seem  to  hav^  been  so  completely  neglected,  that  he  appears 
to  have  barely  obtained  information  of  some  of  their  names. 

About  the  year  1721,  a  Litbrary  Society  was  founded 
here  upon  the  Rules  of  that  at  Spalding,  by  John  Earl  of 
ExETRR,  Recorder,  Maurice  Johnson  his  Deputy,  and  a 
few  other  Grentlemen.  But,  on  the  decline  of  this  Sode^ 
in  1745,  Dr.  Stukelsy,  then  Rector  of  St.  Peter'^s,  founded 
The  Brasen-Nose  Society,  so  called  in  memory  of  the 
famous  University  there,  on  whose  site  they  met  weekly  on 
Saturdays,  and  Quarterly  on  the  Saturday  of  or  preceding 
the  full  Moon,  and  adjourned  in  Summer  for  the  conveni- 
ence of  Members  to  Deeping.  This  also  in  a  few  years  af^ 
ler  fell  into  decay,  notwithstanding  the  strenuous  efforts  of 
pne  of  it's  Members  to  revive  it's  pristine  spirit. 
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WAINFLEET. 

The  FaBE  Geammar  School  at  Wainvleet  was  found- 
ed in  the  year  1484,  by  William  Watnfletb,  Bishop  of 
Winchester,  Lord  Chancellor  of  England  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  the  Sixth,  and  Founder  of  Magdalen  CoUege,  Ox- 
ford. 

This  celebrated  Bishop  being  possessed  of  certain  lands 
and  tenements  at  Wainfleet,  which  had  been  devised  to  him 
by  will,  in  1475,  was  desirous,  by  planting  Grammar  Learn- 
ing in  the  place  of  his  Nativity,  to  extend  it  in  the  Northern 
Provinces  of  the  Kingdom ;  and  he  accordingly  resolved  to 
erect  there  a  School  and  Chapel,  as  he  had  done  near  his 
CoU^e. 

For  thb  purpose  he  employed  Master  John  Gigur, 
Warden  of  Merton  Collie  Oxford,  and  of  the  Coll^  at 
Tattershall  in  Lincolnshire,  to  procure  a  site  and  to  contract 
with  workmen  for  the  building ;  the  Indenture  for  the  Car- 
pentry bemg  dated  the  25th  of  April,  1484.  And  he  con- 
v^ed  to  the  same  person  the  property  before-mentioned,  to 
be  made  over  by  him  to  The  Presidekt  and  Scholars  of 
Magdalek  College  for  the  Endowment. 

This  Endowment  consists  of  a  Salary  of  17  marks 
(£ll..6..8.)  a  year  paid  by  Magdalen  Collie :  the  School- 
house,  gardens,  orchard,  and  yard,  the  whole  being  nearly 
an  acre :  and  about  18  acres  of  land  lying  in  the  Parishes  of 
Wainfleet  All  Samts,  and  Wainfleet  St.  Mary's;  part  of 
which  is  inundated  in  Winter.  That  portion  which  is  situ- 
ate in  Wainfleet  All  Samts,  was  valued,  with  the  rest  of  the 
Parish,  in  1808,  at  £l4.,l..Si.  per  annum:  that  part 
which  is  in  Wainfleet  St,  Mary\  is  worth  about  30^.  ^ 
year. 
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In  1579,  RoBBST  WooLBiE  addfid,  by  his  Will,  Fortj 
shillings  a  year  for  ever  to  the  Stipend. 

The  School  wUch  is  the  prindpal  ornament  of  the 
Town,  stands  on  the  South  ade  of  it,  and  is  handsomely 
constructed  with  brick.  The  length  is  7^  feet,  and  the 
breadth  26.  It  consists  of  two  stories;  and  appears  to  have 
been  designed  for  only  two  rooms ;  unless  a  room  2*^  feet 
by  1 8,  divided  by  a  partition  of  solid  brick-work,  toward  the 
East  end  of  the  Lower  story,  belonged  to  the  original  pbo. 
It  has  two  Towers,  which  project  at  the  West  end ;  in  tbe 
Northern  is  a  Staircase,  and  in  the  Southern  is  a  BeU. 

Peihaps  the  Lower  Story  was  intended  (ae  tbe  Schocd,  and 
an  apartment  for  the  Master.  It  now  ailbrds  a  oomfiNtaUe 
Habitation  to  him  and  his  Family.  The  Upper  Story  b  Ae 
present  School-Room,  being  JO  feet  long  and  20  breads 
with  m  windows  on  each  side  and  two  large  ones  in  tlie 
ends.  The  former  have  been  filled  with  Lilies  painted  ob 
single  Panes,  of  which  several  still  remain,  irr^olarly  scat- 
tered; some  Tery  dear,  others  obscure^  inverted  or  uprij^ 
as  they  happened  to  be  put  together  in  repmring.  AH  the 
Windows  have  been  strongly  ironed ;  and  those  below  have 
had  very  masrave  shutters  on  the  inmde,  as  appears  from  the 
iron  hooks  left  in  the  waD.  The  Civii  War,  and  the  Li- 
cense of  the  Barons,  had  rendered  precaution  necesauy.  It 
was  unsafe  to  aUde  in  a  dwdOling  not  barricaded  or  fortified. 
A  man*s  house  was  indeed  his  Castle.  What  an  agt  to 
live  in  ! 

The  painted  glass  of  the  two  large  Windows  of  the  Up- 
per Story  was  removed,  or  destroyed,  before  August  175S. 

The  School-Room  was  originally  used  as  the  Chapd,  to 
pray  for  the  Soul  of  The  Foimder,  and  the  Souls  of  Us 
Ancestors.  A  Puljnt  and  Reading-Desk  remain,  but  fixed 
on  the  tops  of  two  Scholar-seats,  and  visibly  of  later  con- 
struction. Though  not  intended  for  a  place  of  general 
Public  Worship,  it  is  used  instead  of  the  Churoh,  which  is 
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above  a  mile  distant  from  the  Town,  every  other  Sunday 
during  the  Winter  season ;  and  it  has  accommodatioiis  suf- 
ficient for  as  large  a  Congregation  as  commonly  assembles 
in  the  neighbourhood  This  practioe,  after  being  disconti* 
nued  many  years,  was  resumed  in  1785* 

This  School,  and  the  appointmrnt  of  the  Master,  belong 
to  Magdalen  College,  who  repaired  the  buildup  in  1755. 

The  School  is  ftee,  for  IjaJAn  and  Qreeky  to  any  of  the 
Boys  of  the  three  Parishes  of  WAinfleet:  but  other  hranchew 
of  litemture  are  paid  finr,  the  terms  being  for  Beading^a* 
fir  quarter,  and  for  Writing  and  Arithmetic  10s.  per  quaxs- 
ter.  There  are  two  Boys  now  learning  Latin.  Childrea 
are  admitted  at  about  m  years  dL  agB^  and  may  Kemain  as 
long  as  their  Parents  {dease.  About  50  Scfaolarsafe  educa* 
ted  in  Summer,  and  70  in  Winter,  at  this  School. 

The  Grammars  in  use  are,  Ruddiman^s  Rudiments,  and 
the  Eton  Greek. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Sihox  Williax  Wilcox, 
whose  Salary  is  £ll..6..B.  per  annumj  together  with  the 
profits  of  the  Endowment. 

As  the  English  language  was  not  reduced  to  any  regular 
standard  at  the  time  of  the  pious  Founder,  it  is  probable 
that  a  knowledge  of  Latin  and  Greek  might  be  highly  bene- 
ficial to  the  then  Inhabitants  of  the  three  Wainfleets;  who, 
if  Tradition  and  the  size  of  the  Churches  may  be  credited, 
were  not  only  more  numerous,  but  also  more  opulent  than 
at  present :  this  may  likewise  be  inferred  fixmi  the  Monu- 
ments, and  the  apdent  Seats  in  this  part  of  the  County, 
though  it  is  now  not  only  thinly  inhabited,  but  the  Inhabit- 
ants of  the  Wainfleets,  and  Towns  adjacent,  are  almost 
'mthout  exception  of  the  Middle  and  Lower  Orders  of 
Sodety,  whose  Children,  not  likely  to  be  profited  by  a  Clas- 
steal  education,  are  put  first  to  Reading,  and  afterwards  to 
Writing  and  Arithmetic,  for  which  the  moderate  charge,  as 
has  been  stated,  is  made.    The  principal  and  praise-worthy 
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reason  of  the  present  Master,  for  allowing  the  School  terms 
to  be  low,  is,  that  the  inhabitants  may  derive  some  advan- 
tage by  having  an  Endowed  School  in  their  Town  ;  sioce 
the  few  Parents  who  now  wish  their  Children  to  learn  IL.atin, 
confine  them  to  it  no  longer  than  is  suffident  to  qualify 
themfor  Apprentices  to  different  occupations. 

The  late  Master,  Mr.  Pickbuhn,  presided  over  this  Se« 
minary  for  upwards  of  Fifty  yeabs,  and  nearly  at  the 
advanced  age  of  Eighty-five.  When,  having  sent  in  his 
reagnadon  to  Magdalen  Collie,  The  Society  very  benevo^ 
lently  agreed  to  settle  an  Annuity  upon  him  in  reward  of 
his  meritorious  services. 

The  Society  of  Antiquaries  have  honoured  this  School 
with  a  place  in  their  splendid  Publicaticms. 
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WRAGBY. 

In  the  year  1636,  the  Executors  of  the  Will  of  William 
Hansard,  Esq.,  conveyed  to  Thomas  Geantham,  Esq., 
Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Sandon  in  Wragby,  and  others,  an 
Annuity  of  Thirty  Pounds  out  of  Lands  in  Bilsby,  &c., 
for  the  support  of  a  Febe  School  at  Wragby,  and  con- 
sented to  pay  £50.  for  erecting  a  School-house  at  that 
place.  Thomas  Geantham,  and  his  Heirs,  to  have  the 
right  of  nomination  of  the  Master,  after  the  first  appoint- 
ment. 

In  3704,  Su:  Edmund  Tuenob,  of  Stoke  Hochford,  in 
the  County  of  lincob,  purchased  of  the  Geantham  Family 
the  Manor  of  Sanden  in  Wragby^  ^th  the  Patronage 
of  the  School  annexed.  And  it  now  belongs  to  Edmund 
TuENOE,  Esq.,  Author  of  the  excellent  History  of  the  Town 
and  Soke  of  Grantham. 

This  School  not  succeeding  as  a  Grammar  School,  has, 
for  many  years,  been  conducted  by  a  Master  profesang  read- 
ing, writing,  arithmetic,  and  the  mensuration  of  land,  with 
credit  to  the  Institution,  and  advantage  to  the  Town. 

Those  boys  whose  Parents  are  Parishioners  of  Wragby, 
and  whose  rents  are  under  JElO.  per  annum,  are  taught 
reading,  writing,  and  the  first  four  Rules  of  arithmetic 
groHs ;  but  pay  203.  a  year  for  copy  books,  p^ns,  ink, 
and  paper ;  and  if  they  advance  further  in  education,  they 
become  Pay  scholars.  Thos^  boys  in  Wragby,  whose  Pa- 
rents^ rents  are  above  £10.  a  year,,  are  taught  reading  and 
writing,  gratis ;  but  they  pay  20s.  a  year  for  stationary, 
and  208.  more  when  they  cypher,  and  are  continued  as  long 
as  their  Parents  think  proper  to  send  them,  without  any 
additional  charge.  They  are  admitted  as  soon  as  they 
are  able  to  read  in  the  New  Testament  Thw  mmiber  is 
about  Twenty  upon  the  average.

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The  number  of  boys  who  pay  for  thor  educatkn,  is  usually 
about  Fifteen. 

The  present  Master  is,  Mr.  Richard  Blitkby,  whose 
charge  for  private  Boarders  is  Eighteen  guineas  per  anmm. 
He  has  never  been  requested,  during  the  Eleven  years  dut 
he  has  been  Master,  to  teach  Zo^  to  any  boys.  He  keeps 
an  English  Asnstant.
